









MEN OF THE TIME 


AALI PASHA, Heitxmet Eatik, a 
TarkiBh statesman, was bom at Con- 
stantinople in 1815, and at the early 
sige of fifboen years, upon the recom- 
mendation of Beschid Fashn, entered 
the public' service. In 183di he was 
appointed second secretary to the 
Embassy of the Forte at Vienna. In 
November, 1857, he was appointed 
Grand Interpreter to the Divan; was 
charge d'affawes at London, 18^-9; 
Under Seoretaiy of Stato for Foreign 
Affairs, 1840; Ambassador to England, 
1841-4 ; Member of tho Supreme 
Council of Stato and Justice, Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, and Chancellor of 
the Imperial Divan, 1844-46. When 
lleschid Fasha became Grand Vizier, 
Aali succeeded him as Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and remained con- 
stant to him throughout the various 
political vicissitudes of 1846-52. Hav- 
ing been promoted to the dignity of 
Muchtf, ho changed his title to Fasha. 
Aali was Grand Vizier from August to 
November, 1852, and retired on tho 
rejection of a proposed Ottoman loan. 
In May, 1854, ho was appointed Go- 
vernor of Broussa, and in October 
recalled to ConB^ntinpple and mode 
President of the Council of the Tan- 
zimat and Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
In 1855 he represented the ]^rte at* 
the Gohferenoes of Vienna, and re- 
turned to occupy , the post of Grand 
Vizier, to which he had been appointed 
daring his ' absence. Adili, as first 
plenipotenthijy of the.Fdrte. tc^h ait 
aefeive pii^ in theC^nfejNsi^ of 
Be ;re8i(|^ed the Grand 


November 1, 1856,^ ai)d was replaced 
by Besohid Fasha. He ro-entered the 
council November 20, but speedily 
resigned his appointment. Upon the 
death of Besohid Pasha he was 
again appointed Grand Vizier, Jaii. 
11, 1858, and being shortly afte^ 
superseded, remained in the Cabinet^ 
as Ifresident of the Tanzimat. He 
was again made Grand Vizier ; 
was appointed Minister for Foreign. 
Affairs, Nov. 22, 1861, and conoliidcd 
tho Treaty of Commerce wi£n Eng- 
land and France. In May, 1864, ho 
was Fresidont of the Conference of 
tho Bepresentatives of the Powers 
which signed the Treaty of Paris, and 
I which met in order to regnlate the 
> political situation of Boumania. Aali 
Fasha, who is decorated with the- 
Imperial Orders of the Medjidi5 and 
of Merit of the First Class, the Grand 
Cross of the Legi(m of Honour, St. 
Stephen of Austria, the B^ Eagle of. 
Prussia, St. Anne of Bnssia, Ac., 
addressed a oironlar note to the FrO-' 
tecting Powers respecting the revoln-. 
tien in Civndia in 1866, and wai^ again 
appointed GrandVizier.l^eb. ll, 1807. 

ABBOTT, The Bey^ Jacob, born 
in Maine, United States, abont 1802, 
and educated at Bowdoiiii Cbiiege, 
where he took the nsiud de^ee befM 
entering oh tha znii^t^ of the Inde*. .

ABBOTT, The Bev. John, yoon^r 
T>rother of the above, bora in Haiue, 
Umted States, in 1806, was educated 
At Bowdoin College, and at a college 
•of the Independent Congregationalists 
■at Andover, Massachusetts. Though 
he entered upon the pastoral office in 
connection with that body, like his 
brother, he has devoted himself to lite- 
rature, and is best known as the author 
of *‘The Mother at Home,” “The 
Child at Home,” a “History of the 
jVenoh Bevolution,” “ History of the 
Emperor Napoleon Buonaparte,” and 
a history of the European Monar- 
chies. 

ABD-EL-HADEB, the third of the 
four sons of a Marabout chief named 
8idi-el-Hadji-Meheddin, was born in 
the environs of Mascara, in 1807. 
When Charles X. of France under- 
took the Algerine expedition, Abd-el- 
Bader, though young, was, on account 
*bf his powers of mind and body, 
elected chief by some of the tribes, in 
the hope that ho would deliver their 
country from anarchy. Shortly after- 
wards he was proclaimed Emir of 
Mascara, and declared a religious war 
against the Franoh, who concluded 
with him a treaty, which constituted 
him sovereign of the province of Oran, 
with a right of the monopoly of the 
•commerce of the entire country, 
■similar to that exercised by Meheniet 
Ali in Egypt. Being desirous of ex- 
tending his dominions, ho soon became 
•embroUed with the French, and fur 
more than ten years he waged war 
against them, until he was defeated, 
Dec. 23, 1848, by Marshal Bugeaud, 
to whom he capitulated on the faith 
•of a promise that he should be allowed 
to retire to Alexandria or to St. J^n 
d’ Acre. Instead, however, of fulfilling 
this promise, the F^nph authorities 
imprisoned him in the castle of Fan, 
whence he was transferred, in 1848,

his word, but treated with great kin^' 
nesS' and consideration the Christian 
population of the East at the time of 
the Syrian massacres in 1860, for which 
good service he received a decoration 
from the emperor of the French. He 
took np his residence at Boursa:, the 
ancient Pmsa, and on its destruction 
by an earthquake, Feb. 25, 1852, 
obtained permission from the French 
Government, from which he receives 
a pension, to remove first to Con- 
stantinople and then to Damascus. 
In 1863 he visited Egypt, inspected 
the works of the Suez Canal, and 
made the pilgrimage to Mecca. 

ABDUL-AZIZ KHAN. (See Tub- 
KEY, Sultan of.) 

A’BECEETT, Sib William, brother 
of the late Gilbert Abbot A'Beckott, 
bom in London in 1806, and educated 
at Westminster School, was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1829. 
In literature he is known as the editor 
of the “Universal Biography,” and 
the author of the greater part of “ The 
Georgian Era.” He was appointed 
successively Solicitor and Attorney 
General of Now South Wales, and 
resident Judge at Fort Phillip, a post 
which ho exchanged for that of Chief 
Justice of Victoria on its orection 
into a separate colony. He retired 
and returned to England in 1863. 

ABEBCOBN (MAuquis of), James 
llamiltoD, K.G., F.C.,* Duke of Cha- 
telherault in France; heir male of 
the house of Hamilton, was bom 
Jan. 21, 1811, and married Oct. 25, 
1832, Lady Louisa - Jane Bussell, 
second daughter of John, 6th Duke . 
of Bedford, by whom he has had seven 
children. Bis lordship, who held the 
office of Groom of the Stole to H.iEl.H. 
Prince Albert, was, on the acces- 
sion to power of fikurl Derby’s Ad- 
ministration,in 1866, appointed Lord- 
Lientenant of Irela^. His lordship 
was served heir male of the body of 
riie let Duke of Ghat^herault,.

ABEBBEBN AND OBENEY 
(BisBdp op), The Bight .Bev. T. G. 
SoTHBB, oriiained in 1887, was conse- 
crated bishop of this see in 1867. 

ABOUT, Edmond-Fban^ois- 
Valentin, author, bom at Dienze 
(Menrthe), Febmary 14, 1828, pnr- 
ened his studies at the Lyo^e Char- 
lemagne, won the prize of honour 
in 1848, and passed in 1861 to the 
French School of Athens. In Greece 
he dii^cted his attention to archsoo- 
logical studies, and made his first 
appearance as an author with **La 
Gi^oe Gontemporaine” (1866), which 
was well received. In the Bctme des 
3)eu{ii> Mondes he published a kind 
of autobiographical novel, ^‘Tolla,** 
in 1865, followed by ** Les Manages 
•de Paris” in 1836, and ** Germaine ” 
in 1857. His well-known pamphlet, 
** La Question Bomaine,” which urged 
the abolition of the Pope’s temporal 
power, and was supposed to have been 
inspir^ by the Emperor, appeared 
soon after. In 1860 he published two 
other pobtical pamphlets, ** The Now 
Map of Europe,” and Prussia in 
1860.” **Les Coquins d’ Agents de 
Change ” was published in 1861, the 
third edition of *‘Le Gas de M. 
Guerin,” ” Madelon,” and ** Demi6res 
Lettres d’un bon jeune homme k sa 
oousine Madeleine” in 1868$ “Le 
Prog3s” in 1864; “LaVieUe Boche” 
in the Monitewr du 8oir in 1866. M. 
About, who received the Begion of 
Honour August 16, 1868, married 
Mdlle. de Gnillerville, May 24, 1864. 
He has written several vaudevilles and 
other dramatic pieces. In 1866 M. 
About was commissioned by ,the 
Emperor to draw up a report on the 
state of public opinion in Fiance. 

ABB AHAM, Db. (See Wellinotoh, 
Bishop op.) 

ABYSSINIA (King of),Thbodorus 
or Theodore, whose name has been 
firequently brought before the pub- 
lic in connection with the detention 
and linpriBonment ^EngHah sutge^, 
was bom of humble parentage in 
• Qdard, on the borders of Western 


Amhara, and was educated in a con- 
vent, in which he was placed undei^ 
restraint by his mother. Thence Dojij- 
match Ka^ that being the name of 
the king, escaped to his uncle, Dejatoh 
ComfD, a noted rebel, with whom he . 
imbibed a taste for warlike pursuits, 
and eventaally became ruler of a large 
ppriion bf the territoiy over which 
he reigns. Naturally ambitious and 
politic, he succeeded in pacifying for 
a time several of the chiefs who had 
aided lum in obtaining authority. 
Some m the more powerfhl chiefs, 
however, were not^ so easily brought 
under his rule. After numerous 
struggles with Kaisers Menin, mother 
of All, a treaty was concluded 
between Baa Ali and the king, the 
former receiving the title of 
or duke, and the provinces which he 
had subdued. In 1868 this treaty was 
broken, and the oontrootihg parties 
became deadly enemies. Kassai at 
last defeated his father-in-law, and 
took him prisoner. The ambition of 
Kassai grew with his power, and hav- 
ing subdued the western part of the 
kingdom, he desired the possession of 
Tigro and Shoa. The governor of the 
first-named place, a man of some 
ability, did his utmost to frustrate 
the designs of the king, but after 
being vanquished in a battle, was . 
compelled to submit. Shortly after 
Kassai made himself master of the 
Amber Hai, where lay concealed a 
laige amount of treasure and muni- ^ 
tions of war, and Feb. 6, 1866, ho 
was crowned at the church of Marian 
Deresgie, by the Abuna Salama. 
King l?heodore excels in all manly 
pursuits, and Us general xilaiiners are 
polite and engaging. When, however, 
his purposes are crossed his temper is 
said to be • terrible. His name has 
been brought befine the public by ^ 
cruel imprisonment of the English 
consul and. missionaries without any . 
just cause. 

ACHENBACH, Ahduew, artist 
bom at Cassel, Sept. 29, 1816, studied 
at Bfisseldorii under Sohadow. 
the Pa^ ** Exposition ” of 1865,.- 
M. Achenbach had five picture, vis.,

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Mar^e hauto h Ostenclo” ‘^Vuodo 
Corleone en Sioile,” *‘Mer oragcuso 
Bur la o6to do Sicile/* Kertncsse on 
Hollande*’' and ** Clair de Lune.’* In 
1844 M. Achenbaoh obtained a third- 
class medal at the “Exposition’* at 
Paris, and a medal of the first class 
in 1866. He is a nionibcr of the Royal 
Academies of Berlin, Arasteidam, 
Philadelphia, Antwerp, &c,, and was 
decorated with the Gross of the Legion 
of Honour, Aug. 0, 1864. 

A GLAND, Hexry WExrwoRTir, 
M.D., F.B.S., Ac., fourth soif of Sir 
Thomas Dyke Acland, Bart., bom in 
1815, and educated at Eton and 
Christ Church, Oxford, was elected, in 
1841, to a Fellowship at All Souls. 
He took the degree of M.D. at Oxford 
in 1848, is Pliysiciaii to the Radcliffe 
Infirmary, and was appointed Leo’s 
Header in Anatomy in 1846. Dr. 
Acland, who is a warm advocate of 
cleanliness, drainage, and athletic 
exorcise as the best provi ntives of 
disease, has published an account of 
the visitation of cholera at Oxford in 
1854, besides other books and pam- 
phlets. He accompanied the Prince 
of Wales to America in 1860 as his 
medical attendant. 

ACOSTA, JoAQUiM, a colonel of 
Engineers in the service of New 
Gronadi^ and a distinguished geogra- 
pher and historian, served in 1831 in 
the Columbian army.' In 1834, with 
the botanist Cespedes, he undertook 
a scientifio expc(Ution, extending from 
the valley of Socorro to that of Mag- 
dalena, and seven years later visited 
the country from Antioca to Atiserma. 
Acosta afterwards repaired to Europe, 
and lived in Spain several years. He 
has published an excellent map of the 
territory of New Granada. His most 
important pubh'cation, however, is 
one on the “ Discovery and Coloni- 
zation of New Granada.” M. Acosta 
has made some vidnable contributions 
to the Gengraphioal Society of Paris. 

ADAMS, Charles Francis, son of 
the late John Qninoy Adams (some- 
time Minister to , Hnssia and to Eng- 
land), bom Aug. 18, 1807, at Boston, 
Massaohnsetts, was educated at St. 


Petersburg and in London, and gra- 
duated at Harvard University in 1826. 
He was admitted to the bar and elected 
a member of tlie Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts in 1828, was a candidate 
for the Yice-Presidentship with Mr. 
Van Buren on the Free Soil ticket in 
1848, and was a member of the House 
of Kopresentatives and Chairman of 
Committee on Manufactures from 
1860>66. Mr. Adams published an 
edition of “ Letters of Mrs. Adams,” 
in 1848, having edited the “ Life and 
Works of John Adams ” in the previous 
year. Ho was sent to England ns 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary from the United 
States of America in 1861, in placo 
of Mr. Dallas, immediately on the out- 
break of the civil war, and carried on 
a diplomatic con'ospondenco with Earl 
Bussell, in reference to the steam 
rams built by Mr. Laird in the Mer- 
sey, and other matters. 

ADAMS, John Couch, the astrono- 
mer, is the son of a small farmer near 
Bodmin, in Cornwall, where he was 
bom about 1818. Ho ontorod at St. 
John’s College, Cambridge, was Senior 
Wrangler in 1843, was soon after 
elected to a Fellowship, and became 
one of the Mathematical tutors of his 
college. In 1841 he applied himself to 
the investigation of the irregpilarities 
in the motion of Uranus, in order to 
find out whether they might be attri- 
buted to the action of some unknown 
planet, and thence, if possible, to de- 
termine approximately the elements 
of its orbit. In 1844, through Professor 
Challis, a correspondence was opened 
with the Astronomer Boyal; and in 
October, 1846, Mr. Adams sent to the 
Greenwich Observatory a paper of re- 
sults, showing that the p^urbations 
of Uranus were caused by some planet 
within certain assumed limits. Tho 
Astronomer Boyal wrote to him, Nov. 
6, inquiring whether the pertnriiation 
would explain the error of the radius 
vector of Uranns ; but from some un- 
explained cause, Mr. Adorns delayed 
his reply. On the. 10th of the same 
month M. Le Yerrier published in the 
“Comptes Bendus” of the French 
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Academy a paper on ** The Fertnrba- 
tions of Uranus prodiioed by Jnpiter 
and Saturn;” and the place assigned 
by him to, the disturbing pUmet was 
the same, within one degree, as that 
calculated by Mr. Adams. The Council 
, of the Boyal Society doubted whether 
their annual medal was due to Mr. 
Adams or to M. Lp Yerrier; but ulti- 
mately, as there was no precedent in 
favour of bestowing a doable medal, 
they decided on conferring a testimo- 
nial on each claimant instead. In 
Jannaiy, 1847, Mr. Adaihs privately 
circulate a paper ezplanatoxy of **Tho 
observed Irregularities in the Motion 
of Uranus,V which was subsequently 
Imprinted in the Nautical Almanack” 
for 1851.' In 1858 he succeeded the 
late Dean Peacocko as Lowndcan 
Professor of Astronomy at Cambridge. 

ADAMS, WiLLiAU Buidoes, the son 
of a gentleman who took an active 
paH in the election contests of West- 
minster in the days of Sir F. Burdett, 
was bom in London in 1797. 111-heal th 
compelled him while young to visit a 
genial climate, and he travelled o^er 
a great part of the continent of Europe 
and Soqth and North America. He 
devoted himself to engineering pur- 
suits, having been for some time a 
pupil of John Farey, the well-known 
OTigineer, and materially assisted in 
effecting improvements in railway 
mechanism and in the construction 
of artillery, ships, for which he 
has taken out several patents. Mr. 
Adams, who is the author of ** English 
Pleasure Carriages,” ”The Producing 
Man’s Companion,” and of various 
pamphlets on questions of the day, 
has also written extensively on en^- 
ncering and social subjects in periodi- 
cal literature of the day, including the 
Westminster Review, fZbtf s Mageusine, 
The Old and New MontJitg, Foreign 
Quarterly, The Times, Spectator, Me- 
chanics' Magassvne, and FracUcal Me- 
ehame^ Magagine, The Engineer, Once 
•aWeek,&o, 

ADDEBLEY, Tkb BiaHT Eon. 
CBABriBs BowTBBi ^dest son of the 
late C. 0. Adderley, Esq., of Ham’s 
Hall, Warwickshiro, and Norton, 


Staffoidsliire, was bom in 1814^ and 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 188§. 
He was elected in the Conservativo 
interest, in 1841, to represent the 
Northern Division of Staffordshire, 
which ho still (1867) represents. Mr. 
Adderley, who was Erpsident of the 
Board of Health and Vice-President 
of the Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil on Education under Lord Derby’s 
second administration of 1858-9, has 
taken an active part in the establish- 
ment Colonial self-government and 
in the introduction of Bcformatoiy 
Institutions, and is the author of 
pamphlets on Education and Penal 
Discipline, and on other subjects con- 
nected with Colonial interests. Ho 
is married to a daughter of the 
late Lord Leigh, is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Staffordshire, 
and was, in 1866, appointed Under- 
secretary to the. Colonies in Lord 
Derby’s third administration. 

ADLEB, Gkoaue J., born in 1821, 
at Leipsic, emigrated to the United 
States in 1883. He graduated at 
the University of New York, 1844', 
and was Professor of German in the 
same institution 18'16 — 1854. He is 
tho author of a ” German Grammar” 
(1846), a '’German Header” (1847), 
’’Manual of German Literature” 
(1853), ” Latin Grammar ” (185^, a 
” Dictionary of the German and Eng- 
lish Languages ” (1859), a translation 
in verse of Goethe’s ’’Iphigenia in 
Tauris,” all published at Now York, 
and other popular school-books, some 
of ’^hich have been translated into 
the French language. 

ADOLPH, William. {See Nassau, 
Duke or.) 

AGASSIZ, Louis John Bodolfh, 
naturalist, was bom May 28, 1807, 
in the parish of Mottier, b^ween 
the lake of NeufchAtel and the lake of 
Morat, where his father was a pastor. 
In 1818 he entered the Gymnasium 
of Bienne, and in 1822 was removed 
to the Academy of Lausanne, as 
a reward fdr his proficiency in 
sciehce. He studied medicine . (9^ 
the experimental sciences at ZWcIh^ 
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Heidelberg, end Maniob, aud at the 
Sast-mentioned took the degree of M.D. 
In Heidelberg and Mnnicb he occupied 
himself more especially with compara- 
tive anatomy. Being intrusted by 
Martius with the publication of an 
account of the one hundred and sixteen 
species of fish collected by Spix in 
Brazil, he introduced a new classifica- 
tion. In 1839 he published “Natu- 
ral History of the Freshwater Fish 
of Europe.” “Besearohes on Fossil 
Fishes” and “Descriptions of Eohi- 
nodermes ” appeared whilst it was in 
progress. The work by. which ho 
attained his greatEuropean reputation 
is “ Studies of Glaciers,” in which he 
advanced a theory tending to change 
the prevalent views of geologists as 
regards the incoherent and pbst-tor- 
tiaiy formations of the globe, and the 
dynamical causes by which those de- 
posits have been effected. M. Agassiz 
quitted Europe for the United States 
in 1846, and, after delivering some 
successful lectures in the Lowell In- 
stitute, was appointed, in 1847, Pro- 
fessor of Zoology and Geology in the 
Medical School of Charleston, South 
Carolina. This appointment he held 
for above two years, and he has since 
occupied himself in arranging his 
collections in natural liistory. In 1851 
he explored the State of New York, 
and in 1852 was appointed Professor 
of Comparative Anatomy in the Medi- 
cal College of Charleston. In 1854 
he published, in conjunction with MM. 
A. Gould and Max Perty, an elaborate 
work, eiititled “Universal Zoology, 
and General Sketches of Zoology, 
containing the structure, development, 
classification, of all types of ani- 
mals, living and extinct.” M, Agassiz 
published in English a “Zoological 
Bibliography” (1848-^). The French 
Academy cn Sciences awarded him 
their prize, with the offer of a scientific 
oha^, which he declined, wd he has 
received the cross of the Legion of 
Honour. 

A IMA H D, Gustatb, novelist, 
was bom about 1818, embarked 
as a cabin-bqy at an early age for 
America, and lived nearly ten years i 


amongst savage tribes. He after- 
wards travelled throngh Spain, Turkey^ 
and the Canoasns, beingoften mixed np 
in conspiracies and wars. In 1848 he 
went to Paris, and was appointed on 
ofiloer in the Garde Mobile. After 
some other travels M. Aimard resolved 
to publish his adventures in the form 
of romances. “Les TrappenrS dc 
r Arkansas ” (one of his most popular 
works), “ Le Grand Chef des Ancas,” 
and “ Le Chercheur do Pistes ” ap- 
peared in 1858; “Le Cm^r loyal,” 
“Les Franca - Tireurs,” and “Les 
Bddeurs de Frontibres ” in 1861 ; “ La 
Main-Ferm e ” and “ V alentin-Guillois ” 
in 1862; “Les Aventuriers” and 
“Les Nuits Mexicaines” in 1863; 
“ L’Arancan,” “ Les Chasseurs 
d’Aboilles,” “ Les Fils de la Tortue,” 
Ac. in 1864. Several of his works have 
appeared in the Moniteur, Under a 
pseudonym he published, in 1847, a 
work entitled “ Un Coin du Bidean.” 

AlNMt}LLEB, Maximilian 
Emanuel, bom at Munich in 1807, 
entered the ^yal porcelain manufac- 
tory as decorator, and devoted liis 
attention to tho art of painting on 
glass with such success, that a sepa- 
rate establishment, of which he was 
made injector, was formed for this 
special branch. The new institution 
under his direction commenced in 
1826, and comploted in 1833 the resto- 
ration of the windows of the Cathedral 
of Batisbon, to which M. Ainmuller 
oontribnted the ornamentation, and for 
which he painted several of the figures. 
Ainmfiller has assisted materially in 
reviving tlie art of miniature glass- 
painting, and has acquired some cele- 
brity as ail architectural painter in 
oil. Spedmens of his achievements 
in the last-mentioned may be seen in 
Westminster Abbey. 

AINSWOBTH, William Fbancis^ 
L.B.C.S., F.S.A., F.B.G.S., Ac., cousin 
of W. H. Ainsworth, was bom in 1807. 
Having travelled abroad, be became, 
in 1829, editor of the Jonma^ qf 
Naiv/ral cmd Geological Science^ On 
the breaking out of oholera in Sun- 
derland, in 1832, he was one of the 
first to repair thither in order tostndy 
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the new epidemio, and he published 
the resist of his obserrations in a work 
** On Pestilential Cholera/* He was 
successively appointed surgeon to the 
cholera hospitals at St. GeOTge’s, 
Hanover Square, and at Wes^rt, 
Ballinrobe, Claremorris, and Newport, 
in Ireland. Whilst in that country 
he lectured on Geology in Dublin and 
Limerick. In 1835 he was appointed 
surgeon and geologist to the. Eu- 
phrates Expedition, and published 
**Besearohes in Assyria, Babylonia, 
and Ghaldma** (1838), in which year 
ho was also sent by the Boyal Geogra- 
phical Society and the. Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge to 
the Nestorian Christiana in Kurdistan. 
His ** Travels in Asia Minor, Mesopo- 
tamia, and Armenia” (1842), and 
“Travels in the Track of the Ten 
Thousand Greeks,** of which an ana- 
lysis was also given in Bohn’s edition 
of Xenophon’s “ Anabtisis,** wore the 
result of the two journeys, extending 
over a period of seven years. Mr. 
Ainsworth has edited “Claims of the 
Oriental Christians,”^ “ Laros and 
Penates; or, Cilicia and its Gover- 
nors,** “ The Euphrates Valley Boute 
to India,** “On an Indo-European 
Telegraph by the Valley of the Tigrte** 
(tinco carried out by the Turkish 
Government), “All Bound the World,” 
“The Illustrated UniversalGazcttoer,” 
&c. Mr. Ainsworth is a member of 
many foreign societies, and has con- 
tributed largely to periodical literature. 

AINSWOBTH, William Kaukison, 
novelist, eldest son of the late Thomas 
Ainsworih, solicitor, of Manchester, 
a member of an ancient Lancashire 
family, was bom in 1803, and having 
been educated at the Firee Grammar 
School of Manchester, was articled in 
his sixteenth year to Mr. Kay, a lead- 
ing solicitor of that city. Lceing his 
father at . nineteen, he came to Loudon 
to finish his tern\ with Mr. Jacob 
Pliillips, of the Inner Temple* Be- 
fore he was of age he published the 
romance of “ Sir J<^n Chiverton,” 
which was highly praised by Sir Wal- 
ter Scott. His marriage, in 1826, 
with a daughter of the lateMr.Ebers, 


publislier, of Bond Street, led Mr. 
Ainsworth to abandon the study of 
the law in order to devote himself to 
literaturein the jointoapaoityof author 
and publisher. The latter , vocation, 
however, he soon gave np, restrioting 
himself t6 what he thenceforth re- 
garded as his professum. “Bookwood,**^ 
which appeared in 1834^ established 
his fame as a writer of fiction, and 
passed through several editions : this 
was followed by “ Crichton,** which 
was equally sucoessfii]. The first 
number of “Jack Sheppard** wsjs 
published in January, 1^9, inSentlei/s 
MiseeUany, of which periodical Mr.. 
Ainsworth became editor on the re- 
tirement of Mr. Dickens in March, 
1840. The story of “ Jack Sheppard ” 
has always been , popular with the 
multitude ; and soon after the appear- 
ance of Mr. Ainsworth*8 aioryinBentletj 
eight different dramatic versions were 
produced on the stage. The morality 
of the story, however, was severely 
impugned by some critios. “Guy 
Fawkes,** which appeared in Bentley, 
and the “Tower of London, ** added 
to this writer’s reputation. In 1841 
he ’published, week by week, in the 
Suriday Times, “ Old St. Paurs.**’ 
Having at the close of 1841 retired' 
from the editorship of Bentley, he- 
established the magazine which bore 
his name, and in which appeared} 
“The Miser’s Daughter,” “Windsor* 
Ctistle,” and “St. James’s; or, tha 
Court of Queen Anne;” the latter 
containing a generous defence of the 
Siharacter of MarlborcAigh. ^u 1845 
Mr. AioswdHh became propnetor and 
editor of the New Monthly Moffozine. 
Three years later ho published, in the 
Swnday Times, “Lancashire Witohes,” 
follow^ in 1854 by an historical 
romance, “The Star Chamber,” and 
a domestic stoiy, iliustrative of old 
English manners, styled “The Flitch 
of Bacon, or the Custom of Dun- 
mow,’* — a onstom . which owes, its 
recent revival to *Mr. AinsworHi’B 
lilserality. In 1855 a o611eoti<m6f his . 
“ Ballads, Bomantic, Fantastii^^ imd 
Humorous,** appeared ; followed , in 
1856 by ancther novels “The 
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thrift;/* originally pnbliahbd in UenU 
le\fB ' MiseeUanyt which periodical 
had become Mr. Ainsworth’s property 
two years previously. In 1857 he 
i*esnmed and issued in monthly 
parts “Mervyn Glitheroe,” a somi- 
autobiographical tide; the publica- 
tion of which, in a serial form, had 
been accidentally interrupted. After 
another interval, during which ho 
•oompGSod a spirited poem on a famous 
Breton legend, entitled ** The Combat 
of the Thirty,” he produced in 1860 a 
romance of the times of the Common- 
wealth, called ** Ovingdean Grange,” 
into several parts of which are inter- 
woven his own personal experience as 
a resident in the South Down Country. 
This was followed by ** The Constable 
of the Tower,” commenced in Bent~ 
ley in 1861, and since republished 
separately ; The Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don; or, City Life in the Last Century,” 
in 1862 ; ** Cardinal Foie ; or, the Days 
of Fhilip and Maty,” in 1863; and 

John Law, the Projector,” in 1864. 
His more repent works are the ** Spa- 
nish Match; or, Charles Stuart in 
Madrid ; ” the ** Constable de Bour- 
bon,” and ** Old . Court,” a modem 
novel now in course of publication 
in Bentley's Miscellany, Mr. Ains- 
worth’s writings are voiy popular in 
America ; many of them havo been 
translated into German ; and versions 
of some exist in the French, Spanish, 
Dutch, and Bussian languages. 

AIBD, Thomas, bom at Bowden, 
Boxburghshiro, August 28, 1802, and 
odacate(^ at the schools of BowdOn 
and Melrose, and at the iJniversity of 
Bdinburgh, acted as editor of the 
JSdinbwrgh Weekly Journal for a year, 
after the death of Mr. James Bcdlan- 
tyhe^ the friend of Sir Walter Scott. 
In 1^5 he was appointed editor’ of 
the pumfries Heraldy a Conservative 
journal, which post he occupied until 
1863, when he retired into private 
life. His chief ■ works are : — ** Be- 
ligious Chaxncteristics” (182Q, ’’The 
Old Bachelor in the Old Scottish ; 
Village,” a Tolnme of toles and 
sketches (184^; ’’Poetical Works,” 
a collected edition of his poems, new 


I and old (1848). Tne poem entitles 
” The Devil’s Dream” is, perhaps, thi 
most popular of his productions. Mr 
Aird was formerly a contributor t< 
Blackwood^ s Moposme, and in 1852 b 
brought out for the family of Dr. Moil 
(the ’’Delta ” of Blachvo^), an oditioi 
of that author’s select poems, with t 
memoir prefixed. He has allowed hu 
” Boligious Characteristics ” to go om 
of print; but later editions of hiE 
other works, revised and enlarged 
have been published. 

AIBEY, Sift Bichaud, E.C.B., the 
eldest son of the late Lieat.-General Sii 
George Airey, G.C.H., by a daughtei 
of the Baroness Talbot de Malaliide, 
was born in 1803. Having been edu- 
cated at the Boyal Military College, 
Sandhurst, he entered the army, and 
having served on the staff and with his 
regiment in Canada, the Ionian Islands, 
and elsewhere, was appointed Deputy 
Adjutant-General in 1838,and Military 
Secretary to the Commander-iu-Chief 
at the Horse Guards in 1852. In 
1854-5 Sir B^irey served as Quartor- 
mostor-General of the British army in 
the Crimea. For the sufferings of our 
soldiers ho was most unfairly held 
responsible by a considerable por- 
tion of the press, as he showed by his 
published ’’Addresses’* delivered be- 
foro a Commission of inquiry at 
Chelsea, in exculpation of his depart- 
ment. He was created a K.C.B., and 
became a Major-General in the army 
ill 1855, Lieut.-General in 1862, and 
Colonel of the 17th regiment in 1866. 
He has been Quartermaster-G^eneral 
at the Horse Guards since 1857. 

AlBY, GspROB Biddell, Astrono- 
mer Boyal, a native of Alnwick, 
Northumberland, born July 27, IWU 
was educated at private schools at 
Hereford and Colchester, and at the 
Colchester Grammar School, whence 
he proceeded to Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1819. In 1%2 he was elected 
Scholar,and in 1824 Fellow, of Trinity, 
having graduated B.A. in the previous 
year, when he came out Senior Wr^- 
lor. In 1824 he took his degM of 
M.A.^ and was clectod Lucasian Pro- 
fessor. This office, rendered illustribns 
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by having been filled by Barrow and 
Newton, had become a sinecnre. No 
sooner was Professor Airy elected than 
he resolved to turn it to account, and 
to deliver public lectures on Bzperi- 
mental Philosophy. He oommencad 
this good wsvh in 1827, and continue' 
it to 1836, the series being known as 
the first in which the UndulatoiyTheory 
of Light was efficiently illustrated. In 
1828 he was elected to the Plnmiau 
Professorship, and in that capacity 
was intrusted with the entire manage- 
ment of the Cambridge Obseiyatory. 
On taking cliarge of this post he 
commenced a coarse of observations, 
and introduced some improvements 
in the form of the calculation and 
publication of the observations, which 
have served as a pattern at Greenwich 
and other observatories. Professor Airy 
also superintended the monnting of the 
Equatorial, the Mural Circle, and the 
Northumberland Telescope (the last 
entirely fram his own plans) at' the 
Cambridge Observatoiy. In 1835 he 
snoceeded Hr. Pond a| Astronomer 
Boyal. In this capacity he has dis- 
tingnished himself by giving greater 
regality to the proceedings in the 
Observatory at Greenwich, by main- 
taining the general outline of the 
plan which its essential character and 
its historical associations have im- 
posed upon that institution, while ho 
has introduced new instruments and 
new modes of calonlafion and publi- 
cation, by which the value of the 
Observatoiy to science may be much 
increased. It is not our province to 
describe in detail the Transit Circle, 
the Reflex Zenith Tube, and the large 
first-olast Equatorial, erected from 
Mr. Airy’s plansi and under his super- 
intondonco. It is suffioient to say 
that the latter is the most magnifi- 
cent instrument qf its kind in the 
world. Mr. Airy who computed, ^ted, 
and published Hhe observations of 
Groombddgei Catton,^ ibid Fellows, 
and rbauc^ the Gtiienwkih; bbser- 
vations of planets and bbserihations 
of the moon from 17^' down to the 
preset time, has also thrown ihnch 
l%ht on ancient chrinidiogy/ by ooni-i 


puting several of the most import 
tant eclipses of former ages. Threo 
times (viz., in 1842, . 1861, and 1860) 
has he visited the" Continent, for 
the purpose of observing different 
solar eclipses ; and on the last-named 
occasion organized an eipeditiou of 
English and forcigpi astronomers to 
Spain, which is knbwn os the ** Hima- 
layan expedition,'* from the name of 
the ship lent for the purpose by the 
Admiralty. Mr. Aiiy has illnstrated 
the Newtonian theoiy of gravitation, 
and approximated the great objeot of 
ascertaining the weight of the earth 
by a series of experiments in the rela- 
tive vibrations of a pendulum at the 
top and at the bottom of a deep mine, 
has paid great attention to the testing 
and improvement of marine ohro- 
nomoters, and the diffusion, by gal- 
vanic telegraph, of accurate time- 
signals. In 1838 ho was oonsultod 
by the Government respecting the dis- 
turbance of the compass in iron-built 
ships, and the result of the experi- 
ments and theory dovolopid by him on 
that occasion was the establishment 
of a system of mechanical correction 
by means of magnets and iron, which 
has sinoe been adopted universally. 
Mr. Airy was chairman of the oom- 
mission appointed to consider the 
general question of standards, and of 
tho commission intrusted with the 
superintendence of tho construction 
of new Standards of Length and 
Weight, after the great fire which de- 
stroyed the former national stan- 
dards in the Houses of Parliament 
in 1834. The account of the pro- 
ceedings on these occasions, published 
in tho Philosophical Trausac- 
tions,” is from his pen. Mr. Airy 
advocated the establishment of a 
decimal coinage, and of tho ''nar- 
row” as opposed to the “broad” 
gauge on our railways ; conducted the 
astronomical operations praparoteny 
to the definition of the boundaiy be- 
tween Canada, and. tho United* Stotes, 
and aided in trdoing the Or^gent 
boundary, iir. Airy, who has. ooiitii* - 
buted .to the “ Cambridge Tratia- 
aoj^dns,” “ The Philosophicid TnutBr , 
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actions/* “ The Memoirs of the Royal 
^tronomical Society/’ the Philoao- 
phical Magaaine, and the AthenoBum 
(often under the . signature of 
A.B.G.), has written strongly, in the 
AthenoBum and elsewhere, in oppo- 
sition to the legislation proposed by 
the University Commissioners in re- 
ference to his own university, and 
more especially to his own college. 
The principal works written by 
Mr. Airy are, " Gravitation,” for the 
Penny OyclopoBiUas published sepa- 
rately, “Mathematical Tracts” (fourth 
option), “Tpswich Lectures on Astro- 
nomy” (fourth edition), “Treatise on 
Errors of Observation ” (1861) ; also 
“ Trigonomctiy,” “ Figure of the 
Earth,” and “Tides and Waves,” in 
the EneyclopcDdia Metropolita/na, since 
republished separately. Mr. Airy has 
received tho Lalande modal of tho 
French Institute, for discoveries in 
astronomy ; the Copley modal of tho 
Royal Society, for optical theories; 
the Royal medal of the same, for tidal 
investigations ; and the medal of tho 
Royal Astronomical Society on two 
occasions, for discovery of an in- 
equality of long period in tho move- 
ments ofyenus and the Earth, and 
for'roduction of the planetaty obser- 
vations. From the Universities of 
Oxford and Edinburgh he has also re- 
ceived tho honoraiy degrees of D.C.Ti. 
and LL.D., is a F.R.S., a Member' of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, and 
of the Cambridge Philosophical So- 
ciety, and an Honorary Member of 
the Institution of Civil Engineers ; and 
has long been connected, as Foreign 
Correspondent, with the Institute of 
France, and with many other foreign 
academies. Appointed ono of , the first 
members of the Senate of the Univdl'- 
sity of London, he soci afbe rresigned 
the office. ■ ^ 

AlVAZOVSEI, Gabriel, aleamed 
Armenian, bom in the Crimea, May 
22, 1212, is descended from the 
ancient ffimily of Alvaz, or Haivaz, 
established for above two centuries in 
Galicia (Poland) < , At the age of four- 
teen he entered the convent of the 
Mekhitarists^near Yieiina. After hav-* 


ing taken orders, he exercised in his 
college of St. Lazaroe the fhhetions 
of professor of European and Oriental 
languages, of philosophy, and theology. 
In 1848 he was nominated Prefect of 
Studies in the Armenian College of 
Samuel Moorat, in Paris. In conse- 
quence of a schism in tho Mekhita- 
rist community, Gkkbriol, who was 
attached to the principle of Nationality 
in opposition to that of Ultramonta- 
nism, resigned, and afterwards founded 
tho new .Armenian College of Grenelle, 
near Paris. He is a member of the 
Historical Institute of France, and 
author of several useful works in the 
Armenian language. 

AlVAZOVSKI, IvAir, a marine 
painter, brother of tho preceding, 
burn in Southern Russia, July, 1817, 
was admitted at sixteen, by special 
order of the Emperor Nicholas, to the 
Imperial Academy of tho Fine Arts 
in St. Petersburg, in which he is 
a pi'ofessor. He has painted a number 
of pictures, to bo found in the mu- 
seums of Russia, tho subjects being 
chiefly naval1>ngagemcnts drawn from 
Russian history . He has exhibited in 
Paris with some success, having re- 
ceived a third modal in 1843. His 
“Sunset,” and "a “Turkish Cafe at 
Rhodes” (1857), Imvo beon very fa- 
vourably noticed, and he received 
tho decoration of tho Legion of Honour 
in August, 1857. 

AKERMAN, John Yonge, F.S.A., 
well known as a numismatist, was 
bom in Surey, Juno 12, 1806. His 
principal works are — “ A Descriptive 
Catalogue of Rare and Unedited Ro- 
man Coins to the Fall of the Empire 
of the East,” “A Nuniismatioal 
Manual,” “A Useful Guido to the 
Study of Greek, Roman, and English 
Coins,” the first volume of a work 
entitled “ Ancient Coins of Cities «»-T»d 
Princes,” comprising those of Spain, 
Franco, and Britain; also a volume 
devoted to the coins of the S^mans 
relating to Britain, and “ Numismotio 
Illustrations of the New Testament.” 
In addition to these we may mention 
“ Tides of Other Days” (a juvenile per- 
fi^ance), Legends of Old London,” 
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Wiltshire Tales/’ '* Spring Tide, or 
. the Angler anS his Friends,” many oon- 
tribntions tothe magasmeB^and essays 
on aniiqnilaes in the ** Archesologia.” 
Mr. Aherman is one of the founders oi 
the ” Numismatio Society of London/' 
and editor of the Nwnismatie Chronicle. 
For his ** Coins of the Bomims relat- 
ing iio Britain” he received the gold 
medal of the French Institute. His 
services have been acknowledged by 
honoraxy election into the principal 
learned societies of Europe, and he 
was for some years secretary to tho 
Boyal Society of Antiquaries. 

ALBEMABLE (Eabl or), George 
Thomas Keppel, a nobleman* of 
Dutch extraction, bom Juno 13, 
1799, siicceoded to the title Mareh 
16, 1851. Having received his educa- 
tion at Westminster, he entered the 
army, and was present at Waterloo. 
For some time private secretary to 
Lord John Bussell, he was a Groom 
in Waiting on the Queen, and M.P. 
for East Norfolk and for Lymington ; 
is the author of ” A Journey across 
the Balcaji,” ** A Journey from India 
to England;” and he ^ited “Tho 
Memoira of the Marquis of Booking- 
ham.” He has been instrumental in 
his native county in reviving the good 
old English custom of Harvest Thanks- 
givings, as a fitting addition to ” Har- 
vest Homes.” 

ALBEBT (Archduke or Austria), 
Frederick Bodolpit, bom August 3, 
1817, is tho son of tho late Arch- 
duke Charles and the Princess Hen- 
rietta of Nossau-Weilbuig. He mar- 
ried, in 1844, tho Princess Hilde- 
gorde, of Bavaria, who diod April 3, 
1864, leaving two daughters. At an 
early age ho entered the army, com- 
manded a division in Italy in 1849, 
took an important part in tho battle 
of Novara, received ab the end of the 
campaign the command of the 3rd 
Corps d*Armee, and was aitbrwards 
appointed Governor-General of Hun- 
gary. Daring a leave of absence ac- 
corded to Field-Marshal Benedek, in 
1861, he was appointed to the com- 
mand of the Austrian troops in Lom- 
bardy and Venetia. During the cam- 


paign of 1866 he gained a viotoiy over 
the Italian army at Custozza, and 
after the .battle of Sadowa was made 
Commander-in-Ohief of the Anstriito 
army, July 18. 

ALBEBT, Martin Alexander, 
jounudist, a member of the Provisional 
Government of 1848, tho son of a 
faraier, was bora at Bury (Oise), 
April 37, 1815. At an early age* he 
interested himself in politics and 
founded at Lyons a republican jonrual, 
JjQ Glaneuae, which brought him into 
collision with the Government. He 
took an active part in the insurrection 
of Lyons. In 1840 he started and 
edited, in Paris, Atelier, whilst gain- 
ing his bread as an artisan. When the 
revolution of 1848 broke out, he was 
working as a bntton-maker. For his 
share in the struggle he was made a 
member of the Provisional Govern- 
ment. By a large majority he was 
elected to tho Constituent Assembly ; 
but afterwards, being accused as an 
accomplice or instigator of tho attack 
of May 15, he was sentenced • ta 
transportation, and was first sent to 
Doulleiis, then to Belle-Isle, and finally 
to tho penitentiary of Tours. After the 
amnesty ho was set at liberty, and ob- 
tained apost in the g^s-works at Paris. 

ALBEBT EDWABD. (See Wales, 
Prince op.) 

ALBONl, Maria, was born at Ce- 
sena, in the Papal States, in 1824» 
Her father, who hold a post in the 
customs department, gave her a good 
education. Havix^ at an oarly 
given proof of possessing an exquisite 
taste for musicand singing, sheb^me 
the pnpil of Bo^sini, and at fifteen 
made her d^but at the Communal 
Theatre at Bologna. It was a great 
success, and led to her being en- 
gaged at the theatre of La SosJa at 
Milan,* where she established her 
reputation so firmly, that she under- 
took a professional tour through most 
of the capitals of Europe, and ap- 
peared, in 1846, at Covent Garden 
Theatre, London^ thre Endw jtoe 
direction of Mt* ® 

iha present^ a oondter attreodbii . 
to Jenny Lind at the rival henire 
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pf-lier Majesty’s Theatre, and \ra8 
at once enrolled amongst the lead- 
ing singers of Europe. In 1847 she 
went to France, and in October gave 
tli^e or four concerts at the Parisian 
Opera, and succeeded in attaining the 
highest position. She accepted an 
•engagenient, on her own terms, from 
M. Yatel, the director of the llaliau 
Opera, and played in succession tho 
parts of Arsace in Semiramido ; ’* of 
Malcolm in Donna del Lago ; *’ aiid of 
Oraini in “ Lucrezia Borgia ; besides 
appearing in ** Cenerentola,” *‘11 
Barbiere,” and other pieces. Madame 
Alboni- has visited America and 
other countries, in all of wliioh she 
lias experienced an enthusiastic recep- 
tion, and has appeared during pro- 
vincial-tours at Dublin, Edinburgh, 
Birmingham, Manchester, and moat of 
the larger cities of tho three king- 
doms. Daring the last few seasons 
•of her pnifessiuiial career Madame 
was engaged at her Majesty's Theatre, 
and there was scarcely an opera of 
high ntierit in which she did not ap- 
pear. Madame Alboni's celebrity as 
a lyric artiste is chiefly owing to tho 
power, fine quality, flexibility, and 
compass of her rich contralto voice, 
which rangM as high as that of a 
mezzo-soprano ; and her florid style of 
singing is rendered tho more ofleo- 
tive by her vivacity and grace. Some 
years since this lady became tho wife 
of Count Pepolo, of tho Roman States, 
though she retained upon the stage to 
the l^t that maiden fliune under which 
she first became a favourite, and she 
retired from public life in 1883.

For his services he 
was made a K.C.B. June 19, 1862*, and 
tho honorary degree of D.G.L. was 
conferred upon him by the University 
of Oxford, March 28, 1863. He was 
appointed Chief Superintendent of 
British Trade in China, March 28, 
1865, find Envoy Extraonlinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary at Pekin, 
April 7, 1865. Sir Rutherford pub- 
lished in 1863 ‘‘The Capital of the 
Tycoon : a Narrativo of a Threo 
Years* Residence in Japan.” 

ALCOTT, William A., M.D., born 
in 1798 at Wolcot, Connecticut, United 
States, is known as an author and a 
public lecturo'i* on physiology, hygiene, 
and practical education, and has also 
been a oontribntor to, and editor of, 
many moral and educational journals. 
Dr. Alcott has contributed more than 
100 volumes to American literature ; 
amongst which may be mentioned, 
“The House I live in,” “ Lectures on 
the Ten CommandinentB,’* “ Lectures 
on Life and Health,'* “ Vegetable Diet 
defended,” besides several guide- 
books, to the “Young Man,” the 
“ Young Husband,” tho “ Young 
Wife,” &c. 

ALECSANDRI. (Res Aluxandiit.)

ALEXANDER, Sia Ja^es Edwauu, 
eldest son of the late Edward Alex- 
ander, of Powis, 00 . Glaokmannan (a 
descendant of the old earls of Stirling 
of that name), was bom in 1803, and 
educated at Edinburgh, Glasgow, and 
Sandhurst. Havipg entered the army, 
ho held several staff and other appoint- 
ments in India, at tho Cape, and in 
North America, and took part in the 
Burmese^ Persian, Turkish, Porta- 
guese* and Eafilr wars, fie was em- 
ployed in 1886-7 on an <|ggi>oditicnt 
otdkooterj iii the interior of Africa^ 
receiviiig xor big services the honour 
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of knighthood* and he e^pkired for 
the Government in the Foreets. of 
Ameiica. He commanded the 14th 
Hegiment ^t the siege and capture 
of Sebastopol* and held a command 
in New Zealand during the late 
war. Sir James is the author of 
Revcnral volumes of travel, including 
“ Excursions in Western Africa**’ ** An 
Expedition into Southern Africa,” 

Explorations in British America*” 

Sketches in Portugal*” ” Transat- 
lantic Sketches*” ” Travels from India 
to England,” ** Travels through Rus- 
sia and the Crimea,” Ac.; and of 
” Translations from the Persian,” a 
“ Life of the Duke of Wellington,” 
** Passages in the Life of a Soldier,” 
Ac. Sir James, who is a colonel 
in the army, has been decorated for 
his public services with several foreign 
orders and war medals, and is a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of Edin- 
h^ygh, and of the Royal Geographical 
Society. 

ALEXANDER, Thk Vkuit Rev. 
WiLT.TA^r* H.A.* son of a clergyman 
bene deed in the north of Ireland* and 
nephew of Dr. Alexander* late Bishop 
of Meath, and cousin of the late Earl of 
Caledon, was bom in Ireland in April, 
1824. He was educated nt Tunbridgo 
School and at Exeter and Brasonose 
College* Oxford, whore he graduated 
B.A. and M.A. ' Having entered holy 
orders, he served a curacy in the north 
of Ireland, and ^os preferred to one or 
two livings in the gift of the Bishop 
of Derry. He is Rector of Camus 
jiixtaMomo* co. Tyrone, and Chaplain 
to the Marquis of Aberoom* Loid 
Lieutenant of Ireland*^ and in 1864 
was nominated to the Deanery of 
Emly. Ho obtained* in 1860, the 
university prize at Oxford for a poem 
on a sacred snlject $ has puldished fi 
Theolo^cal Prize Essay* a volume of 
poems* several lectures and sermons^ 
papers on the Irish Clmrch and on 
dogmatic teaching, from the . pulpit 
among the proceedings of the Church 
Congresses at Norwi^and '^ork, and 
has been a frequent oontributor of 
prose and verse tb. periodical diterh- 
tuTOi He ia married to 1iH8a:0, F. 


Hamphrey 4 *who is herself well known 
ais . the author of ” Moral Songs,” 
“ Hymns for ChildF^*” and Poems 
on Old Testament Subjects.^ ' 

ALEXANDBI, or ALECBANDRE* 
Basil* poet and man of letters, of 
Ronmonia* waabom in July* 1821* his 
family coming originally fim Venice. 
In 1834 he went to study in Paris, re- 
ceived his degree hs Bai^elorof Arts, 
and returned to his native conntry in 
1839. The poUtioal notions which he 
imbibed in Franoe induced him to join 
the Young Roumifny *’ party which 
at Jassy and Bucharest endeavoured 
to regenerate Moldo-Wallachia by the 
introduction of the ideas and tlie lite- 
rature of the West. His first work was 
a novel, “ The Flower-Girl of Venice,” 
published in a review, and he has since 
written a nnmber of pieces of various 
deuces of merit. In 1855 ho founded 
La Bimmomie TAtt^aire, which was 
speedily suppressed. Devoted to the 
party of union, in 1856 he composed 
a song called “ La Hora de VUnion,” 
a kind of Ronmany “Marseillaise.” 
Left his own master by the death of 
his father, he gave freedom to all his 
serfs, and his example was speedily 
followed by 991 private individuals* 
which contributed* without doubt, to 
the general enfranchisement decreed 
by Prince Gregory Ghika. In this 
country he is best known by his 
“ Bailees populaires dela Ronmanie ” 
(1852-3), and “ Les Doinaa,” trans- 
lated into French by M. Volnesco 
(1853 and 1855). 

ALFORD* Dr. (See Victoria* 
Bishop of.) 

ALFORD, The Very Rev. Hbkuv, 
D.D., Dean of Cantorbiiryi known 
as a poet and Biblical a 'tie* bom in 
LondoiT in 1810* was educated at 
Ilminster Gbtimmar School, Somerset, 
and Trinity College, Oambridge,whepe 
he, todc the usual degrees. His fii^t 
effort in verso was a volume entitled' 
“Poems and Poetiod V 

pnWshed at Cambridge in iSSly j^ 
lowed* in 1835, by ** The SohopI of th^ 
Heart* and other Poems,” of^w^ 
several effitiems 
heteiaad in' the Dnited 
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ICr. Alford was elected a Fellow of 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; and from 
1835 to 1863 was vicar of Wymeswold, 
LeiceBtershire. In 1841 he pnblished 
^‘Chapters on the Poets of Greece,” 
was Hnlsean Lecturer in the Univer- 
eity of Cambridge in 1841-2, and 
Examiner of Logic and Moral Philo- 
sophy in the University of London 
from 1841 to 1857. Mr. Alford pub- 
lished the first volume of his edition 
of the Greek Testament in 1841, and 
the fifth, completing the work, ap- 
peared in Februaiy, 18G1. It has 
passed through many editions. Dr. 
Alford* who is the author of an odition 
of the New Testament with revised 
text and commentaries for English 
readers, and of several volumes of 
sermons, has published various lighter 
works. It is, we believe, no secret, 
though not publicly announced, that 
he is the editor of ^he ConUrwpfyrwry 
Review. From 1863 to 1857 Dr. 
Alford was the officiating minister of 
Quobeo-street Chapel, where he en- 
joyed a high reputation for eloquence. 
Upon the death of Dean Lyall, in 1857, 
he was appointed by Lord Palmerston 
to the deaneiy of Canterbuiy. 

ALFRED ERNEST ALBERT, 
PaiNCE. {8ee Edinburgh, Duke of.) 

ALISON, Alexander, the sou of 
Mr. James Alison, of Leith, N.B., was 
bom in 1812, and was educated for a 
mercantile life. From his fhthei'^s 
death, in 1838* till 184-t, ho was joint 
manager of extensive iron-worlm in 
Lanarkshire and Ayrshire, in which 
several thousand workmen were em- 
ployed. On retiring from business in 
he travelled over the greater part 
of Europe and Asia, and in 1880 pub- 
lished his ” Philosophy and Histo^ of 
Civilization.” In 1861 he wm chosen 
IPresident of the Cbur^ Reftrmation 
Society, which has fbmts (^'ect the 
revision of the Thirty-nine f Articles. 
Mr. Alison is chairman of the Currency 
Reffim AsBOoiatioD, which advocates 
the estabiishinent of a State Bank of 
Issue, and has published *'The Im- 
provement of So^ty,” ”The Protes - 1 
tyttt and Catholio Ohurohes compared , 
and critichwd,^’ Ac. i 


ALISON, Sib Archibald, Bart.'; 
historian, eldest son of the author of 
Essays on Taste,” was bom Decem- 
ber 29, 1792, at the parsonage-house, 
Kenley, in Shropshue. The father 
of the historian was a cadet of Alison 
of New Hall, in Angus-shire, pre- 
bendaiy of Samm, rector of Rodding- 
ton, and vicar of High Areal; and his 
mother was Dorothea Gre^ry, grand- 
daughter of the 13th Lord Forbes, a 
lady whose fiunilyhas, for two cen- 
turies, been eminent in mathematics 
and the exact sciences. Sir Archibald 
was educated at the University of 
Edinburgh, where he had the advan- 
tage of studying under Dugald Stew- 
art, Professors Playfair and Leslie,' 
and other learned men who then made 
that seat of learning so celebrated, 
and where he carried off the highest 
prizes in the mathematical and the 
Greek classes. At the end of 1814 he 
passed as an advocate at the Scottish 
Bar, and during the next eight years 
travelled on the Continent. In 1822 
he was appointed Deputy-Advocate, 
which office he held till the close of the 
Duke of Wellington's administration 
in 1830. During the next four 
years he realized the fruits of his 
leg^ experience in a work on ” Cri- 
minal Law,” which soon became the 
standard authority on that subject in 
Scotland, and which bears a high 
reputation in Germany and America. 
About the end of 1834 he was ap- 
pointed by Sir Robert Peel, Sheriff of 
Lanarkshire, one of the most respon- 
sible judicial situations in Scotland, 
was elected Lord Rector of Marisohall 
College, Aberdeen, in 1845, and of 
the University of Glasgow in 1851. 
Sheriff Alison was created a baronet 
June 25, 1852, and in the following 
year the degree of D.C.L. was con- 
ferred upon him by the University of 
Oxford. Sir Archibald, who is a volu- 
minous author, has published, amongst 
other works, ” History of Europe, from 
the Commencement of the f^noh 
Revolution in 1789, to the Battle of 
Waterloo,” a "Life of the Duke of 
Marlborough,” “The Principles of 
Population,” idie continuation of his 
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historical work, entitled " History of 
Europe from the Fall of Napoleon in 
1815, to the Accession of Lonis Napo- 
leon in 1862,” ” Liyes of Lord Castle- 
reagh and *Sir Charles Stewart,” Ac. 
The ” History of Europe,” which has 
gone through numerous editions at 
home, has been translated into 
French, German, and Arabic, and 
has been very largely droulated in 
America. 

ALI PASHA. (See Aali Pasha.) 

ALLEN, The Yen. John, Arch- 
deacon of Salop, youngest son of the 
late Beir. D. B. Allen, rector of Burton, 
Pembrokeshire, was bom in 1810, and 
was educated at Westminster and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated 18th Senior optime in 1882. 
In 1833 he was appointed Chaplain of 
King's College, London; in 1886 ex- 
amining Chaplain to Bishop Otter; in 
1839 the first of her Majesty’s Inspect- 
ors of Schools ; in 1846 Vicar of Frees ; 
and in ir47 Archdeacon of Salop. 
Arohdeaco i Allen, who is examining 
Chaplain io the Bishop of Lichfield, , 
. edited from a MS. in the British | 
Museum, ” Cudworth’s Treatise on 
Free-will,” and is the author of some 
Beports published in the Minutes of 
the Committee of Council on Educa- 
tion, of the ” History of St. Christo- 
pher, an Allegory,” and of some occa- 
sionsd Sermons. He married, at 
Droxford, 1834, Harriet, daughter of 
James White IQggins. 

. ALLEN, William, D.D., bom Janu- 
ary 2, 17^, at Pittsfield, Massachu- 
setts, United States, is a son of the 
Bey. Thomas Allen, first minister of 
Pittsfield. He graduated at Harrard 
College in 1802, and was Professor at 
Bowdoin College, 1820-39. He suc- 
ceeded Dr. Channing as a Begont in 
H^ard College, and whilst holding 
off be he prepaid the ” American 
Bi/bgraphical and Historical Dic- 
tionary,” the first work of this kind 
issued in the United Stfites. In 1809 
he compiled the Hyes of American 
mjbiisters for Bcyhe’a ^'History of 
Dissenters.” He afterwords collected 
. some 10,000words not finind in English 
djUitionarieB, contributed to difibrunt 


works of the kind up to a recent 
period. He is the author of ” Bacoa- 
laureate Addresses,” 1828-29, ” Junius 
Unpmsked/' and of seyeral publica- 
tions of purely local interest. 

ALLIES, Thomas William, the 
son of a gentleman of Bristol, was 
bora about 1811, and educated at 
Eton, where he obtained the New- 
castle Scholarship. He ' afterwards 
became in succession Scholar and 
Fellow of Wadham College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1832, 
taking a first-class in Liieris JTumovri- 
oribus. He became ^Examining Chap- 
lain to the late bishop (Blomfield) of 
London, who appointed him, in 1M2, 
to the rectory of Launton, Oxford- 
shire, which he resigned in 1860, on 
becoming a Boman Catholic. He had 
published a learned work entitled 
” The Church of England cleared from 
the Sin of Schism;” and alter his 
conyersion to Bomo, he wrote his 
”See of St. Peter” (1850), and a 
work on the Boman Primacy, for the 
purpose of establishing the Boman 
Catholic doctrine on that much- 
debated point, and oyerthrowing the 
arguments which he had preyiously 
adduced in support of the Anglican 
Church. Mr. Allies was appointed 
Secretary to the Boman Catholic Poor- 
School Committee in 1864. 

ALLINGHAM, William, Poet, 
bora about 1828, at Ballyshannbn, 
Ireland, where his father was manager 
of the Proyindal Bank, was educated 
at a school in Ireland, and from an 
early age contributed to periodical 
literature. In 1860 he published his 
first yolume of ” Poems,” dedicated 
to Leigh Hunt, who encouraged his 
early literary attempts, and afterwards 
befriended him in matters of more 
imi^rtaiice. In 1864 appeared ”Day 
and Night Songs,” and in 1866 an 
enlarged edition of the same, illas- 
trated by Millais and other artists. 

” Laurence Bloomfield in Ireland,” a 
modern poem in twelye ehaptersv 
appeared in 1864. Mr. AHingham 
holds an aj^pointment in the Custonis 
in England, and obtained a literary 
pension in 1864. • 
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ALMODOYAB (Count of,) Ilui:- 
Foxso Dias DB Bibeka, a Spanish 
politician, born at Yalontia about tho 
close of the last centuiy, was trained 
in the artillery school of Segovia. In 
oonsequence of his liberal opinions he 
was imprisoned by order of the Inqui- 
sition, and ho owed his deliverance to 
the revolution of 1820. In 1823 he 
went into exile, until the death of 
Ferdinand Yll. restored him to his 
country. He has since held various 
impoxtuit military offices in Spain. 
In 1*836 he was Minister of War in tho 
Espartoro Government^ and retired 
with that minister in 1813. 

ALMQUIST, Karl Jonas Ludvig, 
a Swedish writer, bom in 1793, studied 
theology at Stockholm, and published 
a number of elementary works in 
mathematics, geography, history, Ac., 
is best known as a novelist and poet. 
The /^Hcrrame pS. Ekolsund” (the 
Lords of Ekolsund), appeared at Stock- 
holm in 1S17. His best work is a 
collection of poems entitled, ** Toern- 
msensBok** (the Sweetbriar). Alm- 
quist was reared in the highlands of 
Sweden, a circumstance which con- 
tributes to the charm of romance 
which tinges all he has written. 

ALYAUEZ, Juan, a Mexican gene- 
ral, was bom of an Indian family, in the 
state of Gneroro, about 1780. Bei ng a 
man of great energy, but of little cul- 
tivation, he is known in Mexico as tho 
** Panther of the South.'' His uniform 
was usually a simple doth, his hend- 
dress a stmw hatj and he was always 
. surrounded by his Indian pintos. He 
gave the signal for the insurrecdon of 
1854 After the flight of Santa Anna 
(1855), ho was supreme in authority, 
and at the ass^bly of ^emavaca 
was made Fresidjbrt of the §tate. Ho 
was greater os a gefcral Jthan as a 
statesman, and after navii|ij: abolished 
certain , niilitaiy and edclesiastioal 
/iMffus, or privilegf^, he in Deo., 1865,

Walter Scott’s “ Marmion.” His “ La 
Guerra del Yespro Sioiliano,” pub-^ 
lished in 1842, was suppressed, and 
Amari was ordered to repair to Naples. 
Insteod, however, of doing so, he took 
refuge in France, where ho wrote ** A 
History of the Mnssnlmans in Sicily/’ 
In 1848 he returned to Palermo, 
having been appointed professor of 
public law, and shortly afterwards 
was elected vice-president of the com- 
mittee of war. He wras sent on a 
diplomatic mission by the provisional 
government to England and France. 
He published in 1849 a pamphlet en- 
titled **La Sicile et les Bourbons,” 
relating to tho rights of the Neapolitan 
Sovereign and the Sicilians. Since 
the Sicilian insurrection, M. Amari has 
resided in Paris, and has contributed 
many papers on tho language and 
liistory of tho Arabs to tho Rcviia' 
ArMologique^ Le Journal Asiatique, 
&o. He has also published an Eng- 
lish translation of the **Solwan,” of 
Ibn Djafor. 

ANDERSEN, Hans Christian, a 
popular Danish novelist, was bom 
April 2, 1805, at Odense, in which 
town his father was a shoemaker. 
His parents were too poor to give 
him any other education than that 
to be obtained at a charity school in 
the placo, and from this school ho was 
taken at nine years of ago, when he 
could but just read. About this time 
the widow of a clergyman took him 
into her honso to read aloud to her- 
self and a relative, and thus he flrst 
became acquainted with literaturel 
Three years later he was sent to a 
neighbouring manufactory to cam a 
triflo in aid of his widowed mother. 
Ho employed his leisure in reading 
plays, and conceived a strong incli- 
nation for a player’s life. He failed 
to get an appointment at tho Copen- 
hagen Theatre, and afterwards to find 
omployment as a joiner, and having 
hod the misfortuno to lose his fine 
voice, was reduced to great sti^s, 
and almost to want. He wrote several 
tr^dies, but failed to make any 
impresaidn. At length hia, effiirta 
attri^ted the notice of Gbrauielter: 
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Collin, a man of poweifal interest, 
who, peroeiviog that the youth pos- 
sessed genius, went to the king, and 
obtained an order for his admission, 
free of ohaxge, to one of the govero- 
mont gymnasia. From this school 
Anderson went to college, and soon 
became fayourably known by his 
poetical works. Under the inspiration 
of a journey in Italy, he wrote liia 
** Improvisatore.” The romance called 

O. T.’* which followed, was a picture 
of the secluded life of the North. 
In Only a Fiddler,” ho described Ida 
own early straggles. In 1844 Ander- 
sen visited the court of Denmark by 
special invitation, and in the follow- 
ing year received an annuity, which 
enabled him to follow freely tho im- 
pulses of his genius. Since that date 
ho has travelled much, and visited 
England. He has published Tales 
from Jutland ” (1859) ; “ The Sand- 
hills of Jutland” (1860) ; “Tales for 
Children” (18G1) j “ Tho Wild Swans 
—a Fairy Tale” (1863); and “Tho 
Toe Maiden,” translated from the 
"German by Mrs. Bushby (1863). His 
w»'**tinga have been translated into 
Geiinan, and thence into English, 
Dutch, and even Hussian : the Leipsio 
edition (1847) is in thirty-five volumes. 

ANDEllSON, Authuh, a man of 
business, and an active promoter of 
various objects of public benefit, born 
in Shetland in 1792, commenced his 
career as a midshipman and clerk in 
tho Boyal Navy, but, failing to obtain 
promotion from tho want of interest,* 
quitted tho service, and in 1815 ap- 
plied himself to commercial pursuits. 
Among the earlier public objects with 
which Mr. Anderson was connected 
was the superintendence of the naval 
Ijoriion of tho expedition to Portugal 
under Don Pedro, which resulted in 
the destruction of the power of Don 
Miguel, and the establjjshment of con- 
stitutional government in that country. 
During the Corn-law he was 

an active member of the lis^igae, and 
aided tho cause of f^-tr^e with pen, 
Gontribdtions,. and iperSOnal influence. 
Mr. Aiiderson fbr many years devoted 
his attention to theimprbVement of the , 


fisheries, postal oommnnioations, and 
otlier matters in the SheHond and 
Orkney Islands. In oonslderatioii of 
these exertions he was, on the dissolu- 
tion of Parliament in 1847, returned, 
iu opposition to the long-established 
influence of tho Dundas family. In 
Parliament he generally supported 
the Liberal party, voting for the repeal 
of the Navigation Laws, and the re- 
moval of all restriotions and burdens 
on tho shipping interest. Mr. Ander- 
son is distinguished for the aid be has 
rendered in the estoblishment of those 
extensive linos of steam navigation by 
which tho postal and passenger inter- 
course wito India, China, Australia, 
&c., is maintained. He was a principal 
founder, and continues (1867) to be tho 
Chief Managing Director and Chair- 
man of tho Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company. Mr. An- 
derson is Chairman of the General 
Aasooiation of Steam-ship Owners for 
the protection of tho interests and 
improvement of British steam naviga- 
tion. He was for some time Chairman, 
and is still a Director of tho Crystal 
Palace Company ; and seeks to diffuse 
education among tho labouring classes, 
having erected, at his own expense, a 
building for the use of the Working 
Men’s Institute at Norwood, Surrey, 
where he resides, and another at Ler- 
wick, the latter for the purpose of 
securing the advantages of education 
for the children of the poorer classes* 
in his native islands of Shetland. In 
addition to these establishments, Hr. 
Anderson has founded at Southampton 
extensive sohools for the children of 
tho seamen, engineers, and officers of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company. 

ANDEBSON, CAi>TAiir Sir Jamrs, 
was bom at Dumfries, in 1824^ and 
entered the merchant service in 1840, 
going voyages to the East Indies, wd 
to the west coast of South America, 
afterwards commanding a ship tra^g 
in the Eastern Seas, China, and the 
Persian Giilf, Bombay and Natah He : 
joined the Canard service in 18®,; 
and commanded fourteen diffietoht 
steamers belonging to that ,flee^ 
the Meditekrahean and 
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trades. Sir James Anderson’s nau- 
tical skill, imd well-known experience, 
induced the directors of the Atlantic 
Telegraph Company to offer him the 
command of the ^eat Eastern, 
employed in the Atlantic Telegraph 
• expeditions of 1865 and 1866. This 
service Captain Anderson performed 
in the most satisfactory manner, and 
received the honour of knightho^ in 
1866. The froedom of his native town, 
Dumfries, was presented to him, 
Dec. 14, 1866, on which occasion he 
was entertained at a public dinner. 

ANDERSON, The Rev. James 
Stuart Murray, M.A., Honoraiy 
Canon of Bristol Cathedral, of Scot- 
tish extraction, is the brother of the 
late Rev. Robert Anderson, of Brighton. 
He was born about 1788, and educatid 
at BalUol College, Oxfoi*d, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1820. Having 
. taken orders, ho resided many years 
•at Brighton, and held the incum- 
bency of a district church, at the 
.same time taking pupils. In 1836 ho 
W]U appointed Chaplain in Ordinary 
to her Majesty, and held the proachor- 
sbip of Lincoln’s Inn from 1844 to 
1858. In 1851 he was appointed by 
>tho late Duke of Beaufort to the 
valuable rectory of Tormarton, near 
Chippenham. The Rev. J. Anderson, 
now Chaplain at Bonn, is the antho.** 
>of ** The Histoiy of the Church of 
England in the Colonies and Foreign 
Dependencies of the British Empire,” 
A Memoir of tlie Chisholtn,” and a 
variety of sermons, and he edited, with 
notes and a preface, a previously un- 
jpublished letter by Bishop Berkeley 
on ” The Roman Controversy.” 

ANDERSON, Robert, a Biip^er- 
'General in the U. 8. amy, ilm the 
toommandant of FprtfSum^, in 
Charlestcm harbour, dtxhe Outbreak 
of the^ war‘ on the seoession^ of the 
•Cpnfedert^ |N»tes. He was bom in 
JCentn<d^^;I806; graduated at West 
Point Adjoined idte artillery

Instructor and Inspector of the West

himself at the battle of El Moline del 
Rey, for his services on which occasion 
ho received the rank of Major. When 
Fort Sumter was built, Major Ander- 
son was mode commander of it, 
and of all tho works round Charles- 
ton. In antidpation of hostilities 
consequent on tlie spreading of tho 
secession movement, Major Anderson 
concentrated his forces within Fort 
Sumter. This stronghold was be- 
leaguered by the Confederate forces 
under Beauregard, April 12, 1861, and 
after sustaining a l^mbai^ment for 
two days, capitulated. He was imme- 
diately promoted to the rank of Briga- 
dier. General, and on account of ill- 
health retired from active service. 

ANDERSON, WiLLiASir, LL.D., a 
popular preacher of Glasgow, was 
bom in 1799, at Kilsyth, StirUngshiro, 
where bis father was minister of the 
United Presbyterian Churoh. Ho 
giuduated at the University of Glas- 
gow, became minister of John-street 
United Presbyterian Church in that 
city in 1822, which he still holds. 
He has gained a high reputation as 
the advocate of liberal opinions, and 
particularly as a controversialist, both 
on the platform and in the pulpit. 
His treatises on The Mass,” on 
” Penance,” on “ The Genius of 
Popery,” and on ** Regeneration,” 
are popular. He has also pubh'shed 
some misceUaneous discourses. 

ANDRAL, Gabriel, physician and 
author, born at Paris Nov. 6, 1797, 
studiedat thO college of Louis le Grand, 
took his degree of Doctor of Medicine 
in. 1821, and established his soientiflo 
reputation by the publication of his 
** Clinique H^dicale” (Paris, 18^). 
About this time he became the son- 
in-law of the ocQebrated Royer Ool- 
lard, whose influehoe and popularity 
wore then at their height. In 18^ hb 

tho feisty, arid one of tho pl^^iciabii 
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of the hospital of La Fiti^. In 1880 
he was tmnsferred to the chair Of 
In^rnal Pathology, in 1889 sno- 
oeeded .the celebrated Broussaia in 
*that of General Pathology, and in 
1842 was made a member of the 
Academy of Sciences. Although an 
extensire practice, crowded lectures, 
and a great variety of employments, 
made heavy demands upon Andral*s 
'time and activity, yet he projected 
and published a aeries of very com- 
ptohensible pathological works, which 
have been translated into other, 
liinguages. The most impoitont are 

Precis d’ Anatomic Fathologique,** 

Goars de Pathologie Interne 1836-7, 
aiul ‘‘Essai d*H5matologie Patholo- 
gique,^ 1843. 

AND HAST, Jukes and Mano, 
brothers, of an ancient Hungarian 
family, were bom between 1810-18, 
distinguished themselves in a mili- 
tary capacity daring the Hungarian 
war of independence. One of the 
family lias always held the hereditary 
otiice of High Gup-boarer to the King 
of Hungary. Another Count Andrasy 
possessed this dignity in 1863, when 
ho succeeded Count Apponyi as Judex 
Ourim of Hungary. 

ANDBEW, The Hon. John A., 
Governor of the State of Hassa- 
chusetts, the son of a merchant, was 
bom at Windham, Cumberland 
County, Maine, graduated at Bowdoin 
College in 1837, and having studied 
law, was called to the Bar, and became 
a member of the Suffolk Circuit. In 
1840 Mr. Andrew entered the pro- 
fession in Boston, and soon obtained 
a lucrative practice. Up to 1848 he 
supported the Whig party, but sub- 
sequently embraced the ]^publican 
cause. In 1868 he was returned 
to the State legislature as repre- 
sentative for Boston. Mr. Andrew was 
elected Governor of Massohusetts in 
1860, and daring the late civil war 
took on active p^ in fkirtherihg the 
oanseof imgro emancipation. He was 
re-elected Governor the same State 
in: November, 1862.' . 

ANGUS, Jobber, D.D., borp Jan/i 
1811% at Bolw, Northumbi^^ 
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was ednoatod at King’s College, Stop- 
ney College, and Edinburgh, where he 
gradnated in 1836. He was appointed 
Secretary of the Baptist Miasionazy 
Society in 1840, and FrCsidenbof 
Stepney College in 1849, which col- 
lege was removed to BegenPs Park 
in 1867. Dr. Angus, who has been 
for several years English Examiner in 
the University of London, and the In- 
dian Civil Service, ig the author of the 
** Handbook of the Bible,'* “ Hand- 
book of the English Tongue and of 
English Literature,” " Christian Life,” 
Ac. He has also edited Butler's 
Analogy and Sermons. 

ANSDELL, Bichaud, A.B.A., a 
painter of animals, bom in the neigh- 
bourhood of Liverpool about 1816, 
was eduoated in tho Blue-Coat School 
of that town. He has exhibited at 
the Boyal .Academy since 1848, 
and was chosen A.B.A. about 1861. 
Among his more recent productions is , 
**The Hunted Slave,” exhibited m 
1863, and given in aid of the fund for- 
the relief of the Lancashire distressed 
operatives. 

ANSTED, David Thomas, M.A., 
F.B.S., F.G.S., F.C.P.S., dw., son 
of William Ansted, bom m London 
in 1814, was educated at a private 
school in London, and afterwards at 
Jesus College, Cambridge, where he 
took the uBuid degree. In 1840 be 
was appointed Professor of Geology in 
I^g’s College, London ; Lecturer 
Geology at the East-India Military 
Seminary at Addisoombe in 1646 ; and 
Professor of Geology at the College 
of Civil Engineers, Putney, in the 
same year. In 1844 he became Vioe- 
Secretory of the Geological Society, 
and in that capacity edited toe early 
volumes ,6f that Society's Quarterly 
Joumalv , Since 1848 he ^ ^been 
chiefly occupied in the apjdicatipB of 
geology to engineenng, mining, and 
other praotioal d^partiwts. ef sowiw# . 
and praotising as a oonsiUtihg:minih|jj^' 
engineer. He frequently ‘ 
at the Bi^al Ihstitation. • 
author of " Geology, Introfttotc^ 
Desoriptive, and Praotioal" (1844) 
"Geeflogiat^ Ta^Boek^^J^^ 
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“ The Ancient World” {1847) ; ” Gold- 
seeker’s Mannal” (18^) ; ” Elemen- 
tiiiy Course of Geology, Mineralogy, 
and Physical Geography’* (1850); 
” Sceneiy, Science, and Art ” (1854) ; 
” Geological Science ** (1855) ; " Geo- 
logical Ck)B8ip” (1860) ; ** Short Tnp 
to Hungary and Transylvania” 
“Tho Channol Islands” 
; ‘‘Great Stone Book of Na- 
ture” (1863) ; ‘‘Correlation of the 
Natnral History ^Sciences ” (1863) ; 
” The Ionian Islands ” (1863), and 
numerous memoirs in the Quarterly 
Geological Journal, British Assodation 
Reports, Annals of Natural History, 
Transactions of the Cambridge Philo- 
sophical Society, and the Journal of the 
Society of Arts. He also contributed 
the article on ‘‘ Physical Geography ” 
to tho Manual of Geographical Science. 

ANSTER, John, LL.D., M.R.I.A., 
Regius Professor of Civil Law in tho 
University of Dublin, and author of a 
translation of Goethe’s ‘‘ Faust,” was 
bom in the county of Cork about 
1798, and educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where he took tho 
degree of LL.D. in 1826. In 1817 he 
published a prize poem on the death 
of the Princess Charlotte, and in 1819 
*‘ Poems with Translations, from the 
German.” Several of the pieces in 
the latter volume appeflrod originally 
in Blackwood's Magazine. The on- 
coniagement afforded to his earlier 
efforts, and tho success which attended 
them, induced Dr. Anster to publish 
ill 1835 his translation of “ Faust ” 
(speoimens of tho work having pre- 
viously apjpeared in Blackwood), and 
its value was at once recognized by 
the late S. T. Coloridge and the JEdin- 
bvirgh Review. Dr. imsteris tr|nsla- 
tira has been twi^ rwrinliM in 
Oennaiiy.

ANSTEY, Thohas Chisholm, Bar- 
rister-at-Law, second son of Thomas 
Anstey, of Tasmania, bom in Lon- 
don in 1816, and educated at Uni- 
versity College, London, was called 
to the bar at the Middle Temple 
in 1839. Ho became an early contri- 
butor to the Dublin Revieiv, the Laiv 
Magazine, &c., and took an active part 
in uU political measures affecting the 
interests of the Roman Catliolio body, 
of which he is a member. In 1841 
ho published ‘‘ British Catholics and 
tho New Parliament,” followed by “ A 
Guide to the Laws affecting Roman 
Catholics,” “ A letter to Lord Cotteu- 
ham on Petitions of Bight,” a ‘‘ Guide 
to tho History of the Laws and Con- 
stitution of England, in Six Lectures,’* 
&o. In 1847-52 he represented the 
Irish borough of Youghal on “liborol” 
principles, and hold the Attorney- 
Generalship at Hong- Kong from 1854 
to 1858, when he resigned, owing to 
differences with the governor and law 
officers of the colony, and returned 
to England. 

ANTHON, Charlbs, LL.D., bom at 
New York in 1797, is tho fourth of 
six sous, and, having received a good 
education, in 1811 entered Columbia 
College, where he graduated in 1815. 
On leaving college ho entered the law- 
office of his brother, Mr. John Anthon ; 
and in 1819 was admitted to the bar 
of the Supreme Court of the State of 
New York. While a student of Law, 
Mr Anthon applied himself to tho 
study of olassical authors, and espe- 
cially of the Greek ; in 1820 became 
Assistant-Professor of Languages in 
Columbia College, which office he held 
until 1835, when, upon the rosignation 
of Professor Moore, he was elected to 
fill the vacant ohair. In 1830, Pro- 
fessor Anthon had been appointed 
R^tor of the Collogo Grammar School ; 
and in 1831 he had received the degree 
of LL.D. Soon after his appointment 
to the adjunct professorship, he com- 
piled a new edition of Lempriere’s 
” Classicsl Dictionary,*’ which waa 
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immodiately republished in England. 
Professor Anthon devoted himself aa- 
siduously to the preparation of a series 
of -works, designed to improve the 
character of classical scholarship in 
his native conntiy. The larger edition 
of Horace, with various readings and 
a copious commentary, appeared in 
1830. Fit>m this larger work Professor 
Anthon prepared, in 1833, a smaller 
edition, for the use of schools and 
coUej^s. In 1835 he projected a 
classical series of the most important 
Greek and Latin authors. In addition 
to these, Professor Anthon has pub- 
lished larger works on ancient geo- 
graphy, Greek and Homan antiquities, 
mythology, literaturo, &c., consisting 
of fifty volumes. 

ANTIGUA (Bishop op), The Bight 
I lEv. WiLLiAir Walhond Jackson, born 
about 1810, was educated at Codriug- 
ton College, Barbados, of which he 
was a licentiate in theology. He was 
foimorly Chaplain to the Forces in 
Barbados, and was consecrated Bishop 
of Antigua in 1860. His episcopal 
jurisdiction includes the islands of 
Antigua, Nevis, St. Christopher, Mont- 
serrat, . tho Virgins’ Islands, and 
Dominica; and the gross income of 
tho see is £2,000, paid out of the 
Consolidated Fund. 

ANTONELLI, Caedinaii Giacomo^ 
a member of an Italian family of the 
middle class, was bom at Sonnino, 
April 2, 1806. Having been educated 
in Home for the church, ho entered into 
orders, and having held several posts 
under the late Pope Gregory XVI., ho 
was, June 11, 1847, rused to the 
dignity of a cardinal deacon by 
Pope Pius IX., under the title of St. 
Agatha. Cardinal Antonelli is Secre- 
tary of State to tho Pope, President of 
the Council of Miiusters, defect of 
the Sacred Apostolic Palmes, and of 
the Sacred Congregation of Loretto, 
and of the Consulta. He is Virtuadly 
the Prime Minister of the I^ope, con- 1 
trpls all foimial and dffleiM transao- 1 
tions, and influences all matters re- 
lating to the diploinatio intereburso 
of the Pap^ court with the rest of 
Europe. 


A P P E E T, Benjauin-Nicolas- 
Marie, a writer and philanthropist, 
bom in Paiis in 1797, introduced the 
system of mutual instruction ii& 
various schools, and founded and con- 
ducted gratuitously a school for the 
prisoners at Montaign in 1820. Ho 
published a ** Manuel des ficoles 
Bdgimentaires *’ in 1822. Having been 
suspected of aiding in the escape of 
two political prisoners, ho was himsClf 
confined in the prison of La Force. 
In 1825 ho commenced a jonm^ 
through France,* inspecting schoofs 
and hospitals, and the results of liia 
labours aro embodied in his ** Journal ‘ 
dos Prisons.” M. Appert has pub- 
lished **Traito d’Edneation Elcmen- 
taire pour los Prisonniers” (1822), 
“ Bagnes, Prisons et Crimiuels ” 
(1836), which has beon translated 
into several languages, a series of 
** Voyages,” or accounts of his visits 
to the prisons, hospitals, and schools 
of Belgium, Russia, Hamburg, Aus- 
tria, and Bavaria, &o. He was de- 
corated with the Cross of tho Legion 
of Honour, May 8) 1835. 

APPONYI, Count Antoine Eo- 
DOLPH, an Austrian diplomatist, bom 
September 7, 1782, traces his de- 
scent from a veiy anoieut Hungarian 
family, settled in the county of 
Neutra, or Nitra, a territory which 
was granted to them in 1392. Conut 
Eodolph, who at an early age travelled 
in Italy, where he married, was first 
sent by Austria as plonipotentiaiy to 
a small German Court; then, m 
minister to Florence ; and at lost, in 
spite of his youth, and thanks to tho 
influence of the minister Metter- 
nioh, he was appointed ambassador 
at Home. Count ,d* Apponyi filled this 
post until May, 1824, when he was sent 
in thasame capacity to this county. 
In 1829 he was transferred to Paris, 
where he, continued for more thqn 
twenty years. He Was apiwiiitod 
bassador to Great Britain Deo. 6^ 
1860. Count Apponyi represented 
Austria at the Conferenoe bn ^ the 
Danish question in 1864. 

ABA GO, Etienne, jcrh^liaV 
brother bf the late celebrate iistib*^^ 
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nomer.wasbornat Pei'pignan, Feb. 9, 
1802, studied at the College of Sorrez, 
and held, during the Bestoration, an 
appointment inthe Polytechnic School, 
which he resigned to enter upon 
a literary career. He has written 
many Taudeyilles and melodramas; 
and established two opposition jour- 
nals, La Lorgnette and Le Figaro ; the 
latter in conjunction with M. Maurice 
Alhoy. In 1829 he became director 
of the Theatre de Yaudeville, the 
doors of which he closed July 27, 
1830, the day after the publication of 
the ordonnanccs *of Charles X. ; thus 
being one of the first to give the signa 
for the Bevolution of July. Afterwards 
with a number of his friends he took 
part in the insurrectionary movements 
of June and April, 1834; but it was 
his good fortune to be eitlier unnoticed 
or foigotton, and he was not included 
among the accused who expiated their 
impnidence in St. Pelagic. After the 
Be^lntion of 1848 he opposed the 
policy of Louis Napoleon, and signed 
the act of accusation against the presi- 
dent and his ministers on the occasion 
of the siege of Borne. Having quitted 
France, he was in his absence con- 
demned, in default, to transporta- 
tion, by the High Court of Versailles, 
in 1849, and resided in England, 
Holland, Geneva, and Turin ; at 
which latter place he has occupied 
himself with literary studios and edit- 
ing his Souvenirs. While at the head 
of the Post-office, M. Arago intro- 
duced the cheap postal st^mp system 
.into France, and while in exile in 
Belgium he organized a charitable 
society for poor emigrants. In 1859 
he returned to France. 

ABDITI, Luigi, a musical com- 
poser, bom July Iffi 1825, at Cresccn- 
tius, ^^ednmnt, educated as a 
viol^ist at t|e Conservatoire at Milan. 
Aflter filling the,>K post of musical 
conduotoi; in various places in Italy 
and in America, where he remained 
tenyem, he come to London in 1857, 
and was^ppointed musical director 
at Her Majesty’s liieatre. Whilst in 
Ocmstanlmqile he received fW>m the 
Sidtan the Older ef Me4jidi5 in ao- i 


knowledgmcnt of his talent as a com- 
poser. hi addition to numerous songs 
composed by M. Arditi, may be menr 
tioned the opera ** La Spia,” written 
in New York in 1856 ; ** H Baeio,” 
written in London, and various pieces 
for the violin. 

ABGELANDEB, Fbedebick Wil- 
liam August, the astronomer, bora 
atMomel, in Prussia, March 21, 1799, 
was educated at the University of 
KOnigsberg, and studied astronomy 
under Bessel, by whom ho was after- 
wards employed as assistant in the 
observatory under his chaige. In 
1823 ho undertook the suprarvision 
of the observatory at Abo, in Finland, 
where he remained until its destruc- 
tion by fire in*' 1828, when he super- 
intended the building of the new one 
at Helsingfors. In 1837 he received 
the appoi;itment of Professor of Astro- 
nomy in the University of Bonn. He 
published, about 1830, the rosnlts of 
his observations at Abo; viz., *'A 
Catalogue of 660 Stars, with Observa- 
tions upon their Motions,” a work 
which obtained a prize from the St. 
Petersburg Academy of Sciences. At 
Bonn he continued the great work of 
Bessel, and determined principally the 
position of the stars found in the zone 
of 45” to 80” declination. The results 
of his labours were published in 1846, 
in his “ Observations in the Observa- 
tory of Bonn,” a work which contains 
the positions of 22,000 stars. 

ABGYLL* (Duke of), Geobge 
DoucrLAS Campbell, only surviving 
son of the seventh duke, was born in 
1823, and before he had succeeded his 
father in April, 1847, had become 
known as on author, politician, and 
public speaker. As Marquis of Lorn, ' 
he took on active part in the con- 
troversy in the I’resbytorian Church 
of Scotland relating to patrona^, 
and was looked upon hy Dr. Chalmers 
OB an important and valuable adherent. 
As early as 1842 he published a 
pamphlet which exhibited consider- 
able literary ability, under the title 
}f “A Letter to the Peers from a 
^eex^s Son.”' His hrqchwref ‘’On the 
Duty and Necessity of Immediate 
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Legislative Interposition in behalf o1 
the Chnrch of Scotlandi as determined 
by Gonsiderationa of Gonatitationa! 
Law/’ was an hiatorioal view of that 
Ghnroh, partionlarly in reference to ita 
oonstitntional power in eccleaiastioal 
xhattcra. In the conrae of the 8am< 
year ho published ** A Letter to th 
Bev. Thomas Ghalmers, D.D., on the 
Present Position of Ghnrch Affairs i 
Scotland, and tho oanses which have 
led to In this pamphlet ho 

vindicated the right of tho Ghnrch 
to legislate for itself ; but condenined 
tho IVoe-Ghnrch movement then in 
agitation among certain members of 
the General Assembly; maintaining 
the position taken up in his Letter 
to tho Peers,” and expressing his 
dissent from tho extreme view em- 
bodied. in the statement of Dr. 
Ghalmers, that ** lay patronage and 
tho integrity of tho spiritual inde- 
pendence of the Ghnrch has been 
proved to bo, like oil and water, im- 
miscible.” In 1848 the dnke published 
an essay, critical and historical, on 
the ecclesiastical Ilistory of Scotland 
since the Heformation, entitled ** Pres- 
byteiy Examined.” It was a careful 
expansion of his earlier writings, and 
was favourably received, llis Grace has 
been a frequent speaker in the House 
of Peers on such subjects as Jewish 
Emancipation, the Scottish Marriage 
Bill, the Gorrupt Practices at Elections 
Bill, the Sugar Duties, Foreign Affairs, 
tho Ecblesiastical Titles Bill, tho 
Scottish Law of Entail, the Bepeal 
of the Paper Duties, Ac. During the 
administration of Lord John Bussell 
he gave tho Government a general 
support, at the same time identifying 
his political views with those of the 
Liberal Gonservatives. His Grace 
actively interested himself in all 
questions affecting Scottish interests 
taught before the Legislature, espe- 
cially in the affairs of the Ghnrch of 
Scotland. In 1851 he was elected 
Ghancellor of the Dniversity of St. 
Andrew’s. In 1852 he, accepted 
office in the cabinet of t&e earl of; 
Aberdeen, as Lord Privy Seal. On | 
the brealang up of thi^ ministry, in i 


February, 1855, in consequence of the* 
secession of Lc^ John Bussell, and 
the appointment of Mr. Boebuok’a- 
Gommitteo of Inquiry into the statO' 
of tho British army before Sebas* 
topol, his Grace retained the same 
office under the Premiership of Loi^ 
Palmerston. In tho latter part or 
1855 he resigned the Privy Seal, 
and became Postmaster-General. In 
Lord Palmerston’s cabinet of 185i^ 
the duke resumed the office of Lord 
Privy Seal, which he exchanged for 
that of Postmaster-General on Lord 
Elgin being sent, .in 1860, on his 
second special mission to Ghina. He 
was re-appointed Lord Privy Seal in 
1860, was elected Hector of the 
University of Glasgow in Nov.^ 1854, 
presided over .the twenty-fifth annual 
meeting of the British Association for- 
tho Advancement of Science, held at 
Glasgow in Sep. 1855, and was elected 
President of tho Boyal Society of Edin- 
burgh in 1861. His Grace is Here- 
ditary Masterof the Queen’s Household 
in Scotland, Ghancellor of the Univer- 
sity of St. Andrew’s, a Trustee of the 
British Museum, and Hereditary- 
Sheriff and Lord-Lieutenant of Ar- 
gyllshire. In 1866 His Grace pub- 
lished “ The Beign of Law.” 

A'BGTLL AND THE ISLES 
(Bishop ot), The Bight Bev. Alexan- 
der Ewing, D.D., ordained in 1838, was 
consecrated bishop of this see in 1847. 
Dr. Ewing contributed on account of 
the Early Geltic Ghnrch, and of the 
Mission of St. Golumba, to a work 
entitled "The Gathedral, or Abbey 
Ihurch of Iona,” published in 1866. 

ABISTABGHI, Nicolas/ Grand 
jogothete of the Grei^ Patriarchate 
)f Gonstantinoplo, bom in that city 
[n 1800, entered public life at the* 
age of eighteen as or 

keeper of the seals to Prince Alex- 
ander Soutzo, of Wallachia. In 1821 
he was involved in the disgrace of Ws: 
family, and accompanied. Into exilo 
his father Stavraki, the last fonariob 
who hold the office of grand inter-' 
preter to the Porte, and who ww 
massacred a few weeks after ^hia 
retirement hy order Of the fhmntjB^

Khalet Effcfndi. > When 'the etormhad 
passed over, Aristarohi was permitted 
to return to Oonstantinople, whore he 
speedily rose in offioo and dignity in 
the court of the Saltan Mahmoud. 
Haying been appointed Grand Logo* 
tbete (speaker or president) of the 
Greek Patriarchate, in 1854 he was 
niuhed Kapou-Jciaja (plenipotentiary) 
of Wallachia when the liospodar 
Alexander Ghika came to power. For 
move than thirty years Ai^tarohi has 
taken part in the internal and ex- 
ternal affiiirs of Turk^. Ho assisted 
in the famous Unkiar-Skelessi treaty 
(1832); and during the agitation 
respecting the Holy Places, in 1851, 
he was one of the mixed commission 
instituted to regulate the respective 
pretensions of the two Churches. He 
has the title of a functionary of the 
first class, and is decorated with many 
foreign o^ers. 

ARLES-DUFOUB, Jean Bauthe- 
LEHT, bom at Lyons about 1606, is 
the son of a councillor in that city, and 
having allied himself by marriage with 
the family of Dufour, ho took their 
name with his own. Arles-Bufour was 
one of the jury at the Great Exhibi- 
tion in London in 1851, and in Paris 
in 1856. In 1853 he was nominated 
Beoretaiy-Genoral to an Imperial 
i Commission working in Paris, and has 
since <^ened in that city a large 
house for the sale of silks and other 
articles of commerce. He was for 
. fifteen years a member of the Muni- 
cipal Council and of the Chamber 
of Commerce at Lyons; he is an 
officer of the' Legion of Honour, and 
has oontiilmted to several publications 
lasting of the Great Exhibition of 
1851. 

ARMAGH (^CHBisHOP of). The 
BioBF iL^us Gbeyais Bebes- 
soli of the late Bishop 
of Sipltnm, iprho, was a nephew 
of the first nfi&tqnis of Waterford, 
was b^ in 1801, and edu- 
cated at Richmond Bdh<^l, York- . 
' shire, undOT Dr* Tate^ whence he 
passed to Trin^ College Cambridge. ;

ARMSTRONG, Sib William 
Geobgb, C.B., LL.D., F.R.S., son 
of tho late Mr. William Armstrong, 
a merchant, at one time mayor of 
Newcastle-on-iyne, was born in 1810. 
He entered the legal profession, for 
which he studied with his brother- 
in-law, the late Baron Watson, then a 
special pleader in tho Temple ; but a 
strong bent for scientific pursuits 
diverted him from tho law; Early in 
life ho commenced investigations on 
tho subject of electricity, which 
resulted in the invention of the 
hydro-electrio machine, the most 
powerful means of developing fric- 
tional oleotrioity yet devised. For 
this ho was elected, whilst a very 
young man, a Fellow of . tho Royal 
Society. He then invented the 
hydra^ic crane, and, between 1845 
and 1850, the ''accumulator,*’ by which' 
an artificial head is substituted for tho 
natural head gained only by altitude ; 
and extended the application of hy 
dranlic power to hoists of every kind, 
machines for opening and closing dock 
gates and swing bridges, capstans, 
turn-tables, waggon-lifts, and a variety- 
of other pniposes. For the manufac- 
ture of this machineiy he founded the 
Elswick Factory, . where, in Decem- 
ber, 1854, he constructed the gun 
that bears his name. In 1858 the 
Rifle Cannon Committee recommended 
the adoption of the Armstroim' gun 
for speoial service in the fielC and 
Mr. Armstrong, in presenting his 
patents < to the Govemihent,i was 
loiiglded,' and made a G.B., ap- 
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pdnied to aapimnteiid itit. 
tdro. Sir W. Armat^mg extended 
the system to gnus of ail sizes, 
from the G-ponnder to the.6(X>*poiinder, 
and within, three years introduced 
three thonsand gnns into the senrice: 
The Committee on Ordnance of the 
House of Commons, in their report, 
July, 1863, state that th^ “have 
hod ' no practical evidence before 
them that even at this moment any 
other system of constructing rifled 
ordnance exists which can be cotti- 
pared to that of Sir W. Armstrong.*’ 
In February, 1863, Sir William re- 
signed his appointment, and rejoined 
the Elswick manufacturing company. 
In the same year he acted as 
President of the British Association. 

XKKASOK. Jon, the son of a 
Lutheran clergyman, was bom at 
ilof, on the northern coast of Iceland, 
August 17, 1819. Having lost his 
father in early boyhood, he was in- 
debted to his mother for element- 
ary instruction. After completing 
his education at the college of Bes- 
sestad, then the only school in the 
island, he became private tutor 
in ,the family of the late Severn- 
bjdra Egilsson, the rector of the 
college. Amasoif devoted much 
time to the study of the history and 
literature of Iceland, and made himself 
thorough master of the classical 
tongues. In 1849 he was appointed 
Keeper of the libraiy at Reylgavik, 
and, in 1856, Secretary to' the Bishop 
of Iceland. He has published several 
biographical works, including the life 
of ids friend, Dr. Egilsson. In con- 
junction with H. Grimsop he edited 
a small collection of Icelandic Fairy 
Tales and Adventures entitled *' Islenzk 
,^flntyri.” English translations of a 
number of these quaint stories will be 
found in the Appendix to Symington’s

AKNAXTD, FA.NNY, anthoress, 
belter known, in this oonntiy 
by her married name of “Madame 
Charles Reyband,” was bprn at Aix, 
France, Deo.

She accompanied her 
husband to Paris, and on his becom- 
ing manager of the Omutitutionnel, 
contributed to the /emUston of that 
jonraal, and to the JRetme des Deuso 
Mondes^ several tales, sinoe pub- 
lished separately. Her chief works 
are “Le Moine de Chaalis;” "‘La 
Demiere Bohbmienne ; ” “ Le Cabaret 
de Ganbert,” and a variety of other 
tales, more or less characterized -by 
talent and originality.

ARNOLD, Edwin, second son of 
Rob^ Coles i^old, a magistrate for - . 
Smitex, bom June 10, 1831, was . 

at the King’S'. Schoc^, . 
Boohester, and King’s Collet Lon* 
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don, and was elected toa scholarship at 
TTniversity College, Oxford. In 1852 
he obtained the Kewdigate prize for 
his English poem on the Feast of 
Belshazzar,’* and was selected in 1853 
to address the earl of Derby on his 
installation as Chancellor of the Uni- 
▼ersity. He graduated in honours in 
1854. Upon quitting college, he was 
elected Second Master in the English 
division of King Edward the Sixth’s 
School, Birmingham, and subsequently 
appointed Principal of the Govern- 
ment Sanskrit College at Poona, in> 
the Bombay Presidency, which office 
he held during the mutiny, and re- 
signed in 1860. He has contributed 
largely to critical and literary 
journals, and is the author of ** Gri- 
selda, a Drama,” and ** Poems, Nar- 
rative and Lyrical ; ” and some prose 
works, of which the principal are ^‘Edu- 
cation in India,” ” The Euterpe of 
Herodotus” — a translation with notes, 
“ The Hitopades’a,” with vocabulary 
in Sanskrit, English, and Marathi. 
The last two were published in India. 
Mr. Arnold has also published a 
metrical translation of the classical 
Satskrit work “Hitopades’a” under 
the title of “ The Book of Good Coun- 
sels,” and a “ History of the Adminis- 
tration of India under the late Marquis 
of Dalhousie” (1862-4), and is a lead- 
ing writer in one of the chief daily 
journals. 

ARNOLD, Matthew, eldest son of 
the late Rev. Thomas Arnold, D.D., 
Head Master of Rugby, bom Decem- 
ber 1822, at Laleham, near 
Staines, where Dr.. Arnold then re- 
sidedi with his pupils, was educated 
at Winchester, Rugby, and Biilliol 
College, Oxford. He was , elected. 
Scholar in won the Now- 

digite ^rizsp for English verse 
(sumecif “ Cromwell ”) in 1843, 
graduated in^' honours in 1844, and 
was elected a-Fellow of Oriel College 
in 1845. Ip 1847.the late Lord Lans- 
downo . dominated him his private 
secietainrf anA he Mted in that oapa- i 
city unW hie inaniega. in 1851 with 
the dku^ter of the late Mr. Justice 
W^^htemn^ whe^ he receiTcd an ap- 


pointment as one of the Lay Inspect- 
ors of Schools, under the Committee 
of Counoil on Education, a post which 
he still holds. In 1848 the “ Strayed 
Reveller, and other Poems,” signed 
“A,” appeared, followed in 1853 by 
“Empedocles on Etna, and other 
Poems,” subsequently acknowledged. 
In 1854 he published a volume of 
poems in his own name, consisting 
of new pieces and selections* from 
the two previous volumes. This was 
followed' by a second series, when 
the first two volumes were withdrawn 
from circulation. Mr. Arnold, who was 
elected Professor of Poetry at Oxford 
in 1857, published in 1858, “Morope,”a 
tragedy after the antique, with a pre- ' 
face in which the principles of Greek 
tragedy are discussed, and in 1861, 
three Lectures “ On Translating Ho- 
mer,” which he had delivered before 
the University of Oxford, and in 
which he advocated the adoption of 
the English hexameter as the best 
equivalent to the Homeric rhythm. 
In the same year he published the 
records of the educational systems 
of France, Germany, and Holland, 
which ho had previously submitted 
to. the Government in the shape of 
a Report, having been scut, in 
1859-^, as Foreign Assistant-Com- 
missioner to the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to inquire into the state of 
popular education, to obtain further 
information respecting the various 
plans of education adopted in those 
countries. Mr. Arnold, who has 
contributed, both in proso and in 
verse, to periodical literature, col- 
'iccted and published in 1865 some 
of his prose contributions under the 
itle of “ Essays in Criticism.”

ASAPH. (See St. Asaph, Bishop of.) 

ASBOTH, Gen. Alexander, bom 
in Hungary, is a brother of General 
Asboth, well known in connection 
with the Bevolntionaiy party in that 
country. In 1851 ho accompanied 
Louis Kossuth to America, and in 
1861 was appointed by Gen. Fre- 
mont, chief of his staff, with the 
nominal rank of Brigadier- General. 
When Fremont was recalled from the 
department of the West, General As- 
both was also removed. In March, 
1862, he commanded the 2nd di- 
vision (Sigel’s wing) in Curtis’s army 
at Pea Ridge, in wldch battle he was 
wonnded. After holding some other 
military appointmonts he commanded 
at Marianna, Florida, where, Sept. 
27, 1864, he was severely wonnded, 
and was shortly afterwards on that 
account relieved of his command. Ho 
left the service Aug. 24, 1865. 

ASGHBAGH, Josef, historian, 
bom at Hdchst (Nassau), April 29, 
1^1, received his classical educa- 
tion in the Lyceum of Heidelberg, and, 
with tho intention of entering holy 
orders, studied theology and philo- 
sophy in the university of the same 
city. Under tho advice of Schlosser, 
he became a teacher, and devoted 
himself entirely to historical pursuits. 
After having held in Frankfort (1823) 
a chair of h&toxy, he was called to the 
University of Bo^, in 1842, to fhlfil 
the - same functi^.* Aschboch has 
devoted his attention principally to 
the annals of Spain in the times of 
tho barbarians and of the Moors, and 
his works cohsiderod the best 
vihiohihave^been written on those 
epoch^ Amongst these may be men- 
tidiied, “TIfe History of the West 
Goths*’ (Frankfort, 1827) ; “ History 
of the Ommayades in Sp^” (Frank- 
fort, 1S30) l and the Bistoiy of Spain 
and !l^ortngat under the Rule of the 
Almoravides' and the Almohaes ” 
(Fr^kfort, 1888-37). He is also 
the author 6f a ** History of the 


Emperor Sigismund” (Hamburg, 
1838-44) and of the ‘‘Histoiy of 
the Herulm and Gepidse” (Hamburg, 
1835), a contribution to a history of 
the Germanic migrations. 

A S S OL L ANT , Jean-Baftistb, 
Alfbed, a well-known author, bom 
at Anbusson Grense in 1827, entered 
the Normal School in 1847, and quitted 
it in 1850. After acting as Professor 
for some years, he left the University 
and visited the United States. On his 
return to France ho contributed to 
the Revue des Deux Jifondes, an articlo 
upon “ Walker and tho Americans j ” 
and published two novols, “ Aca- 
cia ” and “ Les Bnterfly.” In 1858 
ho published what * ho termed 
nno fantaisio Amdricaino, under 
the title of ** Scenes do la Vie dca 
iStats Unis.” In 1859 he published 
“Deux Amis on 1792,” and “Bran- 
cas ; ” in 1860, ” La Mort do Roland ” 
and ” Histoire fantostique du cel5bro 
Pierrot;” in 1861, “Los Aventures 
de Karl Brunner, doctonr en tlieo- 
logie,” and ” Marcomrir, Histoire d’un 
£tadiant;”in 1862, ” Jean Rosier,” 
** Rose d’ Amour,” &o. Many of his 
romances appeared in La Presse, 
Le Journal pour Tous, and other 
periodicals. In consequenco of tho 
tone of some of his articles in tho 
Coui'riei' du IXmanche, that journal 
was suspended for two months in 
Aug., 1864, and received a warning in 
March, 1865. M. Assollant has col- 
lected his principal articles under tho 
titles ” D’Henro on Honre ; ” “ Verite ! 
V5rit5 !” and ”Penscesdivorses,Impre8- 
siona intimos, Opinions, et Paradoxes 
de Gadot Bordiche.’* He also pub- 
lished two interesting pamphlets, ” A 
Cenx qui ponsont Encore ” in 1861, 
and ” Gannoniers, k vos Pidcos ! ” in 
1862. 

ASTON, or MEIER, Louise, 
authoress, was born abont 1820, near 
Halberstadt. At an early age she 
was married to a rich English mer- 
chant, but the union did not prove a 
happy one, and separation took place 
in a few years. In 1846 this authoress 
settled at Berlin, and during the 
Schleswig-Holstein waxv attended the 
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roimded iu tho hospitals with much 
evotion.

His 
irst poem, “ Tho Last Days of Her- 
lulaneum,’* appeared in 1821, followed

.820. Tho first six books of Tho 
Tall .of Nineveh ’* appeared in 1828, 
ind seven additional books of the 
laino poem in 1830. The Sea Kings 
>f England,** an historical romance of 
he time of Alfred, appeared in 1830. 

* The Fall of Ninoveh,** oompletod in 
ihirty books, appeared in 1847, and 
‘ Tho Handwriting on the Wall,*' a 
ale, in 1858. His latest work is 
‘ Israel in Egypt,** a poem, intwenty- 
leven books, published in 1861. Mr.

ATHLUMNEY, Loud. (See Mere. 
5YT1I, Lord.) 

AUBEB., Daniel-Franqois-Esfrit, 
nusical composer, tho son of a Paris 
;)rintBellcr, was born at Caen, in 
Normandy, Jauuaxy 29, 1782. At a 
irery early ago ho acquired a great 
acility in drawing and music, and 
fiayod with considerable execution 
m the piano and violin. . Having no 
^asto for business, his father con- 
sented to his becoming a composer 
Tor the stage; and in 18l3 he pro- 
laced his first opera, **Le S5joar 
Militaire,** which -proredi a failure. 
In 1819, his second work, ** Le Testa- 
naeut et les Billets-doux,’* made its 
appearance, with but little better suc- 
oess. **La Berg5re OhAtelaine/* and 
“Emma,'* in 1821, were more favour- 
ably received. Leicester/* in 1822, 
“La Ni5ge," in 1828, “Le Concert A 
la Cour,** and “L4ooadie,” in 1824» 


“ Le Ha^n,** and “ FioroUa,” in 1826, 
fhlly established his reputation. It 
was, however, “ La Mnette de Portici/’ 
kDOwnunderthenameof“Masaniello/’ 
that accomplished his renown. In 
this opera he first ventured to depart 
from tho school in which ho may 
bo said to havo been educated, and 
to strike out a new lino for himself.

M. Auber, like a true artist, has no 
sooner finished a work than ho dis- 
misses it entirely from his mind, and 
turns his attention to future plans. 
It is said, indeed, that he makes a 
point of never hearing his operas a 
second time. Auber, who is decidedly 
one of tho few great musical geniuses 
of the ago, was made a member of the 
Institute in tho section of the Fine 
Arts in April, 1829, and was created n 
Commander of the Legion of Honour, 
Ai}ril 29, 18^, and Grand Officer, 
August 8, 1861. M. Auber composed a 
musical piece for the opening of the 
gi'eat International Exliibltion of 
1862. 

AUCKLAND, Loud. (See Bath 
AND Wells, Bishop of.) 

AUER, Alois, Director of the 
National Printing-office at Vienna, 
was bom May 11th, 1813, at Weis, 
in Austria, and entered a printing 
establishment in that town, going 
through all the grades of his profes- 
siouk Having passed his examination 
at the University of Vienna, he be- 
came, in 1837, professor of Italian at 
Luiz, and about this time published 
theoretical and pracUcal grammars of 
the French and Italian languages. In 
1839 he travelled through Germany, 
Switzerland, France, and England. 
In 1841 he was appointed Director of 
the Imperial Printing Establishment 
at Vienna. Under his care thi^ has 
been great)^ improved and enriohea 
in its collections of types. J^ongst- 
the varied publications of this ..omcei. ,. 
which have appeared under his superr; 
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intendenoe» are the Lord’s Prayer in 
608 langaages (1844), in Roman t^ea ; 
and the same in 200 langaages, with 
bheir national alphabets, in 1847, &o.

1845 he has resided principally at 
Weimar, Loipsio, Breslau, and Dres- 
den, and has zealously advocated the 
cause of education. 

A D G I E R, Guillaume - Victob 
Emile, dramatic poet, bom at 
Valence (Ddme), Sept. 17, 1824, and 
destined for the Bar, soon, how- 
ever, devoted his attention to litera- 
ture. His first piece, ”La Gigue,” a 
two-act drama, in verse, refused in 
1844 by the Direotors of the Theatre 
Fran^ais, on account of the youth of 
the author — he was only twenty-four 
— was received at the Oddon. The 
Direotors of the Thed.tre Franks, 
made aware of their mistake (16^45), 
admitted ”LaGigu3” into its repen. 
tory, and it is still played with success. ' 
In 1849 appeared “Gabrielle,” which 
gained the Monthyon prize from the 
Academy. In 1858 he published a 
collection of ^Podsies,” containing 
some pretty idylls. Among his later 
works, ”Les Eifrontes” in 1861, ”Lo 
Fils de Giboyer ” in 1862, and ” Maitre 
Guerin,” a comedy in five acts, per- 
formed from Dec. 1864 to May 1866, 
have achieved the greatest success. 
M. Augier has been called the ** poet 
of good sense,” in contradistinction 
to some of his contemporaries. M. 
Augier was elected to succeed M. Sal- 
vandy in the French Academy, Jan. 
28, 1858, received the Legion .of 
Honour in 1850, and was made Grand 
Officer, June 19, 1858. 

AUGDSTENBURG, Gheiotiamv 
August, Duke py Schleswig-K' ' 1 

STEIN - SONUEBBUBG - AUGUSTENBI^irr - 
bom in Gopenhagen, July 19, 1798, 
is the chief of the younger branch 
of the royal line of the house of 
Holstein. Brought up under the 
direction of the late Duke Frederick- 
Ghristian, whom he succeeded in 
1814^ and afterward under that of 
his mother, Lonise-Auguste, he com- 
pleted his education by travelling 
in 1818, 1819» and 1820, in Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Italy, Ftance^; 
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and England. In 1830 he married 
Louise-Sophie, GoantesB of Danne- 
slgold Samaoe. In the proceedings of 
the provinoidl diets to which Fi^e- 
riok VI. committed the direction of 
the Qerman states, after the French 
revolntion of July, jihe Duke of Angns- 
tenbnrg took a prbtninent part, dis- 
tingnishing himself as much by his 
zeal in the cause of liberty and pro- 
gress as by his great oratorical ability. 
The duke, as a large landed proprietor, 
spent considerable sums in the im- 
provement of the agriculture of his 
country. His stud at Augustenburg 
was one of the finest in Europe. After 
the downfall of the stadtholderschaftof 
Schleswig-Holstein, the duke’s estates 
wero confiscated, and he was declared 
a traitor, for heading the insurrec- 
tionary movement against the King 
of Denmark. He appealed to the 
German Diet for protection against 
the consequences of this decree, but 
Tvithout success. Betnming to Silesia, 
he bought there, in 1863, the estate of 
Primkenau. He ceded, in 1851, for a 
money payment, his property and 
rights in Holstein to the Danish crown, 
but he and his son have recently 
sought to repudiate the transaction, 
and he has himself published a strong 
protest on behalf of his rights. The 
anonymous articles which he con- 
tributed to the public journals on the 
Schleswig-Holstein question havebcen 
republished in a collective form. 

AUGUSTENBTJBG, Fkisdebick- 
Ghkistian- August, Duke or Schles- 
wtc-Holstbik.Sondbkduko and Au- 
01T8TENBURG, son of the above, was 
bom July 6, 1829. Major of the 1st 
Infantry Hegiment of the Frussian 
Guards, and married, September 11, 
18^, AdelcSde-Viqtoria, daughter of 
Prince Ernest of Hoheadbhe-Langen- 
bnrg. Upon, the death of the late 
king of Denmark,in 1863, he proceeded 
to assert his right to the duke- 
dom Schleswig-Holstein, of whioh 
hisihther had been deprived by the 
peace of 1861, and was received e^eiy*- 
where with acclamatioh by the popu^ 
lati^pf .the Duchies. The Austrian ^ 
aiUd jhmssian GoverniucKuts in their .

AUSTB.IA (Eupe&ob or), Francis 
Joseph -Gh ABIES, bom August 18, 
183(^ and aaoend^ the throne of Aus- 
tria, DeoeuSbe I?' 2, 1849, on the abdica- 
tion of his uncle, Ferdinand I., is 
the eldest son of the Archduke Franois- 
Gharles (who stood next to the late 
emperor in the legal order of snoces- 
sion) and of the Frinoess Sophia. 
On mounting the throne he found 
the empire shaken by internal 
dissenBions and his^fii^t step was 
to promiso a free and constit^ional 
government to the .oonntiy. The 
coarse of events compelled him to 
close the National Assembly and to 
assume absolute power. At the same 
time ho abrogated the Gonstitution of 
Hungary, the people being in rebellion 
against him, and were only brought to 
subjection by the armed interven- 
tion of Bnssia, while he owed his 
hold on Italy to the skill of his veteran 
general Badetsky. Having at length 
obtained internal peace and freedom 
for governmental and legislative action, 
he promulgated the edict of SohOn- 
brunn, September 26, 1851, in which 
he declared the Government respon- 
sible to no other political authority hat 
tho throne.” Assisted by Prince 
Schwarzenberg, and after his death 
by Count Bnol and Baron Bach, he 
centralized the government of his 
heterogeneous nationalities at Vienna, 
and, aided by Herr von Brack, inau- 
gurated a series of fiscal and oom- 
meroial reforms favourable to the 
interests of the middle classes. In 
1853-^, tho Emperor endeavoured, 
though in vain, to induce the Ckar 
Nicholas to abandon his ambitions 
designs against Turkey, and farther 
excited that autocrat’s displeasure by 
refusing to assist Bnssia against the 
Western Powers, whose ndeie also 
felt aggrieved beoanse he resolved to 
remain neutral,, and not to throw the 
weight of his natne into their scale. 
The policy of Austria on this occasic^ 
will, however, be more fairly 
matod by pos^ty. Her unwfillng- 
niUM tomake osanse with the 
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Western Powers has been severelj 
punished, fbr h^ she joined the 
idlianoo agiiihst Bnssia in 1854, in 
all ph>bal^t 7 Louis Kapoleon Would 
not have^ oross^ the Alps and dictated 
the peace of Villafranoa. It is, there- 
fore, more than probable that her 
reluctance to net against Bussia in 
that war 'was the cause of her losing 
Lombardy throe years later. The Em- 
peror Francis-Joseph is tall and hand- 
some. At Solfcriho he gave proof of 
braveiy amounting almost to rashness. 
In April, 1854, he married the Princess 
Elizabeth Amalie Eugenie, daughter 
of the Duke Maximilian-Joseph, and 
cousin, on her mother^s side, to the 
king of Bavaria. In 1857, the em- 
peror and. empress :^id a visit to 
their Italian and Hungarian dominions, 
and granted an amnesty to political 
offenders. The Beichsr^h was en- 
larged by imperieff patent March 5, 
18^, and the Emperor sanctioned the 
principle 6f the responsibility of 
ministers May 1, 1862. The pleni- 
potentiaries of Austria, Prussia, and 
Denmark assembled at Viennato con- 
sider the terms of a peace, Jnly 26, 

1864, which was concluded Oct. 30. 
Early in 1865 the Emperor liberated 
Joseph Langiewicz, the Polish insur- 
gent. The Mimstorial Connoil was 
reconstituted July 27. The Con- 
vention of Costein, trigned Ang. 14, 

1865, which transfihrel tho govern- 

ment' of S^eswig to Prussia, and 
that of Hi>lst6ih- to Austria, was a few 
days after o^kfibemed by the Emperor, 
and the king of Prussia at Salzburg.

1866. An imperial order was issned 
Hay 6; placing the whole army on a 
war footing, and concentrating the 
army of tho north on tho frontiers of 
Bohemia and Silesia. The Emperor 
published a manifesto relative to the 
impending contest, June 17, the 
Prussian minister having received his 
passports June ,12. The Emperor 
showed mnoh devotion in the straggle 
which ensned, ahd the fortunes of war 
having been adverse, at once made 
peace and applied liis energies to tho 
difficult task of rooonstructing tho 
empire. 

A U Z 0 U X, Theodore Louis, 
anatoniist, bom at St. Anbiii 
d'Ecroville (Bure), about 1797, 
and took tho degree of doctor, at 
Paris, in 1822, is best known in 
his ow'n country and in Europe by tho 
pains ho has bestowed in seeking to 
popniarizo tho study of anatomy by 
the means of casts taken from the 
organs of tho dead subjeotl For this 
purpose he employs a paste which, 
when dried, is os hard as wood, imper- 
vious to moisture, rendering oveiy 
vein and fibre to which it has been 
applied ns distinctly as it is possible 
to conceive. The great advantages 
of his models are that they are com- 
posed of separate elements represent- 
ing distinct organs, or distinct por- 
tions of tho same organ, and are 
capable of being mounted or dis- 
mounted at pleasure, so as to show 
tho relation of tho different parts, 
and of different organs amongst them- 
selvCs. His system he calls “ clastic 
anatomy” (from xXda), to break). For 
the preparation of theso anatomical 
moulds in his native town, M. Auzohx 
has a large fhetory, which is highly 
spoken of, not only fbr tho whole"- 
Bome moral and economical discipiino 
wiiich marks it, but idso for the 
artistic education which it gives to a 
number of the people in the district, 
in anatomy, modelling, and paint- 
ing.

BABINGTON, Charles Cabdale, 
F.B.S., F.S.A., F.L.S., F.G.S., son of 
the late Bev. Joseph Babington, M.A. 
and L.M., and grandson of Thomas 
Babington, of Bothley Temple, Leices- 
tershire, was bom in 1808, and edu- 
cated at St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1830, and 
proceeded M.A. in 1833. Professor of 
Botany 5u the University of Cam- 
bridge, he is well known as a natu- 
ralist, and has published “ Flora 
Bathoniensis,” “The Flora of the 
Channel Islands,” a “ Manual of Bri- 
tish Botany,” which has passed 
through five editions, and “ Flora of 
Cambridgeshire.” In addition to these 
works, Mr. Babington contributed 
“Ancient Cambridgeshire” to tho 
publications of the Cambridge Anti- 
quarian Society, Ac. 

BABINGTON,TheBbv. Churchill, 
B.D., F.L.S., M.B.S.L., son of the late 
Bev. Matthew Drake Babington, rural 
dean of Ackley, Leicestershire, was 
bom in 1821, and took a first class in 
classical honours in 1843, at St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, of which he is a 
Senior Follow. He held the chapelry 
of Horningsea, Cambridgeshire, from 
1848 to 1861, was elected Disney 
Professor of Archmology in 1865, and 
was presented by his college to the 
rectory of Cockfield in Suffolk, in 1866. 
He olbtained the Hulsean Prize Essay 
in 1846, on “Tho Infiuenoe of Chris- 
tianity in Promoting the Abolitir / of 
Slavery in Europe,” and controv^ted, 
in a separate publication, in 1858, 
some of Macaulay’s statements in 
reference to the clergy of the seven- 
teenth centuiy, and in 1866 published 
his introductoiy Lecture on Amhssil^ 
logy, delivered before the University 
of Cambridge. He has edited, from 
MSS. recently discovered, “ The Ora- 
tion of Hyperidcs, against Demos- 
thenes,” “The Orations of Hyperidcs 
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TorLyooplironandBiucempims/’ **The 
Fuiferal Oration of Hyperides,’* and 
** Bishop Peacock’s Bepressor,” and 
’*Higden’*8 Polyohronicon” (with tw< 
ancient English versions), in the seriei 
of English historical works which have 
been brought ont under the authority 
of her Majesty’s Gbvemment. He re- 
printed, in &c-simile, with an intro* 
duction, the ** Beneficio di Gristo.” Mr. 
Babington is the author of the classica] 
■portion of the catalogue of MSS. be- 
longing to the University Library ai 
Cambridge, contributed largely on 
subjects connected with natural his- 
tory to Sir W. Hooker’s " Journal of 
Botany,” ”Tho Botanist’s Guide to 
England and Wales,” &o., wrote the 
Ornithology and Botany for Potter’s 
" History of Ghamwood Forest,” and 
the Lichens for Hooker’s ” Flora of 
New Zealand.” Contributions from 
his pen will be found in the Cam- 
bridge Journal of Classical and Sacred 
Philology,” in the ‘’Transactions of 
the Boyal Society of Literature,” 
in the Gombiidgo Antiquarian Society, 
and in the ” Nuinismatio Chronicle.’* 
He was a public Examiner at Cam- 
bridge in Theology in 1857-8, and in 
Natural Science in 1863-4, corres- 
ponding fellow of the Historico-Theo- 
logical Society of Leipsic, and of the 
Archmological Society of Borne, and 
has been for some years a member of 
the Council of the Boyal Society of 
Literature, and of the Numismatic 
Society. 

BACH, Babon Alexander, states- 
.nan, bom at Loosdorf (Lower Austria) 
Jan. 4, 1813, became a member of the 
Tienna. bar upon the death of his 
father, who was a well-known lawyer. 
In 1848 he was admitted into the 
Uouncil of the States of Lower 
Austria, which chose him as dele- 
gate to ^e Central Committee of the 
Provincial States of the Austrian 
yirpire. He took part in the first 
Inberal cabinet as Mmister of Justice, 
and assisted in the re-organiza- 
iiioh of the judicial system. He 
•claimed for the Grown the right of 
veto, and opposed the suppression of 
feudal labour. In consequence of the 


insurrection of Oct. 6, 1848, he retired 
first to* Salzburg and afterwards to 
Olmutz, in order to be near the em- 
peror. Having become unpopular, he 
was sent as Plenipotentiaiy to Borne 
Aug. 21, 1869. 

BACHMAN, John, 1).D., LL.D., 
naturalist, wasbom in I790,in Duchess 
county, State of Now York. In 
early life Dr. Bachman was associated 
with Audubon, whom he assisted in 
the preparation of his great work on 
Ornithology ; .^and yas the principal 
author of “Quadmpeds of North 
America,” illustrated by Audubon and 
his sons. Dr. Bacliman has been 
pastor of the German Lutheran Church 
in Charleston, South Carolina, for 
nearly fifty years, and has published 
some works on the denomination with 
which he has been so long connected ; 
though hejs better known as a writer 
by his “Examination of Professor 
Agassiz’s Sketch of the Natural 
Provinces of the Animal World and 
their relation to the different ^l^es 
of Mon,” published in 1855 ; by his 
“Characteristics of Genera and Spe- 
cies, as applicable to the Doctrine and 
Unity of the Human Bace,” in 1854$ 
and his “ Catalogue of Phmnogamous 
Plants and Ferns gprowing in the 
Yidnity of Chariest^, South Caro- 
lina.” 

BACE, Sir Geoboe, F.B.S., D.C.L., 
a distinguished Arctic navigator, bom 
at Stockport in 1796, and having 
entered the Boyal Navy on board the 
AretJvusa in 1808, was made prisoner 
and sent to France in 1809, where he 
remained five vears? On regaining 
his liberty he joined the fieet at Flush- 
ing, and was afterwards employed on 
the Halifax station. He passed his 
examination in 1817, joined H.M.S. 
BtHwa/rk, and in 1818 volunteered for, 
.nd was appointed to, the Trent, hired 
trig, Lient.-Commander John Frank- 
lin. Having accompanied Captiw 
David Budm on a voyage of die- 
toveiy to the neighhonrhooctef Spitz- 
migen, latitude 80” 3ff N., hewas^ 
»r^ in 1819, selected to attend 
j^ieni^-C<hnmanjderFranklininhisQveip» 
-and dq)edition from Hudson’s B^ tO; 
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the Coppormino Biver, nnd along the 
coast eastward. In this bold and 
hazardous undertaking, in the prose- 
cution of which the adventurers per-

and danger which liaye marked liis 
career *as an Arotio traveller, and 
Franklin attributed the safety of tho 
expedition to his personal exertions. 
Having, in 1821, been promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant, and having served 
in H.M.S. Superb in the West Indies, ho 
iu 1825 accompanied Captain Frank- 
lin on another expedition to tho Arctic 
regions, for the puipose of co-operat- 
ing with Captains Beecliy and Parry 
in their attempts to discover, from 
opposite quarters, a North-west Pas- 
sage. The particulars of this remark- 
able mission afo fully detailed in 
Captain Franklin’s ** Namtive of 
Second Expedition to the Shores of 
the Polar Sea in 1825-7.” Liout. 
Back extended his riescarchos to lati- 
tude 70“ 24' N., longitude 149“ 37' W., 
and was again iustinimontal in saving 
the party. Ho was promoted, in 1825, 
to the rank of Commander : and when 
Captain Franklin, on the :«'<;tum of 
the expedition, set out in advance 
with five of his party, from Great 
Bear Lake, Back was left *it Fort 
Franklin in charge of the ramaining 
officers and men, the boats, collections 
of natural history, rough notes, and 
astronomical and meteorological ob- 
servations ; with instructions to pro- 
ceed, on the breaking up of tho ice, 
bo York Factor;|, and; thence to Eng- 
and, which he mched in 1827. From 
ihat time Captain B|Udc remained nn- 1 
employed until 1833, when, having 
volunteered, l^e was appointed to con- 
Inct ajL expedition jStted out for the 
rarposP of instituting a search for 
lir John Boss, who hod left E;^nd 
n 1829, on a voyage to the ^ Polar 
SeasV Captain Back published an 


account of this expedition, entitled a 
“ Narrative of the Ai'ctic Land Expe- 
dition to tho Month of the Great Fish 
or Back Biver, and along the Shores 
of the Arctic Ocean, in 1833-5.” On 
his return to England, in 1835, Capt. 
Back obtained post rank, by “ order 
in council,” and in 183G was ap- 
pointed to tho Terror, in which he 
sailed soon after^vards for Fapa- 
Wostray, one of tho Orkney Islands, 
in command of a new Arctic expedi- 
tion, fitted out with every axiplianco 
that seemed likely to insure success. 
Captain Back published an account of 
this voy^e, “ Narrative of the Expe- 
dition m H.M.S. Terror, undertaken 
with a view to Geograjihical Discovery 
on tho Arctic Shores, in 1836-7.” 
From that period, with the exception 
of a temporary appointment under 
the Treasury, to examine and report 
upon the condition of Holyhead 
harbour. Captain Bock has remained 
upon half-pay. In 1837 tho Geo- 
graphical Society conferred upon him 
both its medals. Ho received the 
liunour of knighthood in 1839, and tho 
gold medal of the Geographical Society 
of Paris, together with a service of 
plate fi'OTu tho subscribers to the 
Arctic Laud Expedition. Sir G. Back 
attained flag rank in 1857. 

BADEN (GiiAND Duke of), Fbe- 
UEiiic GurLLAUME-Loujs, bom Sep. 
9, 1820, succeeded his father, tho 
Grand Duke Leopold, as llegcnt, 
April 24, 1852, to tho exclusion of his 
elder brother Louis, who was mentally 
incapable of governing. Since 1853 
ho has been continually engaged in 
struggles with tho ecclesiastical power, 
and at tl.Q end of 1855 banished tho 
Jesuits from tho duchy. In Sep., 
1856, ho had a naiTow escape from 
assassination. He assumed the title 
of Grand Duke Sop. 5, 1856, and 
married a daughter of William I., of 
Prussia, Sep. 20. 

BAEHB, Johann CiiRXSTiAN FblS, 
a German philologist, tho son of a 
prelate, bom in Darmstadt, June* 13, 
1798, studied at Heidelberg, and held, 
from 1819 to 1826, various soholastio 
appointments in the univemty of that 
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city. In 1826 ho was appointed Titu- 
lar Professor of Classical Literature, 
and has .never quitted Heidelberg, 
where ho has been successively Chief 
Librarian (1833), Superior Inspector 
of the Lyceum (1839), and lastly. Di- 
rector of the Philological Seminiiiy 
(1845). The libraiy has, under his 
direction, been greatly extended. His 
printed works include an edition of 
Herodotus, published ^ at Leipsic in 
1832-4, a work of great labour and 
erudition ; a “ History of Itonian 
Litcratm-o ” (Carlsnihe, 1828, 3rd 
edition) ; ** The Christian f oets and 
Historians of Kome’* (Carlsruhe, 1837); 
and “ History of Itoman Liieratnre 
during the Carolingian pemd ” 
(Carlsruhe, 1840). Ho has edited a 
number of Greek treatises, with dis- 
sertations and critical notes, and has 
contributed critical and arcliaoological 
articles, several of which have been 
reprinted, to Ersch and Gruber’s 
** ilniversal Encyclopedia.” With 
Hehlosser and Mmike, ho edited the 
“ Annals of Heidelberg,” from 1834 
to 1847 ; since which time he has been 
sole editor. 

BAEZ, BlJENAVENTUllA, ox-pi’osi- 
dent of Hayti, born at Azua, Hayti, 
in 1820, is a mulatto. His father took 
an active part in the insun'ection of 
1808. The son gained great influence 
in the island not only on account of 
his talents, but also of his riches. 
After the expulsion of Jemincs from 
the presidency, and the refusal of 
Santana to assume that oflice, it was 
conferred upon Baez, his most iiiti- 
mato friend .and co-operator in the 
work of securing the independence of 
the ropublic. At the next election 
for the presidential term, Gcncrol 
Santana was chosen, and the friend- 
ship which had before existed between 
him and Baez was changed into hos- 
tility. Santana was, owing to difficul- 
• ties with the United States, deposed 
May 27, 1856, leaving the Vice-Presi- 
dent, Beglatta Mota, acting-president. 
General Baez was again suggested for 
the presidency, and was sworn in Oct'. 
6, 1856. After much dissension Baez 
surrendered the government to Gene- 


ral Santana Juno 11, 1858. A con- 
vention was drawn -up through the 
mediation of France, England, and 
Spain, by which Baez agreed to leave 
the country. DissensionG^ however, 
broke out, and Gen. Baez, after re- 
maining in exile until 1865,. returned 
to St. Domingo, and was elected, for the 
third time, President. Though received 
witli much enthusiasm, he was again 
expelled in March, 1866, by Geii. 
Cabral. 

BAILEY, The {Iev. Henry, B.D., 
Warden of St. Angustine's College, 
Canterbury, and Honorary Canon of 
Canterbury Cathedral, son of the 
Hev. H. J. Bailey, vicar of North 
Leverton, Notts, and author of “ The 
Lituigy compai^ with the Bible,” 
bom about 1814, was educated at Sfc. 
John’s College, Cambridge, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1839, having ob- 
tained the Crosse and the Tyrwhitt 
Univeraity Scholarships. He became 
Fellow of his college, and was ap- 
pointed Warden of St. Augustine’s 
Missionary College in 1850, in succes- 
sion to Bishop Coleridge. Mr. Bailey 
is the author of '*Tbe Missionary’s 
Daily Text-Book,” “Bitualo Anglo- 
Catholicum,” Ac. Bishop Blomfield, 
in 1851, appointed’ him secretary 
to the Society for advancing the 
Christiafl Faith in the West Indies 
and in the Mauritius. 

BAILEY, Philip James, son of 
Thomas Bailey, author of the ” Annals 
of Notts,” who died in 1856, was bom 
at Nottingham April 22, 1816. Having 
boon odnoated at various schools in 
his native town, he in 1831 matricu- 
lated at the University of Glasgow, 
where he studied two sessions under 
Professors Buchanan, Sir D. K. Sand- 
ford, Thomsoh, and Milne. In 1833 
ho began to study the low, was ad- 
mitted a momber of Lincoln’s Inn in 
1835, and was called to the Bar in 
1840. Having little inclination for 
legal pursuits, Mr. Bailey about this 
time commenced an extensive connie 
of reading in the libraries of the 
B^^oh Museum and of Linpobi’B lun, 
resolved to attempt original Com- 
position in verse. “Festus,”. pnb- 
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lifilied in 1839, was well i-ecoived in 
this country and. in Americai having 
reached its seventh edition in 1864. 
‘*The Angel World,” a poom which 
was afterwards incorporated witl 
« Festns,” appeared in 1850 ; anothei 
poem, *‘Tho Mystic,” in 1855, and 
another, ** The Ago/* in 1858. 

BAILY, EowAitD Hodges, honorary 
retired B.A., the son of a ship-carver, 
a man possessing great artistic power, 
bom at Bristol, in March, 1788. At 
the age of fourteen ho was taken from 
school, and placed in a merchant’s 
counting-house, wliich ho left after 
serving two years, and began the 
world as a wax-modeller on his own 
account. Having proved successful 
in his likenesses, ho met with much 
encouragement. The idea of ex- 
changing from modelling in wax to 
clay was first awakened by a visit to 
Bristol Cathedral, where ho saw 
Baconils monument to the memory of 
Mrs. Draper (the ” Eliza” of Sterne). 
About the same time a surgeon, of 
the namo of Leigh, lent the young 
artist Flaxman’s designs for Homer’s 
“Iliad” and “OdySsey,” and, what 
was still better, gave him a commis 
sion for two groups to be modelled 
from these designs. The result was 
so satisfactoiy to Mr. Leigh that he 
wrote to Flaxmon to uige lunr to take 
the youth into his studio as an assist- 
ant. The latter, forming a high esti- 
mate of his capacity, at once acceded 
to the request, and treated him more 
as his son than a mere assistant bis 
progress waa exceedingly rapid, and 
he g^ed the silver medal at the 
Society Arts and Sciences, and the 
silver and 'gold, medals, with a purse 
}f fifty guineas, at the Boyal Academy; 
she subjects, on the lat^ occasion, 
being “ Hercules rcBtoring Alcestis to 
idmetus.” At thelige of twenty-five 
Ifr. Baily produced his “Eve at the 
fountain,” a statue of world-wide 
epntation for unrivalled |;race and 
)eaui 7 (now in the Institunon in his 
lative city). Quitting Flaxmah’s 
tudio at'tibe end of his seventh year 
f service, Mr. Baily accepted the 
ost of chief modeller to the firm of j 


Bandell& Bridge, who obtained desigus- 
and models ftom the first scnlptora 
and painters of the time. “ Hercules 
casting Lycos into the Sea,” “ Apollo 
discharging his Arrows,” and “ Mater- 
nal Love,” executed for the late Mr. 
J. Neeld, M.F. for Chippenham, were 
his next productions. Mr. Baily was 
afterwards employed, with other 
sonlptorg, ih executing the figures on 
the Marble Arch and the “ Triumph, 
of Britannia,” together with the sta- 
tues on the summit of the edifice.. 
He sculptured the bassi-relievi that 
surround throne-room at Bucking- 
ham Palace. His other works of that 
period wore statues to the memory of 
Lord Egremont ; Mr. Telford, the 
engineer; Sir Astloy Cooper; Sir 
Bichard Bourko, governor of Now 
South Wales ; Dean Dawson ; Doctor 
Butler; Earl Groy, at Nowcastlo; the 
Duke of Sussex, for Freemasons’ Hall ; 
a monument to Lord Holland, in West- 
minster Abbey ; and a design for the 
Nelson monument, which, for want of 
funds, has never been oxeented. The 
colossal statno of Nelson which sur- ^ 
mounts the Corinthian column in Tra- ' 
falgar Square is also from his hand.. 
Mr. Baily was elected an Asspeiato of 
the Boyal Academy in 18L7, and a 
Boyal Academician in 1821. ' He re- 
signed his seat in the ruling body of 
tho Academy in 1862. His best 
works are “Eve listening to the 
Voice,” a companion to his “ Eve at 
the Fountain;” “Tho Graces,” and 
the “ Fatigued Huntsman ” (both pur- 
chased by the late Mr. Joseph Neeld) ; 
the “Sleeping Nymph,” purchased 
by tho late Lord Monteagle; and a 
colossal stat ue of Sir Bobort Peel at 
Manchester. 

BAIN, Alexandek, bom at Aber- 
deen in 1818, entered Marischal Col- 
lege in 1836, where he took the degree 
of M.A. in 1840. From 1841 to 1844 
he taught, as deputy, the class of , 
Moral Philosophy in Marisohal Col- 
lege ; from 18^ to 1845, tho Natural 
Philosophy class. In 1845 he was 
elected I^fessor of Natural Philo- 
lophy in the Andersonion University,. 
Glasgow; in 1847 he was appoint^ 
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by the Motropolitan Sanitaiy Gom< 
missioners their assistant secretary, 
and in 1848 became assistant secre- 
tary to the General Board of Health, 
which post he resigned in 1850. From 
1857 to 1862 he was Examiner in 
Logic and Moral Philosophy in the 
University of London. In 1858, 1859, 
1860, 1863, and 1864, he acted as Ex- 
aminer in Moral Science at thd India 
Civil Service Examinations; and in 
1860 was appointed, by the Crown, 
Professor of Logic in the University 
of Aberdeen. In 1864 he was re- 
elected Examiner in the Uni^mity of 
London. His first literary produc- 
tion was. an article in 1840, in the 
Wesfminai^* Revieio, to which he con- 
tributed at various times. In 1847-8 
he wrote text-books on Astronomy, 
Electricity, and Meteoralogy, in 
Messrs. Chambers’s -school series, 
several of Chambers’s Papers for 
the People,” and the articles on 
Language, Logic, the Human Mind, 
and Hhetoric in the Information for 
the People.” In 1852 he published 
an edition of the “ Moral Philosophy 
of Paley,” with dissertations and notes. 
** The Senses and the Intellect ” ap- 
peared in 1855, and ** The Emotions 
and the Will/’ completing a syste- 
matic exposition of the human mind, 
in 1859. *• Tho Study of Character, 
including an Estimate of Phrenology,” 
was published in 1861, an English 
Grammar in 1863, and '*Mauu^ of 
English Composition and Rhetoric” 
in 1866. Mr. Bain contributed the 
axiioles on Logic and Mental Philo- 
sophy to Cliambcrs’s £n(yclopa)dia. 

BAINES, EDn’ARD, second son of 
the late Edward Baines (who rose 
from being a printer’s bey to be the 
representative of the borough of 
y Leeds in Parliament for seven years, 
1834-41), and brother of tho late 
Bight Hon. M. T. Baines, M.P., some 
time Chancellor of the Ihiohy of 
LancasteTy was bom in 1800, and was 
educated at the Protestant Dissenters’ 
Grammar School, Manchester. He 
succeeded his fhther as editor and 
proprietor of the Leeds Mercury, one . 
ortho most influential Liberal organs | 


in tho North of England ; and is tlie 
author of ” A Visit to the Vaudois of 
Piedmont,” “The Life of the late 
Edward Baines,” “ The History of the 
Cotton Manufacture,” “ The Woollen 
Manufacture of England,” and other 
works bearing on the industrial pro- 
grhss and commerce of the nation. 
Mr. Baines, who is President of tlio 
Yorkshire Union of Mechanics’ Insti- 
tutes, was elected M.P. for Leeds in 
his brother’s place in 1859. In 1861 
his attempt to introduce into Parlia- 
ment a bill to reduce the franchise in 
boroughs to £6 was defeated on a divi- 
sion by 245 to 193 votes. In 1864 and 
1865 tho measuro was again rejected 
by tlio House of Commons. Mr. Baines 
is an organ of the dissenting interest 
in tho House of Commons^ and as 
such is a stiong opponent of church 
rates, and a supporter of the voluntary 
system. 

BAIBD, Bobert, D.D., bora in lf98, 
in Fayette county, Ponnsylvania, is 
best known both in Europe and in tho 
United States for his labours in the ex- 
tension of tho Protestant religion. His 
“ History of the Temperance Pieties,” 
published in 1836, has been translate 
into German, French, Dutch, Swedish, 
Flemish, and Finnish. ‘‘A Viow of 
Beligion in America,” Glasgow, 1842, 
has also been translated into four 
languages. Among his other works 
are “ A View of tho Valley of tho 
Mississippi,” Philadelphia, 1832 ; 
“ Protestantism in Italy,” Boston, 
1845 ; ** Tho Christian Betrospcct and 
Register,” New York, 1851 ; “ History 
of the Waldenses and Albi^nses,” 
&o.; besides extensive contributions 
to periodicals, and many lectures on 
the results of his travels in Europe, 
delivered in ther larger cities of the 
United States. 

BAIBD, Spencer F., born in 1823 at 
Beading, Pennsylvania, U.S., is Pro- 
fessor of Natural Sdenoe at Dickinson 
College* and Assistant Seoretoiyof the 
Smithsopian Institution. Mr. Baird 
is also editor an<L translator of the 

Iconographic B»yolop®dia,” New 
York, |881; is ffthor of vanoue 
papers on zoology, end of reports oil; 
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natural liistuiy, collections mudo by 
Captains Stansbury and Marcy, and 
Lieut. Gilliss, tho United States and 
Mexican boundaiy surrey, and tho 
Pacific Railroad survey. 

BAKER., Sir Samuel White, 
K. G. B, eldest son of the Ihte 
Snmuol Baker, Esq., of Thonigrove, 
Worcestershire, was born Juno 8, 
1821. At an early age he showed a 
strong predilection for t^vel, and has 
spent a greater portion of his life in 
Asia 'and Africa. With his brother. 
Col. Baker, in 1848, he undcrtiiok tho 
organization of an extensive agricul- 
tural settlement at Newoi'a, E]Ii.a, a 
station about 100 miles from Cey- 
lon, of which Gountiy he gives an 
interesting account in his ** Eight 
Years’ Wanderings,” published in 
1855. In 1801 ho made preparations 
for an cxpo<lition to Africa, in tho 
hope of meeting Captains Speke and 
Glint at the sources of the Nile. Hav- 
ng explored tho tributaries of the 
Itbara, a task which occupied some 
hontlis, ho pixicceded to KhaHoum 
n order to organize his expedition to 
he Great White Kile. In l)ec., 1862, 
le started from Khartoum with a 
umerous train of assistants, and 
hortly after entered upon a wnsto of 
wamp and reeds, losing, in conso- 
uenco of fever, his only European 
btendant. At Gondoroko tho party 
as joined by Spoke and Grant, when 
10 former told Sir S. Baker that he 
as assured by the natives that a 
rge lidce existed to tho west, xvhich 
as behoved to be a second source of 
le Kile. Capt. Speke had traced 
le river leading thereto, as far as 
' 2(y N., when it diverged to the 
Bst, and he relinquished, voiy un- 
lUingly, his task, tfhMi was at once 
idertaken by SiaS. M^er, who was 
oompfuiicd by fs wife. Tho orga- 
eation of tlie exp^ition was a 
itter of gi*eat difficulty, as he could 
[y induce ^ont seventeen natives 
go e^t^ and none would go south, 
idingthat it was the intention of 
ise he had- engaged to desert him, 
S, Baker and wife, nothing : 
inted, prosecuted their journey and | 


overtook the traders, wiving in the 
Latooka countiy 110 miles cast of 
Goiidoroko, March 17, 1863. After a 
sojourn in this part they made their 
way to Kamrasis counti'y, lying be- 
tween the Solmt and White Nile 
rivers. Descending the valley Asua, 
they, on tho eighteenth day after leav- 
ing Kamrasis country, March 14, 
1864, and tracking the nver upwards, 
sighted the desired lake, lying very 
low in a depression of tlio country. 
Descending tho cliff for 1,500 feet, 
8ir 8. Baker .*)nd his wife reached tJio 
shore of the lakt*, which ho named 
tho Albert N’Yariza, and drank of 
its waters. Tho western shoro is 
distant sixty miles, and is lined by 
mountains 7,000 feet in height. This 
lake, and the Victoria N’Yanza, 
constitute tho two great I'escrvoirs of 
the Nile. Sir S. Baker published 
“ Tho Riflo and Hound in Coylon ” 
in 1853, and “ The Albert N’Yanza” 
in 1866. He is a F.E.S. and P.R.G.S., 
and rccoivcid tho honour of knight- 
hood Nov. 10, 1860, 

BAKER, Thomas Baiiwick Lloyd, 
of llardwicke Court, Gloucestorshire, 
well known for his exertions in the 
reformatory movement, tho only sou 
of Thomas J. Lloyd Baker, of Hard- 
wioke Court, was born in 1807. His 
mother ' was a niece of Granville 
Sharpe, distinguished fur his efforts 
in tho cause of negro emancipation. 
Mr. Baker, who was educated at Eton 
and Christ Church, Oxford, is a Magis- 
trate and Deputy-Lieutenant of his 
native county, where be has estab- 
lished a rofoiTciatory institution at his 
own expense and under his own 
mauagcmiciic, in which tho labours of 
the inmatcH are utilized for purposes 
of agricultural improvement. His pen 
has also been employed in advocat- 
ing some important changes in the 
apportionment of sentences to youth- 
ful and experienced criminals. 

BALFE, Michael Williabi, musical 
composer, a native of Dublin, was 
bom in 1808. When very young ho 
displayed great talent for music, and 
received instmotion at Wexford, from 
the bandmasterof a regiment stationed 
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there, afterwards having lessons from, 
the weit-loiown composer C. E.Hom 
and also from his father. His pro- 
gress during a short course of study 
as a violin player was rapid. In 1824 
he appeared in the opera of Frey- 
schutz,” at the Norwich Theatre, and 
proceeded to Italy, where he drat caino 
before tho public os a composer. Going 
to Paris in 1827, he mot with groat 
saoccBS under the name of “ Balfi,** as 
a bass singer, in company of Malibran 
.ind Sontag. Having again visited 
Italy, where he produced a series of 
operas for Milan, Paris, and London, he 
became in 18'I5 director of the Italian 
Opera in London. liis earliest operas 
:iro “Tho Siege of llochellc,” tho 
“ Maid of Artois ’* (in which Malibran 
obtained such celebrity), “ Catherine 
Grey,” “ Joan of Arc,” “ Diadestc,” 
“ Falstaff,” “ Kioloiithe,” “ Lo Puits 
d* Amour,” “Qiiatro Fils d'Aymon,” 
all of which met with various degrees 
of success. Ini 830 Mr. Balfe became 
tho lessee of tho English Opera House, 
but tho speculation proved a failure. 
The “ Bohemian Girl ” and tho 
“ Daughter of St. Mark ” were brought 
out at Dniiy Lane. Tho latter was 
performed one hundred consecutive 
nights, and a piece of plate was pre- 
sented to tho composer in commemo- 
ration of its hundredth performance. 
Mr. Balfe’s other productions aro 
Enchantress,” “L’Etoile de Seville,” 
tho “ Bondman,” the “ Maid of 
Honour,” “ The Sicilian Bride,” “ The 
Bose of Castile,” “ Satanella,” “ Bi- 
anco,” “Tho .Puritan’s Daughter,” 
“Tho Armourer of Nantes,” and 
Blanche do Nevers.” Besides as- 
sisting at most of the leading con- 
certs, ho was appointed conductor of 
music to Her Majesty’s Theatre, and 
again visited America. His second 
daughter, Victoria Balfe, born in 1837, 
after a most successful d^but, in the 
London season of 1867, sang with 
great success in that ahd the two 
following years in England, in Italy, 
and at St. Petersburg. This lady 
was married to Sir John Crampton 
March 31, 1860. A divorce was ob- 
tained in 1863, and soon after she was 


married to the Duke de Frias, grandeo 
of Spain. « 

BALFOUR, John Hutton, M.D., 
F.R.S., F.L.S., &o., Professor of Medi- 
cine and Botany in the University of 
Edinburgh, related to Dr. James 
Halton, author of tho Haltonian theory 
of the earth, bom Sep. 15, 1808. Ho 
took tho degree of M.A. in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, and M.D. in 
1831, and was Professor of Botany in 
tho University of Glasgow from 1841 
to 1845. Ho is tho q^uthor of tho 
“Manual of Botany,” “ Pliyto-Tliec- 
logy, or Botany and Religion,” “ Tho 
Class-book of Botany,” “Ontlinos of 
Botany,” “ The Plants of Scripture,” 
“Tlio Botanist’s Companion,” &c. ; 
contributed tho article on Botany to 
the 8th edition of tho Eiicyclopcedia 
Britonnicaf and papci*s to the Trans- 
actions of tho Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh and of tho Botanical Society. 
Dr. Balfour is a member of many 
learned societies on the Continent, is 
Secretaiy to the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, and Dean of tho Medical 
Faculty of the university in that city. 

BALLANTINE, James, bom in 
Edinburgh, Juno 11, 1808, and edu- 
cated in his native city, was appointed 
by tho Royal Commissioners on the 
Fine Arts to execute tho stained glass 
windows for tho House of Lords.

BANGOB (Bishop of), James Gol- 
QuuouN Campbell, D.D., son of the 
late John Campbell, Esq., of Stonefidd, 
by a daughter of Sir James Colquhoun, 
Bart., of Luss, was bom in 1813. 
Having graduated in honours at Tri- 
nity College, Cambridge, he was ap- 
pointed successively rector of the 
populous town of Merthyr Tydvil, and 
Amhdeacon of Llandaff, and was no- 
minated by Lord Derby to the see of 
Bangor, on the death of Dr. BetheU, 
in April, 1859. The see is of the annual 
value of £4,200, and the patronage con- 
sists of seventy-six livings. 

* BANES, Nathaniel Pbentis, states- 


man, who becamo a major-general in 
the United States* army, bom in 
Boston, Massachusetts, Jan. 20, 1816, 
was educated in a common school, 
and worked in a cotton-factory under 
his father, who was its overseer. 
Though he qualified himself for the 
trade of a machinist, a strong literaxy 
bias led him to lecture at political and 
social meetings. President Polk ap- 
pointed him to a post in the Boston 
Custom-house, and in 1849 he was 
elected to the Massachusetts House of 
Bepresentatives, of which,«in 1851, hie 
became speaker on the “Coalition’* in- 
terest, which united the Democrats 
and the “Free-soilors” against the 
old Whigs. In 1853 he was presi- 
dent of the Convention appointed to- 
revise the constitution of tho state. 
Being returned to Congress about this 
time, he voted against the Demo- 
cratic party on the Kansas-Nebraska 
Bill, and in 1854 was returned in the 
“Know-Nothing” interest. In De- 
cember, 185-4, ho becamo a candidate 
for the speakership, and was elected 
after a koon contest extending over two 
months. At the close of that Congress 
he received a vote of tlianks for the - 
manner in which he had discharged 
his duties. In 1857 ho was made 
Governor of Massachusetts. Op tho 
election of Mr. Lincoln, and the break- 
ing out of the schism between tho 
Northern and Southern States, Mr. 
Banks sided with the Union. In the 
early part of the war ho was stationed 
at Baltimore ; but later he received a 
separate command, with the rank of 
major-general, in tho Shenandoah 
Valley, from which he was expelled 
with severe loss by the Confederate 
General “ StoqjBwall” Jackson. As a 
subordinate to General Pope, Miyor- 
Geu. Banks fought and won the battle 
of Cedar Mountain (August 9, 1862). 
He succeeded Gen. Butler at New Or- 
leans in Dec., and Bubsequently, by a 
skilfol advance from that city, at 
one time seriously threatened Port 
Hibson. Miyor-General Banks con- 
diiRed several important operations- 
and captured Port Hudson, July 8, 
1863. He was afterwards employed to 
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Texas, and again in New Orleans, 
where he settled, and was admitted to 
the bar, B«tnming North, he was in 
1865 elected representative from Mas- 
saohnsetts to the 39th Congress, and 
in Nov., 1866, was re-elected to the 
40th Congress. 

BARAGUAY-D’HILLIERS, Louis, 
Marshal of Franco, born September 
6, 1795, son of one of Napoleon’s 
generals, began his career in 1806 by 
entering, nominally, the Ist I'cgimeut 
of dragoons, but actually proceeding 
to the Prytan^e Militaive. In 1812 he 
left the Prytauce, joined the let regi- 
ment of Chasseurs, accompanied liis 
corps in the expedition against Russia, 
and was pivsent at the battle of Mos- 
kowa. In the struggles of 1814-15, 
Baraguay-d'Hilliers fought valiantly 
for the emperor, and at Champaubort, 
Brienue, Montmirail, and Qnatre-Bras, 
was always at the [lost of danger. In 
1833 ho was appointed Governor of 
the Militaty School of St. Cyr, and | 
with great energy suppressed a repub- 
lican conspiracy there. In 1841 he 
proceeded to Africa, and assisted Mar- 
shal Bugeaud in carrying out his plans 
for subjugating the Arabs of Algeria. 
His principal service in this country 
consisted in leading the expedition 
against the south of Medcah. In 1814 
he was promoted to tho rank of Gtc- 
neral of Division, having been made a 
Major-General in 1836. During tho 
revolution of 1848 he was commander 
of the sixth division of tho army, and 
had his head-quarters at Besan^on. 
He recognized tho Republic, and was 
confirmed in his command. In 1849 
the Prince President sent him to Rome 
on a mission to the Pope, appointing 
him at the same tim^ commander of 
the French anij|r in tne States of the 
Church. Afterfcassing a year in Italy, 
he returned to France, was elected to 
the Legislative Assembly as represen- 
tative of the Doubs, and received the 
chief command of the troops in the 
third military division. Jam 9, 1851.

established. He was then made a 
member and Yiee-Fresident of the 
Senate. In November, 1853, ho was 
appointed to succeed M. Lacour as 
ambassador of Franco at Constanti- 
nople. This post ho held until April, 
1854, when he was recalled at his own 
request. Tho emperor compensated 
the old soldier by giving liim the com- 
mand of tho French corps sent to the 
Baltic to co-operate with tho fleets of 
the allies. The troops landed on one 
of the Aland isles, Aug. S, 1854, and 
by tho 16th tho defences of Bomar- 
sund had fallen, and its garrison and 
commander woto prisoners to tho 
allies. For this servicse Baragnay 
d’Hillicrs was rewarded with a mar- 
shal’s baton, and at a later period, after 
having commanded a military division 
in the south of Franco, was nominated 
a Senator. Ho was made Grand Cross 
of the Legion of Honour, Deo. 11, 1 850, 
and ho rendcrod important service in 
tho Italian campaign of 1859. 

BABBADOKS (Bishop ok), Thomas 
Pahuy, D.D., fourth son of a Denbigh- 
shire clergyman, born in 1795, was 
educated at Oriel College, Oxford, 
whore ho graduated in high honours, 
and whence lie was elected to a Fel- 
lowship at Balliol College. Ho held 
tho small incumbency of St. Leonard’s, 
Colchester, for a few years previous to 
1824, when he was appointed Arch- 
deacon of Antigua, West Indies, whence 
he was transferred, as Archdeacon, to 
BarbadofisinlS to. In 1842 he was con- 
secrated 2nd Bishop of Barbadoes, on 
the resignation of Dr. W. H. Coleridge. 
Tho emoluments of the see amount to 
£2,500 per annum. The patrouago 
consists of fifty livings. Dr. Parry is 
the author of some able and learned 
Expositions of tho Epistles of St. Paul 
to the Romans, Hebrews, &c., ** Chris- 
tian Stewardsiiip,” Christ and his 
Adversaries,” &o.

Admitted as a member, in 
1830, of tbo ** 6ooi^t6 libro d*£mn1a- 
tion,” of Bouen, bo read before that so- 
ciety (March 7, 1831) a paper entitled 

Essai siir la B^gendration morale des 
Frisonniers,” which was published in 
1838. M. Barbct, whoso political opi- 
nions are strongly domocratical, is the 
author of the following works : — ** Bd- 
forme politique, organisation d’une 
nouvelle force unitairo ct gouvorne- 
meutalc,’ ’ published in I&IO; * * Syst^mo 
social ot Bcsponsabilitd do rHomme/’ 
in 1845 ; ** My8t5res de Thomme ct do 
saBesponsabilitd, on de la Ndcossitd dn 
prdb par Tfitat,” in 1846 j and “Du 
penple do Molsc k Louis-rhilippe,” in 
1847.

BABDSLEY, Siu James Lomax, 
Ent., M.D., born at Nottingham in 
1 801, graduated M.D. at Edinburgh in 
1823, has pmetised for many years as a 
ph^’-sician at Manchester, where he 
enjoys a very high reputation, and is 
Consulting Physician to the Manches- 
ter Infirmary. Sir James, who is the 
author of able articles in the “ Cyclo- 
pedia of Pi'actical Medicine,” and of 
** Hospital Facts and Observations,” 
is a Fellow of the Boyal College of 
Physicians, London, and a deputy- 
lieutenant and magistrate for the 
county palatine of Lancaster. 

B A B I N G, Dr. (See Durham, 
Bishop op.) 

BABINC, Thomas, next brother 
to the late Sir Francis Baring (who 
was raised to the peerage as Lord 
Northbrooko, Jaii. 4, and died Sep. 6, 
1866), bom in 1800, was educated at 
Winchester School. He early en- 
gaged in those mercantile pursuits in 
which several members of his &mily 
have won a name, and in 1835 was 
elected for Great Yarmouth, which he 
continued to represent till 1837. In | 
1843, upon the death of Sir Mat-1 


thew Wood, he contested the city 
of London with Mr. Pattison. At 
the close of the xk>11, Mr. Baring 
was in a minority of 156. On the 
elevation of Sir Frederick Pollock to 
the Bench, in April, 1844, Mr. Baring 
was elected for the borough of Hun- 
tingdon, which he still represents in 
the Conservative interest. It is gene- 
rally understood that in 1853, and 
again in 1858, Lord Derby ofibred 
him the Chancellorship of the Exche- 
quer. Mr. Baring acted as one of the 
Commissioners of the International 
Exhibition of 1863, and is a deputy- 
lieutenant of London. 

BABEEB, Du. (See Sydney, 
Bishop op.) 

BABELY, Sir Henry, E.C.B., is 
of Scottish extraction, being the only 
son of the late .^neas Barkly, Esq., 
of Boss-shire, an eminent West-India 
merchant in London, where bo was 
bom in 1815. Having received a 
sound commercial education at Bruce- 
Castlo School, Tottenham, he ap- 
plied himself to business, in which 
he obtained that practical experi- 
ence which has placed him in the 
foremost rank of our colonial admini- 
strators. In 1845 lie was elected 
M.P. for Leominster, which consti- 
tuency he represented till 1849 as a 
“ firm supporter of Sir B. Peers com- 
mereial policy.” In 184B ho was 
appointed Governor and Commander- 
in- Chief of the settlements of British 
Guiana (where ho owned estates), and 
during his governorship laid before 
Parliament some valuable information 
respecting the colony ; advocating the 
inti'oduction of Coolies and Chinese as 
labourers. Sir Henry also endeavoured 
to develop the resources of the colony 
by the introduction of railways, and 
by reconciling the factions which had 
retarded its advancement. As Gover- 
nor of Jamaica, from 1853 to 1856, ho 
was equally successful. Sir Willira 
Molesworth, Seoretaiy of State for the 
Colonies, in 1856 appointed him to the 
important and wealthy govMOMip 
dt Victoria, for which his bwness 
habits and his laige commwial exro- 
rienoe peculiarly fitted him s and in

1863 he was appointed Gtovcrnor of the 
Manritins. Sir Honiy Barkly was 
created a E.G.B. (Civil division) in 
1853, on returning home from British 
Gniana. 

BARNABO, Cardinal Alexander, 
:a member of a noble Italian house, 
was bom at Foligno, March 2, 1801. 
Having held some inferior offices in 
the Papal States, ho was, in June, 
1856, raised to the dignity of a car- 
dinal priest under the title of St. 
Susanna; and is officially described 
in the “Roman CatlioUc Directory” 
as “ Prefect of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of the Propaganda.” In this 
capacity he superintends the foreign 
missionaiy relations of the Papacy. 

BARNARD, Henry, bom at Hai*t- 
ford, Connecticut, United States, in 
1811; graduated at Yale College in 
]830, proceeding LL.D. from Yale in 
1852, from Union College in 1852, and 
from Harvard College in 1853, is 
chiefly known for his laborious efforts 
and many publications in behalf of 
the system of .public schools. His

in Europe,” Reports on Common 
Sohodls in Connecticut, 1838-54,” 
and “Education and Employment for 
Children in Factories,” are among the 
best known of his works.

BARNES, The Rev. 'Albert, 
Nonconformist divine, bom al Rome, 
State of Now York, in 1798, entered 
Fairfield Academy, Connecticut, in 
1817, and gp^uated at Hamilton 
College in 1820. He was originally 
destined for the law, bu{» conscientious 
motives induced him $o enter the 
mhiistiy. He i^died theology at the 
Princeton Sernffiary, was licensed to 
preach in April, 1823, at Lawrence- 
.ville. New Jersey, was a preacher at 
Tarious places in Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, and New Jersey, and in 1830 
was installed as minister of the First 
Preshyteirian Church in Philadelphia. 
Mr. Barnes is known in England by 
his Oomlnehtaries on the New Testa- . 


ment, and on the books of Job, Isaiah, 
and Daniel. Both in the United States 
and in Great Britain he has repeatedly 
refused the degree of D.D., on con- 
sdentions grounds. 

BARNES, The Rev. William, B.D., 
of Winterbourne Came, Dorchester, 
poet and philologist, bom about 1810, 
at Rush-hay, Bagber, a hamlet of 
Sturminster Newton^ in the vale of 
Blackmorc, Dorset, kept for some 
years a school at Dorchester; was 
appointed to the curacy of Whitcombe, 
Dorset, in 1847 ; and was instituted 
to tho rectory of Winterbourne Came 
in 1862. He is the author of “ Poems 
of Rural Life in tho Dorset Dialect 
“A Grammar and Glossary of the 
Dorset Dialect;” “A Philological 
Grammar, grounded upon English, 
and formed from a comparison of 
more than Sixty Languages : being an 
Introduction to the Science of Gram- 
mars of all Languages, especially Eng- 
lish, Latin, and Greek ;” “ Tiw ; or, a 
Yiow of tho Roots and Stems of the 
English as a Teutonic Tongue;” “An 
Anglo-Saxon Delectus,, including Ex- 
tracts from Anglo-Saxon History and 
the Saxon Chronicle;” “Notes on 
Ancient Britain and the Britons : 
being the Result of his Collections 
for a Course of Lectures on this sub- 
ject;” “ Views of Labour and Gold;” 
“ The Elements of Linear Perspective 
and the Projection of Shadows,” with 
woodcut diagrams by himself; “A 
School-book of Geography and Eth- 
nology;” “Exercises in Practical 
Science,” Ac. 

BAROCHE, Pierre Jules, advo- 
cate and politician, bom in Paris, 
Nov, 18, 1^2 ; after leaving college, 
studied law, and was admitted advo- 
cate in 1823. Although an eloquent 
speaker, it was ten years before he 
was known to the public as a pleader, 
after which his services were retained 
in a variety of important cases, whmh 
he pleaded in the civil courts and 
before the Court of Peers. In 1847 he 
entered the Chamber of Deputies, sup- 
porting M. Odillon Barrot, and in vio- 
lent opposition to M. Guizot. He tookan 
aotiveportin promotingthe reformban- 
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qnet of Febraary 22, 1848, and signed 
tli6 act of accnsation, presented at this 
time, against MM. Guizot and Ducbfttel . 
After tho 24th February, he became a 
candidate for the Constituent As- 
sembly, and was elected for Gharente- 
InfcSnonre, his profession of faith being 
political liberty, gratuitous education, 
the equitable remuneration of labour, 
protection fpr agriculture, Ac. M. 
Baroohe, who was a prominent mem- 
ber of the lepublican party, was made 
a Frocnreur-G^n^ral of the Republic 
in tho Court of Appeal of Paris, and 
in 1850 became Minister of tho Inte- 
rior. Always favourable to tho policy 
of the President of tho Republic, after 
tho coup (Uitat he accepted the vice- 
presidency of tho Consultative Com- 
mission, and was officially appointed 
to proclaim the votes taken by uni- 
versal suffrage, whicli made the Pre- 
sident Emperor of France. M. Barocho 
was made President of the Council of 
State, with the rank of minister, and 
became Minister of Foreign Affairs 
for a short time in Jan., 1860; Mini- 
ster of Justice, Jan. 23, 1863; and 
was made Senator Oct. 20, 1864. He 
was Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour Feb. 3, 1855. 

B A R R 0 T, CAHiLLK-HrACTNTnE 
O DILLON, bom at Villefort, France, 
July 19, 1791, became a barrister, and 
practised in tho Court of Cassation 
from 1814 to 1831. Though veiy young 
when he first entered tho ChamW of 
Deputies, in the reign of Louis XVIII., 
ho had acquired a high reputation as 
an eloquent pleader. He had evezy- 
thing in his favour — oountenance, 
figure, voice, gesture, and great tact 
united with energy, and soon exercised 
such an amount of influence in the 
Chamber, that he was regarded as tho 
Demosthenes of the Liberal Opposition. 
M. Odillon Barrot was a most active 
member of the party which brought 
about the revolution of July, 1830; 
and when at one time matters wore so 
gloomy an aqpect t^t the number of 
the deputies who oountenanoed and 
encouraged the insurr^ion was re- 
duced to eight, Barrot remained firm, 
and was one of the three oqmmis- 


sioners appointed by the provisional 
government to intimate that the crown 
jewfds would be restored to the royal 
family, on condition of their imme- 
diate departure for Cherbourg. Tho 
proposal was accepted, and M. Odillon 
Barrot accompanied! the king to his 
embarkation. On his return ho was 
nominated Prefect of the Seine. Under 
Louis Philippe, M. Odillon Barrot was 
amongst the first to raise his voice in 
the Chamber of Deputies against a re- 
actionazy policy. During a visit to 
Great Briinin in 1839,»he frequently 
expressed his desire that a permanent 
alliance should subsist between Eng- 
land and France. He was the leader 
of the agitation in favour of reform, 
and attended several of the provincial 
banquets which led to the revolution 
of 1848, and the downfall of Louis 
Philippe. It is evident he did not 
foresee tho results to which the agita- 
tion, partly aroused by himself, was 
destined to lead, for he halted midway, 
accepted the task of forming a cabinet 
in company with M. Thiers, and sup- ' 
ported the right of the count de Paris 
to the throne, and that of the duchess 
d’Orldans to tho regency. Under the 
Presidency of Louis Napoleon ho was 
for some timo a minister^ and con- 
ducted the government of France with 
success until 1851, when he retired 
from active political life. 

BARROT, Febdinanu, a brother of 
M. Odillon Ban'ot, and an advocate by 
profession, bom in 1805, became a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies 
in 1845. He first atti'acted attention 
by his skill in de^ng with the affaira 
of Algeria; and on the fall of Louis 
Philippe, in 1848, was elected to re- 
present that colony in the Constituent 
Assembly. Having acted as counsel 
for Louis Napoleon in 'the legal pro- 
ceeding's that arose from the attempts 
upon Strasburg and Boulogne, that 
prince, on his election to the Presi- 
dency, made him his secretaiy, and he 
acted as one of his ministers from 
Ootob^, 1840, to Iforob, 1850. H« 
was then nppointed Ambassador -M 
Twin, a post be bald tiU the fbmoos 
d’Hat, wbioh inangarated the 
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second empire. Under the new rdg ime. 
he was snccessiyely appointed a Cotm< 
cillor of State, and a Senator, bnt ho 
lias not tahen a very prominent part 
in either capacity. M. Ferdinand 
Barrot was mode Commander of tho 
Legion of Honour, Dec. 8, 1852, and 
Grand Ecferendaiy of the French Se- 
nate in Jan., 1867. " 

BAEEY, Thk Bey. Alfued, D.D., 
second son of the late eminent archi- 
tect, Sir Charles Barry, bom in 1826, 
was educated at King’s College, Lon- 
don, and at Trinity College, Cam< 
bridge, w'hcrp ho ginduated B.A. as 
Fourth Wrangler and seventh in the 
first class of the Classical Tripos 
1848, obtaining a Fellowship in the 
same year. Dr. Bany, who was or- 
dained in 1850, held for eight years 
the Head Mastership of the Grammar 
School at Leeds, which he raised to a 
veiy high position by his energy and 
ability ; and in 1862 ho was appointed 
to tho Principalship of Cheltenham 
College. Dr. Bany is tho author of 
• an “Introduction to tho Old Testa- 
ment,” “ Kotos on tho Gospels,” “ Life 
of Sir C. Bany, R.A.,” &o. His 
youngest brother, Mr. Edward Barry, 
A.E.A., born in 1831, succeeded his 
father os standing architect to tho 
Houses of Parliament. Amongst other 
public buildings, ho erected the Now 
Grammar School at Leeds. 

BAEEY, Sill Ekdmond, son of the 
late H. G. Barry, of Bariyclough, co. 
Cork, bom in 1813, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, was called to 
the Irish Bar in 1838. Tn 1850 he was 
appointed Solicitor-General for the 
colony of Victoria, and was promoted 
in 1851 to a judgeship in the Supreme 
Court. He was knighted by patent in 
1860, Sir Redmond Bany has taken 
the deepest interest in the cause of 
education in Afstralia. Though a 
Roman Catholic^ he vms appointed 
Chancellor of the New University >t 
Melbourne, and has published a volume 
of ** Rasays ” and . ” Inaugural Ad- 
dresses/’ delivered in that capacity. 

barthelbmy-saint-hilaiee, 

JuLiiS, member of the Institute, bom 
in Parisi Apg. 19, 1805, was at first , 


attached to the Ministry of Finance., 
but this did not prevent him from 
writing in the Globe, and he signed 
the protestation o1^ the journalists, 
July 28, 1830. After the revolution 
he founded the Bon Sens, and, as a 
Liberal, took an active pai't in politics 
biit towards tho close of 1833 he 
showed signs of a desire to renonneo 
political life, and to apply himself to 
literature. In 1834 lie was made 
tutor of French literature in tho Poly- 
technic School, and undertook about 
tho same time a comploto translation 
of the works of Aristotle, which served 
as a pendant to tho translation of 
Plato, imblishod by Cousin. For this 
service ho was in 1838 appointed to 
tho chair of Greek and Latin philoso- 
phy in tho CoUego of France, and was 
admitted into the Academy of the 
Moral and Political Sciences. The 
rcvolntion of February again drew 
him into the political arena, and he 
entered tho Constituent Assembly, 
and became one of tho chiefs of the 
republican tiers-2)artL He favoured 
the candidature of Louis Napoleon, 
and supported the administration of M. 
Odillon Barrot. After tho coup iVUat 
of Dec. 2, 1852, and the downfall of 
the parlinmontoiy systom, ho refused 
to take tho oath, and resigned his 
chair in the College of Franco, buc 
was re-appointod in 1862. His prin- 
cipal works arc: — “Politique d’Aris- 
toto ” (Paris, 1837 ; 2nd ed. 1848) ; 
“De la Logique d’Aristotc,” a me- 
moir which received the prize of tho 
Institute (1838) ; “ La Logique d’Aris- 
totc,” translated into French for tho 
Irst time (1839-4'1*) ; " Psyohologio 
d'Aristote, Trait(> do VAme” (1846) ; 
and “ Opascules,” translated for tho

(1845); “Do Vedas” (1854); “Du 
Bouddhisme” (1855) ; *‘Le Boudha et 
3a Religion” (1866), &C, Ao, , 

^ BARTHOLOMEW, Valentinx, a 
celebrated hower-paintor, bom Jali. 18, 
1799, and married in 1^7 iBveliua 
Gbarlotte, only sister of Climrles Hull- 
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mandel, well known in connection with 
the introdnction of lithography into 
England. This lady died in Jan., 1839, 
and Mr. Bartholomew in, 1840 married 
Anno Charlotte, daughter of Mr. 
Amall Fayermann, and widow of Mr. 
Walter Turnbull, tho composer .of 
“Deck not with Gems,” and other 
popular songs. This lady, a member 
of tho Society of Female Artists, who 
was tho authoress of a volume of 
poemSj cailed ** The Songs of Azrael,” 
of a play, which was brought out 
about 1829, under tho title of ** Tlie 
King, or tho Farmer’s Daughter,” and 
of a farce, “ It’s only my Aunt,” died 
in August, 1862. Mr. Bartholomew 
has been Ibr upwards of thirty years a 
member of tho Society of Water-Colour 
Painters. 

BARTLETT, John Russei^l, a 
writer on ethnology, bom Oct. 23, 
1805, at Providence, Rhode Island, 
was educated at New York, and at 
different schools in Canada. After 
filling various mercantile situations in 
his native state, he removed to New 
York in 1837, and became a partner 
in a mercantilo firm. This firm suc- 
cumbed in the commercial crisis ; and 
after making other attempts, Mr. 
Bartlett entered tho book tiade, in 
partnership with Mr. Welford, with 
whom he carried on a successful busi- 
ness <for ten years. Mr. Bartlett de- 
voted his leisure hours to tho study 
of history and ethnology. In conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Gallatin he founded the 
American Ethnol. Soc., and was for 
mrtuy years Secretary of the Now York 
Historieal Society. Retiring from busi- 
uesB in 1849j he was appointed Com- 
missioner for tho survey of the boun- 
doiy-line between the United States 
ind Mexico, in pursuance of the provi- 
sions of the treaty to that effect. With 
a, corps of engineers and a party con- 
sisting altogether of about 300 per- 
ions, ho traversed the vast regions of 
prairie and desert which lie between 
ihe Gulf of Mexico and the Paci&, as 
ve%as a large portion of Texas and 
S^ew Mexico, a distance Jin all of some 
i,000 miles. The resulte of this JTur- 
rey, which occupied five years, 'and ! 


embraced observations in astronomy, 
ethnology, and natural history, were 
published by the U. States Govern- 
ment in 1867-58. Mr. Bartlett, on 
his return home, was elected Secretary 
of State of Rhode Island. Among 
his literary works are ”The Progress 
of Ethnology : an Account of Recent 
Archesological, Philological, and Geo- 
graphical Researches, tending to elu- 
cidate the Physical Hittory of Man” 
(1847); '’Reminiscences of Albert 
Gallatin” (1849); ” Dictionaiy of Ame- 
ricanisms : a Glossary of Words usually 
regarded as peculiar to the United 
States” (1848) ; *' Personal Narrativo 
of Explorations and Incidents in 
Texas, New Mexico, California, Sonera, 
and Ghihupihua, connected with tlio 
United States and Mexican Boundary 
in the yeaiu 1850, 53-54.” 

BARTLETT, The Rev. Thomas, 
M. A., bom in 1789, and educated at St. 
Edmund’s Hall, Oxfoi^, where he gra- 
duated B.A. in 1813, and M. A. in 1816, 
is the author of a ” Memoir of tlio 
Life and Writings of Joseph Butler, 
Bishop of Durham,” and' of various 
sermons, letters, controversial tracts, 
&c. The Rev. T. Bartlett held the 
living of Kingstone, near Canterbury, 
from 1816 to 1852, when he became 
rector of Chovening, near Sevenoaks, 
■removed to Luton, Beds, as the vicar 
of tho parish, in 1854, and was pre- 
sented in 1857 to the rectory of Burton 
Latimer, Northamptonshire. He was 
appointed one of the six preaches of 
Cantorbuzy Cathedral in 1832. In 
1814 ho married Catherine SarnJi 
iowper, the great great niece of the 
distinguished prelate, whose memoirs 
he afterwards published; and after 
that lady’s decease, Lucinda Grace, 
daughter of tho Rev. Henry Hoare, 
vicar of Framfield and rural dean. 

BARYE, Antoine-Louis, sculptor, 
«>om at Paris, Sep. 24, 1796, before ho 
was fourteen years of ago entered the 
“ ateh'er ” of M. Fourier, an engraver 
on steel. In JL812 he was drawn in 
the conscription, and served a yean m 
the topographical brigade of the engfi- 
neers, and afterwards in the sappers 
7 t the samO corps. After thp peace 
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of 1814 he returned to hia profession 
as a chaser, studying at the same 
time drawing and m^elling, in both 
of which he greatly improved in the 
ateliers of M. Bosioand Baron Gros. His 
first exhibition at the competition of 
the Ecole des Beaux Artsyras in 1819, 
when he gained honourable mention 
for an engraving, the subject of which 
was Milon of Grotona devoured by a 
lion,” and in 1817 and 1820 obtained 
second prizes for sculpture. M. Barye 
commenced. exhibiting his sculptures 
at the Salon des Beaux Arts in 1827, 
and continued to do so regularly until 
1836. The juiy in the latter year 
having refused several of his works, 
he ceased exhibiting until 1850. From 
1848 to 1851 he occupied the post of 
keeper and durector of the plaster 
casts at the Louvre, and in 1850 was 
appointed to Bupei*mtend the course 
of drawing relating to natural history 
at Versailles, and in 1854 to a similar 
post in the Museum of Natural His- 
tory. He has exhibited a large number 
of Boulpturos, bronzes, Ac., many of 
which are worthy of the highest com- 
mendation. At the Paris Exhibition 
of 1856, he obtained a grand medal of 
honour — the only one awarded in 
Glass xvii. of artistic bronzes. In 
1861 he was appointed a member of 
the jury which decided as to the 
claims for admission of works of art 
into the London Exhibition of 1861. 
M. Barye, created a Ghevaiier of the 
Legion of Honour, May 1, 1833, was 
promoted to bo an ofiicor of the .ame 
in Nov., 1865. « 

BASTIDE, Jules, bom at Paris, Nov. 
22, 1800, was one of the earliest mem- 
bers of the French Garbonari. After 
the revolution of July, 1830, Bastide, 
who had fought gailantlfe and who is 
said to have beenjthe first to plant 
the tricolor on thtfroof of the Glo- 
ries, opposed the party of the duke of 
Orleans. In 183S^ Bastide was chief 
of . a squadron of artilleiy, and fought 
against royal^. At the close of the 
insurrection of June 6, the artillery of 
the National Guai^ was disbanded, 
and tetide, having been condemned 
to death, to Englandi whence he 


returned at the ondof eighteen months. 
Some time afterwards, he started the 
National, in which ho dealt more 
especially with questions of foreign 
policy. After having directed it almost 
single-handed for some time, he ob- 
tained the assistance, of M. Armand 
Marrast. In 1846 he left that paper, and 
in 1847 he established, in conjunction 
with M. Buchez, the Bevue Nationale, 
intended to support republican doc- 
trines. The revolution of 1848 carried 
him to power. Under M. Lamartine, 
he filled the post of Secretary-General 
to tho Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
receiving the portfolio itself after tho 
opening of the National Assembly. He 
held it until Gksneral Gavaignac re- 
tired from office. After the election of 
Dec. 10, he protested against the French 
intervention in the affairs of Borne. 
M. Bastide, in 1847, published a work 
entitled ”I)e 1* Education publique eu 
France,” contributed to tho second 
edition of ” L*Histoire ParlementaJro 
do la Devolution Fran^aise,” by M. 
Buchez (1845-47), and wrote the first 
volume of ^Histoire de I’Assemblee 
Legislative,” 1847. This work was to 
have formed twenty-five volumes, but 
was not continued. M. Bastide, in 
October, 1858, published ” La Bepub- 
lique Fran^aise et Tltalio en 1848,” 
and in 1859, ” Guerres de Beligion en 
Franco,” forthe”Biblioth5que Utile.” 
He was formei'ly.one of the editors of 
the Berm de Paris. 

BATEMAN, Kate Josephine, 
daughter of Mr. Henry Bateman, bom 
at Baltimore, U.S., in 1842, was a 
precocious child, and first appeared in 
public as one of the ” Bateman Ghil- 
dren,” who performed in London in 
1851. After comploting that engage- 
ment, she spent much time in private 
study, preparing for the stage, and 
she reappeared in 1869, playing, in 
Bucoession, in the leading American 
theatres, the parts of Evangeline, 
founded on Longfrilo^s poem ; of 
Geraldine, in a play writtra for her 
by her mother ; of Julia., in Sheridan 
Knowles’s ” Hunchback ;” gf Pauline^ 
in the” Lady or Lyons;” and of Juliet 
and IMj Macbeth* Miss Bateman 
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nrrii’ed in England in the autamn of 
1863, and appeared in the character 
of the Jewish maiden Leah, in an 
adaptation of the Grerman play De> 
borah," at the Adelphi Theatre, Oct. 1 
This very snccessful engagemenl 
closed with tho 210th performance oi 
the character, June 11, 1864, and 
after a provincial tour, Miss Bateman 
reappeared at the Adelphi, playing 
Julia in the “Hunchback,” and other 
character^ She took a farewell of 
the English publio at Her Majesty*; 
Theatre, in the character of Juliet, in 
“ Romeo and Juliet,** Deo. 22, 1865, 
and was married to Mr. George Crowe, 
bi'other of Mr. Eyre Crowe, tho histo- 
rian, at New York, in Oct., 1866. 

BATES, Edward, one of tho most 
able lawyers of tho United States, was 
born in 1793, at Goochland, in Vir- 
ginia. His father having a large 
family and a small income, Edward 
Botes was, at an cai’ly age, compelled 
to work for his own living. In 1814 
he p7*occodoclto St. Louis, wiieiHS he stu- 
died law under the advocate Mr. Rufus 
Caston. In 1817 ho began to practise 
at the Bar, and in 1861 he was nomi- 
nated Attorney-General in President 
Lincoln’s cabinet. 

BATH AND WELLS (Bishop op),' 
Bobebt John Eden, D.D., 3rd Loid 
Auckland in the Peerage of England 
and Ireland, tho youngest son of the 
1st Lord Auckland (many years a 
minister of state under George HI.), 
was bom in 1799, aud succeeded to 
tho title in 1819, on tho death of 
his elder brother, who had been ad- 
vanced to the earldom whilst Governor- 
General of India. He was educated 
at Eton and Magdalen College, Cam- 
bridge, whoro he gradnatod in due 
course, and was successively rector 
of Eyam, Derbyshire, of Heriingford- 
bury, Herts, and of Battersea, Surrey, 
and ono of the chaplains to Her 
Mi\jesty. In 1847 lie was conseorated 
bishop of Sodoriand Man, and trans- 
lated to the see of Bath and Wells^in 
18Qj^, oh the death of Dri Bagpt. ^e 
seo is worth £5,000 a year; /and liie 
patronage consists of 48 livings. Lord 
Auckland is Visitor of Wadham Col- 


lege, Oxford. In 1860 he published 
the “ Life and Correspondence of the 
first Lord Auckland.’* 

BAUER, Bruno, biblical critic, 
was bom at Eisenberg, in the duohy 
of Saxe-Altonbnrg, Sep. 6, 1809. 
Educated in tho schools and Univor- 
sity of Berlin, he, in 1834, obtained a 
professorship of theology.* His earliest 
writings are his review of the “ Life 
of Jeans,” by Strausk (1835) ; his 
“Journal of Speculative Theology” 
(1836) ; and his “ Critical Exposition 
of the Religion of tho Old Testament ” 
(1838). In what may be termed the 
second period came the two works, 
“ Dr. Hf^ngstenberg ” (1839) ; and 
“ The Evangelical Established Church 
of Prussia and its Doctriife** (1840). 
Advancing gradnally to a bolder and 
more rationaJistio position in his 
“Review of tho Gospel Histoiy of 
John” (1840), and “Review of the 
Gospel Narrative” (1840), he argues 
that evangelical history ^ a free pro- 
duct of human self-consciousness, and 
tho Gospels are a free literary pro- 
duction. Upon tlio publication of 
these views, he was forbidden to 
deliver theological lectures in Bonn, 
whero ho had been a tutor since 1839. 
His next work was “The Jewish 
Question,” in which he attacked the 
vagueness of the pretensions of libe- 
ralism, and reject^ Jewish emancL 
pation. His principal work in this 
period is “A General Critical Review ” 
(1843-44), in which he analyzes the 
German radicalism of 1842, and its 
consequent socioJistic theories. In 
connection with Jungnitz^and his 
brother Edgar, he published “ Hieu 
torical Memoirs of Events since tho 
French Revolution and the Reigfn of 
Napoleon” (1846). During the poli- 
tic!^ disturbances of 1848 he avaiM 
himself of tho opportunity for venti- 
lating his peculiar views in a work on 
* The Civil Revolution in Germany,' 
and Tho Pall of the FrankfbrJ 
Parliament” (1849). He pnbliBhed 
“A Review of tho Gospels, and 
History of their Origin ” (1360|J, to 
which “Apofltblioal History” M a 
snpplraent. In his “ Review of the 
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Epistles attributed to St. Paul,’* he 
attempts to show that the four 
leading epistles, which have never 
before been questioned, were not 
written by the apostle Paul, but are 
the production of the second century. 
He is the author of “Western Dicta- 
torahip/’ “The Actual Position of 
Russia,*’ “ Germany and Russia,** 
“ Russia and England, “and numerous 
pamphlets on miscellaneous subjects. 

BAUTAIN (Abbk), Louis-EuoiiNE- 
Mabie, philosopher and theologian, 
bom Feb. 17, 179G, entered the 
Bcolo Normale, Paris, in 1813, and 
in 1816 was appointed professor of 
philosophy in the College of Stras* 
burg. In 1838 he became Dean of 
the Faculty of Letters of Strasburg, 
which office he held until 1849, in 
the meanwhile taking an active part 
• in the management of the College of 
Juilly. He was afterwards appointed 
Vicar-Goneral of the diocese of Paris, 
and Proctor -for the same. In 1853 
he became Professor of Moral Theology 
of tho Faculty of Theology, Paris. M. 
Bautainrcceivedthe Cross of thoLe^on 
of Honour, May 6, 1840. His principal 
works are “ Philosophio-psychologie 
oxp^dmentale ** (1839), “Philosophio 
Morale” (1842), “La Morale de 
rRvangile compareo h la morale dcs 
PhiloBophes” (1835), “LaRoligionet 
ia Liberte considcrees dans Icurs 
rappOTts” (1848), “La Morale de 
TEvangile comparde aux divers sys- 
t^mes de Morale ” (1855), “ Couseils 
spirituels ” (1858), “ La Chreiionne 
^e nos jours ” (1859)$ “ La Conscience, 
on la r^gle des actions humaincs” 
<(1860), “ Le Chidtien de nos jours,** 
•“Lettres spirituclles ” (1861), and 
’“ fitnde Bur Tort de porl^ eil public ” 
.(1863). a ^ 

BAVARIA (bJKing of), Louis 
•Ghablss Augusts, bom August 25, 
17^4 is the soil of Maximilian Joseph, 
iking of Bavaria, by his first wife, 
Wilhelmina Augusl^ daughter of 
tGeorge, prince of Hesse-Darmstadt. 
Mp was educated at the universities 
•of Landshutond Gottingen, took part 
iin the campmgns against Austria in 
1609, and succeeded his father Oct.; 18, 


1825. Giving himself up to his taste 
for tho fine arts, he imposed the 
strictest economy, on the financial ad- 
ministration of the country in order 
to procure means for tho acquisition 
of works of art, and for the erection 
of tho Glyphtotheca, a magnificent 
museum of sculpture. His adminis- 
tmtion, which was at first liberal, fell 
under tho influence of the clergy, and 
for a time Uitramontanism reigned 
supreme. This gave way to tho sway 
of a mistress, the well-known Lola 
Montes, who was, in 181-6, created 
countess of Laridsfelt, and died in 
1860. She, in her turn, hod to suc- 
cumb to tho intrigues of the minister 
Abel, who was himself driven from 
office in Fob., 1848. The king abdi- 
cated March 20 in favour of his son, 
Maximilian Joseph II., who died early 
in 1864. Tho cx-king, Louis of 
Bavaria, has published four volumes 
of “Poems” (Gedichte: Munich, 
1839), and a prose work, entitled 
“Tho Companions of tho Walhalla’* 
(Munich, 1848). 

BAVARIA (King of), Louis Otiio 
Fbdebick William, bornatNymphen- 
burg, Aug. 25, 1845, succeeded to 
the throne on tho death of his father, 
Maximilian Joseph II., in the early 
paH of 1864. Ho is grandson of the 
ox-king Louis, and is unmarried. 

BAXTER, Sir David, bom in 1793, 
is tho head of the spinning and manu- 
facturing house of Baxter Brothers 
and Co. In conjunction with two 
unmarried sisters, ho presented tho 
people of Dundee with a park, at a 
cost of i;50,000. Sir David is Deputy- 
Lieutenant of Fife. 

BAZAINE, FUAN901S Aciiille, 
a French general, was bom in 1811. 
Having finished his studies in the 
Ecole Folyteohnique, he entered the 
army in 1831, served in Africa in 1832, 
was promoted to tho grade of liout. 
in 1836, and received the Cross of the 
Legion of Honour on tho field of battle. 
In 1837 he was engaged in tho cam- 
paigns in Spain against tho Carlists, 
and returned to Algeria with the rank 
of captain in 1839. He took part in 
the expeditions of Milianah, Kaby- 
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lia, and Hui-ucco, was chosen in 1833, 
at the outbreak of the war in the 
East, to command a brigade of in- 
fhntxy, and during the siego of Sebas- 
topol was honourably mentioned in 
the despatches of Marshals Canrobert 
and Felissier. Ho subsequently was 
made a general of dirisioii, and oom- 
inanded the French portion of the 
expedition which reduced Kinbum. 
In 1856 he was appointed inspector of 
several divisions of infantry. In 1862 
ho accepted a command in the French 
expedition to IMexico, where he greatly 
distinguished liimself, succeeding 
Marshal Foroy in the snpromo com- 
mand in 1863. Made commander of 
the Legioji of Honour Aug. 16, 1836, 
and Grand Gross, July 2, 1863, he was 
made a Marshal of Franco Sep. 5, 
1864 

BAZALGETTE, Joseph William, 
civil engineer, of French extraction, 
bom in 1819, w'as educated at private 
schools, und, having been articled as 
a pupil to Sir John MacNeil, com- 
menced business on his own account 
in 1842. Ho first became known to 
the public in 1848, when, having 
shown considomble ability in exe- 
cuting some drainage works in tho 
North of Ii% 2 land, and having practised 
as a civil engineer in London, he suc- 
ceeded Mr. Frank Forster as Engineer 
to the Metropolitan Commission of 
Sowers. At that time he took a pro- 
minent part in tho controversy be- 
tween the General Board of Health 
and tho engineering profession as to 
':ho best system of drainage and water 
supply of towns. On the passing of 
the Metropolitan Management Act, 
having pi'cviously designed and con- 
structed three hundred miles of 
sewer in London, ho was appointed 
by public competition Engineer-in- 
Chief to tho Metropolitan Board of 
Works, and in that capacity has ; 
planned, and is (1867) rapidly cany- . 
ing towards completion, the exten- ' 
sive Main Drainage Works of Lon- 
don. As Consulting Engineer he has 
issued rei^orts on plans for the im- 
proved drainage of Dublin, Belfast, 
Brussels, Oxford, Cambridge, St. ; 


Leonards, Folkestone, Eorwicli, Chcl> 
tenham, Weston-super-Mare, and 
other places. He first inti^uced 
subways for carrying the gas and 
water pipes and .telegraph wires under 
the new metropolitan thoroughfares 
w’hich he has constructed, to prevent 
tho breaking up of the pavements and 
the obstruction of tho traffic. He 
designed and is (1867) construct- 
ing tho Thames embankment, on the 
north side of the river from West- 
minster to Blackfriars Bridge, a now 
street thenco to the 'Mansion House, 
and an embankment on the south side 
of the Thames from Westminster 
Bridge to Yanzhall. Ho has recently 
laid down a new code of regulations 
fur tho construction of bridges and the 
altcmtioiis of streets, which ore incor- 
porated into all metropolitan railway 
bills and it is his special province to 
protect the public intcircsts with 
respect ' to all engineering works 
constructed within tho metropolitan 
area. 

BAZLEY, Tiiomab, bom at Giloxi» 
near Bolton, in 1797, was educatod 
at the Bolton Grammar School. At 
an early ago ho was apprenticed to 
learn cotton-spinning at tho factory of 
Ainsworth & Co. (once tho estab- 
lishment of Sir Bobert Feel & Go.). 
In 1818 ho started in business at 
Bolton, and in 1826 removed to Man- 
chester. Ho bocaino tho head and 
sole proprietor of the largest fino 
cotton and laco thread spinning con- 
cern in the trade, employing more 
than one thousand hands, and cstab- 
lishod,in connection with his factories, 
schools and lecture and reading- 
rooms. Mr. Bazloy was one of the 
earliest membm of the Manchester 
Anti-Com-LawXssociation, and of tho 
Council of the League ; and in 1837, 
with Messrs. Bichard Cobden^md John 
Brooks, ho opened tho Free- trade 
campaign at Liverpool, on which oc- 
casion he made his first public speech. 
In 1846 he was elected president of 
the Manchester Chamber of Cmn- 
meroe, which post he hrid till ISBO- 
Mr. Bazley was one of the Boyal Com* ■' 
missioners of the Great Exhibition of 
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1851, he eerved upon the Koyal Gom- 
missioo for promoting the amalgama- 
tion of the Laws of the United King- 
dom^ and in 1865 was a Commissioner 
of the Paris Imperial Exhibition. In 

1858 he was elected M.F. for Man- 
chester, without a contest. His busi- 
ness and parliamentary duties press- 
ing severely upon his time and atten- 
tion, in 1862 he retired from the 
former and disposed of his extensive 
mills and concerns, determining to 
devote his time to public life. In 

1859 and in 1865 ^ he was re-elected 
for Manchester at the head of the poll. 

BEAL, The Rev. Willia3i, LL.D., 
descended from the ancient family of 
Beale of Trehannick, and, maternally, 
from that of Jenyns, or Jennings, of 
Churchill, Somerset, bom in 1815, was 
educated at King’s College, London, 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
whore he was elected a member of the 
foundation, and graduated B.A. in due 
course. He was presented by the 
Crown, in 1847, to the vicarage of 
Brooke, Norfolk, which he still (1867) 
holds, and has taken an active part in 
promoting the education of the working 
classes, having been some timo vice- 
president of the People’s College at 
Norwich, and corresponding member 
of the Working Men’s Educational 
Union. Having devoted much atten- 
tion to the improvement of the condi- 
tion of the agricultural labourer, he 
originated at Brooke, in 1854, the Pa- 
rochial Harvest Home ; an institution 
which is gradually gaining ground, 
and has superseded, in many counties, 
the degrading scenes with which the 
close of harvest was too often at- 
tended. Dr. Beal is the author of an 
Analysis of Originel Liturgicee,” 
*‘The Nineveh Monunrents and tho 
Old TestfunenV’f'A Letter to the 
Earl of Albemarle on Hi^cst Homes,” 
**A Pirst-book of Chronology,” Ac. 
Dr. Bead, waa formerly editor of the 
West 6f England Magazine, and is 
a 7.B.A. and a Fellow of the Ge- 
nedogioal and Historical Society of 
Great Britain. The degree of LL.D. 
oonfeired upon him by the Uni>» 
of Aberdeen. 


BEALE, Lionel S., M.B. Lend., 1851* 
F.R.S., Ao., Physician to King’s Col- 
lege Hospital, Professor of Physiology 
and General and Morbid Anatomy in 
King’s College, London, born in 1828, 
was elected a Fellow of the College of 
Physicians in 1859, is an Hon. Fellow 
of King’s College, a Fellow of the Me- 
dical Society of Sweden, the Royal 
Medical and Chirurgical, the Micro- 
scopical, and the Pathological Societies, 
the Society of Arts, Ac., and the author 
of several works on medicine, physio- 
logy, medical chemistry, and “ Tho 
Microscope, in its application to Fi’ac- 
tical Medicine,” ” How to Work with 
tho Microscope,” ” The Structure of 
the Tissues of tho Body,” ” The Ana- 
tomy of tho Liver,” The Physiological 
Anatomy,” and “Tho Anatomy of 
Man.” In conjunction with the lato 
Dr. Todd and Mr. Bowman, ho has 
contributed several memoirs to tho 
Koyal Society on tho structure of the 
liver, on the distribution of nerves to 
musclo, on tho anatomy of nerve fibres 
and nerve centres, Ac., which arc pub- 
lished in tho “Philosophical Trans- 
actions.” He is tho editor of the 
“ Archives of Medicine,” and has also 
contributed to tho Lancet, tho Medical 
Times amd Gazette, the Medical and 
Chirurgical Revieiv, Ac. 

BEATSON, Lxeut.-GeneilvTi Wil- 
li a 3[ Feuguson, entered tho Bengal 
army in 1820. Whilst on furlough, 
and captain of the 54th Bengal In- 
fantry, ho served with the British 
Auxiliaiy Legion in Spain, in which 
ooi-ps he was made Lieut.-Colonel Nov. 
14, 18:35, and was appointed to the 
command of the 10th regiment, July 
13, 18«36. He returned to India in 
1837, and I’cceived the thanks of Go- 
vernment for the capture of Jignee, in 
Bundclkund, in 18^, and of Chirgong 
in 1841. Having distinguished him- 
self in recovering for the Gwalior go- 
vernment various forts and strong- 
holds in Kuchwahagar; and by bis 
sei^ices in tbe Bundolkund Legion for 
Scinde, in 1844, he was honourably 
mentioned in Sir Cliarles Napier’s do- 
spatoh, in March, 1845, relative to 
the campaign in tho Bo<^o Hills, 
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and received the approbation of the 
€k)Yemment of India, in Jiily, 1848, 
for taking ^agheer and Fort of Ey* 
mowa. In Februaiy, 1851, he took 
the fort of Dharoor; and in March, 
1851, npdn his resignation of the com- 
mand of the Nizam*s cavaliy, a general 
order was issnod by the Eesident ex- 
pressing his high opinion of the valu- 
able services rendered by Gen. Beataon. 
He was ordered to proceed to Turkey, 
May 1, 1854, on particular service, 
and received, for his campaign in the 
Danube, the gold medal from the 
Sultan. Whilst employed in Turkey 
he received the local rank of M^'or- 
General. He organized a body of 4,000 
Bashi-Bozooks, and in 1855 was with 
the Heavy Brigade at Balaklava and 
Inkermaim, for which he received the 
British and Turkish silver medals, and 
the rank of Lient.-Goneial in the 
Turkish army. He returned to India 
on the breaking out of the mutiny in 
1857, and raised and organized two 
regiments of cavalry in six months. 
For services rendered with this bri- 
gade, he received the thanks of Sir 
Hugh Eose. He is decorated with the 
Gross of the first class of the National 
and Military Order of San Fernando 
conferred upon him by the Queen Ee- 
gent of Spain. 

BEAUFORT (Duke or), Henry 
Charles Fjtzkoy Someusbt, P.O., 
Marquis and Earl of Worcester, Earl 
of Glamorgan, Viscount Grosmont, &o., 
was bom Feb. 1, 1824, and married 
July 3, 1845, Georgiana Charlotte, 
oldest daughter of Earl Howe, by 
whom ho bis issue. His Grace, who 
is a Conservative in politics and suc- 
ceeded his father as eighth duke Nov. 
17, 1853, is Lieut.-Colonel in the army, 
was Master of the Horse under Earl 
Derby’s second administration, 1858-9, 
and was re-appointed to that office 
under Earl Derby’s third administra- 
tion in July, 1866. 

BEAUMONT, Gustave Auguste us 
LA Bonninibre UE,«t French politician 
and writer, and member of the Insti- 
tute, bora at Beaumont-la-Chartre, 
Feb. 16, 1602, entered the magistracy 
in 1824, and was , sacoessively substi- 


tute of the Frocurour du Eoi at 
Ards-sur-Aube, Versailles, and Paris. 
In 1831 he was sent with M. A. do 
Tocqueville to study^the penitentiaiy 
system of the United States. On his 
return in the following year his func- 
tions were revoked. Ho was elected 
deputy of Saitho in 1830, and conti- 
nued to represent that department 
until 1852, his votes being generally 
given to the “ left centre.” In 1848 
he was elected Vice-President of the 
Constituent Assembly, and August 1 
of the same year, wds appointed am- 
bassador to London, which post he re- 
sigfned on the election of Pi^ce Napo- 
leon. Subsequently ho was ambassador 
to Vienna. Ho was one of the depu- 
tioB who met at the mairio of the 
Tenth anendissement of Paris, Dec. 2, 
1851, and was arrested, but shortly 
afterwards liberated. In 1811 ho was 
elected a member of the “ Aoad5mie 
des Sciences Morales etPolitiqnes,” and 
received the Cross of tho Legion of 
Honour Juno 2, 1837. M. Gustave de 
Beaumont first became known as a 
writer by his publishing, in conjunction 
with M. do Tocqueville, “IMt6 du 
Syst^me P6nitentiaro anx Etats-Um's 
et do son application d, la Franco” 
(1833) . Amongst his other works may 
be named “ Marie, ou I’esolavage anx 
Etats-Unis” (1835) — a work somewhat 
similar to “ Undo Tom ; “ L’lrlande 
Booiale, politique, et religieuso” (1839). 

BEAUEEGAED, General Peter 
Gustave Toubsaint, in tho service of 
the Confederate States of America, 
was born in 1821. His family, of 
French extraction, at one time set- 
tled in Canada, whence his father 
migrated to New Orleans. ^ In 1834 
Beauregard entered tho Milita^ Aca- 
demy at West Point, where ho 
graduated in 1838, receiving a com- 
mission in the United States Artilleiy, 
from which ho was transferred to ^0 
Engineers. Having distinguished him- 
self during the Mexican campaign, m 
which he was twice wounded, he was 
highly spoken of in General ScotFs 
dospatohes for his gallantry dming thiB 
contest. In 1863 he was appoi^, 
as Captain of Engineers, to the dnl^pf 
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surveying the ccMist fortifications, and baronet in 1831, and since deceased* 
later became Superintendent of the by whom she is the mother of the pro- 
Academy at West Point. In 1861, sent baronet and of other children, 
having resigned his commission in the BECKEB, Charles Ferdinand, or- 
United States army, and joined that of ganist and musical composer, boiui at 
the Confederate States, he commenced Leipsic, June 17, 1804, studied music 


the civil war by the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter, April 12. He also com- 
manded the Southern army at the 
battle of Bull Bun, July 21, 1861, 
in which the Fcdcruls experienced so 
disastrous a reverse. For this service 
he was made General. Ho was second 
in command at the battle of Siiiloli, 
April 6, 1862, and in 1863 successfully 
defended Charleston against tlie com 
bined naval and miUtaiy forces of the 
Federals, during a siege which, for 
heroism and tenacity of purpose, must 
occupy a prominent place in liistoiy. 
After the captuio of Bichmond 1 
surrendered to Sherman in April, 
1865. 

BEAYEN, The Bev. James, D.D., 
bom about 1800, was educated at St. 
Edmund’s Hall, Oxford, where ho gra- 
duated B.A. in 1824. Having held a 
parochial charge in the diocese of Lin- 
coln, the curacy of Leigh, Stafford- 
shire, and the vicarage of Welford, 
Nort^mptonshire, in 1842 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Divinity in the 
University of Toronto. Ho is the au- 
thor of ** An Account of the Life and 
Writings of St. Irenaous” (1841), a 
small work on “Catechizing,'’ and a 
treatise on “ Intercourse between the 
Church of England and the Eastern 
Churches” (1842). 

BECHEB, Lady Eli'Aabeth, daugh- 
ter of the late Mr. John O’Neill and of 
his wife, Featherstone (both mem- 
bers of the theatrical profession), is a 
lady of Irish extraction, who for some 
years enjoyed the higlpst reputation 
on the English fll»ge lis a tragic ac- 
tress. She was lorn about 1791, and 
made her dUbut in London in October, 
1814. The oharaeters in which she 
achieved the greatest success were 
those of Juliet, Mrs. Haller, Belvidera, 
Jane Shore, .and Mrs. Beverley. In 
December, 1819, she became the wife 
of W.- Wrixon-Becher, Esq., M.P., of 
Bsllygiblin Castle, op. Cork, created a , 


in his native city, and became at the 
age of fourteen years organist of the 
church of St. Nicolas. His first work 
was published in 1828, and was quickly 
followed by others; amongst whidi 
may bo named a “ Choral-book,” a 
collection of psalm and hymn tunes 
(1844); “Choral Melodics” (1841); 
“ On the Choral Collections of various 
Christian Churches” (1841); “The 
Choral Compositions of the X Ylth and 
XVIIth Centuries” (1847) ; and “Tho 
Composers of tlio XlXth Century” 
(1849). His libraiy of music is one of 
tho most extensive in Germany. 

BECKLES, De. (Sec Sieura Leu:<£, 
Bishop op.) 

BECQUEBEL, Antoine Cjssar, phy- 
sicau and member of the Institute, 
born at Clnltillon-sur-Lbing (Loiret), 
March 7, 1788 ; quitted tho Polytech- 
nic School in 1808 as oiiicer of engi- 
neers, and served in Spain under 
General Sachet. On his return in 
1813 ho was mode Inspector of tho 
Polytecliuic School. In 1814 he again 
seiwed in the French army, and in 
1815 quitted the military service, after 
having resigned his commission os 
e/iqf de hataillon of tho engineers. 
His first publications related to geo- 
logy and mineralogy, but electricity 
soon absorbed his attention. In 1829 
ho WHS elected into tho Academy of 
Sciences, became Professor of Physics 
in the Museum of Natnml History, 
and w'os znado ofiicor of tho Legion of 
Honour, May 1, 1831. M. Bccquerel 
has been a voluminous writer on che- 
mistry and electricity, and his industry 
in the collection of facts is veiy re- 
markable. His principal works arc, 
Trait5 do i’Electricite et du Magn5- 
tirae” (Paris, 1834-40); “Traito 
d’Eleotro-Chimie^” “Traito de Phy- 
sique appliqu^e & la Chimie et aux 
Sciences Naturelles;” and, in con- 
junction with his son Alexandre-Ed- 
mond Beoqnerel (bom in Paris, March 
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24<, 1820), ** Eldmeuts do Physiqui 
terroBtre et do M6ij5orologio” (1847) 

Traite do )’ Electricity et du Magne 
tisme” (1855), &c. HeinTontcdauo’ 
psjohomoter in 1866. 

BEDFORD, Paul, comedian, bom 
at Bath in 1798, made liie first ap 
pcaranco in London at Dmiy Lam 
Theatre, Nov. 2, 1824, as Hawthorn 
in the opera of “ Love in a Village,*' 
having been for some years a favonrite 
on the Bath and Dublin stages. For 
many seasons Mr. Bedford confined 
liimself to operas, and during tho per- 
formance of anEnglisliversion of Doni- 
zetti’s Don Pasquido,” at the Prin- 
cess’s Theatre, ho obtained consider- 
able distinction by liis performance of 
Lablache’s great part. Of late years, 
however, Mr. Bedford has appeared 
only in tho melodramas and brood 
farces for which tho Adelphi Theatre 
has long been famous. In conjunction 
with tho late Mr. Wright, and more 
recently with Mr. Toole, he has con- 
tributed greatly to the success of 
almost every piece produced on tho 
Adelphi stage, having been a member 
of the company at that theatre for 
nearly a quarter of a century. In 
1864 Mr. Bedford published a vo- 
lume of autobiographical and theatri- 
cal anecdote, entitled “ Recollections 
and Wanderings.” 

BEECHER, Catherine Esther, 
eldest daughter of the late Dr. Lyman 
Beecher, born at East Hampton, 
Lower Illinois, in 1800, was educated 
at Lichfield, U.S. After leaving school 
she Bustaiuod a great loss by the 
death of Professor Fisher, of Yale 
College, to whom sho was betrothed. 
In oiSer to overcome tho effects of the 
shook, she devoted herself to a life of 
activity, and opened a female semi- 
naiy at Hartford, Gonneoticut, where 
she remained ten years, during which 
period she published a “Manual of 
Arithmetic,” and a series of elemen- 
tary books of instruction in Theology 
and Mental and Moral Philosophy. 
In 1832 she removed with her father 
to Cincinnati, and for two years 
a^d as principal of an institution 
demoted to female instruction in that < 


city. Having been compelled by fail- 
ing health to resign this, she devised 
a plan for femalo Christian education,, 
to be promoted through a national 
board, with normal schools and com- 
petent teachers. The completion of 
this schemo has been the object of her 
life, and for its promotion she haa 
written, amongst other works, “ Du- 
mestio Service ;” “ Duty of American 
Women to their Country;” “House- 
koeperis Receipt-Book,” New York, 
1845; “The True Komody for tho 
Wrongs of Women,” •Boston, 1851 ; 
“Treatise on Domostio Economy;”" 

* Truth stranger than Fiction ;’* “ Let- 
ters to the People on Hoalth and Hap- 
piness “Physiology and Calisthc- 
uica,” 1856 ; and “ Cr)mmun Sense ap- 
plied to Religion,” 1857. 

BEECHER, The Rev. Charles, 
son of tho late Dr. Lyman Bceehor, 
and pastor of a chnrch at Newark, 
New Jersey, has published “ The In- 
carnation; or, Pictures of tho Virgin 
and her Son,” with an introduction 
by his sister, Mrs. Boocher-Stowe, 
New York, 1849 ; “ Review of tho 
Spiritual Manifestations,” New York, 
1853; and Pen-Pictures of tho Bible,’* 
New York, 1855. He aocompauied 
Mrs. Beeohcr-Stowo on her visit to 
England, and is said to have contri- 
buted to “ Sunny Memorios.** 
BEECHER, The Rev. Edward, D.D., 
eldest son of tho late Dr. Lymau 
Beecher, born in 1804, was oducated 
at Yale College, where he ^aduated 
n 1822. Ho studied divinity at An- 
dover and Now Haven, and was ap- 
pointed to a tutorship in Yale College 
in 1825, Ho filled the office of Pastoi- 
at Pork-street Chapel, Boston, from 
1826 to 1831; that of President of 
lUinois College, Jacksonville, from 
1838 to 1844; and that of Pastor at 
SaJom-street Church, Boston, from 
1846 to 1856. He was in 1864 pMtor 
jf a church at Galesburg, Illinois. 
He islthe author of “Baptism: its 
Tmports and Modes ;** “ The Conflict 
f Ages;** and “Papal Conspiracy 

ixposed.** ^ -rr L 

BEECHER, The Rev. HENRt 
Yard, bom 1813, ot Lichfield, Con- 
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ziecticnt, United States^ son of the 
late Dr. Lyman Beecher, and brother 
of Mrs. Beecher-Stowe, graduated ai 
Amherst College in 1834, and studied 
theology under his father at tho Lane 
Seminary. He first settled as a Pres- 
byterian minister at Laurenoobnri 
Indiana, in 1837, removed in 1839 to 
Indianopolis, and becamo pastor of 
the Plymouth Church at Brooklyn, 
New York, an organization cidling 
themselves Orthodox Congregational 
Believers,*’ in 1847. In 1850 he pub- 
lished ''Lectures to Young Men,” and 
"Industry and Idleness;” in 1855, 
" The Star Papers,” a series of articles 
contributed to the JVeiv York Indepen- 
dent, and in 1858 a second series of 
the same. "Life Thoughts,” 25,000 
copies of which wore sold soon after 
publication, appeared in 1858. As a 
preacher, he is said to have "tho 
largest uniform congregation in tho 
United States,” and is very popular as 
a public lecturer. In the early part 
of 1864 he paid a visit to this countiy, 
and delivered speeches in Liverpool, 
Manchester, and London, with the 
professed object of impressing upon 
the Unglish public the righteousness 
of tho Northern cause. 

B£HIC, AnarAXD, statesman, born 
at Bayonne in 1808, appointed at an 
early age to the Adminif^tration of 
Finances, was attached to tlio trea- 
sury of the army in the expedition to 
Algiers, and bccamo inspector of 
Finances, in which position he made 
several journeys to tho colonit .i, espe- 
cially the Antilles. He quitted this 
d^artment to join the Ministiy of 
Marine, and became Socretaiy-Geiie- 
ral. He entered tho Chamber as 
deputy for Avesnes in 1846, and was 
charg!^ with the exam^ation of the 
law relating to the railWay from Paris 
to Lyons. In If 10 he was named a 
representative of the people, and en- 
tered shortly after the Council of 
States in which ha remained until 
1851, when he undertook the superin- 
tendence of the foundries of Vierzon. 
In 1853 he became Inspector-General 
ef the maritime service of tho Messa- 
geries Impdriales, and afterwards di- 


rector. Ho took an active part in the 
matter of transports fbr the Crimean 
expedition, and gave groat impulse to 
the Indo-China service, and to the 
detailB of the administration. He has 
been successively a member of the 
council of administration for public 
buildings, president of tho commission 
for the organization of colonial banks, 
member of the Council-General of 
Bonches-du-Bhdne for the canton of 
Ciotat. He was created a Commander 
of the Legion of Honour Oct. 3, 1860, 
and succeeded M. Bonher as Minister 
of Agriculture, Commerce, and Public 
Works, June 2^, 1863. 

B£K£, Chaslks Tilstoxe, Ph.D., 
F.S.A., F.B.G.S., Ac., of an ancient 
family, long settled in Bekesbume, 
East Kent, born in London, Oct. 10, 
1800, received a commercial educa- 
tion, and aftorwarda studied law in 
Lincoln’s Inn; but eventually resumed 
mercantile pursuits in Saxony, in Lon- 
don, and in the Mauritius, where he 
resided several years. Having de- 
voted much attention to ancient his- 
tory, g^graphy, philology, and ethno- 
raphy, he x^ublished the results in 
" Origines Biblicse ; or, Bcseorches in 
Primeval History,” vol. i., London, 
1834, styled in the Qmfficrly Review 
" the first attempt to reconstruct his- 
toiy on the principles of tho young 
science of geology.” His historical 
and geographical studios of tho East 
ledhimto considerthegroatimportance 
of Abyssinia foroommei'cialond other 
intercourse with Central Africa ; but 
his proposals to undertake an explor- 
ing jonmoy were declined by tho Go- 
vernment. Supported by private in- 
dividuals, he proceeded to Shoa, in 
Southern Abyssinia, which countiy 
he reached in the beginning of 1851, 
several months before tho party antler 
Major Harris. Shortly after the 
arrival of tho latter, Dr. Beke quitted 
Shoa, and went aJono into the interior, 
where ho colored Godjam and tho 
countries lying to the west and south, 
previously almost entirely unknown 
in Europe. The results of theso re- 
searches appeared partly in several 
ioumals, and in "A Statement of 
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Facts,” &c. (Ist edit.. Lend., 1845; 
2nd edit., 18^). Having returned to 
Europe, he excited the attention of 
geographers by his publications : An 
Essay on the Nile and its Tributaries ” 
(London, 1847 ) ; “On the Sources of 
tho Nile in the Mountains of the 
Moon” (1848) ; “ On tho Sources of 
tho Nile” (1848) ; and by his “M4- 
moire Justifioatif on B^habilitation 
dcs P^res Paez et Lobo,” Paris, 1848. 
He becamo involved in a controversy 
with M. d’ Abbadie ; and in a “ Letter 
to M. Daussy” (1849), and “An In- 
quiiy into A. d’Abba&e’s Journey to 
Kaffa” (1860), ho declared this journey 
lor tho alleged discovery of the sources 
of the Nile (1843-4'4) to be a mere 
lictiou. In addition to msiny essays 
on ethnography and geography, Mr. 
Beke lias published a treatise “On 
the Geographical Distribution of Lan- 
guages in Abyssinia” (Edinbuigh, 
1849); and whilst in Mauritius ho 
wrote “ Tho Sources of the Nile, with 
tho History of Nilotic Discovery” 
(London, 1860), in which work he has 
incoxporated tho results of his previous 
labours on that particular subject, lu 
1835, after tho appearance of “ Ori- 
gines Biblicro,” tho author received 
fram the University of Tubingen the 
diploma of Doctor of Philosophy, and 
on his return from his Abyssinian 
travels tho Geographical Societies of 
London and Paris gavo him their gold 
medals. From 1836 to 1838, being 
then resident at Leipsic, Dr. Beke was 
Acting British Consul in Saxony, and 
from 1849 to 1853, in Loudon, aotod 
as Secretary of the National Associa- 
tion for the Protection of British In- 
dustry aud Capital. Dr. Beke left 
England Nov. 4, 1865, on a fruitless 
mission to obtain the release of tho 
ADyssinian captives, and published a 
second edition of “ The British Cap- 
tives in Abyssinia ” in 1867. 

BEEKEB, Euanuel, philologist, 
born at Berlin in 1785, finished liis 
studies at Halle, under the celebrated 
Wolff, who regarded him as one of his 
most distingnished pupils. He ob* 
toined, in 1^, a ohau of Greek lite- 
rature at Berlin, which he quitted | 


three years aftenvards for Paris, to 
examine the manuscripts in tho impe- 
rial library. On his return to Ger- 
many, in 1812, he began to publish 
his “Anccdota Gnnca” (Berlin, 1814- 
21, 23 vols.), and his large edition of 
Plato (1814-21, 10 vols.). Nominated 
a member of the Berlin Academy of 
Sciences, at the desire of that body 
he undertook a second journey to 
Paris to examine the papers of M. 
Fourmont, and thus to prepare a 
“Goipus Inscriptionuiij^ Graecarum.” 
Proceeding to Italy with a colleague 
in 1817, ho visited all tlio principal 
libraries of Borne, Florence, Venice, 
&c. The two savants deciphered at 
Verona a palimpsest of tho “Insti- 
tutes” of Gains, discovered by Nie- 
buhr. In England, Holland, and 
Northern Germany, Bekkor always 
met with the most welcome recep- 
tion, and eveiy facility was gront^ 
to him to examine tho ti^eaBures 
of their libraries. On his return he 
resumed tho chair in the University 
of Berlin, which had been conferred 
upon him in 1807. Ho has published 
excellent editions of “ The Attic Ora- 
tors,” Oxfoid, 1823; “Thucydides,” 
Oxfoid, 1821, Berlin, 1832; “Tho 
Library of Photius,” Berlin, 1824; 
“ Aristophanes,” London, 1825 ; “ The 
Scholia to tho Iliad,” London, 1826- 
27; “Sextus Empiricus,” Berlin, 
1842; also of several Greek poets. 
Ho has laboured in the “Corpus 
Scriptomm Historic Byzantin©,” 
published at Bonn in 24 vols. A few 
years ago he was occupied with Pro- 
vcn 9 al and Venetian pliilology, and 
has published in the learned reviews 
of Berh'n essays on tho most ren^k- 
ablo productions in these two idioms 
by the best writers of the middle ages. 

BELCHEBr, Sir Edward, G.B., 
P.R.S., and F.G.S., rear-admiral, 
son of Andrew Belcher, Esq., and 
grandson of Jonathan Belcher, Esq., 
chief justice and afterwards governor 
of Fahfa*) was bom in 1799, entered 
the navy in 1812, and was soon after- 
wards appointed midshipman. After 
^0 usnal routine of service, in the 
course of which he was present atl^e 
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battle of Algiers, lie was appointed in 
1824 to act as Assistant- Surveyor to 
Capt. Boeohey in the Blossom, then 
about to sail on a voyage of discovery 
to Behnng’s Straits. In 1829 Mr. 
Belcher was promoted to the rank of 
Commander, whilst serving under 
Rear-Admiral Owen. In 1830 he was 
in command of the yTJtna, surveying 
vessel, on the coast of Africa ; also on 
the river Douro, 1832-3, for special 
and delicate service, acting a neutral 
part between the forces of Don Pedro 
and Don Miguel. lie shortly afbor- 
■ wards commanded the Terror and 
JSrebus for Arctic seiwico. From No- 
vember, 183G, to August, 1812, Com- 
mander Belcher was em])loyed in the 
Sulphur, surveying vessel, and of this 
vo^'age round the world he has given 
an interesting account in his well- 
known Narrative. In 1841 ho per- 
formed a series of brilliant services in 
China, having sounded and explored 
the various inlets pf tho Canton river, 
and mado a reconnaissance which 
contributed greatly to tho successes 
of Sir Hugh (now Lord) Gough and 
Sir Humphrey Le Fleming Senhouse. 
On that occasion he destroyed twenty- 
eight Chinese war vessels. In recog- 
nition of these services he was pro- 
moted to the rank of Captain, and in 
1843 tho honour of knighthood was 
conferred upon him. Sir E. Belcher, 
who was a^rwards employed in the 
Samarang, on surveying service' in the 
East Indies, was severely wounded in 
an action with the pirates of Gilolo. 
He commanded the expedition in 
search of Sir John Franklin from j 
1862 to 185^ and, in pursuance of his j 
instructiolis, withdrew the crews of I 
tho ice-bound vessels bringing them 
to England in*Oo1»ber, 1854. Ho 
attaint flag raK in 1861. 

BELCREdI, Count Richaud, 
Austrian statesman, of an ancient 
noble Ihmily, was bom Feb. 12, 1823. 
In Manflt, 1861, he was appointed to 
an important political position in 
Silesia, and in 1862 was promoted to 
the post of ^vemmental chief in that 
province. In May, 1863, he was Yice- 
l^esidont of the Bohemian Govern- ; 


ment, and an imperial decree of May 
27, 1864, appointed him Viceroy of 
Bohemia, conferring upon him the 
dignity of a Privy Councillor. In all 
these capacities Count Belorcdi showed 
himself to be possessed of consider- 
able administrative talent and great 
powers of work, and it is generally 
admitted that during his administra- 
tion in Bohemia he was upon the best 
possible terms with both Germans 
and Czechs. Count Bolcredi, ap- 
pointed Minister of State for Austria, 
and President of the Council of Mini- 
sters at Vienna, July 27, 1865, re- 
signed in Feb,, 1867. 

BELGIANS (Kino of tjie), 
Leopold - Louis-PiiiL i ppe-Marie-Vic- 
TOR, son of tho late King Leopold 1., 
upon whose death, which occuiTed 
Dec. 10, 1865, ho succeeded to tho 
throno as Leopold II., was born at 
Brussels April 9, 1835, and married 
August 22, 1853, tho Archduchess 
Maria of Austria, by whom he has 
three children. In 1855, in company 
with tho duchess do Brabant, he 
made a lengthened tour through 
Europe, Egypt, and Asia Minor. As 
duko of Brabant he took a prominent 
part in several important discussions 
in the Senate, especially in that 
relating to tho establishment of a 
maritime service between Antwoip 
and tho Levant. Tho king entertained 
the English volunteers on their visit 
to Brussels in Oct., 1886. 

BELGIOJOSO (Princess of), Cris- 
tina TRivuL/.io,tlie dnughtorof Jerome 
Isidore, marquis of Trivnlzio, bom in 
Milan, June 28, 1808, was married in 
1824 to the Prince Emiglio di Bor- 
bian e Btlgiojoeo. Passionately fond 
of Italy and of liberty, she could not 
make up her mind to live at Milan 
nndor the despotism of Anstria, End 
took np her residence in Paris, whore 
she became a leader of fashion, and 
a distinguished cultivator of litera- 
ture and art. Keenly alive to the 
wrongs of her country, and sympa- 
thizing heartily in the efforts of her 
countrymen to free themselves from 
the yoke of their oppressors, she in 
1847 raised and equipped at her own 
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expense a cavalry force of 200 men. 
For this her property was coniiscatod. 
and she was banished, whereupon sh< 
retired to a* farm in Asia Minor. 
Eventnally, afber fosiding on some 
gronnd granted her by the sultan, 
the decree of banishment was revoked. 
Tho princess has of late been a con- 
tributor to journals both in Paris an ' 
New York. More than onco her for 
tune has been sacrificed to her devo- 
tion. Under M. Arago she studied 
mathematics, and she is said to be 
•conversant with tho Chinese langusige. 
It is understood that she intends to 
publish a volume of memoirs. 

BELL,Major-Gkneral SfaGEoiiGE 
iK.G.B., appointed by the duke of York 
•to the 34th regiment, in March, 1811 ; 
served with tho duke of Wellington, 
until tho termination of the war in 
tho Fouinsula in 1814. Ho was first 
'engaged in the action of Arroyo^de- 
iMolinos, in Spain, capturing the 34th 
regiment of French infontiy, with 
Prince d* Arcmbcrgh, General Lebrun, 
40 other officers, and 1,600 men. 
Major-General Bell served at tho se- 
•«ond and final siege of Bad^joz ; cap- 
ture of Fort Napoleon, and bridge at 
Almaraz on tho Tagus ; the battles of 
Vittoria, tho Pyrenees, Pass of Maya, 
and Boncesvales; tho retreat from 
Burgos and Madi'id; tho actions of 
-July 30 and 31 against D’Erlong's 
corps, near Pampeluna; the battles 
'Of Nivello, Nieve, Bayonne, St. 
Piorro, Orthes, Tarbes, and Tou- 
louse, and various skirmishes. Ho 
wnH afterwards employed at Ceylon 
■and in the East Indies, and served in 
Ava during tho .first Burmese war. 
In 1837-8 he served in Canada, and 
was actively employed daring the 
rebellion there, particularly in the 
^capture of St. Charles and St. Eus- 
tace. He commanded the fort and 
garrison of Couteau-du-Lac, an im- 
portant position in the river St. Law- 
rence, and received the thanks of the 
commander of the forces, the late 
Lord Seaton, and his Brevet-Minority 
for his services. He served in Gibral- 
tar, Nova Scotia, the West Indies, 
Mediterranean, Turkey, uid in the 


Crimean campaign of 1854-5, com- 
manding the Boyal regiment in the 
battles of the Alma and Inkormann. 
At tho siege of Sebastopol he was 
wounded, and hononrably mentioned 
in the despatches of Lord Raglan. 
Major-Gen. Boll, who served in the 
Royal regiment for 30 years, having 
previously scon much service in tho 
34th and 45th rc^ments, has received 
the War Medal, with seven clasps, for 
Badojoz, Vittoria, tho Pyrenees, Ni- 
velle, Niove, Orthes, and Toulouse 
(slightly wounded) ; the Indian medal 
for Ava; the Crimean modal with 
threo clasps, for Alma, Inkormann, and 
Sobostopol; and thoTurkiah medal. He 
is a C.B., a Knight of tho Logion of 
Honour, and has been decorated with 
the Imperial Order of the Mcdjidie. 
He received tho Colonelcy of the 
104th regiment (Bengal Fusiliers), 
Oct. 23, 1863, and was transferred in 
1867 to tho 32nd regiment of tho line. 
His Rough Notes by an Old Soldier, 
daring Fifty Years* Service,** contain- 
ing on account of his military career, 
appeared in 1867. 

BELL, General Sir John, G.C.B., 
entered the army as ensign August 1, 
1805, served in Sicily in 1806 and 1807, 
and in the latter year obtained his 
lieutenancy. From July, 1808, to Fe- 
bruary, 1809, and again from May, 
1809, to July, 1814, ho served in the 
Peninsula and iu Franco, and was pre- 
sent at the battle of Vimicra, the action 
at the bridge of Almeida, the battle of 
Busaco, all the actions during tho re- 
treat of tho French from Portugal, the 
lieges and stormingsof Ciudad Resign 
ind Badajoz, the action'at the heights 
)f Costriilos, tho battle of Salamanca, 
;he battles of Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, 
Orihea, and Toulouse. In 1814 he be- 
came Licut.-Colonel, and son'^ed until 
nne, 1816, with the army employed 
Against Louisiana. His other oom- 
missions date as follow : — Colonel, May 
3, 1831 5 Migor-Gonoral, Nov. 23, 1841; 
Lieut.-General, Nov. 11, 1851; Gene- 
ra June 16, 1860 ; and Colonel of the 
4th (the King’s Own Royal) regiment » 
rf foot, Doc. 26, 1863. Ho has re- 
icived the Gk)ld Cross for tho battles,.:^ 
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of the Pyrenees, Nivolle, Orthos, and 
Q'oulonso ; the Silver War Medal with 
six clasps for other battles and sieges, 
and was knighted in I860. 

BELL, John, sculptor, bom in Nor- 
folk in 1812, exhibited at the Bojal 
Academy, in 1832, a religions {px)np, 
followed by a “Girl at a Brook,” 
“ Psyche borne by Zephyrs,” “Psyche 
feeding a Swan,” and “ John the Bap- 
tist.” In 1837 he exhibited the model 
of his “ Eagle-slayer,” a composition 
which was exhibited in Westminster 
Hall in ISll, and again at the Giystal 
Palace in 1851. Beduood casts in 
bronze were subsequently executed 
for the Art Union. In 1841 ho exhi- 
bited his well-known and beautiful 
figure of “ Dorothea.” The first statue 
which Mr. Bell was commissioned to 
execute fer the New Houses of Parlia- 
ment was that of “ Lord Falkland.” 
Among Mr. Bell’s other works may 
be mentioned “The Babes in the 
Wood,” an “ Andromeda” (a bronze), 
which formed leading attractions in 
the sonlptnro of the Great Exhibition 
of 1851; “The Wounded Glorinda” 
(1841), “The Ghild’s own Attitude” 
(1845), purchased by the Queon ; and 
“ Sir ^bort Walpole,” in St. Ste- 
phen’s Hall. At Westminster Hall, 
in 1844, the sculptor appeared as a 
draughtsman with a cartoon, entitled 
“ The Angel of the Pillar,” one of a 
series of “ Gompositions from the 
Liturgy,” which have since been pub- 
lished. He executed the Wellington 
monument in Guildhall, with colossal 
figures of Peace and War; and the 
marble statue of Armed Science at 
Woolwich. His latest public work is 
the “ Guards’ Memorial” in Waterloo 
Place, Pall Mall. Mr. Bell, who is 
the author of a “ Free-Hand Drawing- 
Bpok. fi>r the' Usd of Artisans, Ac.,” 
has devoted somf attention to deco- 
rative having modelled many 
objeots\to the drawing-room table, 
which combiheiiho practical with the 
ornamental, inqluding some utilities 
foi* ihe OolebrQ^-daJe Gompany . 

. ]IELL|< Hobebt, F.B.S.L., son of 
a genlleinaa who held a high posi- j 
tiou in the hiiah magistracy, bom | 


at Gork, in' 1800, studied at Dub- 
lin, where he early became a con- 
tributor *to the Dublin Inquisitor, a 
magazine which he was mainly in- 
strumental in founding, and produced 
two theatrical pieces, “The Double 
Disguise/’ and “Gomic Lectures.” 
He originated the Dublin Histo- 
rical Society, to supply the place of 
the old Historical Society, which had 
been suppressed in Trinity Gollege. 
Having repaired to London, to devote 
himself to literary pursuits, he for 
many years edited tho Atlas news- 
paper, and was defendant in an 
action for a political libel brought by 
Lord Lj^ndhurst, then lord chan- 
cellor, upon which occasion Mr. Bell 
defended himsolf in person, and ob- 
tain^ a verdict. Mr. Bell, who 
wrote a “Life of George Ganning,” 
contributed to “ Lardner’s Gyclo- 
poedia” tho concluding volumes of 
Sir James Mackintosh’s “ History 
of England,” and of Southey’s “ Lives 
of the British Admirals;” “Lives 
of the English Poets,” and a “ His- 
tory of Bussia.” He has published 
“Wayside Pictures through France, 
Belgium, and Germany,” “Outlines 
of Ghina,” “ Hearts and ^tars,” “ Tho 
Linder of Gold,” and “ Memorials of 
the Givil' War,” founded on the in- 
edited “ Gorrospondonco of the Fair- 
fax Family.” In conjunction with 
Sir Edward Bulwer-Lytton and Dr. 
Lordner, he assisted in establishing 
the Konthhj Chronicle Magazme, of 

hich ho was aftcrwaids editor, 
and edited a pubUoation called tho 
Story-teller, In addition to other 
dramatic writings, he produced three 
five - act comedies : ' — “ Marriage ” 
(1842) ; “ Mothers and Daughters ” 
(1845); and “Temper” (1847). Mr. 
Bobert Bell edited an “ Annotated 
Edition of the British Poets,” and an 
elaborate anthology of English poetiy, 
entitled “ Golden Leaves.” It is un- 
derstood that he is editor of the Home 
News, and one of the acting mana- 
gers of the Boyal Literary Fund, to 
which he devotes much of bis time and 
attention. 

BELL, Thomas, F.B.S.,F.L.S.,Ao., 
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bom Oot. 11, 1792, at - Poole, Dorset, 
where his father was a medical -prac- 
titioner, entered at Guy’s and St. 
Thomas’s Hospitals in 1814, became 
* a member of the Boyal College of 
Surgeons in 1816, and an Honorary 
Fellow of that body in 1844. He was 
elected aFellowof the Linnean Society 
in 1815, of the Boyal Society in 1828, 
of the Geological Society in 1817, 
was President of the Bay Society from 
its institution till 1859, acted as 
Secretary of tho Boyal Society from 
1848 till 1853, and was President of 
the Linnean Society from 1853 till 
1861. He lias held tlio chair of 
Zoology at King’s College, Tion- 
clon, since 1832, lectured at Guy’s 
Hospital from 1816 to 1860, and 
is a member of the Cmsarion 
Academy Naturse Curiosomih ” 
under the title of “Linnrous.” Ho 
is a corresponding member of the 
Aca4emy of Sciences of Philadelphia, 
the Natural History Society of Boston, 
United States, the Socicte d’Histoire 
Naturelle of Paris, and other scientidc 
societies. He was elected a member 
of the Hungarian Academy of Sciences 
in 1858, with Mr. Babbage, Sir John 
Bowring, Professor Faraday, Sir John 
llerachel. Lord Macaulay, Lord Over- 
stone, Sir Henry Bawlinson, and Mr, 
Watts, of the British Museum,— the 
only Englislimen who have ever been 
chosen into that academy. Mr. Bell 
is well known as the author of a work 
on “The Anatomy and Diseases of 
the Teeth,” “A Monograph of tho 
Fossil Malacostraoous Cmstacca of 
Great Britain,” “Natured History of 
British Mammalia,” ” Natural History 
of British Beptiles,” “ Natural History 
of British Crustacea,” and of numerous 
papers in the Philosophical Transac- 
tions, tho Transactions of the Linnean 
and Geological Societies, and other 
publications. He is 0867) engaged 
on. a new edition of Gilbert White’s 
“Natural History and Antiquities 
of Selbome,” at which plaro he 
resides. 

BELLEW, The Bby; John Chip- 
pendale Montesquieu, S.C.L., the 
only child of the 1^ Capt. Bobert I 


Higgfin, of Lancaster; his mother- 
being a member of the fhmily of Lord 
Bellow, in Ireland, was bom in 1823, 
and assumed his mothePs maiden 
name. Ho was educated at the 
Grammar School, Lancaster, and 
entered at St. Mary’s Hall, Ozfoi*d, 
in 1842, where ho became a frequent 
speaker at the “Unipn” debating- 
society, and in 1848 ho was ordained 
as curate of St. Andrew’s, Worcester. 
In 1850 he became curate of Prescot, 
went out to the East Indies as a ‘ 
chaplain in 1851, and was attached to 
St. John’s cathedral, ICalcutta, till 
1855, when he returned to England,- 
and undertook a temporaiy engage- 
ment at St. Philip’s, Bcgent Street. 
Having held some temporary olerioal 
appointments, he became, in 1862, in- 
cumbent of Bedford Chapel, Blooms- 
bury. Mr. Bollew, who is known as a 
preacher and lecturer, and has con- 
tributed to several periodicals, pub- 
lished “Christ in Life, and Life in 
Christ,” being a volume of sermons,, 
in 1860; “ Sh&ospcare’s Home iii New 
Place” in 1863, and “Blount Tem- 
pest,” a novel, in 1864. 

BELLOC, Madame Anne Swanton 
Louise, wife of tho director of the 
French Imperial School of Design, 
bom at La Bocholle, Oct. 1, 1796, is 
the daughter of an Irish officer in the 
French service, named O’Keefe, who 
gave her an excellent English educa^ 
tion. She has made the writings of 
Miss Edgeworth, the “ Vicar of Wake- 
field,” &o., popular in France, and has 
translated Moore’s “ Life of Byron ” 
into French. Madame Belloc is best 
known for -her labours in the cause of 
female education in France. Assisted 
by Mdlle. Montgolfier (q.v.), she or- 
ganized a select circulating library, 
designed to supplant in some measure 
those reading-rooms which introduced - 
the* most dangerous works to tho 
public. The two ladies tombing in

BELLOWS, The Bet. H2N»t 
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WfiiTNEY, D.D., bom at Boston, U.S., 
June 10, 1814, graduated at Hai^ard 
College in 1832, entered the University 
School of Cambridge, U.S., in 1834, 
and was ordained pastor of the First 
Congregational Society of New York 
in 1838. From 1846 to 1850 he was 
connected with the Christian Inquirer, 
for which he wrote numerous articles. 
His oration knowh as the ** Phi Beta 
Eappa ’* oration is highly esteemed in 
the United States. In 1854 ho re- 
ceived the degree of D.D. In 1857 
lie wrote his ** Defence of the Drama,** 
which brought upon him a host of 
assailants from tho Puritanical school, 
and delivered a scries of lectures 
before the Lowell Institute, in Boston, 
on *‘Tho Treatment of Social Dis- 
eases.*’ Dr. Bellows, who has contri- 
buted articles to the Christian Exami- 
ner and tho different reviews, was 
made President of tho Sanitary Com- 
mission of the U.S. in 1862. 

BELPEB (Loud); Ejiwaud STuirrr, 
the only son of Mr. William Stnitt, a 
manufacturer, of Derby, by Barbara, 
daughter of Thomas Evans, Esq., of 
the same place, bom in 1801, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, whore ho gloated in 1823. 
In 1830 he was irndted by his fellow- 
townsmen to represent the borough in 
' the Liberal intei’cst. In September, 
1846, ho accepted tho post, which he 
resigned in March, 1848, of Chief 
Commissioner of Railways, being 
mado a Privy Councillor. Ho was 
elected for Derby at every general 
election Lem 1830 until 1847, tJiough 
in the last-mentioned year ho was 
unseated on petition, and icmaioed 
out of Parliament until tTuly, 1851, 
when he was elected for Arundel in 
the place of the earl o^Arnndel and j 
Snr^,who hod accepm theChiltem ' 
Hundreds,' At thf general election 
of 1862 he was, wim Mr»^ John Widter, 
retnmed M^. Ibr Nottingham. On 
the resjfgDoMonL- of Lord * Derby’s 
ininist^ 9 ^ i^: 1%^ 1852, Lord Aber- 
deen iG^eoted Mr. Statt os Chancellor 
of the Dtbhy of Lancaster, which post 
The oontinn^ tO/hold till, Jane, 1854, 
when he reth^,- in order to facilitate 


certain changes in the cabinet. He 
was raised to the Peerage in 1856, 
and was made Lord-Lieutenant oi 
Nottinghamshire in 1864. 

BENDEMANN, Edward, a cele- 
brated painter of the Dusseldori 
school, was bom in Berlin, Dec. 3, 
1811. After receiving a good literary 
education, ho became a student at the 
Dossoldorf Academy under the well- 
known Schadow;, who soon discovered 
that he had chosen his true vocation. 
When only ono-and-twonty, he ex- 
hibited at Berlin a largo painting, 
“Tho Grief of tho Jews,*’ suggested 
by Psalm cxxxvii. It was popufirized 
by moons of lithographs, and is in 
tho Cologne Mnsoum. In 1833 he 
exocnted a picture, afterwards en- 
graved by Felsing— Two young 
Girls at the Fountain,” which was 
pnrehased by tlio Society of Arts of 
Westphalia. In 1837 lie exhibited at 
Pai*is a largo canvas, ” Jeromiah amid 
the Ruins of Jerusalem,** with which 
ho gained the gold medal. This 
picture, of wliicli Weiss published a 
good lithograph, is in tho private 
galleiy of tho king of Prussia. ** Har- 
vest ” followed, which was engraved 
by Eiclicns. The success of this piece 
led Bondomann' to produce others of 
the same clas: , such as “ The Sliep- 
herd and Sheplici’dess,** fmm ono uf 
Uhland’s idylls, and “ Tho Daughter 
of the Servian Prince,** from a Servian 
ballad. Alter having been appointed 
professor in the Academy of Arts of 
Dresden, ho received the commission 
to decorate tho royal palace, and 
undertook tho grand frescoes upon 
which, above all, his reputation is 
founded. The progress of this under- 
taking was intexTupted by a disease of 
the eyes, which the artist contracted 
in Italy. Bendemonn executed a 
fresco of “Poetry and the Arts;” a 
design for a inonnment to Sebastian 
Bach, which was afterwards orcoted 
at Sandstoin ; a xjortrait of the emperor 
Lothaire II. for the city of Frankfort, 
many other * portraits of celebrated 
Germans, and among them that of 
Schadow*sdanghter,whQm hemanried 
in 1838. In 1860 he succeeded his 
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father-in-law as Director of the Aca- 
demy at Dnsseldorf. 

BX!NEDE5[, Louis, a distin^ished 
general in the Austrian servioe, was 
bom in 1804, at Odonbarg, inHnngary. 
After undergoing the nsnal conrae of 
training at the Military Academy of 
NenstsSt, he entered the Austrian 
army as a Comot in 1822, and attained 
the rank of Colonel in 184&. Two 
years later he exhibited his great 
military talents during the insurrec- 
tion in Galicia, which he succeeded 
' in completely quelling p the west, 
thereby enabling Gton. Guilin to carry 
Fodgorze by assault. Ordered in 1847 
at the head of the regiment Ginlay to 
join the army in Italy, he took part 
in the memorable campaign of 1848 
under Badetzky, distinguishing him- 
self in the retreat ftom Milan, at 
Osone, and espedaJly at the battle of 
Gurtatone, for which he received the 
order of Maria Theresa. In 1849 he 
contributed to the reduction of Mor- 
tara and to the victory of Novara. 
After this ho was transferred to 
Hungary, and was wounded at Baab 
and Szegeden. Ten years later, in 
the war of Italian independence, 
Gen. Benedek was ope of the few 
Austrian generals who exhibited any 
veiy great military capacity, and dis- 
tinguished liimself at Solferino, his 
division being the last to leave the 
field. He was Governor of Hungary 
for a few months in 1860 ; and, in the 
critical statf of affairs in Italy, was 
soon after appointed to the chief^om- 
iriand of the Austrian army in that 
country. Summoned by the emperor 
to command the Austrian army in the 
war with Prussia, Gen. Benedek sus- 
tained a defeat at Sadowa, July 3,1866, 
and was soon after Buporsc»ded by the 
AroV^ike Albert. 

^ BExiJRDETTI, Vincent, of Italian 
^'extraction, born in Corsica about 1816, 
Was educated for the consular and 
diplomatic service. Aft^ having been 
appointed Consul at Falenno in 1648^ 
he became First Secn^flzy to the' 
Embassy at Constantinople, until 
Hay, 1869, when he was appointed 
to tejplaoe M. Bourse sis Enve^ Extra- 


ordinary and Minister at Teheran. 
M. Benedetti,'who declined to accept 
the office, was some months after- 
wards named Director of Political 
Affairs to the Foreign Minister; a 
position associated with the snccessfhl 
career of MM. do Bayneval and d*Han- 
terive, and with the names of Desages, 
Armand, Lefebre, and Thouvenel. It 
fell to the lot of M. Benedetti to act 
as secretary and editor of the proto- 
cols in the Congress of Paris in 1856, 
and ho was made Chevalier of tho 
liOgion of Honour in June, 1845, 
Officer in 1863, Commander in 1856, 
and Grand Officer in Juno, 1860. 
Having been appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary of Franco at Turin 
in 1^1, on the recognition of the 
Italian kingdom by tho French 
Government, he resigned when M. 
Thouvenel retired from the Ministry 
of Foreign Affiiirs, and was appointed 
Ambassador at Berlin, Kov. 27, 1864. 

BENEDICT, Jules, musician and 
composer, bom at Stuttgart, Nov. 27, 
1804, at an early age showed so much 
musical talent that, haring oom- 
monced his studios under Hummel at 
Weimar, he was introduced to the 
notice of Weber, who, though he had 
always refused to tedco pupils, was 
induced to alter hia resolution in 
Benedict’s favour. From the begin- 
ning of 1821 till the end of 1824 ho 
had tho benefit of Weberns oxclusivo 
instruction, and was ti'eated by him 
rather as a son than as a pupil. At 
the age of nineteen he was, on Weberns 
recommendation, engaged to conduct 
tho German operas at Yienna^ wd 
was afterwards employed in a similar 
capacity at the San Carlo and the 
Fondo, at Naples. In 1827 his first 
dramatic work, on opera in two acts, 
called Giaciuta ed Ernesto,” was 
produced at the Fondo; but, being 
essentially German in style and ooIoot, 
it did not please the Neapolitan public ; 
nor was he more successful with a 
grand opera afterwards performed' at 
the San Carlo. In 1830 he return^ 
to 'Stuttgart^ where his opeia, ‘ X 
Fortoghesi in Goa,” which h^ 
ooMly received at Naples; foua^ A 
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mo>^ oongenial audience. After a 
visit to Faria, and a second residence 
of severe years at Naples, Benedict 
came to London for the first time in 
1835, dhiefiy at the instance of his 
friend Madame Malibran. In 1836 
he undertook the direction of the 
Opera Bnffa at the Lyceum, an 
entertainment carried on for two 
seasons by Mr. Mitchell. Here his 
operetta, “ Un Anno ed nn Giomo,’* 
originally produced at Naples, was 
well received, and ' after this Bene- 
dict tamed his attention to the 
English musical stage. His first 
English opera, **The Gipsy’s Warn- 
ing,” was produced in 1838 with re- 
markable success. The Gennon ver- 
sion of this opera has been received 
with much favour at several of the 
principal theatres in his native coun- 
try. His subsequent operas, ”The 
Brides of Venice ” and “ The Gmsa- 
clem,” had a long run at Drury Lane, 
of which theatre, when under Mr. 
Bunn’s management, he was the 
musical director. He has composed 
music for the pianoforie, of which 
instrument he is a great master, 
and many orchestral and vocal pieces 
of considerable excellence. The tri- 
ennial musical festival at Norwich, 
and other music meetings and con- 
certs, both in the metropolis and the 
provinces, have been for some timo 
under his direction. As a composer, 
Benedict’s reputation will rest on his 
English operas, which, in addition to 
their dramatic power and beauty, 
have the merit of being truly English 
in style and character. In 18^ he 
accompanied Jenny Lind as conductor 
and pianist to the United States and 
Havannoh, and shared in her imex- 
ampled success in a series of 122 con- 
cevts. After his ritum to England 
he formed a khoriL society, *' The 
Vocal Assodasion,’^ and conducted 
the Italian operas nib Drury Lane and 
Her ^Iqije^’s Theatre during the 
seasons of 1868 and 1860, when he 
bxraght out an Italian version of 
Weberns ^'Obaron,” with recitatives 
and odditionsohiefly from his masters ; 
work% which was very favourably \ 


received. At the Norwich Festival 
in September, 1860, he produced a 
cantata, “Undine,” which obtained 
veiy great success. The first per- 
formance of this work in London, 
towards the end of the some year, 
derived an additional interest from 
the circumstance that on that occasion 
Clara Novello took her farewell of the 
English public in the part of “ Un- 
dine.” In 1862 his opera, “ The Lily 
of Killamey,” was produced at Covent 
Garden, and has since been performed 
at several of the principal theatres in 
Germany. This was followed by a 
cantata, “Eichard Coeur do Lion,” 
compost for the Norwich Festival of 
1863, afterwards performed in London, 
and in both places received with 
general approbation. Mr. Benedict 
composed a cantata, entitled “ St. 
Cecilia,” for the Norwich Musical 
Festival of 1866.; 

BENFEY, Theodore, linguist, bom 
at Noerten, near Gbttingen, January 
28, 1809, was educated at the univer- 
sity of that city, under the superin- 
tendence of Ottfried Muller and 
Disson. Having spent a year at 
Munich, he visited several other Ger- 
man universitiA, and returned to 
Gottingen in 1834, where he dis- 
charged the functions of Professor of 
Sanscrit and of Com 2 )arative Grammar. 
Professor Benfey has published “ The 
Names of the Months in use among 
some Ancient Nations” (1836); a 
German “ IVanslation of the Comedies 
of Werence” (1837); “Lexicon of 
Greek Boots” (1839-42), a work which 
carried off the Volney prize at tiie 
Berlin Institute; Connection between 
the Eg 3 rptiau Language and Semitic 
Boots” (1844) ; “ TheCuneiformlnscrip- 
tions of Persia” (1847) ; an edition of 
“ The Hymns of Sama-Veda,” with a 
translation and a glossary (1848) ; 
“Hand-book of the Sanscrit Tongue” 
(1852-64), an abridgment of which, 
for the use of beginners, appeared in 
1855 ; and an aitidle on “ India,” in 
the EncyclopeBdia of Ersoh and 
Griiber. Professor Benfey, who is a 
corresponding member of the Insti- 
tute of France, has announced for

(publication ** A Sanscrit English 
Dictionary.*’ 

BENNETT, James Gordon, one o1 
the most successful journalists in 
the United States, bom at New Mill 
Keith, Banffshire, about 1800, was 
educated for the priesthood at a 
Boman Catholic seminary at Aber- 
deen, but did not follow out the inten- 
tion of his parents. In April, 1819, a 
period of great commercial depression, 
he left his natiyb land for the United 
iStates, where he attempted to earn 
his living as a teacher, but with very 
indifferent success. In 1822 he ob- 
tained a situation on a Charleston 
newspaper, which ho did not hold long, 
:md repaired to New York, where he 
became an active member of the 
Fourth Estate. The first number cf 
the New York Herald, of whicli ho was 
tlio founder, appeared May 5, 1835. 
This speculation proved most suc- 
•ccssful, and Mr. Bennett has amassed 
a large fortune. 

BENNETT, John Hughes, M.D., 
was born in London, Aug. 31, 1812, 
•educated at Exeter, and commenced 
the study of medicine. He entered 
the University of Edftburgh, and re- 
ceived his degree in 1837. In the 
autumn of 1837 he founded in Paris 
the ** Parisian Medical Society,” of 
which he was the first president ; and 
afterwards spent two years in Hoidol- 
})erg. On returning to Edinbui^h in 
1841, ho published a work on “ Cod- 
liver Oil,” &o. In 1843 he waor ap- 
pointed Pathologist to the Rcyal In- 
firmaiy, and commenced a long series 
cf investigations in histology, morbid 
anatomy, and clinical medicine, which 
appeared in various medical jour- 
nals and in separate works. In 
1848 Dr. Bennett was appointed to 
the chair of *^he Institute of Medi- 
cine, Edinburgh University, rendered 
vacant by the resignation of Dr. Allen 
Thomson. In 1856 he completed the 
ffrst edition of a work on dinical medi- 
cine, which has reached a fourth 
•edition in this countiy, a third in the 
•U.S., and has been tr^lated into the 
Russian, Hindoo, and other langpiages. 
l*rofeBsor Bennett is a member of 


many medical societies of Europe 
America. In addition to the works 
already mentioned, he has written— 
“On Infiommation of the Nervous 
Centres ;” Treatise on Inflamma- 
tions** “Cancerous and Canceroid 
Growths;** “Principles and Praotioe 
of Medicine;'* “ On the Pathology n-n d 
Treatment of Pulmonary Consump- 
tion ;” “ Lectures on Molecular Phy- 
siology, Pathology, and Therapeu- 
tics;” and has contributed to various 
medical publications. « 

BENNETT, William Cox, the son 
of Mr. John Bennett, watchmaker, of 
Greenwich, where he was bom in 1820, 
was educated at a school in his native 
town, from which, on account of his 
father’s death, he was remomd at the 
age of fourteen to assist his mother in 
the business. Whilst still a youth, he 
took an active part in the formation 
of a literary institution on the 
most popular basis, which has above 
1,200 members, and in connection 
with which he lias formed a library 
consisting of above 12,000 volumes. 
Ho has likewise been instrumental in 
establishing at Greenwich cheap baths 
and wash-houses, a large proprietary 
school, and other popular institu- 
tions. Mr. Bennett printed volumes 
of poetjy privately in 1843 and 1845. 
After this, he contributed poems to 
vaiioos periodicals, and published 
several volumes. Perhaps best known 
as a song- writer, Mr. Bennett has pub- 
lished, amongst other works, “Poems'* 
(1850); “Verdicts” (1852); “War 
Songs” (1855); “Queen Eleanor's 
Vengeance, and other Poems” (1857); 
“Songs, by a Song-Writer** (1859); 
“Baby May, and other Poems on 
Infants” (1861. 1st and 2nd edi- 
tions) ; “ The Worn Wedding Ring, 
Ac.” (1861); and “Our Glory Roll, 
National Poems” (1866). AooUective 
edition of his Poems appeared in 1862. 

BENNETT, The Rev. William 
James Earlt, M.A., bora about 1806, 
was educated at Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, of which he was a student, and 
where ho graduated B.A m 1827. He 
held for some years the incumbenoy 
of Portman Chapel, and that of St*. 
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Paul’s, Enightsbridge, but resigned 
the latter in 1851, in consequence of a 
popular outcry raised against his 
** Traotarian” tendencies, and almost 
immediately afterwards was presented 
to the vicarage of Fromo. The llev. 
W. Bennett is the author of a largo 
number of theological works, of which 
.the best known ore — “Principles of 
the Book of Common Prayer,** “ The 
Eudharist, its Historyi Doctrines, and 
Practice;** “Errors of Bomanism,** 
“ Lives of Fathers of the Church of 
the Fourth Centuiy,’* various sermons, 
pamphlets, &c.: has edited the “Theo- 
logian,** “The Old Church Porch,** 
&c., and has contributed largely to re- 
ligious periodical literature. 

BENNETT, William Stehndalb, 
composer and pianist, was born at 
Sheffield in 1816, where his father, 
Eobert Bennett, an excellent musician, 
was oiganist of the principal church. 
Having lost both his parents in 
infancy, ho was brought up by his 
grandfather, John Bennett, one of the 
lay clerks of the Cambridge Univer- 
sity choir, by whom ho was entered, 
when eight years old, as a chorister 
in King^s College, and having remained 
there two years, was placed in the 
Boyal Acadoipy of Music. He began 
his regr^i^^ studies on the violin, 
which ho abandoned for the pianoforte, 
and received instructions ftbm Mr. 
Holmes and Mr. Cipriani Potter. 
Soon afterwards he turned his mind 
to composition, and, as a pupil of Dr. 
Crotch, produced his first s> mphony 
in E flat, at the Hoyal Academy. It 
was followed at short intervals by his 
pianoforte concertos, in D minor, E 
flat, C minor, F minor (two), and A 
minor, which, mth &e exception of 
the firat, were yerfortnod by invitation 
at the concerts of the Philharmonic 
Society. The intimate friendship 
which he had formed with Mendels- 
sohn had so great an influence on the 
career of the young composer, that he 
went, in 1836, by Mendelssohn’s invi- 
tation, to Leipsic, where several of 
his works (peracularly his overtures 
to tiiie “Naiades'* and the “Wood 
Nymph,*' and his concertos in 0 


minor and F minor, together with 
caprice for pianoforte and orchestra 
op. 22) wore performed at the cele- 
brated Gewandhaus concerts, under 
Mendelssohn’s direction. After a 
sojourn of some length in Germany^ 
where several of his principal worka 
were published and received with 
great favour by the critics and the 
public, ho fixed his residence in 
London, and has obtained a high 
position as a composer, a performer, 
and a teacher of music. His published 
works are numerous, including his 
overtures, the “ Naiades,** the “ Woodi 
Nymph,** “ Parisina,*' and “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor ; ** concertos, sona- 
tas, and studies for the pianoforte, 
and songs, duets, and other vocal 
pieces. Bennett is one of the few 
English composers who have gained a 
European reputation, and one of the- 
performers who have most success- 
fully maintained the honour of the 
English school. In 1856 he was ap- 
pointed to succeed Mr. Walmsiey as 
Professor of Music at Gambridge. He 
succeeded Professor Wagner as Con- 
ductor of the Philharmonic Concerts- 
He acted os Conductor of the first 
Leeds Musical Festival in 1858, where 
his cantata, “ The May Queen,’* was 
produced. At the opening of the 
International Exhibition, 1862, Mr. 
Bennett was invited, in conjunction 
with Auber, Meyerbeer, and Verdi 
(each representing his own country), 
to compose a piece, when he set music 
to the odo of Tennyson, “Uplift a- 
Thousand Voices,** written expressly 
for the occasion. In the next month 
he composed the music to the ode by 
Professor Charles Kingsley, on the 
election of the duke of Devonshire as 
Chancellor of the University of Cam- 
bridge ; and this was immediately fol- 
lowed by the production of his fan- 
tasia-overture, “ The Paradise and the 
Pori,'* composed for the jubilee concert 
of the Philharmonic Society. 

BENSON, SiE John, Knt., civil 
engineer, is the son of a gentleman in 
the coui^ of Sligo, and was bom in 
1812. ^ Having received an ordinaiy 
education, he commence practice in 
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the south of Ireland, and in 1846 was 
appointed Cotinty Engineer to the East 
Hiding of county Cork, and subse- 
<iuentiy Consulting Engineer to the 
Commissioners of Cork Harbour, and 
tx) the Cork Waterworks, the Cork and 
Lanerack Hailway, and the Cork and 
Hacroom Hailway. He was chosen by 
public competition as the architect of 
the Ghreat Industrial Exhibition of 
Dublin in 1852, and received the 
honour of knighthood fi*om the earl of 
St. Germans, then Lord-Lieutenant, 
upon the opening of the Exhibition. 

BENTLEY, Hobeut, F.L.S., 
Honorary Fellow of Eing^s College, 
London, &c., botanist, born in 
1821, became a inombor of the 
Hoyal College of Siiigeons in 1847. 
He is Dean of the Medical Faculty, 
Professor of Botany in King’s College, 
London ; Professor of Matena Modica 
and Botany in the Pharmaceutical 
'Society of Great Britain; Professor of 
Botany in the London Institution; 
and was fonnerly Lecturer on Botany 
at the Medical Colleges of the London, 
Middlesex, and St. Mary’s Hospitals. 
Professor Bentley, who lias long been 
a member of the Coi^cil of the Hoyal 
Botanic Society, was President of the 
British Pharmaceutical Congress in 

1865, was re-elected to that office in 

1866, and has been a frequent con- 
tributor to the Pharmaceutical Joumuilf 
of which he is one of the editors. Ho 
has published a “ Manual of Botany,” 
and, with Dr. Farre and Mr. Waring- 
ton, edited Pereira’s " Manual of Ma- 
teria Medica and Therapeutics.” 

BEHESFOHD, Da. (See Armagh, 
Abcpbishop of.) 

BEHESFOHD, The Eight Hox. 
William, only son of the late Marcus 
Beresford, Esq., and cousin of tho 
marquis of « Waterford, was bom in 
1798, and educated at Oxford, where 
lie graduated from St. Maiy’s Hall in 
1819 as a second class in classics. He 
eorved for some yeara in the army, 
in which he holds the rank of a 
major, and entered Parliament in 
1841, in the Conservaiiyo iuteresl^ as 
M.P. for Harwich. In 1847 he was 
chosen ibr North Essex, and continued ^ 


to represent tliat constituency until 
the general election of 1865, when ho 
was defeated by Sir Thomas B. Wes- 
tern. He held the office of Sccretary- 
at-War under Lord Derby’s first ad- 
ministration in 1852. 

BEHG, Freoebick William Eam- 
BEBT, a Hussian general, bom about 
1800, went through the usual grades 
of the Hussian military service, and 
was commander of the corps which 
fired on a British boat bearing a flag 
of trace, during the Crimean war of 
1855. He was aftenf^ards appointed 
Adlatns to the Yicoroy of Poland, the 
Grand Duke Constantine; and the se- 
verity with which ho treated the un- 
foiiunato population during the insur- 
rection of 1863 excited th^indignatiou 
of civilized Europe. 

BEHGHAUS, Henry, geographer, 
bora at Cluves, May 3, 1797, served 
as a volunteer in the ai'my daring 
the campaign of 1815, and at tho 
end of the war, having obtained a 
situation as topographic^ engineer at 
Berlin, was engaged in tho trigono- 
metrical survey of Prussia. Through 
the influence of the Minister of War, 
he was in 1821 appointed to a post in 
the Berlin Academy of Architecture, 
and three years afterwards receii-ed 
the appointment of Professor of Applied 
Mathematics in the Berlin School of 
Civil Engineering, which he has since 
held. Berghaus has contributed to 
the improvement made in the con- 
struction of maps since the beginning 
of tho present century, has written on 
a variety of geographical subjects, and 
has published a number of useful 
maps. He assisted Dr. A. K. John- 
ston (q, t\) in the preparation of the 
“ Physical Atlas.” 

BEHIOT, Charles-Auguste de, 
composer and violinist, bora at Lou- 
vain, in Belgium, Feb. 20,1802; studied 
music there until 1821, when he went 
to Paris, in order to receive instruc- 
tion from Viotti, Baillot, and other 
celebrated masters. He i^e his first 
appearance before a Parisian auffienoe 
at the same time with PaganinL In 
March, 1836, he married tlm ‘ wle- 
brated Madame MaUbran, who i|i^ 
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Huddenly in Septomber following, at 
MimplieBter, whither she had repaired 
to attend a musical festival. Though 
distinguished as a violimst in his 
earlier years, hii| fame has been 
eclipsed by more recent competitors, 
and he is better known as a composer. 
In 1842 he was appointed Professor 
to the Conservatoire at Brussels, which 
post he relinquished to onoof his pupils, 
and is suffering from blindness. 

BEBKELET, The Hon. Francis 
Fitz-Hahdtnge, a younger son of the 
late earl of Berkeley, was born Dec.* 
7, 1794, before the only marriage of 
his parents, which was recognized as 
valid by the House of Lords, and is 
consequently a younger brother of 
Lord Fitz-Hardinge, and elder brother 
of the Hon. C. C. Grantley F. Berkeley 
(q. V.). Ho was educated at Christ’s 
Church, Oxford, where ho was a Gentle- 
man Commoner, but did not graduate ; 
entered Parliament in 1837, as M.P. 
for Bristol, after a hard-fought contest, 
and has retained his scat to the present 
time (18G7). His name is closely 
identified with the ballot, in favour of 
which, since the retirement of Mr. 
Orotefirom political life, he has brought 
forward in the House of Commons 
an annual motion. Mr. Berkeley, 
who is veiy popular at Bristol, has 
always in contested elections been at 
the head of the poll. 

BEBKELEY, The Hon. George 
Charles Grantley Fitz-Haroinoe, a 
younger son of the late earl of Berke- 
ley, and heir-presumptive to that title, 
bom in 1800, was presented at the age 
of sixteen, his godfather, G^rge 
lY. (then Prince Bpgent), with 
mission in the Coldstream Gutties, 
fhnn which Le retired on half-pay 
shortly afterfioming of ago. He re- 
presented the Western division cf 
Gloucestershire in the Liberal interest 
tom 1882 to 1847. In 1830 ho pub- 
liAed his hovel entitled Berkeley 
Castle/’ and feeling much annoyed at 
the severe strictures passed upon it 
in JFVossr’s Mageusme, committed a 
violent assault ppon the publisher. 
For this an action was brought by 
Hr. Fraser, who obtained a verdict 


with £100 damages. Dr. Maginn,. 
who declared himself the author of' 
the article which had given offence,, 
was challenged by Mr. Berkeley, and 
was slightly wounded by him in the 
duel that ensued. Mr. Berkeley, whO' 
has been a master of stag and fox- 
hounds, is well known as a proficient 
in all kinds of field sports, and is the 
author of ** Berkeley Castle,” “ Lau- 
don Hall,” Beminiscences of a Hunts- 
man,” “A Month in the Forests of 
Franco,” “ The English Sportsman in 
the Western Prairies,” and ** My Life 
and Becullections,” published in 1804. 
Ho has written *‘Love at the ‘ Lion,* ” 
and other poems, and has been a Ire* 
quent contributor to periodical litora-^ 
turo on subjects more or less connected 
with field sports. 

BERKELEY, The Bev. Miles- 
Joseph, F.L.S., M.A., bom at Biggin, 
in the parish of Oundlo, in 1803, was 
educated at Bugby and at Christ’a 
College, Cambridge, whei*o ho gra- 
duated in honours in 1825, and 
after holding the curacy of Margate,, 
was appointed, in 1833, to the incum- 
bency of two small parishes near 
Wansford, Northamptonshire, and 
rural dean for a portion of the dean- 
eries of Candle and Weldon.

BEBL102S| Louis Hectob, musical 
composer, bom Deo. 11, 1803, at La 
Cdte St. Andr^, in France, commenced 
the study of medicine at the desire of 
his father, but, seized with a passion 
for music, abandoned it at the end of 
a year, ikying been discarded by his 
father, in order to obtain a livelihood, 
he becseUe a member of the chorus 
at the Gymnasium, at fifty francs 
a month, and at the same time pur- 
sued his musical studies imder Beicha 
and Lesueur, at the Gons^atoiro. 
In 1830 he went to Italy, where he 
spent two years. After his return to 
Paris, he devoted much of his time to 
composition, and has produced many 
symphonies and operas, respecting the 
merits of which there has been much 
difference of opinion. Some have 
thought them extravagant in charac- 
ter, while Liszt was of opinion that 
th^ possessed high merit, and Paga- 
nini testified his sense of the compo- 
ser’s genius by presenting him with an 
order on his banker for 20,000 franca, 
declaring him equal to Beethoven ! 
During the season of 1855, Berlioz 
was one of the conductors of the Now 
Philharmonic Society’s concerts. His 
litersiy works include “ Voyage Musi- 
cale en Allemagne et en Italic ; Etudes 
sur Beethoven, Glfick, et Weber” 
(1845) ; “ Soirees de I’Orchestre,” 2nd 
edition (1854) ; a volume of miscella- 
nies, in which will be found a com- 
plete list of the works of the author, 
and ** Lea Grotesques de la Musique,” 
in 1859. He married Miss Smithson, 
an English actress, since deceased; 
was made Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour, May 6, 1839; a Member of 
the Institute, June 21, 1856 ; and has 
received several foreign orders. 

B E B N A B D, Dr. (See Tuam, 
Bishop of.) 

B E B N A BD, Abistiubs Martin, 
called Martin Bernard, bom at Mont- 
brison (Loire), Sop. 17, 1808, fought 
at the barricades in July, 1830, was 
member of various secret societies, and 
the associate of MM. Barbas and Blan- 
qui. For his share in the insnrreotion 


I of May, 1839, he was condemned, to 
deportation, and passed several years 
at Mont Sjunt-Michel. The revolution 
of Feb., 1848,*restored him to liberty, 
and ho was named representative of 
the people. Afterthe insurrection of 
June, 1849, in which he took a promi- 
nent part, he made his escape, seeking 
refuge in Belgium, and afterwards in 
England. The vicissitudes of his poli- 
tical life are detailed in ** Dix Ans de 
Prison an Mont Saint-Miohel et k la 
Citadello de Douelleus,” first pub- 
lished in 1851-2. 

BERNARD, Claude, physiologist, 
member of the Institute, bom at St. 
Julien, near Villefranche (Rhone), 
July 12, 1813, completed his medical 
studies in Paris, afid was made Doctor 
in 1843. In 1855 he was elected into 
the Academy of Sciences, and in 1856 
was appointed Professor of Experi- 
mental Physiology in France, succeed- 
ing Magendie. M. Bernard has given 
a new direction to experimental phy- 
siology by his importont discoveries. 
Ho has lecalled the attention of the 
learned to a great number of funda- 
mental questions which were regarded 
as alreadv solved, and has shown how 
much stiU remains to bo done to ex- 
plain the essential functions of animal 
organization. His views on this sub- 
ject are explained in Lemons de Phy- 
siologie experimentale appliqu5e k la 
M4deoine” (1855), and ” M5moire sur 
la Chaleur animale” (1856), Ac. He 
was made a Member of the Academy 
of Medicine in 1861, and Grand Officer 
of the Legion of Honour, July 31, 1862. 

J EBNABD, y^iLLiAM Batle, dro- 
bt, son of a once popular Englisl 
comedian, was bom in 1808, at Boston 
U.S. Ho prepared fbr the press his 
fathei's "Recollections of the Stage,” 
and is the author of many popular 
plays, the best known of which arc 
"The Nervous Man and the Mon of 
Nerve,” "The Irish Attgmqy,” “His 
Last Legs,” “The Boarding-School,” 
"Life’^s Trials,” Ac. 

BERNERS (Lord), The Right HoNw ; 
Henry William Wilson, eldest son of 
the5thand late lord, bom Feb.23il797, 
•mm e&dated. at Eton and Binaimel 
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College^ Caiubi'idge. lio Buccocded in 
1851 to the title, which was in 1832 re> 
vived, after having been in abeyance 
nearly acentnry. His IdlPdahip, who is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Leicestershire, and a Magistrate foi 
the counties of Rutland and Norfolk, 
is well known in the agricultural 
world as an extensive breeder of cattle 
and farming stock, and as one of the 
best and most scientific landlords in 
the kingdom. He was President of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England 
in 1869, and of the Smithfield Club in 
1860 and 1861. 

BBRNSTORPP (Count), Arthve 
VON, Prussian Ambassador to the court 
of dreat Britain, bom Feb. 21, 1808, 
was educated in his native city of 
Berlin, and early adopted the diplo- 
matic profession. In the Conference 
at London on the Dano-German ques- 
tion, in 1864, he showed' himself a 
vigorous advocateof German interests. 
Count Bemstorff was appointed Am- 
bassador from the court of Prussia to 
that of St. James’s, July 17, 1854. 

BERRYER, Piebre Antoine, advo- 
cate and politician, was bom in Paris, 
Jan. 4, 1790. His father, an advocate 
at the Paris bar, confided him to the 
care of the Oraiori&M of Juilly, 
where he proved a turbulent and in- 
dolent pupil, at 'the samo time show- 
ing sufficient intelligexice and piety to 
reconcile Ipm to his tedehers. It was 
his desire to become a priest; but 
yielding to the wishes of Ids father, he 
pilrsued the study of the law with tho 
greatest ardour. Earnestly attached 
to the cause of legitimacy, he pro- 
claimed, in 1814, in presence of the 
magistrates and lawi^dents ofRonnes, 
the fiJl of B|papazie> and mounted 
the white coolade. A tumult ensued, 
and the prefect ordered the arrest of 
the author, who fortunately escaped 
to Nantes. He was one of the royal 
vdhmteen who took arms during 
the Hundred Days, to support the 
ancient dynasty and to avert the mis- 
chief of a second invasion. At the 
RestoratioD, he exerted himself ener- 
getioally to moderate the spirit of 
&>urfMm role^ and was one of the de- , 


fenders of Marshal Ney. He always 
pointed out tho dangers of reaction. 
Even in defending the cause of the 
royalists, he professed the maxims of 
a wise liberty, and protested against 
every attempt at corruption and ven- 
geance. HispleadingsforM.Lamennais 
in 1833, for MM. A^ry de Puyraveau 
and Yoyer d’Argenson in 1834, and for 
Prince Louis Napoleonin 18-10, breathe 
the same frankness and liberality. He 
entered the Chamber of Deputies as 
Deputy for the department of tlie 
Haute Loire in 1830, and was the 
brilliani^rgan, but not the passive in- 
strument, of his party. After the fall 
of the Bourbons he remained in France 
to watch over the interests of the 
dynasty. To prove his fidelity to his 
party, ho paid a visit to Charles X. at 
Goritz,inl836,andanotherto the count 
do Chambord in London. In the repub- 
lican assemblies which followed the 
revolution of Feb., 1848, M. Berryer 
confined himself chiofiy to questions of 
finance and administration. Faithful 
to the principles of parliamentoiy rale, 
ho took on active part in the re-union 
of the tenth arronffissomont, where the 
National Asscmblyproclaimod the fall 
of the president. Since the cotep d'4tat 
he has taken no port in politics, except 
by his participation in the attempts 
for a fusion of the two branches of the 
Bourbons. In Feb., 1855, he was 
elected a member of the French Aca- 
demy, and his inaugural speech con- 
tained some allasions to the degrada- 
tion of tho Lower Empire, and was on 
that account obnoxious to the govern- 
ment of Napoleon III., who orderad 
its suppression. In less than twenty- 
four hoars, however, the interdict was 
removed. In the midst of political 
citations M. Berryer still maintained 
lis position as the first advocate at 
bhe French bar. The more recent 
displays of his forensic talents were in 
18^, when he defended the count de 
Montalembert (g. v.), and in ISSO-l^ 
u'the case of Patteraon v. Bonaparte, 
[n conjunction withM. Thiers ondother. 
members of the monarchical party, he 
determined, in 1863, to offer himself 
oi a candidate for the CofxtsLdgialat^, 
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A Btep whicli ueoessitAted his aobiow- 
ledging the goyemmeut of the em* 
pevor, and tfddng the oaths of aUe- 
gianoe. Ho was elected, and by his 
firm attitude in hehalf of moderate 
progress, and some brilliant specimens 
of OMAxxtjf made his infinence and 
that of his small though growing party 
sensibly felt at the Toileries and 
throughont the nation. Whilst on a 
visit to Lord Brougham, M. Berryer 
was entertaiued at a grand dinner, 
given in his honour by the Bar of 
England, which took place in the hall 
of the Middle Temple, Nov. 8, 1864, and 
at which more than 400 guests were 
present. The Attorney-General (Sir 
Boundell Palmer) took the chair, and 
in addition to M. Berryer, there wore 
present M. Desmarest (the b4tonnier 
of the French bar), Lord Brougham, 
Lord Kingedown, Lord Chief Justice 
Cockbum, the Chancellor of Exchequer 
(Mr. Gladstone), Lord Justice Knight 
Bruce, and other distinguished judges 
and members of the bar. 

BESSEMER, Henry, engineer, of 
Breton extraction, was bom in Hert- 
fordshire, in 1813. Being of an essen- 
tially inventive turn of mind, ho has 
undertaken a variety of schemes more 
or loss intimately connected with 
maohineiy; but his name is parti- 
cularly identified with scientific im- 
provements in the manufacture of 
steel, for which, and for other inven- 
tions, he has taken out many patents. 
His improvements are considered by 
persons of high authority on such 
subjects, calculated to effect an entire 
revolution iii the stool trade. 

BEULE, Charles Ernest, archceo- 
legist, born at Saumur, Juno 29, 1826, 
was Vacated at the Normal school 
from 1845 to 1848. He became Pro- 
fessor of Rhetoric at Moulins, and was 
afterwards sent to the French school 
at Athens. His archteologioal dis- 
coveries excited so . much public 
attention, that the idea which had 
been entertained of giving up the 
school was abandoned. On his return 
to France in 1858, M. Benl6 took the 
degree of Doctor, was appointed in 
1854 to succeed M. Rabul-Rochette os 


Professor of Arohsoology in the Biblio- 
theque Imp4riale, and was deoorat^ 
with the cross of the Legion of Honour. 
M. Benle cause^ome very important 
excavations to be made upon the site 
of Carthage. In Feb., 1860, M. Beul5 
was elected a member of the Acad4mie 
des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres, in 
place of M. Lenornant. In April, 1862, 
he was elected Perpetual Secretary to 
the Academy of Fine Arts, and pro- 
tested, at the re-organization of the 
School of Fine Arts, towjirds the end 
of 1863, against tho new condition of 
affairs. Tho following are some of 
his numerous works: — “An vulgaris 
linguaapud votores Grocos oxstiterit ? “ 
“ Los Arts et la Poosio k Sparte sous 
la legislation do Lycurge,” published 
in 1853; “Lea Frontons dn Parthe- 
non,*' and “L'Acropolod’Ath^nes,** in 
1854; “ Etudes sur Ic Peloponn^se,** in 
1855 (tho last two works being pub- 
lished by order of tho Minister of 
Public Instruction) ; “ Los Temples de 
Symeuse,’* in 1856; “Les Monnaies 
d'Athfcnes,” in 1858; “Eloge d'Hip- 
polyto Flandrin,** and “ Histoire de la 
Sculpture avant Phidia^" in 1864. 
M. Beulo has written “Eloge de M. 
Horace Yernet,’* “Phidias, Drame 
antique, ’* iu 1863, and other works. 

BEUST (Baeon von), Frederick 
Ferdinand, boru at Dresden, Jan. 13, 
1809, studied at Gottingen and Leipsic, 
and entered the Foreign Ofl^e. After 
holding the post of Assessor of Land- 
survey in 1832, he spent between 
two and three years in visiting Swit- 
zerland, Fiunco, and England. He 
becamo Secretary of the Saxon Lega- 
tion at Berlin in 1836, occupied the 
samo post at Paris in 1838, waa Charg4 
d’Afiaires at Munich in 1841, in Lon- 
don in 1846, and Ambassador to the 
court of Berlin in 1848; Minister 
for Foreign Affairs for Saxony in 
Feb., 18&, receiving the portfolio 
for Agriculture in the following May. 
He took a prominent part in the dis- 
cussions preceding the treaty of 1852, 
and in 1853 became Minister ^of the 
Interior, when he resigned his p<^ ^ 
as of Agriculture. On the 

breaking out bf tlie Danish war in 
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1863, Baron von Beast distinguished 
himself by his fidelity to Federal in- 
terests, tmd by a rebuke he adminis- 
tered to Lord BusselMn answer to a 
despatch from the Iwter. He repre- 
sented the Germanic Diet at the 
London Conference of 1864, during 
the continuance of which he twice 
Tisited Paris, to confer with the em- 
peror Napoleon, whose guest he was 
afterwards at Fontainebleau. After 
the war between Austria and Prussia, 
Baron yon Beust was made Minister 
for Foreign Afiairs in Austria, Oct. 80, 
1866, Minister of the Household, Nov. 
14, 1866, and President of the Council, 
on the retirement of Count Belcrcdi, 
Feb. 4, 1867. The emperor of Aus- 
tria, acting under Baron von Beust’s 
adyice, has made great concessions to 
Hungaiy. 

BIABD, Auguste Francois, painter, 
bom at Lyons, June 27, 1800 1 after 
studying in the Academy of Fine Arts 
of his natiye place, yisited Spain, 
Greece, Syria, and Egypt, and his 
sketches mpidly found their way into 
public collections aUd private resi- 
dences. His ** Arabian overtaken by 
the Simoom in the Desert,” exhibited 
at Paris in 1833, was followed by the 
“Odcdlsqfie of Smyrna.” M. Biordwas, 
however, more successful in the deli- 
neation of comic and burlesque group- 
ings, which, always taken from life, 
made hini the favoivite of his mirth- 
loving coAntrymon. Among these are 
The Sequel of a Masquerade,” ” A 
Skimiish of Masquers with the Police,” 
and ** The Family Concert,” a divert- 
ing satire upon wonderful children. 
His power extends to the delineation 
of grim snlMectSj^auch as his ** Slave- 
market on MO Gmd Coast of Africa.” 
His love o# travel led him to visit 
Bussia, Norway, Lapland, Greenland, 
and Spitsbergen, whither ho was 
accompanied by his wife, and he pro- 
duced a number of sketches and 
Btudieaof .iutture in these regions. His 
most celebrated picture of this period 
is the ” Combat with Polar Bears.” 
In 1857 he exhibited ” The Bombard- 
ibeint 6S Bomaraund,” and ** A Ball on 
hpord an Bnglidi Cotvette.” This 


artist obtained two medals of the 
second class in 1828 and 1848 respec- 
tively, one of the first class in 1836, ned 
the ” Order of Merit ” in 1838. Many 
of his pictures have been engraved. 

BIABD, Madame, wife of Auguste 
Francois Biard (separated from him 
since 1843), devotes herself to litera- 
ture, writing under the name of Ldonie 
d'Aunet. She has contributed to the 
femlletons of the Sidcle and the Presse. 
Her Voyage d’nne Femme au Spitz- 
berg,” a relation of the journey which 
she took with her husband, has 
passed through two editions (1854 
and 1856). She published ‘‘Un 
Mariage en Provence ” in 1866, 
“line Vengeance” (second edition, 
1858), “ litiennette,” “ Silvfere,” and 
** Le Secret” in 1859,' and has written 
for the stage. 

BIBEB, The Bev. George Edward, 
bom in 1801, and educated in Ger- 
many, is Ph. D. of Tiibingen and LL.D. 
of Gottingen. In the earlier part of 
his career he was connected with the 
educational establishments of Pesta- 
lozzi’s first disciples at Vverdun, in 
Switzerland, in one of which he was 
for some years a partner. Since 1826 
he has resided inEngland, and in 1839 
was naturalized by Act of Parliament, 
with a view to his admission into Holy 
Orders in the Church of England- 
Even then ho was known, both on the 
CoDtinent and in England, as the 
author of a variety of publications, 
chiefly oif educational subjects, tho 
principal being a Memoir of Henry 
Pestalozzi and his Plan of Education.” 
In 1842 ho was appointed by Arch- 
bishop Howley to the incumbency of 
the Holy Trinity, Boehampton. Dr. ' 
Biber has written numerous works, 
chiefly theological, and many of them 
controversial, the principid of which 
are ” The Standard of Catholicity ; ” 
” The Catholicity of the Anglican 
Church vindicate, and tho alleged 
Catholicity of the ]^man Church dis- 
proved;” “Tho Boyal Supremacy 
over the Church considered as to its 
Constitutional Limits ;” “ Histoiy and 
Present State of the Education Ques* 
tion ; ” OpinionB of Sir F. Thesiger,

Sir W. F. Wood, and Dr. B. Phillimore, 
respecting the Oonstitational Powers 
of .Convocation, and the Bight of Suf- 
fragan Bishops to a Yoice in the 
Question of Prorogation, edited for the 
Convocation Society 5 ** ** Bishop Blom 
field and his Times ; ** and ** A Plea 
for an Edition of the Authorized Ver- 
sion of lloly Sciipture, with Explana- 
tory and Emendatory Marginal Boad- 
ings.” Ho has published numerous 
sermons., many of them bearing upon 
the theological and social questions of 
the day. Of those published in volumes, 
the principal are ** Saints’ Day Ser- 
mons,” ”The Seven Voices -of the 
Spirit,” and “ The Boyalty of Christ.” 
To periodical literature he has been 
a constant contributor, was one of 
the principal writers connected with 
the English Revieiv, which took the 
place of the British Critic after the 
appearance of the Oxford Tract 
No. 90, and was for some yeaina the 
editor of the John Bull, Dr. Biber, 
who has been connected with many of 
the Church movements of the day, 
took a leading part in the establish- 
ment of the ” Sdeiety for the Bevival 
of Convocation,” from which ho with- 
drew, on finding the object of the 
society accomplished by the resump- 
tion of the deliberative functions of 
Convocation, and also for some years 
in the Church Union, from which he 
retired in 1864 

BIBESCO, George Demetrius, ex- 
Hospodor of Wallachia, bom in 1804, 
in the banat of Craiova, of a family 
originally from Little Wallachia, was 
educated first at Bucharest, then at 
Paris, where he studied for seven 
years '(1817-1824). On his return to 
Wallachia, he was made Under-Sccre- 
taiy^ of State in the department of 
Justice, under the administration of 
General Kisseleff, chief secretary of 
foreign affairs ; but shortly after the 
accession of Alexander Ghika ho re- 
signed, and lived sometimes at Vienna 
aiid sometimes at Paris. In 1841 he 
returned to Wallachia, was elected 
Member, then Secretaiy of the General 
Assembly, and became one of the 
ohirils of the opposition^ which at , 


last expelled Ghika, whom he suc- 
ceeded as hospQdar in 1843. Tho 
liberal party, which had form^ 
great hopes o|[^m, saw in his first 
acts a tenden* towards absolutism, 
and too great condescension towards 
Bussia, and an opposition was- 
org^ized against him. Bibesco ob- 
tained a firman from the Porte, and 
closed the Assembly. Other assem- 
blies proved moie tractable, and made 
great internal improvements in the 
country. Boads were constructed; 
bridges, quays, and bafracks built ^ 
the forced labour of the peasants was 
reduced, tho slaves of the monasteries 
were enfranchised, and an attempt 
was made at adopting national educa- 
tion. The Eanariot party, however, 
were dissatisfied, and the national 
Wallachian party, excited by tho 
revolution of 1848, hastened the 
explosion. After a pacific manifes* 
tation, intended to draw firom the 
hospodar a national constitution, an 
insurrection broke out in Little Wal- 
laohia, and spread to Bucharost, and 
the constitution of June 21 was pro- 
claimed. Abandoned by the peopfo 
and the army, Prince Bibesco o&ored 
to twenty-two articles of the consti- 
tution, and named at the same sitting 
a ministry composed of the chiefe oiT 
tho movement; but two days aftei*, 
in consequence of the remonstrances of' 
the agents of Bussia, he resigned the 
hospodariat and retired first to Tran- 
sylvania, and then to Vienna. After 
having for some years kept aloof firom 
politics, he was in 1857 elected a 
member of the Divan ad hoc, convened 
to arrange the political reorganization 
of Moldo-Wallacliia. Bibesco, as well 
as his brother, Prince Stirbey (q.v.),, 
was favourable to the union of the 
principalities, with a foreign princa 
for their sovereign. By his first 
marriage with Mdlle. Brancovano, tha 
prince has three sons, all of whom 
have been educated in France, and 
have served with the French army* 
The second, Nicholas, was aide-de- 
camp to Marshal Bandon, in Algeria, 
under whom he served in the cam-! 
paign against the Eal^les. Ha waa.. 
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decorated with the Legion of Honour, 
and made grand officer April 28, 1864. 
The third son, Georgeag for his services 
with the French arn^|kn Mexico, was 
decorated with the Lej^on of Honour, 
and was made grand officer April 28, 
1864. 

BIGKEBSTETH, Du. (See Brpox, 
Bishop of.) 

BICEEBSTETH, The Yen. Edward, 
D.D., the second son of the late Bov. 
John Bickerstetli, M.A., and brother 
of the bishop of llipon, was bom in 
1814, at Acton, Suffolk; entered at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1832, 
and graduated B.A. in honours, at 
Sidn^ Sussex College, having pre- 
viously obtained the Taylor’s Mathe- 
matic^ Exhibition. He afterwards 
entered as a Student in Theology at 
Durham University, where he gained 
the first prize for a theological essay 
in 1837 s was ordained Deacon at the 
end of that year, and Priest in Jan., 
1839. He served as Curate to Arch- 
deacon Vickers, at Chetton, Shrop- 
shire, in 1838-9, when ho was ap- 
pointed to the curacy, with solo 
charge, of the Abbey, Shrowsbiiiy. 
Having occupied this position for nine 
years, he was presented by the Earl 
Howe, in 1848, to the incumbency of 
Penn Stmet, Buckinghamshire. Dr. 
Bickersteth was appointed Rural Dean 
of Amersham, by the bi'shop of Ox- 
ford, the same year; Vicar of Ayles- 
bmy and Archdeacon of Buckingham 
in 1863 ; Select Preacher before the 
University of Cambridge in 1861, and 
Deputy-I^locutor of the Convocation 
of Canterbuxy in 1861-2. He was 
elected Prolocutor of the Convocation 
of Canterbury uffon the resignation 
of the deanof Bristol, and admitted 
to the degr^ of D.D., propter merited 
by a grace of the Senate of the 
University of Cambridge in 1864; 
again elected Prolocutor at the open- 
ing of the New Convention in 1866, 
and Funt Honoraiy Canon of Christ 
Church, Oxford. He has published 
** Questions illustrating the Thirty- 
nine Jkrtioles," ** Catechetical ■Ex- 
ercises* on the Apostles’ Creed,” 
"Prayers for ‘ the Present Times,” 


Charges delivered at his Visitations 
in 1856, 1866, 1868, 1869, 1861, 1862, 
1864^ and 1866; "God’s Judgments 
in India, a Warning to England” — a 
sermon on the Fast Day, Oct. 7, 1867 ; 
“Church Music” — a sermon; “Tho 
Convictions of Balaam” — ^an Oxford 
Lenten sermon; "The Anthems of 
Creation” — a choral sermon; "The 
Confiict with tho Spirit of Expe- 
diency” — ^an Oxford Lenten sermon; 
various * Tracts in tho 3vd series of 
Tiiiots for the Christian Seasons; a 
paper on "Diocesan Synods,” read 
at tho York Congress in 1866; "The 
Authority and Responsibilities of the 
Christian Ministry ” — an ordination 
sermon preached in Ripon Cathedral 
in 1866, Ac. Ac. 

BIDDER, George Parkes, civil 
engineer, the son of a W'orkiiig man, 
born about 1800, affords an instance 
of what may bo effected in the way 
of " self-help ” by one of the humbler 
classes. Having early in life shown 
considerable aptitude for calculating, 
ho exhibited his powers in several 
places as the " Calculating Buy.” Ho 
gained the acquainta.ncc and confi- 
dence of Geor^ Stephenson, whom 
he materially assisted in getting 
several railway bills passed through 
the Houses of Parliament, was one of 
the engineers of the Blackwall Rail- 
w'ay, and has been extensively em- 
ployed in tho construction of other 
lines. Mr. Bidder, who was one of 
tho chief promoters of tho Electric 
Telegraph Company from its estab- 
lishment, was President of the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers for 1860-61. 

BTESENTHAL, Dr. Johannes 
Heinrich, philologist, was bom in 
tho duchy of Posen, about the ban- 
ning of this ccntu]y,of Jewish parents. 
His early life was devoted to the study 
of the various departments of the 
literature of his nation, in all of which 
he acquired proficiency. His profound 
knowledge of the Tahnud impressed 
him early in life with tho conviotion 
that Christianity must be the true 
faith, which he accordingly embraced, 
consecrating his talents and devoting 
his energies to the promotion of tiie 
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principles of his adopted creed. He 
was an intimate friend of the late Dr. 
Anstostas Neander. Dr. Biesenthal 
published at Berlin, in 1840, a very 
valuable Lexicon, in Latin, of the 
Hebrew langpmge^ and in 1851, in 
German, the history of the Christian 
Ghnrch during the first threecenturies, 
after Talmudical sources. Noandor, 
who saw the MS. before it was sent 
to the press, pronounced the perform- 
ance one of the moat important con- 
tributions to ecclesiastical history. In 
tho samo year Dr. Biesenthal partly 
edited and partly finished a com- 
montaiy in Talmudical Hebrew on 
St. Luke, commenced by Dr. 1. From- 
mann, of Hallo, early in the last cen- 
tury, and the work soon wont through 
three editions. The favour with which 
the Gospel was received induced Dr. 
Biesenthal to publish his ^'Epistola 
PauU ad Bomanos, cum Babbioico 
Gommentario,'* in 1853, and his 
*'Epistola Pauli ad Hebrmos, cum 
Babbinico Gommentario,'* in 1857. 
Dr. Biesenthal, who was employed for 
some time by the London Society for 
Promoting Christianity amongst the 
Jews, to assist the Bev. J. C. Beichardt 
in the revision of the Hebrew version 
of tho New Testament, holds the post 
of Missionary to tho Jews at Berlin, 
in which city he settled soon after 
he joined tho Christian church, 
under the auspices of the above- 
named society. 

BIGSBY, Boiikht, LL.D., F.B.S., 
F.S.A., the only son of thelatoBobert 
Bigsby, Esq„ registrar of the arch- 
deaconiy of Nottingham, bom at his 
father’s residence in Castle Gate, 
Nottingham, in 1806, was educated at 
Bepton school, then under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Sleath. Disappointed in 
the legal prospects with which he had 
been brought up, he turned his atten- 
tion to tho study of antiquities, and 
began to collect materials for a histoiy 
of Bepton, which he published in 1854. 
In 1842 he had published a volume of 

Miscellaneous Poems and Essays,” 
and in 1848 Yisions of the Times of 
Old, or the Antiquarian Enthusiast,” 
both of which trMt of the historical 


associations of that ancient to?m. He 
is the author of a dramatic romance, 
in 12 acts, entitled Ombo” (1853) ; 
with an histq^al introduction and 
notes ; a piece xmting of the period 
of the slave conspiracy at Malta, in 
the time of the Knights of St. John ; 
of ” Boldon Delaval,” ** My Cousin’s 
Story,” “ Tho Delaval Correspon- 
dence,” “ Scraps from my Note-Book,” 
^’Bemarks on the Expediency of a 
National Order of Merit,” “ Observa- 
tions on the Expediency of Founding 
a National Institution In Honour of 
Literature,” Ac. In 1831 Dr. Bigsly 
presented the astrolabe of Sir Francis 
Drake, the famous navigator, toWilliam 
lY., by whoso command it was placed 
in Gmonwich Hospital, and he has 
since presented other relics of Drake 
to tho British Museum. Dr. Bigsby 
is LL.D. of Glasgow (tho diploma 
having been conferred on him in 
recognition of his literary merit), 
enjoys a literary pension on the Civil 
List of £IQ0 a year, is an honorary 
and corresponding member of several 
foreign literary societies, and Secre- 
tary and Begistrar of the English 
‘*Langue” of tho Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem. 

BILLING, Aschibald, M.D., M.A., 
F.B.S., Ac., a native of Ireland, boni 
in 1791, was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, and at Oxford, having 
graduated at the first-mentioned. He 
became a Fellow of the Boyal College 
of Physicians of London in 1818, has 
passed through the offices of Censor 
and Member of Council, was for some 
years Physician of the London Hos- 
pital, having been Professor of tho 
Medical School (where he instituted 
clinical lectures) from 1817 until 1836, 
when, upon the creation of the New 
University of London, he was invited 
to 'become a Fellow, and has since 
been a Member of the Senate^ and 
Examiner for Degrees in Medicine. 
Dr. Billing is a Fellow of tho Boyal 
Society, has been Ptesident of the 
Hunterian Society, and Vice-President 
of the Boyal Medical and Chirnrgical 
Society; is one of the origiaal^ mem- 
bers of the Microscopical Society^ a 
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Fellow of the Geological Society, and 
Corresponding Member of the Medical 
Societies of Dresden, Florence, Brus- 
sels, and New York.||Pr. Billing has 
been an extensive cratributor to the 
Lancet^ Medical Qcusette, and other peri- 
odicals, on varions subjects of diseases 
and physiology, snch as fever, cholera, 
nnenrism,his original discovoxyof the 

Cause of the Sounds of the Bfeart,*’ 
Ac.; is well known as the author 
of “ First Principles of Medicine,” a 
^text-book in the medical world, which 
has gone through several editions, has 
been translated and published • in 
France and Geimany, and rq)ub1ished 
in America ; and of ** Practical Obser- 
-vations on Diseases of the Lungs and 
Heart.” 

BINNEY, De. (See Nova Scotia, 
Bishop of.) 

BINNEY, The Rev. Tmohas, born 
in 1798 or 1799, at Newcastle-on-Tyno, 
was educated at Wymondley College. 
Mr. Binney commenced as minister 
of an Independent chapel^t Newport, 
Isle of Wight, whence he removed, 
in 1829, to London, to the pastorate 
of the King’s Weigh-house Chapel,” 
then in Eaatchcap. In 1826 he pub- 
lished the ” Life of the Rev. Stephen 
Morel!,” and in 1827, a discourse 
preached before the Congregational 
ministers of Hampshire, ” On the 
Dltimate Design of the Christian 
Ministiy.” After his settlement in 
London, he issued, under the sig- 
nature of "Fiat JuBtitia,” several 
pamphlets, treating with great free- 
dom many topics then agitating the 
religious world, which soon became 
very popular. In 1834 he delivered 
nn address on layiii^ the first stone of 
the new Ki^s Weigh-house Chapel 
on Fish-strfet Hill, which created 
considerable discuMion, and after- 
wards published^Dissent not Schism,” 
« The Ultimate Object of the E^nn- 
gelical Dissenters,” "The Christian 
Ministiy not a Priesthood,” " Righte- 
ousness exalteth a Nation,” and 
" An Imaginary Conversation,” ap- 
pended to a work of Mr. Baird’s, in 
Which h^disonsses the question, "Are 
Dissenters to hare a Lltoigy P” He 


is the author of a series of papers on 
" The Great Gorham Case,” which he 
contributed to the Christian Timea^ 
and of "An Axgument on the Loviticid 
Law touching the Marriage of a 
Deceased Wife’s Sister,” which on its 
appearance passed rapidly through 
several editions. His " Conscientious 
Clerical Nonconformity,” in which he 
justifies a refusal of subscription to the 
Prayer-book, is thought, by his co- 
religionists, to be a defcMice of their 
position which it is difficult to refhte. 
Mr. Binney was the first to introduce 
chanting into the service of Indepen- 
dent congregations ; and he gave a 
great impulse to congregational psal- 
mody by his " Service of Song in the 
House of. tho Lord.” In a previous 
work, " The Closet and the Church,” 
lie Had enforced the necessity of minis- 
terial devotion. Tho best known of 
his other works is a volume of dis- 
courses on the eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews, entitled " Tho Practical 
Power of Faith,” published in 1830. 
He edited a volume, entitled “ Tower 
Sermons,” preached at Tower Church, 
Erith, to which he contributed two 
discourses. Two of his "Lectures 
to Young Men ” grew under his hand 
into small volumes, — one on Sir 
Thomas Fowell Buxton, and the other 
entitled, " Is it Possible to make the 
Best of Both Worlds? ” In 1845 he 
paid a visit to tho United States and 
the Canadas. In 1857 he set out on 
a tour through tho Australian colonics, 
wiiero he preached and lectured to 
large audiences. His correspondence 
with the bishop of Adelaide, com- 
menced by his lordship, excited 
much attention when it appeared, in 
the English and Australian journals. 
Mr. Binney continued his labours in 
Australia about two years, after which 
he returned to England and resumed his 
duties as pastor of the King’s Weigh- 
house Chapel. During h& stay in 
Australia, he published a work on the 
’Bishop of Adelaide's Idea of tho 
Dhurch of the Future,” which has 
since been issued in London, with 
additional matter, under the title of 
'’Lights and Shadows of Church Life 
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in Aostraiia ; inolnding Thonghta on 
Some Things at Home;'* and has 
since pnblished ** Monej,” St. Paul, 
his Life and Ministiy to the Close of 
his Third Hisaionaiy Jonmey,” and 
^'Hicah, the Priest-maker, a Hand- 
book on Ritualism.” Mr. Binney 
reoeiTed from the University of Aber- 
deen i^o degree of LL.D., and that of 
D.D. from the United States. 

BIBGH, The Bey. Henry Mildred, 
eldest son of the Rev. Homy Rons 
Birch, of Southwold, Suffolk, born 
about 1820, was educated on the 
foundation at Eton, and proceeded in 
duo course to King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where he succeeded to a Fel- 
lowship, and graduated B.A. in 18 
having obtained the Craven Scholar- 
ship, and other university distinc- 
tions. He afterwards went to Eton 
as one of the assistant masters, and 
whilst there was selected as tutor to 
his Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales. Having resigned his post and 
taken orders, he was appointed, in 
1852, rector of Prestwich, near Man- 
chester. He is chaplain to the Queen 
and to the Prince of Wales, and 
honorary Canon of Manchester Cathe- 
dral. 

BIRCH, Sakuel, eldest sou of the 
late Rev. Samuel Birch, D.D., rector 
of St. Mary Woolnoth, London, and 
vicar of Little Marlow, Bucks, born in 
London, Nov. 3, 1813, was educated 
at private schools at Greenwich and 
Blaokheath, and afterwards at Mer- 
chant Taylors’ School, which he left 
in 1831. He was employed under the 
Commissioners of Public Records in 
1834^ and in 1836 was appointed 
assistant in the department of An- 
tiquities of the British Museum, 
from which he rose to be assistant- 
keeper in 1844, on the retirement of 
Mr. Bamewell, and on the new orga- 
nization of the department in 1861, 
was appointed keeper of the Oriental, 
Medisval, and Brituh Antiquities 
and Ethnographical Golleotions. ’In 
184i6 Mr. Birch visited Italy by order 
of the trustees to examine the Anas- 
tasi collection of Egyptian antiqui- 
ties at that time at L^honii and 


to see the oolleotious of Rome opd 
other cities. In 1866 he was again 
sent to Rome by the late Sir Q. Come- 
wall Lewis, then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, to damine and vidue,^ in 
conjunction with Mr. Newton, the 
Gampana collection which had been 
offered to the British Government for 
purchase. In 1863, the description 
which he drew up of a papyrus be- 
longing to the Prince of Wales was 
printed for private circulation by his 
Royal Highness. In 1^9 he was 
elected corresponding member of the 
Arohmologiual Institute of Rome ; in 

1851, of the Academy of Berlin ; in 

1852, of that of Herculaneum ; and in : 
1861, of the Academy of Inscriptions 
and Belles-Lettres of the French In- 
stitute. The honorary degree of LL.D. 
was conferred upon him by the Uni- 
versity of St. Andrews in 1862. He 
is an honorary member of the Royal 
Society of Literature, of the Society 
of Antiquaries, of the Oriental So- 
ciety of France, and of the Ethnolo- 
gical Society of America, and is one 
of the direction of the Archaeological 
Institute of Romo. At an early pe- 
riod of his career he paid particular 
attention to the study of Egyptian 
hieroglyphics, and his researches at- 
tracted the notice and secured him 
the lasting friendship of the late Boron 
Bunsen, with whose labours ho was 
associated in his work on Egypt, Mr. 
Birch having contributed the philo- 
logical portions relating to the hiero- 
glyphics. One of the last requests of 
Baron Bunsen was thatheshould under- 
take the revision of future editions 
of this work. His labours extend over 
most branches of antiquities, having, 
besides his researchesin hieroglyphic^, 
published memoirs and disseitations 
on Greek, Roman, and British anti- 
quities, numismatics, andethnogxaph^, 
and assisted in the editing of cunei- 
form inscriptionB. In addition^ to 
these he has published in the Astotie 
Jowrwjtl translations from 

nese, several papers in the " Tnm- 
aotions of the Royal Society <» Lite- 
rature,” the Archaologith the. JSemce 
AvohAoloqiquef the Arehaologiseh^ 'Zei^ 
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tvmg^ and the works Of varioas so- 
cieties. He contributed manj arti- 
cles to the ” English Encyclo- 
pedia.” The late king of Prussia 
pElpBented him with* a copy of the 
great work of Lepsius, the ‘*Denk- 
mUer/* for his Egyptian researches. 
Mr. S^h’s principal pid>lications are 
— tiie ” Gallery of Antiquities,” 1842 ; 
the text of Owen Jones’s Views on 
the Nile^” 1843 ; ** Catalogue of Greek 
Vases*' (with Mr. Newtou), 1851; 
** Introduction to the Study of the Hie- 
icglyphics 1857 ; a ** History of An- 
cient Fotteiy,” 1858; and “Descrip- 
tion of tho Papyrus of Nash-khem,” 
1863. 

BIBES, The Rev. Thomas Bawson, 
M.A .9 born Sep., 1810/ graduated 
at Ttinity College, Cambridge, as 
Second Wrangler and Second Smith's 
Prizeman in 1834. Indihe same year 
he became Eellow of his college, and 
was Seatonian Prizeman in 1843 and 
1844. In the latter year he became 
rector of Kctshall, Herts. He is the 
author of “ First Elements of Pro- 
phecy,’* “ The Pour Empires,” “ The 
Two Later Visions of Daniel,” “ Mo- 
dem Astronomy,” “ Modem ^tional- 
ism,” “ The Christian State,” “ Horee 
Apostolicse,” a supplement to Paley's 
“ Horse FauHnse ; ** “ Horse Evange- 
Hc 8^” a work on the internal evidence 
of the Gospels, “Treasures f»f Wis- 
:lom,” “Difficulties of Belief,” “ Out- 
lines of Unfdlffiled Prophecy,” “ The 
Bible and Modem Thou^t,” ** Matter 
and Ether, or the Seoret La^vs of 
Physical Change,i “The Exodus of 
Israel,” “Memoir? of the late Rev. E. 
Biokersteth, rector of Watton” (whose 
daughter he married), and various 
pamphlets and lectures. Ho has been 
since 1860 one of the honorary Secre- 
taries, of the Evangelical Alliance, 
i^nd. was for five years examining 
i^haplain to Dr. ViUiers, bishop of 
Jarlislej and afterwards bishop of 
Onrham. Dr. Bixks was appointed 
?eipef^ .Qiurate of .Holy Trimty, 
]/aiaibvidg0;iii)l865. 

BIQK7HQi!IPj| ^eoponr Louis Wiii- 
*IAX, oHatoioiflli pud physiologist, bom 
li Hmmori Octf 18Q7« appointed 


Professor of Anatomy in Heidelberg 
in 1836, removed thenoe, in 1843, to 
the University of Giessen, and to ^at 
of Munich in 1854. Ho received the 
prize from the Berlin Academy for 
his “ Ent^okelungs-Geschichte des 
Eaninoheneis,” published in 1843; 
and has contribute much to the study 
of embryology. One. o^is moat impor* 
tant works is “ Beweis" vender Begat- 
tung der nnabhilngigen periodisohen 
Reifung und Loslbsung der Eier, der 
SilugetUere und der Mensohen,” pub- 
lished in 1844. In the Gdrlitz trial he 
demonstrated the impossibility of 
spontaneous eombustion. 

BISHOP, Lady Anna, daughter of 
the late Mr. Riviere, an artist, was 
bom in London in 1814, became the 
second wife, in 1881, of the late Sir 
Henry R. Bishop, professor of music 
in the University of Oxford, who died 
in 1855. She received an excellent 
musical education, and made a snccess- 
ful dSbut as a singer in 1837, appeared 
with distinction at the Ancient and 
Philharmonio Concerts in 1838, and at* 
tho great musical festivals given in 
the cathedral towns of Gloucester, 
Worcester, York, and Hereford. In 
this early part of her career this lady 
chiefly sang the classical music of 
Handel, Hadyn, Mozart, and Beet- 
hoven, having paid little or no at- 
tention to modem operatic music; 
and it was not until she liod achieved 
a distinguished positiem as a concert 
singer, that, by tho advice of a cele- 
brated musician, she seriously devoted 
herself to its study. Lady Bishop 
afterwards mode a tour of tho chief 
capitals of Europe, whore, as in Ame- 
rica and Australia, she was most en- 
thusiastically received. She returned 
to England in 1858, having married 
Mr. Schulz, of New York, and at the 
close of the London season in 1869, 
went to the United States, which she 
again left to reside in London. This 
lady is a member of the Philharmonic 
Societies of Copenhagen, Florence, 
mid^ Verona, and of the musical w- 
cieties of St. Petersburg, Moscow, and 
Palermo ; an associate of the so^ty . 
of Santa Cecilia at Rome, dra. -U 
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BISMARCK - SCHCENHAUSEN 
(Count von), Kasl Otto, Btat^esman, 
at SohcBDliaaBeni April 1, 1814 ; 
studied at Gdttingen, Berlin, and 
Greifawald; entered the army, and 
was afterwards a lieutenant in the 
Landwehr. He became a member of 
the Diet of thp province of Saxony in 

1846, and of General Diet, in 
which he mad^ himself remarkable 
by the boldness' of his speeches, in 

1847. On one o(^a8ion he argued 
that all great' cities should be sWept 
from the face of the earth, because 
they were the centres of democracy 
and constitutionalism. Nor did the 
events of 1848 modify his opinions. 
In 1851 he entered the diplomatic 
service, and was intrusted with the 
legation at Frankfort. Regarding 
Austria as the antagonist of Prussia, 
he was sent, in 1852, to Vienna, where 
lieprovedaconstant advorsaiy to Count 
Rechberg. In 1858 a pamphlet, en- 
titled ** La Pmsse et la Question Ita- 
lienne,” appeared, the authorship of 
which was generally attributed to 
him. In this publication reference 
was made to the antagonism existing 
between Austria and Prussia, and a 
triple alliancebetwecn Franco, Prussia, 
and Russia was advocated. In March, 
1859, M. Bismarck was sent as Am- 
•dassador to St. Petersburg, which post 
he held until 1862, and having con- 
ciliated the Czar, was decorated with 
the order of Saint Alexander Newski. 
In May, 1862, he was appointed Am- 
bassador to Paris, where he received 
the Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour from the emperor Napoleon, 
and he was made Minister of the 
King’s House and of Foreign Affairs 
in Prussia, Sep. 22. The budget 
having been rejected by the Deputies, 
but adopted by the Upper Chamber, 
M. Bismarck, in the name of the king, 
dissolved the former after a series of 
angry altercations. The newspapers 
wmem protested against this deflqpotio 
act were proceeded against with great 
severity, os were nnmeroiu public 
eflldals, magistrates, and others, who 
opaily expressed views hostile to the 
g^venonent. In JamuoTf 1868, he 


protested against an . address which 
the deputies presented to the king, 
in which he was accused of - having 
violated the constitution. ShortlV 
alter the affairs of Poland caused freshi 
difficulties. The ChG^nber of Deputies, 
by a majority of five to one, censured 
the Ministry ^for having concluded 
(Feb. 8) a secret treaty with Russia. 
After the close of the aggressive war 
waged by Prussia. and Austria against 
Denmarli^ and in which the latter 
power had very reluctantly taken part, 
M. von Bismarck thought the time 
had arrived for carrying out his long- 
cherished project of making Prassia 
the real head of Germany. His pre- 
parations fo^ another aggressive war 
were completed, and, aided by an alli- 
ance with Italy, in a campaign of a 
few weeks* duration Austria and her 
allies were defoatod. It is probable 
that dread of a still more formidable 
alliance induced M. von Bismarck 
stop short in his career qf victory, as 
the emperor Napoleon, in his speech 
to the French Chambers, declared 
that he had arrested the conqueror at 
the gates of Vienna. A preliminary 
treaty of peace with Austria was con- 
clude at Nikolsburg, July 26, 1866, 
and as Austria consented to retire 
from Germany, the terms of a general 
pacification were arranged. M. von 
Bismarck was created a count, Sep. 
16, 1865. 

BLAAUW, William Henrt,P.S.A., 
raly son of Ihe late WiUiam Blaauw, 

~ q., bom in 1793, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated in 1813. He is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Sussex, has served as High Sheriff 
for that county, is well knovm as an 
accomplished antiquary, and was one 
of the founders of the Snasex Aichsso- 
logioal Society. Mr. Blaauw is the 
author of an interesting historical 
treatise, entitled " The Barons’ War, 
mrfniifwff the. Battles of Lewes and 
Evesham,” publii^ed in 184^ of 
some smaller papers of an antiquariMi 
chaxMter, publ&hed'anonymoMlf. •

and Umyersity of his natv^ city. 
The son of a builder who had raised 
himself to oironmstancos of afinenoe, 
Hr. Blacky after serving his appren- 
tioediipj went into business as a book 
seller, and, amongst other important 
works, brought out the '*En<yolo- 
peedia Britannica,” to the recent edi- 
tions of which he has contributed 
several articles. From an early period 
of his career, Mr. Black took an active 
part in the politics of Edinburgh, and 
in the former part of the century 
boldly sided with the small band of 
Liberals who stood up for Burgh Be- 
form, as the initiative to the larger 
measure of Parliamentary Beform, 
which eventually croymod their per- 
severing labours. On the failure of 
the well-known firm of Constable and 
Ca, the publication of Hie Edinhirgh 
Review passed into his hands, and thus 
drew closer his relations with the 
Whig party. He has held many 
municipal offices, and been twice 
elected Lord Provost of the city ; an 
office which ho filled with so much 
satisfaction to his constituents, that 
they subscribed the necessary funds 
to have his portrait painted by* Sir J. 
W. Gordon, to ornament the walls of 
the council-room. Mr. Black, who has 
declined the honour of k^hthood 
offered to him, is the proprieto^by 
purchase, of the copyi'ight of **^he 
Waverley Novels” and other workff of 
Sir WiJter Scott. When above seventy 
years of ake, in 1^6, Mr. Black was, 
on the retnfement of Mr. T. B. (after* 
wards Lort) Macaulay, returned to 
the House of Commons as M.P. for 
Edinburgh, which he continued to re- 
present till 1865. Although a mem- 
ber of the Independent body, Mr. 
Black advocates an nnseotarian sys- 
tem of education, perfect freedom of 
trade, and absolute toleration in re- 
IfrdoD* 

B L A 0KB U BN, Sib Colin, the 
second son of the late John Blackburn, 
Esq., of EBleam, co'. Stirling, by 
Bebeoca, daughter of the late Bev. 
Dr. jiSBes, Wa 9 bom in 1818, and 
educated at Eton and Trinity 9ollege, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B Ji. | 


as a high Wrangler in 1835. He was 
called to the Bar at the Middle Temple, 
and for some years went the Northern 
circuit. For about eight years he 
conducted, with the late Mr. Ellis, the 
regular recognized Beports in the 
Court of Queen's Bench, and the eight 
or ton volumes of Ellis and Black- 
bum” are of high authority. He 
published an excellent legal work 
”On Sales.” At Liverpool he had 
secured a large amount of business in 
heavy commercial oases, and in 1859 
he was made a puisne judge of the 
Queen’s Bench. 

BLACEIE, John Stuart, Professor 
of Greek in the University of Edin- 
burgh, son of a banker in Aberdeen, 
bom at Glasgow in July, 1809, was 
educated at Aberdeen and Edinburgh. 
For two years passed in Gottingen 
and Berlin, and at Borne, he devoted 
himself to the study of German, Ita- 
lian, and classical philology. In 1834 
ho published a metrical translation of 
Goethe’s /’Faust,” with notes and 
prolegomena, and was called to the 
Scottish Bar. He became a frequent 
contributor of articles bearing bn Gor- 
man literature to Blackwood, Tait, and 
the Foreign QiKvrterly Revieio, In 1841 
he was appointed to the newly-formed 
chair of Latin Literature in Marischal 
College, Aberdeen. This post he held 
for eleven years, during which time 
he entered warmly into the movement 
for University Beform in Scotland, 
which resulted in the appointment of 
a Parliamentaiy Commission on that 
subject in 1858, by which some im- 
portant changes were effected in the 
higher branches of education in Scot- 
land. He contributed several philo- . 
logical articles to the Clasdeal Mu- 
seum, published in 1850, then edited 
by Dr. L. Schmitz, and a metrical 
translation of .^scbylus, which led to 
his appointment, in 1852, to the Greek 
chair in the University of Edinburgh. 
This was followed by an essay on we 
” Pronunciation of Greek, Aomt and 
Quantity” (1852); a Discourse on 
Beauty, with an. EiqKMition of the 
Theory of Beauty acoording to Blato 
appended ” (1858) ; Poems, bhiMy on 
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Greek Mythology (1857), and another 
vuliiino of Poems, EngUsh and Latin 
(LS60). In JL853 Im travelled in 
Greece, and pnbliahed a leetore 
warmly recommending the study of 
modern Greek, and articdes on modem 
Greece in the Westm/mster and North 
Briiiah Beview. He is the author of 
various articles ,in the North British 
Rev-iew, an article on Plato in the 
** Edinburgh Essays,” and the article 
” Homer” in the “ Encyolopmdia Bri- 
taunica.” In addition to his imade- 
mical work, which, sinco he settled in 
Edinbnxgh, has been principally con- 
nocted with Plato and Homer, Pro- 
fessor Blackie has been very active 
as a popular lecturer, and made 
himself somewhat conspicuous as a 
warm advocate of Scottish nationality. 
His name is* closely connected with 
the movement which resulted in the 
abolition of the Teat Act, requiring 
the professors of the Scottish Uni- 
versity to be members of the Esta- 
blished , Church. His last publi- 
cations are, ** Homer and the Iliad ” 
(1866), containing a translation of the 
Iliad ill ballad measure, a third vo- 
lume of Critical Dissertations, and a 
fourth of Notes Philological and 
Arohooological. 

BLACKLEY, The Ebv. William, 
H.A., bom about 1813, was educated 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1835. In 
1855, having been domestic chaplain 
to Sir Howland Hill, Bart., afterwards 
3nd Viscount Hill, and for a time 
assisiant curate at Hodnet (Bishop 
Heberts former parish), ho was ap- 
pointed to the vicarage of Stanton- 
on-Hino Heath, Shropshire. He is 
known as the author of several works 
of a i*eligious character, and as editor 
of the ” Diplomatic Correspondence 
of the Bight Hon. Bichat Hill,” pub- 
lished by Murray in 1846. 

BLACKWELL, Elizabeth, M.D., 
bom in Bristol, Fbb. 8, 1821, is the 
third daughter of Mr. Samuel Black- 
well, sugar refiner, of that city. Hav- 
ing Bustled heavy oominereial losses, 
her l^er, in 1838, removed to the 
Unitild States, where he died in 18^, 


leaving his widow and numeroua 
&mily ^pendent npon the e»ertiong 
of the elder daughters. Bizperienoe 
liaving convinced her of the hecessify 
of a more extended sphere of empl(^. 
ment for women, she endeavoured, 
as a teacher of music, at Charles- 
ton, from 1844 to 1847, to accumu- 
late the funds necessary to enable 
her to qualify herself for the practice 
of medicine, as physician to women 
and children, hoping thus to open 
the medical career to her sex. For 
tliis purpose she employed, in p^U- 
minaiy medical reading, under the 
direction of Dr. Dickson, every mo- 
ment hot occupied by teaching. In 
1847 she wont through a .private 
course of dissection and midwifery, 
under Doctors Allen and Warrington, 
of Philadelphia, while applymg for 
admission to the various memoal col- 
leges. Befused admission by twelve 
of these, she was admitted,, in 1847", 
to the Medical College of the Univer- 
sity of Genova, Now York, where riie 
followed the course of medical study, 
and received, in 1849, the first medi- 
cal degree ever coxiferred upon a 
woman. Having completed her medi- 
cal studies in the hospitals of Phila- 
delphia, Paris, and London, she esta- 
blished herself in New York; in 1851, 
as physician to women and children, 
published, in 1853, a work en- 
titled ” The Laws of Life considered 
in* reference to the Physical Educa- 
tion of Girls.” She established a 
dispensary for indigent women and 
children, and opened, in 1857, an 
hospital for women, over which she 
presides. Her younger sister. Dr. 
Emily Blackwell, also adopted the 
medical profession, and took her de- 
gree in 1854 ; and having completed 
her studies in the hoqiitalB of New 
York, Edinbuigh, Paris, and London, 
is associated with her sister in the 
muiagement of the hospital, and in a 
lai^ private practice, confined erolii- 
sively to the treatment of women and, 
children. . . m 

htAtB- MoiTTGOXSitr, stateramn, 
bom bbook 1812, ww ^ 

WeatmM Notr Tori^ iriwo ho 
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passed a very honourable examina- 
tion, and pursued his legal studies at 
St. Louis. President Pierce made 
him a member of the Court of Claims, 
of which post he was, however, de- 
prived by President Buchanan. In 
1861 he was nominated Minister of 
Manne in Pi'osident Lincoln’s cabi- 
net, and subsequently Postmaster- 
General. 

BLAKBNBY, The Bight Hon. Sib 
Edward, G.C.B., G.C.H., Governor of 
Chelsea Hospit^, one of the oldest 
Peninsular veterans, the son of Col. 
W. Blakeney, of Newcastle, M.P. for 
Athenzy, in ^e Irish House of Com- 
mons, was born in 1778. He entered 
the army in 1794, as cornet in a 
dragoon regiment, saw much active 
service in Holland, Nova Scotia, the 
West Lidies, at Copenhagen, Ac. ; in 
the Peninsula, taJang part in the 
battle of Bttsaco, in the sieges of 
Ciudad Bodrigo, Bodajoz, in the 
battles of Albuera, Yittoria, and the 
Pyrenees, and in the expedition 
against New Orleans in 1814. He 
was with tlio army of occupation 
under Wellington in Paris, held the 
command of the forces in Ireland 
from 1832 to 1855, succeeded the late 
Gen. Sir Colin Halkett as Governor 
of Chelsea Hospital in 1856, and be- 
came a Field Marshal Nov. 9, 1862. 
He is Colonel of the 1st Foot, and 
was sworn, in 1836, a Privy Coun- 
cillor. 

BLAKBSLBY, The Bey. Joseph 
W iLLUMS,B.P.,ihe son of a London 
merohant,lwas bom in 1808, and 
educated at St» Paul’s School and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1831 as Senior 
Chancellor's Meddlist, and was sub- 
sequently elected Fellow and Tutor 
of his college, and Select Preacher 
before the university, in which capa- 
eitjr he preached the two courses of 
sennoas on the Dispensations of 
Pagapism andtbe Bvidences of Chris- 
tianity, published under the title 
Ccmdflaies Aoademiem.” In 1845 
he was presented by his college to the 
vieaasge of Wave, which he still 
(1867) hdl^. Dr. Blakesley, the 


‘‘Hertfordshire Incumbent” of tho 
ITimes, is the author of a *‘Life of 
Aristotle, with a Critical Examination 
of some Questiona of Literaiy His- 
tory” (1839), and editor of Hero- 
dotus, in tho ‘‘Bibliotheca Classica” 
(1854), Ac. Ds Blakesley was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the Begins 
Professorship of Divinity at Cam- 
bridge in 1850, was offered, but de- 
clined, the Begins Professorship of 
Modem Histoiy in 1860, was appointed 
a classical examiner in the University 
of London in 1861, and was presented 
by the Crown to a canouiy in Canter- 
bury Cathedral in 1863. He sits as 
Proctor for tho Chapter of Canterbury 
in the Lower House of Convocation. 

BLAKEY, Bobebt, Pii.D., w'os bom 
at Morpeth, Northumberland, in 1795. 
Devoting himself early Ih life to lite- 
rature and philosophy, ho published 
in 1829 his first regular work on “Tho 
Freedom of the Divine and Human 
Wills,” which was favourably received, 
and bi-ought him into notice among 
abstract thinkers. It was followed, 
in 1833, by his “ History of Moral 
Science,” which secured him the ap- 
probation of Southey, Allan Cun- 
ningham, Sir W. Hamilton, Dr. Chal- 
mers, and others. This work has 
since become a text-book in many of 
the colleges in the United States. 
In 1834 he wrote his “Essay on 
Logic,” chiefly with a view to popu- 
laiize this branch of knowledge. Dr. 
Blakey published several other vo- 
lumes; among which may be men- 
tioned “The Lives of the Primitive 
Fathers of the Churoh,” and “ The His- 
toiy of the Philosophy of Mind.” For 
the last the author received conunen- - 
dations from MM. Victor Cousin, Gio- 
berti, Gmyer, and numerous German 
savans, and a gold medal from the 
king of the Belgians. In 1836 he 
was . appointed Professor of Logic 
and Metaphysics in Queen’s College, 
Bellhst, which he reliimnidied on 
account of ill health. His “Tern- 
pond Benefits of Christianity,” and 
his ‘^Historioal Sketch of Logic/* 
appeared in rapid snoceasion, followed 
by the of Politioid Idten- 
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tare/’ in 1856, whioli bronght down 
the account of authors to the year 
1700. Two other Tolumes, embracing 
the last and present centuries, are 
nearly ready for publication. Dr. 
Bltdcey is the author of several to- 
lumes on angling and sporting topics, 
and a contributor to &e ** Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica,” Ac. The Univer- 
sity of Jena conferred upon him the 
honorary degree of Ph.D., in recogni- 
tion of the merit of his philosophical 
writings. 

BLANC, Jean-Josefh-Louis, bom 
at Madrid, Oct. 28, 1813, is of Corsi- 
can extraction, his mother, viie Estelle 
Pozzo di Borgo, belonging to the same 
family as the celebrated diplomatist 
of that name. When nineteen years 
old he went to Paris, and wrote 
in several daily journals. Afterwards, 
at Arras, he contributed to one of the 
most important republican papers of 
the department — ^the Progr^ du Pos- 
de-Calaia. In 1838 he founded the 
Revw du Progris^ in which he first 
published ** The Organization of 
Labour.” As he was returning home 
one evening in Oct., 1839, he was 
suddenly, assailed ^m behind by 
some ruffian, who inflicted a violent 
blow with a stick on his right eye. 
The author of this cowardly attempt, 
which was made the day after M. Louis 
Blanc had published a review of Louis 
Dbnaparte’s work ” Les Id5es Napo- 
leoniennes,” was never discovered. 
M. Louis Blanc had a brother one year 
youTig;er than himself, who was at 
that time at Bodez, in the department 
of I’Aveyron, and who entertained so 
strong a conviction that his brother 
was being assaulted at the precise 
moment when it really occurred, that 
he was induced to write at once for 
information to Paris. This incident 
was the origin of M. Dumas’ “ Corsi- 
can Brothers,” the main subject of 
which is the preternatural sj^pathy 
between two brothers, M. Louis Blanc 
having become a clerk in a notary’s 
offloe, soon found more congenial occu- 
pation as tutor in api^vate fhmi1y,and 
shortly afterwards ihade his way to 
eminence among the journalists of 


Par^. The important part that M. 
Louis Blanc played in the stormy days 
of 1848 has become matter of histoiy. 
Ho was elected a member of the Pro« 
visional Government, and it has been 
erroneously ossertedthat, while serving 
his country in that capacity,he created 
and organized the fhmous ” National 
Workshops,” a scheme that ho stre- 
nuously deprecated and opposed, and 
which, to use the words of M. Lamar- 
tine, ” was the device of his adversa- 
ries.” This calumny was so ingeni- 
ously and industriously disseminated, 
to serve the purpose of political in- 
trigues, thnt it was long credited, in 
spite of many unquestionable proofs 
of its fallacy. M. Louis Blanc, when 
a member of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, prevailed upon his colleagues to 
abolish capital punishment for poli- 
tical ofiences ; and on being returned 
ono of the representatives of Paris by 
120,000 votes, after the Provisional 
Government had surrendered its 
power to the hands of the National 
Assembly, he brought forward and 
carried the motion for a repeal of the 
law by which the family of the Bona- 
partes was doomed to perpetual exile. 
To the abrogation of this law Louis 
Napoleon was indebted for permission 
to return to France, and consequently 
for his subsequent wonderful good fob* 
tune. The circumstances that led to 
M. Louis Blanc’s quitting France, and 
taking up his abode in this country 
may be briefly stated. A violent de- 
monstration was made May 16, 1848, 
in ihvour of Poland, by numbers of 
people, who invaded the hall of the 
National Assembly. M. Loms Blanc 
exerted himself to check this unwar- 
L'antable attempt at popular dictation. 
Although the working men who took 
part in the demonstration did not 
follow his advice, they show^ him 
sympathy and respect, which his ene- 
mies turned against him, making them 
the pretext for an attempt to proscribe 
him. This unfounded charge fell to 
the ground, and it was not until oimd 
the excitement ttiat prevailed after 
the sangninaiy insurrection of June . 
in the same year, when the minds 
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of many were nnder the inflnenoe of a 
frantic reactionary morement, that the 
charge already disproved was revived, 
and his proscription resolved upon 
and voted by the very men, indeed, 
who had but a short time before pro- 
claimed his innocence. One of the 
most prominent of M. Lonis Blanc’s 
literary undertakings was his " His- 
toiredesBizAns: 1830-1840,” which 
passed through several editions and 
exercised great influence on political 
events in France during the latter 
portion of the reign of Louis Philippe. 
His larger and more important pro- 
duction, the “ History of the French 
Bevolntion,” written during his resi- 
dence in England, has recently been 
completed, and consists of twelve 
volumes. ^‘Historical Bevelations,” 
intended to expose the misrepresenta- 
tions in Lord Hormanby’s narrative of 
certain events that occurred in Paris 
after the overthrow of Louis Philippe’s 
government, was published in 1859. 
M. Louis Blanc — ^who during his resi- 
dence in England has acted as corre- 
spondent to several French journals — 
published “Letters on England,” of 
which a translation appear^ in Lon- 
don in 1866. 5 

BLANGHABD, EhwABj) L., son of 
William Blanojprd, who for thirty-five 
years was a di8angui||hed comedian at 
Covent Garden Thiratre, was bom 
Bee. 11, 1820. ]flr. E. L. Blanchard 
became a constant contributor to pe- 
riodical and dramatic literature at a 
very early period of his life, aud before 
his twenty-fifth year was known to 
the public as the editor of “ Cham- 
bers’s London Journal,” the author of 
“ Bradshaw’s Descriptive Bailway 
Guides,” and a series of handbooks, 
tales, essays, dramas, farces, andbur- 
Jesques, which showed the exercise 
of a ready pen in the service of pnb- 
Bahen and managers. He afterwards 
edited Willoughby’s “Shakespeare,” 
“ Enghyid and Wales Delineated,” 
and wrote “Temple Bar,” and 
“ Han withont a Destiny,” be- 
sides supplying Hiss Emma Stan- 
ly and j£r. W* S. Wopdin with 
some of the most popular “enter- 


tammoifts” perhaps ever brought be- 
fore the public. In addition to a 
quantity of literary work of a miscel- 
laneous character. Hr. E. L. Blan- 
chard has famished the theatres with 
about eighty pieces, most of them 
Christmas extravaganzas, in which he 
seems specially to have aimed at the 
dramatic illustration of faixy mytho- 
logy. For the last seven years he has 
been on the literary staff of the Daily 
Telegraph, 

BLANGHET, Alexandbe - Louis - 
Paul, physician, was bom at Saint-Ld 
(Manohe), in 1819, and studied at 
Paris, where he took his degree of 
doctor in 1842. In 1841 he published 
some observations on hypertrophy of 
the heart and aneurism of the aorta. 
He devoted himself to the study of 
the organs of sense, and wroto a me- 
moir, addressed to the Government, 
in which ho declaimed against the 
abandonment and supposed incura- 
bility of the deaf and dumb and the 
blind. Authorized in 1846 by the 
Minister of the Interior to try his 
method of treatment upon the deaf 
and dumb, he applied music in order 
to effect their cure, and obtoined the 
title of Surgeon-in-Chief to the Boyal 
Institution for Sourds-Muets. In 1848 
he explained, before tho Academy of 
Medicine, his mode of cure, and a 
special commission of its members 
afterwards rendered a favourable eo- 
port thereof. From 1849 to 1852, M. 
Blanchet travelled through Belgium 
and Germany, being commission^ by 
Government to study the course of 
treatment pursued in the establish- 
ments for the deaf and dumb in those 
countries. In 1847 he founded the 
first society in France for the relief 
and education of the deaf, dumb, and 
blind, hnd in 1858 received the Gross 
of the Legion of Honour. M. Blan- 
ohet is the author of “ Traii5 philoso- 
phique ot medical snr laSardi-mutit4,” 
published 1850-2; “Sur la Th^orio 
des Ondes sonores ; ” “ Bur lee Mala- 
dies de rOreille exteme,” in 1844 ; 
“ La Mnsique employ||e ohez le sourd- 
muet au developpement de I’appiireil 
vocal et de I’andition “ Flan fidn- 
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cation k saiyre dana nne inetitution 
do BonrdB-mnetB, poor le d6veloppe< 
ment de Toufe et de la parole ; ’* ** De 
la poBsibiUU de faire percevoir le Bon 
an Bonrd-mnet incurable et an Bonrd- 
mnet aveugl^/’ in 1842-9 ; " Snr Icb 
moyens d’nniverBaliBer I’^dnoation des 
Boi^B-muets et dcs avengleB;’* **De 
r^ucation pratique des sourds-muets/* 
sand *'De T^ducation pratique des 
^reugleB,” in 1849-69. 

BLAND, The Bev. Miles, D.D., 
F.B.S., F.S.A., born in 1786, was 
•educated at St. John’s College, Gam 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1808, as Second Wrangler and Smith’s 
Mathematical Prizeman, afterwards 
becoming Follow and Tutor of his 
College, and Moderator and Public 
Examiner in the nnivorsity. He was 
appointed to the rectory of Lillcy, 
Herts, in 1823, to a prebendal stall 
at Wells in 1826, and took his D.D. 
degree in 1826. Dr. Bland pub- 
lished an Algebra,” a ** Geometry,” 
and ” The Elements of Hydrostatics,” 
which were for many years text-books 
at Cambridge ; and Mechanical and 
Philosophical Problems.” He is a 
Fellow of the Boyal, the Antiquarian, 
and the Astronomical Societies, and 
of the Royal Society of Literature. 

BLAND, WiLLTAM, of Hartlip 
Place, Kent, magistrate for that county, 
descended from an old Yorkshire 
family, bom Jan. 21, 1788, was edu- 
cated at Caius College, Cambridge, 
and the University of Edinburgh. 
Whilst quite a child he showed a 
strong twto for practical mechanics, 
occupying his leisure in building 
bridges of brick over the water, in a 
pond at Sittingbourne, and trying his 
hand, not unsuccessfully, at experi- 
ments in boat-building. This he turn- 
ed to practical account in after-life 
in his publications — Hints on the 
Principles which should BegiUate the 
Form of Ships and Boats,” published 
in 1852 ; and ” Experiment Essays on 
the Principles of Gonstructiou in Ar- 
ches, Piers, Buttresses, Ac.,” of which 
a new editiolf; appeared in 1862. 
In p^er to do justice to the subject^ 
Mx. Blond visited and oor^'ly studied 


the construction of many cathedrals 
and churches in the Unit jSmgdom. 
He is the anther of ”The Prin- 
ciples Of Agriculture,” a work of high 
authority on the subjects of which it 
treats, the first edition of which was 
published in 1827, and the second in 
1864. 

BLIGH, The Hok. Sin John Dun- 
can, E.C.B., second son of the fourth 
earl of Damley, bom in 1798, and 
educated at Eton and Ch. Ch., Oxford, 
where he graduated B. A.^ was elected 
to a Fellowship at All Souls. Enter- 
ing the diplomatic service, he was 
attach^ at Vienna in 1820, and rising 
by successive stages, became, in 1829, 
Secretary of Legation and Charge 
d’Aflaires at Florence, having boon 
transferred thence to the Hague, as 
SecretaryofEmbaBsy,inl830. Haring 
discharged the duties of British Mi- 
nister .at the Hagn9 and St. Peters- 
burg for three years and a half, he was 
sent in 1836 as Envoy Extraordinary 
and Ministor Plenipotentiary to Stock- 
holm, and thenoe transferred to Han- 
over in 1838, which post be occupied 
till 1856, when ho retired upon the 
usual pension, and, on his return to 
England, was created a K.G.B., civil 
division#-* He is D.C.L. of Oxfoiri and 
a Deputy-Lientenant for Kent. 

BLOMMAERT, Philip, a Flemirii 
author, bom iu 1809, commenced his 
literary career in 1834, by publishing 
a volume of poetry. “ Theophilus,” 
an old Flemish poem, and ”Onde 
yiaemisoho Gediohte,” old Flemish 
poems of tho 12th, 13th, and 14th 
centuries, appeared between 1886 and 
1841, both of which works are oare- 
fhlly annotated. He has also tnms- 
lated into Flemish iambics the “Nibe- 
Inngon,” and has largely contributed 
to various Belgian journals. His most 
important work is a History of the 
Belgians,” published at Brussels in 
1849. 

BLOOMFIELD (Loed),Thb RroHT 
Hon. John Abthub Douglas, G.C.B., 
son of the 1st Lord Bloomfiel^ who fbr 
many years held a high position in tiie 
diplomatio service, was born Nov. 12, 
1802. He entered the diplomatio ser* 
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vice in 1818, and rising bj successive 
steps of promotion, was appointed, 
in ■ 1844, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the court 
of 8t. Petersburg, was transferred 
thence in the same capacity to Berlin 
in 1861, and discharged the duties of 
his post thera with great judgment 
and tact until, in Aug., 1860, he was 
appointed Ambassador Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Vienna. Lord Bloomfield was made 
a C.B. April 27, 1848, a K.G.B. March 
1, 1861, a G.G.B. Sep. 3, 1858, and a 
Privy Gouncillor Dec. 17, 1860. 

BLUHME, Ghristian Albert, 
statesman, was born at Gopeiihagen, 
Dec. 27, 1794. In 1821 he was made 
one of the Judges of the Gourt of 
Appeal in that city, and from 1823 to 
1^5 one of the ministers for the 
Danish Golonies, and later High 
Bailifi:' of Aalborg. He was Director- 
General of Gommerce in 1843, Private 
Secretary to the late king in 1848, 
Seoretaiy for the Interior in 1851, and 
President of the Gounoil in 1852. At 
the close of the first Schleswig-Hol- 
stein war, in 1853, M. Blulimo became 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. While 
holding thia office, he advocated the 
policy of neumlity during the Grimean 
war. He was, with his colleagues, 
impeached in 1856, ami elected Mem- 
ber of the Gounoil of Stato before his 
acquittal. He was Director of the 
Tolls of the Sound, 1850-56. After 
the disastrous issue of the Danish 
strngglo against the combined forces 
of Prussia and Austria in the aggres- 
sive war for the possession of the pro- 
vinces of Schleswig and Holstein, in 
1864, M. Bluhme, then in retirement, 
vras appealed to by the king to form a 
new cabinet, and on acceding to power 
he adopted a peace policy. His cabinet 
retired Nov. 3, 1865. 

BLUNDELL, James, M.D^, 
physician, bom about the beginning 
of the present century, was educated 
at the Univerinty of Edinburgh, where 
he graduated M.D. Settling in Lon- 
don, and entering on practice, he 
became Lecturer on Obstetricity and 
physiology at St. Thomas’s und Guy’s 


Hospitals. He is the author of 

Physiological and Pathological Bc- 
searches ** Lectures on the Theory 
and Practice of Midwifeiy,” &o. 

BODE, The Babon Clement de^ 
oldest son of the late Baron Glement 
Joseph PhiUp Pon de Bode, a baron 
and count of the Holy Boman Empire, 
who died suddenly in Oct., 1846. The 
late baron served for many years in 
the Bussian artilleiy, and fought his 
way with the British army to Paris in 
1814. As soon as the treaties were 
concluded, by which indemnity was 
secured to British subjects whose 
property in Alsace had been confis- 
cated at the commencement of the 
French revolution of 1789, he came to 
England to prosecute his claims, 
transmitted alter his death to his 
son, who prosecuted them with un- 
remitting energy. The baron, whose 
mother was a Bussian, is married to 
an English lady, and has been natu- 
ralized as a British subject. He has 
obtained a high reputation as an 
Oriental traveller. 

BODE, The Bev. John Ernest, 
M.A., son of William Bode, Esq., late 
of the Foreign-office department of 
the General Post-office, born in 1816, 
was educated at Eton, the Gharter- 
house, and Ghrist Church, Oxford, 
whero ho graduated B.A. in 1837, 
taking a first-class in classics, having 
previously gained the Hertford 
Scholarship for Latin literature in 
1836. He was subsequontly Tutor 
and Censor of Christ Church, and one 
of the public examiners and select 
preachers in the University, and in 
1857 was an unsuccessful candidate 
for tim professorship of poetry. In 
1855 he preached the Bampton Lec- 
tures, the subject being, “ The Ab- 
sence of Precision in the Formularica 
of the Church of England, Scriptural 
and suitable to a State of Probation.” 
In 1817 he was appointed to the 
reoto^ of Westwell, Oxfordshire; 
and in 1860 was preferred by the 
governors of Charter-house to* the 
rectory of Castle CanjpB, Cambridge* 
shire. Ho is the author of “ Ballads 
from Herodotus,” a volume of " Occa- 
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sional Poems/* Hymns from the 
Gospels of the Day/’ &c. 

BODIGHOHi Madame, whose name 
was Barbara Leigh Smith, the oldest 
daughter of the late Mr. Benjamin 
Smith, many years M.P. for Norwich, 
was born April 8, 1827, and at an 
early age took a deep interest in social 
questions. In 1855-66 she commenced, 
in conjunction with some personal 
friends, a tnorement having for its 
object to secure to married women 
their own prox)erty and earnings ; and 
although . their efforts did not prove 
successful in obtaining directly from 
Parliament the measure they desired, 
they led to a change in the law of mar- 
riage and divorce. Miss Smith esta- 
blished at Paddington a school for the 
education of the daughters of artisans 
of the middle doss. In July, 1857, she 
married Mons. Eugene Bodichon,M.D., 
and has since resided in Algeria, on 
which countiy she has, in conjunction 
with her husband, published an in- 
teresting and valuable work. Of late 
years she has paid great attention to 
landscape-painting, and her collection 
of water-colourdrawingshas been twice 
oxhibitedinLondon with much success. 

BOETTGHEB, Adolphe, poet, born 
at Leipsic, May 21, 1815, received his 
education there, and in 1836 entered 
its university, where ho devoted him- 
self to philological pursuits, particu- 
larly in the modem languages, and to 
the study of the German and English 
poets. Among his numerous poetical 
productions, his translations of the 
English poets occupy a conspicuous 
place. In addition to the works of 
Shakespeare and Byron, he has trans- 
lated the poems of Goldsmith (1843), 
of Pope (1842), of Milton (1846), and 
of Ossian (1847). Amongst this 
author^s original works ore ** Agnes 
Bomamer,” a drama (1845) ; ** Songs 
of Midsummer’* (1847) ; “ On the 
Watch-Tower** (1847) j *"A Tale of 
Spring” (1849) s “ Till Eulenspiogel” 
(L850) ; **The Pilgrimage of the 
Flower-Spirits” (1851)$ and "Sha- 
dows” (1866). He has idso published 
a collection of smaller lyrics. 

BOETTIGBB, Eaul-Wilhelm, Pro- 


fessor of Literature and Histoxy in 
the University of Erlangen, bom at 
Bautzen, Aug. 16, 1790, studied suc- 
cessively at Weimar, Gotha, and 
Leipsic, where he applied] himself 
particularly to histoxy. In order to 
attend Heoren’s lectures, and have 
the benefit of the library there, he 
resided a year (1815-16) in Gottin- 
gen, and in 1817 qualified himself for 
a professorship in the University of 
Leipsic, to which hd^was appointed in 
1819. In 1821 he accepted a call to 
Erlangen, whore, in 182^, he wfls ap- 
pointed to the second place in the 
library of the university. His most 
impoiiiant historical works are " Uni- 
versal History ” (1849) ; •* German 
Histoxy” (1838) ; " History of Bavaria 
under its Old and New Goxistitntion ” 
(1837); "History of Germany and 
tlio Germans” (1845); and "Ab- 
ridged History of the Electoral State 
and Kingdom of Saxony” (1836). 
He has written a "History of the 
Electoral State and Kingdom of 
Saxony” for the "European History” 
of Heeren and Ukert ; and " Universal 
History in Biography.” A " Biogra*^ 
phical Sketch” of Ms father, Karl- 
Augnstus Boettiger, was followed by 
a work loft by the latter in manuscript, 
entitled " My Literary Prospects and 
Gontemporaries” (1828). 

BOGABDUS, James, mechanician, 
bom in GatskU, New York, March 
14, 1800, at the age of fourteen was 
apprenticed to a watchmaker, and 
soon became a skilful workman, a 
good die-sinker and engraver. His 
first invention was an eight-day 
three-wheeled chronometer clock, for 
which ho received the highest pre- 
mium at the first fair of the American 
Institute. He next invented on eight- 
day clock with three wheels and a 
segment of a wheel, which stmek the 
hours, and, without dial wheels, 
marked the hours, minutes, and 
seconds. In 1828 ho invented ^the 
"Bing Flyer,” Sfor oottox^spinning, 
now in general use; in 1829 the , 
Eccentric Mill, which ^ers firom aU 
other mills; the grinding-stones ^or 
plates running the same way with. 
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nearly equal speed; in 1831 an en- 
graving maoliine, which cut the steel 
die for the gold znedal of the American 
Institute, and engraved many beau- 
tiful medallions ; and another machine 
for transferring bank-note plates. In 
1832 he invented and patented a diy 
gas-meter, and for this received the 
gold medal firom the American Insti- 
tute ; he improved it in 1836 by giving 
.a, rotaiy motion to the maclunory, 
thereby overoonling the difficulties 
which had appear^ in the original 
inetcf. Being in England in 1836, 
<and noticing in the newspaper a 
•ohallenge to produce an engraving 
from the head of Ariadne (a medal in 
very high relief), he accepted it and 
prc^uc^ a mcdallic-engraving ma- 
chine, which not only made a perfect 
fac-simile of the head of Ariadne, but 
from the some medal engraved comic 
distortions of the face. This machine 
engraved a portrait of the Queen, 
dedicated to herself by her own 
request ; one of Sir Bobert Peel, and 
•of several other distinguished persons. 
He contracted with a company in 
^London to construct a machine for 
•engine-turning which not only copied 
:all kinds of machine- engraving, but 
engraved ^hat the machine itself 
could not agaih imitate ; and a 
machine for transferring bank-note 
plates, and other work. In 1839 a 
reward was offered by the English 
Government for the best plan of 
manufacturing postage-stamps, and 
out of twenty-six hundred applicants, | 
his plan was one of those to which a 
prize was awarded. After visiting 
Eranoe and Italy, Hr. Bogardns re- 
turned to New York in 1840. He 
invented a machine for pressing glass, 
.another for shirring india-mbber 
fabrics, and for cutting india-rubber 
in fine threads. Ho also made an im- 
portant improvement in the drilling- 
maebiBe, improved and adapt^ 
the eooentrio mills for a great variety 
of pnzpDSM. In 1848 he invented 
and patented a planetary horse-power 
and a dynamometer for measuring the 
epeed and power of machinery while 
in motion. In 1847 he pnt in execu- 


tion his long-oherished idea of iron 
buildings, by constructing bis fiiotoiy 
in New York entirely of iron. This 
building, five stools high and ninety 
feet in length, was the first oast-iron 
building erected in the United States. 
His pyrometer ik remarkable for 
delicacy and aoouraqy, simply breatli- 
ing on the object, or a touch of the 
fin^r, is instantly responded to by 
the dial-pointer. Like several other 
of his invehtions, no description of it 
has yet found its way into print. 

BOHN, Henuy George, the son of 
tlie late Hr. Bohn, bookseller, of Lon- 
don, a gentleman of German extrac- 
tion, was bom about 1796, and at the 
usual ago entered his fathoms business. 
He is well known as one of the earliest 
projectors of the movement in favom* 
of cheap and good literature for the 
public ; with which object in view ho 
established his Historical, Scientific, 
Illustrated, Classical, Ecclosiastical, 
and Antiquarian Libraries, amonnting 
in all to nearly a thousand volumes. 
He lias translated several of Schiller’s 
works ; has edited the ** Bibliotheca 
Parriana,” ” Addison’s Works,” and 
a new and cnlaigod edition of 

Lowndes’ Bibliographer’s Manual,” 
and compiled a ” Polyglot of Fpreign 
Proverbs,” a “Handbook of Proverbs,” 
“Illustrated Handbook of Geo- 
graphy,” Ac. Hr. Bohn, who is well 
known as an antiquary, is a vice-presi- 
dent of the Society of Arts. In 1860 
he gained some notoriety as being 
almost the only literary opponent of 
the repeal of the duty on paper. 

BOHBAY (Bishop of), The Bight 
B£>. John Harding, was appointed , 
bishop of this diocese in 1851. 

BON APABT E. (8ee French, 
Emperor op the, and Hathilde,

BONAPABTE, Prince Louis. 
Lucien, bom in Worcestershire, Jan. 
4, 1813, is the second son of Lnden, 
brother of Napoleon I. Having 
entered Franco after the revolution of 
Feb., 1848, he was returned tosGio 
Constituent Assembly by the inhabi- 
tants of Corsica, Nov. 28, 1848. The 
election was annnlled Jan. 9, 1849 
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Some montha aflber, he was one of the 
candidates chosen by the Electoral 
Union« and was retired ibr the de- 
partment of the S^e. When the 
Empire was re-established in Deo., 
1862, he was appointed senator with 
the titles of Prince and Highness. 
Prince Lncien has been many years 
engaged in superintending the trans- 
lation of portions of &e English 
version of the Scriptures into the 
various dialects spoken in England 
and Scotland, and has had the 
Parable of the Sower” translated 
into seventy-two of the langnages and 
dialects of Europe. Of these works 
the princo prints only a very limited 
number of copies. Ho is said to bo 
greatly interested in chemical re- 
searches, has written on chemical 
science, and is the author of several 
minor works in the Basque language. 
Prince Lucien was promoted Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, Jaii. 
3, 1860. 

BONAPARTE, Princk Napoleon- 
Joseph-Ghaiileb-Paul, cousin to the 
emperor Napoleon III., the second 
son of Jerome Bonaparte, by his second 
marriage with the Princess Frederika 
of Wurtemburg, was bom at Trieste, 
Sep. 9, 1822. His youth was passed 
at Vienna and Trieste, Florence and 
Rome, occasionally in Switzerland, 
England, Spain, and in 1815 ho ob- 
tained permission to visit Paris under 
the name of the Comte de Montfort, 
but was soon after compelled to leave 
on account of his intrigues with the 
extreme democrats. After the revo- 
lution of Feb., 1848, Prince Napoleon 
returned, and the Corsicans elected 
liim a member of the Constituent 
Assembly, in which he became leader 
of the extmme republican party known 
.as the Mountain. His views, how- 
ever, underwent a change, and in 
1849 he was appointed Minister Pleni- 
potentiary at Madrid, but was shortly 
recalled, for having quitted his post 
without authority. He was made a 
French prince, with a seat in the 
Senate and Council of State, Deo. ' 
28,18^, and at the same time received 
the Grand Cross of the Legion of ; 


Honour and the rank of General of 
Division. In 1864 he was appointed 
to a command in the expedition to the 
Crimea, and comnianded an inffintiy 
division of reserve at the battles of 
Alma and Inkermann. On account 
of his sudden retirement from this 
post, ill-health being the exonso, 
the sobriquet of PZon-plon was 
given him by his oountiymen. 
Prince Napoleon is said to have 
furnished i^ormaticAr ffir a pampUet 
reflecting on the cqhduot^of the war, 
and commenting somewhat too freely 
on the deliberations of the council of 
war which decided upon the Crimean 
expedition. Though it was imme- 
diately suppressed by order of the 
French government, it was published 
at Brussels, and was forthwith trans- 
lated into English. In 1856 he was 
named President of the Imperial Com- 
mission of the Universal Exhibition, 
and proved himself a zealous and 
efficient member. In June, 1868, he 
was placed at the head of the new 
ministry for Algiers and the colonies, 
but speedily resigned his appointment. 
Ho married the Princess Clotilde, . 
daughter of Victor Emmanuel, now 
king of Italy, Jan. 30, 1859, by whom 
he has two sons, Napoleon Victor 
Jerome Frederioli^ bom July 18, 
1862, and Napoleon Louis Joseph 
Jerome, bora July 16, 1864. In the 
Italian campaign of 1859 he com- 
manded the French army of reserve 
in the south of Italy, but was not 
engaged in any of the great battles. 
In the Senate in 1861 he made on 
attack upon the Orleans family, which 
was answered with spirit by the 
duke d’ Aumale. Prince Napoleon, to 
the disgust of a great portion of tho 
French army, declined to accept the 
challenge sent him by the duke on 
that occasion. Ho was president of 
the French Commission to represent 
Franco in the Great Exhibition at 
SraaingtaB, in 1862. In 1866 
Napoleon waa appointed ireeuwt of 
the Commissioners for the Univernl 
Exhibition at Paris, of 1867, bub 
resigned the post in consequence of a 
reprimand which he received from the 
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omperor for a speech delivered in 
Corsica at the inauguration of a 
statue to the ^emperor Napoleon I., 
May 27, 1865. ' Tlie prince has since 
been restored to favour. 

BOND, William Ckanch, M.A., as- 
tronomer, Director of the Astrono- 
mical Obscrvatoiy in Harvard College, 
was bom in 1789, at Portland, Maine, 
n.S...;:At an early ago he learnt the 
busiuMS of watchmaking. His atten- 
tion was first attracted to astronomy 
by an eclipse which occurred in 1806. 
He >ras ono of tho earliest discoverers 
in the United States of tho comet of 
1811. In 1838 he was appointed by 
the United States Navy department 
to prosecute a series of observations 
in connection with an exploring expe- 
dition under command of Capt. Wilkes. 
In 18iO ho became Astronomical Ob- 
server to tho University. He is the 
author of tho parts of the Annals of 
the Observatoiy of Harvard College ” 
for 1855-56. Celestial photography 
was by him first recognized as a pos- 
sible art, and conducted through its 
earlier stages. Tho connection of the 
sidereal clock with the galvanic circles 
was first used by Mr. Bond in record- 
ing astronomical observations. 

• BONHEUB, M 40 EMOISELIJ': Bo- 
SALiE, colled BosJ, an artist unri- 
valled amongst her own sex for the 
minute and spirited delineation 07 * tho 
various forms of animal life, was born 
at Bordeaux, March 22, 1822. The 
daughter of a French jiT’tist of omo 
distinction, she profited by tho in- 
structions oi Jier father, who has been 
her sole adviser in the mechanism of 
painting. As tho avocations of her 
family compelled them to reside in 
Faria, the indulgence of her <jwn par- 
ticular tastes ill tho choice of subjects 
for study was somewhat difficult of at- 
tainment, and she derived her early 
instruction from a study of such ani- 
mal life as could be seen by her in tho 
streets and abattoirs of Paris. In 
IH-tl she ont(‘i'ed upon her career by 
exhibiting two “Chevres ct

highly-finished compositions, amongst 
which may be cited tho celebrated 
“ Labourago Nivemais,” "which was 
completed in 1819, and has been 
added to the collection in tho Luxem- 
burg. She attends the horse-markets 
both in France and abroad, adopting 
tho masculine garb, which is not ill- 
suited to tho decided character of her 
face, and enables her to inspect and to 
purchase her subjects with less inter- 
ruption and remark. She has fitted 
np an antc-chambor, divided only by 
a partition from her studio, ns a stablo 
for tho convonienco of tho various 
animals domesticated therein, and 
has established a small fold in its 
inimodiatc vicinity for the accommo- 
dation of sheep and goats. It is 
owing, in a measnro, to this conscien- 
tious examination of tho developments 
of animal life that she has produced 
such masterpieces of representation as 
the "Horse Pair,” a picture which 
formed the chief attraction at tho 
French Exhibition of pictures in 
London during tho season of 1855, and 
which almost monopolized for a time 
the attention of artists and connois- 
seurs. In 1855 she sent to the Univer- 
sal Exhibition in Paris a ticw landscape 
of large dimensions, "Tho Haymaking 
Season in Auvergne.” Hosa Bonhenr 
has evinced in her works a wonderful 
power of rupresontiiig spirited action, 
which distinguishes Jier from other 
eminent animal painters of the day, 
and which endows her pictures as 
compositions with extraordinary in- 
terest. Several of this lady’s jiro- 
d actions have been engraved for the 
English pubfic. Since 1819 sJie lias 
directed the f:ratuitous School of De- 
sign for Young Girls at Paris. She 
obtained a firat-class medal in 1S18, 
and another in 1855. She was deco- 
rated with tho Legion of Honour, June 
10, 1865. 

BONJE AN, LouisBku^akd, lawyer, 
at ono time Minister of State, Senator, 
was born at Valence, DrAmo, .Dec. 4, 
1804, passed hi.s examination for 
the degree of Doctor in Law 1830, and 
took an active part in the revolution. 
Thoroughly acquainted with Kemau 
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law*, M. lionjoan, who* had previously 
issued a translatitn of the Insti- 
tutes ” of Juf^unian, published a 
**Tmite des Actions” in a 

work which treated of the judicial 
procedure with respect to civil cases 
amongst the Bomans. He devoted 
his attentibn to Le Corps Diploma- 
tique,” a portion of which appeared in 
1845. In 1850 he quitted the Bar of 
the Court of Cassation, and was named 
Attorney-General to that court. The 
revolution of Fob., 1848, attracted M. 
Bonjean from his legal studies, and he 
presented himself as a republican 
candidate to the electors of Drome, 
wlio I'etumed him as a member to the 
Constituent Assembly. He voted 
constantly with the Right,” and 
became cne of the members of the 

Comitc (Ic la Rue de Poitiera.” In 
1848, ho denounced from the tri- 
bune the acts of the pi'cfct of police, 
M. Caiissidi^re, and shortly after con- 
demned the conduct of M. Carnot, 
the minister of Public Instiniction. 
M. Bonjean was not re-elected for the 
department of Dr6me, and failed as a 
candidate for election for Paris in 
March, 1850. At this time his 
opinions became more closely allied to 
those held by the president, Louis 
Napoleon, who, during a roconstruc- 
tion of the cabinet, confided to liim 
for a few days the portfolio of Agri- 
culture and Commerce (Jan. 9-24, 
1851). On the re-organization of the 
Council of State in 1852, M. Bonjean 
was named a member; he replaced 
M. Delanglo in his functions of 
President of the section for the In- 
terior, was elevated to the dignity 
of a Senator Feb. IG, 1855 ; was created 
aComTiiander of the Legion of Honour, 
Aug. 11, 1855, and Grand Officer of 
the same, Aug. 14, 1862. In addition 
to the aforc-mentioned works, M. 
Bonjean has published an ** Encyclo- 
p6die des Lois” (not completed), 
** Socialisme ot Bens Commun,” pub- 
lished in 1849, and numerous legal 
and political pamphlets, &o. 

BONNECHOSE, FjiAN 90 iSE-PAi;r.- 
Emtle-Boisnobmand j>e, a French 
writer of repute, bom at Leyerdoip, 


in Holland, where his father was a 
refugee, Aug. 18, 1801, wont to B^qb 
at the Restoration, and served for 
some years as an officer on staff. In 
1829 ho quitted the army, and was 
appointed by the king librarian at the 
palace of St. Cloud, a post which he 
held during the reign of Louis-Phi- 
lippc. From 1850 to 1853 he was 
keeper of different libraries ; and 
among them, of those at Yeraaillbs and 
Trianon. Among M. de Bonneohose's 
litcraiy labours arc, RosatnCnd,” a 
tragedy (1826) „ played with success 
at the Tlie/ltre Fran 9 ais ; ” The Death 
of Bailly,” which carried off the prize 
at the French Academy ; ” A History 
of Franco,” which reached its tenth 
edition in 1855 ; ** Christopher Sauval, 
f>r Society in France under the Resto- 
ration” (1836) ; “ Sacred History ” 
(1838) ; ” Refonnors before the Re- 
llirmation” (1844) ; and a “ History of 
England” (1858-59), Ac. Ac. M. de 
Bonncchose has- contributed to the 
Supplement of the Dictionary of 
the Academy, as well as to the Rwm 
Cont&fnporahie» 

BONOMI, Joseph, F.R.S.L. and 
F.R. A.S.,soiiof Josci>h Bonomi, A.R.A. 
(an Italian architect highly esteemed 
for his works in England and Italy), 
was born in London in 1796. His 
original intention was to become a 
sculptor, and ho went through a course 
of anatomy under Sir Charles Bell, and 
at the same time studied at the Royal 
Academy, whero he gained honours. 
In 1822 he went to Romo to pursue the 
study of arts, and afterward visited 
Syria and Egypt, remaining in the 
latter country about fifteen years. He 
was tlie first to point out to the loomod 
world the remarkable monument men- 
tioned by Herodotus as having been 
set up by Sesostris on the ^ast of 
Syria, as a record of his victories. 
Mr. Bonomi is the author of ” Nineveh 
and its Palaces ” (3rd ed. 1857), and 
of the “ descriptions ” in “ Egypt* 
Nubia, and Ethiopia, illustrated by 
100 Photographs ” (1862) ; the draw- 
inM on the wood are also from ms 
hand, and Mr. Samuel Shaipe contri- 
buted the notes. The work on which 
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he waa engaged for Bome years. 
** Saroop&gas of Oimenepthah I., 
desoribed by Samuel Sharpe being 
the hieroglyphioal text of the oele< 
brated alabaster saroophagns (now in 
Sir J. Soane’s mnsenni) of a I^iaraoh 
who reigned during the most flourish 
ing period of the Egyptian era, ap< 
pear^inl864. He is the author o: 
several brochures on Egyptian arohee- 
ology, on which ho has contributed 
papers to the Transactions of the 
llc^al Society of Literature, and one 
on the Cosmography of the ancient 
Egyptians to the BoyaJ Astronomica 
Society. He is curator of Sir John 
Soane’s Museum. 

BOOTH, The Bey. James, LL.D., 
F.R.S., F.B.A.S., Ac., eldest son of 
the late John Booth, Esq., of Lava, 
was bom in 1814, and graduated in 
honours at Trinity College, Dublin 
where he was awarded a gold medal 
in dassics, a scholsrsldp, and several 
other prizes. In f.846 he made his 
first Contribution td mathematical 
science, by the publication of his 
** New Method of Tangential Co*ordi 
nates,” a method winch is the recipro- 
cal of that invented by Descartes. 
In 1846, Dr. Booth, who is the in- 
ventor of a now system of parabolic 
trigoziometry, which establishes be- 
tween the arcs of a parabola relations 
analogous to thoso which circular 
trigonomotry has long since made 
known with respect to the arcs of a 
circle, was elected a Follow cf the 
Bqyal Society, and has been a mem- 
ber of its cou]^.

languages. In 1846 Dr. Booth pub-

service .and middle-class examina- 
tions. In 1856, sA chairman of the 
council of the Society of Arts, he 
gave a practical illustration of his 
views by establishing examinations 
which were held in London and at 
Huddersfield, and were oxganized for 
Manchester, Leeds, Birmingham, and 
other populous centres, and he ad- 
vocated the general adoption of the 
system by the deliveiy of lectures, 
some of which, as ” How to Leom,” 
and “What to Learn,” have run 
through several editions. In 1867, 
by special request^ Dr. Booth undertook 
to annotate and conduct through thu 
press the Prince Consort’s “ Speeches 
and Addresses,” known as the Society 
of Arts’ edition. A cheaper impres- 
sion of tho work had very wide circu- 
lation among tho working dasses. 
He is the author of several sermons, 
amongst which are three on the su1>- 
jeet of Biblical interpretation. In 
1859, the Boyal Astronomical Sodety 
presented him, though not then a 
follow, to the living of Stone, near 
Aylesbuiy. Dr. Booth is a magistrate 
for tho county of Bucks. 

BOOTH, James 0., bom in 1810, is 
Professor of Applied Chemistry in tho 
Franklin Institute, and a melter and 
refiner in tho United States Mint, 
Pliiladelphia. He is tho author of tho 
“Encyclopedia of Chemistry, Prac- 
tical and Theoretical, embracing its 
application to the Arts, Metallurgy, 
Geology, Modicine, and Pharmacy,” 
published at Philadelphia in 1850. 
In this work Mr. Booth was assisted 
by Mr. Campbell Morfit, in conjunction 
with whom he also drew up a report 
to the Smithsonian Institute on ” Bo- 
ceut Improvements in the Chemical 
Arts,” published at Washington in 
1851. 

BOPP, Franz, philologist, was bom 
at Mayence, Sep. 14, 1791. His early 
studies were conducted at Asohafl^- 
burg, where he studied under 
resBor Windisehmann, who filled the 
chair of philosophy and history in the 
university of that town. By the advice 
of this learned iman and profound 
Orientalist the disdple of SoheUing, 
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]k[. Bopp resolved to dedicate bin 
self entirely to Oriental literature. 
Having finished bis dementaiy studies, 
be set out in 1812 to make bimsel 
acquainted with, Indian longuagei 
supported by a small pension allowec 
him by the king of Bavaria..

he was encouraged by M. Silvestre d 
Sapy and Augustus William Schlege' 
and completed his studies in Londo:

His ^at 
work, the Comparative Giammar o; 

the Sanscrit, Greek, Latin, Lithua- 
nian, Ancient Slavic, Gothic, and 
German’* (Vorglcicheude Grammatik 
des Sanskrit, &o,, Berlin 1833-49 
2nd edition, entirely revised, 1857) 
containB a complete analysis of th 
grammaticid forms of the Indo-Ger< 
manic languages, and the genera! 
laws ho deduces from them are highl]^ 
creditable to his perspicacity. His 
writings, which are both numerous 
and voluminous, have greatly facili- 
tated tho study of the Sanscrit Ian 
guage, and his translations of varioui 
Indian classics have contributed 
laigely to our knowledge of Oriental 
poetry, morals, and philosophy, as 
exhibited in the ancient literature of 
India. 

BOBDEAUX (Duke op), Henri- 
Chables - Ferdinand - Marie - Uieu- 
DONN^ - d’ Artois, head of the elder 
branch of the Bourbons, bom in Paris, 
Sep. 29, 1820, is son of Prince Charles- 
F^inand d’Artois, duke de Berri, 
who was assassinated in March, 1820, 
and of the princess of the Two Sici- 
lies, the famous duchess de Berri. 
He was baptized with great pomp in 
water brought from the Jordan by 
Chateaubriand. ** The diild of mira- 
cle,” as he was called, received the 
titie of count de Chambord from the 
castle of that name, which was bought 
fbr him by public subscription., 
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Although Charles X., soon after the- 
outbreak of the revolution of 1880,. 
resolued to abdicate in his fiivour, and 
in presence of the troops assembled 
at Bambouillet, made a proclamation' 
under the title of Heniy V ., the duke 
of Bordeaux was compelled to quit 
tho country. Having spent somo 
time at Holyrood, ho travelled in 
Germany, Lombaidy, Borne, and 
Naples, to complete his education. 
In 181'3 he resided in Belgrave Square, 
where he made a kind of political 
ddbut, claiming the crown of France, 
and receiving, with all the eti- 
quette of a court, such legitimists 
as Chateaubriand, de Fitz-James, 
Bcrrycr, Ac. In 1853 a compact is 
said to have been concluded between 
the count de Chambord and tho princes 
of the house of Orleans, by which the- 
claims of the elder and younger- 
branches of the house of Bourbon 
were arranged; but for some rea- 
son or other no attempt has been 
made to carry out the arrangement 
by putting forward a candi£ite for 
the throne supported by both parties.. 
In 1846 the duke married the Princess 
Maria-Theresa, eldest daughter of the 
duke of Modena. They have no chil- 
dren, and it appears probable that the- 
count will be the last of the elder 
branch of the Bourbons.

M. Flaudin, an ac- 
complished draughtsman, was sent to 
sketch the crumbling sculptui'cs, and 
several competent scholars and mem- 
bers of the Academy were commis- 
sioned to prepare for publication an 
elegant archicologioal work, under 
the special supervision of M. Botta. 
Tliis work, entitled Monuments de 
Ninive dccouverts ct decrits par Botta, 
mesurcs et dessines par Flaudiii” 
(1849-50), was published in five largo 
folio volumes, the first two of which 
contain the plates of ai'chitectnre and 
sculpture, the third and fourth tho 
inscriptions, and the fifth tho text.

BOUCICAULT, Diox, bom in 
Dublin, Dec. 26, 1822, and educated 
under his guardian. Dr. Lardner, and

’ his career os drt^iatio author with the 
production, in MTiroh, 1841, of “Lou- 
don Assurance,” at Govent Ganlon 
Theatre. He went to the United 
States in 1853, and did not return to 
London till 1860, when ho produced 
the “ Colleen Bawl i” at the Adclphi 
Theatre, in which veiy successful 
piece Mrs. Boucicault, formerly Miss 
Itobertson, a popular actress, ap- 
peared. This was followed by the 
“Octoroon,” in 1861. Having been 
associated with Mr. Webster in the 
management of tho Adclphi Theatre, 
Mr. • Boucicauld^ became icssco of 
Astley’s Theatre, tho name of which 
he altered to that of tho Westminster ;

BOUET - WILLAUMEZ, Count 
Louis-Edouaud, Vice-Admiral of tho 
French Imperial Navy, was born April 
24, 1808, admitted into tho Naval 
Scliool in 1823, joined the navy in 1829, 
was mado lieutenant in 1835, was at- 
tached to tho naval station of La Plata, 
and took part in the bombardment of 
Mogador. In 1838 he was intrusted 
by Bear- Admiral Moutagnios do la 
Boque witli a survey of the coast of 
Western Africa, the results of which 
he published in a volume, entitled 
“DcscriptionNantiquo des C6tes com- 
prises entro lo Senegal ct r.^quateur,” 
in 1849. lie obtained his i-ank ns 
Captain Sep. 17, 1841, and soon after 
was appointed Governor of tho French 
possessions in Senegal. Jii 1847 ho 
returned to France, and in 1849 re- 
ceived the Cross of Commander of tho 
Legion of Honour. Appointed Bear- 
Admiral, Aug. 12, 1854, ho took i^art 
in tho Crimean expedition under 
Admiral Hamclin, and was appointed 
Maritime Profect at Clicrburg, and 
to tiio same post at Toulon, March 
4, 1801, Ho w’as created a Grand 
Officor of tho Legion of Honour, Juiio 
12, 1856, and pifunotcd to tlio rank of 
Vice-Admiral, July 9, 1860. Ho has 
published tho following works : — 
“Campagne nux Cotes OccidoutMle^ 
d'Afrique,” in 1850; “La Flotto 
Fran^aise ot les Colonies,” in 1852 ; 
and “ Bataillcs de Terre ot do Mcr,”

BOUILLAUD, Jkax-Baptjste, phy- 
sician, member of tho Academy of 
Medicine, was born at Angouleine, 
Sep. 10, 1796, studied under his uncle, 
Jean Bouillard, a surgeon-major in 
tho army, and took his degree as 
doctor at Paris, Aug. 23, 1823. M. 
Bouillaud becamo favourably known 
to tho profession by publishing in 
1824, in conjunction witli M. B. J. 
Bertin, a treatise on “ Diseases of tho 
Heart.” He was elected professor of 
clinical medicine at the Hdpitol do 
la Charitd in 1831, was Deputy for 
AugoulSme from 1842 to 1846, voting 
generally with the “ Left ; ” became a 
member of tho Superior Council of 
the University, was created an Officer 
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of the Legion of Honour, April 27, 
1817, and was cliOscn to saccccd 
31. Orfila as Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine of Paris in 1818. In addi- 
tion to the afore-mentioned works, 
M. Bouillaud has published iiuTnorous 
medical works, amongst which may

BOULET, IlENRt, veterinary sur- 
geon, And ijrofessor of (dinical medi-

BOURQUENEY, Barox Pr.\X90is 
Adolphe, who was Ambassador of 
France at the court of Austria, and 
Plenipotentiary at tho Vienna Con- 
gress of -March, 1855, w'as born at 
Paris, Ian. 7, 1800, and commenced 


his diplomatic oai*cor as third Secre- 
tary of Embassy at Romo when Chd- 
tcanbnniid was ambassador there. 
After the revolution of 1830 lie re- 
turned to Paris, and was appointed a 
souB-chef in tho section of La Direc- 
tion Politique in the ministry of 
Foreign Aflairs. In 1831 ho was 
sent to London with Gcii. Sobastiani 
as second Secretary, and when M. do 
Bacourt was appointed minister at 
Washington, succeeded him ns first 
Secretary, which post ho occupied 
under the embassies of M. Guizot and 
31. de St. Aulairu. When M. Gnizot 
becarno minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Baron Buurqucney was scut as 
Ambassador to Constantinople, and 
remained there till tho revolution of 
Fob., 1848, but never served under 
tho republic or tho presidency of 
Louis Napoleon. Ifo was known for 
his Orlcaiiist predilections until, in 
3Iai*cli, 1853, ho was appointed Am- 
bassador at A^icnna by Napoleon III. 
ITo concbicted tho difficult negotia- 
tions which led to tho treaty of Dec., 
1851, by which the empci*or of Austiia 
confirmed his alliance with tho em- 
peror Napoleon against tho emperor 
of Russia, liis former patron; and 
when, in tho spring of 1855, it became 
necessary to empower the French 
ambassador at Yieniia to meet Prince 
Gortscliakoif and M.Titoff, tho Russian 
envoys, Baron Bourquoucy was at 
first iiiti’ustcd with the sole cpiiduot of 
the negotiations on the part of Fftuico, 
every other power being represented 
in the congress by two plouipotciiti- 
arics. M. Drouyii do Lhuys, foreign 
minister of tho empko, afterwards 
proceeded to bis assistance. At the 
close of the conferences of Paris, 
Biu’on Bourquoney was accredited as 
Ambassador to tho court of Vienna, 
and was raised to the dignity of Sejia- 
tor. Ho wa» made Grand Qfficcr of 
tho Legion of Honour, March 6, 1815. 

BOUSSINGAtJLT, Jiban-Baptistb- 
JosEPii-DiKUD6iiM£, member 

of the Institntd, m JW Feb. 2, 
1802, was ednoat^ ii tno Mining 
School of St. fitihnnP, ^d on leaving 
it accepted the offer by 
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an English company of proceeding to 
South America, to recover and work 
certain aTiciont mines which had been 
neglected for many years. All went 
well at first ; but when the colonies of 
Spain declared their indo[)endcnce, 
an end was put to the oiitcrpriso. It 
was at this time; he made the acquaint- 
ance of Humboldt, who was exploring 
the New World. M. Bonssinganlt, 
haying nothing hotter to do, entered 
the ranks of the insurrectionaiy 
army, and was attached to Gen. Boli- 
var’s stair, more, how-ever, as a savant 
than a soldier, and passed through 
Bolivia, Venezuela, and the countries 
situated between Carthagena and the 
mouth of the Orinoco. Soon after 
his return to France, ho was appointed 
to a professorship of chemistry at 
Lyons. In 1839 ho was elected into 
the Academy of Sciences, and coming 
to Paris, obttiincl. a chair of Agricul- 
ture in the Consf rvatory of Arts and 
Trades. Chemistry, applied to agri- 
culture and the rearing of cattle, ow'os 
much to tho labours of M. Boussin- 
gault, especially bis indications as to 
the quality of manures, and on the 
nutritive properties of tho aliments 
destined for herbivorous animals. lie 
has contributed several valuable arti- 
cles on such subjects to tho French 
scientific journals, and some of these 
have been collected and published 
under the titloj “ Memoircs do Chimio 
Agricole et do Physiologic’’ (Paris, 
1854). His “Traite d’Economio llu- 
ralo” and “Annals of Physics and 
Chemistry,” wore published nt Paris 
in 1844. M. Boussingault, who was i 
returned to the Constituent Assembly, I 
and was a member of tho Council of ! 
State until the 2nd of Hcc., has wdih- | 
drawn from politics, and devotes him- 
self to his favourite studios. He was 
made Commander of the Legion of 
Honour, March 11, 1857. 

BGUVERTE, The Rtght Hon. 
Edwabh PliETDELL, socond Bon of the 
Srd.eorl of Radnor, bom in 1818, and 
educated at Harrow and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, whore he graduated 
H;A. in l&i, entered Parliament in 
1844, 06 M!.P. for Kilmarnock, which 


ho enntinnes to represent, in tho 
Liberal interest. He was Under- 
secretary of State for tho Home 
Department from July, 1850, till 
March, 1852, and was Chair- 
man of Committees of tho House 
of Commons from April, 1853, to 
March,' 1855, wlieii ho was made 
Vice-President of Mie Board of Trade, 
Paymaster-Genoral in Aug. of that 
year, and President of tho Poor-law 
Boai^, which i)cst he held till the 
retirement of the Palmerston ad- 
ministration in March, 1858. Jjord 
Palmer.st()n nominated him tho second 
Church E.state8 Commissioner in Aug., 
1859, and he discharged the duties of 
this ofiico till Nov., 1865. lu 1862 ho 
introduced, though unsiiecossfiilly, a 
measure for the relief oPcortniii dis- 
abilities which affected such of the 
clergy as, owing to a change in their 
opinions, desired to withdraw from 
the Borvico of tlieEstablislied Church. 

BOVILL, The Right Hon. Sir 
William, K\t., Lord Chief Justice of 
tho Common Pleas, was bom in 1814, 
and called to tho Bar in 1811 , having 
previously practised as a Special 
Pleader,. Sir William, w'ho soon ob- 
tained a very extensive practice, and 
was made a Queen’s Counsel and a 
Boncher of the Middle Temple in 
1855, was first returned to Parlia- 
ment in March, 1857, for the borongh 
of Guildford, which ho coiitiniiod to 
represent until his elevation to tho 
BencJi ill Nov., 1866. Sir William, 
who was a magistrate for tho county 
of Surrey, wiis appointed Solicitor- 
General under Lord Derby’s admini- 
stration in July, 1866, and upon tho 
rctiromont of Lord Chief Justice Erie, 

Nov., succeeded him as Loi*d Chief 
Justice of tho Court of Common Pleas. 
He was in:jde a Privy Connctllor, Dec. 
28, 1866. 

BOWEN, Sir George Ferguson, 
G.C.M.G., the eldest son of the Rev. 
Edward Bowen, a beneficed clergy- 
man in the north of Ireland, bom in 
that country in 1821, was educated at 
tho Charter-house and Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he obtained a 
scholarship in 1840, and graduated 
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B.A. as first-class iu classics in 1844. 
In tlio same year lie was elected to a 
Fellowship of Brascuoso College, and 
became a monjber of Lincoln’s Inn. 
Fi’oin 1847 to 1851 h held the post 
of President of. the University of 
Corfu, and was Chief Secretary to the 
Governuieut of the Ionian Islands 
fi'om 1851 to 1859. lie is the author 
of “ Itliaca in 1850,” “Mount Athos, 
Thessaly, and Epirus,” &c. “Mumiy’s 
Handbook of Grocco” is believed to 
Jiavo been written by Sir George 
Bowen, who married, in 1830, the 
Countess llotna, only surviving 
daughter of Count Eoma, G.C.M.G., 
then Presidciit of the Senate of the 
Ionian Islaiids, and was appointed, iu 
1859, Captain- Geinu'al and Govornor- 
in-Chief of the new colony of Queens- 
land, in Australia, comprising the 
north-eastern portion of the Australian 
continent. Tltis eolony is capable of 
becoming a great field for thci gi-owth | 
of cotton. 

BOWERS, The Vkuy Rev. Geokoe 
Hull, I).D., son of the late Francis 
Bowers, Esq., was born in 1794', and 
educatedat the Grammar School, Pem- 
broke, and Clare College, Cambridge 
where ho graduated B.D. iu 1829, 
and D.D. In 1849. Having been per- 
petual curate of Elstuw, Beds, from 
1819 to 1832, and Select Preacher to 
the University of Cambridge in 1830, 
he was presented by the late duke of 
Bedfoi'd to tlie I'cctory of St. Paul’s, 
Covent Garden, London, in 1831, and 
promoted to the deanery of Manchester 
in 1847. Ur. Bowel's is author of ser- 
mons preached bofoi'o the Universiry 
of Cambridge, in Covent Garden 
church, and in the cathedral of Man- 
chester, and of a scheme for the for- 
mation of schools for the sons of 
clergymen and others, coiribining tlie 
twofold advantages of efficiency and 
economy. Tho i)nblication, iu 1842, 
of this pliiu led to tho establish nieuc 
of Marlburougli Colh^ge, of which Dr. 
Bowers was the founder, conjointly 
with the late Rev. Charles Eaton 
Plater. He is chairman of tho council 
of Rossall School, Fleetwood (similar . 
in constitution to Marlborough Col- j 


lege), visitor of the Manchestor Free 
Grammar School, and one of the 
nominators to the Hulmo Exhibitions 
at Brasciiose College, Oxford. He 
wraa also tho originator, in 18G2, of 
llailoybury College (late Enst-lndia 
College) on the plan of the colleges 
of MarlViorougli and Rossall. 

BOWLES, Gkjjkual Sir George, 
K.C.B., received his commission as 
Ensign Dec. 20, 1804 ; seiwed in the 
north of Germany in 1805 -0 under 
Lord Catlieurt; was present at the 
siege and Ciiptiire of Copenhagen in 
18o7, and served in tho Peninsula 
fixiin 1809 to 1814 (excepting the 
winters of 1810 and ISII). He was 
present at tho passage of the Douro ; 
tho Rattles of Talavera, Salamanca, 
and Viltoria; the sieges of Ciudad 
Rodrigo, Badajoz, Burgos, and San 
Sebastian; tho capture of Madrid; 
tho passages of the Bidasson, Nivello, 
Nivc, and A dour; and tho investment 
of Bayonne ; and took part in the 
battles of Quatro Bras and Waterloo, 
and tiio capture of Paris, lie lias 
received the war medal, with six 
! clasps. JTis oliher commissions bear 
' date as folio w.s : — Liout. and Capt., 
Feb. 1, 1810; Major, Juno 18, 1815; 
Licut.-Colonel, Juno 14,1.821; Colonel, 
Jan. 10, 1837 ; Major-General, Nov. 9, 
18R>; Lieut.- General, Jnne 20, 1854; 
General, Nov. 9, 1862. Ho received 
tho Colonelcy of tho 1st West India 
regiment Sep. 9, 1855. 

.BOWMAN, William, F.R.S., 
Surgeon to tlie . Royal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital, Moorfields, 
some time Surgeon to tho King’s 
College Hospital and Professor of 
Physiology and General and Morbid 
Aiiatouiy at King’s College, London, 
is a son of the late John Etldowes 
Bowman, F.L.S., F.G.S., &c., and was 
born at Naiitwicli in 1816. Having 
received his education at King’s Col- 
lege, London, he commenced hia pro- 
fession with much success in tlio Wost- 
ciid of liondou. Tlio RoyaJ Medal in 
Physiology was awarded ...to him by 
tho Royal Society in 
been twice on the eoubcil of that 
society, is a corresponding member 
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of tlio Boyal Academy of Science at 
Turin, of the Royal Academy of 
Medicine in Sweden, of tlic >Societe 
Fhilomatbique, the Socicte do Chirur- 
gio, and of the Socicte do Biologic at 
Paris, of tho Royal Medical Society 
of Rdinburgli, of tho I'hilosophical 
Society of Cambridge, and of the 
Medical Societies of Cciiova, Dresden, 
Athens, and Pcsth. H() is tho anihor 
of some iinporiant surgical works on 
the eye, “ Lectures on tho Parts con- 
cerned in tho Operations of tli{3 l^yo,** 
“Observations on Artificial I’upils,** 
and of “ TJio Physiological Anatomy 
and Physioh)gy of JMan ** (tho latter 
in conjunction witli the late Dr. Todd), 
as well as of papers in the Pliilosoplii- 
cal Transactions, “ The Cyclopiedia 
of Anatomy,” &c. 

BOWlllNG, Edgar Atj-rrd, C.B., 
a young! T son of Sip John Bowriiig 
(q-v.), born in 1^0, ajid educated fit 
the University London; entered 
the civil service in the Board of Trade 
in 1841, and filled in succession the 
post of Private Secretaiy to tlio Earl 
of Clar(?ndon, to Eaid (Jraiivillo, and 
to Lord Stanley of Alderley. He wa.s 
appointed l*recis “Writer and Libraiian 
to that department in 1818, and 
Registrar iii 1853, but retired fi'om 
tho service on tho abolition of his 
office at tho end of 18(>3. He acted 
as Sccrctaiy to the Royal Commission 
for the Great Exhibition of .T8ol, and 
has hold that appointment ^iiICO the 
Commission has boon pennaiicntly in- 
corporated. His services in that 
capacity wore so highly appvi ..iated 
by the late Prince Consort, tho Presi- 
dent of the Commission, that, imme- 
diately after H.R.H.*s decease, her 
Majesty was pleased to nominate Mr. 
Bowring a Companion of tho Order of 
the Bath, oivil division. Mr. Bowrin^ 
is tho^ author of an English poetical 
Yorsion of “Tho Book of Psalms,” 
English versions of tho poetical works 
of Schiller, Goethe, and Heine, and 
(jointly with Lord Hobart) of a reply 
to the “Sophisms of Free Trade,” 
by Mr. Justice Byles. Ho is under- 
stood to have - l^raiQslated two small 
volumes of Germatt^hymns, selected 


by tho Queen, and privately printed 
for her Majesty’s use, one volume on 
die death of tho duchess of Kent, and 
the other on tlmt of Prince Albert. 

BOWlllNG, Sir Jojl\, LL.D., 
E.R.S., desc(.'iidcd from an ancient 
Devonshii’o farnil}’’, wliibh gave its 
luimo to the estate of Bowringslcigh,. 
ill the parish of West Allingtoii, was 
liorn at Exeter, Or*L. 17, 17112. Ho 
bcicamc iu early life the political pupil 
of Jbreray Bentham, maintaining Jiia 
master’s principles in thcj 
JievieiCf of wliicli lie was fin* somo 
y«?ara tlio editor, and after tho death 
of Bentham (of whom ho was tho 
executor) published a colloctioii of 
his works, accompaniod by a bio- 
graphy, iu twcnty-tlirco volumes, llo 
ciistlugiiished himself by Jiis know- 
ledgo of European literature, and 
published a minibor of vm-sions of 
poiMus, songs, and* other produc- 
tions, from tJie Russia u, Servian,. 
Polish, Magyar, Dauisli, German, 
Swedish, En'sian, Dutch, Esthoiiiau, 
Spanish, rortngucso, Icelandic, and 
otlier languages, bcHides many vo- 
lumes of hymns, original poems, and 
other works ; amongst wliicli may bo 
mentioned, pamphlets on Remunera- 
tive Prison Labour,” and “On tlioRo- 
strictivo and Prohibitory System,” as 
applied to commerce; talcs for the 
vols., eutiUed “Minor 
Morals;” a letter to Jilr. Canning 
“On the Repeal of the Corporation 
and Test Acts,” and n translation of 
Peter Schh;mihl. While in l\lndrid ho 
published in Spanish a work on “ Afri- 
can Slavery,” and has translated into 
French the “Opinions of the Early 
Christians on War,” written by Tho- 
mas Clarkson. Ilis “Matins and 
Vespers ” 1 ave gone threngli many 
editions, hulh in England and tho 
United States. For his two volumes 
of “ Russian Anthology ” ho received 
.a diamond ring from Alexander tho 
Firat, and for Iiis works on Holland, 
somo of wliicli have been translated 
into Dutch, a gold medal from the 
King of tho Netherlands. The Uni- 
versity of Groningen, in Holland, con- 
ferred upon him tho degree of LL.D. 
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Having mado tho economics and lite- 
mturo of trade and commerce an es- 
pecial study, he has at various times 
acted as commercial commissioner 
from this country to France, Belgium, 
Italy, Switz^land, tho States of the 
German Cullfcoms Union, and tho 
Levant, and his reports on our com- 
mercial relations with tlioso countries 
have been laid before Parliament. 
Under Lord Melbourne’s Government 
ho was Secretary to tho Commission 
for Examining and Reforming tho 
Public Accounts, and was Ghainnau 
of tho Parliamentary Committee on 
Colonial Accounts whoso recommenda- 
tions liavo led to tho most important 
improvements. Ho carried, in oppo- 
sition to tho Government, a resolution 
that tho gross revenues of all taxes 
should be paid without roduction into 
the exchecpior, — aprinciplowhich Ima 
become tho groundwork of r(?form in 
our national accountancy. He sat in 
Parliament as member for tho Clyde 
Boroughs from 1835 to 1837, and for 
Bolton Iroin 1841 to 1811). IIo re- 
ceived a liandsomo service of plato 
li‘om tho Manxmen for tho services 
ho had rendered by obtaining an Act 
of Parliament for their oinancipation 
from feudal tyranny, and from tho 
Maltese for his advocacy as their nn- 
olficial I'cprcsentativo in tlie House of 
Commons. Aided by tho powerful 
support of PrincG Albert, he obtiuncd, 
after a discussion in tlio House of 
Commons, the issue of tlie iloriu, which 
was tho first stop towards tho intro- 
duction of tho docimal divisions into 
our vurrcncy. In 1849 ho was ap- 
pointed British Consul at Canton ; in 
1854, while on Icavo of absence in 
England, was in*omotod to be her 
Majesty’s Plenipotentiary in China 
(having previously held temporarily 
tho post of Chief Superintendent of 
Trade) and Governor of Hong-Kong, 
and reooivod tho honour of knight- 
hood. Ho has boon nominated a 
Commander of the Belgian Order of 
Leopold, a Companion of the Order of 
Christ of Portugal, a Follow of the 
Royal Society, and is an hononiry 
member of many of the literary so- 


cieties of Europo. In tho spring of 
1855, Sir John Bowriug proceeded on 
a special mission to Siam, and con- 
cluded a treaty of commerce with tlio 
two kings of that country,— a task in 
which several jirovious negotiators 
hod failed, and afterwards pnblished 
his travels under tho title of “Tho 
Kingdom and People of Siam.” Hav- 
ing retired on a pension iii 1859, lie 
has siiico ])ubIisliCLl an account of the 
“ Philippine Islands,” and is a fn>qnent 
(runtiibutor to light literature. He 
holds tho offico of Minister Plciiipo- 
tontiary anil Envoy Extx4iordiuary to 
the ditferent European courts from the 
Hawaiian Government; and on its be- 
half has signed treaties of amity and 
commei'ce with Belgium, Holland, 
Spain, Italy, and Switzerland. In 
1861 ho was sent abmid to report on 
the slato of our cominei'cial relations 
with tho new kingdom of Italy. His 
eldest son, Mr. John Q. Bowring, has 
presented to tho British Museum thu 
“Bowringiau Collection” of Coloo- 
ptora, consisting of more than 84,000 
species. 

BOWYER, Sir Gkohok, Baht., 
U.O.L., eldest son of tlio late Sir 
Georgo Bowycr, Bart., of Radley, 
Berkshire, born in 1811, was called to 
tho Bar at tho Middle Temple in 1839, 
ivas for some time Reader in Law in 
that inn, and is a Mrigistrate and De- 
puty-Lieutenant for BerkaJjiro. For 
some years ho was editor of tho (Jitar- 
Hian newspaper, and contributed very 
extonsively to its columns. In 1850 
he bccanio a convorf to tlio Roman 
Catholic faith. When Pius IX. dis- 
tributed England into Romau Catholic 
diocesos, in tho autumn of 1850, Sir 
G. Bowyor (who had been created an 
Honorary D.G.L. of Oxford shortly bo- 
foro his secession from the Established 
Church) came forward as the autho- 
rized apologist of tho act, and pub- 
lished .a pani2>blet on tho question,^ 
ontitlod “ The Cardinal Archbishop ot 
Westminster and the Now Hierarchy,” 
which went through several editions. 
Sir G. Bowyer is the author of “Ai 
Dissertation on tbo .' Start»ntes of the 
Italian Cities,” and also of some legal 
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-works of rather high reputation, en- 
titled Commeiitarios on the Consti- 
tutional Law of England/* and ** Com- 
mentaries on the Modern Civil Law/* 
which he gave to tho world whilst 
he was a Protestant, and held his 
appointment as Eeuder of tho Tem- 
ple. In 1852 he was elected M.P. 
for Dundalk, which he continnes to 
represent ill Psirlianioiit, acting as the 
recognized mouthpicco of foreign Ho- 
man Catholic courts and powers, 
whose policy he zealously defends on 
all occasions. He has received several 
foreign onlers from Popo Pius IX. 

BOX.^LL, WiLLiASf, K.A., bom .at 
Oxford, in 18(.)0, entered as a student 
at the Eoyal Academy in 18111, but 
was not the pupil of any particular 
artist. He exhibited at tho Eoyal 
Academy, in 1829, his “ Milton’s lie- 
conciliation with his Wife/* his “Cor- 
dclia” in 1820, fnd ** Hope” in 1828. 
l£o designed feveral illustrations 
for the VVaverlcy Novels. After a 
visit to Homo in 1833, ho turned his 
attention to portrait-painting, to which 
branch of art he has since devoted 
liimsclf. Ho was elected A. 11. A. in 
1851, and in 1863 was admitted to 
the full honours of tho Academy at 
which he has been a constant cxlii- 
hitor. On the death of Sir Charles 
Eastlake, in 1865, he was appointed 
Director of tho National Gallery. 

BOrD, Tjitj Eev. Anoke yv Kennedy 
Hutchison, D.D., bom in Ancliinlcck, 
in Ayrsliire, of which parisJi his father 
was mcnmbeiit, Nov., 1825, -was edu- 
cated at the University of t lasgow, 
where he obtained tho highest Aca- 
demic lionoui'S in philosophy and 
theology, and was author of seve- 
ral prize essays. He was ordained in 
1851, and was incumbent successively 
of the parishes of Newton-on-^ yr, 
Kirkpatrick-lrongray, in Galloway, 
St. Bernard’s, Edinburgh, and of St. 
Andrews, which he still holds. Ho , 
first became known as a writer by 
papers which appeared in Frasef^s 
Manaamey under the signature of 
A. E. H. B. Of these the most im- 
portant have been reprinted in a 
substantive shape under tho titles of 


“ The llecrcations of a Country Par- 
son” (first and second scries) j “ Lei- 
sure Hours in Town, being Essays, 
I Consolatory, ^Estlietical, Moral, Social, 
I and Domestic “ Tho Commonplace 
Philosopher iu Town mid Country/* 
and ” The Antnmii lAlidays of a 
Country Parson.** Dr. Boyd, who is 
tho author of threo vulnnies of scr- 
nions, under tho title of “ Tho Graver 
Thoughts of a Country Parson,** and 
“ Counsel and Comfort spoken { 1*001 a 
City Pulpit/* received the degree of 
D.D. from the University of Edin- 
burgh in 1804'. 

BOYD, Eev. James E., bomin ISO-t, 
in the state of New York; Professor 
of Moral Philosophy and College 
Preacher at Hamilton College, is best 
known for his services to literature in 
editing, with biographical, critical, 
and explanatory notes for the use of 
schools and colleges, — ]Milton*s “Para- 
dise Lost/’ Young’s “Nigh tThhughts/* 
Thomson’s “ Seasons/* Cowper’s “ Task 
and other Poems,** Pollok’s “ Course 
of Time,*' <&c. Ho lias published 
“Elements of Ehetoiio and Literary 
Critieism,’* “Eclectic Moral Philoso- 
phy,” “ Tho Westrainster Shorter Ca- 
techism, with Scriptural Proofs, &c.,*’ 
“ Karnes' Elements of Criticism, with 
Additions, &c.'* 

BEADDON, Miss lilAiiY Elizabeth, 
popular novelist, daughter of Mr. 
Henry Braddon, solicitor, who contri- 
buted to tho old importing Magozinfi, 
under the mmis de plume of “ Gilbert 
Forrester” and “A Member of tho 
Burton Hunt,** &c., was born in Soho 
Square, London, in 1837, and became 
at on early ago a contributor to perio- 
dical literature; and wrote sentimental 
verses, political squibs, parodies, &c., 
for the Poet’s Corner of provincial 
newBiiapers. Miss Braddon has written 
“ Loves of Arcadia/* a comedietta 
produced at tho Eoyal Strand Theatre 
in 1860; “Garibaldi, and other Poems/* 
published in 1861; “Lady Lisle/* 
“ Captain of the Vulture,*’ “ Trail of 
the Serpent,” “ Ealph the Bailiff,** and 
other sketches reprinted from Temple 
Ba/r, 8t, Jameses Magazine^ &o.; “ Lady 
Audley’s Secret,” “ Aurora Floyd/* 
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“ Eleanor’s Victory,” “ John Marcli- 
Tiioiit’s Lcffocy,” “Henry Dunbar,” 
“ The Doctor’s Wife,” “ Only a 
Clod,” « Sir Jnspci-'s Tenant,” “TIio 
Lady’s Mile,” &c. Hiss Braddon 
conducts Belgravia, a London ina- 
{^azinc, to whicJi she contributed a 
novel, entitled “ Birds of Prey.” In ad- 
dition to the above, this authorcFS has 
published a lar^e iminber of aiiony- 
inous works, and is a constant contri- 
butor to periodical literature and the 
newspaper press. 

BRADFORD (Eaut. cr), Sir Or- 
LA^'lJ() Georok CjrAULKs Brilksemax, 
P.C., Viscount Newport, Baron Brad- 
roi*d of Bradford, co. Salop, and a 
baronet, was born A].)ril 21, ISIO, suc- 
ceeded his father as thiid earl, Idarch 
22, lhG5, and marriod, April 20, 18 hi, 
Selina Louisa, youngest daughter of 
the first Lord Forester. Jlis lordship is 
Captain of the South Salopian yeo- 
manry Cavalry, has been Vicc-Ohain- 
borlain of the Queen’s Household, 
and was aj)])ointed Lord Chamberlain 
of the Household under Loril Derby’s 
third sulmiiiistration, in July, 1800. 

BRADLEY, The Rkv. Edward, 
better known under the pseudonym, 
“ Cnthbert Bede,” a son of Thomas 
Bradley, Esq., of Kidderminster, was 
born in 1827, and educated at Durham 
University, where ho was Thorp Scho- 
lar, and Foundation Scholar at the 
University College. Having gra- 
duated at Durliain, he was ordained 
ill 18u0, appointed incumbent of Bob- 
bington, Statfurdshiro, in 1S57, and 
rector of Denton, Hunts, in 185fi. 
His li.'=(t publication was “ Verdant 
Green,” a novel, portraying Oxfoiui 
life in a humorous aspect, followed 
by “Medley,” “Slotloy,” “Photo- 
graphic Pleasures,” “Love’s Provo-

«^c. Ho has contributed to Pvach, 
the lllmtrated Londoii News, thu 
UmtlcmarC s, Bentley's^ Sharpie's, 
and Crtdkshanh's Magazines, &c., 
mid published in 1861 “Glencreg- 
gan,” an illustmted work on Can tire, 
in tlie West Highlands, descriptive of 


the Bcciiery, histoiy, antiquities, and 
legends of that peninsula, the original 
seat of the ancient Scottish monarohy ; 
in 1862, “The Curate of Cranston,” 
with other Prose and Verse ; in 1863, 
“ A Tour ill Tartan Land in 1864, 
“ The Visitor’s Hand-book to Russlyn 
and Hawthorndcii and “ The Whito 
Wife,” another illustrated work on 
tho legnmlH and ])opnlar stories 
of the Laiid’s-end of Scotland; in 
1865, “The Rook’s Giirdeii : Essays 
and Skctolios ; ” and in 1800, “Mat- 
tins and Muttons ; or, tlio Beauty 
of Brighton,” a novel. ■* Ho has 
contributed to the London Review, 
Oiir.e a irfcA*, the Jiuacit's Jl/n- 
gt.izi.ni\ and other pciiodicals and 
jouriiniM. 

BRADLEY, The Rev. Geoiiue 
Granville, 31. A., a younger son of 
tho Bov. Charles Bradley, vicar of 
Ghislmry, Brecon, horn in 1S21, w'as 
eduoutiMl at Rugby and University 
College, Oxfowl, wlioro ho graduated 
B.A. in 1811, and.was oleetoii a Fellow, 
taking a lirst-dass in elussical honours. 
After huving hold for several years an 
assistant mastership in Rugby School, 

I lio w'us in 1858 appointed Hoiid Master 
j of Marlborough College. 

BRADY, The Right IIon. Ma- 
xi kke, Bccond sou of the late F. T. 
Bitidy, Esq., of Willow Park, co. Dub- 
lin (great-gramlson of Dr. Nicholas 
Brady, joint author, with Dr. Tate, of 
tho new inetrieal version of tho Psalms 
of David), was born in 1766, and edu- 
cated at Trinity Collego, Dublin. In 
1816 ho w’as called to the Irish Bar, 
and soon afterwards couinioneed prac- 
tice ; ill 1833 lie was appointed one of 
the commissioners to conduct an 
inquiry under Government into tho 
Insh municip:;.! corporations ; in 1^7 
ho succeeded Air. Justice Ball as Solici- 
tor-General for li'cland, and in 1836 
became Attoriiey-Goneral. In 16^^ 
lie was promoted to the post of Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer (Ireland), afid' 
was advanced to tho Irish Chancellor- 
ship in 3.846. Ho retired with the 
Liberal party in Fob., 1852, but was 
1 ‘eappointcd in 1853, and having 
been out of office during Lord Derby’s 
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second adininisfcratioii in 1H58, was 
reappointed in June, 1859, and retired 
in 1866, on the resignation of Lord 
Bussell. Mr. Brady is Vico-Clmii- 
cellor of tho Queen’s University 
in Ireland. 

BRAGG, BiiAXTox, a jifonor.'il in 
tlio amiy of the Confederate States 
of America, born in Warren County, 
N. Carolina, in 1815, was admitted 
into tho academy at West Point in 
1833, graduating there, in 1837, and 
was appointed i!nd Lieutenant in tho 
3rd Artillery, lie served witli dis- 
tinction under Gen. Taylor in tho 
Mexican war, and in 1855 was offered 
a commission in a new regiment, — 
the 1st Cavalry, wdiich ho declined, 
and retired into private life in 1856. 
At tho comiuencoment of tho civil 
war, he became a Brigadier-General in 
tho CoTifedorato army, being stationed 
at Pensacola to net against Port Pick- 
ens. IIo was not generally success- 
ful while in this command. In 1862, 
having been appointed a General of 
Division, w'itli orders to act under Gen. 
A. S. Johnston, commanding the army 
ofthu Mississippi, ho took an important 
part in tho two days’ battle of Shiloh. 
On the death of Gen. A. S. Johnston 
ho was n])polnted to tho command of 
the entire force*, with the full rank of 
General, in which position he con- 
ducted a brilliant campaign against 
the force of Gen. Buell, whom he out- 
gcucralled. ITo subscqueiitiv opcTated 
in Tennessee, and fought the battles of 
Stone River and Murfreesboro’. IFis 
chief exploit was at Ghickaii ^uga, in 
Sep., 1863, when he inflicted a defeat 
on the army of Gen. Bosccrans, though 
afterwards ho was defeated by Gen. 
Grant, which led to his temporaiy*^ 
removal from command in Jan., 1861, 
and ho was appointed Chief of tlio Staff 
to President Davis. In Nov., 1864, ho 
assumed the command of the Depart- 
ment of North Carolina, but' having 
been defeated ,at Port PJsher, Wil- 
mington, and Kingston, was superseded 
by Gen. Joe Johnson, with whom he 
surrendered to Gen. Sherman, April 
26, 1865. 

BEAM WELL, Sin Geougg Wil* 


LIAM WiLSHiuE, son of a banker, born 
in London in 1808, was in early youth 
placed in his father’s counting-house, 
whore he acquired a practical know- 
ledge of tho business of banking, which 
in after-years proved of great value 
to' lum. Having resolved to try tho 
legal profession, ho practised for soino 
tinio as a pleader, and was, in 1838, 
called to tho Bar, and wont tlio 
Home circuit. He gradually obtained 
a largo business as a lawyer and 
pleader, in 1851 became a Queen’s 
Counsel ; and in 1852 was a niombor, 
with Sir J. Jervis, Sir A. Cockburn, 
Mr. Willes, aiul jMr. Baron Martin, of 
tho Common Law Praceduro Commis- 
sion, wln'cli resulted in tho Common 
Law Procedure Act of 18.52. This gave 
great satisfaction, and Mr. Bramwoll 
was in 1850 made a Baron of the 
Exchequer. 

BRAND, Tirw Biotit Hex. ITesky 
Boi/vkimk WiLLiAJi, M.P., second sou 
of the 20Lli Baron Dacro, and brother 
and Jieir presuinptivo to tho present 
baron, was born in 1814, and married 
ill 1838, Eliza, daughter of Gen. Ellice, 
was Private Secretary to Sir George- 
Grey, Keeper of tho Seal for tho Princo 
of Wales in Pcb., 1858 ; a Lord of tho 
Tretasury from Ajiril, 1855. till March, 
1858, and P.ai’Ji:iinontary Socrotary to 
the ^'roasury, from June, 1S59, to J uly, 
1866. Tho right hon, gontlemiiu, who 
is a Liberal in politics, was first re- 
turned for Lowes, iu July, 1852, wJiicIi. 
he continues (1867) to rcpresimt, and 
has been Dopiity-Lientcnant of Sussex 
since 1853. Mr. Bvand suceoeded Sir 
George Hayter as whip of tho Liberal 
jiarty in 1859. 

BRASSEY, Tiiojtas, civil engineer, 
tlie son of the late Mr. John Brassoy, 
of Burrtt. n, where lio was born about 
1865, was educated at Chester. 
Among his various works may bo 
mentioned tlio Grand Junction, Severn 
Valley, Lancaster and Carlisle, Cale- 
donian, North Stafford, Buckingham- 
sliiro, South-Western, Eastern Union, 
Western of f'lanco, and Mediterranean 
railways, and several lines in Spain. 
Mr. Brasseyis a partner with Messrs. 
Betts and Peto in tho contract for the 
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construction of tho Grand Trunk Boil* 
way of Canada. 

BKAVO-MUaiLLO, Box Juan, 
politician^bom at Frejenal de la Sierra, 
province of Budujoz, in Juno, 1803, 
intended fur tho Cliui’cli, chose tlio 
Bar as a profession. In 1825 he en- 
tered the College of Advocates at 
Seville, soon after obtained tho 2X)st 
of Fiscal at Caceres, and showed great 
devotion to tho luonnrohy. When tho 
Progresistas came into power he re- 
signed, went to Madrid, and founded a 
law maga'/iiie, tho IhJetin tie Jnrlspru- 
Oeiicia. In 1836 ho was appointed i 
Secretary to the Department of Justice j 
under Isturitz. After tho revolution 
of La Granja in Aug., ho joino«l tho 
opposition, and in his journal, Kl Por- 
vemr, was ono of the most active 
adversaries of the radical party. In 
1837 th<j proviiico of Seville elected 
him to tin) Cortes, whoro ho took part 
chiefly in legal fpieationa. During tho 
rule of tho Pj-ogresistas ho was for 
some time out of tho Cortes, but in 
1836 was ro-olccted for tho province 
of Avila., and took his place among tho 
political orators of tho Consorvativo 
party. After tho flight of the queen- 
mother, Maria-Christina, in Oct., 1810, 
he was compromised in a conspiracy 
against tho regency of Gen. Espartcro, 
took refugo first in tlio Basque pro- 
vinces, and then in France, whoro he 
remaiiicd until tho fall of tho dictator 
(July, 1843), when ho returned to Ma- 
drid, to fol low his profession. In 18 17 
he received tho oflico of Minister of 
Justico ill the transition cabinet of the 
duke of Sotomnyor, but I’esignod when 
Pacheco took the reins on the formation 
of the now cabinet. In Nov., 1847, ho 
became Minister of Trade and of I*ublic 
Instruction. In 1849-50 ho was Minis- 
ter of Finance ; and in 1851, after the 
resignation of the duke of Valontia 
(Naryaez), ho was charged witli the 
formation of a cabinet. In tho spring 
of 1853 his cabinet was succoedod 
by that of Gen. Lersundi. Tho repres- 
sive measures adopted by Bravo- 
Murillo and his successors led to tho 
revolution of 1854, and tho viotoiy 
of Gens. Espartero and O'Donnell. 


Obliged to quit Spam, ho did not re- 
enter it until 1856, and has since tilled 
several high diplomatio posts. 

BRAY, Mils. Anna Eliza, authoress, 
the daiiglitor of John Kempo, Esq., ii 
gentlomau of Cornish extraction, is a 
thorough proticient iu all feminine 
accomplishments, and an earnest niul 
devoted stiidciib of tho fine arts, hei* 
tusto for which Ic^l to her iutrodnetiou 
to Mr. Stothanl, the painter, wJio 
directed her aiiistio studies, and to 
whoso accomplished sou, Mr. Cliurles 
Slotharrl, she wa.s married in 1818. 
Soon after their marriage 'she went 
with him to France, where ho com- 
pleted a series of drawings of the 
Bayi‘u.x tapesuy for tho Antirpiarian 
Society, to which he was Jiistorical 
draughtsman; and she accompanied 
him whilst making further researches 
in Normandy and Brittany. A series 
of letters mldrcsscd by JMi'S. Stothard 
to her mother during this journey, 
with niimeroiiB illustrations from her 
own and her hnsbaud’s pencils we)*e 
published oii her return. In 1S29 
they made another tour through tho 
pictnresciuo old tow'iis of Flanders, 
and in 1821 Mr. Stothard was acci- 
dentally killed whilst executing a 
draAviug from part of a churcli in 
Devonshire for “Tho MoixumcntMl 
Efligics of Great Biitain,” a w'ork 
which his widow aftenvaids completed 
by tho help of her brother, Mr. Kempo,. 
who finirtliod tho letter-press. Mrs. 
Stothard’s “Memoirs” of her hus- 
band, published in 1823, received high 
coinmondation from Southey, Beck- 
ford, and Sir Walter Scott. ^ Soon 
afterwards she took nx> her residence 
in Devonshire, and was married to 
tho Rev. Edwanl Atkyns Bray, vicar 
of Tavistock, tlio author of theological 
and f)thor works. In 1826 she pub- 
lished “De Foix,” a romauco, illus- 
trative of the habits and manners of 
tho fourteenth century, followed, in 
1828, by “ Tho White Hoods,” a novel 
descriptive of tho troublous times of 
civil war between tho nobles and 
citizens of Flanders. Only eight mon ths 
later appeared “Tho Protestant, a 
tale of the reign of Queen Mary. Mrs- 
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Bray’s next work, “ Fite of Fitzfowl,” 
a legend of Devonshire, was her first 
attempt to open out a new path in 
fiction, by taking local names and 
traditions as a basis for lier imagina- 
tion to work upon. In another novel, 
“ The Tolba ; or, tho Moor of Por- 
tugal,” she relinquished this plan, 
but resumed it again in “ Warleigli ; 
or, tho Fatal Oak,” and in “Trclawny 
of TrelaAvne.” In npi^cared 

“ The. Borders of tho Tamar and the 
Tavy,” a descriptive work, which 
originated in a suggestion from llobcrt 
iioiithcy. 1 1 was ibllow(.*d by “ Trials 
of the Heart,” “Tho Mountains and 
Lakes of Switeei’land,” “ Henry de 
Pomeioy,” a legend of Cornwall and 
Devon, “ Courtenay of Walroddon,” 
and an edition of the “ Fables oiid 
Poems of Mary Colling,” with a Me- 
moir of that remarkable poetess of 
humble life. A uniform edition of 
Mrs. Bray’s works, in ten volumes, 
was published in IS H by Messrs. 
Longman. This authoress published 
“ Trials of Domestic Life,” a beauti- 
fully-illustrated “Life of Tliomas 
Stotliard, E.A.,” in 1851, “A Peep 
tit the Pixies,” a pleasant contribution 
to the Christmas gift-books of the 
same year, and “Handel, his Life, Per- 
sonal and Professional, with Tiioughts 
on Sacred Music,” in 1857. Left a 
widow in 1857, she in 18r9 published 
Mr. Bray’s "Poetical Jlcriains,” with 
a memoir, followed in 18u0 with a 
selection from ids sermon.s. It is 
understood that Mrs. Bray has in 
contemplation to reprint ln^ " Trials 
of Doinestio Life,” uiid that she is 
engaged upon another work designed 
to illustrate tho scenery, legendary 
lore, and fairy supers titiuns of Corn- 
wall. 

BRAZIL, Emi'Kiioil oi% Dom Peouo 
II., DR Alcanxaka, bom Dec. 2, 1825, 
the son o^ Dom Pedro I., of Braganza 
and Bourbon, and of Leopoldina, nreh- 
duchess of Austria, is the legitimate 
descendant of tho threo great royal 
Iiouses in Europe — Braganza, Bourbon, 
and Habsburg, and was proclaimed 
upon tho abdication of his fiather, in 
April, 1831, at the ago of five years 


and some months. Tho government 
was at first administered by a Council 
of Ilegoncy, and aftenvards by one 
regent; and so truly had statesmen 
of every political sliado tho good of 
tJieir country and tiio nghts of the 
prince at heart, that during tho cri- 
tical period, from 1831 to 1835, Brazil 
preserved its constitution. TJie young 
emperor was I'diicatod with great 
care; his two sisters — Donna Jauna- 
ria, married to tlio count of Aquila, 
brotlicr of tho king of Xaplcs ; and 
DontiaFrancisea, mam'ed to the prince 
do Joiiivillo — shared with equal ardour 
their brotlicr’s varied studies. In 
July, 18 10, Dom Pedro II. — althongh 
Jio had not attained his majority — 
was declared of ago by the Chambers, 
and assumed tho sovereign power 
when not quite fifteen. In 1813 liis 
imperial majesty was married to tho 
Briiicess Tlicrcsa Christina Moria, 
sister of Francis I., lato king of Naples; 
from which union were born two 
princes, who died young, and two 
princesses. Dom Pechx) is an expert 
liorsenuin, and doliglits in athletic 
exercises. IVhon at Rio 1 k» is con- 
stantly in public, receives twice a week 
liis subjects and foreigners, is voiy 
conricous in Jiis manners, and writes 
and speaks fiucutly English, French, 
German, Spanish, and Italian. He is 
strongly attached to litcratnro, and 
liberally patronizes industrial enter- 
prises, by encouraging public works 
and perfecting the iiarigation of rivers. 
The crowning point of his policy has 
bct.'ii Ills bold attack on tho national 
prejudice of tho necessity of employing 
black slaves, wliich ho lias entirely 
ovci’come. The policy of tl»o emperor 
and ofl 'ie Brazilian Chanibcrs was not 
only to decroe the suppression of the 
trutKc, but to open up to agricultu- 
rists new ways and means by which 
they might dispense with black labour- 
el’s. This was done by attracting 
European colonists to Brazil, by encou- 
raging tho settlement of small colo- 
nies; and the planters and landed 
pi*oprietors tlii'oughout the empire 
now prefer free to slave labour. The 
aid which ho aflbrdcd to General Ur- 
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qaiza contribatod greatly to the over- 
throw of Rosas, and the fruits of this 
intervention were an aggrandizement 
of territory, and the. free navigation 
of the Plate river, which have contri- 
buted greatly to the prospenty of the 
Brazils. The firm and judicious atti- 
tude he assumed in 1862, in the 
quarrel which broke out between his 
Govemmonb and that of Great Bri- 
tain, which was settled in his favour 
by the arbitration of the King of the 
Belgians, tended greatly to con- 
solidate his power. 

BRECHIN (Bisiior OF),TfiERi«HT 
Rev. Alexander Ponrose Fouiiks, 
D.C.L., second son of the late Lord 
Modwyn, a Scottisli judge of Ses- 
sion, born at Edinburgh in 1817, 
was edneated at Brasenoso College, 
Oxford, where ho obtained the Bodeii 
Sanscrit Scholarship in 1841, and 
graduated B.A. in 1841. He was soon 
afterwards ordained, and in 1817, on 
the death of Bishop Moir, was conse- 
crated Bishop of Brechin, in Scotland, 
when ho received the honorary degree 
of D.C.L. Ho is the author of numc- 
rons devotional works, based on the 
writings of the early Fathers of tho 
Church; including Commentaries oii 
the Canticlos, the Litany, tho Seven 
Penitential Psalms, and the To Deum ; 
an Explanation of the Nicono Creed, 
and sundry outlines of sermons. 

BRECKINRIDGE, John C., born 
near Lexington, Kentucky, Jan. 21, 
1821, was educated at Danville, and 
studied law at the Transylvania In- 
stitute, in tho same state. On tho 
breaking out of the Mcxicafi war, in 
1817, ho vohmteorod for militaiy ser- 
vice, and was chosen major in a regi- 
ment of Kentucky volunteers. During 
this soiwice in Mexico, ho acted as 
counsel for CoL Pillow, in reference to 
tho charges brought against him and 
against Generals Soott and Worth. 
On his rotnm he was elected to the 
Kentucky House of Representatives. 
In 1851, after a sharp contest with 
his antagonist, Gen. Leslie Combs, ho 
was returned to Congress, and was 
re-elected after a fiercer struggle, in 
1853. On tho accession of President 


Pierce to office, Mr. Breckinridge was 
offered tho post of Ambassador to 
Spain, which he declined, and it was 
filled by Mr. Soule. At the election 
of 1856, Mr. Breckinridge was returned 
as Vice-President, with Mr. Buchanan 
President. Mr. Breckinridge addressed 
a large audience at Louisville, April 
20, 1^1, denouncing President Lin- 
coln’s demand for 75,000 voliiiitoers 
as illegal, and advising the call of a 
State Convention to protest against 
the war, and in case that should fail, 
recommending Kentucky to unite her 
fortunes with the South. ^Jr. Brock- 
iiindgo took his seat in tho United 
States’ Senato as Senator from Ken- 
tucky, and opposed every measure for 
tho suppression of tho Cunfeiloratos, 
which cause ho soon afterwards openly 
joined. A manifesto to the people of 
Kentucky, dated Bowling Grocn, Oct. 
8, declared the Union dissolved. Ho 
was indicted by tho grand jury of 
Frankfort, Kentucky, Nov. 6, for high 
treason, and formally expelled frem 
tho United States’ Senato, Deo. 4. 
He wns appointed a Major-General in 
tho Confederate army, Aug 5, 1862, 
and led tho troops in an attack on the 
Union army, under Gen. Thomas Wil- 
liams, at Baton Rouge, driving them 
from their position. Soon after, how- 
ever, the Confederates were compelled 
to retreat. Ho was defeated at tlie 
battle of Murfroosbutgh, Jan. 2, 
and relieved by Gen, Bragg in con- 
sequence. In Nov., 1863, ho returned 
to duty, and commanded a oorps in 
tho battle of Chattanooga, on the 24th 
and 25th of that month. In March, 

1864, ho commanded in West Vir- 
ginia, and in operations before Bioh- 
mond. Ho was appointed Secretary 
of War of the Confederacy, in Fob., 

1865, and in June ho escaped from 
the conutry to Cuba, and proceeded 
thence to England. Mr. Brepkinridgo 
has since remained in exile. 

BRETON DE LOS HBRRBROS, 
Don Manuel, poet, born Dec. 19, ISOQ, 
at Quel, in the province of Logrono, 
Spain, seiwod in the army from 1814 
to 1822, and afterwards held several 
situations under Government. At tho

afjo of Borenteon he wrote “ A la Vejez 
Virnelaa,” a comedy, which was per- 
formed with sacccss'. Since tliat period 
he has composed a vciy large number 
of plays, somo original, and others 
either translations or adaptations; 
“ Foesias Suoltas” (18.31) ; “ La Des-' 
vergiienza,*’ a humorous poem (1858), 
and numerous volumes of satiHcal 
works. 

BREWER, T II E Rev. Jajies She ji ken, 
M.A., Professor of English Literature 
in King’s College, and Preacher at 
the Rolls Chapel, born in 1810, was 
•educated at Queen’s College, Oxford, 
whore he groduntod B.A. in 1833, 
taking first-class honours in classics, 
and was in 1841 appointed to tho 
Pi’ofosaorship. lie is tho editor of 
“Field on the Church,’’ and of an 
■edition of the “ Nicomachoan Ethics ” 
of Aristotle, with English notes, which 
is used as a text-book at Oxford. 

B R E W S T B 11, The Right Hon. 
AititAHAi^r, son of the late W. B. Brew- 
ster, Esq., of tho county of Wicklow, 
was bom in 1796. Having received 
his education at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, ho was called to tho Irisli bar in 
1819, and obtained a silk gown in 
1835. Having been legal adviser to 
several lords-lieiitenant in succession, 
he was Solicitor-General for Ireland 
from Feb. to June, 1846, and appointed 
Attorney-General and sworn monibcr 
of the Privy Council in 1853. Ho re- 
tired ill 1855. On tho resignation of 
Lord Chancellor B]ackbnrnc,ia March, 
1867, ho was appointed Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland. 

BREWSTER, Siii Davij, LL.D., 
K.H., borirat Jedburgh, Dec. 11, 1781, 
was educated for tho Church of Soot- 
land, of which ho became a licentiate ; 
and in 1800 received tho honorary de- 
gree of M.A. from the University of 
Edinburgh. Whilo studying there, 
Mr. Brewster enjoyed the friendship 
of Robison, who filled the chair of 
Natural Philosophy ; of Playfair, Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics ; and of Dugald , 
Stewart, iVofessor of Moral Philoso- 1 
phy. In 1808 he undertook the editor- ; 
shipofthe^^EdinburghEncyclopoedia,’* 
which was not finished till 1830. In , 


1807 he received tho honoraiy degree 
of LL.D. from the University of Aber- 
deen, and subsequently tho degrees of 
A.M. from Cam^dge and of D.C.L. 
from Oxford and Durham. In 1808 
ho was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh, and after filling 
the offices of Socrctaiy and Vice-Pre- 
sident, was elected President in 1864. 
Between 1801 and 1812, Dr. Brewster 
devoted his attention chiefly to tho 
study of optics, and the results were 
published in 1813 in a “Treatise on 
.New Philosophical Instruments.” In 
1811, while writing tho article “ Burn- 
ing Instillments,” in tho “ Edinburgh 
Encyclopaedia,” ho was led (from a 
proposal of Bnifoii) to suggest the 
construction of a lens out of zones of 
glass, I each of which might be bnilt 
uj} of several circular segments, and 
to propose its application to an appa- 
ratus consisting of lenses and mirrors, 
by which tho whole light of tho sun 
could be collected into a burning 
focus, or tho light of a luminous focus 
condensed into a parallel beam of 
light. This beautiful invention, now 
in use in ovciy new lighthouse in 
Groat Britain and tho Colonies, was 
afterwards more fully developed by 
him in the “ Edinburgh Transactions.” 
In 1815 Dr. Browster received the 
Coploy medal of tho Royal Society for 
liis discovoiy of the law of tho polar- 
ization of light by reflexion, and soon 
afeer was admitted a Follow of that 
body. In 1816 tho Institute of Franco 
adjudged to him half of the prize of 
3,000 francs, awarded for tho most 
impoitant discoveries made in Europe, 
in any branch of soience, daring the 
two preceding years ; and in 1819 Dr. 
Browster received from tho Royal 
Society the Rnmford gold and silver 
medals, tho Royal gold and silvor 
medals, for his discoveries on tho 
polarization of light, and from tho 
]^yal Society of Edinburgh the Keith 
prize twice, for his discovory of two 
new fluids in minerals and his analysis 
of solar light. In 1816 ho invented 
the kaleidoscope, 'the patent right of 
which was evaded, so that the inventor 
gained little l^eyond fame, though the 
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large sale of the instrument mast have 
produced considerable profit. Ho is 
the inventor of the lenticular stcreo- 
ecopo, now in universal use. In 
ISlil, in oonjunetibh with Professor 
Jameson, ho established the ** Edin- 
burgh Philosophical. Journal,** and 
afterwards commenced .the Edin- 
burgh Journal of Science,** of which 
sixteen volumes appeared. In 1825 
the Institute of France elected Dr. 
Brewster a corresponding member; 
and' he has received the same honour 
from the Hojal Academics of llussia, 
Prussia, Austria, Sweden, Denmark, 
Italy, Belgium, and the United States. 
In 1831 Sir D. Brewster proposed the 
scientific meeting at York which led 
to the establishment of the British 
Association for- tlie Advancement of 


M. Berzelius^ Sir David received from 
the late king of Prussia the Prussian 
Order of Merit, founded by Frederick 
the Great ; and in 1855 the emperor 
of Franco, conferred upon him the 
.decoration of an Officer of tho 'Legion 
of Honour. 

BRIGHT, SiH Charles Tilston, 
Kkt., F.R.A.S^, F.B.G.S., civil engi- 
neer, the son of Brailsford Bright, 
Esq., bom in 1832, commenced tho 
active business of his profession in 
1850, and in 1853, as engineer to tho 
English and Irish Magnetic Telegraph 
Company, was immediately concerned 
in the union of Great Britain with 
Ireland by submarine telegraph. In 
185G he was one of four original pro- 
jectors of a lino of telegraph between 
the west coast of Ireland and Ame- 


Science ; he in 1831 received tho deco- 
ration of the Hanoverian Guelphic 
Order, and in 1832 the honour of 
knighthood from William IV. lu 1838 
he was iioinliiated by tho Crown Prin- 
cipal of tho United Colleges of St.

Jnly following ; and ho oontinned 
to sit for Durham until 1847, when he 
was returned for Mancheator. He 
made his maiden speech in Par- 
liament on Mr. Ewart’s motion for 
extending the principles of fiee trade, 
Aug. 7j 1843. During the interval 
between liis election for Manoheater 
and the accession of the first Derby 
ministry to power, Mr. Bright’s acti- 
vity in Parliament and on the plat- 
form was varied and continuous. In 
the House of Commons, he proposed 
to apply tho remedy of free trade in 
land to the state of things which pro- 
duced the Irish famine. He appealed, 
unsuccessfully, for the dispatch of a 
royal commission to investigate tho 
oonditioii of India; and in 1849 ho 
was appointed one of tho members of 
tho celebrated select committee of the 
House of Commons on official sala- 
ries. In tho Legislature and in tho 
provinces, especially at Manchester, 
ho co-operated with Mr. Cobden in 
the movement which tlie latter sought 
to create in favour of financial i*oform, 
mainly with a view to tho reduction 
of our naval and military establish- 
ments. In 1831 ho voted with those 
wlio attempted to censura Lord Pal- 
merston in the Pacifico affair ; and in 
1852 ho took a prominent part in tho 
welcome given to Kos!?uth by tho 
advanced Liberals of Lancashire. 
On tho formation of tho firat Derby 
ministry, Mr. Bright aid'.Ml in that 
temporary reorganization of the Anti- 
Corn-Law Loaguf.i, which the accept- 
ance of frae trade by the new govern- 
ment nfitorwards rendered unneccs- 
saiy. He was re-elected for Man- 
chester, after a contest, at tho general 
election of 1852. With the accession 
of Lord Aberdeen’s ministry to power 
begaft tho discussion of the Eastern 
question, his share in which alienated 
from Mr. Bright many of his former 
supporters* Mr. Bright denounced 
the policy of the Bussian war with 
energy; but his protests against it, 
were stoppeid by an attack of severe | 
illness, and just as the war had been { 
brought to a close, Mr. Bright was ; 
oompelled to forego all public action, i 


The news of the defeat of Lord Pal- 
merston, on the Canton question, 
reached him while in Italy, in March, 
1857. Although he liad necessarily 
taken no personal part in the debate 
or division which pi’oduccd Lord Pal- 
merston's appeal to the country, yet 
he expressed his entire approval of tho 
vote of censure which had been pro- 
posed by Mr. Cobden and seconded 
by Mr. Milner Gibson. At the general 
election that ensued, Manchester re- 
jected both Mr. Bright and Mr. Milner 
Gibson by largo majorities. A few 
months afterwards, tho death of Mr. 
Muntz caused a vacancy in the repre- 
sentation of Birmingham ; tho consti- 
tuency invited Mr. Bright to become 
a candidate, and he 'was elected in 
Aug., 1857. Since that time his name 
has been mainly identified with a 
scheme for tho reform of tho electoral 
representation, by a wide extension of 
the suffrage and a more equal distri- 
bution of tho seats with reference to 
population, and alterations in tho law 
of entail. He was an uncompromising 
advocate of tho Norih during the civil 
war in America, and since the close 
of tho struggle has renewed tho agi- 
tation for reform. He visited Ireland, 
and he was entertaine<l at a banquet 
in Dublin, Oct. 30, 18(36, but his recep- 
tion in the sister island was not so 
enthusiastic as its promotera antici- 
psited. 

BBISBANE (Bishop of), The 
Bight Rev. Edward Wyndhah Tuf- 
NELL, D.D., was appointed to this see in 
Queensland in 1859. 

BRISTOW, Henry William, only 
son of Major- Gen. Henry Bristow, 
bom in 1817, was educated at King’s 
College, London, where in 1840'4!l he 
ebtaincvl certificates of honour of tho 
second and third years in the depart- 
ment of civil engineering and science 
applied to the aHs and manufactures. 
He was appointed Assistant Geologist 
on tho Oixlnonco Geological Survey 
in 1842; elected a Fellow of 'the 
Geological Society in 1843, promotedi 
to the rank of Geologist on the Goolo-. 
^oal Survey of. Ghreat Britain, under 
he departmei^ of Woods, Ac., trans- 
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ferred to tlio department of Science 
and Art in 18 elected a Follow of 
the Royal Society in 1863, and an 
Honorary Fellow of Kinn^'s College, 
London, in 1863. He ifl the author of 
« Descriptive Catalogue of the Mine- 
rals in the Museum of King’s College. 
London ; of a portion of a Descriptive 
Catalogue of the Rock Specimens in 
the Museum of Practical Geology, 
London; of articles on Minerals and 
Rocks in “ Tiro’s Dictionary of Arts, 
Manufactures, and Mines,” third edi- 
tion ; of “ Memoirs on the Geology of 
the Isle of Wight,” of “ A Memoir on 
the Geology of ports of Hants and 
Berks,” comprised in Map 12 of the 
Geological Survey ; of yai-ioiis maps, 
sections, and of other publications 
of the Geological Survey ; of a “ GIos- 
saiy of Minefnlogy" (1861) ; and of 
the articles on Mineralogy in Brando’s 
“ Dictionary of Literature, Science, 
and Art,” dth edition. 

BRODIE, Sill Benjamin Collins, 
Bart., oldest son of tho late Sir Bon- 
jatnin C. Brodio, Bnrt., tho eminent 
surgeon, bom in 1817, was educated 
at Barrow and Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1839, and 
M.A. in 1842. He is a Fellow of tho 
Royal Society, and Professor of Che- 
mistry in tho University of Oxford. 

BROGLIE (Duke of), Achille- 
Oharles-Lkonce-Victor, statesman, 
member of the lustitnte, born Dec. 1, 
1785, was educated under the direc- 
tion of his stepfathor, M. d’Argenson, 
and soon after entorad upon adminis- 
trative and diplomatic functions. ' llo 
was charged with different missions 
in Illyria, Spain, Warsaw, and in the 
suite of the Abbe de Prodt, in 1812-3, 
at the Congress of Prague. After the 
Restoration ho was made a peer by 
Louis X VIII., and in this capacity sat 
in judgment on Marslial Ncy. Ho 
spoke strongly in favour of this illus- 
trious man, and was in tho minority 
who voted agaiust putting him to 
death. He married the daughter of 
Madame de Stael, who had then just 
written her fWmk and powerful work 
on French Revolution. Though 
his: wife was a zealous Protestant, and 


the duke as zealous a Ronmu Catholic, 
they lived happily together until her 
death in 1838. His first political acts 
I necossarily threw him into the oppo- 
I siiion. Ifo supported, agaiust the 
various ministers of the Restoration, 
different measures of reform, and ad- 
vocated with great eloquence freedom 
of discussion and freedom of the 
pross. In a multiplicity of questions 
ho showed himself a good economist 
and jurist, while tho sincerity of bis 
convictions and tho vigour of his logic, 
joined to a certain sharp irony, osta- 
hlishcd his reputation us^an orator. 
Ill 1828 he founded tho Revue Fran~ 
fuisc, to which he contribntod several 
articles anonymously. Tho revolution 
of July made M. do Broglie a doctri^ 
naira throughout tho wholo of tho 
reign of Louis Philippe. Ho did not 
fear liberty, but he was afraid of the 
democratic tei^encios whicli tlib re- 
volution Jiad encouraged. He acted 
for a few days as ATinister of tho 
Interior, and yielded his position to 
his friend Af. Guizot, a bolder organ of 
his own ideas, contenting himself with 
tho portfolio of Public Instruction in 
tho first ministerial combination at- 
tempted by the new king. Both men 
were obliged to give way to tlio Lafitte 
mini8tiy,thcn better suited to the tem- 
per of tho times. Associated with M. 
Guizot, Al. Thiors, and Alarohal Gerard, 
ho formed, Oct, 11, 1832, a ministry 
that had ii longer existence than most 
of those which held ofiico under Louis 
Philippe, and in this cabinet he had 
the portfolio of Foreign Aifairs. His 
principal act in that capacity was the 
arrangement with England for tho 
suppression ^of the slave trade. ^ He 
retired from the minist^ April ^ 4, 
1831, in consequence of tho rojection 
of the law on the American indemnity, 
but was recalled by the king the 
month after to the same portfolio, and 
with the title of President of the 
Council. It was under his presidency 
that the famous laws respecting the 
press, colled the Laws of September 
(1835), so contrary to the prinoiplei 
ho hod maintained on this, snlje^ 
under the Bditorotion, were passM 
I 
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In 1886 ho retired fina1l7 from office, 
on account of an adverse vote of the 
Chamber, and thus cansed the dissolu- 
tion of the ministry. M. de Broglie 
withstood cveiy solicitation to take 
office again. With regret ho saw the 
destruction of the royalty he hod 
assisted in founding in the revolution 
I of Feb., 1848. For a time he was 
silent^ but after the election of Louis 
Napoleon, ho entered the Legislative 
Assembly, and proposed the law for 
a revisal of the constitution, in the 
hope of reopening the door to a 
monarchy more in harmony with his 
choice. The coup d'dtat brought 
about an order of things ho never 
expected, and he has since lived in 
retirement. In 1856 he was admitted 
into the French Academy. His 
election was viewed as a political 
triumph, as ho liad no literary claim 
to distinction. M. de Broglie, in June, 
1861, prosecuted the prefect of police 
for the illegal seizure of a work on 
which he had long been occupied: 
** Considerations on the Government 
of France,” but which was not in- 
tended for publication, lie succeeded 
in recovering the greater portion of 
the copies which had been seized at 
his printer’s, who, in presence of M. 
de Persigny’s harsh constniction of 
the laws on the press, was not sorry 
to be rid of such perilous matter. 

BROMBY, Dll. (8eo Tasmania, 
Bishop of.) 

BRONGNTART, Adolphe - TnKO- 
boim:, botanist and member of the 
Institute, bom at Paris, Jan. 14, 1801, 
is the son of Alexander Brongniart, 
the celebrated naturalist, who died in 
1847. He early devotod himself to 
the study of tho natural sciences, 
especially to that of botany, selecting 
cryptogamous plants for particular 
notice. In 1825 ho published a 
” Classification des Champignons,” 
and in 1828 presented to tho Institute 
the first portions of his *' Histoire des 
Yi^tanx fossiles, on Rechorches bo- 
taniques et g^ologiqnes sur les v4g4- 
taux renfermds dans les diverses 
conches du globe.” The publication 
of tl^B valuable work vfita stopped in 


cohsequonco of* the ill-health of M. 
Brongniart. In 1884 he was elected 
a member of tho Academy of Sciences 
in place of M. Desfontaines. M. 
Brongniart, who is a doctor in medi- 
cino, has boon Professor of Botany 
and Vegetable Physiology in tlio 
Museum of Natural History since 
1833, and Inspector-General of the 
University for the sciences since 1852. 
He was created an Officer of tho 
Legion of Honour, May 6, 1846 ; is 
one of tho principal founders of, and 
contributors to, the **Aunalcs des 
Scieticos naturclles;” wrote tho bo- 
tanical portion of tho “ Voyage do la 
Coquillo” in 1831, and jiublished 
“ Enumeration des Genres do Plantes 
culiiv^cs au Museum d’Histoiro 
naturclle ” in 1843. 

BRONN, Henry GkoRGR, natu- 
ralist, was born March 3, 1800, at 
Giegelheim, and educated at the 
University of Heidelberg, whero ho 
commenced a coarse of lectures on 
tho physical and industrial sciences 
in 1828 ; was iioruiuatod Professor in 
1833, and appointed to the Lectureship 
on Zoology in succession to Leon- 
hard. Amongst his various scientific 
works may be named " A System of 
Antedilurian Conchytes ” (1827), and 
“A System of Antediluvian Zoo- 
phytes.” On his return from visiting 
Southern Europe and Italy (1824-7), 
he published the ** Results of his Jour- 
ney ” (1825-30) . His “Lethroea Geo- 
gnostica,” on important geological 
work, n,ppeared in 1834; “History 
of Nature ” in 1841-9, and his ” Uni- 
versal Zoology” in 1850. 

BROOKE, Sir James, K.C.B., 
descended from an ancient Somerset- 
shire family, was bom April 29, 1803, 
and educated at tho Grammar School, 
Norwich. He obtained a commission 
in tho Indian army, and saw some 
active service in tho Burmese war. 
Returning to England on furlough on 
account of a wound he had received 
in the lungs, he continued for a long 
time in a very precarious state, and 
on recovery he was prevented by 
an accident from resuming servico 
in India. Ho sailed up the Mediter- 
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rancan in a yacht, visited sovora 
cities of Asia Minor, and dovotod some 
time to examining tlie plains of Titiy. 
In 1830 ho set sail for China, and in 
his p^sago tlirongh tho Eastern 
Archipelago saw enongh to convince 
liim that if tho island of Boihieo were 
acquired, it might be. made a power- 
fnl and wealthy dependency of the Bri- 
tish crown. On his return from Ghir 
he undertook an expedition at his own 
cost to Borneo, where ho assisted tho 
Malay ruler, Mudah Hassim, in sup- 
pressing an insurrection. Becoming 
Bajah of Sarawilk, ho exerted himself 
ill suppressing piracy, in facilitatin;^, 
European commerce, and in introduc- 
ing civilization among tho Dyak tribes. 
When tJio British Government took 
possession of tho island of Labiian, in 
Dec., 1847, Mr. Brooke was appointed 
Governor and Commander-in-Ghief, 
and was esreated an honorary D.G.L. 
Oxford, and a K.G.B. (civil division) 
in tho following year. He exercised 
authority at Labuan till Feb., 1856, 
acting also as commissioner and con- 
sul-general to tho sultan and inde- 
pendent chiefs of Borneo. Sir James 
Brooke has been tho pioneer of Eng- 
lish civilization and commerce in the 
Eastern seas. A writer in tho Times 
has shown “ how ho gradually ex- 
tended his influence and authority 
until ho became tho petty ruler and 
prince, and practically the kijig of tho 
settlement of SarawA,k, on the coast 
of Borneo, and how ho diffused through 
the Eastern tribes a reverence and 
respect fqr the English name : these 
are faults which admit of no dispute. 
The administration of tho province 
was soon ceded into his hands, and 
tho private gentleman became in all 
but name a king. When the govern- 
ment was intrusted to him, ho resolved 
to try an experiment which had never 
yet been tried. He, a European, re- 
solved to govern these Asiatics not 
only for themselves but by themselves. 
It was not as in Paraguay, where the 
Jesuits dealt with the natives m 
H ighland shepherds deal with their 
flpnlrH and herds; nor as in Mexico 
and Peru, where the Spaniards used 


their right of conquest even to 
tho extermination of tho conque^. 
There is no instance in ancient or 
modem history of such an experiment 
as that which has hitherto been 
worked out successfully by Sir James 
Bi*ooke in Borneo. The province of 
Sarawtlk is governed by a native 
council, for the benefit of the native 
inhabitants. Tho European ruler 
advises and guides, but he does not 
govern or direct. As far as depends 
upon Bajah Brooke, tho country is as 
purely in the enjoyment of freedom as 
tho British islands.” Whtm England 
becamo involved in hostilities with 
Ghina, the house, mines, and other 
property, including a valuable libraiy, 
at Sarawilk, belonging to Sir James 
Brooke, w'ero seized by the Gbinese, 
and the rajah had to run for his life. 
He returned ta England in 1858, but 
soon after his arrival was for tho time 
incapacitated for all active exertion 
by a paralytic stroke, the second from 
which he had suffered. A public 
meeting was licld in London, and a 
largo collection was made among his 
friends and admirers, iii some measure 
to repair his losses in the East ; and 
with tho fund thus raised an estate 
was purchased in Devonshire. In tho 
autumn of 18G1 Sir James Brooke 
relumed, accompanied by Mr. Spenser 
St. John, to Borneo, for tho purpose of 
suppressing a dangerous rebellion, 
which had broken out on the north- 
west coast. This having been ooeom- 
plished, Sir James returned home, 
but was again almost immediately 
called out to Borneo by fresh com- 
plications in the government. These 
having been happily settled, and the 
country in ooBsequenoe becoming 
prosperous, the independence of Sara- . 
wdk was recognized by England, — a 
ionsummation for which Sir James 
Brooke had been toiling for many 
years; and a British consul haying 
been accredited to Sir James Brockets 
Government, his authority nu^ be/ 
said to be placed on a firm bams. 

B BO OKS, Ghablss SHiBisr,,, 
author, was bopi in 1816.

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ho wont through tho usual studicSf 
and passed a distinguished examina- 
tion beforo tho incoiporatcd Law 
Society. Having a preference for 
literature, Mr. Brooks applied him- 
self to dramatic eoinposition and 
journalism, and met- with success, 
which decided his subsequent career. 
He produced a series of dramas at 
tho Haymarkot, Lyceum, and Olympic 
theatres, the best of which are “ Our 
New Govepne-!S,” au amusing two-act 
comedy, instinct with fun and cha- 
racter, and wltich has frequently been 
revived; “Honours and Tricks,*' a 
thi'co-act coirirdy of wit and intrigue ; 
and “ The Creole,** a drama of strong 
interest, based on a story of slavery 
in Mauritius. Mr. Brooks became the 
writer of tho Parliamentary Summary 
for tho Morning Chronicle t and occu- 
pied a seat in tho reporters* gallery 
in the Houso of Commons for five 
sessions. During tho intervals of this 
engagement lie visited Russia, Syria, 
and Egypt, as the special commissioner 
despatched by the Chronicle in tho 
prosecution of its inquiries into foreign 
as well as British “ Labour and the 
Poor.** His letters appeared iii that 
journal, and some have been re- . 
pnntcd under tlio title of “ Tho 
Russians of the South.** Mr. Brooks 
has written several novels, tljo best 
known being “Aspen Court,** “Tho 
Goi-diaii Knot,** “The Silver Cord,** 
and “ Sooner or Later.** IIo lias 
acquired considerable reputation as a 
lecturer, is one of tho oldest and most 
constant coTitribntors to ranch, and 
of the political articles to tho lllus^ 
trated London News. 

BRCTHERTON, General Sir 
Thomas William, G.C.B., entered the 
army as ensign, Jan. 24, 1800, became 
Lieut, and Capt. July 27, 1801, in 
which year he served under Sir Ralph 
Abcrcroihby in Egypt. Under Lord 
Qathcart ho served in Germany in 
1805, and in Portugal, Spain, and 
Prance during the whole of the ' 
Peninsulsff war from 1808 to 1814^ , 
and has recioived the war medal with 
eic^t clasps for the battles of Busaco, ! 
Puentes d'Onoro, Salamanca (wound- j 


ed), Yittoria, Pyrenees, Nivolle, and 
Nivo, in which last he was wounded 
and taken prisoner. He was present 
at all tho cavaliy affairs and skir- 
mishes. in which his regiment, the 
14tli Light Dragoons, was engaged, and 
was at tho action on tho Coa, having 
been wounded several times in these 
skirmishes. He became Major-Gene- 
ral Nov. 28, 1841; Licut.-Goncra1, 
Nov. 11, 1851 ; General, April 1, 
18(30, and Colonel of tho Ist Dragoon 
Guai^s, July 17, 1859. Ho received 
tho honour of Knighthood in 1861. 

BROUGHAM and YAUX (Lord), 
Henry Brougham, F.R.8., &c., tho 
eldest son of the late Henry Brougham, 
Esq., of Scales Hall, Cumberland, and 
Brougliam Hall, Westmorland, by 
Eleanor, daughter of tho Rev. James 
Syme, maternal niece of the historian 
Robertson, was born in St. Andrew’s 
Square, Edinburgh, Sep. 19, 1779. 
His education commenced at thoHigh 
School, Edinburgh, under Mr. Luke 
Fraser, and was continued under Dr. 
Adam, author of tho colobnited trea- 
tise oil “ Roman Antiquities ;** and 
frem tho High School he passed, in 
due coarse, to the University of 
Edinburgh, where he was a pupil of 
Dugald Stowart, Black, Robinson, 
and of other well-known professors. 
It was by his aptness for mathemati- 
cal and physical science that he first 
distinguislied himself, his earliest 
published production being a paper oii 
tho refraction and reflection of light, 
which was printed in tho Transactions 
of the Royal Society for. 1798. It 
was followed, by another paper on 
the same subject, published in the 
Transactions in 1799, and by a 
third paper, printed in the same 
year, entitled “General Theorems, 
being chiefly Porisms in the higher 
Geometry,** Still the early bent of 
his taste was for tho Bar, and acoord- 
ingly, after a lengthened tour in 
Prussia and Holland (in which he 
was accompanied by the late Lord 
Stuart do Rothesay), he was i^mitted 
an Advocate at tho Scottishi Bar in 
18(X). Residing at Edinburgh, ho 
took a prominent port in the debates

of tho Specalative Society there, was 
one of the chief writers in the Edin-^ 
burgh Jle’t'iew when it was first estab- 
lished, and contributed to it rcj^larly 
till 1828. lu 1803, when only twenty- 
four years of age, he published his 
** Inquiry into tho Colonial Policy of 
the Buropeau Powers,” a work of 
▼ast research, and of great breadth 
and comprehensiveness of view for so 
young a man. In 1804 Mr. Brougham 
determined to exchange the Scottish 
for tho English Bar, and took up his 
residence iu London. In 1808 ho was 
called to the Btir at Lincoln’s Inn, 
and commenced practice as a baiTlstor 
in tlie King’s Bench and on tho 
Northern circuit. Tho first occasion 
on which he came prominently before 
the public was his advocacy of 
the cause of the merchants of Liver- 
pool, London, and Manchester, who 
complained of tho injury dune to their 
ti'ade by the operation of the famous 
Orders in Cvmnoil, issued against tho 
Berlin and Milan decrees. Though 
unsuccessful in obtaining tho repeal 
of the orders iu question, he added 
considerably to his reputation as an 
advocate, and was soon afterwards 
returned to Parliament as nicrnber 
for Camel fur<l, a pocket borough in 
the patronage of the late duke of 
Cleveland, then earl of Darlington. 
He made Ids first speech in the House 
of Commons, March 5, 3.810, in the 
debate on Mr. Whitbread’s inotiou t)f 
censure on the earl of Chatham for 
privately transmitting to tlie king his 
narrativo of tho expedition to the 
Sclieldt. Tho speech was good, and 
even eloquent, but it gavo little pro- 
mise of Ills subsequent achievements, 
which ))laced him iu the foremost 
rank of parliamentary orators. It 
would bo impossible to give anything 
like a complete account of the political 
career of Mr. Brougham whilst he 
held a seat iu the House of Commous. 
It will bo siiflicient to say that, after 
the close of tho war .in. 1815, tho 
attention of the Govommont and of 
the people was alike turned to do- 
mestic afiaira and matters of internal 
regulation; and that to the discussion 


of these subjects Mr. Brougham 
brought a well-informed and versatile 
mind, an enlightened philanthropy, 
liberal opinions, and a burning zeal 
against tyranny, wrong, and oppres- 
sion. His efibrbs for the abolition of 
flogging ill tho army, tho repeal of 
Roman C.atholio disabilities, reform 
ill tho government of Indio, tho 
spread of education, tho improvement 
of prison maiiagomont, the abolition 
of slaveiy, law reform, and tho indo- 
pendenco of tlio public press, will 
never bo forgotten. Mr. Brougham 
remained out of Parliameiyi from 1812 
to 1810, when ho was returned fiir tho 
borough of Winchilsoa (since dis- 
francliiscd) by tho infiiience of his old 
friend and patron tho c*nrl of Darling- 
ton, and he continued to reprosout 
that coxiKtituoncy until early in 1830, 
when he resigned liis seat, and was 
immediately elected member for 
Kuarosborongli. During this time ho 
spoke much and often on tho reduc- 
tion of taxation, tlio repeal of tho 
property lax, atid other kindrod sub- 
jects, and in 1818 obtained a parlia- 
mentary cuinmitteo for inquiry into 
abus(3s coniioetcd with the educational 
foundations of tho United Kingdom, 
the commencemeut of the movement 
iu favour of popular education. In 
1820 and 1821 ho was engnged pro- 
fessionally in Westminster Hall as 
Attorney -General to Queen Caroline, 
whoso cause ho advocated successfully 
against (ieorgo IV. with, something 
more than the zeal of a common 
advocate, and his eloqueiico had a 
wonderful effect in securing on her 
behalf, iis a woman and a wife, tho 
sympathy of the public. In 1825 Mr. 
Brougham was elected Lord Hector 
of Glasgow University, as a mark of 
appreciation 6f his zeal in the cause 
of oducation, and of his felforts in found- 
ing mechanics’ institutesin conjunction 
with tho late Dr. Birkbeck. In 1827 
lie laid the foundation of tho Society 
for tho Diffusion of Useful Knowledge, 
of which ho was the first president. 
The first publication of this society 
was Mr. Brougham’s discourse “On 
the Objects, Pleasures, and Advan^

tages of Science.” In August, 1880, 
Mr. Brougham was chosen to repre- 
sent the county of York, and became 
the acknowledged champion of the 
cause of Parliamontaiy Reform. A 
day had been actually fixed for 
his motion on the subject, when the 
duke of Wellington sent in liis resig- 
nation to the king, and Earl Grey was 
appointed Premier in his place. The 
chancellorship in the now administra- 
tion was intrusted to Mr. Brougham, 
who was at the same time raised b 
the peerage as Lord Bruughaiu and 
Vaux. From Nov., 1830, to Nov., 1834*, 
Lord Brougham thoroughly identified 
himself witli the policy pursued by 
Lord Grey, and* aftciwarda by his 
successor, Lord Melbourne; and the 
defence and support of the Reform 
Bill in the Upper House devolved 
almost entirely upon Ills lordship, who 
has thus summed up the series of 
measures carried into effect during 
these few years ; — “ The abolition 
of slavery in all our colonies; the 
opening of the East-India trade, and 
the destruction of the Compaiiy’s 
monopoly; the amendment of the 
criminal law ; vast improvements in 
the whole municipal jurisprudence, 
both as regards law and equity ; the 
settlement of the Bank charter ; the 
total reform of the Scotch municipal 
corporations ; the entire alteration of 
tho poor-laws; and an ample com- 
mencement made in reforming tho 
Irish Church, by tho abolition of ten 
bishoprics.” In Nov., 1834, Sir Robert 
Feel assumed the reins of go<. ■.•mment, 
and Lord Brougham resigned office 
with his colleagues. Lord Melbourne 
returned to power in April, 1835 ; but 
Lord Brougham was not reappointed 
to the chanccllorsliip. An explana- 
tion of the reason of his exclusion 
must be left for the future biographer 
and historian. Since that time his 
lordship has continued to hold an in- 
dependent position in the Upper 
House, fredy criticising the political 
measui;^ of Whig and Toiy govern- 
ments alike, but paying constant and 
•ooiraihl attention to tho legal business 
of the House as one of tho “law lords.” 


In 1848 his lordship, who had pre- 
viously purchased an estate at Cannes, 
in the south of France, proposed to 
tho ncwly-establishod French republic 
to bo naturalized as a citizen in that 
country ; but, in reply to his applica- 
tion, he was informed by M. Manast 
that bis wish could be carried out 
only on bis ceasing to bo an English 
peer. During the period which has 
elapsed since his release from tho 
duties of tho senate and the forum. 
Lord Brougham has oontribnted 
largely to modem literature. In 
1838 ho published the collected 
edition of his speeches, with notes 
and introductions, and a discourse 
on the eloquence of the ancients. 
He has o^ted Palcy’s “ Natural 
Theology,” and written “Disserta- 
tions on subjects of Science connected 
with Natural Theology.” In 1839 
appeared tho first of his “Historic 
Sketches of Statesmen who fiourished 
in tho reign of George III.,” a 
work which he completed in 1843. 
“ Lives of Mon of Art and Science,” 
belonging to tho same period, 
appeared in 1845. He edited the 
speech of Demosthenes de Coroiid. 
A now and complete edition of Loixl 
Brougham’s works, including his 
“ Political Philosophy,” and other 
political and mathematical treatises, 
has been published under his own 
superintendenco, by Messrs. Griffin & 
Go., of Glasgow. After the passing 
of the Reform Bill, and since bis 
retirement from official life, Lord 
Bi'ougham has exeried his enoigies 
in working out his favourite scheme 
f Law Amendment, and in tlio 
establishment of courts in which 
cheap Justice might bo dealt out to 
tho middle and lower classes. So 
early, indeed, as June, 1830, ho intro- 
duced into tho House of Commons a 
measure, “tho declared object of 
which,” in tho words of a contempo- 
rary memoir, “ was to bring justico 
home to every man’s door at all times 
of tho year by the establishment of 
local courts. By this bill the law of 
arbitration was to be extended, a 
general local jurisdiction established. 
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and coarta of reconcilement were to 
be introduced/’ This meaaure, some- 
what modified, is now seen in full 
operation in the County Courts. A 
fluccossion of other bills for the re- 
form of proceedings in bankruptcy 
wore afterwards introduced by Lord 
Brougham, who, from his first en- 
trance into the Upper House, ‘Hias 
laboured for the improvement* of the 
law with a zeal approaching to en- 
thusiasm.” In 1850 Lord Brougham 
resumed his scientific researches, and 
communicated to the Royal Society a 
paper of “ Experiments and Observa- 
tions on tho Propeitics of Light,” 
which he followed up by further palpers 
on tho same subject in 1852 and 1853, 
in wliicJi lie showed the principle 
upon which Newton established his* 
theory of light to bo inconclusive. 
In 1855 ho published, in conjunction 
with E. J. Roiith, Esq., an** Analytical 
View of Newton’s Principuv.” He has 
»<i]ico published a paper on the In- 
tegral C;^ilculus, and has contributed 
further articles on light to the Trans- 
nctions of the Institute of Prance, of 
which body ho is a member, and 
before which he recently spoke in 
French on that subject. In 1819 
Lord Brougham married Hary Anne, 
widow of John Spalding, and oldest 
daughter of Thomas Eden, deputy- 
auditor of Grociiwicli Hospital (brother 
of tho late Lords Auckland and Hen- 
ley), by whom ho bad an only daughter, 
wdio died young, Nov. 30, 1839. In 
18G0 he obtained a fresh patent of peer- 
age, with remainder to his brother, Mr. 
Wiriam Brougham, and Ids issue 
male. 

BROUGHTON, The Right Hon. 
Loki), G.C.B., F.R.S., bettor known 
by his former name of Sir Jolm Cam 
ifobhousc, Bart., tho eldest sou of tho 
late Sir Benjamin Hobhonse, Bart., 
•bom near Bristol, June 27, 1786, 
was educated at Westminster and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, wliere ho 
took his degree in 1808. Whilst at 
Cambridge he became acquainted 
with Lord Byron, whom ho accom- 
))anied in some of his travels in 
Greece, an account of which he sub- 


seqnontly published with his name, as 
well os notes on that poet’s ** Childe 
Harold.” His return to Parliament 
was owing to the popularity which 
he gained by the publication of his 
*• Letters to an Englishman,” which 
wore tinged with strong radical 
opinions, and caused him to be com- 
mitted as a prisoner to Newgate. 
Tho public felt that he had been un- 
fairly treated, and in 1820, .soon after 
his release, he was enthusiastically 
returned for Weatmiusber in tho 
Liberal interest, and continued to re- 
present that coiistituoiiey until 1833, 
when he exchanged his post of Secro- 
taiy at W.ar under Eai'l Grey for the 
Chief Secretaryship for Ireland, and 
failed to secure his re-election. In 
1834 ho was ^burned for Nottingham, 
which ho represented till 1847, and 
he sat for Harwich for a few years 
pi*evious to his elevation to the peerage 
as Lend Broughton, in 1851. Ho was 
Chief Commissioner of Woods and 
Forests and President of the Board of 
Control under Lord Melbourne, and 
again held the latter ofilce in the 
Russell administration of 184G-52. 
Lord Broughton, who married a 
daughter of tho marquis of Tweed- 
dale, has no issue male. Ho has not 
taken nn active part in public affairs 
since his eloyatiou to the Upper House. 
His lordship (who is a sleeping pivrtnor 
in Messrs. Whitbread’s brewery) is tho 
author of “ Imitations and Transla- 
tions from the Classics, with origin^ 
Poems” (London, 1809), “Journey 
through Albania and other Provinces 
of Turkey with Lord Byron” (1812), 

Last Reign of Napoleon” (1816), 
“Historical Illustrations of tho Fourth 
Canto of Childe Harold,” and of nume- 
rous contributions to Blacfcirood’s and 
BVasm^s Magazines, tho Westminster 
Revim, and other periodicals. 

BROWN, Font) Maj)ox, a painter of 
tho Pre-Raphaelite school, ww bom 
at Calais, of English parents, in 1821. 
Educated on the Continent, his oarlmr 
works bear the impress of its art. Jt 
was not tiU 1844 that he took a domaed 
stop as an exhibitor in England, by 
sending two cartoons to Westminster 
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llall. In the competition in IS* 1-5 he 
was unsuccessful, though liny don, in 
his Diary, spcnks of liis froscro as “the 
finest specimen of that difiicnlt method 
in the Hall.*’ Shortly after this iio 
visited Italy. In 18-18 lie sent his 
“ Wiclift* reading liis Translation of the 
Scriptures” to tho Free Exhibition, 
near 11yd o Park, where, in 1849, he 
exhibited “ King Lear,** one of his 
most charactcristio works. At the 
Eoyal Academy in 1851 he produced 
his large picturo of “ Chancer at the 
Court of Edward the Third,” which 
had boon several years in progress. 
This picture, among those selected by 
Government for the Paris Exhibition 
of 1855, recoived*the Liverpool iwizo 
of £50 ill 1858. At tho Koyal Aca- 
demy, in 1852, was first seen his pic- 
ture of “ Christ washing Peter’s Feet,” 
which 1 ‘eceived the Liverpool prize in 
1858, and was among tho Art Treasures 
at Manchester in 1857. After 1852, this 
artist, though oxhibitiug at times at 
Liverpool, Edinburgh, and othcrplaccs, 
did not again como before the London 
public till 1885, when ho opcn<>d an 
exhibition iii Piccadilly of 50 pictures, 
and as many cartoons and sketches. 
Here for the first time were seen in 
tho metropolis his pictures of “The 
Last of England,” “Tho Autumn After- 
noon,” “ Wilhelmns Couquistator,” 

• and “ Work.” The last -mentioned 
was longer in hand than nny of his 
other productions, and is considered 
by the painter and his admirers his 
chief work. He has produced a 
biblical subject, entitled “Tuo Coat 
of many colours,” and “ Cordelia’s 
Portion,” in a private collection at 
Manchester. 

BEOWN, ITenuy Kibke, sculptor, 
born at Leyden, Massachusetts, in 
1814, received the education of a 
farmer’s boy, working in summer and 
studying in winter. At eighteen he 
went to Boston, and studied portrait- 
painting. It was by chance that ho 
became a sculptor; for, having modelled 
the head of a lady, merely ibr amuse- 
ment, it was BO much commended, 
that he resolved to pursue that branch 
of To obtain means to visit Italy, 


ho became a railroad engineer in the 
state of Illinois; but he gained no 
money, and suffered in health. By 
tho aid of friends, ho was enabled to 
visit Italy, and after studying thore 
for sumo time, he returned to the U. S., 
and settled at Brooklyn, where, having 
many commissions for monumental 
art, ho perfected the casting of bronze, 
as a material better adapted to expo- 
sure than marble. Among his prin- 
cipal works in-niarblo arc the statue 
of “Hope,” tho bas-reliefs of the 
“ Hyades” and “ Pleiades,” and “ Thu 
Four Seasons;” besides busts of Hiyaut, 
Spenser, Nott, &o. In bronze he has 
exesuted a csolossal statue of Do Witt 
Clinton, “Tho Angel of Eetiibution,” 
&e. 

BROWN, The Rev. Hugh Stowell, 
bom in Douglas, Isle of Man, in 1823, 
is tho sou of a cleigyman of the Estab- 
lished Church, and uophow of the 
liev. Hugh Stowell, of Manchoster. 
Ho was educated partly at home and 
partly at the Douglas Grammar 
School, until ho reached tho age of 
fifteen, when ho came to England to 
Icaiii land-survejdng. After spending 
about two years in mastering the 
drudgery and details of that busincBS, 
liis views underwent a change, and ho 
repaired to Wolvorton, for the purpose 
of learning tho profession of an engi- 
neer. This occa[>aiioti he followed 
until he came of age, and he drove a 
locumotivo engine on the London and 
Nortli-Wcsteru Railway forsix mouths. 
It was his custom, after his day’s 
work at Wolvertoii was done, to spend 
four or five hours in reading and in 
meditating on what ho had read ; and 
his first classical exercises were writ- 
ten wiil a piece of chalk inside tho 
fire-box of a locomotive engine. Re- 
solving to becomo a clergyman of tho 
Church of England, he entered as a 
student atKing’s College, in his native 
town of Douglas, and studied there 
for three years. Doubts, hovyover, 
came over liis mind, rospectiug the 
truth of the doctrines in tho Liturgy 
and Occasional Services luirl CaU*- 
chisni of the Church of England. 
These doubts ultimately produced hi 
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Ills mind tlio conviction that the bap- 
tismal doctrines of the Establishment 
wore at varinneo with Holy Scriptaro, 
and he accordingly became a member 
of the Baptist denomination. Having 
acted for a short time as a city mis- 
sionary in Liverpool, ho was appointed 
Tninister of Myrtle-street Chapel, in 
that city, in Jan., and soon be- 
came one of tho lecoguizod leaders of 
tho Baptist body there. A^a lecturer 
to the working -classes, he is so sue 
cessful tliat ho collects an audience : 
of between 2,000 and 3,000 artisans on j 
Sunday afternoons, and from 13,000 
to 25,000 copies of his lectures are sold. 

BROWN, John, M.I)., son of the 
late Dr. Bro^vn, of Edinburgli, born at 
Biggar, Lanarkshire, in Sep., 1810, 
was educated at tho Higti School 
and University of Edinburgh. He 
is M.D. of Edinburgh, F.R.C.P.K., 
F.U.S.E., &c., Assessor to the Rector 
of the University Court, has publialied 
two volumes of Essays on professional 
and other subjects, entitled ** Hoim 
Subsecivio,’’ and is a contributor to 
tho North Jiritish lleview, Good U'ord.^, 
and tho Scoisnum. Tho story of a fa- 
vourite dog, entitled **Rab and his 
Friends,” reprinted from tho “ llorro,” 
has met with great success. Dr. Brown 
lias also written some interesting 
chapters on ** Our Dogs,” and for 
these faithful companions of man has 
accomplished witli his pen what Land- 
seer lias with his brush. 

BROWNjThk REV.THOMAsRicnAUD, 
M.A., son of the late Richard Brown, 
Esq., of Cambridge, born in l^UljWas 
educated at St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where ho graduated B.A. in 
1814. Haviug b^en for some time in 
orders, he was appointed to tho vicar- 
age of Southwick, Northamptonshire, 
in 1834. He is the author of some 
learned works on the subject of tho . 
Hebrow language, including ” An | 
Analysis of the Chaldoo Text of 
Daniel” (1838), A Treatise ou the 
English Terminations of Words ” 
(1838), ” Hebrew Hieroglyphs” 1840), 
“Etymological Dictionary” (1843), 

“ Critical Notes bn Sacred Scrip- 
ture” (1848), “The Essentials of 


Sanscrit Grammar” (1851), “Intc 
pretation Literal of the Chinese Radi- 


lation from tho cuneiform “ Inscripiio 
I Fersepolitana ” of tho procession and 
! presents of Job to the Shah of Pemia 
I after liis prosperity (single copy, 
1858) j Translation of the First Twenty 
I Lines of tho Enchorial Inscription, 
Ac., on the Rosotta stone, and differ- 
ing altogether from the translations 
bofi>re published. Of some of theso 
works only two or throe uopios were 
printed. These works, with' tho ex- 
ception of two, havo been printed by 
their author. 

BROWN, Tiik Rev. Wilmaaf Haks, 
son of TIiomaH Brown, Esq., born at 
Bromley, Middlesex, in 1823, was edu- 
cated at Pembixiko College, Cam bridge, 
where he graduated in high honours 
in 1S4(>, proceeded M.A. in 184B, and 
LL.D. in 1864. Having hold for somo 
time a Fellowship and Tutorship in 
his collego and an Assistant-Master- 
ship at Ilanw, he became in 1857 
Head Master of the Grammar School 
at Kensington, in connection with 
King’s College, London, and was 
elected Head Master of Charterhouse 
School in 1803, on tho retirement of 
tho Rev. R. Elwyn. 

•BROWNE, Dr. {See Ely, 
Bishop of.) 

BROWN 10, Charles Thomas, was 
bom in 1825, at Welliu^oii, Somer- 
set, and graduated at Trinity College, 
Dublin. His first publication was a 
poem, which appeared in MackwootVs 
Magazine in Feb., 1844, entitled tho 
“ Tower of London,” at first eirone- 
ously attributed to Mr. Thomas Roscoo. 
This was followed by “ Irene,” also a 
poetical work, under tho nom deplume 
of “ Alexander de Comyne.” In 1860, 
Mr. Browne published, in his ow 
name, a volume of poems entitled 
“Astrollo, or the Propliet’s Visiou,'^ 
and he has contributed extensively to 
periodical literature, besides publish- 
ing a “ Life of Southey ** 'U 1854, and 
a volume entitled ‘The Umted 
States, its Constitution and Powers, 
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in 1856. Since 1857 he has been ex- 
clusively engaged on the staff of a 
metropolitan daily paper. 

BROWNE, FiiANCES, was h4tn Jan. 
16, 1816, at Stranorlar, county Done- 
gal, where her father was the village 
post-master. She lost her sight in 
infancy, but learned many of the les- 
sons of her brothers and sisters, and 
ultimately mastered a considerable 
portion of Hume’s “England,” tho 
“Universal History,” some of Sir 
Walter Scott’s novels. Pope’s “Ho- 
mer,” and “ Childo Harold.” In 18 10 
she published “ Songs of our Land ” 
(first printed in tho Insh Penny 
Journal) t followed by contributions 
to tho Athemmim, Hood's Mayajiinet 
the Koepsakct &c., and obtained from 
Sir Robert Pr ol a pension of £20 a 
year. In 1847 she removed from Ire- 
land to Edinburgh : whilst thero she 
contributed to Chamhers'sJoumal, and 
published a volume of poems (which 
she dedicated to Sir R. Peel), as well 
41S “ Legends of Ulster,” and a tale 
entitled “ TJie Ericksons.” In 1852 
she removed to London, and has since 
^contributed to tho light literature of 
tho day. In 1861 slic published a kind 
of autobiography, under tho title of 
'*‘My Share of the World,” and in 1865 
a novel, called “The Hidden Sin.” 

BROWNE, CoLOXEL Gouk, C.B., 
son of Robert Browne, Efcj., of Morbon 
House, Bucks, and brother of tho 
Bishop of Ely, was born in 1807. 
Entering the army at sixteen, ho 
served for many years with tho 
28th regiment, acted a aide-de- 
camp to Lord Nugent, Lord High 
Commissioner of the Ionian Islands, 
-aad was for some time Colonial Secre- 
tary. In 1836 Major Gore Browne j 
•exchanged into the 4lBt rogiment, 
and served duiing the occupation of 
Afghanistan. After the massacre of 
onr troops at the Khybcr pass, the 41st 
Joined Gen. England and advanced to 
ieho rescue of Gen. Nott and his troops. 
During that war, Major Browne held 
the command of the 41st, and also 
commanded the reserve at tho dis- 
astrous battle of Hykulzie, and, by 
forming square when the van of the 


army had been broken, was enabled to 
repulse the enemy and cover the re- 
treat. He held command of his rogi- 
ment at the battles of Oandahar, 
Ghuznee, Cabul, and during the march 
through tho Kliyber pass, where he 
commanded the rear, and under Gen. 
M'Gaskcll at the storming of the hill 
fort at Istaliff, the most daring action 
during tho war. Major Gore Browne’s 
gallantry v^dhumanity were praised in 
the general’s despatches, which were 
qiiotcMl in both houses of Parliament, 
and for his services ho obtained a 
lieutenant-colonelcy, and was made a 
C.B. On his return with his regiment 
from India, he exchanged into the 2lBt, 
which ho commanded until made 
Governor of St. Helena, in 1851. 
From St. Helena ho went, in 1854, to 
New Zealand. On tho breaking out of 
the Maori war, in the last year of his 
government. Colonel Gore Browne 
showed a vigour which was denounced 
by some persons, but which was 
essential in resisting tho land league 
and tho Maori king movement. In 
1861 Colonel Browne, having com- 
pleted his term of oifice, was succeeded 
in the government of New Zealand by 
Sir George Grey, and ho Jiimself suc- 
ceeded Sir Henry Young as Governor 
of Tasmania. 

BROWNE, Ha blot Knight, a comic 
designer, bettor known by his pseudo- 
nym of “ Phiz,” born about 1815, was 
educated at a private school, and at 
an early age began to draw carica- 
tures with great spirit. In 1835 ho 
succeeded the lamented artist Sey- 
mour as tho illustrator of “ Pickwick,” 
and BO happy and successful was the 
pencil of “ Phiz,” that ho was engaged 
to illu.-trate, in the same comic vein, 
“Nicliolas Nickleby,” and most of 
Mr. Charles Dickens’s other works of 
fiction. Ho has since, under the same 
signature, contributed graphic illus- 
trations to tho popular novels of 
Charles Lever, Ainsworth, Mayhew, 
Ac., as well as to the Abbotsford 
edition of tho “Waverley Novels,” 
tho “ Illustmted Edition of Byron’s 
Works,” “ H. B.'b Schoolboy Days,” 
“Home Pictures,” “Illustrations of 
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the Five Senses,’* ** The Adventures of 
Sir Guy de Guy,” &o. Mr. Browne 
still contributes comic sketches to the 
illustrated serials of the d'ay. 

BROWNE, The Rev. HENiir, M.A., 
son of the late Rev. John Henry 
Browne, LL.B., rector of Crown- 
thorpe, Norfolk, born in ISO^t, was 
•educated at Corpus Christ! College, 
Cambridge, wliero ho obtained the 
Bell University Scholarship in 1823, 
.'ind graduated B.A. 1826. Having 
held some smaller preferments, he 
was in 1842 appointed Principal of the 
Theological College at Chichester, 
which post he held till 1847, when 
ho was made a prebendary of the 
cathedral, and examining chaplain 
to the bishop of tho diocese, and 
ill 1854 vicar of Pevcnscy. Mr. 
Browiio is known as the author of| 
“Ordo Smclorurn, a treatise on tho 
Chronology of Holy Scripture” (1841) 5 
an Examination of the Ancient 
Egyptian Chronographies,” com- 
menced 1852-3, in Arnold’s “Theo- 
logical Critic “ Remarks on Mr. 
GresweH’s Fasti Catholici critiques 
and essays which liavo appeared with 
liis name in theological and other 
reviews, and articles in the last edi- 
tion (1862-G) of Kitto’s “ Cyclopmdia 
of Biblical Literature.” To “ Tho Li- 
brary of tho Fathers” Mr. Browne 
contributed some volumes of the works 
of St. Augustuio and St. Chiysostom, 
and to tho late Mr. T. K. Arnold’s 
“ School and College Series” several 
volumes of liigher Greek and Latin 
classics, “Madvig’s Greek Syntax,” 
a “Hand-book of Hebrew Antiqui- 
ties,” &c., and a “ Copious Fhraseologi- 
calEnglish- Greek Lexicon,” originally 
projected and begun by Mr. Arnold 
ill connection with Dr. FriidcrsdorlT. 

BROWNE, The yENEUAnrE Rouert 
W iLLiAM, M.A., Ph. D., F.G.S., the 
oldest son of William Browne, Esq., 
of Eonnington, Surrey, bom Nov. 12 , 
1809, was educated at Merchant Tay- 
lors* School, whence he was elected 
Scholar and Fellow of St. John’s Col- 
lege, Oxford, and graduated B.A. in 
l&l, taking double first-classhononrs. 
Having been tutor of his college. 


curate of St. Michael’s, and select 
preacher in the University, he was 
appointed, in 1835, to tho Professor- 
ship of Classical Literature in King’s 
College, London; and in 1836 to 
tho Assistant Preachership of Lin- 
coln’s Inn. In 1843 lie was made 
Chaplain to the Bishop of Lich- 
field ; in 1844, Senior Chaplain to the 
forces in London; in 1845, a Pre- 
bendary of St. Paul’s ; in 1854, Exa- 
mining Chaplain to the Bishop of Bath 
and W^ells; in 1860, Archdeacon of 
Bath and Rector of Weston-snper- 
Marc ; and in 1863, Canon of Wells. 
Archdeacon Browne is the author of 
“Histories of Greece and Rome” in 
Glcig*s ■ Schnnl Series, and of two 
elaborate “Histories of Greek and 
Roman Literature,” for which tho de- 
gree of l^li. D. was conferred upon him 
by 'lhe University of Heidelberg. He 
translated tho Ethics of Aristotle, 
with an introductory essay and notes, 
for Bohn’s Classical Series, and is the 
author of several smaller works aud 
sermons. Ho is married to tho eldest 
daughter of the late Rev. Sir Charles 
Hardingo, Bart., niece of the late Vis- 
count Hardinge, G.C.B. 

BROWNE, Dr. Williajx Alex- 
ander Francis, commissioner in 
lunacy for Scotland, bom near to 
Stirling, in 1805, studied medicine, 
\rith special reference to mental dis- 
eases, in Edinburgh, Franco, and Ger- 
many. Li 1834 he was appointed 
Physician to the Montrose Lunatic 
Asylum; and, four years afterwards, 
to tho Royal Crichton Institution, 
Dumfries, wliich appointment ho held 
till 1857, when tho Government made 
him a Commissioner in Lunacy. Dr. 
Browne advocated the non-restraint 
system from the first, and his work, 
“ Wlmt Asylums were, are, and ought 
to be,” contributed largely to tho re- 
formation in the hospit^ treatment of 
tho insane. His Annual Reports of 
tho Royal Crichton Institution, hie 
advocacy of tho greatest possible 
liberty to the insane that could be- 
consistent with safety, and his varied 
illustrations of treatment by ont-doop 
amusements, concerts, Ac., had e greet ^ 
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eitect in couviuciiig tho piiblio of the 
expediency of omiiloying kindness and 
moral inttiienco in the treutmeut of 
lunatics. He was the first person in 
this country to give a courso of lec- 
tures on insanity ; and his numerous 
writings and essays have Jiad a marked 
influence upon the study of psychology 
as a branch of medical science. Ho 
is at’ present (181)7) President of the 
Medico- Psychological Association. 

BROWNING, Robkjit, bom at Cam- 
berwell in 1812, was educated at the 
London University, llis first acknow- 
ledged work, “ Parncolsiis,’* was pub- 
lished in 1828, and founcL sonio eulo- 
gists, if but few readers. His ** Pippa 
Passes,” a fantastic but graceful dra- 
matic i)Ocmi obtained more favour 
with tho public. In 1837 Mr. Brown- 
ing prodneod his tragedy of “ Straf- 
ford,” and everytliiiig that the genius 
of Mucready could achieve to render 
it popular was done by his con amnre 
pei'soiiification of the hero. It was 
nevertheless a failure. “Sordcllo” 
was not more succ<'ssful. “ The 
Blot in tho Scutcheon ” was brought 
out in 1813, at Drury-laiio Tlufatm, 
but with no greater success than 
“ Strafford.” In 1850 appeared his 
“ Men and Women.” In addition to 
the afore-mentioned works, Mr. Brown- 
ing has published ” King Victor and 
King Charles,” “ Drama ;:io Lyrics,” 
“ Return of tho Druses,” “ Colombo’s 
Birthday,” “ Dramatic Romances,” 
•‘The Soul’s Errand,” and a new vo- 
lume of Poems (1804). His tragedies 
and dramatic lyrics are inde icd in the 
collection of his works entitled ** Bells 
and Pomegranates.” Mr. Browning 
has specially cultivated the arts of 
music and painting, with tlio history 
of both of which ho is ininutely and 
widely acquainted. Ho married Miss 
Elizabeth Barrett, a lady well known 
as a poetess, who died in 1801. 

BROWNSON, OiiBSTKs A., LL.D., 
bom in Now Hampshire, U.S., about 
1802, is to a great extent a self- 
educated man. Originally a Pres- 
byterian, ho became a Universalist 
preacher, then a Unitarian, and afbor- 
wards a Bocialist of the school of 


Robert Owen and Francos Wright, in 
support of whose tenets ho delivered 
lootures. He contributed exten- 
sively to the periodical literature of 
tho Socialist and Rationalistic party, 
wroto an autobiographical novel, 
entitled “ Charles Elwoud,” and seve- 
ral otlier works. About 1847 ho com- 
menced the publication of the Boston 
Quarterly Rerieiv, \\ title which was 
afterwards changed to that of Brown- 
son’s Quarterly, on his removal to New 
York, after liis adoption of tho Roman 
Catholic creed. This review has been 
for many years the leading Roman 
Catholic periodical organ in the United 
States. Mr. Brownson has written 
“ 'J'ho Spirit-Rappov,” and a work en- 
titled “ Tho Convert,” a metaphysical 
account of tho mental pi'oeesses by 
which ho has arrived at his present 
convictions. 

BRUCK, TjtK IIoN. Sni Fkedkhtck 
W ri.LiA.M Anorii'iius, G.C.B., is a 
younger brother of tho Into earl of 
Elgin and Kincardino, born in 1814, 
was educated at Ch. Cli., Oxford, 
where lie graduated B.A. in 1831*, and 
was subsequently called to tho Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn. Entering tJio diplo- 
matic service at tho usual ago, he was 
attached to tho late Lortl Ashburton’s 
special mission to Wasliiiigton in 
1842, when the Ashburton treaty was 
negotiated ; was afterwards Lieut. - 
Governor of Newfoundland for a year, 
and from 181-7 to 1851 was employed 
in various posts in South America and 
ill Egypt. Four years after this ho 
went with his brother, Lord Elgin, to 
China, where lie was actively em- 
ployed for some time, till lie was sent 
as British Envoy to Japan. Soon after 
returning to England, in 18(55, lie was 
appointed to succiccd Lord Lyons as 
British Minister at Washington. He 
was created K.C.B., civil division, in 
18(52, and promoted G.C.B. in 1864. 

BRUCE, John, F.S.A., born in Lon- 
don ill 1802, of a family of Scottish 
extraction, was educated partly at 
the Grammar School of Abei-deen and 
partly at private schools in England. 
He was brought up to tho law, but 
ceased to practise about 1840. Ho 
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has edited for the Camden Society, I 
**The Restoration of Edward IV.** 
(1838) ; Hayward’s AnnaJs of Eliza* 
beth** (1839); “ Leyoestor Corre- 
spondence *’ (1843) ; •“Vemey Notes 
oil the Lon^ Parliament ** (1844) ; 
“ Letters of Elizabeth and James VI.** 
(1849); "Vorney's Papers to 1G39** 
(1852); “Charles!, in 1646’* (1855); 
“ Liber Famelicns of Sir James White- 
lock** (1858); “Correspondence of 
James VI. of Scotland with Sir Robert 
Cecil and others in England, daring 
the reign of Elizabeth** (1861) ; for 
the Berkshire Ashmolean Society, 
“Ai'chbiahop Laud’s Benefactions to 
Berkshire ** (1841) ; for the Parker 
Society, “ Works of Rogdr llutchiu- 
Bon” (1841) ; and, in conjunction with 
the Rev. T. T. Perowne, “ Correspond- 
ence of Archbishop Parker** (1853). 
Hr. Bruce, who has been a contnbutor 
to the Archmologia of the Society of 
Antiquaries, to the Edinhtvrgh llev-igw, 
and to various other periodical publi- 
cations, including the Qeiitlcman*s 
Mayazine, of' which ho was for some 
tiino editor, has edited a Calendar of 
the State Papers of the reign of 
Charles 1. Ho has been Treasurer 
and a Vice-President of the Society of 
Antiquaries, and has been Treasurer 
and is Director of tho Camden So- 
ciety. In April, 1861, he w'as elected 
by the Society of Antiquaries a trus- 
tee of Sir John Soanes Museum, in 
the place of the late earl of Aberdeen. 

BRUCE, Rev. John Colling>vooi>, 
LL.D., F.S.A., born at Newcastle in 
1805, was educated in his father’s 
school and at the University of Glas- 
gow. In 1826 ho took the degree of 
M.A., and became LL.D. in 1S53. 
Though educated for tho ministiy of 
tho Prcsbytei’iau Church, ho did not 
enter orders, but joined his father in 
the management of his school. He 
has written “ A Hand-book of English 
History,** which has gone through 
four editions. All the recent editions 
of tho Introdflction to Geography 
and Astronomy,” of which his father 
was the principal author, were pre- 
pared by him. la 1861 he published 
an historical and descriptiyo account 


of the “Roman Wall** in the noii:h 
of England, a third edition of which 
appeared in 1866. Dr. Bruce, in 1856, 
published “ The Bayoux Tapestry elu- 
cidated,” containing a copy, on a re- 
duced scale, of the entire tapestry. 
More recently Dr. Bruce has published 
“ A Hand-book to Newcaatlo ** and a 
“ Wallet-Book ** for tho uso of pilgrims 
to the Roman Wall. 

B RUN NOW (Baeon), Ernest 
Philipp de, descended from an an- 
cient family established in Courland, 
was born at Dresden, Aug. 31, 1797. 
Having completed his education at tbo 
University of Loipsic, ho was leceived 
into tho diplomatic service of Rnssia 
at tho Congress of Aix-la-Chapelle, in 
1818. In 1821 ho was sent to London, 
as secretary to Count Lievou, to whom 
his mother's family were related. In 
1823 ho wtis appointed secretary to 
Count Woronzow, the govornor-general 
at Odessa. After tlie signature of tho 
treaty nf Adrianoplo, in 1829, ho ac- 
companied Count Orloff to Constanti- 
nople, and on his return to St. Peters- 
burg, in 1830, ho was promoted to the 
rank of Senior Councillor to tho Fo- 
reign Oihee, which position he occu- 
pied nine years. In 1839 he was 
appointed Envoy Extraoi-dinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the court 
of Wiirtemberg, and was also accre- 
dited to the court of Darmstadt, when 
he was ii:trusied with the negotiations 
for tho marriage between the here- 
ditary Grand Duke Alexander (tho 
present emperbr) and the princess of 
Hesso-Dainnstadt, daughter of the late 
grand duke. At that time tho state of 
att’airs in tho East having been seri- 
ously endangered by the ambitious 
designs of Mehemet Ali, pasha of 
Egypt, the emperor Nicholas thought 
it necessary to come to a clear and 
friendly understanding with the En- 
glish government on this important 
question, and Baron Brunnow, then 
on his way to Germany, was sent, in 
1839, to England, on a special mission 
which contributed to remove many 
difficulties that had existed 1^- 
tween Great Britain and Ruissia. 
The shortneas of his stay prevented 
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his bringing the negotiations to a 
conolnsion, and he was sent a second 
time to London, where he arrived in 
Dec., 1839. The negotiations having 
been resumed, led to the signaturo of 
the Convention of Jnly 15, IS'IO, 
which limited the power of Mehcmct 
Ali to Egypt, restored Syria to the 
Ottoman Porte, and thus removed the 
danger which threatened at that time 
to disturb the peace of the Levant. 
In consideration of Ins valuable ser- 
vices in connection with this important 
negotiation, he was appointed Envoy 
Esti^rdiuary and Iflinister Plenipo- 
tentiary at the court of St. James’s, 
which high position lie held from 1840 
till 1854. Daring this period his offi- 
cial duties brought him in contact 
with the leading men connected with 
the administrations of Lord Melbourne, 
Sir Robert Peel, Lord John Russell, 
the earl of Derby, and the earl of 
Aberdeen. With the late duke of 
Wellington ho lived in close intimacy, 
having been a guest at Walmer only 
ten days beforo his death. In addi- 
tion to the afore-mentioned treaties, 
he signed, in July, 1841, with Lord 
Palmerston and the representatives of 
all the Great Powers, tho “ Traite des 
Dardanelles another with the earl of 
Aberdeen for the suppression of the 
African slave-trade ; another with Lord 
Malmesbury in 1852, to secure tho 
integrity of Denmark; ard another, 
the same year, to regulate tho siic- 
cession to the crown of Greece. Ho 
withdrew from his pdst at tho court 
of St. James’s on tho dcclr.iMtion of 
war between this country and Russia 
in 1854, and for a year he remained 
in St. Petersburg out of office. His 
own government rendered justice to 
the steadiness of purpose with whicli 
he had upheld the principle of a pacific 
policy, and ho was sent to Paris at 
the opening of the Conference, which 
met in Feb., 1856, in order to re-es- 
tablish the general peace of Europe, 
as Second , HenipotentiaTy, to act in 
concert with Count Orloff, and signed 
the treaty of peace concluded at Paris 
March 30, 1856. Immediately after, 
the emperor Alexander II. sent Baron , 


Brunnbw on a special mission to Lon* 
don in oi’der to re-establish diplo- 
matio relations between thetwocourts. 
Having performed this duty, he re- 
turned to Parish whevo tho affairs of 
the Russian embassy remained under 
his direction until the an'ival of Count 
Kisseleff, accredited to the court of 
Pt*ance. In consequence of tho di- 
plomatic an*angenicnts uiado by the 
imperial government after the con- 
clusion of tho peace, Baron Bnmnow 
was appointed Envoy Extraordinaiy 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to tho 
court of IMissia. During Jiia resi- 
denco at Berlin, ho hofl the honour 
of receiving tho emperor, and of 
accompanying him to Dunristadt. 
In March, 1858, ho resumed his post 
at the court of St. James’s. In 
Aug., 1862, Baron Brunnow received 
by the hands of Prince Gorischakoff 
(a younger sou of tho Minister fifr 
Fqreign Ailairs), who was sent to this 
country specially for this purpose, 
tho insignia of tho order of St. Andrew, 
together witli a most fiattering auto- 
graph letter from the cini)eror himself,, 
as a testimony to his long and valu- 
able seivices. The baron represented 
Russia at the Conference in London, 
on the Danisli questioTi, in 1804. 

BRUNSWICK (Duke of),Aijousits 
Lor IS Willi AM Maximilian FiiEDEitic, 
bom April 25, 1800, is tho younger 
son of the late Duke Fre<leric William, 
who died in 1S23, und brother of tho 
ex-Duko Charles Frederic Augustus 
William. Ho assumed tho reins of 
govemmont April 25, 1831, ut the 
request of tho Gfirnianic Diet, upon 
tJie compulsory flight of his elder 
brother, the late duke of Biitnswick, 
whoso iiame has since become well 
known in London circles. The present 
duke, according to tho ‘‘Almanac do 
Gotha,” is a field -marshal in tho 
kingdom of Hanover, and a general 
of cavalry in tho Ih-ussian service. 

BRYANT, William Cullen, poet, 
the son of a physician, was bom at 
Cnmmington,' Massachusetts, NoV. 3, 
1797. When only ton years old, he 
published translations from Latin 
poets, and at the age of thirteen wrote 
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the Embargo” and **The Spaniah 
Bevolntion.” From 1810 to 1812 he 
stndiod claaaics and philosophy at 
William’s College. On leaving col- 
lege he went to the bar, and com- 
menced practice in Great Barrington, 
where he soon after married. His 
chief poem, The Ages,” appeared in 
1821, and was recited before a nniver- 
sity society (the $BE) of Harvard 
College. His poems, ‘*l^o a Water- 
fowl,” and “An Inscription for an 
entrance to a' Wood,” were written 
in his early days at Great Barring- 
ton. He abandoned the law for 
literary pursuits in 1825, and estab- 
lished the. Neiv York Revieio and 
AthenoBvm Magazine, and in 182G ho 
became editor of tlio New York Even- 
ing Post In 1827, 1828, and 1829, 
he brought out, in conjunction with 
several of his friends, an annual, 
entitled “ The Talisman ; ” in 1832 ho 
IDublished the first collective edition 
of his poetry, and a copy having been 
forwarded to Washington Irving, he 
caused it to bo reprinted in this 
country. This book has since passed 
through several editions. In the 
summer of IBS'! Mr. Bryant visited 
England with his family, 'with the 
intention of devoting a few years to 
literary pursuits and the education of 
his children. In the interval between 
1834 and 1836 ho travelled through 
Franco, Germany, and Italy, and 
resided for several months in each of 
the cities of Florence, Fisa, Munich, 
and Heidelberg. This author’s 
“ Indian at the Burying-place of his 
Fathers,” “Death of tho Flowers,” 
“ The Prairies, ” “ Hymn of tho City,” 
and “ Battle-Field,” have often been 
reprinted in volumes of select poetry, 
and are perhaps bettor known in Eng- 
land than his more elaborate works. 
A new edition of his works, illustrated 
with seventy-one engravings, was 
published in London in 1858. 

BUCOLEUCH (Duke ov), Walter 
Francis Montagu Douglas Scott, 
K.G.,K.T., D.C.L., Ac., theeidest son of 
the fourth and late duke, bom Nov. 25, 
1806, was eduoated at St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, where he gradu* 


ated M.A. in 1827. Having snoceeded 
to the title whilst a minor, he never* 
sat in the House of Commons. His 
grace, whose wealth and high position, 
and character give him almost un- 
bounded influence, is High Steward 
of Westminster, a Governor of the 
Charter - house. Lord - Lieutenant of 
Midlothian and Koxburghshiro, and 
Captain of tho Queen’s Body-guard 
in Scotland. He supports the Con- 
servative party, and held the posts of 
Lonl Privy Seal and Lord President 
of the Council in Sir Bobert Peel’s 
second administration in 1842-G. 
Well known as a generous *patron of 
tho arts and of literature, his grace 
received the honorary degree of D.C.L. 
from the University of Oxford in 1834. 

BUCHANAN, Tiik Right Hon. 
Sir Andrew, K.C.B., the only son of 
tho late James Buchanan, Esq., of 
Craigend Castle, co. Stirling, and 
grandson of the late earl of Caith- 
ness, was bom in 1807, and entered 
the diplomatic sciwice in 1825. Rising 
by the ordinary steps of promotion, he- 
bccamo Charge d’Aflaircs at Florence 
in 1842, and afterwards at St. Peters- 
burg. In 1852 ho was appointed 
Minister Plenipotentiarydn Switzer- 
land, whence he was transferred in 
1853 to Copenhagen as Envoy Extra- 
ordinary. In 1858 he was sent in 
the same capacity to Mailrid, and was 
transferred thcnco to tho Hague in 
Dec., 1860. In 1862 ho was appointed 
Ambassador atBcrlin, was made aPrivy 
Councillor, Feb. 3, 1863, and Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg, Sop. 15, 18G4. 

B U CHAN AN, Isaac, member of tho 
Canadian Parliament, and President 
of the Board of Trade in tho. city of 
Hamilton, was bom at Glasgow, N.B., 
in 1810. After receiving a liberal 
education in that city, ho obtained a 
situation in a large mercantile house, 
and displayed so much aptitude for 
business, that he was admitted a part- 
ner at tho early age of 20. In 1830 
tho Canadian branch of the business 
in Montreal was transferred to him, 
and in 1831 he established an ad- 
ditional branch at Toronto. From 
th a t time he has taken a leading part 
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in most of the social and political 
movements of Upper Canada. His 
political opinions, which all hinge 
more or less upon tlio currency ques- 
tion, are set forth in a volume en- 
titled, “The Relations of the Industry 
of Canada witli the Mother Country 
and the United States.” Ho took on 
active part in the suppression of the 
Canadian revolution iu 1837, and urged 
on Lord Sydenham the settlcmont of 
the Clergy Reserve question. Blected 
for Toronto in 1811, ho hedped to 
secure responsible government for the 
people, and in procuring the reduction 
'of the duty on Canadian wheat. In 
18-t3 he supported Lord [Metcalfe’s 
adminiatration as the head of the 
Constitutional or Order party. Mr. 
Buchanan has of late years held a 
seat in the Executive Council of the 
province of Quebec, of which ho was 
at one time President. 

BUCHANAN, Jamks, ex-rrosident 
of the United States, born iu Frank- 
lin county, Pennsylvania, April 13, 
1791, was educated at Dickinson Col- 
lege, where ho graduated in liouonrs 
in 1809. Devoting himself to tlic 
study of the law, he was admitted to 
the Bar in A^12. In 1816-17 ho de- 
fended with gi'eat shill a leanied 
judge arraigned before the State of 
Pennsylvania on articles of impeach- 
ment. His professional success after 
this was so decided that ho was en- 
*'ablcd to retire from it at the early 
age of forty. In 18T i he had been 
elected to the Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives. During the war 
with Groat Britain, Mr. Buchanan 
marched as a private soldier among a 
body of volunteers sent from that 
state to the assistance of Baltimore. 
He was returned to Cor)gre.ss in 1820, 
and mofle his maiden speech in de- 
fence of the then secretaiy of the 
Treasury, Mr. Crawford, in 1822. 
During a discussion on the tariff 
question, which occupied the attention 
of that Conj^BS, he warned his 
^hearers against sectarial jealousies, 
and'" inflammatory speeches within 
walls which ought to be sacred to 
union.” As early as 1824 he 


especially cautioned Congress against 
alliances with Mexico, which might 
entangle its action on future occasions^ 
and lie opposed most energetically 
the idea of allowing Cuba to fall into 
the hands of any power but those of 
Spain. There oan be littlo doubt, on 
carefully comparing tliis statement 
with the Ostond protocol made public 
a quarter of a century later, that to 
securo Cuba for the United States 
has been the aim of Mr. Buchanan’s 
life. In 1828 he was actively engaged 
in promoting the return of General 
Jackson to the Presidency, and in the 
same session was one of the prose- 
cuting counsel in the trial by impeach- 
ment of Judge Peck, of ilissouri, a 
case that has become, celebrated o^en 
among the causes ci^hres of tlio 
United States. In 1831 Mr. Baohauan 
was nominated ambassador to St. 
I'otcrsburg. On his return in 1833, he 
had to defend General Jackson against 
the bitter hostility of Henry Clay and 
of that faction which the disputes 
upon the United States Bank clmiier 
had callt>d into existence, and he was 
elected to the United States Senate. 
The slavery agitation in Europe of 
1835 elicited from Mr. Buchanan 
an expression of his views. During 
Mr. Van Biirim’s presidency, 1837-'li, 
Mr. Buchanan was in opposition, 
lie supported President Tyler, op- 
posed tho ratiiication of the VVehster- 
Ash barton treaty — but only on the 
ground that it left matter open likely 
to breed future complications, — and 
strenuously advocated tlu^ annexation 
of 'fexas, a measure which, while Ijo 
held the office of Secretary of State 
under President I’olk, bc<^ne law. 
After Mr. Polk’s prcsid^cy, Mr. 
Buchaimn retired into private life, 
from which he emerged on his nomi- 
nation by President Pierce to the 
embassy to Great Britain in 1853. 
During tho time ho occupied this 
post, the question of thG» purchase of 
Cuba by tho United States anise. 
Conferences on the subject between 
the United States ambassadors at tlie 
courts of London, Madrid, and Paris 
were held at Osteud, and a tnemp- 
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random was drawn np for the pur- 
pose of upholding the Monroe 
doctrine. On Mr. Bu^anan’s election 
to the Fresidenoy in 1856, people in 
England considered him pledged to a 
war of territorial aggression, and to 
the extension of territozy at any cost. 
Instead of doing this, he loft Cuba 
unassailed, arrested the filibuster 
Walker when engaged in an attempt 
on Central America, and brought the 
San Juan de Fu^a quarrel, begun 
by the headstrong folly of General 
Harney, to a pacific conclusiqn. His 
policy with regard to secession, which 
commenced on the election of Mr. 
Lincoln, is not yet understood. Time 
will no doubt reveal the true motives 
and reeisont. which guided his con- 
duct at this ihost critical juncture. 
Mr. Buchania;^' bf Irish extraction, 
his father haymg emigrated from 
Donegal and settled in Pennsyl- 
vania towards the end of the last 
century. 

BUCHANAN, B.onEttT, poet, bom 
Aug. 18, 1841, was educated at the 
High School and the University of 
Glasgow. His first work, “Under- 
tones,** appeared in 1860, and was 
followed by “ Idyls and Legends of 
Inverbum** ih 1865, and “London 
Poems *’ in: 1866. Mr. Buchanan 
edited “ Wayside Posies,** and trans- 
lated the Danish Ballads in 1866. 

BUCKINGHAM and CHANDOS 
^(Dukk of), The Right Hon. Richard 
Plaktagenet Oamphell Temple Nu- 
gent Buydges CiiA^foos Grenville, 
Marquis op Buckingham and Chan- 
Dosj was bom Sep. 10, 1823, 
iuid succeeded his father as third 
duke July 29, 1861. He represented 
Buckingham from ISld to 1857 ; a 
Junior Lord of the Treasury in 1852 ;

Seal, and Deputy Warden of the 
Stannaries.

BUCKLAND, Francis Trevelyan, 
A.M., M.R.C.S., eldest son of tho 
Very Rev. William Bnckland, D.D., 
dean of Westminster, born in 1826, 
was scholar of Winchester College 
and student of Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, where he took his B.A. degree 
in 1848. Inheriting from his father 
a strong taste for physical science and 
natural history, ho resolved to devote 
himself to the study of medicine, and 
having served the office of house 
surgeon to St. Geoigo*s Hospital, in 
1854 became assistant-surgeon to the 
2nd Life Guards, from which post 
ho retired in 1863. He has bdon an 
extensive contributor of papers on 
piscicnlturo and ou other branches of 
natural science, to the columns of tho 
Times and of otherperiodicalB,nnd con- 
ducts tho “ Sea and River Fisheries,** 
and “Practical Natural History’* 
columns of “ Land and Water.** Ho 
has established at his own expense 
tho “ Museum of Economic Fish- 
culture ** (under tho Science and Art 
Depai'tment, South Kensington), at 
tho Royal Horticnltnrql Gardens. 
This museum illastratcB tho ciftlva- 
tion of oysters, salmon, trout, and 
useful fish. In 1866 he received a 
silver medal for his labours in the 
promotion of this branch of science, 
from tho “Exposition do P&che eb9 
d’Aquiculture,*’ at Arcachon, iu 
France. Ho is the author of “ Curiosi- 
ties of Natural History** (first, second, 
and third series); and of "Fisb-hatoh- 
ing.** Ho edited, in 1858, his father’s 
Bridgewater Treatise on Geology and 
Mineralogy.

His success soon led to 
other engagements. Amongst these 
was one at the Adelphi, then under 
the management of Mr. D. Terry, 
whore ho appeared in 1828 as Bobby 
Trot, in his own touching drama of 
‘‘Luke the Labourer.” Whilst per- 
forming at this theatre ho had the 
good fortune to obtain from Mr. Terry 
a personal introduction to Sir Walter 
Scott, an event which acted as a 
powerful stimulus to his love of litera- 
ture. During his engagement, Mr. 
Buckstone found leisure to write 
several pieces for the Haymarket, 
which evontually led to his services 
being secured by Mr. Morris as prin- 
cipal comedian at tliat theatre ; thus 
adding a summer to his winter en- 
gagement. From 1837 Mr. Buckstone 
has devoted himself exclusively to the 
Haymarket Theatre, with the excep- 
tion of a visit to the United States, a 
short engagement at the Lyceum, 
during the first season of Madame 
Yostris’s management, and another at 
Drury Lane, under Mr. Bunn, where 
he played Wormwood in the “ Lottery 
Ticket,” and other comedy parts. At 
Drury Lano he produced “Popping 
the Question,” “Our Mary Ann,” and 
other well-lmown pieces. Indeed 
he has been a most prolific writer, 
and has written no less than 160 
comedies, dramas, and farces, many 
of which have become standard pieces. 
Of his earlier productions we may 
specify “ Luke the Labourer,” “John 
Street, Adelphi,” “The Wreck 
Ashore,” “ Yictorine,” and“ The King 
of the Alp8,’^an adaptation fh>.m the 
German; which wore foUoWed by a 
three-act comedy entitled “The Rake 
and his Pupil,” “ The May Queen,” 

“ Henriette the Forsfdcen,” “ Isabelle, 
or Woman’s Life,” “ The Dream at ; 


Sea,” and other ifuccessfiil dramas. 
His early plays at the Haymorkrt 
were “A Husband at Sight,” “John 
Jones,” “Uncle John,” “Second 
Thoughts,” “Married Life,” “ Single 
Life,” “A Lesson for Ladies,” 
“ Nicholas Flam,” “ Rural Felicity,” 
“ Weak Points,” “ The Thimble Rig,” 
and the “ Irish Lion.” For this house 
Mr. Buckstone ' afterwards composed 
the three-act comedy of “ Leap-Year, 
or the Ladies* Privilege,’* “ An Alarm- 
ing Sacrifice,” and “ Good for No- 
thing,” and during the management 
of Madame Celeste at the Adelphi, he 
wrote two dramas, — “ The Green 
Bushes,” and “Flowers of the Forest,” 
which suTpasEcd in point of attraction 
his previous productions.

BUELL, Don Carlos, a majojv 
general in tho U.S. army, bom in 
1819, in Ohio; was admitted as a 
cadet at West Point in 1837. He 
took his degree in 1841, and enter^ 
the army as Second Lieutenant^ of 
infantry. In 1846 he becimd Brst 
Lieutenant, was engaged in the 
can WOT, and having distinguished 
himself at the battle of Monter^, 
was promoted to the rank of Captain. 
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He was dangeronsljr wounded in 
another action, and for his giJlantry 
was made Miyor. He became, in 
1848, Assistant Adjutant-General to 
G^eral Persifer Smith, commanding 
in Texas. During the civil war, in 
1861, he was mode Lieutenant-Colonel 
of ihe Adjutant-General’s depart- 

at the head of 12,000 men in the de- 
partment of Ohio, thereby relieving 
General W. T. Sherman. He co-ope- 
rated with Gen. Grant in the advance 
upon Forts Henry and Donelson. In 
1862 ho was placed in command of 
five divisions, with which ho advanced 
to Savannah in time to take part in 
the second day’s battle of Shiloh, and 
was engaged in various important 
operations till the close of the war. 

BULWER. (See Lytton, Lord.) 

BULWEB, The Rioht Hon. Sir 
Henry Lytton Earle, G.G.B., born 
in 1805, an elder brother of Lord 
Lytton entered the diplomatic 

service in 1829, and was attached suc- 
cessively to the British embassies at 
Berlin, Brnssels, and the Hague. In 
1830 he was sent on a special mission 
to Brussels, to watch the course of the 
Belgian revolution, and the same year 
he was returned to the Houso of Com- 
mons for Wilton. He sat for Coventry 
in 1831 and 1832, and for Marylebone 
from 1834 till 1837. In 1835 he was 
made Seoretaiy of Legation and Cliarge 
d* affaires at Brussels; in 1837 Secretaiy 
of Embas^ at Constantinople, where 
he negotiated the commercial treaty 
between England and the Porte. Ho 
was appointed Secretary of the Em- 
bassy in Paris in 1839, and in the 
course of that and the following year 
was thrice gazetted as interim mini- 
ster at the court of France daring 
the absence of the ambassador. In 
1848 he was Minister Plenipotentiary 
at court of Madrid, and was in- 
striitneatal in bringing about the 
peace ' between Spain and Morocco 
in the fbUoYring year. During the 
troubles in the Spanish capital in i 
184$, Mr. Bqlwer was frequently the ! 
n&^nni of the remonatranoes of his ' 
government upon the arbitrary system ' 


followed by Narvaez. As his firmness 
and candour were found inconvenient, 
the soldier-minister determined upon 
his removal; and, after having in 
vain sought to discredit him with the 
English cabinet, pretended to have 
discovered his complicity in plots laid 
against the Spanish government, and 
upon this pretext suddenly ordered 
him to leave Madrid. The English 
government marked its sense of this 
indigpiity by declining to name his 
successor, and for two years no 
English minister was accredited to 
the court of Spain. Both parties in 
the House of Commons approved Mr. 
Bulwer’s conduct, and the Queen 
made him a Knight Grand Cross of 
the Bath. ' The hasty Spaniard sub- 
sequently made the amende honorable 
in a note on the subject, the terms of 
which were dictated by Lord Palmer- 
ston. Sir Henry Bulwor afterwards 
proceeded to Washington as English 
minister, and enjoyed considerable 
popularity in the United States, 
whore ho learned how to conciliate 
the temper of a sensitive people 
while maintaining the interests of his 
country. The famous Bulwer-Clayton 
treaty was in a great measure his 
work. He was sent, in 1852, to 
Tuscany as Envoy Extraordinary, and 
held that appointment until Jan., 1855. 
He was from 1857-66, Ambassador at 
Constantinople, where ho exercised 
considemblo influence over the acts 
of the late sultan. Like his brother, 
ho is an author as well as a politician. 
He has published “An Autumn in 
Groece,” “France, Social and Lite- 
rary,” “ The Monarchy of the Middle 
Classes,” and a“ Life of Lord Byron,” 
prefixed to a Paris edition of tho 
poet’s works. He rnarrUd in 1848 
the youngest daughter of the late 
Lord Cowley. 

BUNSEN,^ Robert Wiluelbc 
Eberard, chemist, bom in Gdttingon, 
whore his father was professor of 
Oqj^idental literature, studied in t^ 
Umvorsity the physical and natural 
Boienoes, and completed his education 
at Paris, Berlin, and Vienna. .Having 
taken his degrees for teaching ohe- 
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miBtxy in Gdttingen in 1833, he eno- 
ceeded WBhIer three years later aS 
Professor of this science in the Poly 
technic Institute of Cassel. Li 1838 
he was appointed Assistant Professor 
in the University of Marburg, became 
Titular Professor in 1841, then Di- 
rector of the Chemical Institute. In 
1851 he passed to the University of 
Breslau. Herr Bunsen, who has a 
happy manner of demonstration, has a 
high reputation in chemistry, and his 
lessons are attended by students from 
England and all parts of the Conti- 
nent. Ho has m^e many important 
discoveries, and the charcoal pile 
which bears his name is in very ex- 
tensive use. The records of his con- 
tributions to chemical science are to 
be found in.Liebig’s ** Annals of Che- 
mistry.** He published at Gdttingen 
a treatise, which has passed through 
more than one edition, on **The 
Hydrato of Iron, as an Antidote 
to White Arsenic and the Arsenic 
Acid.** 

BUOL-SCHAUBHSTEIN (Count), 
Karl - Pebdinand, diplomatist and 
statesman. Privy Councillor and 
Chamberlain of tho emperor of 
Austria, was bom in the Grisons, 
May 17, 1797. Under his father^s 
direction, who held some important 
posts before tho dissolution of the 
Gorman empire, ho commenced his 
diplomatic career. Count Buol re- 
presented his sovereign at the court 
of Turin in 1847, during the revival 
of tho national feeling which led to 
the Italian war of 18^. His encr- 
getio conduct at this time was re- 
warded by tho legation of St. Peters- 
burg. In 1851 he was appointed 
Ambassac^ at London. In April, 
1852, ho was summoned in haste to 
Vienna, on account of the sudden 
death of Prince Schwarzenbei^, and 
was appointed to the office of Foreign 
Affairs, which he held up to 1859. 
Although Count Buol is not one 
of those neir men by whom P#ace 
Schworzenberg sought to regenerate 
the Austrian monarchy, he is believed 
to inherit the views of that able 
minister, by whom he was often; 


recommended to his sovereign. The 
objects of his intemahpoUpy were to 
cultivate the goodwill of the middle 
classes by administrative reforms; to, 
keep in cheek the influence and atote 
the power of the aristocracy; to cen- 
tralize the administration of the ex- 
tensive and heterogeneous monarchy; 
and during the dangers of this transi- 
tional state to rely on an army raised 
to unusual strength. The chief objects 
of Count Buofs foreign policy were 
to secure the emancipation of his 
country from the tutelage of the Czari 
and the freedom of the naviga- 
tion of the Danube. In Deo., 1854, 
Count Buol signed a treaty of alliance 
with England and France, and the 
four guarantees demanded by the 
allies were in principle immediate^ 
conceded by Bussia. In May, 1859, 
before departing for the Itolian war, 
tho emperor h^ to provide, in the 
person of Count von Beohberg, a 
successor .to Count Buol, who had 
retired from the ministry of Foreign 
Affairs on account of a discussion 
in which the unpleasant relations 
between Austria and Russia were 
attributed to him. In the midst 
of tho incessant labour which the 
conduct of foreign affairs entailbd 
upon him, Count Buol found time to 
prepare and negotiate a number of 
treaties of commerce, customs, and 
navigation ; as well as postal convra- 
tions with Prussia and tee Zollveroin, 
the German Confederation, Switzw- 
land, Spain, France, Belgium, Russia, 
and the different It^ian states. 

BURCHAM, Thomas Borrow, bar- 
rister-at-law, born about 1809, was 
educated at Trixiity College, Cain- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1830, obtaining the third place in the 
first class of tho Classical Tripos. In 
1833 he was elected a Fellow of 
Trinity College. He was called to 
the Bar at the Inner Temple in 
1843, and went tho Norfolk ciromt. 
He was for some time one of the 
classical examiners, and an examte^ 
in mental philosophy in tho London ' 
Univdrtity; but these ^ts, as 
as that of the recordership of Beoflirai^^ 
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to which he had been appointed in 
1848j he recfigned on becoming one. of 
the police magistrates of the metro- 
polis in 1856. 

BUBGESS, Georgs, D.D., bom 
Oct. -SI, 180y, at Providence, Bhode 
Island, XJ.S., was educated at Brown 
University, whenco ho went to Eu- 
rope, and studied at the Univorsitiee 
of Gdttingen aihd Bonn. On his re- 
turn to his native country ho was made 
rector Of Christ Church, Hartford, 
United States, a post which he filled 
until 1847, when ho was consecrated 
Bishop of Maino, becoming at the 
same time rector of Christ Church, 
Gardener. He has published ‘*Tho 
Book of Psalms in English Verso,’* 
Pages from the Ecclesiastical History 
of England,” &o. 

BUBGESS, The Bev. Henry, 
LL.D., bom early in the present 
century, received orders from the 
bishop of Manchester in 1850. He 
held the perpetual curacy of Clifton 
Beynes, Bucks, from 1854* to 1861, 
has been for somo years editor of the 
Clerical Journal and tho Journal of 
Sacred, Literature^ and is known as 
the author of some translations from 
the Syriac language, including two 
volumes of tho Metrical Hymns and 
Homilies of St. Ephrem Syras, with 
Philological Notes and Dissertations 
on the Syi'ian Metrical Church Lite- 
rature,” and a translation of tho 
Festal Letters of St. Athanasius,” a 
work which in the original Greek, 
after being long lost, has been 
recently recovered in an ancient 
Syriac version, and edited for tho ; 
Oxford “ Library of the Fathers,” by 
the Bev. H. G. Williams. In 1861 he 
was appointed by the Lord Chancellor 
to the vicarage of St. Andrew, Whit- 
tlesea, near Peterborough, in recog- 
nition of his services to theological 
learning. Dr. Burgess is Ph.D. of 
Gdttingen, and a member of tho Boy al 
Society of Literature. 

BUBGESS, The Bev. Bxchaud, 
B.D., bont in 1796, was educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, where 
he. graduated, was oi'dained by 
4^ late arc&biahop of York. Having 


acted for some time as English chap- 
lain at Borne, he was appointed in 
1886 to the reetory of Upper Chelsea, 
Middlesex, and was afterwards made 
a Prebendaiy of St. Paul’s and Bural 
Dean of Chelsea. Dr. Burgess, who 
was formerly honorary secretary to 
the London Diocesan Board of Educa- 
tion, is honorary secretary of the 
Foreign Aid Society, an honorary 
membor of tho Boyal Institute of 
British Architects, and a correspond- 
ing member of the Pontifical Archseo- 
logical Academy in Borne. Ho is the 
author of a treatise on the ancient 
” Ludi Cimenses ” (1827) ; “ The 
Topography and Antiquities of Borne” 
ri831); “Greece and tho Levant” 
(1835) ; “ Lectures delivered in tho 
English Gliapcl at Borne” (1831); 
and various pamphlets on “ Educa- 
tion,” &c. In 1861, on completing 
the 25th year of his incumbency at 
Upper Chelsea, ho was presented by 
his parishioners and friends with a 
testimonial of the value of £1,200. 

BURGON, The Rev. John Wiluam, 
son of a merchant of London, was 
born about 1819; entered Worcester 
College, Oxford, at a rather advanced 
age, and graduated there in 1848, 
having gained tho Newdigate prize 
for English verso (subject Petra) in 
1845. Ho was elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Oriel College in 1848. Before 
going to Oxford ho ’prepared a trans- 
lation of tho Chevalier Bronsted’s 
'* Memoir on the Panathonaic Vases ” 
(1833), The Life and Times of 
Sir Thomas Gresham,” chiefly com- 
piled from his correspondence in the 
State- PaperOfiice (1839),andhas since 
published “ A Plain Commentaiy on 
tho Four Gospels,” “ Bonurnks on Art 
with reference to the diversity 
Studios,” “ Oxford Reformers” (1854), 
“A Century of Verses in honour of 
tho lato Rev. Dr. Routh” (1856), 

“ Historical Notices of the College of 
Oxford ” (1857), and a Memoir of the 
late B^trick Fraser Tytler, Esq., under 
the title of a “ Portrait of a Christian 
Gentleman ” (1861). Mr. Burgon has 
taken an active part in the move- 
ment for supplying rural labourers 
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withreligiooif'prmtB" pf'godd and taste^ 
fal desira for iheir cotlioge walls. 

BUBGOYNE, GEinBAAL ,Sia John 
Fox, O;0.B., Babt., son of the late 
Bight Hon. John Bargo 3 me, M.F., 
bom in 1782, entered the corps of 
]^yal Engineers as second-lientenant 
in 1798, served in the Mediterranean 
and Levant from 1800 to 1807 ; took 
part in the blockade of Malta and the 
operations which led to the surrender 
ofYaletta; served with the army in 
Sicily, and Vos present at the cap- 
ture of Alexandria and the attack on 
Bosetta. Ho afterwards proceeded 
with Sir John Moore’s army to Swe- 
den, and again to Portugal. In 1809 
he joined Lord Wellington’s army in 
the Peninsula ; and from that time 
until the conclusion of the campaign 
in 1814, was present at all the sieges, 
two of which, viz. Burgos and San 
Sebastian, ho conducted, tlio Iktter 
after his superior officer had been 
killed in the trenches. Throughout 
the campaigns in Portugal and Spain, 
Burgoyno was attached to the third 
division, distinguished by the pro- 
minent part it took in the war, and 
was in most of the general actions, 
inwliich he was twice wounded. In 
1811i ho was appointed commanding 
engineer of the expedition to New 
Orleans,, and was present at the attack 
on the town, and at the taking of Fort 
Bowyer. He has received the gold 
cross and one clasp for Bodajoz, Sala- 
manca, Vittoria, San Sebastian, and 
Nivo ; and the silver medal with three 
edasps for Busaco, Ciudad Bodrigo, 
and Nivollo. In 1826 Burgoyne ac- 
companied the expedition to Portugal, ! 
as commanding officer of engineers, i 
In 1830 he was appointed Chairman 1 
of the Iriln Board of Public Works, ' 
and in 1845 Inspector-General of 
Fortifications. Shortly after assuming 
the latter office, he drew up a memoir 
exiiosing tho defenceless state of the 
country, and received in reply from 
the duke of Wellington that reisierk- 
able letter which, published in the 
newspapers, produced a sensation, 
onabling the Executive to stay the . 
prograss of dangerons retrenohment j 


in the n^ViEd and milita^ services, 
and eventufldly to obtain power to 
raises a new militia. In' 1847, the 
famine y^r, he was appointed to 
oonduot the commission fbr the relief 
of XHcdi distress, and four yoara after- 
wards was nominated one of the mem- 
bers of tho Metropolitan Sewers Com- 
mission, then about to^undertake the 
construction of an important system 
of drainage works. In 1864 hb was 
sent to Turkey, to devise measures for 
defbnding Constantinople, and secur- 
ing the free passageof the Dardanelles, 
the Sea of Marmora, and the Boq>ho- 
rus, against on apprehended advance 
of the Bussians. He rotnmed to Eng- 
land, but shortly afterwards again 
proceeded to the East, and directed 
tho English works intended to reduce 
Sebastopol. Ho was present at the 
battle of the Altha, the affair of Bala- 
klava, and the battle of Inkormanu. 
In 1855, during the outcry raised 
against tho generals in the Crimea, 
he was recalled to England, to ocoopy 
his former post of Inspector- General 
of Fortifications. He, however, re- 
mained with the army three months 
longer, at theportioular r^uest of Lord 
Baglan, and upon leaving the camp 
washighly complimented by the com- 
manfler-in-chief in a general order. 
On his return to England, Sir John 
Burgoyne was promoted to*tbe rank 
of General, and created a Baronet, for 
his services in the Crimea. About 
the samd period he received tho Order 
of tho Medjidie, and that of Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour. He 
became a G.C.B. in 1852, and upon the 
death of Lord Combermere, in 1865, 
was appointed Constable of tho Tower 
of London, and Lord-Lieutenant and 
Custos Botulorum of the Tower Ham- 
lets. Sir John is the author of several 
professional articles in periodical pub- 
lications. 

BUBKE, Sir John Bernard, Ejit*, 
LL.D., M.B.I.A., second son of the 
late John, and grandson of the. late 
Petor Burke, Esq., of Elm Hall, oounly 
Tipperary, bom in London, in 1815, 
was edneated at the College qf Oaeb^ 
Normandy, and called to the Bar 
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the Hiddle Temple in 1839. He 
edited (for many years in conjunction 
with his father, and since his death 
solely) the “Peerage” which bears 
his name, an invaluable work to the 
lawyer and the antiquary. Sir Ber- 
nard is the author of “The Com- 
moners of Groat Britain and Ireland,” 
afterwards published under the 
title of “The Landed Gentiy,” a 
“General Armoiy,” “Visitation of 
Seatsf” “ Family Romance, ” “Anec- 
dotes of the Aristocracy,” “ The His- 
toric Lands of England,” and “ Vicis- 
situdes of Families,” Ist, 2nd, and 
drd series, published in 1859, 1860, 
and 1861. He has written many 
other books on heraldic, historical, 
and antiquaiiaii subjects. In 1853 ho 
was appointed to succeed the late. Sir 
William Betham as Ulster King of 
Arms, and Knight Attendant of the 
Order of St. Patrick ; in 1854 he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood ; and 
in 1862 the University of Dublin con- 
ferred upon him the honoraiy degree 
of LL.D. 

BUBKE, PcTEJi, soijoant-at-law, 
only brother of Sir Bernard Burke, 
born about 1813, was educated at 
Caen College. Having been called 
to the English Bar in 1839 by the 
Society of the Inner Temple, lio joined 
the Northern circuit dud the Man- 
chester a^d Lancashire sessions, and 
is a Parliamentary counsel x;ractisiug 
in the House of Lords. He was made 
a Q.C. of the co. Palatine of Lancaster 
in 1858, and a Serjeant-at-law in 1859, 
and is the author of various legal 
works, particularly on the law of 
copyright and tho crimin<*il law 
of “The Romance of the Porum,*^ 
“Celebrated Trials connected with 
the Aristocracy and tho Upper Classes,’* 
“ Celebrated Naval and Military 
Trials,” and of a “ Life of the Bight 
Hon. Edmund Burko.” He was elected 
Director, or chief honorary officer, of 
the Society of Antiquaries of Nor- 
mandy for 1866-7, the first time the 
compUment haa been paid to an 
Englishman. 

BUBMEISTEB, Hebmann, natu- 
ralis^ waa born at Stralssnd, Prussia, 


. in 1807. While a student of medicine 
at Halle, he was encouraged by Pro- 
fessor Nitzoh to study zoology, and 
particularly entomology. Becoming 
a doctor in 1829, he made his first 
appearance as an author in the domain 
of natural history, with a “Treatise on 
Natural History,” published at Halle 
in 1830. On the death of Professor 
Nitzoh, in 1842, ho sucoeeded him 
in the chair of zoology in the Univer- 
sity of Halle. He has written nume- 
rous articles on zoological subjects in 
the scientific joarnals of Geimiany ; 
several monographs in a distinct 
form, such as “ The Natural History 
of the Calandra Species,” published 
in 1837, and a “ Manual of Entomo- 
logy.” Professor Burmcistor has 
occupied himself in dissemiuatiug 
coiTect notions of geology among the 
educated classes ; and with tliis view 
delivered a scries of ]ectui*os, which 
wore well attended. They wore col- 
lected and published in two works, — 
“ The History of Creation,” Lcipsio, 
1843, and “ Geological Pictures of 
the Histoiy of the Earth and its In- 
habitants” (1851), both of which 
have been well received. During the 
revolutionary fervour of 1848, Pro- 
fessor Burmcistor was sent by the 
city of Hallo, as Deputy to tho Na- 
tional Assembly, and subsequently 
by the town of LiegnJtz, to the first 
Prussian Chamber. IIo took his 
place oil the Left, and remained until 
the end of the session; when, on 
account of failing health, he was 
obliged to demand leave of absence, 
which he turned to account by two 
years’ travel in tho Brazils, and he 
pnbiisJied “ The Animals of the Bra- 
zils,” 1854-6. On his return to 
Europe iie resumed his pdbt in tho 
University of Halle. 

BURNAND, Francis Cowiev, bora 
in 1836, and educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, was 
called to the Bar in 1862. Mr.^Bur- 
nand, who is tho author of several 
dramatic pieces, principally burlesques, 
is a contributor to Pvnch and other 
poriodicals. 

BURNET, John, painter, engraver* 
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and art-oritio, was bom at Fislier 
Bow, near Edinburgh, March 20, 1784. 
His father, a natiye of Borrowstoness, 
near Edinburgh, was descended from 
Dr. Thomas Bnmet, the friend of 
Newton, and author of the ** Sacred 
Theory of the Earth,” and brother of 
Bishop Burnet. John Burnet was 
educated by Mr. Leeshman, the 
schoolmaster of Sir Walter Scott; but 
his passion for drawing, derived from 
both his parents, at a very early period, 
BO entirely occupied every moment 
that ho could steal from his studies, 
that his father placed him with Mr. 
Bobori Scott, a landscape engraver 
of Edinburgh, from whom ho learned 
the practical part of etching and 
engraving. Whilst under his tui* 
tion, he attended the Trastees* Aca- 
demy’ under Mr. John Graham, where 
he acquired, with Wilkie and Allan, 
who were his Tellow-students, a know- 
ledge of drawing from the stndy of 
. the antique. Daring his service to Mr. 
Scott, to whom he had been appren- 
ticed for seven years, he was chiefly 
engaged in engraving ; and the hours 
of labour being from seven in the 
morning until eight in the evening, 
there was little time for tho cultiva- 
tion of tho art of design beyond the 
interval in which he was engaged in 
the Trustees* Academy. Being more 
devoted to figure than landscape en- 
graving, his stylo was formed chiefly 
on small prints from tho burin of Mr. 
James Heath, whoso book-illustrations 
were then hold (as they deserved 
to be) in great estimation. In all 
works of a larger size his favourite 
master was Cornelius Yischer. ” Tho 
Village Politicians” had created such 
a sensation that the young engraver 
grew impatient for a simile chance, 
and having completed oveiy engage- 
ment, in 1806 set sail in a Leith and 
Berwick smack, and arrived at Lon- 
don with only a few shillings in his 
pocket, and a single impression from 
a plate for Cooke's Novelist, as a 
specimen of his art. Having sought out 
Wilkie, who had preceded him some 
twelve months in visiting London, and 
who was then engaged on the picture 


of The Blind Fiddler,” he was re- 
ceived with groat cor^ality. His 
first engravings were for books ; but, 
longing to try his hand upon a plate 
of larger dimensionB, he asked Wilkie 
to allow him to engrave “The Jew’s 
Harp,” which he executed the same 
size as tho painting. This was the 
first of the series of prints engraved 
from Wilkie's works by various 
eminent engravers. The plate of 
“The Jew's Harp” led to the ifltro- 
duction of Burnet to Shaxp, the 
historical engraver. It was published 
in 1809, at a guinea, apd proofs 
have since been sold for twelve, 
and in one instance for twenty 
guineas. Mr. Burnet's other plates 
from Wilkio were, — ‘‘Beading the 
Will,” “ The Chelsea Pensioners read- 
ing the Gazette of tho Battle of Water- 
loo,” the “ Babbit on the Wall,” tho 
“Lctber of Introduction,” the “Death 
of Tippoo Saib,” and the “ Village 
School.” After the peace of 1815 
Mr. Burnet visited Paris, for the pur- 
pose of studying in the Louvre. 
About this period ho wrote and pub- 
lished his “ Practical Hints on Paint- 
ing,” and other elementary works. A 
member of the body of engravers who 
produced tho well-known collection of 
prints from tho National Gallery, Mr. 
Bumot engraved tho “Jew,” the 
“Nativity,” and the “Crucifixion,” all 
after Bcmbrandt, for that work, and 
several plates for Forster's “ British 
Gallery.” Tho following engravings 
were from his own pictures : — “ The 
Greenwich Pensioners,” the original 
paintingof which was purchased by tho 
duke of Wellington; “Feeding the 
Young Bird,” the “Draught-Players,” 
and the “ Mouse.” He has published 
“ Hints on Portrait Painting,” “ Land- 
scape Painting in Oil,” Lives of Bem- 
brandt and Turner, and other works, 
including an “ Essay on the Educa- 
tion of tho Eye.” The whole of his 
works on art ore illustrated byetohingpi 
by himself. In i860 he received a 
pension, on Ihe rcoornmendatiem of 
Lord Palmerston. 

BUBNOUF, Shile-Louis, philolo- 
gist, born at Valognes, Manche, Aog* 
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25, 1821, was apnpil attheLycdo Saint- 
Louis ; being received into the Normal 
School in 1841, took his degree of 
Dootor-in-letters in 1850, and was 
■appointed Professor of Ancient Litera- 
ture to the Faculty of Nancy. Ho is 
the author of the following theses 
and works : — *'J)es Frincipos do I'Art 
d’apr^s la mSthode et les doctrines de 
Platon;’* ** DeNeptuno ejusque Gultu, 
pra=isertim in Feloponneso ” (1850, 
thesfis); a translation, Extraits du 
Novum Organum de Bacon ; ” ** Essai 
sur lo Veda, on Introduction h la Gon- 
naissancederinde,” 1863; ^'Mcthode 
pour etndier la Langue Sanscrite sur 
lo plan des Methodes de J. L. Bnmouf ” 
(in conjunction with M. Lcupol) ; and 
a Uiotiounaire Glassiquo Sauscrit- 
Fran^ais,” 1863-64. 

BUBNS, The Bey. Jadez, D.D., 
bom in 1805, at Oldham, near 
Hanchostcr, was educated at Chester, 
and at Oldham Grammar School. 
Having aided his father for a time 
as a medical practitioner, and acted 
as assistant in a drapery establish- 
ment, ho joined the Methodist Now 
Connection. In 1826 he removed 
to London, and commenced his career 
as a writer on religious subjects ; his 
first two works being ** The Christian 
Sketch-Book ” and the “ Spiritual 
Cabinet,” published in 1828 and 1829. 
In 1829 Mr. Burns removed to Scot- 
land, and early in 1830 been mo minis- 
ter of the United Christian Church 
at Perth, where he remained five 
years, and advocated temperauco 
principles. While in Scotland ho pub- 
fished u volnmoof religious anecdotes, 
a sermon on ” The Harmony of Scrip- 
tural Election with tho Universal 
Love of God to the World ; ” and he 
edited a periodical devoted to Chris- 
tian union. Mr. Bums commenced 
bis ministerial duties in London in 
1835, having accepted an invitation 
to the pulpit of tho General Baptist 
Congregation assembling in New 
Church-street Chapel, Marylebone. 
His congregation increasod so much 
that twice daring tho first twenty- 
five years of his pastorate was it found 
necessary to enlarge his chapel. In ; 


1836 Mr. Bums -published his second 
series of the ** Christian Sketch- 
Book,” followed by “ Tho Christian’s 
Daily Portion; or. Exercises on the 
Person, Work, and Grace of the 
Bedeemer;” a series of ** Sketches 
and Skeletons of Sermons,” for the 
aid of clergymen, ministers, and stu- 
dents, which have extended to fifteen 
volumes, several of which have gone 
through as many as fourteen editions. 
He afterwards wrote Christian Phi- 
losophy; or. Materials for Thought,” 
a work which has been more th^ 
once described as a book of ideas,” 
followed, at short intervals, by 
“Youthful Piety,” “Youthful Chris- 
tian,” “Mothers of tho Wise and 
Good,” “ Sermons for Families,” 
“ Fifty-two Discourses for Village 
Worship,” “ Light for the Sick-room : 
a Book for tho Afflicted; ” “ Light for 
tho House of Mourning : a Book for 
the Bereaved ; ” “ Discourses on vari- 
ous Forms of Beligion,” “Deathbed 
Triumphs,” “ Missionary Enterprises,” 
Ac. In 1839 Mr. Burns became 
editor of tho T^nipcranco Journal, 
About this time ho established The 
PreachoT^s Magazine, which extended 
to six volumes. Dr. Burns, though a 
Baptist, adopts tho most liberal church 
polity, was ono of tho earliest mem- 
bers of the Evangelical Alliance, took 
his placo iu the first conferences held 
in liiverpool, London, Birmingham, and 
Edinburgh, and was in 1847 appointed 
by tho Annual Association of General 
Baptists, ono of the deputation to tho 
Triennial Conference of tho Free Will 
Baptists, held at Vermont, United 
States. Ho has been elected several 
times as moderator and ono of tho 
preachers of the Annual Assembly, 
and has filled tho office of chairman 
or president on moro than ono occa- 
sion. In addition to his own pulpit 
labours, he has lectured in many 
towns of the United Kingdom on 
“Temperance,” “Tho Prohibition of 
the Liquor Traffic,” “ Peace,” “ Abo- 
lition of Death Penalty,” or for Chris- 
tian Young Men’s Associations. Dr. 
Burns’s other literaiy productions in- 
clude “ Christian Exorcises for every 
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Lord’s Bay in the Year/’ ** Marriage 
Gift-Book,” None but Jesus,” ”J[iife 
of Mrs. Fletcher,” Tracts and Small 
Treatises on Baptism,” ’‘Hints to 
Ghurch Members,” ”A Few Words 
to Beligious Inquirers,’’ and several 
juvenile books of rhymes on ” Ghris> 
tian Missions,” ’’Temperance,” dsc. 
His religious works have had a large 
circulation in the United States of 
America, especially ’’The Pulpit 
Gyclopmdia,” spon after the publlca> 
tion of which, in 1846, the author 
received the degree of B.D. from the 
Wesleyan University of Middleton, 
Connecticut. 

BURNSIDE, Amjirosb Eyeritt, 
major-general in the U.S. army, bom 
May 23, 1824, at Liberty, Union county, 
Indiana, from which state ho was 
appointed a cadet to West Point 
Academy in 1843, and second lieute- 
nant of the 3rd Artillery, Sep. 8, 
1847. In Dec., 1851, he was pro- 
moted to a first lieutenancy, but re- 
signed his connection with the regular 
service Oct. 2, 1853, and acted as 
treasurer of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, the same line of which Gen. 
M’Clellan was president and engineer- 
in-chief. This position he held at the 
breaking out of the civil war. The 
’’call” of the President for troops 
to defend the capital brought Burn 
side from his private position, and at 
the head of the 1st regt. of Rhodo 
Island Yoluhteers, a corps of 1,300 
men, ho made his way to the capital, 
April 27, 1861, within twelve days of 
the issuing of the proclamation. 
When the army of North-Eastern 
Virginia was organized under Gen. 
M’Dowell, Col. Burnside was appointed 
Commander of the 2nd brigade of the 
2nd division, and on the return home 
of his regiment, in Aug., 1861, was 
commissioned as Brigadier-General of 
.volunteers. After taking part in 
various operations in the war, he was, 
Nov. 6, 1862, appointed to succeed 
Gen.M’Clellan in commandof thoarmy 
of the Potomac. After a rapid march 
upon Fredericksburg, he m^e a rash 
attempt to storm the heights, and was 
defeated with terrible loss in the fol- ; 


lowing month. He was relieved, at 
^ own request, of the command of 
that army in Jan., 1868, was employed 
in the movements round Chattanooga, 
in conjunction with Gen. Rosecronz, 
was tra^ferred to the West, and on the 
re-opening of the campaign in Virginia, 
in the spring of 1864, commanded 
a corps of reserve in G^eral Grant’s 
army, having a large force of negro 
troops under him. The aid of that 
corps was required at the sanguinary 
contest of the Wilderness, and its 
services were chiefly relied upon to 
secure the advantage Gen. G]:anthoped 
to gain through springiiig a mine near 
Petersburg. Owing, however, to 
some ’’blunder,” the attack failed, 
and the Foderala were repulsed with 
great slaughter. An inquiry as to 
the cause of this failure ensued, and 
led to Burnside being superseded in 
his command. 

BURRITT, Alexander M., jurist, 
bom in Now York, about l^b7, re- 
ceived his education at Columbia 
College, where he graduated in 1824, 
was admitted in 1828 to the Bar in 
tho state of New York, and has 
practised with much success. In 
1840 he published a treatise on tho 
’’Practice of tho Supremo Court of 
the State of New York.” His best- 
known work, ” A Law Dictiona^ 
and Glossary,” which did not appear 
till 1850, is recognized as an authority 
by all United States jurists, and has 
received the formal approbation of 
tho judicial bench in that country. 
In 1853 Mr. Burritt published lus 
’’Treatise on the Law and Practice 
of Voluntary Assignments for the 
benefit of Creditors,” and in 1856 his 
’’Treatise on Circumstantial Evi- 
dence,” 

BURRITT, Elihu, lecturer, scholar, 
and journalist, bom in Connection^ 
in 1811, received an ordinary educa- 
tion till he was sixteen, when his 
father dying, he wm apprenticed to a 
blacksmith. Having daring his appren- 
ticeship, gained a fair knowledge of 
English literature, at the age of 
bwenty-one he set to work to study 
nathematics. In spring and suxninet 
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he kept at the anvil, alternately 
forging and reading, and earned 
enough to enable him to devote a 
great part of the winter to his studies, 
which he prosecuted with so much 
diligence that he gained a considcr- 
. able knowledge of Latin, French, 
Spanish, Gh\»ek, and Hebrew, and 
afterwa^s studied French, Spanish, 
Italian, and German, under native 
teachers; and acquired Portuguese, 
Flemish, Danish, Swedish, Norwe- 
gian, Icelandic, Welsh, Gaelic, Celtic, 
and Russian. In June, 1846, Mr. 
Burritt left the United States for 
this country. For a year or two 
he had been brooding over the schome 
of a peace league, and laboured in 
England and upon the Continent to 
induce the European nations to enrol 
themselves as members of the League 
of Universal Brotherhood; an associa- 
tion for the abolition of war thraugh- 
out tho world. While in London, in 
18-48, Mr. Burritt published a little 
work, entitled ** Sparks from the 
Anvil,” and later, in 1853, “ Olivo 
Leaves,” which have been translated 
into several languages, and have had 
an extensive circulation. 

BURROWS, George, M.D., F.R.S., 
eldest son of George Mann Burrows, 
Esq., M.D., bora about 1802, gi’aduated 
in arts at Cambridge in 1825, obtain- 
ing a good place in the lirst class of 
the Mathematical Tripos (wranglers), 
and was immediately elected Fellow 
and Mathematical Lecturer of Caius 
College in that university. He gra- 
duate in medicine in 1820, became 
Fellow of the Royal College of 
Physicians in 1832, and held succes- 
sively the Gulstonian, Croonian, and 
Lumleian lectureships ; has been four 
times elected censor and five times 
a member of the College Council; 
fipd was the representative of the 
Rcyal College of Physicians in tho 
Graeral M^ical Council of Great 
Britain, of which important body he 
is the President. He obtained the 
appointment of Physician to St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Ho(^iUd in 1834, long 
held the Leotnxeship on the Principles 
of Medidne in that medical school, 


and is Physician to Christ’s Hospital, 
&Q. Ac. Dr. Burrows contributed to 
tho ** Library of Medicine ” the articles 
on ‘‘Haemorrhage,” Ac., and several 
papers on professional subjects to the 
Medical QaaetUt Medical Times, and 
to “ The Transactions of the Medioo- 
Chirurgical Society.” He is the 
author of a learned work on “The 
Disorders pf tho Cerebral Circulation 
and the Connection of Diseases of the 
Heart and Brain.” 

BURTON, John Hill, historian and 
biographer, born at Aberdeen, Aug. 
22, 1809, lost his father, who was an 
officer in the 94th regiment, when 
young. His mother, the daughter of 
an Aberdconsliire laird, though left 
with naiTow means, mado successful 
exertions to give her family a good 
education. Having studied at Maris- 
chal College, where he took tho degpree 
of A.M., Mr. Barton was apprenticed 
to a legal practitioner in his native 
city. Disliking the monotony of tho 
business, he resolved on tiying his 
fortune in tho higher walk of tho pro- 
fession, and in 1831 became an Ad- 
vocate at the Scottish Bar. Finding 
himself among the crowd of young 
men with little or no practice, he de- 
voted his time to the study of law, 
history, and political economy. On 
these subjects he wrote articles in the 
Westminster Review from 1833, and 
afterwards in tho Edinburgh Review. 
Mr. Burton is the author of “ Life and 
CoiTespondenco of David Hume,” 
published in 1846 ; ” Lives of Simon 
Lord Lovat, and Duncan Forbes, of 
Cullodon,” in 1847; “Political and 
Social Economy,” in 1849; “Narra- 
tives from Criminal Trials in Scot- 
land,” in 1852; “A Manual of the 
Law of Scotland;” ‘^A Treatise on 
tho Law of Bai^ruptcy” in that 
country; “An Introduction to the 
Works of Jeremy Bentham ;” a “ His- 
tory of Scotland, from the Revolution 
to the Extinction of the last Jacobite 
Insurrection,” in 1853; and a “ History 
of Scotland, from the Earliest Period 
to tho Revdntio& of 1688,” of which 
four volumes ; have been published. 
For soveiu.1 yeaSisyi^ has contributed 
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to Bhickwood literary BketcHes, in- 
clnding the series entitled The Soot 
Abroad” (ropablished in 1864) j and 

The Bookhunter.” In 1854 he was 
appointed Secretary to the Prison 
Board of Scotland, and on the aboli- 
tion of that board in 1860, and tho 
transfer of its functions to tho Home 
Secretary, he was continned as man- 
ager and secretary, in connection with 
the Home Office. , 

BURTON, Richard Francis, 
African traveller, son of Lient.-Colonei 
Joseph Nettorville Burton, of Tuam, 
Oalway, bom in 1821, entered the 
Indian army in 1842, and becamo a 
captain in 1857, after serving five 
years in Scindo, under the late Sir 
Charles J. Napier. In 1855 ho served 
under Gen. Beatson, as military secre- 
tary and chief of staff with the 
Osmanli Irregular Cavalry. He has 
travelled through Arabia and the 
greater part of the unexplored regions 
of Eastern Africa and North America, 
and his services in the cause of geo- 
graphical discovery, in some of which 
he was the companion of the late 
Capt. Spoke, wore rewarded by the 
gold medals of the French and 
English Geographical Societies. He 
was appointed, in 1861, Consul at 
Fernando Po, and in the territories 
on the western coast of Africa, com- 
prised within the Bight of Biafra, 
and lying between Cape Formosa and 
Capo St. John, and is well known as 
the author of ** Tho Lake Regions of 
Central Africa.” In 1863 ho pub- 
lished “ Abeokuta, or an Exploration 
of the Cameroon Mountains,” and 
in 1864, a narrative of his mission 
to the king of Dahomey. It is said 
that he has acquired thirty -five lan- 
guages and dialects; is export as a 
swordsman, huntsman, and shot ; and 
that he can mix with different tribes 
and nations without betraying him- 
self, making his way through all diffi- 
culties by assuming the disguise of 
a priest, a native doctor, or bawr- 
keeper. 

BURTON, Ste YTilliav Wysi- 
BROOKR, Ent., bom in 1794, having 
served in the ns^^j^r some yearsi 


was called to the Bar of the Inner 
Temple in 1824^ and went the 
Midltmd circuit. In 1826 he become 
Recorder of Daventry, and was ap- 
pointed one of tho Judges at the Gape 
of Good Hope in 1827. He was trans- 
ferred to New South Wales |in the 
^me capacity in 1833, and to Madras 
in 1844. Resigning his legal prefer- 
ment in 1855, he returned to Sydney, 
where he was appointed President of 
the ” Council” or Upper House of 
Representatives. He is the author of 
an able Treatise on the Laws affect- 
ing Insolvents in Now South Wales,” 
and of a work on the * State of 
Religion and Education in Australia^” 
which contains useful and well- 
arranged information, based on sta- 
tistics. 

BURY (Y tscovnt). The Right Hon. 
WiLLiAH Courrs Eeppel, son of the 
carl of Albemhrlo, born in 1832, and 
educated at Eton ; entered the Scots 
Fusilier Guards in 1849, and was 
private secretory to Lord John Rus- 
sell in 1850-1. Ho afterwards went 
to India as aide-de-camp to the late 
Lord F. Fitz-Claronce, but returned 
home on sick leave, and retired firom 
tho army. In Dec., 1854, he was 
nominated Civil Secretary and Super- 
intendent-General of Indian aflairs 
for the Province of Canada; entered 
Parliament in 1857, was appointed 
Treasurer of the Royal Household 
on the rctum of Lord Palmerston 
to office in 1859; and first sat for 
Norwich, as a Liberal. On taking 
office in 1859, his re-election was de- 
clared void. In Nov., 1860, he was 
elected for tho Wick district of Burghs, 
which he ceased to represent at the 
general election of 1866, when he was 
a defeated candidate for Dover. Lord 
Bury, who is married to a daughter 
of Sir Allen N. M‘Nab, Bart., is tho 
author of “The Exodus of theWestem 
Nations,” “ A Report on the Condition 
of tho Indians of British North 
America,” and other political and 
historical papers. Ho has ta^n an 
active part in promoting the Yolu^ 
teer movement, is Lieuk-OolOTel or • 
the Civil Service regiment of Volun- 
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tears, and was sworn a Privy Conn* 
oillor in 1859. 

BlUSE, Hans, eldest son of Ham 
Bosk, Esq., of Gleualder, Radnorshire 
bom in 1815, was educated at King’c 
College, London, and at Trinity Col 
lege, Cambridge, where he groduator 
B.A. in 1841 and M.A. in 1844, and 
was called to the Bar at the Middl 
Temple in 1841. In 1837 (while an 
undergraduaio at Cambridge) h< 
strongly uiged upon the Govemmon 
of that day the importanco o; 
sanctioning tho formation through- 
out the country of rifle clubs, 
with a view to the organization of an 
army of volunteers, as tho most sure 
and legitimate constitutional defence 
of the realm ; and on receiving from 
the then Prime Minister (Lord Mel- 
bourne) a reply indicative of appre- 
hension at the idea of ** putting arms 
into the hands of tho people at large,” 
he formed a model rifla club in the 
university. Prom that time ho con- 
tinued strenuously to advocate the 
establishment of a volunteer army, 
but with little effect, until tho publi 
cation of his treatise on the rifle, in 
which ho again earnestly advocated 
the volunteer cause. Early in 1858 
he joined tho Victoria Bifles, almost 
the only volunteer corps then in exist- 
ence. In order to demoustrate,*how- 
ever, the urgent necessity for increased 
exertion, and to prove the extent of 
the war preparations making by 
France, and the ^wing increase of 
her fleet, he visited, at his own 
expense, her ports and /laval arse- 
nals, publishing, on his return, the 
only authentic French navy list that 
had appeared for sixteen years. 
Not long after he was solicited by an 
influential deputation from the Uni- 
versity at Cambridge to address the 
nndergraduates, with a view to the 
formation bi^ a rifle ooips, which he 
was afterwards request^ to help in 
organizing. Such was the success 
ccmseqiient bn the appeal then made, 
that fticon all ports of the oountiy 
other invitations daily arrived from 
persons earnestly requesting him to 
aid praotioaUy a cause which, as thei 


Times confessed, **he had been the 
first to originate,” remarking that 
*'he was unquestionably the earliest 
and most strenuous advocate of tho 
volunteer system when in its infancy.” 
Captain Busk has continued lecturing, 
writing, and counselling upon the 
subject up to the present hour. He 
is the author of The Rifle, and how 
to Use it “Volunteers, and how to 
Drill them;” “The Hand-book for 
Hythe “ The Navies of tho World 
“Tabular Arrangement of Company 
Drill ;” &o. Ho founded, and for 
several years edited, tho Neiv Quar- 
terly Review. In 1837 ho filled tho 
office of High Sheriff of Radnorshire; 
in 1859 ho was appointed a Deputy- 
Lieutenant for Middlesex, and in 1860 
he accepted a captaincy in tho Vic- 
toria Rifles. 

B U S S Y , Antoine Alexander 
Brutus, bom at Marseilles in 1794, 
was admitted physician at Paris in 
1832, and is director of tho &ole de 
Phatmaeie. He was called to the 
Academy of Medicine in 1824, and in 
1850 was elected Member of the 
Academy of Sciences, in tho 
room of M. Francoeur. In addition to 
making many important discoveries, 
such as the moans of liquefying 
sulphuric acid and many gases 
hitherto considered as fixed, M. Bussy 
has published several papers — a 
“Treatise on the Means of Recog- 
nizing Adulterations in Simple and 
Compound Drugs, and of Fixing their 
Degree of Purity ” (1829) ; “ Clinical 
Researches on tho Soap - wort of 
” (1833) ; “ Respecting Certain 
Preparations obtained by the action 
of Alkalies” (1834), in conjunction 
with MM. Qrfila and Olliviers; and 
‘Clinicul Essays on Castor Oil” 
(1840). M. Bussy, wlio is an Officer 
of the Legion of Honour, is one of the 
regular contributors to tho Journal de 
Phamnaeie. 

BUS TAME NT E, Don Gablos- 
Mabia de, archmologist, bom in 
Mexico towards the close of the last 
iGui^ry, is well versed in the anti- 
quities of his countiy. His first work 
was a “Statistical Memoir on the 
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Oazaco Country” (1821), "with a 
Desoription of the Valley of the samo 
name,” followed by a disseptation 
" On the Bopublic of Tlazoala 
"Tezcoco in the Last Days of its 
Andent Kin^” (1826), taken from 
the unpublished manuscripts of 
Boturini; and the Mexican transla- 
tion of the " Conquests of Fernando 
Cortez” (1826). Haying been put in 
possession of the dissertation of Don 
Antonio do Gama on the calendar 
of the Indians, and their manner of 
dividing time, ho published two of 
them (” Descripcion Historica y Cro* 
nologica do las dos Fiodras, Ac.,” 
Mexico, 1832), to which he added an 
Historical Commentary. Tho two 
most important publications of M. 
Bustamento arc his editions of 
'^Threo Centuries of Spanish Do- 
mination in Mexico” (1836-42), by 
Andros Cavo ; and of " A Completo 
History of tho hlventa which have 
taken place in Now Spain” (Mexico, 
1839), by the monk Bemai^no do 
Sahagan. Tliis edition was prepared 
from tho manuscripts preserved in 
tho library of Lord Kingsborough. 

BUTCHEll, Dr. {See Meath, 
Bishop op.) 

BUTLEB, BEN.TA3IIN Franklin, 
major-general in tho United States 
army, born at Deerfield, New Hamp- 
shire, Nov. 6, 1818, having been cdu- 
catod at Lowell High School and 
Waterville College, was admitted to 
the Bar in 1840, and became a suc- 
cessful advocate, especially in cri- 
minal cases. In 1853 ho was elected 
member of the Massachusetts State 
Legislature by tho Free-soil Demo- 
cratic party. Ho opposed the " Know- 
Nothing” faction in 1855, and at tho 
close of the disturbances to which 
it gave rise, lost his commission of 
colonel in the State militia. In 1857 
he was appointed Brigadier-General of 
Militia, and in 1858 was elected to 
the Senate. Beaten as a candidate 
for the post of Governor of Massachu- 
setts in 1859, he took up a position i 
against slavery at the Charleston and ! 
Baltimore Presidential Conventions in 
1860. On the breaking out of the i 


civil war, he commanded the Federal 
force encamped at Annapolis, n-n d 
showed great severity at this time 
towards the city of Baltimore. He 
became Commander of the Virginia 
department in May, 1861, was mili- 
tary commander at the capture of 
Fort Hatteras, in Aug., and organized 
the expedition against New Orleans, 
which city, having been rendered 
untenable by the destruction of the 
Confederate fleet by Farragut, sur- 
rendered April 28, 1862. Butler’s 
conduct towards the citizens during 
tho occupation has been strongly 
condemned both in the Unifed States 
and in this country, and his name is 
in consequence held in abhorrence.. 
In Nov., 1863, he was appointed to 
tho command of tho 18th Amy Corps, 
relieving Gen. Foster, and in 1864 to 
that of the forces operating on the 
James Biver, in conjunction with Gen. 
Grant, against Bichmond. He was re> 
lieved of the command of tho army 
of the James Biver, Jun. 8, 1865, 
was elected a member of Congress 
from Massachusetts in Nov., 1866, 
and is one of the bitterest opponents 
of President Johnson. 

BUTLEB, Tub Bev. Henry Mon- 
tagu, Head Master of Harrow School, 
youngest son of the late Bev. George 
Butler, D.D., head master of Harrow, 
and afberwaids dean of Peterborough, 
was born in 1833, and .educated at Har- 
row and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated B.A. in 1855* as- 
Senior Classic. In the same year he 
was elected Fellow of the college. 
On the retirement of Dr. Vaughan, 
at Christmas, 1860, he was elected ta 
the head mastership of the school, 
over which his father had presided 
fbr twenty-four years. 

BUTT, Isaac, Q.C., the only son of 
the Bov. Bobert Butt, incumbent of 
Itranorlar, co. Donegal, born in 1813, 
ilaims descent from the 0! Donnells, 
the ancient Irish chiefs of l^yroonnell. 
He obtained a scholarship at Trinity. 
College, Dublin, in 1832, and gradu^: 
ited in high olhssical and mathematl^V 
cal honours in 1836. In 1836 h^ WM . 
appointed to thb Whately 
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VMUfiPBATT^ Jaueb Bhsbipan, 
MaUaf PiR»S»E*9 M^B^ImA*} Ao«( cll6* 
mist) bom in Bnblini March 8, 1821^ 
wasj on aoconni of his father’s re- 
mo'^ to Liverpool, educated by the 
Bev. Mr. Hind, and afterwards by 
Dr. Cowan. At this early period ho 
evinced a taste for chezniatiy; and 
having travelled through Franco and 
part of Germany, he entered the 
Andeirsonian University of Glasgow, 
where he studied in the labora- 
tory of Professor Graham, whom 
he followed to London. Before he 
was seventeen, he was intrusted with 
the chemical department at the works 
of Peel Thompson, in Manchester; 
and published a paper upon Chloride 
•of Lime, which attracted considerable 
attention. Proceeding to the United 
States, he entered into a trading 
partnership, which proved unsuocess- 
ftil; and, after visiting the various 
States, he, in 1843, repaii’ed to Gies- 
sen, and studied under the groat 
Liebig. Having remained two years 
in Giessen, ho resolved to test his 
strength, and published a paper upon 
the Sulphites, which appeared in 
Liebig and Wohler’s Annalon, was 
copied into all the scientific annals, 
aim won him his degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy, a title never before 
granted to a man so young. It was 
Allowed by a paper on the ** Pre- 
tended Formation of Valerianic Add 
from Indigo,*’ read before the Bri- 
tish. Association at York. At this 
pedod, in conjunction with Prof.

A pa^r on this sub- 
ject was printed in Liebig’s Annalen, 
as well as in the Chezni^ Society’s 
TransactionB. In 1848 he gave a 
paper on the Selenites; in 1849 he 
published- some very interesting re- 
marks, in Liebig’s Annalen, on the 
Blowpipe Beactions of Strontia and 
Baryta. His paper on Carmufellio 
Add, a now add from dove, was pub- 
lished in 1851, in the Proceedings of 
the Boyal Sodoty, and in the Philo- 
sophieal Magazine. He founded a 
College of Chemistry in Liverpool, 
students from which occupy promi- 
nent posts invarious parts of the globe. 
In 1854 a Glasgow publisher engaged 
Dr. Muspratt to write a Dictionary of 
Chemistry, which has commanded a 
large sale in England, America, Ger- 
many, and France. He has been 
elected a Fellow of the Boyal Sodetios 
of Edinburgh and Dublin, and a 
member of tho Sod5te d’Enoourage- 
ment in France ; and the oldest uni- 
versity in the United States has con- 
ferred upon him the honorary degree 
of M.D., the only one held by a Bri- 
tish subject. In 1863 he published a 
reply to a critique in Blackwood con- > 
demnatory of the "Dramatic Writings 
of Sheridan Knowles,” his godfather ; 
aniA m 1848 married Miss Susan 
Cushman, a popular actress, who died 
in 1859. 

MUSSET, Paul Edme de, authm*, 
eldest brother of the oelebrated poet, 
tho late Alfred Musset, bom at Paris, 
Nov. 7, 1804, is chiefly known by his 
novels, which are written with great 
elegance and purity. Among the 
principal may be mentioned, "La 
Tdte et le Coeur,” published in 1834; 
"Anne de Boleyn,”inl836; and "Jean 
de Trouveur,’* in 1849. He paid a 
visit to Venioe, and on his return pub- 
lished a translation of the eccentiio 
memoirs of Gozzi, in the National, in 
1846, a journal for which he wrote 
dramatic criticism. Paul de Musset 
has written for the stage two pieces, 
neither of whiA was very Buooessfbl 
— "La Bevanohe de Lanzun,” and 
" Christine, Boi de Su5de,’' in 1857. 
He wrote " Femmes de la Bd^noy,” . 
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published in 1841, and has contribu^ 
to the Revue dee Dew Mondes, &o. 

MUSUBUS, Constantine, diplo- 
matist, was bom at Constantinople, 
Feb. 18, 1807, his father, Paul Musu- 
rus, having been a native of Betino, 
in Crete, and a desoendant of an an- 
cient patrician family. He received, 
at Constantinople, a veiy oarefbl edu- 
cation, oomprising the classical lite- 
rature of Greece and Borne, the 
sciences, and several European lan- 
guages. In 1832 he was appointed 
Sectary to the prince of Samos 
(Stephen Yogorides), and in 1833 
accompanied the Commissioners of 
France, England, and 'Bussia, sent to 
exhort the Samians to mahe their 
submission to the Porte. The com- 
missioners having failed, M. Mnsums, 
in 1834, undertook the pacification o^ 
Samos, which ho accomplished with- 
out using coercion; and having or- 
ganized the internal administration 
upon a liberal constitutional basis, he 
governed the island for four years tc^ 
the satisfaction of the people. On 
his return to Constantinople, in 1839, 
he married the Princess Anne, second 
daughter of Prince Yigorides, bom in 
1819. She was seized with an attack 
of disease of the heart, at the ball 
given to the Saltan at the Fospeign 
Office, London, July 19, 1867, and 
died the same night. In 1840 he 
was sent to Athens as Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, a difficult mission for an 
Ottoman diplomatist. It was sig- 
nalized by a rupture of diplomatic 
relations between the two courts, by 
the triumph of Ottoman policy, and 
by an attempted assassination of M. 
Musunis. At the end of 1848 he was 
I'ecalled fnim Athens to represent 
Turkey at the Austrian court, where 
his able management of the delicate 
matters connected with the demand 
for the surrender of the Hungarian 
refugees increased his well-earned 
reputation. He was rewarded fpr the 
abffity diiQ»layed by him in these deli- 
cate negotia^ bv being sent, in 
AjEil, 1861, on a mission to London, 
and he was accredited Envoy Extra- 


ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
thim in 1866 ; received the rank of 
Ambassador, Jan. 30, 1866, and the 
rank of Muolrir, with the title of Pasha, 
on the Saltan’s visit to London, in 
July, 1867.

NAAS, Lord. (See Mato, Earl of.) 

NANTIEB-DIDIEE, Madahe, ope- 
ratio singer, native oi the French 
island of Bourbon, bom in 1882, en- 
tered the Conservatoire of Paris in 
1847, and joined the class of M. Bu- 
prez, who recognized her vocal capa- 
bilities. In the autumn of 1849 she 
went to Italy, and after pursuing her 
education for the stage for the greater 
part of a year, made her d^t at 
Turin, in Morcodonto’s opera of ** La 
Vestale,” and was favourably re- 
ceived, though she achieved a more 
decided success as Pippo, in Bos- 
sinl’s ** Gazza Ladra.” In 1^51 she 
sang both in Paris and other cities of 
France, and afterwards obtahied an 
engagement at the Th6&tre Italien, 
whore her representation of the part, 
of the Duchess, in Yerdi’s opera of 
** Luise Miller,” attracted considerable 
attention. Madame DidMe, chosen 
expressly to supply the place of the 
highly-g^ed Mamime Albcmi, made 
her d4bui in London at the Beyal 
Italian Opera in 1853, in the part of 
Gondi, in ** Maria di Bohan.” . She 
was most sacoessful, and her reputa- 
tion both us a singer and actfess has 
been well Siistained by impersqfnations 
of leading parts in other operas, in- 
cluding "Bigoletto,” “Lea Hu^e- 
nots,” "Benvenuto Cellini,” " Gazza 
Ladm,” and "Martha.??:' Madame 
Didide, who has frequently had the 
honour of appearing at Her hfqjesty’S' 
private concerts, made a prifiMonal 
tour in tiie United States in 1866, 
and has since pUqred at SV Peters- 
buiw. 

NAP I E B (Baron), Tbs Bight 
Hon. Sib Fbancxs Napier, eldest son 
of the 8th baron, born Sep. 16, 1819, 
succeeded hie father Oct. 11, 1884. 
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He was madeAti»o(i&4 ta tbe Btahaesv

Detmbni^S and Sep. 15, 1864, to 
Hwlin. He waa appointed Governor 
'Of Madras, Jan. 31, 1866. 

NAPIEB, The Bight Hon. Sib 
Joseph, Bart., a descendant of the 
Herohistoun branch of the noble honso 
of Napier, waa bom in Belfast, Deo. 
26, 1804. Having been ednoated at 
the Academioal Institution of Belfast, 
he graduated at Trinitj College, 
DnbHn, where he distinguished him- 
eelf in olassioa and sioienoe. Making 
the law his profession, he was called 
to the .I^sh Bar in 1831; attained 
the mnk of > Q.O. in Ireland in 1844 ; 
sthd WM sworn a Privy Councillor on 
being ‘appointed Attorney-General for 
Ireland under Lord Derby’s first 
administration, in March, 1862. He 
hdd the office of , Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland ulider Lord Derby’s second 
e^mimiBtratipn in 1858-9 ; was re- 
turned one of the members, in the 
Conservative interest, for the Univer- 
eity of Dublin, in Fob., 1848^ and 
Tewn^ his seat till he was raised to 
the Chahoellorship. He was created 
a l^rohec in ApHl, 1867.

He 
was \ Qonstahtly referred to, when 
Moolr^' rebelled, on all qneationa 
connected with the redn^iffi of 
Mooltan, at the siege of wtdoh he 
was present as Senior Engineer ; and 
at its fall accompanied Gen. YHsh’s 
force to the fords of the Chenanb, 
where, aftd5 the junction with the 
main army under Lord Gongh, he 
served as one of Sir John Oheape’s 
"right-hand men’* at the battle of 
Goojerat. Ho was promoted to the 
rank of Colonel, and named Chief 
Engineer unde'^ the now Pnivjanb ad- 
ministration, when Col. Napier was 
enabled to oarxy out his long-cherished 
plans for covering that almost track- 
less country with arteries of military 
and commercial highways, after con- 
straoting magnificent canals destined 
to fertilize the arid Dooab, and 
eventually to cause the constmotion 
,of nnmerouB public bnildings, bar- 
racks, Ac., requisite to the effldeot 
administration of the province. He 
was engaged In the discharge pf 
these onerous duties for some years, 
until summoned to Calcutta to assume 
the post of Chief Enrineor of Bengal. 
Durtog the mutiny of 1857, he sexred 
in the capacity of Chief Engineer with 
the army of Sir Colin Campbell, and 
the part he played in the suppression 
of the I'ebellion greatly enhanced hia 
previous high reputation. It was he 
who at the siege of Lucknow planned 
that bridging of the Goomtee river 
which exercised so mat On influenoe 
on the operationB for the overthtow 
of the enemy, and hb was afterwards 
appointed to the tomnmnd of tito 
force employed to desti^ ihb ^tohels 
renhited under Tantia Topee; but cm 
Sir Hugh Bose claiming the ekedntiqii. 
of this task. Col. Napier acted aa Ida^. 
seocind to cbinmand. ' .Hja 
in China aa second to ooton^d 
under Sir Hope Grant are traUkaown, 
and he was lewoidc^

In addition to 
bein^ the author of several minor 
publications on Irish affairs, and of 
some lectures on Political Economy, 
he published in 1837 a letter to Lora 
Morpeth on the Irish Poor Law, 
which Mr. M'Culloch highly commends 
in his ** Literature of Political Eco- 
nomy.” In 1840 ho appeared at the 
bar of the House of Lords as counsel 
for the corjioration of Dublin against 
the , Irish Corporation Reform Bill, 
was subsequently elected a member 
of the new corporation of that city, 
and in that capacity opposed Mr. 
O’Connell in 1843 in his ugitation for 
a repeal of the Union. Mr. Butt pub- 
lish^ in 1860 a History of tho 
Ipngdoni of Italy,” which was re- 
view^ in fhvourable terms by the 
London press. 

BUTTERFIRLD, WiLLUu, archi- 
tect, was bora Sep. 7, 1814. Having

BUXTOK, CuABLES, third son of 
the late Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, 
Bart., M.P., born in 1822, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
of which he was a scholar, and whero 
he graduated in honours in 1843. 
He sat for Newport, Isle of Wight, 
in the Liberal interest, from 1857 
to 1859, when he was elected for 
Maidstone, which ho represented, ill 
returned for East Surrey at the 
general election of 1865. He is tho 
author of a life of his father, of many 
articles in the reviews of tho day ; has 
taken a leading part in educational 
and other questions in the House of 
Commons, and contributed to tho 
** Cambridge Essays.” 

BYLES, Sir Joun Barnaiiu, Xnt., 
son of tho lato John Bylcs, Esq., of 
Stowmarket, Suffolk, born in 1801, 
and called to the Bor at the Inner 
Temple in 1831 ; went for some years 
the Norfolk circuit, and in 1840 was 
appointed Recorder of Buckingham. 
In 1843 ho received tho coif of a 
seijeant-at-law, to which was after- 
wards a^ed a patent of precedence. 
He is the author of several profes- 
sional works of high repute ; amongst 
which may be mentioned one ” On tho 
Usury Laws,” and another '' On Bills 
oi‘ Exchange;” and of a political work 
of some notoriety, entitled, ** The So- 
phism of Free Trade.” In 1857 he was 
made Queen’s Seijeant, and in 1858 
received the honour of knighthood on 
his elevation to the Bench os one of 
the judges of the Court of Common 
Fleas. 

BYRON, Henry James, dramatist, 
son of Henry Byron, Esq., British 
Consul at Fort au FrinCe, Hayti, is a 
native of Manchester, and completed 
his education at St. Fetei's, London. 
He is well known jto the play-going 
public as one of the most skilfril and 
proUfio writers of burlesque extrava* 
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post he resigkied in Jan., 1865, 
he nomhiated to fjocdeadSir W. 
Hanafleld as Goihiaaiiider-iii^hief at 
Bombay^ with the local sank of Lient.* 
Oen.; and in 1867 he reo^^ the 
appointment to oommand the ez* 
pedition intended to resone the iJbjrs- 
sinian captives, and was made a 
Knight Gnmd Commander of the Star 
of India. 

NAPIEB, Bobebt, late President 
of the Institution of Heohanioal En- 
gineers, was bom at Dumbarton, 
June 18, 1791. In addition to the 
good education in the grammar-school 
of his native town, which his father, 
a blacksmith, was able to give him, 
he received lessons in architectural 
and mathematical drawing from a 
teacher named Trail. In 1807 he 
was apprenticed to his father, in 
1811 removed to Edinburgh, where 
he worked as a millwright at very 
low wages, and in 1815 commenced 
business at Glasgow with £50, pur- 
chasing with £45 out of that sum 
the goodwill of a blacksmith’s business 
and tools. In 1821 ho engaged in 
ironfounding and engineering, and 
in 1823 he made his first marine 
engine for a steamer trading be- 
tween Dumbarton and Glasgow. In 
.1839 he furnished the machinery 
for the British Queen, to ply to New 
York; subscribed towards the trial 
of the Sirms, the first steam- vessel to 
cross the Atlantic, and in 1853 fitted 
np the machinery of H.H.S. Duke of 
Wellington, then regarded as the 
largest ship in the. navy. In 1853 
Napier took his sons into the 
henceforth known as Robert 
.papier and Sons. They Tmdertook 
ibr &e Admiralty the contract in 
1859 for thB^BJack Prince, 6,100 tons ; 
hi 1860 for the Hector, 4,060 tons and 
;800 home power; ahdhave constructed 
isevaral' steam rams and iron-cased 
* "^ps of war for foreign governments. 

. NAPLliS (EX-Kiiro orJ,lUBiB Leo«- 
FOLm reigned as Pranois II., born Jan. 
dlj, snocieeded his fotw, Perdi- 
nsMlttbiettBr known by hissobcuiiiet 
Qf;«lWbt^’Mol858. Bii fiiiltaot 
WM to lihierate Poerio, Betteinbrini, , 


and other Neapolitana. who had been 
inoareerated.m ten years on accotint' 
of thsiir politSpijl opinions. Hopes at 
first entertained t^t'the young king 
would eotofvw' to .correct the 
abuses of his fhther^s government 
were not folfiUed. Jn 1860 an in- 
snrreotion. broke out in Sicily, and 
Palermo and If essina were bombarded. 
An expedition; hesd^ by Garibaldi, 
landed in Sioily, and defeated- the 
Neapolitan army in every encounter. 
Naples was soon after oocnpied« and 
the king, with his queen pnd family, 
were compelled to take refuge in the 
fortress of Gaeta, which,, after an 
obstinate siege of six months, ca- 
pitulated to the Sardinian troops, 
Feb. 14^ 1861. Francis II. retired to 
Rome, where he was engaged for 
some time in organizing fraitless 
expeditions against the government 
of the new kingdom of Italy. • He 
married, in 1858, Caroline, daughter 
of Maximilian Joseph of Bnvo^ and 
sister to the . empress of Austria. 
The courage displayed by her at the 
siege of Gaeta was the theme of 
general admiration in Europe. . 

NAPOLEON in. (See Fbenou, 
Empebor of the.) 

NAPOLEON ^bieOe Impebial of 
France), Eugene Lovis Jean- JbtBFg, 
son of the emperor Napoleon in. 
and the empress Eug4nie, waa boni 
March 16, 1856. For . some time 
groat fears were entertained; on ao- 
count of the delicacy of his health, 
which improved considerably in the 
summer 1867. 

NARVAEZ (Duke of Valencia), 
Don Ramon Marie, bom at Loji^ in 
Andalusia, Aug. 4^ 1806, ^k part, 
at a very early a^ in the war of 
liberation against Napoleon. I., and 
rose rapidly in the army At the 
breaking ont of the insurreotlon in 
Uie Basqne provinces, in 1835, he 
had attained the rank of Colonel, 
and fought so Uealonsly agauist the 
CarliistSf that be, was appointed 
Brigadier; while bhi pursuit of Gfomee, . 
.tke .Ofudist geuamV v ^ mmuitio 

a g^i^'^uSS^vu At thf^ee 
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of the war in 1840, he quarrelled 
with EBpartoro, who was then opposed 
by the party of the Qaeen Mother, 
Christina I joined those who, in 1641, 
attempted to overt^w that minister 
by raising an insurrection, which 
attempt miscarried, and he was 
obliged to take refuge in Paris. The 
Success of the movement against 
Espartero, in 1843, which led to his 
expulsion, was owing in a groat 
measure to Narvaez, who was re- 
warded for his services with the 
title of Duke of Valencia, in May, 
1844. After the retnm of the qneen- 
mother, Christina, he became her 
prime adviser, and kept down the 
Liberals until his ministry was over- 
thrown in Feb., 184G. In May, 1847, 
he was sent as Ambassador to Paris, 
when he became a leader in the plots 
formed against Queen Isabella by her 
mother. In October, 1847, he was 
chosen President of the Council, and 
head of the ministry, which post, 
with the exception of a short interval, 
he retained till Jan., 1851, when his 
ministry broke up bn account of 
^nanoial embarrassments. He re- 
signed a seat which he had accepted 
in the cabinet of Armero-Mon, in 
Nov., 1867 ; succeeded the marquis of 
Miraflores as President of the Coun- 
cil, and the hood of a new ministry, 
in Sep., 1864, and signalized his 
rotum to power by patting a stop to 
the invasion of St. Domingo, in Jan., 

1865. The Duke of Narvaez, who 
made way for Gen. O’Donnell in 
June, 1865, returned to power in 

1866. 

NASH, Joseph, paantei' in water- 
ooloora, ]^pularly Imown as a pictu- 
resque delineator of architeoturcu sub- 
jeots, bom about 1812, commenced 
eqchibitibDig, at the Old Society of 
Water-Colour Artists, drawings of 
Frenoh oathedrals and antiquities, 
about 182fo Carefol transcripts of 
old Ettli^ domestio architecture 
foUoi?ti£ Hiroaghont his. career he 
has ebbasfonally painted historical 
soeibto fooib Bhaka^eare and Scott ;

art, and the publications lithographed 
from them. “Architecture of the 
Middle Ages” was published in 1888; 
and his still better-known “ Mansions 
of England in the Olden Time,” in 
four series, between 1839 and 1849. 
The picturesque effect of these old 
English interiors is considerably en- 
hanoed by the happy introduction of 
figures in the costume of bygone 
times. Among Mr. Nash’s more 
elaborate water-colour drawings are 
“ The Queen’s Visit to Lincoln’s Inn 
Hall,” exhibited in 1846 ; “ Interior 
Views of the Great Exhibition,” in 
1851 ; “ Bochestor,” “ The Hall at 
Speke,” and “ West View of Rouen 
Cathedral,” in the South Kensington 
Museum ; “ Queen Catherine, Cam- 
peius, and Ladies,” “ Charles V. visit- 
ing Francis I. daring his Confine- 
ment,” exhibited at the Water-Colour 
Society in 1865, “ The Chapel of 
Edward the Confessor in Westmin- 
ster Abbey,” in 1866 ; and “ Louis 
Phihppe’s Bedroom at Claremont,’* 
in 1867. 

NASMYTH, James, a practical 
engineer, was born at Edinburgh, 
Aug. 19, 1808. From early youth hb 
was fond of mechanical pursuits, and 
watched the progress and operations 
of artisans in various manufactories 
until he at last acquired groat skill 
in the handling of tools, and no in- 
considerable amount of chemical 
knowledge. The School of Arts of 
Edinburgh, which he attended, con- 
tributed to extend his knowledge in 
Boienoe and mechanical art. After 
finishing his education in the Univer- 
sity of that city, he repaired to 
London, taking with him models of 
machines and plans, and obtained an 
engagement in the great esiafolish- 
ment of Mandslay and Field, at a 
very small salary. , In 1834 he 
settled in Manchester, rented a 'floor 
in on old ootton-miU, which he filled 
with such a stock of machinery that 
the floor gave way, and he had notice 
to quit. Like all self-made men, Mr. 
Nasmyth overcame many 4WoiiltijM, 
and fouled the well-known firm of 
Nasmyth, Qadcell, and ftom 
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which he retired, with a oompeteiu^, 
in 1866. The two most important 
inrenticms, by which his name is 
known, are the steam-hammer, which 
is BO easily managed that, although it 
forges the heaviest anchor, it can be 
made to crack a nnt without injuring 
the kernel ; and the steam pile* 
driver, which effects an immense 
saving of time and labour in the 
construction of harbours, bridges, &o. 
Hr. Nasmyth, who has turned his at- 
tention to practical astronomy, has 
constructed telescopes of considerable 
power, which enable him to pursue 
investigations into the physical struc- 
ture of the moon, and has invented 
a new and formidable kind of ord- 
nance. 

NASSAU (Duke of), Adolph 
William Charles Augustus Fr£>- 
DERICK, bom July 24, 1817, assumed 
the sovereignty Aug. 20, 1839. The 
Duke mairied in 1844 the Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of the Grand 
Duke Michael of Kussia, who died 
Jan. 28, 1845 j and took as a second 
wife, April 23, 1851 , Adelaide Marie, 
daughter of Fi'ince Frederick of Anhalt- 
Dessau, by whom ho has two children. 
A constitutional government had ex- 
isted for many years before his acces- 
sion to the throne, the nation being 
represented not in Chambers elected 
by popular suffrage, but by the States 
of the dukedom. In 1848, a new con- 
stitution, upon a more liberal basis, 
was proclaimed ; the Duke declared 
his intention of governing in a con- 
stitutional manner, and for a time 
the experiment promised to succeed. 
The Duke was one of the sovereigns 
who joined the union of German 
States under the presidency of the 
king of Prussia, formed s^er the 
failure t^.the Frankfort constitution. 
This union was soon dissolved, and 
the Duke joined the Austrian party . 
in 1850, and voted with it in the 
Diet. The constitution was annulled 
in Nov., 1851. This state was joined 
to Prussia by decree, Sep. 20, 1866, 
wd the Prusians took possession

NASSAU (Bishop of), The Bight ; 


Bbv. Addington Bobeet Peel Ye- 
MABLES, D.D., son of Thomas Vena- 
bles, Esq., of the Homo Office, born 
in 1827, educated at Eton and at 
Exeter College, ' Oxford, whore he 
graduated B.A. in 1848, and proceeded 
M.A. in 1851. He was ordained 
priest in 1850, and was appointed 
curate of St. Paul's, Oxford, which he 
held till his consecration as Bishop of 
Nassau, comprising the Bahamas, 
Turk’s, and Caicos Islands, in 1863. 

NATAL (Bishop of), The Bight 
Bev. John William Colenso, D.D., 
son of a gentleman long connected 
with the duchy of Cornwall, was 
bom Jan. 24, 1814; gradnated as Se- 
cond Wrangler and Smith's Prizeman 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge, in 
1836, and became Fellow of his col- 
lege. He was Assistant-Master of 
Harrow SohoBl from 1838 till 1842, 
Tutor of St. John’s College from 1842 
till 1846, and Sector of Fornoett St. 
Mary, Norfolk, from 1846 till 1854^ 
when he was appointed first Bishop 
of Natal, South Africa. His treatises 
on Algebra and Arithmetic — the first 
published in 1849, the second in 1853 
— ^have had a large sale, and are 
text-books in schools and universities. 
In addition to these, he has compiled 
‘’Miscollaneous Examples in Algebra,’* 
published in 1848; “Plano trigono- 
metry,'’ in 1851 ; " Village Sermons,’* 
in 18^ ; an edition of “ The Com- 
munion Service, with Selections from 
Writings of the Bev. J. F.D. Maurice,” 
and ” Ten Weeks in Natal,” in 1855 ; 
and “ A Translation of the Epistle to 
tho Bomons, commented on from a 
Missionary Point of View,” in 1861. 
The first part of ” The Pentateuch 
and Boc^ of Joshua critically ex- 
amined,” calling in question many 
of the statements of Moses and 
Joshua, appeared in 1862. This 
work was condemned by both Houses 
of Convocation of the province of 
Canterbury, in 1864, and he was 
dedared tp be deposed from his 
see by the Metropolitan, the Bishop 
of Cape Town. The validity of his 
deposition was denied on an appeal 
to the Privy Council, in Macuh, 
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1866. He pnbliBhed ** Natal Ser- 
nume’* in 1866» and aereral papers 
on the oontrorei^ which he origi- 
nated. The Ber. W. J. Butler was, in 

1867, appointed to sncceed him as 
Bishop of Pietermaritzbnrg 

NEALE, Thb Bey. Ebskine, bom 
about 1806, graduated at Cambridge, 
end having been Vicar of Adlingfleet, 
Torlmhire, and Bector of Eirton, Suf- 
folk, became Vicar of Ezning, Suffolk. 
He has written “The Bishop’s Daugh- 
ter,” published in 1842; “Self- 
Sacrifice ; or, the Ghanoellor’s Chap- 
lain,” and “ Sermons on Dangers 
and Dntios of a Christian,” in 1^14; 
“ Beoollections of a Gaol Chaplain,” 
in 1847 ; “ Scenes where the Tempter 
has triumphed,” in 1849 ; “ Closing 
Scone; or, Christianity andinfidelity,” 
in 1849-^; “ Life and Correspond- 
ence of the Duke of Kent,” in 1850 ; 
“Earthly Beating-Places of the Just,” 
in 1861 ; “ Biches that bring no 
Sorrow,” and “ Summer and Winter 
of the Soul,” in 1852 ; “ Bisen from 
the Banks; or. Conduct versus Caste,” 
in 1863 ; “ My Comrade and my 
Colours,” and “ Old Minor Canon,” 
in 1864; and “ Sunsets, and Sun- 
^ine ; or, Varied Aspects of Life,” 
in 1862. The Rev. £. Neale’s col- 
lection of autographs is said to be 
curious. Among other documents ho 
is understood to possess a number 
of letters of the late duke of 
Kent, referring more or leas to 
his Boyal Highness’s public life; 
and more especially to the mutiny 
at Gibraltar. The fact that the 
reverend gentleman’s collection con- 
ta^ed some very extraordinaiy auto- 
graphs, led to his being examined 
on the parT of the Crown at the 
recent trial in Westminster Hall, of 
“Byves versus the Attomey-Cteneral,” 
when it was sought , to establish the 
claim of Mrs. Serres, the mother of 
Mrs. Byves, to be Princess Olive of 
Cumberland. 

NEACT, Chableb, M.P.^ Bon of the 
late Bev^ Thomas Neate, bom at 
. Adito^ Bubka, in 1806, was educated 
pavtity at the Bourbon Coll^, Paris, 
wlua^ obtained a prise in 1823, 


and at Linooln College, Oxford, where 
he graduated B.A. iu 1828, taking 
first-class honours, and was elected to 
a Fellowship at Oriel Collage. In 
1832 he was called to the Bar at 
Linooln’a Inn, but has beaaed to 
practise, and acted as Private Se- 
cretary to the Bight Hon. Sir F. T. 
Baring, Bait., while Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in 1839-41. In 1867 he 
was elected Professor of Political 
Economy at Oxford, for which city 
he was returned one of the members 
in the Liberal interest iu 1867, and 
having been unseated on petition, was 
reohosen in Nov. 1863, and again at the 
general election in July, 1865. He has 
written a French work, entitled “Dia- 
logues dos Morts Politiques. Premier 
Dialogue. Interlocutours, MM. Ghii- 
zot ot Louis Blanc,” published at 
Paris in 1849 ; “ Objections to the 
Government Scheme fbr the Beform 
of Oxford,” in 1854 ; “ Considerations 
on the Punishment of Death,” in 
1857 ; “ Two Lectures on the Cur- 
rency,” iu 1859 ; “ Two Lectures 
on the Histoiy and Condition of 
Landed Property,” in 1860 ; “ Three 
Lectures on Taxation,” in 1861 ; and 
“ History and Uses of tho Law of 
Entail,” in 1865. 

NEAVES (Lord), Charles Neaves, 
a Scottish Judge of Session, born in 
Scotland in 1^0, haying been edu- 
cated at tho High School and Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, studied the 
law, and was admitted an advocate 
at tho Scottish Bar in 1822. He was 
appointed Sheriff of Orkney and 
Shetland in 1845, Solicitor-Genmnl 
for Scotland in 1852, and was 
raised to the bonch as a Lord of 
Session in 1864, in which capacity he 
receives the courtesy title of Lord 
Neaves. 

NEFFTZLEB, Auguste, journalist, 
bom at Colmar, Haut-Bhin, in 1820, 
studied theology at Strasbnrg,and after 
having been connected with various 
provincial journals, repaired to Paris. 
In 1844 he beoame connected with 
the Ptease, signing his name in that 
journal as manager, and was, in 
1861, prosecuted and condemned to a 
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year’f impriBonmentfor a moat ooriona 
trick Whilat the pablio were awaiting 
with aiudei^ tbe message of the 
^President of the iBepublio, M. N efibder 
published in the Presse, with erery ap* 
pearance of its being the offioial doca< 
ment in question, a message oonoocted 
from extracts from the works of Louis 
Napoleon. The effect produced by 
this apocryphal message was consider' 
able, and the fbnds fell. The con- 
tributions of M. Nefitzler to the 
Presae relate principally to foreign 
politics and philosophy. In Jan., 
1861, he quitted that journal, with 
which he had been connected for 
sixteen years, in order to establish a 
new political organ, the Temps. I; 
1868, in conjunction with M. G. 
Dolfus, M. Ne&zler founded the Ravue 
Oermanique, to which ho has con- 
tributed numerous articles. 

NEL ATON, Auguste, physioian,bom 
June 17, 1807, was a pupil of Dupuy- 
tren, received his degree of Doctor 
at Paris, in Dec., 1836, and shortly 
after became surgeon to the hospitals, 
and a member of the Faculty of 
Medicine. In April, 1851, he became 
Professor of Clinical Surgery in the 
University, and in 1856 was admitted 
to the Academy of Medicine in the 
section of Chimrgical Pathology. 
Decorated with the Legion of Honour 
in 1848, he was promoted to the rank 
of Officer Juno 16, 1856, and to that of 
Commander J an. 24, 1863. M. Nelaton 
lias a high reputation as a professor 
and practician, and has intr^ucod a 
now operation for stone. He has 
written ** Bocherches sur I’Affeotion 
Tuberculeuse dcs Os,’* published in 
1837 ; ** Traite des Tumours de la 
Mamelle,'* in 1839 ; Elements de 
Pathologic Ghimr^cale,** in 1844-69 ; 

Parall^le des divers Modes Opdra- 
toires dans lo Traitement de la 
Cataracte,** in 1860; De Tlnfluence 
de la Position dans les Miladies 
Ohimrgicales,’* in 1851 ; Ac. He 
was made a member of tbe French 
Academy of Sciences, June 3, 1867, 
and rethed from his Professorship 
soon after, on account of ill-health. 

NELSON (Bishop of). The Bight 
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lELsv. Andbbw. Buen Sutbb, D.D., bom 
Nov. so, 1880, ednoated at St. PEufs 
School, London, and at Cambridge, 
was curate of St. Dunstan’s in the 
West, London, in 1866, incumbent of 
All Saints, Spitalflelds, in 18^, and 
was consecrated Bishop of Nelson, 
New Zealand, Aug. 24, 1866. Dr. 
Suter, who was for some time seore- 
tazy to the Church of England 
Young Men's Society, has pubUshed 
several sermons and lectures. 

NEWCASTLE (Bishop of). The 
Bight Bev. William Ttbbell, D.D., 
son of a former remembrancer of the 
city of London, by a daughter of 
Dollond, the celebrated optician, bom 
in 1807, was ednoated at tbe Charter- 
house and St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where he gained a soholarriiip, 
andgraduatedasfourth SoniorOptime. 
Having held some parochial prefer- 
ments in England, on the division of 
the bishopric of Australia in 1847, he 
was appointed first Bishop of New- 
castle. The annual value of this see 
is £833. 

NEWFOUNDLAND (Bishop of). 
The Bight Bev. Edwabd Feild, D.D., 
born’ in 1801, distinguished himself as 
a boy at Bugby, gained a Michel fellow- 
ship at Queen’s College, Oxford, was 
first class in mathematics in 1823, 
and was appointed public examiner 
in 1827. He held a college living, 
English Bicknor, in Gloucestershire, 
until 1841, when he was consecrated 
Bishop of Newfoundland. The in- 
come is £1,200, Parliament providing 
£700, and the Society for the Propa- 
gation of the Gospel the remainder. 
The Venerable Archdeacon Kelly was 
consecrated coa^'utor Bishop of New- 
foundland in Aug., 1867. 

NEWMAN, Edwabd, F.L.S., F.Z.S., 
a native of Godolzhing, Surrey, where 
his family were members of the 
Society of Friends, bom about 1815, 
from on early age devoted himself to 
natural science, and more especially 
to omithotogy. While veiy young he

tnrni,” in 1862. He has been for 
many years the editor of the Zoologist, 
a popular monthly magazine giving 
information upon those subjects 
which he has made his peculiar 
study. 

NEWMAN, Francis William, son 
of John Newman, a member of the 
banking firm of Bamsbottom, New- 
man, A Co., and younger brother of 
the Bev. J. H. Newman, D.D., born in 
Jjondon in 1805, was educated at a 
private school at Ealing, and in 
1822 was admitted a commoner of 
Worcester College, Oxford. In 1826 
lie took his B.A. degree as a doable 
first-class, was Fellow of Balliol from 
1826 till 1830, when he resigned, be- 
cause he was unable conscientiously 
to subscribe the Thirty-nine Articles 
for the Master^s degree. He left 
England the same year, and resided 
abroad, visiting the chief countries 
of the East, and having in *1834 
returned, he became Classical Tutor 
at Bristol College, and held a similar 
post in 18d0 at Manchester New 
College. In 1846 ho was appointed 
Latin Professor in University College, 
London, but resigned in 1863. Ho 
has written ” Lectures on Logic,” 
published in 1838 ; '* Difficulties of 
Elementary Geometiy,” in 1841 ; 
“ History of Hebrew Monarchy,” in 
1847 ; ” Soul : its Sorrows and As- 
pirations,” in 1849 ; ” Phases of 
Faith : Pusaj^s from my own Creed,” 
and *' Collection of Poetry, for Elocu- 
tion,” in 1850; "Lectures on Ancient 
and Modem History,” and "Lectures 
on Political Economy,” in 1851 ; 

" Introduption to Boman History,” in 
1852; ^' Crimes of tho House of 
Hapsburg^” in 1853 ; " Catholic 

Union,” and Essay towards, a 
Ohmoh of the Future,” in 1854; 
^^'Thsosnii Dootrinal and Practical,” 
biV1858; ” Homerio Translation in 
Kliecny and Practice,” in 1861; ”Toxt 


of the Ignvine Inscriptions,” in 1864; 
" English Institutions and their Be- 
forms,” in 1865 ; and " Handbook of 
Modem Arabic,” in 1866. His 
"JTheism, Dootrinal and Practical,” 
is an endeavonr to defend and 
develop, for theory and practice, that 
Monotheism which Christians, Jews, 
and Mohammedans hold in common, 
against Pantheism and Atheism. He 
has contributed to several reviews, 
especially to the Westminster, Eclectic, 
and Frasei^s Mobgazvne, on classical 
and political subjects. He has writ- 
ten a mathematical paper on the 
third Elliptic Integral. We under- 
stand that he has in hand, already for 
advanced, an English-Arabio Diction- 
ary, in European type, on an entirely 
new plan. Tho books published by 
him have a miscellaneous aspect, 
which is explained by the violent 
interruption in his original career, as 
detailed in his " Phases of Faith.” 

NEWMAN, The Bey. John 
Henry, D.D., older brother of Francis 
William Newman, bom in London in 
1801, was educated at Ealing School, 
whence he proceeded to Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxfi>rd, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1820, taking classical honours, 
and was elected Follow of Oriel Col- 
lege. In 1825 ho became Vice-Prin- 
cipal of St. Alban’s Hall, then under 
the late Dr. (afterwards Archbishop) 
Whately, Tutor of his College, which 
post ho held until about 1831. In 1828 
ho accepted tho iDoambency of St. 
Mary’s, Oxford, with tho outlying 
chaplaincy of Littlomore; and in 1842 
he qnitiod Oxford, and established 
at Littlomore an ascetic community 
on a modisovol model, over which ho 
presided for three years. Ho hdd St. 
Mary’s from 1828 till 1843, where, by 
his preaching, ho gained snoh inflimnce 
over the yonnger members of 
Universily that he became, in oonjuno- 
Ion with Dr. Pnsey, the recognized 
leader of tho High-Chnrbh party. He 
took a leading in the pnbuoation 
of the "Tracts for the Times,” to wl^h 
be contributed the final tra^, No. 90, 
which was severely oensai^ by the 
University authorities os practically 
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jLimnliifig the broad lines of demorca' 
tion between the English and Boman 
Catholic Churches. In Oct., 1845, he 
seceded from the Established Church, 
was received into the Boman conunn* 
nion, and was appointed head of the 
Oratory of St. Philip Neri, at Birming- 
ham. In 1854 he was appointed 
Hector of the newly-founded Boman 
Catholic University in Dublin, but re- 
signed that post in 1858, and has esta- 
blishod a school for the sons of Boman 
Catholic gentry at Edgbaston, near 
Birmingham. Ho has written Lec- 
tures on the Prophetical Oihco of the 
Church/* and Lectures on Bomanism 
and Popular Protestantism/* published 
in 1837 ; ** Letter to J. Faussett on 
certain Points of Faith,** in 1838; 

Parochial Sermons/* in 1838-^; 

Lectures on Justification,** in 18i0; 

Church of the Fathers/* in 1842 ; 

Essay on the Miracles of the Middle 
Ages/* in 1843 ; Sermons on the 
Subjects of the Day,*’ and ** Sermons 
on Theory of Bcligious Belief,** in 1844; 
<< Development of Christian Doc- 
trine/* in 1846; “Discourses addi'essed 
to Mixed Congregations/* in 1850; 
“ Life of Apollonius Tyanmus/* and 
“Loss and Gain, or tho Story of a 
Convert,” in 1853 ; “ Lectures on the 
History of the Turks as to Christian- 
ity/* in 1854; Arians of tho Fourth 
Century,” in 1855; “Callista, a Sketch 
of tho Third Centuiy,” and “ Offices 
and Work of Universities/* in 1856 ; 

Sermons preached on Various Occa- 
sions,” in 1857; “Lectures and Essays 
on University Suljects/* in 1859 ; and 
“Letter to Dr. Pusey on his recent 
Eirenicon,” in 1866. He published an 
autobiographical record of his life, en- 
titled “Apologia pro Vitft SuA,” in 1864. 

NEWMABCH, Williav, F.B.S., 
bom in’ Yorkshire in 1820, communi- 
cated in 1850 to the Statistical Society 
an elaborate paper concerning tiie 
Circulation of Bills of Exchange, a 
Butgect which still engages his atten- 
tion. It appeared in the Society’s 
Transactions, and has been translated 
in France and elsewhere. Ha oodi^ 



Effects of the New Supplies of Gold,” 
in 1853 ; and “ Loans raised by W . Pitt 
during the French War of 1793-lbOl,” 
in 1855, intended as a defence of the 
general financial policy of Mr. Pitt. 
He asiusted the late Mr. Tooke in the 
last two volumes of his “ History of 
PriooB, 1848-56,” published in 1857, 
of which a translation was used in 
the German universities. Mr. New- 
march, who was for some years one 
of the honoraiy secrotaries of tlie 
Statistical Society, and editor of its 
jonmal, has appeared before several 
parliamentary committees appointed 
to consider matters relating to bauk- 
ing, Ac. 

NEWTON, CiiASLES Thomas, M.A., 
son of the Bov. N. D. H. Newton, 
Vicar of Bxedwardine, Herefordshire, 
bom in 1816, was educated at Shrews- 
bury School and Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, of which he was a faculty stu- 
dent, and where he graduated B.A. 
in 1837, taking second-class honours. 
In May, 1840, ho was appointed one 
of the assistants in the department of 
Antiquities at the British Musoum, 
which post ho held until 1852, when, 
being anxious to rescue from oblivion 
some of the ancient scnlptnres on the 
coasts of Asia Minor and in the islands 
of the iBgean, he obtained the ap- 
pointment of Vice-Consul at Mitylcne. 
After having spent several years in 
exploring the Archipelago, ho dis- 
covered at Bndnim (the ancient HaJi- 
caraassns) the site of the Mausoleum 
erected by Artemisia, and carried on 
extensive excavations at Cnidus and 
at Branchidm, between Oct., 1856, and 
April, 1859. The results of his dis- 
coveries consist of a fine collection 
of scnlptnres, from the Mausoleum 
and other places, deposited in tho 
British Mmleum, which is indebted to 
Mr. Newton for a most interesting 
collection of Greek Inscriptions, vasesi 
coins, and other antiquities, acquired 
in Asia Minor and the Archipdago^ 
by purchase or in the course of excava- 
tion. . tn May, 1860, he was appohstod 
British Obnanl at Borne, and. ui 1^1 
Ejeeper of the Greek and Bomah An^ 
tiqnities in the British Museum. . Ho

brated artist. She died Jan. 2, 1866. 

NEW WESTMINSTER (Bishop 
of). The Right Rev. John Postle- 
TBW41TE, onrate of the parish ohnrch, 
Loe&, was consecrated bishop of this 
new see in British Colombia in 1866. 

NEW ZEALAND (Bishop of), The 
Bight Rev. George Augustus Sel- 
WYN, D.D., son of the late William 
Selwyn, Esq., of Richmond, Surrey, 
born in 1809, was educated at Eton 
and St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he took his degree as junior 
optime in mathematics, and first-class 
in classics. While acting as Tutor at 
Eton and Curate of Windsor, in 1841, 
he was consecrated first bishop of 
New Zealand. He has gained the 
respect and admiration of the natives, 
and in the course of his mii^onaty 
journeys guided a small ship many 
thousand miles to and from tiie scat- 
tered islands of the Southern Pacific. 
In 1867 he succeeded in obtaining 
from Government a division of his 
diocese, and there are four sufira^n 
bishops’ sees in New Zealand $ yiz., 
Wellington, Christ Church, Nelson, 
and Waiapu. 

NICHOLS, John Gough, F.S.A., 
eldest son of the late J. B. Nichols,' 
F.S.A., and grandson of John Nichols, 
F.SJL., author of "Literaiy Anec- 
dotes of the Eighteenth Centuiy,” 
fto.| bom in London in 1806, was edu- 
cated at Merchant Taylors’ School, 
and devoted himself to literature, in 
oonnection with his business as a 
printer, teJdng an active share in 
editing the Magasnne, to 

which he contributed many historical 
essays and reviews. He completed 
his graadfhther's unfinished “Pro- 
gresses of l^ug James 1.,” was the 
ciyefeititor of the “ Collectanea Topo- 
gn^ca etv'jQeiieiBlogioa,” published 
&k'l88446;|7i^ of its* sequel, “ The 
TdpbgrsidliiiBr and Genealogist,” in 
IWi^iatnd cNrtablished “The Herald | 
fmd.^ealQiiii^U in 8^.; 1862. He

and Remarkable Personages of Eng-, 
lish History,” published in 1829 ^ 
wrote “ London Pageants,” in 1837 ; 

The Monuments of the Beauchamp 
Chapel, Warwick,” in 1833; “ A De- 
scription of the Frescoes discovered 
in the Guild Chapel at Stratford-on- 
Avon, and of the Records relating 
thereto,” in 1838 ; and “ The Pilgrim- 
ages of Canterbury and Walsinghoin, 
translated from Erasmus,” in 1849. 
Mr. Nichols, who has boon Treasurer of 
the Surtees Society since 1834, sug- 
gested the Camden Society, for the 
publication of historical documents, 
has edited several volumes for that 
Society, the Roxburghe Club, and the 
Berkshire Ashmoloan Society. Ho 
prepared “A Descriptive Catalogue 
of the Works of the Camden Society,’^ 
published in 1862, and contributed 
many papers to the “ Arohmologia ’/ 
of the Society of Antiquaries, the 
Transactions of the Arohasological 
Institute, and of the London and 
Middlesex Archmological Society. He 
executed for the Roxburghe Club 
“ Literary Remains of Ring Edward 
VI.,” accompanied by a personal bio- 
graphy of that monarch, published in 
1857. 

NICHOLSON, Sir Charles, Bart., 
bom Nov. 23, 1808, after graduating 
M.D. at Edinburgh University, esta- 
blished himself as a physician in 
Australia. He was chosen a member 
of the first Legislative Council of 
New South Wales in 1843, and has 
been elected Speaker three times. 
He is a great champion of education, 
filled the post of Vice-Chancellor of 
Sydney University in 1853, and was 
raised to its highest office — that of 
Chancellor— in 1864. Having been 
knighted by patent, March 1, 1862, 
he was created a Baronet, April 8, 
1869, in reward of his educational 
services, and received the honoraiy 
degree of D.C.L. from the University 
of Oxford in 1857, and that of LL.D. 
from the University of Cambridge in 
1868. 

*NIGOL, Erskine, A.RX, ai^t, 
bom at Iieith in 1825, received his 
art-education at the Trustees* Aoa* 
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dettiTj Edinbmgb, nzi^er the direotioii 
of Sir William Allan and Mr. T. Don- 
can. In 1846 he went to Irelandj 
where he resided three or four years, 
rotnmed to Edinburgh, and aftw mc- 
hibiting for some time in that city, 
was elected a member of the Boyal 
Scotish Academy. In 1862 he settled 
in London. Among his most pc^olar 
pictnres (all relating to Irish subrjeots) 
may be mentioned " Did it Font with 
its Betsy ? ** ** Renewal of the Lease 
Refhsed,*’ exhibited in 1863; Among 
the Old Masters,” and ‘'Waiting' for 
the Train,” in 1864 ; and ” A Depu- 
tation,” in 1865. At the Winter Ex- 
hibition of the Institute of Painters 
in Water-Colours, Mr. Kicol has exhi- 
bited "danglit,” “Rent-paying Scene,” 
“Both Puzzled,” “Missed It,” Ac. 
Mr. Kicol was elected A.R.A. in June, 
1866. 

KIEL, Adolphe, Marshal of France, 
bom at Mnret, llaate-Garonne, Oct. 
4, 1802, was admitted, in 1821, into 
the £cole Polytechniqne, and in 1823 
into the Ecole d’ Application of Metz. 
Haying become a lieutenant in the 
Engineers in 1827, and a cap- 
tain of that corps in 1831, ho em- 
barked for Algeria in 1832, and dis- 
tinguished himself at the capture of 
Constantine, for which ho was con- 
gratulated by the Minister of War, 
and raised to the rank of “ Chef de 
Bataillon.” In 1842 he became Lieut.- 
Colonel, in 1846 Colonel, and in 1849 
was attached to the expedition to 
Rome, as Chief of the Stf^ of Engi- 
neers. In this capacity he rende:^ 
such yalnable serrices that, two 
months afterwards, he wa^ appointed 
a General of Brigade, and sent on a 
mission to Gaeta to cany the keys of 
the city, to the Pope. Hpon his re- 
turn to France he was in^stod with 
the direction of the D(q>artment of 
Engineers, under the Minister of War, 
and ibr his services was promoted to 
the rank of General of Division, April 30, 
1853. Gen. Kiel took part in the expe- 
ditionary corps to the Baltic, in 185^ 
and commanded the engineers at the 
siege of Bomarsimd j upon the capture 
of which be was appointed Aide-de- . 


Camp to the Emperor. In Jan., 1865, 
he was ordered to the Crimee^ upon a 
mission to inquire into the condition 
of the army and the state of the siege 
of Sebastopol, when he decided that a 
complete investment was necessary 
for its capture, and that the vulner- 
able point of attack was the Malakolf. 
Three months later he took the com- 
mond-in-chief of the Engineers, and 
directed the siege. A few days after 
the assanlt he received the insignia of 
the Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour, and was created a Senator 
Juno 7, 1857. Gen. Kiel was sent by 
the emperor in 1858 on a mission to 
the king of Piedmont, to make an 
official demand for tho hand, in mar- 
riage, of Princess Clotilde for Prinoo 
Napoleon. At tho commencement of 
the war in Italy, in April, 1859, he 
was appointed to the command of tho 
fourth corps of tho Army of the Alps, 
and after tho victoiy of Solferino, in 
which the artillery played so impor- 
tant a part, he was appointed a Mar- 
shal of France. Marahal Kiel, who 
is Minister of War and President of 
tho Council-Geueralof Hauto-Goronne, 
published, in 1858, a work, entitled 
“La Si^ge de Sebastopol.” 

NIEPCE - DB - SAINT - VICTOR, 
Claude-Marie-Fban90is, chemist and 
photographer, bom at Saint Cyr, July 
26, 1&5 ; left at the age of twenty- 
two the military school of Sanmur, 
and the spilling of some vinegar npon 
Ms uniform, in 1842, while a lieu- 
tenant of dragof^, led him to make 
researches to discover the means of 
restoring colours. His first experi- 
ments resulted in a proposal to the 
Minister at War, who was abont to 
change the colour of a part of the 
uniform of thirteen cavalry r^ments, 
and the adoption of which actually 
effected a saving of four tboHsand 
pounds, for which the disooverar re- 
ceived a gratuliy of twenty pounds ! 
Afterwards he obtained a military 
appointmeiit, which left him leisnre. 
for puTSiiing seientifio inqnines, 
and be yna advanced to. the grade 
of Chrf ^Blscadron in 1854. He 
obtain^ the decoration of the Legion. 
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of Hpnoiir in Deo., 1849, and the 
same year the prize of eighty ponnda 
from the Society for the Encourage- 
ment of the Arts. He pursued hia 
investigationB in heliography, and was 
the first, in 1847, to attempt photo- 
graphy on glass. He has addrossed 
to the Academy of Science a series 
of papers, most of them inserted in 
M. Ghevrenl’s " Considerations on 
Colour “ On the Action of Vapours,” 
in 1847 and 1863 ; ” On Photography 
on Glass,” in 1847-8 j ” On the Colo- 
rization of Likenesses, or Helio- 
chromy,” in 1861-2 ; ** On Helic^ra- 
phio Engravings on Steel and Gloss,” 
in 1863-6 ; and his principal works 
were collected under * the title ”R6- 
cherchos Photographiques,” in 1866. 
To his uncle, M. Nicephora Niepce, 
and to M. Daguerre, the public are 
indebted for obtaining pictorial repre- 
sentations by means of solar light. 
M. Niepoo-de-Saint-Victor obtained 
the Trdmont prize from the Aoad6mie 
des Sciences in 1861, 1862, and 1863. 

NIGER TERRITORY (Bishop of), 
The Right Rev. SiUiuEL Adjai 
C itowTUEP, D.D., a native of Africa, 
and many years a missionaiy in that 
country, was consecrated first bishop 
of Niger Territory, West Africa, June 
29, 1864. 

NIGHTINGALE, Flouence, 
a lady whose name has been rendered 
illustrious by her philanthropic efibrts 
to alleviate the sufferings of our 
wounded soldiers in the Crimean war, 
is younger daughter and co-heiress 
of Mr. William £. Nightingale, of 
Embley Park, Hampshire, and Lea 
Hurst, Derbyshire, and was bom at 
Florence, in May, 1820. She enjoyed 
all the advantai^s which fall to the 
lot of the ohildrSu of the affluent and 
refined, and attained remarkable 
effid^oy in some branohea of female 
eduoadoii. It was xiot long before 
her phRanihropio instxnots, previously 
restricted in their exercise to casual 
mixixstratioiiB among the poorer neigh- 
bours of her EngliS home, led her to 
the ejftdpatio study of the amdiora- 
tive matinent physical and moral 
distrats. Not aatiafled with the 


investigation of^the actual working of 
English schools, hospitals, and re- 
formatoiy institutions, she conducted 
on the Continent inquiries in tho 
same spirit, and in 1861 took up her 
abode in an institution of Protestant 
Sisters of Mercy establishcdat Kaisers- 
werth, on the Rhine. Nor was it 
longbeforo an opportunity presented 
itself for applying tho practical lessons 
she there learned, for having heard 
that the Gh>veme8B*s Sanatorium, in 
Harley-street, languished for tho 
want of supervision and pecuniary 
support, she generously devoted both 
her personal energies and private 
means to its restoration and its 
thorough organization. This work 
had Boarcely been accomplished, and 
before Miss Nightingale had time 
to recover her ovor-tuxed strength, 
new demands were made upon her 
spirit of Belf-saorificc. Tho ineffi- 
ciency and mismanagement of our 
militaiw hospitals in tho Crimea led 
to such severo condemnation, that 
various plans were suggested for 
their reform, the most popular of 
which was the formation of a select 
band of lady-superintendents and of 
nurses to dii'ect and minister in the 
hospital waids. At the request of 
the late Lord Herbert, then Sccretaiy 
at War, Miss Nightingale undertook 
tho organization and conduct of this 
body. No eulogy can do justice to 
the talent, energy, and devotion she 
constantly displayed in her solf-im- 
posed task. Suffice it to say that, by 
instituting order where confusion had 
before i oigned, and by affording care 
and consolation, she alleviated the suf- 
ferings of all, saved the lives of many, 
and earned the blessings of the sick 
and wounded, as well as the gratitude 
of her countiy.

1840 appeared, in the Swedish lan- 
guage,” BystrOm’s Sculptur-Gallerie,” 
a cycle of the artist’s most celebrated 
works, from drawings mado in Rome ; 
which publication appears to be still 
in progress. 
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CABALLERO, FirIiin-Aqqsto, 
statesman and journalist, boi^i July 7, 
1800, at Barajas de Mclo, in the pro- 
vince of Cuigiza, wds educated as a 
lawyer, and cidled to ..the bar of 
Madrid. Ho was an ardent adherent 
of the revolutionaiy party which er- 
ftortod from Ferdinand VII. the liberal 
constitution of 1820 ; and in ,1823, 
when the armies of France had re- 
stored despotism, he retired to Estra- 
madura. Ho returned to Madrid in 
1833, and when Don Carlos was dis- 
puting tho throne with the Infanto 
Isabolla, founded tho Bolotin . del 
Comerdo, in which 'he exposed with 
much vi^ur the hypocrisy of the 
Constitutional court and the proten- 
sions of the absolutists. This journid,' 
suppressed in 1834, reappeared under 
the title of El Eco del. Comerdo, 
His political persecutions made him. 
popular, and ho was chosen by thb 
electoiu of Madrid and of Cuenza as 
deputy to the 0014:68, where he* be- 
came ono of the most formidabld 
antagonists of the administration of 
M. Martinez do la Rosa. When Mendi- 
zabal was in office, Caballero lent him 
his aid in tho discussion on the sup-, 
pression of tho convents, and ^vo- 
cated the sale of ecclesiastical pm- 
perty for the benefit of the Stote* . . 
Caballero has written several works* 
on statistics and political economy, . 
The work by which he is best Imdum ' 
is entitled “Manual Gfeojmfibo-Ad- 
ministrativo de la Monar^ia Elpa- 
iiola,” published in 18^. He is corsi 
responding member of the

CABALLERO, Ma^£l 6 Ai^ONzd^; 
Bometimes cpnfpunded wRh - Fjbiimm-’ 
Agosto Caballezo, m 
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Hiss Nightingale assists the cause by 
her writings, intended to disseininato 
practical knowledge on the subjects 
m which she is so well versed. ‘'Notes 
on Hospitals,” avaluable work which

NILLSON, CnRiSTiNA, daughter of a 
labouring man, bom at Wedersldf, near 
Wexio, in Sweden, at an early age 
evinced great taste for music. She 
become quite proficient on the violin, 
leamedth6fiate,andattended fairs and 
other places of public resort, at which 
sho sang, accompanying herself on tho 
violin. Whilst performing in this 
manner at a fair at Ljungby, in June, 
1857, her extraordinary powers at- 
tracted the attention of Mr. F. G. 
Torn4rhjelm, a gentleman of influence, 
who rescued her from her vagrant 
life, placed her first at school at 
Halmstad, and afterwards at Stock- 
holm, where she was instructed by M. 
Franz Berwald. Sho made her first 
appearance at Stockholm in 1860, 
went to Paris, and continued her 
musical education under Masset and 
Wurtel, and came out at the Th6&tre 
Lyrique, Oct. 27, as Yioletta in tho 
**4teviata,” and with such success that 
she was engaged for three years. She 
made her first appearance in London 
at Her Majesty’s Theatre in 1867, 
emd proved the great operatic attrac- 
tion at that establishment donug the 
season. 

NIBABD, Jean Mabib Napol£on 
Ddsini jounialiBt,&c.,boimat Ch&tillon 
snr Seine, March 20, 1806^ was edu- 
•cated at Sainte Barbe, join^ the staff 
of the Journal des Ddbats in 18261 and 


afterwards became connected with 
the National, Ho was appointed to a 
post in tho Bcole Normale, which he 
filled till 1844^ and held other impor- 
tant posts, succeeded M. Yillemain 
in the chair of French eloquence, and 
yras made director of the £cole Nor- 
male Snp6rieure in 1857. He has 
written, amongst other works, “ Les 
Poetes Latins de la Decadence,” pub- 
lished in 1834 ; “ Histoire et Descrip- 
tion de la Yille de Nimes,” in 1885 ; 
“ Mdlanges,” in 1838; ” Precis do 
THistoiro do la Litterature Fran^aise 
depuis ses Premiers Monuments jus- 
qu’dr nos Jours,” in 1B40 ; “ Histoire 
de la Litt^iuture Fran^aise,” in 
1844-63; has contributed articles to

some of the plays of Shakespeare, and 
written some novels. Ho was mode 
a member of the Aoad6mio Fran 9 aise 
in 1850; Officer of tho Legion of 
Honour in 1845, and Commander 
June 16, 1856. Ho superintended the 
publication of a collection of Latin 
Classics, with a translation in Frencli, 
commenced in 1839, and completed 
in twenty-seven volumes. 

NISABD, Marie Edouard Chablks, 
brother of M. Jean Marie Napoleon 
Desire Nisard, bom at ChA>til]on sur 
Seine, ’Jan. 10, 1808, was brought up 
to commercial pursuits, which he 
relinquished for a literary career. 
His ” Bpitre aux Antiromantiquea” 
appeared in 1829, and from 1831 till 
1848 be was attached to the family of 
Louis Philippe, and assisted in tho 
direction of several journals devoted 
to the support of the* cause of the 
revolution of July, 1830. Amongst 
his numerous works are ” Camera 
Lucida,” pubUshed in 1845; ” Le 
TrinmviratLitt5raire au XYIo Si5cle,” 
in 1852 ; ” Les Ennemis de Yoltaire,” 
and ‘'Los Hdmoires de Huet,” in 
1853;^' Histoire des Livres Populairda 
depuis le XYe . Si5cle jusqu’en 
1852,” in 1854; "Les Gladiateurs 
de la B^biique des Lettres aux

NIBBET-HAMILTON, Tbb Bight 
Hon. Bobert Adam-Christopher, a 
member of the house of DundaSj was 
bom in 1804. He was return^ tQ 
the House of Commons in the Gon- 
senratiTe interest for Ipswich, from 
1826 till 1830, and for Edinburgh in 
1831-2, and was one of the members 
for North Lincolnshire from Aug., 
1837 till March, 1857, when he retiM. 
He was Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster in Lord Derby’s first ad- 
ministration in 1852, when he was 
sworn a Privy Councillor. He mar- 
ried in 1828 Lady Mary, eldest 
daughter of the late earl of Elgin, 
and on her succession to tho Belhaven 
and Dirleton estates, in 1855, took 
the names of Nisbet-Hamilton by 
Boyal license. 

NOBLE, Matthew, sculptor, bom 
about 1820, was a pupil of the late 
Mr. John Francis. The Manchester 

Wellington Monument,” consisting 
of a colossal statue in bronze of tho 
Duke, surmounting a granite pedestal, 
at the respective angles of whicb 
stand colossal figures, representing 
Wisdom, Valour, Victory, and Peace, 
inaugurated in 1856, first brought 
him into notice. The commission 
was obtained by competition, tind the 
monument, as a whole, justifies the 
selection, though at the time of the 
award considerable discontent was 
fhlt by some of the profession, that a 
work of such importance, and on 
whidi a sum of £7,000 was to be 
expended, should be placed in the 
hands of so *young a 'sculptor.. In

Eynnersley. The three last-men- 
tioned works have been engraved for 
the Art Journal, In 1864 he com- 
pleted a statue of Lord Canning for 
the city of London, and a bust of 
Garibaldi in 1867. 

NOEL, The Hon. and Bev. Baptist 
Wriotheslet, M.A., younger son of 
Sir Gerard Noel-Noel, Bare., by the 
Baroness Barham, and brother to the 
earl of Gainsborough, born in 1799,. 
was educated at Trinity College,. 
Cambridge. He was one of the 
Chaplains to the Queen, and for many 
years occupied tho pulpit of St. John’s 
Chapel, Bodford-row, which he re- 
signed in 1848, on seceding from the 
Established Church. As a preacher, 
he was well known, and his labours 
in concert with the City Mission and 
kindred societies, are still remem- 
bei^d. He has written Notes of a 
Tour throughlreland, 1836,” published 
in 1837 ; ” Sermons on the First Five 
Centuries of the Church,” in 1839 $

John’s College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1837, and M.A. in 
1840. He was ordained in 1837, and 
haying served several onraoies, held 
the librarianship and seoretaryE^ip of 
Sion College from 1841 till 1848. He 
edited the Chwrch qf England Qaar- 
terly Bevim in 1840-3, and again 
in 1864-8 ; The Cimrchman in 1840-3 ;

The Most Noble Geobqb Augustus 
Constantine Phipfs, only son of the 
first marquis, bom July 23, 1819, 
entered the Scots Fusilier Guards in 
1838, and was Controller and sub- 
sequently Treasurer of the Queen’s 
Household from 1863 till 186^ when 
he was appointed Governor of Nova 
Scotia. As Lord Mulgrave, he was 
member for Scarborough in the Libe- 
ral interest from 1847 till 1851, and 
firom 1852 till 1857. He was sworn a 
Privy Councillor in 1851, and suc- 
ceeded to his father’s title July 28, 
1863, when he resigned his foreign 
appointment and returned to Eng- 
land, 

NOBTHGOTE, The Bight Honour- 
able Sir Stafford Henry, Bart., 
M.P., bom in London Oct. 27, 1818,. 
was educated at Balliol College, 
Oxford, taking a first-class in classics 
and a third in mathematics. He was 
called to the Bar at the Inner Temple 
in 1847, was made a C.B. (civil 
division) in 1851, in recognition of 
his services as one of the Secretaries 
for tho Industrial Exhibition, and 
is Captain in the 1st Devon Yeo- 
manry Cavalry, and a Deputy- 
Lieut. for the counly. was 

returned member for Dudley in 
the Conservative interest in March, 
1855 $ was an unsuccessful candidate 
for Devonshire North in March, 1857 $ 
was returned fbr Stamford in July, 
1858, and continued one of the repre- 
sentatives of that borough till May, 
1866, when he was elected for Devon- 
shire North. Sir Stafford Northcote, 
who is well known for the interest he 
has taken in art and education, was 
private secretary to Mr. Gladstone 
when the latter was President of tho 
Board of Trade, and was Financial 
Becretaxy to the Treasury from Jan. 
to ^une, 1859. He was ajminted 
PresiclGnt of the Board of Trade in 
Lord Derby’s third administration 
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in Jnne« 1866, and became Secretary 
of State for India, Marobft 1867. He 
published Twenty YoariB^f Financial 
PolK^, 1842-61,” in 1862. 

NORTON, The Hon. Mrs. Caroline 
Elizabeth, second daughter of the 
late Mr. Thomas Sheridan, and grand- 
daughter of the Bight Eon. B. B. 
Sheridan, bom about 1808, was 
brought up by her mother at Hamp 
ton Court. From a YOiy early ago 
she, exhibited a taste for authorship, 
and produced tho **DatidioB' Bout,” 
with illustrations from her own 
designs. “The Sorrows of Bosalie” 
appeorod in 1829, shortly after her 
marriage with the Hon. George C. 
Norton, a brother of Lord Grantley. 
The union did not prove a happy one, 
and the Hon. G. C. Norton, who was 
magistrate at the Lambeth Folico 
Court, retired early in 1867, and died 
in Aug. in that year, having long been 
separated from his wifo. This lady 
has written, “Coquette,” a Novel, 
and ** Wife and Woman’s Boward,” a 
Novel, published in 1835; “Dream, 
and other Poems,” in 1840 ; “ Child of 
the Islands,” a poem, in 1846 ; “ Aunt 
Carry’s Ballads for Children, in 1848; 
“Martyr,” a Tragedy; and “Besi- 
dence in Sierra Leone,” in 1849; 
“Tales and Sketches in Froso and 
Verse,” in 1850; “Stuart of Dun- 
leath,” in 1851; “Undying Life,” a 
Poem, based on the legend of the 
“ Wondering Jew,” in 1853; “ Letter 
to the Queen on the Marriage and 
Divorce Bill,” in 1855; “Lady of La 
Garayo,” in 1861 ; and “ Lost and 
Saved,” in 1863. Mrs. Norton, who 
was a contributor to the Annuals, has 
written for numerous periodicals. 

NOBWICH (Bishop of), The Bight 
Bev. and Hon. John ThomXs Pelham, 
D.D., brother of the third earl of 
Chichester, bom June 21; 1811, was 
educed at Westminster and Christ 
Church, Oxford, became ' Bector of 
Bnigh Apton, .alterwards Incumbent 
of Ghj^t Church, Hampstead,, and in 
1855 Beotcw of Maiylepi)one. Having 
held, living two years, he was 
seleoted ip ^ tl^ piece of Dr. Hinds, 
who resigned the bish<;prio ^Norwich 


in 1857. The diocese includes the 
counties of Norfolk and Suflblk, and 
the annual income is £4,500, with the 
patronage of eighty-four livings. 

NOVA SCOTIA (Bishop of), The 
Bight Bev. Hibbert Binney, D.D., 
son of the Bev. Dr. Binney, Bector of 
Newbury, Berks, bom in Nova Scotia 
in 1819, camo to England, and studied 
at King’s College, London, and after- 
wards at Worcester College, Oxford, 
of which he became Scholar and 
Fellow, and where he graduated in 
1842 in classical and mathematical 
honours. Having taken orders, lie 
was conscorated fourth Bishop of Nova 
Scotia in 1851. This was the first 
bishoprio founded ly England !n her 
colonial dependencies, and the diocese 
inoladca Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
and Prince Edward’s Island, the in- 
come being £700. 

NOVBLLO, Clara Anastasia 
(Countess Gigliucci), fourth daughter 
of Mr. Vincent Novcllo, musical com- 
poser, born in London, J uno 10, 1818, at 
an early age displayed so much musical 
talent as to induce her father to give 
her a thoroughly professional educa- 
tion. Her progress repaid the cure 
bestowed upon her, for at the eai’ly 
age of eleven years she won, by com- 
petition, her admission as a pupil into 
the Conservatoire do Musique Sacrco 
at Paris, where, for two years, she 
studied assiduously, and at one of tho 
public examinations of tho pupils was 
complimented by Charles X. and his 
court. On the closing of tho institu- 
tion, in the revolution of 1830, she 
returned home fitted to take a promi- 
nent part among the singers of the day, 
at the concerts of tho Philharmonic 
Society and other leading musical en- 
tertainments. When oiUy seventeen 
years of ago, she was elected an associ- 
ate of that society; and soon after ac- 
cepted^B invitation from Mendelssohn 
JO take part in the Leipsio Gewaud- 
Haus ConoertB. In Berlin and Vienna 
she was equally well received ; and so 
great was hsr sucoess at the first- 
mentlonpd place, that the late king 
presented her with introductionfi to 
hil sister, the emprescrof Businm and 
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to tho conrt of Yienna. Before 
this time Malibran and Bnbini ad- 
vised* her to go to Italy and study 
for the stage. Her sncoess at Vienna 
induced her to take part in the 
masical festivals in Lombardy, and 
she felt disposed to follow their 
advice, but, owing to cnga^ments at 
St. Petersburg and in Germany, oould 
not oarxy out this plan until 1839-40. 
She appeared at Padua in 1841 in the 
chara^er of Semiramide with snoh 
BuccesB tliat engagements at Bologna, 
Modena, and Genoa followed, and in 
1812 both Homo and Genoa endea- 
voured to secure her for the fites of 
the carnival. In 1843 she returned 
to England, and sang in London and 
Manchester ; and having contracted 
a matrimonial alliance with Count 
Giglinoci, she withdrew fram the 
stage in 1814. Circumstances, how- 
ever, induced her x-eturu, in 1850, to 
the arena of her earlier triumphs ; and 
she constantly appeared in concerts, 
oratorios, and operas, on the Con- 
tinent and in London, until 1860, 
when she flually retired.

O’DONNELL (Duke op Tetuan), 
Maiisual Leopold, of Irish descent, 
burn in Spain, in 1808, entered the 
military servico at an early age, and 
attained the rank of Colonel before ho 
was twenty-live. When Don Carlos 
commenced that struggle whichproved 
so disastrous to Spain, O’Donnell fought 
courageously for Queen Isabella, be- 
came, in 1838, chief of the staff, and 
was placed in command of the Army 
of. the Centre. At the olosp of the 
delist war he was nominate a Gene- 
ral of Brigade, and created Count of 
Luoena s in 1840 he embraced the 
oause of the Queen-mother Christina 
agaixiBt the people and the army, and 
emigrated with her to FiAknoe. In 
1811 he demanded permiBsion to re- 


turn to Spain as a fUend to the esta- 
blished government, and Espartero 
^ntedhis reqiueBt; but having raised 
a formidable,' thongh unsuooessfal, 
insurrection against the regent’s 
government, mado his escape into 
France. In 1813 Espartero fell, and 
O’Donnell, for his share in the in- 
trigue that led to his fall, was re- 
warded with the governor-generalship 
of Cuba. He retuimed to Spain when 
Narvaez was in power, and become 
Minister of War and the Colonies, 
and President of the Council, July 1, 
1858. Ill 1859 Spain declared war 
against Morocco, and Gen. O’Donnell 
was intrnsted with the command of 
an invading army, and for his services 
in bringing the war to a sncoessfnl 
conclusion, received the title of Duke 
of Tetuan. Ho continned in offioo 
until Fob., 1863, when ho resigned in 
oonaeqnenco of the queen’s refusal to 
dissolve the Chambers, and was 
Buccoodod as War Minister by Gon. 
Concha. He retnmed to power at 
tho head of another ministry, June 
21, 1865, and was replaced by Nar* 
vaez in 1866. 

O’FERRALL, The Bioht Hon. 
dliciiAKi) More, eldest son of the lato 
Ambrose O’Fecrall, Esq., of Ballyna, 
CO. Kildare, bom at Dublin in 1797, 
was returned one of tho members, in 
tho Liberal interest, for the county of 
Kildare soon after the passing of the 
Act for Roman Catholic Emancipa- 
tion; sat for that constituency till 
Aug., 1847 ; was one of the members 
for the county of Longford for a few 
months in 1851-2, and was again re- 
turned by hu old constituents in 
April, 1869, and retired in July, 1865. 
He has been a Lord of the Treasury 
and Secretary to the Admiralty, ami 
Secretary to me Treasnry under Lord 
Melbonme's administration, and held 
the governorship of Malta from 1847 
till 1851. He was sworn a Privy 
Councillor on receiving the last-men- 
tioned amiointment. * 

OGILyIE, Tbb Bey. Ghableb 
Atmobe, D.I>.. bom in 1798, gradu- 
ated B.A. of Balliol Colley Oxford, 
as fibmt classman in Literis Humani* 
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GiibiiB in I 8 I 69 obtaining the English 
essay prize .in 1817. He was Frilow 
of Balliol College in 1816, Domestio 
laid Ezamining Chaplain to the late 
Ardhbishop (Howley) of Canterbury, 
and Hampton Lecturer in 1836; was 
presented ,to the Rectory and Vicar- 
age of Ross, Herefordshire, in 1839, 
am to the Regins Professorship of 
Pastoral Theology at Ozibrd, to which 
a Canoniy of Christ Chnrch has re- 
cently been attached, in 1842. Dr. 
OgilTio is the author of the Divine 
Glory manifested in the Conduct and 
Discourses of onr Lord ** (Bampton 
Lectures for 1836) ; of Considerations 
on Snbscription to the Thirty-nine 
Articles,’* published in 1845 ; and of 
several sermons preached at Oxford 
and elsewhere.

Thomas, an Irish judge, born at 
Dublin in 1810, was edneated at the 
Institution, Belfast, and was called 
to the Irish Bar in 1836. He held 
for several years the post of assistant 
barrister for the county of Longford, 
was appointed Solicitor-General for 
Ireland under Lord Palmerston’s 
second administration in 1860, and 
to the (Irish) Attorney-Generalship 
in 1861 and was sworn a member of 
the Privy Council, in Jan., 1865, when 
he was raised to the Judicial Bench. 
He was member for Tralee from 
May, 1863, till his elevation to the 
Bench, and supported the Liberal 
party. 

OLDENBURG (Grand Duke op), 
NiCHOLAS-FBEDEarcK Peter, son of 
the Grand Duke Paul Frederick Au- 
gustnis and the Princess Ida of Anhalt- 
Bemburg, bom July 8, 1827, succeeded 
his fhther Fob. 27, 1853. The popu- 
lation of .the da(^y over which ho 
reigns is about 300,000. He promul- 
gated a liberal constitution in Fob., 
1849, modified it in 1862, and during 
the between Russia, Turkey, and ;

OLIPHANT, Lawrence, son of the 
late Sir Anthony Oliphant, G.B., many 
years chief justice of Ceylon, bom 
about 1831, was intended for the law, 
but visited India whilst very young, 
and accompanied Jung Bahadoor to 
the Nepanlese court. An account of 
this visit he published, under the title 
of ** A Journey to Eatmauda.” Re- 
turning to England, ho entered the 
University of Edinburgh, was ad- 
mitted a member of the Scottish Bar, 
and was afterwards called to the 
English Bor at Lincoln’s Inn. In 
1862 ho travelled through a great 
part of Russia, as far as the Crimea, 
an account of which tour ho published 
in 1853, under the title of "The 
Russian Shores of the Black Sea.” 
He became Private Secretary to the 
late carl of Elgin, then Gov.- Gen. of 
Cani^a, and in 1855 published, under 
the title of ” Minnesota and the Far 
West,” a narrative of his wanderings 
in Canada and the United States. 

The Coming Campaign,” a work on 
tho war with Russia, appeared soon 
after ; and having acoomponied Omer 
Pasha in some of his expeditions, ho 
published, in 1856, ”Tho Transcauca- 
sian Campaign under Omer Pasha,” 
a p:?rsonal narrativo. He accompanied 
tho late Lord Elgin os private secre- 
tary and historiographer on his 
special embassy to China in 1857, 
and, in 1860, published "A Narrative 
of tho Earl of Elgin’s Mission to 
China and Japan, in 1867-9;” and 
” Patriots and Filibusters : Inoidents 
of Travel.” He has been a frequent 
oontributor to periodical literature. 
In 1861, while residing at the British 
Consulate in Japan, he was attacked 
1 ^ assassins, and has since returned 
to England. 

OLLIVANT, Dr. (See Llandaff, 
Bishop of.) 

OLLiypPiR, Olivsb-Ehile, advo- 
cate an^raeputy, bom at MarseiUes, 
July 2, 1826; became a member of 
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the Piuis Bar in 1847 ; and in 1848 
was CommiBBarj-Geneial of the 
B<^id)lio at Marseilles; was Prtfet 
at Langres; and retained to the 
Bar in 1849. Elected as 
sition** candidate for the third cir- 
conscription of the Seine in 1867, 
he took part in seyeral important 
discnssions ; amongst which ma 7 
be mentioned those relating to the 
laws respecting public safety, the 
expedition to Italy, and the regula- 
tion of the press. During the session 
of 1860 he was one of the most dis- 
tinguished members of a small group 
of opposition deputies, known by the 
name of " The Five.*' In the mean 
time he undertook the defence of M. 
Yacherot, indicted for his work en- 
titled La D4mooratie,*’ and in con- 
sequence of the style he adopted in 
pleading, was suspended for three 
months, an appeal against this judg- 
ment failing. In 1863 ho was re- 
elected for Paris, and in the first ses- 
sion he was distinguished by his re- 
port on the law relating to coalitions, 
and showed such modoratiod in his 
relations with the Government as to 
cause a coldness between himself and 
his old political friends, a feeling which 
was increased during the session of 
1865, in which year he was elected a 
member of the Council-General of Var. 
In July of the same year he received 
the appointment of Judicial Counsel 
and Commissary-General of the Vice- 
roy of Egypt in Paris, and retired 
from the Paris Bar. M. Emile Ollivier 
was chosen by the emperor as arbi- 
trator of the difficulties which arose 
relative to the Isthmus of Suez, and 
it was upon his report thof; the final 
decision was founded. , M. Emile 
Ollivier has published numerous juri- 
dical worjes, which have appeared m 
the Revue de Droit Pratique, which he 
founded in 1856, in conjunction with 
MM. Mourlon, Demangeat, and Ballot. 
He is the author, with M. Mourlon, of 
“ Commentaire snr les Saisies Immo- 
bili^s et Ordres,” published in 1859 ; 
and of Oommissaire de Jjfc Loi du 
26 Mors, 1864, but les GodHbni^” in 
1864; and of other works. 


OMEB PASHA, Michael Latiab, 
Generalissimo of the Sultan’s fmoes 
in Eiuo]^, and a Grand Vizier, of 
Croat oi^n, bom at PLaski, a village 
in the district of Ogulin, about sixty 
miles from Fiume, on the Adriatic, in 
1806; received his first instruction 
at the military school of his native 
village, and afterwards at the high 
school of Thurm, in Transylvania, and 
distinfpushed himself, it is said, by 
proficiency in mathematics.* He be- 
came a c^et in the border regiment 
of Ogulin, which he shortly left to 
become assistant surveyor of roads 
and bridges. Tiring of this drudgery, 
he deserted from the Austrian army, 
when, being in quest of a living, ho 
was induced, as a means of qualifying 
himself for the position of tutor, in 
the house of a Turkish merchant, to 
adopt the creed of Islam, and there- 
upon took the name of Omer, applying 
himself with great assiduity to study 
the language, manners, and customs 
of his new countrymen. He became 
a master in the new militaiy school at 
Constantinople, when Kosrew Pasha, 
then minister of war, perceiving his 
talent and enterprise, appointed him 
officer in the regular army of the 
Saltan, and shortly afterwards made 
him adjutant on his personal staff. 
It was in quelling the insurgents in 
Syria and Albania that he first dis- 
tinguished himself, and he was equally 
successful in Kurdistan. In 1848, 
having become a Pasha, ho kept the 
aggressive policy of the Bussians in 
check in Wallachis^ and in 1852 was 
sent tp effect the reduction of the 
hardy and warlike Montenegrins, and 
he had advanced to within a dapr’s 
march of Cettinje, when the Austrian 
special commissioner at Constantino- , 
pie mduced the Divan to recall him 
and abandon the war.

jidie. In 1857 he was appointed tc 
the Furiou^, and formed the squadron 
of gunboats, Ac., sent to China. He 
took part in the capture of the Tak 
Forts, and having rendered other im> 
portant services, proceeded to Japan. 
On his return to China in 1858, .h« 
navigated the YcmgUze as far as 
Hankow, six hundred miles from the 
sea, and assisted in opening the frei 
navigation of that river. His health 
suffered severely from the arduous 
nature of the duties he had performed, 
and in 1860 he returned home on 
half-pay. In the spring of 1861 he 
was appointed to the command of 
H.M.S. Donegal,, 101 guns, embarked 
a portion of the expeditionary force 
sent to Mexico, and discharged this 
duty to the general satisfaction 
of his saperiors. The emperor of 
China, in June, 1862, made an offer 
to Capt. Osborn, through his agent 
Mr. Lay, of the absolute command 
of a large squadron of vessels, to bo 
equipped in Kngland for the suppres- 
sion of piracy on the coast of China. 
Capt. Osborn was promised, as a 
guarantee that such a force should 
not be used against European powers, 
or in a way hostile to our naval sense 
of humanity or justice, that he should 
not be placed under any local aatho< 
fities, but receive his orders direct 
from the emperor. With this under- 
standing, Capt. Osborn wc.s granted 
leave by the Admiralty, at the request 
of the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Aflfhirs. ' A squadron of six vessels 
was ccmstructed, equipped, and car- 
ried to the neighbourhood of Pekin, 
in 1868. Capt. Osborn found that 
the emperor repudiated his pro- 
mises and his agent’s engagements, 
and wiriied to place a mandarin even 
on board his own ship -aso^perior. 
Thla, together with the facMiat the : 
representatives of the European 


powers were averse to the ihstitdtion 
of a. Ibhse on such terms, induced 
him to withdraw from a potion so 
likely to compromise his own honour, 
as well as British interests in China. 
Oh returning to England, Capt. Os- 
bom again placed his services at the 
disposal of the Lords' Commissioners 
of the Admiraliy, and^ was in 1864 
appointed to the command of H.M.S. 
Boyal Sovereign, a vessel adapted to 
test the new system of turrets in- 
vented by Capt. Cowpor P. Coles. 
Having reported on the perfect suc- 
cess with which 12.-ton guns were for 
the first time used at sea in her Ma- 
je 8 t 3 r ’8 navy, aitd otherwise shown the 
oxcelloDce of the turret system, the 
Boyal Sovereign was paid off, and 
placed in ordinary as tender to the 
Excellent, Capt. Osborn having served 
the necessaiy sea time for his flag 
rank, resigpi^ the command of the 
Royal Sovereign in Oct., 1864, in order 
that Capt. Astley Key might carry on 
his experiments without being incon- 
venienced by the presence of a brother 
officer who hod already reported upon 
the Royal Sovereign, Capt. Osborn 
has written numerous interesting 
works ; amongst which may bo men- 
tioned " Stray Leaves from an Arctic 
Journal, or Eighteen Months in -the 
Polar Begions in Search of Sir John 
Franklin, in 1850-1,*’ published' in 
1852 ; ** Quedah, or my Journal in 
Malayan Waters,” in 1857; ** A Cruise 
in Japanese Waters,” in 1859 ; ” The .

OSBOBNE, Baifh Bbrnajd; M^P., 
son of the late Balph BeraUl, Esq.,

OSBORNE, The Rev. Lord Syd- 
ney Godolphin, third son of the first 
Lord Godolphin, bom in 1808, gra- 
duated B.A. at Brasenose College, 
Oxford, in 1830, and having boon for 
some years Reotor of Stoko Fogis, 
near Eton, was appointed Reotor of 
Durweston, Dorsetshire, by Lord 
Fortmon, in 1841. On the accossion 
of his brother, Lord Godolphin, to the 
dukedom of Leeds, ho obtained the 
rank of a duke’s son. Lord S. G. 
Osborne hM long be0n known for his 
letters on social and philanthropic sub- 
jects, published under tho signature 
of " B. G. 0.,” in the Times, and his 
energy in exposing abuses has made 
those initials the terror of wrong- 
. doers.. His lordship has written 
** Gleanings in the West of Ireland” 
(which country he visited for bene- 
volent purposes during the famine of 
1847, and also in tho year in which 
the ohplera prevailed), published in 
1850; *‘Lady Eva: Her Last Days,” 
a Tale,” in 1851; ” Scutari and its 
Hospitfds,” with Dlustrations (he 
vibited the hospitals at Scutari daring

O’SHAUGHNKSSY, Sir Willusi 
Brooke, M.D., F.R.S., soi^ of Daniel 
O’Shaughnessy, Esq., of Limerick, 
whore he was bom in 1809, was edu- 
cated at the University of Edinburgh, 
and graduated M.D. in the usual 
course. He entered the Bengal army 
as a surgeon, and devoted himself for 
many years to scientifio inquiries, and 
more especially to the task of apply- 
ing medical science to engineering 
purposes. Whilst in India, ho 
published numerous ** Memoirs” on 
scientifio and engineering sabjoots, 
and among others, one on the Electric 
Telegraph, in 1840. These publica- 
tions attracted the attention of the 
late marquis of Dolhonsie, who in 
1852 appointed him Superintendent 
of Telegraphs in India, and at whoso 
recommendation ho received the 
honour of knighthood in 1856. 

OSSORY, FERNS, AND LEIGH- 
LIN (Bishop op). The Right Rev. 
James Thomas O'Brien, D.D., bom 
in Ireland in 1794, was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, whore ho 
gained the gold modal in 1815 and be- 
came a Fellow and Lecturer on Divi- 
nity. Having been in 1842 appointed 
Dean of Cork, ho was raised to the 
bishopric in tho same year. He mar- 
ried, in 1886, a daughter of the late 
Right Hon. Edward Fennefather, Chief 
Justice of the Queen's Bench in Ire- 
land. The bishop has publised several 
volumes of sermons. The diocese 
includes the conntiea of Carlow, 
Kilkenny, Queen’s County, Wexford, 
with parts of Widdow and thing’s 
County, and the income is £3,850 
per annum. 

OUSELEY, Sir Frederick Ar- 
thur Gore, Bart., son of the late 
Right Hon. Sir Gore Onselqy, Bart., 
Bometim^ ambassador at the court 
of Fersi^ bom in London, Ahg. 12, 
1825, was eduoated at Christ Ohureb,. 
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Yolntion of Jaly, 185^ appointed 
Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in Spain. He only remained 
in office a year, and has been made 
Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. 

GABANEL, Alexanoae, artist, was 
bom at Montpellier, Sep. 28, 1823; 
stiidied in the atelier of M. Picot, and 
attracted attention by his exhibition 
in the “ salon’* of 18f4 of a painting, 
the subject of which was the “ Agony 
of Ghrist in tho Garden of Olires,** 
and obtained tho second great prize 
for painting in 1845. llaviug re- 
turned from Borne, he exhibited, 
amongst other works (1850-53), a 

Saint John,” and “ The Death of 
Moses,” and was intrusted with tho 
execution of twelve medallions fur 
the decoration of the Hdtel do Yille of 
Paris, representing tho twelvemonths 
of tho year. M. Gabancl’s reputation 
as a painter is high. Ho obtained a 
second-class medal at tho exhibition 
of paintings in 1832, a first-class 
medal in 1855, and the medal of 
honour at the ” salon ” of 18G5. He 
was elected member of tho Aca- 
demic des Beaux Arts, in place of 
Horacb Vemet, Sep. 26, 1863; Pro- 
fessor in tho Ecolo des Bc;aux Arts 
at the end of that year, and was pro- 
moted to tho rank of Officor of the 
Legion of Honour, Aug. 29. 1864. 

GABBEBA, Bamon, Count of 
MoroUa, Duke de la Victoria, one of 
tho most distinguished of the Corlist 
generals, was bom at Tortosa, in 
Gatalonia, Ang. 31, 1810. 11 > father 
died when ho was quite young, and 
being left to his own devices, on the 
death of Ferdinand VII. and the 
breaking out of the civil war in Spain, 
he joined a small body of guerillasj 
under the command of Gamicer, who 
had espoused tho cause of Don Garlos. 
His commander quickly appreciated 
his abilities, and promoted him to tho 
rank of captain. During tho war he 
was notorious for his bloodthirsty and 
vindictive disposition ; and, rotued to 
ivory hy the execution of his mother 
by Gen. Mina, he wreaked his ven- 
geance npcii til the Ghristinos who ; 


fell into his hands. In 1838 he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
General, and created Gount of Morelia 
by Don Garlos, to commemorate the 
capture of the fortress of that namo, 
and in acknowledgment of his ser- 
vices in tho expedition to Madrid. 
Gompelled in 18^ to tako refuge in 
Frauoo, ho was arrested and im- 
prisoned at Ham, and having regained 
his liberty, he, in 1841, took up his 
residence at Lyons. Ho strongly op- 
posed tho abandoning by Don Garlos 
of his pretensions in favour of his sou, 
the count of Montemolin, in 1845; 
and in tho latter part of 1846 re- 
paired to London, in tho hope of doing 
something for the Garlist cause. Ho 
then attempted to effect a rising in 
Catalonia, Valencia, and Aragon, but 
without success. After the French 
revolution of Fob., 1848, thinking it 
a favourable time to advanco tho in- 
terests of tho count of Montemolin, 
ho landed in Spain in June, raised tho 
Garlist standard, and, with but few 
followors, fought a battle at Pasteral, 
Jan. 27, 1849, where, liaving boon 
badly grounded, ho was again obliged 
to take i*cfuge in France ; whence ho 
proceeded to London, and married a 
wealthy Englishwoman, Miss Mari- 
anno Gatheriue Bichards, with whom 
he visited Naples for the pniqjose of 
aiding tho Garlist cause. After tho 
revolution of July, 1854, tho Carlists 
rose in several directions against the 
government of Gens. Espartero and 
O’Donnell; but Gabroratook no part in 
tho desperate struggle, and has since 
lived in retirement. 

GADELL, FfiANCiB, the explorer of 
the river Murray, son of H. F. Cadell, 
Esq., of Goekenzie, near Preston Pans, 
Haddingtonshire, was bom in 1822, 
and educated at Edinburgh and in 
Germany. While very young he 
showed a taste for adventure, and en- 
tered as a midshipman on board an 
East Indiaman. The vessel having 
beenchartored by Government, tlieladl, 
08 a volunteer, took part in the first 
Chinese war, was present at the siege 
of Canton, the capture of Amoy, 
Ningpo, Ac.| and received an officers 
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Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1846, M.A. in 1848, Mne. Bao. in 
1850, and Mus. Doo. in 1854. Having 
taken orders, he served a London 
cnracj from 1849 till 1861, was ap- 
pointed Precentor of Hereford Cathe- 
dral in 1855, and Incumbent of St. 
Midiael’s, Tenbniy, in 1856. He has 
since t^en an active part in the 
establishment of St. Michael’s Col- 
lege, Tenburj, over which he pre< 
sides as Waidcn, for the education 
of boys in classics and choral singing. 
He was appointed Professor of Music 
by the University of Oxford in 1856, 
oil the death of Sir Henry B. Bishop. 
Sir P. Ouseley is the author of several 
excellent anthems, of which the best 
known is **How goodly are thy tents, 
O Israel;” and he has published sundry 
collections of ancient and modem 
cathedral music. 

OVEBBEGK, Frtederich, founder 
of the modem German religions school 
of painting, bom at Liibeck, July 3, 
1789, commenced his ortistio educa- 
tion at Vienna in 1806, and as a stu- 
dent gave evidence of the peculiar 
bent of his genius. In 1810 he went 
to Borne, with Schadow, Veit, and 
Cornelius, embraced the Boman Ca- 
tholic faith, and made that city his 
residence. A Madonna, exhibited in 
1811, attracted much attention, but 
the first considerable work executed 
by the artists of the new school 
wore the frescoes from the^' Histoxy of 
Joseph,” at the villa of the Prassian 
consul-general Bartholdy. Of these, 
Overbeok painted the Selling of 
Joseph,” and the ** Seven Leon Years,” 
in 1816, and the school won a still 
higher reputation by the frescoes at 
the villa of the Marohese Massini, in 
1817, of which Overbeck furnished 
five large compositions from Tasso’s 
*<Jerasalem Delivered.” His best 
freiiMSo is the ” Miracle of Boses of 
St. Pranois,” in the church at Assise. 
His oii-paintings ore not numerous: 
the best known out of Itafy.are **The 
Entrance of Christ into Jemsalein,” 
and "The Descent firom .the Cross,” 
at Liiheok; the fbrmer ^Bioture was. 
finished and exhibited at Borne in 


1824. In addition to these he 
painted "Christ on the Mount of 
Olives,” at Hamburg ; the " Nuptials 
of the Blessed Virgin;” several "Holy 
PamiHes;” the "Death of St. Joseph 
and the great painting in the Stodel 
Institute at Prankfbit, repreaenthig 
the Influence of Belig^on upon 
Art.” His drawings, " Christ Bless- 
ing Little Children,” " John, the 
Preacher in the Wilderness,” "Tho 
Baising of the Young Man at Nain,” 
and the " Gathering of the Manna,” 
afford proof of his artistic powei-s. 
The school to which Overbeck be- 
longs is oharacterizod by muoh of tho 
simplicity of tho early painters. His 
fundamental belief is that art does 
not exist for its own sake, but only 
to Bubservo tho causo of roligiou. 
Many of his productions have been 
engpmved. He was made Poreign As- 
sociate of the French Institute and 
published at Paris, in 1842-3, a splen- 
did edition of the " Passion de N. S. 
Jesus-Christ.” 

OVEBSTONE (Baron), SAinnEL 
Jones Loyd, tho only son of the 
late Lewis Loyd, Esq., of Overstone 
Park, Northamptonshire, bom Sep. 
25, 1796, was educated at Eton 
and Trinity College, Cambridge. Ho 
served as High Sheriff of Worwick- 
shire in 1838, sat as member for HyAo 
in the Liberal interest firom 1819 
till 1826, and contested Manchester 
unsuccessfully in Dec., 1832. His lord- 
ship is a great patron of art, and is best 
known as on authority on monetaxy 
and financial matters, and as such 
has taken an active part in the dis- 
cussion on the decimal coinage ques- 
tion. Ho is the author of several 
important pubHoations on fiscal ques- 
tions, was long the head of the late 
banking firm of Messrs. Jones Loyd & 
Co., of Lothbniy, London, and was 
raised to the peerage, March 5, 1850. 

OWEN, The Bev. John, bom about 
1767, and ordainod in 1811, has traiis- 
loted for ^e Calvin Sodefy " Calvin’s 
Cemmentulea on the Minor ProfdMti^” 
publi8hedml846-49; "OnBoinima;” 
in 1840; " On Jeremiah,” in 185046 ; 
"On Hebrews ” in 1853 ; and "On the

Caiholio Epistles/’ in 1856. In addi 
tion to these translations he has com- 
piled an English version of Lnther 
cm the Qaiatians/’ pnbli^ed in 1845 ; 
''Letters on the Writings of the 
Fathers of the First Two Centuries ; 
several Loctnrcs on Foperji and 
varions minor works. Ho was nomi- 
nated Vicar of Thmssington, Leices- 
tershire, in 1845. 

OWEN, BiciiAttD, F.B.S., the cele- 
brated comparative anatomist, a 
native of Lancaster, bom in 1804; 
matriculated at the University of 
Edinburgh in 1824 ; became a member 
of the lioyal GoUogo of Surgeons of 
London in 1826, and was appointed 
Huntci iun Professor and Conservator 
of the Museum of the College in 
1835, having for some years previous 
been engaged in preparing the " De- 
scriptive and Illustrated Catalogue of 
the Specimens of Physiology and 
Comparative Anatomy;’* tho "Cata- 
logue of the Natui'al History," that of 
the " Osteology," and that of " The 
Fossil Organic Kemains," preserved 
in the Museum. He was on active 
member of the Commission of Inquiry 
into the Health of Towns, as well as 
of the Metropolis, which resulted in 
the appointment of a Sanitary Com- 
mission, and of tho Commission of 
Inquiry into Bmithfield Market ; and 
it is to his persevering endeavours in 
making known tho evils of tho latter, 
that the public are mainly indebted 
for the abolition of that nuisance. 
He took part in the organization of 
the Great Exhibition of 1851, served 
as President of one of the juries, 
at the request of Government went 
to Paris, and was President of the 
jury of the same class of obj^ts in 
the " Universal Exhibition" o^ 1855, 
and received the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour. In the same year he 
brought out. In IVis, his " Principles 
of Comjparative Osteology/’ published 
i&Freiieh. Disoemingin a fragment 
of fossil bone from New Zealand, sub- 
mitti^ to hfrn in 1838, evidence of a 
301099. gigafrtio than the ostrioh, : 
'tictsuitlft (mSa ^blished an account ! 
of it.; thfosmittiM copies to New Zea- 


land, and obtained evidence in con- 
firm^ion and extension of his idea, 
which occupies many successive Parts 
of the TramacHons of the Zoologiedl 
Society. In that for 1855, he pro- 
pounds his theory of the extinction of 
species on the principle of tho " con- 
test of existence " through the opera- 
tion of extraneous influences. Tho 
genera of birds thus lost by " natural 
rejection" are Dinomis, Aptomis, No- 
tomis, Chemiomis, Ac. Concluding in 
the work " On the Nature of Limbs/’ 
his researches on tho unity of plan 
of animal organization, the author 
is led to regaid species as duo to se- 
condary cause or law, continuouBly 
operating and producing them suc- 
cessively, but in a way unknown 
to him. Ho has written, amongst 
other works, " Memoir on tho Poorly 
Nautilus," published in 1832 ; " Odon- 
tography," in 1840; "Memoir on a 
Gigantio Extinct Sloth," in 1S42; 
" Lectures on tho Comparative Ana- 
tomy of tho Invertebrate Animals," in 
1843 ; " Lectures on the Comparative 
Anatomy of the Vertebrate Animals," 
and " History of British Fossils, Mam- 
mals, and Birds," in 1846 ; " On the 
Archetype and Homologies of tho 
Vertebrate Skeleton," in 1848 ; " On 
the Nature of Limbs," and " On Par- 
thenogenesis, or the Successive Pro- 
duction of Procreative Individuals 
from a Single Ovum,” in 1849 ; " His- 
tory of British Fossil Beptiles," in 
1849-51 ; " On Paleontology," and"On 
the Megatherium," in 1860; "On tho 
Aye-aye” (Chiromys), in 1M3 ; " On 
the Gorilla,” in 1865 ; “ On the Dodo," 
and " On the Anatomy of Vertebrates/’ 
in 1866 ; and the articles on Zoology, 
Comparative Anatomy andPhysiology 
in " Braude’s Dictionaiy of Science," 
Ac., in which the article " Species” 
contains the Professoi^s latest views 
of their nature and origin. Profrtssor 
Owen, who has communioated nume- 
rous papers to the Transactions of tho 
Boyid, Linnsan, Geologioid, Zoologi- 
cal, Cambridge PhiloaophioiU, Medibo- 
Chiruigical, and Microscopical So- 
cieties, and has contributed sonle 
elaborate Beports, publidied in the 
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Thmsaptions of the Britidi Aasooia- 
tioDf was one of the founders, and first 
President of the Microscopical Society, 
is a Fellow or Associate of most of 
the learned societies or scientific aca- 
demies at home and abroad, is a 
Chevalier of the Oi'der of Merit of 
Prussia, and one of the eight Foreign 
Assodates of the French Institute. 
He was Lecturer on Palaeontology in 
the Government School of Minos, 
Jermyn Street, and Fullerian Pro 
feasor of Physiology in the Boyal In- 
stitution of Groat Britain, but was 
compelled, on account of failing 
strength, to resign these offices. Ho 
has been honoured, by command 
of her Majesty, to deliver courses 
of lectures to tho Boyal Family, at 
BuckinghuTn Palace and Windsor 
Castle, and a residence in Richmond 
Park has been assigned to him. Pro- 
fessor Owen is Superintendent of the 
Natural History Departments (Zoo- 
logy, Geology, Mineralogy) in tho 
British Museum, and has advocated 
tho provision of adequate galleries for 
their exposition, in his ** Discourse on 
the Extent and Aims of a National 
Museum of Natural History.” 

O X £ N F O K D, John, dramatic 
author, born in Camberwell, Surrey, in 
1812, and educated for tho law, was at 
one time articled to a London solicitor, 
but preferring literature to law, ho 
I'osolvod to become a dramatic author. 
Ho has written several successful 
pieces for the theatres, and is the 
author of a great many songs, both 
oidgind and translated. He translated 
from the German ” Edkerman’s Con- 
versations with Goethe,” published in 
1850 5 “ The Autobiography of Goethe,” 
Jacob’s ” Hellas: Home, History, Ac., 
of the Ancient Greeks,” in 1865 ; and 
Kims Fischer's Bacon.” He is un- 
derstood to be responsible fbr the 
theatrical department of the Times, 

OXFORD (Bishop op), The Right 
Rev. SA.MUEL WiLBESFORCB, third son 
of the celebrated philanthropist Wil- 
liam Wilberforce, bom Sep. 7, 1805, 
.f»ducaited by a private tutor, and at 
Oriel Qoll^, Oxford, where he took 
his B.iL degree, as a second class in 


olassioB and first class in mathoma- 
tioB,in 1826 ; proceeded M.A. in 1829, 
D.D. in 1846, and was admitted ad 
ewidem gradum^ Cambridge, in 1847. 
He was ordained Cnrate of Checken- 
don, Oxfordshire, and hold tho Rectory 
of Brightstono, the Archdeaconry of 
Surr^, the Rectory of Alverstoke, a 
Canonry of Winchester, Chaplaincy 
to the late Prince Albert, and the 
Deaneiy of Westminster. Ho was 
consecrated Bishop of Oxford in 1845, 
and, as such, is Chancellor of the 
Cider of the Gartor, and by special 
appointment. Lord High Almoner, 
lie has written “ Agathos;” ” Encha- 
ristica ; ” " History of the American 
Church ; ” ” The Rocky Island and 
other Parables ; ” ” Sermons at Ox- 
ford, 1837-9,” published in 1848; 
" Sermons before the Queen ; ” ” Scr- 
mens on Miscollnneous Subjects;” 
” Addresses on tho Ordination Ser- 
vice ; ” "A Cho^,” Nov., 1863 ; 
” Times of Secession, Times of Rc- 
vivol,” in 1863 ; ” The Flower of 
Pi-aiae: a Sermon,’^ in 1864; ” Voice 
of the Lord : a Sermon,” in 1865 ; 
and ” Lifo of William Wilberforce.” 
As a spiritual peer, tho Bishop of Ox- 
ford takes a prominent part in tho 
debates in the House of Lords, and in 
tho Upper House of Convocation, is 
well known as a most eloquent speaker 
at pnblio meetings of a religious 
character, and is Chaplain to the 
Royal Academy.,

PAGE, Thomxs, civil engineer, born 
.bout 1810, and brought up as a sur-

PAGET, The Bight Hon. Lord 
Clarence Edward, C.B., son of the 
late marquis of Angles^, E.G., by 
his second marriage, bom June 17, 
1811, entered the navy at an early 
age, and saw some active service in 
the Baltic daring the Crimean war. 
He was for some time Secretary to 
his &ther when Master-General of 
the Ordnance, was appointed Secre- 
tary of the Admiralty in Lord Palmer- 
ston’s second administration in 1859, 
and retired in May, 1866, in order to 
take the command of the Mediter- 
ranean sqnadron. He attained flag- 
rank in 1858, and was made Yice- 
Admiral April 24, 1865. He was re- 
tnmed one of the members in the 
Liberal interest for Sandwich in Ang., 
1847, did not present himself for re- 
election in Jnly, 1852, was re-elected 
for that borongh in Maatoh, 1857, and 
resigned his seat on taking the com- 
K mand of the Mediterranean squadron 
in Hpy, 1866. 

PAGET,The Bey. Francis Edward, 
son of the late Gen. the Hon. Sir 
Edward Paget, G.G.B., bom in 1806, 
was educated at Westminster and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B.A. in 1832, and has been 
Bector of Elford, Staffordshire, since 
1885. His High Church novels se- 
cured him considerable reputation, 
the best known being <*St. An- 
tholin’s ; or. Old Churches and New,” 
which has passed through several 
editions, and Tales of the Yillage,” 
published in 1842 ; " The Warden of 
Berldngholt ; or, Bich and Poor,” in 
1848| '^Lnke Sharp, a Tale of Modem 
Education,” and “Milford Malvoisin ; 
or. Pews and Pew-holders,” in 1847. 
In addition to these worl^, he has 
written “ Lectures on the Seven Sen- 
tences,” published in 1889 ; “ Tracts 
upon Tombstones,” in 1848; “Prayers 
OAbehalf of the Ohurch and Her 
Chiidreni” In 1845 ; several volumes

PAGET, ^Ajce 0, F.B.S., suigemii 


son of a merchant, was bom at Great 
Yarmouth in 1814, became a member 
of the Boyal College of Surgeons in 
1836, and an honoraty Fellow in 
1843. He is Surgeon Extraordinary 
to the Queen, Surgeon to St. Bar- 
tholomews Hospital, and a Fellow 
of the Boyal Medico-Chimrgical So- 
ciety. Mr. Paget, who is a member of 
the senate of the University of Lon- 
don, .compiled “ Pathological Cata- 
logue of the Museum of the College 
of Surgeons ; ” “Beport of the Besults 
of the Use of the Microscope,” pub- 
lished in 1842 ; “Becords of Harvey,” 
and “Motives to Industiy in the Study 
of Medicine,” in 1846 ; and ” Lectures 
on Surgical Pathology,” in 1853 ; and 
has been an extensive contributor to 
the “ Transactions ” of the Boyal and 
other learned societies. 

PAGET, John, oldest son of John 
Paget, Esq., of Thorpe Satohville, 
Leicestershire, bom in 1808, resolving 
at an early age to gratify his inclina- 
tion for foreign travel, settled in 
Transylvania, whore he married the 
Baroness Bonffy. Baring the Hun- 
garian revolution of 1848-9 he sup- 
ported M. Beak and the constitutional 
party, and saw some active service as 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Szecz. Whilst 
residing at Bresden, in the summer 
of 1850, he became an object of sus- 
picion to the Austrian Government, 
and an agent of the secret police, who 
had been sent over, was allowed by 
the Saxon Government to seize' all his 
papers, which were detained for a 
month, and only restored to him at 
the urgent remonstrance of the Eng. 
lish minister in Bresden. Among 
th|pe papers was a history, in manu- 
script, of the Bevolutionary War of 
Hungary. Mr. Paget has returned to 
the land of his adoption, where he 
owns a considerable property, and is 
actively engaged in iniroduoing an 
improved system of agriculture. He 
is the autliOT of “ Travels in Hungary 
and Transylvania,” published in 1839. 

PAKENHAM, The Bight Hon. 
Sir Bichard, E.O.B., son of the 
late Admiral Sir Thomas Pakenham, 
G.G.B., and related to the earl of 
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Longford, bom in 1797, was attached 
to the ftTTibaaay at the Hague, Oot. 
16, 1817, was Secretary of Legation 
in Switzerland, Jan. 26, 1824, was 
appointod to the same post in Mexico, 
Deo. 29, 1826, becoming Minister 
Plenipotentiary there March 12, 1835, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United States, 
Deo. 14, 18^, from which post he re- 
tired May 29, 1847. He was appointed 
Envoy Eztraordinaxy and Minister 
Plenipofontiaiy at Lisbon April 28, 
1851, retired on a pension June 28, 
1855, and went, Ang. 17, 1855, to 
Lisbon, on a special mission to oon- 
gratnlate the king on attaining his 
majority. Sir Richard was sworn a 
privy oonncillor Deo. 13, 1843, and 
made a K.G.B. April 27, 1848. 

PAKINGTON, Thb Bionx Hon. 
Sib John Somebsbt, Babt., G.G.B., 
M.P., son of the late Wi Bussell, Esq., 
of Powiok Gourt, Worcestershire, bom 
at his father’s seat, Feb. 20, 1799, was 
educated at Eton and at Oriel Gol- 
lege, Oxford, and in 1831 assumed the 
name of Pakington, as heir of his 
maternal uncle, the Baronet of West- 
wood. He was nominated in 1834 
Chairman of the Worcestershire Quar- 
ter Sessions, and in 1837 was returned 
to the House of Commons member 
in the Conservative interest for Droit- 
witoh, which he has since represented. 
Sir John opposed the fme-trade mea- 
sures of the late Sir B. Peel, who created 
him a baronet in July, 18^, and when, 
in 1848, daring Ijord Bussell’s first 
administration, the state of the West 
India colonies rendered the sugar 
duties the question of the day, he was 
one of the committee of which Lo^ 
G. Bentinck was the dhairman, and A 
the advocate of a differential duly, 
took a prominent part in the disous- 
sionB that ensued. Sir John Poking- ; 
ton was appoint^ Colonial Secreta^ 
in Lord Derby’s first administration ! 
in 1852, and was sworn a Privy 
Gounoillor, and was First Loxd of the ; 
Admiralty in Lord Derby’s second 
■administration in 1858-9. He.dis* 
charged the duties of this office so 
efficiently, th«^t on the retirement 


Lord Derby in June, 1859, the Qnoen 
conferred upon him the Grand Cross 
of the Bath, civil division. Sir John, 
appointed to lus former post at the 
Admiralty in Lord Derby’s third ad- 
ministration in fune, 1866, on the 
resignation of Gen. Peel, succeeded 
him as Secretary of State for War, 
March 8, 1867. 

PALACKY, Fbancis, historian, 
bom June 14^ 1798, at Hodslawitz, in 
Moravia, received an excellent educa- 
tion, and afbor studying at Presbuig 
and Vienna, went, in 1823, to Prague, 
where he was appointed editor of the 
** Journal of the Bohemian Museum.” 
In 1831 he received from the States 
of Bohemia the appointment of his- 
toriographer to the kingdom. His 
chief work is the History of Bohe- 
mia,” written in the German language, 
and published at the pxpense of the 
States, of which the first volume ap- 
peared in 1836. Palocky, who is a 
Protestant, and a Liberal in politics, 
has written numerous works on sub- 
jects relating to Bohemian histoiy, 
literature, and biography. He re- 
ceived a decoration from Alexander 
II. of Bussia in Deo., 1862, 

P A L E Y, Fbedbbick Apthobf, 
eldest son of the late Bev. Edmund 
Paley, and grandson of the anther of 
** The Evidences of Christianity,” 
&c., bom at Easingwold, near York, 
in 1816, was educated at Shrewsbury 
and St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated BA. in 1836, and 
continued to reside till 1846, when he 
left the university, owing to a change 
his religious convictions. He 
edited at intervals the plays of 
.^BcbyluB, with Latin notes and emen- 
dations, of which several were re- 
printed, and were afterwards revised 
and published in one volume, with 
English notes, for the ** Bibliotheca 
Grmca.” He edited for the some 
series Euripides, Hesiod, Ovid’s Fasti, 
Propertius, Theocritus, end an Eng- 
lish translation of SchCmann’s work on 
the ^sembUes of the Athenians. Mb. 
Paley was one iff Ihe original aiA:iiloiit 
energetic members of &e Cambrtdgi^ 
Itkmdea Soedeiy, and as seoietaiy for 
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Beveral yean, took an aotiye part in 
the general moyement then oom- 
menoing for the restoration of parish 
chnroheB, and the improvement of 
church architeotnre. In fhrtheranoe 
of these views, he wrote, in addition 
to many contributions to the Eecles'io^ 
logiH and other serials, “Illustrations 
of Baptismal Fonts,*’ “The Church 
Bestorers, a Tale,** “ Ecolosiologists*

Gothic Mouldings,** in 1847 ; and 
“ Notes on Twenty Parish Churches 
round Peterborough/* in 1860. 

PALGBAVE, Fkakcis Tubneb, 
oldest son of the late Sir Francis 
Palgrave, bom Sep. 28, 1824, was 
educated at the Charterhouse aud at 
Balliol College, Oxford, of which he 
was scholar, and where he took his 
degree of M.X., and was elected to a 
Fellowship at Exeter College. He 
was for five years Vice<Priacipal of 
the Training College far Sohoolmasters 
Hit Kncller Hall, was aftemai’ds ap- 
pointed to a post in the educational 
department of the Privy Council, and 
for some years was private secretary 
to Earl Granville. IIo has written 
“Idylls and Songs/* published in 
1854 ; edited “ The Golden Treasury 
of English Songs/* in 1861 ; the *‘Art 
Catalogue of the Great Exhibition of 
1862/* and “Essays on Art,’* in 1866; 
and a life of Sir Walter Scott, pro- 
iixod to the Globe edition of his 
poems, in 1867. Mr. Palgrave has 
contributed to periodical literature on 
Bulgects connected with art. 

PALGRAVE, William GirroBD, 
sou of the late Sir Francis Palgrave, 
bom in Westminster, Jan. 2A 1826, 
was educated at the Chaiterhouso 
and Trinity College, Oxford, aud 
seived. M an officer in the Indian 
Army from March, 1847, till Aug., 
1853. He has been a great traveller, 
and his ** Narrative of a Journey 
throufd^ Central and Eastern Arabia, 
1862-3, V appeared ia 1^^ Ne was 
appois^ Consul at bebixond. May 
28, ld6.7* ■ 

; PAI^; WILLUX, son of 


the late Bichard Palin, Esq., of Barnes, 
Surrey, bom in 1802, graduated B.A. 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1883, 
proceed^ M.A. in 1851, and was ad- 
mitted ad euTidem at Oxford in 1862. 
He was appointed Hector of Stifford, 
Essex, in 1^4, edited the Chwrehman’s 
Magazine from 1854 till 1858, and has 
contributed to various periodicals con- 
nected with the Church. He has writ- 
ten “Village Lectures on the Liturgy/* 
published in 1837 ; “ Bellingham, or a 
Christian in Search of the Ghurch,’* 
in 1839 ; “ History of the Church of 
England, 1688-1717,” in 1851; “A 
Sermon on tho Weekly Offertory/* 
“ Suggestions for tho Foundation of a 
College in each of the Provinces of 
Canterbury aud York for Superan- 
nuated and Disabled Clergy/* “ The 
Christian Month,” “ Squire Allworthy 
and Farmer -Blunt,” a Dialogue, and 
Hymns in Lyra Messianica. 

PALLISEK, John, eldest son of the 
late Col. Wray Palliser, of Comragh, 
Waterford, born in 1817, has taken an 
active interest in the pragress of geo- 
graphical sdonco and exploration. 
He explored a large portion of tho 
“ Far West ** region of America to 
tho shores of tho Pacific, and imder 
a commission from the Government, 
in 1857-60, topographically deter- 
mined the British North American 
international boundary-line from Lake 
. Superior in Canada, across the main 
I chain of the Rocky Mountains, and 
thence to the seacoast or Cascade 
. Range. Parliamentazy papers re- 
I porting the progress of the explora- 
j tious wore published in 1859, and the 
detailed journal of tlie British North 
American Exploring Expedition, con- 
t&ining reports upon the geography, 
agricultnTal resources, and commercial 
capabilities of Western America, were 
presented by him to Her Majesty’s 
Government, and appeared in 1861. 
Mr. Palliser in early life passed much 
time and acquired some experience 
among the Indians of the northern 
woods and western prairieB, and some 
of the results of his American ei^>e^>’ 
riences are recorded in “ The Sdlitaiy 
Hunter, or Sporting Adventures in 
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the PreirieB,*’ published in 1853. The 
authorities at the Colonial Office were 
ioducedi on account of Mr. Palliser^s 
previous experience of Indian life and 
character, to place the expedition of 
1866-7, which ho had formed for the 
purpose required, under his command. 
Mr. Palliser is a magistrate, and has 
served as High Sheriff for the county 
of Waterford. 

PALMER, SiEBouNnEi.L,Q.G.,M.P., 
second son of the late Bev. William 
Jocelyn Palmer, many years rector of 
Mixbuzy, Oxon, whero ho was bom 
in 1812, educated at Bugby and 
Winchester schools, was elected in 
1830 to an open scholarship at Trinity 
College, Oxford, and graduated as a 
first class in classics, in Easter term, 
1834, having previously gained the 
Chancellor's prize for Latin verse, 
and for the Latin essay in 1831, the 
Kewdigate prize for English verse in 
1832, and the Ireland scholarship in 
the same year. He was elected to a 
fellowship at Magdalen College, and 
obtained the Eldon Law scholarship 
in 1834 ; was called to the Bar 
fit Lincoln’s Inn in 1837, practised 
with great success as a Chancery 
barrister, and was made Q.C. in April, 
1849. He was returned, as a Liberal 
Conservative, one of the members for 
Plymouth, in Aug., 1847, was not re- 
elected at the general election in July, 

1852, but regained the seat in June, 

1853, and held it till March, 1857, 
when ho did not offer himself as a 
candidate. Having been appointed 
Solicitor- General in Lord Palmerston’s 
second administration, and haying re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood, he 
was returned for Bichmond in July^ 
1861, and at the general election in 
July, 1865. He was made Attomey- 
Geroral m 1864, and retired with Lo^ 
Bussoll’s second administration in 
Jane, 1866. He edited the ** Book of 
Praise, from the best English Hymn- 
Writers,” published in 1862. 

PALMEB,The Bev. WiLLiAic, M.A., 
born about 1803, was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated B.A., was afterwards in- 
coiporated at Woroester College, Ox- 1 


ford, and, while resident at Oxford, 
wrote extensively on theological sub- 
jects, and has published **Origine8 
Litnrgioao : Antiquities of English 
Bitual ; A Treatise on the Choroh 

of Christ ; ” “A Compendious Eoclo- 
siaatical History;’* a learned work 
on the Apostolical Jurisdiction and 
Succession of the Episcopacy in the 
British Churches,” intended as an 
answer to the late Dr. Wiseman’s assor* 
tions in the Duhlm Review ; a series of 
” Letters to Dr. Wiseman, on Errors 
of Bomanism ; ” and a reply to Dr. 
Newman’s work on Development ; ” 
numerous tracts, pamphlets, &o. Mr. 
Palmer was appointed, in 1846, Vicar 
of Whitchurch Canonicorum, Dorset, 
and became Bnral Doan and Pre- 
bendary of Salisbury. 

PALMER, William, M.A., brother 
of Sir Boundell Palmer, bom at Mix- 
bury, Oxon, July 12, 1811, was edu- 
cated at Biigby and Magdalen College, 
Oxford, where ho graduated B.A. in 
1830, obtaining first-olass honours in 
classics, and became Fellow and Tutor 
of his college and Publio Examiner. 
Ho obtained the Chancellor’s prizes 
for Latin verso and Latin prose. 
Having taken orders, he travelled ex- 
tensively in the East, where he sought 
to draw together the bonds of union 
between the English and Oriental 
churches, but with little practical 
effect. has written ” Harmony 
of Anglican Doctrine with tliat of the 
Churohes of the East,” published in 
1844 ; and some pamphlets on points 
of roligiouB oontroversy. About 1856 
he became a member of the Bomon 
Catholic Ghai*ch. 

PANIZZr, Antonio, late prinoipal 
librarian of the British Museum, bom 
at Bresoello, in the duchy of M^ena, 
Sep. 16, 1797, began his studies in 
the public school of Beggio, and pro- 
ceeded thence to .the University of 
Parma, where, in 1818, he received 
his degree as Doctor in Law, and 
devoted himself to the bar. The deep 
interest he felt in the ffite of hte 
conntiy led him to take part in ths 
Piedmontese revolution of 1820, and 
having been denounced by a ftiood 
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who had been talcen priaoner, he was 
arreated at Cremona. He ancoeeded 
in maJdng hia eaoape, bat waa con- 
•domned to death in ^anlt, and all 
hia property woa conflaoated. He 
took refuge first in Lugano, then at 
Geneva, whence he woa expelled with 
•other Italian fogitivea, at the instanoo 
of the Austrian and Sardinian em- 
bassies, and reached England by 
way of Germany. From London he 
went to Liverpool, where he was 
introduced, by Ugo Foscolo, to the 
historian ^sooe, who received him 
with groat hospitality, and he resided 
at Liverpool, as a teacher, until 1828, 
when he waa appointed to the pro- 
fessorship of Italian in University 
College, London. This appointment 
lie held for three years, when, through 
the instrumentaUty of Lord Broug- 
ham, he waa nominated, in 1831, to an 
Assistant Librarianship in the British 
Museum, a post well adapted to his 
literary and bibliographical qualifica- 
tions, and on the resignation, in 1837, 
by the Bov. Mr. Baber, of the Keeper- 
ship of the Printed Books, Mr. Fonizzi 
received the appointment. Some com- 
plaints were expressed at the time 
that a foreigner should have been 
preferred to on Englishman ; but the 
acquirements and administrative 
talents of Mr. Fanizzi justified the 
choice. From this period may be 
dated the rapid rise of 'the Book 
Department of the British Museum 
to its pre-eminence among European 
libraries. There is not a more com- 
plete library in the world, while the 
facilities of study have been advanced 
in a degree which can be appreciated 
only by those who have a practical 
knowledge of the past and present of 
the British Museum. He was the 
means of obtaining a large increase 
in the parliamenteiy grant, and be- 
tween !!l^7 and 18M the number of 
printed volnmes rose from 225,000 
to upwturds of 860,000. To Mr. Fa- 
nissi^: activity and perseyeranoe the ! 
poblio are-in a great meiasure in- 
debted fbr a catalogue of the printed , 
books fia the libianr of the Museum, 
whkdi .has bocne uie test of severe I 


criticism, and a reading-room unsur- 
passed in convenience. In J one, 1866, 
Mr. Fanizzi resigned- the post of prin- 
cipal librarian, and the Government, 
in order to mark their sense of hia 
eminent services, awarded him the 
full amount of his salaiy and emolu- 
ments as hia retiring pension. He 
published in 1830-4, the Orlando 
Innamorato’* of Bojardo, and the 
'' Orlando Furioso '* of Ariosto, the 
former poem being restored to the 
purity of the original text, and 
accompanied with a remarkable pre- 
face in English, in which the Celtic 
origin of the Italian poets is ably 
maintained ; at London in 1835, the 
“ Sonetti e Canzone ’* of Bojardo ; and 
at tho same place in 1858 amagni^ent 
collation of the first four editions of 
Dante’s Divina Commedia,*’ printed 
at the expense of Lord Vernon. He is 
the author of a pamphlet, ** Chi era 
Francesco da Bologna p ’* published uf 
1858, asserting the identity of the oele- 
bratod typefounder with the still more 
celebrat^ painter, Francesco Franoia. 

FABADOL. (dceFBKYosTFiiKADOL.) 

FABIS (CoMTB db)’, Louis-Fiiilippb 
Albert d’OrlIsanb, son of the late duo 
d’ Origans, and grandson of the late 
Louis-Fhilippe, king of the French, 
bom at Faris, Aug. 24, 1838, was only 
ton years of age when the revolution 
of Feb., 1848, broke out, and, accom- 
panied by his heroic mother, the late 
duchcBB of Orleans, he witnessed the 
stormy scene in the French Chambers 
which followed that event. He was 
educated at Claremont, in this country, 
by hia mother, who died there. May 
18, 1858. In the autumn of 1861 the 
yoimg comte de Faris and his brother, 
the duo do Chartres, accompanied by 
their unde, the prince de JoinvIIle, 
proceeded to the United States, and 
on arriving at Washington were cor- 
dially welcomed by the Federal Go- 
vernment, and by Gen. Mo'Clellan, 
who proposed that the young prinoea 
should serve on his sti^. The two 
brothers entered the service with the 
rank of Captains of Volunteers, stipu- 
lating that'thqy were to receive no 
pay, and that they should be firee to 
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I'esigpEi their appointntents wheneyer 
th^ might wish to do so. Th^ 
served on Gen. Mc’Clellaii’B staff till 
the conclnsion of the campaign in Vir- 
ginia, and the consequent retreat of 
the army of the Potomac, in June, 
1862, when thc^ returned .to Bnrope. 
The comte de Paris married his cousin, 
the Princess Marie-Isabelle-Franfoise 
d’ Assize Antonia Lonisa Fernanda, 
eldest daughter of the duo de Mont- 
pensier, May 80, 1864, and has two 
cluldren. A remarkable article, oen- 
titled ** L’Allemagne et sesTendemoes 
Nouvellos,” which appeared in the Be~ 
rue desDeiiMMondes, in Aug., 1867, and 
attracted considerable attention, is 
said to have been written by the comte 
do Paris. 

PARISH, Sir Woodbine, K.G.H., 
F.B.S., Ac., son of the late chairman 
of the Board of Excise in Scotland, 
bom about 1792, was educated at 
Eton, and ontorod the diplomatic 
service in 1815, having boon succes- 
sively attached to the British embassy 
at Paris, in Albania, at A1x-la-Ghapcllo, 
and at Hanover. In 1823 Mr. Gan- 
ning appointed him Commissioner 
.and Consul-General, and in 1825 
Plenipotentiary to the provinces of 
La Plata, with which he concluded 
the first treaty whereby the political 
independence of tho new States of 
South America became formally re- 
cognised. He was made Charg5 
d’ Affaires at Buenos Ayres in 1825, 
retumod to England in 1832, was 
sent on a special commission to 
Haples to obtain a settlement of tho 
British claims arising out of tho sul- 
phur question in 1839, and remained 
there as joint Plcnipotentiaiywith Sir 
Wm. Temple till 1845. He became 
a Fellow of tho Boyal Society in 1824, 
was made a K.G.B. in 1832, and was 
knighted March 1, 1837. Sir W. 
Parish has made some valuable con- 
tributions to science, having brought 
to this oountiy the remains of the gi- 
gantic Megatherium, Glyptodoh, and 
other fossil monsters of the Pampas 
in the Brirish Museum, and he wrote 
a work praised by Humboldt, entitled 
Buenos Ayres and Bio de La Plata.” j 


PABEEB, Sib Henry Watson, 
Enight-Baohelor, son of the late 
Hen^ Watson Porker, Esq., of 
Lewisham, Eent, bom in 1808, has 
been Colcmial Secretary, First Minis- 
ter, and principal Secretary of New 
South Wales. He received the honour 
of knighthood in 1858. 

PABEEB, The Biqht Honourable 
John, eldest son of the late Hugh 
Parker, Esq., of Tipkhill, near Don- 
caster, Yorkshire, bom in 1799, was 
educated at Bepton School and Brase- 
nose College, Oxford, and in 1824 was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, 
and went the Northern circuit. Ho 
was returned one of tho members, in 
the Liberal interest, for Sheffield, in 
Deo., 1832, and was re-elected at every 
general election till July, 1852, when 
he was not a candidate. He was a 
Lord of the Treasury from 1836 till 
May, 1841; First Secretary of the 
Admiralty from May till Sep., 1841 ; 
Joint Secretory of the Treasury ftom 
1846 till 1849 ; and again First Se- 
cretary to the Admiralty from 1849 
till Feb., 1852. 

PARKER, John Henry, F.S.A. 
publisher, son of Mr. John Parker, 
merchant, of London, born in 1806, 
was educated at Dr. Haines’s school, 
at tllo Manor House, Chiswick, en- 
tered business as a bookseller in 1821, 
and succeeded his uncle, Mr. Joseph 
Parker, at Oxford, in 1882. He has 
compiled ** Glossary of Architecture,” 
published in 1836; ‘‘Introduction to 
the Study of Gothic Architooture,” 
originally a series of elementary lec- 
tures delivered to tho Junior members 
of the Oxford Architectural Society, 
in 1849, on the recommendation of 
the committee of that body, published 
in 1849; “ Domestic Architecture of 
the Middle Ages,” of which tho second 
volume, relating to the fourteenth 
century, appeaiM in 1853, and the 
third volume, relating to the 15th cen- 
tury, in two parts, in 1859; edited the 
fifth edition of Bickmaji’s ” Gothic Ar- 
chitecture/^m 1848 $ and is the author 
of several papers on Medieval Archi- 
tecture in the “ Amheologia,” Arokis- 
ologieal Journal^ and Oentlmcm's Jfa- 
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gcusim.e. He iBVioe-PreBident of the Ox- 
ibrd Arohiteotaral Society, a member 
of the Society of AxitiquarioB of Nor- 
mandy, and of La Sooidt6 Fran^se 
pour fa Oonservhtion dee Monuments. 

FABKMAN, F., bom in Boston, 
U.S., in Sep., 1823, was educated 
' at Harvard College, visited Enmpe, 
remaining a year, in 1844, and Went 
• to the Bocky M<nmtains in 1846, 
spending a few months amongst 
the Sioux Iiidians, whom he acconi- 
pimied on their gretit yearly huht> 
Mir. Parkman, who had gained a toler- 
able experience of forest life, andltad 
lj)ecohie acquainted with ma^ of the 
tribes of the border, visited the Chey- 
ennes, Araphoes, Ac., then quite in a 
primitive state. The incidents of this 
journey are related in ** Prairie and 
Bocky fountain Life,** published in 
1849; ; Mr. Parkman has written 
‘‘The History of the Conspiracy of 
Pontiac,** designed to illustrate Indian 
life and character, published in 1851 ; 
imd ** The Pioneers of France in the 
New World,** in 1865. This is the 
first of a series intended to exhibit 
the conflict of the two great European 
powers, England and Franco, for the 
possession of the American continent, 
and also the collision of both with the 
native tribes. The second volume of 
tho series, *‘The Jesuits in North 
America,** appeared in 1866; and a 
third^- entitled “The Discoverers of 
tho Great West,** is in courso of pre- 
paration. It is to bo followed by 
others, closing with the triumph of 
tho English before Quebec, and the 
downfall of French ascendancy. 

PARMA, Placekza, Ac. (ex-Duke 
op), Bobert-Charles-Louis Marie 
DE Bourbon, Influit of Spain, born 
July 9, 1848, succeeded his father, 
Duke Ferdinand, Charles HI., March 
27, 1864, as Robert 1., under the re- 
gency of his mdther, tho dowager- 
duohbss^ Louise - Marie-Th5r^se de 
Bourbon, daughter of the duke de 
Berry. Her rule came to an end in ' 
185% hi donsequenoe of the revolu- 
tli^, aAd, with her ton, she soittht 
rmoge in the fielvetio States. The 
eoc-dt^b Robert has one brother. 


Prince Henri, Count de Bardi, born 
Feb. 12, 1851; and two sisters, the 
Princess Marguerite, bom Jan. 1,. 
1847, and the Princess Alice-Marie, 
bom Dec. 27, 1839. 

PARRY, Dr. {See Bardadoes,. 
Bishop op.) ' 

PABRY, John, a popular comic- 
singer and.pianist, son of a musician 
pf some repute, born in London in 
1810; made his fii^t ' appearance as a 
biHtone singer at concerts about 
16^8, and was received with consider- 
able favour.' It was not until some- 
years later that liis special talents as 
a bnffo'tdnger were thoroughly deve- 
loped, and he. originated a kind of 
musical ente^inment in which in- 
strameftt and voice were felicitously 
combined in tho rendering of comic 
songs and recitations, the words of 
which wore written for the occasion,, 
in most cases by the late Mr. Albert 
Smith. For many seasons, dating 
from 1840, John w Party’s songs, — 
“Wanted a Governess** (the words 
of which were written by Mr. G. Du- 
bourg), “ Wanted '"a Wife,” “ Country 
Commissions,” “ Blue Beard,” “ Fair 
Rosamond,” Ac., were so greatly in 
vogue' that no concert seemed com- 
plete that did not contain tho name 
of this pre-ominont comio singer in 
the^rogrommo. In 181-9 ho gave np 
singing at concerts, and produced an 
entertainment written for him by the 
late Mr. Albert Smith. Its success 
was voiy great, and it was followed 
by similar entertainments in 1860 and 
1862. The wear-and-tcar was too- 
mm li for Mr. Parry’s strength, and 
in 1853 he was compelled to give up- 
his public performances, in order to 
reorait himself. During his retire- 
ment he demonstrated his possession 
of a new talent by the publication of 
a whimsical book of carioatures. For 
some time lie officiated as organist in 
the church of St. Jude, Southsea, 
where he gave finishing lessons in 
singing. On the re-establishment of 
his health he reappeared in public^ 
after an absence of seven years; in 
June, 1860, os a partner in the enter^ 
taioment which Mr. and Mrs. 
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fihore of prize-money. At twenty-two 
he was in command of a TOBsel, and in 
the intervals between his royages he 
spent mnoh time in the ship-bnildi£g 
yards of the Tyne and Clyde, where he 
gained a thorough knowledge of naval 
architectnro and the oonstruotion of 
the steam-engine. A visit to the 
Amazons first led hiti to study the 
subject of river navigation, and when 
in Australia, in 18&, his attention 
was drawn to the practicability of 
navigating the Murray and its tribu- 
taries^ which had only served for 
watering the flocks belonging to the 
scattered stations on their banks. 
Throe years later, encouraged by the 
governor of Australia, Sii* H. F. Young, 
he put liis project into execution. In 
a frail boat, with canvas sides and ribs 
of barrel hoops, he embarked at Swan- 
hill, on the Upper Murray, and de- 
scended 1 10 stream to Lake Victoria 
at its mouth, a distance of 1,300 miles. 
Having thus pi*ov6d that the Murray 
was navigable, he succeeded in cross- 
ing the dangei’ous bar at its mouth in 
a steamer planned and constructed 
under his supervision. This vessel 
accomplished a first voyage of 1,500 
miles. Other steamers were procured, 
and the Murmnbidgee, the ^dward, 

' and the Darling wore in like manner 
opened to traffic. ^ A gold candelabrum 
was presented to Mr. Cadell by the 
settlers, the value of whose property 
had been greatly increased by his 
efforts, add the Legislature directed a 
gold medal in his honour to be struck 
in England by Mr. Wyon. As is the 
case with most first adventurers, 
oj^iers arc reaping the abundant fruits 
dc^his labour, and oh acoount of inter- 
colonial jealousies, he ha? received no 
substantial return for a fortune eZ' 
pended, and years of. danger, anxiety, 
and toil. 

GAHEN, Isidore, sob of the late 
Samuel Cahen, the learned Hdbraist, 
bom in Paris, Sep. 16, 1826, was ap- 
pointed Professor of Pj^dsophy at the 
CoJldge Napol^on-Vend^ in 1850. 
Gbmpelled by the bishop of Lufon to 
quit this profession, he Joined the staff 
of the Journal dea and after.i 


wards that of ha Prssss, and has pub- 
lished one or tT^o works. 

GAIL, Jeae-Fban^oib, eng^eer a nd 
mechanician, was bom at Douai, about 
1804. Familiar firom his youth with 
the construction of machinery, he be- 
came, in 1825, a partner with M. 
Gharles Deroshe, who at that time 
possessed the important manufactory 
in the Quai de jBilly» Paris, and they 
afterwards established, at Ghaillot, a 
large manufactory for the oonstruotion 
of motive machines. Messrs. De- 
rosne and Gail, for jfifteen years, sup- 
plied Holland with all the machinery 
employed in purifying the sugar prO> 
ducefi in the colonies belonging to 
that country, and have established 
branch manufactories at Valenciennes, 
Douai, Brussels, and Amsterdam, all 
of which have been under the manage- 
ment of M. Gail since the death of M. 
Gharles Dorosno in 1846. MM. Gail 
and Derosne published, in 1844, a 
work entitled ** Do la Fabrication du 
Sucre aux Golonies et des nouveauz 
appareilB propros h ameUorer cetto 
fabrication.’* Their names have ap- 
peared honourably in all the ** Exposi- 
tions ” since 1827, and that of M. 
Gail at the Universal Exhibitions of 
London and Faria (1851 and 1855)*, at 
the latter of which he gained a grand 
medal of honour for locomotive en- 
gines. Ho was decorated with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honour in 
1644. 

GAILLIAUD, PE^DiEic, traveller, 
bom atiNantes, March 17, 1797, having 
studied inineralogy at Paris, and pre- 
pared himself for his extensive jour- 
neys of discovery, he visited Holland, 
Italy, Sicily, and Greece, and went to 
Alexandria in 1815.

PABTON (or FABM^GTON) 
Mbs. Sabah, better known by her 
now de plume of “ Fanny Fem,” ai^r 
of the lato Mr. N*. P. liirmis,, born 
about 1810, liaa been, for msmy yeara 
a contributor of light articles ^ 
the periodical litesttturo of the XTniti^ 
States. Many of tbese have heea «e< 
printed under tlio collective title of 
** Fein Leaves,” and have had a. largo 
sale. She has written muoh«for cliil* 
drei^ and is understood to be a oon- 
stant contributor to one of the moat 
popular daily journals at New York. 
“ Fanny Fern ** is by many considered 
to be deficient in refinement, so im- 
portant a Gharacteristic in a female 
writer. 

PABTB1DG£,SirBiguabd, F.B.S., 
surgeon, bom about 1805, was ad- 
mitted a member of the Boyal OoUege 
of Surgeons in 1827^ bas been Surgeon 
to the Gharing-Cress Hospital, and 
Yice-Presidont of the Boyal Medical, 
Ghirurgical, and Fathologicid Sode- 
ties. Ho was elected, in 1843, an 
honoraiy Fellow of the Boyal College 
of Surgeons of England, and became 
a member of the Council of that body 
in 1862. He holds the posts of Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy in King’s College, 
London, and in the Boyal Academy of 
Arts. In the autumn of 1862 he pro- 
ceeded, at the request of Garibaldi’s 
friends in England, to Spezzia to at- 
tend upon the general, at tliat time 
suffering from the severe wound, in 
the ankle, he received at Aspromonte. 
He was knighted in 1867. 

PASSAGLIA, Thb Aanfi Carlo, 
1).D., Bolnan Catholic theologian, 
bom in Italy early in the century, 
was educated at Borne, tok orders, 
i^ed the Jesuit bodjr, and became 
Professor of Theology in the Boman 
University. He is the author of 
seversJ learned treatises on Biblical 
Int^retation, including ** A Com- 
znentey ou the Prerogatives of St 
Peter, the Chief of £e Apostles,’* 


published at Batishon in 1850, a 
treatise “ On the Eternity of Future 
Punishment,” another in defence of 
" The Immaculate Conception of tbo 
Blessed Virgin,” and has edited^ with 
additipnsl notes, the great work of 
Petavius on Dogmatic Theology. In 
18Cfk he publish^ a remarkable pam- 
phlet in Latin, in which he counselled 
the Pope to .abandon his temporal 
state and power, in obedience to the 
y^e of united Italy. l£ was placed 
the Index Expurgaborids by tho 
eoolesiastiQql authorities, and its 
'author was compelled to escape fi!om 
Borne in disguise, in order to save him- 
self from arrest and imprisonment. 
He was shortly afterwards appointed, 
attheinstancebf King Viotor Emanuel, 
a Theological Professor in tho Univer- 
sity of Turin, v^as olcoted member of 
the Italian Parliament in Jan., 1863, 
and has taken an active part in pro- 
moting tho formation of an indepen- 
dent Liberal Boman Catholic party in 
Italy. He was made Grond Ofiloer of 
tho Order of Saints Maurice and 
Lazoras in Jan., 1863. 

FASSY, HiPFOLYTE-fUILIBERT, at. 
one time a peer and minister' in 
France, member of the Institute, was 
bom Oct. 16, 1793, at Garches-Ville- 
neuve, near Saint Cloud. Being des- 
tined for the army, he was, in 1809, 
admitted to the Ecole de Cavalerie 
of Saumor, became a liontenaut of 
Hussars in 1812, and took port in the 
last campaigns of the empire. Having 
retired after tho battle of Waterloo, he 
wrote for several opposition journals, 
especially the National^ and in 1826 
published a work entitled ** Bar I’Aris- 
tooratie,” in relation to its connection 
with the progress of civilization. In 
1830 he was elected deputy for 
Louvers, and supported moderate 
liberal opinions. (Mered to draw up 
a report on the budgets of 1831 and 
1832, he fulfilled the task with more 
honesty than vigour, opposing the 
policy of the ministry in several 
qnestioDS of detoO. In the ministiy 
of the duke de Bassano, M. Fassy 
held the . portfolio of Finances firom 
Nov.lltillNov.14^1834, andundw the 
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ministiy of M. Thiera was Miniater of 
Gommeroe in 1836. HaVing retired 
with hia ooUeagnea, upon the refnaal 
of the king to interfere in the affairs 
of Spain, he joined the "adranoed 
oppoaition,” and for two years opposed 
the policy of M. Mold. In Jan., 1889] 
he was reqnested to form a ministry, 
and haying failed, became Minister of 
Finance in Marshal Soult’s miniafcry. 
In 1840 he received a check, his 
proposition relative to the dotation 
of the duke de Nemours being re- 
jected, and M. Thiers assnmed the 
direction of affairs. M. Fassy entered 
the Chamber of Peers Deo. 16, 1843, 
and was shortly after raised to the 
rank of Commander of the Legion of 
Honour. In 1888 ho was elected a 
member of the Acaddmie des 
Scionecs, Morales, et Politiques,” and 
in 1846 pnblished a work entitled 
** Des Systdmes de Culture et de 
lour Influence sur I’ficonomio Socialo.” 
He has contributed to the Journal de 
L^ffisloMon and the Jotwnal des Econo- 
mises. Elected to the Constituent 
Assembly, M. Passy became Minister 
of Finance ^under Louis Napoleon, 
holding this post from Dec. 20, 1848, 
till Oct. 81, and proposed various 
measures in order to establish the 
equilibrium of the budget. He con- 
tinued to support the Government 
until the coup d’Sat of Deo., 1851, 
when he retired into private life, 
aud^a since resided principally in 
Italy. 

PASTEUR, Loms, ohepiist, bom at 
Ddle, Jura, Deo. 27, 1822, entered the 
University in 1840, became a super- 
numerary Master of Studies at the 
College of BcMUm^on, was received as 
a pupil in the fioole Normale in 1843, 
took the degree of Doctor in 1847, 
and was appointed Professor of Physic 
at the Facility of Soienoea, Strasbuig, 
in 1848.' At the end of 1854 he was 
intrusted as Dean with the organisa- 
tion of the newly created Faculty of 
Soienoea at Lille, and in 1857 returned 
to Piudi^ and undertook the **Boientiflo 
direotioii ** of the Roole Nonnal^ la 
Deo., 1868, he was appointed Pn^basor 
of. Geology, PbyaioB, and Ohemistiy at 


the Edole des Beanz-Arts, and was 
elected a member of the Inatitnto. 
The Royal Society of London, in 1856, 
awarded M. Fastenr the Romford 
medal for his researches relative to 
the polarization of light, Ao. He was 
decorated with the Legion of Honour, 
Aug. 12, 1853, and was promoted to 
be an officer of that order in 1863. 
M. Pasteur has written numerous 
works relating to ohemistry, whioh 
have been veiy favourably received,, 
and for s^idh, in 1861, ho obtained 
the Jeoker prize. His contributions 
have appeal^ in the “ Recucil des 
Savanta Etrangers,*’ and the Annales 
de Chimie et do Physique,” and ho 
pnblished, in 1863, in a separate form, 
a work entitled ” Nouvel Exemple de 
Fermentation determine par des 
Animalcules Jnfusoires pouvont vivi-e 
sons Ozyg^n'e Libre.” 

PATMORE, CoYENTBY, bom at 
Woodford, Essex; July 2, 1823, is the 
son of the late P. G. Patmore, author 
of ** Literary Reminiscences,” Ac. 
In 1846 he was .appointed one of the 
Assistuit Librarians to the British 
Museum. Mr. Patmore, who mode 
his first appearance as an author with 
a volume of Poems in 1844, has 
written ”Tamerton Church Tower, 
and other Poems,” published in 1863 ; 
an elaborate domostio poem, ” The 
Angel in the House,” in four parts, — 
the Betrothal, the Espousal, Faithful 
for Ever, and the Victories of Love, 
in 1854-^ ; and a selection entitled 
*' A Garland of Poems for Children,” 
in 1862. He has contributed to the 
Edinburgh and North British Beviews, 
and to periodical literature. 

P A T 0 N , Andrew Archibald, 
F.R.G.S.,Qrimtal traveller and author, 
was bom early in the present century. 
His first separate publication; ” The 
Modem Syrians, an Oriental Stu- 
dent,” appiMured in 1843 ; followed by 

Servia, the Youngest Member of 
the European Family,” in 1844; ”The 
Highlands and Islands of the Adri- 
atio,” in 1849; ” The Goth end the 
Hun ; or, Transylvania^ Ao.,” in 1860 ; 
and ” The Bulgarian, the Turk, and 
the German,”- containing a desorip- 
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iicm of the early events of the Bnssian 
war» in 1865. Fonr of the above were 
republished in 1862, under the col 
lective title of ^ Besearches on the 
Danube and the Adriatio; or, Con< 
tribntions to the Modem Histoiy of 
Hungary, Transylvania, Ao.” In ad- 
dition to the afore-mentioned works. 
Mr. Paton, who is a Fellow of the 
Geographical, and of other learned 
societies, has written “Mamelnkes 
Bomance of Life in G^nd Cairo,” 
published in 1851 ; ” Meihsina, a New 
Arabian Nights’ Entertainment,” in 
1861 ; and “ History of the Egyptian 
Bevolution,” in 1863. HiSibookB ex- 
hibit much ethnological research, more 
particularly on the early history of the 
Slavonic and Germanic tribes, and of 
iho inhabitants of Turkey. 

PATON, Sir JosEPtt Noel, B.S.A., 
bom at Dunfermline, Fifeshire, in 
1823, was admitted a student of the 
Boyal Academy of London in 1843, 
and first became known to the public 
ns the author of outline by his etchings 
illustrative of Shakespeare and Shel- 
ley. Hia fresco of the ” Spirit of 
Beligion” gained one of the threo 
premiums awarded at the Westmin- 
ster Hall competition of 1845, and his 
oil-pictures of ” Christ bearings tho 
Cross ” and ”Roconoiliation of Oberon 
and Titania ” — ^the former of colossal 
size, the lattw small— jointly gained 
a prize, in the second <^ss, of £300, 
in 1847. Tho latter picture, prior to 
its exhibition in London, was bought 
by the Boyal Scottish Academy for 
their gallery, and ” The Quarrel of 
Oberon and Titania,” pointed in 1849, 
and purchased for £700 for the 
Scottish National Galloiy, by tho 
Association for the Promotion of the 
Fine Arts in Scotland, was exhibited 
in the Paris Exhibition in 1856, 
where it received honourable mention. 
Amongst his numerous pictures and 
dretches from the works of the ix>et8, 
may be mentioned ” Dante meditating 
t^ Episode of Franeesoa,” in. 1852; 
and ” The Dead Lady,” in 1854. His 
large tJHegoacy, since engraved, ** The 
Porsiiit of Pleasure,” was eadiibited 
in 1855 s " Home,” whioh has been I 


engraved, and of which a replica 
was executed by command of Her 
at the Boyal Academy Ex- 
hibition in 1856 ; ” In Memoriam,” 
which has been engraved, and of 
which a photograph was executed for 
the Queen, in 1868; and ” Dawn: 
Luther at Erfurt,” considered by 
many his finest work, in 1861. Mr. 
Noel Paton executed, in the spring 
of 1860, a series of six pictures illus- 
trative of the old border ballad, *'Tho 
Dowie Dens of Yarrow,” painted for 
the Association for the Promotion of 
tho Fine Arts in Scotland. It was 
engraved by that body for their 
subscribera. He was knighted April 
12, 1867. 

PATTEBSON, Bobert Hooartu, 
was bom at Edinburgh in 1821, 
where he was educated with the view 
of becoming a civil engineer; but an 
accident threw him into literature as 
a profession. Ho has been a con- 
tributor of articles on a variety of 
subjects to tho Quaaierly, North Bri- 
tish, Natumalf British Quarterly, and 
Fortnitjhtly Revieivs, Blacliwood, BmU 
ley’s Miscellany, and tho BvhUn Dni- 
versity magazines, the Quarterly Jowr^ 
nal of Agrioultwe, AO| ^e published, 
in 1860, " The Now Bbvolution, or 
the Napoleonic Policy in Europe,” a 
remarkablo work, which attracted 
much attention soon after its publi- 
cation, owing to the singalan fhlfll- 
ment of several predictions wnioh it 
contained; in 1861, fifteen misoel- 
lanoouB contributions to Blaekufood’s 
Magazine and other periodicals upon 
a variety of subjects, under the title 
of** Essays in Histc^ and Art ; ” in 
1864, **The Economy of Capital, or 
Gold and Trade ; ” and in 18^, **The 
Sdenoe of Money.” In 1865 he was 
invited to give evidence before the 
French Inquiry into Banking and 
Ourrency.’ Ftm 1869-62 he was 
editor of the Press newspaper, and 
In Oct., 1866^ became editor of the 
Globe. I

sioniil training under ber brotber-in- 
law, Matirice Btrakoscb, sbe appeared 
at New York, Nov. 24^ 1859, and 
reports of ber fame reached these 
shores, where a mnob more brilliant 
snooess awaited ber some time pre- 
vious to ber arrival. She mode her 
first appoaran ce in London at the 
Italian Opera-house, Oovent Garden, 
in the poH of Amina, in ** La. Som- 
nambula/' May 14, 1861, and so 
favourable was the impression created, 
^at she became at once the prime 
favourite of the day. Whatever 
diversity of opinion may exist among 
critics as jfco the quality and manage- 
ment of her high soprano voice, &e 
music-loving public were spell-bound 
by her combined attractions of por- 
Bon, manner, and artistic skill. Her 
versatility, too, was such that she was 
acknowledged to possess equal facility 
in tlie illustration of impassioned ten- 
derness and in the assumption of the 
i^rightly graces of comedy. To Amina 
succeeded her equally successful por- 
formance of Lucia, in Donizetti’s 
opera, but she gave ^ still greater 
mason for a^probation by her repre- 
sentation of Yiolotta in the rather

Ho held a captain’s commis- 
sion in tho duke of Cornwall’s Ban- 
gors, when the Italian war of inde- 
pendence broke out in 1859, and being 
greatly interested in tho cause of 
Italy, lie offered his scrvaccs as a 
volunteer to Gen. Garibaldi, whom he 
followed throughont the bold and 
adventnrous campaign, in which he 
filing himself upon tho right wing of 
tho Austrian army, and drove it before 
him through Upper Lombardy, as far 
as *tho Lake of Garda, and over the 
Stolvio pass. When Gen. Garibaldi 
set out on his Sicilian expedition in 
1860, Pcard joined him at Palermo, 
and particularly diatingnishod himself 
at the battle of Melazzo.

ippointed Secretaiy to the British 
Legation in Switzerland ; became 
C7iarg4 tV Affaires in Nov., 1846, and 
retir^ in Deo., 1850. He was a Lord 
of the Admiralty from Bob., 1855, till 
May, 1857, and was Chief Secretary 
for Ireland from July, 1861, till Nov., 
1865. lie acted as Secretary to the 
Special Missipn to Bussia, at tho 
coronation of Alexander II., in 1865. 
Sir B. Peel was returned one of the 
members, in the Liberal interest, for 
Tam worth, soon after the death of 
liis father, whom he succeeded in the 
baronetcy, Jnly, 2, 1850, and has re- 
tained the seat. He was sworn a 
Privy Conncillor, and made a G.C.B., 
Jan. 5, 1866. Of lato years ho has 
taken a prominent part in the debates, 
especially on Insh questions. Sir 
Bobert Pool man*iod a daughter of 
tho marquis of Tweeddnie, and sister 
of tho diicliess of Wellington. 

PEILEjThr Bev. Thomas Williaji- 
soN, D.D., bom towards the close of 
1806, ontored Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, somewhat under the usual ago, 
in 1825; obtained Davies’s Univer- 
sity Scholarship, .and graduated as 
eighteciitli wrangler and second 
clasgiic, and chifticellor’s medallist, in 
1828. Pram 1841 till 1854 he was Head 
Master of Bepton School, and from 
1857 till 1860, Vicar of Luton, Bed- 
fbrdshire, and is' Incumbent of St. 
Paul’s, Hampstead. Dr. Peilo, who 
booame a D.D. in 1843, is best known 
by his editions of the Agamemnon,” 
publislied in 18j^9, and of tho “ Ciioo- 
phoim ” of jEschylus, in 1840. Ho 
has written a valuable help to Bib- 
lical CritidsM^ Annotations on the 
ApoBtolicar"^P^^s,” xniblished in 
1854; a treatisook the Atonement, 
entitled ** The Miracle of Healing 
Power; God’s Bearer of Man’s Smart 
for Sin Man’s Quickener through 
Death into Jjife in God,” in 1862 ; and 
Sermons lloctrinal and Didactic,” 
in 1866, '

PENCO, MAi>AVEBosiNA,.a popi)^ 
Italian operatic singer, waa. bom '^ 
Naples in 1830, anOlieredabationwas 
early directed* to the mastery of tlip 
musical art. She made her first piib> 
lie appearance as Lucia, in Donizetta’s 
opera, at Copenhagen in 1847, and 
before a London audience at Gbpent 
Garden Theatre, in 1859, and was 
uniformly successful. Many original 
parts have been composed for her, of 
which Leonora, in. Verdi's “Trova- 
tore,’* is perhaps the best known. 
She was the original representative of 
Ellena di Tolosa, and Mat*co Visconti, 
by Pctrella; of Assidio di Firenze, by 
Bottesinaj and the Conte Leicester, 
by Badia. In London, Madame Penco 
achieved the greatest success by her 
impersonation of the part of Violetta 
in the *'Travinta,” and thatof Zcrlina, 
in “Don Giovanni.” 

PENGELLY, William, P.B.S., 
F.G.S., was boiTL at East Looo, in 
Cornwall, in 1812. Ho is the author 
of several memoirs and papers on the 
Devonian and Triassic rocks of Devou- 
sbiro, and the o^^iforons caverns of 
the samo county,' and (conjointly with 
the Bev. Dr. Hcer, of Zurich) of a 
monograph on “ The Lignite Fonna- 
tion of Wovey Tracey, Devonshire,” 
published in 18G3. He collected and 
arranged the Devonian Fossils, which, 
under the name of the “Fengelly 
Collection,” woro lodged in the Oxford 
University Museum by Miss Burdott 
Coutts, in connection with the Bur- 
dett-Coutts Geological Scholarships. 
In 1837 Mr. Pongelly re-established 
the Torquay Mechanics’ Institute ; in 
1844 he originated the Torquay Natur 
ral History Socioly, and in 1862 the 
Devonshire Association for the Ad> 
vancement of Science, Literature, and 
Art. He has always taken an active 
port in the management of those in- 
stitutions, and is president of the 
first, honorary secretary of the second, 
and president-elect of the third.

185^ Col. Pennefather wab^ap- 
pointed to command the first b^i^ade' 
of tlie second division, with the 
rank of Major-General, attd at the 
battle of the Alma he greajijy distin- 
guished himself, and again ^ Inker- 
maim, whore he hod a liorso shot 
imdor him. On the latter memorable 
iccasion he took the second division 
againsttho advancing Bussiancolumns 
ill the unavoidable temporary absence 
of its chief, Sir .De Lacy Evans, who, 
hastoning to the scene of conflict from 
Balaklava, chivalrously left ihe com- 
mand, as Outram did to Havelock at 
Lucknow, in the hands of the officer 
who had so gallantly led the troops 
against the foe, and whoso overthrow 
of the Muscovite legions fully justified 
this act of confidence. After the 
latter event ho was obmpolled by the 
state o^is health to retire for a time 
from the field. Bptuming soon after- 
wards, he took the permanent doui- 
mand of the second division, with' tho , 
rank of Lieutenant-funeral. Hp 
appointed Colonel of the 46th foot, in 
June, 1864$ created a E^.B., in 1865$ ' 
and was made GolionUrof tl$e 22hd 
foot, which he had- gallantly led^into 
action at Meanec; Feb. 13, f860.

PENNETHORNB, James, archi- 
toot, a native of Worcester, bom 
about 1800, became a pupil of tho 
elder Pngin. After a continental 
tonr, in the course of which he visited 
Italy, ho returned to London, acted 
for some years as Pugin’s chief assist- 
ant, and was afterwards appointed 
to a post in tho office of TTcir Majesty’s 
Woods and Forests. Ho is frequently 
consulted in tho formation of new 
streets in Loudon, and on other ques- 
tions connected with his profession. 

PEPE, FiiOREsrAX, an Italian gone- 
ral, born in Calabria in 1780, attained 
the rank of a lieutenant when the 
French entered Naples, in 1799 ; served 
in Spain as Neapolitan Brigade-Major 
in the French army, in 1806 ; rose to 
the rank of General of Brigade in 
1811, and daring the French invasion 
of Russia conducted a corps of Italian 
troops to Dantzio. During thei*etreat, 
he covered, at tho head of tho Neapo- 
litan cavalry, tho march of tho French 
rear-guard, when ho fell sick and 
wounded into the hands of tho enemy. 
Set at liberty, he was, in 1814, chnrg^ 
by Murat to quell an insurrection in 
thd Abruzzi, and in 1815 fought the 
Austrians in Upper Italy, and received 
from Murat the grade of Lieut.-Gon. 
Under Ferdinand he was sent, in 
1820, to quell an insurrection in Si- 
cily, but the capitulation he signed 
with Palermo was not accepted by 
tho Neapolitan parliament, which 
temporarily deprived him of his rank. 
He took, no port in tho revolution of 
1848, but retired into private life, and 
resigned his vposition as peer of the 
kin^om, and as a general in active 
service. His antobio^aphy, written 
in English* was published in 1847. 

PEiPOLf, Carlo, author, bora 
at Bologna in 1801, studied at tho 
university of his native city^ and 
made suoh progress as a writer, that 
his first esisys opened to him the 
doors of the Aosdemy of Fine Arts. 
During the insurrection in Italy in 


1831, he was chosen a membdr of the 
Provisional Government, and later. 
Prefect of the provinces of Urbino and 
Pessaro, and wdien the Provisional 
Government capitulated, he, with se- 
veral of his compatriots, embarked 
for Corfu. They foil into the hands 
of tho Austrians, who, aftor keeping 
theTu in confinement several months, 
condemned Pepoli to exile. At Ge- 
neva, lie became intimate with Sis- 
moiidi and Rossi ; thence he went to 
Prance at tho request of Bellini, to 
WTito tho lihrfitto of tho “ Puritani,” 
and iH said to liavo performed the 
same office for Costa’s “ Malck-Adel.” 
Having fixed his rcsidonco in London 
in 1837, he commenced a courso of 
lectures on tho History of the Fine 
Arts in Italy, and two years later 
was appointed Professor of Italian 
Literature in the London University, 
a post ho occupied with distinction 
until 1848. At this cpodi, although 
Popoli had married in England, lio 
hastened to placo himself at tho ser- 
vice of the Italian cause, and was 
appointed Commissioner at tho heod- 
quaHors of tho Pontifical ariny,wliicli 
Jio left to become a member of the 
Uornau Parliament, w'lieii lie was 
elected Vice-Praaidont of. the Assem- 
bly. After tho disastrous battle of 
Novara, Pepoli returned to England, 
occupying himself in literary and his- 
torical studios. Tho ovouts of 1859, 
however, called him fi*om his retn^at, 
and h) 1S60 ho was for a short time 
one of the Commissioners omployed 
in the pacification of Naples. 

PERCY, John, M.D , F.R.S., son of 
the late Heniy Percy, Esq., born at 
Nottingham in 1817, was educated in 
Paris and in Edinburgh, where lie 
was a pupil of Sir G. Boll, and where 
he gradnated M.D. Dr. Percy, who 
has held since 1851 the office of Lec- 
turer on Metallurgy in the Govern- 
ment (now Royal) Sohool of Mines, is 
the author of an important work on 
Metallurgy, or the Art of Extracting 
Metals from their Ores, and adapting 
them to the various Fnrpoaes of Ma- 
nufacture,” with illustrations, pub- 
lished in 1861. 



PfiREIRB— PEBSIGNT. 
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PBREIBE, £mile, French banker, 
member of a Jewish fraily of Portn- 
gnese extraction, and grandson of the 
philologist Jacob-Rodrigaoz Pereire, 
bom Dec. 3, 1800, was a Saint Simo- 
nian from 1829 till 1834>. Ho wrote 
for the Globe and for the National, in 
conjunction with M; Aimand Carrel. 
Upon the organization of the Sciint- 
GtM'mnin railway, Etnile Poreirc, 
with his brother Isaac, became con- 
tractors for it under the guamnteo of 
MM. Rothschild, d’EiehtaljThurneys- 
sen, and J. Davillicrs. This trans- 
action was the origin of tlieir reputa- 
tion and fortune, and they afterwards 
undertook, under tho same auspices, 
a more important w'ork, namely, the 
construction of the Northern Railway. 
In liS52 they established the grejit 
financial undertaking, the Socictc 
Generale du Credit Mobil ior,” >vith a 
capital of sixty millions of francs, an 
institution which has exercised a must 
important etfect upon European in- 
dustry. M. Emile Poreire, well known, 
in addition to his administrative ta- 
lents, by his connections with official 
and artistic circles, was, in April, 
185(5, one of tho promoters of tlio 
posthumnns exhibition of the works 
of Paul Dglarochc at tho Palais des 
Reaux-Arts. Uo was decorated with 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour iu 
1837, and was afterwards created an 
Officer of that Order. In 18(53 ho was 
elected as a government candidate to 
the Coips Legislatif fur the 3rd cir- 
conscription of La Girondo. 

PERKIRE, Isaac, brother of M. 
Emile Pereire, laorii at Bordeaux, Nov. 
25, 1800, has been for tho most part 
engaged iu the same undertakings. 
Ho was created a Chevalier of tho 
Legion of Honour in 18(55, was elected 
as a government candidate, a deputy 
to tho Corps Lcgislsitif for the cir- 
conscriptioii of the Pyrenees-Orien- 
tales, in 1843; and he published a 
pamphlet in 18(54, entitled Le RiMe 
do la Banqno de Franco et TOrgauisa- 
tion du Credit en France.” 

PERRY, Dr. (See Melhovbnr, 
Bishop of.) 

PERRY, Sib Tuosias Euskine, son 


of the late Thomas Perry, Esq., pro- 
pnetor of tho Morning Chronicle, bom 
in 1806, was educated at the Charter- 
house and at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1829. He was called to tho Bar at 
tho Inner Temple, and in 1847 was 
appointed Chief Justice at Bombay, 
w'hich post he resigned in 1852, and 
returned to England. Ho was olectod 
ono of tho niembera, in the Liberal 
interest, for Devouport, iu May, 1854, 
and at the general election in March, 
1857, and in April, 1859 ; in Aug. of 
which year he accepted the Chilteru 
UuiidrcdB on becoming a member of 
her Majesty’s Indian Conncil. 

PERSIA (SuAU of),Nessb-el-Dini, 
son of tho Into Mehemet Shah by 
Queen Velliat, of the Kadjar tribe, 
and grandson of Abbiiz Mirza, bom in 
1829, was called to tho throne in 1848. 
Tho Shah is well versed in Persian 
and Turkish, has mastered botliFroncli 
and English, is acquainted with his- 
tory, and has a correct idea of the 
relations in which ho stands to each 
if the European powers. Although 
endowed with considerable energy of 
character, hu is mild and gentle in 
manners, and simple in the habits of 
his private life. Though the govern- 
ments of Groat Britain and Persia 
w'era at war in 1859, when the latter 
sustained a humiliating defeat, the 
Shah has, of late years, acted in the 
most friendly manner towards Eng- 
land, and in 1866 a treaty for esta- 
blishing telegrapliio cominunioation 
between Europe and India through 
Persia was signed at Telierau. 

PERSIGNY (Due de)* Jean Gil- 
bert Yictob Fialin, statesman, the 
son of an ofilcor killod at Salamanca, 
July 22, 1812, was bom at St. Ger- 
main I’Espinasse, department of the 
Loiro, Jan. 11, 1808. Educated by 
ono of his uncles, he ontered tho 
cavalry school" at Saumnr in 1826, 
and his early predilections being roy- 
alist, ho took part in the revolution of 
July, 1830. Being in reduced oircum- 
stances, he, in 1831, allied himself to 
tho St. Simonian movement, then be- 
came a legitimist, and finally a Bona- 
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partist. Ho was named aide-de-camp 
to the President, Lonis Napoleon in 
1848; was returned to the Legislatiyo 
Assembly in 1849 ; became Minister 
of the Interior, Jan. 22, 1852, and was 
made a senator Dec. 31, in the same 
year. He was sent Ambassador to 
Tiondon in May, 1865 ; was replaced 
the duku of Malakoff at the be- 
ginning of 1858; was again oppointed 
Ambassador, May 18, 1859, and ro- 
tnnied to Paris to resume his post as 
Minister of the Interior in Nov., 1860. 
His stringent measures against the 
French press led to bis resignation 
of that post in 1863. Seijeant Gloror, 
proprietor of the Momimf Chronicle, 
brought an action against M. de 
Persigny as the representative of the 
Impraial Government, for an alleged 
broach of contract respecting the uses 
to which that journal was to have 
been devoted in upliolding the acts of 
the French Govornmeiit. The plaintiff 
did not succeed in proving his case. 
M. de Persigny was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour in 1819, promoted 
Grand Cross Juno 10, 1857, and was 
made a duke Sop. 13, 1803. 

PETERBOROUGH (Bishop op), 
The Right Rev. Fuancts Jkonb, 
D.G.L., son of the late Francis Jcune, 
Esq., of Jersey, with his sons the 
only represontativo of a family which 
took refugo in Jersey at the revoca- 
tion of the Edict of Nantes, w'as born 
in 1806. His early education was at 
a French college,* and in .1823 ho 
become a scholar of Pembroke Col. 
lege, Oxford, where ho graduated in 
1827, taking a first-class in clussics. 
In 1829 he wont to Upper Canaila as 
tutor to the sontf of the Into Loi-d 
Seaton, the Govomor-Gejicral, and on 
his return became a Follow and Tutor 
of Pembroke College, and Public 
Examiner, and in 1884 Head Master 
of Bimunghom School. This esta- 
bUshment he entirely remodelled, 
introduohig the English, in addition 
to the classical school, and educated 
sev^eral distinguished scholars. In 
1838 he was appointed by Lord John 
Bnss^ to the deanery of Jersey, and 
was instrumeni^ in promoting the 


foundation of the Victoria College, 
which was built on a plan recom- 
mended by him, and in erecting 
several churches and improving tho 
condition of the clergy. In 1843 he 
was chosen Hoad of his college, with 
which was connected a stall at Glou- 
cester and tho rectory of Taynton. 
Dr. Jonne, who was one of the chief 
and earliest supporters ofunivorsity 
reform at Oxford, strongly recom- 
mended to tho Government the com- 
mission of inquiry, of which he became 
a loading member. Ho wrote the 
greater part of the report, and after- 
wards assisted in most of the reforms 
which have been effected in Oxford, 
including the Examination Statutes, 
establishing schools for natural 
Bcienco and for law and history, 
which also seenrod groator atten- 
tion to pure classics, and the scheme 
of middle-class education, of which he 
n?coivo<l tho idea from Dr. Temple, 
of Rugby. Ho was n strong opponent 
of tho party of* Dr. Pusoy, particularly 
in the cjise of Dr. Hampden. In 1858 
ho bocame Vice-Chancellor of the 
University, and his tenure of nflico 
was distinguished by tho residence 
of H.R.H. the Prince of Wales. In 
1802 ho preached a French sermon to 
a crowded andiunco at a special 
service in Westminster Abbey. As 
caiio-n and tr(?nsurer of Gloucester 
Cathedral, by skilful managcniout of 
the Chapter property, he obtained 
funds to rcstoro tho cathedral and 
increase tho salaries of its officers. 
In 1804 ho was promoted to the 
Deaneiy of Lincoln, and shortly 
.Hftenvards to tho Bishopric of Peter- 
borough. He has published several 
sermons, one of which was preached 
at the consecration of tho Bishop of 
Lincoln, his foimer pupil. 

PETEBMANN, August Heinrich, 
geographer, bom in Bleicherode, 
a small Prussian town situated near 
tho Harz Momitains, April 18, 1822, 
was educated at tho College of Nord- 
liansen, with a view to Incoming a 
clergyman. His decided taste and 
talent for geography having made 
itself apparent just at the time when 
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rOasis de Thebes,’* Ao. Before this 
work made its appearance, he was 
encouraged to undertake another jour- 
ney to Egypt and to Nubia, where he 
made many yaluable obserrations in 
astronomy, orchaaology, and natural 
history. In 1822 ho returned to Paris, 
arranged his numerous collections, 
which ho presented to the Museum, 
and published, in four volumes, his 
** Voyage M^rotS, au Pleuve BJano, 
eto.:^ fait pendant les ounces 1819-22.” 
This work, which was completed in 
1826, forma the continuation to the 
“ Description de TBgypte,” published 
by the Institute. As a reward for his 
important 8cientificdiscoveries,he was, 
in 1827, appointed Conservator of the 
Museum of Natural History at Nantes. 
His other works are “ Becherches sur 
les Arts et Metiers, lea Usagpes do la 
Vie Civile et Domestique des Anciens 
Peuples de TEgypto, do la Nubie, et 
de l*£thiopie,” Ac., published at Paris, 
1831-7, and **Memoire sur lea Mol- 
Insques perforants,” published in 

1856. The collection of plants brought 
by M. Cailliaud from Africa are de- 
scribed by M. BafPeneau Delillo in his 

Centuries,” published in 1826. 

CAIN, Auguste, sculptor, born in 
Paris, in Nov., 1822, worked hrst with 
a carpenter, and afterwards entered 
the studio of M. Bude. M. Cain, who 
has devoted his attention to groups of 
animals, first exhibited at Paris in 
1846, and is the publisher of his own 
bronzes. Amongst numerous works, 
he has exhibited ”The Dormouse 
and Tom-tit,” in 1846 ; ” Th« Frogs 
desiring a King,” in 1850 ; ”Tho Eagle 
defending hia Prey,” in 1852; and 
*‘An Eagle chasing a Vulture,” in 

1857. Several of these objects ap- 
peared in the Great Exhibition of 
1851, when M. Cain obtained the bronze 
medal. He has received many recog- 
nitions of merit, and another medal in 
1864. 

CAIBD, Jaues, bom at Stranraer 
in 1816, was educated at Edinburgh. 
During the Protection controversy in 
1849, Mr. Caird published a treatise on 
” High Farmhog as the best Substitute 
for Protection,” which went rapidly 


through eight editions, and attracted 
much public attention. In the au- 
tumn of the same year, at the request 
of the late Sir Robert Peel, he visited 
the west and south of Ireland, then 
prostrate from the effects of the 
famine,^and at the desire of tho lord- 
lieutenant, Lord Clarendon, reported 
to the Government on the measures 
which ho deemed requisite for encou- 
ragiug the revival of agricultural en- 
terprise in that country. This report 
was enlarged into a volume, pub- 
lished in 1850, descriptive of the agri- 
cultural resources of tho country, 
and led to considerable landed in- 
vestments being made there. During 
1850 and 1851 Mr. Caird, as the com- 
missioner of the Times, conducted an 
inquiry into the state of English agri- 
culture, in which he visited every 
county in England; and his letters, 
after appearing in the columns of the 
Times, were published in a volume, 
which has been translated into the 
French, German, and Swedish lan- 
guages, besides being republished in 
tho United States. In 1858 Mr. Caird 
published an account of a visit to the 
prairies of tho Mississippi. A trans- 
lation of this work appeared on the 
Continent. During the autumns of 
1853, 1854, and 1855, Mr. Caird pub- 
lished in the a. scries of letters 
on tho com cr6i»B, ^uch were consi- 
dered to have had a- inaterial efiect in 
allaying a food-panic. Invited at tho 
general election of 1852 to ofier him- 
self to represent his native district in 
Parliament, he was defeated by a 
mojority of one. At the general elec- 
tion of 1857 he was elected member 
for the borough of Dartmouth, as a 
supporte?' of Lord Palmerston, and 
an advocat:e of liberal measui'es. In 
1859 ho was elected for Stirling 
without opposition, and vacated his 
seat in July, 1865, on accepting the 
office of one of the Inclosure Commis- 
sioners. In 1860 he was appointed a 
member of the Fishery Board, and in 
1863 became Chairman of tho Royal 
Commission on tho Sea Fisheries of 
the United Kingdom ; Professor Hux- 
ley and Mr. Shaw Lefevre, M.P., bmng; 
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Professor Berghaos founded a 
graphical Aci^emy at Potsdam, a 
favourable opportunity presented it- 
self for him to follow on t his natural 
inclination, and he was, in 1839, 
transferred to Potsdam. Here he 
became acquainted with some of the 
most celebrated men of his pix)fe8Bion 
in Germany; among others, with 
Baron Humboldt, for whom he drew, 
in 1841, tlie map illustrating his 
work **Asio Gentrale.’* Petcrmann 
removed to London in 1847, where he 
became an active member of tho 
Royal Geographical Society. He 
publish od various works ; amongst 
others, in coiineclioii with tho Hov. 
Thomas Milner, “ The Atlas of Phy- 
sical Geography,*’ and an Account 
of the Expedition to Central Africa ; ** 
he constructed numerous maps, and 
was a contributor to tho new odition 
of tho “ Encycloprodia Britannica.” 
He took very groat interest in tho 
explorations then going on in Africa ; 
and, owing to his suggestions and 
oxertious, Dt'S. Barth, Ovorweg, and 
Vogel wore charged by tho BiitisU 
Government with missions whicJi 
have been attended with uncxampleil 
success, opening out vast regions to 
English (^inmorco and enterpriso, 
and creating a now interest for the 
whole of that continent. His views 
on Arctic geography have recently 
been corroborated by Dr. Kano’s 
discoveries of a Polar Sea. In 1854 
Mr. Petcrmann was created Professor 
of Geography at Gotha by the duke 
of Saxc-Coburg Gotlia, and in Jan., 
1855, received from the University of 
Ghttingen tho diploma of Doctor of 
Philosophy. He superintends the 
large geographical establishment of 
Justus Perthes at Gotha, publishing, 
among other works, a Monthly Gco- 
gra^hical Journal, and keeps up an 
intimate connection with England. 

PETIT, Rev. John Louis, nephew 
of the late Mr. Louis Hayes Petit, 
M.P., born at tho commencement of 
the present century, took his B.A. 
degree at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
in 1^3, and entered Holy Orders in 
1824, but does not appear to have 


held any parochial charge. Mr. Petit, 
who is known as an arohosologist, is 
an active member of most of the 
societies oonnooted therewith, and is 
a frequent contributor of papers on 
arohiteoture to magazines and nowu- 
papors. The works published sepa- 
rately under his own name ore ** Illus- 
trations of Church Architecture,” in 
1841 ; Remarks on Architectural 
Character,” and “ On the Principles of 
Gothic Architecture as applied to ordi- 
naiy Parish Churches,” in 18*46; "a 
Description of tho Abbey Church, 
Tcwkesbiiiy,” in 1848; ** Lectures 
on Aroliitectnral Principles;” and 
“ Lectures on Architectural Studies,” 
in 1851*. 

PKTO, Sir Samuel Morton, Baht., 
M.P., born at Woking, Surny, Ang. 4, 
1 809, served an apprenticeship of seven 
years with his nnele, Mr. Henry Poto, 
an oxUmsivo builder, and at his death 
in 1830 succeeded to a moiety of tho 
business ; his partner being Mr. 
Thomas Grissoll, another nephew 
of the deceased. Tho partnership 
was dissolved by mutual consent in 
1845; Mr. Grisoell continuing on his 
own account tho erection of the 
Houses of Parliament, the greatest of 
tho many public buildings undertaken 
by tho firm. Among these structures 
are Iliingorford Market, and the 
Reform and Oxford and Cambridge 
Clubhouses. Sir Samuel M. Peto 
has constructed a large portion of 
tho leading railway -works in England, 
and has been engaged in tho forma- 
tion of a large railway in Canada. 
Among his most important works ore 
the Norwegian Grand Trunk line, 
and tho Royal Danish line, in 1864 ; 
and upon the opening of the latter, he 
received from tho king of Denmark 
tho Order of the Dannebrog. . To- 
wards the close of 1854, he under- 
took, without prospect of profit, the 
construction of a railway from Bala- 
klava, in the Crimea, originated by 
the late dnko of Newcastle, then 
Minister-at-War, and in iqipreciatioii. 
of these patriotic services reoeivedl 
a patent of baronetcy, Feb. 22, 1855. 
Bloomsbuiy Chapel was built fbr the 
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Baptists at his expense; and the 
Diorama premises in the Regent's 
Park were purchased by him and 
converted into a chapel for the same 
denotnination. He was rctuimed one 
of the members in tho advanced 
Liberal interest for Norwieh in Aug., 
1847, and again at the general elec- 
tion in iTnly, 1852, and retired in 
Deo., 1854.* He was elected one of 
the members for Finsbury in April, 
1869, and at the general election in 
July, 1865, exchanged this seat for 
Bristol. He is the author of Taxa- 
tion, its Levy and Expenditure," pub- 
lished in 1863 ; and Besonrees and 
Prospects of America," in 1866. 

PETTIE, John, A.B.A., born at 
Edinburgh in 1839; studied at the 
Trustees' Academy of that city, under 
Messrs. Robert Scott Lauder and 
John Ballautyuo, from 1855 till 1862, 
in which year he took up his resi- 
dence in London. Ho contributed 
works for five or six years to tho 
exhibitions of tho Royal Scottish 
Academy, and has been represented 
at the Royal Academy for the last 
eight years. His subjects are for the 
most part historical. Amongst the 
works exhibited by him at the Royal 
Academy are the following : — ** What 
d’ye lack. Madam ? ” in 1861 ; “ Tho 
Trio,” in 1863 ; “ The Tonsure,” and 
** George refusing to bake tlie Oath at 
Houlker Hall,” in 1864. Amongst 
other pictures which he has exhi- 
bited at the British Institution and 
the Winter. Exhibition in Suffolk- 
street, may be mentioned ” The Time 
and Plsce,” “Out of an Engage- 
ment,” “The Bible and the Monk,” 
and “A^ Inquisitorial Visit.” Mr. 
Pettie was elected an A.R.A. in June, 
1866. 

PHELPS, Samvibl, actor and mana- 
ger, bom at Devonport in 1806, was 
apprenticed to a printer; but the bent 
of hiB mind lay in another direction, 
and lie made bis first appearance on 
the stage at York, in 1828. His first 
attempt before a London audience 
in the; diaraoter of Shy look, at 
tbo Heymarket Theatre, under the 
management of Mr. Webster, and the 


performance was favonrably received; 
nor was his next essay in the arduous 
part of Hamlet less saocessful. When 
Mr. Macready undertook the manage- 
ment of Covent Garden Theatre, in 
1837, Mr. Phelps was engaged as one 
of the leading performers, and at the 
public entertainment given to Mr. 
Macready on his ictirement from the 
I stago in 1851, ho pointed to Mr. Phelps 
as the most promising, if not tho most 
accomplished, Shakespearian peur- 
former of tho day. In 1844 ho be- 
came manager of Sadler's Wells 
Theat]*o, and in so doing one of his 
chief objects was to rostoro tlie po- 
pularity of the legitimate drama, 
then at a very low ebb : and in this 
oxperiraont ho was completely sne- 
cessful. Ho was engaged by Mr. 
Fechtcr at the Lyceum, and after- 
wards at Drury Lane Theatre, where 
he has appeared regularly for several 
seasons. His loading characteristics 
as an actor both in tragedy and comedy 
are, a scrupnlons adherence to the 
meaning of tho author, and a fine 
elocution, combined with a careful 
regard to tho archmological require- 
ments of the mise cti scene. He 
edited an edition of Shakespeare, 
published in 1853. ^ 

PHILLTMORE, TiiR Hight Hon. 
Sju Roreat Joseph, Q.C., D.G.L., sc- 
ciuid son of tho late Joseph Phillimorc, 
£ 8 ( 1 -, D.G.L., M.P., horn in 1810, was 
educated at Westminster and Glirist 
Church, Oxford, of which ho was a 
student ; gradniited B.A. in 1831, and 
proceeded M.A. and D.C.L. Ho was 
admitt'.nl an Advocate of Doctor’s 
Commons in 1839, and called to the 
Bar at the Middle. Temple in 1841 ; 
became a Q.G., and Chancellor of the 
dioceses of Oxford, Chichester, and 
Salisbury. Ho was appointed H.M. 
Advocate-General in 1862, when he 
i’eceived the honour of knighthood ; 
Jndge of the Cinque Ports, and Judge 
of the High Court of Admiralty, and 
was sworn a Privy Counoillor in 
Aug., 1867. He was one of the mem- 
bers for Tavistock in the Liberal-Con- 
servative interest from Feb., 1853, 
till March, 1857. Sir Robert baa 
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compiled ** Stiiidy of the Civil and 
Canon Law,” published in 1843; 

Law of Domicil,” in 1847 ; “ Practice 
and Courts of Civil and Ecclesiastical 
Law,” in 1848; “Commentaries on 
International Law,” in 1854-61 ; “ Ar- 
guments in the case of Liddell v. Wes- 
terton,” in 1856; and other legal 
treatises. He edited tho “ Memoirs 
and Correspondence of George Lord 
Ly ttlcton, 1734-73,” published in 1845. 

PHILLIPS, Sir Benjamin Samuel, 
Knt., bom in London, Jan. 4, 1811, 
engaged in commercial pursuits, was 
chosen an Alderman of the City in 
1847, and after filling tho office of 
Sheriff in 1859-60, was elected ijord 
Mayor in 1865. During his mayor- 
alty he lind tlie honour of enter- 
taining .at a grand banquet his m«n.- 
jesty tho king of the Belgians, from 
whom he received the older of Leo- 
pold. In conjunction with others, he 
took an active part in devising moans 
for the relief of tho distress caused by 
the visitation of the cholera in 1866, 
and by the famino in India, and i*o- 
ceived tho honour of knighthood, Dec. 
28, 1866. Sir Benjamin, who is of 
the Jewish persuasion, is a magistrate 
and Depnty-Lieutenant for Middle- 
sex, and a ^lagistrato for the county 
of Kent. 

PHILLIPS, John, M.A., LL.D., 
D.C.L., F.B.S., F.G.S., geologist, ne- 
phew of William Smith, the father of 
British geology, bom Dec. 25, 1800, is 
tho author of several standaid works 
on his favourite science, and as tho 
Secretary to tho British Association 
has arranged and edited no less than 
27 volumes of tho BepoHs of the 
Transactions of that learned body. 
Commencing in 1826, he has contri- 
buted more than sixty books and 
papers to the literature of geology; 
most of them being tho records of 
original researches. In 1858 and 1859 
ho was elected to the Presidemy of 
the Geological Society, and in 1864 
accepted tho same office in the British 
Association. He has been Professor 
of Gecdogy in King^s College, Lon- 
don, in Tiinity College, Dublin, and 
at the University of Oxford, where he 


occupies the chair once filled by 
the late Dr. Buckland, and he has 
received the doctorate from Dublin, 
Cambridge, and Oxford. Professor 
Phillips has devoted much attention to 
several branches of physical science. 
To meteorology he contributed “Three 
Years’ Observations on Bain” at dif- 
ferent heights from the ground, a Plu- 
viometer which registers tho dircotioh 
and inclination of rain, and a method 
of measuring tho velocity of wind by 
a thermometer. He invented a self- 
discliarging elcctrophoms, and a pe- 
culiai* maximum thermometer, both in 
ordinary uso ; took part w'ith Gen. 
Sabine and others iii a magnetic sur- 
vey of tho British isles, and has lately 
nindo special rcfioarcthea on the phy- 
sical aspect of tho sun, moon, and 
Mars. For commnuiciitiuns on this 
planet, seo the “Proceedings of tho 
Boyal Society, 1863-5.” 

PHILLIPS, Sir Thomas, Bart., 
antiquary and genealogist, son of 
tho late Thomas Phillips, Esq., of 
Middlo Hill, Worcestershire, bora in 
1792, was educated nt Bugby and at 
University College, Oxford, whoro ho 
graduated in the usual course. He 
has published a lai'ge number of anti- 
quarian and archoBological works ; was 
created a baronet July 27, 1821, and 
was nominated ono of the Trustees of 
tho British Musennit in 1861. The 
remarkable collcolion of MSS. he has 
brought together possesses a world- 
wide repnt.ation. 

PHILLIPS, Wendell, son of John 
Phillips, first mayor of Boston, U.S., 
where he was born in 1811, graduated 
at Harvard in 1831, and at Cambrid^ 
Law School in 1833. He was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in 1834, but never 
practised. Of late he has become 
prominent as an orator, and is an 
abolitionist. 

PHILPOTT, Dr. (See Worcester, 
Bishop of^) 

PHILPOTTS, Dr. (See Exeter, 
Bishop of.) 

PIC ABD, Louis- Joskph-Ebnebt, 
advocate and deputy, born at Paris, 
Deo. 24, 1821, was received as ua 
Advocate in 1844, and a Doctor-in- 
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Law;m' 1846. He joommenced 
practice at the Paris Bar under the 
aniE^ioeB of M. Lionrille, biLtonnier of 
the order» whose son-in-law he be- 
oame. In Jane, 1858, he was elected 
to the Corps Ldgislatiif as an “ opposi- 
tion” candidate for tho 5th circon- 
soription of the Seine, and shortly 
after took an actire part in tho disons- 
sions relating to tho election of M. de 
Dalznas, tho annexation of tho ban- 
lieno of Paris to -tho city, financial 
questions, &o. In the session of 1860 
he was one of tho deputies known by 
tho name) of **Tlio Five,” and attracted 
the attention of tho Chanibor by 
tlie keen satire which pervaded his 
speeches. M. Picard was ro-clcctcd in 
1863 for tho same circonscription. 

PICCOLOMINI, Makta, operatic 
singer, member of an ancient and 
noble family in Tuscany, was born 
at Sienna in 1835. In childhood 
she gave very great promise of 
vocal powers, and her parents con- 
fided her musical education to Ro- 
mani, one of the first teachers in 
Italy, under whoso instruction she 
made her first appearance at Florence, 
in 1852, in the character of Lnerezia 
Borgia, being little more than sixteen. 
This character she performed for 
twenty niglits, with innuenso suc- 
cess. She spent four years in a pro- 
fessional tour through Italy, and at- 
tracted crowds of admirers at Flo- 
rence, Rome, Palermo, and Verona, 
and at Turin sho appeared for tho 
first time in the “Traviata,” in which 
opera she came before an English 
audience in 1856, and met with a 
most enthnsiastio reception. Her 
success in Paris was not quite so 
great, though in that cit}*- sho was 
much admired and drew crowded 
houses. During her stay in Eng- 
land, she sang in tho most impor- 
tant ciries of the United Kingdom. 
In addition to the afore-mentioned 
operas, she performed in ** Figaro,” 
**The Hngnonots,” ”La Serva Pa- 
drema,” ** Lucia di Lammemioor,” 
" The Bohemian Girl,” ” Luisa Mil- 
to,” "La Figlia delR^gimento,” and 
as Zerlina, in Mozart's "Don Gio- 


vanni.” In 1861 she married and re- 
tired from professional life. 

PIOKERSGILL, Faedebick 
Richabd, R.A., nephew of H. W. 
Pickersgill, R.A., born in London in 
1820, studied at the Royal Aca- 
demy. His first production, The 
Combat between Hercules and Aohe- 
lous,” an oil-painting exhibited in 
1840, was followed by a prize cartoon 
of '‘The Death of King Lear,” ex- 
hibited in Westminster Hall in 1843; 
and “ Tho Burial of Harold,” a mag- 
nificent picture, for which ho receiv^ 
a fii*st-clasB prize in 1847, and which 
was immediately pui'chasod for the 
now Houses of Parliament. Mr. 
Pickersgill is a regular exhibitor, and 
his pictures goiiorally command many 
admirers and fetch high itricos. In 
1847 bo was elected A.B.A., and in 
1857 was promoted to the rank of 
Academician. 

PICKERSGILL, Henby William, 
R.A., son of a gentleman who was con- 
nected witli tho silk trado,born in Lon- 
don in 1782, and brought up to com- 
mercial pursuits, was aocidontally led 
to study art, for which lie had always 
a strong inclination. An early mar- 
riage threw him very much upon his 
owm resources, and having exhibited 
one or two siicccssfal pictures, ho was 
elected an A.R.A. when little more 
than thirty years of age, and was ad- 
mitted in 1827 to the full honours of 
tho A.cadomy, of which ho is one of 
the oldest mombers. From that dato 
ho has constantly exhibited, and his 
skill and power can hardly bo said to 
sliow iiymptoms of decay. Ho is cele- 
brated for his poriraits, and there are 
few distinguisl^d personages who 
have not sat to Mr. Pickersgill at 
one time or another during the last 
forty years. 

PIERCE, Franklin, ex-President 
of the United States, son of Brigade- 
Major Benjamin Fierce, who hold 
several political offices in tho state 
of Now Hampshire, bom in HiUs- 
borongh. New Hampshire, Nov. 23, 
1804, after completing his aoademical 
studies, wont to Bowdoin College, 
Maine. On leaving college, he entered 
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the office of Judge Howe, of North- 
ampton, Maesaohusetts, but returned 
to his native state, and finished his 
studies at Amherst. He was admitted 
to the bar, and commenced praotico 
in his native town ; before the end of 
two years was elected a representa- 
tive in the State Legislature, and 
during his second year’s Bei*vice was 
chosen Speaker. In 1833 ho was 
elected to Congress, and remained a 
member of the House of Bepresenta- 
tives for four years. Although a firm 
supporter of democratic measures, ho 
seldom distinguished himself as a 
debater. In 1837 ho was elected a 
member of the U.S. Senate, and at 
the end of five years resigned Ids 
seat, intending to devote himself 
wholly to his profession, when he 
settled in Concord, and rosuming his 
practice at the bar, was successful as 
an advocate. President Polk offered 
to make him Attoimcy-Cenoral or 
fSecrctazy of War, but ho refused both 
of these offices. On the breaking 
out of the Mexican war, Mr. Pierce 
enrolled himself as a private soldier 
in the New England vcjgimont. 
President Polk sent him a colonel’s 
commission, and raised him to the 
rank of Brigadier-General in Mai'ch, 
1847. On the rc^storation of peace, ho 
lived in comparativo retirement until 
the proceedings of the Baltimore De- 
mocratic Convention in 1852 brought 
him once more boforo tlio public, and I 
ho was nominated by that body, with 
but few dissentient votes, the Domo- 
Dmtic candidate for the Presidency of 
bhe United States, and in due course 
was elected to that office, i.'i which he 
javo very little sat^faction to any 
party. Ho was succeeded by Mr. 
Buchanan in 1856. 

PIETEBMABITZBUBG (Bjshop 
ok), The Bight Bev. William J. 
Butler, educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where ho took the B.A. 
iogreo in 1840 ; was made Vicar of | 
iVantago, Berks, in 184<6, and Bnral 
Dean. In consequence of the depo- 
dtion of Dr. Colenso by Bishop Gray, 
metropolitan of South Africa, the 
Bev. W. J. Butler in 1867 accepted 


the vacant ,see, and took the title o: 
Bishop of Pietermaritzburg. 

PIGOT, The Bight Hon.- Davii 
Bichard, son of a physician at Kil 
worth, oOi Cork, born in 1806, wat 
called to the Irish Bar in 1826. He 
was Solicitor-General for Ireland ii 
1839, Attorney-General from 1840 til 
Sop., 1841, and was appointed Chiel 
Baron of the Exchequer in Irelani 
in 1840. He sat as member for Clon- 
mel in the Liberal interest from 183£ 
till 1846, and was appointed one o; 
the Visitors of Maynooth College ii 
1845. Ho was sworn a Privy Council 
lor on becoming Attoriicy-Goncral foi 
Ireland in 1840. 

PIGOTT, Sir Gtllery, fourth son 
of the late Paynton Pigott-Stainsby- 
Conan t, Esq., of Slicrfield, Tfants, bom 
in 1813, and educated privately a1 
Putney, was called to the Bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1839, and went the 
Oxford circuit. Ho was appointed a 
Sofjeant-at-Law, witJj patent of pro- 
ccdeiico, in 1856, and was Becordcroi 
Hereford. Ho was one of the mom- 
hors for Beading in the Liberal 
iiiicrest from Oct., 1860, till Oct.. 
1863, wJien ho was promoted to a 
J udgeship in the Court of Exchequer, 
and received the honour of knight- 
hood. 

I PIM, Capt. Bedford Capi*f.rtoe 
Thevylian, B.N., E.B.G.S., son oi 
E. B. Pirn, who died in command ol 
H.M.S. JilacJc Joke, on the coast oi 
Africa, was born at Bideford, Devon, 
June 12, 1826, and educated at the 
Boyal Naval School. He went ^ 
India in the merchant service, and on 
his return was appointed a volunteer 
(let class) in the Boyal Navy in 1842. 
Having been employed for some years 
in the Surveying service, ho made 
the voyage round the world in n.M.S. 
Herald in 1845-51, and was engaged 
from first to last in the search for Sir 
John Franklin, both through Behring’s 
Straits and Baffin’s Bay. He was the 
officer who reached the InvesUgaioTt 
and saved the crew of that ship, be- 
sides being the first man who made 
his way fiom a ship on the eastern to 
a sliip on the western side of the 
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North-West Passage. He saw active 
service, in command, in the Rnssian 
war, for which ho has a medal, and 
in China, where he was desperately 
wounded in no less than six places ; 
was made a commander in 1858, and 
served in the West Indies and on tlio 
Gape of Good Hope station. He is 
the author of *'Tho Gate of the 
Pacific,” published in 1863, and 
of various pamf)hlcts and articles, 
mostly geographical. Capt. Pirn has 
for somo years been engaged in open- 
ing, by his own private edbrta, rail- 
way transit from the Atlantic to t)ie 
Pacific aci'uss Nicaragua. 

PINE, SiK Bknjabiin GHir.LEY 
Cami’Iiki.l, member of a Devonshire 
family, born in 1813, graduated ;it 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and was 
called to the Bar in 1841. Hu was 
appointed Queen* s Advocate at Sici*ra 
Lcono ill 1842, and acting Governor 
therein 18-18; was Licnt.-Govenior of 
Natal in 1849, and Governor and Coni- 
mandor-in-Chief of the Gold Coast 
seitlemonts in 1850, when lie was 
created a Knight Bachelor. Ho has 
published some articles on the African 
colonies in the ** Eiicyclopasdia Bri- 
tannica.** 

PIORllY, PiEuuE-ADor.riiE, physi- 
cian, member of the Academy of 
Medicine, born at Poitiers, Dec. 31, 
1794, studied medicine at the age of 
sixteen, when ho was drawn by the 
-conscription, and went ns surgeon to 
the army in Spain. After his return 
to Paris, in 1814, ho studied nt tho 
H^pital do la Charite, under MM. 
Fonqnior and Boux, and took tho 
degree of Doctor in 1816. Abont 
this timo he wrote nuniorous papers 
on medical subjects, and contributed 
various articles to tho ** Journal do la 
Socidtd Medecino,” **Lo Dictionnairo 
dcB SoienocB M^icalcs,” Ac. Ho be- 
came a physician to tlie liospitals in 
1827. Lactmec, who had published 
iin 1819 the results of his researohes 
upon auscultation, and wlio had re- 
marked the zeal with which M. Piorry 
perfbnned his professional duties at 
th^ Hdpital de la Charite, became very 
friendly towards him. Shortly after- , 


wards M. l^orry originated a new 
modo of percussion, which he called 
‘‘percussion mediate,” it being effected 
with a plate of metal or ivory. This 
formed the subject of a work entitled 
“ Traite sur la Percussion Mediate,” 
which gained the Montyon prize in 
1828. Tho peculiar doctrine held 
by M. Piorry lias raised iip numerons 
adversaries. In 1823 ho was elected 
a member of tho Academy of Medi- 
cine, was Professor of Clinical Medi- 
cine at the Faculty, and has hold a 
similar position since 1846 at the 
llupilal dc la Charite. Ho was deco- 
rated W'ith the Cross of tho Legion of 
Honour, April 28, 1838. Ho has 
written, amongst other works, “ M^- 
raoircis sur rirritation Enc^phalique 
cle.s Enfants,** published in 1823 ; 
“Procede Opuratoiro sur la Percus- 
sion,’* in 1831; “ Traite du Diagnostic : 
Traite de Semeologio,” in 1836; “ De 
rileivditd dans Ics Maladies,” in 1840 ; 

Tmite de Medecino Pratique et do 
I’athologie latriquo ou Medicale,” in 
1842 ; “ Dion, I’Amo, ja Nature,” a 
poem, in 1854; “Memuire sur la 
Ciirabilite ot le Traitement de la 
Phthisic Pulmonaire,” &c., and “ Dia- 
cours sur TOrganisme, le V^italisme, et 
lo Psychisine,” in 1860 ; and “ La 
Medecino du Bon Sens,” in 1864. 

PITMAN, Isaac, born at Trow- 
bridge, Wilts, Jan. 4, 1813, and edu- 
cated at the Grammar-school in that 
town, after having been clerk for 
some timo, was trained in tho Nor- 
mal British School, in London, and 
was appointed master of tho British 
Scho •!, Burtou-on-Fumber, in 1832. 
Ho established tho British School at 
Wotton-under-Edge in 1836, and re- 
moved to Bath* in 1839. His first 
tmatise on shorthand, entitled ” Ste- 
nographic Shorthand,” appeared in 
1837, and he became tho inventor of 
the system of phonetic writing, to 
which he has devoted his entire atten- 
tion since 1843, in which year the 
Phonetic Society wos formed; The 
Phonetic News, established in l849, 
only lasted three months, but the 
Phonetic Journal still exists. His 
“ Manual of Phonography, or Writing 
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of Sound,*’ appeared in 1810; and 
his “Phonographic Rcportor^a Com- 
panion” in 1853. 

PIUS THE NINTH (Pope), a mem- 
ber of the noble family of Ferretti, 
named Giovanni Mario Mastal Fer- 
retti, born at Senegaglia, May 13, 1792, 
wasintendodfor the army, but resolved 
to devote himself to the Chnrch. For 
several years after his ordination ho 
fittendod to his pastoral duties with 
exemplary self-dovotion, and was 
nominated by Pius the Seventh on a 
mission to tho Government of Oliili, 
in South America, shortly after tho 
recognition of the indcpondonco of 
that republic. . The duties of this 
mission wore performed by him with 
great discretion ; and immediately on 
Ills return to Koine lie was appointed { 
by Leo XII. to one of the most im- 
portant of tho ecclesiastico-civil de- 
partments of administration . In 1836 
he was sent as Apostolic Nuncio to 
Naples, while tlio cholera was raging 
there, and his namo is still revered 
by the poorer inhabitants of that city, 
ingratitude for hisdisintcrested odbrts 
to alleviate their siiUerings. In 1810 
he was created Cardinal Archbishop 
of Iniola, in the Komagna, where 
much political disaffection existed; 
but ho devoted himself to tho duties 
of his dioceso with so nincli zeal and 
self-denial, and displayed such liber- 
ality of sentiment, that ho soon gained 
the affections of the people, and re- 
stored peace and tranquillity to tho 
district. Pope Gregory XVI. died 
Juno 1, 18-16, and Cardinal Ferretti 
was elected to the papacy, under the 
name of Pius the Ninth. June 16. 
The new Pope at first acquired much 
popularity by favouring tho hopes and 
wishes of the people for tho reform 
of the gigantic abuses of the papal 
government ; and the enthusiasm not 
only of tho Romans, but of the whole 
Italian people, was raised to the high- 
est pitch. But the French revolu- 
tion . of 1848 gave a much more 
powerful impulse to the enthusiasm, • 
not only of the Italian patriots but of 
the friends of liberal institutions all 
over Europe; awakening a demand,; 


not for mere administrative reforms, 
but for popular systems of represen- 
tative government. These sweeping 
changes tho Pope was not prepared 
to support, and from that moment his 
popularity began to decline. A policy 
of reaction commenced, which only 
widened tho broach between tho Papal 
government and the people, and gavo 
an impetus to tho agitation for or- 
ganic changoB. Tho popular disafiec- 
tion was greatly increased on liis 
taking for his minister Count Rossi, 
one of the most aristocratio and nn- 
popnlar men in Rome ; and, indeed, 
the fury of the people could with 
difiiculty bo restrained. Count Rossi 
was assassinated Nov. 15, and Pius 
himself, a few days later, csca.i>ed 
from Itoine in disguise, and arrived 
safely in Gacta, tho first town in the 
Neapolitan territory, whither he was 
followed by tho members of tho Papal 
court and tho diplomatic corps. Ho 
sent to Rome an ordoiinance, Nov. 27, 
declaring void all tho acts of thu- 
govei’nmciit, which he superseded by 
a state commission. This document 
the Hr) mail Chambers treated with 
contempt, a])pointed a Provisional 
Government, and set about improving 
tho victory they had achieved. The 
Pope remained nearly a year and a 
half at Gaota and Portici, an object of 
sympathy as the head of the Roman 
Catholic Clmrch. Daring his absence, 
Romo, wliich was in the possession of 
tho native troops under Garibaldi, was 
besieged, and at last taken by storm 
by tho French army under Gen. Oudi- 
not, after snstaining some reverses. 
Tho Pope left Portici April 4, 1850, 
escorted by Neapolitan and French 
dragoons, and accompanied by tho- 
king of Naples and several members 
of his family. Ho crossed the fron- 
tier at Tori'acina April 6, and re- 
entered Rome April 12, amidst the 
thunder of French cannon. His chief 
ecclesiastical acts, so far as they havo|| 
been made public in this countiy, are 
the condemnation of the Irish Col- 
leges, and the division of Englaxid 
into Roman Catholic dioceses in 1850; 
the formal definition of the dogma of 
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tho Immaculate Gonceptiou, in Dec., 
1854 ; and the famous Kncyclical of 
Dec., 1864. Tho latter document, 
which, by its strong Ulti’amoutaniam, 
destroyed all hope of union between 
Liberal Homan Catholicism and tho 
Papacy, was provoked by tho Franco- 
Italian Conyention, which provided 
for tho withdrawal of the French 
troops from Homo by the end of 1866. 
In acoordauoo witJi this treaty, tho 
French troops were withdrawn, and 
tho situation of tho Pope has since 
been oxti*einely precarious. 

P L A N C II , James Houinson, 
doscondod from a French family which 
sought rafnge in England on the re- 
vocation of tho Edict of Nantes, was 
bom in Old Darlington Street, London, 
Feb. 27, 1796. Tho bent of his mind 
early displayed itself in a burlesque, 
entitled “ Amorosa, King of Little 
Britain,” written for private perform- 
ance, but tiftorwards accepted by tho 
management of Dniiy Lane Tlicnti*o, 
and played with applause in May, 
1818. This success Idd Mr. Planche 
to write other pieces for various 
theatres, which were well received^ 
Among these wore the operas of 

Maid Marian,” to which Mr. Bishop 
furnished the music; and of ” Oberon,” 
written espi’essly for WoboFs music. 
He prepared adaptations of some of 
the plays of our older dramatists ; 
among them, “ The Woman never 
Vexed,” " Th(^Morchaiit’s Wedding,” 
&o. Mr. Planch^ has paid consider- 
able attention to tho subject of ai'chsoo- 
logy and costume, and was cominiS' 
sionod by the proprietors of Goveni 
Garden Theatre to attend the coro- 
nation of Gharles X., in ordoi* to make 
drawings for the purpose of repro- 
ducing tho pag^nt on the English 
stage. At the desire of Mr. Gharles 
Kemble, he designed tho costumes fur 
the plays of “ King John,” ** Henry 
IV.,” « As You Like It,” “ Othello,” 
baud ** Gymbeline.” In 1828 he pro- 
"duoed at Dmiy Lane Theatre his 
popular drama" of ** Gharles XU.,” 

. and in 1830 was elected a member of 
the Society of Anliquaries, from which 
he retured in 1852. Ho has prepared 


for the stage nearly two hundred 
pieces of one kind or the other, some 
of the more remarkable being the 
extravaganzas produced under the 
management of Madame Vestiis, and 
ho has written a variety of songs, 
essays, Ac., in various periodicals. 
Ho wrote, after travelling through 
n part of tho North of Europe, 

Songs and Legends of the Rhine,” 
published in 1826 ; Descent of the 
Danube,” since reprinted as a gnido- 
liook, in 1827 ; “ The Histoiy of 
British Gostume,” for tho Library of 
Entertaining Knowledge,” in 1834; 
“ Oostnme,” for Knight’s Pictorial 
Shakespeare, Gostiimo and Furni- 
ture,” in tho chapters on Manners and 
Customs in the Pictorial Histoiy of 
England, ” Regal Records : Corona- 
tions of Queens,” at the coronation 
of Queen Victoria, in 1838 ; “ The 
IMrsuivant at Arms,” in 1862; “King 
Nut-Cracker, a Fairy Tale,” in 1853 ; 
“ Popular Faiiy Talcs, Illustrated,” 
in 1857 ; ” A Comer of Kent, tho 
parish of Ash-next-Sandwioh,” in 
1864 ; and articles on Dramatic 
Biogi'aphy in tho Penny Gyclopmdia. 
Ho was created Rouge Croix Pur- 
suivant of Arms in 1854, and Somerset 
Herald Juno 8, 1866. 

P L A N C Y , De, (See Collin, 
J.A.S.O.D.) 

PLAYFAIR, Dk. Lyon, C.B., son 
of Mr. George Playfair, Inspector- 
General of Hospitals, and nephew of 
the hilo Col. Sir Hugh L. Playfair, 
born in Bengal in 1819, was educated 
at St. Andrew’s, N.B., and at a very 
early took especial interest in 
chemistty. In 1834 ho studied che- 
mistry under Professor Thomas Gra- 
ham, at the Andcrsonlau University, 
Glasgow; but his health failing in 
1837, ho revisited India, and^npon 
bis recovery returned to England, 
and rejoined his friend Graham, then 
Professor to the London University. 
In 1838 ho went to Giessen, to study 
organic ohemistiy under Liebig, md 
on his retnm to Scotland undertook 
the management of the large calico 
print-workis of Messrs. Thompm, of 
Clitheroe; whence he removed, in 
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18<ld, to Manchoster, and was ap- 
pointed Professor of Chemistry in 
tho Royal Institution. At the recom- 
mendation of the late Sir Robert Peel, 
he was appointed on tho commission 
oonstitutod to examine into the sani- 
tary condition of our large towns and 
populous districts, and his Reports 
were characterized by great ability. 
At tho close of the commission, Pro- 
fessor Playfair was appointed by the 
late Sir R. Peel, Chemist to the 
Museum of Practical Geology. In tho 
Great Exhibition of 1851 he visited 
the manufacturing distiicts, and by 
drawing up an elaborate classilication 
of objects of indust^, and by peraoual 
communication with tho maiinfac- 
turers, exorcised an important iniluonco 
on the completeness of that great 
undertaking. ITc was appointed Spe- 
cial Commissioner in charge of tho 
Department of Juries ; and at tho 
close of tho Exhibition, in i-ccognition 
of bis Bciontiiiu services, ho was made 
a Companion of tho Bath, ami loccived 
an appointment in the lute Prince 
Consort’s household. At tho Groat 
Exhibition of 1862, ho again had 
cliargo of tho department of Juries, 
and was entrusted with tho appoint- 
ment of the jurors, who numbered 
dpwards of COO persons, consisting of 
tho most eminent Tucii in rank, science, 
aiidinduBtiy,of all conntrieB in Europe. 
On tho establishment of the depart- 
ment of Scienco and Art, in 1853, ho 
was appointed Joint Secretary with 
Mr. Henry Cole; bnt'in 185G, when 
Mr. Cole assumed t)io office of Secre- 
tary, ho became Inspector-General 
of Government MuBeunis and Schools 
of Science. In 1857 Proi'jssor Play- 
fair was elected President of the 
Chemical Society of London, and in 
1858 , was appointed Prdfessor of 
Chemistry in the University of Edin- 
bnigh, where ho has had the honour 
to number among his pupils tho 
Prince of Wales and Prince Alfred. 
Professor Playfair has been much 
employed by various governments 
to report on subjects of public interest. 
In conjonotion with Sir Henry De La 
Beche, he examined, at tho desire of 


tho Adminilty, into the suitableness 
of the coals of the United Kingdom 
for tho purposes of the navy; and 
into the causes of accidents in mines. 
He was one of the Royal Commis- 
sioners appointed on the appearance 
of the cattle plague in this country, 
and was chairman of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Fisheries of the 
Scottish coasts. This commission, 
on which Professor Huxley also acted, 
laid the basis for the withdrawal of 
legislative restrictions on sea fishericss.' 
He holds honoraiy appointments as 
ono of II.M.’b CommissionerB in tho 
Board of Manufactures, and in the 
Beard of Fisheries for Scotland ; and 
ill addition to being member of many 
learned societies, is Officer of the 
Legion of Honour ; Commander of tho 
Austrian Order of Francis Joseph; 
Knight of the Portagucse Order of 
tho Conception; Knight of tho Swedish 
Onler of tho Northern Star ; and 
Knight of AViirtemborg. 

PJ^EYEL, Mauamr: MAKrK-Ff:LJCiTK 
Moke, a pupil of Kalkbrenner, and 
one of tlie most distinguished of 
female pianistes, bom in Paris, July 
4, 1811, at an early age became 
ilie wife of M. Camille Pleyol, tho 
late well-known piauoforte-makerr 
Mtidamo Ployel, whoso acquirements 
are nut limited to tliat branch of the 
arts which she has adopted as a 
profession, j^osseases an extensive 
knowledge of languages and general 
literature. Her groatr natural gifts, 
added to a marvellous mechanical 
power, entitle this lady to tho culo- 
gistio ramark of Liszt, that she is not 
only great amongst foinalo pianistes, 
but great amongst tho greatest artists 
of the world. Madame Pleyel became 
first known to tho English musical 
world in 1846, and her reception was 
such as to induce her to repeat her 
visit on several occasions. 

PLUMMER, John, « the North- 
amptonshire Poet,’* was bom near j 
Tower Hill, London, in June, 1831. 
His father, a small stay-maker, w^ 
too poor to affind him even a conunoii 
school education; and he was rendered 
partially lame and deaf by an illness

during infancy. He learned liis loiters 
at old bookstallB about the East-end 
of London, and having read the lives 
of Bome painters in the Penny Maga- 
zine and Chambers's Miscellany, en- 
tered the Spitalfields School of Design, 
in. which he obtained the first prize 
for an outline drawing from the flat. 
Unable, from poverty and the removal 
of hia father from London, to con- 
tinue his attendance thoro, he studied 
political economy, and became, to 
use his own words, ** a victim to the 
art of versifying." Settling, in 1833, 
. at Kettering, in Nortlianiptonshiro, 
ho was a constant contributor of 
poetry and letters on politics to the 
local papers. A controversy npon 
which ha entered with a Roman 
Catholic clergyman at Northampton, 
and another against the monopoly of 
the “ Shoemakers* Union," brouglit 
his namo before the notice of tho 
public. To combat the tyranny too 
often inflicted by combinations of 
.. labonring men upon their follows, ho 
. published, in 1839, tho ** Freedom of 
Labour," a book which was favourably 
mentioned by Lord Brougham in his 
spocoh at Liver|)ool,. and again in 
the House of Lords, os " an excellent 
and welUroasotiod address on the 
flubjoct of strikes." Whilo employed 
•at a stcam-cutUng macliino at Ket- 
tering, John Plummer found leisure 
to write a '* Prize Essay on Sanitary 
Reform," a ^ “ Tract on Trades' 
Unions," and- numerous articles on 
wa£^, labour, oapital, strikes, and 
similar subjects, in various serials. 
Heia the author of a volurno of poems, 
entitled Songs of Labour, and 
NqrthamptbnBhire Rambler," pub- 
lished by .subscription in 1860, and he 
obtained a prize of £30 for the best 
«Baay cm the advantages of the 
colonies. The cotton famine having 
seriously , affected his employment, 
he bobome a writer on the London, 

I provincial, and colonial press, and is 
an ezteorive oontiributor on social 
questionB to the periodicals. Lord 
ihdmeretan bestowed on him a grant 
of dSiOfrina ''theRoyalBqunfyFund." 

FLUHPTREi Cha]u;.es Johx, 


Lecturer on Elocution at the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, son of Edward H. 
Plumptro, Esq., of tho Middle Temple, 
a relative of the Plumptres of Fred- 
villo, in Kent, bom in 1818, was 
called to tho Bar at Gray’s Inn in 
Jan., 184:t. He was the first who 
originated, under tho sanction of the 
Vicc-Cbanoellor of Oxford, the system 
of giving regular lectures on the 
various branches of professional elo- 
cution before tho University. He is 
Profosaor of English Literatnre and 
Rhetoric at the Hyde-Park College, 
at the Crystal Palace School of Art, 
and was appointed Lecturer on Pnblio 
Speaking and Reading at King's Col- 
lege Evening Classes in 1866. He has 
pnblished ** Lectures on Elocution," 
dedicated to H.K.JI. tho Prince of 
Wales. 

PLUMPTRE, Rev. Edward Hayes, 
brother Of Professor 0. J. Plnmptro, 
bom Ang. 6, 1821, was educated at 
University College, Oxford, and be- 
came Fellow of Braseiiose in 1814. 
lie was appointed Chaplain at King's 
College, London, in 1847, Professor of 
Pastoral Theology thora in 1853, Pro- 
bondary of St. Paul’s in 1863, and 
Professor of Exegesis of tho Now 
Testament in 1864. He was Assistant 
Preacher at Lincoln’s Inn frdm 1831 
till 1858, Select Preacher at Oxford 
from 1S5| till 1853, and from 1864 
till 1866, and Boyle Lecturer in 
1866-7. Ho has written ** Sermons 
at king's Collogo, London," published 
in 1859 ; /* Lazarus and other Poems," 
in 1864; ** Master and Scholar, &o., 
Pooms,” tnd "Sermons on Theology 
and Life," in 1866 ; and has contri- 
buted articles to Dr. Smith's Dic- 
tionary of the Bible, the Oontempor(Mry 
Remew, Good Words, The Sunday 
Magazine, and other periodicals. 

POGGENDORFF, Johaxn Chris- 
tian, Physician and Professor of Na- 
tural Science in the University of 
Berlin, bom Deo. 29, 1796, in Ham- 
bnig, where his father was a mer- 
chant, was intended for the same 
pursuit ; but his love for ohemioal 
science induced him to devote himself 
to pharmaceutical studies; In 1820 
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his oolloagues. That oommission, 
after visiting the principal fishing 
ports of the kingdom, completed its 
labonrs in 1866, and the President of 
the Board of Trade, in the course of a 
discussion on the subject, if^us ex- 
pressed the opinion of the Govern- 
ment on the results of t^at inquiry : — 
** I may bo permitted to say that I 
think a more able report than that 
which these commissioners have laid 
before Parliament was never made. 
It is evident that this inquiry has 
been most searching and complete, 
and conducted in a most diligent and 
judicious manner. Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment have sent to the Government 
of Franco a copy of the report, and 
h^vc invited its attention to it, with a 
view of ascertaining the extent to 
which the French Government would 
be prepared to go in revising the pre- 
sent convention, and in the repeal of 
those obstractions to free fishing 
which the commissioners have re- 
commended should be abolished. I 
think the ground is now laid for put- 
ting our fishery laws on a sound and 
satisfactory footing. It is highly sa- 
tisfactory that on inquiry undertaken 
in the spirit of a proposal to increase 
the restrictions uf^li fishing should 
have resulted in s]tiowing that the 
supply of fish, ^4 the interests of 
fishermen woul^e best promoted by 
free and unrestricted fishing.” In 
186'li Mr. Caird, after many years’ 
perseverance, carried a resolution of 
the House of Commons in favour of 
the collection of ag^cultural statistics, 
which was followed by a vote of 
£10,000 for that object. The returns 
of 1866 for Great Britain, the result 
of that vote, for tho first time com- 
plete the agricultural statistics of the 
United Kingdom. 

GAIBD, The Rev. John, M.A., a 
popular and eloquent preacher of tho 
Established Church of Scotland, was 
bom in 1828, at Greenock, where 
his father was an engineer j studied 

f t tho University of Glasgow, and in 
84{l! was licensed as a preacher. 
In 1845 ho was ordained minister 
of Mewton-on-Ayre, and in the same | 


year was removed to Lady Yester^s 
Church, in Edinbuigh, to which charge 
he was elected by the toWn-council. 
In 1850 he accepted the charge of the 
Established Church at Errol, in Perth- 
shire, whence he removed to Glasgow 
in 1858. A sermon preached by him 
before the Queen, in the parish kirk 
of Crathie, has been published by her 
Majesty’s command. 

CAIRNS (Lobd), The Right Hon. 
Hugh McCalmont, second son of the 
late William Cairns, Esq., of Cultra, 
CO. Down, Ireland,* was born in 1819, 
and educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin^where he gp‘aduated in h^h clas- 
sical honours, was called to tho Bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1844, and soon 
obtained a first-rate practice. In 1852 
ho was elected in tho Conservative 
interest for Belfast, which city he 
continued to represent till ho was 
appointed in Oct., 1866, to succeed 
Sir J. L. Knight Bruce as Lord Jus- 
tice of Appe^. He was made a Q.C. 
and elected a Bencher of his inn in 
1856; and on the return of Lord 
Derby to power in 1858, Mr. Cairns 
was knighted, and appointed Solici- 
tor-General. In that capacity he 
showed extraordinary ability, and his 
speeches have been deemed master- 
pieces of eloquence. On the return of 
Lord Derby to power in 1866, Sir H. 
Cairns became Attoimey-General, and 
was made Loitl Justice of Appeal 
Oct. 18. The announcement of his 
elevation to the peerage as Baron 
Cairns qf Garraoyle, in the co. of An- 
trim, appeared in the London Gazette, 
Feb. 23, 1867. 

CAITHNESS. (See Moray, Ross, 
AND Caithness, Bisuor of.) 

CAITHNESS (Eabl of). The Right 
Hon. James Sinclair, F.R.S., born 
Deo. 16, 1821, succeeded his father 
as 14th earl, Dec. 24, 1856, was 
created Baron Barrogill, June 12, 
1866, and is Lord-Lieutenant of Caith- 
ness-shire. In 1858 he was chosen . 
a representative peer for Scotland, 
and was Lord in Waiting on the 
Queen under Lord Palmerston’s ad- 
ministration. His lordship, well 
known as one of tho most sdontifio . 
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ho beoamo a stadent in- the Uni- 
Torsity of Berlin ; in 1834 he was ap< 
pointed Professor of Physios, and in 
1|^8 was made a member of the 
Academy of Sciences. His first work 
— a “ Treatise on Voltaic Electricity,” 
particularly important through the 
development of the principles of the 
mnltiplicator and its application, a 
discovery which was made simnl- 
taneously by Schweiger, in Halle, 
appeared in 1821. Ho undertook the 
editorship . of the “ Annalen der 
Physik nnd Chemie,” a periodical of 
great value, well known to practical 
chemists, in 1824 ; and with Liebig 
co-o|)emted in editing a “Dictionary 
of Chemistry,” but afbev the comple- 
tion of the first volume in a great 
measure withdraw from it. His “ Bio- 
graphical Outlines for a History of tho 
Exact Sciences,” published in 1853, 
proved tlie precursor of an important 
“ Biograpliico-literary ‘Dictionary of 
the History ‘ of the Exact Sciences, 
Chemistry, Matiiematios,&c.” in 1858. 
Magnetism and electricity havo occu- 
pied the researches of Poggendorff, 
and his discoveries liave boon of great 
benefit to science. 

POLLOCK, Tub Right TIon. Sir 
Fkedkkick, Bart., of Scottish ex- 
traction, son of the lato Mr. David 
Pollock, of London, born in London, 
Sep. 23, 1783, wont from. St. Paul’s 
School to Trinity College, Cambridge, | 
whero lio was senior Wrangler in , 
180(). Having been called to th Aar ' 
at the Middle Temple in 1807, he had ’ 
great snccoss in his profession, but 
did* not attain the rank of King’s 
Connsol till 1827. Por many years 
he led the Northern circuit, and had 
a most extensive business in London 
and Westminster, having been re- 
tained in nearly every oanse of im- 
poitonco. In 1831 Mr. Pollock was 
retnrnod one of the .members for 
Huntingdon, which ho continued to 
represent till his elevation to the 
Bmch in April, 1844. He was ap- 
pointed Attorney- General in Sir B. 
'Feel’a first' administration in 1834, 
and af^in in his second administra- 
tion in 1841, and succeeded Lord 


Abinger as Chief Boron of the Court 
of Exchequer, and was sworn a mem- 
ber of her Majesty’s Privy Council in 
April, 1844. He is younger brother 
of the late Sir D. Pollock, Chief 
Justice of Bombay, and elder brother 
of Gen. Sir George Pollock, G.C.B. 
and K. S .1. Ho retired from the Bench 
in Jane, and was created a baronet, 
July 22, 1866. 

POLLOCK, General Sib George, 
G.C.B. and K.S.I., brother of Sii* 
Frederick Pollock, Bart., was bom in 
London in 1786. Entering the ser- 
vice of the Eost-India Company in 
1802, he joined tho Bengal Artilleiy, 
in which ho rose by successive steps, 
attaining the rank of Captain in 1805, 
of Ma.{or in 1810, of Colonel in 1829, 
and of General in 1859. Shortly after 
piGceeding to India, he joined the 
army nnder Gen. Lake, and was pre- 
sent at tho battle of Deeg, and at the 
sieges of Deegand Bhnrtpore, in 1804-5. 
Ho volunteered in 1815 to serve with 
the force nnder Gon. S. Wood against 
the Ncpanlese ; and having held some 
staff appointments, he was appointed, 
in 1821, to the command of the army 
sent to Bunnah nnder Sir Archibald 
Campbell, where he gained great 
credit, and for his services in tho 
Burmese war was made a C.B. In 
1811 he was selected to command th# 
armies on the west of tlie Indus, 
when after forcing the Khyber Pass 
by a scries of skilful und brilliant 
operations, ho marched to the relief of 
Sir Robert Sale at Jellalabod. Haying 
defeated tho Affghan troops in three 
successive encounters, he took Cabul 
Sep. 15 in that year, effected the 
release of tho prisouers, was joined 
by Gon. Nott, Sep. 17, and M the 
army through the formidable passes 
back to India in Oct. For these ser- 
vices he was presented with a splendid 
sword tho Government of India,

Boitruon, reigns as Louis, or Luis I., 
second but eldest surviving son of 
Doniin Maria II., queon of Portugal, 
and Dom .Feniando, prince of Saxe- 
Goburg, borji Oct., 1838, visited this 
country with his elder brother in 1854, 
when ho boro the title of Duke of 
Oporto, and afterwards attained the 
rank of a captain in the Poi'tuguesc 
navy. Ho siiccoodod to the throne on 
the demise of his brother. King Pedro 
V. (by a fever, which carried off 
another brother), Nov. 11, 1861. Ho 
is said to bo veiy intelligent, of as 
liberal principle's os the late king, and 
seems resolved to govern Lis kin^oni 
oonstitutionally. He married Oct. 6, , 
1862, Pia, youngest daughter of Victor ; 
Emanuel, King of Italy, by whom ^ 
ho has two sons, Carlos, born Sop. 28, ! 
;1863, and Alphonse, July 31, 1865. I 
POTTER, CiPBZANi, Principal of 
tho Royal Academy of Music, bom in 
London in 1792, reooived his earliest 


instruction in inusio from Attwood, 
Galoot t, Crotch, and Wolff; and after- 
wards pursued his studios in Ger- 
'many. At Vienna ho enjoyed the 
friendship of Beethoven, who gave 
liim valuable advice and assistance. 
Mr. Potter was for some time one of 
the conductors of the Philharmonic 
Concerts, and has distinguished him- 
self as a composer and pianist. His 
works, consisting of symphonies, over- 
tures, trios, quartets, concertantes, 
sonatas'; and other pieces for his own 
instrument, are numerous, many of 
them being highly esteemed. As 
Principal of tlie Royal Academy of 
Music, in which office he succeeded 
Br. Crotch, he has greatly contributed 
to the usefulness of that institution. 

P O IT C H E T, FKUX.ABCHIMfeDlB, 
naturalist, bom at Rouen, Aug. 26, 
1800, studied in the H6tel Bicu of 
Rouen, nnder tlic woll-known surgeon 
M. Flaubert, went to Paris, and took 
the clogreo of Doctor in Medicine in 
1827. Upon his return to his native 
place ho was appointed Professor of 
Natural History at tho Museum; and 
under his ablo dii'cction it attained 
considerable importance. In 1838 M. 
Pouch ct was appointed Professor at 
tho l^colo dc Medecino of Rouen, and 
in 1813 was created a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour. Ho is a member 
of si'voral French and foreign learned 
Bocioties. Amongst the works ho has 
pabhshed are — “ Ilistoire Natnrclle do 
ia Famillo des Solanees,” in 1829; 
**Traite Elemontaire do Botanique 
Appliqu5e,” in 1835 ; “ Zoologie Clas-

the prize given by the Academy of 
Sciences for experimental physiology), 
in 1847 ; Rccherches sur les Organea 
de la Circulation,” &o., in 1849 ; “ Hd- 
tdrogdnie, ou Troitd de la Gdneration 
Spontande,” in 1859 1 ** Noovelles Ex- 
periences sur laGdndration Spoutanee 
et la R^istonce Vitale,” in 1^3 ; and 
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** llistoire des Scicncos Natnrelles au 
Hoyen Age, &c” 

P O U I L L E T, Claude-Servais- 
IIathias, Profesflor of Physics, mem- 
ber of the Institute, bom at Guzance 
(Donbs), Feb. 16, 1761, entered the 
Normal Sellout there in 1811, of which 
lie became tutor and afterwards lec- 
turer. Having been chosen Professor 
of Physics in the College Puurbou, he 
was afterwards tutor to several of the 
children of Lonis-Philippe. In 1820 
ho was made Sub-Director of the Con- 
servatory of Arts, and held the chair 
of Physics in that institution in 1831. 
He succeeded Dnlong in the Poly- 
technic School, but ill-health obliging 
him to resign, ho was appointed 
Director of the Conservatoi’y of AHs, 
and Professor of tlio Faculty of Sci- 
ences in Paris. Tu tlio Sorbonno ho 
distinguished himself by liis easy and 
elegant discourses, enlisting the at- 
tention and interest of his auditoiy. 
As a supporter of the monarchy of 
July, he sat in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties fbr an electoral college of the Jura. 
After tho revolution of 1818 lie re* 
tired from political life, and devoted 
himself entirely to giving public in- 
struction ; but in June, 1816, acts of 
great insubordination Laving occurred 
in tho Conservatory of Arts, Pouillet 
was accused of not iiaviug shown suf- 
ficient firmness, and w'as deprived of his 
office of Director, against 'which decree 
ho protested in vain. He has contri- 
buted many valuable additions to sci- 
ence, and written several nsoful works. 

POWERS, Hiram, sculptor, born at 
Woodstock, Vermont, U.S., July 26, 
1805, was waiter at an I otel, travel- 
ler for a tradesman, and appren- 
tice to a clockraakor at Cincinnati. 
Ho received his first instruction in 
modelling from a Prussian sculptor, 
who happened to bo in that city exe- 
cuting a bust of Gen. Jackson, and in 
a short time leanied to fonn busts 
himself, and well-executed medallions. 
Hnccmraged by tho success of these 
early efforts, he went to Washington, 
trhence, owing to the assistance of a 
patron, Mr. Longworth, he was en- 
abled to start in 1887 for Florence. 


After much studious nppjlication, he 
produced, in 1838, his figure of ** Eve,*' 
followed by tlie “ Greek Isiavo,” ex- 
hibited in tho London Exf^ibition of 
1851. Mr. Powers has executed '* Tho 
Young Fisherman,*’ a fuU-leAgth figure 
of Calhoun, with busts of [Webster, 
Jackson, Adams, &c. \ 

POWYS, The Hon. and Rev. Dr. 
(See SoDOu and Man, Bisiior of.) 

PRAT’l', John Tidd, Registrar 
of Friendly Societies in England, born 
Dec. 13, 1767, was called to tho Bar 
at tho Inner Temple in Michaelmas 
Term, 182-1. Ho has licld thO office 
of Consulting Barrister to tho Com- 
missioners lor tho iliHluction bf tho 
National Debt since 1828, tho Regis- 
trarship of Friendly Societies, and 
is tho Barnstor oppo^.'hted to certify 
tho rules of Saving^ Bunks, kc. He 
has written ** General Turnpike Hoad 
Acts, with Notes,” published in 1837 ; 
“ Bunimary of the History of tho 
Savings Bunks,” in 1816; ** Tho Law 
relating to Friendly Souietios,” in 
1855; “The Laws of Highways,” 
“All Analysis of tho Property-Tax 
Act,” “ SugguBtiona fur tho Establish- 
ment of Friendly Societies,” &o. Ho 
is in tho Commission of tho Peace for 
Middlesex, Westminster, Kent, Surrey, 
Sussex, and tho Cimpie Ports, and a 
Dcpiity-Licu tenant for the county of 
Middlesex. 

PRESCOTT, Admiral Sir Henry, 
K.C.B., born in 1783, entorod tho navy 
at the usual age, was enguged in ac- 
tion with tho four ships that escaped 
from Trafalgar, was employed off Sar- 
dinia from 1808 till 1810, and took 
part in the defence of Sicily. He was 
promoted to tho rank of captain, after 
distinguishing himself in the destruc- 
tion of several vessels at Amantia; 
was ' Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief of Newfoundland from 1834 
till 1841; was a Lord of the Admi- 
ralty during the latter half of 1847, 
and Admiral- Superintendent of Ports- 
mouth Dockva^ from Dec., 1847, 
till the end ot' 1852. In 1860 he be- 
came an Admiral of the Blue, and is 
a magistrate fbr Surrey. 

PRfiVOST-PARADOL, Lucien- 
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AnatoIiE, aiiathor, bom at Paris, Aug. 
8, 1829, 8ti(.i(lied at tho Collcgo Bour- 
bon, gainii^ various prizes, and en- 
ter^ tho /Ecole Nornmle, where he 
remained nntil 1851. In that year he 
obtained uho prize for eloquence given 
by tho j^cademie Fran^*iuKo for his 
“ £loge ue Bemardin Saint-Pierre.” 
In Aug., fl855, he took the degree of 
Dootor-in-Letters, was appointed to 
tho cha^ of French Literature by tho 
Faoultw of Aix, and in 1856 became 
one of rcho editors of tho Journal das 
DSbatsl In 1860 ho was attached for 
some months to the Vressej hut very 
shortly ratumed to the Dahats. ITis 
coutri|bations to tlio Coim'ier dn Di- 
mancm attracted much attention, 
being botli sarcastic and violent, and 
have Bift)iectcd that journal to the 
rigours of the administration. In 
1^3 ho * vas an unsuccessful candidate 
for tho Coriis Legislntif for the 6th 
oiroonsoription of Paris, and was 
elected a member of tho Frcfich Aca- 
demy, April 7, 1865, in place of M. 
Ampere. Amongst tho numerous 
works published by M. Pj*evosL-Paradol 
may be mentioned “ Revue de TlTis- 
toiro Uiiiverselle,” published in 1854; 

Du RAle do la Fainille dans T Educa- 
tion,” (a work “ crowned” by tho 
French Academy) in 1857 j “ Do la Li- 
bertodoB Cultes on Franco,” in 1858; 
‘^Essais do Politique ot «ie Littera- 
ture,” in 1859; “JjOs Anciens Par- 
tis,” a political treatise, for which 
tho author suflered a nioiitlf s impn- 
sonment, and was fined 1 ,000 francs ; 
"Du Gouvemement Parlemejitairo ; 
lo Dcctrot du 24 Novembre/* in 1860; 
"Deux Lettres sur la lh:fornio du 
Godo Penal,” “ Elisabeth et Henri 
IV.,” " Nouveaux Essais do Politique 
et de Litt^ratnre,” and "Quelques 
Pages d*Histoiro Coutemixiraiiie,” iu 
1862 ; " Essais de Politique et dc Lit- 
t^ture” (8rd series), iul8G3; and 
" Etudes BUT loB Moralistes Fran^ais,” 
in 1864. He was appointed by the 
‘French Academy one of tho Goin- 
iqitteeof Rve members to snperintond 
a new edition of 4ho ." Historiool Dic- 
tionary of the French Language,” in 
May, 1867. 


PRICE, The Rev. Bartholomew, 
M.A., F.R.S., F.R.A.S., son of the late 
Rev. William Price, Rector of Coin 
8t. Dennis, Gloucestershire, where he 
was bom in 1818, was educated at 
Pembroke College, Oxford, and gra- 
duated B.A. in 1840, taking first-class 
honours in mathematics. He was 
elected Fellow of his College, and was 
ofterwoiHls appointed Tutor, and has 
several times been ono of the Public 
Examiners in Sdmiiis Mathematicis et 
l^hysicis. He was appointed Sedloian 
Professor of Natural Philosophy at 
Oxford in 1853, and is a member of 
tho Hebdomadal Council, a Curator of 
the Bodleian Library, a Delegate of 
the University Press, and a Visitor 
of Greenwich Observatory. Ho is the 
author of a work on the Infinitesimal 
Calculus, iccluding separato treatises 
on Diffei'ontial Calculus, Integral Cal- 
culus, Statics, .and Dynamics, published 
at tho Clarendon Pross in 1854-65. 

PRIM, Don Juan, Marquis de los 
Castelleuos, Comte de Reus, Spanish 
general, bom at Rous, in Catalonia, 
Dec. 6, 1814, mado his first campaign 
as nil officer in tho civil w'ar which 
followed tho accession of Isabella 11. 
to the throne of Spain iu 1833. Being 
dovoted to the interests of the Quccn- 
mothor, Marta Christina, at that time 
Regent, ho was promotcnl to the rank 
of Colonel in 1837. After her flight, 
ho fissociated himsolf with the party 
of tho Progi'csistas, in thoir opposition 
to tho Dictatorship of Espartero, and 
having been accused of complicity in 
the insurrection of Saragossa in 1842, 
ho refuge in Franco, where ho 
attached himself Ut tho person of 
the Queen-mother in her efforts to 
bring about a restoration, lii 1843 
he was eloctod as a deputy to tho 
Cortes for tho city of Barcelona, and 
was enabled to return to Spain, where 
ho joined the coalition formed be- 
tween tho Christinos and the Progro- 
sistas against Espartero, and in May 
of the same year headed on insurrec- 
tion in his native city of Reus, from 
which, however, he was speedily driven 
by ZurJ^ano, one of Espartero’s lieu- 
tenants, and took refuge in Barcelona. 
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After the fall of Espartero, and the 
return of tlio Qneen-mothw to power, 
lie was made' a general, with the 
title of Count de Rehs, and the 
post of Governor of Maclrid. This 
state of affairs was of short dni'ation. 
Having nndci*takcn to suppress an 
insurrection that Invl broken out in 
Barcelona, he employed tho force at 
his disposal in such a manner as to 
keep Catalonia in revolt for an entire 
year. For this he was disgi'aced by 
the Queen, and tried for high treason 
and complicity in tho attempt to as- 
sassinate Narvaez. Ho was acquitted 
on tho last charge, and on tho first sen- 
tenced to a few months* imprisonment. 
From tins time until the breaking out 
of tho Knsso-Tnrkish war, in 1853 
ho kept aloof from public lil‘o.. He 
joined tho Oitrmian army on the Da- 
nube, and distinguished himself in 
the affairs of Oltenitza and Silistria. 
On his return from the East in ISS l, 
Gcu. Prim imblished an account of 
his niilitaiT' experience in the JCast, 
together with an liistoricul essay on 
the Turkish empire, in 1855 ho re- 
presonted Barcelona for tho second 
time in the Lower Chamber of the 
Cortes, and was raised to tho dignity 
of Senator in 1858. In command of 
a division, Gen. Prim distinguished 
himsolf in tho war against Morocco 
ill 1859-60, and was Appointed, in the 
autumn of 1861, to tho chief command 
of tho Spanish expedition against 
Mexico, wliicdi was intended to co- 
operate, under the terms of tho Treaty 
of London, with tho French forces 
and a battalion of British mannes, for 
tho purjiose of cnforcin.* redress from 
tho Mexican Government for ontragoa 
committed on the subjects of the 
coalesced powers. Ho reached Vera 
Cruz early in 1862 j but a want of 
agreement soon showed itself, and 
Gen. Prim withdrew tho Spanish 
troops to the island of Cnba. Having 
paid a visit to New York, he sailed 
for Spain, which ho reached iu July. 
Being dissatisfied with the state of 
affairs in tho country, he, in Jan., 
1866, put himself at the hpad of an 
inBuireotionary movement, which was 


speedily sup^ssod, and he made 
another abortive attempt in 1867. For 
his servioes in Morocco lie was made 
Marquis of Gastillejos, and Grandee 
of Spain in Jan., 1861. 

PRINCE RUPERT'S LAND. {See 
Rupert's Land, Bishop op.) . 

PRINSEP, Henry Tuoby, fourth 
sou of the late John Prinsop, Esq., 
alderman of London, and member for 
Queenboroiigh, was bom in 1792. 
Having received Ids education at 
llaileybury, he entered the Bengal 
Civil Soivico, and after holding suo- 
ccBsivcly the posts of Legal Remem- 
brancer and Secretary, was appointed 
ill 1840 one of tho Council of tho 
Supremo Government of India. Ho 
returned to. England in 1843, was 
('looted to a seat in tho direction of 
the East* India Company in 1849, and 
was nominated by the Crown one of 
Her Majesty's Council for India in 
1858. ,Mr. Prinsop has w^ritton “A 
History of tho Administration of tho 
Mai*qnis of Hastings," “A Translation 
from tho Persian of the Memoirs of 
Ameer Khan," Political Life of 
Ruiijcet Singh," published in 1835; 
“ Results of Discovery of Coins iu 
Affghanistan,” in 1844 ; “ Thibet, Tar- 
tary, and Mongolia, their Social and 
Political Condition," in 1852; and seve- 
ral pamphlets on India and other ques- 
tions. Mr. Prinsep.is distinguished 
as an Arabic and Persian scholar. 

PRIOR, Siii James, son of the Into 
M. Prior, Ksci-, was bom at Lisburn, 
Ireland, in 1790. Having entered tho 
medical ser\dco of tho navy, he was 
employed in the East Indies, on the 
eastern coast of Africa, and other 
parts, at the surrender of Heligoland, 
and the rodiictiou of the Mauritius 
and Java. For some years he was 
staff Burgeon to the Chatham division 
of Royal Marines, and to three of the 
royal yachts, and assistant to the Di- 
rector-General of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Navy. In 1843 he be- 
came Dep.-lnBpoctor of Hospitids, 
and has received the naval medal. 
Ho has written ‘‘ A Voyage in the 
Indian Ocean," Life of Goldsmith," 
Life of Burke'," " Life of Edmond 
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Malone,” published in 1860; poems, 
and seyeraJ pamphlets on subjeots ooii- 
nectedwithhisprofession. Hercceived 
the honour of knighthood in 1858. 

PEITCHAED, The Ebv. Ghables, 
F.H.S., F.G.S., born about 1808, gra- 
duated B.A. ns fourth Wrangler at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, in 
1830. He is well known in the scien- 
tific world, and has written various 
treatises, some of which are published 
in tho Transactions of the Eoyal Astro- 
nomical Society. Amongst these may 
be mentioned A Treatise on Statical 
Couples,” *‘On tlie Figure of 'the 
Earth,” “ On the Conjunctions of Ju- 
piter and Saturn,” and a ” Paper on 
an Improved Method of using Mercury 
for Astronomical Purposes.” Ho wrete 
the article “ Tho Star of tho Magi,” in 
the Biblical Dictionary, and several 
sermons ; more paiticuiarly one 
preached before tlio British Associa- 
tion nt Nottingham in 1866. He was 
elected President of tho Huyal Astro- 
nomical Society in Jan., 1866, and 
Hulsoan Prefessor at Cambridge in 
Feb., 1867. 

PROCTOR, Bryan W., poet (who 
writes under the pseudonym of ” Barry 
Cornwall”), bom in 1730, was edu- 
cated at Harrow School, where he 
had Byron for a form-fellow. At an 
early age ho commenced tho study of 
the law, but cultivating poetry, he 
produced, in 1815, a small volume of 
dramatio sketches — his first work — j 
wliich evinced considerable care and ' 
skill. II is tragedy, “ Miraudola,” was 
brought out at Covent Garden TJieatre : 
with considerable success in 1821, ' 
Mr. Macroady taking the prlTicipal cha- 
racter. Mr. Proctor has wnttcu ** A 
Sicilian Stoiy,” *• Maroiou Colonna,” 
and ” The Flood of Thessaly.” His 
most original work is the ** Dramatic 
Scenes,” which, in style, are modnllcd 
on that of the old English drama, 
and abound in winning simplicity and 
graceful sentiment. Mr. Proctor, who 
has published a volume entitled 
” English Songs,” many of which 
have become general favourites, is .a 
member of tho Bar, for many years 
enjoyed tho profitable post of a Com- 


missioner of Lunacy, but resigned 
that office in 1861. He marxied in 
lH2-i> a daughter of the late Mr. 
Basil Montagu, Q.C., by whom he h«Ul 
a daughter, Adelaide Anne, well 
known as a poetess, who died in 
Fob., ISfit. 

PROKESCTT-OSTEN (Baron db), 
Antoine, diplomatist, born at Gratz, 
in Styria, Dec. 10, 1705, entered the 
allied army in 1813, and became 
attached, after tho capitulation of 
Paris, to tho staff of tho archduke 
Charles, governor of Alayence. Ho 
held the post of Professor of Mathe- 
matics to the military school of 
Olmiitz, b(*camo private secretary to 
PriiiiM; C. Schwarzenberg in 1818, and 
a diplomatist in 1822. He was de- 
spatched to Cairo, with a viow to im- 
prove tho relations between the Saltan 
and tho Viceroy of Egypt,, in 1833, 
Olid became in 183 ji Austrian ambas- 
sador at tho court of Athens, where 
his persifttont wiliiiess was constantly 
foiled by tho sailor-liko frankness of 
the late Dol'd Lyons, thou British 
envoy at that court. From 1843 till 
1852 lio represented Austria at the 
court of Berlin, and in 1853 acted in 
the samo capacity nt Frankfort. At 
tho close of the Crimean war ho was 
despatched to Constantinople, where it 
was supposed that ids tenacity of 
purpose might act as a counterpoise 
to tho influence of Lord Stratfo^ do 
Eedclittb, aud ho afterwards returned 
to Frank foi't. He is the author of 
several works, and is eminent ns a 
numismatist. He was ennobled in 
IBSIO, Tiiado n baron in 1845, and 
named marshal and counsellor of the 
Austrian empire. 

PRUSSIA (King op), William I., 
son of Frederick William fll. and of 
Princess Louiso of Mecklenburg- Stro- 
Htz, and brother to tho lato king, bom 
March 22, 1797, was educated us a 
soldier, and took part in the cam- 
paigns of 1813 and 1815 against 
France. In 18-10 he was appointed 
Governor of Pomerania, which post 
ho held till tho revolution of 1848 
broke out, wlicu he took refuge in 
England. Ho was elected a member 
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of the Constitaent Assembly in Hay, 
1848, returned to Berlin, and took 
bis seat in the Assembly June 8, 
1848, and was made Commander-in- 
Chief of the Prussian army acting 
against the revolutionary forces of 
Bodon ill Jniie, 181-9. When tho 
mind of his brotlier gave way, in 
1858, the Prince was created Regent, 
and ho immediately dismissed tho 
Kreiiz or aristocratic party, and 
adopted a liberal policy, llis brother, 
Frederick William IV., dying withoat 
issue Jan. 2, ]JS(U, ho aucccodod, 
under tho title of William 1., to the 
crown, which he placed upon his own 
head at Konigsberg, Oct. 18, on which 
occasion he emphatically asserted tho 
doctrine of tho **riglit divino of 
kings.*’ Tho coui'so of policy ho lias 
pursued since ho became king has 
disappointed tho hopes that were 
formed regarding liim. No sooner 
was he seated on tJic throne than ho 
begun a coiitoat with the Chamber of 
Deputies, which gradually became 
more critical, until, ufler Count-Bis- 
inai'ck-Schcniihauson had been ap- 
pointed his Prime .Minister, in 1862, 
tho feud thi'cutoued to end in j*evolu- 
tion or civil w'ar. Fortunately fur 
liini and his ministerial advisers, tho 
aggressive war on Denmark W'agcd by 
Austria and Prussia diverted the 
attention of tho Prussian people from 
home allhirs for a time; and, since 
tho close of that war of aggr(.*s8ion 
the king has proved a pliant tool in 
the hands of his Prime Minister. 
Huoh against his inclination, he cm- 
bui'kod on a still moro ambitious 
scheme, and prepared to obtain supre- 
macy in Goruiaiiy by force of arms. 
For many years military preparations 
had been made, and early in 1866 tho 
Bciheme was ripe for execution. A 
treaty of alliance was concluded with 
Italy, an ultimatum was forwarded 
to the smaller States in the north #f 
Germany, and an immense army was 
set in motion. War was declared 
against Austria Juno 17 ; and, after a 
short campaign, in which William 1. 
and tho royal princes took part, 
Austria was compelled to make a 


humiliating peace. Tho terriblo 
effects of the needle gun created qnito 
a panic in tho Austrian army, and her- 
generals found it would bo useless to 
prolong the straggle. In spite of this 
triumph, the rule of William I. and oC 
his despotic Minister is by no moans 
popular, and tho German people 
do not find in this despotism the 
least approach to their dreams of 
a free and united father-land. 
William 1. married Juno 11, 1829, 
the PiiiiccsH Augusta, daughter of 
Charles - Frederick, Grand - Duke of 
Woimar. They have two children — 
Princo Fredoriok-Williani, born Get. 
18, 1831, who married Jan. 25, 1858, 
Victoria Adelaide, Princess Royal of 
Great Britaiii, by whom ho lias four 
children— Freilerick William Victor 
Albert, born Jan. 27, 1859 ; Victoria 
Elizabctli Augusta Charlotte, bom 
July 24, 18(K) ; Albert- William Henry, 
born Aug. 20, 1862 ; and Frederica 
Amelia Wilhehnina Victoria, born 
April 12, 1866, — and tho Princess 
Ijouiso-Mary, bom Doc. 3, 1838; 
marned Sop. 20, 1856, to Froderiek- 
William, .Grand-Duke of Baden. 

PUGIN, Kuwaud Wkljjy, architect, 
eldest son of tho lato Augustus N. 
Wolby Pugin, the chief reviver of Gothic 
ni'chitecturo and Fcclcaiustical art in 
England (who died Sep. 14, 1852), 
was bom March 11, 183-.4. At tho 
agt; of sovcriteeii ho succeeded to his 
lUthor’s practice, and by unroniitting 
onorg^’^ and attention was enabled 
to complcto all his engagoments. 
Among his best works may bo nanijc^' 
the church of Notro Damo do Dade- 
zell, in Belgium (for which he received 
from Pius IX. the Papal Oriler of St. 
Sylvester); tho new College of St. 
Cuthbert’s, Ushaw; several largo 
churciiOB in Liverpool ; St. Micliael’s 
Prioiy, Belmont, Hoi’efordshire ; tlio 
church of St. Peter and St. I’aul, at 
Cork ; tho Angostinian Church, Dub- 
lin; Kingsdown Parish Church for 
tho late Lord Kingsdown ; the 
Roman Catholic ohurchos of Peck«i 
hazp, K^ington, Stratford, Barton, 
Leeds, and Sheemess ; the splendid 
orphanages of Hellingly and Blotch* 
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ingly for the Duchess of Leeds, and 
the restoration of the Archbishop’s 
palace at Mayliold ; magnificent build- 
ings at Scarisbrick Hall, Lancashire, 
in completion of the mansion whicli 
had been begun by his father in .a 
sumptuous Clothic stylo. Jlo is Cap- 
tain of the 1st corps Ginquo Ports 
Volunteer Artillery, which corps won 
the Queen’s piizo at the Slioebinyness 
competition in 18G(>. In a correspon- 
donee published in the Times news- 
paper in the autumn of 1807, Mr. Pugin 
declared himself tij bo in possession 
of pioofs to establish his father’s 
claim as tho ;ictual architect of the 
new houses of Parliament, and he 
afterwiU'ds published si book on tho 
subject. 

PULSZKY, Ferkncz Aijukl, auilior 
and politician, descended fLX>ni a 
Polish family settled in Hungary, was 
bom at Eperies, in tho comity of 
Saros, Sop. 17, 1814, studii^d law and 
theology there and at Miskolcz, and 
after passing liis exaniiiiailon in law 
went in 1883 to Gormaiiy and Italy, 
and aftt.Twurds to Pitiiico and England. 
In 183(), in consocpienco of his re- 
searches, ho was nominated corres- 
ponding niombor of tho Archmological 
Institute of Itonio, in 1810 was olcctod 
to represent the county tif Sainis in 
tho Diet, gained tho attention of the 
opposition, and was appointed secre- 
tary to a commission to draw iip a 
new codo of laws. Jlo did not appear 
in tho Diets of I843-lt and 1847 -18, 
but in Germany ho was active in the 
'cause of the Hungarian Liberal party. 
During tho revolutionary moveineiiKs 
of 1848 he was at Pesih, where he 
becamo Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs nuder tho Pnthyany 
cabinet. Prince Esterliozy being his 
chief. After the rising of Oct., falsely 
attributed to him, ho withdrew to 
Viennoy where Windischgriitz slrove 
to capture him, but ho escaped to 
Hungary, and sentence of death was 
recorded against him. After the fall 
of Kossuth, his large estates were 
confiscated, and he took refuge in 
England, and iu 1851 accompanied 
Kossuth, to tho United States. In 


1861 ho attempted to obtain permis- 
sion to return to Hungary, but was re- 
fused ; iu 1862 he was arrested at Naplso 
and imprisoned for a few montlis as a 
Garibahiian, and obtained permission 
to return to his native country in 
1867. Assisted by his late wife, 
he wrote iu English an account of 
the tour, under the title, ** White, 
Red, and Black,” published in 1852, 
ami ho is said to bo a frequent con- 
tributor to periodicals in England and 
the United States. Miulame Pulszky, 
a native of Vienna, born iu 1815, 
displayed a remarkable command of 
English, anil wrote In liiat Janguago — 
“ Memoirs of a Jlniigaviau Lady,” 
published in 1851, and, in conjunc- 
tion with her liusband, several other 
works ; amongst these, “ Tales and 
Traditions of Hungary,” in 1854. She 
died in 1866. 

PUNSHONT, Tiik Rkv. Wilmam 
Moulky, Wesleyan minister, born in 
1824, at Doncaster, where his father 
W'as a drapin', entered iu 1838 tho 
oHiifo ' of his grandfather, a timber 
Tiierchant of Hull, wlioro bo obtained 
.*i position beyond liis years, and soon 
became possessed witli a strong desire 
to study for the ministry. He accor- 
dingly zealously sti'ovo to qualify 
himsoir to fill ill this soli-inqioscd task, 
and commonccil his career at Sunder- 
land Jn 1810, by undoHuking tho 
duties of a ” local preacher,” a pre- 
paratory ministerial ollice, peculiar 
to the Wesleyan Methodists. Four 
years later, alter passing a short term 
as a probationer at tho Wesleyan 
Collei./.', Richmond, ho 'accepted his 
first jiastoral charge in the ministry 
at Harden, in Kent. The report of 
liis success hero was not long in 
reaching the leaders of the Wesleyan 
connection. At the “ Conforenco ” 
of 1845 lie was appointed to tho 
ministry of Whitehaven, iu Cumber- 
land, and, although only iwenty- 
ono years of age, his reputation was 
such that people flocked to hear him 
from all pai^. He ministered in 
various parts of the country, besides 
visiting the metropolis, where his 
addresses both front tho pulpit and 
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tbe platform attracted considerable 
attention. Many of his sermons and 
lectures, published since his removal 
to London in 1858, are very popular, 
especially the lectures on ''John 
Bnnyan ” and the “ Huguenots.'* 
Mr. Punslion has published a small 
volume of poems. 

PUSBY, Tins Rkv. Edwaud Botr- 
VERTK, D.D., son of the lato Hon. 
Philip Bouvorio (half-bi’other of the 
lirst Earl of Radnor)^ who assumed 
the namo of Pusey by royal licence, 
born in 1800, was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxfoid, where ho graduaiod 
B.A. in high honours, and was elected 
to a Fellowship at Oriel College, and 
took his dogred of M.A. In 1828 ho 
was appointed llcgius Professor of 
Hebrew iii the University of Oxfonl, 
a post to whicJi is attached a Caiioiiry 
at Christ Chnrch. Dr. Pusey was 
one of the earliest and most cmistant 
contributors to the " Tracts for tho 
Times,” and has defended tho main 
doctrines wdiich they wore intonded 
to onforco in a variety of letters, 
pamphlets, c^c., on which ground his 
namo lias been popularly used to 
designate tlio High Church ])arty. 
Tn 18k3 ho was suspended from 
tho uflico of preaching before tho 
University on account of a sermon 
on tho Holy Encliarist. Dr. Piisoy's 
published worka include, besides a 
variety of sermons, many adaptations 
of Koman Catholic books of devotion 
for tho use of the English Church, 
elaborate treatises on Bajitism, tho 
Eucharist, ^the Royal Ecclosiastical 
Bupreinacy, and marriage with a 
deceased wife's sister. A inungst them 
may bo mentioned : " Remarks on 
Cathedral InstituLions,” published in 
1845 1 " Royal Snpremacy, Ancient 
Precedents,” in 1850 ; “ Doctrine of 
tho Real Prosoiico Vindicated,” in 
1855 ; ” Real Presence of the Body 
and Blood of Christ,” and Histpry 
of the Councils of the Chnrch, A.D. 
51-381,” in 1857 ; “ Nine Sermons 
preached at the University of Oxford, 
1843-56,” in 1859 ; " Minor Prophets, 
with Commentary,” in 1862 ; ” Daniel 
the Prophet: Nino Lectures,” asid 


** Everlasting Punishment : a Sermon,” 
in 1864 ; and " Church of England 
a Portion of Christ's one Holy Gatiiolio 
Chnrch,” in 1865. 

PYAT, F^lis, political writer and 
dramatist, bom at Viorzon, Oct. 4, 
1810, received an excellent education, 
studied law at Paris, and was admitted 
an advocate in 1831. Contrary to the 
wishes of his friends, he devoted 
himself to literature, and after writing 
for the Figaro and the C/mrivari, .wna 
attached to tho Slide, As an antlior 
he is best known by his dramas, such 
as “ Mathiklo,” “ Diogftiie,” and ” Le 
Chilfoniiier do Paris,” which acquired 
couaidcrablo popularity on account of 
the political allusions they contain. 
At the outbreak of tho rovulution of 
1818, he abandoned literatm*e for 
politics, joining tho ranks of Ledru 
Rolliu, with whom ho went into exile. 
Ilia political views are developed in 
his work, Lo Droit du Travail,” 
]>ublished in 1818, aiul ho oddi'cssed 

Tho Letter of tho Jersey Exiles to 
the Queen of England,” after tho 
return of her Majesty from her visit 
to Franco in 1855. Ho was tried for 
Roino political offence boforo the 
Correctional Police in Paris, and was 
Bontciiced to a lino and imprisonment 
in 1861. 

PYCROFT,The Rev. James, bom 
ill 1813, took his B.A. degroo at Trinity 
College, Oxford, in 1836, and was In- 
cumbent of St. Mary’s, Bamataplo, 
from 1845 till 1856. He is principally 
known as having written “Twenty 
Years in the Church,” published in 
1850, aud “Elkorton Rcctoiy,” in 
1860, which have boon widely cirou- 
latcd among churchmen of every 
party. His “ Agony Point,” in 1861, 
and “ Dragon’s Teeth,” in 1863, have 
both hod a large circulation; the 
former containing a wanting against 
living at “ Agony Point,” as to debts 
and other difficulties ; the latter show- 
ing the crop of pemicions habits which 
spring from a defective system in 
modern education. His other works 
are “ Remarks on School Ednoation,” 
and “ Students' Guide to Umvorsity 
Honours,'’ in 1842; “Greek Grammar 
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Practice/’ and “Latin Grammar Prac- 
tice/’ in 1844 ; “ Collojpan’B Guide ; ” 
“ B^olloctions of College Life,” in 
1846 : and “ Ways and Words of Men 
of Letters,” in 1860. 

PYE, John, the father of the 
modem school of ]andBca])o engrav- 
ing, bora at Birmingham iii 1782, re- 
paired to London in 1801, and studied 
four years under the late Mr. James 
Heath. In 1810 ho became known to 
the 'lovers of art by a print of Pope’s 
Villa at Twickenham, after a picture 
by J. M. W. Tamer. Mr. Pye having 
noticed the sad eflccts of improvi- 
dence on artists in general, joined 
with several of his friends in the 
foundation of the “Artists* Fund,” 
established in 1810, and incorporated 
by royal charter in 1827. Its object 
is to raise the community of British 
tirtists above the degradation of 
pauperism. In 1820 the members of 
the “ Artists’ Fund ” presented Mr. 
Pye with a piece of plate, in recogni- 
tion of his exertions in behalf of that 
institution. Ho has laboured ener- 
getically in rescuing the art of en- 
graving from the stigma so long cast 
upon it by the Royal Academy in 
withholding from the profession the 
rank assigned to it in relation to other 
brauohes of art on the continent of 
Europe. He has executed several lino 
plates after cliefs^d* mnvre of Turner, 
of which the “'Temple of Jupiter” 
may rank as one of the most impor- 
tant, and his earlier labours were 
devoted to the exquisite vignettes in 
Peacock’s pocket-books. Among his 
small plates, “ Ehrenbreitstoin/* after 
Turner; for the Literary Souvenir, and 
the “ Sunset ” of Barrett, for the 
Amulet, the first and, we believe, only 
attempts made upon steel by this 
artist, ore among tbo happiest efforts 
of the kind ever produced. Ho is the 
author of “ Patronage of British Art, 
its Rise and Progress, &c./’ compris- 
ing an account of the progress of art 
in London, from the beginning of the 
reign of Geoige II. to a late period, 
dtc., published in 1845 ; is one of the 
correspondents of the Imperial Insti- 
tute of France, and honoraiyl mem- 


ber of the Imperial Academy of 
Arts of 8t. Petersburg, and received 
from the Government of the late Louis 
Philippe a gold medal. 

PYNE, James B., painter, was born 
at Bristol, Dec. 5, 1800. In spite of a 
natural inclination for art, he was 
placed in an attorney’s office, and at 
the ago of twenty -one adopted paint- 
ing as a profession. Ho passed nearly 
five years in Bristol, in self-tuition, 
occasionally sending a landscape to 
the London exhibitions, improving the 
scanty livelihood which his brush could 
alone secure, by teacliing drawing, 
and by repairing .old pictures. In 
1835 he removed to London, where he 
spent some time in solitary study, and 
afterwards sent pictures to the Aca- 
domy and tlio Gallery in Suffolk 
Street. At the last-mentioned they 
were so well hung as to induce Mr. 
Pyne to join, in 1839, the ranks of the 
Society of British Artists. In 184G ho 
made a tour through Italy, Switzer- 
land, and Germany, which countries 
have contributed a largo proportion 
of tlio subjects of the pictures since 
painted by him, though the Eng- 
lish lakes afforded his first supply 
of picturesque material. Mr. Agtiew, 
the print-publisher of Manchester, 
commissioned him to execute a sc- 
ries of thirty pictures, illustrative 
of that previously neglected district. 
The artist spent about three years 
in executing faithful transcripts of 
its scenery, under the varied effects 
of all seasons and of all modes of 
nature, and a scries of lithographs 
under ilio title “ Lake Scenery of 
England,” was published in 1854. 
He paid a second visit to Italy in 
1851, rotiiruing in 1854 with an 
abundant storo of sketches, drawings, 
and pictures. Mr. Pyne, who was for 
many years Vice-President of the 
Society of British Artists, has written 
onffiho technical part of his art in the 
Art- Journal, 

PYNE, Louisa, a popular English 
singer, daughter of a well-known 
singer, Mr. G. Pyne, and niece of the 
late Mr. James Pyne, born in 1832, 
was at a very early age the pupil of 
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members of the peerage, has been 
snccessful in his practical appli< 
cation pf science, having per- 
fected a steam carriage capable of 
travelling on ordinary macadamized 
roads. His lordship not only im- 
proved the machinery, bnt acts as 
his own engine-driver. He has 
invented a tape-loom, enabling the 
weaver to stop any one pf tho shuttles 
without stoppii^>|^<) loom. It has 
been for some tiz^ ‘ at work in Lan- 
cashire. 

CALCUTTA (Bishop of). Tub 
Bight Bey. Boeeut Milman, educated 
at Oxford, graduated in 1838. He 
was appointed to tho vicara^ of 
Chaddleworth, Berks, in 1810, to that 
of Lambome, in the same county, in 
1851, and to that of Great Marlow, 
Buckinghamshire,in 1862. Soon' after 
the death of Dr. Cotton ho was ap- 
pointed Bishop of this diocese, and 
was consecrated at Canterbury, h'eb. 
2, 1867. Dr. Milnian is the author of 

The Life of Tasso,” “ Coiiveision of 
Pomerania,” “Lovo of tlio Atone- 
ment, &c. 

CALDEBON, Philip TIeujiogenes, 
son of the Bev. Juan Calderon, was 
bom at Poitiers in 1833, studied at 
Mr. Leigh’s academy and at the atelier 
of M. Ficot (Member of the Institute) 
at Paris. Ho has painted ”The 
Gaoler’s Daughter,” exhibited at the 
Boyal Academy in 1858 ; ” French 
Feasants finding their Stolen Child,” 
and ” Ilian forth to his Labour ” 
(18oD) jf^WMore ” (1860); “ Ko- 
leasin^^wn^on the Young Heir’s 
Birthday,'” ” La Demanded , en Ma- 
nage,” and “The> BSStum from 
Moscow ” (1861) ; Catherine 

and her Wbiuemat A tho 

BatUe,” » Somethin^jMfli^oh thon 
hast lost ” ^862) ; Bm- 

bas^ in Paris during the B^sacre of 
St. Bartholomew,” Drink to me 
only with,4#dno Eyes ” (1863) ; ” The 
Burial of Hampden/’ and ” Women 
of Arles ” (isfo). Mr. Calderon was 
elected A.B.A. in 1864. 

CALDEBON, Don Serafin-Este- 
poet, bom at Malaga about the | 
begin^g of the centuiy, studied law | 


at the University of Grenada, where 
he became Professor of Poetzy and 
Bhetoric, and attracted attention by 
some poems which he published. 

Foesias del Solitario,” published 
anonymously in 1833, was followed, by 
a secoim volume in 1840. Abont the 
same time he published in the Ca/rtas 
Espanolas, the only literary journal of 
tho period, articles on tho maimers of 
Andalusia. In 1834 ho was appointed 
Auditor-General of the Army of the 
North, and employed his leisure in 
producing an imporiant critical work 
on the “ Canoioneros ” and tho ” Bo- 
manccros.” In 1837 ho retired into 
private life, and published a novel, 
“ The Christians and Moors,” in the 
manner of Cervantes; in 1838 an 
essay on “The Literature of fiio 
Moriscos,” and ” Andalusian Scenes ” 
in 1817. A collection of his works in 
prose and verao appears in Ochoa’s 
” Library of Contomporanoous Span- 
ish Authors.” 

CALVEBT, The Bev. William, 
M.A., F.S.A,, bom in 1819, was edu- 
cated at Pombroko College, Cani- 
britlgo, where he graduated B.A. in 
1842. In 1848 ho was appointed a 
minor canon of. St. Paul’s ; in 1849 
rector of St. Antholin and St. John 
the Baptist, Walbrook ; and in 1858 
iucumbout of Kentish Town. He is 
tho author of the ” Wife’s Manual, or 
Prayers, Thoughts, and Songs on 
several occasions of a Matron’s Life,” 
published in 1854, and of ” Pneuma, 
or tho Wandering Soul, a Parable in 
Bhvmo and Outline,” in 1856, &c. 

CAMBBIDGB (Duke of), TI.B.H. 
George W illTxVmFbederick Charles, 
Field - Marshal, son of Adolphus 
Frederick, tho first duko, grandson of 
King Gcorgo HI., and first consin of 
her Majesty Qqeen Victoria, was bom 
at Hanover, March 26, 1819, and suc- 
ceeded his father July 8, 1860. Ho 
became a Colonel in tho army Nov. 
3, 1837, was advanced to the rank 
of Mm'or-General in 1845, to that of 
Lieutenant-General in 1854, when he 
was appointed to command the twlr 
brigades of Highlanders and Guards, 
united to form the first division of the 
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Sir George Smart, and made her first 
appearance about 1842. She sang in 
Paris with groat success in 1847, ap- 
peared in opera in 18^19, performed at 
the Royal Italian Opera in 1851, and 
visited the United States, where she 
was enthusiastically received, in 1854. 
After an absence of three years she 
returned to her native land, and was, 
in conjunction with Mr. Harrison, 
joint lessee for a short season of the 
Lyceum and' Dmiy Lane, and from 
1868 till 1862 of Covent Garden 
Theatre. The enterprise having failed, 
Miss Louisa Pyno transferred her 
services to Her Majesty’s Theatre, 
and has frequently perionned at Her 
Majesty’s Concerts at Windsor Castle 
and Ruckiiigliam Palace.

QUATREPAGES DE BREAU, 
Jran-Louis AmrANi) dis, burn at Vat- 
lerango (Gard), Franco, Feb. 10, 
1810, of a Protestant family, com- 
pleted his education at Strasburg, 
where he took the degioo of M.D., 
and began to write on subjects of 
natural philosophy as early ^s 1829. 
In 1839 he was called to the chair of 
Zoology at Toulonso, but soon after 
resigned that appointment and went 
to Paris. In 1842, after having tra- 
velled round the coasts of Italy and 
Sicily, ho contributed some papers on 
natural history to the Revue des Vem 
Mmides, republished in 1854 under 
the title of ** Souvenirs d’un Natur- 
nliste.” He was nominated Professor 
of Natural History in the Lycee Na- 
poleon in 1850, was c^octed a member 
of the Actulemy of Sciences April 26, 
1852, was nominated a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honour April 25, 1845, 
was called to the chair of Anatomy 
and Ethnology in the Museum of Na- 
tural History at Paris in 1865, and 
was promoted Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honour Aug. 14, 1863. In 
addition to the aforo-mentionod he 
has published several books^ 

QUEBEC (Bishop ot),Thb Right 
Rev. James William Williams, D.D., 


son of the late Mr. Williams, of Over- 
ton, bom in Hampshire, in 1825, was 
educated at Crewkeme school and at 
Pembroke College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated B.A., taking classioal 
honours in 1851, and proceeded M.A. 
and D.D. Having been ordained, he 
held curacies in Bucks and Somerset, 
and went to Canada in 1857, to or- 
ganize a school in connection \rith 
Bishop’s College, Lennoxville, in 
which he held the post of Classical 
Piofessor. In 1863 ho was conse- 
crated fourth bishop of this see, 
which is of the annual value of 
£1,500, and includes a large portion 
of Lower Canada. 

QUINET, Edgar, author, bom at 
Bourg (Ain), Feb. 17, 1803, after the 
usual course of education in France, 
studied at Heidelberg. His '*Tab- 
lettca du Juif EiTant,” published in 
1823, was followed by a tmnslation 
of Herdei'^s “Ideas on tho Philosophy 
of History,” in 1827. Quinet, who 
was a member of the scientific com- 
mission sent in 1828 by tho French 
Government to > the Moroa, collected 
the materials for his “Modern Gk-oecc 
in Relation to Ancient Greece,” pub> 
lished in 1830. He wrote from time 
to time for the Revue des Deux Mondei 
valuable articles on historical anc 
philosopliical subjects, was appointed 
in 1829, Professor of Foreign Litera 
taro to tho Faculty of Letters ir 
Lyons, and in 1842 to the newly 
created chair, in tho College of France 
of the Language and Literature o: 
Southern Europe. From that tim< 
lie produced several works strongly 
marked by libemlism ; amongst then 
“ Le Genie des Religions,” in 18^ 
and, in conjunction with Miohelel 
“ Les Jesuites,” in 1843. QuinePs ^ 
trome opinions being unpalatable t 
Louis Philippe’s Government, he wa 
removed from his chair in 1846, an 
went to travel in Spain. He wa 
elected a deputy in 1847, took a 
active port in the Reform agitatioi 
fought at the barriers in Feb., 1841 
was eimed to the Legislature, whei 
ho combated the political reaotio:

RADNOR (Earl or)) Sir William 
Pleydell-Bouvisrie, M.A., eldest son 
of tho second earl, born May 11, 1779, 
represented Salisbury, in the Liberal 
interest) from 1802 till Jan. 27, 1828, 
whon ho succeeded to his father’s 
title. Whilst a member of tho Lower 
UousO) ho advocated the claims of 
tho unrepresented classes, Parlia- 
mcntuiy Reform, tho abolition of tho 
Slave-Trade, Roman Catholic Eman- 
cipation, and nearly every measure 
of a liboral and progressive character 5 
an(l in tho Upper House ho has sup- 
ported the Ibmo opinions. 

RAE, Sir William, G.B., M.D.,bom 
in 1786, and educated at Lochmabon 
and Dumfries schools, and Edinburgh 
University, entered the medical ser- 
vice of the East-India Company in 
1804. Ho joined the East Indian 
squadron under tho command of Ad- 
miral Sir E. Pcllow in 1805, assisted 
as surgeon at tho dostruotion of the 
Dutch ships in tho harbour at Crossy, 
and in several other engagomnnts, ami 
when, becalmed in tho Bay of Bengal, 
the crew were suffering from thirst, 
contrived an apparatus for distilling 
water. Troops were plaocHl under his 
core daring tho visitation of yellow 
fever at Garthagona in 1812, and at 
Gibraltar in 1813, and he received 
the thanks of tho Medical Board, the 
physician to tho fleet, and the coin- 
mandor-in-chief ibr his services. Ho 
is tk magistrate for Devon and for 
^ Dumfrio 8 Bhiro; ; and inspector of hos- 
. pitols and fleets, extra-licentiate of 
tho College of PhyaiOianB, and Fellow 
<»of the: College of Surgeons, London. 

. RAQG) The Rev. TjeTomas, Incuro- 
tliti»t of Lawlq^) xiear Wellington, 


Salop, son of a hosier and lace manu- 
facturer, born at Nottingham in 1808, 
was educated at a private school m 
Birmingham. Tho late Dr. Murray, 
bishop of Rochester, from admiration 
of his work, “ Creation’s Testimony 
to its God,” offered him ordination in 
1858, and appointed him curate of 
Sonthfleet, Kent, from which ho re- 
moved to that of Malin’s Leo, and in 
1865 was presented by the bishop of 
Lichfield with the perpetual curacy of 
the new church and parish of Lawlcy. 
He has written the ” Deity,’* a poem, 
published in 1834; the “Martyr of 
Voruhim, and other Poems,” in 1835 5 
“ Lyrics from the Pcntabouch,” &o., 
in 1837; “Heber, Lays from tho Pro- 
phets,” Ac., ill 1810 ; “ Scones and 
Sketches from Tiifo and Nature,” in 
1847 ; “ Creation’s Testimony to its 
God,” in 1855|; ” Which was First ? or, 
iScionco in Sport mado Christian Evi- 
dence in Earnest,” in 1857 ; ” Man’s 
Dreams and God’s Realities,” in 1858; 
and Bovoral smaller books and pam- 
phlets. 

RAMAGB, Orauforo Tait, LL.D., 
i)om at Anneficld, near Nowlmvon, 
Sop. 11, 1803, was educated at the 
High School and tho University of 
Edinburgh, where ho took tho degree 
of M.A. in 2825. Having travollcd 
thrc?o years in Italy, on his return 
he contributed to the Qm/rterly 
Jortmial 0 / JCducntion, tho Penny 
Cyclr^pLVfUa, and tho seventh edition 
of tlui ’Encyclopivdid Ih'itarvnica; was 
appointed Rector of tho Endowed 
School of Wallace Hall, in Dumfrics- 
sliire, .*n 1841, Justice of tho Peace 
for Dumfriosshiro iu 1848, and the 
degree of LL.D. was conforrod 
upon him by the University of Glas- 
gow in 1852. An attempt having 
been made to disconnect the Paro- 
fliial Schools of Scotland from the 
Established Church, he wrote several 
pamphlets in defence of tho system ; 
amongst others, one entitled “Defence 
*f tho Paroohud Schools of Scotland, 
in a series, of Letters to Yiscount 
Drumlaiirig, M.P., the Landowners, 
tlie Tenani^, and the Freo^ Chnrch 
Clergy of Scotland ; ” and has com- 
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piled Beautiful Thoughts from Greek 
Authors, with Translations/' and 
“ Beautiful Thoughts frdm Latin Au- 
thors/' both published in 1864; and 
“ Beautiful Thoughts from French and 
Italian Authors/' published in 1866. 

BAMS A. Y, Andrew CRonuiP., 
LL.D.> born iu 181<i, and educated at 
Glasgow, was appointed to the Geo- 
logical Survey of Great Britain in 
It^I, and bccamo director of the 
same in 1845. He was nominated 
Piofessor of Geology at University 
College in 1818, Lecturer on Gcolo^^ 
at the Boyal School of Mines in 1851, 
and was rresidont of the Geological 
Society in 1862 and 1863. lie became 
F.B.S. in 1849, Knight of the Oji*der 
of St. Maurice aiul St. Lazarus in 
1862, LL.I). in Edinburgh, and Neill 
Gold Modulligt, Iluyal Society, Edin- 
burgh, in 1866. Uo ha.s written 
**The Geology of Arran,” ** Geological 
Structure of Merioneth and Carornar- 
voii/’ published iul858; “Old Glaciers 
of Koiih Wales and Switzerland,” in 
1860; Physical Geology and Geo- 
graphy «>f Great Britain,” iiL 1863; 
and several misccdlaiieous memoirs. 

RAMSAY, The Very Rev. Edward 
Bannermax, M.A., LL.D., F.R.S.E., 
fourth son of the late Sir A. Ramsay, 
Bart., of Balmain, bom in 1793, gra- 
duated at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, B.A. in 1815, M.A. in 1831, 
tlic d(?grce of LL.D. having been 
given biin by the IJuivorsity of Edin- 
burgh at the installation of Mr. Glad- 
stone as Lord Rector in 1859. He 
Avas appointed minister of St. John's, 
Edinburgh, in 1830, Dean of tJio dio- 
cese in 1841, and has written a ** Me- 
moir of Sir J. E, Stiiitli, P.L.G./’ 
published in 1827; “Memoir of Dr. 
Chalmers,” and “ Advent Sermons,” 
in 1850 ; The Christian Life,” and 
** A Monual of Catechising,” in 1859 ; 
“ On the Canon Law of the Episcopal 
Church of Scotland as it stood in 
1860,” in 1860 ; “ Pi'oposals for f»ro- 
vidiug a Peal of Bells for Edinburgh,” 
in 1863; and “Christiaii Jtosponsi- 
bility/’ in 1864. His “ RmihjiB^ccB 
of Sottish Life and OEainLieter/’ 
which first appeared in 18^7, .has 


gone through several editions. Dr. 
Ramsay, who holds English orders, 
and for seven years served a curacy 
in Somersetshire, has been for somo- 
time a Dean of the Reformed Epis- 
copal Chnroh in Scbtland, and, as a 
Churchman, has advocated mode- 
rate opinions, both in ritual and 
doctrine. He .always cultivated the 
most kindly intercourse with those 
who hold dificront opinions in religion, 
and Dr. W. Lindsay Alesnnder, the 
Independent minister, dedicated to 
him his work on St. Paul at Athens, 
published in 1865. The Dean, in 
1866, delivered, befom the Philoso- 
phical Institute of Edinburgh, two 
lectures on prcachciu and preaching, 
which enjoyed cousidorable popu- 
larity both 111 Scotland and England. 

RANDON (Co-irtTE), Jacques-Lotjis- 
C KSAR- Alexandre, Marshal of France, 
wns bom at Grenoble, March 25, 1796. 
On the return, iu 1815, of Napoleon 
fi'om Elba, Lieut. Randon, nt that 
time aide-dc-camp to Gen. Marchand, 
his relative, was attached t#tho divi- 
sion stationed at Grenobid, and was 
sent forward with a battalion to op- 
pose his p^xBHRgo. As soon as these 
troops met Napoleon, ho addressed 
tliOKo memorable woids to them: — 
“If any one of you desire to fire upon 
his emperor, behold him liore ! ” On 
which Lieut. Randon e.xclaimed — “ It 
is he ! It is the usurper! Fire upon 
him, soldiers I ” Wha t happened is 
well known. The Br)ldior8 not only 
refused to fire, but many of tbe% 
presented their pieces at their Reu- « 
tenant, who turned his horse’s head, 
and effected his escape. After the 
I'ovolutiou of 1830, Capt. Randon 
was appointed Colonel of a ragiment 
of Clmssenrs d’Afriqne, and sent to 
Bona, and whilst in Africa roso to 
tho rank of General, in which capa- 
Wy he served at Constantine, in 
18<13, under the orders of Baraguay . 
d’Hilliera. General Randon becaihe 
Direotor-Gencrnl of Algerian affairs 
in 1848, Minister of Wdr Jan. 24, 
1851 ; retire Oct. 26 : was appointed 
Governor of Algeria m 1862, andt re- 
tired in 1858. He took part in thcr 
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Italian campaign, and became again 
Minister of War May 6, 1859, retiring 
in 1867. ^:;He was promoted Grand 
Officge^xhe Legion of Honour Aug. 
26^ap0; made a Senator Doc. 31, 
1862k; r: b^amo Grand Gross of the 
Legion of Honour Doc. 24, 1858, and 
was made a Marshal March 10, 1850. 

RANELAGH (Viscoitnt), Thomas 
Hejion Jones, only son of the late 
yiscount, born Jan. 9, 1812, succeeded 
to his father's title J uly 4, 1820. Ho 
hold a commission in tho 1st regt. of 
Lifo Guards and the 7th Fiisileers, 
and served with some distinction 
under Don Carlos in tho Spanish 
campaign of 1835-7, and at the siege 
of Antwerp. His lordship, who has 
taken a veiyactivo part in promoting 
the volunteer movement, holds the 
colonelcy of the 2nd or South Middle- 
sex Rifle Volunteora. 

RANKE, Leopold, professor of 
history, bom at Wicho, in Thurihgia, 
Deo. 21, 1795, embraced tho profes- 
sion of teacher, and in 1818 became 
head mgster of the gymnasium at 
Frankfort-ou-tho-Oder, devoting his 
loisuro to historical studios. ** The 
History of tho Homan and Germanic 
Feilglos, from 1494 to 1535," and ** A 
Critique upon the Later Historians," 
ppblishcd in 183'i, attracted so much 
attention that lie was invited to Ber- 
lin in 1825, ns Professor Extraordinary 
of History in tho University, nnd was 
sent, in 1827, by the Prussian Gp- 
vemmciit to Vienna, Rome, and 
particularly to Venice, to examine the 
historical materials there deposited. 
The first-fruits of these investigations 
were “Tho Princes and People of 
SonthornEnropo in tho I7th and 18th 
Centuries," pablishcd in 1827 ; and 

The Conspiracy against Venice in 
1688," in 1831; followed by “Tho 
Popes of Roxfto; their Church and 
their State in tho IGth and 17tlP' 
Centuries," in 1834-9. Tho work in 
which Ranke displays the most la- 
borious investigations, and the great- 
est completeness of form, is his “Ger- 
man Histoiy.in the Times of the Re- 
ibnuation," published in 1839-47. 
Hia works have been translated and 


published in this country by Mrs. 
Austin and Mr. Scott. In addition to 
the afore-mentioned, Ranke edited, 
in 1832, the Hi^forical and Political 
Gazette, which he was compelled to dis- 
continue on account of its liberal tone. 
Between 1837 and 1840 he published 
three volumes of “ Annals of the Ger- 
man Monarchy under the Honse .of 
Saxony," followed by “ Nine Books of 
Pmssian History," in 1847-8 ; “ Civil 
Wars and Monarchy in the 16th and 
17th Centuries : a Histoiy of France, 
principally during that period," in 
1852-3; and “Ferdinand I. and 
Maximilian II. of Austria ; an Essay 
on the Political and Religious State 
of Germany immediately after the 
Reformation." In 1841 he was ap- 
pointed Historiographer of Prussia, 
and in 18'^ was elected a member of 
tho National Assembly at Frankfort. 

RANKINE, William John Mac- 
quouN, civil engineer, received his 
education in the University of Edin- 
burgh, studied engineering, and was 
indebted for a portion of his profes- 
sional training to Sir John Mc’Neill. 
In tho University of Glasgow he has 
held for several years the Pi-ofessor- 
ship of Mecliauics and Civil Engincer- 
ing; was tho first President of tho 
Institntion of Engineers in Scotland ; 
has been more than once Pi'esidcnt of 
the section of Mechanical Science of 
tho British Association, and is Con- 
Milting-Eiiginccr to tho Highland 
Agricultural Society of Scotland. For 
his researches on tho mechanical action 
of heat, the publication of which comr 
men red in 1849, he received the Keith 
medal of the Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh, in 1852. Mr. Rankino has 
written a “ Manual of Applied Me- 
chanics and other Prime Movers,"^ 
published in 1858 ; a “ Manual of tho 
Steam-Engine," in 1859 ; “ Civil En*. 
gtneering," in 1862 ; “ Usefnl Rnlea 
and Tables relating to Mensuration," 
in 1866 ; and tho greater part of a 
treatise on “ Skip-building, Theoreti- 
cal and Praotic^." Ha raised the 

VedS^eers in 1859 ; served witl^^ie 
force for nearly five years as Captoixi 
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ttnd Mijor i is a Fellow of the Boyal 
Society, a member of yarions learned 
eocietieB, and received the honoraxy 
clegrw of LL.D. finom the University 
of Dublin. 

BASF AIL, FttAN 90 is-ViNCBNT, 
chemist and politician, bom at Car- 
pentras (VanolnBe), Jan. 29, 1794, 
dbished his edncation at Avignon, and 
at the age of eighteen delivei^ a 
course of loctnres on philosophy and 
theology. He was intended for the 
Phnrch, bnt studied law and the 
natural sciences. From 1824 till'lSSO 
he contributed many scientific articles, 
especially on chemistiy, to the An- 
naZes des Sciences Naturelles, and other 
journals, and is by some considered 
the creator of organic chemistry. 
Baspail, notorious for democratic 
opinions, was wounded in the revolu- 
tion of July, 1830. Although official 
employment was offered him, he kept 
aloof from the Government of Louis 
Philippe, and in the newspaper of 
the Wends of the 'People proved him- 
self so zealous a republican, that he 
became the object of a series of prose- 
cutions, which, while augumenting his 
popularity, cost him six years' im- 
prisonment. For one of his disloyal 
diatribes against the sovereign he 
suffered fifteen months’ imprisonment 
and a fine. Baspail did not, however, 
neglect his scientific studies ; indeed, 
several of his works were composed 
in prison. He took a prominent part 
in the revolution of 1848 ; was a mem- 
ber of the Constitution^ Assembly, 
and, again offending, was in 18& 
sentenced to five years* imprison- 
ment. Twice during his incarceration 
he was elected a deputy, but of course 
could hot sit in the Chamber. On 
being liberated, in 1854, he took up 
his residence in Belgium, in order to 
'devote himself to scientific pursuits. 

BATTAZZI, Ukbano, stateman, 
was bom at Alessandria, June 29, 
1806* Both his father and uncle were 
members of the Piedmontese Execu- 
tive. .Having received his ednea- 
tfoh: i^a Government school, Url^ll^ 
Katt&zi studied law, and practised at 
thoTurin Bar nntilheremoved, in 1838, 


to the Court of Appeal at Oasale. 
His career was refaai^^le both for 
the profound knowled^he exhibited 
of law and for his eloquen06;> -When 
Charles Albert promulgated 
stitution,” in 1848, Battashi' iriui re- 
turned as representative of the Col- 
lege of Alessandria, taking his seat 
on the ultro-Liberal benches of the 
Lower Chamber. He was a member 
of the ministry hastily formed by 
Charles Albert after the battle of 
Cnstoza, July 23, 1848, and which 
lasted but ten days. His services 
having been dispensed with, he sided 
with the Opposition to the new minis- 
try, ranging himself nnder the ban- 
ners of the fhmous Gioberti, whom he 
overthrew on the question of a Pied- 
monteso intervention on behalf of the 
Pope. The battle of Novara, March 
23, 1849, and the abdication of Charles 
Albmt having led to his retirement 
froiii the Ministry of the Interior 
and of Justice, he took up a position 
in the Sardinian Parliament as a 
democrat. Observant of the signs of 
the times, and probably not insensible 
to the effects of Cavour's policy, he 
gradually moderated his opinioim so 
08 to assimilate them to those of the 
Middle Left ” party. His great 
knowledge of law, and his moderatibn 
as a politician, led to his being made 
President of the Chamber in 1852, and 
shortly afterwards Minister of Justice, 
uU^er his former adversary, Count 
Cavour. From this period Battazei 
followed in Cavour’s steps, whom, 
after the armistice of Villafranoa, he 
succeeded. After the death of Cavour, 
ho resumed office, but found himself in 
opposition to the views of Bicasoli, 
the now Premier; and in the great 
debate on Italian affairs at Turin, in 
Dec., 1861, he sunk bis own claims to 
lote with that statesman. InMoroh, 
1862, when Bicasoli was induced to 
resign the premiership— cetenSihly 
through not bdng able to find a sniU 
able Minister of the .. Interior, but 
actually through Court manoeuvres, 
Battaszf was intrusted with the task r 
of forming a new ministty. In hk 
inaugural speech, March 7, he de- 
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olared his policy to consist essentiidly 
in maintaining a friendly aUianoe with 
Franco and England, the natural 
allies ” of Italy ; and,^ regarded the 
Pope, in i*emaming faithful to that 
Tote of Parliament which declared 
Bome W be the capital o*f Italy i bnt 
he eigplained that ''this end was to 
be accomplished by moral and diplo- 
matic means, always hand and hand 
with France.** Finding that his 
ministry did not possess t]^ confidence 
of Parliament, he endeavonred to per- 
snado the king to dissolve, which ho 
refused to do, and tho rosdlt was that 
Battazzi and his colleagues resigned 
Deo. 1, 1862. A new ministry was 
formed under the presidency of Farina, 
which was of short duration, and at 
tho critical juncture of the famous 
Franoo-Italian Convention in Sep., 
1864, Gen. do La Marmora came 
in at tho head of an administra- 
tion more in consonance with tho 
wishes of the people of Italy. Another 
crisis having ensued, Bicasoli returned 
to power June 20, 1866, and was suc- 
ceeded in 1867 by Battazzi, who again 
. rotii'od in Oot. of that year. 

BAUMEB, Frieduich Louis 
Georoes, von, historian, born at 
Wdrlitz, May 14, 1781, studied in the 
universities of Hallo and Gottingen, 
commenced his judicial career in 
1801, and obtained the place of Oonn- 
oillor in the Cabinet of the Chancellor 
von' Hordenberg in 1810. Among tho 
works ho published about this time 
was one on tho System of Taxation 
in England.’* A few years later he 
prodnoed two now books, one on the 
Latin historians of the Middle Ages, 
the other describing a journey ho had 
mado to YenioOk l^ese works pro- 
cured him the appointment of Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy and His- 
tory at Berlin. In 1835 he visited 
England, where he was well re- 
ceived by leading members of the 
Whig party. Of them and of their 
policy he gave fhvonrable report in 
hie work onEnglandin 1886, of whioh 
a translation by Mr& Austin appeared 
in 1886, and in 1841 he again visited 
England, and wrote a sequel to his 


former book, entitled ** England in 
18il,’* which was translated into Eng- 
lish. In 1847 he was chosen Mem- 
ber and Secretary of tho Berlin Aca- 
demy of Sciences, and in 1848 was 
elected a member of the Parliament 
of Frankfort. On his return to Ber- 
lin ho was chosen a member of the 
First Chamber of Prussia. In 1853 
he retired from public Ufe, with the 
rank of Emeritus Professor in the 
University of Berlin. The work to 
which he chiefly owes his reputation 
is ** Gcsohichto der Hohenstaufennnd 
iUrer Zeiton,” published in 1823-5. 
Another groat work, • “ History of 
Europe from the End of tho Fifteenth 
Cent my,” pnblishod in 1832-58, though 
well received, did not meet with the 
same success as the former, tho author 
having therein expressed opinions ad- 
vorso to thoso generally entertained 
in Germany. He has been a proUflo 
writer, and most of his works have 
boon translated into English. 

BAWLINSON, Sir Christopher, 
Kniqiit, son of tho late J. Bawlinson, 
Esq., of Alresford, Hants, bom in 
1806; was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he took tho 
usual degrees. Ho was called to the 
Bor at the Middle Tomplo in 1831, 
and wont the Westom Circuit; was 
appointed Recorder of Portsmouth in 
18i0, Booorder of Princo of Wales's 
Island, Siugaporo, and Malacca, in 
1847, when he received the honour of 
knighthood, was transferred to Madras 
as Cliief Justice in 1850, and resigned 
that post in 1859. 

BAWLINSON, Tub Bev. George, 
fourth son of A. T. Bawlinson, Esq.,, 
of Chadlington, Oxon., bom about 
1815, was educated at Swansea and at 
EaJing School, entered Trinity College^ 
Oxfozd, in 1835 ; took a first class in 
olassios in 1838 ; and was elected a 
Fellow of Exeter College in .1840. He 
obtained the Denyor P&e for a Theo- 
logical Essay in 1842, and again in 
1^18, mid kaving held for spme years 
a Tutorship in his college, was ap- 
pointed Jt^erator in 1852 ; became 
PnbUo Examiner hi 1854, and again in 
1866; and preached the Bampton 
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Lectare in 1859. He was elected 
withont a- contest to the Oamden Pro- 
fessorship of Ancient History in the 
TJniyersity in 1861, and took an ao- 
tiye part in. the agitation which pre- 
ceded the passing of the Oxford Um- 
vorsity Act, in favour of the changes 
then effected. Ho has written, in 
conjunction with Sir H. Bawlinson 
and Sir 6. Wilkinson, “ The History 
of Herodotus,’* a now English version, 
with copious notes, published in 1858- 
60 ; “ The Mistoncal Evidences of the 
Truth of the Scripture Becords, in 
Eight Lectures delivered in the Oxford 
Univeraity Pulpit, at the Bampton 
Lecture for 1859,” in 1860; “The 
Contrasts of Christianity with Heathen 
and Jewish Systems; or. Nine Ser- 
mons preached before the University 
of. Oxford on Various Occasions,** in 
1861; and “The Five Great Mo- 
narchies of the Ancient Eastern 
World,** of which vol. i. appeared in 
1862, vol. ii. in 1864, and vol. iii. in 
18135. The Rev. G. Rawlinson contri- 
buted an Essay, the subject being 
“ Thu Genuineness and Authenticity 
of the Pentateuch,*’ to “Aids to Faith,” 
edited by Dr. Thomson, in reply to 
“ Essays and Reviews,” and was a 
contributor to I)r. Smith’s “Dictionary 
of the Bible,” and to various reviews 
and magazines. He holds the ofiice 
of Classical Examiner under the 
Council of Military Education. 

RAWLINSON, Sir Henry Cres- 
wiCKE, K.C.B., brother of the Rev. G. 
Rawlinson, bom in 1810, was educated 
at Ealing school, served in the Bombay 
army from 1827 till 1833, was sent to 
Persia in Nov., 1833, and between 
that time and Dec., 1889, was actively 
employed in various parts of that 
country. He held high commands, 
and did good service in reorganizing 
a body of Persian troops. When the 
rupture with Persia compelled our 
officers to withdraw from that coun- 
try, he proceeded through Soinde to 
Affghanistan, and in June, 1840, was 
mypointed politicel agent atjgand^^. 
fnircughcnt the trpqbles tibatenttned 
he held this second capital the 
Affghans safe from idl intrigues within 


and attaoka without, and was re- 
peatedly mentioned by Gen* Nott for 
his services in t^o field. He letnraod 
with the' ayein^g army through 
Cabal aind the Puigaub to India, to 
reappear, in 1848, on the ground he 
had before oocupied, but as political 
agent in Turkish Arabia. In March 
1844, he^ was appointed Consul at 
Bagdad ; in 1850 was promoted to the 
rank of Lient.-Col. in Turkey; in 1851 
was made-Consal-Genoral, resigned 
his post in Feb., 1865, and was a 
Director of the East-Indla Company, 
and a Member of the Gonnoil of India 
from Sep., 1858,to the following April, 
when he was sent as Envoy to the 
court of Teheran, with the local rank 
of Major-General. Sir Henry, who is 
a F.H.S., Honorary D.C.L. of Oxford, 
and LL.D. of Cambridge, a Chevalier 
of the “ Order of Merit” in Prussia, 
and Corresponding Member of the 
French Institute, is the author of 
papers mostly on the antiquities of 
tho East, and on the interpretation of 
the cuneiform inscriptions of Persia, 
Assyria, and Babylonia, in the Jour- 
nals of the Geographical and Asiatic 
Societies. He was one of the mem- 
bers for Reigato, in the Liberal inte- 
rest, from Feb. to Sep., 1858, and was 
returned for Frome at the general 
election in July, 1866. 

RAYMOND, Henry J., editor of 
tho New York Tiines, bom in Lima, 
Livingston oo., New York, Jan. 24, 
1820, graduated at the University of 
Vermont in 1840, soon afterwards 
removed to Now York; and, whilst 
studying law, taught the classics and 
wrote for the Nevu Yorker, In 1841 he 
became managing editor of the New 
York Tribune^ and afterwards leading 
editor of the New York Courier and 
Enguirer. In 1849 he was elected to 
the State Assembly, was re-elected 
and made Speaker, but relinquished 
his position on the C(nM>w, and tra- 
velM to Europe on account of ill- 
health. On his return to New York, 
in 1851, he established the New York 
Timee, In 1862 he became a delegate 
to the Baltimore Convention, and in 
1856 a leader in the repnblican party, 
2x2 
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and was chosen Liont-GoTernor of 
NeW York. He was a delegate to the 
Chicago Gonyention of 1860; was 
again elected to the State Legislatare, 
and in 1864 was chosen as repre- 
sentative from New York to the 39th 
Congress. Shortly after, he visited 
Enrope a second time, wrote a series 
of letters relating to the war, and is 
the author of a **Life of Abraham 
Lincoln." 

BEADS, Charles, D.G.L., youngest 
son of the late John Beode, Esq., 
bom in 1614, was educated at 
Magdalen Coliego, Oxford, of which 
he was successively a Demy and a 
Yellow. He graduated B.A. in 1835, 
was called to the Bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1843, and became known to 
the reading public as the author of 
" Peg Woffington," published in 1852 ; 
and of " Christie Johnstone," in 1853. 
Those wore followed by " It is Never 
Too Late to Mend," and a short talc, 
entitled " The Course of True Love,” 
in 1857; “Jack of All Trades,” in 
1858; “liove Me Little, Love Mo 
Long," in 1850; “White Lies;" and 
“Cloister and the Hearth," which 
appeared in Once a, Week, in 1861; 
*<Hard Cash, a Mattor-of-Fact Bo- 
mance," first published in All the Year 
Jtound, in 1863 ; and “ Griffith Gaunt; 
or. Jealousy," in 1866. He has writ- 
ten several plays, and is a contributor 
to periodicals. 

BEADE, John Edmund, was born 
at Broadwell, Gloucestershire, early in 
the present century. His first work, 
a drama entitled “ Cain the Wan- 
derer," which appeared anonymously 
in 1830, was noticed hy the litoraiy 
journals of the day, and scoured for its 
author an introduction to the poet 
Coleridge, and a recorded testimony 
iVom (£>ethe. It was followed by 
“Italy," composed daring a length- 
ened sojourn in the South, publi&ed 
in 1838; “Catiline," a drama^ and 
“The Deluge," a drama, in 1839; 
“ The Vision of the Ancient Kings," 
a sequel, and “ Life's'EpUK^e, in IS'tS ; 
“ Memnon," oomposedduring a sojourn 
in Switserland, in 1844; “ The Beve- 
lations of Life," which grew ont of a 


residence among the localities of Dart- 
moor, in 1849; and “Man in Para- 
dise," a poem, in 1856, designed to 
form the first portion of the drama of 
“Cain the Wanderer." In a now 
edition of the nuthor^s ^works, this 
poem was carefully revised, and a 
collection of Lyrical Poems, entitled, 
“ Youth and how it Passed," was 
added. In the poem of “ Youtli," 
as in the confessions of the Enthu- 
siast, in the “ Bevelations of Life," 
it is evident that the picture of 
each metamorphosis is drawn from 
himself. “ Laureate Wreath, and 
other Poems," appeared in 1863, and 
editions of his poetical works in 1850, 
1860, and 1865. 

BECHBEBG (Count), Jean-Bern- 
HARD, VON, was bom in Austria, 
Aug. 17, 1806. At twenty-two ho 
was appointed Secretary of Lega- 
tion, and was sent to the Anstriaii 
mission in London, where he re- 
mained two years. After a short 
residence at Darmstadt, as Charge- 
d’ Affaires, he filled the same post 
at Brussels, and afterwards at Bio 
Janeiro. In 1849 ho was appointed 
Plenipotentiary to the Gorraanio 
Conf(^eration, which invested him 
with the dignity of Civil Commis- 
sioner for settling the intricate affairs 
of Electoral Hesse. In history he will 
rank as one of those men who have 
coiitributed most largely to the well- 
being of Austria. Ho was appointed, 
in May, 1859, Count Buol’s sucoes- 
sor as Foreign Minister of Austria, 
and was head of the Cabinet. During 
his tenure of office ho mauifesto^ high 
integrity and administrative capacity, 
and retired in Nov., 1864. 

BEDDING, Citrus, bom at Penryn, 
Cornwall, in 1785, repaired to London 
in 1806, joined the -establishment of 
the Pilot, which he left tocoramenoo 
the publication of the Plymouth Ghro^ 
nicle, of wftich he was editor mnl pro- 
prietor fot* sovcfral years, and was a 
contribntor to the Naval Chronicle, 
From 1815 till 1818 he resided in 
Fh^nce, and edited Ga7ij/naai*s Mossen- 
gsr, having edited the Dramatic Bevi$w, 
oud published literaiy and political 
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pamphlots, amongst thom a ** Letter 
to Lord Holland on the Law of Libel.’* 
In 1820 ho became co-editor with 
Campbell of Colburn’s New^MonthZy 
• Magazine, with which he was asso- 
ciated, bot^ in his editorial capacity 
and as a ccmtribntor, for upwards of 
ton years. Of his connection with the 
author of the “ Pleasures of Hope,” 
lio has given an account in a series of 
papers which appeared in that maga- 
zine. In 1830, Mr. Redding joined 
Campbell in the publication of the 
Metropolitan, but the publisher failed. 
Under the auspices of the late Sir W. 
Molesworth he established the Bath 
Chiardian, which ho edited for two 
years ; and, in 1836, the Staffordshire 
Examiner. IIo has written ** Gabricllo, 
&o.. Poems,” published in 1829; ** His- 
tory of Wines,” and “ Shipwrecks and 
Disasters at Sea,” in 1833 ; ** Velasco ; 
or, Memoirs of a Pago, a novel,” in 1846 ; 
’’Abstract of Kvidenco on the Wine 
Duties,” in 1852 ; “Fifty Years’ Recollec- 
tions, Literar)' and Personal,” in 1858; 
’’Literary llcininiscences and Memoirs 
of T. Campbell,” and *’ Keeping Up 
Appearances, a Novel of English Life,” 
in 1860 ; “ All’s Well thot Ends Well,” 
in 1862; ’’Memoirs of Remarkable 
Misers,” and “ Yesterday and To-day,” 
in 1863 ; and *’ Past Celebrities whom 
I have Known,” in 1865. Ho pub- 
lished a translation of Thiers’s His- 
tory of the Consulate,” with notes ; and 
illustrated Itiiiernrics of Cornwall and 
of Lancashire ; edited, or rather wrote 
from notes, “ The Travels of Captain 
Andrews in South America,” and 
” P^durang Hari,” an Eastern story. 
Tho “ Memoir of Beckferd, of Font- 
hill,” has been attributed to him, and 
he is the author of ’’ A Departmental 
and Statistical Account of the Wine 
Products of France,” &o. 

REDGRAVE, Richa.rd, R.A., son 
of a manufacturer, in whose counting- 
house he passed his c&rlier years, 
chiefly employed iiir making designs 
and working-drawings, besides ooca- 
sionidly sketching from nature^ was 
bom in Pimlico, ^^pril 30, 1804,*^ He 
began to study from the marbles in ' 
the British Museum, in 1822, was ad- ' 


mittod a student in tho Royal Aca^ 
demy in 1826, and about this time 
waa forced to eke out his resonroes 
by teaching landscape drawing. He 
twice competed, but without success, 
for tho Ac^omy’s gold medal, having 
been defeated on the second occasion 
by Maclise. A picture exhibited* at 
the British Institution, ’’Gulliver on 
the Farmer’s Table,” bought for the 
purpose of engraving, was his first 
success. His next effort, ’’ Ellen Or- 
ford,” from Crabbo, rejected at the 
Institution, was hung ”cn the line” 
at tho Academy, in 1838, and at 
onco purchased. It was followed by 
“Quintin Matsys,” ’’Olivia’s Return 
to her Parents,” in 1839 ; and ” Tho 
Reduced Gentleman’s Daughter,” in 
IS'lO, which commanded imme^ato 
purchasers and fresh commissions, 
thus enabling the painter to relinquish 
tho drudgery of teaching, and to de- 
vote himself entirely to his art. In 
1840 lie was elected an Associate, and 
amongst other works, produced ’’ Tho 
Castle-builder,” in 1841 ; ” The Poor 
Teacher,” in 1843; “Tho Sempstress,” 
and ’’The Wodding Morning — tho De- 
parture,” in 1844; ’’The Governess,” in 
1845 ; “ Sunday Morning,” in 1846 ; and 
’’ Fashion’s Slaves,” and ” Country 
Cousins,” painted for Mr. Vomon in 
1618. ^In 1842, and in 1846, ho ex- 
hibited landscapes at the Academy. 
His best known works are — ’’ Happy 
Sheep,” “The Moor-hen’s Haunt,” in 
1847; ’’Spring — the Trout's dark 
Haunt,” in 1848 ; “The Solitary Pool,” 
inl849; "The Evelyn Woods,” inl850; 
“ The Poet’s Study,” in 1851 ; ’’ Tho 
Woodland Mirror,” in 1852; •’ The Fo- 
restPortal,” inl853; ’’AnOld-English 
Homestead,” in 1854 ; and ’’ The Mid- 
wood Shade.” Meantime he tried his 
hand on several figure-pieces of higher 
pretensions, such as ’’Tho Attiring of 
Griselda,” in 1850; ’’The Plight into 
Egypt,” in 1857 ; in whi(^ year Mr. 
Redgrave was elected R.A. Daring tho 
latter years of the Government School 
of Design, Mr. Redgrave was its head- 
master, am on the formation of the 
Department of Praotibal Art, aubse- 
qnently enlarged into that of Science 
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siderable property, and abotit this 
time the King of Wurtemberg mode 
him a Baron. He has written a 
number of sdentiflo works, and made 
the chemical discoveries of paraffin in 
1831, and of creosote in 1833. Some 
years ago he directed his attention to 
lineal magnetism, and believes that 
ho* as discovered a new power, the 
odic, on which he has published several 
works. In these he attempts to prove 
the existence, and to study the quali- 
ties, of a new imponderable power, 
as universal, he contends, as electricity 
and magnetism. He possesses a fine 
collection of minerals and meteoric 
stones at his residence at Bieson- 
beijf, 

BEID, Captain Mayne, novelist, 
n native ’of tho North of Ireland, 
paternally descended from one of the 
pioneers of tbe ** Ulster Plantations,** 
was born in 1818, and educated for 
the Church. A taste for travel and 
adventure induced him, in 1838, to 
set out for Mexico, without any voiy 
definite aim. On arriving at New 
Orleans, ho went on two excursions 
up the Bed Bivor, trading and hunting 
in company with the Indians, and 
afterwa^s mode other excursions up 
the Missouri and on the prairies, 
where he remainod for nearly five 
years, enjoying the wild freedom of 
that region. He afterwards travelled 
through almost every state in the 
Union, and in those joumc^a, with his 
previous experience in the backwoods, 
acquired that knowledge of character 
and incident displayed in his writ- 
ings. In 1845, when war wns de- 
clared between the United States 
and Moadoo, Mayne Beid, who had 
devoted himself to literature, sought 
and obtoined a commission in the 
United States army. He was present 
at the siege and capture of Vera 
Cruz, and took an active part in 
various enraunters, led the lost 
charge of Bfantry at Churubusco, 
and the forlorn hope at the assault of 
Ghapultepeo, whera he was shot down ; 
and repc^d to be killed. For his i 
gallantry at Ghapultepeo Capt..Beid| 
was honourably mentioned in tliej 


despatches. At the close of the Mexi* 
can war he resigned his commission, 
and in 1849 organized a body of men 
in New York to proceed to Hungary, 
to aid in the straggle of that county 
for independence. On reaching Paris, 
ho received the nows of the total 
failnre of the Hungarian insurrection. 
Gapt. Beid repaired to London, where 
ho once more devoted himself to 
literature, and amongst other works 
has written The Bifle Bangers,** 
published in 1849 ; ** The Scalp Hnn- 
ters,** in 1850, in both of which the 
author details his experience of prairie 
life and warlike adventure ; ** Desert 
Homo; or, Family Bobinson,** in 1851; 
« Tho Boy Hunters,** in 1852; « Tho 
Young Voyagenrs,** in 1863 ; “ Tho 
Forest Exiles,** in 1854 ; The Bush 
Boys; or, Adventnres in South Africa/* 
and ** The Whito Chief,’* a novel, in 
1855 ; The Young Yagers,** and 
“ Qu^roon,** a novel, in 1856 ; The 
Plant Hunters ; or, Tho Himalayan 
Mountains,’* in 1857 ; " Occola,** a 
novel, in 1869; The Wood Bangers/* 
a novel, ** Tho Hunters’ Feast/* a 
novel, ** Quodmpeds ; What They 
Are, and Whore Found,** “ The Tfeer 
Hunters/* and “ Brain ; or, Tho 
Grand Bear Hunt,” in 1860; “ Ban 
Away to Sea,” •• War Trail ; or. 
Hunt of the Wild Horse,” and “ Wild 
Huntress,” in 1861 ; “ Tho Maroon,” 
a novel, in 1862; ” Croquet/* in 1863; 
”Clzfl' Climbors; or, Tho Lone Home,” 
” Ocenn Waifs,”, and White Gaunt- 
let: a Bomance,” in 1864; '*‘The 
Headless Horseman/’ in 1865; and 
** Aflonl in tho Forest,” in 1866. . 

BEMILLY, OviDE, politician, bom 
at Yei'sailles, Nov. 18, 1800, studied 
law in his native town, in due course 
became an advocate, and after a time 
embarked in politics. He fought at 
the barricades in July, 1830, became 
Mayor of Yersailles in 1837, sat in the 
Chamber of Deputies from 1889 till 
1848, and proved a brilliant debater, 
evincing a spirit of independence. 
After the revolution of Feb., 1848, 
M. Bemilly was dismissed from his 
post as Mayor of Yersailles, and 
having been elected to the Consti- 
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army sent in aid of Tnrkoj againsfc 
the emperor of Bnssia; and was 
promoted to the rank of General in 
1866. In 1861 ho was appointed 
Colonel of the Boyal Artillery and 
Boyal Engineers, and was projmoted 
to the rank of Field-MarshXl Nov. 
9, 1862. His Boyal Highness has 
been snooessiyely Colonel of the 
17th Light Dragoons, of tho» Scots 
Fusilier, Guards, and, on the death of 
the late Prince Consort, of the Grena- 
dier Guards. At the battle of Alma 
his Boyal Highness led his division 
into action in a manner that won the 
confidence of his men and the respect 
of the veteran officers with whom 
he served. At Inkcrmann he was 
actively engaged, and had a horse 
sliot 'under hini. Shortly after this, 
in consequence of impaired health, ho 
was onlercd by the medical authorities 
to Pera, for change of air, and after 
staying there some time proceeded to 
Malta ; whence, his health still failing, 
ho was directed to return to England. 
At a later period his Boyal Highness 
gave the results of his camp experience 
in evidence before the Committee of 
the House of Commons appointed to 
investigate the manner in which the 
war had been cumlucted. On the 
resignation of Yiscount Hordingc, the 
Duke of Cambiidge was appointed to 
succeed as Commander-in- Chief, in 
which capacity his Boyal Highness 
has shown his desire to introduce use- 
ful reforms, which tend materially to 
improve the comfort of the soldier 
and the efficiency of the army. 

CAMEBON, Caft. Cuables Dun- 
can, F.B.G.S., son of the late Col. 
Cameron, of tho 3rd Buffs, served as 
ensign in the 45th regt. from May, 
1846, till July, 1851 ; served with the 
irregulars in the Kafir war of 1846-7, 
and for his services received the 
Kafir war medal. In 1851 he was 
employed by Sir B. C. Pine on dip- 
lomatic service in tho Zulu country, 
acted as Kafir nia^strate at Klip 
river, in the Natal Strict, and com- 
Inanded the Native Irregulars during 
the Kafir wars of 1852-3. He was 
appoint^ to Ihe staff of Lieut.- 


Genoral Sir Fenwick Williams, her 
Majesty’s commissioner with the 
army in the East, and whilst so em- 
ployed in Turkey received the rank of 
Captain (March 27, 1855), and was 
appointed by Sir F. Williams to 
superintend the works of tho fortifi- 
cations then in course of erection at 
Erzeroum. While, at Kars he volun- 
teered to sally: fro^. ^at fortress to 
obtain provisionj^fimihe then starving 
gannson. of Kars, ho 

was detached on" Sj^ial service to 
Trobizond, serving in that capaoity 
until Sep., 1856. la 1858 he passed 
an examination before the Civil 
Service Commissioners, and obtained 
an hciiorary certificate for proficiency 
in tho Gciman, Swedish, Turkish, and 
Latin languages. Ho was appointed 
Vico-C/onsnl at Bedoubt Kale, April 
20, 1858, which vice-consulship was 
removed to Poti, Api’il 23, 1869. He 
was elected a Fellow of tho Boyal 
Geographical Society in Nov., 1858, 
and was appointed Consul for Abys- 
sinia, to reside at Massowah, June 
30, 1860. He accompanied H.B.H. 
the duke of Saxe-Coburg in his ex- 
pedition into the interior of that 
country in April, 1862, and pro- 
ceeded to Gondar for the purpose 
of delivering a letter and presents 
from her Majesty Queen Victoria to 
King Theodore in June, 1862. Cap- 
tain Cameron was imprisoned by the 
emperor from Jan. 2, ISfi'i, until 
April 17, 1866, when .^ was handed 
over to Mr. Bassam oonso-

CAMB^^^^itiiVC^-GxN. Sib Dun- 
CAN Aj^ippjl^XC.B., of on ancient 
HighlfuiiSl^^h," was , born about 1808. 
He ente^w the army in 1825, became 
Captain izi 1833, M^jor in 1839, 
Colonel in 1854, and Major-General 
in 1859. He served with distinction 
in tho Crimean campaign of 1854-5, 
having commanded the 42nd regi- 
ment at the battle of the Alma, and 
the Highland Brigade at the battle 
of Balaklava, and was sent oht to 
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taent A 8 Bomb] 7 » joined the ranks of 
the moderate republicans, was one of 
the first to demand repressiye mea- 
snres against the clubs, secret so- 
cieties, and the press, and supported 
the law ill favour of public instruction. 
He was returned to the Legislative 
Assembly in 1849, and after the cotip 
cV 4tat in 1851, refused to be again a 
candidate. The citizens of his native 
town, to mark their appreciation of 
his integrity, presented him with a 
gold medal. 

RENAN, Joseph-Ernest, philo- 
logist, member of the Institute, bom 
at Tregnier, Cotos-du-Nord, Peb. 27, 
1823, was destined for the eccle- 
siastical profession, and went to Paris 
at an early age in oi'dcr to study. 
His abilities having attincted atten- 
tion, he was chosen at the termination 
of his classical studies to follow the 
course of theology at the seminary of 
Saint- Sul pice, when ho showed a taste 
for the study of languages and philo- 
commenced learning 
Hebrew, Arabic, and Syriac. But his 
independence of thought did not accord 
with tho necessary qualifications for 
the priesthood, and ho quitted tho 
seminary iu order to be better able to 
pursue his own course. In 1848, ho 
gained tho Volney prize for a m^moiro 
upon tho Semitic languages, wliich 
has been published under the title of 
Histoiro Gen^rale et Systbmes Com- 
pares des Langues Somitiques.” His 
work entitled “ Etude de la Langne 
Grecque an MoyenA go,” published in 
1845, was crowned by the Institute. 
In 1849 he was sent to Itdy on a 
literary mission by the Ar^ademie des 
Inscriptions ot BeUes-Lettres, in 1851, 
was attached to tho department of 
Manusoripts in the Bibliothbque Na- 
tionale.and in 1856 was elected a mem- 
ber of the Acad^mie dea Inscriptions 
in place of M. Augustin Thieny. At 
the end of 1860 he was sent qu a 
mission to Syria, in 1862 he had been 
appointed Professor of Hebrew, but 
did not permanently occupy the ohair 
for fear of a renewal of the nmnifesta- 
tions which oocnired at his opening 
lecture in Feb., and in 1863 hepublished' 


hia well-known work, *' Vie de J^ana/* 
which he wrote after his voyage tO' 
Syria, and of which numerous editions 
have been issued. M. Benan, who was 
nominated to an appmntmcnt in tho 
Biblioth^que Impiriale, against which 
he strongly protested, and which was 
revoked J une 11, 1864, has, in additmn- 
to the works already mentioned, pub- 
lished numerous mdmoires on com- 
parative philology, and articles in the 
Liberty de Penaer^ the Jteme des Deux 
Mondea, the Journal de VInstruction 
Puhtique, tho Ddbats, Ac. Some of 
these were published in a collected 
form, under the title of ** Etudes 
d’Histuiro Boligpeusc,** in 1857. He 
published a translation of “ Lc Livro 
de Job,’* in 1859, and of the ** Gan- 
tiqnedcB Gantiqnes,** in 1860; ’*Lettre 
ik mes Coll^gl 1 es,** in 1862 ; Mission 
do Ph5nicic,’* in 1864, and “ Trois ln> 
scriptionsTheniciennes,’* in 1864. He 
married a daughter of Henri Scheffer, 
tho painter, and was decorated with 
the l4egion of Honour in Deo., 1860. 

BENNIE, Sir John, F.B.S., Ac., 
civil engineer, of Scottish extraction,, 
son of tho latp Mr. John Bennie, the 
distinguished civil engineer who de- 
signed New London Bridge, and de- 
signed and executed Southwark and 
Waterloo bridges, bom about 1796, was* 

I brought up chiefly under his father,, 
and executed New London Bridge 
from the designs of the latter. He 
was connected with railway operations, 
from their first introduction, and has 
completed the drainage of the Lincoln- 
shire coast at the Wash, commenced 
by his father, and tho works of the 
harbour at Ramsgate. Sir J. Bennie» 
who was employed by the Earl of 
Lonsdale in the construction of the 
new docks at Whitehaven, received 
the honour of knighthood in 1831, on 
the opening of New London Bridge. 
In 1861 he was an nnsuccessfhl 
competitor for the newubridg^ to* 
be thrown across the Thames at 
Blackftiars. 

'BEUTEB, Julius, known in con- 
nection with foreign telegraphic de- 
spatches, is of German extraction,, 
and was bom about 1816. Tho 
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praotical working of tho telegraph 
between Aiz-la-Ohapolle and Berlin, in 
1840, oonvinoed him that a new sera 
in corrospondenoe hod arisen, and he 
established at tho former town the first 
centre of that organization whicli has 
since ooncentratod in tho hands of 
one man, for all general and public 
purposes, tho Boattored electric wires 
of tho world. As railway after rail- 
way was opened, each was mode 
subservicTit to his system ; and when 
tho cable between Calais and Dover 
was laid in 1851, Mr. Ueutcr, who had 
become a nottiralizod sfibjoct of lier 
Majesty, transferred liis chief office to 
London. Up to this time ho had 
conveyod only commercial moasoges, 
but tho thought struck him that tho 
opportnnity had arrived for making 
the telegraph tho handmaid of the 
public press. His overtaros, though 
several times declined, wero acceptod 
by the London iiowspapors in 1858, 
when he sent his ielegiviphic dos- 
patohos for ono month to each news- 
paper office free of charge, leaving 
to* tho editors to use thorn or not. 
Many of tho English provincial papers 
are supplied by Mr. Ueutcr, who tele- 
graphs tho English nows day by day 
to the chief cities of the Continent. 
Mr. Boutor resorvea his political tele- 
grams for the exclusive uso of tho 
press, and doos not allow them to bo 
communicated beforehand to mcr- 
chants and bankers for tho purposes 
of speculation. 

BEYBAUD, Madame. {SceAuyxvu, 
Fanhy). 

BEYBAUD, Maui r-Boch-Lovis, 
writer and publicist, niombor of the 
Institute, was born at Marseilles, Ang. 
15, 1799. After having finish^ his 
stiidies at the College do Jnilly, ho 
went several voyages on mercantile 
affairs to tho Levant and India, took 
np his residence in Paris, and com- 
menced hif literary career in 1829, 
and being of liberal politics oou- 
tributed to the Constitutimnel and 
the Conaire, In 1890 he under- 
took tho editorship of the ** Histoire 
Scientifique et Miiitaire de TExpedi- 
tion Fran^aise on Egypte ; " in 1833 


of tho *' Yoyago Antour du Monde,’* 
of Dumont d’Urville ; and in 1835 of 
the Voyage dans los Deux Amori- 
ques,” of M. d’Orbigny. Under tho

Ho started, or- 
ganized, and commanded with suc- 
cess, the first Working Man's Coips, 
the 3rd City of London, numbering 
nearly 1,000 effective members, of 
which he is colonel. To Mr. Richards 
belongs the merit of having convened 
the celebrated meetingheld at St. Mar- 
tin’s Hall, April 16, 1859, for the pur- 
pose of forming volunteer corps. Its 
objects were endorsed by the Times and 
nearly the whole of the press, metro- 
politan and provincial, and the War 
Office Circular, authorizing the enrol- 
ment of volunteers, appeared May 12. 
Lord Banelagh, at a public mc^eting 
held in 1867, said ho did not know 
a single officer of volunteers who was 
present at the meeting in 1859, con- 
vened in the face of so much difiiculty 
and ridicule. Previous to this mooting 
Ml*, llichnrds had published upwards 
of a hundred articles and letters in 
the public press urging the enrolment 
of rifie volunteers, and it is worthy 
of record that to him the establish- 
ment of our volunteer army of 1859 
is practically duo. So well has this 
fact been established that a numorous 
and influential body of noblemen, 
gentlemen, and commanding officers 
of volunteers met at St. James’s Hall 
in May, 1867, in order to form a com- 
mittee to solicit subscriptions from 
the public with a view of presenting 
Col. Bichards with an appropriate 
testimonial. 

BICHABDS, Brinlby, pianist and 
composer, son of the late Mr. H. 
Bichards, oi^ganist of St. Peter^s, 
Carmarthen, bom in 1819, being in- 
tended for the medical profession, was 
placed with a surgeon at Carmarthen, 
but abandoned it fbr qne more con- 
genial to his taste, ^though this 
change of pnipose caused him to 
apply himself to the study of music 
somewhat later in life than is cus- 
tomazy, he made up for the delay by 


diligent and earnest application. With 
the advice and assistance of the late 
duke of Newcastle, who, as well as the 
late earl of Westmoreland, honoured 
him with his friendship to the last, 
ho sought and obtained admission 
into the Boyal Academy of Music, at 
which institution he made such satis- 
faotoiy progress that he obtained the 
King*B Scholarship in 1835 and 1837, 
and was appointed one of its profes* 
sors. In addition to concertos for the 
piano, some of his compositions for fhll 
orchestra havo been frequently played 
in London ; and while visiting Paris, 
Mr. Richards attracted the favourable 
notice of, and formed an intimacy with 
tho lato M. Chopin, which lasted till 
the death of that eminent artist. As 
a pianist Mr. Bichards holds a very 
prominent rank, not only as a brilliant 
solo player, but more especially for 
his performance of tho works of Bach, 
Beethoven, Mendelssohn, Mozart, 
4&C. He is a member of tho London 
Philharmonic Society, and a Fellow 
of the Musical Society. Among his 
principal compositions may bo men- 
tioned “ God Bless tho Prince of 
Wales 5 •* " Up quit thy Bower ; ** “Ye 
Littlo Birds” (Madrigal); "In the 
Hour of My Distress” (Herrick’s Li- 
tanie) ; " The Pilgrim’s Path ; " Su- 
loute War-Song ; ” “ O Whisper what 
thou feelcst ; ” " The Harp of Wales; ” 
** Leah ” (all vocal) ; volume of octavo 
studios; 'rurantelle in E fiat; Over- 
ture in F minor, for full orchestra ; 
Caprice in F. sharp; Andante con 
Moto; "The Angel’s Song;” "Tho 
Birds and the lUvulet;” and about 
200 solos of all sorts, many of which 
have been republished in Milan, 
Berlin, and Paris. Ho was. pre- 
sented to the Prince of Wales on 
St. David’s Day, 1867, as the com- 
poser of "God bless the Prince of 
Wales.” 

RICHMOND (Duke or), His Grace 
Crables Henrt Gordon-Lennox, 
E.G., eldest son of the late duke, bom 
Feb. 27, 1818; was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford ; became a Captain in 
the army in 1844 ; was Aide-de-Camp 
to the Duke of Wellington from 1842 
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till 1852, and to Yisoount Hardinge 
£rom 1852 till 1854. His Grace was 
appointed President of the Poor Law 
Board, and sworn a Privy Gonnojilor, 
in March, 1859, and resigned in June, 
on the retirement of Lo^ Derby and 
his party ; was made a Knight of the 
Garter, Feb. 6, and became President 
of the Board of Trade, March 8, 1867. 
He represented West Snssez in the 
Gonservativo interest from July, 1841, 
till he succeeded his father as sixth 
Duke of Richmond, Oct. 21, 1860. 

RICHMOND, George, R.A., son of 
an artist, bom in 1809, was brought 
up with a view to artistic pursuits, 
and practised miniature painting and 
drawing in water-colours with much 
success till within the last few years, 
when, principally owing to the ex- 
tensive use of photography, he took to 
portraiture in oils. He was elected 
an A.R.A. in 1857, and R.A. in 1866, 
and is well known for his spirited 
portraits of distinguished personages, 
which annually appear on the walls 
of the Royal Academy. It has been 
stated that the execution of the re- 
cumbent figure of the late Bishop 
Blomfield, which is to be placed in 
St. PauVs Cathedral, has been in- 
trusted to him, from which it appears 
that ho has added eminence in sculp- 
ture to his own more especial art. 
He has had as pupils a large number 
of eminent artists. 

RICHSON, The Rev. Charles, 
born about 1810, graduated B.A. at 
St. Catherine’s H^l, Cambridge, in 
1841, and proceeded M.A. in 184i. 
From 1844 till 1854 he was clerk in 
orders or* Manchester Cathedral, of 
which he was made Canui\, and ap- 
pointed to the Rectory of St. Andrew, 
Ancoate. Mr. Richson has earned a 
high reputation as one of the most 
earnest advocates of Sanitary Reform 
and of education, both religious and 
secular. The first sermon he pub- 
lished was one On the Observance 
ot the Sanitary Laws,’* with notes 
by Dr. Sutherland. He has written 
various school-books and pamphlets 
on the State and Prospeote of Bduca- 
tion in Manchester, insisting on legis- 


lative provision for the children of 
out-door paupers. 

RIPCORD, Philippe, physician, 
member of the Aoad5mie do M^ecine, 

^ Marseilles, and'b^'her oFll. J. B. 
Ricord, the author of several works 
upon medicine and natural history, 
born at Baltimore, T7.S., Deo. 10, 
1800 ; went to Paris in 1820. He was 
almost immediately admitted as an 
interne, and was attached successively 
to the H6tel Dien, under Dupuytren, 
and to La Piti5, under Lisfranc. In 
March, 1826, ho took the degree of 
Doctor, and practised at Olivet, near 
Orleans, and Grouy-sur-Oureq, after 
which he returned to Paris, delivered 
a course of lectures on surgical opera- 
tions, and was appointed in 1831 
Surgeon-in-Chiof to the Hdpital des 
Yeneriens of the South, which posi- 
tion ho held till Oct., 1860, when he 
retired. This appointment secured 
for Dr. Ricord the special reputation 
which ho enjoys for his knowlodgo 
and treatment of that class of diseases 
to which it relates. Dr. Ricord dis- 
covered a cure for variocele, Ac., 
for which he received, in 1842, the 
Montyou prize. He has been a mem- 
ber of the Imperial Academy (section 
of surgical pathology), since 1850, 
and is attached as Consulting Sur- 
geon to the Dispensary of Public 
Health. By decree, July 28, 1862, 
he was appointed Physician in Ordi- 
nuy to Prince Napoleon. He was 
promoted to the rank of Commander 
of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 12, 
1860, and has been decorated with 
numerous foreign orders. Amongst 
his various works may be named,

EIGAULT-DE-GENOUILLY, 
Chables, admiral, bom at Eoohofert, 
ill France, April 12, 1807, was ad- 
mitted to the nayal school of Franco 
in 1825; entered tho navy in 1830; 
became Captain of a frigate in 1841 ; 
was a member of the French Admi- 
ralty Board in 1853, and was raised 
to tho rank of Bear- Admiral, and sent 
in command of the French naval 
brigade, to assist in the operations 
before Sebastopol in 1854. He was 
nominated to the command of tho 
French fleet in tho Chinese seas in 
1856, and in that capacity co-operated 
with the English in the capture and 
occupation of Canton in 1857. He 
was promoted Grand Ofiicer of the 
Legion of Honour, Oct. 2, 1855 ; made 
a Senator, July 11, 1860; was ap- 
pointed to the command of tho Medi- 
terranean squadron in Jan., 1862, and 
nominated Admiral, Jan. 27, 1864. He 
was made Minister of the Marine in 
1867, and is much esteemed in Franco 
for his practical as well as his scion- 
tifle fcnowlege of naval matters. In 
1852 he edited the fourth edition 
of Chauohoprat’s ** Eontier des An- 
tilles,’* and in 1846 the second edition 
of Montferrier's ** Dictionnaire Uni- 
versel et Eoison^o de Marine,” 

EIO, Alexis FRAN901S, writer and 
critic, bom at Paris early in the cen- 
tniy; has written ^Essai sur VHis- 
toire de I’Esprit Humain dans 1* An- 
tiquity,” published in 1828-80; ”De 
I’Art Chrytien,” in 1841-55; ”Les 
Quatres . Martyrs,” in 1856 ; ” De la 
Poesie C&zytienne,” in 1861 ; "Shakes- 
peare,” in 1864; and a variety of ar- 
ticles on Ecolesiastioal Art and His- 
tory, contributed to French periodi- 
cals. Sovoral of his works have ap- 
peared in E^lish. Hie only daughter 
is married 'to Loril Killeen, eldest son 
of the Earl of I^gal. 

EIPOK (Bxiraop op), The EigbtEev. 
Eodebt Bioxebbtbth, D;D,, F.E.S., 
fourth son of the Eev. John Bicker- 


steth, Eector of Sapeote, Leicester- 
shire, and nephew of the late Lord 
Langdale, bom at Acton, Suffolk, 
Auji. 24, 1816 ; was intended for the 
medical profession, but preferring the 
Church, entered Queens* College, Gam- 
bride, and graduated B.A. in honours 
in 1841, and M.A. in 1846. He was 
ordained to tho curacy of Sapeote in 
1841 ; was curate at St. Giles, Head- 
ing, in 1843-4, at tho parish church 
of Clapham in 1845 ; and became In- 
cumbent of St. John’s Church, Clap- 
ham, towards the close of that year. 
He was appointed to the Eectory of 
St. Giles in the Fields in 1851, though 
from the diminution of income which 
he suffered by the operation of the 
Metropolitan Burials Ac^ his promo- 
tion considerably curtailed hisrevenue. 
He was appointed a Canon Eesidenti- 
ary of Salisbury in 1854, and was 
promoted to the see of Eipon in 1856. 
Dr. Bickersteth has written "Bible 
Landmarks,” published in 1850 ; 
"Lent Lectures, Means of Grace,” 
in 1851 ; a volume of Sermons, in 
1866 ; several single Sermons, and 
Lectures on various subjects. The see 
of Eipon, which is of the annual value 
of £4,500, comprises a considerable 
portion of the West Hiding of York- 
shire. 

EISTOEI, Adelaide, tragic actress, 
bom at Cividale, in hViuli, in 1821, 
being the child of a poor *aotor, was 
trained at a very early age for tho 
stage. She appears to have risen 
through a long series of struggles to 
the eminence she ultimately attained. 
Having uccepted in 1855 an engage- 
ment in Paris, she sought ttfe favour of 
a French audience as an interpreter of 
the tragic muse at the vexy time that 
Eachel was in the zenith of her 'fame. 
Her appearance at such a period was 
regard^ by the French as on open 
challenge to contest the supremacy of 
their trggic queen, and they assembled 
much more disposed to criticize than 
to applaud. The genius of !^tori, 
however, triumphed, and firom that 
moment. her position has been un- 
assailed. Her reception in England 
was equally enthusiastic, and slie 
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appeared in Spain in 1857» in Holland 
in 1860| in Bussia in 1861,' at Con- 
stantinople in 1864, in the United 
States, and other parts of the world, 
with sncooss. William I. of Fnissia 
gave her the medal in scienoos and in 
arts in 1862. Among her most famons 
characters are those of Medea, Lady 
Macbeth, Fazio, Phsedra, Deborah, 
Judith, Francesca da Biviora, and 
Camilla. She was married to the 
Marquis del Grille, and was left a 
widow in 1861. 

BITTEB, H£NRY, philosojiher, bom 
at Zerbst in 1791, was educated at the 
Universities of Halle, Gottingen, and 
Berlin. He devoted himself at an 
early age to the study of the chief 
ancient and modem systems of philo- 
sophy, and wrote ** History of Ancient 
Philosophy,” published in 1829-63; 
" Essay on Gorman Philosophy, down to 
Kant,” in 1853 ; A History of Chris- 
tian Philosophy,” and various works. 

BOBERTS, Tiik Bev. Geoimie, born 
about 1808, graduated in honours at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1830, 
was Fei*potaal Curate of Coleford, 
Gloncestorshiro, Vicar of Monmouth, 
and Lecturer of St. Andrew's, Hol- 
bom, and in 1853 was appointed 
Minister of St. John’s, Cheltenham. 
He was for many years connected 
with the metropolitan and provincial 
pi'ess, and published several sermons, 
works on Church principles (from the 
Anglican point of view), ” The Duties 
of Subjects and Magistrates,” in 
1842; ”Sbmo account of Llanthony 
Priory, Monmouthshire,” in 1847; and 
** Strata Florida Abbey, Cardigan- 
shire,” in 1848. An anonymous work, 
” Speculum Episcopi, or the Mirror 
of a Bishop,” a very trenchant and 
somewhat too vehement satire, which 
produced some little excitement on 
its appearance, in 1851, has been 
attributed to him. 

BOBEBTSOH, The Bev. James 
Craioie, bom in 1813, at Aberdeen, 
where his father was a merchant, 
received his early education at Maris- 
chal CoUege, griMuated B.A. at Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, in 1834, ,and 
was Vicar of Bekesboume, near Can- 


terbury, 1846 till 1859, when he 
was appointed Canon of Canterbury. 
In 18^ he become Plrofessor of Eccle- 
siastical History in King’s College,. 
London, and has written “ How shall 
we Conform to the Liturgy ? ” pub- 
lished in 1844 ; ” Sketohes of Church 
History, First Six Centuries,” in 
1855 ; “A Biography of Thomas Bec- 
ket,” in 1859; History of the 
Christian Church,” of which the first 
volume appeared in 1862, the second 
in 1865, and the third, Jiringing the 
history down to A.D. 1303, in 1866. 
Ho edited for the Ecclesiastical His- 
tory Society, Hoylin’s ^History of the 
Reformation;” for the Camden Society, 
in 1866, Bor^ave’s ** Alexander VII. 
and his Cardinals;” and has been a 
contributor to the QuaHerly Review 
and other periodioals. 

ROBERTSON, Thomas WitjLIAm, 
bom Jan. 9, 1829, and educated at 
Spalding, Lincolnshire, and in Hol- 
land, wrote some dramas for the minor 
theatres, which met with moderate 
succoBB, and ** The Cantab,” a &roe, 
produced at the Strand Theatre in 
1862. His reputation was established 
by the comedy ” Society,” brought 
out at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre 
in Nov., 1865. It was followed by 
” Ours,” produced at the same esta- 
blishment Sep. 12, 1866; by " Shadow 
Tree Shaft,” which proved a fiulnre, 
produced at the Princess’s Theatre, 
Feb. 6, 1867; by "Caste,” another 
success, first played at the Prince of 
Wales’s Theatre, April 6; and by "For 
Love,” at the New Holbom Theatre, 
Oot. 5, 1867. ; He has been a con- 
tributor to Fim and various periodi- 
cals, and has written leading articles 
and dramatic oritidsms for daily and 
weekly periodicalB. 

ROBIN, ChabiiES-Philippe, phy- 
sician, member of the Acaddmie de 
M^deoine, bom at Jafibron,Ain, June 
4, 1821, studied medicine at PuriB, 
and was admitted " interim dee h6pi- 
tauz” inl843. Hegainc|d,attheoompe- 
tition of 18^ the prise gim by the 
Boole Bratiquede Mddedne; was sent 
in 1845, with M. Lebert, by Orfila, to 
the coasts of Normandy and Jersey, 
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in order to collect objects of natnral 
history and comparative anatomy, for 
the museum which he had founded at 
the Ecole, and received in 1847 the 
degree of Doctor. A close examiner 
of objects, ho has greatly promoted 
the use of tho microscope in anatomy 
and pathology; and, in addition to 
his microscopical labours, has. stu- 
'died the natnral sciences. He was 
appointed Professor of Histology at 
the Faculty of Hedicine of Paris, 
April 19, 1862. Bobin, who has 
been a member of tho Academy of 
Medicine since 1858, is connected 
with numerous French and foreign 
Scientific Societies, and is decorated 
with tho Legion of Honour. In addition 
to a large number of works relating 
to microscopical investigations, he 
has published ** Tableaux d’ Anatomic, 
•contenant TExpos^ de toutes lea Far> 
ties h. £tudier dans I’Organisme de 
THomme, et dans celui des Animaux,** 
published in 1851; Traits do Ohimie 
Anatomique et Physiologique,*' &o., 
in 1852 ; “ Histoire Naturelle do Ve- 
•g6taux Parasites qui croissent sur 
VHommo et Ics Animaux Vivants,” in 
1853; and ** Notice^ sur TCEuvre et la 
Vie d'Au^ste Comte,*’ in 1864. He 
has contributed to tho Dictionnaire 
de M4decine,” Ac. 

BOBINSON, Sir Hercules Boiiert 
George, second son of Admiral 
Hercules Bobinson, bom in 1824, and 
educated at the Boyal Militaiy Col- 
lege, Sandhurst, hold, for some years, 
a commission in the 87th Foot, but 
retired from tho service in 1846, and 
was employed in various capacities in 
the Civil Service in Ireland until 1852. 
He was appointed President of Mont- 
serrat in 1^4^ Lieutenant-Governor of 
St. Christopher’s in 1855, succeeded Sir 
John Bowring as Governor of Hong- 
kong in 1859, when he received this 
honour of knighthood, and was pro- 
moted to the governorship of Ceylon 
in Jan., 1865. 

BOBINSON, John Henry, B.A., 
line-engraver, bom at Bolton, in Lan- 
cashire, in 1796, became a pupil of 
James He^. Among his more cele- 
brated prints are ** Napoleon and 


Pope Pius VII.,” after Wilkie; *‘The 
Wolf and the Lamb,” after Mulready, 
exhibited about 1825 ; ” The Mantilla;” 
*‘The Marchioness of Abercom;” 
and ** Little Bed Biding-Hood,” after 
Landseer ; ” Sir Walter Scott,” after 
Lawmneo ; “ Theodosius refused Ad- 
mission into tho Church,” and the 
portrait of Bnbons, aftei* Vandyke; 
"Spanish Flower-Girl,'* after Murillo ; 
and he has executed some very beau- 
tiful book-plates. Two of the choicest 
specimens of his art, as an engraver, 
arc the "Sisters,” after F. P. Ste- 
phanhoff, and tho "Mother and Child,” 
from Leslie’s picture of 1846. He 
completed a portrait of the Countess 
of Bedford, from the celebrated 
picture by Vandyke, in 1862. Ho 
obtained the first-class gold medal for 
engraving at tho International Exhi- 
bition at jPoris in 1855, was made an 
Associate Engraver of the Boyal 
Academy Nov. 3, 1856, and B.A. in 
June, 1866. 

BOBINSON, Mrs. (See Freer, 
Martha Walker.) 

BOBINSON, The Bev. TicosfAS, 
D.D., youngest son of tho late Bev. 
T. Bobindon, Vicar of St. Mary’s, 
Leicester, bom in 1790, was educated 
at Bugby and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where ho was thiHoenth 
wrangler, in 1813. Ho was many 
years in India as Chaplain to tho 
Bishop (Hober) of Calcutta and Arch- 
deacon of Madras, and on his rotiim 
to England became Lord-Almoner’s 
Professor of Arabic at Cambridge. 
He was Bector of Therfield, Herts, 
from 1853 till 1861, has been Master 
of the Temple since 1845, and Canon 
of Bochester since 1854. He has 
written " The Last Days of Bishop 
Hober,” publisold in 1827; the Old 
Testament translated into Persian; 
several Sermons and Charges delivered 
in India; "The Character of St. 
Paul; "Sermons before the University 
of Cambridge,” in 1840 ; " The Twin 
Fallacies of Itome ; ” " Five Sermons 
at the Temple,” in 1851 ; and " Lec- 
tures on the Study of the Orientsd 
Languages.” 

BOCHESTEB (Bishop of). The 
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Bight Bbt. Thomas Legh Glauoh- 
TON (q»v.)f appointed to this seo 
April 26, 1867, was conseorated at 
Boohester Cathedrid, June 10. Tho 
diocese includes Essex, Herts, and a 
small portion of Kent, and tho annual 
income is £4,600. 

BOCK, The Bev. Daniel, D.D., 
Boman Catholic arohsoologist, a native 
of Liveipool, bom in 1799, was edn- 
oated at Old Hall, Herts, and at the 
English College, ]^me. Haying en- 
tered into holj orders and served the 
mission in London for two years,' he 
became in 1827 domestio Chaplain to 
the late earl of Shrewsbury, and was 
appointed, in 1840, to the care of the 
Boman Catholic congregation at 
Bockland, near Farringdon. On the 
re-introdnction into England of the 
Bomish hierarchy, in 1852, he was 
one of the first canons of Southwark, 
and resigned his pastoral chaige in 
Berks in order to live near London, 
in 1854. Ho has written ** Hierurgia, 
or the Sacrifice of the Mass ex- 
pounded,*’ in which ho illnstratos 
most of the doctrines and ceremonies 
of the Church among the Latins, 
Greeks, and Orientals, not only by 
written evidences, but fiem paintings, 
sculptures, and inscriptions found in 
the catacombs or elsewhere, belonging 
to the earliest ages of faith; “The 
Church of our Fathers, as seen in St. 
Osmond’s Bite for the Cathedral of 
Salisbuiy, with Dissertations on the 
Belief and Bitnal in England before 
and after tho Coming of tho Nor- 
mans ; ” and “ Did the Early Church 
in Ireland acknowledge the Pope’s 
Supremacy P ” publish^ in 1844— the 
two last-mentioned works treat prin- 
cipally of our nationsdmlesiastiofld an- 
tiquities; — “Transulftantiation Vin- 
dicated “TheMiystioCrownofMoiy,” 
in verse ; and other smaller productions. 
In 1862 he took on active part, as one 
of the committee, in carrying out 
the object of the ’Special Exhibition 
of Works of Art on Loan, chieOy of 
the Medueval Period,” at the South 
Keiudngton Museum; and contributed 
the article in the official oatalpgne, ; 
on “ Eoclesiostioal Vestmenta, %s* 


sues, and EmbrokLeries” there ex- 
hibited. 

BOEBTJCK, John Arthur, M.P., 
grandson of Dr. John Boebuok, of Shef- 
field, matemidly descended ^m the 
poet Tickell, was bom at Madras in 
1802, went to Canada in boyhood, and 
left that country in 1824 for the pur- 
pose of studying law in England. Ho 
was admitted a barrister of the Innor 
Temple in 1831, and chosen member 
for Bath at the first election after 
the Beform Bill. The character of a 
thorough Beformer, which he won in 
this arena, led to his appointment, in 
1835, as agent for the House of 
Assembly of Lower Canada daring 
the dispute pending between the Ex- 
ecutive Government and the House 
of Assembly. Mr. Boebuok com- 
menced tho publication of a series of 
political “ Pamphlets for the People,” 
in which, having assailed the whole 
body of politick editors, reporters, 
and contributors to the press, par- 
ticularly those of the Morning Chron^ 
icU, he became involved in what is 
called an afiair of honour, and fought 
a very harmless duel with the late 
Mr. Black, the editor of that journal. 
In the country he was a popular 
ffivourite, though the plain speaking 
he had practised towa^ the Whigs, 
whom he regarded as f^e. to tho 
cause of progress, lost him his seat 
at the general election in Aug., 1837. 
He regained it in June, 1841, but was 
again defeated at the general election 
in Aug., 1847, and since May, 1849, he 
haarepreseht^Sheffield. ]k&.Boebnck 
is a bold and unsparing orator, and has 
particularly distingutohed himself in 
his replies to Mr. Disradi- In Jan., 
1856, he brought forward in the 
House of Commons a motion for in- 
quiry into the conduct of the war, 
Imown to history as “the Sebastopol 
Committee.” The Aberdeen Govern- 
ment resisting the inqui^, was beaten, 
on a division, by a m%joiity of 157, and 
compelled to resign. Mr. Boebuok had 
noplace inthanewcabmet^butaoted as 
chairinan of the committee appointed 
through bis exertions. In DM., 1856, : 
he was an unsuoeessftd candidate fbr 
2y

the ohairmsmship of Metropolitan 
Board of Works at a saUay of £1,600, 
standing third on the list at the close 
of the poll. In 1866 he accepted 
the Chairmanship of the Adminis- 
trative Beform Association, from 
vrhioh great things were expected, 
though, after publishing a luminous 
programme, the society became ex- 
tinct. Mr. Boebuok has written 
** Flan for Government of our Eng- 
lish Colonies,’* published in 1849, and 
“History of the Whig Ministry of 
1830,” in 1862, a work of great 
ability. 

BOGEBS, Henbt, critic, educated 
at Highbury for the ministry, and 
for a few years Pastor of an Indepen- 
dent congregation, was compelled to 
retire in consequence of ill-hoalth. 
He became Professor of English Lan- 
guage and Literature in University 
College, London, resigned on his ap- 
pointment to a Professorship at the 
Independent College, near Birming- 
ham, and became Principal of the 
Lancashire Independent College on 
the resignation of Dr. Vaughan, in 
1858. Mr. Bogers has for many 
years contributed to the Edmbv/rgh 
Eeview. His ariioles on “The Genius 
of Plato,” “ Becent Developments of 
Puseyism,” and the “ Vanity and 
Gloiy of Literature,” exhibit great 
erudition and eloquence, and a col- 
* lection was republished in a separate 
form, under the title of “ Essays 
sdeoted^ from Contributions to the 
Edinburgh Review,** in 1850. He has 
written a “ Life of Howe,” “ The 
Eclipse of Faith ; or, a Visit to a Ho- 
liglous Sceptic,” “A Defence,” in 
reply to the strictures of Professor 
Hewman, Itnd “ Beason and Faith, 
with other Essays,” published in 1866. 
Mr. Bogers was one of the three judges 
to ^hom the decision respecting the 
Burnet Prize Essays was refen^ in 
1864, 

BOGEBS, Thb Bbv. Williav, 
M.A., who has taken an active part 
in the education of the middle classes 
and tiie poof^ of the metropolis, bom 
about 1629, wan educated at Eton and 
BalHol Cdlege, Oxford, where he 


graduated B.A. in 1842. Having 
taken orders in the diocese of London, 
ho was appointed in 1844 to the in- 
cumbency of St. Thomas's, Goswcll 
Street, London, where he established 
art-schools for adults, and efficient 
training-schools for the young, and 
was promoted to the Bectory of 
Bishopsgate in 1863. He is Chair- 
man of the Board of Governors of 
Dulwich College, a Prebendary of 
St. Paul’s, the authojr of a pamphlet 
on education, in the form of a letter 
to Lord John Bussell ; and in recog- 
nition of his services in the cause of 
education, ho was nominated ono of 
Her Majesty’s Chaplains. 

B O G E T , Peter Mark, M.D., 
F.B.S., Fellow of the Boyal College 
of Physicians, Ac., descended both 
paternity and maternally from French 
Protestant refhgee families, the only 
son of a native of Geneva, who settled 
in London as minister to a Swiss 
church in Threadneedlo Street, and 
who married the sister of Sir Samuel 
BomiUy, was bom in London in 1779, 
and received his education at the 
University of Edinburgh, where he 
took the de^e of M.D. in 1798. 
He accompanied the first Lord Lans- 
downo to Harrowgate and Bath, as 
private physician, in 1804, and in the 
same year established himself in Man- 
chester, where he was appointed 
Physician to the Infirmary. In 1808 
he settled in London, where he exerted 
himself ii; the formation of the North- 
ern Dispensary, to which charity he 
long filled the post of physician, lec- 
tured on professional subjects at some 
of the principal scientific institutions 
of the metropolis, and has received 
various appointments from public 
bodies, and fi*ol|^ the Crown. As a 
scientific writer. Dr. Boget is best 
known by his work on *• Animfd and 
Vegetable Physiology,” published in 
1834 as one of the Bridgewater 
Treatises. He h^ written several 
mathematical papm, has contributed 
numerous articles both to the Quar- 
terly and Edinburgh Reviews, the 
“ Philosophical Transactions,” the 
“ Enoyolopmdia Britannica,” “Bces’s 
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command the troops in New Zealand, 
with the local rank of Lientenant- 
Gteneral, in 1863. In that capacity 
he highly distinguished himselfj and 
in 1864 he was nominated a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the Bath 
Military division, in recognition of 
his able services against the Maories. 
Sir D. Cameron was made Colonel of 
the 42nd foot Sep. 9, 1863. 

CAMEBON, SinoN, was born in 
Lancaster co., Pennsylvania, in 1792. 
Having lost his lather at a very 
early age, he was compelled, in boy- 
hood, to depend on his own efforts 
for support. In 1816 he settled at 
Harrisburg, where %e became an 
assistant in a printing-office. His fru- 
gality, industry, and regular habits of 
life gained him many friends, and, on 
removing to Washington, he obtained 
employment as a compositor in a 
newspaper office. In 1832 he was 
appointed Visitor at Westpoint. His 
political career commenced in 1845, 
when he became a Senator of the 
United States for Pennsylvania. Ap- 
pointed Secretary of War by President 
Lincoln in 1861, he was superseded by 
Mr. Secretary Stanton. 

CAMPBELL, J)Ji. {See Bangok, 
Bishop of.) 

• CAMPHAUSEN,Wtllia3i, painter, 
bom at Dusseldorf, Feb. 8, 1810, 
manifested from his earliest years a 
love of drawing, and after completing 
his college studies, entered the 
Academy of his native town. Being 
fond of painting horses and battles, 
he for some years joined a regiment of 
hussars to study his subjects close at 
hand, and made long tours in Bel- 
gium, Holland, Switzerland, Italy, 
and Germany. ** The Puritans watch- 
ing the Enemy ” exhibits knowledge 
of design, able composition, and soft- 
nessof colour. It belongs to the Consul 
Wagner of Berlin. Many of his sub- 
jects are taken from English histoiy ; 
such as, **Bemoval of Prisoners be- 
longing to Cromwell’s Party,” ''Ca- 
valiers *and Bonndheads,” Charles 
n. in the Betreat from Worcester,” 
Pillage of an English Castle by 
Cromwell’s Bddim/iand ^'Charles 1 . 1 


at the Battle of Nasoby.” He has 
painted the two pictures of ” Prince 
Engine at Belgr^e,” and " Godfrey 
de Bouillon at Ascalon,” besides pro- 
ducing numerous drawings for illus- 
trated publications, and among others 
for the Dusseldorf monthly almanack. 

CANDLISH, The Bev. Bobert, 
D.D., preacher, and one of the leaders 
of the "Non- Intrusion” party during 
the discussions which led to the 
separation of the Scottish Church 
into two distinct sections, and the 
establishment of the Free Kirk, was 
bom in Scotland about the commence- 
ment of the present century. Dr. 
Candlish is the author of an " Exposi- 
tion of the Book of Genesis,” works 
on "The Atonement,” and "The 
Besurrection,” "Life in a * Bisen 
Saviour,” "Scripture Characters,” 
and an "Examination of Mr. Maurice’s 
Theological Essays.” In 1861 he was 
appointed moderator of the Free 
Church Assembly. • 

CANNING, Sib Samuez., C.E., En- 
gineer-in-ohief of the Telegraph Con- 
struction and Maintenance Company, 
upon whom the responsibility of 
laying the Atlantic cable of 1866 
devolved, is son of the late Bobert 
Canning, Esq., of Ogboume St. An- 
dxew, Wiltshire, and was born July 
21, 1823. His experience with respect 
to submarine telegraph cables is 
great, having been constantly engaged 
in their manufacture and submersion . 
sinco 1852. In tho various expedi- 
tions for laying the Atlantic cable he 
has taken an active part ; ha^ super- 
intended, for the firm of Messrs. Glass, 
Elliot, & Co., and tho Telegraph Con- 
stmotion and Maintenance Company, 
the manufacture and laying down of 
themost important lines of cables; and 
to his skill and oneigy much of the 
success of the Atlantic expedition of 
1866 is undoubtedly due. In con- 
junction with Mr. H. Clifford he per- 
fected tho paying-out and the recover? 
Ing and grappling machinery ibr Gie 
cable of 1866, which so materiidhr 
aided its submersion and the recove^ 
of the came lost in the jxrevious year. . 
He received the hondizr of Knighthood 
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Gyclopsadia/’ the EncyclopaBdia Me* 
tropoUtana,” Philosophical Hagazine, 

Hedico-Chirurgical Transactions,*’ 
and ‘*Gyclopa3dia of Praofcioal Medi- 
cine/* &c. &c. ; and wrote able treatises 
on scientific subjects, published by the 
Society for the Diffusion of Useful 
Knowledge. Dr. Rogot, who was 
elected a Fellow of the Boyal Society 
in 1815, and for more than twenty 
years performed the duties of secre- 
tary, was the first Fullorian Professor 
of Physiology at the Boyal Institu- 
tion, and in 1839 was appointed 
Examiner in Physiology in the Uni- 
▼ersity of London, of the senate of 
which body he is one of the original 
members. Since his retirement from 
the seoretaiyship of the Boyal Society 
he has been labouring in a pow field, 
and the result of his industry was the 
publication, when in his seventy- 
third year, of the ** Thesaurus of 
English Words and Phrases/* a work 
of an original character, which has 
gone through many editions, and 
which he states grow gradually out 
of a system of verbal classification 
projected by him nearly fifty years 
previously. Dr. Beget is a Fellow 
of the Bioyal Gollege of Physicians, 
a Member of the Senate of the 
University of London, and of the 
Literaiy and Philosophical Societies, 
dro., of Manchester, Liverpool, Bristol, 
Quebec, Now York, Haarlem, Turin, 
and Stockholm. 

BOG-IEB, Ghaules, statesman, bom 
at St. Quentin, Franco, Aug. 12, 1800, 
and educated at the Lycee of Lidge, 
became editor and co-proprietor of 
the Politiqm, in which Ms ** Lettres 
d’un Bourgeois de Saint-Martin ’* 
attracted much a^ention. Daring 
the Belgian revolution of 1830 he 
organized a battalion of 300 volun- 
teers, entered Brussels at its head, 
and took possession of the Hdtol de 
Yille in order to preserve it from 
pillago, Sep. 19,4nid with two other 
leaders of the insurreotioh, formed 
the first Belgian national govemment. 
He was appointed CkwemOT of Ant- 
werp in June, 1831, was Minister of 
Home Affairs from 1832 till 1835, 


Governor of the province of Antweip 
from 1835 till 1840, Minister of PubUo 
Works in 1840-41, Minister of the 
Interior and of War from 1847 till 
1852, and became President of the 
Gouncil and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Oct. 26, 1861. M. Bogier 
was chief of the Liberal Opposition 
under the ministries of De Brouchere 
and Decker, and has been the constant 
and able adversary of the clerical 
party. 

BOKITANSKY, Kabl, physician, 
bom at Kfinigs^tz, in Bohemia, 
Feb. 19,' 1804, studied medicine at 
Prague and Vienna, and received his 
degree of Doctor in 1828. He was 
attached to the establishment of Pa- 
thological Anatomy in Vienna, was 
appointed Demonstrator in the Grand 
Glinioal School, Legal Anatomist, Ac., 
and conducted in the coarse of a few 
years more than 30,000 dissections 
and post-mortem examinations. In 
1848 he was named Honorary Beotor 
of the University of Prague, and 
Member of the Ajcademy of Sciences 
of Vienna; in 1849, Dean of the 
Professors of the School of Medicine, 
and in 1850, Rector of the University 
of Vienna. Though Rokitansky has 
not written much, he is esteemed in 
Germany as the chief of his school. 
His principal work is a ** Manual of 
Pathological Anatomy,” published at 
Vienna in 1842-6, and translated 
into English by the Sydenham So- 
ciety, and published in London in 
1845-50. 

BOLT, The Bight Hon. Siu Johk, 
son of the late James Bolt, Esq., a 
merchant of G^cutta, bom Oct. 5, 
1804, became a clerk in a proctor*B 
office, was called to the Bar of the 
Inner Templo in June, 1837, practised 
in the Gourts of Equity, and became 
a Qaeen*B Gounsel in 1846. He was 
on nnsaocessfiil candidate, in the 
Gonservative , interest, for Stamford, 
in Aug., 1847, for Bridport in July, 
1862, oxid was first returned for West 
Glouoesterifiure in March, 1857, and 
continued to represent i^t consti- 
toency until he was made.l^rd 
Justice of Appeal in Ghancery. He 
2 T 2 
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ms appointed Attom^-GeneTal under 
Earl Derby’s third administration, in 
bet., 1866, received the honour of 
knighthood Nov. 13, and was made 
Loi^ Jnstioe of Appeid in Chancery 
July 23, 1867, and was sworn a 
member of the Privy Oounoil Aug. 
6. He is a Magistrate and Deputy- 
Lieutenant for Gloucestershire. 

BOMILLY (Babon), The Bight 
Hon. Sir John, second son of the 
late Sir S. Bomilly, M.P., born in 
1802, graduated in 1826 as M.A. at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and was 
called to the Bar at Gra/s Inn in 
1827. He was made Solicitor-General 
and knighted in 1848, became At- 
torney-General and was sworn a 
Privy Councillor in 1860, was made 
Master of the Bolls in 1851, and 
created a baron Jon. 3, 1866. Ho 
represented Bridport in the Liberal 
interest from Dec. 1832 till Jan. 1835, 
when he was defeated; was again 
returned for that borough in April, 
1846, was elected for Devonport in 
Aug., 1847, and was rejected in July, 
1852. Since his elevation to the 
judicial bench. Sir John has given 
the greatest encouragement to the 
republication of ancient documents 
bearing upon the early histoiy of this 
coiintiy. 

B0N6E, Johannes, was bom at 
Bisohofswalde, in Silesia, in 1813. 
The son of a poor farmer, and em- 
ployed in his early years to tend 
sheep, he attraoted in a village-school 
class the attention of his teachers, 
and was sent to the Gymnasium at 
Neisse, which he quitted for the 
University of Breslau in 1837, and 
entered the theological department 
'of that institution, with the intention 
of studying for the Church, in 1839. 
Having quitted the seminaiy in 1840, 
he accepted a chaploinpy at Grottkau, 
where he laboured ze^oiisly in the 
cause of education ; but seems, never- 
theless, to have excited the suspicions 
of his superiors, who, after ohatging 
him with liberalism^ infidelity, and 
schimnatio tendencies, materially nar- 
row^ the sphere of his activity. The 
breach thus created was quickly 


widened by the course which Bongo 
adopted in 1842, when a difficulty 
arose in the confirmation by the Pope 
of the appointment of the prince- 
bishop of Breslau. The article en- 
titled “ Borne and the Chapter of 
Breslau,” which ho addressed to a 
periodical, was never forgiven, and 
led to his immediate rustication for 
penance, while his protests wore met 
by an order forbidding the exercise 
of all priestly functions. Soon after 
this his famous ” Letter from a 
Catholic Priest to Bishop Amoldi,” 
in relation to the ” Holy Coat of 
Tr6ves,” appeared, and brought upon 
him all the wrath of Borne. Prose- 
cution followed, and he was formally 
excommunicated for the crime of 
exposing a pious fraud. Bongo, far 
from beiiig intimidated, conceived the 
idea of inducing the educated Boman 
Catholics of Germany to throw off the 
spiritual supremacy of the Pcpe, and 
to form independent religious asso- 
ciations. With this view he published 
addresses to his sympathizers, under 
the following titles : — “ To my Breth- 
ren in tho Faith and Follow-Citizens,” 
“To the Lower Clergy,” “To Catholic 
Teachers,” “ Justification,” “ Ap- 
peals,” and, after an interval, “ Tho 
Homish and the German Schools,”' 
and “ Tho New and yet the Ancient 
Enemy.” Of these .the first five 
advocated a separation from Borne, 
the sixth presented the necessity of 
an entirely now system of school 
instruction, and the last was directed 
against the opposition which the 
movement had encountered from Pro- 
testants. Tho first “German-Catho- 
lic ” congregation assembled at 
Breslau Jan. 26, 1845, and within 
three months more than one hundred 
h^ been formed in Germany, althongh 
with very wide differences in respect 
to the creeds they adopted. At a 
council held at Leipsic, in 1846, a 
very simple and o<0prehensive creed 
was framed for these societies, which 
not long afterwards were said to num- 
ber more than two hundred, with a 
million of members. The German 
governments, animated by the re*- 
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actionary policy that Buoceeded the 
rcvolntionary znoyements of 1848, re- 
solved to BuppresB that free exercise 
of religions liberty which the exist- 
ence of these Bocioties involved. They 
eommenced a conrse of persecution 
which induced Bonge to take refngc 
in England in 1850. Whilst follow- 
ing the profession of an instructor in 
languages, he continued to uphold and 
defend, both in the pulpit and tho 
press, the doctrines advocated in his 
early works. Although the number 
of his followers in England is compa- 
ratively small, in the United States 
they form a large and powerful body, 
composed chiefly of Germans driven 
from their country for the too free 
expression of their political views. 
Soon after bis ai'rival in England, 
Bonge, with the assistance of his wife, 
gave a practical illustration of that 
mode of infant teaching known as 
** the Einder-garten system, by es- 
tablishing an educational establish- 
ment of that character in his ownhouse, 
whereheproachedon Sunday evenings. 

BOSAS, Don Juan Manuel Outiz 
]3E, tho descendant of an old Spanish 
family of the Asturias, was bom at 
3iuenosAyreBml793. Having adopted 
the militaiy profession, he was, at the 
comparatively early age of thirty- 
eight, intrusted with the Captain- 
Generalship Buenos Ayres, and 
after reducing the hostile Indian 
tribes of the interior, succeeded in 
uniting the whole of the Plate Bivor 
States into the Argentine Confedera- 
tion in 1835. In bringing about this 
amalgamation, his policy involved him 
in hostilities with the empire of Bra- 
zil, which he maintained duing five 
years, notwithstanding the manifest 
disproportion of his resources com- 
pam with those wielded by his im- 
perial antagonist. Peace having been 
•established, and the people of Buenos 
Ayres freed flroi^ external foes, they 
•became discontrated with a military 
dictator, and at lost, after a series 
of tumidts and inchoate revolutions, 
•overthrew his government in Feb., 
1851, when ho with diffienliy escaped. 
Having taken refhge on board an 


English cruiser, he found an asylum 
in this oonntiy. 

BOSATI, Caboline, dancer, bom 
at Bologna, Deo. 14, 1827, made her 
first appoaranoo at Florence in 1836, 
met with great sneoess at Vonice in 
1842, and after Visiting Borne and 
Turin, came out at Milan in 1844. 
She made her first appearanco in 
London in 1847, and became a great 
ihvonrite. 

BOS COE, Thomas, fifth son of tho 
late eminent writer W. Boscoe, of 
Liverpool, born in June, 1791, was 
educated by Dr. Shepherd and Mr. 
T. Loyd, and began to write as early 
as 1817 in local reviews and journals. 
His editions of tho “ Life of Cellini,” 
of ** Sismondfs Literature of the 
South of Europe,” and of ” Lanzi’s 
History of Italian Painting,” are well 
known. He translated specimens 
from the Italian, German, and Spanish 
novelists, with lives of their authors, 
and edited a series of the English 
novelists, with illustrations by Cruik- 
shonk. Amongst his literary labours 
may bo mentioned ” The Memoirs of 
Scipio di Bicci, ** The Imprisonment 
of Silvio Pellico,” and bis ” Duties of 
Men ; ” ” The Landscape Annual,” 
** The Juvenile Keepsake,” ** Tho Bo- 
membranoe,” portions of the Histories 
of ftaly, Spain, and Portugal, and 
the Life and Campaigns of Welling- 
ton.” Ho published a volume of 
poems, and has contributed to period- 
ical literature. 

BOSE. (See Stbathnaibn,Babon.) 

BOSE, Sib George, F.B.S., bom in 
1782, educated at Westminster and 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; was 
oidled to the Bar in 1809, and was 
made a King’s Counsel in 1827- 
He became a Master in Chancery, 
a Bencher of the Inner Temple, and 
a Judg^ of the Court of Beview. 

BOSE, Gustav, chemist, bom at 
Berlin, March 18^ 1798, educated in 
the university of that cit^, and re- 
ceived his doctorate in philosophy in 
1821. He studied chemistry chiefly 
in its application to mineralogy, and 
after spending some time in the la- 
boratoxy of Berzelius, at Stockholm, 
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retitmed to Bwlin, where he was 
appointed OonienratoT of the collec- 
tion of MmeMs in the University, and 
Assistant ntxfossor of Mineralogy. 
Bjb attainmehtB were so much ap- 
preciated by Hnniboldt, that when 
employed by the emperor of Russia 
to eiqplore Northern Asia, in 1829, be 
chose BeBOi together with Ehrenbei^, 
to a^ompany him. The part he took 
in the expedition is described in his 
*( Journey to the Ural, AltaY, and the 
Caspian Sea,” published in 1837-42, 
and he was appointed Titular Pro- 
fessor in the Univei'sity of Berlin in 
1839. lie has written several excel- 
lent works on mineralogy, and a re- 
markable treatise on crystallography 
— *<Elcmente der Krystallographie,” 
published in 1838. Like his master 
Berzelius, he attaches great import- 
ance to the chemical composition of 
orystalliue bodies, and endeavours to 
found his system on the morphological 
and chemical characters of minerals. 

ROSEjTheYeitsbaule Rev. Henry 
John, bom about the commencement 
of the century, graduated at Cam- 
bridge as Fourteenth Wrangler in 
1821, became Fellow of his college 
(St. John’s) in 1824^ was Hulsean 
Lecturer in 1833, obtained the col- 
lege living of Houghton Conquest, 
Bedfordshire, in 1837, and wa^ ap- 
pointed Archdeacon of Bedford in 
1866. Mr. Rose was editor of the 
** Encyclopedia Metropolitana ” from 
1839, and reprinted his article on 
Eoolesiasticfd Histoxy from 1700 
to 1858,** in 1868. He has written 
Hulsean Lectures, under the title of 
** The Law of Moses viewed in con- 
nection with the History and Charac- 
ter of the Jews,” “An Answer to 
the Case of the Dissenters,” published 
in 1834 ; and various Sermons. He 
translated Meander’s ** Ecclesiastical 
History of the First Three Centuries,” 
edited the first volumo of the Biogra- 
phical Diotionaiy that bears his name, 
contented one essay to the ** Replies 
to Essays and Reviews,** and in con- 
junction the Rev. J. W. Burgon, 
edited a series of Scripture engrav- 
ings, with acoompanyixig letter-press. 


Mr. Rose is the only brother of the 
late Rev. Hugh James Rose, principal 
of King’s College, London. 

ROSECRANZ, William Stabke, 
Mqjor- General in the United States 
army, born in Kingston, Ohio, Deo. 6, 
1819; graduated at West Point Aca- 
demy in 1842; joined the U.S. aimy ; 
was chosen Acting Assistant Profes- 
sor of Engineering at West Point, 
which post he held for several yoars. 
In April, 1854, he was obliged to re- 
sign, through ili-hcalth, an appoint- 
ment he held in the Kavy-yard at 
Washington, and commenced practice 
ns a civil engined^ at Cincinnati. In 
June, 1855, he was chosen superin- 
tendent of the Caimel Coal Company, 
and President of the Coal River Navi- 
gation Company, but resigned both 
appointments in 1857, and commenced 
the manufacture of paraffin oil and 
pruBsiato of potash, in which he was 
engaged when the civil war broke 
out, and in April, 1861, he was chosen 
by Gen? Mo’Clellan as his Aid and 
Chief Engineer, with the rank of 
Major. In June he was mado Colonel 
of the 23rd Ohio Volunteers, and con- 
tributed materially to the victoiy 
gained by Gen. Mo’Clollan at Rich 
Mountain, Virginia, July 11, for which 
service he was appointed Brig.-GUsn. of 
the U.S. army; assumed command of 
the Army of Western Virginia, July 
24, and defeated Gen. Floyd at Gauley, 
Nov. 20. In March, 1862, he was 
promoted to the rank of Major- 
Gen. ; commanded at the battles of 
luka, Sep. 19 ; Corinth, Oct. 4 and 5 
Murfreesboio, Deo. 31 ; and re- 
ceived the thanks of Congress for his 
conduct on that occasion. In Jan., 
1863, his department was enlarged, 
and his forces divided into foar,army 
corps, under Generals Mo’ Cook, Tho- 
mas, Crittenden, and Granger. As 
an en^neer, Gen. Rosecranz ranked 
very high, and his construction of an 
Inti^ched camp at Murfreesboro was 
pronounced a model of engineering 
and military artistic skill. He was 
appointed to the military command 
of Missouri in Jan., 1864»

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BOSS. {See Mouay, Boss, A3ID 
Caithmess, Bishop op.) 

BOSS, The Bbv. John Lockhart, 
edncated at Oriel College, Oxford; 
became B.A. in 1838, and M.A. in 
1836 ; after holding several minor ap- 
pointments, was Vice-Principal of 
Chichester Theological College from 
1840 till 1851 ; and was Vicar of Ave- 
bury with Winterbonme-Monkton, 
Wilts, from 1852 till 1863, when he 
was appointed to St. George*8-in-the- 
East, London. He has written Lec- 
tures on the History of Moses,” pub- 
lished in 1837 ; ” Reciprocal Obliga- 
tions of the Chxirct and the Civil 
Power,” in 1848 ; “ lietters on Dioce- 
san Theological Colleges,” and ** Let- 
ters on Secession to Borne,” in 1849 ; 
“ Traces of Primitive Truth ; Manual 
for Missions,” and ** Translation of 
Fcnelon*s Telemachua into Blank 
Verso,” in 1858 ; , “ Origin of the 
Piets,” and “ Scoto-Ecclesiastica, or 
Miscellaneous Pieces in connection 
with the Scottish Church,” in 1859; 
** Increase of the Episcopate, a Let- 
ter to the Bishop of London,” in 1866 ; 
and other works. 

BOSSE (Eabl of). The Bioht Hon. 
William Parsons, K.P., F.B.S., Ac., 
eldest son of Lawrence, second earl, 
bom at York, June 17, 1800, entered 
the University of Dublin in 1818, 
whence he passed in 1819 to Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, and took 
his degree of B.A. in 1822, as a First 
Class in mathematical* honours. As 
Lord Oxmantown, ho was member 
for King’s County from 1821 till the 
end of the first' reformed Parliamdht, 
when he retired from politioid life for 
the purpose of devoting himself to 
philosophical pursuits; succeeded to 
the title on the death of his father in 
1841 ; and was elected one of the repre- 
sentative Peers for Ireland, an office 
which is always held for life, in Feb., 
1845. Lord Bosse resides ^iefly at 
Birr Castie, in Ireland, where he set 
up his first telescope in 1831. It had 
a concave q>cculum of 3 feet diame- 
ter, a focal distance of 27 feet ; was 
so liicely balanced t^means of weights 
over pulleys that it could be raised 


or lowered to a.ny angle; with the 
greatest ease. The edcc^ of this 
instrument, the oonBtmc^pa of which 
he had himself superiiiteiided, and a 
considerable part of Which he /had 
worked upon with his own hand, en- 
couraged him to fhrther effort. With 
a newer and more’' gigantic instru- 
ment, 52 feet in len;^h and 74eet in 
diameter, having a 6-feet speculum, 
many of the nebulas, previously seen 
merely as Inmidons patches, were 
resolved into stars, and in others a 
spiral form and arrangement was de- 
tected. Now nebuleo were discovered 
in considerable numbers rand to what- 
ever point the instrument was directed 
new stars were seen in profusion. 
Sketches of some of the mere remark- 
able nebuloo were published m tho 
Philosophical Transactions for 1860. 
Lord B^se was elected President of 
the Royal Society (of which he became 
a Follow in 1824), in succession to tho 
late marquis of Northampton, in 1849. 
This post he held for the usual term 
of five years, and resigned it in 1864. 
The University of Cambridge con- 
ferred on Lord Bosse the hon. degree 
of LL.D. in 1842. His lordship pre- 
sided over the meeting of the British 
Association at Cork in 1843, was 
elected one of the members of the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences at St. 
Petersburg in 1853, and was made a 
Knight of the Legion of Honour by 
the emperor of the French in 1866 ; 
is a Knight of St. Patrick, Lord Lieut, 
and Gustos Botulomm of King’s Coun- 
ty, Colonel of that county militia, and 
a member of many learned societies 
on the continent. 

ROSSETTI, Constantine, poet and 
revolutionary writer, bom at Bucha- 
rest, about 1816, after serving in the 
militia from 1836 till 1838, devoted 
himself to letters. His first attempts 
were translations from Byron, Vol- 
taire; and Lamartine, and in 1840 he 
published a collection of conga in the 
dialect of Bonmania, several of which 
became 'popular. He was Chief of 
the Pblioe of Pitesti in 1842; became 
Procurator at the Civil tribunal of 
Bucharest, which he reugned in 1845| 
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went to reside at Paris, and married 
Mary Grant, Englishwoman. 

ThongK of aristocratio descent, he 
was early imbued with democratic 
opinions, and, to the surprise of the 
Boyards, opened a bookseller’s shop 
in 1846 at Bucharest. The same year 
lie was elected a member of the Ko- 
Tolutionary Committee of Boumania ; 
was arrested by the police, June 9, 
rescued next day by the people, and 
revenged himself on Frinoo Bibesco, 
by saving him from tho fury of the 
insurgents. This generous action was 
greatly applauded by tho people, who 
bore Bossetti in triumph. He was 
made Chief of the Police at Bucharest, 
and afterwards Director of the Minis- 
try of tha Interior. It was at this 
time he founded a democratic news- 
paper, styled the Nurse of Ramiama, 
In Sep. he was sent to the camp of 
Puad Effendi to protest against the 
establishment of the organic rule, was 
aiTested with his companions, and 
transported to Orsova, and his wife, 
by her heroic efforts, effected his de- 
liverance. In 1860 ho took refuge in 
Paris, where he established various 
newspapers, and published several 
works supporting the cause of his 
country. Bossetti returned to his na- 
tive country, and was in 1861 Minister 
of Public Instruction and of Worship 
at Jassy. 

BOSSETTI, Dante Gabriel, son of 
the well-known Gabriel Bossetti, the 
commentator on Dante, and many 
years professor of Italian at King’s 
College, London, was bom in London 
in 1828, and was named Dante in 
memory of the literary labours to 
which Ms/ather was chiefly devoted. 
As he grew up to boyhood, he exhibited 
great taste for art, which he even- 
tually resolyed to follow as a profes- 
sion, and is known as a designer for 
the better class of illustrated works. 
His name is familiar to the public as 
a fellow-worker with Madox Brown, 
William Holman Hunt, MillaiB, eind 
othmof the "Pre-Baphaelite” School, 
although we believe he has not hitherto 
sent a picture to the exhibitions of the 
Academy. Hr. D, O. Bossetti, who , 


belongs to a gifted literary family, 
published in 1861 a work entitl^ 

The Early Italian Poets.” 

BOSSIKI, Gioacchino, tho most 
popular if not the greatest Italian 
dramatic composer of tho century, 
was born at Pesaro, Feb. 29, 1792, 
where his parents happened to be 
staying with a strolling operatic com- 
pany to which they belonged. Gio- 
acchino began his career by playing 
second horn to his father when he 
was only ton years old. Having a 
fine voice, his fiithor had him taught 
singing by an eminent professor, and 
he took the ti%blo parts as a cho- 
rister in the Bologna churches, and 
soon became an excellent singer and 
accompanyist. Tho breaking of his 
voice put an end to his occupation as 
a chorister, and at the age of fifteen 
he was admitted into the Lyceum at 
Bologna, and received lessons in 
counterpoint from Padre Mattei. 
But his ardent nature turned i^tive 
under the strict discipline and dry 
studies of Mattel, and, consoious of 
the possession of genius, he sot to 
work assiduously to educate himself 
— studying intently the best models, 
Italian and German. Ho produced 
some light operatic piocos, the only 
one of which juvenile efforts that has 
lived is the " Inganno Felice,” which 
came out in 1812. ** Tancrodi,” 

brought out at Venice in 1813, when 
ho was scarcely moro than twenty 
years of age, all at once made his 
name famous. Thus encouraged, Bos- 
sini produced, in quick succession, 
**fj’Italiana in Algieri ; ” “ La Pietra 
delParagone;” “Dimitrio e Polibio;’* 
”11 Turco in Italia;’* and *'Aureliano 
in Palmyra;” .Iw:' pone of these 
equal his first . though 

all of them contain beauties which 
will preserve them from oblivion. 
From 1814 till 1822 he held the ap- 
pointment of musical director of the 
theatre of Son Carlos at Naples, for 
which he composed works that de- 
serve to be classed among his best 
productions. The first of these, 
*'Elisabetta Begina d’Inghilterra,” 
had great success, owing partly to 
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tlio admirable r^resontation of the 
chief character by Mdlle. Golbrand, 
one of the greatest artistes of her 
clay, whom he soon afterwards mar- 
ried. This opera was followed by 
“ Otello ; ’* “ Armida 5 ” “ Mosb in 
Egitto;” “Eicciardo e Zorayda;*’ 
Zelmira ; ” “La Donna del Lago ; “ 
and “ Maometto Socondo.” “ Mosb “ 
has undergone two transformations to 
fit it for presentation to an English 
audience; the first being entitled 
“Pietro TEremita/* and the second 
“Zorah;** while “Maometto Secondo” 
has undergone a similar metamor- 
phosis to suit it to the*Frenoh taste, 
its music having been adapted to a 
drama, entitled “Lo Sidge do Co- 
rinthe.” His engagement to compose 
operas for tho theatro of San Carlos 
did not restrict him from writing for 
other theatres in Italy, and two operas 
from his prolific pen were produced 
at Home in 1816 — “ Torvaldo e Dor- 
]iska,“< and “ 11 Barbiero di Siviglia,” 
— ^his c1i€if^d*(Buvre as a comic opera — 
his brilliant treatment of this subject 
having made it so popular that Pai- 
siello’s prior composition of the same 
name is scarcely remembered. “ La 
Cenerontola” and “La Gazza Ladra” 
(one of his most efieotive operas) 
were produced at Milan in 1817. 
“Brmiono,” “Edoardo o Christine,” 
Bianca o Faliero,” and Matilda e 
Corradino,” were produced about this 
time ; whilst the opera of “ Semira- 
mide,” nne of bis grandest works, 
and 'which furnished Madame Pasta 
with her greatest triumph, was pro- 
duced at Venice in 1823, and was the 
last of the series he wrot;) for the 
theatres of It^y, Quitting that 
country immediat€te4fterwa^, he, 
in company with wife, Madame 
Colbrand Rossini, accepted an en- . 
gagement with the manager of His 
Majesty’s Theatre, in London, and 
remained one season in the metro- 
polis, where he was welcomed in 
the highest circles. Proceeding to 
Paris, he became director of the Ita- ! 
lian Opera there, a position which he 
Tetained until 1830, composing during 
the period, on the occfujoB of the . 


coronation of Charles X., “ II Viaggio 
a Eheims,” .the musio of which he = 
afterwards made use of in a I^oh 
opera, entitled “ Le Comte Ory,” and 
“Guillaume Tell,” one of the greatest 
and most original of his works. On 
retiring from the direction of tho Ita- 
lian Opera at Paris, Rossini settled 
at Passy, and withdrew from all pro- 
fessional exertion ; the only composi- 
tion, with the 6 Xoq)tion of a few 
religious morcewm and some social 
trifies which he has produced, being 
his well-known “ Stabat Mater.” He 
was separated from his first wife, who 
died in 1845, when he married Ma- 
dame O. Pelissier, and for many years 
resided chiefly in Paris, now and then 
paying a visit to Italy, when he in- 
dulges in a luxurious dolcefar m&nte^ 
without taking any very active inter- 
est in his art; but it should be stated 
to his credit that he has frequently 
extended assistance to young musi- 
cians of merit. It may bo safely 
asseried that Rossini, by his delicious 
melodies, dashing style, and rich 
dramatic effects, has, in spite of his 
wonted carelessness in harmony, and 
of his frequent repetition of himself, 
succeeded in delighting more auditors 
than* any lyric composer of tho pre- 
sent age. He was nominated Foreign 
Associate of the Academic des Beaux 
Arts in 1823, promoted Grand Officer 
of the Legion of Honodr, and has 
received several foreign decorations. 
A statue was raised to him at Pesoro, 
Aug. 21, 1864. 

ROTHERMAL, Peter F., artist, of 
German extraction, was born in Lu- 
zerne county, Pennsylvania, U.S., 
July 8, 1817. After several changes, 
his parents settled in Philadelphia, 
where he was educated to tho profes- 
sion of a land-surveyor. Meanwhile 
his fancy led him to take lessons in 
painting, and as he found patrons for 
his early effbrts, he opened a studio. 
Portrait-painting first occupied his 
attention, but after a time he devoted 
himself to the historical branch of his 
art. In 1836^7 he visited France, 
Germany, and Italy, and in the latter 
countiy painted his “St. Agnes,” now 
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in St. Petersbnrg; the **FoBcari;’* 
and made studies for "King Lear." 
Among his best-known works are, 
" De Soto discorering the Mississippi " 
"Columbus before the Queen," "Mur- 
ray’s Defence of Toleration," and his 
large picture, "The Martyrs in the 
Coliseum." 

BOTHSCHILD Baron Lionel 
Nathan de, M.F., sou of the late 
Baron Nathan Meyer do Kothschild 
and brother of Sir Anthony de Boths- 
ohild, Bart., partner in tho woU-known 
banking flm of Messrs. Bothschild 
and Co., was bum Not. 22, 1808, and 
succeeded to tho title on tho death of 


former capacity thathe negotiated with 
the late Mr. Cobden the treaty of com- 
merce and addition^ articles, signed 
J[an. 22, 1860, by the plenipotentiaries 
of the twopowers,of whom he was one. 
He succeeded M. BUlault as Minister 
of State, Oct. 18, 1863, and has 
been, ex ojfficio, one of the " speaking 
ministers," whose duty it is " to ex- 
plain and defend questions placed 
before tho Senate and the Legislative 
Assembly." He was promoted Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour in 
1856, Grand Cross, Jan. 25, 1860, and 
was named Grand Coi’don of Saints 
Maurice and Lazarus in 1863. 


his father, June 28, 1836. He was 
first elected one of the members, in 
tho Liberal interest, for tho City of 
London in Aug., 1847, and though 
again returned in June, 1849, in July, 
1862, and in March, 1857, was not, 
owing to the exclusion of Jews from 
the House of Commons, permitted to 
take his seat and give his vote as a 
member of the legislature until 1858, 
when the standing orders were set 
aside by a resolution in favour of 
himself and his co-religionists.

BOUHEB, EuoiNE, statesman, 
bom at Biom, Nov. 30, 1814, where 
he studied jurisprudence, was ad- 
mitted a nfember of the Bar in 1838. 
After the revolution of 1848, he was 
returned to the Constituent Ajssembly 
for the department of Fuy-de-Ddme, 
which he continued to represent in 
the Legislative Assembly in 1849. 
His career as a minister began with 
his appointment as Minister of Jus- 
tice by the President of the Bepublic. 
Got. 31, 1849, a post which he re- 
signed July 18, 1851. He soon ra- 
sumed his connection with the minis- 
tiy, and was reappointed, Dec. 2, to 
his fonner office, which he resigned 
Jan. 22, 1862, and became Vice- 
President of the Council of State. 
He became NSnister of Agriculture, 
Commerce, and Public Works, Feb. 
8^ 1865, and was nominated to the 


BOUSSEAU, Majob-Gen. Lovell 
H., born in Lincoln co., Kentucky, 
Aug. 4, 1818, settled in Greene county, 
and obtained a license to practise law. 
Entering into politics, and becoming 
leader of the Whigs, he succeeded in 
defeating the regular democratic no- 
minee for the State Legislature, and 
returned to Kentucky in 1849, when 
his practice at the bar greatly in- 
creased, and he gained a reputation 
ns a criminal lawyer. His opposition 
to the neutrality of Kentucky brought 
him into prominence in 1861, and long 
before the other Unionists thought it 
politic to have United States troops 
quartered in Kentucky, Bousseau, who 
had served in tho Mexican war, had 
raised two regiments, with which he 
afterwards went to the relief of Louis- 
ville. He was engaged in |he cam- 
paign and battle of Shiloh, was .com- 
mandant of the district of North 
Alabama, succeeding Gen. O. Mitchel, 
and pursued Gen. Bragg through Ken- 
tucky, engaging him at Perryville. He 
took part in the campaign of Tnlla- 
homa, Cliickamauga, and Chittonooga, 
and in 1864 commanded the district 
of Tennessee, made a raid into Ala- 
bama, destroying the Montgomery and 
Atlanta lines of railroad, and performed 
othor servicos. In A.ug., 1866, he was 
elected from the Louisville, Kontuol^ 
district, to Congress a large major- 
ity, and has since been nominated for 
Senator. He agrees with the Presi- 
dent, and is one of tho most ardent 


Senate June 18, 1866. It was in the supporter^ his reconstmetion policy. 
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He resiffucd liis seat in Congress in 
1866, owing to a quarrel with another 
member, but was re-elected Aug. 15, 
without opposition. 

BOWSELL,The Bey.Thohas James, 
M.A., honoraiy chaplain in ordinary to 
the Quoon, educated at St. John’s Col- 
lege, Cambridge, was for seyeral years 
engaged in the very laborious work of 
St.- Peter’s district, Stepney, one of 
the poor cast-end parishes, and was 
afterwards appointed, by thq bishop 
of London, Sector of St. Margaret’s, 
Lothbuiy. He has been throe times 
select preacher before the University 
of Cambridge, and on several occasions 
preached at the special services in St. 
Paul’s and Westminster Abbey. Hav- 
ing no parochial charge attached to 
his bcnofico, Mr. Bowsell has been ac- 
tively employed on the Committee of 
the Bishop of London’s Fund, and of 
other societies in London. Ho was 
appointed honorary Chaplain to the 
Queen in 1866. 

KUCE, Aknold, Ph.D., writer and 
philosopher, frequently called the fa- 
ther of the “ ^rman Bovolution,” 
bom at Bergen, in the Prussian island 
of Biigen, in 18Q2, studied at the uni- 
versities of Halle, Jena, and Heidel- 
berg, and as a member of tho secret 
political society of students, tho Tugen- 
bund, -was imprisoned for six years. 
Wliilst undergoing his sentence, ho 
translated the ** ^dipus in Eolonos” 
of Sophocles, and composed a patriotic 
tragedy. ' After his liberation in 1830, 
he became Professor at tho University 
of Hallo, and commenced a successful 
literary career by the publication of 
several philosophical and critical wri- 
tings. With his friend Echtermeyer 
he, in 1838, established tho Annales 
de Halle, which opposed Church and 
State. Its title was changed to An- 
nales Allemandes, and it was replaced 
by the NouveUiste in ISSO; He emi- 
grated to France, and thence to Swit- 
zerland, and wrote his ** Zwei Jahre 
in Paris,” published at Leipsio in 
1845, and an edition of his coUeoted i 
worl» in ten volumes appeared at 
Manheim in 1846. He established a 
bookseUerisbusiness at Leipsio inl847, 


and after the revolution of 1848 pub- 
lished, first at Leipsio and afterwards 
at Berlin, a Badicid joumal called the 
BAforme, Elected to the Frankfort 
Assembly, he was one of the Extreme 
Left,” and afterwards went to Berlin 
and sat in the Badioal Congress. 
Having aided in some insurrectionary 
movements, he was compelled to flee, 
and took refuge in England, in July, 
1850. Ho for some tnme resided at 
Brighton, where he contributed to 
German literature. Great interest has 
been shown on his behalf by his conn> 
trymen, many of wdiom proposed to 
raise a fund by subscription to indem- 
nify him for the pecuniary losses he 
has sustained on account of his poli- 
tical opinions. 

KUPBBT’S LAND (Bishop of). 
The Bight Bev. Bobebt Machray, 
bom about 1830, was educated at 
Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, 
where ho graduated B.A. in 1855, as 
thirty-fourth wrangler, and proceeded 
M.A. in 1858. He became Dean and 
Fellow of his college, and vioor of 
Moditigley, near Cambridge, which he 
resigned in 1865 on Lis appointment 
to the bishopric of Buperi’s Land. 
The diocese, which includes tho 
Hudson’s Bay Company’s settlements, 
or Prince Bupert’s Land, is 37,000 
square miles in extent, and h^ a 
population of 200,000. The gross 
annual income is £700, of which £400 
are derived from the Colonial Bishop- 
rics Fund, and £300 from tho Hud- 
son’s Bay Company. 

BUSKIN, John, art critic, son of a 
London meichont, bom in London in 
Feb., 1819, having been educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, gained the 
Newdigate prize for poet^ in 18^, 
and devoted himself to the cultivation 
of tho pictorial art, which ho practised 
-with success under Copley Fioldii^ 
and J. D. Harding. A pamphlet in 
defence of Turner and the modem 
English school of landscape-pointing 
was his first effort in the cause of 
modem ari^ and it was enlarged 
into a standard work, entitled **.Mo* 
dem Painters,” the first volume 
of which appeared in 1843. The 
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aatlior’a bqcocbb as a writer on art 
■was decided by the warm reception 
accorded to this yolume, of which aeye- 
rnl editions haye Binco been published. 
Mr. Baskin’s yiows, however, were 
combated with bitter asperity by some 
of the art critics of the day, who re- 
Bcnted with an affectation of contempt 
his free expression of dissent from the 
trammels of their school. In his se- 
cond volume of ‘‘Modern Painters/* 
written after a residence in Italy, and 
published in 1840, he took a much 
wider survey of the subject originally 
entered upon, including the works of 
the great Italian painters, and dis- 
cussed at length the merits of their 
respective schools. This, his chief 
work, has been completed by the 
publication of throo additional vo- 
lumes, the hist of which, published in 
I860, contains illustrations by him- 
self. Mr. Baskin temporarily diveriod 
his attention from the study of paint- 
ing to that of architcctui*e, and wrote 
“The Seven Lamps of Architecture,” 
published in 1810, as a first result, 
followed by the first volume of ” The 
Stones of Venice,” in 1851 j the se- 
cond and third volumes of which ap- 
peared in 1853. The illustrations in 
the last-named productions, which 
•excited some of tho samo professional 
hostility that his first publication 
ovoked, displayed to much advantage 
his artistio powers. Mr. Buskin has 
expounded his views both in lectures 
and in newspapers and reviews, 
having, as eoriy as 1847, contributed 
artiolcB to tho Quartei'ly on Lord 
Lindsay’s “ Christian Art.” In 1861 
ho advocated Pre-Buphaolism, in 
letters to the Times ; and in 185^ he 
leotnred in Edinburgh on Gothic Ar- 
ohitectnro. In addition to the afore- 
mentioned works, Mr. Buskin has 
written "Notea^^ tho Construction 
cf Sheepfolds,” and “King of the 
Golden Biver,” illnstrated by Doyle, 
in 1851 ; ” Two Feths,” ** Lectures on 
Arohiteotnre and Painting,” in 1864 ; 
” Notes to Pictores in Boy al Academy, 
Nos. 1 to 6,” in 1854-9 ; ” Giotto and 
•his Works in Padua,” written for the 
Arundel Sodety^ of wUoh he is a 


member, in 1855; “Notes on the 
Tnmer Collection,” in 1857; " Cam- 
bridge School of Art,” and ” Lootnres 
on Art : Political Economy of Art,” in 
1858 ; “ Elements of Perspective,” 
and ” Lectures on Art : Decoration 
and Manufacture,” in 1859; “Unto 
this Lust : Four Essays,” republished 
from tho Comhill Magazine, in 1862 ; 
“ Ethics of tlio Dust : Ten Lectures 
“ Sesame and Lilies: Two Lectures;” 
and “l^ndy of Architecture in our 
Schools,” in 1865; and “ Crown of 
Wild Olive : Three Lectures,” in 1866. 
To tho AH Journal ho contributed 
“Tho CcstuB of Aglaia,” and has 
wiitten for various periodicals. Mr. 
Buskin was appointed Kode’s Lee- 
tnror, at Cambridge in April, 1867, 
and tho Senate conferred tho degi*ee 
of LL.D. upon him, May 15. 

RUSSEL, Alexander, bom in 
Edinburgh, Dec. 10, 1814, and edu- 
cated at schools in his native city, 
where his father practised as a soli- 
citor, was intended fur a printer, but 
changed his views, and after contri- 
buting to Taifs Magazine and other 
periodicals, bccamo in 1830 editor of 
the BerivicJc Advertiser* Having occu- 
pied that post for three years, ho be- 
camo editor of the Fife Herald, and 
remained at Cupar till the end of 
184'J-, when he started a Liberal paper 
in Kilmarnock. In the beginning of 
1845 Mr. Bnssol bocoino comiected 
with tlio Scotsman, as assistant to tho 
late Mr. Maclaron, who a few months 
afterwards resigned, and Mr. Bussel 
succeeded to tho editorship. In poli- 
tics ho is a Whig of the Fox school. 
He has found time to contribute to 
various publications; among which 
may be mentioned the Edinburgh and 
Quarterly Revie^cs, the Fncyelopcedia 
Britcmnica and Blachvood's Magazine* 
His first article in the Edinburgh iZs- 
view, entitled “ AgTioaltnral Com- 
plaints,” was nnderSdeon at the sug- 
gestion of the late Lord JefiVey; and 
he has since written on a variety of 
topics, from statisticB to sidmon-fiah- 
ing, on which latter eabjeet he has 
given Tolnable evidence before Com- 
mittees of the Honses of Farliammt. 
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in 1866, and a gold medal from the 
American Chamber of Commerce at 
Liverpool, March 14, 1867. 

CANROBERT (Marshal), Fran- 
9018-Cebtain, for some time Com- 
mandor-in-CMef of the French Army 
of the East, was bom in 1809, of a 
good family, in Britanny, where he 
has a small patrimony, entered the 
military school at St. Cyr in 1826, 
and having distingnished himself 
there, joined the army as a private 
soldier, and was soon made sab- 
lieutenant of the 47th regiment of 
the line. He became Lieutenant in 
1832, and in 1835 embarked for 
Africa, and took part in the expedi- 
tion to Mascara. His services in the 
provinces of Oran wore rewarded ^vith 
a captaincy. He was in the breach at 
the attack on Constantino, and was 
wounded in the log. He received the 
decoration of the Legion of Honour 
about this time. In 1816 ho became 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and commanded 
the 64th regiment of the line, which 
was charged to act against the for- 
midable Sou Maza. In 1847 ho was 
made Colonel of the 3rd regiment of 
light infantiy, and in 1848 was in- 
trusted with the command of the 
expedition against Ahm.ed-Sgliir, who 
had rallied the tribes of the Bonaoun 
in insurrection. Col. Canrobert pushed 
forward as far as the pass of Djerma, 
defeated tho Arabs there, took two 
sheiks prisoners, and then returned to 
Bathixa. He left the 3rd regiment 
to command a regiment of Zouaves, 
with whi^m he marched against the 
Xabyles, was again victorious, being 
promoted to the rank of General of 
Brigade, and at the commencement of 
18^ led an expedition against Narah. 
The Arabs here, eagle-like, had their 
nests among the rooks. Canrobert 
advanced three columns to attack the 
enemy in his retreat, and so skilfully 
combined their 6re, that in seven 
hours the Arab stronghold was 
destroyed. Louis Napol^o, when 
A^ident, appointed Caiuob^ one 
cVhis aides-de-camp, and shortly 
after the wholesale proscriptions and 
imprisonments whidhfbllowed thecot^ | 


d^4tat of Leo. 2, 1851, gave him a 
commission, and very extensive 
powers, to visit the prisons, and select 
objects for his clemency. Upon the 
formation of the Army of tho East in 
1854, he was appointed to the com- 
mand of tho fimt division in the 
Crimea. His troops took part in the 
battle of the Alma, and he was him- 
self wounded by a splinter of a shell, 
which struck him on tho breast and 
hand. Marshal St. Arnaud resigned 
six days after tho first battle in the 
Crimea, and the command of tho 
Army of the East w&s transferred to 
General Canrobg^. Although Com- 
mandcr-in-Chie^Goneral Canrobert 
was again in the thickest of tho fight 
at inkermann (Nov. 5), and whUst 
heading the impetuous charge of 
Zouaves was slightly wounded, and 
had a horse killed under him. In 
May, 1855, finding that impaired 
health no longer permitted him to 
hold the chief command in the Crimea, 
ho resigned to Gen. Pelissier, and 
soon after returned to Franco. Ho 
was treated with great distinction by 
the emperor Louis Napoleon, and 
was sent on a mission to the courts 
of Denmark and Sweden. At the 
commencement of the Italian war in 
1859, Gen. Canrobert received the com- 
mand of the third corps of the Army of 
tho Alps. Ho exposed himself to great 
danger at Magenta, and at Solforino 
had to effect a movement which 
brought valuable assistance to Gen. 
Niel. Gen. Canrobert has since been 
mode a Marshal of France, Grand 
Crass of the Legion of Honour, and 
an honorary Knight Grand Cross of 
the Bath. In 1860 he married Miss 
Macdonald, a Scotch lady. In June, 
1862, he commanded at the camp of 
Chftlons, and succeeded the Marshal 
de Castellone in command of the 
4th corps d’armde at Lyons, Oct. 14. 

CANTERBURY (Archbishop op). 
His Grace the Most Rev. Charles 
Thovas Lonolet, D.D., fifth son of the 
late John Longley, Esq., Recorder of 
Rochester, bom in 1794, was educat^ 
at Westminster and Christ Chui^, 
Oxford, where he distinguish^ him- 
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BUSSELL (Ea.rl), better known as 
Lord John Rnssell, third son of John, 
sixth dnke of Bedford, by Goorgiana^ 
daughter of the fourth Viscount Tor* 
rington, \faa bom in Hertford Street, 
Mayfair, Aug. 18, 1792. He received 
his early education at Sunbuiy and at 
Westminster School, and went to the 
University of Edinburgh, where he 
was for some time a pupil of tlie 
metaphysician Thomas Brown and of 
Dngfldd Stewart. Under tlie tuition 
of the latter, the liberal opinions 
which ho inherited from his parents 
were doubtless strengthened and con- 
firmed, and the soci^ atmosphere of 
Edinburgh at that time was well cal- 
culated to second the professoi^s 
inihiuuco. On leaving the university 
his lordship spent sotiio months on a 
foreign tour, and in 1813, after the 
formation of the Liverpool ministry, 
was returned to the House of Com- 
mons as one of the members for his 
father’s borough of Tavistock. The 
Whigs, with Lords Wellesley and 
Grenville at their head, hod about 
this timo been offered place, which, 
for obvious reasons, thoy declined. 
Negatively thoy possessed conaidor- 
able influence, and as soon os the war 
was concluded, in 1816, they devoted 
their energies to the advocacy of 
social and political reforms. ^ The 
Whig party gained ground during 
George the Tliird’s iUnoss, through 
the debate on the income tax and 
foreign treaties. On the latter sub- 
ject Lord Bussell delivered an elo- 
quent speech, which gave him at once 
a high place among parliamentoiy 
orators. Believing that each nation 
had a right to its own intenyil govern- 
ment, he resisted the ** Northern 
Settlement” (as it was called), by 
which Norway and Sweden were to 
bo united, and to which England and 
Bnssia made themselves parties. In 
1817 he spoke strongly against the 
suspension of the Halvas Corpus Act 
—a measure which the ministry 
thought it neooBsaiy to propose in 
consequ^e of inoreasing outbreaks 
amongst the suffering masses — and 
urged the propriety of appeasing j 


tlreir feelings by timely ooncessions. 
The Government, however, perse- 
vered, and instituted state prosecu- 
tions against the chief offenders. 
Disgpiat^ with the failure of the 
efforts of his party, liord J. Bussell 
seriously entertain^ the design of 
retiring from public life, from which 
ho was dissnodod by his political 
friends, aided by the well-known cin. 
qnent appeal of Thomas Moore. Ho 
took up the question of ParliamentaT}' 
Bemrm, and by repeated motions on 
the subject, in which ho was supported 
by public opinion, had the satisfaction 
of seeing the cherished object resisted 
each year by decreasing majorities 
and he was regarded as the recog- 
nized leader of the movoment. In 
Feb., 1820, ho opened the assault by 
proposing a bill for the disfranchise- 
ment of four boroughs notorious for 
bribery and oormption, and the pro- 
posal, though carried in the Commons, 
was rejected by the House of Lords. 
Tho defeat was virtually a victory. 
In the Parliament of 1821, though he 
failed in carrying a resolntion which 
affirmed the abstract ^eoessity of a 
change, ho succeeded in striking tho 
borough of Grampound off the roll 
of constituencies. Nor was his atten- 
tion conflned to the question of Par- 
liamentary Reform; ho appeared os 
the avowed defender of Queen Caro- 
line, an advocate of Roman Catholic 
Emancipation, and an opponent of 
the Test and Coloration Oaths. 
With the aocession df Canning to 
power, on the death of Lord Castle- 
reagh, the question of Roman Catho- 
lic Emancipation rose into paramonnt 
importance. But the nation at larjp 
was opposed to the change, and in 
1826, in oonsequenoo of his advocacy 
of the principle, the county of Hnnt- 
ingdon rejected Lor^ J. Bussell, who 
had represented it in the previous 
Parliament. Chosen for Bandon, in 
Ireland, he continued his course of 
persistent attack, and, though unable 
to effect any important dhan^ whilst 
Mr. Canning lived, he renewed the 
oampa^‘ so vigorously on the aooes- 
sion of the duke of Wellington to 
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power in 1828, that the Tost iund €or* 
poration Acts were repealed, and in 
April# 1829, the Boman Catholic 
Belief Bill became tho law of the 
land. Beinforced in their cmsade 
by tlm Boman Catholic members, 
eome forty or fifty having taken their 
seats iu the Commons in 1830, Lord 
John Bnssell and his friends renewed 
their agitation for a reform in tho 
parliamentary representation, and 
though repeatedly beaten in Ahe 
Upper House, they had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the measure carried in 
the summer of 1832, after more than 
one appeal to the country at largo, 
and tho Boform Bill became part 
and parcel of tho law of England 
June 7. Lord John Bnssell, now at 
the zenith of his fame, stood forth as 
tho personal embodiment of progress. 
In 1830 he entered upon office for 
tho first time as Paymaster of the 
Forces, in Earl Grey's ministry, and 
in 1831 ho was returned member for 
Devonshire. In 1834 Lord Grey was 
sncceoded by Lord Melbourne, and 
tho return of tho latter to power, 
after a brief interregnum, during 
which the seals were placed in tho 
hands of Sir Bobert Peel, was mainly 
due to the well-known Appropriation 
Clause in the Irish Tithe Dill, pro- 
posed by Lord John Bussell, who be- 
come Homo Sooretaiy, and from 
1836 till 1841 was virtually the 
mainspring and guiding spirit of the 
Melbourne administration, though in 
office he did not carry out the ap- 
propriation principle, on which he, 
with bis colleagues, hail driven 
Sir B. Peel from power. It must'^'be 
admitted that the various alterations 
which were carried out in Municipal 
Beform, in the Irish Titho question, 
in Ecclesiastical Befomi, and in the 
regulation of the marriages of Dis- 
senters, were nfiednly tho results of 
Lord John Busseirs efforts during 
the above period, the latter portion 
of which he held tho office of 
Somtaiy for the Colonies. From 
1841 tiU 1846, whilst the late 
Sir B. Peel was in power. Lord John 
Bussell led the Oi^xwtion; but the 


carrying of Free Trade by that able 
minister broke up his party; and, 
on tho rejection of the Irish Coer- 
cion Bill in 1846, Lord John Bus- 
sell succeeded to the premiership, 
which ho held until 1852. In office 
his lordship showed an indisposition 
to take the initiative iu any marked 
measure of progress and advance- 
ment. As a consequence, he could 
only depend upon a very small 
and uncertain majority in Parliament; 
and the inefficiency of his “ Eccle- 
siastical Titles Bill," accompanied, 
nearly at tho samo time, by the 
secession of his colleague Lord Pal- 
merston, forced him, early in 1852, to 
resign tho seals of office into the 
hands of Lord Derby. Under the 
administration of tho carl of Aber- 
deen, his lordship held the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs for a short time, a . 
seat in the Cabinet without office, nnd 
tho post of Lord President of tho 
Council. In the latter capacity ho 
brought forward, in 1854, another 
Beform Bill, which proposed to swamp 
the smaller boroughs, by joining to 
them other neighbouring districts for 
electoral purposes. The measure was 
withdrawn, on account of tho war 
with Bussia. His lordship, who re- 
signed a few days before Mr. Boe- 
buck^s vote of censure on tho Coalition 
Ministry came on for discussion,^ 
accepted office under Lord Palmers- 
ton as Colonial Secretary, iu Feb.ii' 
1855, represented England at thj 
Vienna conferences, and in conse- 
quence of the dissatisfaction causef' 
by his modo, of conducting tho ne^ 
gotiations, a^in resigned. He rq 
Slimed office as Minister for Foreigii r 
Affairs, -with a seat in tho Cabinet, o^' 
Lord Palmerston’s return to power in 
1859. Important events c?cci 2 rred in 
various pi^ of the world, giving 
riso to political difficulties, towards 
the solution of which his lordahip, as 
Foreign Minister, has borne a con- 
spicuous part. Amongst these may 
be mentioned the protests made by 
the British Government to that eff 
Bnssia against the oppression prac^ 
tised on the unhappy Poles; its 
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utgent endoaYOurs to deter the great 
German powers from parsning an 
aggressiTO policy towards Denmark ; 
and the troublesome disputes that 
arose between the United States and 
this country through the neutnditj 
we were obliged to obseire between 
the contendi^ parties in the deplor- 
able civil war~-di8putes which at one 
time assumed a veiy threatening 
aspect. It must be admitted, with 
respect to some of these vexed ques- 
tions, that however unsuccesafnl the 
efforts of Great Britain may have 
been, through the backwardness of 
aUies, in averting the evils it sought 
to counteract, the sincerity of its in- 
tentions, as evinced in its diplomatic 
action under the auspices of Karl 
Kuaaell, has been clearly manifest 
Lord John Bussell, rejected for South 
Devonshire in May, 1835, was, daring 
the same month, elected for Stroud, 
which he continued to represent till 
Juno, 1841, when he was returned 
fourth on the poll for the city of 
London, and retained this seat till ho 
was raised to the peerage as Earl 
Bussell, July 30, 1801. Aftor the 
death of Lord Palmerston, Oc^. 18, 
1805, Earl Bussell, for the second 
time, became Prime Minister, and, in 
conjunction with Mr. Gladstone, found 
himself at the head of tho Liberal 
party, with a majority of between 
seventy and eighty in the House of 
Commons. Daring the session of 
1806 they introduced a Beform Bill, 
and tho refusal of Earl Bussell and 
Mr. Gladstone to take counsel with 
tho Liberal leaders, or to make any 
concessions, led to a hostile vote on 
a modification proposed June 18, by 
tho late Lord Di^ellin, and soon 
after the ministry resigned. His 
lordship 'married, first, April 11, 
1835, Adelaide, daughter of Thomas 
Lister, Esq., and widow of Lord 
KibblesdaJe; and secondly, July 26, 
1841, Lady Frances Anno, a daugh- 
ter of the late earl of Minto ; and was 
elected JELector of the University of 
Aberdeen in 1863. His lordship has 
written <‘Life of Lord William L. 
Bussell,*’ ** Essays and Sketches of 


Life and Chanmter,'* ** Letters Writ- 
ten for the Post, and not for the 
Press,” published in 1820 ; Kim 
of Axrouca : a Tale,” and Don 
Carlos : a Tragedy,” in 1822 ; Es- 
say on History of the English Go- 
vernment,” in 1823 ; ” Memoirs of 
the Affairs of Europe,” in 1824-<9; 
” Establishment of the Turks in 
Europe,” in 1828 ; and ” Essay on 
Causes of the French Bovolntion,” in 
1832 ; and has edited ” Memoirs and 
Conespondence of Thomas Moore,” 
in 1852-6; ”Seleotions from the 
Correspondence of John, fourth Duke 
of Bedford,” in 1853-4; « Life of 
Charles James Fox,** in 1853-6 ; and 

Memorials and Correspondence of 
Fox,” in 1859. A now edition of his 
” Essay on History of English Go- 
vernment ** appeared in 1865. 

BU8SELL, The Bev. John Fullbk, 
F.S.A., graduated S.C.L. ac St. 
Peter’s College, Cambridge, in 1837, 
proceeded B.C.L. in 1838, and has been 
Bector of Greenhithe, Kent, since 
1856, having previously been Inonm- 
bent of St. James’s, Enfield. He has 
written a number of works on tho 
doctrino and discipline of the Church 
of England ; amongst them, ” The Ex- 
olnsivo Power of an Episcopally Or- 
dained Clergy to Administer the Sa- 
craments, £o.,’* published in 1834; 
« Judgement of the Church on the 
Sufficiency of Holy Scripture, and the 
Value of Catholic Tradition,” in 1837; 
” Strict Observance of the Bubric 
recommended,” in 1839 ; ” Anglican 
Ordinations valid, in reply to a Ho- 
man Catholic, Dr. Kenrick,” in 1846, 
He wrote a ** Letter to the Bight 
Hon. H. Goulbum on the Boligion and 
Morals of Cambridge University,” 
published in 1833; ”Life of Dr. 
Johnson,” in 1847 ; Sermons ; several 
articles in the JSneydopixdia Metropo^ 
UtemOf and in periodicals; and was 
co-editor with Dr. Hook of ” Selec- 
tions from the Writings of Anglican 
Divines,” in 1840, and with. Dr. Irons 
of ” Tracts of the Anglican Fathers,” 
in 184L He is a member of tlto 
Council of the Archsoologicid Insti- 
tute of Great Britain and Ireland, 
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and of the Committee of the Ecolesio- was read before the British Aasooia-

BUSSELL, William Howard, 
LL.D., bom March 28, 1821, at Lily 
Vale, CO. Dublin, was educated in 
Dublin, and entered Trinity Gollc] 
in 1838. He was engaged on the 
staff of Tlie Tunes in 181-3, and 
has remained in tho service of that 
Jonmal, with tho exception of a short 
ongngement on tho Morning Chro- 
nicle, as Special Commissioner in 
the Irish fhmine of 1846-7. In 
1846 he entered tho Middle Tem- 
ple, by tho society of which ho was 
called to tho Bar in 1850. Mr. 
Bussell arrived at Malta with the 
vangnard of the British expedition 
to tho East in Feb., 1854, pro- 
ceeded thence with tho late Sir Goorgo

Ho was present at the Alma, 
Bahiklava, and Inkermann, and shared 
in the privations of the army during 
the following winter ; accompanied tho 
Eertch exp^ition ; and witnessed tho 
two assanlts on the Bedan and tho 
fall of Sebastopol. On his return he 
was oflbr^ a public banquet by the

Of the first edition of his ** Letters 
from the Crimea,** published in 1855-6, 
upwards of 20,000 copies were sold, 
and an enlarged edition, published in 
1857, hod a large sale. Mr. Bus- 
sell has written ** My Diary in India,'* 
of which four editions have been 
printed ; ** My Diaiy North and 
South,** containing the resnlt of his 
observations in the United States; 
a sequel entitled ** Canada: its De- 
fences, Conditions ; ** and a popular 
treatise on ** Biflo Clubs and Volnn- 
tecr Corps.*’ In 1865 he sailed in the 
Great Eastern in the unsuccessful at- 
tempt to Uy the Atlantic cable, of which 
expedition he wrote an interesting 
naiTative. He published in 1864 an 
account of the marriage of the Prinoe 
and Princess of Wales, has contri-

BUSSIAS (Emperor AND Autocrat 
»p ALL the), Alexander IL, who 
nooeeded, on the death of his father 
BUcholas I., March 2, 1855, was bom 
April 29, 1818, iia the reign of his 
iufole, Alexander I. The first seven 
ears’ of his life were hardly ;oom- 
2 z 
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ploted, when the death of Alexander L, 
and the renunciation of his rights by 
his brother Constantine, led to the 
elevation of his father Nicholas to the 
throne, to which the young prince be- 
came heir apparent. For a moment, 
however, his own destiny and that of 
his house trembled in the balance, as 
a widely spread defection, which was 
only quenched by torrents of blood, 
exhibited itself in the ^rrisons of 
the capital. The resolute spirit of 
Nicholas I. overawed the rebellious 
regiments, and from that day, Dec. 
26, 1836, ho mlod over a nation of 
slaves. The whole tenor of the young 
prince’s life was altered, the gentle 
sway of his mother, the daughter of 
Frederick III., of Prussia, having been 
changed for the discipline of militaiy 
governors and tutors. The substitu- 
tion of the stem regimen of the bar- 
rack-room fSr the more genial in- 
fluence of domestic life, proved so 
irksome to the future czar, that ho 
enfranchised himself from it at the 
earliest possible period, and sought in 
travel and the society of the female 
members of hie mother’s family, the 
softening influences of intellectual 
culture and taste. This predilection 
for civil rather than military life was 
opposed to all the traditions of the Rus- 
sian court. Gloomy forebodings pre- 
vailed respecting the prospects of the 
crown prince, whoso succession it was 
feared might possibly be disputed by 
the old Muscovite party. Their half- 
barbarous, half-soldierly predilections 
found a more , suitable object in 
Nicholas’s second son, the Grand Duke 
Constantine, and such an amount of 
antipathy and distrust grow up be- 
tween the two brothers, in conse- 
quence of this preference, as to become 
the subject of general remark, and 
« even of quarrels. Upon one occasion 
Constantine, who was admiral of the 
fleet, carried ixs animosity so far as 
to put his brother under arrest : an 
act of tyranny which Nicholas 1. re- 
proved snlgeoting^ Constantine to 
the same punishment. Nicholas I. 
looked with so mnoh aj^rehension. at 
the growing difforenoes between his 


two children, that inlxt^ 1 ^ 43 ^ upon tho 
birth of Alexander’s flf^rst child, he 
required Constantine to'llji^f^e on oath 
of fidelity to the heir to f throne. 
Again, in his last illness ho si? ^immoned 
his children to his dying con. oh, and 
on making over to Alexander tjl^^bi^e im- 
perial throne, obtained from b^ u 
solemn promise to remain for 6 l*®-ver 
closely united, in order to secure ti ^*40 
peace and happiness of their commo?-^u 
conntry. The Czarowitoh on this oc-^^* 
casion, in the presence of the Ministers ^ 
and the Estates, declared his inten- 
tion to enter on the government of 
the empire, and was immediately pro- 
claimed Emperor, as Alexander II. 

The same afternoon the Estates of 
the Empire, and the military sta- 
tioned in St. Petersburg, did homage, 
and at a Council held under the pre- 
sidency of the new emperor, it was 
resolved not in any way to interrupt 
the course of the war with the Allied 
Powers in which Russia was engaged. 
Alexander’s first act was to issue a 
manifesto to the nation, notifying his 
accession, and doclnring, in general 
terms, liis intention to uphold the 
glory of the empire as it had been 
upheld by Peter, Catherine, Alexander 
I., and Nicholas I. He at the same 
time summoned Gen. Riidiger from 
Warsaw, and conferred upon him the 
command of the Imperial Guards, un- 
til then held by himself; renewed the 
powers of his plenipotentiaries at 
ITienna, and through them annonnoed 
his adherence to the declarations 
made by Prince Gortschakoff on be- 
half of his late father. On the return 
of peace, one of the first steps taken 
by Alexander II. in the direction of 
reform, was the redaction of the 
army to the lowest Emits compatible 
with the dignity and safety of the 
empire. Vigorons eflbrts were made 
to place the national finances on a 
fixmer basis, and to promote oom- 
m^ial prosperity. Bat the greaterii 
reform of idl was his emancipation of 
23, OCX), 000 human beings from the 
bemdage of serfdom, and an Imperial 
ukase proclaimed the liberation of the 
serfs, on certain ookriitions, March 8 , 
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1861. A period of two years was 
assigned for the settlement of terms, 
W'th regard to the quantity of land to 
bo ced^, and the rent, labour, or 
purchase-money to be paid for it. In 
Feb., 1864, the same boon wasconferred 
upon the Polish serfs, with a view to 
weaken the influence of the Polish 
nobility, who owned the greater part 
of the land, and were consequently all- 
powerful. Whether this reform will 
have any elTect in inducing the Poles to 
submit quietly to Russian rule remains 
to be seen. At present their national 
spirit seems crushed by the total failure 
of their late attempt to achieve inde- 
pendence. As regards education, 
gnmt efforts are being made by the 
emperor to place the state colleges on 
a level with the best educational ' in- 
stitutions in Europe. A still more 
notable reform, however, is the in- 
auguration of elective representative 
assemblies in the provinces. Tho first 
of these met in 1865, and it is anti- 
cipated that this tentative measure 
i* will pave the way for tho introduction 
ofa National Representative Assembly. 
Tho Emperor Alexander 11. married, 
April 28, 1841, Maria Aloxandrovna, 
Princess of Hesse, by whom ho has 
had a large family. The oldest of 
the princes, Nicholas, tho late Gzaro- 
witch, bom Sep. 20, 1843, died pre- 
maturely at Nice, in April, 1865. 
Alexander, the present crown prince, 
bom March 10, 1845, married Nov. 9, 
1866, tlie Princess Marie Sophie Fre- 
dorique Dagmar, of Denmark. An 
attempt was made to assassinate the 
emperor, whilst on a visit to Napoleon 
III. at Paris, Junb 6, 1867. 

RUTLAND (Duke ot), Charles 
Cecil John Manners, K.G., eldest 
son of 4ho late duke, bom May 16, 
1815, and educated at Eton and 
Trinify College, Cambridge ; is honor- 
s'. Colonel of the Leicestershire 
Militia, and Lord-Lieutenant of that 
county. As Marquis of Chronby he 
was oiie of the members in the Con- 
servative interest for Stamford from 
Aug., 1837, till July, 1852, when }xq 
was returned for North Leicestershire, 
which he oontinned to represent till 


he succeeded his father in the duke- 
dom, Jan. 20, 1857. He opposed the 
Free Trade measnres of Sir ^bert 
Peel in 1845-6, and it is nnderstdbd 
that tho leadership of the Conserva- 
tive party in the Lower House was 
offer^ to him on tho death of Lord 
G. Bentinck. His grace, who was 
Lord of the. Bedchamber to tho late 
Prince Albert from 1843 till 1846, 
was made a Knight of tho Garter, 
Feb. 15, 1867. 

RYAN,Dk. (Sec Mauritius, Bishop 
or.) 

RYAN, The Right Hon. Sir 
Edward, M.A., F.R.S., bom in 1793, 
graduated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in 1817. Ho is Civil 
Service Cbmmissionor, a member of 
tho Senate of the University of Lon- 
don, Olid of tho Council pf University 
Collogo ; was a Piiisno judge, and 
afterwards Chief Jnstico at Calcutta, 
and one of the Comptrollers of the 
Exchequer. Ho was sworn a Privy 
Councillor in 1843, soon after his 
return to England, and was ap- 
pointed a Commissioner of Railways 
in 1846. 

RYLE, The "Rev. John Charles, 
B.A., eldest son of the late John Ryle, 
Esq., M.P., born near Macclesfield, in 
1816, educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford, where ho graduated 
B.A. in 1836, was Craven University 
Scholar, and took a First Class in clas- 
sical honours. Having been admitted 
into orders in 1841, he was curate at 
Exbury, in tho New Forest ; was ap- 
I)oint^ Rector of St. Thomas’s, Win- 
chester, in 1843, Rector of Helming- 
ham, SnfiTolk, in 1844^ and Vicar of 
Stradbroko, Suffolk, in 1861. He is 
the author of ** Expository Thoughts on 
the Gospels,” in 5 vole., published in 
1856-9; of Plain Speaking, First 
and Second Series,” and ”Spiritaal 
•ongs, First and Second Series,” in 
1861; and of above 200 tracts on 
religious rabjocts, man^ of which 
have been reprinted in French, 
German, Dntph, Fortngdese, Italian, 
Ac.

SADTNE» Gen. Ed^varp, desccndod 
from an ancient llaliaii family, Vjom 
in Oot., 17SB, became Second Lient., 
R.A., in 1803, Capt. in 1813, fiiout.-

Gen. in 1 859. During the aeconcl war 
with the United States, he? took part 
in the eampnif^n of 1H14, on the 
Niagara frontier, when he ctirnrnaiided 
the batterieH at the Hiogo of Fort 
Erie. He first bocainn known to the 
pablic by the part which he look in 
the cxplonitiuuii in tho Nortiiern 
ritgions, conducted under Roaa and 
Parry, in 1818-19. His inaguctic 
observations in these voyages gave 
the first great im)nilso to tho sys. 
toniatic study of the pliciHiiiionn of 
terrestrial magnetism ,whi le tho papers 
which he contributed to tho Philo- 
sophioal Transactions of tlin Keyal 
Society demonstrated several fncLs 
not previously entertained relative to ^ 
tho variations of the magnetic neoiUe. • 
His mind was gradually drawn hy 
these stndics, and by tho writings of 
Hnmboldt, into a particular chaniu'l 
of observatiou with roKpoot to phy- 
sical science i and in order to extend 
the sphen! of his ki]owludg<\ and to 
confirm by minute investigation the 
truth of his thoorios, he commenced, 
in 1821, a series of voyages, whtrh 
ranged iWmi the EqnatAir to the Arctic 
Circle.

ST. ANDREWS. DUNKELD. and 
DUNBbANK (Bishop OF). The U iouT 
Rkv. Ciiaklks Wordsworth, D.C.Ij., 
second son of tho late Dr. Christopher 
Wordsworth, many years Master of 
Trinity College. Cambridge, and no- 
phow of tho eclebratod poet, born in 
1806, w*as educated at Marrow and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he ob- 
tniued, among other distinctions, two 
GhinioolloFs prizes, that for Latin Verso 
ill 1827, and fur tho Latin Essay in 
1831. and was phiccKl in tho first class 
of Litenc Hninauioi'cs. when he took 
tlio degree of B.A. in 1830. In re- 
ward for tho first of these distinc- 
tions 1)0 was appointed to a Student- 
ship by tho Dean, and after taking 
his B.A. degree, ho remained at Ox- 
ford for two or three years as a pri- 
vate tutor, and had for pupils tho late 
duke of Newcastle, the Right Hon.

Luke’s 
Gosiicl,” published in 1837 ; “ Paro- 
chial ia : Papers for St. George’s, 
Bloomsbury,” in 1842 ; “ On Manage- 
ment of a Parish Sunday School,” in 
1847; “What is Christianity?” in 
1848; “History of the Chnreh of 
England to 1688,” in 1854; “ Letters 
to an Aged Mother,” in 1856; and 
other works. 

ST. DAVID’S (Bishop op), Thr 
Bight Bev. CoNNOpTHiRLWArx, D.D., 
bom at Stepney, Middlesex, Feb. 11, 
1797, was Vacated at the Charter- 
house and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
of which he became a Fellow. Ue 
was called to the Bar at lanooln’s 
Inn in 1825, was ordained in 1828, 
and became Rector of Kirby Under- 
dale, Yorkshire* He was Tutor of 
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Trinity College, Craven Scholar, and 
Boll’s Scholar, in 1816 ; 22nd Senior 
Optime and Senior Chancellor’s Me- 
dallist, in 1818; and Examiner for tho 
Classical Tripos, in 1828, 1829, 1830, 
1832, and 1834. He was for some 
time Classical Examiner in tho Uni- 
Yorsity of London, is Visitor of St. 
David’s College, Lampeter, and was 
made Bishop of St. David’s in 1840. 
Ho has written a “ Histoiy of Greece,” 
first published, in 1835-^, in Lard- 
ner’s ” Cabinet Gyolopasdia,” and 
since ro-issned in a larger form. 
He was with tho late Archdeacon 
Hare, joint-translator of Niebuhr’s 
Boman Histoiy " and one of the 
editors of the “ Cambridge Philo- 
logical Museum.” The diocese in- 
cludes the counties of Pembroke, 
Cardigan, Brecknock, and ‘Carmar- 
then, with portions of Badnor and 
Glamorgan; and tho see is of the 
annual value of £4,500. 

S AINTE-BEU VE, Gharlks- Auous- 
TiN, poet and critic, was bom at 
Boulogne-sur-Mer, Dec. 23, 1804. 
His father having died two months 
before his birth, ho was left to tho 
care of his mother, a lady of English 
parentage, who undertook, his early 
education, and at fourteen he went 
to Paris, where ho completed a course 
of study at tho College Charlemagne. 
On leaving college he studied medi- 
cine and anatomy, and received the 
‘appointment of Outdoor Surgeon to 
the H6pital St. Loiiis. Tho repug- 
nance he felt for tho profession and 
his poetical tendencies are described 
in his preface to tho ‘‘Poesies do 
Jos^h Delorme,” and the appoaiuncc 
of the ” Odes' and Ballads ” of Victor 
Hugo decided his future course.^ He 
resigned his situation as sui^con, 
abandoned himself, heart and soul, 
to poeiiy and literature, was pre- 
sented to Victor Hugo, and allied 
himself with De Musset and others in 
the Cinadef which was extinguished 
during the Bevolntion of 1830, when 
Bainte-Beuve joined the staff of the 
tho avowed oigan of the 
Simoniah sect. Gkowing tired of the 
asBOoiatioiiy he transfan^ his ser- 


vices to the Bevus des Deua Mondes, 
in which ho resumed the series (ff 
literary “Portraits” commenced in 
the Revue de Paris. Nut long after 
ho joined tho National, then under 
the able management of Armand 
Carrel, and contributed some excel- 
lent papers to that popular journal. 
In 1837 he paid a visit to Smtzerland, 
and there resolved to write a “History 
of Port-Boyal ; ” in 1840 ho accepted 
a Librarianship in the Mazarin Li- 
brary, and in 1845 ho was admitted 
into the French Academy to fill the 
vacancy caused by tho death of Gasi- 
mir Dclavigne. In 1850 ho joined 
tlie ConstituHonnel, and in its columns 
first appeared that charming budget of 
literary biography and criticism, en- 
titled “ Gauseries du Lundi,” or Mon- 
day conversations, an improved con- 
tinuation of his “Portraits,” which 
form a scries of volumes. Soon after 
tho coup d'etat in Dec., 1851, he was 
attached to the Mbmfeur, and ap- 
pointed Professor of Latin poetry at 
the College of Franco; but tho in- 
subordination of tho Htudeiits exhi- 
bited at his first lectui’e obliged him 
to retire, and in 1867 he was ap- 
pointed Professor at the Normal 
School. Tho emperor signalized his 
departure for Algeria at the end of 
AprU, 1865, by a graceful tribute of 
esteem for a distinguished man of 
letters, in the elevation of M. Sainto- 
Beuvo to the dignity of senator ; and 
in 1867 he was a member of the 
oonimittee of five appointed by the 
French Academy to superintend a 
new edition of the “Historical Dic- 
tionary of tho French Language.” 
He has written severed works, amongst 
which may be mentioned “ Tabloan, 
Historique et Critique, de la Poesie 
Fran 9 aiK et du Th4&tre Fran^ais an 
XVI. Sidole,” published in 1828 ; 
“ Les ConsdatioDS,” in 1830 ; “ Vo- 
lnpt5,” in 1834; and “Histoiro de 
Port-Boyal,” in 1840-60. 

SAINTE-GLAIBE-DEVILLE. 
{See Claire St. Devillb.) 

SAINTE-CBOIX, Louis-Mabie- 
Philibert-Edoabd, De Benouabo i>e, 
bom at sea, on boi^ a French ship, 
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self RS a first-class in classics. He 
was afterwards College Tutor, Censor, 
and Public Examiner ; Perpetual 
Curate of Cowley, Ozon, in 1823 ; and 
Bector of West Tytlierlcy, Hants, from 
1827 to 1829, when he was elected 
Head Master of Harrow School, in 
which post he remained till ho was 
appointed tho first Bishop of Bipon 
in 1836. On the resignation of Dr. 
Maltby, in 1856, he was translated 
to Dui'ham; on tho death of Arch- 
bishop Musgraye, in 1860, to York; 
and on tho death of Archbishop 
Sumner, in 1862, to Canterbury. His 
Grace is Primate ^f all England; 
Visitor of All Sffiila and Merton 
Colleges, Oxford ; of Harrow School, 
Dulwich College, and King’s College, 
London ; Visitor and Elector of 
St. Augustine’s College, Canterbury ; 
Patron of King’s Collogo, Nova 
Scotia ; Governor of tho Charter- 
house, and a principal Trustee of the 
British Museum. The seo is of tho 
annual value of £15,000, and tho 
patronage consists of 177 livings. 

CANT&, Cesae, historian, was 
born at Brivio, near Milan, Sep. 5, 
1805. When only eighteen years of 
age, he became Professor of Litera- 
ture in the College of Sondrio, in the 
Valteline, from which ho wont to 
Como, and thence to Milan. Ho em- 
braced the liberal cause, an*d his 
“ Befiections on tho History of Lom- 
bardy in tho Seventeenth Century,” 
published at Milan, excited the hos- 
tility of the Austrian government, 
and he was imprisonod for three 
years. In his captivity ho wrote 
an historical romance, *'Margherita 
Pusterla” (1835), a work w'hich has 
often been compared to the “ Promessi 
Sposi” of Manzoni. He has com- 
posed various religious hymns, and 
his poem, “ Algiso,” his ** Letture 
Gzovanelli,” which have passed 
through more than thirty editions> 
and the airticles which he has contri- 
buted to the **Biblioteca Italiana” 
and the “Indicatore” of Milan, have 
popularized his name throughout 
Italy. He belongs to what has been 
ciadled the Bomantio School, founded 


by Manzoni and Silvio Pollioo. Thh 
author has published ‘‘Storia Uni- 
versale,” which has been translated 
into English, French, and Gorman*: 
** History of Italian Literature 
(1851)^ “History of the Last Hun- 
dred Yeai*s ” (1852), and “ Histoiy oJ 
the Italians ” (1859). 

CAPEFIGUE, Jean-Baftiste-Ho- 
norj£-Bay 310 \o, historian, bom at 
Marseilles in 1802, after studying law 
at Aix, went to Paris to complete his 
studies. Soon after his amval, aban- 
doning the law, ho turned his atten- 
tion to politics, connected himself 
with the Legitimist party, and became 
one of tho editors of the Qtiotidienne, 
His contributions to this journal, and 
his work entitled “ Rccueil ties Opdra- 
tions do I’Armde Fran 9 aiso en Es- 
pagne,” attracted the attention of the 
Government, and ho was appointed 
to an ollice in the Foreign department, 
which he held until tho revolution of 
1830. Since that period he has de- 
voted himself entirely to literature. 
During tho interval from 1823 to 
1826 ho had obtained three prizes 
from tho Academy of Inscriptions 
and Belles-Lettres, for essays on his- 
torical subjects. His connectiozi with 
tho department of Foreign Affairs 
afforded him opportunities for exa- 
mining the original sources of French 
histoiy, and collecting materials for 
historical works, which he turned to 
good account. In 1823 ho published 
has “ Essai sur los Invasions des Nor- 
mands,” followed in rapid succession 
by a number of historical works, 
many of them very voluminous. Tho 
principal ai'o “ Histoire do Phih'ppe- 
Auguste,” published in 1827-^ ; 
“ itistoire do la B^forme, do la Liguo, 
et du B^^e de Henri Quatre,” in 1834; 
“ Bichelieu, Mazarin, la Fronde, Ac.,” 
in 1835-6; “Louis XIV.” in 1837; 
and “ L’Europe pendant lo Consulat et 
I’Empire do Napoldon,” in 1839-41. 
Through the favour of M. Guizot, he 
had at one time free access to the 
archives of tho French Foreign O j 
and drew at discretion from 
precious documents. The revolution 
of 1848 dosed this door to his bis- 
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Hay 22, 1819, was educated at the 
militaiy school of Saint Gyr, entered 
the army in 1832, and, having ob- 
tained the grade of lieutenant, retired 
in 1838 in order to take c^rgo of 
eome property in the colonies. After 
having made several voyages to the 
Antilles, he endeavour^ to direct 
public attention to their facilities for 
the manufacture of sugar in the fol- 
lowing pamphlets: ''Mani^re d’esti- 
merloVendementdes Cannes k Sucre,*’ 
published in 1841 ; Qaestion des 
Sucres,” in 1842; ‘‘Fabrication du 
Sucre aux Colonies,” in 1843 ; “ Prin- 
cipos Fondamentaux d’ Agriculture,” 
in 1846 ; and “ Question des Sucres 
on 1847.” He was named Prefect of 
Dordogne in Dec., 1848, has been a 
warm supporter of Napoleon III., and 
was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour, Jan. 10, 1832. 

ST. GERMANS (Earl of). The 
Rioiit Hon. Edward Granville 
Eliot, 6.C.B., LL.D., eldest son of the 
second earl, by a daughter of the iii'at 
marquis of Stafford, bom Aug. 29, 
1798, and educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, was engaged in diplomacy in 
early life. He represented Liskeard 
in the Liberal interest from 1823 till 
1832, and East Cornwall from Aug., 
1837, till he succeeded to the earldom, 
Jan. 19, 1845. He was a Lord of the 
Treasury in 1827-8, Envoy to Spain 
in 1835 ; Chief Secretary for Ireland 
in 1841, when ho was sworn a Privy 
Councillor; was Postmaster- General 
in 1846 i Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland 
from 1852 till 1855 ; Lord Steward of 
the Household from 1857 till 1858; 
was I’o-appointed in 1859, and resigned 
in Deo., 1865. He holds the patron- 
age of four livings. 

ST. HELENA (Bishop of). The 
Bight Bev. Thomas Earls Wblby, 
D.D., younger son of the late Sir 
William Erie Welby, Bs/rt., of Denton 
House, Lincolnshire, born in July, 
1811, was educated at Cambridge, 
whore be graduated in due course. 
Having held some parochial charges, 
he was appointed Archdeacon of 
George Town, in the diocese of Cape 
'Town, South Africa, from which he 


was promoted. May 8, 1862, to the 
bishopric of St. Helena, rendered va- 
cant by the translation of the Bight 
Bev. Dr. Clanghton to the see df 
Colombo. 

ST. JOHN, Horace, son of Mr. J. 
A. St. John, born in Normandy, July 
5, 1830, was educated under his fo- 
ther’s eye, like most of the members 
of his family. . Following, as a student 
of Oriental literature, the steps of his 
father, he wrote “ History of British 
Conquests in India,” published in 1852 ; 
“History and State of the Indian 
Archipelago,” in 1853 ; and a “ Life 
of ChriatopW Columbus.” He has 
been connected with the London press 
for several years. 

ST. JOHN, James Augustus, bom 
in Carmarthenshire, Sep. 24, 1801, 
after receiving instruction at a village 
grammar-school, became, by the aid 
of a clergyman, a good classiciQ scho- 
lar, and learned the French, Italian, 
Spanish, Arabic, and Persian lan- 
guages. At an eai‘ly age he repaired 
to London, became editor of a Ply- 
mouth newspaper of Liberal politics, 
and acting editor of the Oriental Re-- 
raid, in which he wrote numerous 
articles.^ In 1827 he started, in con- 
junction* with Mr. D. L. Bichardson, 
the London Weekly Review, which, on 
Mr. Richardson’s departure for India, 
was pur(9)ased by Mr. Colburn, who 
transformed it into the Govrt Journal. 
In 1829-30 Mr. St. John resided in 
Normandy, and recorded his experi- 
ences in a volume published in *‘ Con- 
stable’s Miscellany,” visited Paris 
daring the revolution of July, and 
after travelling in Switzerland set ont 
for Nubia and the Second Gataroot, 
in a small vessel. During the ascent 
he made important discoveries in the 
physical geography of Africa, prov- 
ing the action of volcanic egenoy on 
both sides of the river, and &e exist- 
ence of a multitude of extinct volcanoes 
in the Lybian desert, extmding from 
within a few miles of the Nile in a 
succession of black cones fkither thai^ 
the eye could reach. On his return, 
while carrying on researches m the 
Sacred Isle^ he found in the thickness 
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of the tenrale wall the site of Oairis’e 
tomb. After exploring the shores of 
Lake Hoeris, and following the track 
Of the Israelites through Valley of 
the Wanderings, ho took ship at Alex- 
andria for Malta. Passing over to 
Sicily, he crossed the island from 
Qirgenti to Palermo, coasted by the 
Lipari Qronp to Naples, and after 
examining the mins of Pompeii and 
Herculaneum hastened back to Swit- 
zerland. The incidents of this joiimoy, 
together with his theory of Egyptian 
theology, were described in three 
works : ** Egypt and Mohammed Ali,’' 
“ Isis," and There and Back Again.** 
He was in Paris during the insurrec- 
tion in June, 1848, and witnessed the 
militaiy operations for its suppression. 
In addition to the aforementioned 
works, Mr. St. John has written “ Tales 
of the Bamad'han,** and “ Margaret 
Barenscroft; or, Second Love,'* novels 
published in 1835 s “ History of the 
Manners, Customs, Ac., of the Ancient 
Greeks,’* in 1842 j “ Sir Cosmo Digby,** 
a novel, in 1844; **The Nemesis of 
Power : Forms and Causes of Bevolu- 
tion,** and ** Philosophy at the Foot of 
the Cross,** in 1854; “ The Preaching of 
Christ: its Nature and Consequences,*’ 
in 1855; “The Bing and tho Yeil,” a 
novel, in 1856 ; *' Life of Louis Napo- 
leon,** in 1857 ; “ Histoiy of the Four 
Conquests Of England,** in 1861 ; 
** Weighed in the Balance,” a novel, 
in 1864; and other works. Ho is a 
constant contributor to periodical 
Uteratnre. 

ST. JOHN, Spenser, F.B.G.S., 
F.A.S., third son of Mr. J. A. St. John, 
bom in London, Dec. 22, 1826, after 
receiving a oorefhl education, began 
to tom his attention towards the East, 
and having applied himself diligently 
to the study of the Malay language, 
was, in 1848, appointed Seoretaiy to 
Sir James Bmke. Having resided in 
Borneo seigeral years as Her Majesty’s 
Consul-General, he received, in 1861, 
the appointment of Chevrgi d'Affa/ires 
the republic of Hi^ti, and returned 
^lis countiy in 18&, when he pub- 
lished Ian account of his Eastern resi- 
dence and traveki, entitled “ Life in 


the Forests of the Far East.” Early 
in 1863 he left England for a consular 
appointment in the West Indies. 

ST. LEONABDS (Baron), Tue 
Bight Hon. Sir Edward Burtenshaw 
SuoDEN, LL.D., D.C.L., High Steward 
of Kingston-on-Thames, the son of 
a Westminster tradesman, bom in 
Feb., 1781, for a few years practised 
as a conveyancer under tho Bar, and 
was called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn 
in 1807. Before donning tho gown, 
his treatise on “ Purchasers ’’attracted 
the attention of the profession. It has 
since been considerably enlarged, and 
has passed through fourteen editions. 
He gave up conveyancing, obtained 
extensive practice at the Chancery 
Bar; and in 1822 became a King’s 
Counsel, and a Bencher of Lincoln’s 
Inn. He, at different times, was ro^ 
turned to the House of Commons for 
Woymouth, Molcombe Begis, and St. 
Mawes, took a prominent part in par- 
liamentary discussions, and was fore- 
most among those who opposed the 
Beform Bill. In June, 1829, whoa 
the duke of Wellington held tho reins 
of government, ho was appointed Soli- 
citor-General ; and in 1834, when Sir 
B. Peel formed a ministry. Sir Edweu^ 
Sugden went to Ireland as Lord Chan- 
cellor. Besigning that judicial office 
on the retirement of the Cabinet, ho 
was returned to the House of Com- 
mons for Bipon, and vacated his seat 
in Sep., 1841, on resuming, under 
Sir Bobert Poors ministry, his posi- 
tion as Lord Chancellor of Ireland,, 
in which he continued until the dis- 
ruption of the Conservative party 
in 1846. For some time he did not 
figure prominently in public affairst 
but accepted the post of Lord Chan- 
cellor, in Lord Derby’s first adminis- 
tration, in 1852, and was raised to the 
peerage with the title of Baron St. 
Leopards. His lordship applied him- 
self to the reform of the law with a 
vigour and energy which more than 
realized public expectation, and on 
his return to power, in 1858, Lord 
Derby was desirous that Lord St. 
Leonards should again receive tho 
Great Seal, bat he declined Gie re- 
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sponsibility in oonseqnence of his 
advanced age, though he has since 
taken an active and influential part 
in the bnsiness of Parliament, and has 
exerted himself to keep up the cha- 
racter and efficiency of the House of 
Lords as a judicial tribunal, and to 
correct by legislation several anoma- 
lies in the law of property. In addi- 
tion to his celebrated treatise on ** The 
Laws of Yendprs and Purchasers,** 
Lord St. Leonards has written a work 
on '* Powers,’* which has reached an 
eighth edition; a treatise on the 
** Cases Decided by tho House of 
Lords ;** an edition of ** Gilbert on 
Uses;’* an essay on tho **.Now Real 
Property Laws,’* pamphlets against 
the '’Registration of Deeds,’* and 
other essays on legal subjects. His 
last publication, "The Handy-Book 
of Property Law,” is familiar to most 
readers. « • 
SAINTON-DOLBY, Madame 
Charlotte II., an eminent contralto 
singer, bom in London in 1821, re- 
ceived her professional education prin- 
cipally at the Royal Academy of 
Music, whore her assiduity in tho 
study of her art, and the cultivation 
of her natural gifts, rendered her one 
of the most sncoessful pupils ever en- 
rolled in that institution. Miss Dolby, 
in entering on tho public exercise of 
her profession, resolved to eschew the 
tempting opportunities offered by the 
lyric stage, that she might devote 
her talents exclusively to tho illus- 
tration of our national music, and to 
the interpretation of the sublime 
works in oratorio of Handel and the 
other great masters. In the one as 
in the other, Miss Dolby was soon 
allowed to be without a rival : while 
in both sides of her art-practice, her 
great declamatory power, and her 
oonscieutiouB desire to give evoiy 
note and every word their exact duo 
were of infinite value, and restored to 
the English public a style of vocaliza- 
tion which had become aluiost obso- 
lete, as being thought, but erroneously, 
incompatible with brilliancy of execu- 
tion. Mendelssohn, who took great 
interest in this lady, after hearing her 
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in his oratorio of " St. Paul,” dedicated 
a set of six songs to her, and com- 
posed other works expressly for her. 
Having engaged her for the Gewand- 
hCLUs Concerts at Leipsic, in the winter 
of 1846-7, he wrote the contralto part 
in "Eiyah”*forher. In the zenith of her 
fame. Miss Dolby became tho wife 
of M. Sainton, the violinist. The 
preservation of the English ballad, 
in its truthful power, pathos, and sim- 
plicity, is mainly owing to the steady 
and well-directed efforts of this po- 
pular singer, which have had the 
advantage moreover of fostering the 
composition of these lyrics. 

SALA, George Augustus Henry, 
journalist and author, son of a Portu- 
guese gentleman who married a favou- 
rite English singer, bom in London 
about 1826, was brought up with a view 
to following art as a profession, which 
he quitted for literature, and became- 
a constant contributor to Household 
Words, taking Mr. C. Dickens’s style 
as his model, and catching his spirit 
without being a slavish imitator. He 
was at one time editor of tho Welcome 
Guest, an extensive and regular con- 
tributor to the Temple Boer Magazine,. 
for which he wrote'the stories of “ The 
Seven Sons of Mammon,** and " Cap- 
tain Dangerous,** afterwards repub- 
lished as separate works, wrote for 
tho lllmf/rated London News, the Ho- 
garth papers, in the Comhill McLgazine, 
and a story entitled " Quite Alone,*** 
for All the Year Round, which ap- 
peared in a separate form, in Nov.,. 
1864. He went as special corre- 
spondent for tho Daily Telegraph, to 
the-United States, in 1863, and on his 
return, at the close of 1864, published 
the result of his observations under 
the title of." America in the Midst of' 
War.” He wrote a series of graphic 
letters for the Doeily Telegraph, from. 
Algeria, daring the Emperor^s visit to 
that colony. Uis bestknown works are, 

“ How I Tamed Mrs. Craiser,” pub- 
lished in 185S ; " Twice Bound the 
Clocks” and " Journey due North : a 
Residence in Russia,” in 1859; '*The 
Haddington Peerage,” " Loolring at 
Life,” and "Make your Game, aNamM» 
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tivB of the Rhine/* in 1860 j ** Dntoh 
Piotares, with some Sketches in tho 
Flemish Manner,” in 1861; ” Accepted 
Addresses,” ShipGhandler, and other 
Tales,” and ” Two Prima Donnas and 
the Dumb Poor Porter,” in 1862; 
"Breidcfast in Bed,” and Strange 
Adrentnres of Captain Dangerous,” 
in 1868 ; ” After Breakfast ; or, Pic- 
tures done with a Quill,” and ” Quite 
Alone,” in 1864 ; ” Trip to Barbary by 
a Roundabout ]^uto,” in 1865 ; and 
*‘Prom Waterloo to the Peninsula,” 
in 1866. 

SALISBURY (Maaquis op), James 
Bbownlow William Gascoyone- 
Cecil, K.G., P.O., LL.D., F.R.S., only 
son of the first marquis, was bom 
April 17, 1791. He is Lord-Lieutenant 
of Middlesex, High Steward of Hert- 
ford, Colonel of the Herts Militia, and 
patron of eight livings. He repre- 
sented Weymouth in the Conservative 
interest from 1814 till ho succeeded 
•his father as second marquis, Juno 
18, 1823; was Lord Privy Seal in 
Lord Derby’s first administration, 
from Feb. to Dec., 1852; and Lord 
President of tho Council in Lord 
Derby’s second administration, from 
1858 till 1859. 

SALISBURY (Btshoi* op), The 
Right Rev. Walter Kerr Hamilton, 
D.D., eldest son of the late Arch- 
deacon Hamilton, bom in Nov., 1808 ; 
was educated at Eton and Christ 
Church, Oxford, and elected Fellow 
of Merton College in 1831. He be- 
came Yicar of St. Peter’s in tho 
East, Oxford (which ohm*ch has of 
late fhmished three bishops in suc- 
cession) in 1887, Canon Residentiaiy 
of Salisbury in 1841, Precentor of 
Salisbury in 1842, and was consecrated 
to the Bishoprio of Salisbuiy in 1854. 
He is Fri>vinoial Precentor of Contcr- 
bniy, and patron of fifby-one livings. 
His episcx^al jurisdiction extends over 
Wiltshire and Dorsetshire, and the 
see is of the annual yalne of £5,000. 

S A L N A y E (ihuisiDENT), Gen. 
Turin Salnave, who in July, 1864, 
attempted to assassinate one ^Presi- 
dent QeSlard’s ministers, and was 
•condemned to death by court-martial. 


but escaped to St. Domingo, headed 
a rebellion against President Gefirard, 
and formed a provisional government 
May 9,1865. The insurrection was, after 
several severe struggles, suppressed 
in Nov. of that year. Gen. Salnave, 
who renewed the attempt, and suo- 
ceoded in obtaining supreme power, 
issued an amnesty to all Haytiena 
excepting President Gefirard 
in Juno, 1867. A revolt broko out 
against him in August. 

SALOMONS, David, M.P., Alder- 
man of London, son of the late Levy 
Salomons, a member of a Jewish 
family long resident in London, and 
engaged in commercial pursuits, bom 
in 1797 ; was elected Sheriff for tho 
city of London and Middlesex in 1885, 
and being tho first Jew appointed, an 
Act of Parliament was passed for the 
purpose of enabling him to qualify for 
the ofiico. Ho was Plotted Alderman 
of Aldgate Wal'd in 1835, of Port- 
sokon in 1844, and of Cordwainers’ in 
1847, tho previous elections having 
been annulled in consequence of his 
refusing to qualify on the faith of a 
Christian. Having been defeated in 
contests at Shoreham in Aug., 1837, at 
Maidstone in June, 1841, and at 
Greenwich in Aug., 1847, he was 
returned one of tho members in the 
Liberal interest for the last-mentioned 
borough in June, 1851 ; appeared and 
spoke in tho House of Commons, and 
gave three votes, thereby incurring a 
penalty, which led to prolonged legal 
proceedings before the Court of Ex- 
chequer. In 1856-6 he served the 
ofilce of Lord Mayor of London, and at 
leng^, after many fruitless efforts to 
obtain a repeal of* the act which com- 
pelled eveiy member to take the oaths 
on the true faith of a Christian,” he 
was again in 1859 elected for Green- 
wich and sworn accordiog to the form 
of the Act admitting J ews. Mr. Salo- 
mons was called to the Bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1849, was High 
Sheriff of Kent in 1839-40, is a 
Magistrate and Depnty-Lientenont for 
Kent, Sussex, and Middlesex, and was 
the first person of the Jewish per- 
suasion made a magistrate, having 
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been placed in the Commission for 
Kent in 1838. He was ne-eleoted for 
Greenwich in April, 1859; and in 
July, 1865, and is a Director and 
Trustee of the London and West* 
minster Bank. He has written on 
Currency, Com Laws, Oaths, lleli- 
gious Disabilities, Ac. 

SALTER, Henry Hyde, M.D., 
F.B.S., bom in 1823, and educated at 
King’s College, London, was appointed 
Lecturer on Physiology at Charing 
Cross Hospital in 1854, Assistant Phy- 
sician in 1855, and Full Physician 
and Lecturer on Medicine in 1866. 
He was made a Fellow of the Royal 
College of Physicians in 1856, and 
has written “ Asthma, its Pathology 
and Treatment,” published in 1860, 
and papers and lectures on various 
medical subjects. 

SAND, Georges. (See Dodevant.) 

SANDFORP, The Ven. John, son 
of Bisliop 'Sandford, of Ediubui^h, 
whoso Memoirs ho published, and 
brother of Sir Daniel K. Sandford, the 
eminent Greek scholar, of Glasgow, 
bom in tlie early part of tlio century, 
obtained a First Glass in classics at 
Oxford, as a member of Balliol Col- 
lege, in 1824 ; became a B.D. in 1846 ; 
was appointed Honorary Canon of 
Worcester in 1844, Archdeacon of 
Coveiitry in 1851, examining chaplain 
for the diocese of Worcester, which 
office he held for seven years, in 1853, 
Rector of Alve Church in 1854, Bamp- 
ton Lecturer at Oxford in 1861, and 
one of Her Majesty’s Commissioners 
for revising the forms of clerical sub- 
scription in 1864, In addition to bis 
father^B biography, Arohdoacon Sand- 
ford has written ** Parochialia, or 
Church, School, and Parish,” pub- 
lished Jn 1845; **yox Cordis; or, 
Breathings of tho Heart,” a manual 
of devotions,” in 1849; “Bampton 
Lecture for 1861: The Church' of 
Rome,” in 1862; ten Charges, and 
several Speeches, Visitation Sermons, 
Lectures, Ac. He is an active mem- 
ber of the Lower House of Convoca- 
tion. 

SANDWICH ISLANDS. {See

SANTA ANNA, Antonio Lopez 
DE, ez-President of the Repnblio of 
Mexico, bom in the city of Xalapa' 
Feb. 21, 1798; entered pnblio lue 
in 1821. Having sucoeeded in ex- 
pelling -the Royalists from Vera 
Graz, he was appointed to the 
command of that city, from which, 
however, he was deposed in Nov., 
1822, when he raised the banner of 
the repnblio in Vera Cruz, and oom- 
menced hostilities against Iturbide, 
whom he overthrew. No sooner 
hod Bustamente attained the chief 
dignity, in 1830, than Santa Anna 
espoused the cause of Padrazza, 
against whom he had previously sup- 
ported Guerrero, defeating the army 
sent* against liim, andPadrazza be- 
came president till 1833. At 
tho new election in March, Santa 
Anna was chosen president ; but, 
although the favourite of the army, 
he could not gain the confidence of 
the people. Arista and D* Arran tock 
up arms against him in 1833, were- 
defeated, and the rumour, spread in 
1835, that he was intriguing for 
the imperial dignity led to an insur- 
rection, which resulted in the defeat 
of Lecatecos, the leader of the Reform 
party, who had issued a proclamation 
against Santa Anna. He announced 
himself Dictator. The discontented 
flocked to Texas, and proclaimed a 
government; SantaAnna went against 
them, and the war ended in his being 
taken prisoner. Released from cap- 
tivity, he took part, in Deo., 1838, in 
the defence of Vera Cruz, when at- 
tacked by the French under the Prince 
do Joinville, in which service he lost 
a leg. After many vioissitudes, he 
was again made President' in 1841, 
and governed absolutely until 1845, 
when another revolution hurled him 
from power. Regaining his lost posi- 
tion in Feb., 1846, he encountered the 
United States Gw. Taylor, at Buena- 
Yista. After fighting two whole days, 
both parties oleiked the victory. The 
forces of the United States oontmuing 
to gain gfTGund, Santa Anna with.* 
drew farther into the country; leaving 
Mexico to the enemy. During his 
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absence the Senate deposed him from 
his command. As first magistrate of 
the State, he refiised obedience, and 
withdrew to Tehnacan. In the next 
campaign he was recalled to the su- 
premo command, and in this capacity 
fonght the decisive battle of Cerro- 
gordo, when his army was ronfced. 
Another revolution ended in concen- 
trating all power in the hands of Santa 
Anna, who was once more proclaimed 
President of the Republic, and the 
treaty was signed Fob. 2, 1848, by 
which the United States gained, among 
other advantages, the auriferous ter- 
ritory of California. As President ho 
governed tho country most despotic- 
ally for two years. His oppressions 
having induced his opponents tb act 
together, in the autumn of 1855 ho 
found himself in groat danger, ap- 
proached the coast on pretext of 
official business, suddenly resigned his 
presidency, and escaped. After living 
quietly in tho island of St. Thomas 
for some years tho veteran general 
went to Vera Cruz, in tho winter of 
1863-4, with tho intention, ns was 
naturally expected, of taking a more 
active part in politics than was deemed 
desirable. He had prepared a mani- 
festo to the Mexican army, in which, 
after disclaiming any ambitious inten- 
tions, ho expressed a strong desire to 
lay his bones among tho people for 
whose independence ho had done so 
mnoh, but tho French authorities 
would not allow him to publish it. On 
the arrival of Ferdinand Maximilian in 
Mexico, be embraced tho cause of the 
empire, but soon abandone<l it, left 
Mexico, and returned to St. Thomas. 
He had a long interview with Mr. 
Seward when he was in the West 
Indies; visited the United States in 
May, 1866, and it is generally believed 
that his visit was connected with the 
sta^ of affidrs in Mexico. Ho was 
taken prisoner by the Juarist party in 
1867. 

SANT LEY, Charles, baiytone 
sihges', born at Livetpool, after re- 
deiving a good mnsioid and general 
education in his own oouniiy, pro- 
ceeded to Italy to complete his profes- 


sional training. He made his first 
appearance as on operatic singer in 
this country at Covent Garden Opera, 
daring the Pyne-Horrison manage-' 
ment, and achieved bis first great suc- 
cess in tho paH of Bhinoberg in Vin- 
. cent Wallace’s opera of “ Lurline,” in 
March, 1860. Ho created so favour- 
able an impression in this character 
that ho took rank as one of the most 
effective barytones of the day. His 
career, especially since ho attached 
himself exclusively to tho Italian 
operatic stage, on the boards of which 
1)0 lias distinguished himself in most 
of tho great capitals of Europe, has 
been very sncccssfhl. His voice is as 
remarkable for its quality as for 
the extent of its register, in the upper 
part of which it partakes of a pure 
tenore rohusto, while in the lower por- 
tion it displays the rich qualities of 
the basso profondo. In Gonnod’s opera 
of “ Faust,” Mr. Sontley performed in 
tho sanio season the parts of Valentin 
and Mephistopheles, with triumphant 
saocess. Both in England and on tho 
continent Mr. Santley enjoys a high 
reputation.

SARTORIS, Mrs. {Sec Kemble, 
Adelaide.) 

SART(5rIUS, Ernst Wilhelm 
Guhisti AN, Protestant theologian, bom 
at Darmstadt, May 10, 1797, studied 
at Gottingen, and became Professor 
of Theology in the university of Mar- 
burg, i 2 i 1823, and in that of Dorpat, 
in Russia, in 1824. Ho returned to 
Germany, and took the direction of 
the Con-i«tory of KOnigsberg in 1835, 
in addition to being court-preacher, 
and holding the title of Superin- 
tendent-goneral. Sartorius early dis- 
tinguished himself by his severe ortho- 
doxy in religion and politics, as shown 
by his “ Thme Treatises on matters of 
Exegetical and Systematical Theo- 
published in 1820; ‘‘Religion 
within the limits of pnre Reason, and, 
according to the I^nciples of tme 
Protestantism, in opposition to those 
of false Rationalism,” in 1821]; and 
“ The Protestant Dootriue of the Dig- 
nity of the Temporal Power,” in 1822. 
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His ** Doctrine of the Person and 
Work of Christ,'* in 1831, and his 
“ Doctrine of Holy Love,” in 1840-3, 
have passed through several editions, 
and have been translated into various 
lungnages. 

SABTOBinS, Admiral Sir George 
Bose, K.C.B., eldest son of the late 
John Conrad Sartorins, Col. of Engi- 
neers, E.I.C.S.jbom in 1790, entered the 
navy at an early ago, and was present 
at the battle of Trafalgar, and at tEb 
aiego of Cadiz. As captain of H.MpS. 
Mdlahar, he received the thanks of tho 
President and Congress of tho United 
States for the assistance rendered by 
him to tho United States steam fri- 
gate, the Missouri, burnt in the bay of 
Gibraltar. During the contest in Por- 
tugal for the succession to tlie throne, 
between Don Pedro and Don Miguel, 
in 1832-3, Sartorius was appointed by 
the former to tho command of the 
Portuguese fleet, and for his sciwiccs 
to Donna Maria, in that capacity, was 
awarded with nearly all tho Portu- 
guese orders of merit. Sir George was 
Imighted in 1841, became naval aide 
do camp to tho Queen, and at one time 
held tho chief command on the liish 
station. He is the author of several 
important pamphlets on engineering 
questions and om* militaiy and naval 
defences and naval architecture. He 
was made a K.G.B. in 1865, and is 
<Count of Ponhafirme. 

SAULCY, Louis-Fklicien-Josepii 
Caignart de, antiquarian, born at 
Lille, March 19, 1807, was admitted 
into the Polytechnic School in 1825, 
and became on officer of artillery. 
He was stationed for some time at 
Metz, and having devoted his leisure 
to numismatics and archmology, ac- 
quired .a high, reputation as an 
.antiquaiy. In 1836 he obtained the 
Numismatic prize of the French Insti- 
tute for an essay on the Classification 
■of the Byzantine Coins, and was 
•appointed, through the influence of 
the late Duke of Orleans, Conservator 
•of the Museum of Artillery in Paris. 
In 1842, having been elected a mem- 
ber of the Ac^emy of Inscriptions, 
Jie turned his' attention to Oriental 


numismatics and epigraphs, and in 
1850 made a voyage to Palestine, 
explored the Dead Sea, and the sites 
of the doomed cities, and on his 
return announced that he had found 
tho mins of Sodom. His ** Voyage 
autour de la Mer Morto ct dans les 
Torres Bibliqnes,” published in 1862-4^ 
and translated into English, is well- 
known. Owing to his rosearohes in 
the Holy Land, M. de Saulcy, from 
being a sceptic, became a believer 
in revealed religion. One of his 
latest works is the ” Histoire de I'Art 
Jndaiqne, tiree des Teztes Saords et 
Profanes,” published in 1868. He 
was made an Officer of the Legion 
of Honour, April 25, 1847, a Senator 
of Franco, having previously retired 
from the Artillery with the rank 
of Clief d^Escadron, Nov. 14, 1869, 
and Commander of the Legion of 
Honour, Aug. 13, 1862. 

SAUNDBBS, The Veri Bbv. 
Augustus Page, D.D., F.B.8., bom 
about 1803, was educated at Winches- 
ter, the Charterhouse, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, of which he became 
Student and Tutor, and graduated 
B.A. in 1824, as a double first-class. 
Having held the curacy of Guddesden, 
and acted as chaplain to the late 
Dr. Bagot, bishop of Oxford, in 1834 
he succeeded Dr. Bussell as Head 
Master of the Charterhouse, and was 
promoted, in 1863, on the death of 
Dr. George Butler, to the Deaneiy of 
Peterborough, in which post he has 
doue much to popularize the Cathedral 
Services, and to educate the musical 
tastes of the people. Dr. Saunders is 
the author of several papers on 
University Economics, Educational 
Reform, Cathedral Reform, Ac. 

SAWYER, Db. (See Grafton and 
Aruidale). 

SAX E-CO BURG AND GOTHA 
(Duke of), Auqustvs-Ernest-Gh ARLES 
Jobn-Lbofold- Alexander- Edwabd, 
who reigns as Ernest II., was bom 
Juna 21, 1818» succeeded his father 
Jan. 29, 1844^a3itd married the Princess 
Almcandrina, daughter of the late 
Grand Duke Leopold of Baden, May 8, 
1842. In 1868 his name was put for* 
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ward as a candidate for the vacant 
crown of Ghreeoe, but for state reasons 
he declined it. Bake Ernest, who 
has laboured to promote German 
unity, gave the stimnlns to those 
liberal movements which induced the 
Emperor of Austria to make conces- 
sions to his subjects. He is an 
accomplished musician, and has com- 
posed several operas which have been 
produced in Germany with success. 

SAXONY (King of), John Neto- 
HUCENES Mabie JOSEPH, SOU of Maxi- 
milian, Duke of Saxony, bom Bee. 12, 
1801, succeeded his brother, late 
King Frederick Augustas II., Ang. 9, 
1854, and reigns as John I. At the 
age of twenty ho entered the ministry 
of finance at Bresden, in which he 
attained the highest post, retired, 
in 1831, to command the National 
Guard, and as member of the Saxon 
Parliament took an active part in 
political matters. His tastes, how- 
ever, led him to devote the chief part 
of his time to archasological and philo- 
logical studies. He twice visited 
Italy, and, under the name of ** Fhila- 
lethes,” published, in 1849, a Gorman 
edition of the “ Blvina Gommedia ” 
of Bonte, with critical notes. He has 
been president of the Society of Anti- 
quaries of Saxony since 1824, and 
presided in 1862-8 over the German 
Historical and Antiquarian Society. 
On his accession he ^opted a policy 
hostile to the Western Powers in 
regard to the afiairs of the East, and 
identified himself with the lesser 
Gbrman monarchies acting in coii- 
junctioh with Austria, and in opposi- 
tion to idl schemes of national reform 
and German unity. At a later period 
he approved and authorizod certain 
wise ameliorations in the internal 
government of his kingdom. His 
Majesty married Nov. 21, 1822, the 
Princess Amelia Augusta, daughter 
of the late Maxtmil^ 1., King of 
Bavaria, by whom he has two sons 
and three daughters, the elder of the 
former, the Grown Prince Frederick 
Augnatus Albenrt, Buke of Saxony 
and heir ^parent, was 'bom April 
23,1828. The PruinianB invaded his 


kingdom in June, 1866, and by a 
treaty signed Oct. 21, the King of* 
Saxony agreed to pay about a million 
and a half sterling, and to cede tho' 
fortress of KOnigstein. 

SGABLETT, The Hon. Sie 
James Yorke, K.G.B., son of the- 
first Lord Abinger, bom Feb. 1, 1799, 
was educated at Eton and at Trinity 
Gollogo, Gambridge. He joined the- 
18th Hussars in 1818, and gradually 
rAe till he became, in 18^, Lieut.- 
Gol. of the 6th Bragoon Gna^s, and 
Lieut.-Gen. in 1862. When the Bri- 
tish military expedition to the East 
was resolved upon, he was appointed 
a Brigadier-Gene^, and the heavy 
cavalry was placed under his com- 
mand. He distingnished himself at 
Balaklava, in Oct., 1864, where tho 
charge of the heavy brigado did great 
execution, and on the return of Lord 
Lncan to England, Gen. Scarlett took 
the command of tho entire cavalry 
force in the Grimea, and was created 
a K.G.B. for his services towards the 
close of the war. After his return, 
ho received the command of the oa- • 
valry brigade at Aldershot, on. his 
resignation was appointed to the 
governorship of Portsmouth, and the 
command of the South-Western Bis- 
trict, and in 1860 was made Adjutant- 
Goncral. Sir James, who is a Lieut.- 
Geii. in the army, is Golonel of the- 
6th Bragoon Guai^s, and commands 
a division at Aldershot. Ho was 
retnniL-d one of the members, in the 
Gonservative interest, for Guildford,, 
in Aug., 1837, but lost his seat in 
July, l and is a magistrate and 
deputy-lieutenant for Lancashire. 

SGABLETT, The Hon. Peter 
Campbell, G.B., son of the first 
Lord Abinger, bom Nov. 27, 1804, 
entered tho diplomatic service at tho 
usual age, and was appointed Attach6 
at Constantinople, Oct. 10, 1826, at 
Paris, June 1, 1828, and at Bio 
Janeiro, Feb. 26, 1834; and Secretary 
of Legation ac Florence, Feb. 12,. 
1852. He was accredited as Envoy 
to Brazil, Beo. 31, 1865, to the Court 
of Toscany, Bee. 13, 1868, was Envoy 
and Minister Plenipotentiary' to the-- 
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King of Greece, from June 12, 1862, 
till May 7, 1864, and was appointed 
Minister to the new empire of Mexico, 
Not. 9, 1864. He was made a O.B. 
Sep. 19,18^4, and a deputy-lieutenant 
of Surrey, Feb. 26, 18^. 

SCHAMYL, p<^nlarly known as a 
Circassian chief, was bom in 1797, 
at the Aoul of Himri in the north 
of the Caucasian district of Daghestan. 
From bis earliest years he was am- 
bitious and eager to compete hi 
atUotio sports and trials of skill, 
and his character seems to haye 
been formed from the instructions he 
rooeivod from a teacher named Dsch- 
ellal-Edin, who taught him the doe- 
trine of Snfeyism, whicli, dissatisfied 
with the barmn letter of the Koran, 
appeals to human consciousness, and 
seeks to inculcato nobler hopes than 
a gross Mohammedan paradise can 
offer. When Sohamyl, in 1824, first 
took part in his country’s dofonce, 
the loader of the warlike Lesghians 
was Kasi Mollah. From that time 
till his capture, in 1859, Schamyl 
becamo the most troublesome enemy 
whom the llussians had to encounter 
in their constant irruptions into Cir- 
cassia, and the exploits attributed to 
him would fill a volume. In 1831, in 
a battle with the Eussians, the Murids, 
under Kasi Mollah, were slain almost 
to a man, and Schamyl, pierced by a 
ball, lay at his leaders feet ; but ho 
escaped in time to present himself 
at the first mooting of the discomfited 
tribes held after the battle. In 1836, 
when his leader foil the victim of a 
conspiracy, Schamyl was chosen chief. 
Year after year he baffled the efforts 
of the Eussians, who sent "arge forces 
against him, and it was not till after 
the Crimean war that th^ were able 
to break down the power of the 
Circassians. In 1857-8 they won 
several important victories over the 
mountaineers, and made themsdves 
masters of the defile which cut off 
communications between Yedeni, tho 
residence of Schamyl, and the pasture ! 
grounds of the Tohetohenia. Schamyl,’ 
with .his son, was captured, Sep. 7, 
1859, by the Eussians, who treated 


their prisoners with great respect. 
He resides in Moscow, and has an 
establishment befitting his former 
station and character. Sohamyl and 
his sons took the oath of fidelity ta 
the Emperor of Eussia and the Grand 
Duke at Kalouga, in 1866. 

• SCHAEF, George, son of a Bava- 
rian artist of the same name, who 
settled in London in 1816. He was 
bom Dec. 16, 1820, is well known as 
a writer on subjects connected with 
art, and as a skilfhl artist, having 
studied its principles under his fbther,. 
who died in London in Nov., 1860. * 
He wasMuoated at London University 
School, and having gained med^ at 
the Society of Arts, was admitted a 
Student of tho Eoyal Academy in 
1838. Ho travelled in Italy in 1840, 
and accompanied Sir C. Fellows in a 
journey through Lyoia and other 
parts of Asia Minor, whither he 
proceeded again in 1843, os draughts- 
man to a Government expedition. 

A laigo collection of his drawings, 
both of Lycian views and outlines of' 
sculpture, is deposited in the British 
Museum. After liis return from the 
East, ho painted some oil pictures, 
which wore exhibited at the Eoyid 
Academy and at the British Institu- 
tion; but his time has been chiefiy 
devoted to illustrating books ; among 
which may bo mentioned Fellows’s 
“ Lycia,” Macaulay’s “ Lays of An- 
cient Eome,” Milman’s Horace,” 
Kugler’s ” Handbook of Italian Faint- 
ing,” Layord’s works cm “ Nineveh,” 
Dr. Smith’s ” Classical Dictionaiy,” 
Keats’s ^Foems,” Murray’s **IlluBtra- 
ted Frayer-BooV’ Pollock’s ” Dante,” 
and ” The Life of Stothard.” He 
was elected F.S.A. in 1852, and Cor- 
responding Member of the Archsso- 
logical Institute of Borne in 1858. 
After delivering a course of lectures 
upon Italian art, at the Eoyal Institu- 
tion, he was appointed Art Secretary ‘ 
and Director of the Galleiy of Old 
Masters at the Manchester Exhibi- 
tion of 1857, and in the same year 
Secretary/ and Keeper of the Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery. He haa 
written ” History of the Ohasao- 
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teristioB of Greek Arfc,” prefixed to 
Wordsworth’s ” Greece “ Descrip- 
tions of the Greek, Roman, and Pom- 
peian Courts at the Crjstal Palace 

Artistic and Descriptive Notes on 
the most remarkable Pictures in the 
British Institution exhibition of An- 
cient Masters,” published in 1858 ; a 
** Catalogue of Pictures and Works of 
Art in Blenheim Palace, in 1860 ; and 
a Catalogue Haisonnu of the Pictures 
belonging to Die Society of Antiquaries 
of London,” reprinted from the Fine 
Arts Quarterly Revieiv, in 1865. In 
* 1866 he delivered a course of L^tures 
at the Royal Institution, upon port- 
raits, illustrated by numerous sketches 
taken by himself from the original 
pictures. His last published essay 
is an elaborate account of tho 
various representations of Richard II., 
with a detailed record of the restora- 
Don of the celebrated portrait pre- 
served in the Jerusalem Chamber, 
Westminster Abbey. 

SCIILEINITZ (Baron), Alex- 
ander VON, statesman, born in Bruns- 
wick in 1807; having entered the 
diplomatic service of Prussia, and 
been engaged in several political 
missions, was, in 1832, appointed 
Councillor in the department of 
Poreign Affairs, was afterwards sent 
:as Ambassador to the Court of 
Hanover, and in Juno, 1849, was 
;appointcd Envoy Extraordinary to 
conclude peace with Denmark. In 
July of the same year ho was made 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, which 
office he held till Sep. 26, 1850. lii 
this position he resolutely opposed 
the cffi>its of Austria to obtain the 
preponderance of influence in Ger- 
many. When M. Rodowitz became 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Baron 
Schleinits was created a Privy Couu- 
•oillor, but kept aloof from politics, 
.and retired to Coblentz. The Prince 
Royal on becoming Regent, recalled 
Boion Sohleinitz to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affiurs in the Cabinet of Nov., 
1858. He protested against the re- 
'Tolntionary politics of King Yictor- 
Emann^ in Oct.^ 1860, and at his 
•own request was relieved of the 


laborious functions of his Ministry, 
and named Minister of the Royal 
House, with the tiDe and rank of 
Minister of State, Oct. 12, 1861. 

SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN 
(Prince of), Fuederick-Chbistian- 
Charles-Augustus, known in this 
country as Prince Christian, brother 
of Duke Frederick Christian Augustas, 
of Schleswig-Holstein Sonderburg 
Angustenburg, bom Jan. 22, 1831, 
married at Windsor Castle, July 5, 
1866, Helena Augusta Victoria, 
princess royal of Gh^t Britain and 
Ireland, and Dnehess of Saxony, 
who was bom May 25, 1846. Prince 
Christian, who is a Major- Gen. in the 
British army, received the title of 
Royal Highness by command of Her 
Majesty, and was made a Knight of 
tho Garter in July, 1866. 

SCHMERLING (Baron), Anton, 
von, statesman, bom at Vienna, Aug. 
23, 1805, was educated in that city, 
where ho studied law, became an ad- 
vocate of tho Court of Appeal, and was 
elected to the Council of State in 
1846. He was first brought into no- 
tice as a statesman by his opposition, 
in 1848, to tho measures of Prince 
Mettemich. He was a member of the 
Frankfort Parliament, in which be 
advocated tho theory of a Federal 
Germany, with, however, the reserva- 
tion of Austrian supremacy. The 
Archduke John offered him the port- 
folio of Foreign Affairs, which he did 
not accept, though he held two or 
three offices during the few following 
months, from which he reDi^ tiirough 
the strong influence of Frassia. He 
ivprcseuted Austria at Frankfort for 
a short time, was Minister of Justice 
at Vienna, from 1849 till 1851 ; but 
reaction set in, the reign of Sohwarzon- 
berg and Bach commenced, and his 
liberal views rendered it impossible 
for him to retain his post. The insti- 
tution of the now Beiohsroth, and the 
attempt to establish a Constitutional 
Parliament, representing the different 
provinces of the empire, met with de- 
termined opposition in Hungary, Bo- 
hemia, and Austrian Poland, and in 
I860 Baron Schmerling was called to 
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torical researches, but be published 
in the Revu>e H^trospcetive many of 
the most important secrets which 
he had discovered.

” L’Bgliso pendant lea Quatre demi- 
ers Siljclos,” ” Mde. de Pompadour,” 
and “Mdo. la Gomtesso du Harry,” 
in 1858; and Mdlle. de la ya11i^ro 
et les Pavorites des trois dges do 
Louis XIV.” in 1859. 

GAPERN, EmvAttD, bom at 
Tiverton, Devon, Jan. 29, 1819, is the 
author of ”Pooms,” published in 1856, 
a work which attracted considerable 
attention, and procured for the author 
a pension of iJ JW) per annum (af- 
terwards increased to £60) from 
the civil list. In 1859 he pub- 
lished ” Dallads and Songs,” which 
was followed by “The Devonshire 
Melodist,” a collection of the author’s 
songs, in somo instances accom- 
panied by his own music. Edward 
Gapern, who has long been known to 
the world as “ the Rural Postman of 
Bidofoi*d,” published " Wayside War- 
bles ” in 1865. 

GARDEN, Siu Rouekt Walter, 
Buit., son of tlio late J. Garden, 
Esq., of Bedford Square, London, 
was bom in 1801. His mother was a 
daughter of the late Mr. John Walter, 
M.P., of the Times, in which Sir 
Robert is understood to possess on 
interest. Ho was gazetted to the 
army, 'but afterwards went on the 
Stock Exchange, became, in 1849, 
an alderman of the city of London, 
and B^ed the office of Lord Moyor 
inJip57-8. He was the founder of the 
Ony Bank, was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for St. Alban's in 1850, and 
procured the disfranchisement of that 


corrupt constituency at his own ex- 
pense. -He was returned for Glou- 
cester, as a Gonservative, in 1857, 
was defeated at the general election 
of 1859, though he unseated his oppo- 
nents on petition, and was defeated 
in a contest for Marylebone in Apnl,. 
1861. Sir R. W. Garden is a Magis- 
trate for Middlesex and Surrey, and a 
Deputy-Lieutenant for London. 

CARDIGAN (Earl of). The 
Right Hox. James Thomas Brude- 
NELL, K.G.B., the son of the 6th 
earl, by the daughter of John Gooke, 
Esq., of Hareiield Phrk, was bom 
Oct. 16, 1797, and entered the aimy 
as comet in the fth Hussars, May 6, 
1824. His promotion was rapid, and 
by Dec. 8, 1830, he had become Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. As Lord Bradenell, 
he was one of the members for 
Northamptonshire from 1832 to 1837, 
when ho succeeded to the peera.ge. 
In March, 1832, he was promoted 
from half-pay to tho lieutenant- 
colonelcy of tho 11th Hussars, and 
applied himself at once t5 increase 
tho efficiency of his corps. He was 
tried before tho House of liords in 
Peb., 1840, for wounding Captain 
Tackett in a duel, and was acquitted ; 
in 18-18 he was highly complimented 
by tlie late duke of Wellington on the 
discipline and efficiency of his regi- 
ment t and on the ontbreak of the 
Crimean war he was appointed to com- 
mand abrigade of cavalry, having then 
recently obtained the rank of Major- 
GonoroJ. In the battle of Balaklava, 
Oct. 20, 1856, ho led tho celebrated 
** death-charge” which has becoxne 
BO fertile a theme for military criti- 
cism. His lordship was created a 
K.G.B. soon after his return to England 
from tho East. The carl of Cardigan, 
who was Inspector-General of Gavaliy 
from Feb., 1855, to tho end of March, 
1860, was appointed Colonel of tho 
5th Dragoon Guards in Aug., 1859, and 
was transferred to his old regiment, 
as Colonel of the 11th, or Prinoo 
Albert’s Own Hussars, in Ang., 1860. 

CARDWELL, The Right Hon. 
Edward, son of the late John Gai^* 
well, Esq., merchant, of Liveipool, 
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the head of affiiirB, in the hojM that 
hia personal character and the libe- 
ralism of his sentiments would recon- 
cile these discordant elements. But 
the effort failed, for tho baron, liberal 
as he was in a certain sense, could not 
fui^t the leading principle of Austrian 
supremacy. The Hungarian Diet, 
which had been convoked by his ad- 
vice in the spring of 1861, was dis- 
solved in tho autumn, and the taxos 
of that distracted country were ordered 
to be collected by tho military power. 
He retired from office in 1866. 

SGH]VLITZ,LEONnARD,PH.D.,LL.D., 
E.B.S.E., Bector of the High School 
of Edinburgh, historical and philolo- 
gical writer, was bom at Eupen, near 
Aix-la-Ghapelle, March 6, 1807, stu- 
died history and philology at tho 
University of Bonn, under Brandis, 
Niebuhr, Welcker, Ac., from 1828 till 
1882, and afterwards taught with 
success at tho gymnasium of Bonn. 
In 1836, after marrying an English 
lady, he removed to England, and 
occupied himself chiefly with writing 
on classical, historical, and educational 
subjects. In 1845 ho was appointed 
to tho Bectorship of the High School 
of Edinburgh, which he resigned in 
July, 1866 ; was selected by her Ma- 
jesty Queen Victoria in 1859 to give 
a course of historical instruction to 
H.B.H. the Prince of Wales, and 
during the winter of 1862-3 gave a 
similar course to H.B.H. Prince Al- 
fred. Dr. Schmitz edited Niebuhr’s 
Lectures on' ** Boman History,” on 
“ Ancient History,” and “ Ancient 
Geography and Ethnology,” consist- 
ing of seven volumes, published in 
1844-53; and the ** Classical Mu- 
seum,” a p^odical devoted to the 
eluci^tion of ancient history and 
literature, from 1844 till 1850; and 
has compiled a ** Popular History of 
Borne;” a ” History of Greece;” 
Grammars of the Greek and Latin 
languages ; a ” Manual of Ancient 
History,” published in 1855 ; a ** Ma- 
nual orAnoient Geography,” in 1857; 
a " MsAUal of the Histqry of the Mid- 1 
die Ages,” in 1859; and oontribnted ! 
tothePavmvCyelopfls^fDr.W. Smith's = 


” Classical Dictionaries,” the EncyeZo- 
pcBdia Britannica, Ac. Ac. 

S'CHNEIDEB, Eugene, borii 
at Nancy in April, 1805, engi^red in 
commercial pursuits, and was joint- 
proprietor with his brother (who died 
in 1845) of the great factory at Cren- 
zot, which gained three gold medals 
at the Expositions of 1889, 1844, and 
1849, and at which about 10,000 
workmen are employed. He was 
elected to the Chamber of Deputies in 
1845, was Minister of Agricnlturo and 
Commerce from Jan. 20 till April 10, 
1851, was elected to tho Corps L^gis- 
latif in 1852, became one of the Vice- 
Presidents, and was nominated Presi- 
dent April 4, 1867. M. Schneider was 
made Commander of the Legion of 
Honour April 11, 1851, and Grand 
Officer Aug. 14, 1857. 

SCHNORH VON KABOLSPELD, 
JiTLTUS, painter, bom at Leipsio, March 
26, 1794, after studying under his 
father, who was Director of the Aca- 
demy at Leipsio, went to Vienna, and 
to Italy. At Borne he studied with 
Cornelius, and painted eleven frescoes 
from tho ” Orlando Purioso” for tho 
Villa Massini. In 1827 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Historical Paint- 
ing in the Academy at Munich, and 
painted his well-known frescoes from 
the ” Niebelungen-Lied.” Ho is best 
known in England by his admirablo 
series of wood engravings in illustration 
of the Bible, ” Die Bibel in Bildom,’* 
in 1854. 

SCHOELCHEB, Victor, writer and 
politician, son of a porcelain manu- 
facturer, bom at Paris July 21, 1804^ 
on quitting the College Louis-le- 
Grand, where he had received his 
educatioti, joined the Liberal party 
opposed to the Bostoration, and wrote 
for the press. As an ardent republican, 
he was opposed to tho monarchy of 
July, 1830, and placed his fortune and 
his pen at the service of various de- 
mocratic journals. With the zeal of a 
Clarkson ho advocated the abolition 
of negro slaveiy; in 1829 went to 
Mexico, Cuba, and the United States ;^ 
and, shocked by the aspect of forced' 
servitude, demanded inunediate emon- 
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dpatioii. After liaving visited 
Yiemoh, English, Banish, and Spanish 
qoloniee in the West Indies, ho pro- 
ceeded to Greece, Egypt, and Turkey, 
and in lS4i7 set ont for the wost coast 
of A^ca, ascended the Senegal to 
within thirty leagnos of tlie cataracts, 
Tisited the French establishment on 
the Gambia, and returned to France 
to draw np his observations on the 
. negroes of Africa. After the rovolu- 
tion of Fob., 1848, ho entored the 
Hinistiy of Marine, as Under-Secro- 
taiy, issued, March 4, a decree pro- 
claiming the principle of emancipation, 
and instituted a commission to prepare 
the law for the immediate enfranchise- 
ment of the negroes in the French 
colonies. To M. Sohoelcher is due 
the decree for abolishing flogging in 
the French navy. Ho was elected to 
the Constituent Assembly for Guada- 
loupe and Martinique, as the liberator 
of the slave, and returned for the 
former to the Legislative Assembly. 

' He continued to defend emancipation 
at the tribune and in the press, and 
had to sustain a hard struggle with 
the slave-owners. His proposition 
for the abolition of the punishment 
of death pame on for discussion 
just as the coup-d’4tat suppressed the 
Assembly. Expelled from Franco, ho 
took refuge in England. On the sub- 
ject of slavery he has published a 
number of vaJuable works,, and an 
able account of the life and works of 
Handel. 

SGHBEIBEB, Lady Chablottx 
Elizabeth, only surviving daughter 
of the ninth earl of Lindsey, by a 
daughter of the late Yoiy Bev. Dr. 
Layard, Dean of Bristol, bom May 19, 
1812; was married, first, ia 1883, to 
Sir Josiah John Guest, Bart., M.F., 
who died in 1862, and secondly, in 
1865, to Charles Sohreiber, Esq., M. A., 
H.P., Fellow of Trinity College, Com- 
brid^ who unsuccessfidly contested 
Cbelteixham, in the Conservative into- ' 
Asrt, in April, 1869, and was returned 
at Gie . general^plection in July, 1866.* i 
Her la^nediip, better knowh as Lady 
Ghariette Guei^, im active pari 

in the' revival Welsh Bist^d- , 


fodds, and is the authoress of ** Mahi* 
nogion, with Translation and Ndtes^*' 
published in 1841-60. 

SCLATEB, Philip Lutlet, M.A., 
I^.D., F.B:S., Ac., &o., second son of 
W. L. Sclater, Esq., of Hoddington 
House, Hants, bom in 1829, was 
educated at Winchester School, and 
was Scholar and Fellow of Coipos 
Cliristi College, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated in l&9j taking a first-class in 
Mathematics. He was called to the 
Bar at Lmooln’s Inn in 1855, went 
the Western Circuit for several years, 
was elected Secretary to the Zoologi- 
cal Society of London in 1869, F.B.S. 
in 1861, and Philosophical Dr. in tho 
University of Bonn (honoris causd) in 
1860. He ia tho editor of tho Ibis, 
Journal of Ornithology, and of tho Na- 
tural History Review, and has compiled 
a ” Monograph of the Birds forming 
the Tanagrine Genus CalHste,** ** Zoo- 
logical Sketches,” in 1861-2 ; ” Ca- 
talogue of American Birds,” in 1862 ; 
” Guide to the Gardens of the Zoolo- 
gical Society of London,” andupwards 
of' 200 papers and memoirs on orni- 
thology and other brimehes of Naturol 
History in the ‘‘Trimsaotions” and 
Proceedings” of the Zoolegioal So- 
ciety, the “Journal of the Limueau 
Society,” the “Annals of Natural 
History,” “Tho Natural History Be- 
view,” and the “ Journal of Science.” 

, SCOTT, Benjamin, F.B.A.S., 
Chamberlain of London, son of the 
late B. W. Scott, Esq., who long held 
tho post of Chief Clerk to the Cham- 
berlain, and who, conjointly with Mr. 
Frith, volunteered, in 1832, a report 
to the^Clty Corporation on &e subject 
of a genei^ embankment of the river 
Thames, was bom in 1814, and having 
entered the Chamberlain’s at- 

tained the post of Chief Clerk in 1842, 
but resign^ that and other offices in 
1853. He founded the Bank of Lon- 
don, to which he was seoretaiy until 
the death of Sir John Key, in 1868, 
when he was elected to the office of 
Chamberlain. He hae taken an a^ive • 
part in education, l^Lving founds 
1851, the “Workjiipg Men's Bdupaticoial 
Union.” Mr. Soott haa pobliiAed 
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■BeVaral Yolames of lectnres and a great 
variety of edacational works, partiou* 
larly “ Contents and Teachings of the 
Oatacotobs at Home,** pnblished in 
18^ ; ** Progress of Lc^motion in 
Great Britain/* and Hints to Lec- 
turers to the Working Classes/*' which 
have passed through several editions. 
Mr. Scott is a Gomniisaioner of her 
Mf^esty’s LieutenSincy for the pity of 
London. 

SCOTT, George Gilbert, B.A., 
grandson of the. Kov. Thomas Scott, 
author of the “ Commentary on the 
Bible,** a lending member of the 
school of Gothic revival in architec- 
ture, was born in 1811, at Gawcott, 
near Buckingliam, of which village 
hie father was incumbent. At an 
early age ho began studying and 
sketching from ancient churches, 
which induced his father to place 
him with an architect, though the 
practice with which he became ac- 
quainted afforded him no opportunity 
for cultivatuig his early taste. For 
some years ho was in partneinhap 
with Mr. W. B. Moffatt, but thfs con- 
nection terminated in 1845. The first 
work which brought him into notme 
was the “ Martyrs* Memorial ** ' 'at 
Oxford, in 1841. It was followed by 
the new church at Camberwell, in 
1842'3, and later works at Croydon, 
Leeds, Ac. Ac., which display maturer 
taste and knowledge. The rebuilding 
of the church of St. Nicholas, Ham- 
burg, destroyed in the great fire of 
1842, was intrusted to him, after a 
competitioii to which architects were 
invited from all parts of Furoiifl. It 
is one of the most important oothio 
inirks of the day, and will cost, when 
com^lel^, £150,000. In 1855 an- 
other deolgh. was fhmished by him 
for the newHdtol deYille and Senate 
TLouse at Hamborg, and the cathedral 
church of St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
was erected from his design in 1848. 
Moic recently .the parish- church of 
Doncaster, destroyed by fire, has been 
restored, under his superintendence. 
Hr. Scott, whb has been employed in 
eoctensive restbrati<W ^ ^^7 Cathe^ 
draJ, Westminster Abbey, Ao., sue* , 


seeded Mr. Blore in 1849 . as' official 
arohiteot of Dean and 'P]^pter 
of Westminst^, has erected, the new 
Gothic gatehouse and houses adjoin- 
ing the west of the Minster, and 
has written a Plea for the Faatbfhi 
Restoration of our AndentChurohes/* 
pnblished in 1850 ; " Remarks on 
Seonlar and Domestic Architecture/* 
** Gleanings from Westminster Ab- 
bey/* in 1862; and "Conservation 
of Ancient Arohitectnral Monuments: 
a Paper/* in 1864. The zeal which 
ho displayed in the establishment 
of the Architectural Museum (at 
first in Cannon Row, and afterwards 
at the Museum at Kensington) ren- 
dered it one of the most interesting 
institutions in the metropolis. Mr. 
Scott, who was elected an Associate 
of the Royal Academy in 1852, in 
conjunction with Mr. Sydney Smirke 
undertook temporarily the architec- 
tural lectures at the Academy, and 
in 1860 was elected R.A. He is 
architect of the new Foreign Office, 
and, in conjunction with Mr. Digby 
Wyatt, of the proposed now India 
Office. In addition to the groat 
works carried out by him, in tho 
cathedrals of Ely, Hereford, Lich- 
field, and Ripon, he is engaged on 
those of Salisbory, St. David’s, and 
some others, and the restoration 
of churches throughout the kingdom. 
Among his secular works may be 
mentioned Kelham Hall, Notting- 
hamshire; Waltar House, Warwick- 
shire ; Hafodunos House, North Wales ; 
Lee Priory, Kent; the Town Hall at 
Preston, and the Infirmary at Leeds. 
Mr. Soottwas appointed by the Queen 
Architect to the Natioziid Memorial 
to the late Prince Consort. 

SCOTT, The Rbv. Robert, D.D., 
Master of Balliol College, Oxford, and 
Professor of the Exegesis of Holy 
Scripture in that nniversi^, derives 
liiB .descent from the Sootts of Har- 
den, and was bom id 1811, in Devon- 
shire, wheire,hi8 father held a living. 
Haviog , bi^ edu0(i.M. Shrews- 
Dury, and at Ch^t Chwh, Oxford,, 
he graduate B.A. ^iti 1881; taking 
flrit-olaes honours, became Fellow

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and Tutor of Balliol College, and 
was rector of Daloe, Cornwall, and 
South SiiffeD]uun,Batland. He edited, 
in conjunction with Dr. Liddell, Dean 
of Chnst Church, a Greek and Eng- 
lish Lexicon. In 1854 Dr. Scott be- 
came Master of Balliol, and in that 
capacity took a prominent part in the 
diaousBiona of the Congregationholden 
June 5, 1867, when a new form of 
statute on the subject of Middle-class 
Examinations was promulgated. 

SCOTT, Tnjs Bbv. Thomas, A.M., 
bom Oct. 10, 1804, educated at Bel- 
fast, tmd Trinity College, Dublin, 
took the degree of B.A. in 1827, and 
that of M.A. in 1832. Having been 
Curate of Finglas, he was transferred 
to St. Audoen’s, Dublin, and resigned 
in 1847. Ho assisted in founding the 
Association for tho Belief of Dis- 
tressed Protestants’* in 1836; founded 
the Employment and Aid Society 
for Protestants,** in IS-ll ; a “ General 
Orphan Home,** for Children of all 
denominations, in 1851 ; the “ Italian 
Mission Society,** in 1861 ; a Na- 
tional Clerical Belief Fund,** in 1863, 
and other societies. Ho has received 
various testimonials, and has written 
several works. 

SCOTT, Thk B£\. William, a well- 
known writer of tho High Church 
party in tho Church of England, born 
in 1811, graduated at Queen’s College, 
Oxford, in honours, in 1835, and was 
Pexpctual Curate of Christ Church, 
Hoxton, from 1839 till 1860, when he 
was presented to the Bectoxy of St. 
Olave, Jewry. Ho is editor of tho 
Ch7’i8ium Bemenibrancer, and contri' 
butes to the Saturday Review. He 
has published several sermons on 
Church principles, vindicating them 
from the charge of ** Bomanism,’* &o . ; 
was editor of Lawrence’s Lay Bap- 
tisnk Invalid,” and of Archbishop 
Land’s works in the Library of 
Anglo-CsfthoHo Theology.” 

SCBOPE, Gxoboe Poulstt, F.B.S., 
Ac., second son of the late J. Poulett 
Thompson, Esq., of Boehampton, 
Surrey, and brother of the late Lord 
Sydenhiun, bom in 1727, was first 
retumed member, in the Liberal 


interest, for Stroud, in May, 1933, 
having been defeated at the general 
election in Deo., 1832, and retained 
tho seat till 1867, when he retired. 
He is the author of several able pam- 
phlets on banking and currency ques- 
tions, tho poor laws, and political 
economy, and has written a life of 
his brother, Lord Sydenham, some 
time Governor- General of Canada, 
published in 1843 ; Considerations 
on Volcanoes,” and “ The Geology and 
Extinct Volcanoes of Central France,” 
dc., in 1858. Mr. Poulett Thompson, 
who is a Magistrate and Dep. -Lieut. 
for Wilts, assumed the name and 
arms of Scrope on his marriago 
with the heiress of William Scrope, 
Esq., of Castle Combo, Wilts, and 
Cockerington, Leicestershire. 

SEDGWICK, Amy, a popular 
actress, bom at Bristol, Oct. 27, 1835, 
after liaving passed through a training 
for the stage at an amateur theatre 
near London, where Eltou, Boove, 
Hobson, and other dramatic ” stars ” 
first trod tho boards, mode her first 
public appearance in tho summer of 
1853, as Julia in “ The Hunchbaok,” 
at the Bichmqnd theatre. Her per- 
formance, though not unsuccessful, 
did not give promise of the celebrity 
which she afterwards attained. She 
returned to Bristol, to accept a tem- 
porary engagement, where, owing to 
a iiiisunderstandiog between herself 
and the lessee of *the theatre, she 
appeared only ono night as Mrs. 
White, in the farco of that name. 
Proceeding to Cardiff, Miss Sedgwick 
caused so great a sensation by her 
Pauline, in tho “Lady of Lyons,” that 
Mr. Moseley, the leader of a cirooit 
which included tho towns of Hudders- 
field, Halifax, and Bradford, offered 
her an engagement as his lead- 
ing actress, which she accepted, and 
resided it at the end of a year. The 
provincial papers praised her highly ; 
and in 1855 Mh John Knowles, the 
manager of the Manchester theatre, 
seour^ her services for three seasons, 
and she drew crowded houses. In 
the summer of 1857 Mr. Bnckstone en- 
gaged her for the Hay market Theatre,.

where she made her appearance in 
Sop., as Panline, in '*The Lady of 
Lyons,” and on the first night created 
a great sensation, and afterwards ap- 
peared in an original part in ''The 
Unequal Match.” Miss Sedgwick has 
acted Lady Macbeth, Juliet, Bosalind, 
Ophelia, Peg Wofiin^on, Lady Teozlo, 
and many other characters. Her 
Majesty is ono of Miss Sedgwick’s 
hearty admirers, . and has done her 
the honour of commanding her to 
read dramatic selections before her. 
In 1858 she was married to W. B. 
Farkes, Esq., M.D., but was left a 
widow in 1863. 

SEE MANN, Bertholo, Pli.D., 
F.L.S., Yice-President of tho imperial 
Gorman Academy Naturae Ciiriuso- 
rum, son of William G. Scemann, 
born at Hanover, in 1825, was edu- 
cated at the Lyceum of his native 
city, obtained his degree of Doctor at 
tho University of Gottingen, and was 
appointed, in 184<6, naturalist on 
board H.M.S. Uerald; made, as such, 
a voyage round tho world, and three 
cruises to the Arctic region in search 
of Sir John Franklin. In 1860 ho 
was appointed by tho Colonial Office 
one of the Boyal Commissioners to 
tho Yiti, or Fiji Islands, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining their fitness for 
a British colony ; and he explored, in 
a private capacity, many parts of 
North and South America. Dr. See- 
mann has written “ Narrative of tho 
Yoyage of H.M.S. Herald” published 
in 1853 ; “Popular Histoiy of Palms,” 
in 1855; “The Botany of tho Yoy- 
age of H.M.S. HeraU” in 1857; 
” Yiti : an Account of a Go vernment 
Mission to tho Yi^i, or F^’i Islands,” 
iu 1862; “Popular Nomenclature of 
the American Flora,” “ Paradisus 
Yindobonensis,” “ Twenty-four Yiews 
*of the Coast and Islands of the 
Pacific;” and has been a contribu- 
tor to the leading political, literary, 
and scientific journals of London, 
and editor of the Banplamdia and 
the JotwnaZ cf Botany, British amd 
Foreign. 

BELLON, Priscilla Lyoia, daugh- 
ter qf Capt. W. £. Sellon, B.N., was j 


bom in 1821. The Bishop of Exeter 
having issued a public appeal on be- 
half of the spiritual destitution of 
Plymouth and Devonport, Miss Sellon 
took up her residence there, opened 
poor-schools for boys and adffits, and 
eventually established a house ot 
Protestant Sisters of Mercy, thus 
becoming the founder of the con- 
ventual system in tlie Established 
Church. Though a great outcry was 
raised at first by a portion pf the 
public against the institution at De- 
vonport, Miss Sellon’s caum was 
warmly espoused by the bidrop of 
Exeter. Of late Miss Sellon has 
established “ Sisterhoods ” of a simi- 
lar kind iu London and elsewhere. 
In 1854 Sisters were sent to the hos- 
pitals in the Crimea, and in 1864 the 
first Missionary Sisters of the Church 
of England wei*o organized by her 
and sent to the Pacific. 

SELWTN, Dr. (See New Zealand, 
Bishop op.) 

SELWYN, Sir Charles Jasper, 
M.P., bom in 1813, educated at Eton 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, of 
which he is a bencher, in 1840, was 
made Commissary of the University 
of Cambridge in 1855, and Q.C. in 
1856. Ho was returned one of the 
members, in tho Conservative inte- 
rest, for the University of Cambridge 
in April, 1859, and was appointed 
Solicitor-Gener^ in July and knighted 
in Aug., 1867. 

SELWYN, The Bev. William, P.D., 
eldest son of the late William Selwyn, 
Esq., Q.C., and brother of tho Bishop of . 
New Zealand, bom in 1806, was Va- 
cated at Eton and St. John's College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B A. in 
1828, sixth Wrangler, and First Chan- 
cellor’s Medallist, and became Fellow 
of his college. He held in Bno;||pmion 
the Beotoiy of Branstone, Leicester- 
shire, and the vicarage of Melbourne, 
Cambridgeshire ; was appointed to a 
Canoniy in Ely Cathedi^ in 1838. 
Lady Maigarct’s .Header in Theolq^ 
in 1855, and Chaplain to her Migeilty 
in 1859. He has written “ Horse He-' 
braices,” published in 1848, with a 
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continuation, wbioh appeared in 1860; 
“ The Frinoiplea of Cathedral Reform ; 
H.P. and Canon, Conversationa on 
Ecclesiastical Legislation ; *’ ** Two 
Charts of Prophecy,” in 1848 ; “ Notes 
on the Revision of the Authorized 
Version of the Bible,” and ** Critical 
Notes on the Soptuagint,” in 1856; 
” Thoughts on Holy Scripture,” in 
1864; and ” Winifred, or Boniface; 
a Lay of Missions,” and ” Waterloo, 
a Lay of Jubilee,” in 1865. 

SEMMES, Capt. RAPHAnL, whoso 
exploits as commander of the Oon- 
federaib privateer Alabama mado his. 
name celebrated, born in Maryland 
about 1810, was appointed, in April, 
1828, a midshipman on board the Lex- 
ington, and rose by successive steps to 
the rank of Commander in 1855. Ho 
was nominated, in 1858, Secretary to 
the Lighthouse Board, which situation 
he held when the war broke out; 
joined the Confederate service, March 
26, 1861, and was mado Commander 
of the war steamer Sumter. With 
this vessel he inflicted considerable 
damage upon the United States com- 
mercial navy, and having been driven 
into the port of Gibraltoi* by stress of 
weather, sold her to a “ neutral.” He 
was then oidered to tako the com- 
mand of a vessel built in England, 
and known at first as “ 290,” which 
became famous as the Alahama, 
whose depredations on United States 
commerce created the greatest alarm 
and irritation throughout thoNorth»'m 
States. His exploits, while com- 
mander of this vessel, although not 
BO daring as those of Paul Jones 
during the first American war, -were 
fhr more provoking. After having in- 
dieted an enormous amount , of loss 
on Federal commerce, the Alabama, 
which had been into Cherbourg for 
repaij|L encountered outside the bar- 
bourTFederal frigate, the Kearsage, 
Jnno 19, 1864. A French man-of-war 
followed her to prevent any violation 
of international law. The fight took 
place idmut nine miles from Cher- 
bom^, and was very short and de- 
cisive. The Keamage, a much more 
powerful diip, was d^ended by iron 


chains hanging over the bulwarks,, 
upon which the shot of the Alahama 
could make but little impression, and 
in rather more than an hour from the 
beginning of the fight the Alahama 
was completely disabled. The crew 
tried to roach the French coast 
with her, but failed in the attempt, 
and she began to sink. Capt. Semmes 
and some of the sailors, including 
thirteen ofiioers, were saved by the 
boats of an English steam yacht, 
the Deerhound, which had accom- 
panied the Alabama from Cherbourg, 
to bo a spectator of the fight. Copt. 
Semmes succeeded, after some clif- 
ficulty, in making his way back to- 
the Southern States, but the effectuid 
blockade of their ports deprived him 
of any further chance of continuing 
his adventurous career. He wrote 
“ Cruise of the Alahama and Sumter,** 
and Log of the Alabama,** publislied 
in London in 186-4. 

SERRANO, FiiANCisco, Marshal of 
Spain, born at the end of the last* 
century, acquired liis military ex- 
perience in the War of Independence. 
Devoted to the interests of the Queen- 
mother, lio assisted in bringing about 
the fall of Espartoro in 1843. After 
the restoration of the Quceii-motlior, 
Surrano coalesced with Narvaez in 
the attempts of the latter to over- 
throw Olozaga. Shortly aft^r the 
marriage of Queen Isabella, in 1846, 
he acquired an influence over the 
royal mind which occasioned dif- 
ferences between the King consort 
and herself, and caused some scandal. 
The Ministry of the Duke do Soto- 
inayor, which attempted to destrey 
his influence, was overthrown by him, 
wliile that of M. do Salamanca, which 
he supported, yielded in its turn to^ 
the storm of publio indignation which 
assailed it. After this, Serrano turned * 
Liberal, and just before the aooession 
to power of Narvaez, accepted the 
Captaincy-General of Grenada. Hav- 
ing been implicated in a rising at 
Saragossa, in 1854, he was exiled, but 
he returned during the revolution of* 
July, in that year, and beoame an 
active supporter of the (yBoiyiell- 
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Espartero cabinet. In the raptnre 
which followed between these two, 
he sided with the former; and har< 
ingbeon nominated Captain-General 
of New Castile — an appointment 
which placed Madrid in his power — 
in the coup d'itat of 1856 ho played 
into O’ Donnell’s hands. In 1867 he 
was sent as ambassador at Paris, in 
1859 ho was appointed Director and 
Colonel-General of Artillery, and in 
Jnne, 1865, Captain-General of Ma-* 
drid. 

SEBVIA, Fringe of, Michael 
Obrenovitch 111., youngest son of 
the late Prince Milos Obrenovitch, was 
bom Sop. 4, 1828. His elder brother, 
who succeeded to the throne on the 
abdication of his father, died July 8, 
1839, three weeks after his accession. 
Michael, who had accompanied his 
father in his exile, returned into 
Sorvia, and was proclaimed according 
to the terms of the hatticherif of 
1838. He proceeded to Constanti- 
nople, where he was invested by the 
Sultan Abdul-Me^id, who conferred 
upon him the title and decoration of 
Muohir in Jan., 1840, On his return 
to Servia in March he took tho oath 
of fidelity to the constitution. 

SEWABD, William Henry, states- 
man, bom in Orange County, New 
York,^May 16, 1801, graduated at 
UnionXollege in 1820, was admitted 
to the Bar in 1822, and commenced 
practice at Auburn, in his native 
state, in 1823. He was elected in 
1830 to the State Senate of New 
York, in which he came forward, as 
a champion of internal improvements, 
of the. abolition of imprisonment 
for debt, and of giving the people 
more power in the election of public 
officers.. He visited Europe in com- 
pany with his father in 1833, and 
wrote a series of letters di^ring his 
tour, for an Albany newspaper, and 
they afterwards appeared in a sepa- 
rate form. Having been brought 
forward in 1834 by the republican 
party for the Govemorship of the 
State, he was defeated by Ebr. Moroy, 
alterwards Miniater for Foreign 
Afl^drs under President Franldin 


Fierce, but was more successful in 
1888, when he was elected by a large 
minority, and during his term of office 
his scheme for placing education ud- 
der the control of the State produced 
an animated contest between the Pro- 
testants and Bomon Catholics. He 
took a prominent part in the contro- 
versy which ensued between the go- 
vernments of Great Britain and the 
United States on the case of Alex- 
ander Mo’Leod. Ho returned to the 
practice of his profession at Auburn 
in 1846, was elected in 1849 to the 
Senate of the United States, re- 
appointed in 1855, was a candidate 
for the Presidency in 1860, but failed 
to get the nomination of the*Bopab- 
lican Convention at Chicago, having 
ofiended Horace Greeley, who with 
his friends threw their weight into 
the scale in favour of Mr. Lincoln, 
for whom Mr. Seward afterwards 
exerted himself in the Northern 
States, delivering speeches charac- 
terized by a hostile spirit towards 
Great Britain, interspersed with covert 
threats of an invasion of Canada. In 
return, Mr. Lincoln, on his election 
to the presidential chair, nominated 
Mr. Sewa^ to the post Of Seoretaiy 
of State for Foreign Affairs. In this 
capacity, during tho straggle with 
tho Southern States, Mr. Seward as- 
sumed a very arrogant tone towards 
European governments and especially 
towards that of Great Britain, and his 
despatches, published in 1861, excited 
as much animadversion as astonish- 
ment. The affair of the Treat, which, 
in 1862, threatened to cause a rup- 
ture with Great Britain, was pad- 
fioally settled between Mr. Seward 
and Lord Lyons, the former submit- 
ting to the peremptory demand of 
the British Government. Mr. Se- 
ward’s ** speeches,” published i^l858, 
contain many passages showing a 
strong animus against Grat BritaiiL 
He is said to be an ardent advocate of 
thorepeal of the Union between Great 
Britain and Ireland, and has generally 
been ragaxded as the representative 
of the imti-Slaveiy section of the Be- 
publican parly. Mr. Seward and two 
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of his 8ona were severely wounded by 
an assassin, in April, 1865, on the 
same day that the President, Abraham 
Lincoln, was so cruelly murdered. 
As he was suffering at the time from 
the effects of an accident, his life was 
despaired of, but he recovered. 

SBWELL, Elizabeth Missing, 
sister of the Bev. William Sewell, 
was born in tho Isle of Wight 
in 1815. She became known as a 
writer of High Church fiction by 
her ‘*Amy Herbert,*' published in 
1844. It was followed by “ Gertrude, 
a Tale, ^ and ** Sketches, Three Tales,** 
in 1847 j “ Child's History of Borne,’* 
in 1849 ; ** Bea<lings for Lent, from 
Bishop Taylor,” in 1851 ; ** Experience 
of Life,” “ PiiTBt Histoiy of Greece,” 
and “ Journal of a Summer Tour on 
the Continent,** in 1852 ; ” Katherine 
Ashton, a Tale,** in 1864 ; ” Ivors,” in 
1866 ; ** Thoughts for tho Holy VVeck 
for Young Persons,** in 1857 ; ” Ur- 
sula, a Tale of Country Life,’* ** Clove 
Hall, a Tale,” ** Earl’s Daughter, a 
Tale,** and ** Margaret Percival, a 
Tale,** in 1858; ** Self-Examination 
before Confirmation,** and ** Histoi^' of 
the Early Church,** in 1859; “ Contes 
Eaciles, from Modern French Au- 
thors,** in 1861 ; *' Dictation Exor- 
cises,** “ Glimpses of the World,** 

Impressions of Borne, Florence, and 
Turin,*’ and Beadings for a Month 
preparatory to Confirmation,** in 1862; 
^’Isabel Grey ; or, tho Mistress didn’t 
Know,*’ and ” The Poor Broth(.>r; 
Letters to a Friend,” in 1863; ** Lit- 
tle Forrester and his Friend, a BaJ- 
lad,” in 1864; ** Homely Ballads and 
Stories in Verse,” and **Mothei'’s 
Last Words,” in 1866 ; and ** Bose of 
Cheriton, a Ballad,” in 1866. 

SEWELL, The Bev. William, B.D., 
son of a solicitor, bom in the Isle of 
Wight ^ 1805, was educated at Harrow 
and at Merton College, Oxford, where 
he graduated B. A. in 1827, taking first- 
olass honours in dassios. Ho was 
chosen Fellow, and appointed Tutor 
of Exeter College, and Principal of 
St. Peter^s College at Badley,— a | 
school which was started mainly at ! 
his instanoaand upon his plans. Mr. , 


Sewell has written Christian Mo- 
rals,” published in 1840; ”On the 
Dialogues of Plato,” in 1841 ; ” Chris- 
tian Politics,” in 1844; “The New 
Speaker : Greek, Latin, and English,” 
in 1846 ; “ Horm Philologies ; ” “ Sa- 
cred Thoughts ill Verso;” “Journal 
of a Besidonce at the College of St. 
Columba,” in 1848 ; and other works. 
He has translated Virgil’s Georgies, 
tho “ Agamemnon ” of ^schylus, and 
the Odes and Epodes of Horace into 
English verse, and is the author of 
many sermons, essays, and tracts on 
theological subjects. 

BEYMOUB, Sib Geobob Fbancis, 
G.C.B., G.C.H., admiral of the Fleot, 
eldest son of tho late- Admiral Lord 
Hugh Seymour, a grandson of the 
first Mai'quis of Hertford, and heir 
presuraptivo to that title; was bom 
in 1787. He was soverely wounded on 
board the Northumberland in the battle 
of St. Domingo, in 1806, commanded 
the PaUas frigate, which took part 
in the Walcheren expedition in 1809, 
and other ships until tho conclusion 
of the war in 1814 ; was Seijeant-at- 
Arms of the House of Lords in 1820, 
and Master of the Bobes to William 
IV. in 1830 ; has sinqe been a Lord 
of the Admiralty, Commander-in- 
Chiof in the Pacific, on the North 
American and West India stations, 
and at Portsmouth, and Vice-Admiral 
of the United Kingdom. He was made 
Admiral of the Fleet, Nov. 20, 1866. 

SEYMOUB, The Bioot Hon. Sib 
Gbobgb Hamilton, G.C.B., G.C.H., 
eldest sun of the late Lord G. Seymour 
(son of the first M^nis of Hertford), 
bom in 1797, received his early edu- 
cation at Merton College, Oxford, 
where he graduated. In 1817 he 
became an Attach^ at the Hague, in 
1819 was appointed Precis Writer 
and Private Secretaiy to Visoonnt 
Castlereagh, in Oct., 1822, was at- 
tached to a Special Mission to Verona, 
and in 1823 was Secretary of Legation 
at Frankfort, whence he was trans- 
ferred, in the same capacity, first to 
Stuttgard and afterwards to Berlin. 
In 1829 he became Secretaiy of the 
Embassy at Constantinople, and in 
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1830 prooeeded to Florence as Minister 
Besident. In 1835 he was sent to 
Brussels as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary, and occupied 
that post for ten years ; in Dec., 1846, 
he was transferred in the same 
capacity to Lisbon, and in 1851 to St. 
Petersburg. Whilst resident in the 
latter capital he exercised a partial 
check on the aggressive designs of 
the Emperor Nicholas I., from whose 
court he was recalled in Maich, 1854, 
on the proclamation of war betvreen 
England and Bnssia. In Doc., 1855. 
he was appointed, on account of his 
wide and extensive experience, to 
represent the court of St. James’s 
at Vienna, and discharged his duties 
there with considerable address and 
ability during a very critical period. 
He retired on a diplomatic pension 
in March, 1858. 

SEYMOUB, Horatio, statesman, 
bom in Onondaga county. Now York 
State, in 1811, received a liberal 
education, studied for the Bar, com- 
menced practice as a lawyer in Utica, 
and was veiy successful. In 1842 he 
was elected a member of the Legis- 
lative Assembly, and held the position 
till 1845, was nominated Democratic 
candidate for the Govemorslnp for the 
State of New York, in opposition to 
Mr. Washington Hunt, in 1850, and was 
defeated after a sharp contest. The 
Democrats again brought forward Mr. 
Seymour in 1852, when he was elected 
by a largo m^’ority, took his seat as 
Governor, and signalized his term of 
office by vetoing the Maine Law 
Liquor Bill. The next election, in 
1854, was very keenly contested by 
four candidates, nearly half a million 
of votes having been polled, and 
Mr. Clarke was elected. In 1856 Mr; 
Seymour’s name was put forward 
unsuccessfully by his friends as a 
candidate for the Presidency, and in 
1862 he was again nominated for the 
Governorship of New York, in opposi- 
tion to Gen. Wadsworth, and after a ; 
keen contest defeated the Bepublioan | 
cmdidate. Governor Seymour took ! 
his seat Jan. 1, 1863i and adopted a j 
Tezy Conservative line of pdlicy. ] 


When the invasion of Pennsylvania 
took place, in June, 1863, he promptly 
forwarded more than ^e quota of 
militia required by the Governor of 
that state, though he sorely offended 
the Bepnblican party by his opposition 
to the Conscription Bill, passed by 
Congress, which gavo the l^sident 
power to call out for military service 
all able-bodied men between the ages 
of eighteen and forty-five. The popular 
opposition to the conscription was so 
violent in the city of Now York tliat it 
give rise to a series of riots, which com- 
menced July 13, and were not entirely 
suppressed till July 17, by which time 
more than 30,000soldiers of the regular 
army, besides a large militia force, had 
been concentrated in and around tho 
city. Fi'ovious to this outbreak, in 
wluch the Irish Democrats took a 
prominent part, grave apprehensions 
of a serious collision between tho 
Stato of York and tho Federal Govern- 
ment had been entertained at Wash- 
ington. But when the riots took 
place. Governor Seymour, seeing that 
the supreme power must bo obeyed at 
all hazards, used his utmost exertions 
to allay the fearful storm provoked 
by tho conscription. The peace Demo- 
crats wore veiy much dissatisfied with 
his conduct on this ocoasion. They 
wished him to have acted in such a' way 
as to embarrass the Government, which 
he could not have done without taking 
part with the rioters, and that would 
have been an overt act of rebellion. 

SEYMOUB, Sib Michael, G.G.B., 
son of the late Admiral Sir M. Sey- 
mour, Bart., bom in 1802, and edu- 
cated at the Boyal Naval College, 
entered tho navy in 1813, is a Yioe- 
Admiral, has been Superintendent of 
the docl^rd at Shoemess and Devon- 
port, and Commander-in-Chief on the 
East-India and China station. He 
was made Captain of the^ Fleet hi 
1854, second in command in 1855, a 
K.G.B. for his services against the 
Bossians in the Baltic, and a G.C.B. 
after oommandhig the naval operatkma 
on the Chinese coast between. 1856 
and 1858. He was at. one time Seore* 
taiy and Bagistrar to the Order of the 
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Bath, and was one of the members 
in the Liberal interest for Dovonport, 
fit>zn Ang., 1859, till Feb., 1^3. He 
was Admiral in command at Porta- 
month from 1863 till 1866. 

SEVMOUB, The Bet. Michael 
Hobaht, M.A., bom abont 1802, was 
edneated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1825, 
and proceeded M.A. in 1827. He 
was chained in 1825, held one or two 
^Mtoral charges, and is well-known 
as a platform controversialist. He 
has written A Pilgrimage to Borne, 
with some Acctmnt of the Ceremonies, 
Monastic Institutions, Beligious Ser- 
vioos. Sacred Belies, and General State 
of Beligion in that City,” published 
in 1840 ; ** Mornings among the Je- 
suits,” in 1850; “ A Succinct Account 
of the Talbot Case, with Notes,” in 
1851 s ** Evenings with the Bomanists,” 
in 1854 ; ** The Disendo>vmont of 
Maynooth as a Question of National, 
Social, and Cml Polity ; ” ” A Letter 
to the Earl of Derby on the Endow- 
ment of Maynooth ;” and a variety of 
controversial pamphlets and lectures 
on various doctrines and practices of 
the Boman Catholic Church, and more 
especially condemnatoiy of its con- 
ventual system. 

SHAFTESBUBY (Earl or), The 
BtoirrHoN. Anthony Asiiley-Coopek, 
bom Apiil 28, 1801, was educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where ho ob- 
tained a first-class in Classics in 1822, 
graduated M.A. in 1832, and was 
created D.C.L. in 1841. Ho was 
returned, as Lord Ashley, member 
for Woodstock, in 1826, and supported 
the governments of Liverpool and 
Canning, and in the administration of 
the Duke of Wellington was a Com- 
missioner of the Board of Control. 
He was returned for Dorchester in 
1880, for Dorsetshire in 1831, which 
couni^ he represented till Feb., 1846. 
He was ele^ed one of the members 
for Bath in Aug., 1847, and sat for 
that borough till he succeeded his 
fother in i^e peerage, in 1851. He 
was a Lord of the Admiralty in the 
late Sir B. Fbel’s administration in 
, 1834ri i and, on the removal from , 


the Honse of Commons of the late 
Mr. Sadler, took charge of the Ten 
Honrs Bill in the Honse of Commons* 
When, the late Sir B. Peel again took 
office in 1841, Lord Ashl^ was invited 
to join the administration, but refused 
upon finding that tho Premieres views 
would not permit him to support the 
Ten Hours Bill. In public life his 
lordship has always acted with great 
independence. The chief oljcct for 
which ho has laboured, in and out of 
Parliament, has been the improvement 
of the social condition of the labouring 
classes; no man having* taken more 
pains to inform himself of the actual 
condition of the mass of the people in 
England, and to endeavonr to amelio- 
rate their condition. His influenco in 
the Evangelical party within the 
Church of England is considerable. 
He is President of the Bible Society, 
tho Pastoral Aid Society, and the 
Society for the Conversion of the 
Jews, and was formerly President of 
the Protestant Alliance; is a prominent 
member of all those religious societies 
which are fou;ided on a broad basis, and 
is an active advocate of the abolition 
of slavery throughout the world. 

SHAW, The Bight Hon. Frede- 
rick, son of the late Sir B. Shaw, 
Bart., bom in 1799, educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and Brasenose 
College, Oxford, received the honor- 
ary degree of LL.D. from the former 
Univoi-sity, was called to the Irish 
Bar in 1822, appointed Becorder of 
Dundalk in 1826, and Becorder of 
Dublin in 1828. He became a Bencher 
of Kiu.^’s Inn in 1829, and was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council in 
Ireland in 1835. He was one of tho 
members, in the Conservative interest, 
fur tho city of Dablin, from 1830 till 
Deo., 1832, and for the University of 
Dublin foomDec., 1832, till Feb., 1848. 

SHEE, Sir William, one of the 
jndges of the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
eldest son of the late Joseph Shoe, 
Esq., of Thomastown, oo. Kilkenny, 
bom at Finchley, Middlesex, in 180S^ 
was educated at the Boman Catholio 
College of St. Cnthbert, Ushaw, in 
Durlra, and at Edinbnigh. He was 
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and nephew of the late Rev. Dr. Card- 
well, many years principal of Alban 
Hall, Oxford, and Camden professor 
of ancient history in that university, 
was born in 1813, and was educated 
at Winchester. Ho was elected to a 
scholarship at Balliol College, Oxford, 
in 1832, graduated in 1885 as a double 
Rrst-cla8s,andwa8olocted Fellow of his 
College. In 1838 he was called to the 
Bar, but preferring political to legal 
distinction, he entered Farliament in 
1842 as member for Clithcroo. Having 
supported Sir R. Peel in the financial 
changes of 1845-6, he was elected for 
Liverpool in 1847, and was defeated 
at the general election in July, 1852. 
In Deo. he was returned for the city 
of Oxfoi'd. Defeated at the general 
election in March, 1857, and one of 
his opponents having been unseated 
on petition, ho was elected in July, 
and continues (1867) to represent 
that city. Ho was Secretary to the 
Treasury from 1845 to 1846, and Pre- 
sident of the Board of Trade under 
the “ Cohlition ” ministry, of which 
Lord Aberdeen was the head ; when 
he introduced some useful and valu- 
able reforms into the ofiice over which 
he presided. Though a member 
of the Peelite party, Mr. Cardwell 
accepted the post of Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland under Lord Palmer- 
ston, on his return to office iJ 1859, 
and held the Chancellorship of tho 
duchy of Lancaster from July, 1861, 
till 1864, when he succeeded the duke 
of Newcastle as Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. He held tho same 
appointment under Earl Russell’s ad- 
ministration, and resigned with liis 
colleagues in 1866. He was one of 
the literary executors of the will of 
tho late Right Hon. Sir R. Peel. 

OAREW, John Edwaud, sculptor, 
of Irish extraction, was bom about 
1785. In early life he was a pupil of 
the late Sir A. Westmacott, by whom, 
as well as by Chantrey, his intuitive 
genius was much admired, and he 
became acquainted with the carl of 
Egremont, by whom he was employed 
at Petwoith House, and who, amongst 
other acts of liberality, commissioned 


him to execute the fine altar-pieo< 
repircsenting tho Baptism of Christ 
which adorns the Roman Catholic 
chapel on the East Clifif at Brighton 
Carew executed the sculptures on the 
base of tho Nelson column, and the 
well-known statue of “ Whittingtoi 
listening to the London Bells.” 

CAREY, Alice, authoress, was bon 
in 1822, at Mount Healthy, near Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. Though imperfectly 
educated, she at an early age attraotoo 
attention by some sketches of rura] 
life contributed to the National Era 
under the signature of “ Patty Loo.” 
In conjunction with her sister Pheebo. 
she published a volume of “ Poems 
in 1850, and tho romantic poem of 
“ Hualco,” and “ Clovcmook j or. Re- 
collections of our Neighbours in the 
West,” in 1851. The latter work was 
followed by another volume of “ Poems,” 
by “Hagar, a Story of To-day j” 
“ Married, not Mated and “ Holly- 
wood,” novels which have met with 
considerable success. ” Tho Children 
of Clovornook” appeared in 1855. 

CAREY, Henry C., is tho son of 
Matthew Carey, who was so deeply 
implicated in tho Irish troubles at the 
close of tho last century, and who 
emigrated to America and estab- 
lished an extensive publishing busi- 
ness, to which his son Henry, bom 
at Philadelphia, succeeded in 1821. 
In 1824, according to Allibone, the 
latter first established tho system of 
periodical trade-sales, which had long 
been in operation in England. In 
1836 Mr. Carey published ”On the 
Rate of Wages,” expanded in the fol- 
lowing year into a larger work, with 
tho title of “ The Principles of Politi- 
cal Economy.” In 1838 he gave up 
all active part in the publishing, busi- 
ness in order to devote his attention 
to those works which have gained hiqa 
the reputation of a ” statistical writer.” 
His first publication of the kind was 
” The Credit System in France, Great 
Britain, and the United States,” which 
was noticed in the Revue des 
Mondes, In 1840 appeared AnsiKoB 
to the Questions: What Constitutes 
Currency P What are tho Causes of Its 
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called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
1838, went the Home Giroait, of which 
he was at one time the leader, was 
made a Serjeant-at-Law in 1840, re 
ceived a patent of precedence shortly 
afterwards, and the rank of Qneon’s 
Seijeont in 1858. He was nominated 
in 1864 a puisne Judge of the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, when he received 
the honour of knighthood, and is the 
fiist Homan Catholic who, in modem 
times, has been raised to the Judicial 
Bench in England. He was an pn- 
successful candidate, in the Liberal 
interest, for Marylebone in Aug., 1^47, 
was elected one of the members for the 
county of Kilkenny in July, 1852, and 
was defeated at tho general elections 
in March, 1857, and in April, 1859, and 
at Stoke-upon-Trent in Aug., 1862. 

SHERIDAN, Gen. Philip Henry, 
born in tho state of Ohio, in 1831, 
and educated at West Point, was 
admitted into the Military Academy 
in 1848, where he graduated in 1853. 
Entering the U.S. Artillery, he served 
in Texas, in Oregon in 1855, and 
sailed for San Francisco, in command 
of an escort to the expedition for 
surveying the proposed branch ef tho 
Paciho Railway between San Fran- 
cisco and the Columbia River. This 
work done, ho continued in command 
of a body of troops among the Indian 
tribes, until 1861, when ho was pro- 
moted to the rank of Captain i on the 
breaking out of tho civil war was ap- 
pointed Quartermaster of tho army in 
courso of organization in South-West- 
ern Missouri; in 1862 became Chief 
Quarter-master of the Western Depart- 
ment, and Colonel of the 2nd Michigan 
Volunteer Cavaliy, in which capacity 
he out the railroads south of Corinth. 
He defeated two separate forces of 
cavalry at Baldwin and Guntown, in 
June, 1862, and gained fresh laurels at 
Boonosville, in July, for which he was 
promoted to the rank of Brigadier- 
General, and took the command of the 
third division of the army of Ohio, dis- 
tinguishing himself by the defence of 
Louisville, and the engagement on the 
banks of Stone Biver, Dec. 80, for 
which he was promoted Migor-GeneraL | 


He was engaged at Chickamouga, Sep. 
19 and 20, 1868, whore he had his 
horse killed under him, was appoint- 
ed, in April, 1864, to the command 
of the cavity corps of the army of 
the Potomac, defeated the Southern 
forces at Meadow Bridge, on the 
Chickahominy, in May, set out in 
June on a cavaliy expedition into the 
heart of tho rebel country, where he 
repulsed his opponents, and defeated 
Gen. Early in several engagements in 
tho Shenandoah Valley. He was ap- 
pointed to the chief command of the 
eavalry, which branch of the Federal 
forces, under his, able and energetic 
direction, acquired an efficiency and 
gained a reputation that it had never 
borne before. After tho capture of 
Staunton, he pressed on to Columbia, 
laying waste the country, in every 
direction, gained the battle of the Five 
Forks, April 1, 1865, assisted in com- 
pelling the Southern forces to evacuate 
Potersburgh and Richmond, and en- 
countered Gen. Lee near Appomattox 
Court House, who surrendoi^ April 9. 

SHERMAN, Major-Gen. Williak 
Tecumseh, whose father was Supreme 
Judge of Ohio, born in the State of 
Ohio, about 1820, went to West Point 
in 1836, graduated in 1840, entered 
the U.S. army, and was promoted to 
the rank of First Lieut, in 1841. He 
acted as Assistant Adjutant-Gen. in 
1847, and obtained a brevet of Captain 
in the regular army from May, 1848, 
for meritorious services in California 
daring the war with Mexico. He was ^ 
appointed Commissary, and remained ' 
in California; but fearing that his 
chances of promotion were limited, 
he resigned his appointment Sep. 6^ 
1853, and was made President of the 
State Military Institute of Louisiana, 
which position he resigned when the 
civil war began. After the fall of Fort 
Sumter, be was commissioned Colonel 
of the 18th infantry, and commanded 
the 8rd brigade at the unfortunate 
battle of Bull Bun, July 21, 1861. 
On the reprgonizationof the Northern 
army, Col. iSberman was made Brigi-: 
Gen. of Voiunteen, and appoiiited to 
the commit of the depfurtment of 
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the Gamberland, was romoved and 
ordered into Missonri, and was shortly 
after placed on the non-aotivo list. 
In the early part of 1802 he was 
appointed to the command of a corps 
under Gen. Grant, and cucted with 
great bravery at the battle of Shiloh, 
April 6, was promoted to the rank of 
Major-Gen., May 1, and when the 
•department of Tennessee was formed, 
in Deo., was made Commander of the 
16th army corps. At tlie end of that 
xSonth he led on expedition to Vicks- 
burg, the Yazoo River; but the 
works were too strong to be taken by 
assanlt, and ho was obliged to with- 
draw his troops, after a severe fight. 
He command^ a wing of the army 
that captured Fort Hindman, Arkan- 
sas, Jan. 10, 1863, after which he I'e- 
sumed command of the 15th army 
corps, and took part in the siego of 
Vicksburg, which capitulated July 3, 
1863. He led the expedition which cap- 
tured Jackson City, Oct. 10; when Gen. 
Grant was placed in command of the 
army previously under Gen. Rosen- 
cranz, he gave the command of the de- 
partment of the Tennessee to Gen. 
Sherman, who encountered Gen. Long- 
street, and obliged him to retreat, Nov. 
20, and in March, 1864,'mado an attempt 
to take Mobile, but was obliged to re- 
treat to Vicksburg, and was beaten at 
Sabine Cross-Roads by theConfedcrates 
under Gen. £. Kirby Smith, April 9. 
Having been charged with the com- 
iftand of the army in Georgia, May 4, 
he commenced the expedition through 
'that state, which ended in the capture 
of Atl&nta, the capital city. Gen. 
Jos. Johnston was opposed to Gen. 
Sherman at first ; but the Fabian po- 
licy by which he sought to load the 
Federal army into a trap, did not 
please Fresident Davis, and he was 
superseded by Gen. Hood, in the be- 
ginning of July. New tactics, showing 
more boldness on the part of the Con- 
federates, were speedily adopted. Gen. 
Hood thrice attacked the Federal 
army and was repulsed, sustaining 
considerable loss, i^ter his third 
fhilnre, Gen. Hood acted merely on 
the defensive, retreating slowly before 


Gen. Sherman till he reached Atlanta, 
which fell into the hands of the Fede- 
rals in tho beginning of Sop. Although 
Gen. Sherman had taken possession of 
Atlanta, he was not able to hold it, for 
Gen. Hood took up the position which 
Sherman had occupied outside Atlanta, 
and was thus enabled to cut off tho 
supplies received by railway. The 
victory of the Foderals was, therefore, 
of a very questionable character ; in- 
deed, it almost seemed as if Gen. 
Sherman hod fallen into a trap. Two 
courses, however, were open to him, 
eitl^r to attack Gen. Hood and defeat 
him, or to forco his way to the sea, 
and tnist to making his escape. 
Ho chose the bolder, and, as it proved, 
tho safer course. The distance from 
Atlanta to Savannah is ninety-three 
miles. Gen. Sherman accomplished 
tho marah, with very little loss, in 
twenty -throe days, the city fell 
into his hands in tho early part of 
Dec., 1864, and tho news of its capture 
was received with great rejoicing, not 
only because it showed how tri- 
umphant tho campaign in Georgia 
had been, butbooausc it opened up the 
seaboard of that state, and inflicted a 
heavy blow on the Confederate cause. 
Gen. Sherman defeated the Confe- 
derate army of North Carolina at 
Boiitonsvillo, in that state, March 19, 
1865, and soon afterwards paid a visit 
to Gen. Grant, to concert those mea- 
sures for tho defeat of Gen. Lee which 
ended in the submission of that gene- 
ral. Gen. Sherman fell into disgrace, 
when the war seemed nearly over, by 
the mnuner in which he conducted 
the negotiations with Gen. Johnston. 
The terms of the convention agreed 
upon between the two generals were 
exceedingly liberal, and would doubt- 
less have been gladly accepted by the 
South ; but when they were forwarded 
to Washington, the Cabinet not only 
refused to ratify the convention, but 
sent despatches to Gen. Sherman, 
ordering him to resume hostilities, 
and hold no oonference with the 
enemy except for military purposes. 
At the some time, Mr. Scanty issued 
a circular despatch infonning the Fe- 
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dend commanders that the negotia- 
tions with Gen. Johnston were £sap- 
proved, and that any future orders 
from Gen. Sherman were to Ito dis- 
regarded. 

SHIRLEY, Evelyn Philip, F.S.A., 
eldest son of the late Evelyn J. Shirley, 
Esq., of Eating^n Park, Warwickshira 
(who was one of the members for 
South Warwickshire from Juno, 1836, 
till May, 1849), was bom Jan. 22, 1812, 
and educated at Magdalen College, Ox- 
ford, where ho graduated B.A. in 1834, 
and proceeded M.A. in 1847. He is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Warwickshire and for co. Monaghan, 
which he represented in the Conserva- 
tive interest from July, 1841, till Aug., 

1847, and was returned for South 
Warwickshire from Nov., 1853, till 
July, 1865. Ho is well known as an 
able and indefatigable antiquary, and 
is the author of a genealogical work 
of high merit, entitled Noble and 
Gentlemen of England, their Arms, 
Ac.,” of which a third edition appeared 
in 1866. He has written Shirleiana 
Stemmata i or, Annals of the Shirleys 
of Eatington,** published in 1841; 
•“ Some Account of the Territory of 
Farnoy, in Ulster,” in 1846; “Histo- 
rical Memoirs of the Lives of the 
Shirley Brothers,” in 1848; and “ Ori- 
ginal Letters, Ac., on Histoiy of the 
Church in Ireland,” in 1851. 

SHORT, De. {See St. Asaph, 
Bishop of.) 

SHREWSBURY AND TALBOT 
(Earl op). The Right Hon. Henry 
John Chetwynd Talbot, C.B., K.S.L., 
K.S.A., Ac., eldest son of the second 
Earl Talbot, bom Nov. 8, 1803, suc- 
ceeded as third Eaid Talbot Jan. 10, 

1848, and established his claim to the 
premier earldom of Shrewsbury, Aug. 
10, 1858; His lordship, who is a Rear- 
Admiiul retired, and a naval A.D.C. 
to the Queen, is Earl of Wexford and 
Waterford, inireland, Hereditary Lord 
High Steward of Ireland, Premier Earl 
in the English and Irish Peerage, and 
aDeputy-Lieut. for the oounty of Staf- 
fnrdw As Yiscount Ing^estre he was 
elected one of the members in the 
Conservative interest for Hertford in 


Deo., 1832, but the election was de- 
clared void, and he sat for South Staf- 
fordshire from Aug., 1837, till he suo- 
ceodod to the peerage, Jan. 10, 1849. 

SHUTTLEWORTH, Sib Jahes 
Phillips Kay, Bart., son of the late 
Robert Kay, Esq., bom July 20, 1804, 
and eduoa^ at Scotch and Foreign 
Universities, was for sometime Secre- 
tary to the Committee of Privy Council 
on Education, and was created a Bart. 
Doc. 22, 1849, on resigning that post 
in which he had been mainly instru- 
mental in establishing a system of 
school inspection by officers appointed 
by the Government. Sir James, who 
assumed the additional name of Shut- 
tlcworth by royal licence on manying. 
Fob. 24, 1842, the heiress of the Shut- 
tleworths of Gawthorpe, co. Lancastor, 
is a Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for the oounty of Lancaster. 

SIAM (First oh Principal King 
op), Chao Pua Mongkout, bom^ about 
1805, sncceodod his father, Phon Din 
Klang, in 1825, by right of his being 
oldest son of the Queen. He was, 
however, set aside by one of his elder 
brothers, whose mother was a woman 
of inferior rank, and refusing to ac- 
cept any dignities, he became a tala- 
poin, or Buddhist monk, and devoted 
a large portion of his timo to study- 
ing dead and modem languages. He 
acquired a familiar knowledge of 
various sciences, and is a member of 
the Asiatio Society of Great Britain. 
Upon the death of his brother in 
April, 1851, Chao ascended the throne - 
with general approbation. Discarding 
the monastic dress he took the title 
of Prabat Somdet Pra Paramenthon 
Maha Mongkout (king supreme, sa- 
cred, and august, who wears the great 
crown). He immediately instituted 
several reforms, exercised his troops 
according to the European system, 
established a royal printing-press, an^d 
granted freedom of worship. In April, 
1855, he concluded a treaty of oom- 
meroe, very advantageous for Great 
Britain, and in 1856 similar treaties 
with France and the United 8tat<^. 
His Majesty has paid great attentioii 
to the devolopmeut of the intemaJi 
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resonroes > of his king^niy apd has 
caused numerous roa^, canals; Aq., 
to be oonstroeted in order to facilitate 
commnnicatioiL with the Yarions pacts 
of Siam. 

SIBTHOBP, The Bey. Bichasd 
WALpo^ B.t>M yoadgcr b^her of the 
late Gol. Sibthorp, who Was many 
yeso^ one of the m^bers for Lincolii, 
TOrni abont . 1791, was educated at 
lifagdaleB College, Oxford, of which 
^'he became Demy and Fellow. He 
graduated B. A. in 1813, proceeded 
H.Arand B.D., was Curate of St. 
Mmy's at Hull, Incumbent of Tatters- 
hall, Linpolnshiro, and Incumbent 
St. James’s Church, Byde. In 1842 
he resigned his‘ Fellowship and pre- 
ferments and Joined the * Boman Ca- 
tholic Church, ,but afterwards re- 
turned to the English Communion. 
Herpnblished in 1835 ’’ The Book of 
Genesis,: with Explanatory and Prac- 
tical .Observations,” Notes on the 
Book of Jonah,” and some contro- 
versial pamphlets and references to 
his secession. He is Chaplain to an 
hoB^tal which he has built and es- 
tablished at Lincoln. 

SICKLES, Major-Gen. Daniel E., 
son of a lawyer, whoso profession ho 
adopted, was born in KoW York. 
When a young man he was known 
as an active Tammany Hall Oemo- 
orot, and was elected to Congross in 
* 1857 by that party as one of tho repre- 
sentatives of the ** Empire City.” A 
demestio ^ tragedy, in which he took 
the laT^ into -his own hands, first 
brought him prominently, but not in 
a very creditable manner, before 
the public, and on the breaking out 
of the civil proposed to raise 

a brigade of 5,000 men, to be enlisted 
for three years’ service. . By great 
exertion he aooomplished his object, 
reoeiv^ hisoomxpisBion as Brigadier- 
General Sep. £’^18131;. during the 
winter qf 1861^8 bis^hdgade operated 
in Lower Haiyls^d, afid* in April, 
1862t. crossed into , Virginia.

Edwin, 
who was educated at St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, and became Rec- 
tor of Gornard Patwa, Suffolk, and 
was for some time Bnral Dean of the 
diocese of Norwich, and Chaplain to 
tho Viscount Hill, has achieved great 
popularity in East Anglia as a preacher 
and as a ]pcturer, and is known gene- 
rally for his interesting accounts of 
tho Asylum for Idiots, to which 
his pamphlets have proved of the 
greatest advantage. He has written 
biographies of Bev. Bowland Hill, of 
Kev. S. Walker, and of Gen. Lord 
Hill; two volumes of Sermons, pub- 
lisht^ in 1841 and 1848 ; ” Philosophy 
of Food and Nutrition in Plants,” in 
1858; and " Electricity s its Pheno- 
mena, Laws, and Bequests.” He has 
twice been Select Pzcaober at Cam- 
bridge, and for ten years lectured 
annually at the Royal Institution of 
Great Britain. 

SIERRA-LEONE (Bishop of). 
The Right Rev. Edward Hyndman 
Becklks, D.D;, son of the late John 
Alleyne Beckles, Esq. (descended 
from tho Beckles family of Durham), 
born in 1816, was educated at Cod- 
rington College,; Bj^Badoes, and after 
holding different oitires in the West 
Indies, was donseerated Bishop in 
1859. The diocese iuoludes a|l Bri- 
tish possessions cm the West Coast of 
Africa, between 20 *" of north, and 20* 
of south latitude, but mori) especially 
the colonies of Sierra-Leeme, the 
Gambia, and the Gold Coast. 

SIMON, John, F.R.S., born Oot. 
10, 1810,-^beoaine an Fonora^ Fellow 
of the Bcyal College of Suigeobs in 
1844; is a Fellow of the Royal Sooieiy, 
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Medical Officer of the . Privy Coiindil, 
Snrgepn to St. Thoma8*8 HdBpita}» 
and Leoturer on Pathology, and was 
the firet; appointed Officer of Heal^ 
to the city ^liondon. He is the anthor 
of severalpapen on Fhysiplo^, Patho- 
logy, and Sargei 7 , ,anaof r^rts, and 
other official papers relating to, the 
sanitaxy state of the people of Eng- 
land. 

SIMPSON, Gen. Bib Janes, G.G.B., 
bom about 1792^ in Boxbnrghshire, 
where his father owned, a small 
estate, entered the army in 1811', 
served daring the Peninsular war, 
from Mey, 1812, till May, 1813, in- 
eluding the latter part of the defence 
of Cadiz and the attack on Seville, 
was proithoted Captain in 1813, was 
engaged in the memorable campaign 
of liD.5, and received a severe wound ' 
at Quatre-Bras. After ser^g some 
time on the staff in Ireland, ho held 
an important command in the Mauri- 
tius, where ho won a high reputation, 
and secured the favour of the late 
Sir C. J. Napier. When that illus- 
trious warrior engaged in his famous 
campaign in Scin£*, early in 1845, 
Col. Simpson acted under him as 
second in command with such success 
that Sir C. J. Napier indicated him 
as the fittest seiwing in the 

Indian army to undertake a high 
command. Sent put to the Crimea 
to discharge the important duties of 
Chief of the Staff, Gen. Simpson was 
appointed to the arduous post of 
Commander-in-Chief of the British 
forces. He was not, however, fortu- 
nate in thi8position,and after the failure 
of the secondassaalt on theBedan, Sep. 
8, 1855, his condaot|wa8 sul^ected to 
severe critidsm. Hp was nevertheless, 
**for distinguished service in.thefiold,” 
promoted to the rank of General, and 
decorated with ^e Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Bath. Sir. James 
Simpson, soon after raceiviog these 
marks of royal fhvonr, resigned his 
oommand to Sir William Godrington, 
and retnmed to England. He is] 
Colonel of the 29th foot, and hns 
reeeived the Turt^ Oniev of the 
Medyidi^ the Grand Cross of * the 


Militaay Order of j^voy, - and ' the 
Grand Oroaa of the Legion of Honour. 

> .' SIMPSON,.'. Sib Jambs Young, 
Bart., M.D., Frpffissor of Midwifery . 
in tlie ’ Hniversity of Edinborgh, and 
tko ‘ diB.<^verejP of the ansssthetioal 
propertiea of oldOrofom, Wn in . 
1811, at Bathgate, Lifilithjgowshire, 
commenced his prcffessional career as 
assistant to the late Professor Thomson. 
The samp strengtii and energy which 
characterized the outset of his career : 
have signalized'his laborious Ufe and 
his rapid rise to.gminenCe. In 1840 
he was appointed Professor of Mid- 
wifeiy in the, University of Edin- 
burgh, and he introduced' diloro^rm 
in 1847.

In ^40 Dr. Simpson was 
elected President of the Edinburgh 
Boyal College of I^ysioians ; in 1852, 
ProsidoDt of the Medtoo-Chiriirgical 
Society $ and in 1853, Foreign Asso- 
ciate of the Freboh Academy of. Me-^ 
dtcitie. In 1856 the French Academy 
of Sciences awarded ^the . Moniyon 
Prize," of 2,000 tebes, to Dr. Simp- 
son, for the benefits *whioh he has 
cooforred on humanity by the intro- 
duction of anoBsthesia by chloroform 
into the practice of surgery and mul- 
wifery ; and a abort time before be 
received the knighthood of the Boyal 
Ordor of St. Olof from Eling Oscar of 
Sweden. Sir J. Simpson’sprofessional 
writings are nnmerons, and are known 
throughout the world, having been- 
translated into nearly every European 
lan^ge. In Jan., 1866,he wasoreated 
a baronet, in recognition of the ser- ; 
vice he had render^ by the discovery 
of oblproform ; and' he received the 
honorSi^ degree of 'D.'C.L.,at Oxford 
the same year. He Was President of 
the ^ departinpnt of Health in the 
Social Sdpnce Congress at Belfast In 
Sep., 1867. ' 

SIMPSON, JoilN PALOBAvp^- bom 
ii^ Nozfeik Parly in the dentmy, re- 
ceived his ndnoati^' under b prii^i^' 
thtor and at - CkiipQB Ghxi^^ OoUege^ 
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Oambridge, where he took the deg^e 
of B.A., and proceeded M.A. in dne 
oonrse. He was intended for the 
Ohnroh, but entertaining a great ob< 
jection to taking orders, ho travelled 
for many years on the Continent, and 
resided at several foreign courts.. 
Having suffered a severe reverse of 
fortune, he devoted his attention to 
literature, in order to repair his 
losses, and for many years contri- 
buted to Blackwood and Frasei^s Ma- 
gaeiines and Bentleys Miscellany. He 
wrote ** Second Lpve, andl other 
Tales,’* published in 1846 ; ** Gisella : 
a Novel,” and ** Letters from the 
Danube,” in 1S17; ” Lily of Paris, or 
the King^s Nurse,” and ” Pictures 
from Bevolutionary Paris,” in 184-8. 
Mr. Simpson returned definitively to 
this country in 1860, and, having a 
great fondness for the drama, com- 
menced writing for the stage with 
considerable success. He has pro- 
duced about forty pieces of different 
kinds. His best-known dramas are 
“The World and the Stage;” “Second 
Love,” which is very popular in the 
United States, and has been trans- 
lated into several foreign languages ; 
and “ Sybilla, or Step by Step.” 
His latest work is a life of Karl 
Maria von Weber, compiled from 
materials provided by a Gorman bio- 
graphy written by tho son of the 
great composer, published in 1865. 

SIMS, Bichaud, antiquaiy and 
author, bom at Oxford, in 1816, was 
educate at New College School in that 
University, and, at the recommenda- 
tion of the late Bev. Dr. Bliss, of 
Oxford, entered the publio serrice in 
1841 as an attendant in the Manu- 
script Department at the British 
Museum. In 1859, after seventeen 
years* service, he became a Tran- 
scriber. In 1849 he published an 
“ Index to the Heralds’ Visitations ; ” 
in 1854, “ A Handbook to the Libraiy 
of tile British Museum j ” in 1856, “ A 
Ifaunal for the Genealogist, Topogra- 
pher, Antiquaiy, and Leg^Ptofessor;” 
m 1880^1., in ooiqunotion with Mr. 
V. Ketherolift, jun., “ Tho Handbook 
to Autographs : being a Beady Guide 


to the Handwriting of Distinguished 
Men and Women of eveiy Nation;** and 
in 1864-5 “The Autograph Souvenir.** 
Mr. Sims has been for some timo 
engaged in preparing for the press 
“ A Classed Catalogue of Manuscripts 
relating to British Heraldry and To- 
pography, deposited in the Publio, 
and many of the Private Libraries of 
the Kingdom,” as well as a second 
edition of the aforementioned “ Index 
to the Heralds’ Visitations.” , 

SIMSON, Mabtin Edwabd, bom at 
KOnigsbeig, Nov. 10, 1810, was edu- 
cated in that city, became doctor in 
law in 1829, and professor in law in 
1833. He was nominated Counsellor 
of tho Supreme Tribunal in 184^ 
represented Kdnigsberg in the Frank- 
fort Assembly, of which he became 
President, and formed a member of 
the deputation which offered the Im- 
perial crown to the king of Prussia in 
1849. On the failure of this mission 
ho withdrew from the National As- 
sembly at Frankfort, presided over 
the Assembly at Erfurt, and joined 
the Opposition in tho second Prussian 
Chamber. Wearied with political 
contests, ho resumed his position at 
Kdnig^berg as judge and professor, 
again entered the Chamber, of which 
ho was elected President in 1861, 
and became President of the North 
German Parliament in 1867. He has 
written a “ History of the Tribunal 
of Kdnigsberg,” and some treatises 
on jurisprudence. 

S INC LAI B, The Ven. John, 
younger son of the late Bight Hon. 
Sir John Sinclair, Bart., bom towards 
the close of the last century, gradu- 
ated at Pembroke College, Oxford, 
B.A. in 1819, and M.A. in 1822. He 
was for many years Secretary to the 
National Society, and his exertions 
in the cause of education were un- 
tiring and successful. He became 
Examining Chaplain to the Bishop of 
London in 1839, Vicar of Kensington 
in 1842, and Archdeacon of Middlesex 
in 1848» He went to the United States 
on a mission from the Society for the 
Propagation of the Go^el^ in 1853,. 
and has written '*The Life and Times 
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of Sir John Sinclair/* pnbHshed in 
1837; Dissertations yindicating tho 
'Church of England, and in favour of 
Apostolical Succession; “Questions 
on the Catechism, and on the Church's 
Daily Services;’* an “Essay on 
Church Patronage ; “ Letters on tho 

Gorham Case,** in reply to the 
Bishop of Exeter; several Charges to 
■the Clergy of tho Archdeaconry, and 
many separate Sermons. 

SKODA, Joseph, physician, bom 
at Filson, in Bohemia, Deo. 10, 1805 ; 
followed tho medical course in tho 
University of Vienna in 1823, received 
his doctorate in 1831, practised mo- 
dicino in Bohemia while the cholera 
raged there, and was appointed, in 
1833, Second Physician to the Gene- 
ral Hospital of Vienna. Under Heine 
and Gutbrod he learned the use of 
Laennec’s stethoscope, and resolved 
to devote himself specially to the 
study of pathological anatomy and 
tho now methods of auscultation and 
pcrouBsion. His practical courses, 
commenced in 1835, were very suc- 
oessful, and his reputation increased 
in consequence of the happy cures 
effected by his method. In 1840 he 
became Physician to the division of 
■the Hospital of Vienna which treats 
diseases of the chest; in 1841 was 
appointed Physician-in-Ghief to tho 
Hospital ; in 1846, Professor of Clini- 
cal iledicinc; and in 1848 was elected 
-a member of the Vienna Academy of 
Sciences. Skoda, whoso reputation on 
tho Continent is chiefly based on the 
number and talents of tho pupils he 
has trained, now scattered all over 
Germany,* has published few scien- 
tific works. He does not pretend to 
pause at physical symptoms to con- 
clude immediately on the nature of 
diseases, but to see in them only tho 
external signs of the physical condi- 
tion of the organism, and to penetrate, 
with the aid of pathological anatomy 
nnd experience, to the veiy principle 
jof every morbid affection. This me- 
thod, by which his followera pretend 
to raise medicine to the rank of an ; 
•exact science, Skoda has explained in . 
“ Treatise on Aoscultation and Per- ’ 


oussion,” published at Vienna in 
1839. 

SLADE, Sib Adolphus, K.C.B., 
son of tho late Gen. Sir John Slade, 
Bart., G.G.H., bom in 1807, j ^hme 
a commander in the navy f /1841. 
He is an Admiral in the Turkish ser- 
vice, which he entered many years 
ago, and in which he effected several 
improvements during the Crimean war, 
and he was created a K.C.B. in 1858. 

SLIDELL, John, one of the Com- 
missioners to Europe from the Gonfo- 
dera^ States of North America, seized 
on board the TVant by the commander 
of the U.S. frigate San Jacinto, was 
bora in New York, in 1793. After 
receiving a good education, he com- 
menced business in New Orleans as 
a lawyer, and having, after , twenty 
years* successful toil at the* bar, ac- 
cumulated a , largo fortune, devoted 
himself principally to politics. Ho 
was elected to represent Louisiana in 
Congress ; first in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and afterwards in the 
Senate, and before being elected to 
the Senate, he was, on the outbreak 
of the war with Mexico, in 1846, de- 
puted by President Polk to proceed 
as Minister to that republic. At the 
conclusion of the war, which secured 
California, Utah, and New Mexico to 
the United States, he became the con- 
stant advocate for tho fulfilment of 
that “manifest destiny** which pointed 
to the absorption of Mexico and of the 
island of Cuba. Daring , tho presi- 
dentship of Mr. Buchanan Mr. Slidell 
remained in tho Senate, declined the 
offer of the embassy to France made 
in 1857, and exercised unbounded 
influence over the President. From 
the moment of Mr. Lincoln’s election, 
Mr. Slidell adopted the cause of Seces- 
sion with such vigour and address as 
to draw from his Northern antagonists 
the encomium of “being the ablest 
engineer of conspiracy in all the 
South,” and ho was, with Ifr. Mason 
(g.ia), chosen to represent ithe Confe- 
derate government at tho J^noh 
court. .The particulars of the TuijjpstL 
fiable seizure of the two obmmissi^iu • 
on their way to Europe ^11 be fount/ 
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in the acconntof Mr. Mason. The effect 
of his residence in Paris was under- 
stood to bo favourable to fcbe Southom 
canse, though he was unable to per- 
suade the French Emperor to take 
any decided step in support of tho Con- 
federates. Great efforts wore made to 
induce Napoleon III. to unite with 
the South, making Mexico his base of 
operations ; but the risk was no doubt 
deemed too great for tho Emperor to 
undertake so hazardous an enterprise. 

SMEE, Alfred, F.B.S., V.P.G.S., 
surgeon to the Bank of EnglanjL son 
of a gentleman who held tho omce of 
chief accountant to the Bank of Eng- 
land, bom in 1818, was admitted a 
member of the College of Surgeons in 
1810, and was elect^ a Fellow of the 
Boyal Sjpcietj in 1841. He has a 
thorough knowledge of electricity in 
all its branches, which he has made 
his special study j has given his name 
to a galvanic battery, and has written 
several works connected with these 
and other subjects bearing in a greater 
orlessdegree on his profession; includ- 
ing “Electro-Metallurgy;” “Soureos 
of Physical Science,” published in 
1843 ; “ Electro-Biology ;” “ Tho Po- 
tato-Plant, its Uses and Properties,” 
in 1846 ; ” The Principles of the Hu- 
man Mind,” in 1849 ; “ Instinct, and 
Beason, deduced from Electro*-Bio- 
logy,” in 1850 ; “ Lectures on Electro- 
Metallurgy, delivered at the Bank of 
England,” and “ Process of Thought, 
adapted to Words and Language,” in 
1851. He devised tho present system 
of printing the Bank of England notes, 
is the chairman of several important 
public companies, and was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate, in tho Conservative 
interest, for Bochester, at the gener^ 
election in July, 1865. 

SMILES, SauuEL, bora in Had- 
dington, Scotland, in 1816, was edu- 
cate for the medical profession, and 
practised for some time as a surgeon j 
at Leeds ; but abandoning medicine, | 
ho sneoe^ed the late Mr. Bobert' 
Niool as editor of the Leeds Times, 

' He became, in 1845, seoretaiy of the 
•^Leed^ and Thirsk Baiilway, whence, 
^iflier a temporary engagement, ho 


transferred his services, about 1852, 
to the South-Eastern Bailway, from 
which he retired in 1866. He has 
written “ Physical Education ; or. 
Nurture of Children,” published in 
1837 ; ” History of Ireland,” pub- 
lished whilst he was at Leeds; “ Bail- 
way Property, its Conditions and 
Prospects,” in 1849 ; “ Life of George 
Stephenson,” ofwhioh the fifth edition 
appeared in 1858 ; “ Self-Help ; with 
Illustrations of Character and Con- 
duct,” in 1860 ; ” Workmen’s Earn- 
ings, Strikes, and Wages,” in 1861 ; 
“ Lives of Engineers, witli an Account 
of their Works,” in 1862; “Industrial 
Biography,” in 1863 ; and “ Lives of 
Boulton and Watt,” in 1865. He has 
been a constant contributor to tho 
Quarterly Review and other periodicals. 

SMIRKE, Sydney, B.A., architect, 
brother of the late Sir Bobert Stiiirke, 
B.A., born at the commencement of 
the century, obtained the gold modal . 
of the Boyal Academy in 1819, and 
has gained considerabfe reputation in 
his profession, having practised in 
both the prevailing schools of archi- 
tecture, but with a decided bias in. 
favour of Italian art. His principal 
works are the Juvenile Reformatory 
in tho Islo of Wight, the Custom- 
Housos at Gloucester and Newcastle, 
the Carlton and Conservative Club- 
houses in London (the latter in con- 
junction with the late Mr. Basovi), 
tho restoration of portions of Lichfield 
Cathedral and York Minster (aftor 
the second fire there), the restoration 
of the Savoy Chapel and of the Temple 
Chnroh (in conjunction with Mr. 
Barton), the An^os in the Horti- 
cultural Gardens, the Beading-room, 
the Roman and Assyrian Galleries, 
and other works at the British Mu- 
seum, portions of Luton Hoo, Drayton 
Manor, and many other .mansions. 
He is architect to Bridewell and 
Bethlem Hospitals, and to the Inner 
Temple, and Surveyor-General to the 
Duchy of Lancaster; was elected Asso- 
ciate of the Boyal Academy in 1848, 
B.A. in 1860, Professor of Archi- 
tecture in the Academy in 1861, and 
Treasurer in 1862. He is Trustee of' 
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the Boyal Academy and of the Soane 
Mnsenm, and received the gold medal 
of the Royal Institute of British Arohi- 
toots, of which he has been a Fellow 
many years. 

SMITH, Sir Andrew, K.O.B., M.D., 
F.R.G.P., son of the late Mr. T. Smith, 
of Heron Hall, Roxburghshire, born in 
1797, was educated at Edinburgh, 
where he graduated in 1819. He is 
Honorary Fellow of the Faculty of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, 
of the College of Surgeons of Edin- 
burgh, and of the Medico-Ghiruigical 
of Aberdeen, and M.D. honoris causa 
of Trinity College, Dublin. Dr. A. 
Smith, who was Director-General of 
tlie Army Medical Department from 
1851 till 1858, has written “ Illustra- 
tions of tho Zoology of South Africa,” 
published in 1838-47 ; “ Origin and 
Histoiy of tho Bushmen j ** “ Zoology 
of South Africa “ History of Se- 
condary Small-pox,” and various con- 
tributions to scientido periodicals. 
He was created a K.G.B., civil division, 
on retiring from his office in 1858. 

SMITH, Charles Roach, F.S.A., 
antiquary, born at Landgua^, in tho 
Isle of Wight, early in the centuiy, 
has compiled “ Collectanea Antiqua,** 
in six volumes, of which the first 
appeared in 184f8 and the sixth in 
1896 ; The Antiquities of Rioh- 
boroiigh, Recuiver, and Lymne,” in 
1850 ; with supplements on Lymne 
and Pevensey iu 1852-8 ; “ Illustra- 
tions of Roman London,” a work 
based on tho author’s personal re- 
searches made daring his residence 
in tho city of London, when he formed 
the collection of loc^ a? tiquitios de- 
scribed in his Illustrated Catalogue 
of the Museum of London Antiquities,” 
publisl^ in 1854. This collection was 
transferred to the British Museum 
in 1856. Mr. Roach Smith’s earliest 
antiquarian papers were printed in the 
” Archasologia and ho contributed 
to the earlier volumes of the Britisl^ 
Arohseologioal Association, and during 
the last few years to the Gentleman’s 
Magasine. With Mr. ,T. Wright he 
founded the British Aroheeological 
Association, tho forerunner of the 


numerous Archaeological Societies. 
In 1856 he edited the ” Inventorium 
Sepnlchrale” of Bryan Faussett, a 
quarto volume devoted to the Saxon 
antiquities of Kent, excavated in the 
last century by the Rev. B. Faussett. 
This costly work was produced under 
tho auspices of Mr. Joseph Mayer, of 
Liverpool. Mr. C. R. Smith has de- 
voted much attention to pomology, 
and especially to the culture of the 
vine in the open ground ; and in 1863 
he published a pamphlet, which had 
a largo circulation, “On tho Scarcity 
of Home-grown Fruits in Great 
Britain, with remedial suggestions.” 

SMITH, Christopher Weru, orni- 
thologist, second son of tho late Henry 
Smith, Esq., of Camberwell and Peck- 
ham, Surrey, born in 1793, was edu- 
cated at Haileybury College, and pro- 
ceeded to India with a nomination to 
tho Civil Service in 1811. Having 
hold several important pr)st3 in India, 
he retired from the service on a 
pension, and has since resided chiefly 
at Florence. He has written, jointly 
with Sir C. D'Oyly, an elaborate work 
on tho ” Ornithology of Rindostan,” 
lithographed in India, with illustra- 
tions in colours from his own pencil, 
and a similar book on Indian Sport.'* 
It is ifliderstood that he is preparing 
a work on the ” Birds and Flowers of 
South Africa.” The materials of an 
elaborate work on the ” Pitti Gallery 
of Florence,” which cost him eleven 
years’ toil, were lost in the Bloch 
Prince steamer. 

SMITH, Gen. Edmund Kirdt, lato 
of the Confederate army, son of tho 
late Judge L. Smith, was bom in Sc. 
Augustine, Florida ; entered West 
Point in 1841, and graduated in 1845. 
At the close of the Mexican war, in 
which he served, he was sent to West 
Point, and remained there for three 
years as Assistant Instructor of Mathe- 
matics.' After some other services he 
attained the rank of Major of oavblry, 
which grade he resigned at the out- 
break of the oivil war, and joined the 
Confederates. He was appoint 
Major of artilleiy, shortly afterwards 
Lieat.-Col. of Fan Dorn’s oavaliy, Adjtt- 
3 b2 
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tant-General to Gen. J. Johnston, and 
in that capacity obtained the ra^ of 
Brigadier-General. He was assigned 
to a brigade of Gen. Johnston’s corps, 
and by a timely arriyal, in conjunction 
with Kershaw, changed the current of 
the battle of Bull Bun, at which he 
was sererely wounded and <A)ligod to 
retire from the field. Shortly after 
he was made a Major-General, and 
married a daughter of Col. Mc’Danicl, 
who had attended him through his 
illness. On his recovery he invaded 
Tennessee, and threatened Loflisville 
and Cincinnati, but was obliged, in 
conjunction with Bragg, to retreat to 
Murfreesboro, and was sent, early in 
1863, by President Jefferson Davis to re- 
lieve Holmes in command of the Trans- 
Mississippi Department. Ho was 
made a General, and for a long time 
his head-quarters were at Strevoport. 
His speculations in cotton, however, 
attracted much attention, and lost 
him the confidence of the public. Ho 
was in command of the Confedorate 
troops in the campaign in which oc- 
curred the battles of Mansfiold and 
Pleasant Hill, and the damming of 
Bod Biver, and the retreat of Banks. 
In May, 1865, he surrondod to Gen. 
Canby and left the country, but 
having obtained leave from Fi^sidont 
Johnson, returned to Lynohbuig. 

SMITH, Fjiancis Pettit, the first 
snceessful applier of the screw-pro- 
peller to the poi'posos of navigation, 
is the. only son of tlio late Mr. C. 
Smith, postmaster at Hythe, where 
he was bom, Feb. 9, 1808. Having 
gleaned the rudiments of education at 
a school at Ashford, Kent, he became 
a grazing farmer. As a boy ho showed 
groat skill in the construction of 
boats ; and in 1834 a model wliioh he 
had put together, propelled by a 
screw driven by a spring, answered so 
well that he arrived at the conclusion 
that such a smw might supersede 
the paddle- wheds of steam-vessels. 
Aid^ by the late Mr. Wright, the 
banker, Mr. C. A. Caldwell, Mr. Pil. 
grim, engineer, Ao.i, he spent two or 
three years in testing his principle by 
various experiments in larger boats, , 


which were attended with satisfactory 
results. In 1837 ho visited Dover 
and Folkstone in his tiny craft, and 
established the fact that his screw 
would work as well in a heavy sea as 
in smooth water, and in 1838 his in- 
vention was brought under the notice 
of tho Lords of the Admiralty, and 
for them tho ArchAmedsSt 23? tons, 
90-horso power, was built— the first 
vessel of the kind that was fitted with 
tho screw. In spite of tho difficulties 
which were thrown in his way, Mr. 
Smith persevered, as Watt and Ste- 
phenson hod done before, and at the 
expiration of his patent in 1856 ho 
had the satisfaction of seeing no less 
than 327 ships and vessels of all 
classes fitted with tho screw in the 
Boyal Navy, and an equal number of 
vessols in the British merchant ser- 
vice, sinco which date there has been 
a great inorease in both services. Tho 
French government made use of Mr. 
Smith’s invention. In 1855 her Ma- 
jesty granted him a pension on the 
Civil List of £200 a year, and soon 
afterwards the loading engineers of 
the countiy, to mark thoir senso of 
his merits as an inventor, and of the 
groat practical benefits which his 
adaptation of the screw-propeller had 
oonferrod upon navigation, subscribed 
about £2,000, which, with a sei’vice 
of plate, they presented him as a 
testimonial. It is oalculated that Mr. 
Smith’s invention had, in 1856, saved 
to tho Boyal navy alone engines to tho 
extout of above 100,000 horse -power, 
the cost of which (exclusive of hulls) 
would be between £5,000,000 and 
£6,0Oi>,000; while in the merohant 
and naval transport services, tho 
pecuniary saving .effected has pro- 
bably been greater— to say nothing 
of the greater efficiency and com- 
pootness thereby obtained. In 1860 
Mr. Smith was appointed Curator of 
the Patent Museum, South Kensing- 
ton. From the lateist Admiralty re- 
turns it appears that 476 ships and 
vessels of all classes have been fitted 
with the screw for her Majesty’s ser- 
vice, and fix)m the latest costom-honse 
returns that no less than 912 vessels 
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Unsteadiness ? and What is the Be- 
medy?*' and in 1848 "The Fast, 
the Fresenti the Future/* being an 
elaborate attack on the doctrine of 
Malthns and his school. "Frinciples 
of Social Science " appeared in 1858. 
Many of his works liavo been trans- 
lated into foreign languages. 

GABLfiN, Madame Emilia Flyg- 
GASE, novelist, was born in Stock- 
holm, in 1810. Her maiden name 
was Schmidt, and her first marriage 
to a musician, named Flyggare, was 
an unfortunate one. After its dissolu- 
tion she was married to M. J. G. Carleu, 
a lawyer of Stockholm, known as a 
poet and romancist. Her first novel, 
" Waldemar Klein,** appeared in 1338, 
and by 1851» an interv^ of only thir- 
teen yeoi's, she had publislied her 
twenty-second work. Amongst the 
publications best known in this coun- 
try are " Rose of Thistloton/* " Wo- 
man's Life,** " The Birthnght,** "The 
Magic Goblet/* " Ivar, or the Skjut*s 
Boy/* "The Lover*s Stratagem/* 
" Mary Ijoniso,’* " Events of tho Year,” 
"The Maiden’s Tower,” and " John.** 
This by no means exhausts the' cata- 
logue of this lady’s productions, for 
she is a most pndific writer. 

GARLETON, William, was born at 
Glogher, Tyrone, in 1798. His father, 
a peasant, was remarkable for his 
knowledge of the traditions of Ireland, 
and from him tho author appears to 
have early imbibed tho chai'actoristio 
prejudices, feelings, and superatitions 
of his country. Garletou, who dis- 
played a taste for reading, became a 
tutor in a village school. Having left 
his iiome to go to Dublin in search of 
fortune, ho published, anouymously, 
in 1830, " Traits and Stories of the 
Irish Feasantiy.” His productions 
include a second series of " Traits and 
Stories,” "Fardorougha the lltiser,”. 
" The Fawn of Spring Vale,” " Valen- 
tine M‘Clutohy,” "The Block Fro- 
phet,” « Castle Squander,” .« Willie 1 
Reilly,** “The Black Baronet/* “The ; 
Evil Eye/* and numerous talcs. Mr. ! 
Garlirton, who has a literary pen- ! 
sion of £200 a year, resides in the 
neighbourhood of Dublin. 


CARLISLE (Bisuop of). The Hoh. 
AND Right Rev. Samuel Walde- 
GiLiVE, D.D., son of the eighth Earl 
Waldegrave, born in 1817, and edu- 
cated at Gheam' School and Ballipl 
College, Oxford, whero he graduated 
B.A. as a double first-class in 1839. 
Having held some university offices 
and parochial cures, he was nominated 
to a cauonry of Salisbuiy Cathedral 
in 1857, and in 18G0 was consecrated 
to the see of Carlisle, rendered vacant 
by the translation of Dr. Villiers to 
Durham. His lordship, who is a mo- 
derate evangelical in Jiis religious 
opinions, is the author of " Now Tes- 
tament Milleniiarianism,” being “ Tho 
Bamptou Lectures for 1854/* and 
sovenil smaller works. Ills diocese 
includes Cumberland, Westmorland, 
and part of North Lancashire; and 
the patronage consists of thirty-five 
livings. The annual value of tho see 
is £4,500. 

CARLYLE, Thomas, essayist, bio- 
grapher, and historian, was born iu 
1795, at Ecclofecban, a small village 
in Dumfriesshire, whore his father, a 
man of intellect and earnest religious 
feeling, held a small farm, and re- 
ceived tho rudiments of his education 
at Annan. At tho age of fourteen lie 
entered the University of Edinburgh, 
passing through a reg^r curriculum, 
and studying mathematics under Pro- 
fessor Leslie. Intended by his parents 
for tho ministry, ho remained at tho 
nniveijity upwards of seven years, 
spending his vacations among the hills 
and by tho rivers of Dumfriesshire. 
At college his habits wore lonely and 
contemplative. After teaching mathe- 
matics in a school in Fifoshire for 
about two years, he determined to 
devote himself to literature, and in 
1823 commenced his career by con- 
tributing to Brewstor*s " Edinburgh 
Encyclopedia,” some able ortioles on 
" Montesquieu,” " Montaigne,*’ “ Nel- 
son/* and tho “Two Pitts/* and liter^y 
notices to tho New Edinbwrgh Review, 
In tho same year he completed a trans- 
lation of Legendre’s Geometry,” to 
which he prefixed an “Essay on Fropor- 
tioxi,” and published his translation of 
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of all sorts have adopted the screw 
in the merchant service. 

SMITH, The Bight Bet. George, 
some time Bishop of YiotoHa, 
Hongkongf, son of the late G. Smith, 
Esq., of Wellington, bom in 1815, was 
edncated at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1837, and 
proceeded M. A. Having held a curacy 
and a small incumbency in Yorkshire, 
and spent some little time as a mis- 
sionaiy at Hongkong, he was conse- 
crated, in 1849, first Bishop of Vic- 
toria in that colony, and resigned in 
1866. He has written ** A Narrative 
of a Visit to Loo-Choo,’* published in 
1850; *‘Ten Weeks in Japan,” in 
1861; China: Her Past and Future;” 
a pamphlet on the Slave Trade, Ac. 

SMITH, Goldwix, born at Bead- 
ing, where his father was a physi- 
cian, in 1823, was educated at Eton, 
entered at Christ Church, Oxford, 
and was shortly after elected to a 
Domyship at Magdalen College. He 
took his B.A. degree in 1845, having 
obtained the Ireland and Hertford 
Scholarships and the ChanooUoFs 
prize for Latin verse, and was elected 
Follow of University College, of 
which ho bccamo Tutor. After tak- 
ing his degree, he obtained the 
Chancellor’s prizes for the Latin and 
English essays, and was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1847, but did 
not practise. He acted as Assistant- 
Secretary to the first Oxford Commis- 
sion (that of Inquiiy), and as Secre- 
tary to the second, and was a member 
of the Education Commission of 1859. 
Havingboen appointed Professor of Mo- 
dem History in the University of Ox- 
ford, he resigned in J uly, 1866. Ho was 
one of the contributors to the ” An- 
thologia Oxoniensis,” and has written 
anonymously as a journalist. Ho has 
composed, “Irish Histoiy and Irish 
Character;” “ BationalBeligion and the 
BationaJistio Objections of the Hamp- 
ton Lectures of 1858 ; ’* Lectures on 
Modem History;” “Lectures on the 
Study of History ; ” “ Lecture : Founda- 
tion of American Colonies,” and “ On 
Supposed Consequences of Historical 
Progress,” published in 1861 ; “ Em- 


pire : a Series of Letters,” and “ Does 
tho Bible Sanction Slavery?” in 
1863 ; “ Letter to the Southern Inde- 
pendence Association ; ” and “ Plea 
for Abolition of Tests in Oxford,” in 
1864; and “Three English Statesmen, 
Pym, Cromwell, and Pitt,” in 1867. 

SMITH, James, son of the late 
Joshua Smith, bom in Liverpool, 
March 26, 1805; at an early age 
entered a merchant’s counting-house, 
where he remained seventeen years, 
when he commenced business on liis 
own account, and was enabled to retire 
with a competency in 1855. Hesiod 
during a long peri^ studied geometiy 
and mathematics, and devoted much 
attention to mechanical experiments ; 
tho latter for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing mining operations ; for tho more 
perfect consumption of coal for steam 
and other purposes, but chiefly with 
the view of demonstrating whether 
the natural forces of air and water 
can or cannot bo made to produce a 
primary motive power indopendent 
of chemical change. All the results 
of his various mechanical investiga- 
tions have not as yet been made 
public, but his geometrical and mathe- 
matical researches have from time to 
time been published, and he lays 
claim to a discovery of much impor- 
tance, no other than that of solving 
tho problem of the true ratio of 
diameter to circumference in a circle, 
or, as it is familiarly termed, “ Squar- 
ing the Circle.” Mr. Smith’s theory 
on this abstruse question has, how- 
ever, beeu severely handled by mathe- 
maticians ; among others by the late 
Dr. Whewell, and Lieut.-Gen. T. Per- 
ronet Thompson, but more especially 
by Professor De Morgan, who has 
taken much pains in the columns of 
the Athenceum to fix upon him the 
character of a “paradoxer of un- 
erasable reputation.” From the 
attacks of opponents to his theory 
Mr. Smith hu defended himself in 
his numerous published works on the 
quadrature of the circle. He was 
nominated by the Board of Trade to 
a seat at the Liverpool Local Marine 
Board, and has for some yean been 
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its Cbairman; is a member of the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board 
and of the Literary and Philosophical 
the Polytechnic, and other literary 
and scientific asBociations of his native 
town. 

SMITH, James, bom near Maid< 
stone, Kent, in 1820, became editor 
of the Herts County Press in 1840. He 
published in 1845 ** Rural Records ; *' 
and in 1849 was appointed editor of 
the Salisbury Journal. While residing 
in that city ho produced a work 
favourably noticed at the time, under 
thefitle of “ Lights and Shadows of 
Artist Life and Character,” published 
in 1853, and followed by a contribu- 
tion to county history, descriptive of 
** Wilton and its Associations.** Ho 
proceeded to Australia in 1854, be< 
came a member of the editorial staff 
of tho Argus, the leading journal of 
Victoria, and was associated with Mr. 
Frederick Sinnets in founding the 
Melhowme Punch, which he edited for 
five years. Ho has written two or 
three successful plays, and acquired 
celebrity in the Australian colonics as 
a public lecturer, an essayist, and as 
a critic in matters connected with the 
drama and fine arts. In 1863 ho was 
appointed Librarian to the Parlia- 
ment of Victoria. 

SMITH, Gen. Sir John Mark 
Frederick, K.H., son of the late 
Major-Gen. Sir J. F. S. Smith, K.C.H., 
bom .in 1792, entered the corps of 
Royal Fngineers in 1805, serv^ in 
1809 at the siege of the Castle of 
Ischia^ and the capture of that island 
and Procida, in the Bay of Naples ; 
at the capture of Zante and Cepha- 
lonia, in 1810; in the action before 
the investment of the fortress of St. 
Maura ; and as Deputy Assistant 
Quartermaster-Gen., and at the siege 
and capture of the fortress as an 
oflBcer of Engineers. He is a General 
in the army, and a Golonel-Gom- 
mandant of the B.E., and has been an 
inspector of railways. He represented 
Chatham in the Conservative interest 
from July, 1862, till June, 1853, when 
he was unseated on petition ; was re- 
elected in March, 1857, and in April, 


1859, and retired in 1865. He is the 
author of a translation of Marmont’a 
^'Pmsent State of the Turkish Em- 
pivB,’* published in 1839. 

SMITH, The Rev. Joseph Den- 
ham, bom at Romscy, Hants, about 
1816, having been educated at tho 
Dublin Theological Institution, en- 
tered the ministiy of tho Congrega- 
tional Dissenters in 1837; became 
minister of the Congregational Churoh 
at Kingstown, near Dublin, in 184>9, 
and took the lead in the Revivalist 
movement in that part of Ireland. 
Ho wrote “ Oliver Cromwell ; or, Eng- 
land Past and Present;*’ ** The Rhine 
and the Reformation ; or, Europe 
Past and Present,” published in 1852 ; 
“Connemara, and an account of its 
Protestant Reformation,” in 1853; 
” A Voice from tho Alps, or tho Vol- 
leys of tho Vaudois, with Scones by 
way of Lands and Lakes historically 
associated,” in 1854 ; ** Winnowed 
Grain : Solcctionsfrom Addresses,” in 
1862; and “Life Traths,” in 1866. 
In 1863 a magnificent edifice for 
religious worship, entitled Merrion 
Hall, 'of which Mr. Smith is the prin- 
cipal minister, was opened in Dublin. 

SMITH, Sir Montagu Edward, 
Ent., eldest son of the late Thomas 
Smith, Esq., of Bideford, Devon, bom 
in 1809, educated at tho Grammar- 
school at Bideford ; was called to tho 
Bar at the Middle Temple, in Nov., 
1835, and was made a Queen’s Coun- 
sel in 1852. He was one of the mem- 
bers in the Liberal Conservative in- 
terest for Truro from April, 1859, till 
Feb., 1865, when he was appointed 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, 
and received the honour of knighthood. 

SMITH, Rojiert Angus, F.R.S., 
F.C.S., Ph.-Doct., bom near Glasgow, 
Feb. 16, 1817, was educated at Glas- 
gow, and studied chemistry at Giessen, 
under Liebig, from 1839 till 1841. In 
connection with Dr. ^yfair, he la- 
boured on the sanitary condition of 
towns m Lancashire, and whilst prao- 
rising as a professional chemist, has 
written numerous papers relating to 
the condition of the air. His report * 
to the British Assopiation, in 1848, on 
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the Air and Water of Towns, gave a 
great impulse to the question at that 
time, and a paper on the Air of Towns, 
in the Chemical 8ocieiy*8 Journal of 
1858, first produced data establishing 
the difierenoe of the town and oountty 
air wherever found. Having been 
apijointod by the Boyal Mines Com 
mission to inquire into the state of the 
atmosphere in metalliferous mines, 
he drew up a very valuable report, 
which contains several analyses of the 
air of mines, on the variations of 
pare air. It was followed by an 
inquiry into the Action of Carbonic 
A.cid on the Circulation of the Blood, 
by experiments made in an air-tight 
chamber, and, in 1861, by a memoir 
on the Constitution of the Atmo- 
sphere, including an inquiry into tho 
air on the hills and valleys of Scot- 
land, of Switzerland, Ac. In conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Mo’Dongall, he examined 
tho action of disinfectants, and es- 
pecially recommended carbonic acid, 
pure or in tor-oil, and this has been 
extensively used since that period, in 
various forma, in this and other coun- 
tries. Ho was elected F.B.S. in 1867, 
and was some time President of the 
Literary and Philosophical Society of 
Manchester. His special inquiries 
into the quality of the air of towns, 
when polluted by gases from manu- 
factures, led to his appointment by the 
Board of Trade, under the Alkali Act 
of 1863, as Inapoctor-gonoral of Alkali- 
works for the United Kingdom. He 
has written a ** Life of Dalton, and 
History of the Atomic Theoiy up to 
his Time,” official reports to the Board 
of Health, various memoirs on the 
Arts, in Ure and Hunt's New Dic- 
tionary of Arts and Sciences,” and to 
tho Boyal Society on the Absorption 
of Gases, and by desire of the Boyal 
Cattle Plague Commission, a Memoir on 
the Action of Disinfectants generally. 

SMITH, The Bev. Bobebt Patne, 
D.D., born in Nov., 1818, educated at 
Pembroke College, Oxford, of which he 
was Scholar, and where he graduated, 
with seoond-olass honours^ in 1841, 
and obtained the Boden (Sanscrit) 
And the Posey an^Kllerton (Hebrew) 


University Soholardiips. In the dis- 
charge of his duty as Under-Librarian 
of the Bodleian, he published, in a 
quarto volume, an elaborate Latin 
catalogue of the Syriac MSS. belong- 
ing to that library; has edited and 
translated the works of St. Cyril of 
Alexandria, — extant only in Syriac, — 
from the MSS. brought to this country 
by Archdeacon Tattam ; and has 
translated the onrious ecclesiasticcd 
history of John of Ephesus, in the 
same collection of MSS. Dr. Smith 
is engaged in preparing, for tho Dele- 
gates of the Oxford Press, a l^riao 
lexicon, based on that of Castclli, but 
a much larger work, and one that 
cannot fail greatly to aid Biblical 
criticism. The first part is in the 
press, and will appear daring the 
current year. He is known as a 
profound Hebraist, and an excellent 
Arabic scholar, and his ” Messianic 
Interpretation of the Prophecies of 
Isaiah,” published in 1862, affords proof 
of his erudition. He is engaged to 
contribute a commentaiy on Jeremiah 
to the largo work that is to appear 
under the auspices of tho Speaker. 
Dr. Smith was appointed, in Aug., 
1865, to succeed Dr. Jacobson as Bej^us 
Professor of Divinity in the University 
of Oxford, on the advancement of the 
latter to the bishopric of Chester. 

SMITH, WiLLiAir, formerly a well- 
known printseller, was bom July 11, 
1808, in Lisle Street, Leicester Square, 
whore his father had for many years 
carried on that business. At the de- 
cease of the latter, in 1835, Mr. W. 
Smith, in conjunction with his brother, 
succeeded him, and in 1836 he pur- 
chased the celebrated collection of en- 
gravings formed by Mr. Sheepshanks ; 
the Dutch and Flemish portions of 
which, considered to bo the most 
perfect in Europe, Mr. Smith sold to 
tho British Museum for £5,000, though 
he had received offers much larger in 
amount from Holland. This was the 
commencement of a series of hu^ 
transactions with that establishment, 
and he neglected no opportunity 
of enriching the print department 
from the numerous purchases he 
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made in this countty, and in repeated 
yisits to the Continent. In this ho 
received ‘ eyeiy encouragement from 
Mr. Josi, the then keeper of the prints 
and drawings, and from his successor, 
Mr. Among the more 

important collections ob^ned from 
Mr. Smith, it may bo sufficient to 
mention thoso of Mr. Harding, pur- 
chased in 1841 for £2,300 ; the extra- 
Qfrdinary series of engravings by early 
Ra&n and Gorman artists, formed 
by iir. Goningham, in 1844 and 1845, 
for J^,000 ; and a selection from the 
Aylesford and Woodburn collections, 
in 1847, for £4,200. In addition to 
these, Mr. Smith secured for the Mu- 
seum some invaluable and almost 
unique etchings by Bembrandt, at 
Baron Vorstolk’s sale at Amsteidam 
in 1847. In order properly to appre- 
ciate Mr. Smith's laudable, and we 
may add disinterested, endeavours to 
augment our national collection of 
prints — now regarded, in many re- 
spects, as the choicest in existence — 
it should he borne in mind that the 
British Museum was previously much 
below many foreign institutions in 
that department of art. To Mr. 
Smith's intimate acquaintance with 
the treasures contained in the great 
collections, iiublio and private, on the 
Continent, may indeed bo ascribed 
the initiative of a movement that has, 
at Bis persistent instigation, turned 
to moat profitable account the oppor- 
tunities afforded by the dispersion of 
many invaluable private stores of old 
engravings, in .the enrichment of our 
National Museum. During^ the busi- 
ness career of Mr. Smith and his 
brother, he ^as regarded, both at 
home and abroad, as its most eminent 
representative, especially in the more 
impoiiant branch of old prints : a dis- 
tinotion to which he was justly enti- 
tled, not only from his experience and 
training, but from the possession of 
remarlmblo natural and acquired qua- 
lifications, by the honourable excise 
of which he was enabled, in a compa- 
ratively short period, to earn a hand- 
some independence. Mr. Smith and 
his broker retired from business at 


the end of 1848, leaving no successor. 
He has since occupied himself in pro- 
curing an historic series of water- 
colour drawings by British artists^ 
which he intends to give or bequeath 
to the nation. He was elected a 
member of the Boyal Institution of 
Groat Britain in 1845, a Fellow of the 
Society of Antiquaries in 1852, and was 
a member of the council of that body 
in 1858-9 and in 1862-3. On the es- 
tablishment of the National Portrait 
Gallery in 1857, Mr. Smith was ap- 
pointed a Trustee by her Majesty'a 
Government, in 1858 was unanimously 
elected Deputy-Chairman by his col- 
leagues, in 1861 he was elected a Fol- 
low of the Royal Horticultural Society, 
and he was a member of the committee' 
for the management of the depart- 
ment of British Engravings in tho 
Great International Exhibition of 1862. 

SMITH, William, LL.D., Classical 
Examiner in the University of London, 
bom in London in 1814 ; received his 
education at that University, where 
ho gained the first prizes in the Latin 
and Greek classes ; was intended for 
the Bar, and kept tho usual terms’ 
at Gray’s Inn; W became a Pro- 
fessor of tho Classical Languages 
in the colleges of Highbury and Ho- 
merion. Tho "Dictionary of Greek 
and Roman Antiquities,” edited by 
him, commenced in 18^, was com- 
pleted in 1842, followed by the 
"Dictionary of Greek and l^man 
Biography and Mythology,” com- 
menced in 1843, and by the "Dic- 
tionary of Greek and Roman Geogra- 
phy,” commenced in 1852, and finished 
in 1867. These three works form an 
Enoyolopflsdia of Classical Antiquity. 
In addition to his editorial daties* 
connected with these publications, ho 
contributed some of the moat valuable 
articles in the volumes, and aided in 
effecting the amalgasnation of High- 
bury and Homerton Colleges with that 
of Coward College into ono institution, 
under the name Cf N^w College, Lon- 
don. In 1860 Dr. Smith commenced 
the publication of his "School Dic- 
tionaries epnoise but compreheusive 
summaries, for the benefit of less ad- 
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vanced Bobolars, of his more vole* 
minona pnblicatioDS, consisting of A 
Classical Dictionary of Mythology, 
Biography, and Geography A 
Smallor Classical Dictionaiy,’ ’ abridged 
from the preceding work ; ** A Small 
Dictionary of Antiquities,** Ac. Eaol: 
of these works has gone through many 
editions. In 1853 Dr. Smith was 
appointed Classical Examiner in the 
University* of London, which office he 
holds in coninhction with that of 
Classical Frofesson in Now College, 
and issued the first edition of a School 
History of Greece from the Earliest 
Times to the Roman Conquest, with 
Chapters on the History of Literature 
and Art.*’ In 1854 he commenced his 
excellent edition of Gibbon's Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Enipiro,” in 
1855 published ** A Latin-English Dic- 
tionary, based on the works of Forcel- 
lini and Freund,” and he brought out 
his first volume of a ** Dictionary of the 
Bible, comprising its Antiquities, Bio- 
gmphy. Geography, and Natural His- 
tory,” which is designed to render the 
same service in the study of the Bible 
as the Dictionaries of Greek and 
Roman Antiquities have done in the 
study of the Greek and Latin classics. 
The second volume, completing the 
work, appeared in 1863. Dr. Smith 
is the author of the “ Student's Latin 
Grammar,” published in 1863, of a 
Latin Course, in four parts, entitled 
“Principia Latina,” and of nume- 
rous educational works of a high 
class. He became editor of the Quar- 
terly Review in 1867. 

SODOR AND MAN (Bishop of). 
The Hon. and Right Rev. Horatio 
PoivYs, third son of the second Lord 
Lilford, bom in 1805, was educated at 
St. Jobe's College, Cambridge, where 
ho graduated B.A. in 1823, and M.A. 
in 1826. He was Rector of Warring- 
ton, Lancashire, from 1831 till 1854j 
for some years Rural Dean of Chester, 
and was consecrated to the bishopric 
of Sodor and Man in 1854^ on the 
translation of Lord Auckland to the 
see of Bath and Wells. The diocese 
compriseB the Isle of Man, and the see 
is of the annual value of £2,000, with 


the patronage of four livings. In 
former times the Bishop of Sc^or and 
Man had a seat in the House of Lords, 
the origin of which cannot be traced,' 
but that privilege has not boon con- 
tinued. • 

SOMERSET (Duke of). His Grace 
Sir Edward Adolphus St. Maur,. 
K.G., F.p., eldest son of the eleventh 
duke, born Deo. 20, 1804, succeeded 
to the title as twelfth duke, Aug. 15j^ 
1856. He was educated at Chrisjb 
Church, Oxford, and as Lord Seymour 
was one of the members for Totness, in 
the Liberal interest, from Feb., 1834, 
till Nov., 1856. His Grace held the 
offices of a Lord of the Treasmy from 
1836 till 1839, of Seoretaiy to the 
Board of Control from 1839 till 1841, 
of Chief Commissioner of Woods and. 
Forests from 1849 till 1851, and of 
PubUo Works fmm 1851 till 1852. On 
the retnmofLordPalmerston to power, 
in 1859, he was appointed First Lord 
of the Admiralty, which ho resigned 
on the fall of the Russell ministiy in 
June, 1866. His Grace, who is de- 
scended from a common ancestor with 
the Marquis of Hertford, was dt one 
time a Commissioner of Lunacy,' holds 
the patronage of three livings, ^d 
was made Lord-Lieptenant of Devon-^ 
shire in 1861. ■ 

SOMERVILLE, Mrs. Mary, a lady 
of high scientific attaiiunents, was 
bom in Scotland some years bef(die 
the close of the last century. The 
earlier period of her life was passed 
at a sch^l at Musselburgh, near Edin- 
burgh, where she. was distinguished 
for her quiet unassuming manners. 
Her first marriage, with an officer of 
tho navy, doubtless became the meana 
of developing the latent powers of her 
mind, as this gentleman took groat 
pleasure in initiating her into the 
mysteries of mathematics and g^eral* 
Boienco, encouraged thereto/probably, 
by her wonderful aptitude for such 
pursuits. It is understood that her. 
first ' wort a summary of the ” 
canique OMeste” of Laplace, intended 
for the "‘ Library of ^tTseful Eiiow- 
le^,”- under the title ik MMeohanism. . 
of the Heavens,” was undertaken by 
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the advice of Lord Brongham, but 
proving too volnminous for the So- 
ciety's publications, it was issued in a 
distinct form in 1831. To this snc- 
oeeded V The Connection of the 
Physical Sciences," in 1834, which 
excellent work was thus characterized 
by the Qua/rterly Review : — " This 
volume, though unassuming in form 
and pretensions, is so original in 
design and perfect in execution, as 
fully to merit the success of eight 
editions, each carefully embodying all 
of augmentation that science had 
intermediately received. Her work, 
indeed, is a tine Kosmos in the nature 
of its design, and in the multitude of 
materials collected and condensed into 
tho histoiy it affords of the physical 
phenomena of the universe." The 
latest work of this accomplished lady 
is her “ Physical Geography," pub- 
lished in 1848, comprising the history 
of the earth in its whole material 
organization, and, consequently, em- 
bracing all those branches of scientific 
inquiry to which she has, at various 
times, directed her attention. The 
depth of Mrs. Somerville’s knowledge, 
and the exalted nature of her reason- 
ing powers, derive, additional lustre 
from the noble moral tone of her 
writings, which distinguish her from 
too many of those inquirers in science 
who have penetrated too far, or not 
fi9 enough, into its mysteries. In 
1885 Mrs. Somerville was elected an 
honorary member of the Boyal Astro- 
nomical Society. Duri^ the coarse 
of a long life she has received, amongst 
•other well-merited acknowledgments 
of her literary services, a grant of 
£800 a year from the Civil List. 

SOPYfITH, Thomas, M.A., P.B.S., 
P.G.8.,&o.,bom and educated at How- 
•oastle-on-Tyne, was employed in many 
of the early roUwoiys, and laid out linos 
of road in Northnmberlond and Dur- 
ham. He has been extensively en- 
gaged in mining and railway engi- 
neering, both in this country and on 
the Continent, and has written several 
works on arohiteotirre, isometrioall 
perspective, and mining. Appointed | 
^mmissioner for the Crown, under' 


the Dean Forest Mining Act, in 1888, 
he was the inventor and oonstruotor 
of geological models of that and other 
districts, and in 1846 took the manage- 
ment of the extensive lead-mines 
belonging to the Beaumont family in 
the north of England. 5 

SOTHEBN, Edward Askew, oomio 
actor, born in Liverpool, April 1, 
1830, was educated for the Church, 
but the stage proving more congenial 
to his tastes, he adopted it as his 
profession, and in. 1851 went to the 
United States, and appeared at the 
National Theatre, Boston, in the cha- 
racter of Dr. Pangloss. He was not 
successful, and transferred his services 
to Wallack's and Keene’s Theatres, 
New York, where he played tho 
loading business for five years. He 
performed his famous character of 
Lord Dundreary, in the play of "The 
American Cousin," which was oon- 
oeired and written by himself, in the 
United States, more than 1,100 nights, 
before coming to England; and in 
1863-4 it was repeated 496 consecu- 
tive nights at tho Haymarkot Theatre, 
tho longest run on record. Mr. Sothern 
appeared in 1864 as David Garrick, 
in an adaptation from the French 
drama, from which " Tho Tragedy 
Queen" was taken, in Dr. Marston’s 
" Favourite of Fortune,” Tom Tayloris 
" Lesson for Life," and in Oxenford’s 
" Brother Sam." Ho appeared at 
Paris in 1867. 

SOUTH, Sir James, F.B.S.L., 
astronomer, eldest son of a dispensing 
druggist in Southwark, where he was 
boru at the close of tho last century, 
practised in Blackman Street. He 
made several valuable astronomical 
observations ; and between 1822 and 
1823, in conjunction with Sir J. 
Hersohel, compiled a catalogae of 380 
doable stars. Sir James removed to 
Campden Hill, Kensington, where he 
constructed a fine observatory, became 
a member of the London College of 
SurgeonSi was one of the founders of 
the Astronomical Society, in 1820, 
and has filled the presidential chair. 
The account of his astronomical ob- 
servations in Blackman Street, and of 
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thoir results, published in the Philo 
sophical Trausaotioijs for 1825, 
accompanied by on elaborate desorip' 
tioD of the five-foot and seven-fool 
i^quatorials with which they were 
made ; and ono of these instrumente 
is still mounted, and in cxoelleni 
condition, in Sir James’s observatory 
at Campden Hill. At the same place 
lie erected a seven-foot transit instm* 
ment, and a four-foot transit cir- 
elc; the hitter celebrated as having 
formerly belonged to Mr. Groombridge, 
timl as having been the instrument 
kvith which the observations were 
nadc for the formation of theCatalogue 
)f Circumpolar Stars which bears his 
uime. Sir James, who has devoted 
great paH of his life and fortune to the 
arivnnccmeiit of astronomy, received 
the lionour of knighthood in 1830, and 
tmjoys a pension of £300 per annum 
on the Civil List, for his contributions 
to astronomical science. 

SOWKUBY, Geoege Beettingiiam, 
P.L.S., son of the late Mr. G. B, 
Soworby (author of “ The Genora 
of Becont and Fossil Shells ”), 
born in 1812, is well known both 
ns an artist and as a naturalist. 
Ho has contributed extensively to the 
proceedings of the Zoological and 
other learned societies, and has 
written ** A Concholog^cal Manual," 
published in 1839 ; ** Gonchological 
illustrations," in 1841-6 ; ‘‘Thesaurus 
Conchyliorum," in 1842-62 ; “ Popu- 
lar Britisli Conchology," in 1853 ; “ A 
^Popular Gnido to tho Aquarium," 
in 1857 ; *‘ Illustrated Index of British 
Shells," in 1859 ; afid other works, 
on various branches of natural histoiy . 
His brother, Mr. Henry Sowerby, is 
tho author of “ Popular Mineralogy," 
published in 1850. 

SOWEBBY, James BE Gable, eldest 
son of the late Mr. James Sowerby, 
F.L.S., the well-known naturalist, 
bom June 5, 1787, received muoh of 
his education through assisting his 
father in his literaiy and scientifio la- 
bours. He is a Fellow of the Linneean, 
the Zoological, and the Bay Societies; 
nqd Secretary of the Bqyal Botanio j 
Society, in the establishment of which | 
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he took an active part. He has pub- 
lished many Lists of Fossil Shells, 
Ac., in the Transactions of the Geo- 
logical Society, and has assisted in 
vmting “ Mineral Conchology," pub- 
lished in 1841, and “The British 
Mineralogy," in 1860. Mr. Sowerby, 
who is a skilful practical artist, has 
engraved many plates of fossil shells 
and English plants, and drew the 
figures for Loudon’s laborious work^ 
the “ Enoyolopssdia of Plants," Ac. 

SPAIN (Quebb or), Maria-1£l- 
eella-Louisa, reigns as Isabella II., 
tho only remaining Bourbon sovereign 
in Europe, was bom at Madrid, Oct. 
30, 1830. Her father, Ferdinand Yll., 
had .been induced, by tho influence of 
his wife, to issue the Pragmatio 
Decree, revoking the SaJio law; and 
at his death, Sep. 29, 1833, his 
eldest daughter, then a child, was 
proclaimed Queen, under the regency 
of her mother, Maria-Christina. This 
event proved the signal for oivil 
warfare, as tho claims of the lato 
king’s brother were warmly supported 
by cortnin classes of tho people. The 
war of succession lasted seven years, 
and the country was desolated by the 
stiugglo between the contending Car- 
list and Christina parties, until the 
Cortes confirmed the claims of Isabella 
by pronouncing sentence of exilo on 
Don Carlos and his adherents. In 
1840, the Queen-regnant finding #t ' 
impossible to oany on the government 
without making concessions to public 
feeling for which she was indisposed, 
retired to France, resigning her power 
into the hands of Espartoro, whom 
she had been previously compelled 
to summon to the head of affairs. 
For the following three years, whilst 
that constitutional leader was able in 
P'eat measure to direct her eduoa- 
ion and training, the young Queen 
vas Bulgeeted to purer and letter 
ufluences than she had before ex- 
perienced. She was declared by a 
decree of the Cortes to have attained 
aer majority, Oct. 15, 1848, and took 
ler plMo among thp rex^piing sove- 
i^igns of Europe. Maria-Christina 
'etamod to Madrid in 1845, and her 
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restoration to infLaence was marked 
by the marriage of Isabella II. to bcr 
consiu, Don Francisco d’Assis, tbe 
elder son of her maternal uncle, Don 
Francisco de Paula, which took place 
Oct. 10, 184^. Sacrificed to the in- 
trigues of a party whose interests 
were based on this uncongenial union, 
Isabella 11. has never known tlie 
beneficial influence of domestic happi- 
ness, estrangements and reconcilia- 
tions having succeeded each other 
alternately in her married life. It 
deserves spooial mention, however, 
that during her reign Spain has 
c^ain risen to take rank among the 
groat powers of Europe, while her 
internal progress has advanced with 
rapid strides. Queen Isabella has had 
five children: — 1. Infanta Marie-Isa- 
bel - Francoise -d* Assise - Christine-de- 
Panle-Dominga, bom Deo. 20, 1851. 
2. Alfonso, Prince of Asturias, bom 
Nov. 28, 1857. 3. Infanta Marie del 
Pilar,, bom Juno. 4, 1861. 4. Infanta 
Mario della Paz, born June 23, 1862; 
and 5. Infanta Maria Eulalie, bom 
Feb. 12, 1864. 

SPENCE, James, F.B.S.E., 
F.R.G.S.E., Professor of Surgery in 
the University of Edinburgh, bom 
about 1812, became a Licentiate of 
the Royal College of Suigeons at 
Edinburgh in 1832, and Follow of the 
same in 1849. He either is, or has 
been. Lecturer on Suigery at the 
Surgical Hall, on Clinical Snxgeiy at 
the Edinburgh Royal Infirmaiy, Sur- 
geon to the Royal Dispensary and 
Look Hospital, Consulting Surgeon 
to the Royal Hospital for Sick Chil- 
dren, a Member of the Ilarveion and 
other societies; and has contributed 
to the Edinburgh Medical Journal 
several papers on professional subjects. 
In 1865 he was appointed Surgeon in 
Ordinary to the Queen, in Scotland, 
in the rooxp of the late Dr. David 
Maolagan. 

SPENCER, Db. (See Jamaica, 
Bishop of.) 

SPOTTISWOODB, William, born 
in London, Jan. 11, 1825, and educated 
tot at Dr. Buokland*s school at 
Laleham, and afterwards at Eton and 


at Harrow, under Dr. Wordsworth^ 
where he gained the Lyons scholar- 
ship, enter^ Balliol College, Oxford, 
in 1842, graduated B.A. as a first- 
class in mathematics at the end of 
1845, and gained University mathe- 
matical scholarships in 18'^ and in 
1847. On quitting Oxford, circum- 
stances altered his prospectsinlifo, and 
rendered it necessary that ho should 
take the management of the business 
of the Queen’s printer. He has made 
mathematics, philosophy, and lan- 
guages, both Oriental and European, 
his chief subjects of study, and has 
taken an active interest in educational 
matters, as well as in all questions 
affecting the social state and improve- 
ment of the working classes. Ho is a 
Fellow of the Astronomical, Royal, 
Geographical, Asiatic, and Ethno- 
logical Societies, and of the Society 
of Arts; and has contributed papers 
to the Philosophical Transactions, the 
Transactions of the Astronomical So- 
ciety, and to scientific periodicals, Eng- 
lish and foreign. He published '*Me- 
ditationos An^yticos ” (mathematical), 
and a volume of ** Travels in Russia.” 
Mr. Spottiswoodo was Public Examiner 
in Mathematics at Oxford in 1857-8, 
and has acted as on Examiner under 
the Civil Service Commission (first 
year of operation) ; for the Society of 
Arts, and for the Middle-Class Schools. 

SPURGEON, The Rev. Charles 
Haddon, born at Kelvedon, Essex, 
Juno 19, 1834, was educated at Col- 
chester, and became usher in a school 
at Newmarket. Some of his relatives, 
who were Independents, proposed that 
he should enter one of their colleges, 
and undergo a training for the minis- 
try ; but as he held Anabaptist views, 
he joined the congregation presided 
over by the late Robert Hall, at 
Cambridge. From this period he 
became a village preacher and tract 
distributor at Teversham, a village 
near Cambridge; under the designation 
of *' the Boy Preacher,** delivered his 
first sermon ; and shortly afterwards 
accepted an invitation to become 
pastor at a smaU Baptist chapel at 
Watcrbeach. The lad of seventeen 
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became a well-known characters the 
barn at Waterbeach was filled with 
auditors, while orowds contented 
themselves with listening to the 
sound of his voice from the outside. 
Invitations to preach were sent him 
from the surrounding places, his fame 
reached London, and he was offered 
the chapel in New Park-street, in 
Southwark, in which Dr. Bippon at 
one time preached. Mr. Spurgeon 
made his first appearance befbre a 
London congregation in 1853, with so 
much success, that ere two years 
had elapsed it was considered neces- 
sary to enlarge the building, ponding 
which alteration ho officiated for 
four months at Exeter Hall. That 
edifice was crowded, and hundreds 
were turned away from the doors. 
The enlargement of the chapel • in 
Park-street, however, proved insuffi- 
cient, and his hearers multiplied with 
suchrapidity, that it became expedient 
to engage the Surrey Music Hall. A 
lamentable accident having occurred 
within its walla in Oct., 1856, his 
followers erected for him a handsome 
new chapel in the Bennington Park 
Boad, which was publicly opened in 
1861. Mr. Spurgeon, who has published 
several sermons, lai^ tho foundation- 
stone of the Stockwell Orphanage in 
Sep., 1867. 

SQUIEB, Ephraim George, archmo- 
logist, bom in Bethlehem, Albany co., 
June 17, 1821, having for some time 
acted os teacher in a school and stu- 
died engineering, went to Albany in 
1840 and began writing for the press. 
In 1843 ho became editor of tho 
Jiar^ord Daily Jowmal, supporting 
tho election of Henry Clay to the 
presidency, and in 1844 removed to 
Ghillicothe, Ohio, to assume the 
editorship of the Scioto Gazette, 
While filling this position and serving 
one term as clerk of the lower branch 
of the Ohio legislature, he made an 
extensive surv^, in conjunction with 
Dr. Davis, of the ancient monuments 
of the Mississippi valley, and pre- 
pared a work on the subject, which 
was published in 1848 as the first 
volume of the ** Smithsonian Gontri- . 


butions to Knowledge.’* In the au- 
tumn of 1848 he made an exploration 
of the aboriginal monuments of the 
State of New York, which was pub- 
lished in 1849 ; and he was appointed 
by President Taylor charg4 d’affaires 
to Guatemala, with extraordinary 
powers to tho other Central Ameri- 
can states, in March, 1849. His dc** 
apatchos, published by order of Con- 
gress, related not only to political 
matters, but to tho geography, the 
resources of the oountiy, &o., and 
particularly to the projected inter- 
oceanic canal. In 1851 he visited 
Europe, where he remained a year, 
received tho medal of tho Geographi- 
cal Society of France, and was made 
a member of the Boyal Society of 
Literature, Follow of the Societies of 
Antiquaries of England, Franco, and 
Denmark, &o. ^turning to tho 
United States in 1853, he conceived 
the plan of an inter-oceanic railway 
through the republic of Honduras, and 
after making a preliminary survey of 
tho route, negotiated tho requisite 
concessions from the Government of 
Honduras, and organized at Now 
York a company for carrying forward 
tho work. He again visited Europe, 
where he secured the co-operation of 
English and French capitalists, and 
special g^rantees for the road from 
the English and French Governments. 
As an incident in those negotiations, 
ho drew up the treaty between Great 
Britain and Honduras for tho retro- 
cession of the Bay Islands, the prin- 
ciples of which, adopted by the 
former, opened the way for the 'adjust- 
ment of all disputes with the Central 
American states. The final survey of 
the proposed railway was conducted 
under direction. In addition to 
the aforementioned works, Mr. Squier 
has written ** Nicaragua, its People, 
Scenery, Ancient Monuments, and 
proposed Inter-Oceanic Canal,” and 
" The Serpent Symbol, or Worship of 
the Beciprocal Principles of Nature 
in America,” published in 185fi[; 

Notes on Central America, &c.',” in 
1854$ ” Waikha, or Adventures on 
the Mosquito Shore,” under the item 
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de plume of Somnel A. Bard, in 1855 ; 
** Question Anglo- Amdrioaine, Ao.,** 
at Paris, in 1856; ^*The States of 
Central America, Ao./* in 1857 ; ** Re- 
port of the Survey of the Inter 
oceanic Railway,’* in 1859; ** Trans- 
lation, with Notes, of tho Letter of 
Don Diego de Falacio (1571) to the 
Crown of Spain on the Provinces of 
Guatemala, San Salvador, Ac.,” and 
** Monograph of Authors who have 
written on tho Aboriginal Languages 
of Central America,” in 1860; and 
“ Tropical Fibres and their Economic 
Extraction,” in 1861. He has contri- 
buted numerous articles to the Ency- 
ehpeedia Britcmmca, and to many 
American and European periodicals 
and public journals. Many of his 
works have been translated into 
French, Spanish, and German. 

STALEY, Db. (See Honolulu, 
Bishop of.) 

STANHOPE (Eabl), Thb RianT 
Hon. Philip Henry, D.C.L., F.R.S., 
Ac., historian and essayist, son of 
tho fourth earl, and grandson of tho 
inventor of the Stanhopo printing- 
press, was bom at Walmer, Jan. 31, 
1805. Lord Mahon, tho title under 
which ho is more familiarly known 
as an author, was educated at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where ho took 
the usual degrees; was returned to 
the House of Commons in 1830 for 
Wootton Basset, and after tho passing 
of the Reform Bill became member 
for the borough of Hertford; but 
having pursued a somewhat wavering 
course, voted with the Protectionists 
against tho change in the Navigation 
Laws, and lost his seat at the general 
election of 1852. In the first Peel Min- 
istry in 1834, Lord Mahon was Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
then presided over tho Duke of 
Wellington, and daring the last year 
of tho second Feel ministry ho held 
the office of Secretary to the Board of 
Control, and support^ the repeal of 
the corn-laws. His lordship has 
writtexi ** A Life of Belisarius,” ** A 
History of the War of the Succession in 
Spain,** A History of England from 
t^e Peace of Utrecht, 1713'^3,’* his 


chief work, published in 1837-52; 
” Court of Spain under Charles IL,** 
in 1844 ; “ Life of tho Great Conde,** 
in 1845; ** Historical Essays,” in 
1848; “Narrative of the Insurrection, 
1745,” and ” War of the Succession 
in Spain,” in 1850; “History of 
the Rise of our Indian Empire,” in 
1858; and several articles in the 
Quarterly Review. He edited the 
“ Letters of tho groat Earl of Ches- 
terfidld,.” in 1845, and was ono of the 
editors of the papers loft by Sir 
Robert Peel. In 1846 ho was elected 
President of the Society of Anti- 
quaries, and on the death of his father, 
March 2, 1855, succeeded as fifth earl, 
was elected Lord Rector of tho Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen in 1858, and ho 
has founded a prize for tho study of 
Modem History at Oxford. His lord- 
ship is chairman of the National Por- 
trait Gallery, which was establishod 
in 1857, in consequenco of his urgent 
recommendation, and is Honorary 
Antiquary to the Royal Academy. 

STANLEY, The Very Rev. Arthur 
Peniibyn, D.O., son of tho iato Dr. 
Stanley, Bishop of Norwich, born 
about 1815,. was educ.atod under Dr. 
Arnold at Rugby, and commenced a 
distinguished qpreer at Oxfoi'd, by 
obtaining a scholarship at Balliol 
College, and shortly after tho Nowdi- 
gate prize for his English poem “ Tho 
Gipsies.” After gaining tho Ireland 
scholarship, he took a First Class in 
Classics in 1837, gained tho Latin 
Essay prize in 1839, and tho English 
Essay and Theological prizes in 1840, 
when he was a Fellow of University 
College. Ho was for many years 
Tutor of his College and Examiner, 
was Select Preacher iu 1845-6; Se- 
cretary of the Oxford University 
Commission; Canon of Canterbury 
from 1851 till 1858; Regius Professor 
of Eoolesiastical History at Oxford, 
and Canon of Christ Churoh, and 
Chaplain to tho Bishop of London 
from 1858 till 1864. Dr. Stanley first 
beoame known to the literary world 
by his admirable ‘‘Life of Dr. Arnold,” 
pnblished in 1844. It was followed 
by “ Sermons and Essays on the Apo- 
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Cbethe’s ** Wilhelm Meistor,” a work 
n^ich showed a direction of reading 
destined to influence materially his 
fntnre career. On the completion of 
this translation he commenced his 
*‘Life of Schiller,” which was pub- 
lished by instalments in the London 
MagaziiMf then sustained by the 
talents of Lamb, Hazlitt, Do Quincey. 
Hood, John Scott, and A. Cunning- 
ham. For Gk>cthe and Schiller, two 
of the “ true sovereign souls of Ger- 
man literature,’* his admiration has 
over been unbounded, and liis let- 
ters to Goethe have appeared in 
the poet’s published correspondence. 
Having married in 1827, he resided 
alternately at Gomloy Bank and 
Graigenputtock, a small estate, fif- 
teen miles to the north-west of Dum- 
fries. In this secluded spot ho occa< 
sionally contributed to the foreign and 
other reviews of the day. Between 
1830 and 1833 ho was engaged in 
writing ‘‘Sartor Kesartus,” which ap- 
peared in the latter year in F-rasei^s 
Magmine. During the negotiations 
for the. publication of this work ho 
was induced to remove to London, 
where he has continued to reside, wo 
beUeye, since 1834. In 1837 he pub- 
lish^ “The French Bevolution,” a 
histoiy abounding in vivid and gra- 
phic descriptions. ** Chartism,” and 
five- volumes of his ** Essays,” col- 
lected for the most port from poriodi- 
oal publications, appeared in 1830, 
and in 18'10 ho deliveied a se^cs of 
lectures on Hero-worship, which were 
aft^nvards published in a collected 
form. His “ Past and Present” ap- 
peared in 1843, “Latter-day Pam- 
phlets,” essays suggested by the con- 
Tulsions of 1848, — an om which he 
calte “one of the most singular, 
disastrous, amazing, and, on the 
whole, humiliating years the Euro- 
pean world ever saw,” in 1850. Ilis 
“Life of John Stirling” has been 
described . as “ one of the finest 
biographies ever written.” In 1845 
Mr. Carlyle prodneed his great work 
entitled “Oliver Cromwell’s Letters 
and Speeches, with Elucidations,” 
which gave him a distinguished place 


among the historians of the age. On 
the death of the earl of Ellesmere, in 
1857, Mr. Carlyle was appointed a 
trustee of the National Portrait 
Gallery. In 1860-4 ho published his 
“Life of Frederick the Groat.” 
“Mr. Carlyle’s characteristic,” says 
one of his admirers, “ is a ragged 
earnestness of expression, and Grange 
of thought widened and deepened by 
his acquaintance with the writings 
of the great Gorman thinkers.” Mr. 
Carlyle, elected Rector of Edinburgh 
University, Nov. 11, 1865, delivei*ed 
Ids inangfural address April 2, 1866. 

CARMOLY, Eltacin, Hebraist, 
bom in 1805, at Soultz (Haut-Bhin), 
published, in Hebrew, a “ Biography 
of* Ancient and Modern Israelites,” 
in 1829, being at the time private 
secretary to the Marquis Fortin 
d’Urban. Some timo afterwards he 
resided in Belgium, and in 1834 was 
elected Grand Rabbi at Brussels, a 
post which he resigned in 1839, to 
devote himself exclusively to study. 
He has written a g^eat number of 
works with the view of restoring 
Hebrew literature; and has contri- 
buted several articles and dis- 
sertations to French and German 
periodicals. In 1855 ho established 
at Paris n monthly review, entitled La 
i'rance Israelite. 

CARNARVON (Earl or). The 
Right Hon. Henry Howard Moly- 
NKUX Hekreut, eldest son of the 
third carl (who was an accomplished 
scholar and poet), bom June 24, 1831, 
was educated at Eton and Chnst 
Church, Oxford, whore he graduated 
in 1852 as a first-class in classics. 
Lord Carnarvon, who represents a 
younger branch of the noble house of - 
Pombi'oko, succeeded to the title dar- 
ing his minority. Soon after taking 
his seat in the House of Peers, he 
made his maiden speech, on which he 
was highly complimented by Lord 
Derby, who, in 1859, nominated him 
High Steward of the University of 
Oxford. His lordship has published 
one or two historical and antiquarian 
lectures delivered in his own neigh- 
bourhood, and is the author of a small 
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stolical Age" in 1816; *‘Monioir of 
Bishop Stanley, ’’.in 1850; **The 
Epistles to the Corinthians/' and 
** Historical Memorials of Oonter- 
bury/’ in 1854 ; “ Histoiy of Sinai 
and Palestine/' in 1855; "Sermons 
on the Unity of Evangelical and 
Apostolical Teaching/' in 1869; " Ser- 
mons on Various Subjects, preached 
before the University of Oxford/* in 
1800-3; "Lectures on the Eastern 
Church/' in 1861; " Bible in the Holy 
Land/’ and "Bible in its Form and 
Substance : Three Sermons,” in 1862; 
"Sermons preached in the East,” 
" Letter to the Bishop of London on 
Subscription,” "Sermon on Human 
Corruption,” "Farewell Sermon at 
Oxford,” and "Lectures on the His- 
tory of the Jewish Church,” in 1863 ; 
" A Sermon : Encouragements of Or- 
dination,” and "Beosonable, Holy, 
and Living Sacrifice : a Sermpn,” in 
1864; "Lectures on History of the 
Jewish Church, Part II.,” and " Crea- 
tion of Man: a Sermon,” in 1863; 
and " Sermon : Dedication of West- 
minster Abbey, the 800th Anniver- 
sary,” in 1866. Ho has contributed 
various articles to reviews and maga- 
zines, and many papers to Dr. Smith's 
" Dictionoiy of Classical Biography,” 
" Diotionaxy of the Bible,” “ Trans- 
actions of the Archseological Insti- 
tute,” and to the Quarterly and Edin~ 
huryh Reviews, He succe^ed Arch- 
bishop Trench in the Deanexy of 
Westminster in Jon., 1864. 

STANLEY (Lord), The Bight 
II oN. Edward Henry, eldest son of the 
earl of Derby, bom at Knowsley, Jul/ 
21, 1826, was educated at Bugby and 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, whore 
ho tooka First Class in Classics in 1848. 
Instead of plunging into fashionable 
life, he lyent forth, as his father had 
done twenty-four years earlier, to 
make himself acquainted, by personal 
observation, with the state of affairs 
in Canada, and the great neighbouring 
republic. His loidship, who was an 
unsuccessful candidate, for Lancaster 
in March, 1848, was daring his absence 
in America elected Lord G. Bentinck's 
successor for Lynn Begis^ which he 


continues to - represent ; and having, 
after a tour in the West Indies, ve- 
turned to England, he delivered in > 
the House of Commons, daring the- 
summer of 1850, a very able speech 
on the subject of the Sugar Colonies*. 
He paid a visit to the East, and 
when in India was nominated, in 
March, 1852, Under-Secrotaiy of 
State for Foreign Affairs in Lord 
Derby’s first administration. In tho 
spring of 1853 he submitted to the 
House of Commons a motion, which 
had for its object a more comploto 
reform of Indian affairs than that 
contemplated by the Coalition Cabinet. 
Tho death of Sir W. Molosworth; in 
1855, having created a vacancy in tho 
Colonial Office, Lord Palmerston, sen- 
sible of Lord Stanley's talents and 
popularity, offered him tho seals of 
that department ; but the latter, 
although understood to bo ambitious 
of serving his country as a minister 
of the Crown, remained true to his 
party, and declined tho tempting pro- 
posal. Ho became Secretary of State 
for India, with a seat in the Cabinet, 
under Lord Derby’s second adminis- 
tration, in 1858-9, and it was under 
his suporintendonoe that the manage- 
ment of our Indian empire was trans- 
ferred from tho Board of Directors of 
the East-India Company' to tho re- 
sponsible advisers of her Majesty. 
His lordship was appointed Secretiiiy 
of State for Foreign Affairs in Lord 
Derby’s third administration, in July, 
1866, and the tact with which he 
conducted tho negotiations for the 
settlement of the Luxemburg diffi- 
culty rendered him exceedingly popu- 
lar. Lord Stanley was a member of 
the Boyal Commission on Army Pur- 
chase in 1856-7 ; of the Cambridge 
University Commission in 1856-60; 
of tho Commission on the Organization 
of the Indian Army in 1858-9 ; and 
of tho Commission on the Sanitarj* 
State of the Indian Army in 1859-61. 

STANLEYopALDBBLEY(Baron), 
The Bight. Hon. Edward John Stan- 
ley, eldest son of the first baron, bom 
Nov. 13, 1602, graduated B. A. at Christ * 
Church, Oxford, in 1823, and is a 
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Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for Cheshire. He represented Hin< 
don, in the Liberal interest, from 
1830 till 1832, and North Cheshire 
from 1832 till 1848, when he was 
called to the Upper House, as Lord 
Bddisbury, and succeeded to his fa- 
thei^B title, Oct. 23, 1850. He wan 
Joint Secretary of the Treasury from 
1835 till 1841, President of the Board 
•of Trade from 1863 till 1868; has been 
Under-Socretary for Foreign Affairs 
and the Home Department; and was 
appointed Postmaster-General in Sep., 
I860 ; and resigned with the Russell 
ministry in 1866.. The family is de- 
scended from a common ancestor with 
the earls of Derby. 

STANSFELD, James, Esq., M.P., 
eldest son of James Stansfeld, Esq., 
of Moorlands, Judge of the County 
Court of Yorkshire at Halifax, &o., 
bom at Halifax in 1820, and educated 
at University College, London, where 
he attained the degree of LL.B., 
was called to tho Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1849. Ho was elected one 
of tho members for Halifax, in the 
advanced Liberal interest, in April, 
1859 ; was appointed a Lord of the 
Admiralty in April, 1863, and re- 
signed April, 1864, owing to the dis- 
satisfaction caused by his intimacy 
with the conspirator Mazzini. He 
was appointed Under-Secrctary of 
State under Lord RuBseU’s second 
administration, in Feb., 1866, and 
retired in June of tliat year. 

STANTON, Edwin m., statesman, 
son of a physician, bom in Steuben- 
villo, Ohio, about 1816, after i*eceiv- 
ing a good education, studied for the 
Bor UMer Beqjamin Tappen, Senator 
' for tho State of Ohio, who took him 
into partnership, and thus gave him a 
good start in his legal career. Ho 
continued to jmiotise in Ohio until 
1847, when he removed to Pittsburg, 
•where he was associated, on several 
important oases, with Hr.B.R.Walkca', 
and with Mr. Abraham Lincoln. In 
the winter of ^867-8, Mr. Stanton 
was selected % President Buchanan 
to manage, on important case con- 
nected .widi Mexican grants, and con- 


ducted it to a successful issue, and in 
1858 he began to practise in the 
Supremo Court at Washington, but* 
held aloof from politics. Towards the 
close of President Buchanan’s term of 
office, in 1860, Mr. Stanton reluctantly 
accepted the post of Attorney-Gene- 
ral, and while holding it, he tried 
lio^ to prevail on the President to 
send reinforcements to Fort Sumter. 
Mr. Cameron resigned his post as head 
of the War Department, Jan. 13, 1862, 
when the vacant place was offered 
to Mr. Stanton, and accepted. The 
change was looked upon by the people 
os advantageous to the cause of abdi- 
tion ; and Judge Holt, in a letter to 
the Governor of Ohio, characterized 
the appointment as “an immense 
stride in the direction of the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion.” Indeed, the 
vigorous manner in which ho set 
about tho reform of the War Depart- 
ment confirmed the sanguine expecta- 
tions of his friends, and the beneficial 
results that attended his appoint- 
ment soon became evident in the 
increased efficiency of tho various 
branchds of the militoiy establish- 
ment of the Union. Able adminis- 
trator, however, as Mr. Stanton-proved 
himself, he was not equally fortunate 
in acquiring popularity, and on tho 
cessation of hostilities, differences of 
opinion, leading to discord, occnri'ed 
between him and one or fiiore of the 
prominent uiilitaiy chiefs, especially 
the popular hero, Gen. Sherman. 
In 1866 ho endeavoured to thwart 
President Johnson, and to such an 
exti'emo did he cany his opposition 
that tho Prosident found it necessary 
to remove him in July, 1867. 

STAUNTON, Howabd, descended 
from an ancient family, bom in 1810, 
after he had completed his education 
at Oxford settled in London, and de- 
voted himself to literary pursuits, 
contributing to periodical publica- 
tions. It was not until a few years 
later that he acquired a knowledge of 
chess, to which he applied himself 
with BO much success that, in 1843, 
when M. St. Amand was proclaimed 
the champion of Europe, he was 
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elicited to oontpst that gentlemaii*B 
tie. Mr. Staunton acooidinglychal- 
inged M. St. Amand and proceeded 
> Paris, where he won the great 
latch, for six or seven years was 
be acknowledged head of chess- 
layers, and during the time is said 
3 have played and won more chess- 
latohcs than any person ever known, 
'rom 1849, when family cares com- 
elled him to abandon serious play, 
[r. Staunton has continued to main- 
un the position of one of the ablest 
rriters and authorities on chess in 
iurope, and is the author of numerous 
rorks upon the royal game. For the 
ist twelve years he has devoted his 
[me and attention mainly to general 
terature, and edited the ** Illustrated 
ihakospeare,’’ known as Bontledge’s 
dition. This undertaking occupied 
inch of his time for several years, 
nd his labours were deemed so valu- 
ble as to obtain for him £1,000, the 
argest honorarium ever received by 
. Shakespearian editor. Buring Mr. 
’aul Morphy’s visit to Eurojie in 
.858 it was expected that a match 
rould have been arranged, but for 
some reason or other these players 
lid not contend. Mr. Staunton pnb- 
ished the ** Chess-Player’s Hand- 
book,” in 1847; the “Chess-Player’s 
Companion,” and the “Chess-Player’s 
Text Book,” in 1849 ; “ Chess Tourna- 
nent,” in 1852; “ Chess Praxis, a 
Supplement to Chess-Player’s Hand- 
book, ” in 18G0 ; and “ Great Schools 
)f England,” in 1865. 

STAWELL, SibWilltah Fosteb, 
}om in 1815, wa^ educated at Trinity 
College, Bublin, and was called to 
Ae Irish Bar in 1839. He was ap- 
pointed Attorney-General, and a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council of the 
colony of Victoria in 1851, became 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
sf Victoria in 1836, and was knighted 
in 1857. 

STEANE, The Bbv. Edward, D.B., 
bom March 23, 1798, educated at the 
Baptist College, Bristol, and the Uni- 
rersity of Edinburgh; settled as pastor 
of the Baptist Congregation formed 
by him at Camberwell in 1828, and 


over which he has since presided. 
He was one of the founders of the 
Evangelical Alliance, from the first 
acted as one of its honorary secre- 
taries, for fifteen years editeA its 
organ, EvamgeUcal Ch/rist&ndom^ and 
by its aid has been active in advocat- 
ing religions liberty in the Protestant 
states of Germany as well as in Roman 
Catholic oonntries. He prepared for 
the press and edited “ The Religions 
Condition of Christendom,” the pro- 
ceeding of its General Conferonoes in 
London, Paris, and Berlin, and he 
visited in its service France, Spain, 
Prussia, several of the minor states 
of Germany, Zurich, and many of 
the Protestant congregations scat- 
tered throngh the Anstrian dominions. 
He has published “ Constitutional 
Principles of the Christian Church ;” 
“Liberty of Conscience,” an argu- 
ment ; “ Lecture on the Papal Ag- 
gression ; ” “The Madlai : a Narrative 
of Persecutions in Tnscauy ;** “ Results 
of an Investigation into Gases of Re- 
ligious Persecution in Germany;’* 
“ Narrative of the European Beputa- 
tion to Madrid,” and other religious 
works. 

STBBBINGjThe Rev. Henry, B.B., 
F.R.S., bom about 1800, graduated 
B.A. at St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
in 1823, M.A. in 1826, and became a 
D.B. in 1839. He has been Porpetnal 
Curateof St. James’s, Hampstead-roaA 
since 1836; Chaplain to University 
College Hospital since 1837, and 
Rector of St. Mary Somerset, Upper 
Thames-street, London, since 1857. 
He has written “ History of the Chris- 
tian Church, from its Foundation to 
1492 “ Lives of the Italian Poets,” in 
Lardneris “Cabinet Oyolopoedia,” pub- 
lished in 1832 ; “Biscourse on Beath,” 
in 1836 ; “ The History of the Refor- 
mation,” in 1886 : “ The History of 
the Churoh.of Christ from, 1530 to 
the eighteenth century,” in 1839; 
“ Church and its Mmistms,” in 1844; 
“ Short Readings qp Subjects for Long 
Reflection,” in 1849 ; “ Christian 
Graces in the Olden Timci’^ “Jesus, si 
Poem,” and “ Long JftailMy Jbomey, 
and other Poems,’^' in 1851; and 
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'*Hclps to Thoughtful Beading of the 
Gospels,” in 1855. He haa contri- 
buted Essays, Poems, Beviews, Tales, 
4^., to periodicals ; was joint editor of 
the Ath&ruBum with the late Mr. J. S. 
Buckingham, when it first started 
in 1828, and was elected a P.B.S. in 
1845. 

STEELL, troHX, B.S.A., sculptor, 
bom in Aberdeen in 1804, commenced 
the study of art in Edinburgh, whore 
his parents resided ; afterwai^s pro- 
ceeded to Borne, and on his return 
from that city in 1840, distinguished 
himself by a colossal model of Alex- 
ander and Bucephalus. His sitting 
statue of Sir Walter Scott, in grey 
Carrara marble, under the lower 
ground aich of the monument to the 
great norelist at Edinburgh, brought , 
Um into notice. A public competi- ; 
tion took place for this statue, and 
Mr. Steell*s model was unanimously 
selected from among numerous 
others. One of his. principal works in 
Edinbuigh, the sitting colossal figure 
of the Queen, in her royal robes, with 
orb and sceptre, above the Boyal In- 
stitution, gained for him the appoint- 
ment of Sculptor to her Majesty for 
Scotland, and another of his works, 
the equestrian statue of the late Duke 
of Wellington, in bronze, was erected 
in 1852 in front of the Begister House, 
Edinburgh. The bust taken from this 
figure so pleased his grace that he 
ordered two to be executed for him — 
one for Apsley House, and the othor for 
Eton. Mr. Steell’s statue of Admiral 
Lordde Saumarez,in theHall of Green- 
wich Hospital, his bronze statue of 
Jjord Melville, his statues in marble 
of Lord Jefftoy and Lord Justice- 
General Boyle, in Edinbuigh, and his 
monument to the 93rd Highlanders, 
in the Cathednd at Glasgow, have 
been' favourably noticed by compe- 
tent critics, and his statues of the 
late Morquia of Dalhonsie^ and of 
the distinguished financier, the late 
Bight Hon. James Wilson, have been 
erected in Calcutta. His statue of 
the late ^Professor Wilson, in bronze, 
twelve feet high, ynuB placed on its 
pedestal in Princes Street, Edinbuxgh, 


March 21, 1865. He has executed 
another colossal stathe of Allan Barn- 
say, busts of H.B.H. Prince Alfred, 
and numerous other works. 

STEPHEN, Sir Alfred, a cousin 
of the late Bight Hon. Sir James 
Stephen, bom in 1802, was called 
to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1823. 
Ho was Chief Justice of New South 
Wales from 1841 till 1857, having 
previously held the posts of Solicitor 
and Attorney General of Tasmania, 
and received the honour of knight- 
hood in 1846. 

STEPHEN, Sir George, youngest 
son of the late James Stephen, Esq., 
M.F., Master in Chancery, and brother 
of the late Bight Hon. Sir James 
Stephen, bom in 1794, practised as a 
solicitor in the City for some years, 
was called to the Bar at Gray’s Inn 
in 1849, and went the Northern cir- 
cuit. He is a Deputy-Lieutenant 
for Books, and received the honour of 
knightho(^ in 1838. He was for a 
long time one of the leading advocates 
for the abolition of slavery, a canse 
in which his father interested himself, 
and has devoted much time and 
trouble to modify the punishment 
of prisoners committed for contempt 
of the court of Chancery. His Ad- 
ventures of an Attorney in Search of 
Practice ” was published anonymously 
in 1839. Ho has ivritten the “Jesuit 
at Cambridge,” published in 1839; 
“Adventures of a Gentleman in Search 
of a Horso ; ” “ Juryman’s Guide,” in 
1845 ; “ Niger Trade and the African 
Blockade,” in 1849 ; “ Prindplea of 
Commoroe and Commercial Law,” in 
1853 ; “ Anti-Slaveiy Becollections,” 
in 1851 ; “ Digest of County Court 
Cases,” in 1855 ; &o. &o. 

S T E P H E'N, James Fitzjames, 
eldest son of the late Bight Hon. Sir 
James Stephen, bom in March, 1829, 
and ednoated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he gradnated B.A. in 
1852, was called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple' in Jon., 1854. He is 
Bocorder of Newark-on-Trent, goes 
the Midland circuit, imd acted as 
counsel for the Be v. Bowland Williams 
when tried by the Court of Arches on 
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a charge of heresy preferred against 
him by the bishop of Salisbaiy. His 
speech was reprinted in a separate 
form in 1862. He has written “General 
View of the Criminal Law of England/’ 
published in 1863 ; and “ Definition 
of Murder considered/* in 1866 ; and 
is said to be the author of “ Essays 
by a Barrister/’ reprinted from the 
Satiirday .Reinew in 1862. 

STEPHENS, Alexander Hamil- 
ton, late yice-President of the Con- 
federate States of America, bom in 
Taliaferro, Georgia, Feb. 11, 1812, and 
left an orphan at the ago of fourteen, 
gi*n(luatcd at Franklin College in 
1832, and having studied law, %vas 
admitted to practise in 1835. He 
was elected to the Lower House of 
tho State Lcgislatnro in 1836, and 
served five years, was elected to the 
Senate of his State in 1842, and a 
Beprosentative in Congress for Georgia 
in 18 13. After the nomination of Gen. 
Scott for the Presidency, Mr. Stephens, 
who had been a prominent leader o( 
the Whig party in Georgia, became a 
supporter of the Democrats, and in 
.Atig., 1860, delivered a speech before 
a convention in Georgia strongly in 
■opposition to the secession of that 
State. When, however, the course of | 
events rendered the rupture inevitable, | 
lie supported it, and was elected Pro- 
visional Yice-President of the Confe- 
derate States. He was sent as Com- 
missioner to Yixginia, which had passed 
the ordinance of secession; and through 
liis agency a treaty was made with 
the State Convention, and the state 
was admitted into the new confedera- 
tion provisionally formed at. J[font- 
gomoiy. On the organization of the 
permanent government, Mr. Stephens 
was elected Vice-President by the 
vote of the i^eople. The principles 
which ^ided him in the course which 
he pursued, may be gathered from a 
letter written by him to Senator 
Semmes, of Geoiig^ “.The issue of | 
the war, in my judgment, was sub- 
jugation oi* independence. I so un- 
derst^ it when the State of Geon^., 
seceded, and it was with a full 
consciousness of this fact, ^with idl 


its responsibilities, sacrifices, and 
perils, that 1 pledgi^ myself to stand 
by her and her fortunes, whatever 
they might be, in the course she had 
adopted. As for 'making any public 
denial of such a charge, I felt too 
much self-respect to & it.” Afber 
the failure of the Peace Conference in 
April, 1866, Mr. Stephens retired to 
Georgia, was arrested and confined in 
Fort Warren, Boston Harbour, but 
was released, Oct. 11, 1865, when ho 
returned to Georgia. In Dec., 1865, 
he was elected Senator of tho United 
States Congress, but was not pormitted 
to take his seat. 

STEPHENS, Edward Bowring, 
A.K. A., sculptor, bora at Exeter, studied 
under the late Mr. E. H. Baily, and in 
1843 gained the gold medal of the Boyal 
Academy for an alto-relievo of “,Tho 
Battle of tho Centaurs and Lapithm.’’ 
He spent three years at Borne, and 
has produced, amongst other works, 
two groups, — “ Satan Tempting Eve,** 
and “ Satan Vanquished/’ both in 
tho Great Exhibition of 1851 ; “ Eve 
Contemplating Death/’ in 1853 ; 
“ Group of Enphrosyne and Cupid,” 
in 1856 ; “ The Angel of the Be- 
surrection,” in 1861, and a colossal 
portrait statue of “Sir Thomas Dyke 
Acland,” in 1862. 

STEPHENSON, Sir Bowland 
Macdonald, bora in 1808, and edu- 
cated at Harrow, is a civil engineer, 
and director of the East-India Bail- 
way Company. He received the 
honour of knighthood in 1857, for his 
services in introducing and conying 
out tho system of railway communi- 
cation in India under the late Lord 
Dalhousie, and has contributed arti- 
cles on engineering and other sub- 
jects to scientific periodicals. 

STEVENS, Thaddeus, statesman, 
b^ in Caledonia county, Vermont, 
April 4, 179i: graduate at Dart- 
mouth College in 1814;'^ removed to 
Pennsylvania, studied' law, and 'vm 
admitted to the Bar in. 1816. He 
was elected to the State Legislature, 
in 1S83, 1834, 1855, 1837, and 1841, 
was returned a memberdf theCoinvan- 
tion to revise the State constitution 
3 G 2 * 
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in 1836, removed to Lancaster in 
1842, and was elected a representa- 
tive from Pennsylvania to the 81st 
Congress in 1848. Ho was re-elected 
to the d2nd, the 36th, and the 37th 
Congress, and in the latter was Chair- 
man of Wsfs and Means, having 
previously sOrvod on various impor- 
tant oommittooB. He was rc-elcoted 
to the 88th Congress, again serving as 
Chairman of Committee on Ways and 
Moans, in 1862, was a dolegpte to the 
Baltimore Convention in 1864, and 
was re-elected to the 39th Congress. 
He first amassed money as a travel- 
ling pedlar, and afterwards set up ex- 
tensive iron-works in Pennsylvania, 
from which ho realized large profits. 
They were destroyed daring the civil 
war, and he has since been notorious 
for his bitter hostility to the South. 
The University of Vermont confeirod 
the degree of LL.D. upon him in Aug., 
1867. 

STEWART, SiE Houston, G.O.B., 
Vice-Admiral, son of the late Sir 
M. S. Stewart, Bart., bom in 1791, 
served in the Walch&rcn, and at the 
siege of St. Jean d*Acro, *and was 
second in command in the Block Sea 
in 1855-6. He was created a R.C.B. 
for his services otT Sebastopol in 1856, 
was made a G.C.B. in 1865, and has 
since been promoted to the rank of a 
Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour. 
Sir Hduston Stewart was one of the 
members in the. Liberal interest for 
Greenwich frofij^eb. to July, 1852. 
Ho was Controlibk'-Gen. of the Coast- 
guard fimm Nov., 1846, till 1850$ a 
Lord of the Admiralty from 1860 till 
1862 ; Aidmiral Superintendent of 
Malta dockyard in April, 1853; se- 
cond in command in the Black Sea in 
Jah., 1855 $ Commonder-in-Chief on 
^the North American and West Indian 
Btations in Nov., 1856 ; and Com- 
-mander-in-Chief at Plymouth from 
Oct., 1860, till Nov., 1863. 

STIGAND, William, son of the 
late William Stigand, Esq., of Devon- 
port, bom in 1827, was educated at 
Shrewsbuiy and St. John's College, 
Cambridge. After studying the Equity 
branch of the profession of the law, , 


he was called to the Bar at Lincoln'e 
Inn in June, 1852; has resided at 
varions times in France, Italy, and 
Germany, and has visited Spain and 
the East. He has written " A Vision 
of Barbarossa, and other Poems,” pub- 
lished in 1860 : and ” Athonais ; or, 
tho First Crusado,” in 1866. This 
composition, forming the first portion 
of an epic on tho first crusade, com- 
prises six cantos in Spenserian metre, 
amounting to more than 8,000 lines of 
verse, is, however, complete in it- 
self, and refers to the vicissitudes 
of tho emsaders within and before 
tho walls of Antioch, which was tho 
cardinal point of action of tho first 
ernsade. He has contributed to the 
Quarterly and EdUiburgh Reviews^ and 
to othor periodicals. 

STIRBEY, Prince. {See Supple- 
ment.) 

STIRLING, Mrs., an accomplished 
and versatile actress, daughter of tho 
late Capt. Hehl, of tho Horso Guards, 
];)orn in Queen Street, Mayfair, in 
1817, was educated at a convent in 
Franco, and on her return home, 
finding that her family had fallen 
into pecmiiary difficultios, she deter- 
mined, although then but sixteen 
yoars of age, to try her fortune upon 
tho stage. Adopting tho namo of 
Miss Fanny Clifton, she obtained on 
engagement at the East London 
Theatre, at which her reception was 
encouraging, attributable in no small 
degree to her handsome pereon and 
musical voice. This was followed by 
a better engagement at tho Pavilion, 
where she met Mr. Edward Stirling, the 
stag^manager, to whom she was soon 
afterwards married. Mrs.Stirling’snext 
professional engagement was with Mr. 
Jlavidge, of the Liverpool Theatre, 
where she remained one season, went 
to Birmingham, and soon after re- 
turned to London, and played at tho 
Adelphi in “ Victorine,” ” The Dream 
at Sea,” and other new pieces. About 
this time she accepted on engage- 
ment for three years under Mr. 
Macroady, at Druxy Lane, whSre she 
obtained important parts and won 
her way to popularity. Her next 
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ongagemont was at the Princess's, 
where she took leading Shakspearian 
diaractera, both tragic and oomio; 
and amongst these her Cordelia was 
regarded by her admirers as the most 
successful, though in Rosalind, Des- 
deinoua, and Portia, her liistrionio 
talents were displayed to gi'cat ad- 
vantage. Mrs. Stirling's engago- 
ments at the Olympic and at the 
Strand Theatre, under Mr. Parron, 
ore fresh in public recollection, and 
her more recent performances at the 
Haymarket, Adelphi, and St. James's 
Theatres, have been attended with 
great success, especially in the promi- 
nent parts of Lady Teazle, in Sheri- 
dan’s Comedy of “ The School for 
Scandal," Lady Gay Spanker, Mari- 
tana, the Widow Green, Mrs. Bracc- 
giidle, in the “ Tragic Queen," and 
“ Peg Woffington.” 

STIRLING, W. (See Maxwell, 
Sir W. S., in Supplement.) 

STOCKER, The Rev. Charles 
W iLLTAM, D.D., bom in 1793, and 
educated at Merchant Taylors* School, 
went in 1812 to St. John's College, 
Oxford, where ho obtained a first-class 
in classics, and a second-class in ma- 
thematics in 1816. He became Fel- 
low of St. John’s in 1815, Tutor in 
1821, Master of the Schools in 1821, 
Public Examiner in 1823 and 1832, 
was Principal of Elizabeth College, 
Guernsey, from 1824 till 1829, Vice- 
Principal of St. Alban’s Hall from 
1832 till 1836, Select Preacher in 
1832, Professor of Moral Philosophy, 
and Rector of Dray cot -le-Moora, 
Staffordshire, in 1841. Dr. Stocker 
has edited Herodotus, Juvenal, 
PersiuB, and Livy, with English 
notes. He has written an " Ode on 
the Assassination of Mr. Perceval," 
published in 1812 ; " The Minister of 
God: an Assize Sermon," in 1836; 
"Conversations on tho Lord’s Sup- 
per," in 1840 : and other educational 
works and tracts. He became D.D. 
in 1831. The periodical gathering of 
ohurdi choirs, for the improvement of 
congregational singing, originated in 
a proposal which, as Rural Dean of ; 
iChoadles, he brought before a chap j 


ter of the clergy in 1819 ; and tho 
first meeting was held in that church 
Oct. 4. 

STOKES, Georoe Gabriel, F.B.S.f 
bom about 1820, was educated at 
Christ's Hospital, London, and at 
Pembroke College, Cambridge, where 
ho graduated B.A. in 1841, as Senior 
Wrangler, and was elected to a Fel- 
lowship. In 1849 ho was appointed 
to the Lncasian Professorship of Ma- 
thematics, and in 1852 was awarded 
the Rnmford Medal by the Royal 
Society (of which lie had been chosen 
a member a few months before), in 
recognition of liis services to the 
cause of scienco by his discovery of 
the change in tho refrangible nature 
of light. An account of tliis discoveiy 
will bo found in the "Philosophical 
Transactions " for 1852. Mr. Stokes, 
who was chosen ono of tho Secre- 
taries to the Royal Society in 1854, 
has oontribnted to tho Transactions 
of sevei'al learned societies, has deli- 
verod professorial Icotnroa at Cam- 
bridge, and occasionally loctnres at 
tho Museum of Practical Geology in 
London# 

STOKES, WiLLiAU, M.D., son of 
Dr. Whitley Stokes, senior Fellow of 
Trinity College, Dublin, bom in Dub- 
lin in 1804, took tho degree of M.D, 
in tho University of Edinburgh in 
1825. Ho has written on the diseases 
of tho lungs and windpipe, and the 
heart and tho aorta, and has contri- 
buted to the periQjfeals of tho day. 
Dr. Stokes, who hias filled the office 
of Regius Professor of Physic in tho 
University of Dublin, received the 
honorary degree of LL.Dw from tho 
University of Edinburgh, bn the oc- 
casion of the inauguration of its first 
chancellor, Lord Brougham, in June, 
1846 ; has served as President of the 
College of Physicians in Ireland, and 
has been twice appointed crown re- 
presentative professor in the General 
Medical Council. He is one of the 
physicians in ordinoiy to the Queen 
in Ireland. 

STONE, Davko Mavinr, TOn of 
Noah Stone, M.D., bom at Oxford, 
Connecticut, Deo. 23, 1817 ; devoted 
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his attontion to mechanical paranits, 
and was afterwards employed in mer- 
cantile affairs. For some timo he 
contributed to Tarioas periodicals, 
and became connected, in 1849, with 
the New York Journal of Commerce, 
of which he is one of the proprietors. 

STONEMAN, Major-6ek. George, 
born in New York about 1826, was 
educated at West Point, and g^u- 
ated in tho same class with Mc’Glel- 
lan, in 18^16. He was acting os com- 
mander at Camp Palo Alto, in Texas, 
when the cirilwar began; was no- 
minated Major in the cavalry, May 
9, 1861, was appointed Brig.- Gen. of 
V^oluntccrs in Aug., and when the 
Army of the Potomao moved, was 
placed in command of the cavalry. 
After the evacuation of York Town, 
May 4, 1862, he went in pursuit of 
the Confederates, and having passed 
through the other grades, was pro- 
moted to the rank of Major-General 
in Feb., 1863, and intrusted with tho 
command of the whole cavaliy force of 
tho Army of the Potomac. About the 
end of March he made a successful 
raid towards the rear of Gcuetal Lee’s 
army, and his forces took part in tho 
battle of Beverly Ford, June 9, where 
they assisted in defeating Gen. 
Stuart’s cavalry. Gen. Stoneman 
was actively engaged towards the 
close of the war in co-operating in 
East Tennessee and in North Caro- 
lina, and accompanied Gen. Sherman in 
his well-known march through Georgia. 

STORKS, The Bight Hon. Sir 
Henry, K.C.B., G.C.M.G., eldest son 
of Mr. Seijeant Storks, bom in 1811, 
and educated at the Charterhouse, 
entered the army, served in the 61st, 
14th, and d8th regiments, and was 
Assistant Adjutant-General in the 
Kaffir war in 1846-7. He has been 
Military Secretary in the Mauidtius, 
commanded the British Militaiy Esta- 
blishments on the Bosphorus, the 
Dardanehes, and at Smyrna, during 
the war with Bnssia between 1854 
and 1856, was Seoretaiy for Militaiy 
Comspondenoe at the War-office 
fiem 1857 till 1869, and was appointed 
Lmrd High Commissioner of the 


Ionian Islands in 1859. On the ces- 
sion of those islands to Greece, Sir 
Henry succeeded Sir J. G. Le Mar- 
ohont as Governor of Malta. He pro- 
ceeded in Nov., 1865, to Jamaica, as 
Captain-General and Govemor-in- 
Chiof, to conduct the inquiry into tlio 
outbreak, and having performed tho 
mission with credit, he was on his 
return made a Privy Councillor, Nov. 
13, 1866. 

STOTS B ASHI (Tycoon or Siogoun 
of Japan), bom in 1835, usually re- 
sides at tho palace at Joddo. Ho 
received Sir Hariy Parkes, the Bntish 
Minister Extraordinary to Japan, May 
1, 1867, at the palace at Osaoa. 

STOWE, Mrs. Harriet Beecxier, 
authoress, daughter of the lato Dr. 
Lyman Beecher, bora in Litchfield, 
Connecticut, Juno 15, 1814, was asso- 
ciated with her sister in the labours 
of a school at Hartford in 1829, 
afterwards removed with her relatives 
to Walnut Hills, near Cincinnati, and 
was married in 1835 to the Bev. E. 
Stowe, professor of Biblical History 
in tho Lane Seminary, over wliich 
her father presided. During tho 
earlier part of her manied life, Mrs. 
Stowewroto several talcs and sketches 
for the magazines, which were al'tcr- 
waids collected under the titles of 
“ The May Flower,” and " Two Ways 
of Spending tho Sabbath.” Shortly 
after Professor Stowe had accepted 
the chair of Biblical Literature at 
Andover, in 1850, his Wife, an ardent 
Abolitionist, having made herself 
thoroughly acquainted with the work- 
ings of slavery, published, in the 
Wa^fhinrjton National lira, ” Undo 
Tom’s Cabin.” It went through seve- 
ral editions, was republished in Eng- 
land, and was translated into various^ 
European languages. The *'’Koy to 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” explanatory of 
the incidents on which her book was 
founded, appeared in 1852. Mrs. 
Stowe, having accepted the invitations 
addressed to her from various parts of 
England, arrived at Liverpool April 11, 
1853, accompanied by her husband, 
her brother, the Bev. Charles Beecher, 
and one or two other Mends,, with. 
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whom she visited Scotland. Soon 
after her arrival in London, Mrs. 
Stowe received, at Stafford House, an 
address from tho ladies of Eogland, 
which was r^ad by Lord Shaftesbury ; 
and many other tokens were offei^ 
of interest and sympathy in the cause 
she has so deeply at heart. In June 
she proceeded to the Continent, and 
returned to the United States Sep. 7. 
Her ** Sunny Hemorios of Foreign 
Lands,*’ an account of her visit to 
Europe, appeared in 1864 ; ** Dred,” 
a work of considerable power, though 
wanting in the vigour and freshness 
which made '’Uncle Tom” so popular, 
in 1856; and "The Minister’s Woo- 
ing,” in 1859. Her "Agnes of Sor- 
ronto,’* which formed a leading fea- 
ture in the* Comhill Magazine for 
1861, and in the AtUmtic Monthly, has 
been published as a separate work. 
A volume of her contributions to the 
latter magazine, imder tho title of 

House and Home Papers,” was pub- 
lished in England and in the United 
States in 1865. 

STBAOHAN, Da. (See Toronto, 
Bishop of.) 

STBAFFOBD (Earl of), The 
Bight Hon. George Stevens Byno, 
son of Field-Marshal the first earl (of 
Peninsular celebrity), born June 8, 
1806, was summoned to the Upper 
House in his father’s barony of Straf- 
ford, April 8, 1853, and succeeded his 
father as second earl June 3, 1860. 
He was for some time Comptroller of 
the Household to the Lord-Lieutenant 
of Ireland ; a Lord of the Treasury 
in 1834 ; was Comptroller and Trea- 
surer of the Queen’s household, and 
Secretary to the Board of Control. 
He is Colonel of the West Middlesex 
Militia, and a Deputy-Lieutenant of 
that county, and was returned to the 
House of Commons, in the Liberal 
interest, for .Milbome, Poole, and 
Chatham, between 1831 and 1852. 

STBATFOBD DE BEDCLIFFE 
(Viscount), P.C., G.C.B., betterknown 
as Sir Stratford Canning, under which 
name he is identified with Btitidi 
policy in Turk^, son of Stratford 
Oaniidng, a merchant^ who was uncle 


to George Canning, the statesman, 
bom in London, Jan. 6, 1788, was 
educated as a "Colleger” at Eton, 
whence he passed in due course as a 
Scholar to King’s College, Cambridge. 
Whilst an undergraduate, he obtained, 
in 1807, through his cousin’s interest, 
an appointment as Precis Writer in 
the Foreign Office, accompanied Mr. 
Adair on a special mission to Con- 
stantinople, in 1808, and was made 
Seoretaiy of Embassy, upon Mr. 
Adaii^s appointment as permanent 
minister, in 1809. On returning to 
England he resumed his academic 
studies, and in 1813 took tho degree 
of M.A. at Cambridge, was advanced 
to tho rank of Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary, and sent to Basic, where he 
assisted in framing the treaty which 
united the Swiss Cantons in the 
Helvetic Confederation, in 1814, and 
was present at Vienna dming the Con- 
gress of 1816. He went on a special 
mission to Washington in 1820, to 
adjust certain difi'erences left un- 
settled by the treaty of Ghent, and 
returned in 1823, the British Govern- 
ment declining to ratify tho engage- 
ments he had made. In 1824 he was 
sent to St. Petersburg to asoortain 
the intentions of the Czar respecting 
Greece ; and in 1825 went as ambas- 
sador to Constantinople, when his 
infiuenco was employed with Sultan 
Mahmoud in favour of the Greeks; 
but not succeeding, he came to Eng- 
land on leave, to be present during 
the conferences of London, and re- 
turned to his post in 1827. After the 
"untoward event” of Navarino, dip- 
lomatic relations with Turkey were 
broken off, and he repaired to Eng- 
land, receiving the Grand Cross of 
the Bath in acknowledgment of his 
valuable services, was sent on a 
special mission to Constantinople in 
1881, and returned to undertake a 
special mission to Spain in 1832. He 
was appe^ted ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, replacing Lord Ponsonby 
in 1841, hdd that important post Ibr 
many years, under difiibrent minis- 
tries, and his personal eluoidationB of 
Eastern politics doubtless had great 
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inflaonce with British statesmen. He 
was the steadfast friend of Eeschid 
Facba, and the supporter of all his 
reforms, and invariably exorcised his 
influence to improve the condition of 
tho ChristiBn population of Turkey. 
It is to be regretted that, under the 
belief that the claims of France, 
Russia, and Austria, respecting the 
Holy places, had been adjusted, he 
left Constantinople in 1862, and that 
his post should have been occupied 
by a subordinate, although an able 
and vigilant officer, at the time when 
’ Prince Meusohikofl* was actually me- 
nacing the Sultan In his own palace. 
It may, however, be urged that Eng- 
land had no locus standi in the dis- 
pute until a territorial aggression 
became imminent, and that tho in- 
structions sent from home dii'ccted 
our representative not to interfere 
officially in the matter. During the 
Russian war Lord Stratford de 
Rcdclifle supported the British Go- 
vernment' most efficiently, and he 
resigned his post at Constantinople, 
and returned to England in the 
early part of 1858. Ho sat in 
the House of Commons for Stock- 
bridge and Old Sarum before the 
adoption of tho Reform Bill, was one 
of the members for King’s Lynn, in 
the Conservative interest, from Jan., 
1835, till Feb., 1842; was raised to 
the peerage as Lord Stratford de Red- 
clifie, Ap^ 24^ 1852, and has taken 
an active part in the debates on 
questions of foreign policy. 

STRATHNAIRH (Babon), The 
Right Hon. Sib Hugh Henby Rose, 
G.C.B., G.C.S.I., son of tho late 
Eight Hon. Sir George II. Rose, 
G.C.H., many years member fur 
Christ Church, British Minister at 
Berlin, Ac. (who died in 1855), born 
in 1803, was educated at Berlin; 
entered the army in 1820, and after 
attainmg the ra^ of Lieut.-Col. be- 
came successively Consul-General in 
Syria, Secretary of Embassy and 
Cha^ d’ Affaires at the Porte, and 
Commissioner at Head-Quarters of 
the Fraich Army in the East in 
. 1855-r6« While acting as Charge 


d* Affaires at the Porte, he displayed, 
according to Hr. Kinglake, great 
foresight in urging upon the admiral 
in command of the Mediterranean 
fleet the policy of making a naval 
demonstration at the critical moment 
when Prince Menschikoff, by his 
domineering attitude, had nearly suc- 
ceeded in intimidating the Saltan and 
his ministers. Dui'ing the Indian mu- 
tiny, the command of the Central In- 
dia field force was bestowed upon him, 
and for his able services at this peril- 
ous period, culminating in the fall of 
Jhansi, he was created first a K.C.B. 
and afterwards a G.C.B., besides re- 
ceiving the thanks of Parliameut, and 
when the order of the Star of India was 
instituted, he was one of the earliest 
of the recipients of that honour. On 
the return to Europe of tlio late Lord 
Clyde, Sir Hugh Roso succeeded him 
as Commandor-in -Chief in India, and 
it fell to his lot, while holding this 
high post, to superintend and dii*oct 
the amalgamation of tho Queen’s 
forces with the armies of the late 
East-India Company. By his zeal, 
energy, and professional skill on this 
occasion, he succeeded in reforming 
many old-standing abuses and de- 
fects, and greatly promoted the com- 
fort and effioienpy of the troops. 
Ho resigned the post of Commander- 
in-Chief in India in 1805, took com- 
mand of her Majesty’s forces in Ire- 
land, is a General in the army, holds 
tho colonelcy of tho 45th foot, and is 
regarded as one of the ablest of our 
general officers. He was made a 
D.C.L. at Oxford in Juno, 1865, and 
was raised to tho peerage as Boron 
Strathnaim, of Strathnaim, in the 
county of Naim, and of Jhansi, East 
Indies, July 28, 1866. 

STRAUSS, David Fbedebich, 
theologian, bom at Ludwigsbiirg, in 
Wurtemberg, June 27, 1808, com- 
pleted his studies at l^bingen, was 
ordained in 1830, and in 1831 became 
Professor in the Seminoiy of Heil- 
bronn, which he quitted to finish his 
theological studies at Berlin. After 
a short study of the Hegelian philo- 
sophy, he returned to Tubingen, where 
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and well-written work on The. 
Drases of Monnt Lebanon,*’ published 
in 1860, on returning from a visit to 
the Bast. He was Under-Seoretaiy of 
State for the colonies in Lord Derby’s 
second administration, 1858-9, and 
was appointed Secretary of State for 
the Colonies in Lord Derby’s third 
administration, Juno, 1866. His lord- 
ship resigned on account of a differ- 
ence of opinion respecting Boform, 
March 2, 1867. 

CARNOT, LAZAUii: Hippolytb, 
politician, son of tho celebrated Car- 
not, bom at Saint Omer, April 6, 1801, 
studied tho law, and became an 
advocate. Later in. life ho ranked 
as a hohnme dc leitres, edited tho 
“Revuo Encyclopcdique,” and was at 
one time a disciplo of St. Simon. 
He was elected deputy in 1839, and 
after tho revolution of 18*18 was ap- 
pointed Minister of Public Instruction, 
but retired July 5. After the coup 
d'Hatf M. Camot was elected, with 
Gen.* Cavaign^ic, deputy for Paris. 
Both refused the oath, and retired into 
private life. M. Carnot is tho author 
of **Memoircs, do Henri Grdgoiro, 
anoien Bvdque do Blois,” published in 
1837 ; ** M5moires do Camot, par son 
Fils,” published in 1861-4, aud other 
works. For many years he has been 
labouring upon an historical work, 

Germany during the War of Deliver- 
ance,” a fragment of which was pub- 
lished in 184'3. 

CARPBNTBB, Miis. Maugaukt, 
bom at Salisbuiy, in 1793, is the 
daughter of tho late Alexander R. 
Geddes. When very young. Miss 
Goddes received two years* instruc- 
tion in fi^rc-drawing and painting 
from' a resident master at Salisbury, 
and hod the advantage of studying 
from tho lino collection of pictures at 
Longford Castle, tho seat of the earl 
of Radnor, who evinced a warm in- 
terest in her advancement. At his 
recommendation, she took the step 
which first made her generally known, 
and sent pictures to the Society of 
Arts for three successive years. On 
each occasion she receiv^ a public 
aolmowledgment of her talents, and 


for a study of a bo 3 r*s head, afterwards 
purchased by the marquis of StaflbiB, 
the largest gold medal was awarded. 
In 1814 Miss Geddes removed to 
London, which offerod greater fadli- 
tioB in every point of view for tho 
pnrsnit of her professional exertions, 
and three years later married Mr. W. 
H. Carpenter, tlie publisher, and 
keeper of cngiavings at the British 
Museum, who died July 12, 1866. 
Mrs. Carpenter has been a constant 
exhibitor at tho Royal Academy and 
British Institution, contributing por- 
traits and figurc-studips, which are 
vciy highly appreciateif, not only for 
their truth, but for their firmness of 
touch aud brilliancy of colour. A 
pension of £100 per annum was 
granted to this lady in 1866. 

CARPENTER, Mary, daughter of 
the late Dr. Lant Carpenter, of 
Biistol, born about 1820, has token 
an active part in tho reformatory 
movement, more especially in Bristol, 
where she has founded and superin- 
tends a reformatoiy institution for 
females. Miss Carpenter is the 
authoress of ** Reformatory Schools 
for Children,” published in 1851$ 
” Juvenile Delinquents, their Ci^ildi- 
tion and Treatment;*’ ** Juvenile 
linqucucy in its Relation to the 
Educational Movement;” ”-Tho Rela- 
tion of Ragged Schools to the Educa- 
tional Movement,” — a lecture read 
l^efore tho National Association for 
the Promotion of Social Science; 
” Reformatory Schools and their 
Present Position,” published in 1^5 $ 
uiicl " The Claims of Ragged Schools 
to Pecuniary Aid from the Annual 
Parliamentary Grant for Educational 
Purposes,”— works which have had a 
considerahle influence in directing 
public attention to tho proper treat- 
ment of youthful criminals. ^ Miss 
Carpenter, who visited India for 
philanthropic objects, arrived at Bom- 
bay Sep. 25, 1866, and rotunied to 
England in April, 1867. 

CARPJJNTBR, WitLiAM, the son 
of a tradesman of St. James’s, West- 
minster, was bom in 1797, and J>egiin 
life as errand-boy to a bookbinder in 
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ho became tntor in a theological 
academy^ and was entirely nnlcnown 
to fame antil ho publish^, in 1835, 
his “ Life of Jesus/* which, on account 
of his resolving the Saviour into 
almost a mythical personage, pro- 
duced a great sensation throughout 
the Christian world. It was speedily 
translated into other languages, and 
called forth several able replies. He 
was dismissed from his tutorship, and 
after spending some time in retire- 
ment, during which he wrote some 
works tending to allay the alarm and 
inritation caused by his doctrines, he 
was appointed Professor of Dogmatics 
and Church History at Zurich in 1839 ; 
but the appointment was considered a 
scandal, and he was obliged to resign. 
During the revolution of 1848 ho 
was an unsuccessful candidate for the 
German National Assembly ; was re- 
turned by his native town to the Diet 
of Wurtemborg,whcre,to the astonish- 
ment of ovoiy one, ho took his place 
among the Conservatives. His con- 
stituents were so displeased with his 
conduct that ho soon gave in his 
resignation. In addition to his theo- 
logical works, Strauss has written 
“ Lifo of Schubart/* published in 
1849 ; ** Christian Maerklin/’ in 1851 ; 
the “ Life and Writings of the Poet 
and Philologist Nioodemus Frischliu/* 
in 1856, and other works. 

STBEET, George Edmund, A.11.A., 
bom at Woodford, Essex, in 1824, 
edneated at the Collegiate School, 
CamberwoU, studied ai’chitocturo for 
three years under Mr. Owen Carter at 
Winchester, and for five years under 
Mr. G. G. Scott, whom he quitted about 
1850, and has since been e^igaged 
in various works on his ^own account. 
His favourite style is Gothic, and 
all his literacy eflbrts have tended to 
illustrate its history and principles, 
and to promote, its progress. Mr. 
Street has written numerous essays 
and lectures upont arohiteoture. His 
principal works ore The Brick and 
Marble Architecture of North Italy in 
the Middle Ages/* published in 1865 ; 
.and**Some Acoountof Gothic Architec- 
ture in Spain/' Ao., in 1865. Among 


Mr. Street’s numerous arohitectural 
works may be mentioned, the Theo- 
logian College at Cuddesdon, the 
chapel and school-room of Uppingham 
School, and new churches at Bourne- 
mouth ; Boyne Hill, Hagley ; Chirden 
Street, Westminster ; SS. Philip and 
James, Oxford ; Warminster ; and 
HoUington, Staffordshire. Amongst 
his church restorations are Luton ; 
Wantage ; Jesus College Chapel, Ox- 
ford; Ufiingtonand Shottesbrooke, in 
Berlm ; Stone, in Kent ; and Stewkley 
and Bamham, Bucks. In addition 
to numerous other works in pro- 
gress, Mr. Street is engaged npontho 
Crimean Memorial Church at Constan- 
tinople. In 1850 he was appointed 
Diocesan Architect to the diocese 
of Oxford, and in 1866 Diocesan Ar- 
chitect for York, and for some years 
was treasurer of the English Church 
Union. Mr. Street is a Fellow of 
the Institute of Architects, of which 
he has boon Vice-President ; is a Fel- 
low of the Society of Antiquaries, an 
Honorary Member of the American 
Institute of Architects, and of other 
societies, and was elected an Asso- 
ciate of the Boyal Academy in May, 
1866. 

STRICKLAND, Miss Agnes, third 
daughter of Thomas Strickland, Esq., 
of Reydon Hall, Suffolk, bom early in 
the ccntuiy, manifested in childhood 
a taste for poetical composition. This 
propensity was discouraged by her 
father, who feared that it might 
divert her from more solid pursuits. 
At twelve years of age she had com- 
posed many pages of a romantic 
chronicle in rhyme, called the Bed 
Rose,” intended to commemorate the 
fortunes of the House of Lancutcr, 
but her sibylline leaves were dis* 
oovered, and treated with such severe 
criticism by her father, that she 
abjured rhyming for a time. Aileron 
interval of three years she produced 
a poem in four cantos, under the title 
of “ Worcester Field, or the Cavalier/’ 
which was eulogised by Thomas 
Campbell, and whiidi, like ** Deme- 
trius,” a tale of modem Greece, that 
succeeded it, has long been out of 
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print. After the death of her father, 
she, with her eldest sister, oommenoed 
a regular oonrso of study in the 
British Museum, and the facility with 
which they read chronicles and manu- 
scripts in old French and Pro7en9al 
Italian became of the utmost use in 
the collection of those materials which 
afterwards enriched their historical 
biographies. Agnes continued to re- 
side, till the death of her widowed 
mother, with her two unmarried sis- 
ters, in the qniet seolasion of Reydon 
Hall, where she composed numerous 
contributions to fugitive literature, 
part of which were reprinted under 
the title of “ Historio Scones and 
other Poetic Fancies,” in 1850. She 
had before written popular books for 
young people, such as ** Stories from 
Histoiy,” Illustrious British Chil- 
dren,” ”Alda, the British Captive,” 
and ” The Rival Crusoes,” the joint 
production of herself and her sister 
Elizabeth. In 1835 Agnes added to 
her reputation by ” The Pilgrims of 
Walsingham,” constructed on the plan 
of the old ” Canterbury Pilgrimage,” 
and the sisters commenced their groat 
undertaking,” The Lives of the Queens 
of England from the Norman Con- 
quest,” of which the lirst volume ap- 
peared in 1840, and the last in 1849. 
It carries the series down to the ao- 
ooBsion of the Hanoverian family, and 
has become one of the most popular 
works of our time. The name of one 
sister only is known in connection 
with it, as the elder Miss Strickland 
has by ohoioe eschewed the honours 
of professed authorship. Agnes and 
Elirabeth Strickland have since pro- 
duced ” Lives of the Queens of Scot- 
land, and English Priucossos con- 
nected with the Regal Succession of 
Great Britain,” published in 1850-9, 
a neoessaiy adjunct to their ” Lives of 
Ihe Queens of England.” The most < 
important of these lives is thatof Mary j 
Stuart, whose innooenoe Agnes Strick- 
land has undertaken to prove from 
evidence recently discovered in the , 
State Paper OfSoe and among the 
royid reomrds contained inrtho Gene- 
ral Register Office^ Edinburgh. It 


has been republished in a separatb 
form, and a French txunBlatioti will 
soon appear. Agnes Strickland pub- 
lished in 1862 ” The Bachelor Eiiiigs 
of England,” as a oompanion volume 
to the Lives of the Queens of Eng- 
land and of the Queens of Scotland. 
It contains the lives of William Rufus, 
Edward V., and Edward VI., the only 
three unmarried sovereigns of Eng- 
land. This third work completes her 
chain of royal and domestic historical 
biography from the Norman Conquest. 
Her latest works are ” How will it 
End ? ” published in 1865 ; “ Lives of 
the Seven Bishops,” in 1866 ; and an 
abridged edition of the Queens of 
England for tho use of schools and 
families. 

STUART, The Hon. Sir John, son 
of a Highland laird, born in 1793, 
educated at the High School and 
University of Edinburgh, was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1819, and 
is a Vice-Chancellor and Boucher of 
Lincoln’s Inn. He was one of tho 
members in the Toiy interest for 
Newark, from Aug., 1847, till July, 
1852, and for Bury St. Edmund’s from 
July till .Oct., 1852, when ho was pi’O- 
moted to the Bench. The family, de- 
scended from the last Stewart Lord 
Lorn, has been for generations dis- 
tinguished for loyalty and devotion to 
the Crown. 

STTJART-WORTLBT, The Right 
Hon. James Archibald, third son of 
the firtst Lord Whomcliffe, born in 
1805, was educated at Christ Church, 
Ozfbrd, where he took the usual B.A. 
de^e, ^nd was elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Merton College. Having 
been called to the Bar, ho wont the 
Northern circuit, was appointed 
Standing Counsel to tho Bank of 
England in 1844, Sol.-Gen. to tho 
Queen Dowager in 1845, and Jndgo 
Advocate Gen. and was sworn a Privy 
Gonnoillor in 1846. Ho was chosen 
Recorder of London in 1850, and was 
Solicitor-General for a few months, 
under Lord Palmerston, in 1866-7, 
and resigned on the ground of ill- 
health. He was one of the members 
for Halifax from Jan., 1886, till Aug.> 
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1837^ for . Buteshire from Deo.; 
1842, till 'April* 1859* when he nnauo- 
oessfnlly contested the West Biding 
of Yorkshire in the Gonservativ« 
interest. 

STUBBSjThb Bev. William, M.A.j 
bom tfune 21, 1825, was educated at 
the Grammar^rschool, Bipon, and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he took 
a first-olasB in classics and a third in 
mathematics, and was elected to a 
Fellowship at Trinity College. He 
was ordained in 1848, became Vicar 
of Navestock, Essex, in 1830, and 
Librarian at Lambeth in 1862. Ho 
was Diocesan Inspector of schools in 
the diocese of Bochester from 1860 
till 1866, when ho was appointed 
Begins Professor of Modem History 
at Oxford. Ho published, in 1650, 
“ Hymnale secundum usum Samm ; 
in 1858, Begistrum Sacmm Angli 
canum $ in 1860, “ Tractatus do 
Sanota Cruce de Waltham $*’ edited, 
in 1863, **Mosheim’B Institutes of 
Church History in 1864 and 1863, 
** Chronicles and Memorials of Biohard 
I.,’* published by the Master of the 
Bolls ; and, in 1867, tho ** Chronicle,*' 
ascribed to Benedict of Peterborough, 
in tho same series. 

SULLIVAN, Barry, actor, bom in 
Birmingham in 1824, studied Shake- 
speare at an early ago, and made his 
first appearance at York, in the part 
of Jack Eustace, in ** Love in a Vil- 
lage,*' in 1830. His success was such 
that he adopted tho profession, and 
after playing for some time in Ireland, 
was engaged, by the late Mr. W. H. 
Murray for the Theatre Boyal, Edin- 
burgh. Having perfonned in this city 
for several seasons, he proceeded to 
Paisley, Aberdeen, Glasgow, Liverpool, 
and Manchester, and after another 
visit to Edinbuigh, made his first ap- 
pearance in London in the character 
of Hamlet, at the Haymarket Theatre, 
in Nov., 1851. His Snooess was de- 
cided, and he afterwards performed 
at the Strand, the Gairidk, the 
Standard, and Drury Lane. After 
a farewell tour in England, Ireland, 
and Scotland, he sailed for tl^ United 
Sti^B in Nov., 1857, and met with 


the most enthusiastic reception in 
the United States and Canada, re- 
turning to London in May, 1860, 
when he appeared at the St. James’s. 
Having made another farewell tour 
in England, Ireland, and Sootiand, he 
sailed for Australia in May, 1861, and 
arrived in Melbourne in July. Hero 
he performed nearly a thousand nights, 
accepted several engagements in New 
South Wales, and reached England 
in June, 1866, reappearing at Druiy 
Lane in Sep., at which establishment 
he has since fulfilled other engage- 
ments. 

SULLIVAN, Edward, bom in July, 
1822, educated at Middleton School, 
CO. Cork, and at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, was called to the Irish Bar in 
Michaelmas term, 1848, obtained a 
BUk gown in 1858, and was appointed 
her Majesty’s third Sexjeant-at-Law, 
on the promotion of Mr. Fitzgibbou ta 
one of the Masterships in tho Irish 
Chancery in 1860. Ho was Law Ad- 
viser to the Crown in 1861, and Soli- 
citor-Generid for Ireland ^m 1865 
till June, 1866. Ho was returned, in 
tho Liberal interest for Mallow, in 
July, 1865. 

SUMNEB, Dr. (See Winchester, 
Bishop of.) 

SUMNEB, Charles, politician, bom 
at Boston, U.S., Jan. 6, 1811, gradu- 
ated at Harvard College in 1830, and 
studied law in the same institution 
after taking his degree. In early life 
ho contributed to, and afterwords be- 
came editor of, the American Jurist^ 
and having been colled to the Bar in 
1834, began to practise at Boston. 
He edited, in 1836, Dunlop’s ''Trea- 
tise on tiie Practice of the Admiralty 
Courts in Cases of Civil Jurisdiction 
at Sea,” visited Europe in 1837, a;nd 
was present in Paris dnringGen. Cass’s 
embassy. At the request pf the am- 
bassador, he wrote a defence of th& 
rights of the United States in reference 
io the questionB then pending between 
ihe two Governments^ Mr. Sumn^ 
signalized himself by his opposition to 
the annezatioa of Texas, and by hia 
lupport of Mr. Van Boren as candidate 
>0 the PreBidency in 1848, and wb» 
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elected to the Senate as successor to 
Hr. Daniel Webster in 1851. A few 
years before the breaking out of the 
civil war a brutal attack was made 
upon him in the Senate House by Mr. 
Biooks, a Southern member, who had 
been enraged by Mr. Sumner’s denun 
elation of the slavoholdors. His name 
is famous in Europe as tho champion 
of slave abolition, which, in 1861, he 
was willing to carry to an extreme in 
relation to tho dispute between the 
Eedoraland Confederate governments. 
He, like many other Abolitionists, 
from having been friendly has become 
hostile to England owing to the course 
of public opinion in this countxy during 
the civil >var. He recommended tho 
surrender of Mason and Slidell,, in the 
Trent afiair, whilst maintaining that 
English precedents were favourable to 
the right of the United States* Go- 
vernment to retain them. He advo- 
cated the securing of the adoption of 
the metric system of weights and 
measures by Congress, and the arrest 
in tho Senate of the Bill abolishing 
the Neutrality Laws] which had been 
unanimously passed by the House of 
Bepresontativos in a spirit of hostility 
to England. Ho has been for several 
years Chairman of the Congressional 
Comxnittee of Foreign Affairs. He 
published at Boston, in 1850, ** Ora- 
d)ions and Speeches,” and a volume 
entitled White Slavery in tho Bar- 
baiy States.” 

SUTEE, Dr. (See Nelson, Bishop 

or.) 

SUTHEE, Dr. (See Aberdeen and 
Orkney, bisHOP or.) 

SnTH£ELAND(Ducii£ssDowAGER 
or), Harriet Elissadeth Gkokgiana, 
thiH daughter of the thixil earl of 
Carlisle, bom in 1806, was married 
May 27, 1823, to the late duke of 
Su&erlond (who then boro tho cour- 
tesy title of Earl Gower). The issue 
•of the marriage consists of tho pre- 
sent duke, and ten children, of whom 
one is duchess of Aigyll, another will 
he duchess of Leinster, and a third 
znarohioneBS' of Westminster. The 
dowa^ duchess of Sutherland was 
.AEiatrass of the Eobes to Queen Vic- [ 


toria under the Liberal ministries 
which have conducted tho administra- 
tion of tho countiy since her Majesty’s 
accession, until her linsband’s death, 
which took placo Feb. 28, 1861, when 
she resigned that office. Her Grace 
is deserving of credit for her liberal 
encouragement of tho fine arts, and 
for her support of the public move- 
ment of 1853 in deprecation of Ame- 
rican slavciy. 

SUTHBELAND, John, M.D., born 
about the commencomeut of tho 
century, was educated at tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, where ho gra- 
duated M.D. in 1831. Having lield 
several inferior posts, ho was nomi- 
nated a member of tho Eoyal Com- 
mission appointed to inquiro into tho 
sanitary state of tho army, and pro- 
ceeded as Eoyal Commissionoi* of 
Sanitary Arrangements to the Army 
in tho Crimea in 1856. He has been 
Medical Superintendent and Inspec- 
tor-General of tho Board of Health, a 
member of tho Eoyal Commission to 
inquire into the state of Health of the 
Indian Army, and a Commissioner 
for tho Improvement of Barracks and 
Hospitals. He represented her Ma- 
jesty’s Government as Commissioner 
at the International Conforonce ou 
tho subject of Quarantine, which was 
held at Paris in 1851. 

SWAIN, Charles, M.E.S.L., bom 
in Manchester in 1^3, was only six 
years of age when ho lost his father, 
and from his mother, a Parisian, 
he inheritod a poetical temperament. 
He was educated under the oare of 
the Eev. W. Johns, of Manchester, 
quitted school for the dye-works of his 
uncle, M. Tavar5, at that time settled 
in Manchester, in 1818, and joined 
the fimi of Lockett & Co., engravers, 
of Manchester, of whom he afterwards 
puixshasod a branch of their business, 
which he still conducts. Having 
contributed to the Literary Gazette a 
poem which attracted notice, he be- 
came known as a writer of poetry for 
the Annuals and other periodicals. 
His Metrical Essays,” published in 
1827, was foUowed by ” The Mind, 
and other Poems,” in 1831 ; Diy- 
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bnrgh Abbey/’ in 1832, a poem on the 
death of Sir Walter Scott ; “ Dra- 
matic Chapters, Poems, and Songs,” 
in 1847; ” English Melodies, a 

volume of Lyrics,” in 1849 ; *' The 
Letters of Lanra d’Auvcme, and 
other Poems,” in 1663 ; and ” Art 
and Fashion,” a volume containing 
Poetical Sketches of Reynolds, Gains- 
borough, Haydon, Leonardo da Vinci, 
and other great painters, in 1863. 
Several of his songs have been adapted 
to music, whilst in the United States 
as well as in England numerous 
editions of his poems have been 
printed, and some of them have been 
translated into the French and German 
languages. 

SWAINSON, William, naturalist, 
born about the close of the last cen- 
tury, published ** Zoological Illustra- 
tions,” in 1820; followed by his 
” Exotic Conchology,” in 1821 ; and 
by tlio *' Naturalist’s Guide,” in 1822. 
Having been a frequent • contributor 
to periodical literature of papers on 
his favourite studies, ho wrote one of 
the volumes on Natural Histoiy which 
appeared in Lardnor’s Cabinet Cy 
olopoodia,” in 1834. His later works 
are “ The Natural History and Classi 
fication of Quadrupeds ; ” ” The 

Natural Histoiy and Classification of 
Birds ;” “ The Natural Histoiy and 
Classification of Fishes;” “Animals 
in Menageries;” “The Habits and 
Instincts of Animals;” “The Birds 
of Western Africa,” and “ The Fly- 
catchers ” (these two in Sir W. 
Jardine’s Naturalist’s Library); “A 
Treatise on Malacology ; ” “ Ornitho- 
logical Drawings;” “The Histoiy 
and Natural Ar^goments of In- 
sects.” Mr. Swainson has, wo be- 
lieve, settled as a colonist in New 
Zealand. 

SWEDEN AND NORWAY (King 
of), CHABLEs-Louis-EuokNE, roigns 
as Charles, XV., bom May 8> 1826, 
succeeded his father. King Oscar 
Francis Joseph, July 8, 1859, and 
married, June 19, 1850, the Princess 
Wilhelmina - Fred^ca - Alexandrine^r 
Anne-Louise of Orange, daughter of 
William-Frederick, prince of the 


Netherlands, by whom he has issue 
one daughter, Louisa-Jos^hine-Eu- 
g5nie, born Oct. 81, 1851. His reign 
has been peculiarly uneventful hither- 
to; bnt during the progress of the 
aggressive war wag^ by the two 
great German powers against Den- 
mark, in 1864, the sympathies of the 
Swedish people for the Danes appeared 
at one time likely to embroil Sweden 
in the strife. 

SWINBURNE, Algbhnon Charles, 
bom at Holmwood, near Henloy-on- 
Thamos, in 1843, was educated in 
France, and proceeded to Eton and 
Oxford, which he quitted before taking 
his degree, visited Florence, and spent 
some time with the late Walter Savage 
Landor. His first production, “ The 
Queen Mother,” and “ Rosamond,” 
two plays, published in 1861, attracted 
but little attention. It was followed 
by Atalanta in Calydon, a Tragedy,”' 
in 1864 ; “ Chastelard,” a Tragedy, 
in 1805; and “ Poems and Ballads,” 
in 1866. The latter work was veiy 
severely criticised, and led to a kind 
of liteiuiy warfare. In 1866, Mr. W. 
M. Rosetti published “ Poems and 
ballads : a Criticism,” and Mr. Swin- 
burne himself, “ Notes on Poems and 
Reviews.” 

SYDNEY (Bishop of). The Right 
Rev. Frederic Barker, D.D., son of 
tho Rev. John Barker, of Baslow, 
Derbyshire, bom in 1808, was educated 
at Grantham School and Jesus College, 
Cambridge. He was Incumbent of 
Upton, Cheshire; St. Maxy’s, Edge 
Hill, Liverpool; and of Baslow, Derby- 
shire ; and was consecrated Bishop in 
1854. He is Metropolitan in Aus- 
tralia, subject to the ^ncral superin- 
tendence ^ the Archbishop of Canter- 
buiy. The diocese at firot included 
the whole of Australia, and bore that 
name; bnt in 1847 it received its 
present title, being restricted sto the 
central portion of the colony, in which 
Newcastle, Adelaide, Melbourne, and 
Perth, form additional bishopricB. 
The patronage of the Bilhop of Sydney 
includes the ArdidOMiiiy and all 
the livings of the diCdsae. 

SYKES, Col. William HsintT,. 
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F;E.S.| the male representative 
<]£ an ancient Yorkshire &mily, bom 
in 17^, joined the Bombay army in 
180i, was present at the siege of 
BhnHpoor nnder Lord Lake, passed 
as interpreter in the Hindostonee and 
Mahrattee languages, served in the 
Beooan from 1817 till 1820; com- 
manded a regiment at the battles of 
Kirkee and Poona, and the capture of 
Hill Ports, and has a medal and 
clasps. He was afterwards statistical 
reporter to the Government at Bom- 
bay; but retired on rank of lieut.-col.in 
1831. Boturning to England in 1846, 
ho was chosen a director of the East- 
India Company, served as Chairman 
of that Company in 1856-7, and was 
olected Lord Hector of Marischal 
College and University, Aberdeen, in 
1864. In Sepi, 1857, the late king of 
Prussia, in on. autograph letter, was 
pleased to confer upon him the title 
of Hitter of the hecond class (Knight 
Commander), of the onler of the Hcd 
Eagle of Prassia, as a promoter of 
scientific and literary research, and in 
compliment to the East-India Com- 
pany. In 1840 he was appointed one 
of the Commissioners of Lientenancy 
for London, has been Chairman of tho 
Society of Arts, in 1858 was elected 
President of tho Hoyal Asiatic Society 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and in 
1863 President of the Statistical 
Society of London, of which he was 
one of the founders. Col. Sykes is 
the author of ** Notes on the Heligious, 
Moral, and Politioal Condition of An- 
cientlndia,*’ which has been translated 
into thePrenchandOermau languages ; 
of ** The Origin and Progress of the 
Taeping HebSlion in China,*' published 
in 1863 ; of ^ Comparison of the Or- 
ganization and Cost of the British 
and Prendh Army andNa^in 1865-6 
and of numerous papers on the 
Natural History, Oology, Meteor- 
ology, and Statistics of India. Having 
been an nnsnooessfiil candidate for 
Aberdeen in Aug., 1847, he was 
returned ki March) 1857, and still 
represents that oon^tnenqjr. He is 
. a Liberal in politics, and has on all 
oooasionB voted in fovour of an ex- 


tension of the franchise and the 
ballot; has taken an active part iu 
the debates for the redaction of the 
annual estimates, particularly on the 
vote for fortifications, and has oritioised* 
severely our military policy in India 
since 1860, and European interferenco 
in tho lato Chinese rovolutionarymove- 
ment. 

SYME, James, snrgeon to Hor Ma- 
jesty in Scotland, bom in Kinross-shire 
in 1800, studied medicine in Edin- 
burgh, was a pupil of Liston, and 
having been admitted a Bnigcon, 
settled in Edinburgh, where he gained 
a high reputation as an anatomist 
^and a lecturer. The publication of 
his work “On the Excision of Diseased 
Joints,” in 1851, led to his appoint- 
ment to the chair of Clinical Surgery 
in tlie University of Edinburgh, which 
he resumed a fow years ago, alter 
having for a brief period held tho 
Professorship of Surgeiy in tho Uni- 
versity of London. In addition to the 
above-mentioned work, ho has written 
“ Contributions to Pathology and 
Practioo of Surgery,” pubUshed in 
1847 ; “ Treatise on Diseases of the 
Hcctum,” in 1853 ; “ Stricture of tho 
Uretha and Pistula in Perineo,” in 
1855 ; “ Principles ''f Surgeiy,” in 
1856 ; “ Observations on Clinical Sur- 
gery,” second edition, in 1862; and 
" Excision of tho Scapula^” in 1864 ; 
and has contributed monographs on 
almost oveiy branch of surgeiy. Ho 
has revived some old operations, and 
suggested many new ones, which have 
been well received by tho profession, 
both at homo and abroad, and he is 
contiDuaily adding to the stores of 
physical knowledge.

TAAFE (Count), Edward, some 
time governor of Salzburg, descended 
from a branch of an Irish family that 
migrated to Austria after the war 
waged Oliver Cromwell, bom 
in 1832, was nominated Imperial 
Councillor and Minister of the In- 
terior of the Austrian Empire in 
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Harch, 1867. He is a Knight of St. 
John of Jerasalem. 

TAGLIONI, Makta, dancer, of 
Italian descent, was bom in Stock- 
holm in March, ISOi. Her father 
was ballet-master at some of the 
opera-honses on the Continent, and 
his daughter made her ddlyiit in 1827, 
at the French Opera, where she 
achieved a great success, and in- 
oi'oascd her fame by visits to most of 
the capitals of Europe, appearing in 
London in 1838. In the exquisite 
airy style of her performance, dancing 
might truly be said to bo “ the poetry 
of motion.’* Sho was married to Count 
Gilbert de Yoisins, and in 1847 retired 
from the stage, and lias since resided 
in Italy.

TALBOT, William Henry Fox, the 
chief discoverer of photography, son 
of the late Wm. D. Talbot, Esq., of 
Lricock Abbey, Wilts, maternally de- 
scended from the carls of Shrews- 
bury, born in 1800, was educated at 
!Harrow and at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, whore he obtained two uni- 
versity prizes. He represented Chip- 
penham in the Liberal interest in the 
iirst reformed Parliament. In his 
“Pencil of Nature,” published in 
1844, ho has related the steps by 
which ho was led to the discovery of 
the photographic art, for which he 
received, in 1842, the medal of the 
Koyal Society. Although ho had pa- 
tented his process, Mr. Fox Talbot 
generously left it open to the public. ! 
Of late yeara he has devoted himself 
to the task of deciphering the ennei- i 
form inscriptions obtained from the ' 
East. He has written ” Hermes, ; 
or Classical and Antiquarian Bo- ' 
searches,” published in 1838-9 ; “ II- | 
lustrations of the Antiquity of the ' 
Book of Genesis,” in 1839 ; and “Eng- ; 
lish Etymologies,” in 1846. i 

TALBOT DE MALAHIDEl 
(Baron), The Bight Hon. James • 
Talbot, liL.D., bom Nov. 22, 1805, . 
was educated at Trinity College, Gam- ‘ 
bridge, of which he was Scholar, and 
graduated in due course as Senior 


Optime in Mathematics, and list dass 
in the Classical Tripos. He. was re- 
turned to the House of Commons 
member in the Liberal interest for 
Athlono, in Deo.> 1832, and was de- 
feated at the general election in Jw., 
1835. He succeeded to the' Irish 
title in l650, on *hi8 father’s death, 
and was created a Peer of England in 
1856. Lord Talbot is President of the 
Archccological Society of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, which owes much 
of its present prosperity to his in- 
fluence and activity. He is President 
of the Geological and Zoological 
Societies of Dublin ; a V.P. of the 
. Boyal Dublin Society, F.B.S., F.S. A., 
'aud a Member of the Connoil of the 
Boyal Irish Academy. It is under- 
stood tliat ho is coll^ing materials 
for a monograph of the xibble house of 
Talbot, including the '.various Irish 
branches, as well as the senior branch, 
of which the Earl of* Shrewsbury is 
tho»hcad. Lord Talbot is hereditary 
Lord Admiral of Malahido, and the 
castle and estates of Malahido have 
been in the possession of his ances- 
tors for nearly 700 years in direct 
male descent. Ho has been a Lord 
in ivaiting to the Queen. 

TAMBEBLICK, Henri, tenor 
singer, bom at Borne in 1820, made 
his iirst appearance at Naplqs in 1841, 
and lifter visiting various parts of 
Europe, sang at Covont Garden Opera, 
London. He fulfilled engagements in 
North and South America, and sang 
at Paris in 1858. 

TAMBUBINI, Antonio, singer, 
bora at Faenza, March 28, 1800, 
made his first appearance at Bologna 
in 1818. He sang with great success in 
various parts of Italy, appeared in 
England in 1832, and afterwards at 
Paris. For twenty years die was a, 
great favour! A with the public, and 
having amassed a fortune, retired to 
Sevres. 

TANNE!^, Thomas Hawkes, H.D., 
F.L.S., Ao., born in Iiondon in 1824, 
educated at the Charterhfose and 
at King^s College, was at one tiiheon 
the staff of King's College Hospital, 
and was attadhed to the Westminster 
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Hospital inedtoal BOliool. Ihconjimo- 
i tim with Drs. l^ler Smithy Edward 
Bighy* and 0. Hewitt, he was instm- 
naental in founding the Obstetrical 
Sooidy of London. He has written 
** A Manual of Clinical Medicine and 
Physibal ' Diagnosis/* pihblished in 
1856 ; ** A F^tiodl Treatise on the 
Diseases of Infancy ^d Childhood/*

TATTAM, The Ven. Henry, LL.D., 
F.E.S., bom Deo. 28, 1788, was 
educated and graduated LL.D. at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and D.D. at 
Gottingen, and Ph.D. at Leyden. 
Ho was Rector of St. Cuthbert’s, Bed- 
ford, for twenty-seven years, and a 
portion of that timo also Rector of 
Great Woolstone, Bucks, and was ap- 
pointed Archdeacon of Bedford in 
1845, and Rector of Stanford Rivers, 
Essex, in 1849. Dr. Tattam, who is 
a Chaplain in Ordinary to hor Ma- 
jesty, has written "Lexicon Egyp- 
tiaco-Latinum/’ published in 1835; 
"Prophet® M mores’’ (.^Egyptiac®), 
in 1^7 ; " Defence of the Church 
against Popery,’’ in 1843 ; " Book of 
Job, Coptic Version, with Tr*anBla- 
tions/’ in 1847 ; " Apostolical Consti- 
tutions in Coptic, with English Trans- 
lation, ’’ in 1849 ; " Prophet® Ma- 
jores” (iBgyptiac®), in 1862 ; “Helps 
to Dovotion/’ second edition, in 1862 ; 

Compendious Grammar of the Egyp- 
tian Language/* second , edition, in 
1863 ; Charges to Cler^, a Sermon on 
part of the Chureh Catechism, and 
answer to a pamplj^t on the unin- 
toxicating wine of Scriptuies.

TADCHhnTZ (Baron), Bbbnrabd 
CHRistfAN, publisher at lmpsic, cele- 
brated for his editions of Gre^ aoQid 
Latm Classics, Hebrew and Greek 
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Biblea, but best known to English 
travellers and writers for his neat 
continental editions of British au- 
thors ; is amember of an old fiimily o! 
l^olosellers and printers, Earl Tanoh- 
nits half a century ago having made 
himself famous for his cheap editions 
of the Civics. He founded an in< 
dependent establishment in 1837, 
and, in 1841, began his series of 
English authors. At that time there 
was no international copyright, yet 
he resolved to obtain the sanction 
of the authors to the repnblioation of 
their works, and to pay them for per- 
mission to include them in his series 
This colleotion consists of nearly 800 
volumes, and is continually increas< 
ing. In order to mark his apprecia* 
tion of the endeavours of Tauoh- 
nitz to familiarize in Germany the 
c7iefs-d*<BuvrB of a literature of which 
he himself was so great an admirer, 
the duke of Saxe-Cobnrg, the brother 
of the late Prince Consort, raised 
him to the rank of Boron. 

TAUNTON (Lord), The Bight 
Hon. Henry Laboucueiie, oldest son 
of the late P. 0. Labouchere, Esq., of 
Hylands, near Chelmsford, Essex, 
bom Aug. 16, 1798, and educated at 
Winchester and Christ Church, Ox- 
ford; is a Magistrate and Deputy- 
Lieutenant for Essex and Somerset, 
and an Elder Brother of the Trinity 
House. Between 1832 and 1846 he 
was a Lord of the Admiralty, Mas- 
ter of the Mint, Vice-President and 
President of the Board of Trade, 
and Secretary for Ireland. He was 
reappointed President of the Board 
of Trade in 1865, and was Colonial 
Secretary in 1868. He represented 
$t« Michaers m the Liberal interest 
from 1826 till 1 and was one of the 
members fat Ti^unton from 1830 till 
1859, whehlie wj^raised tothepeerage. 

. TAYLEB^ I^DERiCK, painter in 
water-colours, bom neair ElstreOj 
Herts, Apzfl; 30, 1804, became a con- 
tributor to the exhibitions of the Old 
V7ater*oo1oiir Society in 1831, his pie- . 
tares beingdhiedy taken frmsn : 

in Highland, nunl, and sporting life, 
such as the "HawkiDg Parties'' of j 


past times ; Unkennelljng " and 

GaUing out of Cover" of modem 
times ; or "Troopers of two Centuries 
since," "Wayside Travellers” and 
" Harvest Carts" of to-day. Sbmeof 
his earlier "Scenes on ,tiie MoOrs" 
were painted in ooqjunotioa with 
the late Mr. George. Barrett. Occa- 
sionally he hu executed compositions 
of importanowfrom Sir W. Scott, Ac., 
in which his spirited . style in the 
painting of horses and dogs is turned 
to good account, as in the " Festiyal 
of the Popinjay" in 1864. He 
went to Paris as one of the jurora in 
the Fine Art Department of the 
French Great Exhibition in 1856, and 
received the Cross of the Legion of 
Honour. Mr. Taylor, who has illus- 
trated several books, including on 
edition of Sir Boger, de Goverley, and 
many of whose etchings are to be 
found in the works of the Etching 
Club, of which he is a member, was 
unanimously elected President of the 
Society of Painters in Water-colours 
in 1858. 

TAYLOB, AiiPBED Swatnx, M.D., 
F.B.S., bom at Northfleet, Kent, in 
Deo., 1806, was educated at a private 
Bchool, entered as a pupil at the 
united Hospitals of Guy's and St. 
Thomas's, under Sir Astley Cooper 
and the late Mr. Jos. Hi, Green, in 
Oct., 1823, and continued his medical 
studies at Guy's on its separation 
from the other hospital until 1828. 
He went to study in the chief medical 
schools of France, Germany, and 
Italy, become by examination a Mem- 
ber of the Beyal College of Surgeons 
in 1830, after having pas^. the 
Society of Apotheparies ; a'Libentiate 
of the Boyal .College of Physioians in 
1848 j^and was elected' Fellow of this 
Colle^ in 1853. Dr. Thylor, who 
had Been mdde a F.B,S.. in Nov., 
1845, received from the Treasurer 
and' Governors of Guy's Hospital the 
first appointment to tha chair of 
Medical Jurisprud^oe, which he con- 
tinues to hold ; in 1832 was elected 
joint Professor in Ghemistiy^t Guy's 
Hospital witti the lata Mr. Aikin, 
ainoe 1861 hta occupied that chair

without an assooiate and has been for 
many years consulted by the Govern- 
meiit in reference to oases of alleged 
murder by poisoning and others of a 
medioo-leg^l nature. He is the author 
of works on Medical Jiirispnidence, 
on Poisons, and on Ohemistiy, well 
known to members of the medical 
and legal profeasions,^and has re- 
oeived from the Unmrsity of St. 
Andrews the honorary degree of H.D. 

TAYLOB, Bayard, author, was 
bom in Pennsylvania, where he passed 
his youth, in Jan., 1825. His first 
literaiy production, a poem on an 
incident in Spanish history, was 
written when he was eighteen. In 
1844 he spent two years in Great 
Britain and other parts of Europe, 
and published on his return an ac- 
count of his travels, entitled ** Views 
Afoot $ or, Europe seen with Knap- 
sack and Staff.” Having settled in 
Now York, he became connected with 
the Trihime newspaper, and in 184i8-9 
was in Oalifomia, as its correspondent. 
Ho has since travelled in the same 
capacity, visiting Egypt and other 
parts of the East, Sicily, and Spain, 
and accompanied the United States 
expedition to Japan. The results of 
these various journeys have been pub- 
lished, under the titles of ”El Do- 
rado,” "Life and Landscapes from 
Egypt,” “Pictures of Palestine,” “Ja- 
pan, India, and China,” &o. Mr. Taylor 
has written a volume of “Eastern 
Poems,” and a “ Gyolopmdia of 
Modem Travel, comprising Narratives 
of Distinguished Travellers since the 
beginning of this centuiy.” 

TAYtiOB, Henry, dramatist and 
essayist, bom early in the oentivy, 
has written “Isaac Gomnenus,” a 
drama, published in 1832; “Philip 
Van Artevelde,” which at once se- 
cured him a high plaoe among the 
writers of the time, and passed 
through several editions, in 1^4; and 
“Edwin the jPair,” another diama 
based on history, ^ in* 1842. “The. 
Statesman,” a book containing views 
and maxims respecting the transac- 
tions of public business which had 
been suggested to the author, as he 


himself declares, by twelve years of 
official life in the civil service, was 
published as early as 1836. It was 
follewod by “ Notes from Life,” based 
on his own experience, consisting of 
Essays on such subjects as Choice in 
Marriage, Humility and Independence, 
the Life Poetic, Children; and “Notes 
from Books,” including an essay on 
“The Ways of the Ri(£ and Great,” 
and three others on modem poets, 
reprinted from the Quarterly Review^ 
both published in 1848. His “Virgin 
Widow, a Play,” appeared in 1860; 
and “ St. Clement’s Eve, a Play,” in 
1862. An edition of his poetical 
works in three volumes was published 
in 1863. 

TAYLOE (Baron), Isidore-SIsve. 
RiN- J ustin, traveller and author, of 
Anglo-Saxon descent, bom at Brus- 
sels, Aug. 15, 1789, was educated at 
Paris. Having studied drawing, at 
tho age of eighteen he earned a 
modest competence by tho aid of his 
pen and pencil, and then travelled 
abroad for a time. On the return of 
tho Bourbons, ho espoused their 
cause, and was raised to tho rank of 
lieut. of artillery, went through the 
Spanish campaign of 1823, as staff- 
officer and as aide-de-camp of Gen. 
IfOrsay, but did not neglect his 
artistic pursuits. He has been a 
member of various art and scientific 
commissions in France, and under tho 
auspices of Charles .X. proceeded to 
Egypt to bring home the obelisk of 
Luxor, which stands in tho Place de 
la Concorde, at Paris. As a Hoyal 
Commissioner of the Th4Atre Fron- 
^ais, he woe able to introduce some 
useful reforms, and he was employed 
for many years in making large pur- 
chases abroad of pictures, to enrich 
the great French colleotiona. Baron 
Taylor, who actively interested him- 
self on behalf of an institution pre- 
viously unknown in France, — the 
friendly ‘ society for the benefit of 
painters, musicians, and artists gene- 
ndly, has written some dramas and 
seiveral useful works on the arts; 
among which may be mentioned, 
“Voyage Pittoresque en Espagne,” 
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lo whom he was afterwards 
^^pmticcd. Here chmice brooKht 
fnim in contact with Mr. William 
Greenfield, the learned but Self- 
tan^ifht ’bditor of Bagster’s Polyglott 
Bibles, and of yarions publications 
of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. Though he had never been 
to school, ho soon mastered several 
ancient and modem languages s and 
the two friends edited fbr four 
years a monthly journal of sacred 
literature, entitled Critica BihUca. 
In 1825 Mr. Carpenter published 
** Scientia Biblica,’* dedicated to 
George IV., the proof-sheets of which 
wore road by X)r. Sumner, now bishop 
of Winchester. This was followed by 
‘‘ Mnoiophile, a Dictionary of Facts 
and Dates,” Scripture Natural His- 
tory,” " A Popular Introduction to 
the Scriptures,” “ The Christian In- 
heritance,” ” Guide to Beading the 
Bible,” ”Lectm*cs on Biblical Criti- 
cism,” “Old English and Hebrew 
Proverbs- Explained and Illustrated,” 
“Calendarinm Palostino),” “CriticaJ 
Dissertation on Ezekiel’s Temple,” 
“ Scripture Difficulties Explained,” 
“ Wesleyana,” “ Biblical Companion,” 
“Life of Cobbett,” “Life of Milton,” 
“ A Peerage for the People,” “ A Dic- 
tionary of English Synonyms,” “The 
Anim^ Kingdom Described,” “ Small 
Debts, an Argument for County 
Courts,” “The Corporation of Lou- 
don,” “ Machineiy and the Working 
Classes,” “ The Condition of Children 
in Mines and Factories,” and a variety 
of publications on Chaeoery .Beforiii. 
Ho edited “Calmet’s History of the 
Bible,” and prepared the abridgment 
of the larger work in five volumes in 
one large octavo volume. From 1821 
bo 1860 Mr. Carpenter was a constant 
oontributor to periodical litoratnre 
ELnd th% newspaper press, &c., and 
sdited A variety of serial publications, 
[m^dtng Era, Bmlway Times, 
Lhyd’s WeMy Neivspwper, The C<mrt 
Arndcuy Times, &o., and from 
L851. to 1^53 he acted as honorary 
secretary to the Chanceiy Reform 
iksBOoiation. 

CARPENTER,. William Benjamin, 


M.D., F.R.S., F.L.S., F.G.S., physio^ 
iogist, son of the late Dr. Lant Car- 
penter, of Bristol, bom in 1813, was 
educated in Bristol, at University Col- 
lege, London, and at the University 
of Edinburgh, where ho graduated 
M.D. in 1839, and commenced prac- 
tice in Bristol. Bhiving resolved to 
devote himself exclusively to scientifio 
and literary pursuits, ho removed to 
London in 1813, and was soon after- 
wards appointed Examiner in Physio- 
logy and Comparative Anatomy in 
the University of Loudon, and Pro- 
fessor of Medical Jurisprudenco in 
University Collegfo. These offices he 
held nntil appointed in 1856 to the 
Bogistrarship of the University of 
London. Ho is tho author of “ Prin- 
ciples of General and Comparative 
Physiology,” “Principles of Human 
Physiology,” “A Manual of Physio- 
logy,” “ The Microscope and its Reve- 
lations,” an “ Intmluction to the 
Study of the Foraminifera,” some 
able papers in tho “Cyclopaedia of 
Anatomy and Physiology,” in the Re- 
ports of the British Association, in the 
Quarterly Geological Journal, in the 
Philosophical Transactions, &o. In 
1861 the Royal medal was awarded 
to him by the Counoil of tho Royal 
Society, fur his contributions to phy- 
siological science. 

CARTIER, The Hon. George 
I Etienne, Attorney- General for Lower 
I Canada, was bom at St. Antoine, on 
Chambly River, Lower Canada, in 
Sep., 1815, and is descended from 
Jacques Cartier, who discovered tho 
country. He was elected a membor 
of the Canadian Parliament in March, 
ISJiS, and on account of his high 
poKition in the legal profession, wi^ 
ofTci'cd by Lord Elgin, in 1851 and 
1853, a scat in the Cabinet. These 
ofibrs he declined on acoonnt of hia 
desiro to devote himself to his pro- 
fession ; but in 1855 he became pro- 
vincial secretary in the ministry, and 
was appointed Attbmey-GenereJ for 
Lower Canada in May, 1856. He w:aa 
Prime Minister from August, ISM^ 
till May, 1862, when his minisi^ was 
defeated on their measure for the re-

TAYLOR, Majob-Gen. Richard, in Cambridge, where he took a degree 


the service of the Confederate States, 
son of Zachaiy Taylor, formerly Pre 
sident of the United States, was bom 
in Florida, where his father was sta- 
tioned. He was elected colonel of 
the 9th La. Volunteers in 1861, com- 
manded that mgimcnt at the battle 
of Ball Run, was promoted to the rank 
of Brigadier-General Oct. 21, 1861 ; 
served under Gen. Stonewall Jackson 
in Virginia, and was promoted to the 
rank of Major-General. In 1863-4 he 
served with Gen.E. Kirby Smith in the 
Trans-Mississippi department, oppos- 
ing and defeating Gen. Banks in the 
Red River expedition. He assumed 
command at Mobile of the depart- 
ment of East Louisiana, Sep. 10, 
1864, and ovoouatod Mobile before 
Gen. Canby’s advance. Major-Gen. 
Taylor surrendered to Gen. Canby in 
May, 1866, and returned to Louisiana. 
He has received a pardon from Presi- 
dent Johnson. One of his sisters is 
married to ex-Frosident Davis. 

TAYLOR, CoL. Thomas Edward, 
M.P., son of the Hon. and Rev. E. 
Taylor, and nephew of the first mar- 
quis of Headfort, bom in 1812, re- 
ceived a commission in the Dragoon 
Guards in 1829, and becamo captain. 
He was first returned to the House of 
Commons as one of the members for 
the county of Dublin in July, 1841, 
and retains the seat ; was Lord of the 
Treasury in l^ord Derby’s second ad- 
ministration, in 1838^, and was 
appointed one of the Joint Secretaries 
to the Treasury in Lord Derby’s third 
administration, in July, 1866. Col. 
Taylor, who has been a lieat.-oql. 
of the Meath Militia since 1846, 
is a -magistrate and depaty-Iient. of 
Meath. | 

TAYLOR, Tom, author of about 
seventy dramatic pieces, many being 


as a junior optime, and in the first 
class of the classical tripos, and was 
I'eleoted a Fellow of Trinity. Mr. Tay- 
lor, who held for two years the Pro- 
fessorship of English Language and 
Literature at University College, 
London, was called to the Bar of the

In conjunction 
with Mr. Charles Reade, Mr. Taylor 
has written some popular dramas, and 
has. contributed to Punch several 
articles in prose and verse. Ho com- 
piled and effited the “ Autobiography 
of B. R. Haydon,” from the journals 
of that painter, published in 1853 ; 
the “Autobiography and Correspond- 
ence of the late C. R. Leslie, R.A.,” 
published in 1859; and the “Life 
and Times of Sir Joshua Reynolds,” 
left incomplete by the lath Mr. Leslie, 
R.A., in 1865. Mrs. Tom Taylor is 
known under her maiden name of

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CHOv), Pbtbr db, geologist and 
naturalist, desoendod from a Bo- 
hemian family, bom in 1812, at 
Gatchina^ in the neighbourhood of 
St. Petersburg, at an early age do- 
Toted himself to literature. He was 
attached to the Russian Embassy at 
Constantinople, and his position as a 
diplomatist gave him the opportunity 
of writing on tho geography and eth- 
nology of many European and Asiatic 
countries which ho visited. In 184*# 
he resigned his official appointments, 
sold his estates in Russia, and set out 
to explore Asia Minor. His splendid 
work, **L'Asie Minonre,’* Ac., a phy- 
sical, statistical, and arohmologioal 
description of tho countries he visited, 
was published in 1853-6 ; and he has 
contributed to the transactions of 
various learned societies. Ho resides 
usually at Paris, is a member of 
various sciontiflo bodies, and has re- 
ceived various orders. 

TEALE, Tub Rbv. William Henry, 
M.A., bom in 1810, was educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridgo, where 
he graduated in honours in 1834. 
Having taken orders, he was col- 
lated in 1813 to the Vicarage of 
Roystono, Yorkshire, which ho vacated 
in 1861, on being appointed to tho 
Rectory of Devizes, Wilts, and ho is 
rural dean. He has written '*Tho 
Lives of Eminent English Laymen,” 
published in 1842; ”Tho Lives of 
Eminent English Divines,” in 1846 ; 
a translation of ** The Confession of 
Augsburg, with Introduction and 
Notes;*’ ** Education in England his- 
torically considered,” in 1850; and 
has contributed to religious periodical 
literature. 

TECK (Pbincb), His Royal High- 
ness^ Francis Paul Charles Louis 
Alexander, Count of Hohenstein,only 
son of Duke Alexander of Wiirtem- 
berg and ^ihe Countess Hohenstein, 
was bora Aug. 27, 1837. By the 
German, law, the marriage of his 
mother to Duke Alexander was only 
recognized as morganatic, and conse- 
<|uentiy Prince Teck and his two 
sisters bore the titles of Count and 
Countess ef Hcdienstein until Dec. 1, 


1863, when a royal decree of the king 
of Wiirtemberg conferred upon them 
the title of Prince and Princesses 
Teck. His Royal Highness served in 
the Austrian army, but resigned his 
commission in 1866. He married the 
Princess Mary Adelaide of Cambridge 
June 12, and wa4l created an hon. 
G.C.B. (civil diviBion]Kraly 6, 1866. 

TEGBTHOPP, Vice-Admiral Wil- 
helm VON, bom at Marburg, in Sty- 
ria, in 1827, was educated at tho Im- 
perial and Royal Naval Collego at 
Venico, and becamo a midshipman in 
Aug., 1845. Ho served as aide-de- 
camp to Admiral Martini, and was 
employed in the blockade of Venice, 
on board the corvette Adria, in 1840 ; 
was promoted lieutenant in Juno, 
1851; and was sent to Egypt on a 
special mission in 1857. He became 
captain in Dec., 1857, commanded 
the corvette ArcTuluke FriedricJi, in 
tho war against France and Sardinia 
in 1859, and afterwards became chief 
of a separate department of the Ad- 
miralty. He accompanied the late 
Archduke Ferdinand Maximilian to 
Brazil, and commanded tho Austrian 
squadron in tho Adriatic and Medi- 
terranean in 1862. For his gallantry 
at tho head of this squadron in tho 
action with the Danish fleet off Heli- 
goland, May 9, 1864, ho received tho 
military decoration of the order of 
tho Iron Crown. Having been mode 
rear-admiral, he received tho chiof 
command of the Austrian fleet in 
activo service in Jan., 1865, and in- 
flicted a crashing defeat on the Italian 
fle'et, commanded by Admiral Por- 
sano, off Lissa, in the Adriatic, Jnly 
19, 1866. For this victory he was 
m^e Vice-Admiral, the highest rank 
In the naval service of Austria. H& 
is Commander of the Royal Greek 
order of the Crown, the Hanoverian 
order of the Gnelphs, the Imperial 
order of the Rose of Brazil, is Grand 
Officer of the Imperial Mexican order 
of Guadalupa, and has received tha 
Ottoman oi^er of the Medjidio, third 
and fourth classes. 

TEGETMEIER, William B., 
F.L.S., of German extraction, born at 
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Colnbrook, Backs, in 1816, and edu- 
cated for the medical profession at 
University College, London, is Lec- 
turer on Natural and Applied Science 
at the Home and Colonial Training 
College. Ho has written “ The Poul- 
try Book,’* “ First Lines of Botany,” 
“Manual on Prmoiples of Domestic 
Economy,” uMd as a text-book in the 
Government naming colleges; and 
numerous papers read before the 
Boyal, Entomological, and Zoological 
Societies, the British Association, Ac. 
Ho has devoted much attention to the 
variation of species, and is understood 
to have worked with Mr. Charles 
Darwin on this subject, published 
some original observations on the 
architecture of the cells of bees in 
the Transactions of the British Asso- 
ciation, and is editor of several de- 
. partments in the Field newspaper. 

TEIGNMOUTH (Babon) ,The Bight 
Hon. Sib Chables John Shore, 
LL.D., D.C.L., F.B.S., eldest son of 
tho first lord, born Jan. 13, 1796, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated M.A. in 
1816. He is a Magistrate for Middle- 
B(!X and a Magistrate and Deputy- 
Lieutenant for the North Biding of 
Yorkshire. He was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Marylebouc, in the 
Conservative interest, in Aug., 1837 ; 
was returned for that borough in 
March, 1838; and retired in July, 
1841. He has written ” Sketches of 
the Coasts, Ac., of Scotland,” pub- 
lished in 1836; and the ”Lifo and 
Correspondence of Lord Tcignmouth,” 
in 1843. His father was raised to 
the peerage for his services as Go- 
Tcmor-Genoral of India. 

TEMPLE, The Bev. Fbederick, 
D.D., son of an ofScer in the army, 
bom Nov. 30, 1821, was educated at 
the Grammar-schopl at Tiverton, and 
proceeding to Oxford, became Scholar 
of BaJliol College, and took his degree 
of B.A. in 1842 as a double first-class. 
He was elected Fellow and Mathe- 
matical Tutor of his college, and, 
having been ordained in 1846, was 
appointed Principal of the Training 
Coll^ at Eneller Hall, near Twick- 


enham, in 1848. This post he resigned 
in 1865 ; and having held an Inspector- 
ship of Schools during the interval, 
was appointed, on the resignation of 
Dr. Goulbum, in 1868, He^ Master 
of Bugby School. Dr. Teifiple, who is 
a Chaplain to tho Queen, gained some 
notoriety in 1860, as tho author of the 
firsts of the seven ** Essays and Be- 
views,” which caused so much con- 
troversy soon after their appearance. 
He published "Sermons preached in 
Bugby Chapel in 1868-60,” in 1861. 

TEMPLE, Stephen, Q.C., second 
son of tho late George Temple, Esq., 
West-India merchant, was called to 
the Bar by the Honourable Society 
of the Inner Temple in 1831, and 
joined the Northern circuit, where ho 
acquired a large practice. Ho is se- 
nior Q.C. and one of tlie leaders of 
tlie Northern drenit, was appointed 
Queen’s Counsel in 1863, Attorney- 
General for the County Palatine of 
Durham, and Attorney-General for 
the County Palatine of Lancaster in 
Nov., 1867. Mr. Temple is an earnest 
and consistent member of the Con- 
servative party. 

TENEBANl, Pietro, sculptor, bom 
at Torano, near Carrara, about 1800, 
was the favourite pupil of ThorwaJd- 
sen, conjointly with whom he executed 
several important works, including the 
monument of Eugene Beauhomais at 
Munich, in which the figures of His- 
tory and of tho Genii of Life and 
Death are by Tcnerani. Since Thor- 
waldson’s death he has taken a 
high position among the sculptors of 
Borne, and Gibson himself modestly 
spoke of his rival as " tho first of 
modem sculptors.” His works ore 
nearly all of tho ideal and poetic 
cast, from religious or pagan story ; 
and his style, strictly classic, is 
remarkable for feeling and dranmtio 
power. Among his p&dpal subjects 
are the " Venus Wounded,” the 
“ Swooning Psyche,” the " Descent 
from the Cross,” a bas-relief of the 
" Martyrdom of Eudoms and Cymo- 
dooe,” from .Chateaubriand, and 
various pietds and religious monu- 
ments, of grand and noble character. 
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He has executed a fine Flora ” for 
Queen Victoria; a sitting figure of 
&e Frinoess Marie of Bussia, for the 
late Osar Nicholas, who commissioned 
him to execute other works for him ; 

Cupid extracting a Thom iiom 
Venus’s Foot/* Ac. Ono of the most 
important of his recent works is a 
statue of Count Bossi, who foil a victim 
in Borne to the Bevolution of 1848. 
Tenerani is Professor of Sculpture in 
the Academy of St. Lnko, Borne, and 
his son, Giambattista Tenerani, is a 
sculptor of merit. 

TENNANT, James, FJl.S., Pro- 
fessor of Geology at King’s College, 
London, was bom early in the century. 
He has compiled ** A Catalogue of 
Fossils found in the British Isles;** 

Troatise on Geology, Mineralogy, 
and Crystallography^ (jointly with 
Professors Ansted and MitoheU), 
published in 1867 ; ** Art-Gems and 
Precious Stones ; ** ** A Description of 
tho Imperial State Crown preserved 
in the Jewel-house at the Tower of 
London ;** ** Iceland Spars ;** and ** A 
Stratigraphical List of British Fos- 
sils,** with remarks on their character 
and localities. 

TENNENT, Sir James Emerson, 
Bart., son of William Emerson, Esq., 
of Belfast, born in 1804, on his mar- 
riage assumed the name of his wife, 
gn^uated LL.D. at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and was called to the Bar at 
Iiincoln*s Inn in 1831. He is one of 
the Joint Secretaries to the Board of 
Trade, and has been Seoretaiy to the 
India Board and tho Poor-Law Board, 
and Civil Secretary to the Colonial 
Government of Ceylon; was one of 
the members in the Conservative 
interest for Belfast, from Deo., 1832, 
till Aug., 1845, and for Lisburn from 
Deo., 1851, till Deo., 1852, and is 
a magistrate for the counties of An- 
trim, Down, and Fermanagh, and 
a Deputy-Lieutenant for the latter 
county. He has written ** Travels in 
Bel^um,*’ published in 1841 ; ** His- 
tory of Modem Greece,” in 1848 ; an 
** Account of Ceylon, Physical, ..His- 
torical, and* Topographical,** and 
” Progress of Christianity in Ceylon,** , 


in 1860 ; ” Sketches of the Natural 
History of Ceylon/* in 1861; and 
other works. Sir James, who is an 
accomplished scholar, was made a 
Knight of the Greek Order of the 
Saviour in 1842, was knighted on 
proceeding to Ceylon, and was made 
a baronet, Feb. 5, 1867. 

TENNIEL, John, ariist, son of Mr. 
Joim Baptist Tennid, ffim in London,, 
in 1820, was educated at Kensington. 
At a very early age he showed a taste 
for art, and wMlst a boy his first 
picture was exhibited, and sold at the 
Gallery of British Artists in Suffolk 
Street. He studied art in his own 
way, and may be said to have been 
entirely self-taught. Ho was a suc- 
cessful candidate in one of the Cartoon 
competitions in Westminster Hall in 
1845, painted a fresco in the Palace 
at Westminster, and has only pro- 
duced few pictures since, chiefly for 
private collections. In 1861 ho be- 
.came a member of Punch*s ” staff/’ 
and from tl;at time has contributed 
to the illustration of that periodietd- 
He has illustrated, wholly or in part, 
many Christmas books and other 
works; amongst which may be men- 
tioned .^sop*B Fables/* Lalla 
Bookh,” ” The Ingoldsby Legends,*^ 
and Once a Week, 

TENNYSON, Alfred, Poet Lau- 
reate, third son of tho lato Bev. G. C. 
Tennyson, the elder brother of the 
late iUght Hon. C. Tennyson D’Eyn- 
court, was born in 1809, at his fath^B 
pmonage, at Somerby, Lincolnshire; 
his mother, who died in 1865, being a 
daughter of the Bev. Stephen Fytche. 
He was educated by his father, and in 
due course proceeded to Cambridge. 
With the exception of a volume of 
poems published in conjunction with 
his brother Charles, when th^ were 
boys, and a priz^ poem, composed 
whilst an undergraduate at Cam- 
bridge, Mr. Tennyson did not pub- 
lish anything till 1830, when ” Poems 
chiefly Lyrical ** appeared, and from 
1842 the steady and rapid growth of * 
his fame may be traced. The two vo- 
‘umes then issued were in part merely 
arepublication,but the most important 
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poems were those added to his former 
productions. It was at once apparent 
that the author of the Mort d* Ar- 
thur,” “ Lockflley Hall,** the “ May 
Queen,” and the “ Two Voices,” was 
entitled to take the first rank among 
lEngUsh poets, a reputation which was 
moi'e than sustained by the two great 
works which^Uowed. So well Imown 
and popular, indeed, had Mr. Tennyson 
become after the publication of ” In 
Memoriam,” in 1860, that it seemed 
only a “ matter of course,” upon the 
death of Wordsworth, in 1861, that 
the privilege of wearing ” the laurel 
gi'eener from the brows of him who 
uttered nothing base ” should bo 
offered to him. The ” Ode on the 
Deatl^of the Duke of Wellington” 
was published in 1862, on the morn- 
ing of the funeral; and since that 
occurrence few events of more than 
ordinary interest in the eyes of Eng- 
Ushmen have taken place without 
eliciting from the Laureate some 
poem worthy of the occasion. He 
has written ” Poems ohiefiy Lyrical,” 
published in 1830 ; ” Poems,” in 1832 ; 
“Poems,” 2 vole., in 1842; “The Priur 
cess, a Medley,” in 1847 ; “ In Memo- 
riam,” issued anonymouialy, in 1850 ; 
“ Maude, and other Poems,” in 1865 ; 
“The Idylls of the King,” in 1868; 
and “Enoch Arden, and other Poems,” 
in 1864. It will be seen that Mr. 
Tennyson’s poetry extends over a 
period of neaily forty years, perhaps 
the busiest and most fraught with 
change of any similar in length in the 
history of this country. It is there- 
fore no small merit to its author that 
his latest work should be admitted to 
be the most popular poem of the day. 
At the Commemoration of 1866, the 
University of Chdbrd, living expression 
to the universal feeling of Englalid, 
conferred on the poet the honorary 
degree of a D.G.L., and the fellows of 
his own Colley, Trinity, Cambridge, 
endorsing the ' judgment of the sister 
university, have subscribed to pur- 
chase his bust iby Woblner), which 
they have placed in the vestibule of 
their library. His brothers, Charles 
and Frederick, have published poems. 


TEBBOTT, Dr. ( 8 ee Edinburgh, 
Bishop op.) 

THALBEBG, Sigishund, pianist, 
bom at Geneva, Jon. 7, 1812, repaired 
in his youth to Vienna, where he 
received instmetion from Hummel, 
in 1827. He played for the first time 
in public in 1830, made his d§but in 
Paris in 1835, and from that moment 
attained great celebrity. Thalborg 
is the founder of the school of which 
Choplin, Dbhler, Liszt, and other 
modem composers, were followers. 
He married in 1845 a daughter of 
Lablache, and having spent some 
years in the United States, returned 
and took up his residence in Europe. 
His compositions consist of concertos, 
fantasias, variations, dtudes, Ac., for 
the pianoforte. 

THEODOBUS, or THEODOBE. 
(See Abyssinia, Kino op.) 

THIELE, Just Mathias, author, 
bom at Copenhagen, Deo. 13, 1795, 
entered the Boyal Library in 1820 as 
a copyist, became Secretary, was 
appointed Inspector of Stamps in 1836, 
and Secretary and Librarian to the 
Academy of Sciences, and a Counsellor 
of State, in 1851. He has written an 
interesting volume on the ** Youth- 
Time of Thorwaldsen,” puUished in 
1861; an able notice of that great 
artist’s works, several novels and 
dramas, a “ History of the Engra- 
vings in the Copenhagen CoUeotion,” 
and other works, dSstinguished ^ 
research and abiliiy. He was made 
a Knight of the Order of the Done- 
brog in 1836, and of the Order of Vasa 
in 1847. 

THIEBBY,' Aki^d^e-Simon-Domi- 
NiQUB, . author, brother of the late 
eminent historian Jacques Nicolas 
Augustin Thierry, bom at Blois, Aug. 
2, 1797, and educated for a school- 
master, devoted himself to literature, 
and wrote several articles in the 
Bevue EfyyyelopMdqw. His principal 
work, “ L’Histoire dee Ganlois,” ap- 
peared in 1828» and gained for him 
the Chair of Histo^ in the Academy 
of Besanqoxi, but his Liberalism soon 
lost him tfais post. After the Bevo- 
lotion of July, 1830, he was appointed 
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Prefect of the Haute- Sa6ne, and he 
introduced several important reforms 
into that department of Franco. He 
has written *' Histoii'e do la Gaule 
sons TAdministration Bomaine/* pub- 
lished in 1040-24 a continuation of 
the former work ; Bdcits et Hou- 
veauz B4citB de THistoire Bomaine,’* 
in 1860-4; Tableaux de TEmpire 
Bomaine/* in 1862 ; and ** Histoiro 
d’Attila ct do sea Successeurs/* a 
now edition in 1864. He was made 
a member of the Institute in 1841, 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, May 
0, 1846; was promoted Commander, 
and was made Senator Jan. 18, 
1860. 

THIEBS, Louis-Adoivhe, historian 
, and statesman, bom April 16, 1797, 
at Marseilles, where liis father was a 
working locksmith, obtained admission 
to the public school, in which he made 
marked progress, and studied geo- 
metry with a view to the military 
profession. His friends decided to 
bring him up to the law, and he was 
sent to Aiz, where he studied under 
M. Amaud. In duo time he made his 
appearance at the Bar, but with very 
indifferent success, and this disappoint- 
ment induced him to turn his attention 
to literature, and he accordingly set 
out for Paris. By great perseverance 
he gained a footing in literary society, 
and having obtained an introduction 
to the ocmductoFof the ConsHMUmnel, 
was engaged to write political arti- 
cles. The first volume of his ** History 
of the French Revolution " appeared 
in 1823, and the tenth, completing 
the work, in 1882. In the IfationaZ, 
he opposkl the unconstitutional pro- 
ceedings of Charles X.and his minister 
Polignac, and, after the revolution of 
July, 1830, held v^ous ^linor official 
posts, and was made tTnder-Secretary 
of State under Lafitte^s administra- 
ti^ About this period he was elected 
Deputy for Aiz, and distin^ished 
himself by his financi^ ability and 
oratorical power. Di 1832 he was 
appointed Minister of the Interior, 
which he soon exchanged fbr the port- 
folio of Commerce and Public Works. 
In 1836 he was President of the 


Council and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs; and in March, 1840, again 
hold that office. It was during 
his ministry that the Syrian ques- 
tion assumed, through his manceu- 
vres, such a threatening aspect 
as nearly to involve Franco in war 
vrith the other great powers. The 
king soon afteiwards requested his 
retirement. He employed his lei- 
sure in writing his ** History of the 
Consulate and Empire," in continua- 
tion of his former work, of which the 
first volume appeared in 1845, and 
the twentieth, completing the work, 
in 1862. The revolution of February, 

1848, found him unprepared, and 
when the Republic was proolj>imed, 
Thiers was a National Guard, with a 
musket on his shoulder. His talents 
and caution, however, secured him a 
position, first, in the Constituent, and 
then in the National Assembly. On 
the elevation of Louis-Napoleon to 
the Presidency, it was thought by 
many that Thiers, whom the prince 
had proclaimed as his minister, in the 
abortive expedition of Boulogne, in 

1849, would take office ; but though he 
professed to accept the Republic 
heartily, he was banished during the 
coiip dVtat of Dec. 2, 1851, and, after 
living some time in Switzerland, was 
permitted to return to Paris. He de- 
voted his attention to " The Consulate 
and Empire," containing an eloquent 
euloginm on the first Bonaparte, but 
abounding in partial statements and 
partisan feelings. In 1863 he was 
elected Deputy for the department 
of the Seine by the Liberal opposition, 
and in the Legislative Assembly, m 
which he has been the champion of an 
extension of the liberties of the French 
people,thoughanupholderofthePope*B 
tefliiporal sovereignty, has since mani- 
fested all his former brilliancy as a 
Parliamentaiy orator. He was op- 
posed to Italian unity, and to a war 
for the liberation of Poland. He was 
made Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, April 27, 1840, and has re- 
ceived sevmid foreign orders. 

THIBLWALL, Db. (See St. Da- 
vid’s, Bishop op.) 
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THOLUGEy Fbiedkrich - August 
G oiTBBUy theologian, bom at Breslau, 
March 30, 1799, received his ednoa- 
tiou in the university of that oity, 
aud proceeding to Berlin, prose- 
cuted Oriental studies under the 
celebrated von Dicz. Whilst thus 
engaged, his attention was specially 
directed to that class of controversial 
tlieology which the scepticism of mo- 
dem Germany has evoked, and he 
published a series of works in which 
he unfolded and vindicated the leading 
doctrines of the Christian dispensation. 
The first of these — “ The Doctrine of 
the Sinner, and of the Mediator*' — is 
well known in its tnuislated form i: 
this country, as are many of his other 
works; such as ** Translation and Ex- 
position of the Psalms,** ** Exposition 
of the Sermon on the Mount,** **Au- 
thenticity of the Evangelical Histoiy,** 
Sermons on the ** Chief Phases of the 
Christian Faith and Life,** ** Hours of 
Devotion,** and “ Literajy Guide for 
Christian Theology, and Science in 
General.’* In the departmont of Ori- 
ental literature ho has pix^duced — 
** Collection of Flowers from the 
Eastern Mystics,** and ** Speculative 
Doctrines of a Trinity of the late Ori- 
entals," published between 1821 and 
1826. Dr. Tholuck held the post of 
Extraordinaiy Professor of Theology 
in the University of Berlin in 1824, 
whence, in 1826, he was transferred 
in the same capacity to that of Halle. 
Compelled to relinquish his duties in 
consequence of ill-health, he held, in 
1829, the office of Chaplain to the 
Pmssian embassy at Borne, and was 
appointed to the Consistory cf Magde- 
burg in 1843. 

THOMAS, Db. {See Goulbubn, 
Bishop of.) 

THOMAS, Majob-Gen. Geobos 
HENBYywas bom in Southampton Co., 
Virgil^, eai*ly in the centuiy. After 
studying law for some time, he en- 
tered as a cadet in West Point Mli- 
taiy Academy, graduated June 30, 
1840, and joined the United i States 
army as second lieutenant of artillery, 
serv^ with distinction in the Mexioaxi 
war, and obtained his Captaincy 


Sep. 23, 1846. After some other service, 
he was transferred to West Point ns 
Instractor of Artillery and Cavali^^ 
March 28, 1851. When the civil war 
broke out, ho was- ordered to Car- 
lisle Barraclm to remount the 2nd 
Cavalry, became Lieut.-Colonel of his 
regiment April 26, and Colonel May 3, 
1861. After various soi^ices, he was 
made Brigadier- Gen., Oct. 27, 1863, 
and greatly distinguished himself at 
the little of Chattanooga, in Nov. tho 
same year. He was made Miyor-Oen. 
June 27, 1866, and after the war held 
command of the military division of 
the Mississippi. 

THOMAS, Mrs. Jane, whose mai^n 
name was Pinhom, born at Woolwich, 
in Kent, early in the century, was 
married to the Bev. Edward Thomas, 
df Billcsdon, Leicestershire, May 11, 
1824. This lady has written “ Tran- 
quil Hours, Poems,’* published in 1838; 

Sir lledmond, a Metrical Bomanco,’* 
in 1839 ; ** Poems," in 1846 ; '* The 
Merchant’s Daughter of Toulon, a 
Play," performed at the Marylehone 
Theatre in Dec., 1865, and published 
m 1856 ; " Autumnal Leaves, and other 
Poems," in 1860 ; and “ Primroses by 
a Biver*B Brim,** in 1865. She has 
contributed to the Metropolitan, the 
Old Monthly, Ainaworih*9 Magazine, 
and other periodicals, and has written 
several popnlar songs and fogitivo 
pieces. 

THOMPSON, The Eev. Henry, 
M.A., bora in 1797, was educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, gradu- 
ated B.A. in 1822, and M.A. in 1825. 
He obtained one of Sir W. Browne’s 
medals during his undergraduate 
course, and was a successfhl com- 
petitor, with a Latin essay, for the 
first Members’ prize. He has written 
The Life of Hannah More," pub- 
ished in 1838; "Davidica, Semumg 
on the Life of David," Pastoralia, a 
Ma nual of Helps for the Paruchial 
Clergy," " ConcioDalia, Oatlmes of 
Sermons for Parochial Use through- 
out the Year,** in 1853; translated 
SohilleriB "Maid of O-Ieans” (to 
bioh he has prefixed a critical pre- 
Sace), and contributed largely to the 
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^‘Encyclopaddia Metropolitana/* liav- 
ing edited, and, for the most part, 
written, The History of Homan Li- 
terature,” as well as a portion of 
•‘The History of Greek Literature.” 
He published ” Original Ballads by 
Living Authors,” translated soveral 
German ballads, wrote various pieces 
in •• Lyra Messianica,” &o. ; and has 
edited and contributed to periodicals, 
religious and secular. Having been for 
some years Curate of Wrington, So- 
merset, he was appointed to the 
Yioarage of Chard in 1863. 

THOMPSON, Henry, F.B.C.8., 
bom at Pramlingham, Suffolk, Aug. 6, 

1820, and educated at University Col- 
lege, London, was appointed Assistant 
Surgeon of University College Hos- 
pital, London, in 1853, Surgeon in 
18G3, and Professor of Clinical Sur- 
geiy in 1866. He gained the Jackso- 
nian Prize of the Boyal College of 
Surgeons in 1852, with his essay on 
•‘The Pathology and Treatment of 
Stricture of the Urethra,” and the 
same prize in 1860, with an essay on 
“Thu Healthy and Morbid Anatomy 
of the Prostate Gland,” both of whic^ 
have been published. He is the au- 
thor of “Practical Lithotomy and 
Lithotrity,” published in 1863, and 
was appointed Surgeon Extraordinary 
to the late king of the Belgians in 

1863, and to the present king in 1866. 
He was made a corresponding member 
of the Society of Surgery in Paris in 
1859, honorary member of. I’Aca- 
demia de* Quiriti at Borne, and an 
OfBcer (ff the Order of Leopold, in 

1864. 

THOMPSON, The Rev. Robebt 
Anciiob, M.A., bom in Durham, in 

1821, was educated at Durham School, 
and as anEngineer Student of Durham 
Universiiy, and graduated B.A, at 
Catherine Hall, Cambridge, in 1844, 
as twentieth Wrangler. He for some 
time held an appointment at the Ob- 
servatory of Durham, and having been 
Curate of Louth, was promoted to the 
oha^e of Binbrooke in 1864. The Rev. 
R. iniompson prepared a volume of 
Observations whilst at the Observa- 
tory in Durham, which was published 


by that University in 1849, and haa 
written •• Christian Theism,” a treatise 
•• On the Existence and Character of 
the Supreme Being,” published in 
1865 as the fiiiat Burnett Prize Essay. 
•‘ Essay on Frinciplos of Natural The- 
ology,” in 1857 ; “ Oxford Declaration : 
a Letter,” in 1864 ; Sermons, Ac. He 
is Master of St. Maiy’s Hospital, New- 
castle-upon-Tyne. 

THOMPSON, Lieut.-Genbeal 
Thomas Pebkonet, ]i\R.S., political 
reformer and author, born at Hull in 
1783, was educated at Hull Gram- 
mar-school, conducted by Joseph 
Milner, author of the ” History of the 
Christian Church; ” and as his parents 
were Conservatives, the influence of 
liis early days must have been in 
favour of the old order of things* 
He entered Queen’s College, Cam- 
bridge, in Oct., 1798, took his Bache- 
lor’s degree as seventh Wrangler, and 
made an experimental voyage of nine 
months from the port of Hull, in 1802, 
and sailed as a midshipman in theisis, 
the flag-ship of Admiral Gambler, in 
1803. He left the navy in 1806, and 
entered the army as a second lient. in 
the Rifle Corps, and while serving in 
this capacity, was among the prisoners 
at Buenos Ayres; was sent out in 
1808, by the influence of Mr. Wilbw- 
force, to be Governor of Sierra Leone,, 
and exerted himself more vigorously 
than was pleasing to the Home Go- 
vernment in putting down the pro- 
ject for continuing the purchase of 
slaves under the plea of apprentice- 
ship, and for this was rc(^led. In 
1812 ho returned to active* military 
service, in the campaign in the south of 
France, in 1814 was placed under the 
personal orders of Brigadier- General 
Fane, and at the peace was promoted 
to the rank of captain. Ho proceeded 
to Bombay in the middle of 1815, and 
having learned Arabic, was attached 
to the expedition against the Waha- 
bees of the Persian Gulf as inter- 
preter ; in which capacity he took a 
principal part in negotiating the 
treaty with those tribes, in wh£h the 
slave-trade was for the flrst time de- 
clared to be piracy. The treaty waa 
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dated Jan., 1820, while the Unitec 
States apt to a similar effect wasnot da 
dared until the May following, though 
known first in Europe. In 1^1 he re- 
turned to England,]^and in June,1825j 
was promoted to the rank of major, 
and afterwards to that of lieut.-oolo- 
ncl. Having cultivated the acquaint- 
ance of Jeremy Bentham and othe: 
well known men, he contributed to 
the Westminster Iteview, of which he 
afterwards became editor and pro- 
prietor, and he wrote, from time to 
time, a number of pamphlets and de- 
tached publications on various sub- 
jects, especially political economy 
among which was his defence of 
Adam Smith’s theory of rent against 
that of Kicardo. His **Gom-1aw Cate- 
chism,” which served to undermine 
the Protectionist system of commer- 
cial policy, appeared in 1827 ; ** En- 
harmonic Theory of Music,” in 1829 ; 
and Geometry without Axioms,” in 
1830. Ho was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for Preston in Jan., 1835 $ was 
returned for Hull in June, 1835 $ was 
defeated at Morylebone in March. 
1838 $ at Cheltenham in July, 1841 ; at 
Sunderland in Aug., 1845; and was 
returned for Bradfo^ in Aug., 1847 ; 
was defeated there in July, 1852, 
again elected in March, 1857; and 
retired in 1859. In 1848 he pub- 
hshed a Catechism on the Cur- 
rency,” in 1857-8-9 weekly let- 
ters to his constituents, under the 
title of ** Audi Alteram Partem,” be- 
ing mainly on the treatment of the 
native army and people of India, in 
which he stood almost alone; and 
oontiuued the subjects after his ex- 
clusion from Parliament, in a third 
volume, under the same title, in 1861. 
In July, 1837, he gave notice of 
motion thal: no foreign prince or 
potentate ought to have pre-eminence 
or succession within the reidm; having 
special reference to the plans on foot 
for putting the king of Hanover on the 
throne. He opposed corporal punish- 
ment, and restrictions on marriage 
with deceased Vife’s sister, and sup- 
ported the opening of museums and , 
public libraries. General Thompson j 


was one of the oarliest and ablest 
asserters of the principles of free- 
trade. 

THOMPSON, The B,ev, Williak 
Hepworth, bom in York, March 27,. 
1810, educated privately and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, of which 
ho was elected a Scholar in 1830, a Pel- 
low in 1834^ Assistant Tutor in 1837, 
and Tutor in 1844. The Bev. W. H. 
Thompson, who was elected Regius 
Professor of Greek in Cambridge Uni- 
versity, and made a Canon of Ely in 
1853, on the death of Dr. Whewell, 
in 1866 was appointed to the Master- 
ship of Trinity College. In addition 
to editing Archer Butlm^s Lectures on 
Ancient Philosophy, ho is the author 
of papers on Plato and Socrates read 
before the Cambridge Philosophical 
Society, of a ” Sermon preached in 
Trinity College Chapel at the Com- 
memoration,” Ac. He was appointed 
a member of the Public Schools Com- 
mission in 1861. 

THOMS, WiLLUM John, P.S.A.,. 
antiquary, son of the late N. Thoms, 
Esq., Secretory of the first Commis- 
sion of Revenue Inquiry, was born in 
Westminster, Nov. 16, 1803, and com- 
menced life as a clerk in the Seore- 
tai 7 *s Office, Chelsea Hospital, occu- 
pying his leisure in contributing to 
the Foreign Quorieirly Review and 
other periodicals. He was elected a 
Fellow of theBociety of Antiquaries in 
1838, and is a I'ellow of the Societies 
of Antiquaries of Edinburgh and 
Copenhagen, and Secretary of the 
Camden Society. His first' publica- 
tion, *<A Collection of Early Prose 
Romances,” appeared in 1^8, and 
reached a second edition. He has 
compiled ** Lays and Legends of' 
yariouB Nations,” published in 1834 ; 

* Book of the Court,” in 1838 ; “Three 
Notelets on Shakespeare,” in 1865; 
and “ Hannah Lightfoot, Queen Char- 
otte, and the Chevalier D*Eon, Dr. 
Wilmot’s Polish Princess, Ac.,” in 
.867; and has edited “Anecdotes 
and Traditions,” published in 1839; 
Stew’s Survey of London,” in 1842 ; 
md “ Oaxton’s Reynard the Fox,” in 
.844. Mr. Thoms is the prqjeotor and 
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oditor of ** Notes and Queries,” which 
he has been enabled to carry out most 
succesfifnlly, in consequence of the 
personal regard felt for him by a 
^ large circle of literary friends. A 
third series of this useful periodical 
was commenced in Jan., 1862. Mr. 
Thoms has held for many years an 
appointment in the House of Lords ; 
and in 1863, without any application 
on his part, was appointed Deputy 
Librarian. 

THOMSON, Dk. (See Yobk, 
Abchdtshop of.) 

THOBBEGKE, John Budolpu, 
statesman, of German descent, bom 
in Zwolle, in 1796, graduated at the 
University of Leyden in 1820, and 
studied in various German uni- 
yersities. Ho went to Amsterdam, 
published his first political work in 
1825, and was appointed Frofessor of 
Political Science at the University of 
Ghent. The Belgian revolution of 
1830 terminated his connection with 
that university, and he repaired to 
Leyden, whero he was appointed a 
Professor of jurisprudence, and gave 
lectures on political and economical 
..science, which, as well as his books, 
boro the impress of Liberal and pro- 
gressive opinions. In 1840 he was 
elected a member of the Legislative 
Assembly, and in 1844, in conjunction 
with other zealous Beformers, used 
his utmost endeavours, but without 
effect, to introduce a plan of radical 
reform. After the Franch revolution 
•of Feb., 1848, M. Thorbecke was 
placed by the king at the head of a 
commission for the revision of the 
.constitution, and at its recommenda- 
tion Ihe rejected project of 1844 was 
cairied out. M. Thorbecke vras ap- 
pointed, in Oct., 1849, First Minister 
iiS the Orovm, which office he resigned 
in April, 1858, and returned to his 
professorship in Leyden. After a 
few years he reappeared as the leader 
of me Liberal opposition, was a 
.second time chosen Prime Minister, 
Feb. 1, 1862, and retired in 1866 ; 
held: the professorship of juriqam- 
dence at the University of Leyden 
from 1858 till 1862, and has written 


several legal and other constitutional 
works. 

THOBBUBN, Bobbrt, A.B.A., 
miniature-painter, bom at Dumfries 
in 1818, studied the first rudiments 
of the art at Edinburgh, under Sir W. 
Allen; won the chief prize at the 
Scottish Academy, repaired to Lon- 
don, and was admitted a student of 
the Boyal Academy in 1836. He 
first exhibited at the Academy, in 
1837, two portraits, and the full num- 
ber admissible, viz. eight, in 1838. 
In a few years he began to dispute 
supremacy, both as to the art dis- 
played and patronage received, with 
the established favourites of the 
day, Boss and Newton, especially in 
female portraits. In 1845 ho executed 
by commission a portrait of the late 
Prince Consort ; in 184'6, one of the 
Duchess of Me^lenburg-Strelitz ; in 
1847, of the Princess Charlotte of 
Belgium and the duke of Brabant; 
and in 1848, a group of the Queen, 
with the Princess Helena and Prince 
Alfred. He has continued to advance 
in reputation, and his groups of 
“ The Hon. Mrs. Norton’s Family,” of 
** The Marchioness of Waterford and 
Yiscountess Canning,” and of ” The 
Duchess of Buccleuch, Ladies Scott, 
Balfour,” excite especial admiration. 
These groups exceeded the usual 
dimensions of miniatures, a tendency 
which has been carried out in most of 
Mr. Thorbum’s portraits. He was 
elected A.BA.. in 1848, gained the first 
gold medal at the Universal Exhibition 
at Paris in 1855, and was elected an 
Honorary Member of the Boyal Scot- 
tish Academy. Within the last few 
years Mr. Thorbum has practised 
porti*ait-paintmg in oil-colours with 
great success. 

THOBNBUBY, Geobok Walter, 
sou of a solicitor, bom in 1628, was 
intended for Oxford, with a view 
of taking orders, but early in life 
showed a taste for literature. He 
became a contributor of Topographi- 
cal and Antiquarian papers to the 
Bristol Journal in 184$ and wrote for 
the AthencBum, in 1851, a series of 
papers, afterwards reprinted, on the 
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orp^nizaMon of tho militia. Having 
.been requested, on the fall of tbo 
Srmdfield - Macdonald ministry- in 
March, ISdi, to form another ministiy, 
he declined, but again accepted the 
post of Attorney- General for Lower 
Canada. Mr. Cartier, who acted as 
the leader of the French-Canadian 
Conservative party, has carried 
several important measures through 
the Canadian Parliament. He was 
one of the delegates to England on 
the questions of confederation and 
the intcr-cnlonial railway, in April, 
1865, and again in 1856. 

CARUS, The Rev. William, M.A., 
bom in 1804, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, whero he gradu- 
ated 13. A. in tho highest honours both 
in classics and Tnathematics in 1827, 
and was elected Fellow of his college. 
He was Senior Fellow and Senior 
Dean of Trinity College, and a select 
preacher in tho nnivorsity in 1854, 
1859, and 1866 ; was appointed a Canon 
Residentiary of Winchester, Vicar 
of Romsey, and Rural Dean in 1851, 
and is incumbent of Christ Churcli, 
Winchester, and proctor for tho chap- 
ter in Couv'oeation. He is tho author 
of ** Memoirs of tho lato Rev. Charles 
Simoon,” 4&c. A Greok Testaraont 
prize, called tho Cams Prize, in re- 
inenibranc'O of long services there, 
has been established in the University 
of Cambridge. 

CASABIANCA (Comte de), Fran- 
^ois-Xavikk, senator, son of a Corsi- 
can general, received the title of 
count from the emperor, was bora at 
Nice, June 27, 1797 ; educated in tho 
Lyci% Napoldon, whore, in 1812, he 
carried off the prize of philosophy, 
studied law, having been called to the 
French Bar at Bastia in 1820, and 
soon acquired a high reputation. Ho 
was remarkable for his attachment to 
tho Bonaparte family, and after the 
revolution of February, 1848, was re- 
turned to tho Constituent Assembly 
for Corsica. Ho voted with tho Bight, 
and after the election of Deo. 10, up- 
held the policy of the emperor. He 
was re-eleotod to the Legislative 
Assembly, and only abandoned tho 


porliamcntaty' majority when conflict^ 
broke out between itwd the ElysiSe. 
At the close of 1851 he was intriisted 
With the portfolio of A^cnlture and 
Commerce; and a month afterwards 
with that of Finance. After the coup 
d'dtat, he. was commissioned to or- 
ganize tho Ministry ofBtate create 
by the decree of Jan. 22, 1852. He 
resigned his various important offices 
to cuter the Senate, July 28, and was 
promoted to tho rank of Grand Officer 
. of the Legion of Honour, July 30,1858. 

CASHEL (Bishop of), The Bionr 
Rev. Roheht Daly, P.D., son of the 
late D. Daly, Esq., and brother of 
Lord Dnnsandle, bom in 1783, was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where ho graduated in liigh honours. 
Dr. Daly, who belongs to the Evan- 
gelical party in tho Church, was ap- 
pointed Doan of St. Patrick’s, Dublin, 
in 1842, and consocrated to the see 
of Cashel in 1813. His diocese in- 
cludes tho counties of Tipporary and 
Waterford, with tho patronage of 
cighty-three livings, and an income 
of dBSjOOO a year. 

CASSAGNAO. (See Granier he 
Cassaonac.) 

CA8TIGLT0NE (Count), Carlo 
O rrAVio, philologist, bom in 1795, at 
Milan, devoted himself at an early ago 
to studios which have hitherto found 
few friends in Italy. In 1819 ho pub- 
lished his description of the CnOa 
coins in the cabinet of Brora, at 
Milan, under tho title of "Moiiete 
Cndcho dol Masco di Milano.” His 
principal work in tho department of 
Oriental literature is tho “M5raoire 
Gcographiquo et Niimismalique sur 
la Partio Orientalo do la Barbaric, 
appelde Afrikiah par les Arabes,” 
&c., published in 1826, in which the 
origin and history of those cities of 
Barbaiy of which the names ■ occur 
upon Arabic coins are detail^.; Count 
CastigUono is best known in other 
conntries by his publication of the 
fragments of the Ctothio translation 
of portions of the Old and Now Testa- 
ment by Ulphilas, which Cardinal Mai . 
had discovered among the palimpsestt 
in the Ambrosian Jibraiy. In Con- 
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Courts of the Crystal Palace. He 
has written ** Lays and Legends of 
the New World/’ published in 1851 ; 
** Monarchs of the Main,” being a 
history of the Buocanoers, drawn 
from old French, Spanish, and Dutch 
sources, in 1855; ” Shakespeare’s 
England during the Eeigpi of Eliza- 
beth,” and Art and Nature at Home 
and Abroad,” containing chapters on 
home and foreign tours, in 1856; 
** Songs of Cavaliers and Bound- 
heads,” in 1857; “Every Man His 
Own Trumpeter,” a novel of the time 
of Louis XIV., founded on Mont- 
Inc’s memoirs, in 1858 ; “ Life in 
Spain,” and “ Past and Present,” in 
1859; “Turkish Life and Character 
lllustrntod,” the two last-mentioned 
works reprinted from All the Year. 
Ihmnd, in 1860 ; “ British Artists, from 
Hogarth to Tomer,” a “ Life of J. M. 
W. Turner, R.A.,” founded on letters 
and papers furnished by the artist’s 
friends and executors, “ Cross Coun- 
try,” and “Ice-bound,” in 1861 ; “True 
as Steel,” a novel of the time of 
Luther, based on Goethe’s play of 
“Goetz of Berlichiugen,” in 1863; 
Wildfire,” a novel of the time of the 
Frenoh Revolution, based on a sketch 
of Diderot, in 1864; “Haantcd Lon- 
don,” illustrated by Fairholt, of which 
two more volumes aro promised, and 
“Tales for the Marines,” in 1865; 
“Grcatheart, a Cornish novel,” in 
1866; and a collection of Vers de 
Socictc for tho last two hundred 
ears, entitled “Two Centuries of 
ong,” in 1867. He acted as art 
critic to the Athenasv/m for some years. 

THOENYOROFT, Mas. Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. John Francis, 
sculptor, who, when verging towards 
middle life, settled in London, was 
bom in ' 1814, at Thomham, in Nor- 
folk. From on early age she was ad- 
mitted to his studio, and began to i 
carry on her favourite experiments 
with' the clay. This “ waste of time,” 
as it was then called, resulted in in- 
creasing manual fkcility, and she be- 
came an exhibitor of heads and busts 
at the Royal Academy, having pre- 
viously made her first essay in imag- 


inative sculpture by a figure of “ Pene- 
lope,” and a g^up, representing 
“ Ulysses and his Dog.” The work 
which first attracted the attention of 
the public was a life-sized statue oalledgl. 
the “ Flower-Girl.” Miss Francis be- 
came the wife of Mr. Thomyoroft,. 
who had been a pupil of her father, 
in 1810, accompanied him on a 
tour through Italy in 1842, and at 
Rome derived great advantage from 
tho advice of Thorwaldsen and Gib- 
son. The latter was struck with 
her models of “Sappho” and a “Sleep- 
ing Child,” executed during her stay 
in that city. The “ Sleeping Child ” 
made so favourable an impression on 
Mr. Gibson’s mind that, when asked by 
the Queen to point out the best artist 
to model the portraits of the royal chil- 
dren, ho at once mentioned its author. 
On her return to England in 1843, 
Mrs. Thomyoroft received her Ma- 
jesty’s command to execute a statue 
of tho Princess Alice, and performed 
her task so satisfactorily, that com- 
missions were given to her for statues 
of the Princess Royal, the Princo of 
Walos, and Princo Alfred. This series, 
designed by the artist in tho charac- 
ter of the four seasons, has beoomo 
very generally known, having boon 
exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
and engraved. The Queen has con- 
tinued to patronize her, and she 
executed other works for the royal 
family. Her admirable work, a “ Girl 
Skipping,” was greatly adTiiirod in 
the Paris Exhibition of 1855, as a 
faithful transcript from Nature, full 
of grace and elegance, both in idea 
and execution. 

THORPE, Thomas B., author, bom 
at Westfield, Massachusetts, in 1815, 
was educate at Middletown, and 
proceeded to Louisiana, where he 
settled. He edited, for many years, 
tho leading Whig newspaper of New 
OrleatiB, and acted during the Mexican 
war as special correspondent to ono' 
of the principal journals of that city. 
Mr. Thorpe’s works are principally / 
valued for the graphio portraiture/ 
they convey of the rude and adveij 
turous incidents in life in the SoutlJ 
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western States. *‘Totn Owen, the 
Boe-Hnnter,'* **The Big Bear of 
Arkansas,'* and " The Mysteries 
of, the Backwoods," are the most 
dlXK^nlaT. 

THWAITBS, Sik' John, Chairman 
of the Metropolitan Board of Works, 
son of the late Mr. Christopher 
Thwaites, of Toddy Gill Hall, West- 
moreland, was bom in 1815. He is a 
Magistrate and Depnty-Lieutonant 
for Middlesex, and a Magistrate for 
Surrey. In early life ho was a draper, 
and having been frequently employed 
on public boards and parochial oom- 
mittoos, was elected a member of the 
Metropolitan Board of Works, and 
was chosen first Chairman of that 
body in 1856. He received the honour 
of Imighthood in May, 1865, in com< 
memoration of the opening of the 
great Main Drainage- works of London. 

TICKNOB, Geoboe, author, born 
in Boston, Massachusetts, Aug. 1, 
1791, was admitted into Dartmouth 
College, where he graduated in 1807. 
Betuming to his native town, he 
■studied the classics, and in 1813 was 
called to tho Bar. His literary 
"tastes, however, induced him to with- 
draw from the profession ; in 1815 he 
embarked for Europe, spent two years 
at Gottingen in philological studies, 
and two years more in various capitals. 
Daring his absence, in 1817, he was 
appointed Professor of Modem Lan- 
guages and Literature in Harvard 
University, and on his return delivered 
a course of lectures on English, Ita- 
lian, German, French, and Spanish 
literature, and on kindred topics. Ho 
resigned his professorship in 1832, 
and, with his family, spent three 
years in Europe, partl]^ in England, 
but chiefly on the Continent. About 
1840 he applied himself to tho com- 
position of his great work, the " His- 
tory of Spanish Literature," which 
was completed in 1848, and was pub- 
lished in the course of 1849, in both 
New York and London. It was 
warmly commended by the principal 
ipumals of England and the Continent,* 
^d has been translated into the 
panish and German by eminent 


scholars. Mr. Ticknor has written a 
Life of the late W. H. Prescott, the 
eminent historian, reprintedin England 
in 1864, and has published some 
smaller sketches. He has taken great 
interest in the progress of education. 

TILLEY, SAMUEri Leonard, bom 
in Queen's county, New Brunswick, 
May 8, 1818, and educated at the 
Grammar-school, entered the As- 
sembly in 1851, as representative for 
St. John’s. He was a member of the 
Government and Pro- Secretary of 
New Brunswick in Nov., 1854, re- 
signed in May, 1855, was reappointed 
in July, 1857, and was Leader of the 
Government from March, 1861, till 
March, 1865. He has boon a member 
of the Government and Pro- Secretary 
since April, 1866, was a delegate from 
tho Government of New Brunswick 
to confer with the Governments of 
Canada and Nova Scotia respecting 
intercolonial trade and the inter- 
colonial railway, in 1861-3, and acted 
in the same capacity on the question 
of the union of the provinces of Bri- 
tish America in 1864. He was a 
delegate to the Imperial Government 
on the subject of tho intercolonial 
railway in 1861-2, and on the ques- 
tion of the union of the provinces of 
British America in 1866-7. 

TIMBS, John, P.S.A., writer, bom 
in London, Aug. 17, 1801, worked for 
Sir K. Phillips, and edited the Mirror 
from 1827 till 1838. Mr. Timbs has 
compiled " A Picturesque Promenade 
round Dorking," published in 1822; 
"Why and Because; or. Knowledge 
for tho People,” in 1833 ; " Year 
Book of Facts in Science and Art," 
an annual publication commenced in 
1839; "Popular Errors Explained," 
in 1841 ; " Wellingtonian'*," in 1852 ; 
"Curiosities of London," a compen- 
dium of all the ancient lore and mo- 
dem information connected with this 
prolific subject, the result of nearly 
fifty years’ labour, in 1855; "Curi- 
osities of Histoiy ;" " Curiosities of 
Science," first and second series; 
Things not generally Known and 
Stories of Inventors, Ac., in Science 
and Art," m 1859; "Anecdote Bio- 
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graphy,” in four series, in 1860-4 1 
IHnstrated Book of Wonders/* and 
Something for Everybody,” in 1861 ; 
“International Exhibition of 1862/* 
and ” School Days of Eminent Men/* 
in 1862 ; ** Knowledge for the Time/’ 
and “Things to be remembered in 
Daily Life/' in 1863; “Century of 
Anecdote, 1760 to 1860,” and “ Walks 
and Talks about London,” in 1864; 
“Club Life in London, with Anec- 
dotes,” “ Strange Stories of the Ani- 
mal World,” and “Komanceof London : 
Strange Stories,” in 1866 ; and “ Eng- 
lish Eccentrics and Eccentricities,” 
and “ Nooks and Comers of English 
Life,” in 1866. He was chief working 
editor of the niustrated Lofndon News 
almostfrom its commencement till 1868. 

TISCHENDOBF, Lobegott Fre- 
derick Constantine, D.D., Professor 
of Theology and of Biblical Lite- 
rature in the University of Leipsic, 
was bora at Lengenfeld, in Saxony, 
Jan. 18, 1818, where his father was a 
physician, and studied theology and 
philology at the University of Leipsic. 
With a view to reform the Greek text 
of the New Testament, he received 
aid from the Saxon Government to 
travel through Europe for the purpose 
of consulting the best and rarest ma- 
nuscripts, in 1844 he proceeded to 
Egypt, Syria, and Asia Minor, and 
brought back to Leipsic a precious 
stock of valuable Biblical MSS. ; in 
1849 he again proceeded to Franco 
and Great Britain to pursue his 
researohes, and in 1863 revisited 
the East, whence he returned with 
new collections. In 1843 he was 
made a D.D. by the University of 
Breslau, and in 1846 was appointed 
to an extra Professorship at the Uni- 
versity of Leipsic, which in 1860 was 
converied into on ordinary Professor- 
ship. The Account of his ^st Journey 
to the East was published at Leipaio 
in 1845-8, and in addition to his New 
Testament, he has published several 
rare Scriptural “ Codices,” and the j 
apocryphal books of the New Testa | 
ment. In 1865, whilst on a visit to | 
England, honorary degrees were con- '• 
ferred upon him by the Universities , 


of Oxford and Cambridge, and he 
engaged on a large and important 
work, entitled ** Monumenta ^ Sacra 
Inedita.” 

TITE, William, M.P., F.B.S., arohi- ( 
tect, only son of the late Mr. Arthur 
Tite, merohant, of London, was bom

Ho built the great Gothic 
ohurch for the late Edward Irving, 
and many public and private building^, 
including some of the largest railway- 
stations in England and France. 
In 1840 he was appointed architect of 
the New Boyal Exchange. In 1836 
he was elected a Fellow of the Boyal 
Society and in 1839 of the Society of 
Antiquaries, was for some time Presi- 
dent of the Architectural Society, and. 
was President of the Boyal Institute 
of British Architects. He was an un- 
successful candidate in the advanced 
Liberal interest for Barnstaple, in 
Aug., 1854), and has been one of the 
members for Bath since June, 1866. 
He strongly opposed the adoption of 
the Gothic style of architecture for 
the New Foreign Office. Mr. Tite,

•btain funds to defray the expenses ot 
a three years’ residence at Cambridge, 
md then entered at St. John’s Col- 
in that university, where he 
graduated B.A; in 1848, as Senior 
iVrangler. He became Fellow, As- 
ostant. Tutor, and Principal Mathe- 
matical Lecturer of his College, and

entlal Calcnlus/’ “Analytical Statics," 
V Plano Co-ordinato Geometry," “ In- 
tegral Galculns," “ Algebra," “ Plane 
Trigonometry,” “ Spherical Trigono- 
metiy,” and “ History of Progress of 
Calcnlosof Variations during the Nine- 
teenth Gontary," published in 1861. 

TODLEBEN, Gen. Francis Edwabo, 
son of a shopkeeper, was bpm at 
Mitaii, in Gourland, May 8, 1818. 
After studying in the schools of Riga, 
he was admitted into the Gollege of 
Engineers, at St. Petersburg, and 
sorrod with the forces despatched to' 
attempt tho reduction of the Gir- 
cassians in 1848. When the Russian 
war broke out, in 1854, he w*is 
second captain in the coi'pa of en- 
gineers destined for service in the 
iield, and having distinguished him- 
self under Gen. Schilders, in' the 
campaign of the Danube, proceeded 
to the Grimea. Although Sebas- 
topol was comparatively an open 
city, he succeeded, under the contin- 
uous tiro of the enemy, in converting 
it into a fortress, which resisted for 
more than a year the efforts of tho 
allied armies. Within twelve months 
he passed successively through the 
grades of captain, lieut.-colonel,adjut.- 
colonel, major-general, and adjat.-ge- 
neral ; and received, among other 
distinctions, tho decoration of tho 
fourth, and of tho third class of tho 
Order of St. George, which is con- 
ferred only for brilliant deeds, and 
upon tho proposal of the Ghapter of 
the Knights of the Order. During 
this memorable siege he was wounded 
in the foot, and was compelled to 
retire. He was intrusted by the 
emperor with the defence of Nioolaieff, 
threatened by. the Allies ; and after- 
wards sent to protect Gronstadt. 
■Since the peace of 1866 he has had no 
active employment, but has devoted 
himself to scientific and literaiy 
rstudies. He wrote a “Narrative of 
the War in the Grimea;" and in 1865 
visited England, where he met with a 
most cordial reception. 

TOLDY,-Fbanz Schedbl, critic, bom 
At Ofen, in Hungary, Aug. 10, 1805, en- 
tered the University of Pesth, in 1819, 


and received the degree of M.D. in 
1819, in which year he gave a course of 
lectures on Hungarian literature in 
Berlin, whither he had repaired to 
hear Hegel. He visited London and, 
Paris in 1831, on his return was 
elected a member of the Hungariar 
Academy, and shortly afterwards Se- 
cretaiy. He edited, till 1833, tho 
Orvoai Tdr (Medical Magazine), the 
first medical work published in Hun- 
gary. Resigning an important medical 
appointment, he devoted himself en- 
tirely to the study of the history of 
Hungarian literature, was appointed 
Professor in tho University of Pesth 
in 1838, and Librarian in 1844u Ho 
took no part in the Revolution of 
1848. Since 1841 he has been Director 
of tho Kisfaludy Society, of which he 
was one of the founders. Herr Toldy 
has written in his own and in the 
German language a number , of excel- 
lent works on Hungarian literature, 
and by this means as well as by pub- 
lishing editions of its best authors, 
has done more than any one else 
to popularise tho literature of his 
native land throughout the world of 
letters. 

TOMMASEO, Niccoix), politician 
and man of letters, bom at Shbenico, 
in Dalmatia, in 1803, was educated in 
Italy, and resided for several years in 
Florence, where ho was a frequent 
contributor to the periodical called 
the Antologia, For political reasons 
he found it expedient to remove, in 
1833, to France, resided somo time 
at Paris, and after the amnesty 
granted by the Austrian government 
in 1838, settled in Venice. Towards 
the end of 1847, in coiyunction with 
Manin, he got up a petition to the 
emperor, praying for a milder exercise 
of the censorship of the press, for which 
he was soon after thrown into prison, 
and having been liberated during 
a popular insnrreotion in March, 184^ 
was appointed a member of the Pri)- 
visional Gtovemment. He resigned in 
consequence of his opposition to the 
principle of . annexation to the Pied- 
montese monarchy, in June, and when 
the danger had passed away, rejoined 
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the goyernment, headed by Manin, as 
Minister of Worahip and. Public In* 
struotion. Haying yisited Paris twice 
to obtain the assistance of the French 
JBiepublic, and published in French an 
*** Appeal to France,” he returned to 
Venice in Jan., 1849, conyinced of 
the hopelessness of the attempt, and 
wras one of forty excluded from the 
amnesty on the capitulation of Venice 
in Aug., 1849, and went to liye in 
I'etirement in Corfu. He has been 
a most erudite and yersatile writer, 
and among his numerous writings the 
following are particularly descrying 
of mention: — Nuoyo Dizionario dei 
Sinonimi della Lingua Italiana,” pub- 
lished at Florence in 1832 $ Com- 
mentary on Dante,” at Venice, in 
1887 : a ” History of France daring 
the Sixteenth Century, from Materials 
famished by the Despatches of the 
Venetian Ambassadors,” at Paris, in 
1838 ; ” An Introduction to the Moral 
Philosophy of Dugald Stuart,” trans- 
lated .from the English ; and ” A 
Collection of Populs^ Poetry indigen- 
ous to Corsica, Tuscany, Dalmatia, 
and Greece, with Historical Intro- 
ductions,” at Venice, in 1849. His 

New Studies on Dante” appeared 
in 1865, and he is engaged on a large 
Dictionary of the Italian Language. 

TOOLE, John Laubsncb, comedian, 
son of Mr. Toole, the oiyic toast- 
' master, bom in London, March 12, 
i880y WBS educated at the City of 
JiOoSm School, and became a clerk 
to a wine-merchant, but quitted this 
o^npation, his taste lying in another 
dimtion. Haying been smitten with 
the **bias dramatic,” he was induced 
to join the City Histrionic Club, where 
his qualifications for the diWatio 
mofession were soon recognized, and 
he found a fayourable opportunity for 
appearing, by way of trial, before a 
public audience at a benefit to Mr. F. 
Webster, at the Haymarket Theatre, 
July 22, 1862. Haying passed this 
ordeal with credit, he determined, 
under the adyice of friends, to become 
an actor, and commenced his ]^rofes- 
skmal career under Mr. C. Dillon, at the 
Queen's Theatre, Dublin, where he 


achieyed great success. After farther 
testinghis powers at Bdfa8t,B<^bnrgh 
and Glasgow, he accepted, in 1864, an 
engagement at the St. James's Theatre, 
London, under the management of 
Mrs. Seymour, and sustained a yariety 
of characters in low comedy with 
considerable success. This was fol- 
lowed by an engagement with his old 
manager, Mr. C. Dillon, who had the 
Lyceum for a short term, and, on the 
opening of the new Adelphi Theatre 
by Mr. Webster, Mr. Toole became 
the leading comedian. His style of 
acting is marked by a close fidelity to 
nature in eyery character he under- 
takes, whether it be in the broad 
region of farce, or in those more im- 
portant parts in which tears and 
laughter equally predominate, such 
as Caleb Plummer,” in the yersion 
of Mr. Dickens' ” Cricket on the 
Hearth,” or the honest fireman Joe 
Bright,” in the drama Through 
Fire and Water.” For soyeral years 
Mr. Toole has been in the habit of 
making a professional tour in the 
proyinces, where he is as great a 
fayourite as in the metropolis. 

TORONTO (Bishop of), ThK 
Right Rsy. John Stbachan, D.D., 
bom at Aberdeen towards the close pt 
the last contuiy, was educated at tbe 
uniyersity of Edinburgh, whore he 
proceeded LL.D., and D.D. in 1839. 
Haying been Archdeacon of Upper 
Canada, he was consecrated to the 
see of Toronto on its foundation in 

1839. He is Archdeacon of York, 
Rector of Toronto, and Principal of 
King’s College, Upper Canada. The- 
diocese includes the whole of Western 
Canada; the income, £1,260, being 
paid out of the oleigy reserye fund. 
Dr. Straohan is the author of Re- 
marks on Emigration,” of” TheChnrdi 
in Canada,” and of other works. 

TORRENS, William Tobbbns 
Mc’Cullaoh, eldest son of James 
Mc’CuUagh, Esq., of Greenfield, co. 
Dublin, bom inOot.,1813,waseduoated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated B. A. in 1834, LL.B. in 

1840, was called to the Irish Bor in 
1836, afterwards became a member of ' 
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Lincoln’-s Inn, and practiseB at the 
Common Law Bar. He was appointed 
a Commissioner of the Poor Law In« 
qniry in Ireland in 1835, Ffiyate 
Secretary to Lord Taunton (then Hr. 
Labonchere) in 1846, represented 
Dundidk in the advanced Liberal in- 
terest from March, 1848, till 'the 
general election in Jnly, 1862, when 
he was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Yarmouth, for which he was returned 
at the general election in March, 
1857, but was unseated on petition, 
and he was returned for Finsbury at 
the general election in July, 1865. 
He has written “Lectures on the 
Study of History ; ” “ The Life of R. L. 
Shiel ; ” “ Life and Times of Sir James 
Graham;” “Industrial History of Free 
Nations,” Ac., Ac. In 1863 he assumed 
for family reasons his maternal name. 

TOWNSEND, The Rev. George 
Fylbr, son of the late Canon Towns- 
end, of Durham, bom May 12, 1816, 
and educated at Harrow and IVinity 
College, Cambridge, was appointed 
▼icar of Leominster in Nov., 1856, and 
Incumbent of St Michael’s, Burleigh 
Street, London, Jan. 6, 1861. He has 
written “The Churchman’s Year,” 
published in 1832 ; “ History of Leo- 
minster,” in 1860; and has edited “The 
Arabian Nights,” “.^sop’s Fables,” Ac. 

TOWNSHEND, The Rev. CHAUNcr 
Hare, M.A., son of the late Hare 
Townshend, Esq., of Busbridge Hall, 
near Godaiming,* Surrey, bom in 1800, 
was educated at Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1821, and proceeded to his Master’s 
do^e in 1824. He obtained the 
University prize for English verse, 
subject, “Jemsalem,” in 1828, and 
has written “ Facts in Mesmerism,” 
published iq 1843 ; “ Descriptive Tour 
in Scotland,” in 1846 ; “ Sermons in 
Sonnets, with other Poems,” in 1851 ; 
'* Mesmerism Proved Trae,” in 1855 ; 
“ The Three Gates,” in verse, of which 
a second edition appeared in 1861, Ac., 
and is known as a connoisseur of art. 

TRELAWNY, SiE John Salus- 
Buiir, Bart., eldest son of the late 
Sir W. L. S. Trelawny, Bart., bom 
June. 2, 1816, and educated at West- 


minster and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1840, and succeeded 
his father as ninth baronet, Nov. 15, 

1856. He is a Magistrate and Deputy- 
laeut. for the county of Cornwall, and 
was sometime Captain-Commandant 
of the 2nd Cornwall Rifles. Hew^ one 
of the members for Tavistock in the 
Liberal interest from March, 1843, till 
April, 1852, when he was defeated ; 
was again elected in March, 1857, and 
retired at the general election in July, 
1865. Hewas well jenown in the House 
of Commons as one of the leaders of 
the Anti-Church-rate Movement, and 
for many 3'oarB proposed a motion on 
that subject. 

TRENCH, Dr. (See Dublin, Arch- 
bishop ov.) 

TRENCH, The Rev. Francis, 
brother of the Archbishop of Dublin, 
bom in July, 1806, was educated at 
Harrow and at Oriol College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in classical 
honours in 1828. Having been dbrate 
of St. Giles’s, and incumbent of St. 
John’s, Reading, he was appointed tS 
the Rectory of Islip, Oxfordshire, in 

1857. He has written “Notes on 
Scripture, with References,” published 
in 1836 ; “ Sermons at Retting,” in 
1843 ; “ Travels in France and Spain,” 
in 1Q4S; “Scotland, its Faith and 
Features,” and “ Portrait of Charity, 
Exposition of 1 Corinth, ziii.,” in 
1846; “Walk Round Mont Blanc,- 
Ac.,” in 1848 ; “ Life and Character 
of St. John the Evangelist,” in 1860; 
“ Job’s Testimony to Jesus, and Re- 
surrection of the Body,” in 1853; 
“ Few Notes from Past Life,” in 1862; 
and “Four Sermons preached in York 
Minster,” in 1865. An edition of his 
theological works, in three volumes, 
appeared in 1857. 

TREVELYAN, Sir Walter Cal- 
VERLBY, Bart., bom March 31, 1797, 
was educated at Harrow ondUniversity 
College Ozford,andhas for manyyears 
contributed articles on geology, bo- 
tany, and other Boientiflo and general 
subjects, to ^eTransoctions of various 
societies and to periodioalB. In 1821 
he visited the Faroe Islands, and 
m2 
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wrote notices on their vegatation, geo- 
logy, and climate, and has lately 
presented the herbarium which he 
collected there to the Botanical 
ISAnsenm at Kow. He is an opponent 
of the sale of intoxicating drinks, is the 
President of the United Kingdom 
Alliance, and succeeded his father as 
sixth baronet. May 23, 1841. 

TREVOR, Tnx Rev. Geouge, M.A., 
bom about 1810, and educated at 
Hagdiden Hall, Oxford, graduated 
S.C.L. in 1830, taking an honorary 
fourth class in classics, and proceeded 
B.A. and M.A. He was a Chaplain 
on the Madras Establishment in the 
East Indies from 1830 till 1815, and 
was appointed Rector of All Saints’, 
York, in 1847, and Canon of that 
cathedral. He is well known for the 
active port which he has taken in 
promoting the revival of the functions 
of the northern House of Convoca- 
tion. lie sat as Proctor for the Chap- 
ter of York in 1847, and was the first 
to m<wo the election of a Prolocutor 
^ order to proceed to business. Ho 
was afterwards returned by the clergy 
of the Archdeaconry of York, and 
under Archbishop Longley accepted 
the office of Actnoiy of the Lower 
House. Ur.Thomson has appointed him 
a Synodal Secretary, inwhich capacity 
he attends the two Houses when united 
in full Synod. The Rev. G. Trevor has 
written Christ in His Passion, and 
the Story of the Cross,” published in 
1.847 ; ** Sermons on Doctrines and 
Moans of Grace,” in 1851 ; ” Origin, 
Constitution, and Form of Proceed- 
ings in the Convocations of the two 
Provinces of Canterbuiy and York,” 
in 1852 ; ” Types and the Anti-type 
Lectures,” in 1864 ; and ” Sermon on 
New Ritualism,” in 1866. Ho has 
written for the Religious Tract So- 
ciety, "India, an Historical Sketch,” 
published in 1858 ; " India, its Natives 
and Missions ; ” " Russia, Ancient and 
Modem,” in 1862 ; " Ancient Egypt” 
(in n^Iy to Baron Bunsen), and 

Egjrjfii from the Conquest of Alex- 
aiid^ to Napoleon,” in 1866. 

TROLLOPE, Anthony, second son 
of the late Mr. T. A. Trollope, barrister- 1 


at-law, and of Mrs. Trollope, the well- 
known authoress, bom in 1815, was 
educated at Winchester and at Har- 
row. '^He has written "The "Mac- 
dermotts of Ballycloran,” published in 
1847 ; " The Kellys and the O’Kellys,” 
in 1848 ; " La Vendee, an Historical 
Romance,” in 1850; “ The Warden, a 
Novel,” in 1855 ; “ Barchester Towers, 
a Novel,” and " The Three Clerks, a 
Novel,” in 1857 ; " Doctor Thome,” in 
1858; "The West Indies and the 
Spanish Main,” and " The Bertrams, 
a Novel,” in 1859; "Castle Rich- 
mond, a Novel,” in 1860; “ Framley 
Parsonage,” and " Tales of all Coun- 
tries, two Series,” in 1861 ; " North 
America,” and "Orloy Farm,” in 
1862 ; " Can Yon Forgive Her ? ” in 
1864 ; " The Belton Estate,” " Miss 
Mackenzie,” and" Hunting Sketches,” 
from the Pall Mall Gazette, in 1865; 
" Clertgrmon of the Church of Eng- 
land,” in 1866, and other works. Ho 
contributes to periodical literature, 
and some of the foregoing works of 
fiction first appeared in the pages of 
the Gomhill Magmim. His "Lost 
Chronicle of Barset” was brought 
out in weekly numbers in 1866-7. 

TROLLOPE, The Ven. Edward, 
M.A., F.S.A., son of the late Sir John 
Trollope, Bart., bom April 15, 1817, 
was educated at Eton and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, whore ho graduated 
in 1839. Ho was presented to the 
Rcctoiy of Leasingham, Lincolnshire, 
in 1843, was collated to a Prebend in 
the Cathedral Church of Lincoln in 
1861, was elected Proctor in Con- 
vocation for tho diocese of Lincoln in 

1866, and Archdeacon of Stow in 

1867. He has written " Illustrations 
of Ancient Art, from Pompeii, Ac.,” 
published in 1853 ; " Introduction of 
Christianity into Lincolnshire during 
the Saxon Period,” and " Captivity of 
John, King of iWice, at Somerset 
Castle,” in 1857 ; " Mannal of Sepnl- 
chnd Memorials,” in 1858; and has 
oontributed to the publications of 
Arohitectural and Archssological So- 
cieties. 

TROLLOPE, The Right Hon. Sir 
John, Bart., M.P., son of the late Bart., 
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born MayS.lSOO.and educated atEtou 
is a Ma^trate and Depnty-Lient. for 
the county of Lincoln, of which he 
was High Sheriff in 1825. He was 
some time Lieutenant in the 10th 
Dragoons, and has been one of the 
members in the Gonservatiye interest 
for South Lincolnshire since July, 
1841. Sir John, who succeeded his 
father as seventh baronet, April 28, 
1820, was Chief Commissioner of the 
Poor Law Board under Lord Derby’s 
first administration in 1852, when he 
was sworn a Privy Councillor. 

TROLLOPE, Thomas Adolphus, 
son of the late Mr. T. A. Trollope, 
barrister-at-law, and of Mrs. Trollope, 
the well known authoress, bom in 
1810, was educated at Winchester, 
and at Alban Hidl, Oxford, under Dr. 
Whately, afterwards archbishop of 
Dublin. About 1840 ho published two 
volumes on Britonny, followed by two 
on Western Franco, in 1841, when ho 
took up his residence at Florence, and 
has produced a series of works con- 
nected with the histoiy of that coun- 
try. His Impressions of a Wanderer 
in Italy ” appeared in 1850 ; Girl- 
hood of Catherine de’ Medici, a Tale,” 
in 1856 ; ** A Decade of Italian Wo- 
men,” and ” Tuscany in 1849,” in 
1859; “Life of Filippo Strozzi;” **LaBt 
Days of Old Italian Liberty,” and a 
volume on the celebrated Venetian 
Interdict, entitled ” Paul the Pope 
and Paul the Friar,” in 1860; **La 
Beata, a Hovel,” in 1861; ” Lenten 
Journey in Umbria and the Marches,” 
and ” Marietta, a Hovel,” in 1862 ; 
” Giulio Malatesta, a Hovel,” in 1863;

TROTMiJ^, John, inventor of the 
anchor which bears his name, second 
son of Mr. John Trotman, of Cam, 


Gloucestershire, was bom at Dursley, 
Aug. 15, 1813. He has rmtten a 
treatise upon "Anchors and Ships' 
Ground-tackle,” and a pamphlet " On 
Haval Administration,” comprising a 
series of letters addressed to succos* 
sive First-Lords of the Admiralty 
illustrative of the evils involved by 
frequent official changes, in produc- 
ing departmental obstractiveness, and 
opposing progress and improvement. 
The publicity accorded to Mr. Trot- 
man’s views by the Times and other 
leading journals contributed mainly 
to the success of " An Act for Regu- 
lating the Proof and Sale of Chain 
Cables and Anchors,” calculated to 
amest the fearful increase of shipwreck 
by the too prevalent use of defective 
gear. Mr. Trotman's anchors are froin 
one-third to one-fourth less in weight 
than ordinary anchors. They are prac- 
tically recognised by " Lloyds the 
Qreat Eastern steam-ship is exclusively 
supplied with them, as are her Ma- 
jesty's yacht Victoria amd Albert, and 
the Imperial yachts of France, Russia, 
Austria, and Turkey. The French 
and the United Sta^’ naval autho- 
rities have concluded arrangements 
with him for making anchors accord- 
ing to his plan ; but as yet every en- 
deavour to procure a trial of Mr. 
Trotman’s anchor in the British navy 
has proved fruitless, though he has 
offered to supply them at his ovm 
cost, and has proffered plans, and all 
tho necessary specifications, without 
fee or rewa^, for making them in 
her Majesty’s Dock-yards. 

TROWER, Db. (8ee Gibbaltab, 
Bishop of.) 

TUAM, EILLALA, and 
ACHOHRY (Bishop of). The Hon. 
AND Right Rev. Chables Bbodbick 
Bebnabd, son of the second earl of 
Bandon, bom Jan. 4, 1811, and edu- 
cated at Eton and Balliol College, 
Oribrd, was ordained in 1836. He 
was made Vicar of Bontiy in 1840, 
Rector of Kilbrogan, Senior Preben- 
dary of Cork, and Ru^ Dean, in 
184i2, and was conseorated Bishc^ of 
this see in 1867. Yhe annual viJue 
is £4,600, wi& the patronage of 
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ninety-five livings. He is the anther 
of ** Sermons and Leotnres^*’ published 
by request. 

TUFNELL, Db. (See Brisbane, 
Bishop op.) 

TULLOOH, The Eev. John, D.p. 
Principal of St. Mary’s College, St. 
Andrews, bom in 1823, near Tibber- 
muir, Perthshire, of which parish his 
ihther was for many years minister, 
entered the United Gollego of St. 
Salvador and St. Leonard, St. An< 
drewB, in 1837, and after attending 
the literary and philosophical classes, 
passed into the college of which he is 
the Principal, and studied theology. 
Ho received a licence as a preacher in 
the Church of Scotland, and havipg 
been presented soon afterwards by 
the town-council of Dundee to a 
charge ^ in that town, was, in 1845, 
ordained a minister. During a visit 
to Germany, he made himself tho- 
roughly acquainted with the specu- 
lative theology of that country. In 
1849 he was presented to the parish 
of Kettins, in Forfarshire, and on the 
death of Principal Haldane, in 1854, 
became Principal of St. Ma^s Col- 
lege, University of St. Andrews, and 
received the degree of D.D. He first 
attracted attention us a writer in the 
British Qvkwrterly Review, and the arti- 
cles on Carlyle’s ** Life of Sterling,” 
Bansen’s “ Hippolytus,” and “Vinet,” 
in the Nerth British Review, are un- 
derstood to be from his pen. In 1865 
he received the second of the great 
Burnett prizes on the ” Being and 
Attributes of Gk)d,” amounting to 
£800, and liis Essay was published 
under the title ” Theism.” The first 
prize (£1,800) was adjudged to the 
Bev. Aobt. A. Thompson, fi>r the 
essay " Christian Theism,” published 
in 1855. He has written “ Loaders of 
the Beformation,” published in 1859 ; 
” English Puritanism and its Leaders, 
Cromwell, Milton, Ac.,” and ” Begin- 
ning Life t Chapters tor Young Mon,” 
in 1801 s and ” Christ of the Gospels, 
and .Christ of Modem Criticism : Lec- 
tures,” in 1864. 

TUPPEB, Martin FAuquHAR, son 
of a surgeon, desoenefed from an an- 


cient Ghiemsey family, bom in Lon- 
don, in 1810, was oduoated at the 
Chaiierhonse, and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took the degrees of 
B.A., M.A., and D.C.L. He was called 
to the Bar, but never practised, and 
has written ” Geraldine, and other 
Poems,” published in 1838 ; ” Pro- 
verbial Philosophy,” in 1839-44 ; 
“ Modem Pyramid,” in 1839 ; ” An 
Author’s Mind,” and ”The Twins, 
a Tale,” in 1841 ; ” Crock of Gold,” 
in 1844; "Haotenus: a Budget of 
Lyrics,” in 1848 ; “ Surrey : a Bapid 
Beview of its Principal Persons and 
Places,” in 1849; “King Alfred’s 
Poems in English Metre,” in 1850; 
“Parley Heath, Bccord of its Be- 
mains,” and “ Hymn for all Nations, 
in Thirty Lan^ages,” in 1851 ; “ Bal- 
lads for the Times, and other Poems,” 
in 1852 ; “ Heart, a Talo,” in 1853 ; 
“ Probabilities : an Aid to Faith,” in 
1854; “Lyrics,” in 1855; “Stephen 
Langton ; or, the Days of King John,” 
in 1868 ; “ Three Hundred Sonnets,” 
in 1860 ; “ Bides and Beveries of Mr. 
.^sop Smith,” in 1861 ; “ Cithara, 
Lyrics,” in 1863; and a variety of 
fugitive pieces in prose and verse. 

T U B K E Y (Sultan or), AbduU 
Aziz Khan, born Feb. 9, 1830, second 
son of the Sultan Mahmoud Khan, 
who died in 1839, and brother of the 
late Sultan Abdul Medjid, on whoso 
death, June 25, 1861, he ascended the 
throne of the Ottoman Empire, ao- 
cordijjig to the custom which prefers 
a brother to a son as heir. He has 
much stronger military tastes than 
his predecessor. His Government 
succeeded in raising several loans 
in the London money market, for 
the avowed olijeot of reforming the 
finances of the empire, but whether 
these reforms are real or illusory time 
alone can prove. One of the moat 
troublesome questions that has for 
some time affected the interests of the 
Porte — ^that arising out of the in^- 
nious (^teost-politioal scheme of M. de 
Lesseps, tor the formation of the Suez 
ship canal — assumed a rather un- 
favourable aspect, Mfiom the decision 
of the Emperor of the French in favour 
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junction with Cardinal Mai, he in 
1819 published “Ulphilas Partes In- 
oditae in Ambrosianis Palimpsestis/* 
and wrote most of the disserta- 
tions given in the, work; continued 
afterwards, under various titles, 
through twenty years. 

CASTILLE, ClIARLES-UlPPOLYTE, 
romancist and journalist, the son of a 
colonel of artillery, born at Montrauil- 
sur-Mer, Nov. 8, 1820, studied at 
Douai ;nnd Cambrai, and was after- 
wards employed in the office of Pub- 
lic Works. Having been dismissed 
for neglecting to bis duties, bo turned 
bis attention to literature, his first 
contributions to which appeared in 
Le Mus4e des Families. Ho has written 
a number of romances which have be- 
come popular, though, as they belong 
to the “ horrible school,*’ ho charges 
his pictures with the most sombre 
colours. ITis chief work is “ Histoiro 
do la Secoudo Bepubliquo Praiu^aisc,” 
published in 185d«-5, and ho is best 
known in England by a scries of 
liistoncal and political biographies, 
published in 1856-7. In 1858 he 
published “ Parallelo eiitro Cesar, 
Charlemagne, ct Napoleon,” and in 
1859, “Histoiro de Soixanto Ana 1789- 
1850.” Ho continues to write in tlie 
French magazines and jonrnals, and 
for some time edited Le (Jlohc. 

CASTRBN, Matthias Alexander, 
traveller and philologist, born in Fin- 
land, in 1813, at an o^rly ago devoted 
himself to scientific rcsoarah, and for 
this purpose travelled over Lapland 
and the extreme noi 'h of Russia j 
between 1838 and 1811 ; undertook a 
journey :bf inquiry through the dis- 
tricts of Siberia in 1815-6, and shot'tly 
after his return was appointed Tro- 
fesBor of Finnish Literature at Hel- 
singfors. His lectures were considered 
so valuablo that *the Itussian govern- 
ment ordered them to be translated 
into the Gorman language. He was 
the first person to write grammars ot 
tlie Ostiak and Tcheromiss languages, 
the earliest spoken by the inhabitants 
, of the oonutry to the eastward of the 
river Yenisei, and the latter by a 
people on tho left bank of the river 


Volga. He has published a Syrian 
grammar, a work on Finn mythology, 
Ac., all of which are highly prized in 
Russia. 

CAS WALL, The Rev. Henry, D.D., 
oldest son of the late Rev. R. G. Gas- 
wall, bom at Yatcley, Hants, in 1810, 
was educated chiefly at tho grammar- 
scliuol at Chigwell, Essex, and took 
his degrees of B.A. and M.A. at Ken- 
yon College, Ohio (United States), in 
1830 and 1834'. Having been engaged 
a, 3 a parish minister and a professor 
of theology in Canada and in the 
United States, he returned to England 
in 18 12, and after obtaining a private 
Act of Parliament removing the dis- 
abilities of liis ordination in the U.S., 
was appointed to the vicarage of 
Fighcldeaii, Wilts, and became proctor 
in Convocation for the diocese of 
Sarum, and prebendary of Salisbury 
Cathedral. In 1851 ho received tho 
lioiifjrary degrees of M.A. from tho 
University of Oxford, and that of D.D. 
from Trinity College, Hartford, Con- 
necticut (U.S.). Ho is the author of 
“ America and tho American Chui*ch,” 
“Tho City of tho Mormons,” “Tho 
Prophet of the Nineteenth Century,” 
“ Tlio .Tcrnsalem Chamber,” “A Pil- 
grimage to Canterbury,” “Scotland 
and tlio Scottish Clinrch,” “Tho 
AVestern World revisited,” “ The* Mar- 
tyr of the Pongas,” “ Tho American 
Church and tho American Union,” Ac. 

CATT13UMOLB, George, bom at 
Dickleburgh, near Diss, Norfolk, in 
18f.»0 ; at an early ago contributed to 
the Ajinuals, and about 1830 began to 
exliibit at tho Water-colour Society. 
Some of tho most elaborate architec- 
tural drawings in Britton’s “Cathe- 
drals” bear the signature of the young 
student, who afterwards applied the 
knowledge, of which ho thus laid the 
groundwork, in tho execution of many 
beautiful works. His “ Skirmish on 
tho Bridges,” and his Scottish de- 
signs, illustrating the life of Queen 
Mary, are as remarkable for their 
beauty of design and colour as fi)r 
their poetic fooling, which is gloomy 
and grand. Ho contributed fino de- 
lineations of his favourite Cavaliers 
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of the Company against the Viceroy 
of Egypt, by which the snzerainty of 
the Porte was virtually ignored, and its 
claim therein imperilled for the fatnre. 
The Saltan, who has concluded trea- 
ties of commerce with Franco and 
England, visited tho Exhibition at 
Paris in July, 1867, landed at Dover, 
July 12, and was ent^asiastically 
received in London. 

T U E N E B , The Bev. Dawson 
William, D.G.L., educated at Bugby, 
was Demy and Exhibitioner of Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, and was ap- 
pointed Head Master of the Boyol 
Institution School, Liverpool. He has 
written, ” Notes to Herodotus,” pub- 
lished in 1848 ; ” Analysis of Grecian 
History,” and “Analysis of Boman 
History,” in 1853 ; “ Analysis of 
English and French History,” in* 
1859 5 “ History of Germany,” in 1865, 
and other worl^. 

TUBNEB, The Bev. Syoney, B.A., 
inspector of prisons and reformatories, 
con of the eminent historian, tho late 
Mr. Sharon Turner, bom Api^U 2, 1814, 
was educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where ho graduated B.A. in 
1836, as eighteenth Wrangler. He 
was ordained Deacon in 1837, and 
Priest in 1838, and was for many 
years Besident Chaplain to the Insti- 
tution of tho Philanthropic Society for 
the Reformation of Juvenile Offenders, 
established at Bedhill, near Beigate, 
Surrey. Ho is the author of a pam- 
phlet on Beformatoiy Schools, in the 
form of a letter addressed to the 
Bight Hon. C. B. Adderley, M.P. He 
w^as appointed Inspector of Beforraa- 
torics and Industrial Schools in Eng- 
land and Scotland in 1857. 

TOBB, Gen. Stephen, bom at Baja, 
in Hungary, in 1825, became a lieu- 
tenant iuiihe Austrian army in 1848. 
His regiment was stationed in Italy, 
and his rooted dislike of the House of 
Hapsburg inspired him with a strong 
sympathy for the Italian cause. The 
Bevolutionary Government of .Hun- 
g|ary having called upon all Hunga- 
rians ierving under the Austrian 
in Italy to desert to the Piedmontese, 
he went over to the latter from Buf- 


faloia, in Jan., 1819, and was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the Hungarian 
Legion in the Sardinian service. After 
the disaster of Novara, the greater 
part of the Hungarian Legion followed 
their colonel into Baden, where a 
revolutionary movement had taken 
place, and throughout the straggle 
Col. Tiirr commanded not only the 
remnant of his legion, but also three 
Baden battalions. After the insur- 
rection had been put down, the Hun- 
garians took refuge in Switzerland, 
and the Federal Government aided 
many of them to start for the United 
States, bnt Col. Tiirr being too ill to 
go, lived for four years on a small 
ppnsion granted to him by the Sardi- 
nian Government. On the outbreak 
of tho Bussian war he vainly ondea- 
vonred to serve under Omer Pasha, 
bnt snoceeded in taking part as a 
volunteer in several of the battles in 
the Crimea, especially in that of the 
Tohomaya, and received a commission 
from Cm. Mo’Murdo, the officer in 
command of the British transport 
service. While engaged in the per- 
formance of his duty and in connec- 
tion with this employment in the 
autumn of 1855, he was arrested 
at Bneharest by the Austrians as a 
deserter, and sent under escort to 
Cronstadt to be tried there. His 
illegal arrest oansed great excitement 
throughout Europe, and was protested 
against by the British and French 
Governments. After a long incarcer- 
ation he was tried by court-martial, 
and sentenced to death; which sen- 
tence was, however (owing to the 
uzgent remonstrance of the British 
Government), commuted to per- 
petual banishment. In tho Italian 
war in 1859, he was appointed a 
member of Garibaldi’s staff with the 
rank of colonel, and was always at 
the general’s side daring this cam- 
paign until ho was serionsly wounded 
in the Ic^ arm at Brescia. In the 
spring of 1860, when Garibaldi planned 
his SioUion expedition, Col. Tiirr again 
served under him in the oapaoity: of 
aide-de-oamp, and before Palermo was 
promoted to the rank of general of

division. Tho brilliant part he played 
in the War of Liberation was acknow- 
ledged by the Gkivemmont of Victor 
Emannel, who promoted him to the 
rank of general of division in the army 
of Italy in 1861, and confided to him 
the military command of the town 
and province of Naples. Ho married 
the Princess Adeline Wyse Bonaparte, 
a cousin of Napoleon III., Sep. 10, 
1861, and took up his residence at Pifi- 
lanza. Since his marriage he has 
made two journeys to Boumania, 
with a view of creating difficulties 
for Austria in the cast of Europe. 
These political journeys were, how- 
evor, thought to be compromising to 
the Italian Gk)vemment, and, accord- 
ingly, Ool. Tiirr resigned his commis- 
sion in 1864. He is the author of 
** Arrestation, Proofs, et Gondamnation 
du Gen^l Tfirr,** published in 1863. 

TUSCANY (ex Gkano Duke or), 
Sxlvatob-Marie- Joseph- Jean -Bap- 
tiste FEAN901S - Louis - Gonzagne- 
Baphael-B^ieb-Janvieb, eldest son 
of Leopold II., grandson of Ferdinand 
III., and of Marie Antoinette Anne, 
daughter of Francis I., king of the 
Two Sicilies, the late grand duke’s 
second wife, was bom June 10, 1835, 
succeeded to the grand duchy on the 
abdication of his father, July 21, 
1869, and reigned as Ferdinand IV. ; 
but Us career as a sovereign prince 
was brief, as he was oblig^ to quit 
his dominions on the consolidation of 
the kingdom of Italy under Victor 
Emanuel in 1861. He married the 
Arohduohess Anne Marie, daughter 
of tho king of Saxony, Nov. 24^ 1859. 
In the ** Almanack de Gotha,” the 
grand duke is described as being an 
archduke of Austria, Prince-Boyal of 
Hungaiy and Bohemia, and a Colonel 
of Austrian Dragoons. 

TWEEDDALE (MABquis of). The 
Most Noble Sir George Hay, E.T., ; 
E.G.B., bom * Feb. 1, 1787, suc- 
ceeded his father as eighth marquis, , 
Aug. 9, 1804. He is a General in ; 
the Army, Colonel of the Boyal Horse ; 
Guards, Lord-Lieutenant of the county | 
of Haddington, and a Bepresentative I 
Peer of Scotland. He was Aide-de- i 


Camp to the duke of Wellington 
during the Peninsular war, and was 
wounded at the battle of Bnsaco. The 
marquis, who held the post of Gover* 
nor and Commander-in-cliief at Ma- 
dras between 1841 and 1846, is the 
father of tho duchess of Wellington 
and of Lady Peel. He was made a 
Knight Grand Gross of the Bath 
March 19, 1867. 

TWELLS,Dr. (£fse Orange Biver 
Territory, Bishop of.) 

TWISLETON, The Hon. Edward- 
Turner Boyd, youngest son of the 
late Archdeacon Twisleton, and bro- 
ther of the thirteenth Lord Saye and 
Sole, bom May 24, 1809, and educated 
at Winchester, and Trinity and Balliol 
Colleges, Oxford, was call^ to tho Bor 
at the Inner Temple in 1836, was 
Assistant Poor-Law CommisBioner in 
England in 1839, was a Commissioner 
of Inquiry into the Scotch Poor-Laws 
in 1843, and held the office of Chief 
Commissioner of Poor-Laws in Ire- 
land from 1845 till 1849. He was 
appointed ono of tho Oxford Univer- 
sity Commissioners in 1855, a Com- 
missioner of Inquiry into the English 
Public Schools in 1861, and has been 
one of the Civil Service Commission-’ 
era since 1862. 

TWISS. SibTravebs,D.C.L.,F.B.S.^ 
son of the late Bev. Bobert Twiss, 
LL.D., of Pembroke College, Cam- 
bridge, and Trevallyn, Donbighshiro, 
bom in Westminster about 1810, was 
educated at University College, Ox- 
ford, where ho gradimtod in high 
honours in, 1830, and became Fellow 
and Tutor of his college. From 1835 
till 1839 he was one of tho Public 
Exuniners at Oxford in Classics and* 
Mathematics; from 1842 till 1847, 
Professor of Political Economy in the 
University of Oxford; from 1852 till 
1855,* Professor of International Law- 
in King’s College, London, which 
office he resign^ upon being ap- 
pointed B^us Professor of Civil Law 
in the Univorsily of Oxford. In 1840 
he was called to the Bor at Lincoln’s 
Inn, ahd was admits an Adveu^te in 
Doctors’ Commons. In 1849 newa» 
appointed Commissary-General of the> 
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City and Diocese of Canterbuiy, in 
1852 Yicar-General of the Archbishop 
of Canterbniy, and in 1858, on the 
advancement of the Bight Hon. Dr. 
Lnshington to the office of Judge of 
the Court of Appeal of his Frovinoe, 
was appointed Chancellor of the 
Diocese of London. On the transfer 
of the testamentar}'' and matrimonial 
jurisdiction from tho ecclesiastical to 
the civil courts. Dr. Twiss was created 
a Queen’s Counsel, was elected a 
Bencher of Lincoln’s Inn, became 
Advocate-General in Aug., and was 
knighted in Nov., 1867. He has 
written various works, amongst which 
may be mentioned ** Epitome of 
Niebuhr’s History of Borne,” pub- 
lished in 1837; ”The Oregon Ques- 
tion examined with respect to Facts 
and the Law of Nations,” in 1846; 
“View of the Progress of Political

Centuiy,” in 1847 ; “ The Belation of 
tho DucHes of Schleswig and Holstein 
to tho Crown of Denmark and tho Ger- 
manic Confederation,” in 1848 ; “ The 
LettersAposfcoUo of FopePius IX., con- 
sidered with reference to the Law of 
England^and tho Law of Europe,” in 
1851 ; libcturesonthe Science of Inter- 
national Law,”in 1866; “The Law of Na- 
tions, considered as Independent Politi- 
cal Communities,” in 1861; and “Law 
of Nations in Time of War,” in 1863. 

TYNDAL, John, LL.D., F.B.S., Ac., 
of humble extraction, was bom in 
Ireland about 1820. He was em- 
ployed for some years On the Ordnance 
Survey of the United Kingdom, went 
to Germany in 1848, and studied at 
the university of Marburg, and after- 
wards in the laboratory of Magnus in 
Berlin. He conducted investigations 
on the phenomena of diamagnetism, 
and On the polarity of the diamag- 
netio force, including researches on 
the magnoto-optio prcqperties of o^s- 
tals, and the relation of magnetism 
and diamagnetism to molecular ar- 
rangement. In 1868 he was elected 
IWossor of Natural Philosop^ in 
the Boyal Institution of Grea^Bri- 
tain. The publication of an essay on 
the clearage of slate rooks was the 


proximate cause of his joining his 
friend Professor Huxley in a visit to 
the Glaciers of Switzerland in 1856 ; 
and they afterwards published a joint 
paper on the structure and motion oY 
glaciers. He returned to Switzerland 
in 1857, 1858, and 1869, and pursued 
his investigations, reaching Chamouni 
on Christmas night, 1859, through 
deep snow, and two days afterwards 
succeeded in attaining the Montan- 
vert, where ho remained nearly three 
days, for the most part amid blinding 
snow, and determined the winter 
motion of the Mer do Glace. In 1859 
he commenced his researches on Ba- 
diant Heat, which have disclosed* 
relations previously unthought of be- 
tween this agent and the gaseous 
form of matter. The action of aque- 
ous vapour upon radiant heat consti- 
tutes an important episode in these 
inquiries. It is not the air, but the 
transparent aqueous vapour diffused 
through the air, that checks the flow of 
terrestrial heat into space, and thus 
renders our planet inhabitable. Mr. 
Tyndall, who has published in the 
“ Philosophical Transactions ’* six or 
seven memoirs on the relations of 
radiant heat to molecular structure, 
is a member of various foreign 
Boientifio societies, was mside an 
LL.D. of Cambridge in 1855, and 
LL.D. of Edinburgh in 1866, when- 
Mr. Carlyle was installed Hector of 
the University. He has writtom 
various memoirs, presented to the 
Boyal Society ; “ The Glaciers of the^ 
Alps,” publish^ in 1860 ; “ Mountain- 
eering,” in 1861 ; “ A Vacation Tour,”' 
in 1862 ; “ Heat considered as a Mode 
of Motion,” in 1863 ; “ On Badiation 
the ' Bede ' Lecture, May 16, 1865,” 
in 1865 ; and has lately published a. 
work on sound.

Bishop of.)

ULBAOH, Lduis, anthor, bom at 
Troyes, March 7, 1822, finished hia 
education in Paris, where, in 1840, he 
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carried off tlie first prize at the 
general competition. His first prodao- 
tion, Gloriana/* a yolame of poems, 
appeared in 1844, and a series of poli- 
tical letters, written for the P^ojpagch- 
icur de VAube, under the signature 

Jacques Sonffront, workman,’* one of 
his earliest works, had an immense 
BnocesB, bnt exposed him to a Ga 
vemment prosecution. The eloquence 
of M. Jules Fayre saved him from 
unpleasant consequences. M. Ulbaoh, 
who was an energetic contributor to 
the Universg while that journal existed, 
has written various novels, many of 
which have become very popular in 
France and on the Continent, and 
some dramas, and his reputation for 
skill and style as a literary critic 
stands very high. 

ULLMANN, Kaul, author, and a 
Prelate of the Evangelical Church at 
Heidelberg, bom at Epfenbach, in 
Baden, March 15, 1796, was edu- 
cated at Morboch and Heidelberg 
until 1812. He was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Theology in the University 
of Heidelberg in 1821, Professor to 
the University of Hallo in 1829, re- 
signed his Professorship at Halle in 
1836, and returned to Heidelberg, 
where ho taught theology and wrote, 
among other works, one in 1838, 
directed against the theory and teach- 
ings of Strauss. In 1863 he was 
nominated an* Evangelical Prolate, and 
a Member of the Upper Church Coun- 
cil in Heidelberg. His theological 
works, which are numerous, have 
gone through several editions, and 
many of them have been translated 
into Dutch, English! Danish, and 
French.. Since 1863 Ullmann has 
taken an active part in the movement 
for the promotion of Christian union 
among the Evangelical sects in Baden, 
and in the attempts to improve 
the social ^msition m the Christian 
ministry. ^ « 

UBQUHABT, David, only surviv- 
ing son of the late David Urquhart, 
Eaq^, of Cromarty, H.B., the repre- 
sentative of a fSumily who suffered in 
the cause of the Stuarts, bom in the 
Korth of Scotiand in 1805, was edu- 


cated at St. John’s College, Oxford, 
and before he could take a degree, 
entered the diplomatic service, and 
became Secretaxy of the British Em- 
bassy at Constantinople. He tra- 
velled in all parts of the East, for the 
purpose of gaining information re- 
specting the commercial and political 
influence of Kussia, of which country 
he has been from the first an active 
opponent. He has written ** Turkey 
and its Bosonrees,” published in 1884; 
** Spirit of the East : Travels through 
Boumeli,” in 1889 ; Diplomatic 
Transactions in Central Asia, 1884-9,” 
in 1840 ; ” Case of Mo’Lcod,” in 1841 ; 
“Boflections on Thoughts andThings,” 
in 1843 ; Wealth and Want : Essay on 
Taxation,” in 1845 ; ” Europe in 1847” 
and ” Statesmen of France and Eng- 
lish Alliance,” in 1847 ; “ Travels in 
Spain and Morocco,” in 1849; ” Turk- 
ish Bath,” in 1856; “The Lebanon 
(Mount Souria), a History and a 
Diary,” in 1860 ; and other works on 
foreign countries, finance, and politics. 
He was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Sheffield in July, 1841, was one of the 
members in the Conservative interest 
for Stafford from Aug., 1847ytill July, 
1852, and gained great notoriety by 
the pertinacity of his attacks on the 
foreign policy of Lord Palmerston.

VALENCIA (Duke of). (See 
Narvaez.) * 

YAM BE BY, Aruimus, bom in 
Hungi^ry about 1820, was at an early 
age expelled by the Austrian authori- 
ties from Pestn, where he was engaged 
in teaching languages. He took up 
his residence at Constantinople, visited 
many parts of the East, and travelled 
in the disguise of a dervish, by routes 
unknown to Europeans, through the 
deserts of the Oxus to Kliiva, and 
thence by Bokhara to Samarcand, in 
1861-4. His “ Travels and Adven- 
tuT8| in Central Asia ” appeared in 
LouSon in 1864. He has been ap- 
pointed Professor of Oriental Lan- 
guages at the University of Pesth. 
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VAFBREAU, Louis Qustayus, au- 
thor, bom at Orleans, April 4, 1819, 
studied at the seminary and college of 
his native city, and, in 1838, carried 
off, at a competition between all the 
colleges of France, the prize for Philo- 
sophy, established by M. do Salvandy. 
Admitted into the Normal School, he 
applied himself to yarious stupes, 
with a special view to teaching philo- 
sophy. On quitting this establish 
ment he remained a year in Paris, and 
in 1842 became Private Secretory to 
M. Y. Cousin, whom he assisted in his 
^‘Pens^s de Pascal." He presided 
over a class on philosophy at the Col 
lege of Tours in 1843, and defended 
philosophy, violently attacked in a 
treatise entitled Du Garaot^re Libe- 
ral, Moral, ot Religieuz de la Philoso- 
phie Modeme," published in 1844. 
Though his course of lectures was 
frequently denounced, he retained his 
professorial chair for ten years, and, 
in addition, presided over the German 
course at the same college for five 
years, and commenced the study of 
law. In oonsoquenoo of the restric 
tions with which the teaching of 
philosophy was fettered, in 1852, M. 
Vapereau repaired to Paris, completed 
his law studies, and become avocatin 
1854. About this time Messrs. Ha- 
chette intrusted to him the direc- 
tion of the ** Diotionnaire des Gon- 
temporains," which occupied his whole 
attention for four years, the first 
edition appearing in 1868. M. Va- 
poreau continued to labour at this 
great undertaking, and the Supple- 
ment" was published in 1859 ; a new 
edition of the work, revised and consi- 
derably augmented, in 180 L, the 
Supplement" to the new edition in 
1863, and the third edition, in a great 
measure rewritten, in 1865. This 
important biographical and biblio- 
graphical repertory, executed with so 
much labour and impartiality, now 
circulates in all parts of the world. 
Since 1859, M. Vapereau has issued 
yearly L'Ann5e Littdraire et Drama- 
tique," an annual review of the prin- 
ci^ productions of French literature, 
and the tenth volume contains a 


general table of the ten previous 
years. M. Vapereau, who is engaged 
upon another important work, a Dio- 
tionnaire Universel des Litteraturos," 
has written various other works, and 
contributed various reviews, &o. 

VAUGHAN, The Rev. Ghaules 
John, D.D., son of the late Rev. Mr. 
Vaughan, Vicar of St. Martin’s, Leices- 
ter, bom about 1817, was educated at 
Rugby, and at Trinity GoUege, Gam- 
bridge, where he closed a brilliant 
career by taking his B.A. degree as 
Senior Glassio and Chancellor’s Mo- 
dellist, having been bracketed with 
Lord Lyttelton. He was elected to 
a Fellowship at Trinity College, and 
having held the living of St. Martin’s, 
Leicester, for a few years, became 
Hoad Master of Harrow School iu 
1844; held that post till the close of 
1859, when he resigned, having hod 
the satisfaction of seeing the school 
raised under his mastership from a 
comparatively low ebb to great pros- 
perity, if numbers be a test of 
success. Early in 1860 he was offered, 
but refused, the Bishopric of Roches- 
ter, and shortly afterwards was ap- 
pointed to the Vicarage of Doncaster, 
Yorkshire. 

VAUGHAN, The Rev. Robert, 
D.D., bora in 1795, was some time 
minister of a chapel at Kensington, 
Professor of Ancient and Modem 
History in University College, Lon- 
don, and Principal of the Lancashire 
Independent College, Manchester. 
His first work, The Life and 
Opinions of Wyoliffe," was published 
in 1828. It was followed by Ser- 
mon on Proph^y," in 1829 ; ** Chris- 
tian Wor&re Illustrated," in 1833; 
** Lectures on Corruption of Chris- 
tianity," and**MemorialB of the Stu^ 
Dynasty," in 1834 ; " Protecto^te of 
OHver Cromwell," in 1838 ; "Religious 
Parties in England," in 1839; "A 
History England, 160ft to 1688," in 
18^; " uongregationalism and Mo- 
dem Society," and " Modem Pulpit 
Viewed in Relation to Society," in 
1842; "Protestant Nonconformity," 
and " Age of Great Cities, or Modern 
Civilisation," in 1845 ; " Popular Edn- 
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cation in England/’ in 1846 ; '* Letter 
and Spirit, or Spiritualism and Chris- 
tianity,” ” Essays on History, Philo- 
sophy, and Theology,” and ” Lectures 
on the Age and Christianity,” in 
1849 ; ” Bevolntions in English His- 
tory,” in 1869-63; ” English Non- 
conformity,” in 1862 ; “ Bitnalism in 
the English Chnrch,” and ” Way to 
Best : Life-search after Beligious 
Truth,” in 1866. He founded and 
edited the Britiah Qua/irterly Review, 
VAUX, William Samdts W., 
F.S.A., Hon. Sec. B.L.L., Pres. Nnm. 
Soo., son of the late Rev. W. Vaux, 
Probendary of Winchester and Vicar 
of Bomsoy, Hants, bom in 1818, was 
educated at Balliol College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1840. He 
was employed in the department of 
Antiquities in the British Museum in 
1841, and, rising gradually, was ap- 
pointed to the Xeepership of the de- 
partment of Coins and Medals in 
Jan., 1861. He has written ** Nineveh 
and Persepolis,” an historical sketch 
of Ancient Assyria and Persia, with 
an account of the recent researches 
in those countries, a work which has 
gone through four qi^tions, and has 
been translated into German; a 
** Handbook to the Antiquities in the 
British Museum,” published in 1851 ; 
edited “ The World encompassed by 
Sir F. Brake,” for the Hakluyt So- 
ciety; and in 1863 edited and de- 
oyphered for the Trustees of the 
British Mnseum a collection of ninety 
Phoenician inscriptions recently found 
at Carthage. 

VEITCH, John, M.A., bom at 
Peebles, N.B., Oct. 24, 1829, received 
his early education at the Grammar 
School, and in 1845 entered the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, where he gained 
honours, especially in logic and moral 
philosophy. In 1850 he published a 
translation of the Discourse on 
Method,” of Descartes, ’mjbh an in- 
troduct^ essay on the nature of the 
Cartesian philosophy, and in 1863 a 
translation of the” Meditations,” and 
selpctions from the ^’Principles of 
Philosophy/’ of Descartes, with notes. 
In 185&-^ he acted os. assistant to the 


late Sir W. Hamilton, Professor of 
Logic and Metaphysics in the Uni* 
versity of Edinburgh, and to his suc- 
cessor, Professor Fraser, until 1860, 
when he was appointed to the Pro- 
fessorship of Logic, Metaphysics, and 
Rhetoric in the University of St. 
Andrews. Professor Veitoh, who in 
1857 was presented with the honorary 
degree of M.A. by the University of 
Edinburgh, acted as joint-editor with 
Professor Mansel of Oxford, in super- 
intending the publication of the ” Lec- 
tures on Metaphysics and Logic of 
Sir W. Hamilton, Bart.,” Ac., pub- 
lished in 1859-60. He wrote the 
’’Memoir of Dugald Stewart,” in 
connection with the new edition of 
his collected works, upon which Sir 
W. Hamilton was employed at the 
time of his death, after which this 
publication was superintended by Pro- 
fessor Veitch, at the request of the 
Stewart trasteos. 

VENABLES, Dr. (See Nassau, 
Bishop op.) 

VENEDEY, Jakob, author and 
politician, bom at Cologne, May 24, 
1805, studied at Bonn and Heidel- 
berg, and devoted himself to law and 
politics. In consequence of having 
written a pamphlet on the ” Law of 
Juries,” and his connection with 
secret societies, he was arrested at 
Mannheim in 1832. He succeeded 
in escaping to France, but persecu- 
tion followed him, and he was on 
several occasions imprisoned. In 1848 
he returned to Geimany, took part 
in politics, acted in a spirit of greater 
moderation, and became a member of 
the Provisional Parliament, and of the 
German National Assembly. Hav- 
ing been banished from Berlin and 
fi*om Breslau, he went to Switzerland 
in 1853, where he qualified as Tutor 
of History in the University of Zurich. 
Venedey has written several impor- 
tant literary and political works,, 
among which may be noticed.” John 
Ham]^on,” pubUshed in 1843 ; ” Ire- 
land,” in 1844 ; ” England,” in 1845 ; 
and ’’Histozyof the German People,” 
in 1854-8. 

VERDI, Giuseppe, composer, son 
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of an innkeeper, bom at Bancola, in 
the dnchy of Parma, Oct. 9, 1814, 
received his first lessons from an 
organist in Milan, where he resided^ 
from 1833 till 1836; studied diligently 
under Lavinga, and in 1839 published 
his earliest work, a music^ drama, 
entitled ** Oberto di San Bonifozio.’* 
His principal compositions are serious 
operas, and the Lombardi,’’ one of 
his first productions, made a strong 
impression throughout Kxdy, and laid 
the foundation of his fame. His 
best known operas are “Nabucodo- 
noflor,” “ Emani ” (founded on Victor 
Hugo’s tragedy), the “ Due Foscari,” 
“ A.ttila,” “ Macbeth,” the Masna- 
dieri” (founded on the "Robbers” 
of Schiller), "Louisa Miller,” "Ri- 
goletto,” the “ Trovatore,” " La Tra- 
viata,” " Un Ballo in Maschera ” 
{performed in London in 1861), and 
** Don Carlos ” (performed at the 
Royal Italian Oiiora, Govent Garden, in 
1867). The " Masnadieri,” written for 
Her Majesty’s Theatre, and produced, 
in 1847, with Jenny Lind as heroine, 
proved a failure in London, though 
it has since been successful in Italy. 
The “ Trovatore ” and " La Traviata” 
have bad great success, not only in 
Italy, but in Germany, France, and 
England. M. Verdi was elected cor- 
responding member of the Aoad^mie 
des Beaux Arts, Deo. 10, 1859 ; was 
made Grand Cross of the Russian 
order of St. Stanislaus in 1862, and 
Foreign Associate of the Academic 
des Beaux Arts June 16, 1864. Ho 
is a member of the Legion of Honour, 
and was elected a member of the 
Italian Parliament in 1861. 

VERDON, Georgs Frrdebick, 
C.B., eldest son of the late Rev. F. 
Verdon, Perpetual Curate of St. 
Anne’s, Tottington, Bury, Lancashire, 
bom Jan. 21, 1834, and educated at 
Rossfd College, Fleetwpod, went to 
Melbourne in Sep., 1861, and engaged 
in commercial pursuits. He aftw- 
wards studied law ; was called to the 
Bar at Melbourne ; was elected for the 
Municipal douncil of Williavistown, 
and was appointed Chairman of the 
Municipal Conference held at Mel- 


bourne for the purpose of establishing 
municipal institutions throughout the 
colony. In 1869 he was elected mem- 
ber for Williomstown, and soon after- 
wards became a Minister of the 
Crown, holding the ofiice of Treasurer, 
which with slight interruption he has 
since retained. In 1866 the Govern- 
ment and Legislature of Victoria re- 
solved upon sending a Minister of the 
Crown to England, for the purpose of 
bringing the subject of the defence 
of that colony before the Home Go- 
vernment, audMr. Verdon was selected 
for the mission, in which he waS' com- 
pletely successful. He was enter- 
tained at a banquet at Willis’s Rooms, 
and was made C.B. (civil division) 
Nov. 23, 1866. 

VERNON-HAROOURT, Williast 
Grorgb, second son of the Rev. W. 
Vemon-Harcourt, and grandson of 
the late Archbishop of York, bom in 
1827, was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, of which he was 
a scholar, and g^iduated in high 
honours in 1861. He was called to 
the Bar at the Inner Temple in 1854, 
goes the Home Circuit, and in Dec:, 
1863, conducted the defence of Col. 
Crawley, tried l^fore a court-martiid 
at Aldershot, He is one of the 
original contributors to the Saturday 
Review, and has written various po- 
litical pamphlets and letters on in^- 
national law in the Times, published 
under the pseudonym of "Historiens.” 

VBRSCHOYLB, Dr. (See Kilmorb, 
Elphin, and Ardaoh, Bishop of.) 

VEUILLOT, Louis, author and 
journalist, son of a cooper, bom 
at Boynes en Gkitinais (Loiret), in 
1813, was sent to an humble school 
near Paris, and at the age of thirteen 
entered the office of a lawyer. He 
set resolutely to work to instruct 
himself, and with such success as to 
be able to gain a subsistence by his 
pen at t^e age of nineteen, and he 
held various appointments in the pro- 
vincial press, where the stinging 
vivacity of his style involved him in 
several duels. Before going to Rome, 
in 18^, he was, he avows, almost 
devoid of ihith, religious or political ; 
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but be returned an altered man, and mnsio and singing, were directed hy 
in the Umvers, wbiob be was selteted ber own, tastes and tbe counsels of 


to edit, became tbe. unoopipromising 
obtunpion of tbe Gbnrob, dealing 
blows right and left in defence of tbe 
papacy. .

Tbe revolution of 1848 was at first 
bailed by him as a providential event, 
though he afterwards took a different 
view. His polemics in the Umoera, 
of which be again became editor in 
1848, were so violent, that bo incurred 
tbe censure of the Archbishop of 
Paris, and, in 1853, the Bishop of 
Orleans expressly forbade bis clergy 
, to read that journal. He is sincere 
in bis opinions, and writes with great 
precision, but his style is often dis- 
figured by offensive personality. Tbe 
Umvars, after having been thrice warned 
by tbe (lovemmen t, ceased to appear in 
1861, and has since been replaced by 
the Monde, which is written in a more 
placable spirit. M. Yeuillot has com- 
posed novels, polemical pieces, and 
hymns, a.nd a large collection of 
articles under the title of ** Melanges 
Eeligieux^iBtbriques, et Litt&ceireB,” 
published in 1857-^. 

Y I A E DOT, Gabcia Madaur 
HicHELLE-PA UL INE, vooalist, daughter 
of the great tenor, Emanuel Garcia, 
and sister of the lamented Madame 
Malibran, bom in Paris July 18, 1821, 
at four years of ago spoke four 
language, and at seven was able to 
play the pianoibrte accompaniments 
for the pupils to whom her fhther 
gave lessons. After sharing the &mi]y 
migrations, first to England, aud after- 
wa^B to the United States, she re- 
turned with them to Europe in 1828, 

. and her education was continued at 
Brussels. In consequence of her 
manual felicity on the piano, she be- 
came one of Liszt’s most acoomplialied 
pupils'.. Her fother died ins 1832, be- 
fore her voice was formed, and her 
sister being constantly absenb oh pro* 
'fessional tours, her Studies, which 
^included various branches of the arts, 
drawing and painting, as well as 


her mother. She made her first 
|Appearance in London at the Opera- 
nouse in 1839, in the character of 
Desdemona. Her voice, like that of 
her sister, combined the twofold 
register of soprano and contralto, em- 
bracing a compass of three octaves. 
At the close of the season she joined 
the Italian operatic company, then 
acting at tbe Od4on, in Paris, and was 
equally successful. In April, 1840, she 
was married to M. LouisYiardot, Direc- 
tor of the Paris Italian Opera, and 
in 1841 reappeared in England, sing- 
ing with Mario in Gimarosa’s opera 
** Gli Orazi e Gnriazi.” Her next en- 
gagement was at Yienna ; and Enbini, 
on forming an operatic corps for 
St. Petersburg, selected her for his 
prima donna. She afterwards ap- 
peared at Berlin, and when Jenny 
land quitted the German Opera, Ma« 
dame Yiardot- Garcia proved herself 
an ablo sucoessor in the rdpertowe, 
which she greatly extended. Her 
name is associated with the first per- 
formances of ** Les Huguenots,” in 
which she took the part of YaJentine, 
and of Le Proph^te,” in which die 
performed the part of Fides, an ex- 
quisite impersonation. From the 
catalogue of Madame Yiardot’s vocal 
triumphs must not be omitted her 
Spanish songs, second only in their 
thrilling effect to that produced by 
the national melodies of the great 
Swedish songstress, Jenny Lind. For 
some years Madame Yiardot hafl 
not accepted any engagements in 
opera, though she has often appeared 
at concerts, more particularly those 
given for charitable purposes.

checked the exercise of that anxious 
interest which she has ever since her 
accession to the crown steadfastly 
manifested for the social welfare of 
her people; nor caused her to relax 
her efforts to encourage and reward 
subjects distinguished for their talents 
and merits : especially those whom 
her late lamented consort loved to. 
honour for their zealous co-operation 
with him in his high endeavours to 
promote the advancement of under- 
takings which have for their object 
the moral, social, intellectual, and 
artistic progress of the nation. It is 
a source of great pride to her subjects', 
and must doubtless tend in no small 
degree to assuage her abiding grief, 
that not only in her bwn vast domi- 
nions, but throughout the' civilized 
world, her name is never mentioned 
save in terms of sympathy, admira- 
tion, affection, and respect, as a Ghris- 
ian woman and as a queen. It would 
occupy much more space than our 
umits admit to give even a brief out- 
ine of the political events of her 
Majesty’s reign, and we can therefore 
merely glance at its more prominent 
features. On succeeding to the throne, 
her Majesty found tho 'Whig and Gon- 
servative parties Nearly evenly ba- 
lanced in the House of Gommons. 
Lord Melbourne imd his colleagues 
continued to hold office until Sep,, 
1841, when, owing to them increasing 
uni^pularily, arisii^ maiinly from a 
want of fin^cial ability, or at least of 
financial success, they were obliged 
to give place to the late Sir BobertPeel. , 
Although he was pledged to main- ' 
sain the corn-laws, he found himself > 
tompelled, in 1845, to acquiesce ii^ ' 
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their repeal, which was carried into 
effect at hia inatanoe in 1846. The 
effect of thia change in Sir Eobert 
Peel’a policy canaed a diamption in 
the Gonaervatire party, and l^to the 
acoeaaion to power of Lord John Bus- 
aell, who was ancceeded, in Jan., 1852, 
by toe earl of Derby. In the following 
Doc., the GonaeiTatiye party^- beaten 
on their budget, resigned, and gave 
place to Lord Abeideen and the 
Coalition Cabinet, which in Feb., 
1855, was dismissed for having' mis- 
managed the Bnssian war. It was 
succeeded by Lord Palmerston’s first 
administration, which was defeated on 
the Conspiracy to Harder Bill, in 
Haroh, 1858, and Lord Derby held 
power for the second time, nntil Jane, 
1859, when Lord Palmerston formed 
hia second Cabinet. On hia death, 
.Nov., 1865, the ministry was remo- 
delled, Earl Bussell assuming the post 
of pretnier. His ministiy having de- 
•cided upon introducing a Boform Bill, 
the doty of conducting it through the 
House of Commons devolved upon 
Hr. Gladstone; Having been ' de- 
feated on an important clause in 
June, 1866, Hinistors resigned. Lord 
Derby formed hia third administra- 
tion, and daring the session of 1867 
carried a Beforzd Bill, thereby set- 
tling a question which has been a 
stumbling-block impeding the progress 
>of legislation for some time past.

Chables Pelham, H. P., brother of the 
Earl of Clarendon, bom Jan. 19, 1802, 
and educated at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge^' was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1827. He has been 
an Examiner in the Court of Chan- 
cery, and a Poor-Law Commissioner, 
is a Hagistrato and Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant for Herts, and has been one 
of the members in the House of 
Commons for Wolverhampton since 
1835. He joined the Liberal Govern- 
ment and was appointed Judge- 
Advocate-Goneral in 1853, was I’re- 
sident of the Poor-Law Board and 
became a member of Lord Palmer- 
ston’s second administration in 1859. 
Hr. VilKers, as an independent Liberal 
member, was one of the most able and 
eloquent leaders of the Anti-Com-law 
agitation, and to the triumph of the 
oauso his earnest speeches and per- 
sistent motions in Parliament contri- 
buted. Having been at the general 
election in 1847 returned for South 
Lanc}ishiro and Wolverhampton, he 
refiised to abandon his old consti- 
tuents. In the session of 1865 he 
introduced a very important measure 
in couneotioh with the Poor-law ad- 
ministration, the Union Chargeabiliity 
Bill, which was carried through Par- 
liament and hfUi become law. 
VINCKE (Babon),£bhest Fbedebick 
George von, statesman, born atBuooh, 
in Westphalia, Hay 15, 1811, devoted 
himself first to law and aitemards to 
politics, and in 1847. acquired great 
reputation as a oonsUtntional orator 
‘tlmughont Germany!)

HaviTig seen 
somo active militaiy service in Oiido 
and at the siege of Uliurtporc, lie ob- 
tained an appointment in tbo Canal 
department of public works, was 
employ od on tho Eastern Jumna 
and Dcyra Doon canals, and be- 
came the projector nnfl dosignor of 
tho .Ganges Canal works, opened in 
1854 under Lord Dalhousic. Sir Proby 
T. Cautley, who returned to Eiiglainl, 
where he was made a K.C.B. (civil 
division) in 1854, was appointed a 
member of her Majosty*8 Indian Coun- 
cil in 1858. lie has devoted much time 
and labour to the study of paleonto- 
logy, has presented to the British 
Museum a very extensive collection 
of fossil mammalia from the Sewalik 
hills, and is the author of various pa- 
pers on Physical Science, which have 
heen published in tho Transactions of 
more than one learned society. 

CAYLEY, Arthuii, son of tho late 
Henry Cayley, Russia merchant, a 
relative of tho family of Cayley of 
Brorapton, in Yorkshire, born at Rich- 
mond, in Surrey, in 1821, was edu- 
cated at King*B College, London, 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1S42 as 


Senior Wrangler and first Smith's 
Prizeman. Ho was snccesBively scho- 
lar and fellow of his college, was 
called to tho Bar at Lincoln's Inn in 
1849, and has since pnictisod as a 
conveyancer. lie has been elected a 
Fellow of the Royal and of the Royal 
, Astronomical Societies, and an Hono- 
rary Member of the Literary and Phi- 
losophical Society of Manchester, and 
h.as contributed on maihomaticnl sub- 
jects to tho Pliilosophical Traiisac- 
iions, to tho Memoirs of tho Royal 
I A-straiiomical Srwictv, and to various 
British and foi-eig^i mathematical 
journals.

VOGT, Karl, M.D., philosopher 
and author, bom at Giessen, July 5, 
1817, was educated there under Lie 
big, and removing to Berne in 1835, 
studied physiology and graduated 
M.D. He devoted his attention to 
geology and zoology under Agassiz, 
and became Professor of Zoology in 
the university of his native town. 
Having distinguished himself in the 
Frankfort Parliament of 1848, ho, 
from motives of prudence, retired 
into Switzerland, and delivered in 
the canton of Neufchatel some able 
leoturos “ On Man, his Place in Crea- 
tion and in the History of the Earth,’* 
which Itnade his name known far and 
wide on the Continent. They have 
been translated into English, and 
published under the auspices of the 
Anthropological Society. Dr. Vogt, 
who is Professor of Natural History 
in the University of Geneva, a foreign 
associate of the Anthropological So- 
ciety of Paris, and an honorary follow 
of the Anthropological Society of 
London, has published several works. 

VOLK, Wilhelm, painter of the 
Diisseldorf school, bom at Herdeckc, 
on the Boer, Juno 23, 1815, com- 
menced as a religious and historical 
painter, and as a painter de genre. 
His first work, the “ Good Shepherd,” 
was followed by “ Frithjof and Inge- 
borg,” from Tegn^ris eagq^ of that 
iiame. The public is familiar, through 
engravings, with his ** Murder of 
Bizzio,” the Escape of Mary from 
Lochleven Castle,” the ** Death . of 
Mary Stuart,” which inspired Sohil- 
leris drama, and the '* Death of the 
Admiral de Coligny.” On his return 
from Italy, he settled at Diisseldorf, 
and is chiefly occupied in portrait- 
painting. 

VOLKMANN, Alpbsd-Wilhelm, 
physiologist, bora at Leipsio, in 1801, 
devoted himself to the stedy of medi- 
cine and the natural soienoes. In 
1826 he received tiie degree of M.D., 
and went to complete ms studies in 


the hospitals of Paris and lioudon, 
and in 1837 obtained the Chair of 
Physiology in the Bnssian University 
^f Dorpat, which'he held until 1843, 
when he was recalled to Halle as 
Ordinary Professor of Physiology. 
He has published several able works 
on medical subjects, and has directed 
his attention more particularly to 
the optic nerve, the circution of the 
blood, and, latterly, to the imtabOity 
of the muBcloB.

WAAGEN, Gustav Friedrich, art 
critic, bom at Hamburg Feb. 11, 
1794, studied painting and served as 
a soldier in the campaigns of 1814-'15. 
His most elaborate work, which made 
him first known to iSiglish readers, 
”The Works of Art and Artists in 
England,” was published at Berlin in 
1837. Having been much enlarged, 
it was republished in English in 1854, 
under the title of ” The Troasures of 
Art in Great Britain.” He has writ- 
ten a supplementary work, entitled 
** Additional Art Treasures of Groat 
Britain,” and ” A Walk through tho 
Art Treasures Exhibition at Man- 
chester,” both published in 1857, and 
numerous books bearing on the sub- 
ject of art and artists. Dr. Waageu, 
who drew up a plan, which has been 
adopted both in Berlin and in this 
country, for the chronological arrange- 
ment of pictures in public galleries, 
has been engaged a^oreign corre- 
spondent and purchaser for tho 
National Gallery, and was invited by 
the Commissioners to state his 
opinion as to the future management 
of our national collection of pictures. 
He is Director of the Boyal Gallery 
of Piotnres, Berlin, and was made 
corresponding member of the Aca- 
demie des Beaux Arts Deo. 20, 1862. 

WADDINGTON^; The Very Ebv. 
George, D.D., bqrn^l793, and educa- 
ted at the CharteBjB^ and at Trinity 
College, Cambrv^PIp^^^waB Browne’s 
Meddlist in 1811 and in 1814^ and 
University Scholar and Chonodlor’s 
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Medallist for English verse in 1813 ; 
graduated B.A. in 1815, and beoatne 
Senior Chancellor’s Medallist. He 
was elected to a Fellowship at Trinity 
College, and spent some years in 
foreign travel. Br. Waddington has 
written *‘A Visit to Ethiopia,’* pub- 
lished in 1822 ; " A Visit to Gi^eoe,’* 
in 1825 ; The Present Condition and 
Prospects of the Greek or Oriental 
•Church; with some Letters written 
from the Convent of the Strophades,*’ 
in 1829 ; a “ History of the Church, 
from the Earliest Ages down to the 
■Reformation,*’ in 1835 ; ** followed by 
a History of the Reformation on the 
Continent,” in 1841. Ho was nomi- 
nated to the Deanery of Durham in 
1840, and some lectures on National 
Education, which he had delivered at 
Nowcastle-on^ilPyne, were published in 
1845. 

WADDT, The Rev. Samuel Dous- 
LAND, D.D., son of a Wesleyan 
minister, born at Hnrton-npon-Trent, . 
Aug. 5, 1804, was educated at the 
Woodhouso Grove School. Having 
devoted several years to the study of 
medicine with the view of joining his 
elder brother. Dr. Jonathan Waddy, 
ho entered the Wesleyan ministiy in 
1825, and was stationed successively 
at Lynn, Cambridge, Birmingliam, 
Gateshead, Northampton, Sheffield, 
Hull, and Bath. About 1830 he origi- 
nated a scheme for the erection of a 
Wesleyan educational institution, the 
“Wesley College,” Sheffield, which, 
with a short interval, he directed from 
its foundatioisibill 1862, when he wah 
ap()ointed to the superiu tendency of 
Chelsea, and was removed to Lambeth, 
where he resides. For several years 
Dr. Waddy was chairman of the 
Sheffield dUstrict, and was raised to 
the presidency of tho Wesleyan 
Meth<^ist Convention in 1859. 

WAGNER, Richahd, composer, 
bm at Leipsic May 22, 1813, received 
his education at . Dresden and in the 
University of .Ei|DBte. At an early 
age he began .^Mpte for the lyrical 
stage, and %iE#%pointed Musical 
Director of the Royal Theatre at 
Dresden, where several of his operas, 


particularly “Rienzi,” “Der Fliegendo 
Hollander,” •* TannhUuser,” and 
“Lohengrin,” were produced. Profess- 
ing Liberal principles, he became in- 
volved in the political troubles of 
Saxony in 1848, and being compelled 
to flee, took refuge at Zurich. In 
1855 he accepted the invitation of tho 
London Philharmonic Society to un- 
dortake the direction of their concerts 
for that season. He has contributed 
to the musical literature of the day, 
and his aesthetic opinions, as well as 
tho merits of his operas, have becomo 
the Bttbjoots of controversy ; one 
party representing him as a musical 
reformer of great and original genius, 
and the other as a visionary in liis 
notions, and extravagant and unin- 
telligible in his music. Wagnpr, who 
is a poet and critic, has written his 
own librettos, and has defended his 
private theories by his pen on several 
occasions. 

WAHLBERG, Peder Fredric, 
botanist, bom at Gothenburg, June 
19, 1800, received his first lessons 
from a disciple of the celebrated 
I Linmeus. Having taken tho degree of 
M.D. in 1827, he travelled, as a 
botanist, through Denmark, Germany, 
Switzerland, Italy, France, and tho 
north of Sweden. In 1848 ho suc- 
ceeded Berzelius as Secretaiy to 
the Swedish Academy of Sciences. 
Several families of plants and insects 
bear his name, and he has written 
various treatises on botanical subjects, 
inserted dn the publications of the 
Swedish Academy of Sciences. 

WAIAPU, or WHAIAPU (Bishop 
op). The Right Rev. William Wil- 
liams, Archdeacon of Waiapu, was 
consecrated at Wellington bishop of 
this see in New Zealand in 1859. 

WALCOTT, The Rev. Mackenzie 
Edward Charles, B.D., F.R.S.L., 
F.S.A., son of Admiral Walcott, M.P. 
for Christchurch, Hants, bom at Bath 
in 1822, and educated at Winchester 
and at Exeter College, Oxford, gradu- 
ated in honours in 1844.- He was for 
some years Curate of Korgaret’s, 
evening lecturer of St. James’s, West- 
minster, and Assistant Minieter of 
3 p 2 
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Berkeley Chapel, was appointed Pre- 
centor and Prebendary of Chichester 
Cathedral in 1863, and Morning 
Preacher of Berkeley Chapel in 1866. 
He has written ** The History of St. 
Margaret's Church, Westminster,** 
pnblished in 1847; Memorials of 
Westminster” and “Abbey Enins,” in 
1849; “Handbook for St. James's, 
Westminster,” in 1850; “Validity, &c., 
of the English Ordinal,” in 1851; 
“ WEliam of Wykeham and his Col- 
leges,” in 1852; “Cathedrals of the 
United Kingdom,** in 1858; “Min- 
sters and Abbey Buins of the United 
Kin^om,” in I860: “Histoiy of 
Christohnrch Priory, Hants; Chnrch 
and Conventual Arrangement,’* and 
“ English Coc^t Guidos,” in 1861 ; 
“Interior of a Gothic Minster : a Lec- 
ture,” in 1864 ; “ Histoiy of the

WALDEGEAVE, Dr. {Sec Cak- 
LisLB, Bishop of.) 

WALES(PElNCBOF),H.E.H.ALlJEflT 
Edward, heir apparent to the British 
Crown, eldest son of her Majesty and 
the late Prince Consort, bom at 
Buckingham Palace Nov. 9, 1841, 
received his early education under 
the Eev. Henry M. Birch, rector of 
Prestwicb, Mr. Gibbs, Biurrister-at- 
Law> the Eev. C,. F. Tarver, and Mr. 
li. W. Fisher, and having studied for 
a -session at Edinbuigh, entered 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he 


attended the public lectures for a 
year, and afterwards resided for three 
or four terms at Cambridge for the 
same purpose. His Eoyal Highness 
spent most of the summer of 1860 in 
a visit to the United States and 
Canada, where he was most enthu- 
siastically received, was in 1858 
gazetted to a colonelcy in the Army, 
and joined the camp at the Cnrragli, 
in Juno, 1861. Accompanied by- 
Doan Stanley, the Prince travelled 
in the East, and visited Jerusalem 
in 1862. His Eoyal Highness is a 
K.G., a general in the Army and 
Colonel of the 10th Hussars, and 
has the titles of Duke of Cornwall 
(by which he took his seat in 
the House of Lords in Fob. 1863), 
in the peerage of England, duko 
of Eothsay, baron o^Ecnfmw, and 
lord of the Isles in Scotland, and 
earl of Dublin and Garrick in Imland, 
and enjoys the patronage of twenty- 
nine livings, chiefly as owner of the 
duchy of Cornwall, His Eoyal High- 
ness married, March 10, 1863, the- 
Princess Alexandra of Denmark; by 
whom he has issue, Prince Albert 
Edward Victor Christian, Duke of 
Cornwall, born at Frogmore, Jan. 8, 
1864; Prince George Frederick Ernest 
Albert, born at Marlborough House, 
June 3, 1865; and Princess Louisa 
Victoria Dagmar, born at Marlborough 
House, Feb. 20, 1867. The Prince C)f 
Wales became President of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s HoRpiLal in April, 1867. 

WALEWSKI (Comte de), Alex an- 
DKE-FLOBIAN-JoSEPUC|pLONNA-,BtateS- 
man, was bom May 4, 1810. His 
origin was as mraantio as his career 
has been adventurous. It appears ' 
that Napoleon I., at the height of his 
gloiy, was attracted, at afdte at War- 
saw, by a Polish lady of great beaut}'^, 
the wife of a noble Sarmatian ad- 
vanced in years ; and being regarded 
by her as tlie destined liberator of 
Poland, was successful in winning hei* 
affections. The lady, the Countess 
Walewski, after being carried off from 
her husband, gave birth in the castle 
of Walewice to a son, who received 
his education in Geneva, and returned- 
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to Poland in 1824. He desired to 
visit FrancOi bnt was refused permis- 
sion by the late Grand-Dnke Constan- 
tine. The youn^ count succeeded, 
however, in escaping to Paris, and 
was present during the Kovolntion of 
July, 1830, when lie was sent on a 
delicate mission by Gen. Sebasiiani 
to the Polish Government, and after- 
wards served as aide-de-camp to the 
i\>lia)i gfeneralissimo, gaining the Mili- 
tary Cross of Poland at the battle of 
Grochow. Ill Dec., 1831, he mari*iod 
Katharine Caroline, daughter of the 
.sixth earl of Sandwich, who died in 
1834, and afterwards ho ospouKed a 
Florentine lady, the grand-daughter 
of Stanislaus Poniatowski, nephew of 
the last king of Poland. Count Wa- 
lewski liaving boon naturalized in 
Franco, was i^pointed Captoau in the 
Foreign Legion, entered the Chas- 
jteurs d’Afrique, and the 4tlL Hussars. 
Ho bocame proprietor of the Messagvr 
ihis Chamhres, under the auspices of 
Messrs. Thiers and Xiemusat, and pub- 
lislied several pamphlets, in oue of 
which he advocated the English alli- 
ance. lu 1810 tho count vras scut on 
a mission to Mehomet Ali, the Pasha 
of Egypt, by M. Thiers, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs; in 1818 M. Guizot 
sent him on a mission to La Plata; 
dll 1849 ho was Froncli Minister-Plenip. 
at tho court of Tuscjuiy ; and in 1850 
represented tho French Governmciit 
ill tho same capacity at tho court of 
Kaplos, where ho I'cmained till 1852, 
Avhen he waa named Ambassador to 
England. In May, 1855, Count Wa- 
lowski was recalled to the Tiiileries to 
undertake the duties of Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. In that capacity he 
presided over the conference which 
met at .Paris in the spring of 1856, 
to conclude the treaty of peace with 
Russia. He was succeeded in his posi- 
tion as Minister for Foreign Affairs 
by the late M. Thouvenol in 1859, held 
the portfolio of Minister of State until 
1863, when he resigned, in conse- 
qnonoe, it is said, of his warm sym- 
pathies in &Your of the insurrection 
of Poland. He has been a member of 
the Senate since 1855, and in Sep., | 


1865, accepted the post of President 
of the Corps L^islatif, rendered vacant 
by the death of the Duke de Momy, 
and resigned March 29, 1867. He has 
distinguished himself iu literature ; is 
said to have aided Alexander Dumas 
in the play “ Mademoiselle de Belle- 
Islc,” produced in 1839, and is the 
author of other tlieatrical pieces. The 
count was promoted Grand Cross of 
tho Legion of Honour March 3, 1856. 

WALKER, Sin Baldavin Wakk, 
Baht., K.C.B., sometime Surveyor- 
General of the Navy, the only surviv- 
iug son of Mr. John Walker, by a 
relative of the noble family of Wake, 
bom iu 1803, entered tho navy iu 
1812; became Lieutenant in 1820, 
and was appointed to the Naiitilu^f 
on the Jamaica station. From 1823 
till 1826 he was actively employed 
on tho coasts of South America and 
Africa, in tho Brazen, and afterwards 
served iu tho Moditorraucan in tho 
Ratfleshiake and the captain of 

tho latter vessel being the present 
Admiml Sir S. Lushingtou, K.C.K. 
While First Lieut, of this ship, in Oct., 
1828, he rendered valuable aid to Cap. 
Lushingtou in tho reduction of the 
castle of Morea, the last hold of the 
Turks in tho Peloponnesns, and for 
this service was rewarded with the 
order of the Redeemer of Greece, and 
the cross of the Legion of Honour. 
He sailed in the Asia and Britannia; 
and in the Barluim continued to servo 
in the Mediterranean until 1834, when 
he obtained the rank of Commander. 
In 1838 he became Captain, being 
employed in the Mediterranean on 
board the Vmgna/rdy and commanded 
the Queen and tho Constance. At the 
close of 1847 he was appointed Sur- 
veyor of the Navy, and for thirteen 
years devoted his energy and talents 
to his official duties with Bu8h success 
that he was created a Baronet, July 
19, 1856. He attained Flag rank in 
1858, was appointed to the command 
of the S. African station in 18^10, and 
afterwards to that of the E. Indian 
station. For some years he was a 
Bear and Vice-Admiral in tho Turkish 
service, and was made a K.C.B. in 
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1841, for the gallant conduct which 
he displayed during the brilliant oper- 
ations on the coast of Syria under 
Admirals Stopford and Napier. He is 
a Knight of the Second Class of the 
Iron Crown of Austria, of St. Anno 
of Russia, and of the Red Eagle of 
Prussia. 

WALKER, Jakes, civil engineer, 
native of a northern county, was born 
about 1780. He was, with others, 
consulted by the Government respect- 
ing the feasibility of tlie plan proposed 
by George Stephenson fur applying 
steam-power to purposes of traction 
between Liverpool and Manchester, 
obtained a high reputation as a dock- 
engineer, and was chosen the first 
President of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. 

WALKER, Mahy E., M.D., born at 
Oswego, in the United States, about 
1830, took the degree of K.D. in New 
York in 1855, and was appointed con- 
tract sui^eon to the United States 
army Nov. 11, 1865. She has ap- 
peared as a public lecturer on ** Tem- 
perance,” ” Dress Reform,” and **Equal 
Rights,” and visited England in 1866. 

WALPOLE, The Rioiit Hon. 
Spencek Hobatio, M.P., bom in 1606, 
was educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he ob- 
tained the first prize for English 
declamation, and another for the 
best essay on the character and 
conduct of William HI. Having 
been called to the Bar in 1831, 
by the Society of Lincoln’s Inn, of 
which he is a Bencher, he obtain^ a 
largo practice in the Courts of Chan- 
ceiy, and became a Q.C. in 1846. He 
was returned in the Conservative in- 
tei'est for Midhurst in Jan., 1846, and 
represented that borough till Feb., 
1856, when ho was elects one of the 
members Yor the University of Cam- 
« bridge, which he Still represents. He 
distinguished himself in the debate 
which took place in 1849, on the 
Navigation Laws s and in the discus- 
sion on tife Ecclesiastical Titles Bill 
in =1861. .> 011 the accession of Lord 
Derfax.'^vw^)^ Mr. Walpole

Bar to accept the post of Secretery of 
State for the Home Department ; and 
in that capacity carried through Par- 
liament the measure for embodying 
iho militia. After leaving office, Mr. 
Walpole became Chairman of the 
Great Western Railway, lield the seals 
of the Home Office in Lord Derby’s 
second administration in 1858, and 
resigned in March, 1859, owing to a 
differenoo in opinion with his col- 
leagncB with regard to the Reform 
Bill. He was appointed Secretary 
of State for the Home Department in 
Lord Derby’s third administration in 
1866, and resigned May 9, 1867, re- 
taining a seat in tho Cabinet, without 
office. 

WALSH, The Right Hon. John 
Edwakd Walsh, LL.D., bom in Nov., 
1816, and educated at Trinity College,. 
Dnblin; was called to the Bar in 
1839. Ho was made Q.C. in 1857,. 
Attorney-General for Ireland in 1866, 
and Master of the Rolls in Ireland in 
Oot. of the samo year. Ho was one 
of the members for the University of 
Dublin for a few months in 1866. Ho 
has written “ Justice of the Peace for 
Ireland,” published in 1844; ‘‘Reports 
in Chancery, Irish,” in 1845-9 ; and 
“Ireland Sixty Years Ago,” in 1847. 

WALSH, Walter Hayle, born in 
Dublin in 1816, was educated at Paris, 
and at Edinburgh, where he graduated 
M.D. He is Emeritus Professor of 
Medicine in University College, Lon- 
don, having filled that chair, whioli 
he resigned in 1862, for thirteen years.. 
He has written “Practical Treatise 
on the Lungs,” published in 1842; 
“ Nature and Treatment of Cancer,” 
in 1846; and “ Diseases of the Heart 
and Great Tessels,” of which a third 
edition appoarod in 1862. , He is 
a fellow of the Royal Coilege of 
Physicians, London, and an asso- 
ciate of several foreign medical 
colleges. 

WALTER, John, eldest son of tho- 
late Mr. i^o^ Walter, of Bearwood, 
Berks, some time member for that 
county, bom in London in 1818, was 
educated at Eton, gradnated in 
honours at Exeter College, Oxford,. 
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took his M.A. degree in 1843, and 
was called to the Bar at Lin- 
coln’s Inn in 184f7. He was an 
nuBuccessful candidate in the Li- 
beral-Conservative interest for Not- 
tingham in 1843; was I’etnrned in 
Aug., 1847, the day after his father’s 
death, and continued to represent 
that borough till April, 1839, when 
ho was elected for Berks, but was 
•defeated at the general election in 
July, 1865. The name which Mr. 
Walter bears is intimately associated 
with the history of what Burke called 

the Fourth Estate,” and one of his 
family published the first number of 
the Times, Jan. 1, 1788. His father 
raised that journal to ominonce, and 
by his energy in inducing men of 
talent to contribute to its columns, 
rendered it a great organ of free 
opinions and popular knowledge; and, 
in spite of many obstacles, first 
brought the steam-engine to the aid 
and service of the newspaper press. 
Mr. Walter holds in the Times the 
same interest which belonged to his 
father, but takes no active part in its 
management. 

WARD, Edward Matthew, R.A., 
painter, the nephew, on the mother’s 
side, of Qprace and James Smith, the 
authors of ** Rejected Addresses,” was 
bom at Pimlico in 1816. To the 
judgment and good taste of his 
mother, who lived to witness the 
.artist’s fame, he attributes much of 
his sucoesB. In 1834 he was admitted 
.'h student of the Academy under the 
auspices of Wilkie, who ^vised him 
in his studies, and the true bent of 
his mind was shown in his preference 
for original composition and colour to 
formal academic study. His first 
picture, Portrait of Mr. O. Smith in 
the Character of Don Quisoto,” was 
exhibited in 1834. He went to Rome 
in 1836, remained there nearly three 
years, gained the silver med^ from 
the A^bdemy of St. Luke in 1838, 
and devoted a few months in Munioh 
to the study of fresco under Corne- 
lius. ** Oimabue and '* Giotto,” painted 
at Rome, was the first picture ex- 
hibited on his return in 1839. With . 


the single exception of his “ Napoleon 
in the Prison at Nice,” bought by 
the Duke of WeUington, those which 
followed showed but little promise, 
and in the Cartoon competition of 
1843, his ** Boadicea,” although much 
approved by the council, did not 
obtain a premium. His picture of 
”Dr. Johnson Reading the MS. of 
the Vicar of Wakefield,” in 1S43, 
brought him into notice, and he 
added to his fame by ” Gold- 
smith as a Wandering Musician,” and 
‘*La Fleur's Departure from Mont- 
reuil,” in 1844. ‘*Dr. Johnson in 

the Ante-room of Lord Chesterfield,” 
in 1845, purchased by Mr. Vernon, 
raised his reputation to a very high 
standard. In 184G Mr. Wai^ was 
elected A.R.A. The direction perma- 
nently given to the pointer’s mind is 
indicated by a list of his subsequent 
pictures : ” The Fall of Clarendon,” 
in 1846, of wliich there is a duplicate 
in the Vernon Gallery ; ” The South- 
Sea Bubble,” in 1847, also in thp 
Vernon Gallery; ”Highgate Fields 
during the Great Fire ; ” and ” Inter- 
view of Charles II. and Nell Gwynne,” 
in 1848 ; ” De Foe and the MSS. of 
Robinson Cmsoe,” and ” Young Ben- 
jamin West sketching the Baby in the 
Cradle,” in 1849; “James II. receiv- 
ing tidings of the Landing of the 
Prince of Orange,” in 1850 ; ” The 
Royal Family of I^noe in the Prison 
of the Temple,” in 1851 ; and “ Char- 
lotte Corday led to Execution,” in- 
1852 ; in which year he was commis- 
sioned to paint eight pictures (in oil) 
for the corridor of the New House of 
Commons. Three of these pictures 
were executed in oil colours, but as 
the darkness of the corridor rendered 
them ^1 but Invisible, they have been 
since executed in firesco. “The Land- 
ing of CharlesH.,” and“The*Aoqaittal 
of the Seven Bishops” are paihted ' 
in the new material water-glass, as 
a Bubstitute for fresco. Mr. Word 
was elected B.A. (in succession to 
Mr. J. J. Chalouy; in Moroh, 1855. 
The following wows have been exe- 
cuted since the^ frescoes: “Marie 
Antoinette Farting with the Dauphin 
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in Frieon/’ in 1856 ; The Execution 
of Montrose,” “The Last Sleep of 
Argyle,” and “Alice Lisle,” in 1857-8; 
“ The Visit to the Tomb of Napoleon,” 
“ The Emperor of the French receiv- 
ing the Order of the Garter ” (painted 
for her Majesty), and “ Marie An- 
toinette Listening to the Reading 
of the Act of Ucr Accusation,” in 
1859; “Ante-chamber at Wliitohall 
during the Lying Moments of Charles 
11.,” in 1861 ; “ Foundling Cliildi*en 
visiting the Studio of Hogarth, to sec 
tj^e Portrait of Captain Coram,” and 
“ Charlotte Corduy contemplating her 
Portrait before lier Execution,” in 
1863 ; and “ The Night of Rizzio’s 
Murder,” in 1865 ; two pictures, 
“ Jeannie Leans,” and the “ Luke of 
Argyll,” at tho Winter Exhibition of 
1865; and “Johnson and Willkes,” 
and “The Earl of Leicester and 
Amy Robsart,” at tho Exhibition of 
1866. Mr. Ward married a grand- 
daughter of the late Mr. James Ward, 
R.A. (who died in 1860). This lady 
is a painter of considorablo abili(<y, 
and has been since 1850 a frequent 
exhibitor at the Royal Academy. 

W A R L, N ATU ANi KL Baoshaw, 
M.R.C.S., bom about 1790, for forty 
years Vaccinator to the National 
Vaccine establishment ; is a Fel- 
low of the Royal and the Linmean 
societies. Treasurer of tho Micro- 
scopic Society of London, and a 
member of many literary and scien- 
tific societies. About 1825 he turned 
his attention to Engh'sh and foreign 
ferns, and for tho scientifio cultivation 
of the latter invented some air-close 
cases, which bear his name. He has 
svritten on account of his invention, 
entitled “ Observations on the Growth 
of Plants in closely-glazed Cases.” 

WARREN, Samuel, L.C.L., son of 
the lute Rev. Lr. Warren, l^m in 
Denbighshire in 1807, was educated 
at the University of Edinbnigh, and 
intended to follow the profession of 
medicine, but changed his views and 
devoted himself to the law. He was 
called to theBar at the InnerTemple in 
1887riu>d was made Q.C., and recorder 
of x&lL Whilst studying for the Bar . 


he contributed a series of sketches to 
Blac1c'Wood*8 Magazine, under tho title 
of “ Tho Liary of a late Physician.” 
It was reprinted in a separate form, 
has been translated into several 
continental languages, and was fol- 
lowed by “Ten Thousand a Year,” 
published in 1841 ; “ Now and Then,” 
a novel, in 1847 ; a curious unrhymed 
poem,, “ The Lily and tho Bee,” iti 
1851 ; and “ Misccllanios, Critical, Im- 
aginative, do.,” and “ Moral and In- 
tellectual Lovelopment of the Age,” 
in 1854. He has contributed exten- 
sively to Blackwood* 8 Magazine^ and a 
collected edition of his works ap- 
peared in 1854-5. Mr. Warren has writ- 
ten several works in connection with 
his profession, such as “ Inti-oduction 
to Law Studies,” published in 1834 ; 
“ Lnties of Attorneys and Solicitors,” 
in 1848 ; “ Letter to the Queen on a 
lato Court-martial,” in 1850 ; “ Tho 
Law and Practico of Election Com- 
mittees,” and “ Blackstone Systema- 
tically Abridged,” in 1857. In Feb., 

1856, he was returned for Midhurst 
in the Conservative interest, and 
again at the general election in March, 

1857. He vacated his seat in Feb., 
1859, having been appointed by Lord 
Chelmsford one of the 3|(asters in 
Lunacy. 

WARTER, The Rev. Johx Wood, 
B.L.; eldest son of H. Le Grey Warter, 
Esq , of Cruck Meole, Shi-opshire, 
born in 1806, was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, and graduated B.A. 
in 1827. He has 'ivritten a variety 
of theological publications, including 
I some on Clerical Synods, Convoca- 
' tion, Ac. He edited vols. 6 and 7 of 
“Tho Loctor, &c.,” by his father- 
in-law, the lato Robert Southey; 
“ Southey’s Common-Place Book,” in 
four series, published in 1849-51 ; 
and “Southey’s Letters,” in 1856. 
Ho has written “ Parochial Sermons,” 
published in 1844 ; “ Teaching of tho 
Prayer-Book,” in 1845 ; “Plain Chris- 
tian’s Manual,” in 1850; “Protes- 
tant’s Manual,” in 1861 ; “ Parochial 
Fragments relating to West Tarring,” 
in 1863; “The Sea-board and the 
Lown,” and “ Extraines Meet, a 
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Fragment,*’ in 1860; and **La8t of 
Old Squires, a Sketch,” and ” Wise 
Saws and Modem Instances : Pithy 
Scntenoes,” in 1861. 

WATEEWORTH, The Rev. James, 
hiother of the. Rev. William Water- 
worth, born early in the century, has 
written “Faith of Catholics,” pub- 
lished ill 18*1<6 ; “ A Translation of the 
Canons and Decrees of tlio Council of 
Trent,” in 1848; a translation of 
“ Vernon’s Rule of Faith,” and a 
“ Digest of the Penal Laws,” &c. 

WATEEWORTH, The Rev. Wil- 
liam, a learned Roman Catholic con- 
troversialist, descended Iroin an old 
Roman Catholic family, was born about 
1812. After receiving his education 
at Stonyhurst, he entered the order of 
the Jesuits, and having been ordained 
ii priest, served several missions in 
s uccession . Ho has w'ri tten * * E ngland 
and Romo, or the Religious Con- 
nection between England and the 
Holy See from tbo year A.D. 179 down 
to tho Reformation,” published in 
1834 ; and “ The Origin and Dovelop- 
nionts of Anglicanism,” published in 
1865, 

WATKINS, The Rev. Chaiiles 
Fkedeiiick, youngest son of the Rev. 
William Watkins, of Court Coleman, 
born at Corsley, Wilts, Jan. 16, 1795, 
and educated at Christ’s Hospital; 
entered the Hotspur frigfLte as mid- 
shipman in 1810, and was engaged in 
teaching the midshipmen mathema- 
tics and natural science. At the con- 
clusion of the war ho left the navy, 
and entered at Christ College, Cam- 
bridge, was ordained as a Literate, 
became Curate of Downto.i, Wilts, 
■and in 1820 of Windsor. Ho was ap- 
pointed, in 1822, Wai'don of Farley 
Hospital, mear Salisbury, where he 
remained ten years, and made observa- 
tions on the geology of the neigh- 
bourhood, which he cominunicat^'to 
the late Dr. Bncklond and other geo- 
logists I and formed his fine collection 
of the siliceous fossils of the chalk for- 
mation. A portion of the agatized and 
calcedonio specimens was purchased 
for the British Museum, and othei' 
f>oi*tion8 were presented by him to the 


Geological Society and- the museums of 
Oxford and Cambridge, Ac. The 
C. F. Watkins has written some 
elegant poems ; “ A Treatise on the 
External Causes of Pleasure and De- 
light in the Human Mind, especially 
as regards tho Sublimo and Beautiful, 
aiid the Faculty of Taste,” published 
in 1841 ; “ An Introduction to Geo- 
logy, and the Rationale of New Dis- 
cuveries,” in 1849 ; several works on 
meteorology, Ac. ; and pamphlets on 
tho cultivation of tho luiid, agri- 
cultural prospects, Ac. (privately 
printed) ; “ Clerical Subscription,” 
and “ An Appeal to tho Clergy and 
Laity on some recent Publications 
airecting the Truth of God’s Holy 
Word.” Tho Rev. C. F. Watkins hav- 
ing discovered that Brixworth church, 
to which vicarage he was appointed 
in 1832, was a basilican stmeturo of 
tho 7th centuiy, after tho earliest 
types, as far back as tho times of 
Nineveh, has restored it, and is about 
to publish a History of the Basilica 
in general, and of Brixworth church 
in particular, with accompanying 
lithograplis. He is preparing “ A 
Vindication of tho Mosaic Account of 
the Nature, Origin, and History of 
Man against the Geological and Eth- 
nological Errors of Past and Present 
Times.” 

WATSON, Hewett Cottreli., 
botanist and author, born early in thcj 
century, has written ” Outlines of tho 
Geographical Distribution of British 
Plants,” for private circulation only, 
published in 1832 ; “ Remarks on the 
Geographical Distribution of British 
Plants,’^ in 1835; “New Botanist’s 
Guide,” in 1835-7; “The Statistic* 
of Phrenology ,*i in 1836 ; “ The Geo- 
gmphioal Distribution of British 
Plants,” of which only Part I. ap- 
peared in 1843 ; “ Cy bele Britannica,” 
in 1847-59 ; and “Bupplement to the 
CybeleBritannica,” printed for private 
circulation only in 1860. In a pam- 
phlet published in 1836, Mr. Darwin’s 
theory of the origin of spacieB was 
foreshadowed. Ha has imblished 
numerous pamphlets and papers. 

WATSON, The Rev., John Seibv^ 
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H.A., born about 1815, graduated 
B.A. at Trinity College, Dublin, in 

1838, being one of the gold medalUsts 
' in claBsios, and was ordained in 1889. 

After holding one or two parochial 
chargeB, he was appointed Head 
JlfastOT of the Proprietary Grammar 
School at Stookwell, Surrey. He has 
published (in Bohn’s Classical Libnuy) 
several volumes of “ Translations ” 
from the classical authors, including 
Lucretius, Xenophon, Sallust, Quine- 
tilian. Floras, Justin, Ac., and has 
written “ Life of George Fox,” pub- 
lished in 1860 3 a ** Life of Bichard 
Person,” and ” Sons of Strength, 
Wisdom, and Patience,” in 1861 ; a 
” Life of Bishop Warburton ; ” “ The 
Story of William Wallace ; ” a work on 
” The Beasoning Power in Animals 
editions of Pope’s Homer’s ” Iliad ” 
and ** Odyssey,” in Bohn’s Illus- 
trated Library; ” and small annotated 
editions of Sallust’s ** Catiline ” .and 
“ Jugurtha,” and Terence’s “Andria.” 

WATSON, Thohas Hjbnay, 
M.B.I.B.A., architect, born Nov. 1, 

1839, obtained three silver medals 
offered in architecture by the Boyal 
Academy of Arts in 18^, and the 
gold medal, with ” The Lectures of 
the Professors,” and ”The Works 
of Sir Joshua Beynolds ” for his 
design of an exchange in 1861. Ho 
was elected an Associate of the Boyal 
Institute of British Architects in 
1862, was awarded the first annual 
travelling studentship of the Boyal 
Academy; Dec. 10, 1863, and the 
Soane medallion of the Boyal Institii- 
tute of British Architects, March 15, 
1864. 

• WATTS, 0£OBeBFBED£BlCK,A.B.A., 
painter, bom in London in 1820, 
first exhibited at the Academy in 1837. 
In addition to portraits, he made 
.some Idstorioal attempts, such as 
** Isabella finding Lorenzo dead,” from 
Boocaooib in 1840, and a scene from 
C 3 rmbQHne” in 1842. At Westmin- 
ster H^, in 1848,. his cartopn of 
CariMsbacus led in TriiiiDph through 
the Streets of Borne,” obtained one 
of the three highest class prizes of 
£300, and created sanguine hopes for 


his future career. Having spent three 
years in Italy, he again obtained, in 
1847, the highest honours at the com- 
petition in Westminster Hall. Hia 
two colossal oil-pictnres, ** Echo” and 

Alfred inciting the Saxons to pre- 
vent the Landing of the Danes,” 
which sconred for him one of the 
three highest cUbb prizes of £500;. 
were, with tho pictures of Piokorsgill 
and Cross, purchased by the Commis- 
sioners. The latter is in one of the 
committee-raoms of the New Parlia- 
ment Houses. Mr. Watts exhibited 
Ins ** Paolo and Francesca,” and ” Or- 
lando pursuing the Fata Morgana,” 
at the British Institution in 1848, and 
his fnll-longth portrait of Lady Hol- 
land, at the Boyal Academy in the 
same year. ” L^o’s Illusions,” a pic- 
ture of tho class of Fata Morgana,” 
exliibited in 1840, was followed in 
1850 by ** The Good Samaritan,” 
painted in honour of Thomas Wright, 
of Manchester, and presented by the 
artist to the Town-hall of Manchester. 
For the Now Houses of Parliament 
Mr. Watts has executed one of the 
frescoes in tho Poets’ Hall, — St. 
George welcomes the Dragon,” from 
Spenser, finished in 1853, and lias 
painted in fresco the west end of the 
new hall at Lincoln’s Inn. For some 
time he has not exhibited regularly at 
the Boyal Academy, and his principal 
productions have been portraits. He 
was elected A.B.A. in Feb., 1867. 

WAITS, Thomas, bora in London, 
early in the century, was first ap- 
pointed to a post in the British Mu- 
seum in 1838, and several great 
clianges in the arrangement of tho 
library have taken place, which are 
understood to be owing to his instru- 
mentidity. The Musenm now contains- 
the best. Bnssian library that exists 
anjpvhere out of Bussia ; and the some 
may be said as respects Hungarian 
and Danish works. The arrangement 
of the books in thelibraiy— which have 
increased from less than 250,000 vo- 
lumes in 1888, to more than ihree 
times that number,— is under Mr. 
Watts’s direction, and in 1857, thor 
magnificent new reading-room of ther 
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G<$loste, Avlio aftorwarcls appeared in 
some of tbo minor cast-end theatres, 
and in the provinces, i^tnrned to the 
United Htates in 1865. 

OERLTO, Ekancesca, called Fanny, 
a celebrated dancer, born in Naples, 
Hsirch 11, 1821, is the daughter of an 
old soldier of tho EmpirO. While quite 
a child she was distinguished for great 
natural grace lind vivacity. She made 
her drat appearance in 1835, at tho 
Sau Carlo theatre, in a ballet called 
“ The Horoscope,” and created groat 
enthusiasm, and afterwards danced at 
the principal theatres of Italy. She 
was at Vienna for two years, and Was 
a favourite every season from 18W) 
to 1845, in London, where she danced 
tho famous pas de quatre with Tagli- 
oni, Carlotta Grisi, and Lneillo Grahn. 
About tin's time she was married to a 
distinguished dancer and violinist, 
M. A. St. Leon, from whom she was 
separattKl in 1850. Mdmo. Cerito, who 
was called the “Fourth Grace,” has 
composed, jointly with M. Th6ophilo 
Gautier, tho “ Gipsy,” “ Gemma,” and 
other ballots. 

CHADWICK, Edwin, C.B., social 
economist, born in 1801, was called 
to tho Bar in 1830. His first publica- 
tion was an article in tho Westminster 
Review in 1828, on Lifo Assurances. 
Ho attracted the Tiotico of Jeremy 
Bcnthnm, who bequeathed to him 
part of his libraiy and a small legacy. 
When Lord Grey’s govenimeiit issued 
the Commipsion of Inquiry into tho 
Administration of th<» Poor-Law, Mr. 
Chadwick was appointed Assistant- 
Commissioner, and Ills investigations 
in tho rural districts were of groat 
service. He was engagc?d on. tho 
Commission of Inquiry into the La- 
bour of Young Persons in Factories, 
intended to protect young children 
engaged chiefly in cotton-mills from 
physical deterioration by overwork; 
and although its object, with respect 
to the securities for an efficient system 
of half-time instruction, was defeated, 
tho foundation was laid for the sys- 
r tern of governmental inspection, since 
extended to labour in mines and 
other branohes of industry. Mr. Chad- 


wick was appointed one of the com- 
missioners for preparing tho Re- 
port on the Administration of the 
Poor-Law. Tho measures adopted 
wore chiefl 3 ' remedial, and for tho 
direct repression of abuses ; but Mr. 
Chadwick urged a preventive conrse, 
including tho industrial training of 
children separately from adnlt pau- 
pers in district scliools, and the entiro 
abolition of the law of settlement. In 
1838 ho ob'alned the consent of tho 
Poor-Law Commissioners to a special 
inquiry into tho local and proventiblo 
causes of disease, and tho improve- 
ment of habitations in tho metropolis. 
This inquiry afterwards extended to 
tho wholo of England and Wales, was 
undertaken by Mr. Chadwick, in 
addition to his laborious duties as 
Secretniy to tho Poor-Law Commis- 
sion. From the former investigations 
proceeded tho Sanitary Report, pro- 
posing a venous and arterial system 
of water supply and drainage for tho 
improvement of towns, and works for 
tho application of sewago to agricul- 
tural pi*oductioTi. In 1843 ho produced 
a report on interments in towns, which 
laid the foundation of legislative mea- 
sures on that subject. In 1839 Mr. 
Chadwick was appointed on tho Con- 
stabulary Force Commission for the 
prevention of oflcnces, tho detection 
of otfciiders, and the organization of 
the police forces, &c. In 1848 ho was 
appointed a Commissioner of the 
General Board of Health for improv- 
ing tho supplies of water, and the 
sewage, drainage, cleansing, and par- 
ing of towns. Upon the reconstruc- 
tion of this Board in 1854, when it 
was placed under political chiefs, wbc 
ui'e changed with tho Government. 
Mr. Chadwick retired with a pension. 
In 1848 ho was honoured with a civil 
Companionship of the Bath, and in 
1854 his aid was sought by Go- 
vernment in framing measures foi 
the improvement • of tho civil ser- 
vice. Ho has since published a papei 
on its reoigaoization, more especially 
on the results of competitive examina- 
tions for appointments, and on the ne< 
cessity of further secarities to insurf 
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Haseam, the erection of which he had 
suggested twenty years before, was 
placed under his superintendence. 
On first obtaining admission to the 
reading-room of the British Museum, 
he found that the libraiy possessed 
no Russian or Hungarian books, and 
that in other modem languages the 
deficiencies were very glaring; and 
he addressed to the Mechanics’ Maga- 
tine a series of letters on the subject, 
containing various proposals, which 
lie has lived to cany into effect. Mr. 
Watts printed, in 1839, " A Letter to 
M. Fanizzi on the reputed earliest 
Printed Newspaper, the English Mer- 
curie, 1588,** in which he proved the 
alleged newspaper to be a forgery. 
Ue has been a contributor to various 
periodicals, among others, to the 
Quarterly lit^vieiv and the Athcnceum,' 
and is the author of the lives of more 
than a hundred foreign authors in the 
Biographical portion of the ** English 
Cyclopaedia.** Ho has contributed 
various papers to the Tratisactwns of 
the Philological Society, one of which, 
ail ** Essay on the Hungarian Lan- 
guage,** procured him the honour of 
being elected a member of the Hun- 
garian Academy, in conjunction with 
the late Lord Macaulay. He was pro- 
moted to the Keepership of the printed 
hooks in the British Museum in Aug., 
1806. 

WEBER, WiLHELU Eduard, phy- 
sicist, bom at Wittenberg, Oct. 24, 
1804, began his scientific studies at 
an early age, and published his work 
on “ The Theory of Waves,** in 1825. 
He has experimented iu tho science 
of acoustics, though he is best known 
by his researches, made in concert 
with the illustrious Gauss, in ter- 
restrial magnetism. In 1887, for liav- 
ing protested against the violation of 
tho constitution, he was dismissed 
from a professorship he held in Gdt- 
tingen, at the same time that a num- 
ber of his colleagues were treated in 
a similar manner for the same offence. 
From 1845 till 1849 he was Professor 
of Physios abLeipsip, and in the latter 
year was restored to his choir at 
Gbttingen. He has contributed a 


number of articles to the scion tifio 
journals of Germany, and has written 
several works. 

WEBSTER, Benjahim, comedian, 
bom at Bath, Sep. 3, 1800, was edu- 
cated fur tho navy. Tho termination 
of the war in 1815 caused a change iu 
his intentions, and he studied for the 
musical profession, whichhe exchanged 
for that of an actor. He made his 
first appearance on the stage at War- 
wick, whence, in 1825, he was trans- 
ferred to a metropolitan theatre. His 
readiness in assuming, at the shortest 
notice, the part of Pompoy for the 
late Mr. Harley, in Measure for 
Measure,** first gave the public am 
opportunity of estimating his histri- 
onic powers, and firmly established 
his claim to rank among the leading 
actors of the day. Ho assumed tho 
management of the Haymarket in 
1837, and his lesseeship was marked 
by a liberal patronage of native 
dramatic talent, — Bulwer Lyttoii, 
Knowles, Jorrold, and Bayle Bernard 
having written original dramas for 
his theatre ; at which Macready, Wal- 
lock, Strickland, Farren, .Mathews, 
Miss Faucit, Mrs. Nisbet, Mrs. Glover, 
and Mrs. Stirling appeared. Mr. 
Webster paid annually about £2,000 
for tlio copyrights of British plays; 
and, on one occasion, gave £500 for a 
prize comedy. Though this experi- 
ment was unsuccessful, it showed his 
desire to elevate the English stage. 
Tho New Adelphi Theatre, which Mr. 
Webster built on the site of the old 
house, in 1858, is still under his ma- 
nagement, and, in 1866, he undertook 
the lesseeship of the Olympic. His 
name is necessarily associated wit^ 
a' long list of characters ; but his 
latest, and certainly not his least 
successful, impersonations are those 
of Lavater, Tartnffe, Bolphe^r, and , 
Triplet, and Pierre Lerenx, in " The 
Poor Strollers.*’ Mr. Webster, who is 
married and has a family, is President 
of the new Dramotio'Gollego. 

WEBSTER, ThoXAB, R.A., painter,, 
bem in London in 1800, was a member 
of the choir at the Ol^pel Royal, St.. 
James’s, and spent much of his time 
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at Windsor, whei-o his father was em- 
ployed in the royal establishment. 
Ko first exhibited a portrait group at 
the Academy, in 1823, and although 
for several years he did not enter the 
lists, since 1835 he has contributed 
ixigularly one or more of those quiet 
domestic subjects which have secured 
him so much fame. The unobtrusive 
tiitles of his first pictures, — “ The 
Soldier’s Return,” “ A Committoo of 
Taste,” “Gunpowder Plot,” “Bii'd- 
<'atchers,” indicate persistence in 
the course in which his chief snc- 
^cess was achieved. As early as 1833 
ho exhibited “A Village School,” — 
the theme so often repeated since; 
in 1835, “ Going into School” and 
“ Coming out of School,” followed by 
“ Returning fi-om the Fair,” in 1837 ; 

Breakfast,” in 1838; “ Football,” in 
1839 ; and “ Punch,” in 1840 ; when he 
was elected A.R.A. His later pictures 
■are, ” The Boy and Many Friends,” 
“ The Smile,” and “ The Frown,” en- 
graved for the Art Union, in 1841 ; 
•“ The Grandmother,” “ The Impeni- 
tent,” and “ Going to School,” iu 
18 12 ; “ Sickness and Health,” in 
1843; Foi*trait group of the aitist’s 
father and mother, and " The Pedlar,” 
dn 1844 ; “ A Dame’s School,” — iu the 
Vernon Gallery, — one of his happiest 
effects, in 1845 ; “ Good Night,” in 
1846; “A Village Choir,” iu 1847; 
“ Dotheboys’ Hall,” in 1848 ; “A Slide,” 
in 1849; “A School Playground,” iu 
1852; a repetition of the “Dame’s 
Bchool,” in 1853; and “The Race,” 
in 1855. Amongst smaller canvasses 
^and simpler themes, may bo inen- 
■tioned, “A Robber,” “ 4.* See-saw,” 
“A Cherry-seller,” and “A Letter 
from the Colonies,” which display 
the same genuine qualities of cha- 
racter, expression, and quiet humour; 
•among direct “ Studies from Nature,” 
** A Peasant’s Home,” “ A Farm- 
house J^tchen,” “Feasant Children;” 
homely interiors, — “ A Chimney Cor- 
ner,” « A Breakfast Party,” and “ Vil- 
lage Gossips.” The above-mentioned 
are ohoiee spooimens of his genuine 
but unpretending art. He was elected 
ai.A.inl846. 


WEEKES, Henhy, R.A., sculptor, 
bom at Canterbury in 1807, in early 
life became a pupil of the late Mr. W. 
Behnes, and studied under Chantrey, 
to whose studio at Pimlico ho suc- 
ceedod. Whilst a young man, he was 
a constant exhibitor at the Royal 
Academy, and in 1837 completed a 
bust of Her Majesty, the ih^t that 
was taken after her accession to the 
tliruno. Ho executed tho statues of 
Cmnmer, Latimer, and Ridley for tho 
“Martyrs’ Memorial” at Oxford; of 
Dr. Goodall, at Eton ; of tho I^larquis 
Wellesley, for the India House ; of 
Lord Bacon, for Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge; of Lord Auckland, for Cal- 
cutta; and of Sir E. Barnes, for 
Ceylon. His later works include busts 
of Dean Buckland, Lord Truro, Sir C. 
Bell, the Duke of Marlborough, Sir 
G. C. Lewis ; statues of John Hunter, 
Harvey, one of tho groups for the 
Albert Memorial, and a statue of 
Charles II. for the House of Lords. 
He exhibited “ Tho Suppliant ” in 
1850, “ A Shepherd” in 1852, and the 
samo year obtained the gold medal 
offered by tho Society of Arts for the 
best treatise on the Fine Art Section 
of the Great Exhibition. He w'as 
elected A.R.A. in 1850, and R.A. in 
1863. 

WEIL, Gustav, Orientalist and 
historian, born at Saltzburg, April 24, 
1808, is a grandson of tho Rabbi of 
Motz, who introduced him to the 
study of the Tailmucl, with the view 
of making him a theologian. Ho pre- 
ferred, however, the study of philology 
and history, and after preliminary 
lessons received in Faiis, set out for 
the East, and resided five years iu 
Cairo, where he mastered the Arabic, 
Persian, and Turkish langaages, taught 
in the publio schools, and made him- 
self useful as an inteiprcter. On his 
return to Germany in 1836 he received 
an appointment in the Library of 
Heidelberg, and was made Professor 
of Oriental Languages in the Uni- 
versity in 1845. He has published 
many important works on the poetry 
of the Arabs, on the Koran, on the

In the Academy Exhibition of 1861 
Mr. Wells made his first appearance 
as an oil painter ; his largest contri- 
bution being a portrait of Lord Rane- 
lagh, as Colonel of the South Middlesex 
Yolunteer Corps, and in 1862 liis prin- 
cipal work was a portrait gioup, 
including the painter, his wife, and 
one or two fHonds.. A prominent 
place in the East Room at the Royal 
Academy was i^warded to his ** Tableau 
Vivant,” a portrait group of three 
sisters, in 1865 ; and ho contributed a 
landscape entitled “Outskirt of a 
Farmy^ — ^Twilight.” He was elected 
an A.R.A., in June, 1866. 

WELLS, Sir Mokdaunt Lawson, 
second son of the late Samuel Wells, 
Esq., barrister-at-law, born in 1817, 
was educated at the Foundation 
Grammar School at Huntingdon. He 
was called to the Bar at the Middle. 
Temple in 1841, and after going the 
Norfolk Circuit for ‘several years, be- 
came a Seijeant-at-Law in 1865, was 
appointed Recorder of Bedfoid in 
1856, and was promoted to a Judge- 
ship at Calcutta, and received tho 
honour of knigh^ood in Deo., 1858. 
He was made a Member of the Legis- 
lative Council of India in 1860. 

WENSLEYDALB (Babon), The 
R ioirr Hon. James* Parks, bom at 
Highfleld, near , Liverpool, March 22, 
1782, was educated at the Grammar 
School of Macclesfield, whence he 


proceeded to Trinity College, Cain, 
bridge, as a pensioner, in Oct., 1799, ob- 
tained one of the Craven classical scho- 
larships, was elected Scholar of his 
college in 1800, and gradnated B.A. 
as fifth Wrangler and Senior Chan- 
cellor’s Medallist in 1803. He obtained 
a prize for the Latin ode and a second 
Bachelor’s prize, and was elected to 
an open Fellowship at Trinity College, 
in 180k Ho removed to London, 
and after practising some years suc- 
cessfully as a special pleader in tho 
Temple, was called to tho Bar at the 
Inner Temple in Easter term, 1818. 
In 1828 ho was promoted to a Judge- 
ship in the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
on the death of the late Sir G. Holroyd, 
and in 1834 was transferred to the 
Exchequer. In Aug., 1833, he was sworn 
a Privy Councillor, at the time when 
Lord Brougham established the Judi- 
cial Committee of tho Privy Council ; 
to which, among other duties, he 
assigned tho decision of a great 
accumulation of appeals from tho 
East Indian Courts. On tho judical 
Bench ho had gained an experience 
of twenty-eight years. As bo was 
possessed of an admirable menloiy, 
it was thought that his presence in 
tho House of Lords would be of 
peculiar value as an assistant to tho 
five law lords,” and on retiring from 
the Bench, Jan. 16, 1856, ho wa.s 
created Lord Wonsleydalo of Wen- 
sleydale, by patent, for the term of 
his natural life.” The Earl of Derby, 
Lonl Lyndhnrst, and Lord Campbell 
questioned the right of th# Crown to 
create peerages for life; and after 
8ever.ai stormy debates, the Peers 
decided that such a patent did not 
give the recipient a right to sit and 
vote in the House of Lords, and re- 
commended the Government to create 
tho title afresh, which, after some 
demur, was acceded to, by making 
him Baron Wehsleydale of Walton, 
with the usual remainder to heirs 
male. In the House of Lords, and 
on the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, the services of Lord Weii- 
sleydale have been of much value. 

WERNER, Carl, artist, born in 
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dennany early in the centnry, a 
leading member of the Institate of 
Water-Colour Painters, is chiefly 
known by his sketches of Eastern 
scenery and manners ; particularly 
by a series of drawing^ from Holy 
Land subjects, which formed ah exhi- 
bition by themselves, and have been 
reproduced in chromo-lithogfraphy. 

WESTBURY (Baron), The Bight 
Hon. Richard Bethell, son of a 
physician, born at Bradford -on- 
Avon, Wilts, Juno 30, 1800, was 
educated at a private school in 
Bristol, and entered at Wadham 
College, Oxford, in Oct., 1814. Early 
in 1815 he obtained a scholarship at 
his college, and closed an under- 
graduate career of great promise by 
taking his B.A. degree in 1818, gain- 
ing a double First Glass. He acted 
as resident private tutor, obtained a* 
Fellowship, repaired to London, was 
called to the Bar at the Middle 
Temple, in 1823, began practice as a 
Chancery barrister, and soon obtained 
distinction as well as a considerable 
share of business. Dr. Gilbert, 
afterwards Bishop of Chichester, 
then Principal of Brasenose College, 
who had been one of his examiners 
111 1818, appointed Mr. Bethell counsel 
ibr his college in a suit instituted 
against it by an influential noble- 
man, in which an adverse decision 
would have been a serious blow to 
the society over which he presided. 
The college was encouraged to resist 
the action by the earnest representa- 
tions of Mr. Bethell, then compara- 
tively an untried man, and gained the 
day. This snccess greatly augmented 
his practice, which continued to in- 
crease, and early in 1840, he was 
nominated a Qneon’s Counsel. He 
continued to practise with success in 
the Equity Courts, and on the forma- 
tion of the Aberdeen Cabinet, in Deo., 
1852, was appointed Solior.-Qenerai 
and received the honour of knight- 
hood. As Solicitor - General, Sir 
Richard assisted in canying through 
the Lower House the Succession Duty 
Bill, the Oxford University Reform 
Bill, the Bill for the Abolition of the 


Eoolesiastioal Courts, and several 
measures of importance. Sir Richard 
became, in Nov., 1856, Attorney- 
General, in which capacity he carried, 
after a formidable struggle, measures 
for the abolition of the Ecclesiastical 
Testamentary Courts, the establish- 
ment of the Divorce and Probate 
Court, Ac. He brought before Par- 
liament the Frandnlent Trustee Act, 
and the Charitable Trusts Act, in 
addition to other important measures 
relating to improvements in tlio 
Equity and Common Law Courts. 
When tho new Court of Probate and 
Divorce was about to be formed, it is 
understood that Lord Palmerston 
offered the Judgeship to Sir Richard, 
at an acknowl^gment of his distin- 
guished services in conducting to a 
successful issue the important mea- 
sures of law-reform upon which the 
Court was established, but ho declined 
the post. He retired from the At- 
torney- Generalship in Fob., 1858, 
on the fhll of Lord Palmerston’s 
first Administration, and resumed it in 
Lord Palmerston’s second Adminis- 
tration in Juife, 1859. * He was 
returned member in tho Conservative 
interost for East Yorkshire in Dec., 
1832, and again in Jan., 1835, and in 
Aug., 1837. He was an nnsucoessful 
candidate for Shaftesbury in August, 
1847, sat for Aylesbury from April, 
1851, till April, 1859, when he was 
elected for Wolverhampton, and re- 
tained his seat till he was raised to 
tho peerage^ on being made Lord 
Chancellor, June 27, 1861. In con- 
sequence of a vote of the House of 
Commons, at the close of the session 
of 1865, implying censure of tho Lord 
Chancellor for not having exercised 
due caution and discretion in the ap- 
pointment of theRegistrar in the Leeds 
Court of Bankruptcy, he resigned tho 
great seal July 4, and was succeeded 
by Lord Grauworth. The measures 
adopted by tho Inns of Court for the 
education of the students, and large 
reforms in the Remkmptcy Law anfl 
laws relating to the title of Landed 
Estates, are due to his exertions, and 
he was fh>m the commenoement

WESTERGAARD, Eiels-Ludyio, 
One^tnlist, bom at Copenhagen, Dec. 
27, 1815, studied in the UniFersity of 
that city, and proceeded to Bonn to 
loam Sanscrit in 1838. He Fisitod 
Paris, London, and Oxford, in 1839, and 
set out for India in 1841, the King of 
Denmark and the University of Co- 
penhagen defraying the expenses of 
liis voyage. On his return, in 1844, he 
visited Tiflis, Moscow, and St. Peters- 
burg, and on his arrival in Denmark, 
in 1845, was appointed Professor of 
Oriental Languages. His principal 
works are — ** Radices Sanscritae,*’ 
published in 1841, and a ciicical edi- 
tion of the “ Zendavesta,” in 1852-3. 
Ho has endeavoured to decipher the 
Persepolitan cuneiform inscriptions, 
of which ho obtained exact copies in 
1844. Having been elected deputy to 
the Constituent Assembly, in Oct., 
1848, he was appointed secretary. 

WESTMACOTT, Richard, R.A., 
F.R.S., sculptor, son of the late Sir 
R. Westmacott, bom in London, in 
1799, visited Italy* in 1820, and 
studied there for six years. Ho first 
exhibited at the Academy in 1827; 
was elected Associate in 1838, R.A. 
in 1849, and Professor of Sculpture in 
1859. Among his beat ideal works 
are "Venus and Ascanius” in 1831 ; 
" The Cymbal Player,” in the Duke 
of Devonshire's collection, exhibited in 
1832, a group of a Girl and a Fawn ; 
“ Venus instmoting Cupid ; ” " Paolo 
and Francesca” in 1838 ; and 
" Blue Bell,” a bas-relief full of grace 
and beauty. He excels in religious 
compositions ; his finest examples are 
the "Angel Watching,” part of a large 
monumental group to the Ashburton 
family, in 1842 ; a bas-relief, " Go and 
Sin no more ;” areenmbent monumental 
figure of the late Archbishop Howley, 
iu Canterbury Cathedral, in 1850; 
and one of the late Earl of Hardwicke, 
at Wimpole. Mr. Westmacott has for 
someyms retired from the practice 
of his^ profession, occupying himself 
chiefly in the literature bonnccted 
with his art, and in delivering lectures. 


He has contributed to most of the 
enoyclopeodias and jonmals articles 
and essays on the subject of his pro- 
fessional study ; and is the author of 
a " Handbook on the Schools of Sculp- 
ture,” and an essay " On Colouring 
Statues.” 

WESTMINSTER (Marquis op), Sir 
Richard Guosvenor, K.G., P.C., born 
Jon. 27, 1795, succeeded his father as 
second Mai^quis, Fob. 17, 1845. His 
Grace has been Lord Steward of the 
Household, and is Lord Lieutenant 
and CnstoB Rotulorum of the county 
of Chester. 

WESTWOOD, Joiiir Obadiah, en- 
tomologist, son of the late Mr. West- 
wood, of Sheiiield, born in that town 
in 1^5, and educated at Lichfield, 
was appointed, in 1861, to the Pro- 
fessorship of Zoology founded at 
Oxford by the munificence of tho 
late Rev. W. Hope. The Royal 
Society has awarded to him one of 
the great gold Royal Medals for his 
scientific works, and in 1860 he was 
elected to fill the place of the illus- 
trious Humboldt, as a Corresponding 
Member of tho Entomological Society 
at Paris. He has written " Introduc- 
tion to the Modern Classification of 
Insects,” " Entomologist’s Text- 
Book,” published in 1838 ; " BritisU 
Butterflies and their Transforma- 
tions,” in 1841; "Arcana Entomo- 
logica,” ** British Moths and their 
Transfonharions,” and "Palmographia 
Sacra Piotoria,” in 1845 ; "Cabinet of 
Orienlttl Entomology,” in 1848 ; “ 11- 
Inminatcd lllostrations of the Bible,” 
in 1849, and other entomological 
works. Mr. IV^stwood has contri- 
buted tt> archSBofp^ORl science. ' 

WETHERALL, Sir George Au- 
gustus, G.C.B., K.H., son of the late 
Gen. Sir F. Wetherall, born in 1788, 
and educated at the Hyde Abbey 
School and the Royal Military College, 
Fambam, served at the Cape, and in 
the conquest of Java, and acted as 
Military Secretary to the Commander- 
n-ohiof at Madras from 1822 till 1825. 
He afterwards served as Lieut.-Colo- 
nel Ist Foot in India and in Canada, 
and for his services in suppressing the 
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insuirection in 1837-8, was made 
O.B. He was Adjutant-General 
during the Crimean war and the 
Indian mutiny, and on resigning in 
1860, was appointed to the command 
of the Korthem District, attained the 
rank of General in the army Got. 23, 
1863, and was made a GtC.D. in 1865. 
Sir George is Colonel of the 84th 
Foot, and was appointed Governor of 
the Boyal Military College, Sandhurst, 
in Aug., 1866. 

WHAIAPU. (See Waiapu.) 

WHEATSTONE, Charles, F.B.S., 
the scientific inventor of the electric 
telegraph, and professor of ezperi- 
Tncntal philosophy in King’s College, 
London, was bom at Gloucester, in 
1802. His connection with the elec- 
tric telegraph — that most marvellous 
of the triumphs of modem science — 
is set forjth in an ofiicial paper, drawn 
up by the late Sir M. I. Brunei, and 
Profossor Danicll, at a time when 
■some misunderstanding hod arisen 
from conflicting claims as to the 
origin of this iniportniit invention. 
As this is one of the vexed questions 
of science, wo cannot do better than 
quote, with the exception of one or 
two slight and unimportant omissions, 
the decision at which these gentlemen 
arrived, wii^h ample evidence before 
them ; — “ In March, 1836, Mr. Cooke, 
while engaged at Heidelberg in scien- 
tific pursuits, witnessed . for the firat 
time one of those well^kfiown experi- 
ments on electricity, considered as a 
possible means of oommuiiicating in- 
telligence, wliich have been tried and 
exhibited from tiittp.to time daring 
many years by nwi^us philosophers. 
8 truck with the vast importance of 
an instantanoons mode of oommnni- 
cating iotelligence (especially by the^j 
medium of railways), and impressed 
with a sCrong conviction that so 
great on object might be attained by 
means of olectrioity, he immediately 
directed his attention to the adapta- 
tion of electricity to a practical sys- 
tem of telographing, and, giving up 
the profession in which he was en- 
gaged, he from that hour devoted 
himself delusively to the realization 


of that object. Ho returned to England 
in April, 1836, to perfect his plans. 
In Feb., 1837, while engaged in com- 
pleting a set of instruments for an 
intended experimental application of 
bis telegraph to a tonnel on the Liver- 
pool and Manchester railway, he was 
introduced by Dr. Boget to Professor 
Wheatstone, who had for several 
years given much* attention to the 
subject of transmitting intelligence 
by electricity, and had made several 
discoveries of the highest importance 
connected with this subject. Among 
these wera his well-known determina- 
tion of the velocity of electricity when 
passing throngh a metal wire ; his ex- 
periments, in which the deflection of 
magnetic needles, the decomposition 
of water, and other voltaic and mag- 
neto-electric effects, were produced 
through greater len^hs of wire than 
had ever before been experimented 
upon; and his original method of 
converting a few wires into a con- 
siderable number of cirenits, so that 
they might transmit the greatest 
number of signals which can be 
transmitted by a given number of 
wires, by the deflection of magnetic 
needles. In May, 1837, Messrs. 
Gooko and Wheatstone took out ii 
joint English patent, on a footing of 
equality, for their existing inven- 
tions, and the undertaking rapidly 
progressed, until it attained the 
character of a simple and practical 
system, worked out scientifically on 
the sure basis of actual experience. 
While Mr. Cooke is entitled to stand 
alone as the gentleman to whom this 
country is indebted for having prac- 
ticolly introduced and carried out the 
electric telegraph as a useful under- 
taking, and Professor Wheatstone is 
acknowledged as the scientifio man 
whose profound and sucoessfol re- 
searches have already prepared the 
public to receive it as a project 
capable of practical application, it 
is to the united labours of two gen- 
tlemen so well qualified for mutual 
assistance that we mtist attribute the 
rapid progress wUch this imTOrtant 
invention has made daring the five

seen in the notice of Professor Morse 
tbatintheUnitedStates he is regarded 
as the prior disooverer of the electric 
tele^ph. Professor Wheatstone 
claims to be the inventor of the well- 
known stereoscope; but it is npon his 
scientific skill in tonncction with the 
electric telegraph that his fame will 
chiefly rest. At the Paris Universal 
Exhibition of 1866 Professor Wheat- 
stone was one of the jurors in the 
class for Heat, Light, and Electri- 
city,” and was created a Knight of 
the Legion of Honour for his 
“ application of the Electric Tele- 
g^ph.” 

WHITE, Walter, bom early in the 
contuiy, has written ” To Switzerland 
and Back,” published in 1854; ”A 
Londoner’s Walk to the Land’s End,” 
and ”Joum^- on Foot through 
Tyrol,” in 1855 ; ” A July Holiday in 
Saxony, Bohemia, and Silesia,” in 
1867; ”A Month in Yorkshire,” in 
1858 ; ” Northumberland and the 
Border,” in 1859; ”All Bound the 
Wrekin,” in 1860; ** Eastern England 
from the Thames to the Humber,” in 
1866, and other works. He entered 
the service of the Boyal Society in 
1844, as Clerk, and was appointed 
Assistant Secrotaiy in 1861. 

WHITEllOUSE, Edward Orange 
W iLDHAN, M.B.O.S., bom near Bristol 
about 1815, was House Surgeon to the 
SussexConnty Hospital, and practised 
medioine with success in Brighton 
till 1855, when he retired, partly from 
ill-heaJth^ and partly for the purpose 
of devoting himself to ooientifio pur- 
suits, and more especially to the 
carrying out of an electric telegraph 
betwMn England kod America. He 
laboured constantly, night and day, 
for more than, thm years, at the 
solution of this problem, and was so 
far successful that he carried the 
electrical current through 8,(XiO miles 
of wire immersed in the Thames off 
Woolwibh, overcoming' the d|fiSoulty ; 
which eleotrioianB had been.unable to | 
surmount— the absorption of the elec- 1 


trioal current by the water. On ac- 
count of ill-health he was prevented 
from taking any part in the attempt 
to lay the AUantio cable between New- 
foundland and Gape Valentia. 

WHITE-MABIO, Jessie Mebriton,. 
daughter of Mr. T. White, ship-builder, 
bom at Gosport, Hants, May 9, 1832, 
whilst at school at Birmingham im- 
bibed very liberal ideas from hearing 
the lectures of Mr. G. Dawson, and 
daring a residence in Paris became a 
contributor to EUza Coolds Journals 
She was first brought into contact 
with Garibaldi, Mazzini, Orsini, and 
other republican leaders during a tour 
in Italy in 1854, and on her return to- 
England edited Orsini’s Memoirs and 
Adventures, lectured on Italy, wrote- 
in the Daily News some articles, en- 
titled “Italy for the Italians;” and 
shortly afterwards was appointed cor- 
respondent of that paper in Genoa» 
Having been thrown into prison npon 
a charge of which she was ultimately 
acquitted, she was married, Deo. 19, 
1857, to Signor Alberto Mario. She 
has supported Garibaldi and his party, 
accompanied that general in his ex- 
peditions against Sicily and Borne, 
and nursed Ids wounded soldiers in 
the hospitfii. 

WHITESIDE, The Right Hon.. 
Jaues, Q.C., LL.D., son of the late 
Rev. William Whiteside, born in co. 
Wicklow, in 1806, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated in honours, was called tO' 
the Irish Bar in 1830, and rapidly 
rose in his profession. He was counsel 
for the defence of Mr. D. O’Connell in 
1843, on which occasion he delivered 
a most powerful oration, undertook 
the defence of Mr. Smith O'Brien and 
his fellow-conspirators in 1848, and 
acquired great popularity in Ireland 
in 1862 as the successful advocate of 
Teresa Longworth, in the trial to 
establish the validity of her marriage 
with Major Yelverton. He was re- 
turned to the House of Commons in 
Aug., 1851, for ' Enniskillen, which 
borough he continued to represent 
iiU April, 1859, ^hen he was elected^ 
one of the members for the University 
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of Dublin. He was Solicitor-General 
for Ireland in Lord Derby’s first ad 
ministration inl852, Attorney-General 
in Lord Derby’s second admiuistra^ 
tion, in 1858'9, when he was sworn a 
inemberoftheiMvy Council in Ireland, 
was reappointed Attorney- General for 
Ireland in Lord Derb/s third ad- 
ministration, in July, 1865, and was 
soon after made Lotd Chief Justice of 
the Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland, 
when he retired from the House of 
Commons. He has written ** Ancient 
Borne,” “Italy in the Nineteenth 
* Century,” and “ Vicissitudes of the 
Eternal City,” pnblished in 1849; 
” Life and Death of the Irish Parlia- 
ment,” in 1863 ; and “ Church in 
Ireland, Two Lectures,” in 1865. 

WHITTIER, John Gbebnleav, bom 
near Havonhill, Massachnsetts, in 
1808, worked on his father’s farm till 
1826, studied at college, went to Bos- 
ton in 1829, and published his first 
literary work, ” Legends of New Eng- 
land,” in 1831. It was followed by 
” Supematuraliam in New England,” 
in 1847, ” Leaves from Margaret 
Smith’s Journal,” and several volumes 
of poetry. He became secretary of 
an Abolitionist Society at Philadelphia 
in 1836, and edited a journal which 
upheld the cause. 

WHITTLE, Peter A., P.S.A., Cor- 
responding Member of the Perth 
Historic Society, Associate of the 
Arcadian Society, Rome, Ac., bom at 
Kirkham, Lancashire, in 1789, served 
his term to a bookseller at Preston, 
began business in 1810, and retired in 
1851. During that time he oorre- 
sponded with several periodicals of 
the day, established the Preston Forum, 
and was ever ready to foster literary 
efiPorta made in his immediate locality. 
He is the author of “ History of Pres- 
ton,” published in 1821, assisted the 
late Mr. Edward Bainesnn his “History ’ 
of Lancashire ;” wrote many articles 
for LmhMPs Mirror and the Orthodow ■, 
Jottmals tlie “Sunday School Moni- 
tor,” and compiled the separate his- 
tories, each in one volume, of “ South- 
port,” “ Blaol^ool,’’ “ Lytham,” 

“ Blackbuiis,” “ Bolton - le - Moors,” 


“Perayhalgh,”“Penwortham,” “Hogh- 
ton Tower,” and “ Lambsbniy.” He 
prepared for the press a “ History of 
Wigan,” a “ Compendium of Botany,” 
^'Introduction to Astronomy,” “ Lec- 
tures on Poetry,” “ Essay on Educa- 
tion,” “ Papers on the Rebellion of 
1715,” Ac.; and has carried on an 
extensive correspondence with many 
literary characters of his time. Mr. 
Whittle enjoys a literary pension of 
£50 ; and his son, Robert Charles, is 
the author of the “ Wayfarer in Lan- 
cashire,” pnblished in 1857. 

WHITWORTH, Joseph, mechani- 
cian, bom in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts early in the present centuiy, 
has resided in Manchester sinco ho 
grew to manhood, and has been 
engaged in mechanical and mann- 
faoturing pursuits. The first occasion 
upon which Mr. Whitworth’s name 
came prominently before the public 
was as the inventor of some improved 
planing machines, and other mechani- 
cal appliances for the manufacture of 
tools, in the Great Exhibition of 1851 . 
Somo years later, when the English 
Government were anxiously seeking 
to perfect their military armaments, 
Mr. Whitworth mode improvements 
in projectiles, producing, as the result 
of his researches, fire-arms of extra- 
ordinary range and great accuracy. 
He has been, and is still, a competitor 
with Sir W. G. Armstrong in his efforts 
to produce ordnance for the national 
service, that may combine every im- 
portant requisite. 

WIGAN, Alfred, actor, was bom 
at Blackheath, Kent, March 24, 1818. 
After playing subordinate characters 
at the Queen’s Theatre under the 
management of Mrs. Nisbettin 1836-7, 
he undertook better parts at the St. 
James’s under the late Mr. Braham, 
and afterwords at Govent Ga.rden 
under Madame Vostris, at Dmiy Lane 
under Mr. Macready, at the Lyceum 
under Mr. Eeeley, at the Haymarket 
under Mr. Webster, at the Princess’s 
under Mr. Maddox, at the Olympic 
under Mr. Watts, and at the Princess’s 
under Messrs. Kean and Keeley. Mr. 
Wigan opened the Olympic, Oct. 179 
3 0 2 
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1853^ and after four years of ardnon 
but BQCoessful management, retiree 
from the stage on account of ill-health 
in July, 1857. He resumed his pro* 
fessional engagements and opened th- 
St. James’s Theatre, Oct. 29, 18GO. 
and retired from the management in 
1863. On several occasions Mr. W igan 
gayereadingsfrom Tennyson and other 
poets, and the St. Martin’s Hall was 
converted into a theatre and opened 
under his nianagcmont as the New 
Queen’s Theatre, Oct. 24, 1867. 

WIGBAM, George Vicbsimus 
younger son of the late Sir 11. Wigram 
Bart., London merchant, born in 
March, 1805, was educated at Queen’s 
College, Oxford, with a .view of enter* 
ing orders, but eventually joined the 
community entitled the ‘‘Plymouth 
Brethren.” In 1837 -8 he commenced 
writing essays on the more technical 
spiritual terms used in Scripture, 
such as “ Justification,” ” Sanctifica- 
tion.. He has compiled “ The English- 
man’s Gi'eck Concordance of the Now 
Testament,” and the ” Englishman’s 
Hebrew and Chaldee Concordance of 
the Old Testament,” published in 
1843-4. His Vade-Mecum, or Verbal 
Index to the Hebrew and Chaldee Old 
Testament, is announced as nearly 
roady. 

WILBEBFOKCB, Dk. {See Oxford, 
Bishop of.) 

WILBKKFOBCE, Aktuuk Henry, 
eldest surviving son of Henry William 
Wilboiibrce, bom in 1839, and edu- 
cated at St. Cuthbert’s College, 
Ushaw, became a Koman Catholic 
priest and a member of the Order of 
St. DonNuio,or Friar Preachers, in 1864. 

WILBEBFOBCE, Henry Wildiam, 
youngest son of the late William 
Wilberforce, and brother of the Bishop 
of Oxford, bom in 1807, was educated 
at Oriel College, Oxford, whore he 
graduated in 1830, taking a first class 
in olaasics, a second in mathematics, 
and he gained the Ellertpn uid Den- 
yer pr^ essays. Having . taken 
urder^ he married the second sur- 
viving daughter of the late Bev. John 
Saigent,. of Lavington, and became 
incumbent of Bransgrove, in the New 


Forest, was incumbent of Walmer, 
Kent, in 1841, became, in 1843, vicar 
of East Forlcigh, Kent, which benefice 
ho resigned in 1850 on joining the 
Boman Catholic Church. He pub- 
lished an “Essay on the Parochial 
System,” in 1838, and was for several 
years proprietor and editor of the 
W^kly Register, 

WILDE, The Bight Hon. Sib James 
Plaisted, fourth son of E. A. Wilde, 
Esq. (brother of the late Loid Chan- 
cellor Truro), bom in 1816, and edu- 
cated at Winchester and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, was called to the 
Bar at the Inner Temple, in 1839, and 
wont the Northom Circuit. He was 
appointed junior counsel to the Excise 
and Customs in 1840, Queen’s Counsel 
in 1855, Counsel to the Duchy of 
Lancaster in 1859, and mode a Baron 
of the Exchequer, and knighted in 
1860. Sir J. Wilde was transferred, 
on the death of Sir C. Cresswell, in 

1863, to the Judgeship of the Court of 
Probate and Divorce, and was sworn 
a member of the Piivy Council in 

1864. He married a daughter of 
the Earl of Badnor. 

WILKES, Admiral Charles, of the 
United States Navy, nephew of John 
Wilkes, whoso name was identified 
with the cry of “ Liberty ” in the reign 
of George III., was bom about 18&. 
He entered the naval service and was 
appointed by the government of the 
United States to conduct a voyage 
of exploration in the Southern and 
Pacific Oceans. After an absence of 
between three and four years, he re- 
turned to New York, and published 
an account of his expedition, in five 
volumes. He was awarded the Gold > 
Medal of the Geographical Society of 
London in 1848; and he publi^ed, in 
1849, a treatise on “Western America,” 

JD which he discussed the capabilities 
>f the Oregon Territory and California. 
He gained an unenviable notoriety by 
'is outrage, when in command of the 
?an Jadmto, on the British fiag, in the 
forcible and illegal arrest of Mejssrs. 
Mason and Slidell on board the mail- 
paoket Trent, Nov. 8, 1861, which was 
nearly precipitating his country into 
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promotion in tho public Bervice. Ho 
has published in the Transactions of 
the Statistical Society papeins read 
there, uud at tho British Association, 
on tho principles of competition for 
private as well as for public seryice. 
In 1858 he read a paper at the Liver- 
pool meeting of the Association for 
the Promotion of Social Science, on 
the application of sanitary scieuco to 
the protection of the Indian army, 
which led to tho appointment of 
a commission on that subject. In 
1859-00 he examined in aid of the 
Education Commission, and collected 
ovidenco laid before Parliament, on 
tho results of good voluntary half-time 
schools, tho cifects of physical train- 
ing, including iliu naval and militaty | 
drill, in good district pauper schools 
on the half- time system, tho results uf 
voluntary combinations uf odiicationul 
means, and the division of educational 
labour, on the principles uf tho dis- 
trict schools, and the great saving of j 
time and expense, and impi’ovemont in 
mental and bodily power obtainable 
thereby. In the Transactions of the 
British Association lie published a 
pa}>er, read at Oxfoi'd, on the pliysio- 
logical as well as the psychological 
limits to mental labour. 

GHAILLU, Paul B. Du, African 
traveller, of French parentage, was 
born in the United States, about 
1820. His father was for many years 
a trading settlor at the. mouth of ilie 
Gaboou river, which, taking its rise 
among the Sierra dol Crystal moun- 
tains, empties its sluggish waters 
into the Atlantic, a few miles north 
of the equatorial lino. Here, in 1842, 
tho Frenoh mado a settlement, and 
built a fort, nndei* tho protection uf 
which both father and son traded with 
the natives, and the latter gained that 
experience which enabled him, when 
thoroughly acclimatized, to traverse 
the interior of the desert for thou- 
sands of miles where civilized foot had 
never trod. Having lived some time 
in America, M. du Chaillu returned tu 
Africa in the winter of 1855-6, and 
spent four years iu exploring Hie 
interior. During these travAls ho 


killed and brought homo several go- 
rillas, or giant apes (tjio existence of 
which had scarcely Been cj^ditiod smeo 
the days of Herodotus)., souio ticsl- 
building apes, and' several curious 
creatures. He ascertained theexisi- 
cneo of tho Fans, a tribe of cannibals 
under partiuLcivilization ; and his ‘re- 
searches tended to establish tlio fact 
that a high range of mountains runs 
across the centre of Africa Jruiu east 
to west nearly along tho lino of tlio 
equator, lio pnblishod an account of 
his ‘‘.Explorations and Adventures’* 
in 1861, a work wliickh gained exten- 
sive celebritjk’, though some of his 
statements wore, at tho time, im- 
pugned by Dr. J. E. Gray. Ilia col- 
lectioiL of animals fi'om Africa was 
bought for tlio British Museum. M. 
du Chaillu returned to Africa iu 1863, 
in tlio hope of crossing tho continent 
and reaching the Nile. After a variety 
of adv'ontiiies, he reached England in 
1866, and an account of his travels, 
entitled ** A Journey to Ashango Land 
and further Penetration into Equato-\ 
rial Alrica,” was published in 1867. 

CIIAIX, p’EST ANGE, Guwavk 
Louis AnuLPUJi: Victou Ciiables, advo- 
cate, born at llhcims, April 11, 1800, is 
a soil-made man. Having, at tho ago 
of nineteen, been left an orplian, with 
a young sister to maintain, and for iiis 
fortnno tho sum of 600 fmiics (i>24), 
ho set resolutely to work, and soon 
distinguished himsolf at the Bor, 
pleading iu criminal causes, and 
causes of literary property. He sus- 
tained tho rights of the administi'a- 
tion with respect to the suppression 
of Victor Jingo’s drama, “Le Boi 
s’ amuse.” As a politician he has not 
greatly distinguished himself. In 
1857 he was made Pi*ocarator-Goueral 
of tho Imperial Court of Paris, and 
soon after Conusellor pf State.. He 
was made Senator Nov. 2i 1862, and 
Vice-President of tho Council, Oct. 18, 
1863. Ho was promoted Commander 
of tho Legion of Honour, Aog. 11, 
1858, and Grand Officer, Aug. 18, 1861.

a war with England. Ho did not play 
a prominent part in the civil war, and 
he was tried by a oourt-tnartiel in 
I 861 I 1 for Bome a^ of disobedience, and 
reprimanded. 

WILKINSON, SteGardner, D.O.L., 
F.R.S., son of the late Rev. John Wil- 
kinson, of Haxondalo, Westmoreland, 
born in 1797, was educated at narrow, 
and Exeter College, Oxford. Daring 
a prolonged residence in Egypt, he 
devoted himself to the study of the 
ancient history and the architectural 
remains of that countiy, .with a zeal 
and industry of which he has since 
given the most convincing proofs. He 
has written several able and impor- 
tant works, admirably illustrated, 
on Egyptian Antiquities, and was 
knighted in 1839 in reward of his 
valuable contributions to archmologi- 
cal literature. Amongst his numerous 
works may be mentioned ** Manners 
and Customs of the Ancient Egyptians, 
derived from a Comparison of the 
Painting, Sculpture, and Monuments 
still existing, with tho Accounts of 
Ancient Authors,” published in 
1837-41} “History of Modern Egypt 
and Thebes,” in 1844} “Dalmatia 
and Montenegro, with a Journey to 
Mostar, in Herzegovina, and Remarks 
on the Slavonic Nations,” in 1848; 
” Egyptians in Time of the Pharaohs,” 
in 1857 } and “ On Colour and on the 
Necessity for a General Diffusion of 
Taste among all Classes, with Re- 
marks on Laying Out Dressed or 
Geometrical Gardens, Examples of 
Good and Bad Taste,” in 1858 ; and 
assisted the Rev. G. !^wlinson in his 
new edition of “ Herodotus.” 

WILKINSON, James John Gaeth, 
M.D., eldest son of James John Wil- 
kinson, of Durham, a special pleader, 
and author of several well known law 
books, boro near Gray*s-inn Lane, Lon- 
don, in 1812, was educated at a private 
school at Mill Hill and Totteridge, 
Herts. He translated ” Swedenboig’s 
Animal Kingdom,” published in 
1843-4, and has written “ Swedenborg, 
a biography,” published in 1849 ; the 
“Human Body and its Connection 
with Man,” in 1851; “The Ministry 


of Health,” about 1856 ; “ Unlicensed 
Medicine,” a pamphlet ; “ Improvisa- 
tions from the Spirit,” in 1857 5 " On 
the Cure, Arrest, and Isolation of 
Small Pox, by a new Method ; and on 
the Local Ti'eatment of Erysipelas, 
and all Internal Inflammations ; with a 
Postscript on Medical freedom,” in 
1864; and a pamphlet^ “On Social 
Health,” in 1865. 

WILKINSON, The Rev. Matthew, 
D.D., bom about 1810, graduated at 
Clare College, Cambridge, in high 
honours, in 1835, and having been 
Fellow of his College, was appointed 
in 1843 Head Master of Marllmrongli 
College, Wilts, which post ho held 
until 1852, when ho was preferred 
to tho vicarage of West Lavington, 
Wilts. Ho is Rural Dean of the Dio- 
cese of Salisbury, a Magistrate for 
Wilts, and in 1863-64 was one of the 
Select Preachers of tho University of 
Cambridge. ' The Rev. M. Wilkinson 
is tho author of “ Sermons preached 
at Marlborough College,” published 
in 1852, and of other works. 

WILLES, Sir James Shaw, one of 
the Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas, son of a physician of Cork, 
bom in 1814, was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he took 
honours and graduated B.A. in 1886, 
and LL.D. in 1860. He was called to 
the Bar by the Inner Temple in 1810, 
went tho Home Circuit, and had a largo 
business as a ** leading junior.” In 
1849 he edited, with Sir H. S. Keating, 
tho well-known legal work, “ Smith’s 
Leading Cases ;” in 1850 was appointed 
a Commissioner of Common Law Pro- 
cedure, and assisted in drawing the 
Common Law Procedure Acts of 1852, 

1854, and 1860, founded on the Report 
of the Commissioners. These acts 
were of much use and they still regu- 
.ate the practice of the courts. In 

1855, when a vacancy occurred among 
the judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas, he was raised to the Bench, 
and received the honour of knighthood.

WILLIAMS, The Bey. Georgs, 
B.D., born in 1814, was educated on 
the Foundation at Fton College, and 
at King^s College, Cambridge, where 
he became a Fellow in 1836, graduated 
B.A. in 1837, and M.A. in 1840. 
Haping been ordained in 1837, he 
Went as chaplain to Bishop Alexander, 
at Jerusalem, in 1841, and hold the 
appointment until 18^. Ho was no- 
minated to the Wardenship of St. 
Columba’s College in 1850, retired in 
1865, and was chosen Vice-Provost of 
King’s College in 1854, 1855, and 
1856. He has written History of 
the Holy City : Notices of Jerusalem,** 
published in 1845, of which an en- 
larged edition under the title ** Holy 
City, and Architecture of the Holy 
Sep^chre,” appeared in 1849. He 
published in liPl^ ** Sermons preached 
at Jerusalem, 1843-6,** and contri- 
buted many articles to Dr. W. Smith’s 
** Dictionary of Classical Geography,” 
several Journals of Travels and Bio- 
graphical Memoirs to various periodi- 
cals, and several Sermons. 

WILLIAMS, Monies, M.A., Sans- 
crit scholar, son of the late Col. Monier 
Williams, Surveyor-Gen. of the Bom- 
bay Presidency, bom at Bombay in 
1819, was educated at private schools, 
and at King’s College, London, and 
entered at Balliol College, Oxford, in 
1838. He soon after obtained an Indian 
writership, and proceeded as a student 
to Gie H.I. College, Hoileybuiy, where 
he gained the fii*st prizes in all tho 
Oriental subjects. For domestic rea- 
sons he resigned his Indian appoint- 
ment and returned to Oxford, became 
a member of University College, was 
elected to the Boden scholarship in 
1843, and graduated B.A. in 1844. 
He was Professor of Sanscrit at Hai- 
leybuzy, from 1844^ till the abolition i 
of that institution in 1868$ removed | 
to Cheltenham, and superintended the i 
Oriental studies at the College for two ; 
years. In Deo., I860; after a longi 
contest,: he was elected Bbden San- j 


scrit Professor at Oxford. The foUow- 
l^ing is a list of his works: ** A Practical 
Grammar of the Sanscrit Language, 
arranged with reference to the Clas- 
sical Languages of Europe, for the use 
of English Students,** published in 
1846 ; of which a second edition was 
published by the Delegates of the 
Oxford University Press in 1867 ; an 
edition of the Sanscrit dmma, ''Vikra- 
morvasi,” in 1849 ; ” An English and 
Sanscrit Dictionary,” published by 
tho E.I. Company in 1851 ; an edition 
of tho text of the Sanscrit drama, 

S’akuntala,” with notes and literal 
translations, in 1853; a free transla- 
tion in English prose and verse of the 
Sanscrit drama “ S’akuntala,*’ in 1855; 
reprinted in 1856; “Kudimonts of 
Hindustani, with on Explanation of 
the Persi-Arabic alphabet, for the uso 
of Cheltenham College,” in 1858; 
** Original Papers Illustrating the His- 
tory of the Application of the Boman 
Alphabet to the Languages of India,” 
intrusted to him fur publication by Sir 
Charles E. Trevelyan, Governor of Ma- 
dras; a Bomonised edition of thf3 
Hinddstanf work, '*Bdgh o Bah4r,” 
with notes, Ac.; ** Hindustani Primer,” 
and ** An Easy Introduction to the 
Study of Hindiistdm,” in 1869; “ Story 
of Nala, a Sanscrit Poem, with voca- 
bulary, and Dean Milman’s trans- 
lation,” published by the Oxford 
University Press; and “Indian Epic 
Peltry: Substance of Lectures,” in 
1863. Mr. Williams is engaged in 
printing “A Sanscrit and English 
Dictionary,” on which he has la- 
boured for many years, to be pub- 
lished by the University of Oxford. 

WILLIAMS, Penrt, painter, a na- 
tive of Merthyr Tydvil, Glamorgan- 
shire, bom at the commencement of 
the century, first exhibited at the 
Boyal Academy in 1824, and went, m 
18^, to Borne, where he has sinco 
resided. Ha sends, almost annually, 
for exhibition in this countiy, pictures > 
of Italian life and scenery, delicately 
painted, full of life and expression, 
showing how much his style has 
been iifiuenoed by his long residence 
in Italy. His principal works arc : 
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^^rrooossion to tho Christening', a 
Scone at rAricoia,*' “The Festa of 
the Madonna dell* Aroo/* “ The Fonn- 
taiii, a Scene at Mola di Gaeta,” “ The 
Oampagnaof Rome/* “ 11 Veto, or the 
Coui^esoont/* and ** Ferry on the 
River Nimfer/* 

WILLIAMS, The Rev. Rowland, 
D.D., son of a canon of St. Asaph, 
born in Flintshire, in 1817, was edn- 
cated as King’s Scholar at Eton, 
where he was Newcastle Medallist, 
proceeded thence to King’s College, 
Cambridge, and obtained in his first 
year Battle’s University Scholarship. 
As a Fellow of King’s, lie graduate 
in 1841, was for eight years Classical 
Tutor of his College, became Vice- 
Principal and Professor of Hebrew at 
St. Uavid’s College, Lampeter, and 
Chaplain to the Bishop of Llandafi* in 
1850. He has acted frequently -at 
Eton and Cambridge as Classical Exa- 
miner, for the Tripos and other exa- 
minations. In 1863, he defended 
himself before the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council, against a charge 
of heresy connected with his “ Review 
of Bunsen,” and obtained in Feb., 
1801, a reversal of such parts of the 
Judgment of tho Court of Arches as 
had been unfavourable to him. In 
anticipation of this event he had re- 
signed, in Aug., 1862, his office at 
Lampeter, and is eng^aged in tho cure 
of souls in his parish. He is the author 
of “Rational Godliness after the 
Mind of Christ,” Sermons preached 
by him at Lampeter and Cambridge, 
At the latter as Select Preacher, pub- 
lished in 1855. Having been involved 
by this volume in controversies 'which 
affected his position at Lampeter, he 
•accepted in 1859, from King’s College, 
the Vicarage of Broad-Chalke, Wilts. 
Ho has written “ Christianity and 
Hinduism Compared** (which is an 
expansion of the Muir Prize Essay), 
published in 1856 ; “ Christian Free- 
dom in the Council of Jerusalem,” in 
1858 ; “ Persecution for the Woid of 
God,” in 1862 ; a Critical Preface to 
Desprez's “ Doniol,** in which the po- 
sitiinis of Dr. Pusey are keenly oon- 
F^yerted on philological grounds, in j 


1865 ; “Prophets of Israel and Judah,” 
being tho first volume of a revised 
edition of the Hebrew Prophets, with 
historical illustrations, in 1866 ; “ Re- 
view of Bunsen,” “ Essays and Re- 
views ;** a review of a Cliargo of tho 
Bishop of Llandaff, a controversial 
letter addressed to tho Bishop of St. 
David*s ; a critical Appendix on his 
lordBhip*8 reply, several articles on 
Welsh subjects in the Quarterly lie- 
vieiv^ a Paper in the Archceologia Cam- 
hrensis on the Obligations of the 
Anglo-Saxon Chnrch to British Mis- 
sionaries ; a Defence of the Maynooth 
Grant ; poems, “ Orestes,** an adapta- 
tion to English readers of the “ Eu- 
menides** of ^soliylus, “Lays from 
the Cimbric Lyre,” &o. 

WILLIAMS, Lieut.-Gen. Sir Wil- 
liam Fenwick, Bart., K.C.B., born in 
Nova Scotia, Dec. 4, 1800, entered the 
Royal Artillery in 1825, became First- 
Lieut, in 1827, Captain in 1840, was 
employed in Turkey till 184<3, and for his 
military services there received the bre- 
vet-rank of Major. Having been sent to 
Erzoroum, to meet the Turkish unci 
Persian plenipotentiaries, ho took part 
in the conferences preceding the treaty 
concluded there in May, 1847, and for 
these services obtained the brevet- 
rank of Lieut. -Colonel. In Jime, 1848, 
he was appointed English Commis- 
sioner for the settlement of the Turoo- 
Peraian boundary, and was admitted 
a Companion of the Order of the Bath 
in 1852. On being nominated British 
Commissioner with the Turkish army 
in the East, in Aug., 1854, ho was 
promoted to the local rank of Colonel, 
and a few months later to that of 
Brig.-Geueral. The viotoiy won, 
under his auspices, over the Russian 
general, Mouravieff, on the heights 
above Kars, Sep. 29, 1855, after the 
city had been invested for four months, 
made his name familiar to the British 
public as a suooessful soldier. Gen. 
Williams and his bravo comrades, 
amongst whom was the Hungariau, 
the late Gen. Kmety, did all that men 
could do in defence of Kars, holding 
out stoitily on the scantiest hope. 
Gen. Mburavieff summoned the gam- 
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Bon to surrender, Nov. 14, and Gen. 
WilliamB, after holding a council of 
officers, sent a flag of truce to demand 
a suspension of hostilities. This me< 
dium failed through unforeseen diffi* 
culties, and Gen. Williams, having 
demanded an interview with Gen. 
Mouravicif, accepted terms of capitu- 
lation. Gen. Williams, on being re- 
stored to liberty, returned to England, 
and was rewarded with a baronetcy, 
a pension of £1,000 a year for life, the 
rank of E.G.B., the Turkish Order of 
the Medjidio with the rank of Mu- 
shir,’* the honorary degree of D.G.L. 
at Oxford, and the freedom of the 
Gity of London. He was returned 
member in the Liberal interest for 
Galne, in July, 1856, and again at the 
goueial election in March, 1857, and 
retired in 1859. He was appointed to 
the command at Woolwich, proceeded, 
in 1859, to assume the command of 
the troops in Ganada, which post he 
held for some time. 

W1LLI8, The Bev. Bobekt, F.B.S., 
Jacksonian Professor in the Univer- 
sity of Gambridgo, bom in London in 
1800, was educated at Gaius Gollege, 
Gambridge, where ho graduated in 
honours in 1826, and was chosen 
Fellow of his Gollege. He was ap- 
pointed Jacksonian Professor of Na- 
ture and Experimental Philosophy in 
the University of Gambridge in 1837, 
andhaaboen one of the obief supporters 
of the Archmological Institute, since 
its first establishment in 1843. From 
its annual meetings have been pre- 
pared his well-known '* Architectural 
Histories’* of Ganterbuiy, Winchester, 
York, and other cathedrals. Ho has 
compiled “Apparatus for Use of Lec- 
tures in Mechanical Philosophy,” pub- 
lished in 1831; “Bemarks on the 
Architecture of the Middle Ages and 
of Italy,” one of the first books which 
introduced English Arohsaologists to 
a correct knowledge of Itsdian Gothic, 
in 1836; “ Principles of Mechanism for 
Use of Students,” in 1841; ” Archi- 
tectural History of Ganterbuiy Ca- 
thedral” and “ Architecturfd History 
of Winchester Cathedral,” in 1845 ; 
“ Architecture History of the Holy . 


Sepulchre,” “Architecture History, 
of York Cathedral,” “Architectural 
Nomenclature of the Middle Ages,’^ 
and “ Description of the Sextiy Barn 
at Ely, lately demolished,” in 1849 ; 
and “Architectural Histoiy of Glas- 
tonbury Abbey,” in 1866. 

WILLS, William Henry, bom at 
Plymouth, Jan. 13, 1810, at an early 
age devoted himself to literary pur- 
suits, was one of the originators of 
Punch, and was afterwards connected 
with the Messrs. Chambers of Edin- 
burgh, whose sister he married. He 
was a member of the original staff, 
and occupied for a considerable time 
the post of sub-editor of the Daihj 
News, to the loading columns of which 
he oooasionally contributed. In 1850, 
he joined Mr. Charles Dickens in 
establisldngHonschoZd Words, of which 
he was the working editor, and has 
been sub-editor of All the Yea/r Bound 
since its commencement. Mr. Wills 
collected some of his contributions to 
periodical literature in a separate 
volume, entitled “ Old Leaves Ga- 
thered from Household Words,” pub- 
lished in 1860. 

W 1 L M 0 T , The Hon. Bobejiit 
Duncan, bom at Fredericton, New 
Branswick, Oct. 16, 1809, and educated 
at St. John’s, New Branswick, was 
appointed a Delegate for effecting the 
Confederation of the Provinces of 
British North America. He 'was 
elected member of Legislation of New 
Brunswick in 1846, was member of 
the Executive Government and Sur- 
veyor-General from 1851 till 1854 ; 
ProvinoiaL Secretary and member of 
Government in 1856 and 1857, and 
member of Government after change 
of Administration in 1865 and 1866. 
The Hon. B. Wilmot, who is the author 
of BOYcral important papers on the* 
subject ofthe” Currency,” which have 
bad an extensive cii’culation on tho* 
thor side of the Atlantic, represented 
the province of New Branswick at the 
Council of Trade, held at Quebec in 
Sep., 1865. He was Mayor of St. 
John, and has represehted the city 
and county of St. John in the Legis- 
lature for above sixteen years. 



WILSON, Dk. (See Glasgo^v and

WILSON, Sir Akchdale, Bart., 
K.G.B., a son of the late Hev. G. Wilson, 
and consin of Lord Bernors, bom in 
1803, and educated at Norwich, is a 
Lieat.-Coloncl in the Bengal Artillery 
and Major-General in the Bengal Army. 
He was chief in command at the me- 
morable siege and capture of Delhi in 
1857, and for his important services 
on that occasion was made a baronet 
and K.G.B., received a pension from 
the East India Gompany, and the 
thanks of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment. 

WILSON, Erasmus, F.B.S., surgeon, 
born in 1809, became a Member of 
the Royal Gollege of Snrgeons in 
1831. Ho is an Honorary Fellow of 
the Gollege of Surgeons, and Gonsnlt- 
iiig Sni’gcon to St. John’s Hospital for 
Diseases of the Skin. Mr. Wilson, 
who has a high reputation for his 
successful treatment of cutaneous 
'diseases, has written ** The Dis- 
sector’s Manual,” ** The Anatomist’s 
^ade Mecum,” Diseases of the 
Skin,” ” On the Management of the 
Skin as a means of Promoting and 
Preserving Health,” ” The History of 
the Middlesex Hospital,” ” On Ring- 
worm,” “ Portraits of Diseases of the 
Skin,” a lai'ge folio “On Syphilis 
and Syphilitic Eruptions,” “ A Three 
Weeks’ Scamper through the Spas of 
Germany and Belgium,” “The Eastern 
or Turkish Bath,” “The Student’s 
Book of Cutaneous Medicine and Dis- 
eases of the Skin,” “ Statistical In- 
quiiy into tho relative Frequency of 
Diseases of the Skin,” “ On Food, as 
a Means of Prevention of Disease,” 
“ Report on Leprosy,” “ Papers in the 
Philosophical, Medico-Chirurgical,and 
Vetorinaiy Transactions,” in the Bri- 
tish and Foreign Medico^Chiinvrgical 
MeiHew, and other journals, Lectures 
in the Lcuncet on the Pathology of the 
Hair and Diseases of the Skin, Arti- 
cles in “Todd’s Cyolopoedia” and 
Cooper’s “ Sumcal Dictionary.”

WILSON, The Rev. Henry Bris- 
tow, B.D., son of tho late Rev. H. B. 
Wilson, D.D., many years Rwtor of 
St. Mary Aldermary, in tho City of 
London, born in 1^3, was educated 
at Merchant Taylors’ Scliool, and at 
St. John’s Gollege, Oxford, of which 
he becamo Fellow and Tutor. Ho 
graduated B.A. in high classical 
honours in 1825, and was one of the- 
four resident Tutors who, in 1811, 
issued a joint protest and remon- 
strance to the editor of “Tracts for tho 
Times,” on account of their tendency 
to admit Roman doctrine in tho inter- 
pretation of the Thirty-nine Articles. 
The Rev. H. B. Wilson was appointed 
successively by the University a 
select Preacher, Public Examiner 
Professor of Anglo-Saxon, and Bamp- 
ton Lecturer in 1851* He has written 
several sermons and pamphlets on- 
Church and University questiuns, am 
essay on “ Schemes of Christian Oom- 
prohension,” in the “ Oxfoi*d Essays,” 
published in 1857, and the “ National 
Church ” in “ Essays and Ruviews.” 

WILSON, Richard, D.D., some 
time Fellow of St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, exerted himself in esta- 
blishing the College of Preceptors im 
18'18, since incorporatod by royal char- 
ter; was Dean ofthe Corporation eleven* 
yoai*s, and Head Master of St. Peter’s 
Collegiate School, Eaton Square, 
London, for fifteen years. Dr. Wilson 
has written “ Questions on tho Gospels 
and Acts,” in relation to the correct 
interpretation of tho Greek Testa- 
ment, published in 1830; “Treatises on 
Plano and Spherical Trigonometry, 
in 1831; sermons, many papers on 
classical, mathematical, and theolo- 
gical subjects, and has for a long time' 
been engaged in preparing anew ahd 
correct translation of the Hebrew and 
Greek Scriptures, relieved as far as 
possible frem the multitudinous erroit^ 
of traditional interpretation. Hia 
Latin epigrams are well known. 

WINCHESTER (Bishop op). The 
Right Rev. Charles Richard Sum- 
ner, D.D., F.R.S., seopnd son of the- 
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late Rev. Robert Snmner, aiid younger 
brotlier of the late archbiehop o;'* 
Canterbury, bom at Kenilworth in 
1790, was Vacated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he took 
the usual degrees. He was for some 
years Canon of Canterbury and Rector 
of Abingdon, Berks ; was consecrated 
Bishop of Llandaff in 1826, and trans- 
lated to the see of Winchester in 
1827. The diocese includes Hants, 
X)arts of Surrey, with the Isle of 
Wight and the Channel Islands, and 
the see is of the value of £8,000 a 
year. He is Provincial Sub-dean of 
Canterbury, Frelate.of the Most Noble 
Order of the Garter, and a Vice- 
President of the Royal Society of 
Literature. Dr. Sumner translated 
Milton’s treatise on ** Government,” 
published at the command of King 
Georgo IV. 

WINDHAM, Libut.-Gen. Sib 
Chablbs Ashe, K.C.B., son of the 
late Vice-Admiral Windham, who as- 
sumed the name of Windham in lieu 
of that of Lukin, on sucooeding to 
lihe Norfolk property of his uncle, 
the Right Hon. W. Windham, M.P., 
was bom in 1810, entered the Cold- 
stream Guards in 1826, became Col. in 
June, 1854, and having seen active 
service in Canada during the rebellion 
in 1837-9, was, on the breaking out 
of the Russian war, appointed Assist- 
ant Quartermaster-General to the 
fourth division, and was promoted by 
Gen. Simpson to the command of a 
brigade of the second division. He 
distinguished himself at the battle of 
Inkermann, at the assault on the Re- 
dan, and led the attack on the Great 
Redan, Sep. 8, 1865, when he stood 
nearly single-handed against on over- 
powering force, unwounded amid a 
shower of grape and musketry. For 
his gallantry on this occasion he was 
promoted tb the rank of M^or- Gene- 
ral, created a C.B., appointed to the 
pommand of the fourth division of the 
army,madeGhief of the Staff, and after 
the capture of Sebastopol was nomi- 
nated'Govemor of the suburb, of Kara- 
belnaia. Returning to England after 
•thebonclasion of peace, heww elected 


one of tho members in the Liberal 
interest for East Norfolk, in March, 
1867 ; in the course of the same year 
was sent to India to aid in the sup- 
pression of the mutiny, and took an 
active paH in the oompaign under the 
late Lord Clyde, after which he was 
appointed to the military command at 
Lahore. He was made a K.C.B. in 
1865 ; is a Lient.-Gen. in the army, 
and Col. of the 46th Regiment; has 
received the Crimean medal with four 
clasps, and is a Commander of the 
Legion of Honour. The Jlst class of 
the Military Order of Savoy, the 2nd 
class of the Medjidie, and the Indian 
medal have been conferred upon him. 

WINSLOW, PoHBES, M.D., D.C.L.. 
ninth son of Capt. Thos. Winslovr, of 
the 47th Foot, born in London in Aug., 
1810, was educated in Scotland, near 
London, and at Manchester. Ho 
manifested an early bias for the study 
of medicine, commenced his profes- 
sional education inNew York, and con- 
tinued these studies on his return to 
England. He dissected and studied 
anatomy under tho celebrated ana- 
tomist, Mr. Carpue, for four years, 
and, at the University of London, was 
a pupil of Drs. Turner, Elliotson, 
Quain, &c., as well as of Sir G. Bell, 
at Middlesex Hospital. After passing 
the College of Surgeons in 1835, ho 
graduated M.D. at Aberdeen, and was 
soon afterwurds elected one of tho 
Fellows of the Royal College.of Phy- 
sii^ians of Edinburgh. Whilst acting 
as Vice-President of tho Medical So- 
ciety of London, he was selected as 
the Lettsomian Professor of Medicine 
for 1851-2, when he delivered threo 
lectures— 1, On the Psychological Vo- 
cation of tho Physician; 2, On the 
Medical Treatment of Insanity; and 
3, On Medioo-Legai Evidence in Cases 
of Insanity. Dr. Winslow’s love for 
metaphysical and philoBophical read- 
ing led him almost instinctively to 
•he speciality to which he has devoted 
ihe best ener^es of his mind, and his 
taste for the investigation Of mental 
diseases wa| early devAoped. When 
a student he joined the Westminster 
Medical Society, and in 1830 read to 



its members an elaborate paper on 
the Influence of the Mind npon the 
Body in the Production and Aggrava- 
tion of Disease,” which was published 
in fuller detail in the Gazette .cf Prac- 
tical Medicine. In the same year he 
read a paper on the ” Application of 
the Principles of Phrenology to the 
Elucidation of Insanity,” contributed 
41 series of papers to the Gazette of 
Practical Medicine in 1881, on the 

Physiology and Pathology of the 
Human Mind ” and published a paper 
in the Lcmcet on ** Softening of the 
Brain,” in 1832. He was for some 
years, in early life, on the literary 
staff of the Times, and published, in 
1848, a work on the “ Plea of Insanity 
in Criminal Oases,” essays on Crime, 
Idiotcy, and numerous contributions 
to the medical journals. In addition 
to the afore-mentionod works he .has 
written “ Anatomy of Suicide,” pub- 
lished in 1840; a treatise ”On Ob- 
scure Diseases of the Brain and Dis- 
orders of the Mind,” in 1860 ; ” On 
Intemperance Considered as a Type 
of Insanity,” and ” On the Morbid and 
Physiological Influence of Light,” in 
1866 ; and he originated and pub- 
lished the Qaarterly Journal of PsycJw^ 
logical M^icmet which he carried 
on for sixteen years. Dr. Winslow 
has a large private practice in cases 
of insanity and diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, and is constantly 
•consulted ^ an expert in Courts of 
Law in diflicnlt medico-legal cases. 
At the installation of the Earl of 
Derby as Chancellor of the Univeraity 
of Oxford, Dr. Winslow received the 
honorary degree of D.C.L., and he is 
a member of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London.' 

WI NTE B HALTS B, Fredebick, 
painter, bom at Baden in 1806, first 
visited England in 1842, and soon 
obtained royal patronage. His por- 
trait-group of the Queen, the late 
Prince Consort, and the royal chil- 
dren, was very well received, and was 
•exhibited by special command to the 
public, in Buckingham Palace, in 
1848; and has since been engraved 
hy Qonsins in mezzotint. For her 


Majesty Mr. Winterhalter has exe- 
cute many works : a portrait-groui.) 
of Wellington and Peel, in 1850, also 
engraved; various portraits of tho 
sovereign, of which one was presented 
to Sir j^bert Peel ; portraits of tho 
late Prince Consort, of th# young 
Prince Alfred, Ac. Mr. Winterhalter 
exlii oiled at tho Royal Academy, in 
1852, a picture, having for its sub- 
ject Roderick tho Goth seeing Flo- 
rinda for the first time, as she and 
her companions are about to bathe in 
the Tagus,” and it was purchased for 
the Royal Collection. 

WODEIIOUSE. (8ee Kihberlev, 
Eart. of.) 

WO DB HO USB, Sir PiriLir 
Edmund, K.C.B., eldest son of tho 
late Ed. Wodehouse, Esq., many years 
one of the members in the Conserva- 
tive interest for East Norfolk, and a 
cousin of the Earl of Kimberley, born 
about 1812, was for some years in tho 
Civil Service at Ceylon. In 1854 ho 
was appointed Governor of British 
Guiana, and in 1861 was promoted to 
the Governorship of tho Cape of Good 
Hope, rendered vacant by the transfer 
of Sir George Grey to his former post 
at New Zealand. He was made a 
K.C.B., civil, in 1863. His wife, a 
daughter of F. J. Templar, Esq., died 
at Cape Town, Oct. 6, 1866. 

WOHLER, Friedrich, born near 
Frankfort, July 81, 1809, studied the 
natural sciences at Marburg and 
Heidelberg. Having taken his doc- 
tor’s degree ho proceeded, in 1824, to 
Sweden, where he studied chemistiy 
under Berzelius. On his return to 
Germany, he was for several years 
Professor in the Berlin School of Arts 
and Trades, in 1832 was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry and Techno- 
logy in the new School of Arts and 
Trades at Cassel, and in 1836 occu- 
pied a chair of Medicine and took 
direction of the Chemical Institute at 
Gottingen. He has made several 
chemical discoveries^ among others a 
new method of obtaining pure nickel, 
was the, first to obtain aluminium in 
on isolated state,: and detailed ac- 
counts cf his. disooveiies ore given in 



the Boientifio journals of Gemumy. 
He has published several distinct 
works on chemical subjects, which 
have been translated, and is mem- 
ber of various scientific bodies. He 
is an ofiioer of the Legion of Honour, 
. has received various foreign decora- 
tions, was elected a corresponding 
member of the Institute in June, 1864, 
and is Inspector-General of phar- 
macies in the kingdom of Hanover. 

WOOL, Sill Ghables. { 8 ee Halifax, 
Viscount.) 

WOOD, Mbs. Henbt, novelist, 
eldest daughter of the late Mr. Thos. 
Price, head of one of the leading 
glove manufacturing firms in Worces- 
ter, born in Worcestorshii*e about 
1820, inherited a literaiy taste from 
her fhther, and at an early age was 
manied to Mr. Henry Wood, a gentle- 
man connected with the shipping 
trade. She commenced her literary 
career as a contributor to The New 
Monthly Magazine and Bentley’s 3fis- 
ceUany, and ** Danebury House,” her 
first complete work (which gained 
the pinze of £100 oiTered by the Scot- 
tish Temperance League for the best 
illustration of the good effects of tem- 
perance) was published in 1860. It 
was followed by “ East Lynne,” which 
achieved a remarkable success, in 
1861 ; “The Ghannings,” “ Mrs. Halli- 
burton’s Troubles,” and “A Foggy 
Might at Offord ” (a small book issued 
for the benefit of the Lancashire 
oji^rativeB) in 1862; ” William Al- 
lair ; or, Aunning Away to Sea,” a 
book for boys, ” The Sh^ow of Ash- 
lydyat,” oed ” Verner’s Pride,” in 
1863 ; ” Lord Oakbum’s Daughters,” 
” Oswald Gray,” and “ Trevlyn Hold ; 
or, Squire Trevlyn’s Heir,” in 1864 ; 
” Mildred Arkell, a Novel,” in 186S ; 
” Elster’s Folly, a Novel ” and ” St. 
Martin’s Eve,” a Novel,” in 1866; 
and ” A Life’s Secrot,” in 1867. 

WOOD, The Bbv. John Geobge, 
M. A, son of a surgeon^, at one time 
Chemical Lecturer at the Middlesex 
Hospital, bom in London in 1827, was 
educated at Ashbourne' Grammar- 
. school, entered Merton College, Ox- 
ford, in 1844, Was elected Jackson 


Scholar in 1845, and graduated B.A. 
in 1848, and M.A. in 1851. Having 
been attached for two years to the 
Anatomical Museum at Christ Church,. 
Oxfbrd, ho was ordained in 1852 as 
Chaplain to the boatmen’s fioating 
chapel, Oxford ; was appointed Ab> 
sistant-Chaplain to St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, London, in 1856, and re- 
signed the appointment on account of 
ill-health in 1862. He has compiled 
several valuable works on Zoology, 
among others, a Popular Natural His- 
tory,” “Sketches and Anecdotes of 
Animal Life,” “ The Boy’s Own Na- 
tural History Book,” and “My Fea- 
thered Friends, or Bird Life.” Ho 
has published a series of cheap enter- 
taining handbooks, as novel in design 
as they are unpretending in their 
titles, and which abound in both 
scientific and practical knowledge,, 
most felicitously conveyod. It con- 
sists of ” Common Objects of tho 
Sea- Shore,” ” Common Objects of tho 
Country,” “ Common Objects of tho 
Microscope,” and ” Common Shells of 
tho Sea-shore,” each appropriately 
illustrated ; followed by “ Glimpses 
into Petland,” “Our Garden Friends 
and Foes,” ” Homes without Hands,” 
an important work in which tho 
dwellings of various animals are 
describe and figured, and arranged 
acchrding to tho method in which 
they are formed, togetlier with other 
educational works. The Rev. J. 
Wood’s magnum opus is his larger 
“ Natural History,” which is en- 
riched with a number of admirable 
sketches, chiefly from tho life, by 
the most eminent artists of the day 
in this branch of illustration.* Ho 
edits tho Boy’s Own Magazine, and 
was one of the associate commis- 
sioners of the Great Exhibition at 
Paris in 18G7. 

WOOD, Sib William Page, F.R.S., 
second son of the late Sir Matthew 
Wood, Bart., many years one of the 
members for the city of London, and 
brother of the late Rev. Sir J. P. 
Wood, Bart., who died Feb. 21, 1866,, 
bom in 1801, was educated at Winr- 
chestor and Trinity College, Cam- 



bridge, where he graduated in high 
honours, obtained a Fellowship, and 
wascadled to the Bar at Linooln’slnn 
in 1827. He was one of the members in 
the Liberal interest for the dty of 
Oxford from Aug., 1847, till Doo., 
1852, Vice-Chancellor of the County 
Palatine of Lancaster from 1849 till 
1851, and was Solicitor-General from 
1851 till he was appointed a Vice- 
Chancellor in Dec., 1852. 

WOODWARD, Beknard Boling- 
broke, F.S.A., born at Norwich in 
1816, was educated at a private school 
there, and graduated at the London 
' University. His first work, “ A His- 
tory of Wales from the Earliest Times 
to the final Incorporation of the 
Piuncipality with England,” appeared 
in 1851. It was followed by *‘A 
History of America to the end of tho 
Administration of Pi-esident Polk,’’ of 
wliich tho earlier chapters wore written 
by Mr. W. H. Bartlett, and the work 
was published in tho United States. 
He has been engaged in the revision 
of standard educational and other 
works in extensive oiraulation, and 
has contributed to reviews, Ac. He 
commenced ” A General History of 
Hampshire,” in parts, and is prepar- 
ing for publication by Messrs. Long- 
man a general dictionary of dates, en- 
titled ” A Cyclopoedia of Histoiy and 
Chronology ; ” founded in 1863 and -has 
since edited The Fine Arts Quarterly 
Review, and in conjunction with a 
very accomplished collaborateur is 
engaged on a ” Life and Works of 
Leonardo da Vinci.” In 1860 he was 
appointed Librarian in Ordinaiy to 
the Queen, at Windsor, and Keeper of 
the Royal Collection of Prints and 
Drawings. 

WORBOISE, Emma Jane, daughter 
of a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, ^as born in 1825. Having been 
JeR an orphan when very young, she 
was educated at the school forclei^gy- 
men’s daughters established at Cas- 
torton, near Kirkby Lonsdale, by the 
late Rev. W. Cams Wilson; was 
married to a gentleman of IVench 
descent, and is now a widow. This 
lady has written several works of, 


fiction, including ** Helen Bui*y,” pub- 
lished in 1850 ; **Anny Wilton: Lights 
and Shades of Christian Life,” in 
1855 ; ** Grace Hamilton’s School 
Days,” in 1866 ; ” Kingsdown Lodge; 
or, Seed Time and Harvest,” and 
“Wife’s Trials, a Tale,” iu 1858; 
“ Millioent Kendrick ; or, the Search 
after Happiness,” in 1862 ; Lottio 
Lonsdale ; or, Chain and Links,” and 
“Married Life; or, Philip and Edith,” 
in 1863 ; “ Thomycroft Hall,” “ Lil- 
lingstoncs of Lillingstone,” and 
“ Labour and Wait ; or, Evelyn’s 
Story,” in 1864 ; “ St. Boetha’s ; or, 
tho Heiress of Ame,” in 1865 ; and 
“ Sir Julian’s Wife,” and “ Violet 
Vaughan,” in 1866. She has contri- 
buted to periodical literature, edits 
t^ Christian WwM, and preserves 
tho cognomon undor which she first 
became known to tho public. 

WORCESTER (Bishop or), Tub 
Right Rev. Henry Philpott, D.D., 
younger son of tho late Rich. Philpott, 
Esq., of Chichester, born Nov. it, 
1807, was educated at tho Cathedral 
Grammar School, Chichester, and at 
St. Catherine’s School, Cambridge, 
graduated B.A. as Senior Wrangler 
and a first-class in the Classical 
Tripos in 1829. He was elected Fel- 
low of his college, and held the office 
of Assistant-Tutor and Tutor till his 
election to tho Mastership of the Col- 
lege in 1845. He served tho office of 
Moderator in the University in 1833, 
1834, and 1836, that of E.xaminer for 
Mathematical Honours in 1837 and 
1838, and that of Proctor in 1834-5. 
The late Bishop of London appointed 
him, in 1837, Preacher in Whitehall 
Chapel, London, which office he held 
for two years and a half; .he was twice 
nominated a Select Preacher before tho 
University, and was appointed Exam- 
ining Chaplain by the late Dr. Turton, 
Bishop of Ely, on his elevation to the 
episcopate in 1844. After Ms election 
to the Mastership of his college, in 
1845, he took an active part in the 
business, of tho University, and served 
as Vice-iphancellor in 1846, 1856, and 
1857. At the- end of his last year of 
that office^ seteral meinbetrs of the 
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Senate presented his portrait, pamted 
by Sir J. W. Gordon, to the Univer* 
sity, as a memorial of the services 
ho had rendered during the sitting of 
the Commission, and it is in the Fits 
william Hnsenm. He was appointed 
by the late Prince Consort one 

of his four Chaplains in 1847, and re- 
tained that office till his election to 
• the see of Worcester in 1860. 

WOEDSWOETH, Da. (See St. 
Andrews, Dunkeld, and Dunblane, 
Bishop or.) 

WOEDSWOETH, The Ven. Chris- 
TOPHEB, D.D., Archdeacon of West- 
minster, brother of the Eight Eev. 
Dr. Wordsworth, Bishop of St. 
Andrews, Dunkeld, and Dunblane, 
bom in 1807, was educated nt Win< 
Chester and at Trinity College, Ca^i> 
bridge, where he closed a brilliant 
imdergraduato course by graduating 
B.A. in 1880, taking high honours, 
and was elected a Fellow of his col- 
lege. Having received deacon’s and 
priest’s orders, he was appointed, in 
1886, Public Orator at Cambridge, 
and Head Master of Harrow School, 
which post he held until 1844, when 
the late Sir E. Peel preferred him to 
a Canonxy in Westminster Abbey. 
He was Hulsean Lecturer at Cam- 
bridge in 1847-8, and has been an 
extensive writer on theology ; his best 
known works being his edition of the 
Greek Testament, with notes i ** The 
Old Testament, in the Anthorised 
Version, with Notes and Intro- 
ductions;” “The Holy Tear, or 
Original Hymns;” “Occasional Ser- 
mons in Westminster Abbey ; ” “ Lec- 
tures on Inspiration;” “Theophilus 
Anglicanus ; ” “ Memoirs of William 
Wordsworth ;” “ Athens and Attica 
“ Greece, Historical, Pictorial, and 
Descriptive;” “St. Hippolytus and 
the Chumh of Borne in the Beginning 
of the Third Centn^” (from the 
newly-discovered Philosophumona) ; 
“Diary in France;” “Letters to M. 
Gondim on the DistinctiTe Character 
of the Churph of Borne;” “j^oient 

Thedmtus,” from the anoii^t 1^8. ; 
a “Tour in Italy ;” arid “'Sermons on 


the Church of Ireland, her History 
and Claims.” Dr. Wordsworth edited 
the “Correspondence of EiChard Bent- 
ley, D.D.” 

WOENUM, Ealph Nicholson, son 
of a London pianoforte maker, bom 
in the county of Durham in 1812, was 
educated at University College, Lon- 
don. Alter a preliminary study of 
Art, he went abroad in 1884 to study 
painting in the Continental gallrrius, 
and on his return contributed to the 
“ Penny Cyclopaedia,” the “ Art Jour- 
nal,” &o., and wrote the articlo on 
“ Painting ” ki Dr. W. Smith’s “ Dic- 
tionary of Greek and Eoman Antiqui- 
ties.” In 1848 he was appointed to 
prepare the official catalogues of 
the National Gallery; was selected 
Lecturer on Art to the Government 
Schools of Design in 1848 ; was ap- 
pointed Librarian and Keeper of the 
Casts to the Schools of Design, then 
placed under the control of the Board 
of Trade, in 1852 ; and Keeper and 
Secretary of the National Galleiy in 
1857. Mr. Womnm has compil^ u 
“ Sketch of the History of Painting,’^ 
published in 1845 ; ** Analysis of Orna- 
ment, Characteristics of Stylos,” in 
1860; a “Biographical Catalogue of 
the Principal Italian Painters ; ” 

“ Epochs in Painting, an Essay,” in 
1864; and “A Life of Holbein” in 
1866; and has edited “Walpole’s 
Anecdotes of Painting in England,” 
and (for “Bohn’s Scientific Library”) 
the “ Lectures on Painting by Eoyal 
Academicians, Barry, Opie, and 
Fuseli,” and various Catalogues and 

Eeports ” on Art collections at home 
and abroad. 

W U E S A A E , Hans Jakob 
Asmussen, aroheeologist, bom at 
Veile (Jutland), March 14, 1821, 
commenced hia studies in the Col- 
lege of Horseh, and finished them at 
Copenhagen in 1888. He gave up the 
study of theology and jurispmdence 
in Older to devote himself to the his- 
tory of his country, studied for several 
years the Soandinavian antiquities in 
the Bpyal Museum, and travelled in 
Germany, France, Great Britain, and 
elsewhere, collecting everything that 
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bridge, wUera lie graduated us Senior 
Wrangler and First Smith’s Prizeman, 
in 1826, and became fellow of his 
college. Ordained in 1830, he was, in 
1836, appointed Plum inn Professor of 
Asti'oiiomy and Experimental Philo- 
sophy in tho University of Canihiidgej 
and .Director of the Cambridge Ob- 
servatory. In 1861 ho pnbJiahed 
“ Creation in Plan and Progr()ss/* a 
reply to Mr. Go(}d win’s treat iso oii tho 
Mosaic Cosmogony in the celebrated 
“Essays and lloviows,” and is tho 
author of twelve volumes of astrono- 
mical observations, and of numerous 
sciontiiic memoirs. 

CHAM, or AMADEE DE NOE, 
caricaturist, th(? son of a former peer 
of France, the count de Noe, was born 
at Paris, Jan. 26, 1819. Ho was ui- 
tendod for tho Polytechiiirs School; 
bnc, preferring to follow bis t astes as a 
painter, he entered tho stiulio of Al. 
Paul Delarocbo, afterwards that of 
M. Chariot, and, under tho latter, deve- 
loped his talent in grotesque drawing. 
His first attempts, under tho pseudo- 
nym of “ Cham” (tho French spelUng 
of Ham, ono of the sons of Noah), wero 
made, in 1842, and soon became popu- 
lar. Ho has contributed numerous 
caricatures to albums and almanacks, 
and especially to the Charivari; most 
of which have been collected in albums 
(1843-1867). Among tho productions 
of his ready pencil a '‘0 “ Tho Great 
Exhibition in London/' and “ Punch 
in Paris.” 

CHAMBERLAIN, Sni Neville | 
Bowles, K.C.B., tho st ond son of 
the late Sir Henry Chamberlain, Bart, 
(who was for some years •Consul- | 
General, and- Charge d’ Affaires in 
Brazil), born at Rio, Jnn. 18, 1820, 
was appointed to tho Indian army in 
1886. He served as a subaltern 
with much distinction, in Affghanis- 
tan and Scindo, and was wounded at 
Kandahar and at Ghuzhee. In 1842 
he was attached to the Governor- 
Qeneral’s body-guards, and in. 1843 j 
was appointed Deputy- Assistant Quar- j 
teranaster-General to the Army , of 
Ezeroisp. In 1848 he was nominated 
by Lord Dalhousieone of his aides-de- 


camp, and commanded the 8th Irre- 
gular Cavalry, attached to the army 
in the Funjaub. In 1856, having 
previously discharged some important 
civil duties as military secretary to 
the Chief Commissioner (Sir John 
Lawrence), ho was placed in command 
of a force of irregular troops, which 
ho retained until tho breaking out 
of tlio Indian mutiny. On the death 
of Col. Chester before Delhi, Col. 
Chamberlain (then brigadier-general) 
succeeded to tlio post of Adjutant- 
Geueriil of tho Bengal Army, and was 
severely wounded in the sortie of 
July 18. IIo was nominated a C.B. 
in 1857, and, in reward for his services 
in tho n\utiny, was appointed aide-de- 
camp to tho Qncen. Tie afterwards 
gained distinction by his sorvicos 
against tho hill tribes, and has been 
wonnded more frequently tlmn any 
other oflicor of his years and stand- 
ing in tho service. 

CHAMBERS, Moetague, grandson 
of Sir William Chambera, architect, 
ediiciited at Sandlmrst and at Christ’s 
College, Cambridge, liaving been some 
time in tho Grenadier Guards, was 
called to tho Bar in 1828, joined tho 
Homo ] circuit, and became Q.C. in 
1815. He w'as an unsuccessful can-' 
didato in the Liberal interest for 
Greenwicli in Feb., 1852, was returned 
by that constituency in July of tho 
sniiio year, iind was defeated at tho 
geuoval elections in March, 1857, and 
April, 1859. Defeated at Bedford in 
July, 1865, lie was returned for De- 
vuiiport in Alay, 1866. 

CHAMBERS, William and Robeht, 
publishers, w'ero bom at Peebles, tho 
Joi-mer in 1800, and the latter 1802, 
of i'?spectablu parentage, and received, 
a good education at tho schools of 
their native town. Their parents 
having on account of reverses returned 
with their family to Edinburgh, the 
two boys were thrown in a great 
measure upon their own resources, 
and formed the Vesolution to try, by 
industry,; to recover tho ground which 
had been lost, and to restore the 
family to comfort. A love of reading 
induced them to select the business 



could serve to throw light upon the 
early history and arts of the Scandi- 
navian people. He holds a distin- 
guished place amongst Danish literary 
men, and has written in his own 
language, and in English, several 
works not only interesting to Danes, 
but also to British antiquaries. 

WB ANGEL (Count), Faiedbich, 
Von, Field Marshal in the Prussian 
army, born at Stettin, April 13, 1784, 
entered the army at; an early age, 
served through the war of Liberation, 
and distingnishod himself at the 
battle of Leipsio. In the ^rst Schles- 
wig-Holstein war of 1848-9 ho wds 
for a time Gomraander-in-Ghief of the 
allied Prussian and Federal forces, 
and succeeded in penetrating into 
J iitland, and in the second Schleswig- 
Holstein war of 1864 again, for a 
short time, hold the post of Gom- 
inander-in-Chief of the allied Prussian 
and Austrian armios. He was super- 
seded by Prince Frederick Charles of 
Prussia, in May, and made a count. 

WRANGELL (Baron), FeKDiNANi) 
Petrovich, Von, Arctic navigator and 
traveUer in the Russian service, born 
in Esthonia about 1795, was educated 
ill the School for Naval Cadets at St. 
Peteieburg, and in 1817 served as an 
otficer under Gapt. Golovin, in his 
voyage round the world, in the sloop 
K'tmaelMtka. The principal voyages 
:md travels of Von Wrangell,— all 
devoted to Polar and Siberian explora- 
tions, — were accomplished between 
the years 1820 and 11^6, and his most 
remarkable exploits were performed 
ill two expeditions in search of land, 
alleged by the natives of Indigirka 
and Kolyma to exist to the north of 
the Polar Sea. The greater part of 
bis journeys on these ocooBions was 
performed in sledges, drawn by dogs 
over the vast continents of Polar ice. 
He attaint a latitude of two minutes 
above the seventy-second degree, but 
without making the discoveiy of the 
land of which he was in seai^. He 
is the author of several works on 
travel and ethnology, has filled high 
positions in the Russian service^ a^ 
is known and highly reqieoted by the 


savant of foreign nations. For liis 
various Buccessiul exertions ho was 
raised to the rank of Vice-Admiral in 
1847, retired from the service in 1849, 
and has since been Director of the 
privileged company established for 
trading with the Russian possessions 
in America. 

WRATISLAW, The Rev. Albert 
Henry, M.A., bom about 1822, and 
educated at Christ’s College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he was successively 
Scholar, Fellow, and Tutor, gradual 
B.A. in 1844^ taking high honours. 
He was elected He^ Master of the 
Grammar School, Felstead, in 1849, 
and of Buiy School on the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Donaldson in 1857. He 
has written “ Lyra Czeoho-Slavonian,. 
Bol^mian Poems, translated,” pub- 
lished in 1849 ; ” Queen’s Court Manu- 
script, with Bohemian Poems,” in 
1852 ; Ellisian Greek Exercises,” in 
1855; ”Barabbas the Scape Goat, 
Sermons,” in 1859 ; ” Notes and Dis- 
sertations on Senpture,” in 1863; 
” Plea for Rugby School,” in 1864 ; 
”The Adventures of Baron Wratislaw 
of Metrowitz in his Sojourn and Cap- 
tivity at Constantinople, at the end of 
the sixteenth century;” school-book'K 
and pamphlets. 

WRIGHT, The Rev. Georob 
Newnuam, bom about 1812, and edu- 
cated at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
graduated B.A. in 1835. Having hehl 
the Rectory of St. Mary Woolnotb, 
Lombard Street, he was appointed 
Master of the Grammar School, 
Tewkesbuiy . He has compiled “ Greek 
and English Lexicon,” published in 
1835 ;”Landscape Illustrations of Scot- 
land and Waverley Novels,” in 1836-8 ; 
** New and Comprehensive Gazetteer,” 
in 1838 ; ” Life and Campaigns of the 
Duke of Wellington,” and ” Shores 
Islands of Gie Mediterranean,” 
in 1841 ; ” France Illustrated,” in 
1845-7 ; Cream of Scientific Know- 

ledge,” in 1847; "Life and Times of 
Louis Philippe,” in 1850; "Chinese 
Empire, illnstrated,” in 1858-*B ; and ■ 
edited &e London Eac^cZopcsdto, Ac. 

WRIGHT, ICHABOD Charles, eldest 
son of the late Mr. lobabod Wriglit, 
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of Haperlj Hall^ Notts, bom i#1795, 
■‘vm educated at Eton and at Christ 
•Ohnmb, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1817 and M.A. in 1820, and 
was for some time Fellow of Magdalen 
‘ XSollegOi He has translated Dante 
into English verse, the Iliad of Homer 
into blank verse, and published a 
Letter to the Dean of Canterbury, 
with remarks on Mr. M. Arnold's 
•critioism on the early portion of that 
work. Mr. Wright, who is head of a 
hanking firm at Nottingham, is the 
author of some able pamphlets on the 
'Cnrrenoy question. 

WRIGHT, Thomas, M.A., F.S.A., 
antiqnaiy, descended from a York- 
shire family, bom on the Welsh 
borders about 1810, was educated at 
Ludlow. Grammar School, and at 
Tidnity College, Cambridge, wnere 
he took the degree of B.A. in 1834 
and of M.A. in 1837. While an under- 
.graduate he became a regular, con- 
tributor, on historical and antiquarian 
subjects, to IfVaser^s Magazine, the 
Foreign Quarterly JUview, and to other 
periodicals. He was one of the 
founders of the Camden Society, and 
of the British Archaeological Associa- 
tion, which has since separated into 
two distinct bodies, is a member of 
many learned societies, both in Eng- 
land and on the Continent, and in 
1812 was elected Corresponding Mem- 
ber of the AcadSmie des insesriptions 
et Belles Lettres, when it was stated 
that ho was the youngest person 
who had received that honour. Mr. 
Wright edited a large number of 
the litm^ ^ reBques of the middle 
:ages, in 'English, Anglo - Norman, 
French, and Latin ; . among whioh 
may be enumeratkl the best editions 
•of the “ Canterbury Tales” of Chaucer, 
>atid the ” Vision of Piers Plowman.” 
He hsik written various . works on 
political and literary hisfoiy, and on 
the antiquities of the oouhtry. His 
best known works are '^The Celt, the 
Roman, and <-thh .Sajepn,” A standard 
-epitome of early aibhssolQgy, pub- 
lished in 1852 1 the 'f Ardhasologioal 
Album,” the WanderiiM of an 
iAntlquaiy,'^ ” Essays onAibhmlogijPfd 


Subjects,” and ** Domestic Manners, 
Ac., .in England during the Middle 
Ages,” in 1861; and “History of Carica- 
ture and Grotesque in Literature and 
Art,” in 18G5. He made some re- 
markable discoveries on the site of the 
ancient Roman city of Uriconium, at 
Wroxeter, near Sl^wsbury, and the 
Emperor Napoleon III. selected him 
to translate his “Vie de Jules C^ar” 
into English. 

WRIGHT, Thomas, “the Manches- 
ter Prison Philanthropist,” bom in 
1789, of humble parents, worked for 
forty-seven years in Ormerod and 
Son's iron foundry in Manchester. 
He rAelved wages as foreman of one 
of the departments, £3. 10s. weekly, 
£2 of which he handed to his wife for 
housekeeping; tho rest, for many 
years, he employed in his good work 
of the moral reclamation of delinquents 
in prison. All the sparo time he 
could snatch from his daily labour he 
spent in tho prisoner's cell, endeavour- 
ing by kind persuasion and earnest 
prayer to exhort him to amendment, 
and contributing in various ways to 
his restoration to society. When 
criminals had been left for execu- 
tion Mr. Wright endeavoured, as 
often as possible, to visit them and 
implore them to make their peace with 
their offended Maker. The success 
of his endeavours was marked by the 
testimonies which the good man re- 
ceived from tho objects of his philan- 
thropy. Besides reconciling husbands 
and wives, parents and. children, 
masters and workmen, in a variety of. 
cases he assisted in enabling convicts 
of superior education to regain their 
place in society by means of .emigra- 
tion. His prison visits have not bMn 
confined to Lancashire, but havO'been 
extended to various places, in Scot- 
land, London, and the hulks. In 1852 
a subscription was commenced in 
Manchester to relieve Wright from 
his daily toil, and : tbus enable him to 
devote himself enthuly to the work 
of socifd reformarioD, and for this 
pn^se the sum of £3,246 was raised, 
principally in Manchester and Liver- 
pool. ^He has sinco aided in estab-'> 
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lishiDg ragg^ Bchoola, pennj banks, 
and other institntions audliaiy to 
the great work to which he has de- 
voted his life. 

WOLLEBSTOBF (Baron), Bern- 
hard VON YTullbrstorf-Urbatr, Aus- 
trian Minister of Commerce, bom at 
Trieste, Jan. 29, 1816, received his 
first ednoation at Padua, entered the 
College of Pioneers, at Tulin, near 
Vienna, and became in 1838 a Cadet 
in the Imperial navy. He studied 
astronomy under the celebrated Von 
Littrow; was appointed in 1839 Di- 
rector of the NautiosJ Observatory at 
Venice ; and married in 1847 Miss H/ 
O’Connor, an Irish lady, whored in 
18'18, in which year he proved his 
fidelity to the Imperial dynasty by 
personal sacrifices, and was decorated 
with the Iron Cross of the third class. 
In 1849 he was appointed Commodcnre, 
organized the Naval Academy, and 
afterwards held the important post 
of Beferee to the High Admiral; and 
in April, 1857, he took command of the 
Nova/ra, commissioned for a tour of 
scientific observation. He returned 
home in 1859, and published the re- 
sult of these important researches, 
attained the rank of Bear-Admiral in 
1861, and was sent to Vienna as 
Bepresentative of the Navy, in the 
Beiohsrath. In Aug. of that year he 
married the Countess LeonieBothkirch 
Panthen. In the following winter he 
was commissioned by the Government, 
to visit Switzerland, Germany, France, 
Belgium, and Holland, in order to 
study new inventions in sbipbuild- 
ing and iron manufactures. Upon his 
return he was appointed Admiral 
of the Fort of Venice, and in 1864 
Commander-in-Chief of the allied 
fleets hi the Gcnnnan Ocean.. When 
the war was over he retired to Gratz, 
in Styria, and was appointed Minister 
of Commerce and Political Economy. 
Under his superintendence the Treaty 
of Commerce between England and 
Austria was initiated. He is well 
known for his oompr^ensive reports 
and vaUiable comments on |K)liticQ^ 
econopiie^ snljects, which affgrd 
conclusive evictee of his thorough j 


a(^uatotanoe with the wants^of Aus- 
trian industiy and commerce.* 
WCBTBMBEBG (Kino or), 
Charles Frederick Alexander, 
reigns as Charles I., eldest son of the 
late king, was bom March 6, 1823, 
and succeeded to the throne June 25, 
1864. He followed the policy of his 
father on the Schleswig-ltolstein ques- 
tion, and formedoneof the Minor States 
party in the Diet. . His M^'esty, who 
is a Colonel of a Bussian regiment of 
dragoons, married July 13, 1846, the 
Grand Duchess Olga Nicohjeu'iia, 
daughter of Nicholas I., the late Czar 
of Bussia, and sister of the present 
Czar. A treaty with Prussia was con- 
cluded by the king of Wiirtemberg, 
Aug. 13, 1866. 

WYATT, Matthew Diobt, archi- 
tect and writer on decorative art, 
the youngest son of the late Mat- 
thew Wyatt, police magistrate, Lam- 
beth, bwn in 1820, near Devizes, 
where he was educated, entered the 
office of liis brother, Thos. H. Wyatt, 
architect, and gained a prize for an 
essay from the Architectural Society 
in 1836. He started to travel on the 
Continent in 1844, in order to study 
the principal monuments of art and 
antiquity in France, Germany, and 
Italy, and returned to England in 
1846, bringing with him amongst 
other drawings, a series of studies 
from churches, which were published 
in fae^sivmle in 1848, with an essay, 
in fblio, under the title of ** The Geo- 
metric^ Mosaics ofthe noddle Ages.” 
He arranged and decorated the New 
Adelphi Theatre in 1848, and having 
written for the press on Arohmology, 
Art, Ac., made to the Society of 
Arts on .ableBeport on the Exposition 
of Industiy at Paris in 1849. In the 
annmft yeoT he acted as Secretary to the 
members of the Society of Arts, whohad 
set on foot the project of the Gzpat Ex- 
hibition, and his appointment was coii- 
jSrmed by the Boyal Commission of 
1850. In conjunction with Mr. Owen ■ 
Jones, Sir W. Cobitt, Sir J. Paxton, 
Rnd Sir C. Fox, Mr. Wyatt assisted in 
ihe settlement of the gemeral plan 
and details of the Great Eidiibition 
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building in Hyde Fork, and the ma< 
nagement of its ereotion deyolyed 
upon him. This emplojrment led to 
his asBooiation with Mr. Bmnel in 
designing the Paddington Station of 
the Great Western Railwayi and other 
works. Towards the close of his con- 
neetum with the Royal Gommissioners, 
Mr. Wyatt received a present of £1,000 
from that body (in addition to his 
salary), and a gold medal from the 
late IMnoe Albert. Between 1852 
and 1864 he soperintended the Fine 
Arts Department and deoorationa of 
^e Crystal Palace at Sydenham, ran> 
Booking Europe, with his colleague, 
Mr. Owon Jones, to collect the works 
of art which adorn that structure; 
and published ** Views of the Crystal 
Palace and Park,*' and the Guides to 
the Courts of Christian Art, which 
were designed and arranged by him. 
In 1864 he restored the fine chancel 
of North Marston church, Bucks, for 
her Majesty, as a memorial to the late 
Mr. Neeld, from whom sho had re- 
ceived a considerable bequest. Mr. 
Wyatt, who was one of the jurors 
and reporter to the British Govern- 
ment, for furniture and decoration, at 
the Paris Exhibition of 1856, was 
created a Knight of the Legion of 
Honour. He was employed by the 
B.I. Company to direct, with the late 
Dr. F. Royle, the arrangement of their 
contributions to that exhibition. On 
the death of their Surveyor, at Christ- 
mas, 1866, Mr. Wyatt was appointed 
to fiU his place, and with his brother, 
Mr. T. H. Wyatt, took port in the 
competition invited by Government 
for model barracks. They were for- 
innate enough to be placed first on 
the list for cavalry barracks. For the 
E.I. Company and for the Council of 
India, Mr. Digby Wyatt’s duties in 
thts country have been numerous and 
importfimt, espeoially in the manage- 
ment of the removal and the 
disposal of, all the great properties 
owned by the Company at the date 
. of the transfer of its possessions 
to the Crown. He has designed 
several great ‘works for eixeontion in 
In^ OM was appointed joint aichi- 


teot with Mr. G. G. Soott, R.A., for the 
new India Office. Amongst his nume- 
rous works for private clients, may be 
mentioned the restoration of the old 
EngUsh mansion of Compton Wyn- 
nyates, in Warwickshire, a noble 
manor-honse at Fossingworth in Sus- 
sex, for Mr. Louis Huth, the Garrison 
Chapel at Woolwich (in conjunction 
with his brother), Addenbrooke’s Hos- 
pital, Cambridge, the ** Ham,” a fine 
mansion in Glamorganshire, and the 
memoriiJ aroh at Chatham, erected 
by the corps of Royal Engineers to 
their comrades who fell in the Crimea. 
In 1866.he accepted the office of Ho- 
norary Secretary to the Roy^ Insti- 
tute of British Architects, which he 
retained until May, 1859, when his 
professioniJ engagements compelled 
him to relinquish it. In 1861 he was 
sent by the Society of Arts to Flo- 
rence, to report npou the Italian Ex- 
hibition of Industry, and he was an 
exhibitor, and obtained medals for his 
various designs for manufactures, dco., 
at the Great Exhibitions of 1851, 1866, 
and 1862, is a Telford medallist of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, in 
1866 was made an honorary member 
of several foreign academios, and in 
1866 received the gold medal given 
by her Migesty — ^the highest honour 
in the power of his professional 
brethren to obtain for him. Amongst 
his works may bo mentioned ” Speci- 
mens of Geometrical Mosaics of the 
Middle Ages,” published in 1848; 
” Metal Work, and its Artistic Design,” 
in 1862 ; ” Industrial Arts of the Nine- 
teenth Centniy,” in 1853; ” Notices 
of Srulptnre on Ivoiy,” in 1866 ; “Art 
Treasures of the United Kingdom,” in 
1857 ; and “ What lUnminating was,” 
and “ What Dluminating should bo,” 
in 1861. 

WYNTER, Andrew, M.D., son of 
the late Andrew Wynter, Esq.-, bom 
at Bristol in 1819, and eduoaM at a 
private school, oommenoed a course of 
medical study, which he abandoned 
for a time, but took his dogree of M.D. 
in 1863, and became a member of the 
College of PhyaioianB in 1861. Dr. 
Wynter, who hM devoted himself to 
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the study of mental diseases, was 
editor of the British Meddcal Jowmal 
from 1845 to the end of 1860, and 
contributed frequently to the Quor- 
terly and Ed4mhv!rgh Reviews, and other 
periodicals. A collection of many of 
his lesser pieces, under the title 

Sketches of Town and Country Life,’* 
published in 1855-6^ was repub- 
lished under the title of “ Our Social 
Bees,” in 1861. His contributions 
to the Quarterly Review, Once a Week, 
Ao., were republished in a oolleotire 
form, under the titles of Curiosities 
of Civilization ” and ** Subtle Brains 
and Lissom Fingers,” in 186(^.

YATES, Edmund Hodgson, son of 
tho well Imown aotor, who was some- 
time lessee of the Adelphi, born in 
July, 1831, is Chief of the Missing 
Letter Department in the Post-Office. 
He has written ” My Haunts and their 
Frequenters,” published in 1854 ; 
** After Office Hours,” in 1861 ; " Bro- 
ken to Harness, a Story,” in 1864; 

Business of Pleasure,” ** Pages in 
Waiting,” and ” Running the Gaunt- 
let, a Novel,” in 1865; and” Kissing the 
Rod,” and ” Land at Last, a Novel,” 
in 1866. In conjunction with the late

YATES, William Holt, M.D., only 
son of the late William Yates, Esq., of 
Wickersley Hall, Yorkshire, bom in 
1802, was educated at the University 
of Edinburgh, and at St. John’s Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he graduated 
M.D. in 1826. He is a member of tho 
Royal College of Physicians of London, 
and was many years Physician to tho 
Royal General Dispensary, London, 
and Consulting Ph^cian to the same 
Institution, but retired from the active 
practice of his profession in 1846. 
Dr. Holt Yates, who has travelled in 
the East, is the author of “ Modem 
History and Condition of Egypt,” 
published in 1843. 

YE AMES, William Frederick, 
A.R.A., was bom in Dec., 1835, at 
Taganrog, South Russia, at which port 
his father was H.B.M.’s Consul, and 
received his first instruction in art 
from Mr. George Scharf, who taught 
him dmwing and anatomy. He prac- 
tised drawing from tho casts in the 
studio of his friend, Mr. J. Sherwood 
Wcstmacott, left England to study iii 
Italy in 1852, remained two years nt 
Florence under tho direction of Signor 
Raphadl Buonajuti, spent eighteen 
months in Rome, and returned to 
England in 1858. He exhibited at tho 
Royal Academy a portrait and a sub- 
ject-picture of a jester and a monkey, 
in 1852; “II Sonetto,” and “The 
Toilet,” in 1861 ; “ The Rescue,” in 
1862 ; “ Sir Thomas More taken to the 
Tower,” in 1863 ; “ La Rcine Malheu- 
i-euse,” in 1864 ; “ The Young Knight 
Arming,” in 1865 ; and “ Tho Recep- 
tion of the French Ambassadors by 
Queen Elizabeth after the Massacre 
of St. Bartholomew,” in 1866. Mr. 
Yeames was elected an A.R.A. in 
June, 1866. 

YOLLAND, CoL. William, R.B., 
youngest surviving son of the late 
John Yolland, Esq., agent to the first 
earl of Morley, bom in 1810, was ad- 
mitted into the Royal Military Aca- 
demy at Woolrvich, and obtained his 
commission as 2nd Lieut, of Royal 
8 H 2 





Engineers in 1828. He rose by snc- 
ceasiye steps to the regimental rank 
of Liei;Lt.-Col. in 1855, and was made 
a Colonel in the Army, by brevet, in 
1858. He was employed in Canada 
from 1830 till 1834^, and joined the 
Ordnance Survey under the superin- 
tendence of the late Major-Gh)n. (then 
Col.) Colly, R.E., at the Ordnance 
Map Office, at the Tower of London, 
in 1838, on which duty he continued 
to be employed till 1854, and was en* 
gaged as the Executive Officer at the 
Tower and at Southampton, from 1840 
till 1852, when he was transferred to 
the Fhcenix Park, Dublin, and to En- 
niskillen in 1853. While acting on 
the Ordnance Survey he was intrusted 
with the preparation for publication 
of the Astronomical Observations 
made with Bamsden’s zenith sector, 
which instrument was unfortunately 
destroyed by the fire in the Tower, in 
181(1, and the compilation of *‘An 
Account of the Measurement of the 
Lough Foyle Baso in the North of 
Ireland during the years 1827-8-9.” 
Afterwards, he superintended the pub- 
lication of the ** Astronomical Observ- 
ations made with Airy’s Zenith Sector 
between the years 1842 and 1850, for 
the Determination of the Latitudes of 
various Trigonometrical Stations in 
Great Britain and Ireland.” At the 
request of Col. Harness, C.B., B.E., 
then Assistant Inspector-General of 
Fortifications, he supplied the article 
un Geodesy,” which forms part of 
tlio ” Course of Mathematics for the 
Boyal Military Academy.” In 1854 
he was appointed one of the Inspectors 
of Boil ways under the Board of Trado, 
and in 1856 was selected m the Engi- 
neer Member (jointly with Col. W. J. 
Smyth, B.A., and the Bev. W. C. 
Lake), of the commission appointed 
by the Secretaiy of State for War, to 
consider the best mode of re-organis- 
ing the system for traimng officers for 
the scientific corps, in order ‘‘that 
patronage should be altogether abo- 
lished, oud that admission to those 
corps should be obtained only by an ] 
open compoti^ examina^bn.” The ' 
commission viuted France, Prussia, 


Austria, and Sardinia, and the results 
of their inquiries, and their recom- 
mendations wore . embodied in an 
elaborate Beport, which was printed 
by order of the House of Commons. 

Y0N6E, Charles Duke, M.A., son 
of the Bev. Charles Yonge, Lower 
Master of Eton College, born in Nov., 
1812, was educated at Eton, and at 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1835, taking a first-class degree. He 
has compiled ‘‘English and Greek 
Lexicon,” published in 1849; “Gradus 
ad PamasBum, with Dictionary of 
Epithets,” in 1850, published at the 
request the Head Master of Etonv 
and other school authorities ; ” School 
Phraseological , English - Latin and 
Latin -English Dictionary,” in two 
parts, in 1855-6 ; “ History of Eng- 
land to Peace of Paris, 1856,” in 1857 ; 
short parallel lives of Epaminondas, 
Gnstavns Adolphus, Philip, and Fre- 
deric the Great, in imitation of Plu- 
tarch’s method, in 1858 ; ‘‘ Life of tlicf- 
Duke of Wellington,” in 1860 ; a school 
edition of Virgil with English notes, 
in 1861; “History of the British 
Navy,” in 1863 ; “ English Greek Lexi- 
con, abridged,” in 1864 ; “ History of 
France under the Bourbons, a.]). 
1589-1830,” io 1866 ; and has contri- 
buted to periodical literature. 

YONGE, Charlotte Mart, only 
daughter of the late W. C. Yonge, Esq., 
of Otterboumo, Hants, a magistrato 
for Hampshire, was bom in 1823. She 
is the authoress of several works of 
fiction, in which the plot is made to 
enforce, in a plain and sober manner, 
the peculiar doctrines of what is oollod 
the ITigh-Church school of opinion. 
The best knqim works attributed to 
her are “The Heir of Bedclyffe;” 

“ Hearts-easo “ Dynevor Terrace ;” 
“The Dai^ Chain;” “^e Young 
Step-Mother ; or, a Chronicle of Mis- 
takes;” “ Hopes and Fears; or, Scones 
from the Life of a Spinster;” “The 
Lances of Lynwood;” “The Little 
Duke ;” “ Clever Woman of the Fa- 
mily;” “Prince and the Page: a 
Story of the Last Crusade;” and 
“ Dove in the Eagle’s Nest.” Most of' 
these have gone through several odi- ' 
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tions, and have been reprinted in a 
cheap form. It has been stated in 
the pnblio papers, that she has given 
£2,000, the profits of her ''Daisy 
Chain/' for the building of a Mis- 
sionary College at Auckland, New 
Zealand, and has devoted a gi'eat por- 
tion of the proceeds of " The Heir of 
liodolyffe" to fitting out the mis- 
sionary schooner SoutJiem Cross, for 
the use of Bishop Selwyn. Miss 
Yonge has published " Marie Therose 
•de Lamourons,” a biography abridged 
from the French; "The Kings of 
England," “Landmarks of History, 
Ancient, Middle Ages, and Moderii," 
forming a compendium of Universal 
flistoiy for young people ; and “ His- 
tory of Christian Names and their 
Derivation." She has contributed 
anonymously to periodical literature. 

YOBK (Auchuisiiop of), Tue Most 
Key. William Tuomson, D.D., son of 
John Thomson, Esq., of Kelswick 
House, bom at Whitehaven, Cumber- 
land, Feb. 11, 1819, was educated at 
Shrewsbuiy School, and . at Queen’s 
College, Oxford, of which he was suc- 
cessively Scholar, Fellow, Tutor, and 
Provost. He took the degree of B.A. 
ill 1840, was ordained Deacon in 1842, 
uiid Priest in 1843. After four years’ 
experience of parochial * labour at 
Guildford and at Cuddosden, he be- 
came tutor of his College and was 
appointed Seket Preacher at Oxford 
in 1818. He^was chosen to preach 
the Bampton Lectures in 1853, the 
subject being “ The Atoning Work of 
Christ,” was appointed to the Crown 
livingofAll Souls, Maiylebone, in 1855, 
and the Provostship of the College 
becoming vacant by the death of Dr. 
Fox, was, notwithstanding the part 
ho had i^en in altering the close 
constitution of the College, which had 
excited^ some opposition, elected to 
succeed him. In 1856 he was ap- 
pointed one of the Select Preachers a 
second lime, in 1858 was ^ chosen 
Preacher of Lincoln* s-Inn, which prat 
he held till his elevation to the Epis- 
copal Bench, in 1859 was appointed 
one of her Majesty’s Chaplains in | 
Ordinary, in Dec., 1861, was conse- 


crated to the Bishopric of Gloucester 
and Bristol and was promoted in 1863 
to the Archiepiscopal See. Dr. Thom- 
son, who is a Fellow of the Boyal and 
Geographical Societies, and a Member 
of the Photographic Society, was for 
some tune Examiner in Logio and 
Mental Science to the Society of Arts, 
and acted for several years as Ex- 
aminer in Divinity in the Oxford 
"Middle Class” Examinations. He 
has written “ An Outline of the Nc- 
cessniy Laws of Thonght," which is 
used in several Universities in this 
country and in America as a text- 
book; "Sermons Preached in Lin- 
coln's-Inn Chapel,” published in 1861 ; 
“ Pastoral Letter to the Clergy and 
Laity,” in 1864 ; contributed a Life of 
Christ to Dr. Smith’s Dictionaiy of 
the Bible, and other articles, and has 
written reviews and pamphlets. His 
Grace, who edited a work on Evidences 
entity, " Aids to Faith,” is Primate 
of England, a Governor of the Char- 
terhouse, and of King’s College, Lon- 
don, and patron of ninety-six livings. 
The see is of the annual value of 
£ 10 , 000 . 

YORKE, Sill Charles, G.C.B., son 
of the late Col. Yorke, Lieutenant of 
the Tower of London, bom in Dec., 
1790, and educated at Winchester, 
entered the army at an early age, 
served with the 62nd Regiment in 
the Peninsular war, and was present 
at Yimiera, Fnentes d’Onor, Sala- 
manca, Yittoria, the Pyi'cnees, Nivelle, 
Nive, and Orthez, at the sieges of 
Ciudad and Badajoz, and at the battle 
at Waterloo. Ho served at the Capo 
of Good Hope in the last KafiSr war, 
in 1852-3, has received the war medal 
with ten clasps, and is a Lieut.-General 
in the army. Having been appointed 
to the Colonelcy of the 33rd Foot, he 
was transferred, in 1863, to be Colonel- 
Commandant of the Rifle Brigade, and 
acted as Militaiy Secretaiy at the 
Horse Guards from 1854 till I860. 
He was created a K.C.B. in 1856, and 
promoted G.C.B. in 1861. 

YOUNG, Brtguav, Pk^sident of 
the Mormons, bom in the State of 
Ohio, U.S., about 1800, was for some 
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YOUNG. 


time a member of the Methodist con 
ncxidn. He asBnmed a prominen- 
position among the Mormons in 1844. 
after the death of their founder, Josepl 
Smith, when he held the post o; 
** President of the Twelyo Apostles.* 
Elected by the community to succood 
to the Tocant office, he saw that the 
people of Illinois, in which State thi 
Moimonswere then settled, were hos- 
tile to that body, and accordingly 
planned and carried into elfcet that 
Exodus which placed the great Hocky 
Mountains between them and the rest 
of the civilized world, and led them to 
pitch their tents in the valley of th< 
Great Salt Lake. Young is ** Presi- 
dent ** of the Mormon body by semi- 
animal election, or rather by a una- 
nimous mvA voce confirmation of the 
people assembled for that purpose 
As head of the Mormon “ Church,” 
and de facto governor of tho territory 
of Utah, he rules over a region much 
larger t^n Great Britain and Ireland, 
with a population said to amount to 
about 100,000 souls. The Mormons 
have occasionally boon brought into 
conflict with the Government of the 
United States. 

YOUNG, Sir Chabxes George, 
D.C.L., F.S.A., Garter King of Arms, 
brother of the late J. F. Young, Esq., 
M.D., of Kennington, bom in 1795, 
and educated at the Charterhouse, 
entered the Heralds’ College as pur- 
suivant in 1818, and became Garter 
King of Arms in 1842, when he was 
knighted. He has been Secretary and 
Joint-CommiBsioner to several Mis- 
sions fbr investing sovereigns with the 
iusignia of the Oraer of the Garter. 

YOUNG, Georgb,M.P., eldest son of 
thelate Alexander Young, EBq.,of Boso- 
field, CO. Kirkcudbright, bom in 1819 
and ednoated at Edinburgh, was called 
to the Scottish Bar in 1840, appointed 
Solicitor-General for Scotland in 1862, 
and retired in 1866. Mr. Young is a 
Magistrate for the county of Hurries 
and the city of Edinburgh ; was Sheriff 
of InvemesB-shire from 1868 till 1860, 
and'<ff Berwick and Haddington from 
1860 till 1862. In April, 1865, on the 
retirement of Sir W. Bunbar, Bart., 


he was elected member in the Liberal 
interest for tlie borough of Wigton,. 
and was again returned at the general 
election in July, 1865. 

YOUNG, Sir Henry Edward Fox, 
E[niout, C.B., third son of the late 
Col. Sir A. W. Young, some time 
Gknromor of Prince Edward’s Isle, 
bom in 1810, held the posts of Licut.- 
Governor of South Australia, Lieut.- 
Govemor of the Cape of Good Hope, 
New Zealand, Ac., and a Judgeship 
at St. Lucia. He was Governor of 
Tasmaiiia from 1854 till 1861. 

YOUNG, Tub Biout Hon. Sir 
John, Bart., K.C.B., G.G.M.G., eldost 
sou of the late Liout.-Gol. Sir W. 
Young, Bart., bom Aug. 31, 1807, was 
educated at Eton and Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford. He was called to 
the Bar in 1834, and is a Magistrate 
and Deputy -Lieutenant for tho county ' 
of Cavan, for which ho was one of the 
members in the Conservative mterest 
from 1831 till March, 1855. He was 
a Lord of the Treasury from 1841 till 
1844^ Secretary of the Treasury from 
1844 till 1846, Chief Secrotory fbr 
Ireland from 1852 till 1855, Lord High 
CommisBioner of the Ionian Islands 
from 1856 till 1859, and was appointeil 
Governor of New South Wales in I860.. 
Ho succeeded his father as second 
baronot, May 10, 1848, and is a Privy 

mncillor. 

YOUNG, Processor ^hn Badyord, 
mathematician, bom of humble pa- 
rents in London in April, 1799, was 
Imost entirely self-educated, and at 
on early age became acquainted with 
he late Dr. Olinthus Gregoxy, wha 
detected his innate tasto for mathe> 
matical science, and directed him how 
;o cultivate it. So sucoessfully did 
he follow this advioe, that he was 
appointed, solely on the ground of 
.erit, to the Professorship of Mathe- 
uaticB in Belfast College, which he 
eld for many years. In 1847 Pro- 
TesBor Young pnhli^ed a paper in 
he TramaebUme of the Comhridge- 
?MU>8ophical Society , “On the Prin- 
iple of Continuity in reference to 
Certain Besnlts of Analysis,” and in* 
.848 a paper in The Tromactions of 
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the Boyal Irish Academy, On an Ex- 
tension of a Theorem of Enlor.** He 
had discovered and published in 1844 
a proof of Newton’s rule for deter- 
miniDg the numbor of Imaginary 
Hoots in an Equation. A principle, 
afiirmed in this proof to be aanomaiic, 
was afterwards objected to as being 
undemonstrated. The objection was 
removed by the author in a paper **On 
the Completion of the Demonstration 
of Newton’s Hale,” published in The 
Philosophical Magazine for May, 1866, 
in which paper, as also in a subse- 
quent one in the magazine for Aug., 
theorems of independent interest were 
given. In 1863 l^ofessor Young pub- 
lished a thoughtful work on the theo- 
logical and scientific controversies of 
tho day, entitled ** Science Elucidative 
of Scripture, and not Antagonistic to 
it,” being a series of Essays on the 
Mosaic Cosmogony, the Theories of 
Geologists, Miracles, Ao. This was 
followed in 1865 by ” Modem Scepti- 
cism riewed in relation to Modem 
Science, more espeoially in reference 
to the Doctrines of Colenso, Huxley, 
Lyell, and Darwin.” We believe that 
Professor Young’s latest production 
is a paper in The Transactions of the 
Victoria Institute for 1866, **On the 
Origin of Speech.” 


ZAMOYSEI (Count), Ajtdreas, a 
Polish nobleman of i)atriotio princi- 
ples, great-grandson of the celebrated 
Chancellor Zamoyski, was bom April 2, 
1810. During the insurrection of 
1830>1, when he was very young, he 
was sent to represent the National 
Government of Poland at the Court 
of Vienna, where he had some highly 
impoctant interviews with Count 
Mettemich. He became tho recog- 


nised leader of the Moderate party, 
and his high character gained him 
the esteem of all patriots, to whatever 
party they might belong. The aspira- 
tions of the Polish gentxy towards a 
freer development of the national life 
found vent, after the death of Nicholas 
1., in the formation and proceedings of 
tho Agricultural Society of Warsaw, 
to which were affiliated other similai* 
societies throughout the kingdom. Of 
this society Count Zamoyski was 
chosen President. The Kussian Go- 
vernment, dreading its influence, 
sought a pretext for suppressing it 
and gotting rid of its leader, and in 
1862 tho Kussian Viceroy having 
asked the opinion of the nobles as 
to the best means of promoting tho 
prosperity of ^tho country, Count 
Zamoyski, who was commissioned to 
be their spokesman, declared, among 
other things, that his fellow-citizens 
were of opinion that the provinces of 
ancient Poland, which had been in- 
corporated with the Russian empire, 
should be resiorod to the kingdom of 
Poland as created in 1815, and that 
such had been the original desire of 
tho Czar Alexander I. For returning 
this answer tho Agricultural Society 
was suppressed and the Coimt ar- 
rested in Warsaw in Sep. 1862, and 
taken under escort to St. Petersburg, 
to gpve an explanation of his ‘‘illegal” 
conduct. He had an interview with 
the Czar and Prince Gortschakofl’, 
was ordered to go abroad, and has 
since resided for the most part in 
Paris. On hearing of his arrest and 
transportation to St. Petersburg, his 
Countess was taken ill and died. His 
palaoo in Warsaw was sacked by the 
Russians in the sununer of 1863 (on 
the false allegation that its inmates 
had been concemod in an attempt on 
Gen. Berg’s life), and his eldest son 
was banished to Siberia. 
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of bookselling, to which William served 
an -apprenticeship, from 181^1 to 1819, 
when he began basiness on his own 
account in a very humble way, with 
no other capital than a few shillings, 
saved from his wages as an appren- 
tice. About 1820 he added printing 
to his small business, having taught 
himself that craft, and obtained sulfi- 
cient capital to purchase an old hand- 
press and some used types. The 
larger kind of letters which ho re- 
quired, he managed to cut out of 
icces of wood. Kobort begun 
usiiicss as a bookseller in 1818, in 
mdcli tho same manner. Having a 
strong literary bias, he made an essay 
as an author, by commencing a small 
periodical called the Kalmdoscopef 
which William set u]) in typo, and 
printed off himself. This publication, 
after a short existence, was dropped, 
in order to enable llobcrt, in 1823, to 
write a volume, likely to bo popular, — 
** Illustrations of tho Author of Wa- 
vorley,” referring to the supposed 
original characters of tho novelist. 
Immediately after tho publication 
of this work, ho began to collect 
materials for his “ Traditions of 
Edinburgh,*' which appcai-ed at 
the commencement of 1821, and 
has passed through many editions. 
In 182(5 Uobert published the “Po- 
pular Khymes of Scotland ; ” in 
1827, liis “ Picture of Scotland,” and 
shortly afterwards, successively, ^ivt^ 
volumes of histories of tlie “ Scottish 
Bebellions,” two of a “ Life of James 
I.,” and three of “ Scottish Ballads 
STid Songs.” Ilis “ Biographical 
Dictionary of Eminent Scotchmen,” 
in four volumes, was completed in 
1835. In the mean time, William pub- 
lished in 1830 the “Book of Scotland,” 
containing an account of tho distinc- 
tive usages, laws, social and educa- 
tional system, religious and municipal 
institutions of that part of the United 
Ein^om. In 1829» the brothei^,; for 
the first time, unite An the p:x)duotion 
of a “ Gazetteer of Scotlamd*'' which 
was published in 1832, having been 
written in the brief intervals of leisure ; 
in their retail bnsinesB. Robert also j 


wroto a “Histoxy of Scotland for 
Juvenile Headers.” In 1832 the 
Edinburgh Journal projected by 
the elder brother, avowedly to “ sup- 
ply” intellectual food of the best 
kind, in suoh a form and at such a 
price as to suit tho convenience of 
eveiy man in tho British dominions.” 
On tho 4th Feb. — si.^ weeks before 
tho Penny Magazine appeared — 
Chambers* s JouriMil was in the hands 
of tho public, and obtained a cir- 
culation of 50,000, which afterwards 
1*080 raucli higher. Its success in- 
duced the Messrs. « Glfambers to 
join in partnorsliip. Animated by 
the same spirit, the brothors com- 
rnciicod, in 1834, the publication of 
“ lulbrinatiuu for the L’copio,” a series 
of popular, Bciontilk*, iiiul historio 
treatises ; followed by tho “ Cyclo- 
paedia of English Literature,” with 
biographical notices of authors, and 
extracts from their works; “Tho 
People’s Editions of Standard English 
Works,” “The Educational Course” 
(a 111 ) 1 * 0 ry of classical and general 
knowledge), two series of “ Tracts,” 
and, lastly, “ Papers for the People.” 
William Chauibers has publisliod a 
volume of “Sketches in America.” 
Without having received any regular 
education in scienco, Robert, who has 
from early lifo had a tendency to its 
studies, lias produced several geologi- 
cal works. The latest of his historical 
works is the “Domestic Annals of 
Scotland;” since tho publication of 
which ho has edited the “Book of 
Days,”^ completed in 1863. In 1849, 
William purchased the estate of Gle- 
normisten, Peeblesshire, where he in- 
terested himself in promoting public 
improvements. In 1859 he made the 
valuable gift to Peebles of a snito of 
buildings, consisting of a public read- 
ing-room, a good library, a Icctnre-hall, 
museum, and gallery of art, designated 
the “ Chambers Institution ; ” and 
in 1864 ho completed his “History 
of Peeblesshire.” In 1865 he became 
liord Provost of Edinburgh, in which 
capacity he organized and earned cut 
inany useful measures of sanitary im» 
provementa. Tho brothers Chambers

Right Reverend Augustus Short, 
U.D., was appointed to this see in 
South Australia in 1847.

BOLTON, Frank, bom June 5, 
1830, was educated at Morden College, 
entered the army in 1846, was gazetted 
captain in Sep., 1860, and appointed 
to the 12th regiment in Juno, 1861. 
lie invented and introduced into Her 
Majesty’s service a complete system 
of signals and telegraphy for the 
army, and for combined operations 
with the navy, which was fidly adop- 
ted in 1863. Gapt. Bolton, who was 
the finst to utilize light for telegraphic 
purposes, invented and patented a 
code for expediting tho transmission 
of messages through long marine and 
land lines of telegraph. 

BOOTH, Edwin, the second sur- 
viving sonof the weU-known tragedian, 
JnuiuB BmtusBooth, bom atBaltimore, 
U.S., in 1833, was brought up to the 
profession. Having filled many minor 
parts he jnade his first regular ap- j 
pearance on the stage as ** Tressell,” 
in ** Richai'd 111./’ in 1849, and per- 
formed tho character of ** Richard 
III.” in place of his father, who had 
been suddenly taken ill, in 1851. 
After a tour tiirongh California, Aus- 
trali^j^ many of the Faoifjo Islands, 
and the Sandwich' Islands, he re- 


appeared at Now York in 1857, visited 
England and the Continent in 1861, and 
returned to New York and commenced 
a series of Shaksperian revivals at tho 
Winter Gaiden Theatre in 1863. This 
establishment was totally destroyed 
by fire, March 23, 1867, when, in 
addition to the stage effects, of which 
he was the principal owner, Mr. 
Booth lost his valuable wardrobe, 
containing relics of his father, Kemble, 
and Mrs. Siddons. 

BUTLER, John, M.D., P.R.S., 
F.L.S., &o., bom at Woodbuiy, Jan. 
22, 1791, was edneated at Exeter 
Grammar School, and studied for the 
profession at the Devon and Exeter 
Hospital. Having been appointed 
Surgeon of the South Devon Militia, 
he volunteered for Ireland, and ul- 
timately settled at Plymouth. He is 
the founder of the Plymouth Royal 
Eye Infirmary, to which be is physi- 
cian, and is the author of many medical 
and ohimigical memoirs.

CLARK, The Right Rev. Thomas 
M., D.D., Bishop of Rhode Island in the 
United States, bom in July, 1812, at 
Newbuiy-port, Massachusetts, gra- 
duated at Yale College, Coxmeotient, 
in 1831, was ordain^ in 1836, and 
consecrated Bishop of Rhode Island 
in 1854b ' He ' is the author of four, 
triennial charges, lectures addressed 
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to young men, and a great variety oi 
sermona and Qrationa. The diooeae 
of Bhode laland, although the amalleat 
in territorial ^ent in the United 
Statea, ranka with the firat half of 
the diooeaea in that country aa to ita 
atatiatioB.

DALTON, William, author and 
joiimaliat, member of an old York- 
shire family, bom in 1821, at an early 
age devoted himaolf to literature, and 
contributed to magazinea and other 
pcriodicala. Ho waa for aome time 
connected with the newapaper presa 
of the metropolia, having been the 
first acting editor of the Daihj Tele- 
graph, the firat penny daily newspaper 
that appeared in London, and waa 
aiterwej^s on the stafiT of the Morning 
Herald and Stcmdcurd, In 1857 his 
firat work, The Wolf-Boy of China,’* 
waa published. It was followed by 
** Kugliah Boy in Japan,” and ** War- 
Tiger, a Talo of the Conquest of 
Cliina,” in 1868; “The White Ele- 
phant; or, the Hunters of Ava,” in 
1859$ Lost in Ceylon; the Story of 
a Boy and Girl’s Adventures,” in 
1860; ** Will Adams, the first English- 
man in Japan,” in 1861 ; the Nest 
Hunters : Adventures in the Indian 
; Archipelago,” and ” Phauloon the 
Adventurer, a Bomantio Biography,” 
in 1^2 ; the ” Tiger-Prince ; or. 
Adventures in the Wilds of Abyaainia,” 
in 1863 ; ” The Wasps of the Ocean ; a 
Bomanoe of Travel,” in 1864; and 
” Lost among the Wild Men,” in 1866. 
Mr. Dalton, who has edited a monthly 
magaz&e, has been honorary seoretaxy 
of several literaiy institutions, and 
was one of the founders of the Savage 
Club.

FOX, Qeneaal Chaeles Bichabd, 
son of Henry Bichard Lord Holland, 
bom in 1796, was several years in the 
navy, and entered the army in 1815, 
serving in the Mediterranean, North 
America^ and at the Cape.

GABBETT, Elizabeth, Db., bom. 
in 1836, was educated at home, and 
at a school near London.

Inner Temple in 1828, made a Q.C. in 
1845, appointed Beoorder of London 
In 1856, and one of the Commissionera 
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to inquire into the disturbances in 
Jamaica in Jan., 1866. He was elected 
one of the members in the Conserva- 
tive interest for Southampton in July. 
1865, and was sworn a Privy Coun- 
cillor June 12, 1866.

HALLS, Charles, pianist, bom in 
Germany, at an early age established 
liimself at Paris and acquired a great 
reputation for his elegant and elevated 
method in tho interpretation of the 
classical compositions of the best mas- 
ters for his instrument. His future in- 
deed seemed secure, for his services as 
a pVofessor were eagerly sought, when 
the revolution of Feb., 1848, proved 
calamitous to him as it did to many 
other musicians in the French capital. 
Mr. Halle repaired to England, and 
at the matinees of Mr. John Ella, the 
director of the Musical Union, found 
the desired opportunity of appearing 
before the English public, at the 
h(}ight Of' the London season. He 
soon after established himself at Man- 
chester as Director of the Musical In- 
stitution there, and has materially 
contributed towards improving the 
musical taste of the inhabitants, as 
well as promoting in that centre of 
commexmal activity a knowledge of 
the best oi-chestml works of tho great 
masters. Tliongh settled at Manches- 
ter, Mr. Halle often appears before a 
London audience, and for many seasons 
has been heard at the Monday Popular 
Concerts. He has published a few 
compositions of a very high order. 

HALLIDAT, Andrew, son of the 
late Bov. William Duff, oi Grange, 
BanfSihire, bom in 1880, was educated 
at Morischal College o:^ University, 
Aberdeetl. On completing his studios, 
ho repaired to England, and soon 
found occupation as a journalist, 
making his first attempt in the Mom- 
itig CfSwMe, Some of his essays in 
the Leader attracted the attention of 
the late Mr. Thackeray, and he be* 
came a contributor to the^ Oomhill 
Magastine. Mr. Haliiday, who after- 


wards contributed to Temple Bar^ 
London Society, and someof the weekly 
reviews, joined Mr. Dickens's staff on 
All the Year Bound in 1861. Three 
volumes of his contributions to that 
periodical have been republished, viz.,. 
“Every Day Papers,” in 1864; and 
“ Sunnyside Papers,” and “ Town and 
Countiy Sketches,” in 1866. He is 
the author of a tract entitled “ My 
Account with Her Majesty,” giving a 
popular description of the working of 
the Post Ofiice Savings Banks, of 
which nearly half a million copies 
were sold, and the post-office authori- 
ties caused it to be reprinted in slips 
for the information and encourage- 
ment of depositors. Mr. Haliiday has 
written numerous successful dramas, 
the principle being “ The Great 
City,” which had a long run at Dmry 
Lane Theatro.

CIIAMBOKD, Comte ue. {See 
BoKDEAUX, Due DK.) 

CHAMIEB, Cai*t. Fueoeiuck, 
B.N., novelist, son of the late John 
Chamier, Esq., member of Council at 
Madras, bom in London in 17U6, 
entered thd Boyal Navy in IbOO, and 
served in tho war of 1812 with the 
United States. In 1833 lie left tho 
navy, and for a tiino resided at Wal- 
tham 11 ill, on tho borders of ITcrtforcl- 
shiro and Essex, for both of which 
counties he is a magistrate. Tho 
success of Capt. Maii'yat’s naval 
novels induced him to attempt tlui 
same kind of work, in wliieh ho 
displayed less invention and humour 
than his model. “ Tho Lifo of a 
Sailor ” appeared in 183 1 ; Ben 
Brace,” in 1835; and “The Are- 
thusa,” in 1830. Among his other 
works arc, “ Jack Adams,” published 
in 1838; ^‘Tom Bowline,’* in 1839; 
“ Trevor Hastings,” in 1841 ; and 
“Fassion and Principle,” in 1S12. 
This author compiled the continuation 
of “James’jS Naval Histoiy,” from 
tho attack on Algiers to 182^, includ- 
ing tho details of tlm Burmese war, 
and of the battle of Navarino. Cape. 
Chamier, who married in 1832, a j 
grand-daughter of the lato Sir John ; 
Soane, was in Paris daring tho revo- ; 
liition of Feb., IS^IS, and published an 
account of the transactions of that 
penod, under tho title of “ Koview' of 
the French Bevolution of 1848,” in 
wliich he dcscribos events, but not in 
a very impartial manner. His works 
have appeai-od in German, some of them 
in two or throe translations. Capt. 
Chamier holds an official post abroad. 

CHAMPNEYS, Bkv. William 
'^JSLDON, M.A., gi^dson of a former 
vicar of St. l^oras, was bom in 
. Cauiden-town, in 1807, and edneatod 
at Brasenose College, Oxford, where 


he graduated B.A., taking second- 
class honours. Having held the 
curacies of Dorchester (Oxon) and 
St. Ebbo’s, Oxford, he 'was elected a 
fellow of his college, ,by w'hich ho 
w’as presented, in 1837, to tlje rectory 
of St. Mary’s, Whitechapel, wliere ho 
greatly increased the educational 
resources and church accominodation 
of a very poor, populous, and neglected 
palish. Ho was one of tho earliest 
advocates of “ Bagged Schools,” 
“Befuges,” “ Industrial Homes,” &o., 
and was the originator of a local asso- 
ciation for tiio Proniotiou of tho 
Cleanliness, Hoaltli, and Comfort of 
the Indnstiial Classes,” and of ** Tho 
Church of England Young Hen’s 
Society,” the iirst association of 
young men for religious purposes and 
mutual impi*ovemont, which was be- 
gun in Whitechapel. In 1851 he was 
appointed to a canoiiry in St. Paul’s, 
a mi . is vicar of St. Pancras. 

CHANGABNIEE, Genekal Nico- 
las- Axne-Tji Module, was born at 
Autun (SaOno-et-Loiro), April 2(>, 1793. 
TJtis ollioor distinguished liimself in 
tho opemtioiiB of the French army in 
Algiers, and gained each successive 
promotion ou the buttle-field. lii 
1848 ho was made Governor- General 
of Algiers by the provisional govern- 
ment, and was immediately afterwards 
olocted a member of tlic Constituent 
Assembly by tho department of tho 
Loire. Ho held his governorship 
only for a short time, I'ccogniziug in 
the disquieted capital tho true held for 
a man of ability and energy. He was 
at Paris during tlio terrible scenes of 
June, 1 8 18, and took part in the suppres- 
sion of the insurrection, which led to 
Gen. Cavaignac’s dictatorship. When 
Loris -Napoleon became President, 
Gen. Changamicr was appointed Com- 
mander of the First Military Division, 
and, as an insurrection was expected, 
the command of the entire arme-i 
force of Paris, civic as well as military, 
was concentratdft in his hands. In- 
vested with such authority, he orushtsd 
the attempted insnirection of June, 
1849, and by the excellence of his 
arrangements, accomplished this oh- 



mute.

Ho was 
a member of the Homo cii'cuit, of 
wliich, after the retirement of Sir 
F. Thesiger (Lord Chemsford) from 
circuit practice and the elevation to 
the bench of Baron Platt, he was long 
the titular leader. As a junior counsel 
Ilia practice was very considerable, 
and, for some yeai'S after his promo- 
tion to the coif, he divided with the 
late Mr. Justice I'alfourd the leading 
business of tho Common Pleas. At 
nisi prills, however, and on circuit, 
he was distanced by men who, though 
his inferiors in legal ermfition, pos- 
sessed more of those peculiar powers 
of the advocate wliich tell with a jury.

CHAllNEE, AnaiiitAL Leonaud-

becoming a lieutenant in 1828, after 
having been almost continuously en- 
gaged in active scrvico for thirteen 
years. He took part in tlio expedi- 
tion to Algiers in 1830, and on his 
return to Franco published an im- 
portant treatise relating to naval 
evolutions. In 1832 ho was present 
at the taking of Ancona, and received 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour. 
Ho attained the rank of captain in 
1837, and accompanied tlio Prince 
de Joinvillo to St. Tlelctia as second 
in command of La JJelle Police. In 
1841 he became caf<tiiin dc vaisseav, 
and obtained the Cro.-iM of Ofiieor in 
the Legion of Honour. From 1843 
to 1848 M. Chamer held commissions 
in various vessels; ii' 1819 ho was 
elected a repn^sentative for the de- 
partment of Cdtes-du-Nord ; took an 
active part in the inquiry relating j 
to the lYench marine, and was elected 
a member of the Council-general of 
Cdtes-du-Nord by the canton of 
Boohe-Derrien. • M. Chamer became 
chief of the staff of the Minister of 
Marine in Dec., 1851, and a rear- 
admiral, Feb. 3, 1852. During the 
war in the Crimea he held a most im- 
portant command in the Black Sea, 
and maintained, Oct. 17, 1854, with 
his vessel the Napoldon, a combat 
for five honrs against Fort Constantine 


at Sebastopol. He was promoted ti 
the imik of Vice-Admiral, June 7 
1855, and in November presidcc 
over the “ Conseil dos Travaux de le 
Marine.” He was made Grand Office] 
of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 6 
1857, and was raised to the rank oj 
Admiral by Imperial decree dated 
Nov. 15, 1864. 

CHABTBES (Due de), Boheht- 
PHJLirPE-LoUlS -EuqExVE -Fekdinanl 
d’Ojileans, yonnger son of the late 
duke of Orleans, and grandson of the 
lato Louis PJiilippo, was bom at 
Pans, Nov. 9, 1840. When only two 
ycai-s old he lost his father, and six 
years later the Bevolution drove him 
into exilo. Tho young duke was 
carefully brought up, and served in 
tho Federal army in the first cam- 
paign of the Amencan civil war in 
1862. Ho married, Juno 11, 1863, 
Frun<^oiso-Mario-Amelie of Orleans, 
eldest daughter of tho Prince de 
Joinville, and has issuo a daughter, 
born Jan. 13, 1865, and a son, bom 
Jan. 11, 1S(;6. 

CHASE, Salmon Poiitl>nd, states- 
man, born in Cornish, Now Hamp- 
shire, Jan. 13, 1808, is desconded from 
Aquiia Chase, who emigrated from 
England in 1618. His father, whom 
ho lost while young, was Gliief 
Jnstico D. Chase, of Vermont. After 
passing through tho ordinary grada- 
tions of scholastic life, ho studied at 
the College of Cincinnati, and gra- 
clunted with honours at Dartmouth 
Coilege in 1826. Having opened a 
private school at Washington, lio had 
for pupils tlio sons of Mr. Henry Clay 
and of other well-known persons. 
Ho was admitted to the Bor in 1830, 
practised at Cincinnati, and bop 
tween 1832-35 published an edition 
of the Statutes of Ohio. In 1840 he 
took a more active port in polities, 
separating from the Democratic party 
with which he had been connected, 
on account of its pro-slavery atti- 
tude, and supported Gen. Harrison 
for President ; oiler whose death he 
took part in the organization of tho 
Liberal party in Ohio. In 1849 ho 
was returned to the United States

Senate by the Legislature of that 
state. In 1855 he gained much po- 
pularity by his persevering opposi- 
tion to the ** Nebraska Bill.” In 1856 
he was elected Governor of the State 
of Ohio, a post ho held till 1860. In 
1861 ho was made Secretaiy to the 
Treasury bytf^resident Lincoln, and 
is the originator of tho Treasury 
notes called “Greenbacks,” and of 
the “ Postal Currency.” During the 
civil war liis dhancial operations were 
on a gigantic scale, and, according to 
English notions, characterized rather 
by recklessness than by prudence and 
foresight ; but witli a largo circle of 
his countiymon they found favour. 
In .Tuly, 1864, Mr. Chase resigned his 
post, and was soon after appointed by 
President Lincoln, Chief Justice of 
the U. S. Supremo Court, in place of 
Roger B. Tunny, deceased. 

CnASSKhDUP-LAUBAT (Comte 

DE), JlJSTlN-NA.rOLf:ON-SAMUEL-PKOS- 
TEA, a F,ronch politician, born Marcli 
26, 1805, at Alessandria, Piedmont, 
studied at tho Lyceo Louis-lo-Grand, 
and entered tho Council of State in 
1828. In 1830 ho was sent with M. 
Baudo to Algeria ; loft for Tunis in 
1836, and took part in the siege of 
Constantine. Tlio following year he 
was elected deputy for tho arrondisse- 
ment of ‘Mareiines (Charento-In- 
ferienre) ; in 1838 was appointed a 
Councillor of State; was elected to 
tho Legislative Assembly for Cliarcnto- 
Inferieiiro in 1849; and was Minister 
of Marine from April 10 to Oct. 26, 
1851. After the coup d'etat ho en- 
tered tho Corps Legislatif as a sup- 
porter of the government, and was 
re-elected in 1857. Ho was a mem- 
ber of tlic Council of Colonization 
under tho Ministry for Algeria and 
tho Colonies (created in 1858), was 
appointed to succeed Priuce Napoleon 
as Minister, March 24, 1859, and 
visited Algeria, to the prosperity of 
which his administration has greatly 
contributed. In 1861 he pointed out 
the necessity for an inoreasa in the 
personnel of the staff of the French 
navy, and in Nov., 1862, established 
an institution under the title of. 


j “L’Etablisscment dcs Pupilles do la 
I Marine,” for the education, &o.,ofthe 
orphans of sailors in tho Impenal 
navy. ^He was appointed a Senator, 
May 25, 1862 ; Comninuder of tho 
Legion of Honour, Sep. 17, 1851 ; and 
Grand Cross, Sep. 17, 1866. Count 
Chasseloup-Laubat has contributed 
luimcrous important articles to tlio 
lievue des Veiuv Mondcs, 

CHAUVENET, William, astrono- 
mer, bom in Pennsylvania in 1810, 
and graduated at Yale College about 
1838, is best known for his offorts in 
the cstablishmont of the Naval Col- 
lege .'it Amuipolis, Maryland (in which 
lio is Professor of Astnuiomy), for his 
services in tho propamtion of tho 
American E])liomcris, and for liia new 
method for the discovery of longitude 
by luxiars. Ho was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Matliomatica in tho United 
States navy in 18 U, published a 
treatise on “ Plain and Spherical 
Trigonometry” in 1853, and is a 
contributor to several sciontifio 
junmals. 

C 11 E E V E R, Geougis Barrkit, 
D.D., author and divine, born at Hal- 
lowell, Blaine, April 17, 1807, gradu- 
ated at Bowdoiii College in 1825, at 
Andover Theological Seminary in 
1830, and was ordained minister of 
tho Howard-street Congregational 
Church at Salem, Massachusetts, iii 
1832. Ho early showed himself a 
controversialist, taking a prominent 
part in tho Unitarian dispute and tho 
Temperance question. While en- 
gaged in tho latter cause, in 1835, 
ho published a “ dream,” entitled 
“Deacon Giles’s Distillery,” so full 
of personalities that, after having been 
severely handled by a mob, he waa 
condemned for libel to a month’s im- 
prisonment in Salem gaol. At tho 
expiration of his sentence he visited 
Europe, and on his return became 
pastor of tho Allenc-street Presby- 
terian Church, and in 1846, pastor of 
the New Congregational Church of 
the Puritans in New York. Among 
his best-known works ai’O “ Common- 
place Books” for prose and poetiy 
(1828-29); “Studies in Poetry” 
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(1830) ; an. oditioii of tbe' Select 
Works of Archbishop. Leighton *’ 
(183SI) ; ** Wanderings of a Pilgrim./* 
(1845-4G) j Jonrnal of the Pilgrims 
at Plymouth, New England, in 1620, 
reprinted from the original volume ** 
(1848) ; “ Windings of the Kiver of 
the Water ' of Life ** . (18.19) ; « Lec- 
tures on the Life, Genius, and Sanctity 
of Cowpor **. (1856);'. and/^God ^gainst 
Slavery** (1857). -Dr. Chcever has 
contributed ' to. varions . refigious 
periodicals in' the United States. His 
brother, the Bev. IJCnry. T. Chcever, 
alsO'Cir Gongrcgatioiialist ^minister, is 
the author of several works of travel; 

■ among wliich may be mentioned 
“The Island World of tlio Pacific,** 
and “ Life in the Sandwich Islands.” 

CHELMSFORD (Loud), The Rhiiit 
Hon. PitEDEUicK Thksigeu, P.G., only 
surviving son of the late Ghavlcs 
Thesiger, Esq., Collector of Customs 
in the ishind of St. Yincout, and 
nephew of Captain Sir Frederick The- 
siger (who was A;D.C. to Nelson at 
Copenhagen), born in London in 1794, 
entered the Royal Navy as a mid- 
shipman at an early age, and served 
at Copenhagen in 1807. Ho quitted 
the service after the destruction of 
his father’s- property in the West 
Indies, and having entered as a 
student in Gray’s luu, was called to 
the Bar in 1818. I'or some years be 
went the Homo cii cnit, of which he 
became the leader. He was ma^o a 
King’s Counsel in 1834, and having 
in *1840 been returned to Pai'liainent 
in the Couserv(ltivc interest for 
Woodstock, was appointed Solici- 
tut -General by, Sir It. Peel in 1844, 
jjid Bucceededt in 1845, to the.At- 
torney-Geuemlship, which he held till 
the retirement of the Peel adminstra- 
tion ill 1846. This' post he resuqied 
under Lord Derby’s first administra- 
tion in 1852. He represented Abing- 
don in the House of Commons from 
1844 to 1852, and Stamford fi'eui 
1852 till his Novation to the Lord 
Ghancellorshipi with a Peerage, in 
Lbrd Derby’s second fidmiiiistration^in 
1858. Lord Chelmsford; who rctii'ed 
with his colleagned in 1859, was re- 


appointed 'Lord Chancellor in Lor< 
Derby’s tJiird administration, July I 
1866. . 

CHERER, Madame* Talbot, whps< 
maiden name was Eliza Hughes, wp: 
born in Londoni, Marcli 15, 1837 
I H4r father died, leaving, a largi 
I family, when she was fouryears old 
and she was adopted by a maternu. 
aunt residing, at Clifton, at whicl 
place^slio was educated. At an earl} 
age she displayedjponsiderable taloni 
for music, and was placed at tin 
Royal Academy of Music, where slu 
studied for four years, and obtainoc 
first-class honours. Her singiug-nias* 
tei’jSignoaCrivelli, formed the Uighosl 
expectations of her, and her first ap- 
pcarauco was omiuoutly successful 
Giilod with a beautiful voice, which 
is heard to the greatest advantage in 
oratorio, she has attained a high 
position in the profession. 

0 H E S N E Y, Francis Rawdon, 
major-general, the pioneer of the 
overland I'outo to India, born at 
Ballyroa, N. Ireland, in 1789, was 
cliristoiiod after his sponsor, the late 
iiLart}uis of Hastings. He was edu- 
cated at the Royal Military Academy, 
Wooiwicli, and obtained a conimis- 
sioii in the Royal Artillery in 1805. 
Having seen some active service in 
1815, he becauio -captain. And in 1821 
was sent to Gibraltar, whore ho 
conceived the idea of crossing tlio 
African desorc to solve tlio pnjblomof 
( ho origin of the Niger, but abandoned 
the widertaking. In 1827 and 1828 
ho went over the great battle-fields 
of Napoleon in Franco, Italy, and 
Germany, and afterwards carefully 
examined the battle-fields of tlio East. 
In 1829 Capt. CUesnoy sailed for Cop- 
stuntinoplo, intending to assist Tur- 
key in her strugglo with Russia, and 
on his arrival found that the pi*elimi- 
naries of a hollow iieaco had boon 
signed at Adrianoplo. After exainiu- 
ing the fortresses and positions o6ca- 
pied by the contending armies, Capt. 
Chesney obtained an extension of his 
leave of absence for tho purpose of 
visiting Ashi Minor, Greece, and 
Egypt, with a view to tho solution of 
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tlie problem of a regular stgam .com- 
mnnicafcion w4th India. He sailed 
down thorltcd 9ea to Cossier, and re- 
«ported the practicability of a steam 
voyage in twenty-ono 'dkys betif\'eeh 
Bombay and’ Suez, and* of five, mqre 
between Sli|cz and Alexandria. After 
having niifdd theso explorations, he 
Avent on a journey through Paleatino, 
Arabia Fetrina, . and across the 
Arabian desert to El Kaim, whence 
the great' river wAj followed to Ann. 
The result of this ’'expedition was a 
largo map and a memoir foiwardod td 
Sir R. Gordon from ShuBter, in June, 
1831, describing about 800 miles of 
the river Euphrates. In 18^5-'6 Oapt. , 
Chorsucy acreomplished, though only’ 
after cnccaiiitoring great . dfllicnltirH 
and dangers, his deabent of tho 
Euphrates, from its souioo to its out- 
let, and aftorwardadod an ' expedition 
across tho lio’nrt of Arabia from tho 
Moditorranean to tho Indian Oc^an, 
returning to England in 1837. He 
commapdod tho artillery in China, as 
brigadier-gonoral, in 18-13-7, hold tho 
command of, the artillery in ^ho south 
of Ireland from 18 18 till 1852, and aa'os 
created an honorary D.C.L. of Oxford 
in 1851. Tho question of tlio practi- 
cability of the overland route to India 
for tho transport of mails and mer- 
chandiso has long been decided, and 
Gen. Ghesne}’’ has had tho honour not 
only of opening another route to India, 
but of introducing commerce and 
civilization .^into regions.; which they 
have ■ never before penetrated^ In 
1850 ho published his “ Survey of tho 
>>iphratcs and Tigris,” containing 
full details of his expedition, of which 
he had contributed an abridged ac- 
count to tho Jommal of tho Geogra- 
phical Society, whore the reader will- 
find a Bummaiy of' his labours and 
their results. In 1852 he published 
his Observations on the Fast and 
Present State of Firearms, and on the 
probable effects in War of the New 
Musket.” Ho attained the rank 6f 
major-general in 1855. 

CHESTER (Bishop op), Thb Right : 
Rev. William Jacojison, D.D., born in | 
Norfolk in 1803, was educated at' Lin- 1 


coin College^ Oxtord, where ho gradn* . 
nted in high honours in 1827. In 1829 
he was elected to a Fellowship at 
Exeter College., and held the. Vico- 
Frincipalship' of Magdalen Hull from 
1832 to 1848, when, having been no- 
minated Regius Professor of Divinity 
(an office to which is attached a ca- 
nonry in Christ-Chiirch Cathedral 
and the rccto^-'of Ewoline, Oxon), 
he was cfcajted D.D. ^ decree of 
Convocation." iSrl ‘ Jacobson, who 
held the nniv(n;slty officea. nf Select 
Preacher, PiibHo Orator, Ac., and 
tbc incumbency of ' Iffley, ' near 
Oxford^ . fi-om *1839 to li840, has 
edited for tho Univorsity Press, Tho 
ReiniiinH of tho Apostolic Fathers,” 
“ The Oxford Paraph r:iso tpid Annota- 
tions on tho Epistles ef St. Paul/* 
tho ” Collected Works of Bishop San- 
derson,** “NowelVsCatcc^hiam,**&o. in 
1895 ho Avas apjmintod to tho bisliopric 
of Chester, and on the death of Dr. 
Wigram, bishop 6f Rochester, in April, 
1897, obtained a seat in tho Honso of 
Lmris. Tho sec is of tho annual value 
of £'1,600, with tho patronage of fifty 
livings, and tlio diocese includes tho 
couiwy of Chester, with part of Lan- 
cashire. 

CUFiVALTEII, Michel, political 
economist, senator and oounsellor of 
stato, was born at Limoges, Jan. 13, 
1806. At the ago of oigliteen ho was 
admitted into tho Polytoohnio School, 
wlionce ho passed ,to tho School of 
Minos, Borno days before the revolu- 
tion of July. Ho Avas first publibly 
employed as an en^ne^ in tho d^- 
pai'tomcnt du Nord. About this timo 
ho becamo an ardent ^aiut-Simonian, 
and advocated tho canso with great 
eloqnenco and enthusiasm in tho co- 
lumns of the Qlohjs, of Avhich ho was 
editor. Ho joined in tho schism of 
tho Pbijs Bnfantin, was one of tho 
proachers at Menil-montant, and took 
part in editing tho ” Livre Nonveau,*' 
tho future gospel of tho doctrines of 
tho sect. For his sharo in these pro- 
ceodings ho waspondenined to a years 
jrnprisonmont, as being guilty of an 
outrage to public moi’als. After si* 
months* imprisonment, ono half of 
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the sentence having; been remitted, 
he retracted, in the Globe, all ho had 
written against the Christian religion, 
marriage, and social institutions, and 
obtained from M. Thiers a special 
mission to the United States to study 
the system of railway and water com- 
munications in that country. Tho 
letters which during his journey he 
addressed to tho Journal dett Ddbats 
attracted much attention, served to 
remove ninny French prejudices on 
industrial subjects, and were ]mblished 
separately in 1836 under tho title of 
“ Lettres snr TAmeriquo dii Nord.** 
Tliis brilliant work led to his being 
intrusted with a second mission to 
England, at tho time of tho groat 
commercial panic. On his return 
from London in 1838, lie published 
** Dea Interets Matericis on France.” 
This book, often reprinted, contains a 
programme of great ind ustrial i mprovo- 
ments. In 1840 ho -was made Professor 
of Political Economy in tho College of 
Franco. In politics ho was a doctri- | 
naire, and sat for a sliort time (1815 - 
46) as a member of tho Chamber of 
Deputies. Failing to bo re-elected, 
he became one of tho most onchuai- 
astic champions of freo trade, and, 
assisted by M. llastiat, tried in vain 
■to organize .a league similar to the 
Anti-Com-Law League. Tlio revolu- 
tion of 1848 caused him to lose his 
various appointments. Ho tlirow liim- 
self into the ranks of the anti-nvolu- 
tionists, and replied to the attacks of 
the Socialists on tho doctrines of poli- 
tical economy, and to those f his 
former oo-roligioiiists, in his Lettros 
BUT POrganisation dii Travail et la 
Question dos Travai Hours,” publish* ‘d 
in 1848. In 1851 he was elected into 
the section of Political Economy in 
tho Academy of Moral and Political 
Sciences. After the coup dV^at,he was 
restored to his professorship in the 
College of France, and promoted to 
the rank of engineor-in-chief. In 1860 
H. Chevalier assisted Mr. Cobden in 
carrying into effect the important 
commercial treaty between Franco 
«nd England, and he acted as presi- 
dent -of the conference of Social 


Science nt Dublin, and was created a 
senator, March 14, I860. M. Cheva- 
lier is the author of many works on 
political economy. In addition to those 
already rofeircd to, may be noticed 
his principal work, “ Conrs d*Ecoiio- 
mie Politifino,” published in 1842-605 
“ Essais de Politique Industrielle,” in 
1843, and “Do la Tlaisso Probable do 
rOr,” in 1859, which has been ti*ans- 
lated into English by Mr. Cobden, 
under the title “ On the Probable Pall 
of tho Valiio of Gold.” M. Chevalier 
pnblishod a pamphlet, “1/ Expedition 
du TMcxwjno,” in 1862, and “ Le Mox- 
iquo Ancion ct Moderne,” in 1863. 
The latter lias been translated into 
English, and several of his other works 
have l>ccn transLatod into English 
and German. Ho was promoted 
Grand Offioerof tlie Legion of Honour, 
.Tan. 4, 1861. 

CllEVALLTER, Thb Rrv. Templk, 
B.D., (ddest son of tho late Rev. Temple 
Fisko Chovnllier, M.A., rector of Ba- 
diiigharn, Suffolk, born in 1794, was 
cdncatcul at Pembroke Oollogo, Cam- 
bridge, obtained! ono of the Bell 
scholarships in 1814, and graduated 
in 1817, as second wrangler and second 
Smith’s iiri/emaii. Ho was elected 
a Follow of Pomhroko College, and 
afterwards Fellow and Tutor of St. 
Catherino’s College, and was Hul- 
sean Loctnror in i826 and 1827. In 
1835 ho became Professor of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy in tho Univer- 
sity of Durham, is perpetual curate of 
Bsli, ntjnr Durham, Avas made honorary 
canon of Durham Cathedr.al, sub-war- 
den of the University, .rural dean and 
ovonliially canon of Durham. In addi- 
tion to his “ llnlseaii Lectures,” Pro- 
fessor Chc^’^allior has published trans- 
lations of tho “ Epistles of Clement of 
Romo, Polycarp, and Ignatius,” aUd 
of “Tho Apologies of Justin Martyr 
and Tertullian,” and a volnmo of 
sermons, preached by him Avhilo vicar 
of Groat St. Andrew’s, Cambridge. 

0 H E V R E U L, MTCHTSL-EuofiNE, 
chemist, was bom at Angers, Aug. 31, 
1786. Having completed his studies 
in tho Central School of that place, 
at the age of nineteen ho went to 
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Paris, where he was engaged in the 
ohemioal faototy of the celebrated 
Yanquelin, who disoovered in his 
yonng pnpil such apticnde and saga- 
city, that he intrusted tho direction of 
his laboratory to him. In 1810 ho 
was preparatOT of the chemical courso 
in tho Museum of Natural History, 
ond in 1813 was appointed professor 
in the Lycco Charlemagne and oflicer 
of the university. In 1824 lie was 
made director of the dyeries and pro- 
fessor of special chemistry in tho car- 
pet manufactory pf tho Gobelins, whore 
he had leisure to follow his favourite 
pursuits into detail, one of which was 
his investigation of animal oils, or 
grease. In 1823 M. Chcvreul pub- 
lished a work on this subject, for 
which the Society for tho Kneourage- 
menc of National Industry awarded 
him tho prize of 12,(K)0 francs. M. 
Ghevreul has written various scientific 
works, such as ** LeQons deOhimio ap- 
pliqude h, la Tointure,” published in 
1828-31; “DohiLoi duGontraste,&c.,’’ 
in 1839 ; “ Theorie dos Kifots Optiques 
quo prescnteiit Ice Etofibs do Soio,'* in 
1848; “Do la Baguette divinatoire 
du Fendulo ot des Tables tournanies,” 
in 1854; and “Des Couleurs et do 
leur application aux Arts Indus triols, 
si I’aido des cercles chromatiques,” in 
18G4. Some of those have been trans- 
lated into various European languages. 
M. Ghevreul has contributed to tho 
proceedings of scientific societies, to 
dictionaries, and other works. In 
1830 M. Ghevreul succeeded his for- 
mer master Vauqueliii in tho chair of 
Ghem'stry at the Museum of Nsitural 
History, since which time he has be- 
come Fellow of tho Royal Society of 
London and President of the Society 
of Agi'iculturo. He was made Gom- 
mandcr of tho Legion of Honour, Sep. 
24, 1844. I 

GHIGHESTER (Bishop op). The | 
Rioht Rev. Ashhurst Turner Gil- 
bert, D.D., son of the late Thomas 
Gilbert, Esq., captain R.M., born in 
1786, was educated at the Manchester 
Free Grammar-school, and at Brase- 
nose Gollege, Oxford, where he was, 
with tho late Sir Robert Peel, Bart., 


in the first class in classics in 1809, 
and became successively Fellow, Tu- 
tor, and, in 1822, Principal of hig 
college. Ho served the office of Vice- 
Ghaucellor of the University of Ox- 
foid, under tho late duke of Welling- 
ton, in 1836-40, and was consecrated 
to the see of Gliicliestor on the death 
of Dr. Shiittleworth in 1812. Tho iu- 
eome of tho see, which luis tho patron- 
ago of thirty benefices and the alter- 
nate prasentatiou to four others, is 
fixed at ce i,2(X). 

GHIGHESTER (Eaul op), The 
Rioht Hon. Henry Tiiosrls Pelham, 
oldest son of the late e.arl, was bom 
Aiig. 25, 1801, and educated at West- 
minster and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. He was one of the oommis- 
sioiiers ai^pointcd by Parliament to 
report on the question of the equali- 
zation of bishoprics in point of pocu- 
niaiy value, rmo of the commissiouors 
of Pciitouvillo Prison, and was ap- 
pointed, in 1850, First Commissioner 
of Church Estates, with a salary of 
£1,200. His lordship, who succeeded 
to tho title as third carl, July 4, 1826, 
and is Lord-Lieutenant of Sussex, 
takes an active part in the patronage 
and managornont of many of the 
leading religious and charitable so- 
cieties connected with the Church of 
England. 

CHILD, Mrs. Lydia Maria, wlio.qe 
maiden name was Francis, was bom 
in Massachusetts. In early life she 
wrote “Hobomok, a Stoiy of the 
Pilgrims,” which was published in 

1824. Soon after tho appearance of 
her second work, “The Rebels,” in 

1825, Miss Francis bocamg the wife of 
Mr. David Lee Child, and in 1827 
undertook tho editorship of The Juve- 
nile Miscellany t tho only periodical of 
the kind in tho United States. She 
wrote “ The Frugal Housewife/* “ Tho 
Mother’s Book,’* a manual of educa- 
tion; “Tho Girl’s Book,** and “The 
Coronal,” a misocllanoons collection 
of prose and verse, and prepar^ some 
volumes for “The Ladies* Library/* 
consisting of lives of Madame de 
Stael and Madamo Boland, Lady Rus- 
sell, and Madamo Ouyon; “Biogra- 
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phies of Good Wives,” and “Tho His- 
tory and Condition of Women.” In 
1833 Mrs. Child advocated with enthn- 
siasm the canse of Hbolitiou, and wrote 
** An Appeal for that class of Amcri- 
oans called Africans,” which enji^on- 
derod such bitter feeling against her, 
that her next work, '‘Philothea,” a 
romance of the time of Pericles and 
Aspasiu, was not favourably received. 
In 18'i'l Mr. and Mrs. Child removed 
from Boston to Now York, for the pur- 
pose of conducting the National Anti- 
Slavery Standard; and the latter, whilst 
assisting her husband in his edito- 
i:ial labours, commenced a series of 
letters, wliich were republished under 
tlio title of “ Letters from Now York.” 
Her “ Spring Flowers,” and “ Fact 
and Fiction,” a collection of prose 
tales, appeared in Mrs. Child’s 

most important work, “ The Progress 
of Religious Ideas through Successive 
Ages,” was published in 1855. 

CHILDERS, Hugh OuliLiNO Baud. 
LBY, bom in Loudon, in June, 1827, 
was educated at Gheam school and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, whore ho 
gpraduated in 1850, proceeding to Aus- 
tralia the same year. He was a mem- 
ber of. the government -of Victoria 
from his arrival till the bogiurtiitg of 
1857, Imving held tho office of Com- 
missioner of Tnule and Customs in. 
tho first cabinet, and haviii:j: been 
member for Portland in tho Legisla- 
tive Assembly. He returned Hing- 
land in 1857, os agent-general for 
the cblonyi and in 1859 was nn nn- 
suocessful candidate for Pontefract. 
On. a petition, which was withdrawn, 
and atterwm*dB became tho 6ubj€H;t 
of special inquiiy by a select com- 
mittee, ho unseated his oppouent, was 
returned at the new election in Feb., 
1860, and has continned to represent 
this borough. Mr. Childers was chair- 
man of i3io Select Committee on 
Trabeportation^ii 1861, and a member 
of the Commission on Penal Servitude 
'in 1863$ his recommendations with 
rospeot to^ransportation having been 
^eventually adopted by the Govern- 
ment. He became a Lord of the Admi- 
ralty in- April, 1864, and Financial 


Secretary to the Treasury in Angpist, 

1865, retiring on the accession of 
Lord Derby’s third administration in 

1866. Mr. Childers is the author of 
pamphlets on Froo Trade, Railway 
Policy, and National Education. 

CHINA (Emperor of), Ki-tsiamg, 
bom April 5, 1855, eldest son of tho 
deceased emperor, Hieng-fang,whom 
ho succeeded Aug. 22, 1801. Before 
his accessiou, he was called Prince 
Tsaisung, and ranks as the eighth in 
tho dynasty of Ta-tsing. Daring his 
minority, the affairs of the empire 
were administered by his uncle and 
prime minister, Yih-soo, bettor known 
ns .Prince Rung. Many useful reforms 
have been introduced into the country, 
and witli the liolp of tho English, the 
Taeping rebellion has been repressed. 

CHISHOLM, Mrs. Caroline, was 
bom at Wootton, Northamptonshire, 
about 1810. Her father, Mr. William 
Jones, was a man of most philan- 
thropic character, which his daughter 
inherited from liim. Her energy was 
i?xcrcisod for tho benefit of the needy 
of lior own ncnglibourhood, until .her 
inairiago to Cnpt. Alexander Chis- 
holm, of the Indian army, in her 
twentieth year, removed her to a 
more extended sphere of usefulness. 
On her axrivnl at Madras, Mrs. Chia- 
holni’s attention was directed to the 
neglected and dangerous position of 
the soldi(;rs’ daughters; and, by the 
co-operation of tho Governor and 
otbei’s, she ostablishod an -industrial 
homo, in which young girls were 
sheltered from all evil association, 
and instructed in practical knowledge. 
Capt. Chisholm* removed with his 
family to Australia, as* his health fe- 
quired a temporary change of climate/ 
At Sydney, Mrs. Chisholm’s sym- 
pathies were enlisted by the suffer- 
ings of the emigrants, who fi’oquently 
arrived friendless and penniloss. 
When Capt. Chisholm returned to 
India, it was deemed desirable that 
his family should remain for a time 
at Sydney, and his wife devoted all 
her spare time to tho soheiheB of 
nsefulness which she had matured 
daring her three years’ residence in 
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the oolonj. The protection of her. 
own sex Boemed to claim Mrs. Chis- 
holm’s most earnest efforts, and for 
them, after great difficulties, she 
succeeded in establishing a tempo- 
raiy home. She undertook several 
journeys into the interior, for the 
purpose of forming committees am 
establishing country homes, taking 
witli her at *the same time parties of 
. young women, varying in number 
from fifteen to^sixty, whom she placed 
in service at the farms on tho route. 
Their travelling expenses were at first 
borne by herself, and afterwards re- 
funded. Ko sooner, however, did tho 
settlers become acquainted with her 
praiseworthy object, than they offered 
to find conveyance as well os food; 
and Mrs. Chisholm records the fact 
that her own expenses daring seven 
years amounted only to £1. iSs. Od. 
When labourers wero required in the 
interior, though there was an excess 
in Sydney, she undeitook, at tho 
government expense, many journeys 
of 3U0 miles iuto the bush for the 
puipose of planting families ; sharing 
the hardships of her companions, and 
jierforming the duties of loader, ad- 
viser, and commissary-general. Mrs. 
Chisholm established an office in 
Sydney, at which all persons needing 
omploymeUt might attend daily ; and 
by her disinterested efforts has placod 
many thousands in positions of re- 
spectability and comfort. Having 
collected a quantity of fheta* boariiig 
on the history and prospects of settlors 
in the (xilony, she published thorn 
under the title of “Voluntary Infor- 
mation of the People of New South 
Wales.” Early in 1845 Capt. Chis- 
holm rejoined his wife, and gave her 
the benefit of his hearty co-operation. 
In 1846 they found it necessary to 
revisit their native land; and Mrs. 
Chisholm left Australia, having ac- 
cepted a public testimonial of one 
hundred and fifty pounds, which she 
set aside for the furtherance of her 
benevolent views. In fact, she re- 
turned *to England, not to rest from 
her labours, but to carry them out' 
more effectually. Possessing neither I 


rank nor infiuonoe, and with an in- 
oomo scarcely amounting to a com- 
petency, Mrs. Chiediulm began her 
contest with Govorninont olHciuls for 
the rights of her poor clients. She 
secured attention to her representa- 
tions by the confidcnco she inspired, 
and at length tho order was given 
which consigned two shiploads of 
children from various workhouses to 
their parents iu Aiistiulia, at tho ex- 
pense of Guverninent. Similar suc- 
cess attended lior efforts on behalf 
of tho convicts' wives, Who had been 
promised a free passage fii certain 
cases of ineritorinns behaviour ou the 
part of their husbands. But the greSt 
achiovement of lier visit to lOnglauct 
was tho establisliinont of tho Pemale 
Colonization Loan Society, for tho 
promotion of family emigration. She 
returned to Australia iu 1854, and 
after devoting many 3*eai‘B to the 
philanvhropic ubjeots she had at heart| 
again visited England in 1866. 

C H 0 D Z K d, Jacoii Lkonard 
Boreyko, historian, was bom at Obo- 
rek, in tliu palatinate of Wilim, id . 
Poland, Nov. 6, 1800. At Wilua he ; 
pursued tho study of histoiy, mainly', 
under Lelewel. Tii 1819 ho accom- 
panieil Prince Michael Oginski, as 
secretaiy, in liis travels through 
Russia, Germany, England, and 
Franco, and in 1826 took lip liis 
residence in Paris, where, in the 
following year, ho published the 
“ Momoirs of Oginski,” tp which, as 
an introduction, ho furnished “ Ob- 
servations snr la Pologno ot los 
Polonnis.” Ho began to make collec- 
tions for a history of Poland h'om the 
time of Angnstus 111. ; having pub- 
ished, in 1829, a histoiy of the ser- 
rices of tho Polish legions in Italy 
under Gon. Dombrowski, TIria work 
gained him a considerable reputation 
n Poland and France. Hn ring the 
i'evolution of July, Chpdzko was ap- 
pointed by (^n. Lafayetto as his aide- ■ 
de-camp; and duriiig. the Polish revo- 
''ution the general goyemment' gave 
•jim full powers to watch and furthsnr i 
.ts interests in France. He.beoawie 
a member of the Pranoo-Polish aiid 
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Amerioan-PoUah committees, in both 
of which ho was yery actiye. Whon 
the Polish refagees arriyed in France, 
Chod'zko became a member of the 
Polish National Committee. Since 
that period he has cloyoted himself 
entirely to literary labours ooniieotod 
with his country. Ho edited the 
poems of Adam Miclciowioz, and the 
“ CBuvrcs compiMos do Kiaaicki,” and 
wrote the life of Poniatowski, 
under the title, “ Poiii.*itc)wski,Hatons- 
nons,” which appeared in 1831. Ho 
published “ Uiio Ksqui.sso Chrono- 
logiquo do rilistoirc do la Littcraturu 
Polonaiso'’ in 1829; “Los Polonais 
en Italic,” a now edition of Mal- 
tobnin’s “ Tableau do la Polognc, 
Ancienno et Modorno ” in 1830, and 
tho “ Riugraphio du General Kosciu- 
sko” in 1839. Hu assisted Hioro- 
lawski in his “History of Poland” 
(IR'lT-'l-S), and boro tho chief sharo 
in tho preparation of “ La Pologtio 
Historiquo, Littorairo, Honnmentalo, 
et Pittoresquo” (1837-47), a work 
which has gone through many edi- 
tions; the “ IlistoiiH) do Pologiie” 
(1855), and the “Histoire do Tur- 
qnio” (185.5). Mr. Ohodxko has 
boon a contributor to tho Ohhe, the 
Coy/rrier Fra/n(}aiSf tho Constitntionnel, 
&o . ; is a member of several learned 
societies, and was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour, Ang. 13, ISGl. 

OHRISTCHU riCH (Pisuor op), 
The Rioirx Rkv. H. J. C. KAurEW, 
D.l)., was appointed to this see in 1856. 

CHRISTIAN, PaiNCE. {See

CHRIS'lTAN IX. (See DENiTARK, 
King op.) 

CHRISTISON. Robert, M.D., Pro- 
fessor of Materia Medica in tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, born July 18, 
1797, is son of. tho late Alexander 
Christison, Professor of Humanity in 
the University of Edinburgh, and 
twin-brother of tho Roy. Alexander 
Christison of Fonlden, Berwick, well 
known, north of tho Tweed, as a man 
of fine taste and elegant soholarship. 
In 1811 he became a student at the 
nnivefsity^ and passed through both 
the literary and the medical curri- 


culum. After graduating in 1819, he 
proceeded to London and Paris, and 
in the French capital, under the cele- 
brated M. Orfila, applied himself to 
tho study of toxicology, a department 
of medical science in which he is 
deservedly famous. Soon after re- 
turning from tho continent. Dr. Chris- 
iison commenced practice in Edin- 
burgh, in 1822 was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Medical Jurispmdenoe in 
the university, and was promoted in 
1832 to the chair of Materia Medica. 
Di*. Christison has contributed various 
articles to medical journals, and has 
published several books, of which a 

Treatise on Poisons” is recognized 
as tho standard work on tho subject,, 
and enjoys a European reputation.. 
At Palmer’s trial in 1856, Dr. Ghris- 
tison camo to London and gave valu- 
able ovidonoo. Lord Campbell com- 
plimontcd him on tho occasion, and 
tho ability ho displayed was nniver- 
sally recognized. Dr. Christison has 
twico been President of tho Royal 
College of Pliysicians, Edinburgh, 
and is Ordinary Physician to tho 
(,)uecn for Scotland. Ho received the 
degree of D.C.L. from Oxford in 1866. 

CHRISTMAS, Rev. H. (See Nokl- 
Fearx.) 

CHURTON, The Vex. Edward, 
archdeacon of Cleveland, son of the- 
lato Von. Ralph Chnrton, archdeacon 
of St. David’s and rector of Middle- 
ton Chonoy, county Northampton, 
born in 1800, was educated at the 
Charterhouse and Christ Church, 
Oxforil, where ho gratluated B.A. in 
1821, aud M.A. in 1824. Ho was ap- 
poinicil rector of Crayko in 1836, and 
archdodcon of Cleveland in 1846. He 
is tho aethor of “ Early English 
Church,” })nblisliod in 1840 ; “ Cleve- 
land Psaltci,” in IBS'! ; “ Memoir of 
Bishop Pearson,” prefixed to his “ Mi- 
nor Theological Works,” in 1844 ; and 
“ Memoir of Joshua Watson,” in 1861. 
Ho was, conjointly with the Rev. W.‘ 
Gresley, editor of “ The English- 
man’s Library,” of Bishop Pearson’s 
“ Minor Theological Works,” pub- 
lished in 1844, and of “Vindioim 
Ignatii,” with preface adapted to the^ 
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present state of the controversy, in 
refutation of Chevalier Bunsen, Arah 
deacon Haro, and Mr. Curcton, in 
1852. In addition to the abovc-mon 
tioned, ho has written a “ Lettor to 
Joshua Watson,” on a treatise fraadu* 
lently ascribed to Jeremy Taylor 
which appeared in 1848 ; “ Qongora,* 
an essay witli translations from tlu 
Spanish poet of that name, in 1862 
and “ Lays of Faith and Loyalty,*' 
published in tho ” Juvenile Eng^lish- 
man’s Library.** 

GIALUINI, Enrico, born at Lorn- 
bardina, a country-seat in Modena 
Auj^. 8, 1811, marched with Gen. 
Zucehi to aid tho Koiiiagna insurrec- 
tion at Bologna, in 1861, and after tho 
Austrian intcn'Vention in Central Italy 
was compelled to emigrato. H o went 
to Paris, where he studied clu‘miatry 
under M. Thenard, arid was pitspariii; 
to study medicine, wlioii lie accepted 
a proposal made to go to Spain as a 
soldier, and took pari in the war of 
succession. When tho I'evolution of 
1848 bixike out, ho was a lieutenant- 
colonel in the Spanish service. M. 
Mazzini recommended Col. Cialdini to 
tho Provisional Government of Milan, 
which was in want of oificers, and a 
letter from tho secretary of that go- 
vernment reached him in Aragon. 
Col. Cialdini obeyed the call ; but on 
arriving at Milan, he found Lombardy 
under thi3 rulo of Charles Albert. It 
was not tho moment for hesitating; 
the king had just been beaten, and 
Italy was about to become a prey to 
Austria. Col. Cialdini joined the corps 
of Gc:'. Durando and marched on 


mountains to act in the Tyrol. The 
peace of Villafranoa checked him in his 
career. In 1860 he defeated the Papal 
army under Gen. Lnmoriei^^o at tho 
battle of Castelfidardo ; in 1861 ho took 
Gaeta after a bombai'dmont of seven- 
teen days, and captured tho citadel of 
Messina a fortnight later. He had 
been made a major-general after tho 
campaign of the Umbria, and after his 
capture of Messina the king nominated 
him general of tho uimy, a rank 
equivalent to that of field-marshal. 
In 1861 ho was appointed Viooroy of 
Naples, with full power to suppress 
brigandage, a mission which ho dis- 
charged successfully. Gen. Cialdini, 
who has received various orders, was 
made a senator in March, 1864, and 
took a prominent part in tho oanipaJgpi 
against Austria in 1866. 

CJ VJALK, J KAN, physician, member 
of the Instituto and Academy of Me* 
dicing, was bom at Thiczac (Cental) 
in July, 1792. About 1817 ho studied 
under Dupuytreii at tho H6tel Dieu, 
and Inis obtained groat reputation for 
his skill in operations for stone. Ho 
first performed lithotrity in 1824, an 
operation known by his name. A. 
prize of 0,000 francs wns awarded to 
iiim in 1826, and another of 10,000 
francs in tho following year. Ho was 
elected a member of tho Academy of 
Medicine in 1833; member of the 
Academy of Sciouccs in 1847; and 
was created officer of the Legion of 
Honour, Dec. 11, 1850. He has written 
Nouvelles Considerations snr les In- 
tentions d’ Urine, suivies d’un traito 
Biir les Calculs Ui-inaircs, et la^possi-

GLAIRE, ST., DEVILLE, Hesri- 
£ti£NNE, chemist, member of the in- 
stitute, was born March 11, 1818, at 
St. Thomas, Antilles, and etudied in 
France. On leaving college, ho con- 
structed at his own expense a chemi- 
cal laboratory, and pursued his re- 
searches without either master or 
pupils for nearly nine years. In 1844 
ho was intrusted with the organization 
of the Faculty of Sciences at Besan^on, 
of which lie was, in 1845, named dean 
and professor. In 1851 ho succeeded 
M. Balard in the chair of chemistry in 
the Normal School, supplied the place 
of M. Dumas in the Faculty of Sciences 
of Paris during the summer months in 
1853, and succeeded him in 1859. lie 
was elected a member of the Academy 
of Sciences in Nov., 1861, in place of 
M. W. P. Bcrthier, and created an 
oflicer of the Legion of Honour, 

13, 1855. In 1849 ho discovered and 
made known the preparation and pro- 
perties of anhydrous nitric acid; in 
1852 ho published, in the ^‘Annalcs 
do Ghimie et do Physique*’ an im- 
portant paper upon the metallic car- 
bonates and their combinations; and 
in 1833 discovered a new method of 
mineral analysis. About that time 
M. Saintc-Olaire Deville turned his 
attention to the metal aluminium, 
discovered by Woehlcr, of (Uittingeii, 
and wliich was then but impel fcctly uu-- 
derstood. Required by the emperor to 
inquire into the best means of pro- 
ducing aluminium at a cheap rate, ho 
triodi ill conjunction with M. Debray, 
numerous experiments in tlie manu- 
factoiy of Javel, and succeeded in ob- 
taining, in the course of a few months, 
several ingots of tho metal, which 
were exhibited at tho Exposition Uni- 
yersclle of 1855. Tho properties of 
aluminium and the results of his 
experiments have been published by 
him in the "Annalcs do Ghimie et do 
Physique,” and in a work entitled 
**De PAlnmininm, ses Propridtes, sa 
Fabrication,” published in 1859. He 
has contributed several papers to 
tho Academy of Sciences; amongst 


which may be named, Sur les trois 
Etats moleculairoB du Silicium;” and 
“Un Memoire sur la Production des 
Temperatures dleveos.” 

GLANRIGA11DE(Ma«qijis of),Thb 
Most Noble Ulick-John dk Blirgit, 
K.P.,the son of the late carl, bom Deo. 
20, 1802, succeeded to liis father’s 
title, as fourteenth earl, J uly 27, 1808, 
and married Harriet, the only daugh- 
ter of the Right Hoo. George Canning, 
April 4, 1825. He obtained a mor- 
quisato (a title anciently in the family) 
in 1825, and was created a British 
peer by the title of Baron Somerhill 
in 1826. He was Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs under Can- 
ning, from 1825 to 1827, ambassador 
at St. Petersburg from 1838 to 1841, 
was Postmaster-General in Lord Rus- 
sell’s first administration, and held 
the office of Privy Seal for a few 
months under Lo^ Palmerston in 
1857-8. 

OLA RE N D 0 N (Earl ot), The 
Right IIonI George William Frede- 
rick ViLLiKRS, K.G., G.O.B., P.C., &c., 
was born Jan. 12, 1800. His father, 
the lute Hon. George Villicrs, was a 
brother of the second earl, and he 
himself succeeded to the title iu 1838. 
Ho entered the diplomatic service at 
an early ago, and was afterwards em- 
ployed ill the civil service both in Ire- 
land and abroad. His first prominent 
public post was that oi British Mi- 
nister Plenipotentiary at tho court of 
Madrid, which he held from 1833 to 
1839, and was mado a Privy Councillor 
Jan. 3, 1840. He was Lord Privy Seal 
and Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancas- 
ter under Lord Melbourne from 1839 to 
IS-fd, and was appointed President of 
the Board of Trade in 1846. In 1847 
he became Lord-Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, which post he held until 1852. 
Ho was appointed Secretary for Fo- 
reign Affairs in Feb., 1853, when he 
found the country committed to a con- 
test with Russia respecting the affairs 
of the East, and dieted the difficult 
negotiations with France, Austria, 
Pmssia, and Turkey, rendered neooB- 
sary by the persistence of Russia in 
her policy of aggression. On the fall of

Lord Aberdeen’s ministry in Feb., 1855, 
the earl of Derby, who was sent for by 
the Queen, expressed his desire to re- 
tain Lord Clarendon in the direction 
of foreign aifairs ; and he received the 
seals of that oliice under Lord Pal- 
merston, who formed an administra- 
tion on Lord Derby’s abandonment of 
the task, and held thorn till the re- 
tirement of his chief in 1858. In 
that capacity ho signed the treaty of 
peace, at Paris in tlio spring of 1856. 
Ill 1864 ho joined Lord Palmerston’s 
second Government as Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, and was again 
appointed Soercitary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs, Nov. 3, 1865, retiring 
with Ilia colleagues in June, 1866. 
Lord Clarendon, who is descended 
from the brother of Yiiliors, the fa- 
vourite of .lames I., and maternally 
from liOrd Clarendon, is brother of 
tlio Right Hon. Charles Pelham Vil- 
licrs, tho well-known advocate of froo 
ri'ode. In 1849 ho waa^' created a 
K.G., and ho is Chancellor of tho 
Queen’s University in Ireland. 

CLARK, Sill James, Bart., M.D., 
K.C.B., F.B.S., physician, tho son of a 
farmer in Banifahiro, where he was 
biim Dec, 14, 1788. On leaving King’ s 
College, Aberdeen, he completed his 
medical education at Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, when ho took the degree of 
M.D. ; after which he passed some 
years in the ‘navy, and in 1820 settled 
as a physician in Rome. In 1826 he 
returned to England and practised in 
London, being soon after appointed 
physician to tho lato king of the Bel- 
gians. On the death of Dr. Maton, 
he was appointed physician to tho 
duchess of Kent and the Princess 
Vmtoria ; Jind her Majesty, on her ao- 
cession, appointed Dr. Clark her first 
physician, and croatod him a baronot. 
He was also physician in ordinaiy to 
the lato Prince Consort. Sir James is 
the autlior of works on climate and on 
consampiion, and is a member of tho 
Senate of the University of London. 

CLARKE, The Rev. John Er.%kine, i 
M.A., born about 1828, was educated ' 
at Wadham College, Oxford, where he I 
graduated B.A. in 1850, and pro- , 


ceeded M. A. in 1853. Hu was ordained 
in 1851 by tho bishop of Ripen, and 
having held the curacy of St. Mary’s 
Low, Harrogate, and afterwards that 
of St. Ma^’s, Lichfield, for two yeai*s, 
%vas appointed vicar of St. Michael’s, 
Derby, in 1856. Ho is the editor of 
the PaHsh Matjazine, “ Good Stories,” 
and “ Tho Children’s Prize,” and tho 
author of “ Plain Papora on the Social 
Economy of the People,” ** Common 
Life Sermons” “Heart Music: a 
Poetry Book for Working People;” 
“ Hearty Staves ; a Song-book for 
Workmen,” Ac. 

CLARKE, Mrs. Mary Cowden, tlio 
eldest, daughter of Mr. Vincent Novollo, 
and sister of Madanu! Clara Novel lo, 
was bom in June, 18t'9, and was mar- 
ried in 1828 to Mr. Charles Cowdeu 
Clarke, the friend of Lamb, Keats, 
Hazlitt, and Loigli Hunt. A year after 
her marriage she commenced her 
minute analysis of onr immortal dra- 
imitist, tho ** Complelo Concordance 
to Shakespeare,” which, after sixteen 
years’ nssiduons labour, was brought to 
a successful termination, and pub- 
lished in 1845. In addition to this 
labour of love, Mrs. Cowden Clarke 
has written “ The Adventures of Kit 
Bam, Mariner,” pnblishf-d in 1818; 
“ Tho Girlhood of Shakespeare’s Ho- 
roinoB,” in 1850; a novel called the 
“Iron Cousin,” in 1854; “World- 
noted Women,” in 1857 ; ” Many 
Happy Returns of the Day: a Birthday 
Book,” in 1860; “ Shakespeare's Cha- 
racters, chiefiy those subordinate,” in 
1863; and an edition of “Shakes- 
peare’s Works, with .1 scrupulous 
revision of tho Text,” as well ns of 
various magazine articles, chiefly re- 
lating to tho gi*eat masterpieces of 
dramatic literature. 

CLAUGUTON, Da. (See Colombo, 
Bishof or.) 

CLAUGHTON, The Rev. Thomas 
Legu, M.A., son of tho lato Thomas 
ClanghtoD, Esq., born about 1808, 
was educated at Rugby and at Trinity 
College, Oxford, of which ho was suc- 
oessivcly Scholar, Follow, and Tutor, . 
and whore he graduated B.A. in 1831, 
taking a first class in classical honours. 
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having previously gained the Chan- 
cellor’s prize for Latin verso, and Sir 
Boger Newdigate’s prize for English 
verse. He obtained tho prize for tho 
Latin essay in 1832, was appointed 
Public Examiner in 1830, and was in 
1841 preferred to the living of Kid- 
derminster by the earl of Dudley, to 
whose sister he is mari’icd. llu was 
Professor of Poetry at Oxford from 
1862 to 1857, and honorary canon of 
Worcester, and was made Bishop of 
Bochester in 1867. 

CLAUSEN, llKNiiy Nicolas, theo- 
logian and politician, born at Maribo, 
on the isle of Laland, in Denmark, 
April 22, 1793, is the son of a cele- 
brated preacher, who died in 1810. 
He commenced his studies under liis 
father’s superintendence, and conti- 
nued them at the University of Copen- 
hagen. In 1817 he published “ Apo- 
logotao Ecclesim Christiana) Antetheo- 
dosiani Platonis ejusquo Pliilosophim 
Arbitri,” a dissertation of somo re- 
search, but containing very bold opi- 
nions. From 1818 to 1820 ho travelled 
in Germany, Italy, and Franco, and 
at Berlin made tho acquaintance of 
Schleiormacher, who developed his 
rationalistic tendencies. On his re- 
turn to his native country, he was 
appointed Professor of Theology in 
the University of Copenhagen, and 
published, in 1825, a work on the 
Constitution, Doctrines and Bitual of 
tho Protestant and Uoiuan Catholic 
Churches, which provoked an animated 
controversy. The severe attack to 
which the appearance of this work 
exposed him, developed his peculiar 
talents and dialectic powers. In 1834 
he was appointed Dean of the Faculty 
of Theology, and tliree years later, 
when he published “ Popular Discourses 
on the Reformation, ” he became Rector 
of .the University. In 1843 he pub- 
lished his Development of the Fun- 
damental Dogmas of Christianity,” 
and in 1851 *’The Confession of 
Augsburg explained historically and 
dogmatically.” In politics Clausen 
is a strong advocate of Danish na- 
tionality; He took a very prominent 
part in public affairs, was made a 


member of the Conncil of State in 
1848, and assisted in drawing up the 
Danish constitution of June 6, 1849. 
Latterly he has ceasod to take part in 
public affairs, and confines himself to 
his rectorial duties. 

CLAY, Cassius Marcellus, a zea- 
lous opponent of negro slavery in the 
United States, was bom in Madison 
county, Kentucky, Oct. 2, 1810, and 
graduated at Yale College in 1832. 
In 1835-36, and again in 1840, he 
was elected a member of tho Ken- 
tucky Legislature. In 1839 he was 
tlie congressional candidate to the 
Whig National Convention, which 
nominated Gen. Harrison. In 1844 
ho canvassed the free states for Mr. 
Ilcmy Clay, in opposition to tho 
annexation of Texas, and when, con- 
trary to his hopes, President Polk was 
returned, lie devoted his whole atten- 
tion to tiio question of negro slavery. 
In Jnue, 1845, lio started a newspa- 
per, The Tme AmeriemVi which advo- 
cated tho abolition of negro slavery 
in Kentucky. During a fit of illness 
which confined him to his bed, tho 
mob seized bis press, and shipped it 
iff to Cincinnati, threatening to as- 
sassinate him if ho ever dared to 
rcstoru it. Disregarding tho throat, 
Mr. Clay set up his press again, and 
vindicated in a series of articles tho 
sanctity of “freedom of tho press.” 
On the breaking out of tho Mexican 
war ho volunteered to serve, and was 
sent with his regiinont to Monterey, 
which lie reached after its fall, and in 
Jail., 1847, was made prisoner at En- 
carnacion, on which occasion lio was 
the means of saving liis companions 
from massacre. On his return homo 
he w'as picseiitod with a sword of 
honour for this service. His literaiy 
productions were published in a 
collected form in 1848. In 1851 he 
was a candidate for the governorship 
of Kentucky. In 1861 he was ap- 
pointed United States Minister at St. 
Petersburg. While sojourning in Paris, 
on his way to St. Petersburg, }io gave 
offence by publicly expressing senti- 
ments of bitter hostility to England. 
In 1862 he returned to the United 
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States, in order to take a command in 
the army, and resnmed bis post at St.= 
Petersboig, March 11, 1863. 

OLAY, Sir William, Bart., son of 
the late George Clay, Esq., merchant, 
of London, bom in 1791, was for 
many years a partner in his father’s 
house, under tho name of ** Clay and 
Sons.” In 1832 he was returned to 
the House of Commons in tlio Radical 
interest, for the Tower Hamlets, and 
was one of the leaders of the Anti- 
Church-rate movement. He held the 
office of Secretary to the Board of 
Control for a short time under Lord 
Melbourne, who raised him to a 
baronetcy in Ang., 1841, and retired 
from Parliament, having been defeated 
at tho general olcctioii of 1857. He is 
tho author of several works on cur- 
rency questions, joint-stock banks, &c. 

CLAY, The Rev. William Keat- 
INGE, B.I)., born in 1797, and having 
graduated at Jesus College, Cam- ' 
bridge, was ordained deacon in 1823. 
In 1837 he obtained a minor canonry 
in Ely Cathedral, was subsequently 
appointed Librarian and Piudcctor 
Thoologicus,and in 18t2 was instituted 
to the perpetual curacy of tho Holy 
Trinity in Ely. Mr. Clay has ■N>Titteii 
Bevcriid works, which nro principally 
connected with tho English Liturgy ; 
such as “Explanatory Notes on tho 
Prayer-Book Version of tho Psalms j” 
“ The Book of Common Prayer 
Illustrated ; ” “A Histoiy of tho 
Scotch, Irish, and American Prayer- 
Books ” (printed in the British Maga- 
zine for 1816), and a “ Historical 
Sketch of tho Prayer-Book.” He 
edited for the Porkdr Society, in 181-7, 
“Liturgies and Occasional Forms of 
Prayer set forth in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth and in 1851, “ Private 
Prayers put forth by authority during 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, with an 
Appendix.” Mr. Clay’s labours with 
reference to the Book of Common 
Prayer, with notes put pat by the 
Ecclosiastioal History Society in 
1849-64-, and “Wheatley’s Rational 
Illustration of tho Book of Common 
Prayer,” which the syndics of the Pitt 
Press at Cambridge reprinted in 1858, 


havp been duly acknowledged in their 
prefaces by the learned editors of 
those works. Having been collated 
by tho late bishop* of Ely, in 1854, to 
the vicarage of Watcrbeach, noar 
Cambridge, he wrote, in 1859, a his- 
tory of that parish, in 1861 a liistory 
of the adjoining parish of Landbeach, 
in 1865 a history of tho parish of 
Horuingsey, and, last!}'*, a liistory of 
tho parish of Milton, all of which are 
among tho publications of the Cam- 
bridge Antiquarian Society, at whose 
expense they were printed. 

CLERK, The RioHa Hoh. Sir 
Geojige, Baht., of Penicuik, co. Edin- 
burgh, born in 1787, was called to tho 
Scottish Bar as an ^vocato. In 1818 
ho was returned to tho ITouso of Com- 
mons by his native county, and ad- 
hering to tho Conservative party, ho 
became succossively a Lord of tho 
Admiralty, Under- Secretary of State 
for tlio Homo Department, Secretary 
to tho Tfensury, Master of tho Mint, 
and Vice-President of tho Board of 
Trade. The latter posts ho hold under 
Sir Robert Peel’s second administra- 
tion. Ho represented Edinburghshire 
in the House of Commons fi'om 1818 
to 1832, again Jan., 1835, to Aug., 
1837, Stamford from May, 1838, to 
1841, and Dover from Aug., 1847, to 
J uly, 1852. Sir George is an honorary 

D. C.L. of Oxford, and was sworn a 
member of the Privy Council on taking 
office under Sir R. Peel. 

CLERK, Sill Geoiige Russell, 

E. C.B., tho son of a gentleman of pro- 
perty in Scotland and in Gloucester- 
shire, born in 1801, was educated at 
Haileybmy College, and entered tho 
civil service of the East-India Com- 
pany in 1818. In 1830 he was made 
political ogont on tho Bengal frontier, 
and became in succession British En- 
voy at Lahore, Liout<-Governor of the 
North-western Provinces, and Gover- 
nor of Bombay. This last office he 
x'Gsigned in 1847. Retnrm'ng to Eng- 
land, he was created a K.C.B. (civil 
division) in IS-IB, and was offered the 
governorship of tho Cape of Good Hope. 
This post he declined, though he un- 
dertook the duties of a oommissidiier 
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for settling tho bouiidaiy qae8Ci<9ti i: 
dispute in tlmt colony. In 1856 he 
was nominated permanent Under- 
Seoi*otary to the India Board, on the 
reconstruction of our Indian admi> 
nistration, and in 1858 Under- Secre- 
taiy of State for India. In April 
1860, he was again nominated to the 
goyeriiorship of Bombay, but', resign- 
ing in 1861, was appointed a member 
of her Majesty’s Indian Council. 

CLEVELAND, Chablks Dexter, 
bom at Salem, Massachusetts, Dec. 3, 
1802, applied himself to mercantile 
pursuiiH, which ho i*clinquislied on 
coming of age in 1823, when he .en- 
tered Dartmouth College, and wrote 
“ Tho Moral Characters of Theo- 
jibrastus, Avith a Translation and Cri- 
tical Notes,*' and “An Epitome of 
Grecian Antiquities," in 1827, both 
Avorks having been published before ho 
took his degree. His “ First Lessons 
in Latin ufion a New Plan," and a 
work entitled “ The National Orator,” 
appeared in 1828, and his edition of 
“ Xenophon’s Anabasis, with English 
Notes," in 1830, in which year lie 
was elected to the professorship of the 
Latin and Greek languages in Dick- 
enson College. In 1831 he published 
“ A Compendium of Grecian Antiqui- 
ties." In 1832 ho was appointed 
Professor of Latin in tho University of 
New York, and in 1834 ho established 
a young ladies’ sclioolin Pli;iudelphia, 
of which lie is still tho priindpal. In 
addition to other educational Avorks, 
he published, in 18 !8, “A Compen- 
dium of English Literature, fuim Sir 
John Maiideville to 'William Cowper," 
and a continuation of the work, under 
the title of “ The English Literature 
of tho Nineteenth Ceritury." Pro- 
fessor Cleveland is the author of other 
works,: including an edition of “Mil- 
ton’S Poetical Works, with Life, Dis- 
sertation on each Poem, Notes, and j 
Copious Indices." 

CLINTON, The Bev. Charles 
John Fynes, thM son of the late Bev. 
Charles F^es-Clinton, LL.D., pre- 
bendaiy of Westminster, bom in 1799, 
was educated at Westminster and at 
Oriel College, Oxford, where he gra- 


duated B.A. in 1821. Having held: 
some parochial charges, he was 
appointed to tho rectoiy of Crom- 
well, Notts, in 1828. Ho edited the 
late Mr. Fynes-Clinton’s “ Epitome of 
the Chronology of Homo and Constan- 
tinople," which was issued by the 
delegates of tho Clarendon Press, at 
Oxford, in 1859, and published the 
“ Literary Kemains of Mr. Henry 
lynes-Cliuton," author of tho above 
work, and of tho “ Fasti Kellenici et 
Homani ** in 1860. Mr. Fynes-Clinton 
is descended from a comniou ancestor 
with the duke of Newcastle. 

CLTSSOLD, The Hkv. Augustus, 
bom in 1797, Aiv'as educated wb Exeter 
College, OxfoiTl, Avhere ho graduated 
B.A. in 1819, and aftcrwai'ds M.A. 
In illustration of the principles and 
doctrines of Swedenborg, with which 
ho is fully acquainted, ho has written 
“ The End of the Cliurch,” “ A Let- 
ter to tho Archbishop of Dnblin on 
the Practical Nature of Swedenborg’s 
Thcoloj^dcal Works,” “ A Boviow of 
tho Principles of Apocalyptic Inter- 
pretation," “ A Spiritual Exposition 
of tho Apocalypse, in which Sweden- 
borg’s Interpretations of the Apoca- 
lypse are coiifiraicd by the Writings 
of the Fathers," a “Translation of 
Swedenborg’s Principia et CEconomia 
Rcgni Aniraalis," “ Swedenborg’s 
Writings and Catholic Teaching," 

“ Letter to tlio Vice-Chancellor of tho 
University of Oxford, on the Present 
State of Theology in the Universities 
and Church of England, and tho 
“auses of existing Scepticism and In- 
fidelity,” a series of Tiacts on tho 
Di'iuciples of “ Inlpirution and Inter- 
pretation,” “ SAvedenborg and his 
Modem Critics,” and “The Beunion 
■f Christen lorn.” 

0 L 1 V E, Mrs. Caroline, second 
daughter and coheir of Edmund M. 
Wigley, Esq,, of Shakenhurst, Wor- 
ccBtersliire, born in 1801, was married 
in 1840 to tho Bev. Archer Clive, of 
Whitfield, Herefordshire, who is the 
eldest Buryiving son of the late E. B. 
Clive, Esq., many years member for 
Hereford. She published, under the 
signature “ V.” some “ Poems," which 
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were highly commended in a notice in 
the QvLarterly Refinew, Sep., 1840, and 
a atoiy entitled ‘*Panl Fcrrol/* which 
has attained great popularity. 

CLOQUET, Gebmain - Jules, 
physician, member of the Institute 
and of the Academy of Medicine, bom 
in Paris, Deo. 18, 1790, is brother 
of the celebrated anatomist M. Hip- 
polyto Cloquet, who died in 1843. He 
studied medicine in Paris, took his 
degree of doctor in 1817, and, after 
some competition, was in 1831 elected 
to the chair of Pathological Surgery. 
In addition to various theses*, which 
have received high commendation, he 
is the autlK)r of * * Anatomie de 1’ Homme, 
ou Description et Figures lithogra- 
phiees do tontes' los Parties du Corps 
Humain,” published 1821-31 ; of **Pa- 
thologie Chimrgicale,” Ac., in 1831, 
aud other works. He has contribnted 
largely to the << Diotionnairo do Medo- 
cino,** is a skilful operator, and has 
invented various useful surgical instru- 
ments. M. Cloquet was created a 
Knight of the Legion of Honour in 
1847, Officer of the same in 1830, and 
Commander, Aug. 12, 1800. He has 
been a member of the Academy of 
Medicine since 1861, and was elected 
a member of the Academy of Sciences 
in 1855, in place of M. Lallemand. 

CLOSE, The Veuy Bev. Fuancis, 
D.D., Dean of Carlisle, the youngest 
son of the Kev. Henry Jackson Close, 
some time rector of Bentworth, near 
Alton, in Hampshire, was bom in 
1797. His early education was con- 
ducted by the Bev. Dr. Cherry, then 
head n. aster of Merchant Taylors’ 
School, and afterwards by the Bev. 
John Scott, of Hull, eldest son of the 
well-known commentator on the Scrip- 
tines. In Oct., 181G, ho entered as a 
commoner at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, of which he became scho- 
lar, gnuluated B.A. in 1820, and was 
ordained to the curacy of Church 
Lawford, near Bugby, whence he re- 
moved in 1822 to the onraeyof Wil- 
lesden and Kingsbury, Middlesex. In 
the spring of 1824 he went to Chel- 
tenham, and became ourate to the i 
Bev. Charles Jervis, the incumbent. | 


In 1826 Mr. Jervis died, and Mr. Close 
was presented to the incumbency. 
From that dato until 1856, Mr. Close 
devoted himself entirely to his paro- 
chial duties at Cheltenham. His 
public advocacy of the present sys- 
tem of government education, chiefly 
arising out of his laborious efforts to 
establish the Training College for 
Schoolmasters and Mistresses at Chel- 
tenham, received the acknowledge- 
ments of successive governments. 
During Mr. dose’s incumbency, the 
population of Cheltenham increased 
from 19,060 to 40,000, and he erected, 
or caused to be erected, no less than 
five district churches with schools, 
and contributed largely to the esta- 
blishment of Cheltenham College. At 
Cheltenham ho was an unflinching 
opponent both of horse-racing and of 
theatrical amnsements. In 1856 he 
exchanged the onerous duties of 
a parish priest for the comparati%'e 
tranquillity of the deanery of Carlisle, 
to which he was recommended by Lord 
Palmerston on the elevation of Dr. Tait 
to the see of London. Since his ele- 
vation to the deanery, ho has promoted 
the building of a dispensary and several 
schools and churches in Carlisle. The 
church of St. John the Evangelist is 
one of the purest spocimons of Early 
English in the North of England. It 
has been built by funds entirely raised 
by the dean, who is the author of 
many pamphlets and sermons, one of 
which, on the Choral Service, obtained 
a wide circulation. Of late years ho 
lias maintained a strong opposition to 
tho use of alcohol and tobacco. 

CLQYNB. {See Cobk, Bishop of.) 

COBBOLD, The Bev. Btchard, a 
member of a family long connected 
with Suffolk, bom in 1797, was edu- 
cated at Cains College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1820, 
M.A. in 1823, and in 1826 was pre- 
feiTcd to the rectory of Wortham, 
Rural Dean of Hartismero, Suffolk. 
He is tho author of several books of 
a religions character, and of some 
poems, and has written works of 
fiction based on facts, entitled ** Mar- 
garet Catchpole/* published in 1845 ; 
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«‘Maiy Ann Wellington,” in 1846; 
•• Zenon, the Martyr,” in 1847 ; •* The 
Young Man’s Home,” in ia49, and 
“ Preston Tower,” in 1850. 

GOBBOLD, Thomas Spenceb, M.D., 
F.L.S., F.R.S., youngest son of tl 
Rev. B. Gobbold, lecturer on botariy, 
zoology, and comparative anatomy 
at the Medical College, Middlesex 
Hospital, and Lecturer on Comparative 
• Anatomy at the Metropolitan School 
of Dental Science^ was formerly Grs 
duation Medallist at Edinburgh, and 
Curator of the Anatomical Museum in 
that university. I£o is the author of 
•'The Scope, Tendency, and Educa- 
tional Value of Natural History Sci- 
ences ” (lecture at tho Royal Institu- 
tion of Gi'eat Britain, April, 1860) ; 
“ Ruminantia,” in tho Museum of 
Natural History (1860) ; “ Observa- 
tions on Entozoa,” Ac. 

COBURG. (See Saxe-Couurg axu 
Gotha, Duke or.) 

COOHET, The AbbIs Jean-Benoit- 
Desirk, archaeologist, born at San vie, 
near Havre, March 7, 1812, studied 
at tho college of Ha\To and tlic semi- 
nary of Rouen, and took orders in 
1836. Vicar at Havre and Dieppe, 
and subsequently almoner of tho 
Lyoonm at Rouen, he found time 
whilst performing his ecclcsiEistical 
•duties to study archajologj^. In 1812 
he discovered at Btrctat t he remains 
of a Roman villa, and, oncouraged by 
this first success, he undoiteok various 
ezploratiouB in tho environs of Dieppe, 
bringing to light a large number of 
remarkable antiquities. Th.. results 
of his researches wore published in 
various journals, especially in La 
Vigie de Dieppe, and he has written 
the following important works : — 

** Bglises do rArrondissement du 
Havre,” pnblished in 1844-6; “ Bgliscs 
de rArrondissement de Dieppe,” in 
1846-50; <‘£tretat, son passs, son 
present, son avenir,” in 1852 ; ** La 
Galeiie* Dieppoise,” and **La Nor- 
mandie sbuterraine, on Notices sur 
des Gimeti5res Romains ot Franks ex- 
plores en Normandie,” in 1854, a work 
crowned by the Institute ; ” Sepultures 
Gouloises-Romaines, Franquos, et 


Normandes,” in 1867; and “Rglises de 
rArrondissement d’Yvetot,” in 1862. 
The Abb5 Cochet is a member of thie 
Societies of Antiquaries of France, of 
Normandy, Picardy, Morin, and Lon- 
don ; of tho Arcbmoiogical Academy 
of Belgium, and of the Archaoologi- 
cal Association of Great Britain, &o, 
COCKBURN, The Right Hon. 
Sir Alexander James Edmund, 
Bart., bom in 1802, son of Mr. 
Alexander Cockbum, formerly Eng- 
lish minister in Columbia ; succeeded, 
in 1858, to the baronetcy of liis uncle, 
the late Rev. Sir William Cookbnrn, 
Bart., dean of York. Having been 
educated at Trinity Hall, C%mbridge, 
whore ho graduated LL.B. in 1829. 
Mr. Cockbam was called to the Bar 
at tho Middle Temple, and went tho 
Western circuit. In 1841 he became 
Q.C., during tho railway mania of 
1810 had tho good fortuiio to obtain 
a large share of the Parliamentary 
pmctice which arose out of tho various 
lines projected, and at the general 
election of 1847 was returned for 
Southamiiton in the ^vaticcd Liberal 
iuiorcst. He did take a very 
prominent position as a debater until 
he made his memorable defence of Lord 
Palmerston’s foreign policy, on the 
Pocifico question, in 1850, which was 
one of tho most eloquent and success- 
ful B])ccchcs ever delivered in the 
House of Coinnious. Ho was soon 
afterwards appointed Solicitor-Gene- 
ral, was promoted to be Attorney- 
General in March, 1851, and con- 
tinued to hold tho latter office till tho 
dissolation of Lord John Russoll’s 
min ustry in the spring of 1852. On tho 
formation of tho Coalition cabinet, he 
I’csume* ’ hi.s post as Attorney-General, 
and was, in 1854, appointed Recorder 
of Bristol. Whilst Attorney- General 
he was engaged in tho ” Hopwood 
case,” and displayed consommato 
ability in the prosecution of W. 
Palmer. On the death of Chief- 
J^tico Jervis, at tho close of 1866, 
Sir Alexander Cockbum was created 
Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, 
and was advanced to tho high office 
of Lord Chief Justice of England on 
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the elevation of the lato Lord Camp- 
bell to the woolsack in 1859. His 
Charge to the Grand Jury at the 
Central Criminal Court, London, de- 
livered April 10, 1867, in the cause of 
Gen. Nelson and Lieut. Brand, prose- 
•outed by the Jamaica Defence Com- 
mittee, is a masterly performance, and 
coutains a most elaborate exposition 
ef martial law and of the manner in 
which it has boon applied in various 
periods of our Iristory. 

CODRINGTON, General Sir 
William John, G.C.B., the eldest sur- 
viviug son of the late Admiral Sir 
Edward Codrington, G.C.B., was 
born in Nov., 180t, and entered the 
army in 1821. lie went with the 
Coldstream Guards to Bulgaria in 

1854, was made Major-Gen. by brevet 
whilst at Varna, and distinguished 
himself both at tlio Alma and at 
Inkermann. Sir W. Codrington was 
appointed to command the Light 
Division daring a portion of tho siege 
of Sebastopol, and was made Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army in Nov., 

1855. lie wasjgresent with tho aniiy 
from its oiTivallfei. tho Crimea to tho 
ovacuation, July 12, 1856 ; was mtide 
a K.C.B. during the war, and a G.C.B. 
in 1865. Ho represented Greenwich 
from 1857 to 1859, when he was ap- 
pointed to tho command at Gibraltar. 
The colonelcy of tho 2:}rd Fusiliers was 
bestowed upon him. Doc. 27, 18(50, 
■and ho was promoted to the rank 
of General, July 27, 18(53. Sir W. 
Codrington is Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Grand Cross of tho 
Militaiy Order of Savoy, and First 
Class of tho Medjidic, &c. 

COHEN, Henry, numismatist, of 
Jewish extraction, born about 1810, 
is the author of two of the most 
important works on Roman coinage; 
viz., *'Medaillos Consulaires,’* pub- 
lished at Paris in 1857; and^Mddailles 
Imperiales,*’ at the same place, in 
1859-62. He is a member of many 
learned societies on the continent. 

COKE, The Hon. Henry John, 
third son of the late earl of Leicester 
(who was better known in his day as I 
Mr. Coke of Holkham), bom in 1827, j 


was educated at the Royal Naval Col- 
lege, Portsmouth, entered the navy*' 
in 1841, became lieutenant iu 1847; 
afterwards retii'cd from active service, 
and acted as private secretary to the 
Right Hon. E. Horsman, M.P., while 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, in 1855-7. 
Ho is the author of “ Vienna in 1848,” 

A Ride over tho Rocky Monntains to 
Oregon and California, with a Glance 
at some of tho Tropical Islands,” 
published iti 1852 ; ^nd of a novel en- 
titled “A Will and a Way,” in 1868. 

COLCHESTER (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Charles Arrot, son of* the first 
lord (who was for many years Speaker 
of the Hoiiso of Commons), and grand- 
son of tho Rov. John Abbot, D.D., 
roctor of All Saints, Colchester, was 
born March 12, 1798, and educated at 
Westminster school and tho Royal 
Naval College. Ho entered the Royal 
Navy in 1811 ; was in active service 
at tho siege of Giuliz. and on the North 
American and Mediterranean sta- 
tions ; accompanied Lord Amherst on 
his embassy to China in 1816 ; and, 
rising by gradual steps of promotion, 
became an Admiral on tho reserved 
list in 1804. lie succoedod to the 
title May 9, 1829 ; held tho offices of 
Vice-President of tho Board of Trade 
and Payinastor-Gencral under Lord 
Derby's first administration in 1852, 
and was Postmaster-General, without 
a scat in the Cabinet, in Lord Derby’s 
second administration, 1858-9. If his 
lordship's short tenure of that office 
was not remarkable for any organic 
changes, that fact maybe attributed 
to tho industry of his predecessors, 
tho duke of Argyll and Earl Canning. 
Still it is but fair to record that 
seYorai postal coiivoiitions with foreign 
nations wero concluded under his 
direction, and that increased facilities 
wero given for the interchange of 
letters and printed publications 
through the general post. Lord Col- 
chester seldom spoaks in the House of 
Lords, excepting in discussions on 
naval matters. Ho is married to a 
sister of the earl of Ellenborough. 

COLE, Henry, O.B., bom at Bath, 
July 19, 1808, and educated at Christ’s 
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Hospital, entored the public service 
in 1822, under the Record Commis- 
sion, and beoamo an assistant keeper 
of the Public Records. He published 
“Henry tho Eighth’s Scheme of 
Bishopricks n volume of “ Miscel- 
laneous Records of the Exchequer;’* 
and many pamphlets on Record Re- 
form, which conduced to the estab- 
lishment of a General Record Office, 
* and the present system. In conjunc- 
tion^ with Sir W. Moles worth and Mr. 
Charles Buller, ho started tHo Gnide 
newspaper, of which ho was editor, 
published a work on “ Light, Shade, 
and Colour,” and contributed to tho 
Wesiminstcr and British and Foreign 
Reviews, Mr. Cole gained one of the 
four prizes of £10t» offered by tho 
Treasury for suggestions for develop- 
ing the penny postage plan of Sir 
Rowland Hill, — a measure which, as 
secretary of the Mercantile Committee 
on Postage, he had helped to cany. 
Under the nom de plume of Eelix 
Summerly he published Guide-books 
to tho National Gallery, HuTupton 
Court, &c., and editions of 'illustrated 
children’s books. Ho edited an edition 
of Albert DureEs “Small Passion,” 
using casts of the onginal wood- 
blocks preserved in tho British Mu- 
seum ; and he was editor of the 
Historical Register and tho Journal of 
Design, Ho originated tho series of 
“ Art-Manufficturcs,” designed to 
combino fine art with objects of 
utility, and organized tho exhibitions 
of the Society of Arts, which he pro- 
posed should ciiliriinate every fifth 
year in a National Exhibition of Arts 
and M^nufhbturcs. It was intended 
that tho first of the series should be 
held in 1851, and this plan was ex- 
tended by Prince Albert into the 
International ' Exhibition. Mr. Cole 
was one of*the executive committee 
of that exhibition, and was made a 
C.B. (civil division). In 1852 he was 
invited by the Government to attempt 
the reformation of the Schools of 
Design ; and he thus became instru- 
mental in establishing the Science 
and Art department, of which he was 
senior secretary, and afterwards in- 


spector-general. He was British Com- 
missioner for the Universal Exhibition 
at Paris in 1855, and accomplished 
the work with a saving of £10,000 on 
the parliamentary vote. As a member 
of the Society of Arts, ho has helped 
to organize decennial international 
exhibitions of art and industiy, and 
acted as Chairman of the Committee 
for National Musical Education. He 
was appointed in 1860 the general 
superintendent of the South Kensing- 
ton Museum, which ho has organized, 
ns well ns secretary of the Science 
and Art department under the Com- 
mitteo of Council on Education. He 
is on the council of tho Royal Horti- 
cultural Society, with tho special ob- 
ject of reorganizing it ; was appointed 
secretary of the Royal Commission 
for the Paris Exhibition of 1867, and 
one of tho vice-presidents of the 
Royal Horticultural Society. Mr. 
Cole has been decorated with tho 
Legion of Honour. 

COLBBROOKB, Sir Wtlltam. Mac- 
DEAN Grohoe, C.B. and K.H., son of 
tho late Col. P. W. Colobrooke, born 
in 1787, entered the Iteyal Artillery at 
an early ago, served with distinction 
for many years in Java, India, Ac., 
and held somo military and diploma- 
tic appointments. He was a Com- 
missioner of Eastern Inquiry from 
1822 to 1831, and held in succession 
tlie command of tho Bahamas, tho 
Leowaixi Islands, New Brunswick, 
British Guiana, tho Barbadocs,andthe 
Windward Islands, retiring from pub- 
lic employment in 1856. He became 
a Lioutcnant-Gcncral in 1859. 

COLENSO, Dll. (8es Natal, Bishop 

OF.) 

COLERIDGE, The Rev. Deuwent, 
son of Samuel Taylor Colendge, the 
poet, was bom at Keswick, Sep. 14, 
1800, and was educated with his 
brother, at a small private school 
near Amblosido. For about two years 
he was engaged as a private tutor, at 
the expiration of which he entered 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, where 
ho formed an intimacy with some of 
the contributors to the Etonian and 
Knights Qiiarterhj Magazine, Under 
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the nom de pVume of ** Davenant Cecil'* 
he became a contributor to the last- 
mentioned periodical. After leaving 
college be was engaged in tuition at 
Plymouth, at Hclston, in Cornwall, 
and as principal of St. Mark’s Col- 
lege, Chelsea, from 1841 to 1864. 
He is a prebendary of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and rector of Hanwcll, 
Middlesex. He contributed the me- 
moir of his brother, prefixed to Hart- 
ley Coleridge’s “ Poetical Bumains,” 
which he edited, and has been en- 
gaged collecting the scattered writings 
and correspondence of his distin- 
guished father. Several volumes of 
notes and marginalia havo already 
issned from the press. Ho is the 
author of a work entitled The 
Scriptural Character of the English 
Church,” published in 1839 ; has edited 
the prose as well as the poetical 
‘^Bemains” of his brother, and the 
** Lay Sermons ” of his father, and 
has written a life of the late Winthrop 
Mackworth Praed, prefixed to his col- 
lected poetical works, published in 
1864. His views on education are re- 
corded in two letters addressed to his 
cousin, the Bight Hon. Sir John T. 
Coleridge, in 1861. 

COLEBIDGE, John Duke, eldest 
son of the Bight Hon. Sir John Taylor 
Coleridge, born in 1821, educated at 
Eton ; was Scholar of Balliol College, 
and afterwards Fellow of Exeter Col- 
lege, Oxford. Ho was called to the 
Bar in 1847, was made Q.C. in 1861, 
and Bccordcr of Falmouth, &c., in 
1855. He contested Exeter in the 
Liberal interest in July, 1861, and 
though defeated on that occasion, was 
returned for that city at the general 
election in July, 1865. 

COLEBIDGE) The Bight Hon. Six 
John Taylor, for some time one of the 
Judges of the Court of Queen’s' Bench, 
born at Tiverton, Devon, in 1790, was 
educated at Corpus Christi, Oxford, of 
which college ho was a scholar with 
Dr. Arnold and Mr. Eeble, and from 
which he obtained a first-class in 
classics in 1812. He became a Fellow 
of Exeter College, won the Latin- 
verse prise in 1810, the English essay 


prize and the Latin essay prize in 
1813. Ho was called to the Bar at 
the Middle Temple in 1819, and went 
the Western circuit. In 1832 Mr. 
Coleridge became a seijeant-at-law, 
and in 1835 was appointed one of the 
judges of theKing’s Bench, and a privy 
councillor in 1858, on his retiroment 
from the judicial bench. He was 
created a D.C.L. of Oxford in 1852. 
Sir John Coleridge, who is nephew 
of Samuel Taylor Coleridge, is a man 
of considerable literary acquirements 
and tastb. During the interval that 
elapsed between the death of Gifford 
and the appointment of Lockhart, he 
edited the Quarterly Review, to .which 
he has since been an occasional con- 
tributor, and in 1825 ho published an 
edition of ** Blockstone’s Commenta- 
ries,” with new notes. 

COLES, Cai*tatn Cowper Phipps, 
B.N., third son of the Bev. John Coles, 
of Ditoham Park, Hants, boru in 1819, 
entered tho navy in 1831, served with 
considerable ability on various stations, 
took an active part in the assault on 
Sebastopol in Oct., 1854, on board the 
Agamemnon, was highly praised in the 
despatches of Admiral Sir E. Lyons, 
and showed equal zeal and ability at 
Kcrtch, and in the operations in the 
Sea of Azof. In 1855 a board was 
appointed by the commander-in-chief 
to report upon a plan devised by 
Captain Coles for the construction of 
shot-proof rafrs, guns, and mortars; 
and BO favourable was their report, 
that, in expectation of the continuance 
of tlio war, he was ordered to Eng- 
land, and put into communication 
with the surveyor of the navy and 
the dockyard authorities at Ports- 
mouth. Captain Coles first conceived 
the idea of protecting guns by shields 
in Nov., 1855, and Sir I. Bi-unel sug- 
gested to him, in 1859, that it would 
be better to place tho shield and gun 
upon a turn-table, than to have to 
move the raft to point the gnu. In 
1862 Captain Coles adopted the turret 
system in the Royal Sovereign, and ' 
other vessels in tho Royal navy have 
been constructed on a modification 
of his plans. 
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COLLIER, J OHN Payne, philologist, 
bibliographer, and commentator on 
Shakespeare, was bom in London, Jan. 
11, 1789. His grandfather, descended 
from tho famous Jeremy Collier, was, 
about 1775, one of the medical atten- 
. dants on the household of Queen Char- 
lotte. The father of the subject of 
tho present memoir, who devoted him- 
self to letters, was editor of the Monthly 
Jt&j inter, and was connected with 
the management of the Times. Tho 
son, called to tho Bar by tho society 
of the Middle Temple, acting ns a law 
reporter and as parliamentary i*cporter 
for the Mwnimj Chronicle, met with 
BO much success, that 3Ir. Perry in- 
troduced him to many of the leaders 
of the Whig }»arty, including Sir James 
Mackintosh, Mr. Tierney, Mr. Wind- 
ham, and others. Having acquired, 
at an early age, a tasto for tho Eliza- 
bethan poets and dramatists, lie pub- 
lished in the journals with which he 
was connected critical essays on these 
writers ; and his contributions to Con- 
stahWs }Jdinbimjh Mayaaino and the 
Critical Review caused public atten- 
tion to bo directed to many writers 
who had been strangely neglected. 
He was ono of the earliest critics of 
the present century who showed that 
the works of Peele, Greene, Nash, 
Lodge, Middleton, Marlow, and Web- 
ster, deserved to bo rescuocl from the 
obscurity into which they^ad fallen. 
Mr. Collier proved liimsolf able to 
appreciate the merits of our old En- 
glish dramatists, and to second tho 
efforts of Headly, Ritson, G. Ellis, 
Hazlitt, and Lamb, in drawing atten- 
tion to their writings. One of his 
earliest works, “The Poetical Decame- 
ron,” published in 1820, was exclusively 
devoted to this object. In his edition 
of “Dodsley's Old Plays,” published in 
1825, Mr. Oollierintrodnced six dramas 
of high merit, not included in any 
previous edition of the work ; and in 
a supplementary volume ho published 
five additional plays of the time of 
Shakespeare, which had been neg- 
lected by former critics. His “ His- , 
tory df Dramatic Poetry” was pub- j 
lished in 1881. The duke of Devon- j 


shire (to whom Mr. Collier became 
librarian) and others opened their 
valuable libraries to his researches, 
and enabled him to compile his “ Bib- 
liographical and Critical Catalogue;” 
and there was scarcely a collector of 
any note who did not readily give him 
access to his stores. It was amongst 
tho manuscripts of tho late Lord Elles- 
mere’s library that Mr. Collier dis- 
covered the greater part of tho docu- 
ments of which ho has availed himself 
in his “ New Facta regarding the Life 
of Shakespeare,” a work wliich ho 
IbllowcMl up in 1836 by “ New Particu- 
lars,” and in 1839 by “Further Par- 
ticulars.” He has edited several 
works, more or loss connected with 
the same subject, for the Camden 
and SlLakespeare Societies, of the first 
of which he was long treasurer, and 
of the last, director. He was engaged 
for more than twenty years in making 
collections of materials for a new Life 
of Shakespeare, published in 1842-44. 
The Royal Commission, established 
for tho puipose of inquiring into the 
condition and maiiagoment of tho 
British Museum, made him their 
secretary. Ho was, however, unable 
to cany out his plan for tho speedy 
preparation of a catalogue. A pen- 
sion on tho . civil list of .-£100 pei* 
annum was ^confeircd upon him as 
a recognition ’ of tho services he 
has rcndorocT to literature. In 1832 
ho luid declined to bccomo a stipen- 
diary magistrate, and afterwards an 
oflicer of tho County Court, when 
Lord Campbell would, havo procured 
liis appointment. In 1850 Mr. Collier 
was chosen a Vico-President of tho 
Society of Antiquaries, to the Transac- 
tions of which he lias been a frequent 
contributor. Among his remaining 
publicntioDB may bo mentioned 
BookofRoxburgheBallads,” “Extracts 
from tho Registers of tho Stationers’ 
Company, of Books entered for publi- 
cation 1557-70,” published in 1848 ; 
and “Memoirs of the Principal Actors 
in the, Plays of Shakespeare,” in 1846. 
In 18^ he published a second edition 
•f his Shakespeare, and in 1862 a new 
impression of the works of Spenser. 
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He took a prominent part in advo- 
cating tlio early date and consequent 
authority of the MS. marginal notes 
in a copy of the folio edition of 
Shakespeare. The publication of these 
emendations excited a veiy animated 
controversy, and they were not gene- 
rally accepted by Shakesperian cri- 
tics. In 1863 Mr. Collier commenced 
a series of reprints of the scattered and 
scarce productions of our early poets 
and pamphleteers, including a collec- 
tion of our old English poetical Miscel- 
lanies, beginning with Tottoll, in 1557, 
and coming down to Davison in 1602. 

COLLIER, Sm Hobeut roBiiETT, 
Q.C., son of the lato John Collier^ 
Esq. (member, for Plymouth from the 
passing of tlie Reform Dili till 1811), 
bom in 1817, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, was called to the 
Bar at the Inner Temple in 18.1<3, and 
joined th(j Western circuit, of which 
he is one of tho acknowledged leaders, 
receiving a patent of precodonce 
in 185L He held tho recurdersliip of 
Penzance for some years, was an un- 
snccessful candidate for Launceston 
in 18U, and has sat for Plymouth in 
the Liberal interest since 1852. In 
1853 ho introduced a bill for trans- 
ferring tho testamentary .jurisdiction 
of tho Ecclesiastical Courts to a civil 
tribunal, the main provisions of which 
were adopted in the Act by which the 
present Probate Cotirf was subse- 
quently established. He prop<jsed 
and carried a resolution in favour 
of limited liability in partnerships, 
which became the basis of subsequent 
legislation on this subject. Mr. Col- 
lier was made Solicitor-Goneral in 
Oct., 18G3, on the promotion of Sir R. 
Palmer to the attorney-generalship, 
and retired with tho Russell admirn's- 
ijiiration in J uly, 1866. Ho has written 
ti^atises on The Law of Railways ” 
and Tho Law of Mines.*’ 

COLLIN, Jacques Alltn Simon 
Collin Danton, known as De 
Flanct, author, nephew of Danton, 
bom at Flanoy, Jan. 28, 1793 ; went 
to Paris in 1812, and undertook 
literary work for various publishers. • 
Under the Restoration he started on i 


his own account as a printer and pub- 
lisher. The revolution o)* July ruined 
his business, and ho took refuge in 
Belgium, where ho resided for several 
years, publishing works which flattered 
the Belgian nationality. He returned 
to France in 1837, and endeavoured 
to found at Plancy a kind of ** Soci^ 
Phalansterienne,” afterwards trans- 
formed into the “ Socidte de Saint 
Victor.” From 1812 to 1836, M. Collin 
do Plancy was Voltarian and anti- 
clerical; but in 1837 ho made his 
peace with the pope. Wlylst advo- 
cating Coinmnnist principles, ho wrote 
“ Tho Infernal Dictionary,** tho “ Feu- 
dal Dictionary,** Memoirs of a Vilain 
of tho Fodrtuouth Century ,** and the 
“ Devil, Painted by llimsolf.” Since 
his reconciliation to tho Roman Catho- 
lic Church, ho has written Legends 
of tho Holy Virgin,” “ Legends of the 
Wandering jJew,” Legends of tho 
Commandments of God,” “Legends 
of the Seven Mortal Sins,” &c., all 
circulated by tho “Society for the 
Rmpagation of Good Books.” He has 
published under a variety of aliases^ 
such as Paul Beranger, Croqnolardon,. 
Hormlsdas-Peath, Baron Nilense, le 
Novno do mon Onclo, &c. &o. 

COLLINS, Wilkie, eldest son of 
tho lato Mr. W. Collins, B.A., tho 
well-known paintor of rustic scenes, 
born in London in 1824, and edu- 
cated at private sohool, is the author 
of a biography of his father, published 
in 18*18. His mother was a sister to 
Mrs. Carpenter, one of the best female 
portrait-painters of the time. He has 
written tho following popular works of 
Action : — “ A.ntonina, . or tho Fall of 
Romo,” “Basil,” “ After Dark,” “The 
Dead Secret,” “ Tho Queen of Hearts,” 
and a narrative of a walking tour in 
Cornwall, under the title of “ Rambles 
beyond Railways.” He is a member 
of the Guild of Literature and Art, 
and took a promineut part in the 
amateur performances which were 
got up for its benefit.

Having acted fur, spme 
a puisne Judge of the Supreme Court, time as an assistant-master at Riigby, 
there in 1848, when ho was knighted, he returned to Oxford, where, he re- 
He held the post of Chief Justice imnied his tutorship at Wodham Col - 1 
there from 1855 to 1858, when he re- lege. In 1855 he published ^ taiall 
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Tolnme on the history of the Roman 
Empire of the West, and an edition of 
** Aristotle’s Politics,” with notes. He 
resigned his fellowship, and afbor 
deeply studying the social and re- 
Hgions system of the late M. Comte, 
embraced it as the best solntion of 
the social and religions difficnlties 
which surrounded him. Mr. Congreve 
has since published ‘‘Gibraltar,” a 
pamphlet on Indian matters (in which 
he recommends England to give up 
its Indian empire as indefonsiblo) ; 
“Italy and the Western Powers;” 
“ Elizabeth of England “ The Cate- 
chism of Positive Religion,” and some 
sermons. 

CONINGHAlfl, William, son of the 
Rev. R. Coningham, of Londondeny, 
bom in 1815, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and served for 
some years in the 1st Royal Dragoons. 
In 1857 he was elected, in the ad- 
vanced Liberal interest, member for 
Brighton, and was again chosen at 
the general election of 1859, but re- 
tired in Feb., 1864. Asa member of 
the Lower House, he took an active 
part in foreign and domestic politics, 
but more especially in the question 
of extending popular education, and in 
the discussion of public measures in 
connection with the fine arts. 

CONINGTON, John, Professor of 
Latin in the University of Oxford, 
bom at Boston, Lincolnsliire, Aug. 10, 
1825, is the eldest . son of the late 
Rev. Richard Conington, incumbent 
for many yean of a ohapel-of-ease in 
that town, and was educated chiefly 
at Rugby, under Dr. Arnold and Dr. 
Tait. He was Demy of Magdalen 
College, Oxford, in July, 1843, Scholar 
of University College in March, 1846, 
Fellow of Universi^ College in May, 
1847, and obtained the Hertford and 
Ireland Scholarships in 1844. In 
March, 1848, he published ” The 
Agamemnon of ^schylus, the text, 
i|r»li a Traimlation into English Verse, 
andi Notes.” In June, 1849, he entered 
as a student at Lincoln’s Inn, but 
withdrew his name, without having 
been called to the Bar. In 1850 he 
edited Dr. Maginn*s “ Homeric Bal- 


lads,” contributing a short preface 
and some notes, besides various 
alterations and modifleations of the 
ballads themselves. In 1852 he pub- 
lished a pamphlet entitled “ Epistola 
Critioa de quibusdam iEschyli, So- 
phoolis et Euripidis Fragmentis,” 
addressed to Dr. Gaisford. In June, 
1854, he was elected to the newly- 
founded professorship of the Latin 
language and literature, partially and 
afterwards wholly endowed by Cor- 
pus Christ! College. In 1855 he pub- 
lished an inaugural lecture “ On the 
Academical Study of Latin,” and in 
1857 “ The Choephoroe of .^schylus, 
with Notes.” In 1858 he published 
the first, and in 1863 the second 
volumo of ” The Works of Virgil, with 
an English Commentary;” and in 1859, . 
a small text of Virgil in the “ Cam- 
bridge Greek and Latin Texts.” 
In 1863 he published “The Odea 
and Carmen Saoculai'e of Horace, 
translated into English Verso anil 
in 1866, “ The u^noid of Virgil, trans- 
lated into English Verse.” Professor 
Conington has written vai'ious articles 
in the Edinburgh Eevieiu and other 
poriodicais. 

CONNOR. {See Down, Connou, 
AND Dbomokn, Bishop op.) 

CONRAD, Timothy Abbotf, con- 
chologist and palaeontologist, bom in 
New Jersey in 1803, is the author of 
“ Fossil Shells of the Tertiary Forma- 
tions of the United States,” published 
in 1832; of “Monography of the 
Unionidae of the United States,” in 
1834; of “ Palaeontology of theStato of 
Now York,” in 1838-40 ; of “ Palaeonto- 
logy of the Pacific Railroad Survey in 
California,” in 1854 ; and of “ Palaeon- 
tology of the Mexican Boundary Sur- 
vey,” in 1854. 

CONSCIENCE, Henby, novelist, 
was bom at Antwerp, Deo. 8, 1812. 
His father, who was of French origin, 
was long employed in the French 
marine, and became a buyer and 
seller of ships. The son, to gratify, 
as far as ho could, his avidity 
reading, became a private teacher, 
and being thus engaged when the 
Belgian revolution of 1830 broke out,

he entered the army, serving six years 
as a yolnnteer. Ad. active militaiy 
" life had a wholesome effect on his 
dreamy disposition, and he beoamo 
the poet of the army. His French 
songs, full of point and spirit, were 
very popular amongst his comrades. 
He was discharged in 1836, after 
having attained the rank of sergeant- 
miyor; but through some misunder- 
standing he quarrelled with his family. 
He was by turns a working gardener, 
an employ^ in the archives of Antwerp, 
and clerk to an Academy of Arts. 
After quitting the military service, he 
allied himself to a party which had in 
view the establishment of a Flemish 
literature, in opposition to tho Fronoh 
literature of the eighteenth centuiy. 
To this task he devoted all his powers, 
and his first work, ‘‘The Year of 
Miracles,” published in 1837, contains 
a series of brilliant dramatic pictures 
of the Spanish rule in Flanders. It 
was received by the public with great 
favour. The success of this publica- 
tion excited the resentment of his 
father, who renounced him completely ; 
but by tho kindness of a friend, the 
painter Wappers, he obtained a small 
pension from Leopold I., which saved 
him from destitution, and enabled him 
to publish in 1837 another volume, 
“ Fhantasia,” a collection of Flemish 
poetry and legends; “Leeuw van 
Ylandern,” the Lion of Flanders, a 
truly oiriginal work, which will sus- 
tain his reputation as a national 
romance writer, appeared in 1838. 
In 1845, he obtained the appointment 
of AsBi.<itant-Professor in the Univer- 
sity of Ghent, where ho had to instruct 
the r(^al children in the Flemish 
language and literature. Henry Con- 
science has produced a variety of in- 
teresting sketches, illustrative of 
Flemish manners; such as “Evening 
Hours,’* “ The . Exeontioner^s Child,” 
“The New Niobe,” “Tho Conscript,” 
“Tho Poor Gentleman,” “Quintin 
Metsys,” “Pages from the Book of 
Nature,” “ Jacob van Artevelde,” 
“Blind Bosa,” and sever^ other 
works, which^ have been translated 
into English,* German, Banish, and 


even Italian. He commenced pub- 
lishing his momoirs in tho Revue Con- 
temporame in 1858. 

CONSTANTINE NICHOLifi. 
WITCH, the second son and fourth 
child of the late emperor Nicholas, 
Gnihd Duke of Bussia, titular and 
Grand Admiral of the Imperial fleet, 
was bom Sep. 21 (or, according to 
the old stylo, which Bussia retains, 
Sep. 9), 1827. He was educated with 
great care for the xiaval service, and 
had for his tutor Admiral Liitke, tho 
circumnavigator of the glojie^ under 
whose orders the young prince subse- 
quently served, and acquired the rank 
of “post-captain in the Bussian navy,” 
as he thus subscribed himself at the 
model-room of the Admiralty at 
Somerset House, during his visit to 
England in 1847. In his character 
of admiral he had ventured to arrest 
his elder brother, the present emperoi* 
of Bussia, who was on board his ship ; 
for which he was himself placed under 
arrest for a considerable time by his 
father. The Grand Duke Constantine 
married, Aug. 30, 1848, the Princess 
Alexandra, (hiughter of Joseph, duke 
of Soxe-Altenburg, by whom he has 
issue. In addition to being Grand 
Admiral of Bussia, the Grand Duke 
Constantine is Commandant of the 
4th brigade of Infantry of the Guard, 
Colonel of the regiment of Hussars of 
the late Grand Duke Michael Paulo- 
witch„a member of the Council of 
Militaiy Schools, and President of the 
Grand Council of the Empire. He 
hn-a allied himself to the Muscovite 
national party, whose fanaticism 
helped to bring about the late war 
with England anid France. At the 
death of the emperor Nicholas, it 
was feared that the Grand Duke Con- - 
stantine might become the chief of 
the opposition represented by the old 
Muscovite party against tho moderate 
party, of which tho new esar Alexan- 
der II. had been considered the centre. 
Tho late emperor, foreseeing the pro- 
bability of commotion, had, however, 
caused the Grand Bnke Constantine 
to take in his presence an oath of 
fidelity and obedience to the heir of 
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the throne; and when Nicholas saw 
that his end was approaching, ho 
called the two princes to his beside, 
and before giving them his bless- 
ing, made Constantine, in presence 
of his mother, renew the oath of 
fidelity to his elder brother. A few 
hours after the emperor’s death, Con- 
stantine took the oath of allegiance, 
adding, that the latter might rely 
upon him under every circumstance. 
In 1857 tho Grand Duke paid visits 
to the conrts of England and France, 
and iospooted the naval arsenals of 
both countrtcB. At the outbreak of 
the Polish insarrcction in 1862, he was 
appoin^d Vice^y of that principality, 
but h6» resignitd the post in a few 
months. 

CONYNGHAM (The Mabquis op), 
The Most Noble Sir Fbancis Na- 
thaniel CoNYNGHAM, K.P., Ac., eldest 
son of the late marquis, bom Juno 
11, 1797, succeeded to his father’s 
title in 1832. He held the post of 
Under-Secretaty of State for Foreign 
Affairs in 1823-6, that of Postmaster- 
General for a few months under Lord 
Melbourne in 1834-6, and in tho latter 
year was sworn a member of the 
Privy Council. 

COOK, Eliza, poetess, the daughter 
of a respectable tradesman in South- 
wark, was born about 1818. At on 
early age slio contributed to various 
periodicals, including theNewMimihly^ 
Metropolitan, Literary Gazette, &c., 
and published, in 18^, a volume of 
poems, which at onco attracted the 
attention of the public, and stamped 
her as a writer of great merit and 
originality. She more than sustained 
this favoured position in the Journal” 
which bore her name, and which was 
published weekly from 1849 until 
1864^ when, on account of failing 
health, it was given up, to the great 
regret of its maders. Her poems, 
reprinted in a collective form, have 
pflu»ed through' numerous editions, 
and a beantifolly-illustrated Christ- 
mas volume was issued in 1860. She 
published another volume, entitled, 
**New Echoes, and other- Poems,” in 
9ct., 1864, and obtained a literary 


pension of £100 a year the same 
year. 

COOKE, Edward William, 11.A., 
F.R.S., the son of the eminent en- 
graver Mr. George Cooke, was born 
in London, in 1811. For a short time 
ho stndied architecture under tho 
elder Pngin. His earlier efforts wero 
illustrations to botanical works, 
" London’s Encyolopeodia,” ” Loddiges’ 
Botanical Cabinet,” Ao. His first 
publication was ** Shipping and Craft,” 
for which ho drew and etched fifty 
plates ; and then drew and engraved 
twelve large plates of Old and New 
London Bridges, published in one 
volume ; after which ho took to paint- 
ing. Mr. Cooke’s first works were 
coast and Butch subjects, laigo rough 
sea and marino views, — having visited 
Holland eighteen times. In 1846-6 
he executed about 100 pictures on tho 
coast of Italy, from Marseilles to 
Psestum, including Florence, Borne, 
Ac. After visiting Scandinavia, ho 
commenced a series of visits to Yonice, 
and painted a large number of tho 
principal buildings and the laguno. 
These wero succeeded by works on a 
large scale, of scones in Spain and 
Morocco ; one large work of the latter 
class appeared in the Exhibition of 
tho Boyal Academy for 1864. He 
was elected A.B.A. in 1850, B.A, 
in 1863, and in tho same year a 
Fellow of tho Boyal Society, and is a 
Fellow of the Linnean, Geographical, 
and Geological Societies, of the Alpino 
Club, and tho Architectural Museum. 

COOKE, William FoxiiEnqiLL, son 
of William Cooke, Esq., M.D., of Dur- 
ham, was bom at Ealing, Middlesex, 
in 1806, and having received his edu- 
cation at Durham School and tho 
University of Edinburgh, was ap- 
pointed in 1826 to the East-Indian 
army, in which he held various staff 
appointments till 1831. On his re- 
turn homo he devoted his time to the 
study of anatomy and physiology at 
Paris and Heidelberg, and modelling 
his anatomical dissections for tho 
illustration of his father’s leotures 
at Durham University. In March, 
1836, directing his attention to the 
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elootrio tolograph, he oooapied him- 
self e3Lc1aBivel)r with it for many 
years. He entered into partnership 
with Professor Wheatstone, and 
formed, in oonjnnction with Mr. J. L. 
Bicardo, M.P., the first telegraph 
company, of which he is still (1867) 
a director. The first telegraph 
lino in England was constmoted by 
Mr. Cooke, from Paddington to West 
Drayton, on tho Great Western Bail- 
way, in 1838-9. In 1840 he esta- 
blished the telegraph on the Blackwall 
Bailway, and in 1841, a short line from 
the Queen-street station at Glasgow, 
through the tunnel to the engine- 
house Gowlairs, on the railway to 
Edinburgh. In 1842-3 tho line from 
West Drayton was continued to 
Slough ; in 1843 two short lines were 
made in Ireland and in England; and 
in 184-4 one of considerable length, 
from London to Portsmouth, for 
Gorernment. 

GOOKESLEY, Thb Bev. William 
Gieford, M.A., bom at Brasted, Kent, 
Deo. 1, 1802, was educated as a king's 
scholar at Eton and at King's College* 
Cambridge, where ho graduated B.A. 
in 1825. He was for many years one 
of the assistant masters of Eton Col- 
lege, and is well known as the editotr 
of ** Pindar,” published in four parts, 
between 1842 and 1849 ; ” Caesar de 
Bello Galileo,” in 1859 ; and as tho 
author of some able essays on Classi- 
cal Literature, an ” Account of the 
Ancient City of Borne,” in 1850, and 
an ** Account of Athens,” in 1851. 
Ho waa appointed vicar of Hayton, 
Yorkshire, in 1857, and incumbent of 
St. Petei^s, Hammersmith, in 1860. 

GOOPEB, Abbaham, honoraiyr re- 
tit ed B.A., born in a humble condi- 
tion of life in Bed-Lion Street, Hol- 
bom, in Sep., 1787, was elected an 
Associate in the Boyal Academy in 
1817, and fhll Academician in 1820. 
In early life he passed much of his 
time among horses, and to this cir- 
cumstance must be escribed the direc- 
tion which his artistic talent has 
taken. His first picture was the por- 
trait of a favourite old horse belonging 
to the late Sb' Henry Mens, iSirt., 


who recommended the young artist 
to study art, and became his kind 
friend and liberal patron. The only 
studio frequented by him was the 
stable or the grass-field, and the only 
books he consulted were some odd 
numbers of the Sportvng Magazine, 
illustrated with portraits of horses 
drawn by Marshall, a well-known 
animal painter of that time. His first 
exhibit^ picture, ” Tam O'Shanter,” 
sent to the British Institution in 1814, 
was bought by tho then duke of 
Marlborough. Mr. Cooper has been 
a constant exhibitor both* at tho 
Boyal Academy and at the British 
Institution. He is the chief battle- 
painter” of the English schbol, and 
among his principal pictures may be 
mentioned—” Blucher at the Battle 
of Ligny,” ” Cromwell at Marston 
Moor,” ”Lord Arundel capturing a 
TurkishStandard,” ”Lord Ar&ur Capel 
defending Colchester daring the Civil 
War,” ** The Battle of Shrewsbury,” 

” Sir William Bussell at the Battle of 
Zntphon,” ”The Death of Harold,” 

” Bichaid I. and Saladin at Ascalon,” 
”The Battle of Assaye,” and “The 
Battle of Waterloo.” Several of these 
pictures have been engraved. 

GOOPEB, Susan Peniuore, eldest 
daughter of the late James Fenimore 
Cooper, novelist, bom in the county 
of Kew York, about 1815, has pub- 
lished several works, which are chiefly 
descriptive of rural life. Her first 
work was ” Bnral Hours, by a Lady,” 
published anonymously in 1850. In 
1852 Miss Cooper edited ” Country 
Bambles ; or. Journal of a Natni^ist 
in England,” with notes and additions, 
and in 1854 produced her “Bhyme 
and Bcasonof Countiy Life,” being a 
selection of descriptive passages, both 
in prose and verse, from diffisrent 
authors, illustrative of tho incidents 
of country life, and connected too- 
ther by original notes, the whole beii^ 
preceded by on essay in the authoress’s 
best vein. In 1858 she publiBhed,-in 
aid of the fund for tho purchase of 
Mount Vernon, a grawfid tribute to 
the memory of Washington, written 
for young people. She hsa sinee =

pablished **Tlio Shidd: a Narra- 
tive.” 

COOPER, THOHA8,bomat Leicester, 
If arch 20, 1^5, was tonght the humble 
trade of a shoemaker in his youth, at 
Gainsborough, Lincolnshire (where he 
and Mr. Thomas Miller were com- 
panions in boyhood), and having in- 
structed himself in the Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, and French languages while 
at his stall, became a schoolmaster at 
twenty-three. Having held appoint- 
ments on the reporting staff of ono or 
two country newspapers, he becamo 
loader of Leicester Chartists in 
1841, lectured in the Potteries during 
the ” Riots” in Aug., 1842, was sent 
to Stafford gaol on a charge of con- 
spiracy and sedition, and was found 
£^ty, and sentenced to two years* 
imprisonment. During that period he 
wrote his epic poem, “The Purgatory 
of Suicides,*’ and “Wise Saws and 
Modem Instances,” a series of stories, 
both published in 1845. His “Baron’s 
Yule Feast,” a short poem, appeared 
in Jan., 1846. Daring tho latter half 
of 1846 he wrote a series of papers 
entitled “ Condition of the People,” in 
Douglaa JsrroZd’sNetuspapsr, travelling 
through the North of England to col- 
lect material for his observations. In 
1847 appeared his “ Triumphs of Per- 
severance ” and “ Triumphs of Enter- 
prise.” In 1848 he became an active 
political and historical lecturer in 
London. In 1849 he edited the Plain 
Speaker, a weekly penny journal of 
radical politics. In 1850 he conducted 
Coopen^s Journal, a sceptic^ weekly 
penny periodical. In 1851 and 1852 
he was chiefly employed as a travel- 
ling lecturer on histoiy, poetiy, and 
general literature. ^ “Alderman 
Ralph,” a novel, appeared in 1853, and 
a second novel, “ The Family Feud,” 
in 1854.4. Towards the close of 1855 
he began to perceive the errors of 
scepticisms and, having returned to 
LQndcm,oommenoedaooaT8eof Sunday 
evening Idbtnres and discussions with 
the Lradon sceptics, in Sep., 1856, 
and continued them until the end of 
Mi^, 1818. From that time he has 
beim continnally travelling through 


England and Scotland, lecturing 
and preaching on the Evidences of 
Christianity. . 

COOPER, Thomas Sidney, A.R.A., 
was bom at Canterbury, Sep. 26, 1803. 
His parents being in humble circum- 
stances, wished to apprentice him to 
some trade; but having a strong 
desire to become an artist, he was 
allowed to follow his inclinations. He 
sketched long without iustmotion, 
taking for subjects tho buildings of 
his native city and the countiy around 
it, and gained a precarious income by 
selling his drawings to strangers. At 
the age of seventeen he became painter 
at the Canterbury Theatre, and for 
ten years gained a moderate in- 
come by scene-painting and teaching 
drawing. He had studied, as often 
as opportunity presented, at the 
British Museum, in tho Angerstein 
Gallery, and at the Royal Academy. 
In 1827 he set out from Dover to 
Calais, and literally “sketched his 
way” from that French port to the 
Belgian capital; paying tavern-bills 
by likenesses of hosts and hostesses. 
At Brussels his talents socurod him 
patrons and employment ; and having 
settled there, he married, and enjoyed 
the friendship of various Flemish 
artists. There, too, his pencil was 
first directed to the study of landscape, 
and the branch of art (animal paint- 
ing) which Bccm'ed him his present 
high reputation, with abundtmt and 
profitable employment. The revolu- 
tionof 1830 involved him and his family 
in difficulties, and forced him to 
return to England. He first “ exhi- 
bited” in the Suffolk-street Gallery in 
1833. His picture attracted atten- 
tion, and he received a commission 
from Mr. Vernon for a picture now 
in the Vernon Gallery. About ten 
years later his Cuyp-like groups of 
cattle “ Going to Pasture,” “ Water- 
ing at Evening,” or “ Reposing,” in 
the heat of a summer afternoon, 
attracted general notice on the walls 
of the Academy. In 1845* he was 
elected an Associate. 

COPE, Charles West, R.A., painter, 
bom in Leeds in 1811, is the son of 
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an artist of oonsidorable reputa- 
tion in that town^ whose career was 
cnt short by an untimely death. After 
a course of study, first under Mr. Sass, 
and then at the Royal Academy, 
he attracted much notice by a 
“ Holy Family which was purchased 
by the late Mr. Beckford. Mr. Cope 
is one of the fortunate few whose pro- 
gress to a high position has been 
assisted by the favourable decisions 
of the Royal Commission on the Fine 
Arts. He first exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1831. His earlier pic- 
tures may bo divided into two distinct 
classes, — the historical and the do- 
mestic ; jbhe latter treated in a larger 
manner than is now common. “ Hngar 
and Ishmael/* in 1836, alternated with 
** The Cronies ” and ** Paolo and Fran- 
cesca” in 1837, with “ Ostoria di 
Campagna, near Romo,” in 1838, and 
the ” Flemish Motlier ” in 1839. A 
visit to Italy and Flanders hod pre- 
ceded the latter. These pictures were 
followed by — ” Help thy Father in his 
Ago,” in IS'M); “Almsgiving,” “Poor- 
Law Guardians,” and “ Childhood,” in 
1811. Subjects suggested by the poets 
have always been favourites with 
him ; such as — “ The Schoolmaster,” 
fixim Ghildsmitli ; “ Hope — * Her silent 
Watch the anxious Mother keeps ;* ” 
Goldsmith’s delightful linos on “ ^e 
Hawthorn Bush” (all in 181<2), and 
“ The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” in 

1843. In the summer of 1843 his 
cartoon, the “ First Trial by Jury,” 
gained ono of the first three prizes of 
ijS300 in the Westminster Hall compe- 
tition. In the Fresco competition of 

1844, his “Meeting of Jacob and 
Rachel ” obtained for him a commis- 
sion to prepare a design for one of 
the six frescoes destined to adorn the 
new Houso of Lords. In 1845 his 
simple cartoon, fresco, and coloured 
sketch for “ Edward the Black Prince 
receiving the Order of the Garter,” 
exhibited in Westminster Hall, were 
approved of That subject was in due 
time successfully executed. To it 
succeeded a private commission from 
Frince Albert, for the “ Last Days of 
Cardinal Wolsey.” He was elected 


Associate of the Royal Academy in 
1844, and R.A. in 1848. Fui-ther 
commissions for the New Palace fol- 
lowed : — “ Griselda’s First Trial,” 
“ Prince Henry’s Submission to the 
Law,” &o. While these ably-executed 
works wero in progress, others in tho 
domestic class proceeded from his 
easel : — tho “Young Mother,” in 1846 ; 
“ Girl at Prayer,” and “Maiden Medi- 
tation,” in 1847; “L’ Allegro and II 
Pensoroso,” in 1848 ; “ Fireside Mus- 
ings,” and the “ First-bom,” in 1849 ; 
“ Milton’s Dream,” in 1850 ; “ Creep- 
ing like Snail unwillingly to School,” 
and “ Florence Cope at Dinner-time,” 
in 1852. Mr. Cope’s love of children 
and his habit of looking to his own 
hearth for his best inspirations, are 
manifested in his “ Study of a Child’s 
Head,” “ Baby’s Turn,** in 1854, “Tho 
Friends,” and a boy and girl regaling 
on “Robinson Crusoe.” Tho tech- 
nical mastery and native powers are 
as legible in these as in the “ Car- 
dinal Wolsey,” tho “ King Lear and 
Coi*dolia” (of 1850), or his composi- 
tions in fresco; a medium of which 
ho has happily conquered the dilficult 
ties. This artist produced “Royal 
Prisoners,” “ Death of tho Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of Charles I.,” in 
1855; “Departure of the Pilgrim 
Fathers,” painted in both oil and 
fresco, in 1856; “Burial of Charles 
I.,” fresco, in 1857 ; “ Upward 

Gazing,” in 1858 ; “ Cordelia re- 
ceiving the news of her Father’s Ill- 
treatment,” “Elder Sister,” “Re- 
pose,” “Parting of Lord and Lady 
Russell,” ill fresco, in 1859 ; “ Even- 
ing Prayer,” “Best,” in 1860; “Part- 
ing of Lord and Lady Russell,” in 
1861; “Convalescent,” and “Scholar’s 
Mate,” in 1862. The eight frescoes 
in the Peers* Corridor are now com- 
pleted, and the whole fonu a series of 
subjects from English Histoiy illus- 
trating tho important changes in the 
constitutiondaring tho gfroat struggles 
in the time of Chofles I., Ac. The four 
oneach sidoillustrate the opposite par- 
ties 1. “ The Raising of the Royal 
Standard;” 2. “Defence of Basing 
House;” 3. “Expulsion of Fellowsfrom^ 
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Oxford for refasing to sign tho Cove- 
nant and 4. ** Burial of Charles I.*’ 
On the other side are : — 1. ** Speaker 
Lenthall asserting the Privileges of 
the Commons ; 2. March of the 
Train-Bands to relieve tho Siege 
of Gloucester;’' 8. ** Departure of the 
Pilgrim Fathers;” and 4. “ Parting of 
Lo]^ and Lady Rnssoll.” The time 
occupied on these has prevented Mr. 
Cope from executing large works in 
oil. “Two Mothers,” “Contempla- 
tion,” and other small pictures, were 
painted during intervals of relaxation. 

COPLAND, James, M.D., F.R.S., 
Fellow of tho Royal College of Physi- 
cians of London, a native of the Ork- 
ney Isles, was bom in 1793. Having 
studied seven years at the University 
of Bdinburgh, where he graduated 
M.D. in 1815, he came to London, and 
afterwards travelled on tho continent 
of Europe and in Africa. On return- 
ing to England, he commenced prac- 
tice in London in 1821. After wnting 
several papers and reviews on scientific 
and m^ical subjects, he was, fiom 
1822 to 1828, e^tor of tho London 
Medical Heipositofy, a monthly journal, 
was successively a lecturer on patho- 
logy and tho practice of medicine at 
the Windmill School of Medicine, and 
at the Medical School of the Middlesex 
Hospital, from 1824 to 1842. Daring 
that period he was physician to two 
medical institutions, and published 
and edited several medical works. He 
is best known by his “ Dictionary of 
Practical Medicine and Pathology,” a 
most copious and laborious work in 
four volumes, printed closely in double 
columns, and an established book of 
reference with the pn^fessioii. in this 
country, in the United States (where 
it has itoen pirated), and on the con- 
tinent of Bnropo. Dr. Copland, who 
is an honoraiy member of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences of Sweden, and 
of seveml other foreign academies 
and societies, was some time Presi- 
dent of the Royal Mibdical and Ghirur- 
gicol Society, and bf the Pathological 
Society of London. 

COPPING, Bmwabd, journalist and 
author, bom in London in 1828, formed | 


a connection with the press whilst 
veiy young. In 1856 he published 
“ Alfieri and Goldoni, their Lives and 
Adventures,” a compilatiou from the 
well-known autobiographies of the 
two Italian dramatists. Daring the 
greater part of 1857 he assisted the 
late Mr. Bayle St. John in translating 
into English and condensing the volu- 
minous memoirs of St. Simon. In 
1858 Mr. Copping published his expe- 
rience of the French capital, in a 
littlo book, entitled, “ Aspects of 
Paris,” a German translation of which 
appeared shortly afterwards at Berlin, 
under the title of “Pariser Bilder.” 
He acted as Paris correspondont of 
tho Daily Telegraph in 1858-9, and 
published a novel, “Tho Homo at 
Rosefield,” in 1861. 

COQUEREL, Atuanastur, a Pro- 
testant pastor, son of Athanasius Lau- 
rout-Charles Coqnerel, became chief 
eflitor of the lAen, and afterwards of 
tho Nouvelle Revue de Theohgie, has 
obtained by his doctrines and writings 
a notoriety amongst Protestants. In 
consequence, however, of tho Views he 
expressed relative to M. Renan’s “Vio 
do Jesus,” he was suspended from his 
functions by tho Cousistoiy of Paris, 
in May, 1864, tho Consistory of Au- 
duzo (Gard) at the same time voting 
him an address of svmpathy. With 
the aid of tho Protestant Liberal 
Union, ho resumed his duties. M. 
Coquei’el, who was decorated with tho 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 
14, 1862, is the author of “ Jean Galas 
et saFaniille,” an historical study, and 
“ Sermons et Homelics,” both pub- 
lished in 1858; “La Saint Bqrthe- 
lemy,” in J860; “Precis de I’Eglise 
reformco de Paris,” in 1862 ; “ Le 
Catholic ismo et lo Protestantisme, 
consid^r^s dans leur origine et leur 
d5veloppement,” in 1864, and nume- 
rous sermons, Ac. 

COQUEREL, Athanasius Laubent- 
Ch ARLES, Protestant pastor, bom at 
Paris, Aug. 27, 1795, studied at first 
under his aunt, Mrs. Helena Williams, 
an English authoress, finished his edu- 
cation at the Protestant Faculty of 
Montauban,and was appointed pastor 
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in 1816. For twelve years he lived in 
Holland, and preached to Calvinist 
congregations at Amsterdam, Leyden, 
and Utrecht. Ho retnmed to France, 
and in 1833 entered the Consistory, 
rapidly aoqniring a repntation as an 
orator. M. Coqnerel founded three 
periodical pnblications for the propa- 
gation of his ideas ; viz., Le Protestant^ 
which was published in 1831-3; Le 
Libre Examen, in 1834-6; exid LeIAen,t 
in 1841. His principal works, in addi- 
tion to hia “ Sermons,*’ in eight vols., 
are “ Biographio Sacree,” published in 
1837 ; “ Histoire Sainte et Analyse de 
la Bible,” in 1838-42 ; ** Ruponse 4 la 
Vie do Jesus” (de M. Strauas)t in 
1841; "Orthodoxio Modcmc,”in 1842; 

Ln Ghristianismo experimental,” in 
1847 ; Ghristologie, ou Eseai sur la 
Peraonno et TQlluvre do Jesns-Christ,” 
in 1888; and “Mdditatious sur des 
’J’oxtcs choisics do I'Ancion ct dn Nou- 
veau Testament,” in 1859. Alter the 
revolution of Feb., 1848, M. Goquerel 
presented himself to the electors of 
the department of tho Seine as a mo- 
derate republican, and was chosen a re- 
presentative. Member of the Commis- 
sion on the Constitution, he supported 
by his speeches and votes the Govern- 
ment of General Gavaignac. After 
tho election of Deo. 10, he supported 
Louis NapoleOn, and voted for tho 
expedition to Rome. Ro-elected to 
tho Legislative Assembly, he took his 
seat with tho •* Centre ;” but tho coup 
d'etiit of Dec. 2, 1851, put an end 
to liis political career. His most im- 
portant act as a legislator was tho 
proposition ho made, in conjunction 
with M. Buvignier, for tho total aboli- 
tion of capital punishment. M. Co- 
(pierol was decorated with tho Gross 
of the Legion of Honour, Jan. 26, 
1835. 

GORBAUX, Fann Y, artist, was boitL 
in 1812. Her father, English by birth, 
had lived much abroad, and was 
well known to the scientifio men ef 
England and France as a etatisticiaa 
and mathematician. Miss Corbanx, 
who gave early evidence of a talent 
fbr drawing, was very young when 
her father, while suffering from ad- j 


vanoed age and broken health, lost a 
considerablecompetence. Under these 
circumstances, she was obliged to 
turn her talents to account. Whilst 
stmggUftg unaided with the technical 
difficulties of art, she received, in 1827, 
the large silver modal of the Society 
of Arts for an original portrait in 
miniature, tho silver Isis medal for a 
copy of figures in water-colours, and 
tho silver poletto for one of an engrav- 
ing. In 1828 an original composition 
of figures in water-colours ag^in ob- 
tained tho silver Isis modal; and a 
portrait, in miniature, exhibited in 
1830, won the gold medal. Miss Cor- 
baux,whohad studied at Uio Nationed 
Gallery and the British Museum, at the 
ago of eighteen was able to launoli 
fairly into professional Rfe. In 1830 
she was m^e an honorary member of 
tho Society of British Artists, and for 
a few years exhibited small oil-pic- 
tures at its gallery; but being obliged 
to relinquish this branch of art, she 
joined the New Society of Painters in 
Water-Golours, and hardly evor failed 
to contribute to its annual exhibitions. 
Miss Corbanx was ono of the first 
to assert the right of women to 
obtain admission as students to the 
Royal Academy. She has gained 
some reputation as a Biblical critic, 
and has communicated many papers 
to litoraiy societies and periodicals 
connected with Scripture history. 
Among these may be mentioned: — 
" Letters on the Physical Geography of 
the Exodus,” published in tho Athe* 
naum ; and another series, giving the 
histoiy of a very remoi'kable nation, 
called ” the Rephaim ” in the Bible, 
showing their connection with the 
political and monumental history of 
£)£ypt> and that of the Exodus, which 
appeared in ' The Journal of Sacred 
Literature, 

CORBOULD, Edward Henry, the 
eldest son of Henry Corbonld, and 
grandson of Richard Oorbould, histo- 
rical painters, "i^hs bom in Great 
Qoram-street, London, Deo. 5, 1815. 
Being at on early age ambitious of 
distinction in art, he painted **The 
Fall of FhaSton ficom the Chariot of 
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the Sun/’ for which he obtained the 
gold Isis medal of the Society of Arts 
in 1884^ winning the same prize again 
in 1835, with an original model of 
**St. George and the Dragon.” In 
1836 he obtained the large gold modal 
for his model of tho Chariot-race, from 
Homer. He exhibited at the Bc^al 
Academy, and at the Galleiy of Bri 
tish Artists, subjects mostly from 
Spenser^s ” Fairy Queen,” and oven 
tually joined the New Society of Paint- 
ers in Water-Colours. His iirst largo 
subject here was “ The Assembling of 
the Canterbury Pilgrims at tho Tabard 
Inn, Southwark,” followed by “ The 
Woman taken in Adultery,” “The 
Eglinton Tournament” (from sketches 
made upon the spot), “Under the 
Bose,” “ Salome Dancing before He- 
rod,” “ The Plague of London,” “ The 
Baptism of Etholbert,” “ William of 
Eynesham reciting the Victory of 
Towton Field” (in Westminster Hall) , 

Scene from thoProphfete” (painted 
for tho Queen), “Floretta de Nerac, 
the first Love of Heniy IV. of France” 
(purchased by her Majesty, and pre- 
sented to the king of Prussia), “ The 
Entry of tho Boy King into London 
after his Coronation in Paris,” and 
“The Destruction of the Idols at 
Basle” (both in the collection of 
H.B.H. the GroYm Princess of Prussia 
at Berlin), and various others, wliich 
we cannot enumerate. In 1851 Mr. 
Corbould was appointed Instructor of 
Historical Painting to the Boyal 
family. His picture painted from 
Tennyson’s “ Morte d* Arthur,” in 
1864, purchased by her Majesty and 
presented to the Princess Louise, 
is generally considered his best 
work. 

COBK (Bishop op), The Bight 
Bev. John Gregg, D.D., son of the 
late Bidhard Giegg, Esq., of Cappa, 
CO. Clare, bom in 1798, was elected 
Sdiolor of Trinity College in 1822, 
and gi^uated B.A. in 1825, but did 
not proceed H.A. ttll 1860, when he 
became, per saJitiim, M.A., B.D., and 
D.D. was ordained in 1826, be- 
came ininister of the French church, 
Portarlington, vicar of Kilsalaghon 


in 1828, minister of Bethesda, Dublin, 
in 1^5, and of Trinity ohurch, Dublin, 
in 1839. Ho was made Archdeacon 
of Kildare in 1857, and was conse- 
crated Bishop of Cork, Gloyne, and 
Boss in 1862. Dr. Gregg has pub- 
lished a great number of sermons 
preached on various occasions, which 
have met with much success, and 
other religious works. 

COBMENIN (Viscount de), Louis- 
Marie DE LA Haye, political writer, 
bom in Paris, Jan. 6, 1788, was at the 
age of twenty-two called by Napoleon 
to the Council of State. Ho was 
made a baron by Louis XVIII., a vis- 
count by Charles X., and was a mem- 
ber of the Chamber from 1828 to 1846, 
distinguishing himself as much by 
independence of character as by the 
originality of his views. The Viscount 
Cormonin, who is by profession an 
advocate, has opposed every party in 
turn, and has proved the consistent 
friend of social and political progress. 
He has written the best treatise on ad- 
ministrative law published in France, 
and a number of poHtical pamphlets, 
under the pseudonym of “Timon.” 
His work “ Etudes sur les Orateura 
Parlementaires” is the delight of all 
philosophical Frenclmien. In 1855, 
by a decree of the Imperial govern- 
ment ho was appointed to the “In- 
stitut” as member of the adminis- 
trative section added to the Academy 
of the Moral Sciences. This author, 
made officer of the Legion of Honour, 
April 30, 1821, published “ Le Droit 
de Tonnage en Algerio ” in 1860. 

COBNEB, Julia, born about 1815, 
published her first novel, entitled 
“ The Baroaet,” in 1835. This was 
followed by “ Edward Castleton,” 

’ Improvidence,” “ Girls in their 
Teens,” “Seeds of Knowledge,” “ Vil- 
'age Stones,” “The Child’s History 
of England,” “The Children’s Own 
Sunday Book,” “ Amusing Tales,” 
A History of the United Kingdom,” 
“ Questions on tho History of Europe,” 
“Scripture Tales,” “Scripture History 
simplified,” and “Pictorial History 
of China and India.” Miss Comer 
edited the “ Historical Lffirory ” (in-

clnding about fourteen volumes) and 
** Little Flays for Little Actors.*' 
GOBNEY, Bolton, author, was born 
at Greeuwicdi in formed an at- 
tachment to books and literature in 
early life. In 1823 he edited, from a 
MS. in his own possession, An Essay 
on Landscape Gardening,” by John 
Dalrymple, Esq. In 1837 he printed 
for private circulation, ** Illustrations 
of I. D’Israeti's Curiosities of Litera- 
ture,’* which was published in 1838. 
In 1842 he edited ** The Seasons,” by 
James Thomson, with illustrations 
designed by the Etching Club; in 
1846, Goldsmith’s ** Poetical Works, 
illustrated with a Memoir;” in 1855, 
for the Hakluyt Society, ” The Voyage 
of Sir Henry Middleton to Bantam 
and the MaJuco Islands in 1604;” 
and in 1859, Of the Conduct of the 
Understanding,” by John Locke. He 
has printed, for private circulation, 
pamphlets on the Bayeux tapestry, 
on the ” Now Biographical Dic- 
tionary,” on the British Museum, 
and on the Sonnets ” and birthday 
of Shakespeare. Mr. Gomey, who has 
been a contributor to Notes omL 
Queries from its commencement, is 
a member of the Boyal Society of 
Literature, and one of the auditors of 
the Boyal Literary Fund. 

COBNWALL, Babby. {See Fboc- 

TEB.) 

COBONEOS, CoL. Payos, bom at 
Constantinople in 1811, served as an 
officer in the Greek artillery, and was 
on the staff of the French general 
during the Syrian expedition of 1860. 
Having been accused, in 1861, of con- 
spiring against the government of 
Bing Otho, he was imprisoned in the 
citadel of Nauplia, from which he con- 
trived to make l^s escape, and put 
himdelf at the head of an insurrection 
that broke out there the same year. 
He was wounded in a sorUe against 
the rcr^al troops in Nov., and having 
been imprisoned in the fortress of 
Chalds, was set at liberty after the 
flight of Bing Otho in 1862. For some 
time he was Minister of War, and was 
commandant of the National Guard, 
which post he resigned in 1866 in 


order to place himself at the head of 
the Cretan insurrection. 

COBOT, Jean-Baftiste-Cauille, 
painter, bom at Paris in July, 1796, 
studied at the Lyciie of Bonen; en- 
tered the service of a merchant, with 
whom he remained until 1822, when, 
much against the wish of his friends, 
ho went into the atslierof M. Michalloh, 
— on his death into that of M. Victor 
Bertin, and afterwards studied in 
Italy for several years. He first ex- 
hibited in 1827. Amongst the most 
remarkable of his productions may bo 
named, “ A View in Italy,” A Sou- 
venir of the Environs of Florence,” 
“The Burning of Sodom,” ” A Souve- 
nir of Marcoussy” (purchased by the 
emperor), ” Dante and Virgil,” and 
“ Macbeth.” Ho obtained a second- 
class medal at the Exhibition of 1833, 
first-class medals in 1848 and 1855, 
and the decoration in 1846. 

GOBBIGAN, Sir • Dominic John, 
Babt., bom ill Dublin, Dec. 1, 1802, 
was educated at the Lay College, 
Maynooth, and graduated M*D. at 
Edinburgh in 1825, having the same 
degree conferred upon him by the 
University of Dublin in 1849. He 
began to lecture in Dublin on the 
practice of medicine in 1833, hold the 
chair of Medicine in the Carmichael 
School until increasing practice com- 
pelled him to resign it, and was ap- 
pointed Physician to the House of 
Industry Hospitids in 1840. Dr. Cor- 
rigan, who has been a member of the 
Senate of the Queen’s Univraity in 
Ireland since its formation in 1841, 
was elected five years consecutively 
President of the Bing and Queen’s 
College of Physicians in Ireland, and 
was made a baronet Feb. 5, 1866. He 
has contributed to medical science 
and literature, has published Lectura 
and Pamphlets, and on entertaining 
volume, “ Ten Days in Athens.” 

COBBY, The Bight Hon. Hbney 
Thomas Lowby, younger son of the 
second earl of Belmore, bom in 18^, 
ft-Tiii educated at Christ Church, Ox-' 
ford, where he graduated in Jwwura 
in 1824, entered Parliament m 1826, 
as member in the Oonservative inter- 
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eat, for the county of Tyrone, which 
he has oontinned to represent to 
tho present time. In 1830 he mar> 
ried Lady Harriet Anne, second 
daughter of tho late earl of Shaftes- 
bury, and was Comptroller of the 
Bpyid Household in 1834-5, a Lord of 
the Admiralty from Sep., 1841, till 
Feb., 1845, and Secretaiy to tho Ad- 
miralty from Feb., 1845,tillJuly, 1846, 
and from March, 1858, till June, 1850. 
lie was made Vice-President of the 
Committee of Council of Education in 
Lord Derby's third administration in 
1866, and First Lord of tho Admiralty, 
March 8, 1867. 

COSTA,Micha EL, musical composer, 
was bom in Naplesin Feb., 1810. Early 
displaying a strong taste for music, he 
was placed by his parents under an 
efficient master. His progress was so 
rapid as to render advisable his ad- 
mission into tho Hoyal Academy of 
Music at Naples, and he ultimately 
became the pupil of Professor Tritto, 
then one of the most celebrated mu- 
sical professors in Italy. His first 
original composition was a cantata 
composed for the Academy, entitled 
** L’lmmagine,” which had a most 
encouraging reception, and was fol- 
lowed by **Il Delitto punito," also 
successful. When his academical 
career was completed, he secured an 
engagement at one of the smaller 
Neapolitan theatres as composer and 
director of tho orchestra. While 
holding this post, he produced his first 
opera, which kept possession of the 
stage during the whole of tho season. 
His next attempt was Malvina,” for 
the San Carlo, a work which has been 
performed at the principal Italian 
theatres. In 1828 he visited England, 
and assisted at the Birmingham musi- 
cal festival of that year. In 1831 he 
assumed the bdton of conductor at 
Her Migesty’s Theatre, in place of 
Signor Bochsa, and between 1831-3, 
pi^uced three ballets, — ^ ” Kenil- 
worth,*’ '*nne Houre k Naples,” and 
** Sire Hnon,” which were successful. 
Tn 183? he produced his opera ” Malek 
Adel,” for the Italian opera at Paris, 
and it was afterwards played with. 


success in London. Under Mr. Lum- 
ley's management, ho in 1844 brought 
out his “ Don Carlos,” which has been 
considered his chef d*aBiwre in the 
openitio lino. In 1846 Signor Costa 
b^ine conductor of the Philharmonic 
Concerts, and in 1847 conductor of 
the Boyal Italian Opera, Covent Gar- 
den, with which establishment he has 
thoroughly identified himself. His 
great work, tho oratorio of ” Eli,” pro- 
duced at the Birmingham Musical 
Festival of 1855, at once raised its 
author to a high rank among contem- 
poraneous composers. Signor Costa 
received from a body of noblemen and 
gentlemen, presided over by Lord 
Willoughby Do Broke, a massive piece 
of plate, as a testimonial of esteem 
and admiration. Underpins direction 
several new operas have been pro- 
duced at tho Boyal Italian Opera, with 
a completeness quite unparalleled. 
His oratorio entitled ** Naaman,” 
brought out at the Birmingham Mu- 
sical Festival for 1864, was a groat 
success. 

COSTELLO, Louisa Stuabt, sister 
of Mr. Dudley Costello, who died in 
1866, commenced her literary career 
at an early age by the publication of 
a volume of poems, which attracted 
tho attention of Thomas Moore, to 
whom, in 1835, she dedicated her 

Specimens of the Early Poetry of 
Fronce,” tho work by which she first 
became generally known. ” A Sum- 
mer amongst the Bocages and the 
Vines,” descriptive of some of the 
most interesting parts of Normandy 
and Britanny, appeared in 1840. It 
was succeeded by “A Pilgrimage to 
Auvergne, from Picardy to Lo Velayr” 
in 1842. A third scries of travels, in 
1842, entitled “ B5arn and the Pyre- 
nees,” carried the tourist across the 
ancient province of Maine, to the 
country of the Basques, on the Spanish 
frontier ; completing a description of 
the western and south-western dis- 
tricts of France. In the interim Miss 
Costello published, in 1841, the histo- 
rical romance, called *'The Queen’s 
Poisoner,” a title changed to that of 
’’The Queen Mother,” the most pro- 
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minonfc character in it being the well- 
known Catherine de’ Medici. Towards 
the end of 1844, the “Memoirs of 
celebrated Englishwomen/* commen- 
cing with the countess of Shrewsbury, 
and closing with Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu, was issued. “The Falls, 
Lakes, and Mountains of North 
Wales,” and “The Rose-garden of 
Persia,” a work consisting of trans- 
lated specimens and biographical no- 
tices of the most remarkable amongst 
the Persian poets, appeared in 1845 ; 
“A Tour to and from Venice, by 
the Vaudois and the Tyrol,*’ in 1846 ; 
the biography of “ Jacques Goeur, the 
French Argonaut,” in 1847 ; another 
work of fiction, called “ Clara Fane,” 
in 1848 ; and the “ Memoirs of Mary 
the young Duchess of Burgundy,” in 
1853. Miss Costello pubUshed the 
biography of “ Anne of Britonny ” in 
1855, and a poem called “ The Lay of 
the Stork,” founded upon a very 
curious incident which occurred in 
Syria, in 1856. Miss Costello, who is 
well Imown as a song-writer, has of 
late years contributed anonymously to 
periodical literature. 

GOTTA, Bernhaud, geolo^st, was 
bom in Thuringia, Oct. 24, 180$. 
His attention was directed by his 
father at an early ago to the na- 
tural sciences, meyo especially mine- 
ralogy, as ho intended that he 
should mako mining his profession. 
From 1827 to 1831 ho studied at the 
Academy of Mining in Freiberg, 
where ho wai appointed professor in 
1842. His first work, “ The Dendro- 
liths,” published in 1832, gained him 
reputation as a diligent investigator. 
From 1832 to 1842 Cotta ^vas engaged, 
in conjunction with Naumann, in tho 
preparation of the “ Geognostic Chai*t 
of the Kingdom of Saxony,” in twelve 
sections, of which a part was taken 
by Cotta alone ; and on the remaining 
pentionof the work ho was assisted 
by a coUahoretteur. Whilst ong^ed 
in this work, ho. wrote “ Geognostic 
Wanderings,” published -in 1836-8, 
the w^ell-known “ Introduction to the 
Study of Geognosy and Geology/* in 
1838 and 1849, boaidos several minor 


essays. Having completed tho “Chart 
of Saxony,” he undertook a similar 
one of Thuringia, which was finished 
m 1847. In 1843 and 1844 ho tra- 
velled among tho Alps and in Upper 
Italy, and tho results of his observa- 
tions are contained in his “ Geological 
Letters from tho Alps,” published in 
1850. In geology Cotta follows, espe- 
cially in the small treatise on tho 
“ Inner Structuro of Mountains,” pub- 
lished in 1851, in general, the Plutonio 
thooiy. Ho advocates a progressive 
dovelopment of terrestrial bodies, in 
accordance with natural la^s, from 
an original molten state, by a slow 
process of cooling, with the co-opera- 
tion of water, air, and organic life. 
In his “Letters on Humboldt's Kos- 
mos,” published in 1848-51, ho ex- 
tends^ into the organized kingdoms 
this theory, according .‘to wliich tho 
higher is developed from the lower; 
and human beings are the ultimate 
and highest development of which wo 
know anything. This idea of naturo 
Cotta denominates the empirical. 
He has written many treatises with 
the design of popularizing, as far 
as possible, the results of his investi- 
gations. 

COTTERILIi, Dtt. (See GiiAn.vn’s 
Town, Bishop op.) 

COTTON, Sir Arthur, Knt., son 
of tho late H. C. Cotton, Esq., and 
a cousin of tho Into Lord Combennero, 
bom in 1803, was educated at Addis- 
combe. He entered the Madras army 
in 1819, became Colonel of Engineers 
in 1854, and served in the Burmese 
war. In 1861 ho received the honour 
of knighthood for his activity in de- 
veloping the cotton-growing^ faculties 
of India, and was entertained at a 
public dinner before returning to tho 
East. 

COTTON. The Venerable Henry, 
D.O.L., Archdeacon of Cashel, bom in 
1790, was educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated ^ 
1811, and proceed^ to his other de- 
grees. He is the author of ” Fasti 
Ecclesiso Hibemicm,” an account of 
the succession of the prelates and 
members of cathedral bodies in Ire- 
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land, of which five YolnmeB have been 
published (1845-60) 5 of the “ Typo- 
graphical Gazetteer,” of which the 
2nd edition, corrected and much en- 
larged, appeared in 1831 ; of “A List of 
Editions of the Bible in English,” of 
which the 2nd edition, corrected and 
enlarged, was published in 1852 s 
of ” The Five Books of Maccabees, in 
English,” vnth notes and illustrations, 
published in 1833; of “Bheims and 
Bouay : an attempt to show what has 
been done by Roman Catholics for the 
Diffusion of the Holy Scriptures, in 
English,” in 1855; of “Memoir of a rare 
French Testament, in which the Mass 
and Fnrgatoiy are introduced into the 
Sacred Text,” of which the 2nd edi- 
tion, enlai^ed, appeared in 1863*; and 
of ” l^ographical Gazetteer, second 
series,” published in 1866. 

COTTON, Sib Sydney, K.C.B., son 
of H. C. Cotton, Esq., and cousin of 
the late Lord Combermere, was bom 
in 1792, and entered the army in 1810. 
In command of a troop of the 22nd 
Light Dragoons, this officer served, in 
1816, on the banks of the Toomboodra 
river, in the Madras Presidency, with 
a force in the field for the suppression 
of the Pindarees ; and again in 1842 
and 1848 under Sir Charles Napier in 
Scinde, for which latter sc^rvice he 
received batta, and shared in the 
booty taken in the campaigns of that 
distinguished general. On two sepa- 
rate occasions Sir Sydney Cotton 
commanded, successfully, expeditions 
of four or five thousand men against 
the warlike tribes in the hills, beyond 
the Peshawar border, and against a 
Hindustanee colony of fanatics, who 
had taken up a position in those hills 
for the purpose of disturbing the 
British frontier. He commanded the 
22nd regiment in an expedition in 
1854 against the Aifreedees in the 
Bori country ; became Colonel in 1854, 
served with the rank of nuyor-general 
in India during the mutiny of 1857-8, 
and was nominated in 1858 a E.O.B., 
in recognition of his valuable services 
in that oapacity'^; holding in subjec- 
tion,' detennined and resolute 
measures of external and internal 


discipline, a force of 9,700Hmdustanee 
troops, and in abeyance the turbulent 
and disaffected tribes within and be- 
yond the frontier of the British ter- 
ritory. Sir S. Cotton received the 
thanks of the Government of India, 
and her Majesty was pleased to award 
him the annuity granted ** for distin- 
guished and meritorious services.” 
He bears the reputation of being one of 
the best and most indefatigable dis- 
ciplinarians in the army. 

COURBET, Gustave, artist, bom 
at Omans (Doubs), June 10, 1819; 
educated at the seminaiy of his native 
town under Cardinal Gousset, and 
at the Royal College of Besan^on, 
studied mathematics for a year under 
M. Delly, who strongly encouraged 
his taste for painting. Destined for 
the Bar by his father, he was sent to 
Paris in 1839 to study law. This, 
however, he neglected, and devoted 
himself to painting. His first picture 
was exhibited in 1844. He afterwards 
took lessons from MM. Steuben and 
Hesse, and selected in preference the 
Flemish, Florentine, and Venetian 
schools. At the exhibition of 1848 
his pictures met with unexpected 
success. Being dissatisfied with the 
place the jury assigned to his paint- 
ings at the Exposition Universollo of 
1855, he ' exhibited them privately. 
M. Courbet, whose works are very 
numerous, obtained a second-class 
medal at the exhibition in 1849, and 
other honours at those of 1857 and 
1861. 

COURTENAY, Db. (See Kingston, 
Bishop op.) 

COUSINS, Samuel, R.A., one of 
the chief mezzotint engfravers of the 
day, bom in May, 1801, was » pupil 
of the late Mr. Samuel Reynolds. 
The plates by which ho is best known 
to the public are the porirait of 
” Master Lambton,” after Sir T. Law- 
rence, generally regarded as Mr. 
Cousins’s finest production ; ” Bolton 
Abbey in the Olden Time," “ A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream,” the Marquis 
of Stafford and the Lady Evelyn 
Gower, the children of the Marquis 
of Abercom, and Miss Eliza Peel, 
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alter piotnres bj Sir E. Landseer; 
“TheEoyal Family,” and “The Sailor 
Prince,” after Winterhalter. He was 
elected A.B.A. in 1838, and promoted 
to the full honours of the Academy in 
1855. 

COUTTS, Miss Angela Geobgtana 
Bubdett, bom in April, 1814, is the 
youngest daughter of the late Sir 
Francis Bnrdett, Bart., and grand 
daughter, on the maternal side, of 
Mr. Thomas Goutts, the banker, to 
whoso Tast wealth she succeeded in 
1837, through his widow, once the 
fascinating actress Miss Mellon, who 
dicrl duchess of St. Alban’s. The ex- 
tensive power of benefiting her les.s 
fortunate fellow-oreatures thus con- 
ferred, Miss Bnrdett Goutts has 
tlioioughly exorcised, not only by the 
ordinary method of subscribing lai^ely 
to public institutions, but by work- 
ing out her own wise and benevo- 
lent projects. A consistently liberal 
chui’chwomon, in purse and opinion, 
that lady’s munificence to the Estab- 
lishment in all ports of the world has 
become historical. Besides contri- 
buting largo sums towards building 
new chur&es and new schools in 
various poor districts throughout the 
country, she erected and endowed at 
her sole cost tho handsome church of 
St. Stephen’s, Westminster, with its 
three schools and parsonage, and 
more recently, another church at 
Carlisle. She endowed, at an outlay 
of little short of fifty thousand pounds, 
the tliree colonial bishoprics of Ade- 
laide, Gape Town, and British Colum- 
bia; Losides founding on establish- 
ment in South Australia for the im- 
provement of the aborigines. She 
also supplied tho funds for Sir Henry 
James’s Topographical Survey of 
Jerusalem. In no direction have Miss 
Goutts’ sympathies been so folly and 
practically expressed os in favour of 
the poor and unfortunate of her own 
sex. Tho coarse taught at the na- 
tional schools and sanctioned by the 
Privy Council included many literaxy 
accomplishments which a young wo- 
man of humble grade may not require 
on leaving school; but the more . 


familiar arts essential to her after- 
career were overlooked. By Mi piy 
Coutts’s exertiens, the teaching of 
Common Things, such as sewing and 
other household occupations, was in- 
troduced. In order that the public 
grants for educational purposes might 
reach small schools in remote rural 
as well as in neglected urban parishes. 
Miss Goutts worked out a plan for 
bringing them under tho required 
Government inspection by means of 
travelling or ambulatoiy inspecting 
schoolmasters, and it was adopted by 
the Committee of Privy Council for 
Education. Miss Coutts’s exertions in 
the cause of reformation, as well as in 
that of education, have been no less 
successful. For young women who 
had lapsed out of the well-doing 
part of tho community, Miss Goutts 
provided a shelter and a means of 
reform in a small establishment at 
Shepherd’s Bush. Nearly one half of 
the cases which passed through that 
reformatory during the seven years it 
existed resulted in new and compara- 
tively prosperous lives in tho colonies. 
Again, when Spitalfields became 
almost a mass of destitution. Miss 
Goutts began a sewing-school there 
for adult women, not only to bo taught, 
but^to be fed and provided with work; 
for which object Government contracts 
are undertaken and successfiilly exe- 
cuted. Experienced nurses are sent 
daily from this unpretending charity 
amongst the sick, who are pro- 
vided with vrine and other comforts ; 
while outfits are distributed to poor 
servants, and winter clothing to 
deserving women. One of the black 
spots of London in that neighbour- 
hood, once known to and dreaded by 
the police as Nova- Scotia Gardens, 
was bought by Miss Goutts, and upon 
the large area of squalor and refuse 
she erected the magnificent model 
dwellings called Columbia Square, 
consisting of separate tenements let at 
low weekly rentols to upwai^ of thiw 
hundred fismilies. Close to it is bemg 
reared by Miss Coutts a market, 
which, besides its utility to an ill- 
supplied neighbourhood, will, when 
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finished, be one of the most striking 
arohiteotnml ornaments of north- 
eastern ]^ndon, not excepting th< 
beantifnV drinking fountain previously 
erected by Miss Coutts in Victoria 
Park* A temporairy iron church and 
mission-school were idhongst the 
■ accessories to these great works, 
provided by the same generous and 
thoughtihl donor pending more per- 
« manont arrangements of the like na- 
ture. Miss Coutts takes great interest 
in judicious emigration. When a shaip 
cry of distress arose some years 
ago in the island of Girvan, in Scot- 
land, she advanced a large sum to 
enable the starving families to seek 
better fortune in Australia. Again, the 
islanders of Cape Clear, Shirkiu, Ac., 
close to Skibboreen, in Ireland, when 
dying of starvation, were relieved 
from the same source by emigration, 
and by the establishment of a stove 
of food and clothing by efficient 
tackle, and by a vessel to help them 
in . their chief means of livelihood — 
fishing. By an arrangement with Sir 
Samuel Canard, Miss Coutts enabled 
a g^at many families to omigrato 
from all piart? of the United Kingdom 
at a time of wide-spread distress. 
This is but on imperfect enumeration 
of Miss Contts’s good works m a 
public benefactress. The amount 
of her' private charities it is im- 
possible to estimate. She is a inost 
libOTal and discriminating patroness 
of artists in eveiy department of art ; 
being heraelf accomplished in many 
of them.- 

COWIE* IPh® Bkv. Benjamin 
Morgan, H.D., bom abont 1816, was 
ednoated at .St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridga, where ho gradnatod B.A., as 
•Semor Wrangler, in 1839, and became 
Bellow of bis college. In 1844 he waa 
'appointed Frihdpai of the College of 
• Qivil' Enljg^edrsi at Putney.' He was 
a Select iMacher in his university, 
and pi^h^ the 'Hnlsean Leotnres 
in 1888^- ahi 1864; waa elected Pro>> 
fesBor of "(laan}4try at Gmham Col- 
lege in . 185^ a Minor Canon of St.

In 1869 he waa appointed a Govprii- 
ment Inspector Of Training Schools, 
and in 1866 was made one of -her 
Majesty’s Chaplains in Ordinary and 
Warbmtonian Lecturer at Lincoln’s 
Inn. 

COWLEY (Earl), The Bight Hon. 
Henry Bichard Charles Wellesley, 
K.G., G.C.B., the only son of the first 
Baron Cowley (who was a younger 
brother of tho late duke of Welling- 
ton), bom June 17, 1804, waa oducatpd 
at Eton, and entered the diplomatic 
service at the usual ago, became suc- 
cessively Secretary -of Legation, and 
afterwards Ambassador at the Ottor 
man Porto, Minister Plenipotentiary 
to tho Swiss Cantons (1848), Minister 
Plenipotentiary on a special mission 
at Frankfort (1861), Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Germanic Confederation (1851), 
and Ambassador at Paris (1852). 
This post (which was occupied by his 
father before him) his lordship has 
held both under tho Bepublio and 
under the Empire, and he is believed 
to have great influence with the 
French emperor. Ho took part in 
the conference at Paris in 1856, when, 
jointly with the earl of Clarendon, 
ho signed the treaty of peace with 
Bassia on behalf of England. Ho was 
created Visconnt Dangan and Earl 
Cowley for his diplomatic services, 
April 4, 1857, and made a K.G. in 
1866. 

COWPEB, John Curtis, tragedian, 
bom Juno 7, 1830, in Manchester, 
received a good education, and at an 
early age displayed a taste for dra- 
matic literature. He became an 
active member of the Manchester 
Atheumum Literary and Dramatic 
Society, and received valuable in- 
structioDS in elocution . from Mr. 
Samuel Butler, then one of the lead- 
ug actors at tho Manchester Theatre 
Boyal. Before attaining his majority, 
Mr. Cowper, who was engaged, in 
commercial affairs, loft England for 
•he United States, returning after an 
absence of four years to take the 
management of an establishment at 
Manchester connected with the fii% 
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It snooiimbed under tbe oemmeroial 
depression of 1865, and at the in- 
stigation of nnmerons friends Mr. 
Cowper entered into his first pro- 
fessional engagement at the Theatre 
Boyal, Kanohester, where he appear- 
ed as Romeo to the Juliet of Miss 
Amy Sedgwick, a lady then new to 
the stage. Mr. Cowper achieved a 
decided saocess,.and after fhlfilling an 
engagement of three months’ dura- 
tion, he went on a professional tour, 
and performed at some of the thea- 
tres in smalldr towns, whore he had 
opportnnitios of obtaining a more 
thorough knowledge of the ** business” 
of the stage. He made his first ap- 
pearance in liiverpool at the Royal 
Amphitheatre, April 26, 1858, and was 
so well received that ho had a second 
engag^ement in June, when he per- 
formed “Claude Melnotte,” “Ham- 
let,” “ Don Cmsar,” “ Macbeth,” 
“The Stranger,” “ Richard III.,” &o. 
Mr. Cowper afterwards played in 
several dramas with Mr. G. V. Brooke, 
and the two actors became warm 
friends. His first appearance in^ 
London was at the Theatre R(^al, 
Adclphi, towards the end of 1862, at 
the benefit of Miss Avonia Jones. 
Mr. Cowper took his farewell benefit 
in Liverpool 'in Oct., 1866, and ap- 
peared at Sadler’s Wells in the 
character of Claude Melnotte, Oct. 25, 
at which theatre he was engaged for 
the season as leading actor. Ho 
played Romeo to Miss Bateman’s 
Juliet on the occasion of that lady’s 
farewell benefit at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre, Dec. 22, 1865, and after- 
wards proceeded to the United States, 
performing with groat success at New 
York and Boston. He returned to 
Lfijgland in May, 1866, appeared at 
tbb Amphitheatre, Liverpool, June 
25, and at the Lyceum Theatre, 
London, Sep. 15, in Boncicault’s 
drama, “ The Long Strike.” 

COWPER, Thb Ri^ht .Hon. Wil- 
i.tAM Fbavcis, second son of the fifth 
Earl Cowper, born Deb. 13, 1811, was 
for some years in the army. He be- 
came private secretaiy to Lord Mel- 
boume, and (having held some in- 


ferior posts) a Lord of the Admiralty, 
and Under-Secretary of State for the 
Home Department. In Aug., 1855, 
he was appointed President of the 
Board of Health, and in Feb,, 1857. 
was nominated to the newly-crCat^ 
office of Yice-President of the Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council on Edu- 
cation. Whilst holding this post he 
presided over the Board of Health 
until the resignation of the minist^ 
in 1858. In Aug., 1859, ho was ap- 
pointed Vice-President of the Board 
of Trade, and in Feb., 1860, First 
Commissioner of Public Works, which 
office ho resigned on the fall of the 
Russell admiidstration in 1866. Mr. 
Cowper has represented thq borough 
of Hertford intheLiberal mterost since 
1835. Ho was sworn aPrivy Councillor 
in 1855. Under his administration the 
parks were greatly improved. 

COX, Edwakd W;illiam, barrister- 
at-law, eldest son of the late William 
0. Cox, Esq., born in 1809,. if aS called 
to the Bar at the Middle Templo in 
1843. Ho was appointed^ in 1857, 
Recorder of Falmouth and Helstoi^* 
Ho is tho editor and proprietor of the,. 
Law Times, proprietor of tbe Field 
and the Queen newspapers, and anthor 
of “ The Advocate,” published ' in 
1852 5 of “ The Art of Writing, lead- 
ing, and Speaking,” in 1863; of “A 
Treatise on tho Law of Joint-j3tock 
Companies,”' which has gone thtougb 
five editions; of “A Treatise bn thO 
Law of Registration and^-Eleotions,*’ 
which has gone through nine editiona ; 
and of other law bopks. Mr. Cox is 
a Maipstrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for Middlesex. 

COX, The Rev.. Geobge William, 
bom in 1827, was educated at Rugby 
and at Ti-inity College, Oxford,, of 
which he was schblal^, and where he 
graduated; S.C.L.' in 1849, and pro- 
ceeded B. A. and M:Ai in 1859. He . 
entered' holy orders in 1850, and was 
enrate of IMbombe Regis, Devon, in

and held an assistant-mastership in 
Choltonham College in 1860-1.

COX, The Bev. John Edmund, 
M.A., F.S.A., bom at Norwich, in 
1812, was educated at the Norwich 
Grammar-school, and afterwords as 
a Bible clerk at All Souls’ College, 
Oxford, where he graduated in 1836. 
In 1837 he was presented to the per- 
petual curacy of '4ddeby, Norfolk, by 
Bishop Stanley. In 1842 he became 
mister of St. Mary’s, Southtown, 
Great Yarmouth, and was appoinlied 
chaplain of the gaol in that town. 
In 1844 ho remov^ to the curacy of 
St. Bunston’s, Stepney ; and in 1849 
he was preferred by tho dean and 
chapter of St. Paul’s to the vicarage 
of St. Helen’s, Bishopsgate. He 
edited the ” Memoir of Sandi Martin,” 
the Yarmouth prison visitor, and is 
the author of Prindples of the Be- 
formation,” a "Life of Cranmer,” 
"Life of Luther,” "Protestantism 
Contrasted with Bomahisni,” Ac. He 
edited James’s " Bellum Papale,” 
James’s " Treatise on the Corruption 
of Scripture,” " Tho Works of Cron- 
mer” (for the Parker Society), and 
other reb'^us and controversial 
workSif Mi;.

WAUD, B.D., the son of a lieut.*oolonel 
in the army who served in the 
Peninsula, was bom in 1803, and 
educated at Bugby and at Pem- 
broke College, Oxfora, where he gra- 
duated B.A. in high honours in 1826. 
He was elected to an open Fellowship 
at Queen’s College in 1829. Having 
been for many years Vice-Principal of 
St. Maiy’s Hall, Oxford, under Dr. 
Hampden, and rector of Carfax, in 
that city, and having hold several 
high public appointments in tlio uni- 
versity, he was appointed, in 1848, 
Examining Chaplain to the bishop 
of Herefo^ (Dr. Hampden), by whom 
he was nominated, in 1864, to the rec- 
tory of Eaton Bishop, having pre- 
viously held tho Crown living of 
Tenby, to whieh he was presented by 
Earl Bussell. He is a prebendary of 
Hereford and rural dean. Mr. Cox, 
who was an extensive contributor to 
tho North British and the Church of 
England Quarterly reviews, is the 
author of a " Coneio ad Clerum,” and 
some papers in tho Christian Observer 
on the report of the Oxford University 
commissioners in 1853. He wrote an 
able pamphlet in defence of Dr. 
Hampden, when his nomination to 
the see of Hereford was called in 
question by the clergy in 1847-8. 
From 1853 to 1858 he represented the 
clergy of the diocese of St. David in 
tho Lower House of Convocation, and 
preached the Latin sermonbefore Con- 
vocation at St.Paul’s in the latter yedr. 

COX, William Sands, F.B.S., 
F.B.C.S., surgeon, and the founder 
of the Queen’s College and the 
Queen’s Hospital, Birmingham, is a 
son of r.he late Edward Townsend 
Cox, of Birmingham, where he was 
bom in 1802. He was edueatedat 
Webb Street, Guy’s, and St. Thomas’s, 
London, and in Paris ; became a mem- 
ber of the Boyal College of Surgeons 
in 1824, and Honoraiy Follow in 
1843. Having held the post of dresser 
to the late Sir A. Cooper, Bart., and 
having received as a student marked 
consideration from Sir Henry Halford, 
Bart., Baron Larrey, MM. Dupuytren, 
Lisfrwc, Boyer, and Laeimec,. ha 
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settled in Birmingliam in 1825, where 
ho obtained an eztensiye oonsnlting 
practice. In 1830 he founded the 
noble institatioh, the Queen’s Col- 
lege, and in 1841 tiie Queen’s Hospital. 
The former institution claims the 
high honour, through his indomitable 
peiiaeverance and self-sacrificing exer- 
tions, of being the first to initiate 
measures for the supplj of those 
wants and the remedy of those erils 
which beset the medical student 
in large towns during his attendance 
in the lecture-room and the hospital ; 
namely, the institution of oollogiate 
residence, collegiate discipline, and 
preliminaiy instruction in classical 
literature, mathematics, and the 
modem languages. To cany out the 
system, his friend, the He\r. Dr. 
Samuel Wilson Wameford contributed 
upwards of B25,000, part of which was 
expended in the purchase of the free- 
hold site, in the erection of chambers, 
common hall, chapel, consecrated 
and endowed Iccturo-rooms, chemical 
laboratoiy museum, anatomical room, 
libraiy, &c. The course of study 
qualidcs, without residence elsewhere, 
for the degrees of B.A. and M.A., 
H.B. and M.D., LL.B. and LL.D. in 
the University of London; for the 
diplomas of the Boyal Colleges of 
Surgeons of London and Edinburgh ; 
or the license of the Boyal Collet 
of Physicians, and of the Society of 
Apothecaries ; for entrance into holy 
o^ers ; for the examination of the 
Army, Navy, and India Boards ; and, 
lastly, for a degree in Civil Engineer- 
ing, a privilege enjoyed under the 
authority of the Crown almost ex- 
clusively by Queen’s College. The 
College and Hospital have been incor- 
porated by a charter and supple- 
mental charter. Mr. Cox is the au- 
thor of a Memoir on Amputation at 
the Hip-joint, illustrated with a suc- 
cessful case of nearly twenty years’ 
.subsequent enjoyment of he^th; of 
a Synopsis of the Bones, Ac., of the 
human body ; of an introductory Lec- 
ture on the Study of Anatomy and 
Physiology; of Clinical Beports on 
Surgical Cases at the Queen’s Hoepital, | 


and of a paper on Compression in 
Aneurism, with case; and he 
translated Haingault’s Operative 
Surgery.” He holds the post of Dean 
of Ihe Faculty and Professor of Sur- 
gery in Queen’sCollege, and Consulting 
‘ Surgeon of the Queen’s Hospital, Bir- 
mingham. Mr. Cox is a Magistrate 
and Deputy-Lieutenant for Warwick- 
shire, and a member of Several learned 
societies at home and abroad. 

COXE, Bbv. Abthub Cleveland, 
D.D., was bom in Mem^am, New 
Jersey, U.S., in 1818, and graduated 
at the Universily of New York. He 
was for many years rector of St. 
John’s, Hartford, Connecticut, and is 
rector of Grace Church, Baltimore. 
His best-known works are, ’’Advent, 
a Mystery : a Draiqatio Poem,” pub- 
lished in 1837 ; Athwold, a Bo- 
mannt,” in 1838 ; ” Saul, a Mystery; ” 
and ’’Impressions of England,” in 
1856 ; and the well-known ” Christian 
Ballai^,”.of which a new edition ap- 
poared in London in 1853. 

COXE, The Bev. Henby Octavius, 
M.A., bom in 1811, was educated at 
Westminster School and Worcester 
College, Oxford, where he gradnated 
B.A. in 1833. He was appointed sab- 
librarian of the Bodleian Libraiy in 
1838, and succeeded to the chief 
librarianship in 1860, on the retire- 
ment of the late Dr. Bandinel. He 
edited ” The Chronicles of Boger of 
Wendover,” for the English Histori^ 
Society, in 1841-4; a ’’Metrical Life 
of Edward the Black Frinoo, in 
French, by Chandos Herald,” with 
a translation and notes, for the 
Boxbnrghe Clnb, in 181^^ j|od John 
Goweris ’’Vox Clamantul . for the 
same olnb in 1850. He is:'t^ autl^or 
of the ” CataJogpie of the MQS. belong- 
ing to the Colleges and Halls at Ox- 
ford,”' published the Universily 
Press iu 1852 ; and of Cfttalogues of : 
the Greek and other MSS. in the .. 
Bodleian,” issued by the delegates of' 
the Clarendon Press. . 

COYNE, Joseph Stbbwwo. son; of 
an officer in the Irish oommissanat, . 
bom in 1805, at Birr, . JUngJa oo., 
Irelanc^ rebeired his edUQatiott at ■ 
^ 2 . 
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Bungannon school, and was intended 
for the legal profession, which, how 
ever, he abandoned for literature. His 
first attempt was a farce, called ** The 
Phrenologist,” brought out at the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, in June, 1835, 
for the benefit of Mr. James Browno, 
a popular actor. In 1836, Mr. Coyne 
supplied the Dublin manager with two 
more farces, — ** Honest Cheats ** and 
The Pour Lovers.” In 1837 he re- 
paired to England to push his fortunes; 
and his farce of ” The Queer Subject ” 
first introduced him to a London 
audience, at the Adelphi Theatre, the 
leading part being sustained by Mr. 
John Reeve. The success of this 
commencement decided his future 
course. The Haymarket and the 
Adelphi appear to have been his fa- 
vourite fields of action, though he has 
written for nearly every theati*e in and 
about London. Among his produc- 
tions* may be cnumeratod, ** Helen 
Oakleigh,” **Tbe Merchant and his 
Clerks,” ” The Queen of the Abruzzi,” 
“ The Signal,” ” Valsha,” ” Presented 
at Court,” ” The Hope of the Family,” 
“The Old Ch&teau,” “The Secret 
Agent,” “ The Man of Many Friends,” 
“The Lost Pleiad,” “My Wife’s 
Daughter,” “ Everybody’s Friend,” 
“The Lovo Knot,” “Black Sheep,” 
“Nothing Venture Nothing Win,” 
“ Pets of the Parterre,” “ Fraud and 
its Victims,” “Angel or Devil,” “The 
Woman in Red,” “The World of 
Dreams,” “ Did you ever send your 
Wife to Camberwell,” “ The Water 
Witches," “The Spirit of the Foun- 
tain,” “Pas de Fascination,” “The 
Little Rebel,” “ An Unprotected Fe- 
male,” . “ Urgent Private Affairs,” 
** Samuel in Search of Himself,” Ac. 
Mr. Coyne’s popular farce “ How to 
Settle Accounts with your Laun- 
dress,” originally produced at the 
Haymarket in 1847, was translated 
into French and acted at one of the 
Parisian ^oatres, under the title of 
“ Une Femme dans ma Fontaine,” and 
made its appearance on the German 
stage. In the long list of Mr. Coyne’s , 
hatnas we fod scoroply an illustration ; 
)f Irish character, the most finished i 


being introduced in a fhroe called 
the “Tipperary Legacy," produced at 
the Adelphi in 1847. For a nuniber 
of years he was the dramatic critic of 
the Sunday Times, and a contributor 
to other London newspapers. He is 
the author of “The Scenery and 
Antiquities of Ireland,” and of some 
minor works of fiction. In 1856 he 
became Secretary to the Dramatic 
Authors’ Society, which post he still 
fills. Mr. Coyne was, jointly with Mr. 
Mark Lemon and Mr. Henry Mayhew, 
one of the projectors and oiiginal 
proprietors of Punch. 

CRAIG, Isa, bom in Edinburgh, 
Oct. 17, 1831. At an early ago she 
began to contribute anonymously to 
several periodicals, and at length her 
poetical contributions to the Scotsman, 
under the signature “ Isa,” attracted 
attention, and led to her employment 
in tho literary department of that 
journal. In 1856 she published a 
collection of her poems. In 1857 she 
camo to London, and her services were 
engaged by Mr. Hastings in organiz- 
ing the National Association for the 
Promotion of Social Science, to which 
she acted as secretary and literary 
assistant to the timo of her marriage 
to her cousin, Mr. John Knox. In 
1859 she won the first prize for her 
Ode, recited at tho Bums Centenary 
Fesiiival, against 620 competitors, and 
in 1865 published “ Duchess Agnes ” 
and other poems. 

CRAIG, The R[ght IIoe. Sir 
William Gikson, Bart., the eldest 
son of tho late Sir James Gibson, 
Bart., of Riccarton, Midlothian, was 
born Aug. 2, 1797, and educated at 
Edinburgh, where ho was called as 
an advocate to the Scottish bar in 
1820. He is a magistrate for Mid- 
lothian. which county he represented 
in the House of Commons from 1837 
to 1841, when be was returned for 
the ciry of Edinburgh, and continued 
one of its members till 1852. Ho was 
a Lord of the Treasniy from 1846 to 
1852, and was appointed one of the 
Board of Supervision for the Poor in 
Scotland in 1854, Lord Clerk of her 
Mi^'esty’s Rolls and Registers in Scot- 
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land in 1862, and a member of the 
Privy Gonncil in 1863. 

CBAMPTOK, Sir John Fiennrs 
Twisleton, Bart., K.G.B., oldest son 
of the lato Sir Philip Grampton, 
Bart., born in Dublin in 1807, was 
ednouted at Eton and Trinity Gollege, 
Dublin. Entering the diplomatio ser- 
vice, he rose by successive steps, 
until, in 1852, he became Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary at ' Washington. This post 
he vacated in 1856, on account of 
an arbitraiy demand made by the 
United Slates government, which 
accused him of having violated the 
sovereign rights of the States by 
attempting to enlist recruits for the 
British army. In 1857 he was sent 
in the same capacity to Hanover, 
whence he was transferred to St. 
Petersburg, March 31, 1858, and to 
Madrid, Dec. 11, 1860, in which year 
he married Miss Victoria Bolfe (q»v,). 

GEANBOllNE, Viscount, The 
Bight Hon. Boiiert Arthur Talmot 
Gascoigne, eldest surviving son of 
the second marquis of Salisbury, bom 
in 1830, was educated at Eton and 
Ghrist Ghurch, Oxford, where he 
graduated, and was elected a Fellow 
of All Souls' Gollege. His lordship, 
who is a Deputy-Lieutenant for Mid- 
dlesex and lias represented Stamford 
in Parliament os a Gonservative since 
Aug., 1853, takes an active part in all 
public measures which affect the 
interests of tlie Established Ghurch, 
and in the leading Ghurch of England 
institutions. LordGranbome is under- 
stood to bo an extensive contributor 
to the Quarterly Review and to other 
periodicals.^ In Lord Derby’s third 
administration he was, in July, 1866, 
appointed Secrotaiy of State for India, 
which post he resigned on account 
of a difference in opinion respecting 
the Reform Bill, March 2, 1867. 

GRAN WORTH (Lord), The Right 
Hon. Robert Monsey Rolfe, the 
eldest son of the late Rev. Edonmd 
Rolfe, of Gienworth, was bom Dec. 
18, 1790. His grandfather, the Rev. 
Robert Rolfe, of Hillborough, married 
Alice Nelson, the aunt of l^rd Nelson. 


Lord Granworth was educated at 
Bury St. Edmund’s, at Winchester, 
and at Trinity Gollege, Gambridge. 
In 1812 he took his B.A. degree, and 
was elected a Fellow of Downing 
Gollege in the same year. In 1816 
he was called to the Bar, where 
his perseverance and the soundness 
of his judgment secured for hin^ con- 
siderable practice. He represented 
PiGnryn in the Liberal interest from 
1832 till his elevation to the Bench. 
In 1832 he was appointed a King’s 
Gouusel, and in 1834, Solicitor- 
General. Resigning in consequence 
of a change of ministers in that year, 
ho was re-appointed in 1835, and con- 
tinued to hold that office until 1839, 
when ho was mode one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer. He was one of the 
Gommissioners for holding the Great 
Seal after the resignation of Lord 
Gottenham ; was appointed Vice- 
Ghancellor in succession to Sir Lance- 
lot Shadwell in 1850 ; was raised to the 
Peerage by the title of Baron Granworth 
in December of the same year ; and 
was named one of the Lords Justices 
of the Court of Appeal in Chancery in 
1851. In 1852 he was appointed Lord 
High Chancellor of England by Lord 
Aberdeen. Under his Chancellorship 
some useful reforms passed, the prin- 
cipal of which were the Common Law 
Procedure Act of 1854, the Charitable 
Trusts Act of 1855,and the bill foresta- 
blishing the Probate and the Divorce 
Courts. After his retirement from 
the* Chancellorship in 1858, Lord 
Granworth was constant in his attend- 
ance on the judicial business of the 
House of Lords, and paid attention to 
all measures of social or legal reform. 
He took a particular interest in ob- 
taining the admission of Dissenters 
to the benefits of endowed schools, 
hitherto deemed to belong exclusively 
to the Ghurch of England. On the 
resignation of Lord Westbury, he 
was re-appointed Lord High Chan- 
cellor, July 7, 1865, and retir^ 
with Lord Russell’s administration in 
July, 1866. 

GREASY, Sir Edward Shepherd, 
M.A., son of the late Mr. Edward Hill 
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Creasj, auctioneer, of Brighton, and 
founder and part proprietor of the 
Brighton Qaaette, born at Bezlej, in 
Kent, in 1812, was educated on the 
foundation at Eton, where he obtained 
in 1831 the Newcastle scholarship 
and whence he was elected Scholar of 
King’s College, Cambridge, in 1832, 
and Fellow of the same college in 
1834. He was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1837, was for soyeral 
years a member of the Home circuit, 
was appointed Professor of Modem 
and Ancient History in the University 
of London in 1840, and held that post 
for several years. His principal work, 
** The Fifteen Decisive Battles of the 
World,” first published in 1851, has 
^ne through several editions. Ho is 
!;he author of the “ Bise and Progress 
)f the British Constitution,” first pub- 
ished in 1834; of a History of the 
Dttoman Turks;” of a volume of “ Bio- 
paphjps of Eminent Etonians,” and 
>f an ” Historical and Critical Account 
>f the Several Invasions of England.” 
Dhe ” Fifteen Decisive Battles of the 
Yorld” is written in a popular and 
attractive style, and the principle of

When Count 
DuchUtel made his memorable declara- 
tion that no reform would be granted, 
and that the government had I’esolved 
to put down the lleform banquets, M. 
Cremieux exclaimed, ‘‘There is blood in 
this ! ” Encoimtering Lonis-Philippe 
and Ills queen in the Place de la Con- 
corde, on tho Thursday of their flight, 
M. Cremieux recommended them to> 
depart immediately, “no hope for 
them being left,” and proceeded to 
the Chamber of Deputies, where he 
advocated the formation of a pro- 
visional government, and was made 
Minister of Justice.

Having 
studied art at Birmingham, and after- 
wards in London, he commenced ex- 
hibiting at the Academy in 1828, his 
first subjects being views in North 
Wales, in Derbyshire, and on the 
Wye. Mr. Creswick, elected Associate 
of tho Royal Academy in 1842, and 
Royal Academician in 1851, was com- 
missioned by the Messrs. Grundy, of 
Manchester, to paint an extensive 
series of pictures from tho scenery of 
North Wales, for publication in litho- 
graph, — a companion series to the 
“ Lake Scenery,” executed by Pyno for 
tho same house. His most popular 
paintings are “ The Weald of Kent,’'

He was afterwards engaged 
illustrating with caricatures a monthly 
periodical called The Scomrge, and an- 
other, The Meteor, which he published 
conjointly with 9 . literary man named 
Earle. From this time ho supplied 
caricatures to nearly all the pub- 
lishers of ** pictorial” works, including 
the late Mr. Hone, whoso politidai 
squibs he illustrated with a happy 
vein of hnmour which hit the public 
taste. Among those, “The Queim’s 
Matrimonial Ladder,” ” Tho Man in 
the Moon,” and “Non mi ricordo,” 
are, perhaps, best romembered. After 
this, he occupied himself with tho 
production of a series of plates to 
illustrate “ Life in London,” with tho 
objeet of warning young men ogaiust 
the consequences of what is called 
” seeing life but the end and object 
of tho artist were so completely mis- 
taken by the person who wrote the 
letterpress, that he retired from the 
work in disgust, leaving his brother 
Bobert to finish tho plates. This work 
attained great popularity, and was 
dramatized by Moncrieff and others. 
It was followed by “Life in Paris,” 
and another serial entitled the “ Hu- 
morist.” His next etchings appeared 
in Grimm’s series of German stories, 
followed by tho “Points of Humour,” 
so often alluded to in terms of praiso 
in Jilackwood*8 Magazine^ Among tho 
more celebrated of his ludicrous pro- . 
ductions about this time were “Morn- 
ings At Bow Street,” “Punch and 
Judy,” “Tales of Irish Life,” “John 
Gilpin,” “ Tom Thumb,” “ Tho Epping 
Hunt,” “Italian Stories,” “Illustra- 
Jons of Phrenology,” “Scraps and 
Sketches,” “My Sketch-Book,** and 
iho plates in “ Sketches by Boz,” in 
Oliver Twist,” in “ J^ck Sheppard,” 
n “The Tower of London,’* in “Windsor 
'^astle,” illustrations to the “ British 
C^ovelists,” the *‘Waverloy Novels,” 
Sir W. Scott’s “Letters on Demon- 
'logy» &o.,” the “ Fairy Library;” the 
'Loving Ballad of Lord Bateman,” 
nd “ The Life of Grimaldi.” In 1842

diard. The principal part of the 
matter and the illustrations, of course, 
came from the fertile brain of him 
whose name the publication bore.

especially in his series of eight prints 
entitled “ The Bottle ; ** the latter of 
which had eminent success, and was 
dramatized at eight theatres in London 
at one time. It brought the author 
into direct personal connection with 
the leaders of the temperance move- 
ment. As ho has moreover become a 
convert himself to their doctrines, ho 
is one of the ablest advocates of the 
temperance cause. Of late years, Mr. 
Cruiksbank has turned his attention 
to oil-painting, a branch of art in 
which he has so far educated himself, 
as to make his piotures sought after 
by connoisseurs. Among the most 
important of his contributions to tho 
exhibitions of the Royal Academy and 
the British Institution, may bo onu- 
meratod his illustrations of “Tam 
0*Shanter/* ** Titania and Bottom the 
Weaver/* “Cinderella/* “Tho Run- 
away Knock,’’ ** Grimaldi shaved by a 
Girl,’’ “ A Now Situation,*’ “ Dressing 
for the Day/* and “ Disturbing a Con- 
gregation.** The last-mentioned was 
painted for Prince Albert. To thfse 
may bo added his “ Fairy Ring,*’ 
“ The Meny Wives of Windsor/* Ac. 
His ' latest production in oil-painting 
is a large picture entitled “ Tho Wor- 
ship of Bacchus/* which he exhibited 
to the Queen at Windsor in 1863. An 
engraving of this picture has been 
published in whidi all the figures are 
outlined by the painter, and ^lished 
by Mr. H. Mottram. Although this 
irtist'a employment through life has 
)een sedentaiy, his recreations have 


all been of an athletic character. He 
served in the ranks as a volunteer 
rifleman before he was twenty years 
of age, and is lient.-oolonelof the Have- 
locks, or 48th Middlesex Rifle Volun- 
teers. Mr. Cruiksbank possesses dra- 
matic talent, and has frequently taken 
part in amateur performances at the 
public theatres for benevolent purposes. 

CUCHEVAL-CLAEIGNY, Athana- 
sius, journalist, bom at Calais, Feb. 1, 
1821 ; obtained the prize for oratory 
at the competition which took place in 
1838 between all the colleges of the 
departments ; came to Paris and stu- 
di^ at tho College of Henri IV. ; 
entered the Normal School; became 
librarian to that institution, and after- 
wards keeper of tho library of Sainte- 
Gonevi^ve. In 1845 ho became one 
of tho editors of the Constitutiovmelf 
and one of tho founders of the Liberti 
de Penser, After the revolution of 
Feb., 1848, M. Cucheval, who was on 
unsuccessful candidate for the Consti- 
tuont Assembly, showed himself hos- 
tile to the republic, and attached him- 
self, under the inspirations of M. 
Veron, to the policy of the Elysde. 
Devoted to the Government of Deo. 2, 

I jie was appointed to the direction of 
the ConstituHonnel, and after holding 
tho post some time, was replaced 
by M. A. Rende. He has published 
numerous articles in the Momtewr, 
Patrie, and the Berne dee dews Mondee, 
those in the last-mentioned troating 
especially of questions relating to 
England and the United States. He 
has written a work entitled *' Consi- 
ddrations snr les Banques d*£mis8ion,’* 
published in 1864. Soon after the esta- 
blishment of the empire, he was made 
a Knight of the Legion of Honour, and 
has since been promoted Officer. 

CULLEN, Cardinal Paul, Roman 
Catholic archbishop of Dublin, uorn 
in Ireland about 1800, left his native 
country at on early age to studjr in 
Rome, where ho remained . thirty 
jrears, daring a considerable portion 
of which he was Rector of the Irish 
College, and member of several ecole^ 
siastical congregations in that ci^. 
Tho death of Dr. Orolly, ^man Ca- 
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tholio archbishop of Armagh, which 
took place in 1849, was followed by a 
difference of opinion amongst the Irish 
safiragans as. to the nomination of his 
snccossor. Many of the Irish Roman 
Catholic bishops having suggested 
the name of Dr. Cullen, he received, 
at the hands of Pius IX., his appoint- 
ment to Armagh, was consecrated 
Roman Catholic ** Primate of all Ire- 
land” in 1850, and was transferred 
thence to Dublin infthe following year, 
on the death of Dr. Murray. He is 
strongly opposed to the mixed system 
of education represented by the go- 
vernment schools and newly-founded 
Queen’s colleges, and as ho was one 
of the first to conceive the idea of a 
Roman Catholic University in Dublin, 
so he has ever proved himself a patron 
of that institution and the main pillar 
of its support in Ireland. He was 
proclaimed Cardinal in June, 18G6, 
being the first Irish bishop who since 
the era of the Reformation has been 
advanced to that dignity. 

GUMMING, The Rev. John, D.D., 
F.R.S.E., minister of the Scotch 
Church, Crown Court, Covent Garden, 
author of devotional and controversial 
works, and a popular preacher, wa% 
born in Aberdeenshire, of a High- 
land family, Nov. 10, 1810. Dr. Gum- 
ming came to London in 1833. 
On the platform ho is distinguished 
for his decided and untiring opposi- 
tion to the errors of the Papacy. 
Dr. Gumming preached before her 
Majesty at Balmoral, a sermon after- 
wards published under the title of 

Salvation.” Amongst his best- 
known works are, — “ Apocalyptic 
Sketches, Lectures on the Book of 
Revelation,” Daily Life,” Yoices of 
the Night,” and ** Yoices of the 
Dayj” Dr. Gumming published “ The 
Greiro Tribulation,” a volume of 
upwards of 500 pages, treating 
of the prophetic descriptions of the 
coming. . of Christ and end of the 
worid, which- has had a large sale; 
a companion volume, in 1861, called 
''Redemption Draweth Nigh,” and 
" The Destiny of Nationef,” or the fu- 
ture oSf Europe as delineated in tho 


Bible. In these works great events 
wore predicted for 1866, and tho fail- 
ure of the predictions has involved 
the author in much controversy. Dr. 
Gumming belongs to the Established 
Church of Scotland, and opposed alike 
the principle and policy of those who 
felt it their duty to secede in 1843 
and form a separate communion. 

GUMMING, The Rev. Joseph 
Geobob, M.A., F.G.S., rector of Mel- 
lis, Suffblk, bom at Matlock, Derby- 
shire, in 1812, was educated at Oak- 
ham Grammar-school and at Ema- 
nuel College, Cambridge, where ho 
graduated B.A. in classical and mathe- 
matical honours in 1834. He was 
Yice-Principal of King William’s Col- 
lege, Isle of Man, head master of the 
Grammar-school at Lichfield, and 
Warden and Professor of Classical Lite- 
rature and Geology in Queen’s College, 
Birmingham, to which post he was 
appointed in 1858. He is the author 
of “ Tho Isle of Man, its History, Phy- 
sical, Ecclesiastical, Civil, and Legen- 
dary;” “The Excellency of tho Liturgy 
of the Church of England ;” “ Chrono- 
logy of Ancient Sacred and Profane 
History;” “A Guido to the Isle of 
Man, with the •means of Access 
thereto;” “ The Runic and other Monu- 
mental Remains of the Isle of Man ;” 
the “Story of Rushen Castle and 
Rushen Abbey;” and. of several me- 
moirs in the Quarterly Jaumal of the 
Geological Society, The Edmbwrgh New 
Philosophical Magazine, the Imports 
of tho British Association, the Joum^ 
of the ArchsDological Institute, the 
Camlrian Archcsologicul Journal, Ac. 
He is editor of “ Sachovorell’s Survey 
ofttthe Isle of Man,” and “ Ghalonei's 
Description of the Isle of Man” (vols. 
i. and x. of the Manx Society), and 
“ The Crucified Man ” (a sermon Iqr 
Robert Harris, in 1652). 

CUNNINGHAM, Peteb, author 
and critic, third son of Allan Cunning- 
ham, the poet, bom in Pimlico, Ap^ 
7, 1816, was educated at Christ’s Hos- 
pital, London. He was appointed by 
the late Sir Robert Peel, as a mark 
his esteem for the talents of his father, 
to a clerkship in the Audit Office in 
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1834, and in 1854 became Chief Clerk 
of that department of the pnblio ser- 
vice, from which he retired about the 
year 1860. Mr. Cnnningham, who is 
best known to the pnblio by his valu- 
able “ Handbook of London,” is the 
author or oditorof several other works, 
of which the following is the order of 
publication The Life of Drummond 
of Hawthomden,” with lai^e selec- 
tions from his poetical works, in 1833; 

Songs of Bngland and Scotland,” in 
1835; the single-volume editions of 
CampboH’s “ Specimens of the British 
Pouts,” with additional lives and spe- 
cimens, in 1841 ; “ Tho Handbook of 
Westminster Abbey,” in 1842 ; “ Tho 
Life of Inigo Jones,” for the Shake- 
speare Society, in 1848 ; ” The Hand- 
l^ok of London” (2 vols., 1849; 
second edition in 1 vol., 1850) ; Mo- 
dem London,” in 1851; Profatoiy 
Memoir of J. M. W. Turner to John 
Burnett’s “Tumor and his Works,” 
in 1852 ; “ The Story of Nell Gwynn,” 
in 1862 ; “ Tlio Works of Oliver Gold- 
smith,” for Murray’s “Libraiy of 
British Classics ” (4 vols., 1854) ; 
Johnson’s “Lives of the Poets,” for 
tho same work (3 vols., 1854) ; and 
tho “Letters of Horace Walpole” 
(9 vols., 1857-9). Ho has been en- 
gaged on a now edition of Pope, in 
conjunction with tho late Bight Hon. 
J. W. Crokor. Mr. Cnnningham has 
boon a large contributor to periodical 
literature. In 1842 ho married Ze- > 
nobia, second daughter of John Martin, 
tho distinguished painter of “ Bel- 
shazzario IToast,” by whom ho has two 
children. 

CUBLING, Thomas Bltzabd, bora 
in Jan., 1811, and educated at Manor 
House, Chiswick, was appointed as- 
sistant-surgeon to London Hospital in 
1834, leotnror on surgery in 1846, full 
surgeon in 18-49, examiner in surgeiy 
bo the University of London in 1859, 
md member of connoil of the College 
)f Surgeons in 1864. He beoame coh- 
iulting surgeon to the London Orphan 
isylum in 1849, and a Fellow of the , 
loyal Society in 1850. He is the | 
.nthor of a treatise on tetanus, which I 
:aiued the Jacksonian prize in 1835; j 


of a “ Practical Treatise on Diseases 
of the Testis,” published in 1843, and 
of ** Observations on Diseases of the 
Beotum,” in 1851. The last-mentioned 
have reached a third edition. 

CUBBIE, Sir Frederick, Bart., 
third son of the late Mark Currie, 
Esq., of Gatton, Surrey, bora in 1799, 
and educated at tho Charterhouse and 
Hailoybuiy, entered the Bengal civil 
service in 1817, and having held 
several intermedidte posts, amongst 
othei's that of British Besident at La- 
hore, was mode snccessivoly one of 
the secretaries to tho Government of 
India, and a mombor of the Supreme 
Connoil. His onorgy and administra- 
tivo capacities weie laigoly tested 
during the first Sikh war, which was 
terminated by Lords Gough and Har- 
dinge in 1847, and he was raised to 
tho baronetcy soon after the battles 
of the Sutlej. Betnrning to England, 
ho was nominated by the Queen in 
1854 a director of the East-India 
Company, and appointed in 1858 
Vice-President of her Majesty’s Indian 
Council. Ho is a D.C.L. of Oxford. 

CUBTIS, George Tic&nor, lawyer, 
bora at Watertown, Massachusetts, in 
1812, graduated at Harvard College 
in 1832, was admitted to tho Bar in 
1836, and has since practised at 
Boston. Ho has published, during 
his legal career, the following valuable 
works on juridical questions : “ Bights 
and Duties of Merchant Seamen,” 
in 1844; “Law of Copyright,” in 
1849; “Commentaries on the Juris- 
prudence, Practice, and Peculiar Ju- 
risdiction of the Courts of the United 
States,” in 1854 ; and the “ Histoiy of 
the Origin, Formation, and Adoption 
of the Constitution of the United 
States ” in 1855-8 ; to which last work 
he chiefly owes his reputation. ^ Mr. 
G. T. Curtis, like his brother, Mr. 
Benjamin Bobins Curtis, also a lawyer, 
has taken little port in politics, though 
he has been a member of the Lower 
Chamber of Massachusetts. 

CUBTIS, George William, author, 
bora at Providence, Ehode Island, 
Feb. 24, 1824, joined, with his elder 
brother, in 1842, the association to 
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agricnltnre and education at West 
Roxburgh, Massaohnsetts, whence 
he removed to Concord, where he 
spent his time for eighteen months 
as a practical farmer. In 1846 Mr. 
Curtis visited Europe, Eg 3 ^t, and 
Syria, not retnrning until 1860, 
when he produced his first work, 
the **Nile Notes of a Howadjf.*' 
He joined the New York ’Tribune, 
and certain articles contributed by 
him to this papir were published 
In a collected form, under the title 
of ** Lotus-eating.” In 1852 the 
“ Howadji in Syria” appeared, and, in 
the same year, Putnam* s Journal was 
commenced, with which he continued 
to be connected, even after its pro- 
prietors failed. In 1853 Mr. Curtis 
came out as a public lecturer. He 
embarked with great ardour, on the 
Republican side, in the presidential 
election of 1856. In 1858 he 
delivered a lecture on ** Fair-play to 
Women.” He has been, for many 
fears, a constant contributor to the 
periodical literature of the United 
States, is the author of a scries of 
mtirical sketches of New York So- 
ciety, called the ** Fotiphar Papers,” 
published in 1858, and is editor of 
HarpePs Weekly, 

CURZON, The Hon. RonunT, elder 
iOn of the Baroness de la Zoucho, 
com in 1810, was educated at the 
uharterhouse and at Christ Chui'ch, 
Dxford. He was member for Clitheroe 
Tom 1830 to 1833, acted as joint com- 
nissionor with Sir F. Williams for 
lefining the boundaries between Tur- 
zey and Persia at Ersoroum, and is 
)he author of Visits to the Monas- 
iories in the Levant,” published in 
1848, andx>f “Armenia, a Year at Erze- 
■oum, and the Frontiers of Russia, 
tokoy, and Persia,” in 1854. He is 
k Knight of the Lion and' Sun of 
’ersia, and the Nishan of Turkey. 

CUSHING, Caleb, statesman, bom 
,t Salisbury, Massachusetts, in 1800, 
raduated at Harvard in 1817, and 
^voted himself to the stpdy of the 
iw, though he continued for two years 
9 act as 4X>l]^e tui^r. His prepara- 
ion for thh Bar was unusually long,— 


a circumstance which bore fruit in 
due season. In 1825 he commenced 
practice at Newburyport, Massachu- 
setts, at the same time supplying the 
North Auverican Review with articles 
on historical and legal subjects, and 
was returned to the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives in the then 
Republican interest. In 1829 he 
visited Europe, where he remained 
two years, and published, in 1833, 
Bonio of the experiences of his visit, 
in two works, one being entitled “ Re- 
ininiscenoes of Spain,”, and the other 
“Review of the Revolution of the 
‘Three Days* in France, and the con- 
sequent'Eveuts in Europe.*’ In 1835 
ho was returned by the State of Mas- 
sachusetts to Congress,— a position 
which he retained for four consecutive 
terms. Daring this period he sup- 
ported the policy of President Adams, 
and was a consistent Whig until 
the time of President Tyler, lie 
then, in company with Mr. Wysc, of 
Virginia, deserted the Republican 
banner, and has ever since boon an 
adherent of the Democratic party. J n 
1843, President Tyler nominated him 
Secretary to the Treasury, but the 
appointment was rejected by the 
Senate. He was thereupon chosen 
to conduct the mission to China, and 
concluded the first American treaty 
with that court. On his return he 
was elected to the Massachusetts 
Chamber a third time, wiiere, in 
1847, he met with a most deter- 
mined opposition to his motion for 
arming a regiment of volunteers for 
the Mexican war, then just breaking 
out. Nothing daunted, he equipped 
them from his own private means, and, 
as their colonel, marched with them 
from the head-quarters of the ormy. 
Ho was mode brigadier-general by 
Gen. Taylor, and formed one. of the 
board of inquiry appointed to investi- 
gate the charges against Generals 
Scott, Pillow, and Worth. In 1860 ho 
was again returned to the Massachu- 
setts legislature, where he made him- 
self conspicuous by his vehement 
opposition to the return of Mr. Charles 
Sumner to the Senate. In 1852 ho 
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was appointed Judge of the Superior 
Court of Massaohusetts, a position ho 
filled with signal efficiency. In 1853 
President Fierce made him his Attor- 
ney-Genend. The instructions which 
he issued to his subordinates in refer- 
ence to the ** enlistment” quat^l of 
1856, displayed hostility to England. 

CUSHMAN, CHAKLarrE Saundebs, 
bom at Boston, United States, about 
1818, first came out as a public singer, 
in the character of the Countess, in 
the ” Marriage of Figaro,” at the 
Tremont Theatre, Borton, in April, 
1835. Having been very successful 
in her native country, shc^ visited 
England in 1843, and remained until 
18&, playing with success at the 
Princess’s and Haymarket theatres. 
Since that time she has seldom ap- 
peared on the stage. Her sister Miss 
Susan Cushman, who appeared with 
success on the stage both in England 
and in the United States, sharing her 
elder sister’s popularity, especially as 
the representative of Juliet to her 
Borneo, was married to Dr. S. Mus- 
pratt, of Liverpool. 

OUST, The Hon. Sib Edward, 
K.C.H., a younger son of the first Lord 
Bmwnlow, bom March 17, 17114, is a 
General in tho army, and Colonel of 
the 16th Dragoons, and served three 
years under the duke of Wellington in 
the Peninsula. He was many years 
ill Parliament, was Commissioner for 
rebuilding the Houses of Parliament, 
and for the selection of the Wellington 
monument; held an appointment in 
tho suite of Prince Leopold of Saze- 
Cobnrg, and was nominated Master of 
the Ceremonies to her Majesty in 1847. 
Sir Edward has earned literaiy dis- 
tinction by his ” Annals of the Wars 
of the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Centuries,” his “Noctes Dominicas,” 
a pamphlet on ” Colonies and Colonial 
Government,” and ” Lives of the 
Warriors of tho Seventeenth Century.” 
Lady Gust is known as the authoress 
of a veiy useful work called ” The 
Invalid’s Own Book,” Ac. Sir E. Cast 
is a Grand Cross of the Order of 
Lebpold of Belgium and a Commands 
of the Boyol Gnelphio Order. 


CUVILLIBB-PLEUBY, Alfred- 
Auguste, author, born in 1802, studied 
at the College of Lonis-le-Grand, and 
obtained the prize of honour for rhe- 
toric in 1819. For ten years ho was 
secretary to Louis Bonaparte, king 
of Heilahd, whose exile he shared at 
Borne and Florence, and upon his re- 
t&i to Franco was appointed director 
of studies at the College of Sainte- 
Barbe. In 1827 Louis-Philippe in- 
trusted to him th8 education of the 
young duo d’Aumale. In 1834 he 
commenced writing for the Journal 
des Ddbats, maintaining tho cause of 
tho monarchy of July; was created 
officer of tho Legion of Honour, April 
29, 1845 ; and nnsnocessfully presented 
himself for the snfiragos of the electors 
of Gueret in 1846. The revolution of 
Feb., 1848, and subsequent events did 
not change his opinions, and he 
remained one of tho principal editors 
of tho Ddbats until 1860. A number 
of liis articles have been collected 
under the following titles: — “Por- 
traits Politiques et BSvoIntionnaires,” 
published in 1851; “Etudes Histo- 
riques et Litt3raires,” in 1854; “ Nou- 
velles Etudes,” in 1855 ; “ Voyages et 
Voyageurs,” in 1854-6; “Domiferes 
Etudes Historiques et Littdraires,” in 
1859 ; and “ Historiens, Poetes, et 
Bomanciera,” in 1863. 

CZABEWITCH, Alexander Alex- 
ANDuovrrcH, grand duke of Bussia, 
the second son of Alexander II., em- 
peror of Bussia, was bom March 10, 
1845, and succeeded his brother, the 
late Czarewitoh, Nicolas-Alezondro- 
vitch, who died at Nice, April 23, 
1866. The Czarowitch married, Nov. 
9, 1866, the Princess Dagmar, second 
daughter of the king of Denmark, to 
whom his deceased brother had been 
betrothq^.

DAHLGBEN, John A., bom in 
Pennsylvania, shout 1810, entered the 
navy in 1826, and served oh the 
Brazilian coast and in tho Mediter- 
ranean in 1827-8i On his return ho 
went through a course of naval study> 
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and was^^gaged on the coast survey 
in 1886-^. At an oarly age he ao- 
qnired a taste for constm^ing ord- 
nance, and was appointed to that 
department by the United States 
£^yemment in 1847, when ho in- 
vented. and perfected the well-known 
Dahlgren shell-gnn, then considei;^ 
the most powerful missile of the kind 
in existence. In 1855 he was ap- 
pointed to the command of the gfun- 
neiy ship Cmnherland, at Plymouth, 
United States, engaged in testing the 
velocity and power of artilleiy, Ac . ; 
and in 1859 ho was removed to the 
na^y yard at Washin^n, to the com- 
mand of which l^e was appointed at 
the outbreak of the civil war.** On the 
death of Admiral Foote, in 1863, he 
succeeded to the command of the fleet 
before Charleston, when ho co-operated 
ivith Gen. Gilmoro in some fruitless 
attempts to capture Fort Sumter and 
the other formidable defences of 
Charleston harbour. 

D*ALBEBT,Cha]il£S, musical com- 
poser, son of a captain of cavalry in 
the Fx^oh army, born at a village near 
Hombuig, in 1815, after his father’s 
death, was brought by his mother to 
England, where his musical talents at- 
tracted the notice of Kalkbrenner, 
whose pupil he became, and under 
whose instructions he gained an ac- 
quaintance with the classical works 
of the great masters. Ho afterwnrrls 
attend^ at the Acad^mio Boyalc, 
Paris, where he studied music ’ and 
dancing to such good purpose that he 
was appointed, maltro de ballet and 
first dancer at Covent Garden Theatre, 
but abandoned the stage, and estab- 
lished himself as a teacher of music, 
and as a composer. His success is 
proved by the popularity of the dance- 
music which ho has composed, each 
piece having a distinct individuality, 
suggestive of the subject of the title. 
«The Peri,” “Faqst,” ” Haunt of 
Fairies/^ "Queen of the BaU/’ and 
” Lily of the Valley,” waltzes ; the 
'• Staton’s,'^ «The Bridal,” " Helena,” 
'‘Coquette,” "Isabelle,” "King Pip- 
pin,” and " Soldieries” polkas; "The 
Ebupiess ” and "Pelissier ” galops, and 


other compositions too numerous to 
mention, ore great favourites with the 
public. 

DALE, The Eev. Thomas, M.A., 
Canon of St. Paul’s Cathedral, was 
bom at Pontonville, London, Aug. 22, 
1797.* Having at an early age lost 
both his parents, in 1805, through 
the kindness of friends, a pi'escnta- 
tion was obtained for him to Christ’s 
Hospital, where he received, under 
the late Dr. Trollope, an excellent 
classical education, and whence lie 
passed in 1817 to Corpus Christ! 
College, Cambridge. In the autumn 
of 181^ he published liis " Widow of 
Nnin.” This volume was followed at 
brief intervals by “The Outlaw of 
Taurus,” and " Ir^ and Adah, a Tale 
of tho Flood.” He maintained him- 
self at college chiefly by his pen, and 
liaving graduated, was ordained in 
1822. For some years ho took pupils 
at Greenwich and at Beckenham ; was 
curate for three yeai*s of St. Michael’s, 
Comhill; became Assistant-Preacher 
of St. Bride’s in 1826 ; was appointed 
Evening Lecturer of St. Sepulohre’s 
in 1828 ; and Minister of St. Matthew’s 
Chapel, Denmark Hill, in 1830. In 
1828 he accepted a Professorship of 
English-Language and Literatnro at 
the London University, but resigned 
it in 1830; and from 1836 to 1839 
held a similar appointment in King’s 
College, London. In 1835 he was ap- 
pointed by the late Sir E. Peel to the 
vicarage of St. Bride’s, Fleet Street, 
and in 1843 was advanced by the 
some patron to a canonry in St. Paul’s, 
exchanging in 1846 the vicarage of 
St. Bride’s for that of St. Poncras. 
Mr. Dale’s poems, originally published 
in three volumes in different years, 
having passed through several editions, 
were collected in 1836 into a single 
volume. His other works are— “A 
Translation of Sophocles,” published 
in 1824;. “Sermons preached at St. 
Bride’s, 1830;’’ "Sermons preached 
before the University of Canibridgo 
as one of the Select Preachers, 1832- 
1835, 1886;” "Tho Sabbath Com- 
panion,” published in 1844; "Tho 
Good Shepherd, a Commentaxy on the 
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Twenty-third Psalm,’* in 1845 ; " The 
Domestic Liturgy and Family Chap- 
lain,” in 1846; ”The Golden Psalm,” 
in 1847; several sermons’ preached at 
visitations, consecrations of churches, 
Ac., and an edition of Gowper, with 
biographical and critical lemarks. 
In 1857 Mr. Dale resigned the living 
of St. Pancras, and was appoint^ 
Boctor of Therfield, Herts. 

DALHOUSIB (Earl op). The 
Bigut Hon. Fox Maule Bausay, E.T., 
O.G.B., was born at Brechin Gastlo, 
April 22, 1801. His father, the late 
Lord Panmure, was a younger son of 
the noble Scottish family of which 
tho earl of Dalhousie is the head, and 
a descendant of that Sir Allan Ramsay 
oelobrated in^meducval chronicles as 
“ The Flower of Knighthood.” Having 
been educated at the Charterhouse, 
Mr. Fox Maule entered the army as 
an ensign in tho 79th Highlanders; 
served for several years in Canada, on 
the staff of his uncle, the late earl of 
Dalhouaio, and retired in 1831, with 
tho rank of captain. He was returned 
in tho Liberal interest for Perthshire 
in 1835, and on the formation of tho 
Melbourne ministry in that year, be- 
came Under-Secretary for the Home 
Department. Though ejected from 
the representation of Perthshire in 
1837, ho retained his office, and was, 
in 1838, elected member for tho Elgin 
burghs. Returned a second time in 
1841, member for Perth, he became 
Vice-President of tho Boai^ of Trade, 
and on tho restoration of the Whigs to 
power in 1846, Secrotaiy at War, with 
a seat in the Cabinet, which post he 
held till 1852, when the expiration of 
tho Bast-India Company’s charter 
rendering it necessary for the Govern- 
ment to havo a minister of influence 
to direct the affairs of India, he 
went to the Presidency of the 
Board of Control. Tho dissolution of 
the Bussell cabinet prevented Mr. 
Fox Maule from trying his powers as 
an Indian reformer; and he succeeded 
^ jfather in the peerage, taldu^if his 
place in the House of Lords os Lord 
Panmure, April 13,. 1852. Lord Pan- 
meure did not hold office in Lord Aber- 


deen’s administration ; but on tho for- 
. mation of Lord Palmerston’s first- *v d- 
ministration in 1855, he was appomted 
Minister of War. This post was no 
sinecure ; and Lord Pomnure, during 
port of the Crimean war, discharged 
the duties devolving upon hini with 
exemplary diligence. His Imdship, 
w&o was created a Knight ^ of tho * 
Thistle in 1853, and a Grand Cross of 
the Bath in 1857, succeeded to the earl- 
dom of Dalhousie, on the death of his 
cousin, thg lato governor-general of 
India, Deo. 19, 1860. His* lordship, 
who has taken an active port in eccle- 
siastical affairs, is an influential mem- 
ber of the Free Church of Scotland. 

DALLAS, The Rev. Alexander^’ 
Robert Charles, tho son of Robert 
C. Dallas, Esq., the friend and con-, 
nection of Lord Byron, was bom in 
1791, and entered the army at an 
early ago. He served in the Penin- 
sula and at Waterloo. Having taken* 
orders in 1821, he was appointed to 
the rectory of Wouston in 1828. He 
has of late years devoted his energies 
to the cause of Protestant truth in 
Ireland, and organized the Society for 
Irish Church Missions to the Roman 
Catholics, which has met with re- 
markable success, especially in the 
west of Ireland. The Rev. TAr, Dallas 
is the author of several works on 
pastoral duties, *'The Cottager’s Guide 
to tho New Testament,” ** Practical 
Sermons on the Loid’s Prayer,” 
Prophecy on the Mount,” ‘‘Pastor's 
Assistant,” “ An Introduction to Pro- 
pheticid Researches,” ”A Scriptural 
View of the Position of the Jews,” 
Ac. His latest publications have been 
on the errors of Romanism and in de- 
fence of the doctrines of the Reforma- 
tion. The Rev. Mr. Dallas is chaplain 
to the bishop of Winchester. 

D’ ALTON, John, genealogist wd 
antaquary, son of the late William * 
D’^ton, Esq., bom at Bessville, in 
Westmeath, in 1792, was educated at 
Trinity Cpllege, Dublin, where he took 
the usual degrees; Ho was called to 
the Irish- Bar in 1813, and was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of the Loon 
Fimd Board, Dublin, in 1835. In 
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1838 he was elected a Corresponding' 
Hember ofAW Society of Antiqt£arios 
of Scotland. He has devoted ranch 
labour to the collection of materials 
for the histchries of nearly every Irish 
family, and is the author of the 
** History of the County of Dublin/* 
** Heidoirs of the Archbishops of 
Dublin,’; <‘ An Essay on the Social 
and Pditical State of Ireland from 
the First to the Turolfth Century” (a

James Daubency, born at 
Stratton, Gloucestershire, in 1795, 
was educated at Magdalen College, 
Oxford, whore he gr^uatod B.A. in 
1814, anti proceeded to his other 
degrees. He obtained a lay fellow- 
ship in his college, and applied himself 
to the study of medicine, in which 
faculty he graduated, and for several 
years practised at Oxford. Having 
loft the profession in 1829, he devoted 
himsolf to the physical sciences, espe- 
oialiy to chemist^ and botany. He 
was Professor of Chemistry at Oxford 
foom 1822 to 1865; is Gnmtorofthe 
Botanical Gardens, and Professor of 
Botany and Bund Economy. Dr.

D’AUBIGNE. (See Merle d’Av-

D’ADMALE^ (Due), Hbnei- 
Euoene - Philippe-Louis d’OrliIans, 
prince of the family of Orleans, bom 
in Paris, Jan. 16, 1822, the fourth son 
of the late king Louis-Philippe and 
his queen Mario- Am51ie, was educated, 
like his brothers, in the Coll^ Henri 
IV., and at tho ago of seventeen 
entered the army. In 1840 he accom- 
panied his brother, the didee of Orleans, 
to Algeria, took part in the campaign 
which- followed, returning to fVanoe 
in 1841, and he completed his military 
edubation at Conrbevoie. From 1842 
to 1843 he was again in Alge^ 
where, at the head of the subdivision 
of Medeah, he conducted one of the 
most brilliant campaigns of the war, 
capturing tho camp and all the corre- 
spondence of Abd-el-Kader, together 
with 3,600 prisoners and an immense 
treasure, for which service he was 
made a lieutenant-general, and ap- 
pointed to the oommand of theprovinoe 
of Constantine. In 1844 he directed 
the expedition against Biskara, and 
in the same year married Marie Caro- 
line Auguste de Bourbon, daughter of 
Prince Leopold, of Salerno, who was 
bom April 26, 1822. In 1847 the 
duke succeeded Marshal Bugeaud as 
governor-general of Algeria, which 
position he filled upon the surrender 
of Abd-el-Kader to the French autho- 
rities. On receiving the news of the 
revolution, of Feb., 1848, he resigned 
his command to Gen. CavaignaQ, and 
joined the ex-royal fiunily in England. 
With his brother, tho prince de Jom- 
ville> he protested against the deorao 
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banishiDg his family from Franco, and 
has sinco resided chiefly in England, 
devoting himself to literary pursuits. 
At the commencement of 1861, a 
pamphlet, addressed by him to Prince 
Napoleon Buonaparte, excited great 
sensation, and led to a species of poli- 
tical persecution by the French autho- 
rities, who condemned the printer 
and publisher of it to fine and impri- 
sonment, which sentence was ap- 
pealed against. The duke challenged 
Prince Napoleon, whose refusal to 
meet him excited great indignation in 
France. Tho same year the Literaxy 
Fund of London invited the dnko topre- 
side at their annual dinner, on which 
occasion his speech also excited atten- 
tion. The duo d’Aumalc, who, as 
heir of tho great house of Conde, 
possesses an ample fortune, in 
addition to a beautiful* seat on tho 
banka of the Tliames, near Twicken- 
ham, owns a fine estate in Worces- 
tershire, whero he occupies his time 
as a practical agriculturist. His eldest 
son, Louis - Philippe - Mario - Leopold 
d’Orl^ans, prince de Gonde,bominl845, 
died in June, 1866. His second son, 
Fran 9 ois-Louis - Marie - Philippe d’Or- 
leans, duke of Guise, was bom in 1854. 

DAUMIER, Henry, caricaturist, 
was bom at Marseilles in 1810. His 
first designs appeared in tho Chari- 
varif and consisted of a scries relating 
to “ Robert Macaire,** the text being 
contributed by M. Philipon. His most 
remarkable works, inspired by the 
revolution of 1848, aif^ “ Idyli^s Parlc- 
mentairoB*’ and “Les Representaiits 
Tepr5sente|.” 

DAVID, P^licien-Cesar, musical 
composer, was bom at Oadenet (Vau- 
oluse), Mai'ch 8, 1810. His love for 
music having manifested itself at a 
veiy early ago, he was sent in his 
eighth year to Aix, whero ho stu- 
ped under the chapel-master, and 
had the additional advantage of sing- 
ing in the choir of the cathedral. PSs 
voice attracted, attention by its extra- 
ordinaiy power and sweetness. Vexy 
early in life, the young composer wrote 
out’ the music of an ori|pnal motet, 
which won the approbation of his 


professor, and was performed in the 
cathedral. Having repaired to Paris 
to completehisstudies,he was admitted 
by Cherabini, then director of tho 
Conservatoire, to all the classes of that 
institution; and ho studied harmony 
and composition under R6ber. Left: 
to his own resources after tho first six 
months, ho suppoi'tcd himself by giving 
music lessons until the formation of 
the St. Simonian sect, of which he 
became one of the most enthusiastic- 
members. Whon tho St. Simoniana 
retired to Monilmontant, they assigned, 
to M. David tho function of musical 
director, and he composed the music of 
the cliomses sung by tho entire frater- 
nity. On the dissolution of that sect, 
M. David and mmy other members de- 
termined to visit tho East, where he 
remained three years, making notes of 
his musical impressions, at ono time 
on the banks of the Nile, at another be- 
neath the shadow of tho Pyramids, and 
at another in tho desert itself. In 1835> 
he returned to Paris, and published his 
“ Melodics Orientales.*’ Tho wholo of 
tho “ Desert ** was written between 
Dec., 1843, and May, 1844; and no 
sooner had it bcicn composed, thaiL 
David Sf4 to work copying out all tho 
parts himself, — about two thousand 
pages of music. After meeting with 
a variety of obstacles, he succeeded in 
getting his work executecl at the Gon- 
servatuiro in Dec., 184t, when its suc- 
cess was so great that it was soon 
afterwards lieard in every capital in 
Europe. In England his naxno ia 
known chiefly by the “ Desert,” which 
was produced at Her Majesty’s Thea- 
tre, and by a few romances, of which 
“ Lcs Hirondellcs ” is tho most popu- 
lar. In Paris, tho “Desert” waa 
followed by “ Molse,” which had but 
a partial success. Abandoning sacred • 
subjects, he composed “ Ghristophe 
Golomb,” which was more successfuL 
than “Moise,” though it does not 
possess the freshness and charm of tha 
“ Desert.” “ Ghrist(^he Golomb ” was 
played at the Tuileries before Louis- 
Philippe, who sent for the composer 
to his Imx, and decorated him with- 
the cross of the Legion of Honour.. 
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The « Garden of Eden ” (“ L*Edon ”) 
was brought ont during the* crisis 
of 1848, and attracted very little 
attention. The comic opera, in three 
-acts, “ La Porlo da Br6sil,** was pro-* 
dneed in Nov., 1851, and his opera 
** Hercnlaneum *’ at the Academie in 
March, 1859, and tho comio opera 
^'Lalla Rookh” in 1862. M. David 
was promoted Officer of tho Legion of 
fionoor, Ang. 14, 1862. 

DAVIS, Charles Henry, naval offi- 
cer and mathematician, bom in Boston, 
Massachusetts, Jan. 16, 1807, entered 
tho U.S. navy in 1823, was employed 
as assistant to tho late Professor 
Bache, in the United States coast 
saiwey, from 1844 to 1849, in the 
coarse of which he discovered several 
dangerous shoals directly in tho track 
■of vessels sailing between Now York 
and Boston. In 1849 ho was removed 
to the charge of the ** American Ephe- 
iticris and Nautical Almanac.** Mr. 
Davis, who has, at various times, been 
appointed on commissions to examine 
the state of tho harbours of Boston, 
New York, Charleston, Ac., has inves- 
tigated tho laws which govern tides, 
and has contributed some valuable 
papers on tho subject to the United 
States Academy and the Smithsonian 
Institute. Uo continued at tho head 
of tho “ Ephemeris ** until 1856, when 
•he was appointed to the rank of Com- 
mander, and stationed in tho Pacific. 
Ho has published a translation of 
Gauss’s “Theoria Motfis Corponim 
Ooelostium ” in 1856. 

DAVIS, Edwin Hamilton, M.D., 
archaeologist, bom in Boss county, 
Ohio, Jan. 22, 1811. His attention 
was early directed to the study of 
antiquities. From 1829 to 1833, while 
a student at Kenyon College, ho con- 
ducted a series of excavations in that 
neighbourhood, the rosults of which 
were embodied in a lecture. In 1837 
he graduated M.D. at Cincinnati, and 
practised his profession at Ghillioothe 
until 1850, when he was appointed to 
the chair of Materia Medioa and The- 
rapeutics at the New York Medici 
College. Dr. Davis has published 
^ Mouamenta of the Mississippi Vol- 


ley,” forming the first volume of the 
” Smithsonian Contributions to Know- 
ledge ;’* has contributed to some of the 
medical and scientific joumeds of the 
day, and has delivered a course of 
lectures cm archaeology before tho 
Lowell Institute of Boston. 

DAVIS, Jefferson, some time 
President of the Confederacy of the 
Southern States of North America, 
was bom June S, 1808, in Kentucky. 
Daring his childhood his father re- 
moved into the state of Mississippi, 
and his education commenced at Tran- 
sylvania College, Kentucky, which he 
left in 1824, to enter tho United States 
Military Academy at West Point, 
where ho graduated four years after- 
wards, and was placed on the list of 
second lieutenants. The first part of 
his military career lasted seven years, 
during which period he served with 
distinction against several hostilo 
Indian tribes. Resigning his commis- 
sion in 1835, he returned toMisRissippi, 
married the daughter of Gen. Taylor, 
and became a cotton planter, an occu- 
pation he pursued until 1843, when 
he interested himself in politics as a 
Democrat, and took a prominent port 
in tho election of Messrs. Polk and 
Dallas. Ho was returned by his State 
to Congress in 1845, and assisted in 
the debates on tho ” tariff,” the 
“ Oregon question,” “military affairs,” 
and upon the “preparations for the 
Mexican war.” Upon tho breaking 
out of this contest, ho was ele 9 ted 
colonel of the Mississippi regiment of 
volunteers, when he at once resigned 
his seat in Congress, and proceeded to 
join tho army of Gen. Taylor on the 
Rio Grande. He was engaged at tho 
storming of^onterey, was one of the 
commissioners appointed to arrange 
the capitulation of that city, and 
greatly distinguished himself at the 
battle of Buena Vista, on which occa- 
sion he was complimented in the 
official despatches. At the close of 
the war he was offered by President 
Polk tho rank of brigadier-general of 
volunteers, but declmdfl it on the 
ground that the appointment to such 
offices belonged to individual states 
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only, and not to the Federal exeoatiTe. and was associated as joint commis- 
In 1847 he was elected senator for MiS' sionerwith the late Lord Napier in 


sissippi ; in 1850 he became Chairman 
of the Committee on Military Affairs, 
and he was distinguished by the en 
orgy with which he defended slaveiy.. 
and by his zealons advocacy of State 
rights. In 1851 he resigned his seaf 
in tho Senate to undertake a persona! 
canvas for Mr. Franklin Fierce, who on 
being elected President, nominated 
Mr. Davis his Secretary at War. He 
introdneed important reforms into 
this department, and the military 
service generally. On the accession 
of Mr. Buchanan, ho quitted office, 
was re-elected to tho Senate ; but 
tho election of Mr. Lincoln in 1860, 
and the secession movement, oausecl 
him to withdraw. When tho move- 
ment received shape and form, he was 
chosen President of the Confbderato 
States, Feb. 4, 1861, inaugurated 
Feb. 22, and re-elected for six years 
in 1862 j and the masterly manner in 
which the new constitution was drawn 
up by him, as well as his great mill 
taxy talents, afforded the best evidence 
of the sagacity of those who fixed 
upon him as their leader. During the 
civil war his tenacity of purpose, his 
unwearied activity, his great adminis- 
trative capacity, and Ms keen judg- 
ment in tho selection of able generals 
and ministers, excited univiTsal admi- 
ration, while his official conduct, per- 
sonal bearing, and disinterestedness 
as a public man, living on a veiy 
limited income, won for him the 
confidence, devotion, and respect 
of all classes in the Southern Con- 
fbderacy. ^Aiter the fall of Bich- 
mond. President Davis, who endea- 
voured to make his escape, was cap- 
tured at Irwinsville, Georgia, May 10, 
1865, imd has to tlm prosent time 
(1867) remained a pirii^er without 
having been brought to tr^. 

DAVIS, Sia John Francis, Bart., 
K.03., the eldest son of S. Davis, 
Esq., formerly a director of the East- 
India Company, woA bom in 1795. 
Entering the public service at an 
early age, he was attached to Lord 
Amherst's embassy to Pekin in 1816, j 


1834, for the purpose of arranging 
commercial and other matters with 
#China. From 1843 to 1848 he was 
British Plenipotentiary and Chief 
Superintendent of British Trade in 
China, and Governor and Commonder- 
in-Chief of the colony of Hong-Kong. 
Ho was created a baronet July 9, 1845, 
and a E.C.B. (Civil division), June 12, 
1854. Sir John F. Davis, who is a 
Deputy-Lieutenant of Gloucestershire, 
is the author of “ A Description of 
China and its Inhabitants," ** Sketches 
of China," CMnese Bomance," " Chi- 
nese Moral Mmeims," The Massacre 
of Benares," China during tho War 
and since the Peace," “ Chinese Mis- 
cellanies," &o» 

DAVIS, Nathan, African traveller, 
and minister of one of tho dissenting 
bodies, born about 1812, devoted him- 
self for many years to tho study of 
Arabian and Hebrew antiquities, and 
was for some time editor of the Hebrew 
Christian Magazine. In 1841 he pub- 
lished ** Tunis ; or. Selections from a 
Journal kept daring a Besidenco in 
that Begency," and in 1844, A Voice 
fromNorth Africa." This was followed 
in 1854 by “Evenings in my Tent; 
or. Wanderings in Balad Eijareed ; " a 
work illustrative of the habits of tha 
Arab tribes of the African Sahara. 
In 1856 Mr. Davis was sent, under 
ho auspices of the earl of Clarendon, 
at that time Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, to make investiga- 
ions into the ruins existing on the 
iite of ancient Carthage ; and the re- 
mit of this mission is the well-known 
rolume, “ Carthage and her Bemains,"' 
vrhioh appeared in 1861. 

DAVISON, Mrs. {See Goddard, 
Arabella.) 

DAWSON, George, a popular lec- 
iurer, was bom in 1821, in the parish 
»f St. Poncras, London. After re- 
ceiving his edupation from his father, 
le proceeded to the University of 
Glasgow, and took the degree of M.A. 
Ho was intended for the ministry of 
•ho Baptist Nonoonformists, and hav- 
.Dg remained at home some , time* 
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an opening oooarred at Birmingham 
in 1844, when he became minister of 
Mount Zion Ohapel in that town. 
The peculiaritieB of his ministry 
tions, and chiefly a disregard of thw 
merely oonventicmal usages of the 
sacred office, alienated from him a 
portion of the congregation of Mount 
Zion Chapel, and a separation took 
place, when the majority seoeded 
with the minister. A subscription 
was immediately commenced for the 
erection of a new chapel for Mr. 
Dawson, and in Aug., 1^7, the edi- 
floe was opened as “The Church of 
the Saviour.” Mr. Dawson does not 
advocate peculiarities of doctrine, but 
rather makes .an earnest desire for 
truth, and a life of obedience to God 
and charity to man, the great tests of 
a Christian spirit. He is letter known 
as a literary lecturer than as a 
preacher, and in this capacity has 
attained popularity. He has written 
little, but is the reputed author of a 
series of articles which appeared in 
the Bmningham Daily Press, a news* 
paper of which he was the principal 
proprietor, and which has ceased to 
exist. At the request of the corpora- 
tion, Mr. Dawson delivered the inau- 
gural address, since published, at the 
opening of the Free Inference Libraiy 
in Birmingham, Oct. 26, 1866. 

DAY, George Edward, F.B.S., phy- 
sician, born in 1815, was educated at 
Cambridge, where he graduated as 
B. A. in 1837, M.A. in 1840, and Licen- 
tiate in Medicine in 1842. He is a 
Doctor of Medidno of the University 
of Giessen, and a Fellow of the Bqyal 
College of Physicians. In 1849 he 
was appointed Chandos Professor of 
Anatomy and Medicine in the Univer- 
sity of St. Andrews, an office which, 
in consequence of prolonged ill-health, 
he resigned in 1863, and he resides at 
Torquay, but has Altogether retired 
from the profession. Dr. Da/ is the 
author of “A Praotioid Treatise on 
the Diseases of Advitnoed Life,” 
published in 1849; of “Chemistry 
in its Belations to Physiology and 
Medicine,” in 1860; and of various 
pdpeni on chemistry and physiology. 


He has translated and edited Simon’s 
“ Animal Chemistry ” for the Syden- 
hm Society; Lehmann’s “Physiolo- 
gical Chemistry,” for the Cavendish 
Sodety, and Vogel’s “Pathological 
Anatomy.” 

DEAK, Francis, statesman, bom 
of respectable parents, on the farm- 
ing estate of Eehida, in the comitat 
of Zala, Hungary, in 1808 ; was quite 
a young man when, in 1826, his 
countrymen began to agitate. In 1882 
he was sent as a deputy to a diet held 
at Presburg, in which he displayed 
such eloquence and high feeling, that 
he became the recognized leader of 
the opposition. He took an active 
and prominent part in the agitation 
for the removal of restrictive enact- 
ments which fettered the constitution 
of his country. After the armt of 
M. Kossuth and some other leaders of 
the popular party in 1837, Deak again 
became, in 1839, the leader of a for- 
midable parliamentary opposition, and 
in the diet managed matters with such 
tact, that he terminated the stormy 
debates of 1840 with a reconciliation 
between the king and the people. He 
retired from public life .until" 1848, 
when he became Minister of Justice 
in Count Bathyani’s cabinet, resign- 
ing the post when M. Kossuth acceded 
to power in Sep. of that year. Li 
1849 he endeavoured to effiset a recon- 
ciliation between Hnngaiy and Aus- 
tria, but the attempt proved a failure, 
and after a short imprisonment at 
Pesth, M. Deak retired to his estates. 
He refused several advances made to 
him by Austrian statesmen, and it 
was only after a constitution ^d been 
granted in I860,: that he once more 
took part in public affairs, and was 
returned to the Hungarian Diet for 
Pesth. Tte reocmoiliation between 
the Hnng^an people and the em- 
peror was not, however, complete, and 
the diet was once more dissolved. M. 
Deak persevered, and after the disas- 
trous campaign of 1866, the policy^ ^ 
Austria und^ent a change, and a 
separate ministry wtui gianted' 
Hungary. 

DEANEi Sib Thojcas, at Covk 
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in 1792, has been employed as an 
arobiteot by private individuals, by 
tbe municipal authorities, and by the 
Oovemment in most of the improve- 
ments which have been made in the 
neighbourhood of Cork. Amongst the 
works with which his namo is asso- 
ciated, are the Old and New Savings 
Banks, the Bank of Ireland, the Corn* 
meroial Buildings, the Queen's Col- 
lege, the Court-House, the City Gaol, 
and the Anglesey Bridge in Cork, and 
the greater part of the Naval and 
Ordnwee Depdts on Haulbowline Isle, 
in the Cove of Cork. Ho received the 
honour of knighthood from the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland in 1830, in re- 
cognition of his public services and 
professional distinction. 

DEASY, The Bight Hon. Bickard, 
was bom in 1812, and educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he gra- 
duated. Having boon called to the 
Irish bar, he was made a Q.C. in 1849, 
he became third Seijeant-at-Law in 
1858, and was appointed Solicitor- 
Gene^ for Ireland in 1859, from 
which post, in 1860, he was promoted 
to the Attorney-Generalship, and was 
made Baron of the Exchequer in Ire- 
land in 1861. Mr. Deasy, who is a 
moderate Boman Catholic, represented 
the county of Cork in the House of 
Commons irom 1855 till he was raised 
to the bench. 

DE BONALD, Cardinal Louis- 
Jacques-Maurice, bom at Milhau 
(Aveyron), Oct. 30, 1787, is the fourth 
son of Viscount de Bonald, the author 
of *‘De la Ldgislation primitive.'' Des- 
tined for t^ church, he studied at 
Lyons and at the Seminary of Saint 
Snlpioe, taking orders in 1811. After 
having been dork of the Imperial 
Chapel, he became, on the restoration 
of the Bourbons, secretaxy to the 
archbishop of Besanqon, who was 
sent on a mission to Borne, in order 
to oondnde a concordat. This mis- 
sion proved fruitless, and the Abbe de 
Bonald retamed to France, became 
a noted preachdr of the Faubou^ St. 
Germain ; in 1817 received the bishop- 
ric of Chartres, with thetitlesof Grond- 
Ticar and Archdeacon ; in 1819 was 


chosen almoner to Monsieur (subse- 
quently Chailes X.), and April 27, 
1823, was appointed to the bishoprio 
of Pny, which, however, he was, on 
ibeount of his intolerance, obliged to 
resign. In 1828 he published a “ Man- 
dement" relative to the system of 
public instraction, which greatly dis- 
pleased the court. Upon his return 
from a journey to Borne, he was ap- 
pointed Archbishop of Lyons and Pri- 
mate, Dec. 4, 1839, in place of the. 
deceased Cardinal Fesch, having in 
the same year refused the archbishop- 
rics of Auch and of Paris. He was 
created a cardi^ March 1, 1841, and 
received the hat from the hands of 
Gregory XVI. in the summer of 1843. 
Upon the clergy entering into a 
straggle against the doctrines of the 
University, M. de Bonald was one of 
the first to attack them; and in 1847 
M.Villemain's *'projet do loi" on secon- 
dary instraction found in the cardinal 
an obstinate opponent, his '*Lettre 
Pastorale " upon this subject exciting 
violent discussion. After the revolu- 
tion of Feb., 1848, M. do Bonald 
ordered the clergy to set an example 
to their fiocks by paying obedience 
and submission to the republic, and 
decreed a solemn service "for the 
citizens of Paris who hod so glori- 
ously fallen in defence of civil and 
religious liberty." After tlie coup 
d*dtat of Dec. 2, 1851, he entered the 
Senate by his right of Cardinal, and 
was created a Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, Sep. 19, 1852. 

DE BOW, Jakes Dunwoody Brown- 
son, journalist, was boi% at Charles- 
ton, South Carolina, July 10, 1820. 
His father educated him for commer- 
cial pursuits, but afterwards sent him 
to Charleston College, where he gra- 
duated in 1843. He was called to the 
Charleston bar in 1844, and became 
ihe same year chief editor of the 
Souther^ Quarterhj Beview. In 1845 
ho remov^ to New Orleans, where 
he established De Bow's Commercial 
Review. In 1848 Mr. Do Bow was 
elected Professor of Political Economy 
and Commercial Statistics in the Uni- 
ircrsity of Louisiana. Shortly aftar-. 
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wards he was appointed Chief of the 
Census Office of Louisiana, a post he 
filled for three years, during which 
time he publish^ valuable statistics 
relating to the commerce, produce, 
and population of that state. In 1853 
he was appointed by President Pierce 
Superintendent of the United States 
Census, and hold office till 1855, sinco 
which time ho has dovotcd himself 
to literajy pursuits. He has been a 
member and sometimes President of 
every Southern Commercial Convoca- 
tion since 1845, and founded the His- 
torical Society of Louisiana. Among 
his compilations are ** ^^tistical View 
of the United States,*’ being a digest 
of the seventh .census, and ** Indus- 
trial Besources of the South-west,” 
published in 1858 ; and he contributed 
many articles on American subjects 
to the new edition of tho Encyclo- 
pmdia Britannioa.” 

DE GIBABDIN. (See Giuaiidin.) 

BE GREY AND RIPON (Earl), 
The Bight Hon. George Feedericr 
Samuel Bouinson, was bom in Lon- 
don, Oct. 24, 1827, his father, the late 
earl of Bipon, being at that time 
Prime Minister. In 1852, Lord Gode- 
rich (for such was his title by cour- 
tesy) was returned for Kingston-on- 
Hull, in the Liberal interest, and 
having been shortly afterwards un- 
seated on petition, in April, 1853, was 
olected for Huddersfield. That borough 
he continued to represent till the 
dissolution of 1857, when he was 
elected for the West Riding of York- 
shire, for which he sat until his acces- 
sion to the Lord Goderich, 

who marri^, Vfn 1861, tho eldest 
daughter of Capt. Henry Vyner, and 
granddaughter of the first Earl de 
Grey, is a Deputy-Lieutenant and 
Magistrate for the North and West 
Ridings of Yorkshire, and for Lincoln- 
shire. He succeeded to the earldom 
of Bipon on his father’s death, Jdn. 28, 
1859, and to that of De Grey on his 
nnole’s death, Nov. 14. In 1869 he 
was appointed Under-Secretary of 
State for the War Department, and 
was transferred to the India Office as 
Under'-Seoretary of State, in conse- : 


quenco of Lord Herbert’s removal to 
the House of Lords, in Jan., 186r, re- 
turning a few months afterwords to 
.the former post. His lordship was 
’appointed Secretary of State for War 
on the death of the Bight Hon. Sir 
G. C. Lewis, Bart., M.P., and sworn a 
member of the Privy Council in April, 
1863 ; became Secretary of State for 
India in 1866, retiring on the dissolu- 
tion of the Bussell administration in 
July of that year. 

DELANE, John Tiiadbus, editor of 
the Tunes newspaper, is the son of 
the late William F. A. Delane, Esq., 
formerly financial manager of the 
Times, who died in 1858. He was 
bom in Oct., 1817, was oducated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1839, and was 
called to the Bar at tho Middle Tem- 
ple in 1847. In 1839 he first became 
connected with the Times as assistant- 
editor under the late Mr. T. Barnes, 
on whoso death, in 1841, he succeeded 
to the chief post of responsibility as 
editor of what has been justly called 
” the Leading Journal of Europe.” 

DEL AN GLE, Claude - Alphonse, 
bora at Varzy (Ni^vro), April 6, 1797, 
studied law under the patronage of 
M. Dupin, junior, became a member 
of the Paris Bar, was olected a member 
of their Council in 1831, b&tonnier in 
1837, Advocate-General to the Conr 
de Cassation in 1840, and Procureur- 
G^nerol of the Conr Boyale of Paris 
in 1847. In 18^ he was elected 
Deputy for Cosnes (Ni^vre), in spite 
of tho most strenuous opposition. 
After tho revolution of Feb., 1848, 
M. Delangle resumed his place at tho 
Paris Bar, embraced ,tho cause of 
Louis Napoleon, and in 1850 was 
appointed President of the Bureau de 
r Assistance Judicioire de la Cour de 
Cassation. Shortly after the coup 
(Vdtat of Deo. 2, 1851, ho was named 
President of tho section of the Inte- 
rior for PublioInstmctionandWoiship 
in the Council of State. He was bno 
of the commissioners chosen to rapre- 
sent tho Government in the delibera-. 
tions of the Senate relative to the 
re-establishment of tho empire, m 
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1862 he became Froonreiir-G4n&ral of 
the Goar de Cassation, in place of M. 
Dnpin ; in December of that year was 
appointed Chief President of the Conr 
lmp4riale of Paris, and was created 
a Senator, in addition to being a 
member of the Municipal and Depart- 
mental Commission of the Seine, and 
of the Imperial Connoil of Public In- 
struction. M. Delangle replaced Gen. 
Espinasse in the Ministiy of the 
Interior, June 5, 1858, and by decree, 
May 5, 1859, became Minister of Jus- 
tice, with the title of Keeper of the 
Seals, which office he resigned June 
23, 1863. He was chosen First Vice- 
President of the Senate, Oct. 18, 1863, 
in place of M. Bouland, and was 
elected a member of the Academy of 
Moral and Political Sciences, March 5, 
1859. M. Delangle, who is a Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, has 
contributed several articles on juris- 
pnidence to the Gazette desTvihunaux, 
and has written a work entitled ** Traite 
sur les Socidtes Commorcialcs.” 

DE LA HUE, Warren, Ph.D., 
F.B.S., Corresponding Member of the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences, St. 
Petersburg, and Vice-President of the 
Boyal Astronomical Society, Knight 
of the Legion of Honour, Commander 
of the order of St. Maurice and 
St. Lazarus, son of the late Mr. 
Thomas Do La Hue, was born about 
1816. He was educated at tho Col-* 
l^ge of St. Barbe, Paris, and en- 
tered his fathers business as a 
card-manufficturer and wholesale sta- 
tioner. Here he applied his scientific 
knowledge to purposes of practical 
utility, and invented a great number 
of new processes and machines, some 
of which were patented. Among the 
former may be cited processes for 
utilizing earth-oils, and in the latter 
machinery for printing surface-colour- 
ing pi^er, pasting cara, and for fold- 
ing envelopes,— the last-mentioned in 
otmuection with Mr. Edwin Hill. He 
acted as a jtkr6r and reporter in the 
department of Class XXIX. in the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, was a juror 
in Class X. of the Paris Exhibition of 
1865; . and President of Section B, . 


Class XXVIII., of the Exhibition of 
1862. Mr. De La Bue, who is a 
member of the Boyal, Astronomical, 
Chemical, and several other learned 
societies, has made some important 
scientific investigations, of which an 
account will be found in their pub- 
lications. He has established an 
observatory at Cranford, Middlesex^ 
and has distinguished- himself by 
the eminent success with which he 
has applied photography to the re- 
cording of celestial phenomena. In 
1860 ho went to Spain with the ** Hima- 
laya expedition” (See Airy, G.B.)> 
and succeeded in obtaining a series 
of photographs of the total eclipse 
of the sun, July 18. These photo- 
graphs, especially those obtained 
daring the total eclipse, are of high 
scientific interest. The discussions 
of the results of the photographic ex- 
pedition formed the subject of the 
Bakerian lecture, read at the Boyal 
Society in April, 1862, and since pub- 
lished in their Transactions. He re- 
cently published, in connection with 
Mr. Balfour Stewart and Mr. B. 
Loewy, “Besearches on Solar Phy- 
sios,” founded on observations made 
at the Kew Observatory under his 
directions. ^ 

DEMETZ, Fr]^d:^ric-Auovste, phi- 
lanthropist, bom May 12,1796, studied 
law at Paris, and has filled various 
magisterial functions in that city. 
In 1832 ho was appointed Court 
Counsel, in 1836 he went to the 
United States to study tho peniten- 
tiary system there, and in 1840 he 
resigned his appointments, to devote 
himself entirely to the philanthropic 
measures with which his name is 
associated, founding, with the oor 
operation of his former school-fellow, 
M. de Bretigni5res de Conrteilles, the 
agricultural colony and penitentiary 
of Mettray, near Tours. The object 
of this institution, supported by the 
parent society, was to rsgienerate, by 
a special education, such youtUhl 
offenders as had been acquitted on 
the ground of having acted without 
discernment, but who, before this 
effort was made, were left to asaooiato 
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in the prisonB with oonyicts. The 
year before M^Demetz had established 
at the same place a school for teach- 
ers, who were to be especially eni' 
ployed in directing the education of 
youthful offenders. He began with 
ten children ; at the end of the first 
year he had 300, and the number 
* soon increased abore 600. The scheme 
has won the admiration of English 
and continental philanthropists, and 
many colonies' have been established 
in France and elsewhere upon the 
model of that of Mettray. Many 
thousand children have passed under 
the tuition of M. Demotz, who has 
watched their career in life with great 
solicitude. M. Demetz visited several 
English penitentiaries in 1855, and 
his speeches at Birmingham, Bristol, 
and other places, attracted much at- 
tention. The reports on Mettray are 
published annually,* and persons inter- 
ested in the subject will find much 
information in a pamphlet edited by 
the late Mr. Jeliuger Symons, bar- 
rister, entitled A Collection of Papers, 
Ac., on Beformatories,*’ publish^ in 
London in 1855. M. Dometz, who 
received the Gross of the Legion of 
Honour, June 8, 1837, and was pro- 
moted officer in 1864, has published 
some pamphlets, Ac. 

D£ MOBGAN, Augustus, bom at 
Madura, in Southern India, in 1806, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and took his B.A. degree 
in 1827 as fourth wrangler. On 
leaving Cambridge, he entered at 
Lincoln’s Inn, and commenced Ids 
legal studies, which he abandoned on 
obtaining, in 1828, the Professorship 
of Mathematics in the newly-founded 
University df London, now University 
Colley. Mr. De Moigan resigned his 
post in 1831, but returned to it in 
1836, on the death of his successor, 
and resigned definitively in 1866. 
He is a voluminous writer on the 
principles history of mathematics, 
and on points connected with the 
profession of an aotnaiy, whioh he has 
practised, for many years, although 
not attached to any office, and has 
published works onarithmetio, algebra, 


trigonometry, double algebra, the dif- 
ferential calculus, the calculus of 
fimetions, the theory of probabilities, 
life contingencies, the gnomonio pro- 
jection, the use of the globes, formal 
log^c, arithmetical books (bibliogra- 
phical), and a book called the Book 
of Almanacs,” by which the whole 
almanac of any year, past, present, or 
future, in either style, may be turned 
to at once. He wrote the articles 
on mathematics and some on astro- 
nomy in the “Penny Cyclopmdia,” 
many biographies in that wprk, in the 
** Gallery of Portraits,” and in the 
uncompleted Biographical Dictionary 
of tho Useful Knowledge Society, 
with lires of Newton and Halley in 
“ Knight’s British Worthies;” a series 
of artides in the “ Companion to the 
Almanac,” 1833-57; many memoirs 
and papers in the Transactions of tho 
Cambridge Philosophical Bociety, the 
Philosophical Magazine^ the CmnhHdge 
and Ihiblin Journal, Notes and Queries,, 
Ac. Mr. Do Morgan contributed to 
tho publications of tho Society for tho 
Diffusion of Useful Knowledge, of the 
committee of which he was a member; 
and it is not uncommon to attribute 
to him writings published anony- 
mously by that Society, to which he 
has no claim whatever, especidly the 
treatise on “ Probability,” really 
written by Sir John Lubbock and Mr. 
Drinkwater-Bethuiie. He is a Fellow 
of the Boyal Astronomical Society, 
and of the Cambridge Philosophical 
Society, was for thirty years on the 
Council of the Astronomical Society, 
during eighteen of which he was one 
of its secretaries. Mr. De Morgan, 
who has for many years written in 
favour of the system of decimal coin- 
age, whioh was recommended by a 
Committee of the House of Commons, 
has, since 1846, advocated large ex- 
tensions of logic, and has propounded 
a system, of which the znost condensed 
view is to be found in his “Syllabus,” 
published m 1860. His controversy 
on the subject with tho late Sir Wil- 
liam Hamilton, so far as it was p^ 
iional, need not be described; that with 
Hatton’s wriHnga and his followerR, 
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still continues. One of the chief points 
is the question of logical quantity, 
on which Mr. Be Morgan appears 
to maintain that the logicians have 
got into confusions and circumscrip- 
tions, which it needs the mathema- 
tician to set right. Mr. Do Morgan 
maintains and repeats that the fol- 
lowers of tho two great branches of 
exact science, logic and mathematics, 
have each made a great blunder ; the 
logicians, in neglecting mathematics ; 
themathematicians,in neglecting logic. 

DENISON, The Ven. George 
Anthony, Archdeacon of Taunton, 
fourth son of the late John Denison, 
•Esq., M.P., brother of tho Speaker of 
the House of Commons, of the late 
bishop of Salisbury, and of Sir Wil- 
liam Denison, K.O.fi., governor of 
Madras, was bom in 1805. He was 
educated at Eton and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1826, taking a first-class in classical 
honours ; in 1828 was elected Fellow 
of Oriel College; in the same year 
was University prizeman, gaining the 
Latin Essay and tho English Essay in 
1829. He was curate of Cuddesden, 
Oxfordshire, from 1832 to 1838 ; was 
appointed in 1838 vicar of Broad- 
windsor, Dorset, whence he was 
transferred, in 1845, to tho vicarage 
•of East Brent, Somerset, and became 
Examining Chaplain to the bishop 
•of Bath and Wells, who advanced 
him to the Archdeaconry of Taun- 
ton. Ho has been an active member 
of the London and Bristol ** Church 
Unions,” and a strong opponent of 
all schemes of Government educa- 
tion. In 1858, in consequence of 
;a charge of unsound doctrine pub- 
licly made against him by Bishop 
Spencer, who was at that time dis- 
'Charging the fbnetions of the bishop 
> of Bath and Wells, the Archdeacon 
resigned his Examining Chaplaincy, 
and preached in the cathedral at Wells 
three sermons on The Beal Pre- 
sence, ’’ which he published as his 
defence. Ptoceedings were taken 
against him, on account of matter 
•contained in these sermons, in Jan., 
1854. In 1856 the Arohdeacon was 


sentenced to deprivation of all his 
preferments by judgment of a court 
held at Bath, and presided over by 
the archbishop of Canterbury. This 
sentence was set aside, upon appeal to 
the Court of Arches, on a point of 
law : and the judgment of the Court 
of Arches was confirmed, on farther . 
appeal, by the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council, Feb. 6, 1858. The 
Archdeacon was editor of tho Church 
and State Review, from its establish- 
ment, in 1862, till Aug., 1865 ; and, 
as a member of the Lower House of 
Convocation, took an active part, in 
1864, in procuring the condemnation 
of ” Essays and lleviews,” and of 
Dr. Colenso’s published writings. 

DENISON, The Bight Hon. John 
Evelyn, Speaker of the House of 
Commons, ^rn in 1800, was educated 
at Eton and at Christ Cnurch, Oxfoixl, 
where ho was the contemporary and 
friend of many who afterwards became 
celebrated in the politic&l world, and 
where he graduated B.A. in 1823. In 
the same year he was returned to 
Parliament for the borough of New- 
castlo-under-Lyme, and in 182*1, in 
company with tho present carl of 
Derby, Lord Taunton, and the late 
Lord Whamcliffe, went on a protracted 
tour thibugh Canada and the United 
States. On the formation of Mr. 
Canning's administration, Mr. Donison 
WHS appointed one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty. At this time the straggle 
of parties was very fierce, as tho 
Boman Catholic Emancipation ques- 
tion agitated the political world. Mr. 
Denison uniformly supported conces- 
sion to the claims of the Boman 
Catholics. Mr. CanningJ^s death led 
to a considerable alteration in the 
state of political parties, and, among 
others, it affected Mr. Denison. He 
relinquished the duties of the Ad- 
miralty Board, and preferring an in- 
dependent political career to the 
responsibilities of an official position, 
did not again hold office, though 
several administrations sought his 
services. In 1830 he was ^returned 
for tho borough of Hastings. In 
1831, after the death of Mr. Huski^- 
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son, he was invited to stand for Liver* 
})ool, and at the general election of 
1831 he was returned fo^ that borough 
and for the county of Nottingham, 
choosing to sit for the latter. During 
two Parliaments, ho represented the 
borough of Malton, and in 1857 he 
was returned for the North division of 
Notts. Mr. Denison took an active 
part in the conduct of the private 
business of the House; and on the 
retirement of Mr. Shaw Lefevre in 
1857, was unanimouslychosen Speaker, 
being again unanimously elected in 
1859 and in 1866. In 1827 Mr. De- 
nison married the third daughter of 
the fourth duke of Portland. As 
Speaker of the House of Commons, 
Mr. Denison ranks as the iirst Com- 
moner, and takes precedence next 
after barons. His emolument consists 
o^a furnished house in the New Palace 
of Westminster, and a salary of 
£5,000 a year. 

DENISON, Sir William Thomas, 
third son of the late John Denison, 
Esq., M.P., and brother of the 
Speaker and of Archdeacon Deni- 
son, was bom in 1804. He was 
educated at Eton, and entered the 
army in 1826, in which he became 
Lieut.-Colonel of the Engineers in 
1855, and Colonel in 1859. *He held 
the Governorship of Tasmania from 
1846 to 1854, and the Governor- Ge- 
neralship of New South Wales from 
1854 to 1860, when he was appointed 
Governor of Madras. Sir William 
temporarily administered the Gover- 
nor-Generalship* of India for the few 
months which intervened between the 
death of the earl of Elgin in Nov., 
1863, and .the arrival of Sir John 
Lawrence in Jan., 1864. « 

DENMARK (King or), Christian 
IX., fourth son of the late Duke Wil- 
liam, of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonder- 
burg-Glilcksbui^, was Imra April 8, 
1818. Before his accession to the 
crown, he waa Inspeofcor-Oeneral and 
Oominander-in-Ohief of the DaalBh 
Cavalry, and in 1842 married a daugh- 
ter of the Landgrave William of Hesse- 
Cassel, by whom he has had severaf 
children, and among them the Princess , 


Alexandra of Wales, and the Princess'- 
Dagmar, married to the Gzarewitoh in 
1866. The succession was vested in 
him by the protocol of London, May 8, 
1852, and ho ascended the throne on 
the death of Frederick VII., Nov. 15, 
1863. On his accession, the position 
of affairs with respect to Schleswig- 
Holstein was completely changed. 
The son of the duke of Angfustenburg- 
immediately laid claim to the sove- 
reignty of the duchies, although his- 
father had for a compensation resigned 
all his rights in 1852. The inde- 
pendence of Holstein more especially, 
and of a portion of Schleswig, was 
warmly espoused by the German Diet, 
which forthwith ordered the advance 
of a Federal army to occupy the de- 
batable territory, for the purpose of 
enforcing its enfranchisement from 
Danish rule. Before matters had 
proceeded far, Austria and Prussia 
determined to interfere, and by a 
combined armed occupation of the 
disputed territory to bring ^the ques- 
tion to an issue independent!;^ of the 
Diet, and in opposition to the wishes 
of that body. They accordingly in- 
vaded the duchies, which, after a hotly 
contested campaign, they succeeded 
in wresting from Denmark, and tak- . 
ing temporary possession of Jutland. 
Christian IX., disappointed in not ob- 
taining assistance from some European 
povror, after the failure of the con- 
ference convened in London in 186^ — 
which failure was in some measure' 
attributable to the obstinacy of the 
Danish Government, — entered into 
negotiations for peace with Prussia 
and Austria, and a treaty was signed 
at Vienna, Oct. 30, 1864. The king of' 
Denmark renounced all his rights to 
Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg, 
and in 1866 the two Gorman powers 
quarrelled over the spoil. ^ Christian 
IX. and Queen Louise visited the 
Princess of Wales at Marlborough 
House, London, in March, 1867. 

DERBY (Earl or), Thb Bight Hon. 

Edward Gboftrby Stanlbt, E.G., Ag«, 
was bom March 29, 1799, at Knowsley 
Park, Lancashire, and educated at Eton, 
and at Christ Ohnroh, Oxford, whMO< 
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he obtained the Ghanoellor’a prize for 
Latin Terse. In 1821, Mr. Stanley 
was , returned to the House of Com- 
mons for Stookbridge. In 1824, his 
maiden speech, though on a matter of 
mere local interest, elicited a high 
eulogiumfirom Sir J. Mackintosh; and 
in the course of the same session, his 
second oratorioal effort, on the subject 
of tiie Irish Ohiurch, exhibited a ro^i- 
ness, aptitude, and ability worthy of 
an experienced debater. In 1826 he 
was returned for Preston. In the Can- 
ning and Goderich administrations, 
!BLr. Stanley commenced official life as 
Under-Secretaty for the Colonies, and 
on the formation of Lord Grey’s go- 
Temment, ho was nominated to the 
then arduous post of Chief Secretary 
for Ireland. On seeking re-election at 
Flreston, he was defeat^ by Mr. Henry 
Hunt, but was returned for Windsor, 
and was soon after engaged in those 
single-handed conflicts with O'Connell 
and Sheil which for years excited Par- 
liament and alarmed the country. 
While the Reform Bill was under dis- 
cussion in 1832, Mr. Stanley’s singular 
genius for debate was frequently 
exercised with effect in defence of its 
provisions ; and about the same time 
he carried a ministerial measure for 
National Education in Ireland. In 
1883 Mr. Stanley carried the Church 
Temporalities Bill, and the measure 
for emancipating the West India 
slaves; having for the latter purpose 
become Colonial Secretary and a 
member of the Cabinet. Disapproving 
of Lord Melbourne’s project for still 
farther reducing the Irish Church 
Establishment, Lord Stanley resigned, 
and his example was followed by Sir 
J. Graham, the late Lord Ripon, and 
the late duke of Richmond. He de- 
elihed to take part in the administra- 
tion ficvmed by Sir R. Feel on Lord 
Gr^s resignation in 1834; but having 
acted in concert with the Conservative 
oppetatUm for seven years, he accepted 
the seals of the Colonial (Iffice in 1841, 
and was siimmoned to the House of 
Peeib as Baron Stanley of Bickerstaffe, 
in' Sep.; 1644. When Sir R. Peel, 
towards the eq4 of 1845> determined 


upon repealing the Com Laws,^Lord 
Stanley retired from the Cabinet, and 
in 1846, though with seeming reluct- 
ance, appear^ as head of the Protec- 
tionist opposition, for which the 
industry of Lord George Bentinck 
and the genius of Mr. Disraeli g^- 
dually secured public recognition. 
Though the Straggle at first appeared 
hopeless, the resignation of Lord J. 
Russell in 1851 placed power within 
the grasp of the Conservatives. Lord 
J. Russell was allowed to resume the 
reins, but after his second resignation 
in Feb., 1852, the Conservative chief, 
who had succeeded his father as 
fourteenth earl of Derby, Juno 30, 
1851, accepted the responsibilities of 
office, and constructed a cabinet, 
which carried measures of Chancery 
Reform, passed the Militia Bill, and 
formed with the emperor of the 
French that alliance which circum- 
stances have since rendered so impor- 
tant to this country. After the general 
election of 1852, Lord Derby, in do- 
ferenco to a vote of the House of 
Commons hostile to the financial 
schemes of his Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, tendered his resignation 
and resumed the position of leader 
of the Opposition. On the fall of the 
Coalition Ministry in Jan., 1855, Lord 
Derby declined to undertake the duties 
of government, on the ground that 
the only ministry he could have formed 
would have been dependent for ex- 
istence on the forbearance of foes. 
Lord Derby formed l^is second admi- 
nistration in Feb., 1858, and the Re- 
form Bill having been rqfected on the 
second reading by a majority of 39, 
March 31, 1859, appealed to the 
country. The result of the general 
election, though Ihvourable to the 
Conservatives, did not give them the 
necessary majority, and having been 
defeated in the House of Commons 
on a vote of want of confidence by a 
majority of 13, they resigned June 
11, 1859. The fall of Lord Russell’s 
second administratiem in June, 1866, 
led to the formation of Lord Derby’s 
third administration, which is stiU 
(1867) in office. After the death of 
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the duke of Wellington in 1852, Lord 
Derby was elected Ohanoellor of the 
Uniyersity of Oxford, and on the 
retirement of his second administra- 
tion was made a Knight of the Qarter. 
In 1865 Lord Derby published a trans- 
lation, in blank verse, of the Iliad of 
Homer. The work, which has been 
highly praised by persons bestqnahfied 
to give an opinion on the subject, has 
gone through six editions. The noble 
author has devoted the proceeds to 
a Scholarship at Wellington College. 

DEBBY (Bishop of), the Bight 
Bev. William Hiogih, D.D., the son 
of a Lancashire gentleman, was b(fra 
in 1793. Having graduated B.A. as 
thirteenth wrangler at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, he held the curacy 
of Clifton, Gloucestershire, and after- 
wards went to Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, where he took the degrees of 
M.A. and D.D. He was appointed suc- 
cessively Chaplain of the Biohmond 
General Penitentiary, Dublin, Beotor 
of Bosorea, Vicar- General of Killaloe, 
and Dean of Limerick, and was conse- 
crated, in 1849, Bishop of Limerick, 
whence he was translated, in 1853, to 
Deny. The see is of the annual value 
of £3,500, and includes the counties of 
Londonderry, Donegal, and Tyrone, 
and a small portion of AntriihJ The 
bishop has published several charges. 

D E S M ABE ST, Ebne8T-L£on- 
Joseph, bom at Paris, May 17, 1815, 
joined the Bar in that city in 1837. 
Having been appointed Lieutenant of 
theNational Gui^ in 1848, for his ser- 
vices dnring the insurrection in June, 
he received the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour in Aug. of that year, and 
for some time after the establishment 
of the Bepublio fulfilled the duties of 
A^unct to the Mptyor of the 2nd 
arrondissement. He is a member of 
the Council of the order of Barristers, 
and has distinguished himself in 
numerous political cases in which he 
has had to plead. M. Desmarest has 
written **De Constantine et de la‘ 
Domination Pranoaise en Afrique,*' 
published in 1837; and Les Principes 
et les Hommes, Esquisses B4trospec- 
tiyes," in 1840 ; the latter in con- 


junction with M. H. Bodrignes. At 
the banquet given to M. Berryer. 
Kov. 8, 1^4, by the Bar of EngUmd, 
M. Desmarest, as bdtonnier of the 
French bar, was present. 

DE VEBE, Aubrey Thomas, third 
son of the late Sir Aubrey de Vere, 
Bart., of Cnrragh Chase, co. Limerick, 
was bom in 1814, and educated at 
the University of Dublin. He pub- 
lished, in 1842, the ** Waldenses, and 
other Poems; ** in 1843, the Search 
after Proserpine;’* in 1856, ** Poems, 
Miscellaneous and Sacred and in 
1858, “ May Carols.” His prose 
works are ” English Misrale and Irish 
Misdeeds,” published in 1848, and 
” Wanderings in Greece and Turkey,” 
in 1850. “The Infant Bridal and 
other Poems ” appeared in 1864. 

DEVILLE, Jean-Achille, anti- 
quarian, bom at Paris in 1789, pub- 
lished in 1813 a translation in verse 
of Virgil’s “Bucolics,” afterwards 
wrote some tragedies, and directed 
his attention to the stady of arohmo- 
logy. Sent about 1827 by Gfovem- 
ment to Bouen as receiver of “ con- 
tributions directed,” he became suc- 
cessively director of the Museum of 
Antiquities of that city, member of the 
Society of Antiquaries of the West, and 
Crrespondont of the Institute of the 
section of Inscriptions and Belles- 
Lettres. He was decorated with the 
Cross of the Legion of Honour in 
April, 1845. M. Deville is the author • 
of “ Essai historiquo et descriptif de 
I’Abbaye de Saint-Georges de Bocher- 
ville,” published in 1827 ; “ Histoire 
du Ch&teau Gaillard,” in 1829; “Tom- 
beaux de la CathddztJe de Bouen,” in 
(833; “Histoire du Chftteau et des 
iiros de Tancarville,” in 1834 ; “ His- 
toire du Chateau d’Arques,” in 1839 ; 

Bevue des Architeotes de la Cath5- 
drale de Bouen jusqu’h la fin du 
XVI. Sihcle,” in 1848 ;“ Compte des 
D^penses de Ja Construction du 
Chlteau Gaillon,” in 1851 ; and nu- 
merous dissertations and memoirs 
upon curious points in biography ai^. 
history, two of which, upon Corneille 
and the Heart of St. Louis, are the 
bivt known. (Bos Claire, St.) 
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DEVON (Eakl of), The Bight 
Hon. William Beoinald Goubtenat 
was bom April 15, 1807, and sncoeeded 
Ills father in the title as fourth earl. 
March 19, 1859. The noble earl, wh< 
was ednoated at Westminster and 
Christ Ghnroh, Oxford, is a Fellow o: 
All Souls’ College, Oxford, and an 
Honoraiy D.C.L. of that universitj. 
He was called to the Bar in 1832, and 
represented South Devon from July, 
1841, till Jan., 1849. In tho last- 
mentioned year he was appointed a 
Poor-Law Inspector, which ofSoe he 
held until 1850. From 1850 to 1859 
Lprd Devon was Secretary of the 
Poor-Law Board, and was appointed 
Chancellor of tho Duchy of Lancaster 
in Lord Derby’s third administration, 
in July, 1866, and President of the 
Board of Trade in May, 1867. 

DEVONSHIBE (The Duke op), 
SiE William Gavendi8h,K.6., F.B.S., 
D.C.L., Ac., grandson of the late 
earl of Burlington, was born April 
27, 1808, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duate M.A. as second wrangler and 
Smith’s prizeman in 1829, in which 
year ho was returned as one of tho 
members for the University of Cam- 
bridge. Bcjected by this constitu- 
OTcy in 1830, Lord Cavendish was 
returned for Maldon, and n>presciitcd 
North Derbyshire from 1882 till he 
succeeded to the title of earl of Bur- 
lington in May, 1834. Lord Burling- 
ton, who was Chancellor of the 
University of London from 1836 to 
1856, succeeded his cousin in the 
duk^om, Jan. .1*7, 1858. His grace 
was appointed Lord-Lieutenant of 
Derbysldre in 1858, and succeeded 
the late Prince Albert as Chancellor 
of the University of Cambridge in 
1862. Like his predecessor, the duke 
is a great patron of the fine arts and of 
Bteratnre!^ and is the head of one of 
the great Whig houses which have 
so prominently in our histoiy. 

; \DEWEY,, The Bsv» Chesteb, D.D., 
at Sheffield, Massoohu- 
setia, Oct 25, 1784^ g^uated at 
Wiiliam’a Ceffiege in 1806,, was ; 
licensed to psreach in 1808, agd | 


officiated at Tyringham, in Western 
Massachusetts. The same year , he 
became tutor in William^s College, a 
post he exchanged, in 1810, for the 
chair of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy in that institution. This 
office he held for seventeen years. 
Frem 1827 to 1836 he was principal 
of a school for boys in Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts, known as the Gym* 
nasium,” whence he was transferred 
to the Bochoster Collegiate Insti- 
tute,” which he left in 1850, to 
become Professor of Chemistry and 
Natnrol Philosophy in tho university 
of* the same city. Dr. Dewey, who 
has delivered numerous lectures and 
sermons, has written several botanical 
treatises ; and among them a ” History 
of the Herbaceous Plants of Mas- 
sachusetts,” and has been a constant 
contributor to the Amencan Jawmal 
of Science and Art, Ho has been 
zealpus in the amelioration and ad- 
vancement of public schools, and took 
a prominent part in the establishment 
of the Teachers’ Institute, pf which 
ho acted for somo time as President. 

DEWEY, The Bev. Orville, D.D., 
born at Sheffield, Massachusetts, 
March 28, 179^ graduated at Wil- 
liam’s College in 1814, and studied 
theology at Andover Theological 
Seminary from 1816 to 1819. His 
opinions being unsettled, he at first 
declined permanent emplo 3 nncient in his 
profession, though he took temporary 
duty at Gloucester, United States, 
and having joined tho Unitarians, 
was for two years Dr. Channing’s 
assistant in the pulpit. In 1823 he 
accepted the pastorate of the Uni- 
tarian church at New Bedford, and 
his health failing, he retired in 1833, 
and visited Europe, publishing on his 
return the experiences of hij^ travels, 
in two volumes, under thit tiUo of 
‘The Old World and the Now.”

DHULEEP SINGH, The Mahaea- 
JAH, son of the famous Runjeet Singh, 
tho Rajah of the Funjaub, was born 
in 1838. Dhulecp was an infant when 
his father died, and the demoralized 
state of tho regency and army induced 
the British ministry to annex tho 
principality, under certain conditions ; 
me being that the young maharajah 
should receive four lacs of rupees, 
equivalent to £40,000 .sterling, per 
annum. Afterwards the maharajah 
became a Christian, took up his ab^e 
in England, and was naturalized. His 
mother, the notorious Ranee, also re- 
sided in this country until her death, 
in 1863, but resisted steadfastly all 
persuasion to become a convert 
to Christianity. It was at one time 
supposed that the maharajah would 
take for a wife the Frinoess Victoria 
of Coorg, but in 1864 he was married, 
at the British Consulate at Alexandria, 
to a young Protestant lady, a British 
subject.

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of Pickwick’* liatiirally caused Mr. 
Dickens to receive a variety of offers 
from London publishers; and bronght 
about his connection' with Mr. Bent- 
ley, who engaged his services as editor 
of his Miscellany, in the second num- 
ber of which, for Feb., 1887, appeared 
the first instalment of’* Oliver Twist.” 
This story, which was published in 
three volumes at the close of 1838, 
lets the reader into some of the se- 
crets of life, as it was too frequently 
fonnd in the parish-union workhouses, 
and in the dark haunts of thievery 
and villany which form so dark a 
blot upon London and the larger cities 
in the provinces. Admirably illus- 
trated by the pencil of George Oruik- 
shank, “Oliver Twist” at once be- 
came a favourite, and is still regarded 
as one of the author’s happiest pro- 
ductions. ** Nicholas Nickleby,” which 
appeared in shilling numbers, uniform 
with “Pickwick,” shortly after the 
completion of that work, was wntten 
to eipose in detail the cruelties which 
were then, and ore still, it is to bo 
feared, practised upon orphans and 
other neglected children of the middle 
classes at cheap schools, especially in 
some of the northern counties. Mr. 
Dickens states in the preface that 
these disclosures resulted from a visit 
of inspection paid by himself to a 
school of the “ Dotheboys ” class in 
the wolds of Yorkshire. In 1840 Mr. 
Dickons undertook the production of 
a story, or rather of a series of stories, 
in weeldy numbers. It was entitled 
“ Master Humphrey’s Clock,” and 
included, amongst other talcs, those 
since republished in a separate form, 
under the names of ** The Old Curiosity 
Shop,” containing the episode of 
“Little Nell,” so remarkable for its 
patiios and simplicity ; and of ** Bar- 
naby Budge,” a tale illustrative of 
the senseless riots connected with the 
name of Lord George Gh>rdon, in 1780. 
About the time of the publication of 
“ Master Humphrey’s Clock,” ap-

plain prose of facts. Soon after ^e 
completion of ** Master Humphrey’s 
Clock,” Mr. Charles Dickens sailed 
for the United States, for the purpose 
of preparing himself for the publica- 
tion of a work upop men and maimmrs 
in the New World. Having visited a 
great part of the country, and accumu- 
lated a store of materials, on his re- 
turn to England, in 1842, he published 
“ American Notes for General Circu- 
lation.” Many of the author’s state- 
ments were controverted by our 
Yankee cousins, and the book pro- 
voked a reply, under the facetious 
title of “ Change for American Notes.” 
In 184'! “Martin Chuzzlewit” ap- 
peared in numbers, and in the summer 
of that year Mr. Dickens visited Italy, 
and many of the results of his obser- 
vations were afterwards published in 
the Daily News, Betuming to Eng- 
land in the course of 1845, ho sug- 
gested the foundation of a cheap daily 
newspaper, to advocate the spread of 
Liberal politics and secular education 
at home, and show itself the sworn 
enemy of despotio and arbitraiy 
power abroad. Having organized a 
large literary staff, and surrounded 
himself with some of the leading 
writers of the day, he commenced the 
Daily News, Jan. 1, 1846, acting as the 
editor, and contributing to its columns 
his sketches from the south of Europe, 
under the attractive title of ** Pictures 
of Italy,” which were afterwards re- 
produced in a collective form. Mr. 
Dickens soon withdrew from his edi- 
torial post, and resumed his humorous 
serial publications. He wrote some 
stories of a more strictly imaginative 
cast, called “Christmas Books,” of 
which the first, ** A Christmas Carol,” 
was published inl843; tho8econd,“The 
Chimes,” in 1846; the third, “The 
Cricket on the Hearth,” in 1846 ; the 
fourth, ** The Battle of Life,” in 1846 ; 
and the fifth, “The Haunted Man 
and the Ghost’s Bargain,” in 1848. 
In addition to the above, Mr. Dickens 
has written “ Dombey and Son,” pub- 
lished in 1847--8; “The History of 
David Copperfield,” in 1849-50; 
** Bleak House,” in 1863; “Little 
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Donifc,” in 1866 ; and " A Tale of Two 
Cities/* "The Untsommercial Tra- 
Teller/* and "Creat Expectations;*’ the 
last three having been reprinted fW)m 
AU the Yew Bownd, In 1850 Mr. G. 
Dickens started Bousehold Words, a 
cheap weekly literaiy miscellany, 
which he condncted for some years; 
bnt a dispute having arisen between 
him and his publishers, he brought it 
to a conclusion in 1869, and estab- 
lished in its place another, similar in 
plan and form, entitled All the Tear 
Bound, which he still conducts. The 
first number of a new illustrated serial 
story from Mr. Dickens’s pen, entitled 
" Our Mutual Friend,” appeared in 
May, 1864. Mr. Dickens has a high 
reputation as an amateur actor, is 
one of the fonndors of the Guild of 
Literature and Art, and has been an 
active prumotcr^f the Boyal Literaiy 
Fund. 

DICKSON, Samuel Hbney, physi- 
cian, was bom in Charloston, South 
Carolina, in Sop., 1798, and gr^uated 
at Yale College in 1814. He studied 
medicine in his native city, where, in 
1817, he partially practised during a 
severe visitation of yellow fever. In 
1818-19 he attended the medical 
lectures in the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, whore he finally graduated. He 
was instmmental in the establishment 
of the Medical College at Charleston, 
to which, on its organization in 1824, 
he was appointed Professor of the 
Practice of Medicine. This office he 
resigned :q 1832, resuming it in 1838, 
on the reorganization of the college as 
the Medical College of South Carolina, 
[n 1847 he succeeded Dr. Bevere as 
Professor of the Practice of Medicine 
In the University of New York, but was 
nduced, upon earnest solicitation, to 
return, after a time, to his former post 
n Charlestbn. In 1850 he was elected 
io the same chair in the J^enon 
Hedioal College, Philadelphia. Dr. 
Bekson, besides being a. contributor 
o various medical Journals, is &e 
nthor of "Elements of Medicine,’* 
Essays on Pathology and Therapeu- 
ics,” "Essays on Liffi, Sleep, Pain, 
so./’ "Esssys cm Slaveiy,” Ac., and 


has^ delivered several lectures and 
speeches on social subjects, and more 
particularly on the temperance quies- 
tion. 

DIDAY, FsAir 90 is, artist, bom at 
Genova in. 1812, studied painting 
in France under various masters, and 
afterwards travelled, though his prin- 
cipal works relate to his native conn- 
tiy. He first exhibited at the Salon 
of Paris, in 1840, three pictureSj en- 
titled "Un Chalet dans les Hautes 
Alpes,” "Le Soir dans la Vallde,” 
and "Un Torrent dans les Alpes.” 
Amongst his other works may be 
mentioned " Souvenir du Lac do 
Brientz,” "Lo Glacier de Bosonheim” 
(purchased for tho Mus^e of Lau- 
sanne); "Souvenir do Suisse,” and 
"Le GhSne et lo Boseau.” These 
pictures have been exhibited at Paris, 
and the last three were admitted to 
the exhibition of 1855. M. Diday ob- 
tained a second-class medal in 1840, 
a first-class in 1841, and was decorated 
with tho Cross of the Legion of Honour 
in 1842. 

DIGBY, Kenblm Henry, youngest 
son of tho Very Bev. Wm. Digby, 
dean of Clonfert, Ireland, a member 
of the family represented by Lord 
Digby, was bom in 1800, educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1823, and soon after 
becoming a convert to the Boman 
Catholic Church, ho studied exten- 
sively the Boholastic system of theo- 
logy and the antiquities of the middle 
ages, inspired by those studies, and 
t&nroughly imbued with tho spirit of 
the ages with which he is so familiar, 
he wrote "The Broad Stone of Honour; 
or, Buies for the Gentlemen of Eng- 
land, in four books,” published in 
1829; "Mores Catholici, or Ages 
of Faith,” in 1840; "Compitum, or 
the Meeting of Ways at the Catholic 
Church,” in 1851 ; " Evenings on the 
Thames,” Ac. 

DILl^, Sir Charles Wentwortu, 
Bart., son of the late Mr. C. W, Dilke, 
who was principal proprietor and fi>r 
many years ^tor of the Afhenamni, 
bom in London in 1810, was ^nc^w 
at Westminster and at Trinity Hall, 
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Cambridge. He waa one of the earliest 
promoters of the Great Exhibition of 
1851, and acted as a leading member 
of the exeentiye committee.' When 
rewards were conferred upon varions 
members of that body for their ser- 
vices, Mr. Dilke was ofibred the honour 
of kxdghthood, which he declined, and 
refbsed all pecuniary reward for his 
assistance, wishing his public services 
t<Wbe purely honorary. The resusci- 
tation df the Horticultural Society of 
London is said to have been in great 
measure duo to his exertions as one of 
the then vice-presidents. Among other 
public movements with which he has 
been associated, may be mentioned 
the second Great Exhibition of 18G2, 
of which he w’as appointed by her 
Majesty one of the five royal com- 
missionors. In Jan., 1862, her Ma- 
jesty was pleased to confer a baronetcy 
upon him, and at the general election 
in July, 1865, he was returned to the 
House of Commons for Wallingford. 

DINDOEF, William, critic and 
philologist, was born in 1804, at 
Leipsio, where ho was educated, and 
where ho distinguished himself by 
his ability and zeal in the study of 
classical Hteratui’e, and was after- 
wards appointed Professor of Literary 
History. He has published critical 
editions of Demosthenes, Aristotle, 
Athenmus, Procopius, of tlic Greek 
Scholiasts to Aristophanes, Demos- 
thenes, Sophocles, and .^schylus; 
the Poets Scenici Grsoci, Lucian, and 
Josephus. His editions are the re- 
ceived text-books of the Greek i rage- 
dians, as well as of Aristophanes and 
Aristotle, at Oxford. 

DISEAELI, The Eight Hoh. Ben- 
JAlfiH, leader of the House of Com- 
mons and Chancellor of theExobequer, 
eldest son of the lato Isaac Disraeli, 
Esq., of Bradenham, Bucks, the cele- 
brate author of the Curiosities of 
Literature,’* was born in London, Dec. 
21, 1805i and became an author while 
yet a In 1825 he took the 

.novcd^rcMidingr pnblic by surprise with 
’‘•Viviim Grey,” followed, at inter- 
vals, by The .Yonng Duke,” "Henri- 
etta Temple^** Contorini Fleming,” 


" Venetia,” " The Wondrous Tale of 
Alroy,” and other brilliant works of 
imagination. After extensive travels 
in the East, he returned to Englaind 
in 1831, and contested the borough of 
Wycombe, being defeated by a small 
majority. In 1837 he was elected to 
the House of Commons for Maidstone, 
which constituency ho exchanged in 
1841 for Bhrowsbury. In 1^7 he 
was i*etumed for the county of Buck- 
ingham, in which his estate of Hugh- 
enden Manor is situated, and which 
he has continued to represent to the 
present time, having been returned 
no loss than eight times. He adhered 
to Sir E. Pool’s parfy until that mini- 
ster became a convert to the doctrines 
of free trade, and from that date, 
allied himself closely with the Con- 
servative party, of which ho became 
the acknowledge leader in the House 
of Commons after the death of Lord 
G. Bentinck. He was Chancellor of 
the Exchequer under Lord Derby’s 
first and second administrations of 
1852 and 1858<-9, and in the latter 
year brought in a Eeform bill which 
was defeated by the Whigs, though 
the latter have since faiie to carry 
any measure of their own. Oii the 
accession to power of Lord Derby’s 
thiid administration, in July, 18^, 
Mr. Disraeli resumed his position as 
leader of the House of Commons and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Mr. 
Disraeli is an honorary D.C.L. of 
Oxford, a Privy Councillor, a Trustee 
of the British Museum, a (governor of 
Wellington College, a Trustee of the 
National Portrait Galleiy, and a 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Bucks, and 
was a Eoyal Commissioner of the 
Great Exhibition of 1851. Among 
Mr. Disraeli’s publications since his 
entrance on political life, are "Oo- 
nin^by,” " Sybil,” “ Tancred,” works 
curiously compounded of politics and 
fiction ; " A Vindication of the Eng- 
lish Constitution,” and a biography of 
Lord G. Bentinck. An early poetical 
work, entitled " A Eevolutionaiy 
Epic,” was republished in 1864. 

DIX, Gen. John Adams, bom at 
Boscawen, New Hampshire in 1798, 
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entered the army in 1812, and was 
snocessively lientenaot of infantiy, 
lieutenant of artillery^ and a^ntant 
of a battalion before 1816. In 1828 
ho resigned his commission, married, 
and adopted the legal profession, at 
the same time devoting his attention 
to politics, and becoming a member 
of tho Democratic party. In 1830 ho 
was Adjutant-Gleneral of the State of 
Now York, in 1842 a member of the 
State Assembly, and in 1845 he was 
retnmod to the Senate at Washington. 
On account of divisions in the Demo- 
cratic party, after his first term had 
expired, he was replaced by Mr. 
Seward. Daring the election of 
President Pierce ho was selected for 
the post of Seeretaiy of State, but de- 
clined it in favonr of Governor Marpy. 
In 1853 he was Assistant Treasurer 
of New York, and in 1859 was ap- 
pointed Postmaster by l*resident 
Bnehanon. At the outbreak of tho 
civil war ho was appointed Major- 
General of the New York Militia ; in 
1861 was placed in charge of tho 
department of Maiyland, and in 1862 
was transferred to Fortress Monroe, 
with the command of the seventh 
airny corps. In 1863 ho was again 
transferred to New York, of which 
place he was Militaiy Commandant 
during the riots which followed Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s order for the draft, and 
was appointed Minister at Paris in 
Sep., 1866. 

DIXON, William IlEF^vottTJi, of 
the Inner Temple, historian and critic, 
descended from an old Puritan family, 
is the son of Abner Dixon, of Holm- 
firth and Kirk Burton, in the West 
Biding of Yorkshire, and was bom 
June 30, 1821. Mr. Dixon’s first 
literary eflbrt was a five-act tragedy, 
which was privately printed by his 
friends. The early volumes of \‘'ho 
Illuminated Magazine, edited by 
Douglas Jorrold, contain several 
poems with his name or initials. At 
that time he was acting as literary 
editor of a paper at Cheltenham, 
which place he quitted for London in 
1846, and entered as a student at tha 
Inner Temple. He wrote a series of 
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papm in the DeAly News on the 
** Literature of the Lower Orders,” 
which were precursors of Henry 
Mayhew’s inquiries into the condition 
of the London poor. In tho 
paper appeared another series of 
articles, afterwards raviBed and en- 
larged in a work entiUed ” London 
Prisons.” In 1849 he published 
** John Howard, a Memoir,” — a b<^k 
which passed through three editfiw 
in one year. The special ebje^ of 
this work was to place tho labours, of 
Howard in their proper relation to the 
literature and histoiy of *the period. 
The volume has often been reprinted 
both in London and New York. In 
1850 Mr. Dixon was appointed a 
Deputy-Commissioner to the Boyal 
Commission for oanying out the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, and was 
successful in organizing one hundred 
committees out of the throe hundred 
that were established. In 1851 ap- 
peared the ” Life of William Penn,” 
in which Macaulay’s charges against 
tho founder of Pennsylvania were 
first met senatini, and refuted. In 
1852 appeared ”]^bert Blake: Ad- 
miral and General at Sea,” a volume 
in the composition of which Mr; Dixon 
had tho advantage of help from Lord 
Dundonald. Both ” Penn ” and 
** Blake” have gone through several 
editions, in England and in the 
United States. Daring theionvasion 
panic in 1852, Mr. Di»>n wrote an 
anonymous pamphlet, called the 
” French in England,” urging that if 
tho first Napoleon c^d not succeed 
in carrying out his intention, the 
third Napoleon would not. In ^at 
year he made a tour of Europe, visit- 
ing Italy and Spain, and travelling 
through Germany and Hungary as for 
as Belgrade. On his return, he . be- 
came chief editor of the Athengium, 
in which journal he had writtmi cm 
historical subjects for several yeam, 
and has necessarily taken ^part ^ in 
most of the literary, and ^ soientifio 
controversies of the periods An 
article firom his pen on the.*‘Shak4r 
speare Folio Corrector,” has been re- 
printed in a pamphlet' by a- Boston 
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admirer. In l860 he first drew pablii 
attention to Lord GampbeH’s state- 
ment of the case against Lord Bacon, 
a snbject which he had studied fo: 
many years. His papers were en- 
larged, and have been published in 
London, Boston, and Leipsio. In 
Erance and Germany the book hac 
been equally popular, and M. Lout 
Blanc purposes translating it intc 
French. Mr. Dixon was left Lady 
Morgan’s literaiy executor, and in 
conjunction with Mias Jewsbuiy, has 
published her memoirs. ** A Morning 
at Eden Lodge ” — a paper in which Mr. 
Dixon indicated the great wealth and 
curiosity of the Eden family papers 
— ^induced Lord Auckland to publish 
his father’s ** Journal and a similar 
paper on the ** Treasures of Kim- 
bolton ” caused the preparation of the 
duke of Manchester’s “ Court and So- 
ciety,” to which Mr. Dixon contributed 
the ** Memoirs of Queen Catherine.” 
In 1864 Mr. Dixon made a long 
journey through Turkey in Europe, 
Asia Minor, Palestine, and Egypt, 
the literary result of which was the 
publication, in the following year, of 
‘^The Holy Land,” in two volumes. 
He spent the summer and autumn of 
1866 in travelling through the United 
States. ” New America,” a record of 
these fresh travels, was published in 
Jan., 1867. Both the ** Holy Land ” 
and ” New America ” have passed 
through many editions, and have been 
reprinted in Leipsic and New York. 

DOBBIN, The Rev. Orlando 
Thomas, LL.D., bom in the county 
of Armi^h, graduated as a fellow- 
commoner at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin^ in 1837. In 1866 Dr. Dobbin 
was nominated rector of Tibohine 
and prebendaiy of Elphin, but de- 
clined the preferment, and is now 
inonmbmit of Balliver, in the dio- 
cese of Meatlu He has published 
Diodati’s * rare work, ** De Christo 
Oiaece loquente,” witii a translation ; 
an aaswSr to Strauss, called ”Ten. 
tamen Anti-Stranssi^nm i” and the 
Codex Montfortianns.” Several ser- 
mons have^ proceeded firom his pen, 
one entitled ^ National Prosperity,” 


and an Act Sermon, delivered in the 
chapel of Trinity College, entitled 
” The Divine Purpose of the Goiqiels 
vindicated.” Dr. Dobbin is the 
author of sundry reviews and essays 
in the London AmeriecM 

Bihlical Repository, BihUeal Review, 
Jowmal of Sacred lAterature, Eclectic, 
Duhlin Univemity MagouBine, and other 
periodicals, and of ” A Plea for Tole- 
ration towards our Fellow-subjects in 
Ireland who profess the Rdiman Ca- 
tholic Religion,” published in 1866. 

DOBELL, Sydney, known by the 
nom de plwm of “ Sydney Yendys,” 
of an old Sussex famUy, was bom in 
1824, at Peckham Rye, and is the 
eldest son of John Dobell (author of 
” Man unfit to govern Man”), and of 
Julietta, daughter of Samuel Thomp- 
son, a leader of political reform, and 
the founder of a denomination of 
‘^Free-thinking Christians.” Having 
been educated at home, at twelve 
years of age ho became a clerk to his 
father, a wine-merchant, who had 
removed in 1835 from London to 
Cheltenham. While engaged in this 
somewhat uncongenial employment, 
which he followed for fifteen years, he 
wrote a poem entitled the ” Roman,” 
and on its appearance in 1850, its 
author was generally hailed as a new 
poet by the Athencrum, Ac. In 1854 
he published the first part of “Balder,” 
which was severely attacked. It is a 
representative and not an autobiogra- 
phical poem, as some critics have as- 
sumed. Mr. Dobell, in 1855, appeared 
‘n print in companionship with the 
late Mr. Alexander Smith. The fact 
that both were residing in Edinbuigh 
seems to have brought them together, 
and led to tl».eir poetic partnership in 
;* Sonnets of the War.” Mr. DobeU 
is the author of “ England in Time of 
War.” His poems, including his 
yrics. Sonnets on the War, and 
Dramatic Poems, were reprint^ at 
Boston, U.S., in 1861. Mr. Dobell, 
rho has travelled in most parts of 
inrope, resides on the Cotswold Hills, 
within a few miles of Gloucester. In 
865 he published a pamphlet on 
'^furliamentory Refiirm, in which he 
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advocated a graduated sufl&sge and 
plnrality of votes. 

DOLBY. (See Sainton-Dolbt.) 

DOlLINGtER, John Joseph Igna- 
tius, a Roman Catholic theologian and 
historian, born at Bamberg, in Bavaria, 
Feb. 28, 1799, became chaplain to the 
diocese of Bamberg almost immedi- 
ately after receiving priest’s orders in 
1822. In 1820 he pnblished a work on 
** The Doctrine of the Eucharist during 
the First Three Centuries,” and was 
the same year invited to looturo be- 
fore the University of Munich, on the 
History of the Church. The substance 
of his lectures before that institution 
was published in his Manual of the 
History of the Church,” in 1828 ; and 
in a more extended form in his 

Treatise on the History of tho 
Church,” which appeared in 1838. In 
1845 M. Dollingor turned his atten- 
tion to politics, and .epresented the 
University of Munich in the Bavarian 
Parliament, and in 1861 was a dele- 
gate to that of Frankfort, whero he 
voted for the absolute separation of 
the Church from tho State. In 1861 
he delivered some lectures advocating 
the abandonment of tho temporal 
power by the Roman See, and is the 
author of “ Origins of Christianity,” 
published in 1833-5 ; ** The Religion 
of Mahomet,” in 1838 j “ The Re- 
formation: its Interior Development 
and its Eifects,” in 1846-8 ; « A Sketch 
of Luther,” in 1851 j “The Church 
and the Churches; or, the Papacy 
and the Temporal Power,” of which a 
translation appeai*ed in England in 
1862, and several pamphlets. 

DONALDSON, Tho3IAS Levebton, 
Ph. D., Emeritus Professor of Archi- 
tecture in Loudon University College, 
member of the Institute of France, 
and ex-President of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects (1864), the 
eon of an architect, was born in 1795. 
Early in his professional life he became 
a writer, and afterwards a lecturer, on 
architectural subjects, — a branch of 
learning in which his name stands 
deservSly high. He is the author of 
numerous works; among which the 
most remarkable are “ Pompeii lllus- 


traM,” published in 1887; “A CoU 
lection of the most approved Examples 
of Doorways, fiom ancient BuildingB 
in Greece and Italy,” in 1838 ; “ The 
Temple of Apollo Epiouriuq at Baasa, 
with other Antiquities of Pelopon- 
nesus, illustrated,” in 1838; “ Archi- 
tectural Maxims and Theories,” in 
1847; “ArohitMura Numismatica,” 
in 1859 ; and a “ Handbook of Sped- 
fioations, or Practical Guido to the 
Architect and Surveyor,” in 1860. 
On his retirement from the Professor- 
sliip of London University College in 
1864, his professional bnfthren and 
pupils struck a medal “ to commemo- 
rate his long and zealous services in 
promoting the study of architecture,” 
and two silver imprassions are given 
annually as prizes in the classes of 
architecture and constinictiun at the 
college. Ho was architect of Trinity 
Church and University College Hall, 
Gordon-squoro, of Brompton Church, 
London ; of various houses, churches, 
schools, &c., in the country, and of 
the Flaxmnn Hall and Library, Uni- 
versity College. 

DONNET, Cardinal Febdinand- 
FBANyois-AuQUSTE, prelate and sena- 
tor, bom at Bourg-Argental (Loire), 
Nov. 16, 1795, studied at the Semi- 
nary of Saint-Irendo, became priest in 
1819, and was appointed vicar of La 
Guilloti^ro, and cur^ of Irigny (Rhone). 
After two years of study in the 
Maison des Hautes Btudes, founded 
by Cardinal Fesch, M. Donnet deli- 
vered a series of sermons in the 
dioceses of Tours, Blois, and Lyons. 
In 1827 he was appointed cure of 
Yillefrancho (Rhone), and was after- 
wards named honoraiy Vicar-general 
of Tours. Ill 1835 he was appointed 
Coadjutor for the diocese of Nancy, 
and succeeded M. de Chovems, Nov. 
30, 1836, in the archbishopric of 
Bordeaux. His lett^ers, pastoral in- 
structions, &o., have Ijeon published in 
six volumes. Tho part which he took 
relative to the marriage of M. Posoa- 
tore, and the French expedition to 
Rome, brought his name prominently 
before tho public. M. Donnet, who 
was wip-dft a cardinal in 1852, and 
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right beoamo a senator^ was created 
Officer of the Legion of Honour in 
March, 1851, and afterwards Com- 
mander of the same order. He is 
decorated with the Grand Cross of the 
Order of Charles 111. of Spain. 

DOO, George T., R.A., F.B.S., 
engraver, was bom in Jon., 1800. 
Having studied under the best mas- 
ters, he produced, in 1823, his first 
published engraving, “ The Duke of 
York, after Sir Thomas Lawrence,” 
for which he was appointed engraver 
to his royal highness. He went to 
Paris in 1825, and worked in the 
atelier of Suisse ; visited the school af 
Gros, and learned his manner of teach- 
ing his pupils to draw the human 
figure. On his return homo he as- 
sisted in the formation of an academy 
in the Savoy, for the study of the life 
model and the best examples of the 
antique, which lasted for some years. 
He lectured on engraving, its histozy, 
theory, and practice, at the Kensing- 
ton Museum, and at different places 
upon the dawn and maturity of paint- 
ing in ancient Greece ; on the revival 
of painting in Italy in the twelfth 
oentuiy, and subsequently in Western 
Europe. Mr. Doo, appointed Histo- 
rical Engraver in Ordinary to William 
lY. in 1836, and to Queen Victoria in 
1842, was elected F.B.S. in 1851. Ho 
is a member of the Society of Arts at 
Amsterdam, and of the Aesdemy of 
Pine Arts, Pennsylvania, and a cor- 
responding member of the Imperial 
Academy of Pine Arts at Parma, and 
of that at St. Pctersbui^g. ilo was 
elected an Associate of the Boyal 
Academy in 1855, and a Boyal Acade- 
mician in 1856. Mr. Doo, like other 
eminent engravers, has often been 
engaged in Translating the works of 
others ; and his masterly transcripts 
of Bal^lle’s ** Infant Christ” and 
Comggio’s **Eoce Homo,” in our Na- 
tional Galleiy, which occupied him, 
at intervals, twelve years; of Law- 
rence’s ^'Calmady Children,” and of 
Etty*s noble ** Combat,” deserve spe- 
cial mention. His ** Knox Preaching,” 
after Wilkie, is the plate which has, 
perhaps, gained him most fame. , 


Pilgrims in Sight of the Holy City/* 
after Eastlake, is another fine specimea 
of his art. He completed, in 1864, a 
large engraving from a water-colour 
drawing, executed by him in 1855, of 
the great picture of the Baising of 
Lazarus,” by Sebastian del Piombo, in 
the National Galleiy, intended to 
form one of the senes of plates after 
Baffaelle, Titian, and Volterra, by 
Morghen, Anderloni, Schiavoni, Des- 
uovers, and Toschi. To this work he 
devoted six years. Ho engraved Yan- 
dyok’s “Gevartius” and live other 
plates for the ” National Gallery 
Work,” and six for«the Elgin work 
published by the British Museum^ 
with various private plates. In 1860 
ho was appointod chaiiman of the 
committee of Class 40 (engravings 
and etchings) of the London Inter- 
national Exhibition of 1862, and was 
chosen one of the four representatives 
of the Boyal Academy at the Congi^s 
Artistiqno, held at Antwerp ; in 1861 
he was elected President of the Artists* 
Annuity Fund ; and in 1863 he gave . 
evidence before the Boyal Academy 
Commission, held at Westminster. 
The largo engpraving of ” The Baising 
of Lazaims,” and the “Portrait of 
Mrs. Holland,” after Ary Scheffer, 
wero exhibited at the Boyal Aca- 
demy in 1864, and he exhibited at the 
Boyal Academy and at the Paris Inter- 
national Exhibition in 1867 his “ St. 
Augustine and St. Monica,” after 
Schofler. 

DOBAN, John, Ph.D., F.S.A., of an 
old family from Drogheda, co. Louth, 
Ireland, bom in 1807, resided, in early 
life, in France and Germany, andbegan 
his literary career with a melodrama 
produced at the Surrey Theatre when 
ho was fifteen years of ago. He was 
then engaged on thelAterary Ohroniclep 
till it was purchased by Mr. John 
Sterling and his friouds. In 1835 ho 
published liis “ Histoiy and Antiqui- 
ties of the Town and Borough or 
Beading, in Berkshire,” and for eleven 
years acted as editor of a weeldy 
London newspaper. In 1852 appeared 
his “ Filia Dolorosa : Memoirs of the* 
Duchess of AngoulSme,” — a work 
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which bears Mrs. Homer’s name, she 
having commenced it just before her 
last illness. In 1853 was pnblished 
his edition of Anthon’s “ Anabasis of 
Xonophon and in 1864, his *' Life of 
Br. Young,’* attached to an edition of 
his poems. ** Table Traits, and Some- 
thing on Them,” appeared in 1854, 
“ Habits and Men,” and ** Lives of tho 
Queens of 4he House of Hanover,” in 
1865 ; ** Knights and their Bays,” in 
1856 ; Monarchs retired from Busi- 
ness,” in 1857; “Histoiy of Court 
Fools,” in 1858; “Now Pictures and 
Old Panels,” in 1859; “The Last 
Journals of Horace Walpole,” in 1859 
(edited) ; “ Lives of tho Princes of 
Wales,” in 1860; “A Memoir of 
Queen Adelaide,” and “ The Bentley 
Ballads” (edited), including original 
poems by the editor, in 1861; and 
“Their Majesties’ Servants,” a his- 
tory of tho English stage, in 1863. 
From the preface to tho Kimbolton 
papers, edited by tho duke of Man- 
chester, it appeiU's that Br. Boron 
assisted in preparing them for the 
press; and ho is a constant contri- 
butor to tho leading reviews and ma- 
gazines of the day. 

BOBH, Paul-Gustavk, artist, was 
bom at Straaburg, in Jan., 1832. In 
boyhood he accompanied his father to 
Paris, where he completed his educa- 
tion. At an early ago ho contributed 
comic sketches to the Journal pour 
Hire. lie exhibited “ Les Pins Sau- 
vages,” " Lo Lendemain do I’Orage,” 
“ Les Beux M^res,” and “ La Bataille 
d’Alma,” in 1855; and “LaBataillo 
d’Inkormann ” in 1857. Ho is the most 
German in style of French artists, 
and is well known as the illustrator of 
Habelais, for his still more delightful 
pictorial commentaries upon Balzac’s 
wild Contes DidacUques, and his illus- 
trations of the legend of the “ Wan- 
dering Jew,” in a series of grotesque 
yet epical pictures, which bear the 
stamp of Holbein and A. Barer, com- 
bined with the racy humonrof Hogarth. 
This book in English, translated 
by Mr. Walter Thombuiy, appeared 
in 1857. M. Bor4, who has illustrated 
a hook of travels in eveiy part of the 


world, in 1861 published seventy-six 
larg^ drawings illustrative of the 
“Bivina Oommedia” of Bante, ac- 
companied by a blank-verso transla- 
tion of the text by Mr. W. M. Hossetti,. 
and a series of wonderful folio illus- 
trations to Bon Quixote, which are all 
careful studies from Spanish life, ini 
1863. His illustrations of the Holy 
Bible, and of Milton, published iu 
this country in 1866, aro of the 
highest excellence. He was deco- 
rated with tho Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, Aug. 16, 1861. 

BOUGLASS, Fredebick, Also called 
Bailey, a negro, bom in Maryland 
about 1816, lost his parents, who were 
slaves, at a voiy early age. When 
about nine years old, his master “lent” 
him to one of his relatives, from whom 
ho received kinder treatment, and 
acquired a taste for study. Notwith- 
standing tho opposition of his now 
master, ho learned to read, write, and 
calculate. In 1832 ho became the 
property of a planter of Baltimore, 
who, iinding that Bonglass was some- 
what physically weak and intractablo, 
sold him to a Mr. Covoy. The latter 
had the reputation of being an excel- 
lent “ trainer” of slaves, and the bad 
treatment which ho received deter- 
mined Bonglass attempt an escape. 
His first efibrt failed; but he succeeded 
in Sep., 1838, in reaching Now York, 
where ho was rejoined by his future 
wife, a froe negress. At this time ho 
assumed the name of “ Bonglass ” in 
order to evade inquiries which might 
be made respecting him. At New 
Bedford, U.S., where ho took up his. 
residence, ho delivered some re- 
markable speeches at various “ aboli- 
tionist” meetings, and in 1841 was 
chosen by the Society for tho Eman- 
cipation of Slaves as one of their- 
representatives to aid its efforts. In 
1847 he visited England, and a sum of 
money was subscribed in order to 
enable him to purohaso his freedom, 
from his former master, and to estab- 
lish at Boohoster (U.S.) an abolitionist 
Journal, entitled L^Abeille du Nord, 
His “Memoirs” were published ah 
Boston (U.S.) in 1846. 
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DOVE, Henby WiLLiAU, bom at 
Liegnitz, in Silesia, Oct. 6, 1803, 
studied at Breslau and at Berlin; 
and at the latter university he took 
the degm of Doctor in 1826. He 
was assistant professor of natural 
philosophy, first at KOnigsberg, and 
then in Berlin, where ho became full 
professor, and was elected to a scat 
in the Boyal Academy of Sciences. 
The most celebrated of his numerous 
writings refer to meteorology, climat- 
ology, electricity, and polarized light. 

A Treatise on the Art of Measuring, 
and the Origin and Comparison of the 
Metrical Standards of Different Na- 
tions,** was published in 1836, and 
** Meteorological Besearclies*’ in 1837. 
Inconjunction with other distingiiishod 
German philosophers. Professor Dovo 
commenced, in 1837, the publication 
of an extensive series of treatises on 
different branches of natural philo- 
sophy. To him is due, amongst a 
great variety of optical discoveries, 
the application of the stereoscope to 
the detection of forged bank-notes. 
To English readers he is best known 
by his treatise on the ** Distribution 
of Heat on the Surface of the Globe,’* 
which was published in 1853 by the 
British Association. In addition to 
this, he has published several popular 
volumes, including a treatise on elec- 
tricity in 1848. 

DOWN, CONNOR, and DRO- 
MORE (Bishop of). The Right Rev. 
Bobbbt Bent Knox, D.D., sou of the 
late Hon. and Venerable C. Enoz, 
archdeacon of Armagh, and a relative 
of the earl of Banfurly, was bom in 
1808, and educated at^nity College, 
Dublin. Having been successively 
Prebendary of Limerick and Chan- 
cellor of Ardfert and Aghadoe, he was 
advanced to the episcopate in 1849. 
The annual income of the see is £4,000, 
and the patronage consists of 66 
livings. The diocese includes the 
eouniiea. of Down and nearly all 
Antrim, and parts of the counties of 
liondonderxjr and Armagh. 

DOTLE, Richabd, artist, bom in 
London in 1826, is a son of Mr. John 
Doyle, a gentleman of Irish extraction, 


and the reputed author of the cele- 
brated **HB** sketches. He first 
attracted attention by his sportive 
and graceful designs ttom the life and 
manners of the day, in Pwnch, to 
which he was a constant contributor 
for several years; but in 1860 he 
severed this connection in conse- 
quence of its incessant attacks upon 
his Roman Catholic brethren, and 
especially upon Cardinal Wiseman. 
By this stop he voluntarily sacrificed, 
for conscience* sake, what was in 
itself a secure and handsome income. 
Mr. Doyle’s fancy and feeling have 
been shown in his illustrations to the 

Fairy Ring,” to Leigh Hunt’s “ Jar 
of Konej,** to Buskin’s ” King of the 
Golden River,” to Montalba’s “ Faiiy 
Tales from all Nations,” to Jack the 
Giant-Killer,” and to similar books. 
In 1864 he published The Continen- 
tal Tour of Messrs. Brown, Jones, and 
Robinson,” contributed the illustra- 
tions to “TheNewcomes,” by his friend 
Thackeray, and some capital sketches 
of modern English society to the 
Cornhill Maugaame. 

DRAPER, John Williah, physio- 
logist and chemist, bom in Liverpool, 
May 11, 1806, and educated in his 
native city, applied himself to the 
study of chemistry and mathematics ; 
the former under Dr. Turner, at the 
London University. A branch of the 
Draper family having emigrated to 
the United States many years ago, 
the subject of this memoir joined his 
connections there in 1833, prosecuted 
his studies at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, where, in 1836, he graduated 
vrith distinction, and was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry, Natural Phi- 
losophy, and Physiology, in Hampden 
Sidney College, Virginia, which post 
he held for three years. In 1839 he 
succeeded to the chair of Chemistry 
and Natural History, in the academic 
department of the TTniversity of New 
York. In 1841 Dr. Draper, with the 
co-operation of Drs. Valentine Mott 
Pattison, Revere, Bedford, and Martin 
Paine — all elected to professorships, 
—established the University Medical 
College, which forms the medical 
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d^artment of the UniTenjity, and 
has since risen to a high position as a 
school of medicine. Dr. Draper^s 
theory of the causes of the dronlation 
of the blood has met with' general 
acceptance among physicians. He 
has contributed to various scientific 
journals, especially to the EdAvihwfgh 
Philosophical Jowmal^ for which he 
wrote as many as forty treatises 
between 1837 and 1867. Among his 
literary publications may bo men- 
tioned ** Memoirs on the Chemical 
Action of Light,” translated into 
Italian, German, and French, a 
” Treatise on the Forces which pro- 
duce the Organization of Plants,” 
published in 1844; "Text-Book on 
Chemistry,” in- 1^; and "Text- 
Book on Natural Philosophy,” in 
1847. His most celebrated work is 
an elaborate treatise on "Human 
Physiology, Statical and Dynamical ; 
or, the Conditions and Course of 
the Life of Man,” published in 
1856-8. 

DBEW, Andrew, BsAR-ADifiRAL, 
bom in 1792, entered the Iloyal Navy 
in 1806, was present at the attack on 
the French flotilla off* Boulogne, at 
the siege of Copenhagen and capture 
of the Danish fleet in the following 
year; served in the expedition to 
Walcheren, and was actively engaged 
on the north coast of Spain, in co- 
operation with the army of the duke 
of Wellington. In 1814 he was 
en^ged in one of the hardest-fought 
actions during the war, viz., that 
-between the Eurotas and the French 
frigate Clorvnde, in which, after two 
hours and a half hard fighting, both 
ships were dismasted; the English 
frigate having 66, and the French 
ship 120 men killed and wounded. 
For this he was made lieutenant. In 
1824, whilst first lieutenant of H.M.*s 
ship Thetis; he landed with 160 sea- 
men at Cape Coast Castle, which he 
successfully defended against an 
attflKjk by 60,000 Ashimtees, and 
fbr this service he was promoted to 
the rank of Commander. In 1888, 
having settled in Upper Canada, he , 
tamed out voluntarily to aid in the j 


defence of the county during the 
rebellion, and was called upon to 
destroy the rebel steamer Caroline^ 
employed in conveying arms, ammu- 
nition, and men from the United 
States shore to Navy Island, then in 
possession of the rebels. This was a 
most dangerous service, on account of 
the rapids on one side, Navy Island 
on the other, and the darkness of the 
night. Yet with only five small boats, 
each carrying about seven men, he 
crossed the river where the stream 
was running between five and six 
miles an hour, captured t£e vessel, 
and sent it burning over the Falls of 
Niagara. A more daring exploit is 
not recorded in naval history. For this 
service Capt. Drew received the thanks 
of the Houses of Parliament of Upper 
Canada, was appointed Commander of 
the Provincial Marine, and a petition 
was sent home from the Governor in 
Council, praying that her Mfyesty 
might be pleased to bestow some 
especial mark of her favohr upon him 
for his services. In the following 
year he assumed the command of a 
naval force upon Lake Erie, to avert 
another threatened attack on the 
province, in which be was entirely 
successful. In 1842 he was appointed 
to command H.M.’s sloop Waup, and 
sent to the West Indies, where he 
discovered a most dangerous shoal, of 
which he made a careful survey, and 
received the thanks of the Admiralty 
for this service. This shoal appears 
upon the Admiralty Charts as Diow’s 
Bock. In 1843 he was promoted to 
the rank of Post Captain ; he served 
for about twelve years as Naval Store- 
keeper at the Cape of Good Hope, and 
in 1863 was advanced to the rank of 
Bear- Admiral. 

DBEYSE, Nicolas, inventor of tho 
needle-gun, bom at Sfimmerda in 1788, 
was brought up to the trade of a lock- 
smith, and when eighteen years of ago 
went on his travels, as all young arti- 
sans do in Prussia before they are . 
-icensed to work as masters. War was 
at this time raging in Germany, and 
he determined upon ^iag to Fran^, 
in order to improve himself. Passing 
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through Jena, jnat after the fighb, he 
natni^ly enough visited the battle- 
field. This led to an examination of 
the muskets of the combatants, the 
oonstniction of which he found very 
defective; and since that time Herr 
Dreyse has oconpied himself in endea- 
vouring to effect an improvement. 
Havingarrived in Paris, he was, in 1809, 
intrusted by Col. Pauli, and under his 
superintendence, on behalf of tho 
emperor Napoleon, with a commission 
for the manufacture of a breech- 
loading gun. The weapon manufac- 
tured proved a failure, though Col. 
Pauli was handsomely rewarded by 
the emperor. Having obtained a 
clue to the constraction of a breech- 
loader, Herr Dreyse followed the idea 
with the ‘greatest perseverance for 
nearly thirty years. Prejudice and 
routine proved formidable antagonists, 
and had it not been for the exertions 
made by his patrons, Lieut.-Genoral 
Yon Priom and the late Gen.Witzleben, 
his efforts might have been fruitless. 
A commission was appointed to exa- 
mine tho gun, and the report issued 
only served to increase the prejudice 
existing against it. Tho commissioners 
predicted that in consequence of tho 
fouling matter whicli would collect and 
ignite in the breeching gear, tho gun 
would burst at the tenth round. A 
trial was, however, obtained. Fifty 
shots were fired in ten minutes, with 
the most satisfactory resulc. It was 
then urged that the gun was not 
adapted for the common soldier. 
Several years elapsed before this 
objection was overcome, and Herr 
Dreyse received an order from the 
IVnssian Government for ■ a large 
number. The results achieved by its 
aid in tho war between Austria and 
Prussia ii^ 1^6, are well known, and 
in oonseQnehco of its superiority all 
the nations of Europe are making 
arrangements to introduce a similar 
weapon. Herr Dreyse has a large 
mimufootory at Sfimmorda, his native 
plaoe:

'DBOtJYN-DB-LHIJYS, Edouard, 


statesman, bom in Paris, Nov. 19^ 
1805, was educated at the College- 
Louis le Grand, where he carried off 
all the first prizes. ' He entered the 
diplomatiosorvice, and became Gharg6 
d* Affaires at the Hague during those 
events which led to the separation of 
Belgium from Holland; was sent in 
the same capacity to Spain; after 
which, returning to France, he filled 
a post in the department of Foreign 
Affairs. Whilst holding this appoint- 
ment, he obtained, in 181<2, a seat 
in tho Chamber, defeating tho candi- 
date of M. Guizot, then in power. A 
second act of parliamentary opposition 
to the Government upon the Tahiti 
question cost him his official post. He 
was one of tho most earnest of those 
who combined to overthrow M. Guizot 
in Feb., 1848. In M. Odillon-BarroFa 
ministry, under Prince LonisNapoleon, 
H. Droiiyn-do-Lhuys took the port- 
folio of Foreign Affairs, and was the 
author of the instructions given to 
Gen. Oudinot for the expedition to 
Borne. In 184-9 ho was appointed to 
tlie London embassy, and represented 
France at this court during the Paci- 
fico quarrel with Greece. A difference 
arose between the cabinets of London 
and Paris, tho latter taking part with 
Greece ; and M. Drouyn-de-Lhuys, 
without formally withdrawing, ab- 
sented himself from London for a 
short time in consequence. Lord 
Palmerston, tlien at the Foreign Office, 
made some concessions, and the good 
relations of the two groat countries 
wore re-established. After the coup 
d'4tat of 1851, M. Drouyn-de-ljhuys 
again became Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, but being disappointed at the 
issue of the Conferences of Vienna in 
1865, resigned. In 1863 he was re- 
called to his old post, and was Minister 
for Foreign Affairs during the Dono- 
Germonio war, and during the Con- 
ferences of London and of Vienna, 
again resigning in 1866. He is a 
Senator, was decorated with the 
Grand Gross of the Legion of Honour, 
Aug. 9, 1853; has received several 
foreign orders, and is president of 
many provincial societies. 
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DUBAN, JAcqvES-FiiLiZy aroliiteot, 
member of the Institute, born at 
Paris, Oct. 14, 1797, studied under 
H. Debret, and at the Bcole des 
Beaux- Arts, gaining the great prize 
in 1823, for a plan of a building 
for the customs and octroi. From 
1824 to 1829 he studied in Italy. On 
his return to France he was intrusted 
with the continuation of the works of 
the ‘‘Palais des Beauz-Arfcs,’* com- 
menced by M. Debret, and in 1845 
superintended the restoration of tlie 
old castles of Blois and Dampierre. 
After the revolution of Feb., 1848, 
K. Duban was appointed architect of 
the Louvre, and a largo portion of tho 
works connected with that magnificent 
building was completed under his 
direction. Ho was elected a member 
of the Institute in 1864, in place of 
M. Visconti, and in the same year 
was appointed Inspector-general of 
Public Buildings. M. Duban received 
the Gross of the Legion of Honour, 
Feb., 1836, and was created officer of 
the same, June 6, 1851. He has fre- 
quently exhibited his designs, and at 
tho Exhibition of 1855 obtained a 
large medal of honour for twelve re- 
lating to the Chateau of Blois and 
other works. 

DUBLIN (Auchbishop of). The 
HostBev. Biciiakd Ghenevi xTuench, 
D.D., the second son of the late' 
Bichard Trench, Esq., brother of the 
first Lord Ashtown in the Irish peer- 
age, was bom Sep. 9, 1807, graduated 
at Trinity Gollege, Cambridge, in 
1829, and was oidained to a country 
curacy. It was not, however, as a 
scholar or a divine, but as a poet, that 
Mr. Trench's name first became known. 
About 1837 or 1838, while holding the 
incumbency of Cnrdridge Chapel, a 
district in the extensive parish of 
Bishop’s Waltham, Hants, he pub- 
lished two volumes of poems, entitled 
**8abbation. Honor Neale, and other 
Poems,” and the “Story of Justin 
Martyr,” somewhat in the style of 
Wordsworth. These poems, which 
were &vonrably received, were fol- 
lowed by “ Genovova,” “ El^ao 
Poems,’* and “POems from Eastern 


Sources.” Among those who took an 
interest in the author was the Bev. 
Samuel Wilberforce, then rector ^ 
Alverstoke,to whom he became curate 
in 1841, resigning the incumbency of 
Cnrdridg^. There he continued in 
the active discharge of his parochial 
duties till 1845, when his rector was 
promoted to the deanery of West- 
minster, and he was presented to tho 
rectory of Itchin Stoke, by the lato 
Lord Ashburton, to whom he had 
become known at Alvorstoke. Dr. 
Wilberforce, on his promotion to the 
see of Oxfoi^, appointed Mk. Trench 
his examining chaplain. In 1845 and 

1846 he was Hulseau Lecturer at 
Cambridge, and for a short time one 
of the select preachers. His chief 
publications are “ Notes on the 
Miracles,” “Notes on tho Parables,” 
“Tho Lessons in Proverbs,” “The 
Sermon on the Mount, illustrated 
from St. Augustine,” “ Sacred Latin 
Poetxy,” “ St. Augustine as an Inter- 
preter of Scripture,” “ Synonyms of 
the New Testament,” “ Tho Epistles 
to the Seven Churches of Asia Minor,” 
“ An Essay on the Life and Genius 
of Calderon,” “Deficiencies in our 
English Dictionaries,” “Glossary of 
English Words used in Different 
Senses,” a work “ On the Authorized 
Version of the New Testament, with 
Thoughts on its Bevision,” and a 
useful treatise on tho modem English 
language, entitled “Tho Study of 
Words,” being the substance of some 
lectures delivered at Winchester to 
tho Diocesan Training College. About 

1847 ho became Theological Professor 
and Examiner at Eing*s College, Lon- 
don, and continued to hold that ap- 
pointment till he was appointed Doan 
of Westminster, on the death of Dr. 
Buokland, in 1856. Ho was conse- 
crated Archbishop of Dublin Jan. 1, 
1864, after the decease of Dr. Whately. 
In 1832 ho married his cousin, the 
Hon. Francos Mary Trench, sistor of 
Lord Ashtown, by whom he has a 
numerous family. 

DUCHATEL (Count), Chains- 
Mabix-Tannegut, was bomin PipriB, 
Feb. 19, 1803. Having completed 
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his legal stndies, he endeayonred tc 
gain a livelihood bj his pen, and be 
oame one of the editors and proprie- 
tors of the Olohe aboat 1827. Aftei 
the revolution of 1830 he was namod 
Councillor of State, in 1832 was 
elected Deputy, in 1833 was appointed 
Secretary-general of the Minister of 
Finance, and in 1834 Minister ol 
Commerce. In 1836 he brought for- 
ward the question of the Spanisli 
funds, and introduced some reforms 
into the French administrative sys- 
tem. For the last seven years of the 
monarchy of 1830 he was Minister 
of the Interior. In the Chamber he 
was popular with the Consorvative 
members, and he took a prominent 
part in the establishment of rail- 
ways and telegraphs in France. His 
violent denunciations of reform in 
Feb., 1848, precipitated tho insur- 
rection which destroyed the mo- 
narchy. Ho quitted France for a 
short time* after the revolution of 
1848, was elected member of the 
Academy of Sciences, Moral and Poli- 
tical, in 1842, and promoted Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, Oct. 
29, 1846. 

DUCKETT, Sib Geobge Floyd, 
Bart., son of the late Sir George 
Duckett, Bart., F.R.S. (the translator 
from the German of Michaelis’s 
** Burial and Besurroction of our Sa- 
viour,” of Herder on tho Revelation 
of St. John,” of “ Lutheris Pi'cface to 
St. Paul’s Epistle to the Romans,” 
Ac.), bom March 27, 1811, was edu- 
cated at Harrow and Christ CJhurch, 
Oxford* He served for some years 
in the army, both in the oavaliy and 
infantry ; and succeeded to the title 
on his father’s death, June 16, 1866. 
He is the author of a ” Technological 
Military Diotionaiy in German, Eng- 
lish, and French,” which has been 
much praised by competent authori- 
ties, and for whicdi hie has received 
the great ‘^gpld medal of science” 
from the einpCror of Austria, a gold 
medal .from the empem of the 
French^ and another, *Hhe great gold 
modal^ science and art,” from the 
iafo* king of P^sia. 


DUCKWORTH, The Bey. I^bin. 
SON, second son of Robinson Duck- 
worth, Esq., a Liverpool merchant, 
bom in 1834, and educated at tho 
Royal Institution School at Liver- 
pool, was elected scholar of University 
College, Oxford, in 1863, and gra- 
duate in first-class classical honours 
in 1867. He was afterwards elected 
Fellow of Trinity, and was Assistant 
Master at Marlborough College from 
1858 to 1860, when he became Tutor 
of Trinity College, and subsequently 
Dean. In the same year he was made 
Master of the Schools at Oxford. In 
1864 he was appointed Chaplain to 
the bishop of Peterborough, and in 
1866 was selected by her Majesty as 
instractor to his royid highness Prince 
Leopold.- 

DUDEVANT, Madame Amantine- 
Lucile-Aurobe, better known by her 
pseudonym “Georges Sand,” novelist, 
dramatist, and social philosopher, 
the daughter of the Marquis Maurice 
Dnpin de Franceuil, was born in 
Paris, J uly 5, 1804. She was brought 
up at the Chdtoaude Nohant, situated 
in Berri, by her grandmother, the 
Comtesse do Horn, a woman dis- 
tinguished rather for wit than judge- 
ment, whose mind was imbued with 
the paradoxical ideas of her age, and 
whose religion was comprised in the 
philosophy of Rousseau. Her theories, 
as m4y be expected, influenced the 
training of the young Auroro, who, 
at the age of fifteen, could ride and 
lance with ease and grace, handle a 
gun or flourish a sword with equal 
dexterity. These masculine tenden- 
ues, however, no means checked 
the rapid and genial growth of intel- 
'octnal tastes. In these, as well as in 
ler more active amusements, Aurore- 
was apparently abandoned to the* 
guidance of fate and her own in- 
stincts ; and there can be little doubt 
ihat much of that laxity of moral 
)rinciple,'and many of those wild and 
irroneouB theories, which became de- 
veloped in her character in after-life, 
resulted from the unrestricted course' 
»f reading which gave a strong bias 
io her feelings and imagination in. 
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girlhood. At fifteen $he was placed 
in the convent of the Angnstinea 
AnglaisoB at Paris, for the purpose of 
receiving religions instmotion. Her 
imagination was captivated by the 
Eoman Catholic fhith, and she em- 
braced it with her whole soul. After 
the death of her grandmother, under 
the dictation of her family, she, in 
1822, gave her hand to the Baron 
Budevant, a man of mature years, 
and little calonlated to interest the 
affections of a young wife. The for-, 
tnno of his youthful bride enabled 
him to cariy out his agricultural 
schemes ; but he did not appear 
sensible to the fact that, with her 
natural vigour of mind and sensibility 
of character, she was loading a 
monotonous and hopeless existence. 
This position induced a severe illness, 
when the physicians prescribed the 
waters of the Pyrenees as a remedy, 
and as her husband was absorbed in 
rural occupations, she started alone 
on her southern pilgrimage. At Bor- 
deaux she first mingled freely in the 
world, and was taught by the homage 
of society how prominent a part she 
was fitted to take in life’s drama. 
This belief did not tend to reconcile 
her to her comfoi’tloss home and 
unappreciating husband. Desirous, 
however, of suppressing any tendency 
in her mind to revolt at her unsatis- 
factoiy lot, she resolved, as a remedy 
against ennui and moitilioation, to 
devote herself to the sedulous culti- 
vation of poetiy, art, and science, and 
to the society of such friends as she 
could assemble around her. Among 
these was M. Jules Sandeau, a young 
law-student, who spexft a vacation at 
Nohant, and was the first to inspire 
her with a longing for literary dis- 
tinction. It would seem that feelings 
of doubt and suspicion aggravated 
the harsh characteristics of her hus- 
band, for their life became insup- 
portable to both, and his wife, by the 
saesrifioe of her fortune, procured his 
asisent to a separation. She hastened 
to Paris, and once more entered the 
convent of the Augustines Anglaises $ 
but her mind had become too much 


habituated to exentement to rest 
quietly in so calm a haven, and she 
longed to share in the busy turmoil of 
life. Her next transition was to a 
little garret in the Quai St. Michel, 
where she hod to struggle against 
absolute poverty, and formed plans 
with M. Jnlcs Sandeau, whose worldly 
oircumstances were no better than 
her own, for the supply of each day’s 
necessities. The lady having a little 
skill in painting, was induced to ac- 
cept employment occasionally offered 
by a toy-vender in ornamenting can- 
dlestick and snuffboxes; Isut this 
wearisome and ill-paid work dis- 
gusted her, and the two aspirants for 
fortune resolved to seek advice from 
M. Latouche, the editor of Figaro^ 
who suggested literature as a profes- 
sion, promising them an opening in 
his own publication, and thus origi- 
nated that enrious literary partner- 
ship which BO greatly mystified the 
Parisian press. A series of articles 
in Figtvro were followed by a novel 
called “ Bose et Blanche,” to which 
was appended the signature of 
Jules Sand.” The authoi’s having 
received 400fr. for this manuscript, 
led for a time a life of ease and 
gaiety, and it was at this period 
that Madame Dudevant first gave 
offence by donning male attire — 
assumed by her for greater inde- 
pendence of action. The proceeds 
of their joint work exhausted, miseiy 
again knocked at their door, and 
the lady was advised to revisit Berri 
for the puipose of obtaining a legal 
separation, or at least an alimentary 
allowanoe fi^m her husband. Pre- 
vious to her departure, she ar- 
ranged with M. Sandeau the plan 
of a novel, certain partions of 
which were to be oomplet^ by each 
before their next meeting. Tho 
student did not fdlfil his share of 
the undertaking ; but on her ^ re- 
turn, Madame Dudevant surprised 
him with the complete manuscript 
of "Indiana,” which was sold for 
600 fr., and met with rapid success. 
It intr^nced to the public the name 
of " Gleorges Sand,” for the young 
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.man, unwilling to accept a share 
of the glory he had neglected to 
earn, refused to permit their or- 
dinary fiom de plume to be used 
in this instance. Madame Dude- 
vant^ who brought an action against 
her husband, fbr ill-treatment, suc- 
•oeeded, after some delay, in re- 
gaining possession of her property 
4tnd the guardianship of her two 
children. This success had no doubt 
a beneficial influence on her mind 
:and feelings, os may be soen in 
*'Consuelo,” and in several smaller 
works, remarkable for the purity and 
simplicity of their construction. A 
detailed list of her works would 
•occupy considerable space. Among 
them may be mentioned ** Horace,*’ 
<* Jeanne,** *‘La Fotito Fadette,** and 

Fauohette.” After taking a pro- 
minent part during the revolution of 
1848 in the politics of the time, 
Georges Sand abandoned the career 
of political and social reformer for 
that of dramatic literature, and, after 
one or two comparative failures, 
tKJhieved a great success with 
*• Fran9oiB le Cluampi,” in 1849, which 
was followed by “ Claudio,” in 1851 ; 
'*Moli5re,” ”Les Yacances de Fan- 
dolphe,” ” Le Mariago do Yiotorine,” 
and Le Fressoir,” “ Mauprat,** ” Lcs 
Maitres,” Ac. Her plays, before they 
arc represented in Paris are usually 
acted and criticised in a little 
theatre attached to the ChAteau de 
Ncfiiant, which is Madame Dudevant’s 
ordinary abode. 

DUDLEY, Benjamin Winslow, 
surgeon, bom in Spottsylvania, Vir- 
ginia, in 1785, was Vacated at Tran- 
sylvania/University, Kentucky, and at 
the Medical School of the University 
of Pennyslvania, in Philadelphia, 
wlim he graduated in medicine in 
1806. In 1810 he proceeded to 
Europe, and completed his studies as 
a pupil under Mr. Abemethy and Sir 
Astley Cooper, in London, and MM. 
Lairey, Dubois, and Boyer, in Paris. 
Eteturnidg :io his native country in 
I8i4^ he established himself at Lez- 
ingjbon, Kentuoky^ and on the veiy 
ll^he oompieiicM practice performed 


two snooessful c^rations; one for 
strangulated hernia, and the other 
that of trepanning in a case of frac- 
tured skull. His great reputation, 
however, is due to his wonderfhl 
success in cases of stone in the 
bladder, for which disease he has 
operated no less than two hundred 
and seven times, losing out of them 
only five patients, and having to 
repeat the operation in only one. 
Dr. Dudley, who has retired from 
practice, has published several medi- 
cal essays. 

DUFAUEE, Jules-Armand-Stan- 
ISLAS, advocate and politician, born 
Dec. 4, 1798, at Sai\jon, Cliarente- 
Infericnre, was educated for the Bar, 
and practised at Bordeaux. He 
entered political life in 1834, and 
under the Guizot ministry became a 
Councillor of State, and afterwards 
Minister of Public Works. On the 
rejection of the law of dotation, 
he quitted tho cabinet, and was one 
of the Liberal opposition. After the 
revolution of Feb., 1848, ho was 
elected for the Charente-liifSrieure, 
and became Minister of the Interior, 
Juno 2, 1849. When the president 
resolved to usurp tho whole power of 
tho state, M. Dufaure was one of the 
representatives who escaped seizure 
and imprisonment. M. Dufaure hav- 
ng always supported the cause of law 
and order, opposed the coup d*6tai^ 
against which he protested witjh M. 
de Tocqueville and many of the con- 
stitutional statesmen of France. When 
elected to the Academy, M. St.-Maro- 
Girardin was chosen by that body to 
announce M. Dufaure’s election to 
the emperor. His majesty received 
him most graciously, and said that, 
although M. Dufiture was not among 
the number of his supporters, he 
altogether approved of the choice of 
the Academy, and he ^should never 
forget the services rendered by M» 
Dufaure at tly» time of the Fresi- 
denoy. During the prosecution of 
the count of Montalembert, in 1882| 
M. Dufaure defended the publisher 
of his pamphlet with great skill, and 
eloquepoe. 
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DUFF, Tub Rrv. Alexandeb, D.D., 
LL.D., whoao name is identified with 
the missionaiy cause in India^ born 
near Fitlochiy, Perthshire, in 1806, 
studied at the University of St. 
Andrews, where ho graduated in 
honours ; and at collego was remark- 
able for the great interest which ho 
displayed in the causo of missions to 
heathen lands. Early in 1820 the 
oflTer was made to him to undertake 
tho important office of the first mis- 
sionary to India from the Established 
Church of Scotland, and having 
accepted it, he was ordained by tho 
Frcsbyteiy of Edinburg)], and sailed 
from Por'tHmonth for India about the 
middle of October, in tho Lady Holland 
East Indiamnn, which was wrecked 
Feb. 13, 1830 ; but the Rev. A. Dnff 
eventually reached his destination in 
safety. Tho insiitntion which he 
founded ihero in 1830 has long been 
tho largest in India, and at this esta- 
blishinent, in adclirion to elementary 
instruction, the higher branches of 
literature, science, philosophy, and 
Christian theology are taught. In 
18-1<3 he joined that section of tho 
clergy which seceded from the Church 
of Scotland, nnd by liis untiring 
energy and zcnl, and personal in- 
fiuence, was enabled to carry on 
successfully the missionaiy work at 
Calcutta, in connection with tho Free 
Church. On revisiting his native land 
for first time in 1836, his efforts 
to diffnse a missionary spirit through- 
out tho chnrches wore unremitting. 
Having returned to Scotland a second 
time in 1850, he was chosen Moderator 
of tho Geneml Assembly of the 
Free Chui*ch in 1851, was ex- 
amined before a. Committee of the 
House of Lords on Indian affairs in 
3853, and contributed valuable mate- 
rials for the famous Hduecdion Despatch 
of 1864. He has written, among 
other works, ‘*Now Era of the 
English Language ian^ Litarature in 
India,*’ published at Edinburgh in 
1837; ** Ipdia^aiid India Missions,” 
in' 1889, containing the substance of 
his addresses on different occasions, 
both from the platform and the pulpit. 


in England and Scotland, on the sub* 
jeet of India Missions ; *' Missions the 
Chief End of the Christian Church ;** 
tho “ Qualifications, Duties, and Trials 
of an Indian Missionary,” in 1839; 

” Letters on tho Indian Rebellion,*' in 
1858 ; various articles in the CaXeutia 
Revieiv, of which ho was at its com- 
mencement, and for several years, 
editor ; and many pamphlets on mis- 
cellaneous subjects. Dr. Dnff quitted 
India in July, 1863, after more than 
thirty years of missionary labour. 

DUFF, MoUNTRTlJAfiT Er.pnixsT0NB 
Grant, son of the lato 3. C. Grant 
Duff*, Esq. (formerly resident at Sat- 
tnra, and author of “ The Ilistoiy of 
tho Mahrattas'*), w'os born in 1829, 
and educated at Ediiiburgli and Balliol 
College, Oxford, where ho graduated 
B.A. in 1850, proceeded M.A. in 
1853, and was called to Bar st 
the Inner Temple in 1854. Ho is n 
Drputy-Lienlenant for Elginshire and 
Abcrdecnshiit], nnd n Magistrate for 
Elginshire, Banffshire, and Aberdeen- 
shire. Ho is the author of ** Stndiea 
in Enropean Politics,** Ac., and has 
sat iu the Liberal interest for tho 
Elgin burghs since Deo., 1857. Ho * 
was installed Loi^ Rector of the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen, March 23, 1867. 

DUPFERIN (Lord), The Bight 
Hox. Frederick Temi»j.e Blackwood, 
K.C.B.; K.P., only son of the late loi'd, 
by Selina, daughter of the late Thomas 
Sheridan, Esq., now Countess Gifford, 
born in June, 1826, and educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxfoid, suc- 
ceeded to his father^s title, Ju]y21» 
ISll, and w'as for some yeara a lord 
in waiting on the Qnoen under the 
Liberal administration. He wont, 
accompanied by a friend, fhom Oxford 
to Ireland, at tho time of the fiEimipe 
in 1846-7, and published an account 
on his retnm. In 1859 he made a 
yacht voyage to Iceland, and a narra- 
tive, under the title of Letters 
from High Latitudes,*’ was pnb- 
lished in 1860. He was sent the 
same year to the Bast by Lord 
Palmerston as British CommiMioner 
in Syria, for the purpose of prodecnt* 
ing inquiries into the massacre of 
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the Christians there, in which capacity 
he acted with fj^at firmness, and 
was made a E.G.B, fbr his services. 
He is Lord-Lientenont of co. Down,- 
and was Undcr-Sccretaiy for India 
in 1866. 

DUFFY, ChabIiKS Gavan, the son 
of a Monaghan farmer, of Celtic ex- 
traction, bom in 1816, is self-oduoated, 
and in his eighteenth year went, 
friendless and unknown, to Dublin, 
where ho succeeded in obtaining em- 
ployment on the newspaper press, 
and afterwards became the editor of 
an indnontial newspajier at Belfast. 
On his return to Dublin in 1841, he 
connected himself with The Mowito^in 
of the O'Connell party, and in 1842 
started The Nation, as an educational 
journal, ** to creato and foster public 
opinion in Ireland, and to make it 
racy of the soil.'* In five years Mr. 
Dufiy collected a party, known as 
** Young Ireland.*’ In 1844 ho was a 
fellow-prisoner with O’Connoll in 
Dublin for “sedition,** and acted in 
concert with him until 1817, when ho 
left the Repeal Association, and w'as 
one of the founders of the Irish Con- 
* federation. Tried for treason and 
felony in 1848-9, the prosecution was 
abandoned by the Government, and 
he revived The Nation, , which had 
been suspended, modifying his policy, 
and promising to limit it to social 
reforms, such as landlord and tenant 
right, in support of which was formed 
the “Independent Irish Party” in 
Parliament.. Mr. Duffy 'was elected 
in 1852 member for the I orough of 
Now Ross, but resigned his s^t in 
1866, on proceeding to Australia. He 
hfi^ei held office twice in the Govern- 
ment of Victoria, as Minister of Public 
Lands and Works, and was requested 

the governor 'to form an admini- 
Btratioa during a severe ministerial 
crisis of 1860, but declined because 
he was refused the power of dissolving 
Parlimnent. Mr. Dufiy, who on his 
arrivfd in Victoria was presented with 
a lumdsome estate ^ the Irish of that 
colony, has been twice married, 
^ongh he has been called to the bar, 
he has never practised. 


DUKE, Sir James, Babt., son of a 
merchant at Montrose, bom Jan. 31, 
1792, was at the close of the war in 
1814 acting as secretary to Admiral 
8ir John Gore. In 1818 he resolved 
to devote himself to commercial pur- 
suits, and accordingly became a mer- 
chant in the City. In 1836 he served 
as Sheriff of London and Middlesex, 
and was elected in 184<0 an alderman 
of London, of which city he was Lord 
Mayor in 1818-9, and was created a 
baronet Oct. 30, 1849. He represented 
Boston ill tho Liberal interest from 
1837 to 1819, when he was elected 
for London, of which lio ceased to be 
a member in 1865. 

DUMAS, Alexandre, the younger 
son of M. Alexandre Davy Dumas, 
novelist and dramatic writer, was born 
in Paris, Jnly 28, 1824, and received 
his education in the College Bourbon, 
wlicro he distingnishod himaolf. He 
was early introduced into the society 
of literary men, actors, and actrossos, 
and was conspicuous for his wit and 
precocity. At the ago of seventeen 
he composed a coUoction of poems, 
“ Les Peches do Jeunesso,** a work of 
small literary merit. He travelled 
with his father in Spain and in Africa, 
and on his return wx^te “ Les A ven- 
tures do Quatro Femmes ot d*uu Par- 
roquet,” published in 1816-7. Ho 
hod early tho sense to perceive that 
ho could not excel as a poet, and Igis 
Buccooded best as a 'dramatic WMjber, 
by his objective instincts, and a micro- 
Bcopical power of delineating and 
magnifying tho worst side of society 
in his dramas. Ho may be said to 
belong to the sonsnous school of 
French literature. His principal work 
of fiction, “ La Dame aux Camelias,” 
has become ono of the best-known 
productions of the day. A dramatic 
version was played in 1852, after 
having been inte^icted by M. L4on 
Fancher, and, reproduced in Verdi’s 
opera “La Traviata,” has created 
a still greater sensation. M. Dnmas, 
who has written many dramatic 
pieces, is considered by tho public 
the greatest liviii^ dramatist of the 
Dmi^monde, . £. new^ comedy from 
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his pen, entitled Lea Iddea de 
Madame Anbray/’ was produced at 
Paris early in 1867. 

DUMAS, Alex andre-Davy, novelist 
and dramatist, was bom at Villers- 
Cottorets, in tlie <lepartment of the 
Aiane, July 24, 1803. M. Alexandre- 
Davy Dumas, his father, who distin- 
guished himself daring the wars 
arising out of the Bevolution, was the 
illegitimate son, by a negross, of the 
marquis do la Paillcterio, a wealthy 
planter of St. Domingo. After his 
father’s death, M. Alexandro Dumas 
repaired to Paris in the hope of ob- 
taining some situation through the 
influence of his fathers friends, but 
met with a very cold reception ; and 
had it not been for Gon. Foy, to whom 
he brought a letter of introduction, 
ho might have been reduced to want. 
'This gentleman procured him a clerk- 
ship iu the office v>f the secretary of 
tlio duke of Orleans, afterwards king. 

Dumas devoted all Ids leisure to 
supplying the defects of his education, 
and soon ^icquircd a taste fur litoiUiture 
•and a desire to excel as an author. 
A representation of ** Hamlet ” by an 
English company stimulated his am- 
bition to produce a tragedy after the 
model of the English dramatist, and 
in consequoiice of this rc'solution he 
wrote “ llenri Ilf. ct sa Cour,” which 
obtained unbounded applause, and 
B]pread the fame of tho author far 
andiwidc. Othbr dramas, too nume- 
rous to particularize, followed in rapid 
succession. In foreign countries, M. 
Dumas is probably better known as a 
novelist than a dramatist, and more 
especially by his "Monte Cristo ” and 
“ Les Trois Mousquetaires,” the first 
of which has appeared in England in 
several forms. As a dramatic author, 
ho has been a bold innovator upon 
tho old-established manner of tho 
French stago, and his writings liave, 
perhaps, been of some servico to 
French literature, in assisting to free 
his countrymen fW>m subjection to 
arbitrary rules of Composition. One of 
his best dramas is "Le Tour de Nesle,’* 
respecting the aUt||QFship of which 
thero was^ a controversy, which led to 


a duel between M. Dumas and M. 
Gktillardet, the two olaimants. The 
list of M: Dumas* novels would fill 
several pages. Many of those were 
contributed to the feuiUetoiis of va- 
rious Parisian newspapers ; and they 
are so numerous that he employs a 
corps of wiitere, who work out his 
ideas, and whoso labours he simply 
i^touches. Ho visited England during 
the general election of 1857. In 
1860 ho was in Italy with Garibaldi, 
whose memoirs he wrote, and for a 
short period he held the ofiloe of Oon- 
servator of the Naples MuBeum. M. 
Dumas began to publish his Memoirs 
iu 1852, and several volumes have 
appeared. Taken collectively, the 
cataloguo of his writings is scarcely 
conceivable for its extent, comprising 
more than 1,200 volumoH. 

DUMAS, jEAy-BAPTisTE, at one 
time Minister of Agriculture and Com- 
merce, Professor of Chemistry at the 
Sorbonno, in tho School of Medicine, 
and member of tho Institute, was bom 
at Alais, July 14, 1800. When four- 
teen, M. Dumas went to Geneva to 
study chcinistiy, botany, and medi- 
cine, and Ins first publication was an 
essay in connection with De Candolle, 
then a professor in the Siviss city. 
Tho attention of scientifle men was 
attracted by his researches in animal 
physiology, in which he was asso- 
ciated with M. Provost. In 1823 ho 
was appointed Teacher of Chemistry 
in tho j^cole Polytociinique, Paris. 
M. Diftnas published a memoir ont ho 
relations existing between tho specific 
weights of solid bodies and their ato- 
mic weight; and from that time to 
the present has been constantly 
adding to our stock of knowledge 
of organic chemistry. • M. Dumas* 
theory of substitution is one of his 
most important works, and* his 
treatise on chemistiy, as applied to 
the arts, is another valuable ofTering 
to practical soionce. His " Lemons snr 
la PhiloBophie Chimique,*' published 
in 1837, are popular, and aa a lecturer 
he is one of the most distinguished m 
Paris. In May, 1849, he was elected 
to the National Assembly; and the

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President of the Eepublic summoned 
huOfOct. 31, to join the administration, 
intrusting him with the post of Mi- 
nister of Agriculture and Commerce, 
where his chemical knowledge enabled 
him to render public service. Ho ori- 
ginated annual meetings bearing on 
agricqlture, commerce, and manufac- 
tures. M. Dumas was chairman of 
the jury. Glass 2, in the Great Ezhibi 
tion of 1851, in London ; retired from 
the ministry Jan. 9, 1851, and was 
Vice-President of the Senate from 1861 
to 1863. He has contributed to French 
literature a number of memoirs on 
chemical subjects; was promoted Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honour, April 
27, 1845; Grand Officer, Dec. 29, 1855, 
and Grand Cross, Aug. 14, 1863. 

DUNBAE, Sitt William, Bart., 
eldest son of tho late James Dunbai*, 
Esq., formerly of tho 21sb Light Dra- 
goons, born March 2, 1812, and edu- 
cated at tho University of Edinburgh, 
was called to the Scottish Bar in 1835, 
bub has never practised as an advocate. 
Ho succoodod as sevoiith baronet, on 
tho death of his uncle, Sir William 
Eowo Dunbar, June 22, 1841. Ho is 
a Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant 
for the county of Wigton, and repre- 
sented, in the Liberal iiircrest, tho 
Wigtoii burghs from 1S57 to 1865. 
In 1859 he was appointed a Lord of 
tho Treasury, and Keeper of the Privy 
Seal to the Prince of Wales, as owner 
of the duchy of Cornwall ; ni 1863 ho 
became Keeper of tho Great Seal of 
the Prince of Wales, as Steward of 
Scotland, which office, though hono- 
rary and unsalaried, is one of high 
distinction, ranking, next to that of 
Chancellor of tho Duchy of Cornwall, 
and he was appointed Controller- 
General of the Exchequer and Chair- 
man of the Board of Audit, July 27, 
1865.

DUNPAS/ The Eight Hon. Sir 
David, Q.O., eldest surviving son of;

DUNEDIN (Bishop of), The Eight 
Eev. Henry Lascellks Jenner, D.D., 
some time vicar of Preston-next- Wing- 
ham, near Sandwich, was appointed 
first bishop of this see in New Zealand 
in 1866. 

DUNPEEMLINE (Lord), The 
Eight Hon. Ealph AuEucROMisy, only 
son of the late lord (who was Judge- 
Ad vocate-Gcneral in 1827, Lord Chief 
Baron of Scotland in 1830, and Speaker 
of the House of Commons from 1835 
till 1839), was bom April 6, 1803, and 
having been educated at Eton and at 
Petorhouse College, Cambridge, en- 
tered the diplomatic service. He be- 
came Precis Writer in tho Foreign Office 
in 1827 ; Secretary of Legation to Vis- 
count Strangford’s Special Mission to 
Bra/Jl in 1828, Secretary of Legation 
to Viscount Ponsonby’s Special Mission 
to Brussels for the Settlement of the 
Affairs of Belgium tod Hollaiui in 
1830 ; Secretary of Legation at Berlin 
in 1831 ; Minister at Florence, to tho 
Germanic Confederation, at Tui'in, 
and at the Hague, May 30, 1840, re- 
tiring on a pension in 1858. He re- 
pi'csents a younger branch of the 
family of Lord Abercromby ; vras 
made a K.C.B. March 1, 1851, and 
sncceedod his father as second baron, 
April 17, 1858. 

DUNGLISON, Eobley, M.D., bom 
at Keswick, Cumberland, in 1798> 
commenced practice in London in 
1819, and in 1824 removed to the 
United States, on his appointment to 
tho Professorship of Medicine in the 
University of Virginia, which he held 
till 1833, when he accepted that of 
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jlklateria Mcdicii, Tberapeutioe, &c., in 
tho Bister University of Mniyland. 
"While in- Virginia, he onjoyod tho 
friendship of ex-President Miulison, to 
whom he dedicated his Iluninn 
Physiology,” publishod in 1832. In 
1836 lio was elected to tlio newly- 
created chair of Medicine, &c., in 
the JefTersun Medical College of 
Philadolphia, which ho still holds. 
Dr. Dunglisou is anther of scweral 
works; among which may bo nion- 
tioned tho “ Dictioiiaiy of Medical 
Science,” published in 1833; “Kle- 
meiits of llygioiio, or Tfiiman TTcalth ;” 
“General Therax)cutics and Jlatoria 
Medica,” in 1836 ; “ Now llemedies/* 
in 1830 ; and has edited “ !Majendic*a 
Formulary” anil “ TIkj Cyclopicdia of 
Practical Medicine” of Drs. Forbc.s, 
Tweedie, Jtnd Conolly. He is a mem- 
ber and correspondent of nnmorons 
sciontific and lifccmry socioticH, both 
in Europe and the United States. 

DUNKELD. (See St. Axjiuews, 
Dunkkld, and Duniilaxe.) 

D U N L 0 P, Miss Maoklixe, 
daughter of an Indian civilian of high 
rank, was bom in India about 1835, 
and was in that country when tho 
first rumours of tho mutiny wei*o 
heal'd. “Tho Timely Retreat” a 
iiaiTative of her journey to India and 
bock, with her adventures in tho 
Himalayas, was published in 1858 ; 
aW “What wp saw in Britanny,” 
being a journal of a visit to tliat 
country, accompanied by her sister 
and her aunt Lady Inglis, in 1860. 

DUPANLOUP (Bishop op Oii- 

LEA XS) , Ff:LIX - AN'roiXE - PlIILl IIEKT, 
born Jan. 3, 1802, received his clerical 
education at Paris, became in 1827 
confessor of tho due do Bordeaux, 
was employed in the same capacity by 
the Orleans family, and some months 
before the revolution of July was 
almoner to the Dauphin. In 1848 ho 
attended the death-bed of tho famous 
Talleyrand, of whom he was tho most 
intimate friend. In 1841 the Abb5 
Dapauloup was elected to the theolo- 
gical chair at the Sorbonne. In oon- 
soquonce of his lectaros upon VoltoiTe, 
a riot occurred amongst tho students, 


and the lecturer was suspended, lii 
April, 1819, ho was apjiointed Bishop 
of Orleans, and was decorated with 
tho Legion of Honour, Jan. 6, 1860. 
Since that time ho has been very 
active in his writings against all at- 
tacks upon tho territorial posBcssioiis 
of tho Pope, M. Edmond About being 
his chieLniitagonist. Ho attended tho 
Roman Catholic Congress at Mulinon 
in Soj)., 186 i, and his address produced 
a strong eiiect in encouraging tho 
liO})cs of tho Ultramontane party. He 
is the author of Bevei*al works. 

I) U PIN, Bakov Fran^ois- 
PiEKRE-CirAULKS, mGinbcr of the In- 
stituto and senator, bi*other of tho 
late M. Andre - Mario - Joan - Jacques 
Dnpin, horn at Varzy (Nievre), Oct. 6, 
1784, entered tlio Ecole Polj^toch- 
?ii(.pio ill 1801, and in 1803 was ap- 
pointed engineer to tlio navy, in which 
capacity ho assisted in tjio construo- 
tieu of tho arsenal of Aiitwe)*p. In 
1805 ho was intrusted with a survey 
of tlio ports of Holland, was after- 
wards sent to Genoa and Corfu, re- 
I maiiiing in tho latter place four years. 
In 1812 M. Dnpin returned to Franco 
and presented several “ ^lemoires ” to 
the Academy of Sciences, which, 
having ap])carod from time to timo in 
tlie Jlcc.mil den Savants litmrujcrs, 
were published in a separate form 
under the title of “ Developpemcnts 
dc Gcoinetrio,” After the abdication 
of Napoleon I. ho wrote “ Lois fondai» 
mentales de la France,” published in 
1814, a warm political appeal to those 
who had “ pmserved their independ- 
ence of mind during a long period of 
slavery.” After the battle of Wa- 
terloo he published, in his own name, 
the “ Prograramo d*uno Pompe fnnfe- 
bro it c61ebror en Phonnour des Guer- 
riors Fran 9 ais inorts pour la defense 
do la Patrio.” On seeing, daring tho 
occupation of Paris by tlio Allies, tho 
name of M. Gamol^ oiie of his most 
intimate friends, in tho list of pro- 
scriptions of July 24, 1816, ho defended 
his (CarnoPs) conduct ^ the Cham- ■ 
bers. M. Dnpin remained in the 
public service, and directed the works^ 
at the arsenal of Dunkirk; In 1816 
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he visited England and inspected the 
various nav^ establishments, ad- 
dressing a report of his inquiries to 
the Minister of Marine and Academy 
of Sciences. In 1818 ho was elected 
a member of the Institute in place of 
M.Perierj and in 1820 commenced the 
publication of his “Voyages dans la 
Grando-Brotagne,” which wore com- 
pleted in 1824. Iti this w’ork ho 
praised the advantages of constitu- 
tional government, thns obtaining 
favour with the Liberal party, but 
drawing upon himself the displensui'e 
of the Government. In his “ Reponso 
h Milord Stanhope ” ho ably defended 
the rights of Franco against the pro- 
position of that nobleman for pi*o- 
longing the occupation by the Allies. 
In 1819 he was appointed Professor of 
Mechanics at the Conservatoire des 
Arts ot Metiers ; in 1824 commenced 
a course of lectures for workmen, and 
in the following year published “ G(^- 
m^trie et Mccaniquu des Arts et 
Metiers et des Beaux- Ai*ts.” In 1824 
Louis XVIII. conferred upon him tho 
title of Baron. Elected deputy for 
Tam, he took part in tho discussions 
of tho sessions of 1828 and 1829, and 
protested against tho policy of M. 
Polignac. lie was elected deputy for 
Paris, July 12, 1830, created Councillor 
of State and member of the Council 
of the Admiralty in 1831 : after hold- 
ing other appointments, wa.4 created a 
pedr of France, Oct. 3, 1837, and was 
promoted to the rank of Grand Officer 
of tho Legion of Honour, April 27, 
1840. Baron Dupin w^ elected a re- 
presentative, of the National Assembly 
for the Seine-lnferieure in 1848, 
and after tho ctyivp d*dtat of Dec. 2, 
1861, was created a senator. In addi- 
tion to the above-mentioned works, 
he is the author of “ Syst^me de TAd- 
ministration Britannique en 1822,” 
published in .1823; “ Force Cominer- 
ciale de la Cmande-Brotogno,” in 1826 ; 
** Diseours et Le^ns sur rindnstrie, le

DUPONT, A— Pierre, song- 
writer, bom at Lyons, April 23, 1821, 
the son of hard-working, honest 
parents, was apprenticed to a silk- 
weaver, and afterwards obtained a 
clerkship in a banking-house. M. 
Lebrun, a member of the French 
Academy, recognizing his nient as a 
poet, obtained subscribers for his first 
volume of poems, entitlod “ Tho Two 
Angels,” published 'In 1844. This 
geutloman also found a substitute for 
him in tho military service, to which 
ho had been drawn. He obtained an 
appointment in the bureau of the In- 
stitute ; but the influences of poetry 
beginning to stir within him, he left 
his laborious occupation. H o was,morc- 
over, ambitions to become an actor, 
and WHS seeking an opening to tho 
stage, wlien the wonderful success of 
his song entitled “ Tho Oxen ” made 
him famous in a day. Ho felt his> 
power, and is the Bums of France, 
even more than was the poet Beran- 
ger. On reaching Paris, he could 
not keep aloof ficin the great ques- 
tions of tho day, and before tho 
RoTolutlon of 1818 he had written his- 
celebrated “Song of Bread,” at a 
time when bread was very dear; 
and his “ Song of tho Workers.” 
During tho revolution of Feb., 1848,^ 
ho composed songs and triumphant 
pmaiiB, and during the coup <E6tat, ho 
was an^ested and sentenced to trans- 
portation to Cayenne; but sucheamest 
appeals were made on his behalf, that 
he was released. His poems have 
been collected, under the titles of 
“ Cahierb de Chansons,” “ La Muse 
Popnlaire,” and “ Chants et Chansons, 
Poesie et Musiqne,” published at Paris, 
in 1850-4; “La Ldgende du Juif 
Errant,” illustrated by Gustave Dore 
(which appeared in 1856), and “Etudes 
Litt^ires, vers et prbse,” in 1859. 

DURANDO, General Jacques, 
bom at Mondovi in 1807, studied law 
at Turin, and, with his elder brother, 
Giovanni, took an active part in the 
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reyolationaiy movomont of 1831 in 
Italy. In order to avoid imprison- 
ment or the scaftbld, they were obliged 
to BOck refuge in Spain, whero they 
entered the army. Being brave and 
intelligent, they passed through the 
dilfei'ent grades, and, in 1845, Gio- 
vanni, then commandant at Milan, 
was raised to the rank of geneml, and 
tho younger brother to that of colonel. 
Having obtained leave to return to 
Piedmont, they spent their time in 
retiremont and study. Jacques Dii- 
rando, in 184-6, published a work on 

Italian Nationality,’* wliicli tended 
to popularizo the national movement. 
In tho war of 1848 tho general com- 
mandod tho volunteers, and was 
afteiwai'ds aide-de-camp to Charles 
Albert. In the interval ho was ouo 
of tho most active pi-omotors of tlie 
constitutional rfyimCf and founded tho 
Opmunie at Turin, which ho directed 
for some months. After tho battle of 
Gustoza, July 23, Gen. Durando was 
sent to Genoa as Commission or Extra- 
ordinaiy to oppose Mazzinism, which 
lio did with as much tact as success. 
After that time he remained in tho 
background until 1855, when the ques- 
tion of Piedmont taking part in tho 
Crimean expedition was mooted, and ho 
showed himself one of the first ora- 
tors in the Parliament of Turin. Count 
Cavour mado him Minister of War, in 
whicli post ho continued during the 
Crimean war, and he was afterwards 
sent as Minister to Constantinople. 
He was for three months, in 1862, on 
leave of absence at Turin, and received 
the portfolio of Foreign Affairs in M. 
Rattazzfs cabinet. 

DURBIN, J, P., D.D., bom in Ken- 
tucky, in 1800, became a Methodist 
' preacher in 1819, having received a 
common school education. In 1820 
he commenced the study of Latin 
and Greek, and entered Miami Uni- 
versity in 1822, removing, in 1824, 
to the college at Cincinnati, whero 
he took his first degree in 1826, and 
was after a short interval appointed 
Professor of Languages in Augusta 
College, Kentucky. He was ap- 
pointed to the ohaphunoy to the 


United States Senate in 1831 j became 
editor of tho Christian Advocate and 
Journal, tho principal organ of the 
Methodist persnasion, in 1832; was 
elected President of Dickinson College, 
Carlisle, in 1834; and obtained the de- 
gree of D.D. in 1837. Having visited 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, in 1842-3, ho 
took charge of a parish in Philudolphia 
in 1845, and was appointed to the 
foreign and domestic missions hi 1850, 
an oflice which Jio continues to hold. 
Dr. Durbin has been elected to tho 
General Conferenco of tlio.Church on 
four several occasions; viz. in 1814, 
1848, 1852, i85(;. In 1844 ho pub- 
lished Observations in Europe, prin- 
cipally ill Franco and Great Britain 
in 181-5, Obscrvatioii.s in Egypt, 
Palestine, Syria, i&c. and he edited 
in 1831 tlie edition of Wood’s “ Mosaic 
History of Creation,” with copious 
notes, published in the United States. 

DURHAM (Bishop ok), Thk 
Right Rkv. CiiAiaiKs Bari no, D.D., 
younger son of tho late Sir T. Baring, 
Bart., born in 1807, graduated in high 
honours at Christ Clmrcli, Oxford, in 
1829. Having lield a small curacy in 
Oxford, and tho incuinboncios of All 
Souls, liangham-place, and of Lymps- 
field, Surrey, lio was consecrated 
Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol, on 
tho death of Dr. Monk, in 1856, and 
translated thence totho see of Durham, 
on the death of the lion, and Right 
Rev. Dr. U. Montagu Yillicrs, in ]iB61. 
Tho income of the see of Durham is 
£8,000 a yci^r, and the patronage con- 
sists of seventy -one livings. 

DURHAM, Joseph, sculptor, bom 
in London in 1821, is descended from 
a good old stock, belonging to Hough- 
tou-lo- Spring, in the county of Dur- 
ham.

D U V S 11 N A Y, Yolanhe-Maiiie- 
Loutse, dancer, daughter of M. Jean- 
Loiiia Duvemay, was born in hVance, 
about 1815, and mode her first ap- 
pcaranco in Siigland at Drury Lane, 
Teb. 13, 1833, in a ballet called the 
“ Sleeping Beauty.” She was received 
with extraordinary favour, and after- 
wai’ds perfonned in the “Maid of 
Caalimei-e,” a ballot opera, adapted 
from “Lo Dieii ct la Baya^hVe,*’ by 
M. Aubor, the part having boon ren- 
dered famous by Mdllo. Taglioni in 
Paris. In Dec., 1836, was produced 
the ballet of “ Tho Devil on Two 
Sticks,” ill which Mdlle. Duveriiay 
introduced to the English public the 
graceful dance with castanets, " La 
Cachuca,” with which her name has 
been more especially identified. Her 
charming execution of this dance 
established her fame as the worthy 
(jompeer of Mdlles.

DYCE, The Key. Alexandkb,B.A., 
the son of a general oflicor in the 
East-India Company’s service, and 
second cousin of the Into William 
Dyce, 11.A., was born in Edinburgh, 
Juno 30, 1798. His education com- 
menced at the High School of that 
city, was completed at Exeter College, 
Oxford, where ho grodnated in due 
course. Having entered the Church, 
he was curate of Lantogloss, in Corn- 
wall, and afterwards* of Nay land, m 
SufTolkj and in 1827 settled in London. 
His earliest publications were “ Select 
Translations fromQnintnsSmymseus,” 
an edition of the poet Collins, and 
^‘Specimens of British Poetesses.”' 
He edited, with notes and biographies, 
the dramatic and poetical works of 
Peele, Greene, Webster, Middleton, 


Beaumont and Fletcher, and Marlowe; 
and completed the edition of Shirley, 
which Giffoi'd had left unhuishod. 
His edition of Shakespeare, which 
appeai'cd in 1857, was favourably re- 
ceived. He has published the critical 
and theological works of Bcutley; 
Mio poetical works of Skelton, witli a 
j biograpJiy and cojaous nniiotation.s; 
“ Specimt'ns of British Sonnets,” 
“ Remarks on Collier’s and Knight’s 
editions of Shakespeare,” “ A Few 
I Notes on Shakespeare,” and “ Stric- 
tures on Collier's now EjJition of 
Slmkospeare.” To Pickering’s “Al- 
diiio Poets ” ho contributed the lives 
of Sliakcspcaro, Pope, Akeiisido, and 
Beattie. He has for soino years been 
employed on a transliition, fit)m the 
Greek, of “ Athonmus," with an elab- 
orate cominontavy. For the Camden 
Society ho undertook the publica- 
tion of Kempe’s “ Nino Days’ Won- 
der,” and for the Shakespearo Society, 
of the old tragedies of “ Timou ” and 
“ Sir Thomas More.”

EBUBY (Loud), The Btgitt Hon. 
Robe JIT Grosvenob, third son of Ro- 
bert, second Earl Grosvenor, and first 
marquis of Woatii duster, bom April 
24, 1801, received his education at 
Westminster School and Chnst 
Ghiircli, Oxford, 'wliorc lie graduated 
in honours in 1 821. Ho was returned 
to the House of Commems for Shaftes- 
bury in 1822, and represented Ghester 
from 1820 till 1847, when ho suc- 
ceeded jRr. Georgo Byiig as member 
for Middlesex, which ho continued to 
I'cpresent till he was rnised to the 
peerage, Sep. 10, 1857. In the House 
of -Goiiimons ho supported measures

EDMONDS, JoHX Worth, jurist, 
born at Hudson, Now York, March

1820. From 1831 to. 1836 he was 
successively a member of each branch 
of tho State Legislature, and from 
1836 to 1838 was employed by the 
U.S. Government in missions to the 
Indians on the frontier. In 1843 ho 
bccaino Inspector of Prisons in the 
State of Now York. In 1815 ho be- 
came a State Judge, in 1847 was ap- 
pointed a Judge of tho Supremo Court 
of tho U.S., and in 1853 ho rotirod 
from tho Bench and roturnud to the 
practice of his profession. Judgo 
Edmonds is chiefly known as an advo- 
cate of the theory of ** Spiritualism,” 
ou which ho published a work in 1853. 

EDMONSTONE, Sir Akchiiiald, 
Bart., bom in 1795, educated at 
Christ Cliurch, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B.A. in 1816, succeeded his 
father, tho second baronot, April 1, 

1821, and is the author of “A Journey 
to the Oasis of Upper Egypt,” a poem 
entitled “ The Progress of Ruligion,”

EDW A.RDES, Miss Amelia Bland- 
FOiiD, novelist, tho daughter of a 
Peniiisular ofiicor, and maternally 
descended from the Walpole family, 
was born in 1831. At an early age 
sho showed a taste for both art and 
literature, and since 1853 has been 
a constant contributor to periodical 
literature, including JBUza CooVs Jour- 
nal, Chamberses Jowmal, Sharpens 
LonO^n Magazinef Once a Wcek^ and 
All the Tear Rmnd, She is the 
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authoress of several jtLvenilo books, 
the best known being “ The Little 
Marquis’* and “The Storjr of Cer- 
vantes;” and has written thp fol- 
lowing novels : — “ My Brother’s 
Wife,” published in 1855 ; “ The 
Ladder of Life,” in 1857 ; “ Hand 
and Glove,” in 1859; and “Barbara’s 
History,” in 1864. The last-men- 
tioned was pronounced by tlio Times 
and the Athenamm to be the best novel 
of the season. .These fictions 'were 
succeeded in 1865 by Half a JVlitlioii 
of Money,” whicli first appeared in a 
serial form in All the Year Round. 
Miss Edwardes has written “An 
Abridgment of French History,” pub- 
lished in Messrs. Boutledge's “Usf!- 
ful Library ; ” niul the letter-press to 
“ Thu PJiotographic Historical Portrait 
Gallery ” of Messrs. Golnaghi and Co. 

EDWABDES, Col. Siu Hekdkut 
Benjamin, K.C.B., K.C.S.I., born Nov. 
12, 1819, at Frodcsloy, Shi*o]ishiro, at 
the rectory of his father, the llov. 
B. Edwardes, the second son of 
Sir John Thomas Cholmondoley Ed- 
wardes, Bart., of Shrewsbury. The 
family, an old Welsh one, descended 
from the kings of I’owysland, was 
settled ill Shropshire in the i*eign of 
Henry I., took the name of Edwardes 
in that of Henry VII., and was re- 
warded for eminent services to 
Charles I. by a baronetcy in 1G61*. He 
was educated nt a private school and 
at King’s^ollege, Loudon, was nomi- 
nated to a cadetship in the service of 
tho E. T. Company in 1840, landed in- 
India early in 1841, was posted to 
the Ist Bengal European Fusiliers, 
with which corps he remained till 
Nov., 1845, when, having passed ex- 
aminations in the Tliudustanee, Hin- 
dee, and Persian languages, he at- 
tracted attention ns a political writer 
by twenty-four letters in the Delhi 
Gazette, from “Brhamineo Bull in 
India to his cousin John Bull in Eng- 
land; ’’was appointed aidc-de-camp to 
Sir Hugh Gough, then Commander- 
in-Chief, shortly before the first Sikh 
war broke cut, and was engaged at 
Moodkoe and ot Sobraon, having been 
severely wounded at tl^ former 


battle. Tho closo of tho campaign 
led to tho establishment of intimate 
political relations between the Eng- 
lish and the Sikh Governments, which * 
it was their object 'if imssible to main- 
tain. Tho late Sir Henry Lawrence 
was appointed Kosident at Lahore, 
and Lieut. Edwardes became his con- 
fidential secretary. In the autumn of 
18-46 ho was deputed to tho court of 
Jiimmoo, to aid Rnjali Goolab Sing in 
the supprossion of tho rebellion of 
the Sheikh Iinamoodeen, governor of 
Cashmere, whom ho induced to sub- 
mit. Ill tho spring of 18 47 ho«accom- 
panied uii expedition sent periodically 
by the Sikh Govcnimont to coerce 
Bnnnoo, a tributary Afighan valley on 
tho Indus. The result of the expedi- 
tion was incomplete, and Lieut. Ed- 
wardes ilrew up a plan for another, 
whicli should annex Bnnnoo per- 
manently to tho Sikh territory, by 
razing tlio numerous little forts of the 
native chiefs, and building one strong 
Sikh fort in th]||r stead. How suc- 
ccssfidly this was accomplished is told 
in his “ Year on the Pnnjaub Frontier 
in 1848-9.” In tho spring of 1818 ho 
was wounded in a skirmish under 
the Tukht-i Soliman, or ” Solomon’s 
Tlirone,” and in expelling a wander- 
ing tribe of Aflghans from tho pas- 
tures of the Sikh border. Tho re- 
bellion of Downn Moolrnj, of MooL 
tan, against Ids own Sikh govern- 
mimt, broke out in May, 1848. Lieut. 
Edwardes first marched, with tho 
small force that was with him, to 
rescue the British officers at Mooltan 
but finding tliat Mr. Vans Agnew and 
Lieut.

Brought up as 
an artist, he was admitted in 1834 
as a student at the Boyal Academy, 
but afterwards took to literature. 
His first publication, a iramance, en-

"Imogen,” "Tho Poor Girl,” and 
" Fair Lilias.” He edited tho Ihrme 
CircU from 1840 to 1854 ; tho Weekly 
Times newspaper, and has of late 
years been ono of tho i>rincipa1 
writers in tho Lonihii Jown-al. Mr, 
Pierce Egan, who is an accomplished 
artist on wood, and has contributed 
largely with his pencil to tho Illus- 
trated Lfyndon News, was for many 
years London correspoudont to one of 
tho loading daily papers of tho United 
States. 

FiGGER, Emile, member of tho 
Institute, bom at Paris, July 18, 
1813, is of German extraction. Ho 
received his degree of Doctor in 
Letters in 1833; was professor in 
various colleges in Paris, and first 
became known by his editorship of 
new editions of the works of Varro, 
Longinus, and of fragments of Festns 
and Verrius Flaccus. In 1839 he 
gained the prize offered by the Aca- 
demic des Inscriptions ct Belles- 
Lettres for "Examen Critique des 
Historiens Anciens do la Vie et da 
R^gne d’ Auguste,” which was pub- 
lished at Paris in 1844. He was ap- 
pointed Maitre de Gonferctices at the 
Normal School, and Assistant Profes- 
sor of Greek literature to tho Paris 
Faculty of Letters ; was eiooted^ a 
member of tho Acodemie des Inscrip- 
tions et Belles-Lettres in 1864, in 
place of M. Gn6rard, and was deco- 
rated with the Cross of tho Legion of 
Honour in April, 1846. M. Egger is

EGYPT (VicEEOY OF),Is.vf.vrLPAsriA, 
son of Ibrahim Pasha and grandson 
of the celebrated Mehemet AH, was 
bom at Cairn in 1830, and succeeded 
his brother Said Pasha, Jan. 18, 1863. 
He was educated in Paris, and on his 
return to Egypt in 1849, ho opposed 
the policy of Abbas Pasha, the Vice- 
roy, who, as it was supposed for 
political purposes, made, in 1853, a 
criminal charge against liim, which 
was not, however, proceeded with. 
In 1855 ho visited France on a con- 
. iidential m ission, and proceeded thence 
to Borne, where he conveyed some 
magnificent Oriental presents for the 
Pope’s acceptance. The present vice- 
roy’s policy in Egypt is said to bo in 
aocorrlance with that of bis predeces- 
sor, namely, the development of the 
resources of hjui country ; but ho has 
had much difilojt^^n his: transaction^ 
with M. Lessepq^in^rolation to the 
Suez Canal. He^'was invested with 
the Order^of the Bath, Jan. 30, 1867.

EHBENBEBG, Chbistian Goyt- 
FUiED, naturalist, bom at Delitsch, in 
Prussia, April 19, 1795, studied chiefiy 
at Leipsic, whore he took his degree 
as Doctor in Medicine. At Berlin, in 
1815, ho devoted himself to micro- 
scopical studies in physiology, which 
attracted the attention of the learned, 
and led to his being sent on a scion- 
tifio expedition to Egypt in 1820, 
by the Academy of Sciences. He 
set out in company with Hemprich, 
and the important reports which 
the two addressed to the Academy 
procured for them larger grants ; 
and having exceeded the temi 
of their mission, they truveraod 
Egypt together, Abyssinia, and a 
groat part of Africa, licinprich having 
succumbed under the fatigues of 
tho journey, Ehrenberg accomplished 
their joint ])1an alone, and brought 
homo mugiiiticent collect ions of plants 
and animals until then unknown. Ho 
was named Assistant Professor in 4ho 
Faculty of Medicine at Berlin, but 
preferred setting out with Humboldt 
to explore Central Asia, and more 
particularly tho plateau of the AltaY. 
Since his return, he has devoted his 
attention to microsoopioal studies, 
chiefiy on tho infusoria, and has not 
only discovered tho exterior stmeture 
of thoso animals, but also their in- 
terior, their habits, and all the con- 
ditions of their existence. The work 
on infusoria, in whioh his disco- 
veries wore embodied, attracted the 
attention of the learned through- 
out Europe. He found in those mi- 
nute forms of animal life a number 
of phenomena hitherto unexplaihed, — 
the phosphorescence of the sea, blood- 
rain, red snow upon the Alps. He 
attributed to the heaps of infasqria 
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the existence of vegetable soil, am 
according to his observations these 
infinitely small creatures have formed 
entire mountain-chains, and played 
an important part in the formation of 
the crust of the earth. Ehronberg 
who has published a number of specia 
works on the subject of his micro- 
scopical investigations, is best known 
to Bcioutiiic men by thoso on the 
infusoria. In 1842 ho was elected 
Principal Seorotary to the Berlin 
Academy of Science, to whicJi he has 
annually contributed several iinport- 
' ant papers, and is a member of most 
of the learned societies of Enrope. 

E I C H O F F, Ph icDKiiTc-G ustave, 
philologist, born at Havre, Ang. 1 
1709, studied at Paris; took liis de- 
gi*ee of Doctor in Letters in 1826, 
and devoted himself to the study of 
Oriental languages, especially that of 
Sanscrit. An address which ho de- 
Jivorod in 1827 at a meeting of the 
Asiatic Society, presided over by the 
dnko of Orleans (afterwards king 
of the French), led to his being 
chosen Professor of German to his 
ohildi*oii. Ai)pointod after the revo- 
lution of 1830 Librarian to the Queen, 
he devoted himself to the study of 
modern languages, and supplied tho 
place of M. Faiiril at tho Sorboiiue 
from 1837 to 1838. Having returned 
to*Franco fi-om a voyage to Italy in 
1812, M. Eioholf w'as appointed to the 
chair of Foreign Literature at tho 
Uiiiversity of Lyons, and in 1856 was 
made Jnspector-goncral of “living” 
languages to the Lyedes of Franco. 
He was decorated with tho Cross of 
the Legion of Honour, June 2, 1837, 
and for his work entitled “ Parallele 
des Langnos ” has received medals of 
-honour from the king of Saxony, the 
prince of Prussia, and the town of 
Hamlrarg. M. Eichoff is the author 
of “Etudes Grecques sur Viigile,”

EICIITTTAL, Gustave n*, publicist, 
descended fi-om a family of rich 
bankers of Jewish origin, was born at 
Nancy in 1804; studied economical 
questionB upon leaving college, and 
joined tho Saint-Simonian school. 
Taking part in the association which 
had for its head M. Enfantin, ho as- 
sisted in tho editorship of the Globe 
and Orgnnisatmr. Upon the disper- 
sion of the sect, K. Eichthal, who had 
sacrificed a largo portion of his for- 
tune in the promotion of. his ideas, 
wont to Greece, became a momber of 
tlic bureau of Public Economy, and 
published anonymously a work en- 
titled “Les Deux Mondes,” which 
served as an introduction to that on 
Turkey by*Mr. Urquhm't. Ho is one 
of thb principal founders of tho 
Societe d’Ethnolo^l^.^ which he be- 
came secretary ,4^divitheTran8actionR 
f which he liiii ;^pnbli8hed a work 
ntitled “ Histoire^ ot Origino des 
Ponlhas ou Fellans/’ which appeared 
in a separate form in 1842 ; and ^ 
another entitled “ Etuder sur j^Histedre 
Primitive des Raceo Oo^anieij^nes et 
Americaines.”

■ EICHWALD, Edavahd, naturalist 
' and traveller, bom at Mitan, in Oour- 
land, July 4, 17U5, studied modiciuo 
and the natural sciences at Berlin. 
After travelling in Germany, Swit- 
zerland, Franco, and England, he 
retnmed to Bnssia in 1821, where lie 
became a private tutor in the Univer- 
sity of Dorpat. In 1823 ho was ap- 
point A Professprof Zoology and Mid- 
wifery at Kasan. From 1825 to 1827 
he explored tlio Caspian Sea and tlio 
Cauoasus, and on his return was made 
Assistant Professor in the University 
of Wilna. This university was sup- 
pressed, and Professoi' Eicliwald held 
several minor but responsible posts, 
until, in 1838, he was summoned to 
St. Petersburg, where hooevupiod the 
chair of Zoology and Mineralogy in the 
Academy 'of the Medico-Chlrurgical 
Society,' and was afterwards appointed 
.Professor in^tho School of Mitios. In 
order to complete his geological studies, 
he travelled in Esthoniu, in Finland, in 
the govorument of St. Petersburg, &c. 
lu 1846 lie undertook a number of 
sciejatifiq excursions into the Tyrol, 
Italy/and Goi*many, his chief object 
being tiio prosecution of the palmonto- 
logioal studies to which he had direetd 
his "attention. In 1851 he retired from 
active lifb with the title of Councillor 
of State. Since the days of Pallas, 
he has epntributed more than any 
^faier writer^ or natuiplist to our 
knowledge of the geography, natural 


history, and ethnography of Bussia. 
His principalworks are written in Ger- 
man, French, Latin, and BosslaJi. The 
following aro besh known in this coun- 
try : — “ A Journey to the Gupian and 
the Caucasus,” published in 1834r-7 ; 
“ Memoir on the Mineral Wealth of the 
Western Provinces of Russia,” in 1835; 
“ Paleeontology of Russia,” in 1851, 
in the Russian language, which has 
been translated into French ; and 
“Scientific Observations made in a 
Journey through the Tyrol,” published 
in 1851, in. the German language. 

ELOHO (Lobu), The Riuht Hon'. 
Fuancts Wemyss Cjiartekis, the 
eldest sou of the earl of Wemyss, born 
in 1818, was educated at Eton and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he gia- 
dunted B.A. in 1841. In the same 
year ho was returned to the Ilout«e of 
Commons for the oastoni division of 
Gloucestershire, which he represented 
until 1846, when ho resigned his seat, 
having abanclouod the support of the 
pi'otectivo Corn Laws, and become a 
convert to the Free Trade measares 
of Sir R. Peel. In Aug. 1847 ho was 
returned as a Liberal Conservative for 
lliuldingioiishire, which he continues to 
represent ; was a Loi’d of the'lVcasury 
under the Abordeen ininistiyof 1852-5, 
retiring with ilio Peelite party in Fob. 
of that year from the adniinistratiou 
of Lor<l Palinorslon. Ho has takdii a 
very prominent part in the great 
Volunteer movoment, and is a dopqty- 
lieiitonaiit of Haddingtonshire. 

ELIK DE BBAGMONT, Jean- 
Baf tiste-Akmax u-Louis-L£oxce, geo- 
logist, peiqietual secretary to the 
Academy of Sciences, was born 
Sep. 25, 1798, at Canon, Calvados, 
studied with distinction at the College 
of Heni’i IV., and was first in the list 
of those students *of the Ecole Poly- 
technique who passed in 1819, to 
enter into the School of Mines, in 
1821 he undertook, by order of the 
government, a scries of voyages in 
connection with motallargy, and on 
his return in 1824, was appointed an . 
ordinary engineer at mines. Tn 1829 
he became Professor at the Bchool of 
Minos, in 1832 Professor at the College 
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of Franco, in 1833 anEngineer-in-Cbicf, 
and afterwards an Inspeotor-Goneral 
of tlio first class. Eleot^ successivelj 
a corresponding metob^ to the Aca- 
demy of Berlin in 1827, member of 
the Society Fhilomatiqne in 1829, 
foreign associate of the Royal Society 
of London in 1835, and member of the 
Academy of Sciences in place of M. 
Clande Lelic^Tre, Deo. 21, 1835, he was 
appointed perpetual secretaty to the 
Academy, on the death of M. Francois 
Arago. Upon the re-establishment 
of the empire, he was raised to the 
dignity of Senator, was mode a Com- 
mander of the Legion of . Honour in 
1850, and promoted to the rank of 
Grand Officer, Ang. 12, 1800. The 
earlier writings of M. £lio de Beau- 
mont relate to metallurgy. In 1823 
ho was intrusted, in conjunction with 
MM. Brochaut de Villiers and Du- 
frcsiioy, with the execution of a geo- 
logical map of France; and as a similar 
work vros being carriod on in England, 
these throe engineers wore sent to 
this country to study its progress, and 
to visit all the great metallurgical 
works, in order to draw up a scheme 
for developing similar sources of iii- 
duatiy in France. The results of this 
visit, M. £lie de Beaumont publish- 
ed in the Annalea dcs Mines, and in 
a %ork entitled “ Voyage Mctallur- 
giqno en Angloterro," Ac., in 1827 ; 
sinco which ho has occupied himself 
almost exclusively with geological 
researches. In 1827 he pnbiished, in 
the lAiuKvles dcs Mmes, his “Obser- 
vations sur los Diflerentes Formations 
qui, dans lo Syst^me des Vosges, 
separont la Formation Houill^re de 
.*?elle du Lias;** in 1828, “Notice sur 
Vt Gisement do Vegetoaux Fossiles 
^'do B51cmnites situo ^ Potit-Gosur, 
pr^s Moutiers in 1829, “Faitspour 
servir tl THistoire des Montagues 
de rOisans,** “ Notice sur la Ceinture 
Jnrassiqup du Grand Bassiu G5olo- 
gique qffi comprend Londres et Paris,*’ 
and “Reoherches sur quelquoBUUea 
des fi^volutions de la Surfiice du 
Globe;** the last-named, a most 
important geological work. M. Elie 
d’Beaumont has written numerous 


geological works, several of whioli 
relate specially 'to the geology of 
Franco. The “ Carto'^^^Pi^rai^iqae' 
de France,** in the pitoparation of 
which he took such afi iaotave part, 
and to which allusion has been made, 
is a great work, and \ reflects the 
highest honour upon him and his 
fellow-labonrers. 

ELIOT, George.— The notit d ^, 
plume of a lady, said to be the daughter; 
of a clergyman, bom about 1820, who 
has written several works of fiction of 
a high class, which have obtain^ a 
largo circulation. ^Her first Work, 
“Scenes of Olerioal Life,** whioh 
appeared in Blacktcood, was published 
in a separate form in 1858.- It ’was 
followed by “Adam Bode,** in 1859;

ELIOT, Samuel, bom in Boston, 
U.S.A., Deo. 22, 1821, grandsOn of 
Samuel Eliot, who founded tho Eliot 
Professorship in Harvard College, gra- 
duated at that institution with the 
highest honours of his class in 1839 ; 
commenced life in a house of business 
at Boston, whioh he quitted after two 
years to travel; and at Rome, in 1845, 
formed tho idea of writing a “ History 
of Liberty,” whioh he forthwith ooni- 
menccd. In 1849 he published some 
“Passages from the Histoiy of Li- 
berty,” treating of the livesof Arnold 
of Brdscia, Savonarola, and bthor 
Italian reformers, which were intended 
to form a port of the more extensive 
work ho had in contemplation. /Tho 
first instalment appearod ' in 1849, 
nnder tho title of “Thb Liberty of 
Rome,” altetod to that of “History 
of Liberty, Part I., The Ancient Ro- 
mans;” followed in 1853 by Part II., 
“ Tho Early Christians.**' In 1856 ho 
published A Manual of the United 
States* Histoiy between tho yeaiE 
1492andl856," which is distinguished 
for its great clearness and research. 
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Hr. Eliot, who is au advocate foi* a 
stronger infusion of religious elomonts 
into Vacation in the United States 
than is at present adopted, is Professor 
of History and Political Scionco in 
Trinity College, Hartford. 

BLLBNBOBOUGH (Earl or), 
TiiJe Biaitr Hon. Edward Law, G.G.B., 
is the descendant of an ancient family 
which was seated for many genera- 
tipns at Askam, in Cumberland, llis 
gi^ndfather, the Bight Bov. Edmnnd 
Law, D.D., Bishop of Carlisle, was the 
author of several religious and scien- 
tific works, which htivo outlived his 
generation. The eldest and the 
youngest of his sons became respec- 
tively bishops of Elphin, and Bath and 
Wells, while the third son, Edward, 
having nseu to bo Lord Chief Justice, 
was created Lord Ellotiborough. The 
subject of this memoir, born Sop. 8, 
1790, was sent to Eton at tlie usual age, 
and to Cambridge, w*hero, in 1808, he 
won the annual gold modal for the 
best Latin ode, left by Sir William 
Browne. In 1814 he was rotuniod to 
the House of Commons for St. 
Michael’s, a small Cornish borough, 
since disfranchised, which ho continued 
to represent till lie succeeded his 
lather, as second baron, Dec. 13, 1818. 

* In the House of Commons ho was not 
distinguished for great oratorical 
powers, nor did ho give promise of onii- 
nenco as a stateainan. Ho was Lord 
Privy Seal, and afterwards President 
of the Board of Control, in the Welling- 
ton administration of 1828 -30, and 
was reappoiutofl to the latter office 
with a seat in the cabinet in Sir Bobort 
Peol’s first administration of 1 ^34-5. 
In 1842 ho >va3 sent to India by Sir Ro- 
bert as Bueccssortothovacillatiiig carl 
of Auckland, who had involved ns in so 
much loss and discredit in the AffgJian 
war. Beaching India in the midst of 
B serious crisis, when on all sides 
« men’s ' hearts wore failing them 
be^Qse of fear,” he, by dint of innate 
foroe of character, in the short space 
of two years avenged the outraged 
British name, restored confidence to 
the army, suppressed the rising spirit 
of revolt, and handed the country over 


to. his successor in a condition of 
prosperous stability which it had not 
attained under any previous ruler. To 
uso the language of an Indian journal. 
After airiviug in liidi.a, in 181-2, Lord 
Ellenborongh took two or three months 
to look about him. Ho soon found 
that the administration of his prode- 
oessor had been a ‘ secretariat admi- 
nistration,* and to that cause alone he 
attributed the fact that after an 
experiment of five years it had closed 
in dismay and defeat. He thoroforo 
i*eBolved to tak.e the executive power 
from the hands of his secretaries, ami 
to wield it himself. Hence it was 
that the country wliich ho found dis- 
tracted, shaking to pieces, with an 
exhausted treasuiy and a discontented 
army, ho left in a condition to which it 
had never before attained ; the coffers 
overflowing, the army enthusiastic, 
and the secretaries in their proper 
places. Hence, too, his unpopularity 
with the civil service.** Lord Ellcn- 
borough’s Indian career may bo de- 
scribed in a few words. Though, on 
first landing, ho professed pacific 
intentions, it was not long before ho 
found it necessary to draw the 
sword in eaniost. Affairs in Aifghanis- 
tan having boon brought to a success- 
ful issue, the British forces evacuated 
that country, bearing the gatos^f 
Soinnauth in triampli, and having 
destroyed the fortress of Ghuznoe. 
This had scarcely been accomplished 
when the Ameers of Scindo took up 
arms. The lato Gen. Sir C. J. Napier 
WMS despatched ag’fiinst them by Lord 
Ellenborongh, and after one or two 
decisive victories, including the bloody 
battlo of Mceanoe, the territory of 
Scinde was formally annexed to the 
British dominions. Doubts have been 
expressed :i8 to the justice of theooarso 
pursnod by iiis lordship in the Scindion 
war, and the invasion of that country 
has been regarded as an unprovoked 
aggression. The Amoors had un- 
questionably provoked retaliation by 
violating their solemn treaty with us, 
and by attacking the British resident, 
and levelling his house to the ground. 
In 1843 Lord Ellenborongh invaded 
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the independent Mahratta state of 
Gwalior, in conjunction with Gen. 
(Lord) Gouf'h, for the purpose of put- 
ting an end to the civil strife which 
raged thero daring the regency of 
the youthful rajah, Dhulcep Singh. 
The war had scarcely been brought to 
a close by the defeat of the Hahratta 
troops, when Lord Ellcnborough was 
recalled by the board of East-India 
diroctoi'S, by wliat the lato duko of 
Wellington characterized as a most 
indiscreet use of authority,*' and con- 
trary to the wishes of tho goveriinumt 
of Sir Robert Peel, who almost iniTiio- 
diatcly on hia xtiturii to England hi 
18'14, appointed him to tho post of 
First Lord of tho .Admiralty, and 
raised him in tho peerage as carl of 
Ellonboi*oagh an<l Viscount Soutliain. 
naving I'csumcd office in 1858 under 
Lord Derby, as President of tho Board 
of Control, his lordship resigned May 14, 
on account of an attack made upon him 
for a dcspatcli which he hod addrosacd 
to Lord Canning respecting his policy 
in dealing with Oude. Though the 
views enunciated in what was 
termed the Oudo proclamation, wore 
carried out, objection was taken to 
the publication in this country of tho 
despatch. Tho vqto of censuro was 
rirjgctod in the House of Loi-ds by a 
mfljority of nine, and tho motion was 
withdrawn in tho House of Commons 
without a division ; but before tho 
debate commeiicod,Lord Ellcnborough 
had resigned, and has not since held 
office. 

ELLICOTT, Dll. {8oe Glolxesteu 
AND Bristol, Bishop or.) 

ELLIOT, Sir Charles, K.C.B., 
son of tho Into Right Hon. Hugh 
Elliot, and nephew of the first earl of 
Minto, born in 1801, entered tho Royal 
navy in 1816, served at the battle of 
Algiers, and afterwards in India, on 
the coast of Africa, and in the West 
Indies. He was made Chief Superin- 
tendent of Trade and her Majesty’s 
Flenipotentiaiy iii China in 1835, and 
was prasout, in that capacity, at all 
the operations in that country, ending 
with tho ransom of Canton in Aug., 
1841. He was Charg^-d’ Affaires in 


Texas from 1842 to 1846, Goveraor of 
Bermuda finm 1847 to 1852, of Ti-ini- 
dad from 1853 to 1856, of St. Helena in 
Aug., 1863, and was created a K.C.B. 
(Civil division) in 1856. 

ELLIOT, JTiie Very Rkv. Gilbert, 
D.D., a son of the late Right Hon. 
Hugh Elliot, and brother of Sir C. 
Elliot, K.C.B., bom in 1800, was edu- 
c.atcd at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, where ho graduated B.A. in 
1822, and proceeded M.A. in 1824. 
Having held some inferior prefer- 
inctits, including tho incumbency of 
Trinity Chiireli, Mot^deboiio, ho was 
nominated in 1850 to tho Deanery of 
Bristol . Dr. Elliot, who is well known 
as a leader of the Low Church party, 
took an active part os Prolocutor in 
tho Tjower House of Convocation from 
1857 till 1864, when ho resigned, and 
is tho author of one or two volumes of 
sermons, &c. 

ELLIOT, The Hon. Henry George, 
a younger son of the late earl of Minto, 
born in 1817, was educated at Eton, 
and hold tho post of secretary and 
A.D.C. to Sir John Franklin in Tas- 
mania. Ho was appointed Precis 
Writer in the Foreign Office, June 19, 
.1840 ; Attaohd at St. Petersburg, Aug. 
17, 1841 ; Secretary of Legation at tho 
Hague, June 26, 1848; transfeiTcd to 
Vienna, Dec. 23, 1853 ; and Ministei'* 
atDiMimiirk, March 31, 1858. In 1859 
he was sent on a special mission to 
tho king of tho Two Sicilies, and in 
1802 to the king of Greece, and waa 
appointed Envoy to tho king of Italy, 
Sep. 12, 1863, in succession to Sir 
James Hudson. 

ELLIOTSON, John, M.D., P.R.S., 
born in London towards the end of 
tho last century, was educated at 
Edinburgh and at Cambridge, where 
he graduated M.D. After attending 
tho medical and surgical practice of 
St. Thomas’s and Guy’s Hospitals for 
three years, and having been live ycare 
Assistant-Physician to the latter inati* 
tution, he was elected one of its phy- 
sicians. In 1831 he was appointed 
Professor of tho Practice of Medicine 
in the Univoreity of London, and in 
1834 ho succeeded in effecting the 
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eatablishment of dn hospital in Uni- 
versity College, where his lectures 
and practice attracted large audiences. 
In ISto he published, his ** Lumleyun 
Lectures on the Recent Improvements 
in the Art of distinguishing tho vari- 
ous Diseases of the Heart,” which he 
had delivered before the Royal College 
of Physicians in 1829, at the request 
of the President. Dr. Elliotson, who 
was ono of tho first in this countiy to 
adopt and inculcate the nso of the 
B^hoscopc, showed that not only 
could some medicines, such as carbo- 
nate of iron, be borne in much lai'ger 
dosoB than it had been (sustomaiy to 
give them, but that it was often ncccs- 
soiy to administer them in those in- 
creased doses in order to cure certain 
diseases j at tho same time urging 
the necessity, when employing active 
reiftedies, of commencing with small 
doses and gradually increasing as it 
was found what tho patient could boar 
or might require. He discovered the 
use of hydrocyanic acid in certain 
affections of the stomach, introduced 
quinine into England and established 
its power, published explanations on 
tho use of creosote in some forms of 
dyspepsia, of sulphate of copper in 
dysenteiy, Ac., and proved the occur- 
rence of glanders in the human sub- 
ject. His lectures on the practice of 
medicine, since published in a separate 
form, constitute one of the best works 
extant on the subject, aiul his trans- 
lation of Blumenbach's “ Physiology,” 
with notes more bulky than the ori- 
ginal, has passed through several 
editions. He was the fourrlcr, and 
was elected the President of the 
Phrenological Society, the President 
of the Royal Medical and Chirurgical 
Society of London, a F.R.S. and Fellow 
of the Royal College of Physicians. 
In 1887, tho attention of Dr. Elliotson 
having been directed to certain won- 
derftd phenomena, and certain modes 
of producing these phenomena, and of 
removing diseMes ill understood and 
difficult to biire, he devoted himself 
to thd study of mesmerism. At length, ; 
oonyinoed of the substantial truth of 
that agenqy, he established in 1849 


a Mesmeric Hospital, at which it is 
said that nnmerous wonderfhl cures 
have been performed. Differences, 
however, having arisen between 
liimself and his medical colleagues 
and the Comicil of University College, 
London, he resigned his professorship 
in Deo., 1838. Tho Zoist, a mosmerio 
and phrenological jonmal, established 
by him, and completed in thirteen 
volumes, contains all his labonrs in 
mesmerism. Since the completion of 
tho Zoiat, he has written on subjects 
connected with mesmeric influences 
in tho Medical Times. 

ELLIOTT, The Rev. Charles, D.D., 
was bom at Killybegs, co. Donegal, 
Ireland, May 16, 1792. Being a Wes- 
leyan, and unable to take the Dublin 
University tost, he was reibsed admis- 
sioii to that institution in 1815. ‘ With 
tho assistance of its distinguished 
scholars, he passed through what was 
equivalent to a university education ; 
and having emigrated to tho United 
States, he was received, in 1818, into 
the travelling connection of the Ohio 
Conference. For four years ho led 
the life of a pioneer missionary, in 
1822 was appointed superintendent 
of tho mission among the Wyandot 
Indians at Upper Sandusky, and was 
presiding elder of the Ohio district for 
five years. In 1827 ho was elected 
Professor of Languages in Madison 
College, Uniontown, Pennsylvania; in 
1831 ho was stationed at Pittsburg, 
where he became presiding elder and 
editor of the Fittshiirg Conference Jour^ 
nal, and was transferred to the Western 
Christian Advocate at Cinpinnati, 
which he edited till 1848. In 1852 ho 
resumed his editorship at Cincinnati, 
which he held for five years. He has 
written a Treatise on Baptism,” 
published in 1834; ”Life of Bishop 
Roberts/* and “ Delineation of Roman 
Catholicism,** in 1851 ; and “ History 
of the Great Secession from tho Me- 
thodist Episcopal Church,** in 1855. 
Dr. Elliott has been for some time 
President of the Wesleyan University 
at Iowa. 

ELLIOTT, Charles Wyllys, au- 
thor, bom in Gnildford, Connecticut, 
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May 27, 1817, is descended from Eliot, 
the “ Indian Apostle.” After having 
been for some time in business in New 
York, he applied himself to the study 
of horticulture and landscape garden- 
ing in 1839, under Mr. A. J. Downing, 
at Newburgli, and followed those pur- 
suits at Cincinnati from 1840 to 1848. 
In 1850 he returned to Now York, in 
1853 was one of the founders of the 
** Children’s Aid Society,” and in 1857 
was aj^oiutcd one of the commis- 
sioners for laying out the central park 
in the city of New York. Mr. Elliott 
is tho author of ‘^Mysteries or Glimpses 
of the Supernatural,” published in 
1852 ; ** St. Domingo : its Hevolution 
and its Hero, Toussalnt VOuverture,” 
in 1855; and “The Now England 
Histoiy' from tho Discovery of the 
Countiy by the Northmen, A.n. 986, 

. to 1776,” in 1857. 

ELLIOTT, The Ekv. Edwaud 
Bishop, M.A., bom about 1795, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, whore he graduated B.A. in 
honours in 1816, and of which he be- 
came a Fellow. Ho was Seatonian 
Prizeman in 1820 and 1822, Vicar of 
Tuxford, Notts, from 1822 till 1840, 
was appointed a Prebendary of Hey- 
tesbuiy in 1826, and incumbent of 
St. Mark’s Chapel, Brighton, in 1853. 
He is the author of “Hoim Apoca- 
lypticro,” “ Vindicim Horori®,” “ The 
Warbiirtonian Lectures,!’ 1849-63, 
^c. 

ELLIOTT, WILLIAM, author and 
politician, bom in Beaufort, South 
Carolina, April 27, 1788, entered 
Harvard College in 1806, but ill health 
prevented his taking his .degree. He 
was returned successively to both 
branches of the State Legislature, 
and resigned his office of Senator in 
the Upper House in 1832, having been 
instructed by his constituents to vote 
against the tariff law of that year. 
He has taken little part in public* 
affairs since 1861, in which year his 
letters on that question, signed “ Agri- 
cola,” were published in a collected 
form. He is the author of on “Ad- 
dress before St. Paul’s Agricultural 
Society,” published in 1850; " Caro- 


lina Sports by Land and Water,” in 
1856 ; and “ Ficsco : a Tragejiy.” 

ELLIS, Geouge Edwaud, D.D., 
bom in Boston, in 1815, graduated at 
Harvard College in 1833, studied 
theology at the Cambridge Divinity 
School until 1836, and after a yearns 
travel in Europe, was ordained in 
1840 pastor of Harvard Church, 
Charleston, Massachusetts, a post ho 
still holds. Dr. Ellis, who is the author 
of the lives of John Mason, Anne 
Hutchinson, and William Fenii, in 
“Sparks’s American Biography,” pub- 
lished in 1857 an elaborate work, 
cntitlod “ Half a Century of tho Uni- 
tarian Controversy,” of which body he 
is a member. Ho has been c^tor 
of the Christian Jietjisier, and, in con- 
junction with Dr. George Putnam, of 
tho Christian Examiner, and has writ- 
ten on historical and other questl^s, 
in tho New York Review, the North 
American, and tho Atlantie Monthly. 
In 1857 ho was appointed Professor of 
Doctrinal Theology in the Cambridge 
Divinity School, and received the de- 
gree of D.D. from Harvard University. 
Ho has published numerous sermons, 
addresses, and pamphlets ; is a mem- 
ber of tho MaBsachusettB Historical 
Society, and a zealous friond of popu- 
lar education. 

ELLIS, Sir Henrt, K.n.,'bom in 
Loudon, in Nov., 1777, is tho son of 
John Ellis, Esq., descended from a 
family resident for several genera- 
tions in the West Biding of Yorkshire. 
He was educated at Merchant Taylors’ 
School, was elected Scholar to St. 
John’s College, Oxford, in 1796, and 
became Fellow of liis college. Hav- 
ing held for four years the post of a 
sub-librarian in the Bodleian Libraiy, 
in 1800 be received on appointment 
in that of the British Museum. In 
1806 ho became Keeper of the Printed 
Book Department, from which he 
afterwards remov^ to the Depart- 
mont of MSS., and in 1827, upon the 
death of Joseph Planta, Esq., was 
appointed Principal Librarian, retain** 
ing it till 1866, when he retired upon 
a pension. Sir Henry EDis w8iB.; for- 
m wy years one of the secretaries df 
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tho Societj of Antiquarios, and held 
the office of Director of the society. 
His first work, a “ llistory of the 
Parish of St. Leonard, Shoreditch,** 
was published in 17U8. He is tho 
author, amongst other works, of an 

Introduction to tlio Domesday Sar> 
voy,with Indices,** published in 183;i, 
and edited throe scries of '^Original Lct- 
tera, illustrative of English History,** 
of which tho first appeared in 1821, 
tho second in 1827, and the third in 
1840. He contributed to tho ** Ijibrary 
of Entertaining Knowledge ** a work 
on the “ Towiiioy Marbles,** in 1833 ; 
and another on tlie “ Elgin and Phiga- 
leian Marbles,** in 1838. JIo was the 
chief editor and writer of tho English 
portion of tho edition of Diigdale*s 
“ Montisticon,** published in 1817-30, 
and racoived tho third class of the 
Gu^phic Order from King William 
IV. in 1833. 

ELLIS, William, writer on social 
science, was born in London about 
1800. Educated for commercial pur- 
suits, he became tho manager of an 
iusurauco company, ])nt happening to 
extend tlio spiiero of his knowledge, 
by tho aid of tho writings of Tooko, 
Mill, Benthain, &c., ho dovotod him- 
self to the study of social science iu 
its highest form. Ho took a great 
interest in education, and may bo re- 
garded as tho founder of tho Birk- 
beck schools. He is the author of 

Progressive Lessons *' on social sub- 
jects, “Tho Outlines of Social Econo- 
my,'* “An Introduction to tho Study 
of Social Science,** “ Outlines of tlio 
History and Formation of tho Under- 
standing,’* “Progressive Lt’fc);;.ons in 
Social Science,*’ “ The Phenomena of 
Industrial Life,” “Education as a 
means of Preventing Destitution,’* 
&o. He haa> contributed papers on 
social questions to the Westminister 
Review and other periodicals. 

ELLIS^ Tub Rev. William, was 
bom in London towards the close 
of the last century. In early life he 
became connected with the London 
Missionary Society, and was employed ; 
as a clergyman in* missionary work ; 
among the inhabitants of tho islands j 


of the Southern Ocean. He returned 
homo in 1825, and published the 
results of his experience of tho 
natives and tho leading features of 
those ishinds under tho title of “ Poly- 
nesian Researches,** in 1829. He was 
Foi*eign Secretary of the London Mis- 
sionary Society from 1833 to 1840, and 
is the author of a “ Ilistor}” of Mada- 
gascar,’’ published in 1838; “Throe 
Visits to Madagascar,” in 1858 ; “Vin- 
dication of tho Soutli-Soa Missions,” 
in 1831; and “History of tho Lon- 
don Missionary Society,** iu 18lr4‘. 
Mr. Ellis married, in 1837, Miss Sarah 
Stickney. 

ELLIS, Mas., wife of tho Rev. 
William Ellis, better known under 
her iniaidcii name of Miss Sarah 
Sticknoj^ born about 1812, early 
coniioetcd herself with literature, 
and published “ Pictures of Private 
Life.” She was one of the first to 
treat social subjects iu relation to 
wonioii, and gained great popularity 
as the authoress of “ Tho Women of 
England,” “ The Danglitere of Eng- 
land,” “ Social Distinction,** “ Family 
Socrots,” &o. In 1837 she becamo 
the second wifo of the Rev. William 
Ellis. 

ELMORE, Alfred, A.R.A.,bomat 
Clonaldlty, in tho county of Cork, in 
1815, first exhibited at tho Royal 
Academy in 1834. Among his earlier 
pictures were “ Tho Crucifixion,” ex- 
hibited at tho British Institution in 
1838 ; and “ The Martyi'dom of Becket,” 
at tho Academy in 1839. Tho latter 
was painted for Mr. O’Connell, and 
both are in a Roman Catholic ohureh 
iu Dublin. Mr. Elmoro having visited 
Italy, on his return exhibited “ Rieuzi 
in tho Forum,” in 1814. One or two- 
pictures of slighter pretension at the 
British liistitutioii, tho gleanings of 
Italian travel, were selected by tho 
Art-Union prizeholders. Historical 
,or Bcini- historical incidents, • treated • 
by^ him in tho spirit of’ tho genre 
painters, proved oven more success- ' 
Ibl.^ The “ Origin of tho Guelph and 
Ghibellino Quarrel,” of 1845, gained 
a pnrcliaser in the holder of the Art- 
Union’s highest prize— {)S800, and ia 
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the same year Mr. Eljnore was elected 
Associate of the Acadothy. The 
“ Fainting of Hero,” from “ Much 
Ado aboat Nothing,” in 1846, was the 
choice of the Art-Union’s leading 
prizelioldcr. Among Mr. Elmore’s 
chief pictures are The Invention of 
the Stocking- Loom ” (1847) ; ” Th 
Death-bed of Kobert, King of Naples, 
Wise and Good” (1848); “ Beligioua 
Controversy in the Time of Lonis 
XIV.” (1819); “Griselda” (1830); 

Hotsx^ur and the Fop ” (1851 ) ; “ A 
Snbject from Teiiys* Diary — ‘ Mr. 
Hale began my Wife’s Portrait’” 
(1852), &o. 

ELSSLER, Theiiesa and Fanxv, 
eminent dancers, bom at Vienna, tho 
former in 1808 and tho latter in 
1811. ThougJi the two sisters almost 
invariably danced together, the 
younger was tho more celebrated. 

. She acquired tho rndimciits of hor 
profession from Herscliclt, tho ballet- 
master of tho Viennoso Opora, and 
appeared on the boai'da of tho Kiirii- 
ther Thcatro when only six years old. 
She was further instructed by Anmur, 
while tho mstUetic portion of hor art 
was superintended by Baron F. von 
Gentz. In 1827 the two sisters 
started for Naples, where they com- 
pleted their education. In 1830 they 
returned to Germany, and Tnsxdo their 
appearanco at Berlin, creating an ex- 
traordinaiy sensation. After this tho 
career of Mdllo. Fanny in particular 
was one eoritinuod ovation, and at 
Vienna, St. Petersburg, and Paris, 
her reception was most enthnsiastic. 
In tho latter capital she eclipsed tho 
frvmo of Taglioni by lier wonderful 
dancing of “ La Cacliuclia,” and re- 
ceived several advantageous offers of 
marriage. It is asserted that the 
well-known Dr. Veron was among 
her* suitors. In London, in 1838, her 
reception was equally triumphant, 
though less demonstrative; and, ac- 
companied by her sister, she visited 
the Unitod States. In 1851 Fanny 
Elssler, having amassed a handsome 
fortune, retir^ to a villa pnrohaaed 
by hor near Hamburg; while Theresa 
Elssler contracted a morganatic mar- 


riage with Prince Adalbert of Pmssisi,' 
April 25, 1851, and hus since been 
ennobled. 

ELTON, SiH Arthur Hallam, 
Bart., eldest son of tho late Sir 
Cliarles Abraliam Elton, Bart., autlior 
of ** Specimens of tho Classic Poets” 
and other xx)enis, born April 19, 1818, 
was educated at the Royal Military 
Collogo, Sandlinrst, served for some 
years in the 14th foot, and snocoeded 
his father as seventh baronet, Juno 1, 
1853. He roprcRented Batli in the 
Liberal interest from 1857 to 1839, 
but was opposed to I^ord Palincrston's 
war policy, and voted fur going into 
committee on Lord Derby’s Befurtii 
Bill in 1859. Ho is tho author of 
“ Below the Surface, a Story of Eng- 
lish Country Lifo,” ond has publislied 
several tracts on tho loading social and 
political questions of the day. ||ir 
Arthur, who is a iiophow of tho late 
Henry ITallam, is a inagistrato and 
depiity-Iicutenant for Someraetshiro, 
and served ns high sheriff in 1857. 

ELWART, Antoine-Amamle-Elie, 
musical composer, born at Paris, Nov. 
18, 1808, became a chorister at an 
early age at tho church of St. Eus- 
toche, studied harmony at tho age of 
fifteen, and in 1825 entered the classes 
of Losucur ond.Fclis. In 1832 Cheru- 
bini appointed him assistant-professor 
to Keicha at the Conservatoire, and 
in 1834 ho gained the great prize at 
Homo, lleturning to Pans in 1836, 
ho published, in conjunction with 
MM. Damour and Burnett, a *' Soflege 
enfantin.” This was followed by his. 
“Methodo do Chant,” “ Une Method© 
d’llarinonie,” and ** Un Petit Manuel 
d’Harmonio.” This last-named work 
was translated into Spanish, and 
ained for its author the Cross of 
Charles HI. M. El wart lias received 
from tlio king of Prussia tho Cross of 
the Red Eagle of tho Fourth Class. 
Ho has composod several masses ; an 
opera, in two acts, entitled ” Les Ca- 
talans another, in throe acts, enti- 
tled “ Los Trois Jerusalem two 
comic operas; some oratorios, sym- 
phonies, trios, quai'tets, Ac. In 18M 
md 1855 ho gained a gold medal aiid 
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iho first prize at the competition at 
Bordeaux for a *‘Hyinne ^ Sainte 
C^cile/' and a mass for three voices. 
M. Elwart is the author of “ Un Traitc 
de Contre-}K)inte et de Fugfuo ** Essai 
de Transposition Mnsicalo;*’ “His- 
toires des Concerts Populairos de 
MuBiqueClassiquo/’ “Petit Traits d’ln- 
strumentation/' &o., published in 1864; 
■a poem entitled “ L’Harmonio didac- 
tiqne,” &o. He has contributed largely 
to various musical publications. 

EL WIN, Thr Rev. Whitwell, a 
member of a good family in Norfolk, 
bom Feb. 26, 1816, was educated 
at Cains College, Cambridgo, whore 
lie graduated B.A. in 1836. Ho was 
ordained deacon in the same year, 
priest in 1840, by the bishop of Bath 
and Wells, held for some years the 
curacy of Remington with IIarding> 
ton, Somerset, and was appointed, in 
1840, Rector of Booton, Norfolk, a 
living in the patronage of his fam%. 
He became, in July, 1853, editor of 
the Qi(aHerhj Ucoiew, in succession to 
Mr. Lockhart, and resigned the post 
in July, 1860. 

ELWYN, Titb Rev. RiCHAnn, bom 
in 1827, was educated at the Charter- 
house and at Tiinity College, Cam- 
bridge, whore he obtained a scholar- 
ship, won the Craven University 
Scholarship in 1848, graduated in 
1846 as Senior Classic, and was elected 
to a fellowship at Trinity. Ho was 
appointed Second Master of the 
Charterhouse in 1855, and Head 
Master on the death of Dr. Elder in 
1858. Ho resigned in 1863. 

ELY (Bishop op), The Ruaix Rev. 
Edward Harold Browni: D.D., 
youngest son of the late Col. Robert 
Browne, of Morton House, Bucks, 
bom in 1811, was educated at Eton 
and at Emanuel College, Cambridgo, 
whore he graduated as a wrangler in 
18^, obtained the Crosse Theologi- 
cal S^olarship in 1833, the first 
Hebrew Scholarship in 1834, and the 
Norrisian Prize for a theological es- 
say in 1835. He became fellow and 
tutor of his college; incumbent of St. 
James’s, and of St. Sidwell’s, Exeter, 
in 1841 ; was Yioe-Principal and Pro- 


fessor of Hebrew at St. David’s Col- 
lege, Lampeter, from 184i3 to 1846, 
when ho was appointed Vicar of Ken- 
wyn, Cornwall, and Prebondary of 
Exeter: the vicarage of Kenwyn he 
resigned for that of Heavitree, Devon- 
shire, In 1857. In 1854 he was elected 
Norrisian Piofessor of Dirinity in the 
University of Cambridge, and in 1857 
Canon Residentiary of Exeter Cathe- 
dral. He was consecrated Bishop of 
Ely in March, 1864. The diocese of 
Ely oontaina the counties of Cam- 
bridge, Beds, Hnnts, and part of 
Sufiblk. The bishop has tlie patron- 
age of forty-two livings, and tho 
bishopric is of the annual value of 
£5,500. Bishop Browne published, in 
1850-3, an “ Exposition of tho Thii4y- 
nino Articles,” in two voliimos, since 
reprinted in one vol. 8vo. (7th edition, 
1865), and re-edited for the use of 
tho American Church, by Bishop Wil- 
liams, of Middletdwn, Connecticut; 
two volumes of sermons preached be- 
fore the University of Cambridge, one 
“On the Atonement and other Sub- 
jects,” in 1859; the other on “Messiah 
as Foretold and Expected,” in 1862; 
and a volume on the “Pentateuch 
and Elohistic Psalms, in reply to Dr. 
Colenso,” in 1863. Dr. Browne is 
the author of articles in “Aids to 
Faith,” and in “ Smith’s Dictionary of 
the Bible,” and of various sermons, 
pamphlets, charges, &o. 

EMBURY, Mbs. Emma Catherine, 
daughter of Dr. James Manley, phy- 
sician, was born in Now York early in 
the present century, and at an early 
ago contributed to periodical litera- 
ture under the name of “ lanthe.” In 
1828 she was married to Mr. Daniel 
I Embury, a banker at Brooklyn. A 
volume of her youthful compositions 
appeared a short time afterwards, 
under tho title of “ Guido, and other 
Poems;” and she has published the 
following prose works ; — “ Constance 
Latimer, or the Blind Girl;” “Pic- 
tures of Early Life;” " Nature’s Gems, 
or American Wild Flowers ;” . “ The 
Waldorf Family;” and '* Glimpses of 
Home Life.” 

EMERSON,RALPn Waldo, essayist, 
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tlio 8011 of a well-known Unitarian 
ihinister at Boston, was bom May 25, 
1803, and g^*aduated at Harvard Col- 
lege in 1821. Having turned his at- 
tention to theology, he was ordained 
minister of the second Unitarian 
■church of Boston; but soon after ft>rmed 
peculiar views with regard to forms of 
worship, abandoned his picfession, 
and, ratiring to the quiet village of 
Concord, devoted himself to his fa- 
vourite study— the nature of man, and 
his relation to the universe. He deli- 
vered an oration called “ Man-think- 
ing,*' before the Tlii-Beta-Kappa So- 
ciety, in 1837 ; and an address to the 
senior class of the Divinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1838. Ho did not pre- 
tend to reason, but to discover; lie 
announced, but did not arguo. In 
1838 Mr. Emerson jiublished “Lite- 
raiy Ethics, an Oration;'* in 1839, 
“Nature, on Essay;’* and in 1840 ho 
was associated wfth Margaret Fuller 
in editing the a magazine of 
literature, philosophy, and religion, 
whiph was continued four years. In 
1841 he published “The Method of 
Nature,** “ Man tho Boformer,’* three 
lectures on tho times, and the first 
series of his “Essays;** in 1844 
the second series of his “Essays,** 
and published lectures on tho New 
England Befomiers, tho young Ame- 
rican, and Negro emancipation in the 
West Indies, and afterwards delivered 
lectures on Swedenborg, Napoleon, 
and other subjects. In 1840 ho pub- 
lished a volume of poems. In 1848 
he travelled in England, and delivered 
lectures on “Tho Mind and Manners 
.:f tho Nineteenth Contniy,” and in 
1849 delivered the series entitled “Be- 
presentati ve Men.** In 1852, in connec- 
tion with Mr. W. H. Chauning, ho pub- 
lished the “ Memoirs of Margaret Ful- 
ler, Marchesa d’Ossoli.** Mr. Emer- 
son, in 1856, published a work entitled 
“ English Traits,’* and in 1860 ** The 
Conduct of Life.** Ho delivered, at Con- 
cord, an oration on the death of Presi- 
dent Lincoln in 1866, and received the 
degree of LL.D. from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1866. Hehas contributed largely 
to periodicals in the United States. 


£NAULT, Louis, journalist and 
author, born at Isigny, Calvados, in 
1824, studied law in Paris, and became 
an advocate. He was imprisoned a 
short time after the revolution of 1848, 
on account of his oonnection with tho 
Legitimist party, and on bis release 
lie quitted Franco and visited England, 
Scotland, the Hebrides, and Germany. 
Betnming to Paris in 1851, ho engaged 
in Jiteraiy pursuits ; in 1853 made a 
journey to tho East, and in 1854 was 
intrusted by tho Government with a 
mission, having for its object tho ex- 
ainiiiation of the north of Europe, in- 
cluding the shores of tho Baltic, Den- 
mark, Sweden, and Norway. M. Enanlt 
was for some time engaged npon the 
ConstituUmmel aiid LeNord, as literaiy 
critic, and has contributed to the Reme 
Contemporaine, he Pays, L* Illustration, 
FigmrOy La CorrespontkLnce Littdradre, 
and La Revue Frwngaise, Ao., either in 
his own name or under the pseudonym 
of Louis do V ermond. He is the author 
of “ Promenade cn Belgique et sur les 
Bords du Bhin,’* published in 1852; 
“ La Terre Sainte,** in 1864 ; “ Oon- 
Btaiitinople et la Tnrquie, tableau his- 
toriqne,** Ac., in 1855; “Yqyage en 
Laponio ot en Norvdge,** in 1857 ; 
“De laLitturature des IndouB,’*inl860; 
and “ La Mcditerrande, Aes lies et ses 
Bords,” in 1862. Many of M. fault’s 
works are romances, the scenes being 
laid in places be has visited. Amongst 
them may bo named “ Christine,** pub- 
lished in 1857 ; “ La Vierge du Liban,** 
in 1858 ; “ L’ Amour en Voyage,” and 
“ Uii Amour en Laponio,” in 1861 ; 
“Stella,” in 1863; “Bn Province,” 
and “ OJga,” in 1864. He has trans- 
lated for the Fays, Mrs. Stowe's 
“ Uncle Toni ;” “ Werther,” in 1855; 
and has edited the “Memoirs^ and 
Correspondence of Madamed'Epinay.** 
M. i^nault was decorated with tho 
Gross of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 
13, 1861. 

ENGLAND, Sir Bichard, G.O.B., 
son of the late Gen. Bichard England, 
of Lifford, co. Clare, Ireland, was bom 
in Canada, in 1793, and entering the 
army at the age of sixteen, saw ac- 
tive service at Flushing in 1809f on. 
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the staff in Sicily in 18X0-11, and in 
France, where he served with the 
army of occupation. In 1832-3 he 
held the chief military command in 
Kafraria, and distingnished himself 
in the Kafir war of 1835-6. In the 
latter year ho served in India, in com- 
mand of the field force in Upper and 
Lower Scinde, and was nominated a 
K.G.B. for his services in the Affp^han 
war, in which ho effected the relief of 
Kandahar with a brigade of the Bom- 
bay army. In 1854-5 ho commanded 
the third division of infantry in tlio 
Crimea, and took part in the battles 
of Alma and Inkcrtnann, as well as in 
the unsuccessful attack upon Sebas- 
topol, June 18, 1835, and in the sub- 
sequent operations. Bctiirning to Eng- 
land towards the close of tluit year, 
he was mode a G.G.B., and he has 
received various foreign orders fuom 
France, Turkey, &c. Sir Bichai'd is a 
General in the army, and Colonel of 
the 41st foot. 

ENGSTROEM, John, anthor, bom 
April 7, 1794, at Kasniebo (govern- 
ment of Calmar), took the dogi*co of 
Licentiate in Medicine in 1817. Hav- 
ing travelled extensively, ho lias given 
on account of his experience in ** Resa 
genom Nori’land och Lappland ar 

1834, ” published in 1831* ; mul “ Rcs.a 
genom suedra Lappland ; Jcmtland, 
Trondhem och palarne, ar 1834,” in 

1835. He is the author of “ Nbrdiska 
Diktor afEivin” (“Northern roems”), 
published in 1821; “Eols Iftrvpan” 
(“ The Hai-p of ^lulus ”), in 1830, and 
various short poems, romances, &i\ 

EOT VOS, JosKi’H, Bason, states- 
man and author, born at BoUu-, in 
Hungaiy, Sop. 3, 1813 ; received Ids 
education at homo, and studied philo- 
sophy and law at tho University of 
Peslii. Before the completion of his 
academical career, he translated into 
his native tongue Goethe’s “ GiUz von 
Berlichingoa,” and published two co- 
medies and a tragedy, which met with 
success. In 1^3 ho adopted tho . 
profession of an advocate, which ho | 
relinquished to travel in Germany, j 
France, England, Sweden, and tho I 
Low Countries. On his return he ’ 


took an active p*art in politics, be- 
coming in 1838 editor of the Buda» 
pesti Aninzlcdnyv, a work in which the 
most eminent Xlungai’ians took part. 
M. Eutvos contributed to its pages a 
novel entitled the “ Cartlinsian,” that 
raiscd€him greatly in ])ublio estima- 
tion. A pamphlet from his pen on 
“ Prison Reform ” created consideri 
able sensation, which was increased 
by his vigorous support of the pro- 
posal for eTnaticipating tho Jews. In 
1841 ho was one of tho leaders of the 
opposition in the Senate of tho Hun- 
garian Diet, where his rank, Jiis fine 
presence, his readiness in debate, and 
bis literary attainments, gavo him 
great influence. Tho commercial crisis 
of 1841 having severely crippled his 
moans, ho had racourso to literature, 
and tho “ Villiigo Notary,” a romance 
intended to expose the abuses of tho 
nobles in the different counties, ap- 
peared in 18<14. It has been trans- 
lated into English by Count Pnlssky. 
Baron EOtvus was a constant writer 
in a popular journal, tho Pesti Hirlap, 
in which lio became the antagonist of 
M. Kossuth, arguing in behalf of cen- 
tralization against the latter’s scheme 
for autonomy of the counties. These 
articles were collected and published 
in one volume in 1846, under the title 
of “ Reform.” In 1847 ho published 
another I'OTnniice, “ Iluugury in 1514,” 
being a talc founded on the revolt of 
the peasantry in tJiat year. On tho' 
breaking out of tho revolution in 
IS-IS, ho bocamo Minister of Public 
Instruction in tho administration of 
Count Batliyaui, and resigned after 
tho assnssination of Count Lamberg, 
retiring (o Munich until tho close , of 
tho Hungarian insurrection, and in 
1851 published his important treatise 
on “TJie Influence of tho Loading 
Ideas of tho 19th Century nix)n Go- 
vernment and Society.” From that 
time until the close of 1859, ho kept 
aloof from politics; but tho ferment 
created by the promised concessions 
by tho emperor to hia subjeots, and 
the creation of the temporaty Council 
of State in 1860, drew him from his 
retreat. In conjnnction witliM. Deak, 
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wifch whom his name was for some 
time associated, he became a leader 
of the moderate liberal party, and on 
the formation of the Hungarian mi- 
nistry in 1867, was appointed Ministor 
of Worship and Public Instruction. 

BEDMANN, John EnwAun^philo- 
sophor iind author, bom June 13, 1805, 
at Molmar, in Livonia, studied theo- 
logy at the University of Dotpat from 
182!!3 to 1826, and for two years at 
Berlin, idiilosopliy under Schlcier- 
macher and Hegel, lleturning in 
1828 to his native town, lie was, in 
1820, appointed pastor to the church. 
Iii 1832 ho returned to Berlin, took 
his degrees in 1834, and hoing favour- 
ably known by his witings, was ap- 
pointed Professor of Philosophy to tlio 
University of Hallo in 1836. M. Erd- 
mann is the author of ** Es.sai d*mi 
Tableau Sciontifiquo do rifistoiro do 
la Moderins Pliilosophie,” published 
in 1834-51 ; “ Dissiri'tiitioii sur le 
Croire ct sur lo Savoir,** in 3837; 
** Coiu]jto lleiidn de notre Foi,’* in 
1835; **jSh';mens do Logiquo et do 
Meta physique,** in 1841 ; “ Oours Piib- 
liques sur TEtat,** in 1851; “Do 
I’Ennui,’* in 1852, and other works. 

ERDMANN, Oito-Ljkn/KUS, che- 
mist, horn at Dresden, Api'il 11,1804, 
son of tlio idiysiciaii of that name, 
who introduced vaccination into Sax- 
ony; studied pharmacy; attended 
the course of lectures at the Mcdico- 
Ohiriirgical Academy of Dresden ; 
.spent three yeans at the University of 
Loipsic, and took tlio degrees of Li- 
centiate in Chemi 6 ti 7 and Doctor of 
Philosophy. After having diroctod a 
manufactory for some time, and per- 
formed several voyages, ho returned 
to the University of Loipsic, of which, 
in 1830, ho becanio Professor of Che- 
mistry. M. Erdinaiin is the author 
■of “ Eocliorches ear lo. Nickel,** pub- 
lished in 1827 ; “ Tmit^ de Chimie,** 
in 1828 ; and “ Manuel de la Gonnais- 
sauce dea Marchandisos,** in 1833; 
and he conducted some scientifio pe- 
riodicals. 

ERICSSON, JoHX, mechanician, 
‘bom in the province of Yermeland, 
■Sweden, in 1803, sliowcd a decided ] 


taste for mechanics when quite young, 
and at tho ago of eleven received the 
appointment of cadet in a coips of 
engineers. In 1816 ho was made 
“niveleur** on tlio Grand Ship Canal 
between the Baltic and the North 
Sea, afterwards entered the Swedish 
army as an ensign, rose to the rank 
of lieutenant, and was employed 
for some time in tlio survey of Nor- 
thern Swedon. In 1826 he obtained 
permission to visit England, whore 
ho hoped to bring into notice his 
“ ilame engine,** — intended to work 
iiide})oii(lciitly of s^am, by condens- 
ing ilamo; but with mineral fuel it 
proved a total failnro. In 1829 he 
competed for tho prizo offered by tho 
Liverpool and Manchester Railway 
for tho best locomotive, and produced 
an engine that attained the then iu- 
ercdiblo speed of fifty miles an hour. 
Tie afterwards went to tho United 
States, where he has brought out, 
amongst other inventions, tho caloric 
engine, intended to supersedo the nso 
of steam. Mr. Ericssbn lii'st sub- 
mitted this remarkable invention to 
the seientilio world in London in 1833, 
when he constructed an engine of five- 
horso {lower, and exhibited it to a 
number of scientific gentlemen. Al- 
though it met with the approbation of 
many distinguished men, Brunei and 
Faraday pronounced against the 
scheme, and the English Government, 
which at first seemed inclined to give 
tho matter their attention, ultimately 
let it drop. The subject was revived 
in the United States, and a ship 
named tho A’ncwow, of 2,200 tons 
burden, was built and fitted with a 
caloric engine. On her trial trip she 
gradually attained a speed of twolvo 
miles an hour; but on her return 
was unfortunately struck by a bScvo 
squall, and sank. Tho ship was raised 
and taken into dock, and her “caloric** 
was replaced by an ordinaiy steam 
ongino, on the condenser of which 
Mr. Ericsson claims to have made a 
very important improvement.^ Capt. 
Ericsson retired into private life until 
the outbreak of the civil war, when 
he built the first Monitor^ This vesr 
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sel, fchns named by the oonstruotor 
as a warning to the naval powers of 
Europe, which proved formidablo in 
still water, espiscially in its famous 
encounter with the Jfierrtmac, foun- 
dered at sea. Capt. Ericsson was the 
first to bring the system of iron 
turret-ships into operation, though the 
invention had been previously demon- 
strated by our countryman, Capt. 
Gowper Coles, C.B. Capt. Ericsson 
is a Knight of the Order of Vasa, 
and a member of many scientific 
societies. 

EBLE, Thte RtghtHon. SirWt lliam, 
for some time Chief Justice of tlio 
Common Pleas, the son of a Dorset 
clorgyman, was bom in 171)3, at Fife- 
head Magdalen, in that county, and 
edneatod at Winchester and at New 
College, Oxford. His father, the Uov. 
Christopher Erie, of Gillingham, Dor- 
set, was descended from a family of 
some antiquity and note in the West 
of England. Having graduated B.C.L. 
in 1818, Mr. Erie was called to the 
Bar in 1819, and went the Western 
circuit. In 1834 he married the eldest 
daughter of the Kov. Dr. Williams, 
warden of Now College, and preben- 
dary of Winchester, and became 
King’s Counsel; and in 1837 was 
returned to the House of Commons 
by the city of Oxford, which lie con- 
tinued to represent till the dissolution 
of 1641. In Farliameni. ho was a 
silent member, steadily supporting 
the Whig party, and devoting himself 
to his profession, in which ho attained 
the highest eminence. In 1841 he 
was appointed one of the Judges of 
the Court of Common Pleas ; in 1846 
was transferred to the Court of 
Queen’s Bench ; in 1859 was promoted 
to the Chief Justiceship of tlio Com- 
mo# PleaB, oh the elevation of Lord 
Campbell to the woolsack, and retired 
into private Ijfe, taking his farewell of 
the bench, Nov. 26, 1^6. 

ERNEST n. (See Saxe-Coburg 
AjfD Gotha, Duke op.) 

ERSKINE, CoL. George, son of 
Col. jamea Erskine, C.B., 48th regi- 
ment^ bom at Worthing in 1815, was 
educated at the Royal College of Coen 


and the Royal Military College, Sand- 
hurst; entered the army as ensign in 
the 38rd foot in 1832 ; became lieut. in 
1836, capt. in' 18 13, and obtained his 
brevet majority in 1854. Ho accom- 
panied his regiment to tlio Crimea, 
and served at the battle of Inkormann 
and the siege of Sebastopol. During 
the progross of the latter lie greatly 
distinguished himself, having, in com- 
mand of the picket of the light divi- 
sion, repulsed a sortio by the enemy, 
Oct. 14, 1854. For tho battle of lu- 
kormann he received the brovet lunk 
of Licut.-Col., in Dec., 1854. On tlio 
fonnation of tho volunteer army of 
I’esorve, ho was appointed Depiitj’- 
Inspcctor-Geuoral of that force nnd€>r 
Col. McMurdo, whom ho succeeded in 
1865 in the post of Inspector- Genofiil. 
He obtained tho rank of colonel in 
ism). 

ESCOSURA, Patricio de la, poli- 
tician and lyithor, bom at Madrid, 
Nov. 5, 1807, passed liis early years 
in Portugal, his father serving in the 
army of Castanos. Having, studied 
at Valladolid, he feturiied in 1820 to 
Madrid, and studied under Lista. In 
1824, in consequence of his connec- 
tion with the secret society of tho 
“ Nuinantinos,” he retired to Paris, 
studied inatheniutics under Lacroix, 
and afterwards repaired to London. 
On his return to Spain in 1826, hc- 
enterod a regiment of artillery, and 
was promoted in 1829 to tlio rark of 
olfioer. During- this period ho df voted 
Jiimsolf to literary pursuits and poli- 
tics. Ill IS34 he was exiled as a "^ar- 
list to Olivera ; in 1835 lie was ap- 
pointed aldo-dc-cainp and secretary 
to. Gen. Cordova, upon whose retire- 
ment in 1836 he obtained his dis- 
charge. Upon tho accession of Gen, 
Espartoio to power, Escosura was 
again exiled, and retired to France. 
Returning to Madrid in 1843, he was 
appointed a Secretary of State, and 
held ofiice nnder the Narvat'Z ministry, 
retiring from public affairs in 1846. 
He has obtained reputation as a poet, 
dramatist, and novelist, and is the 
author of tho following poems : — ** El 
Bulto vestido de Negro Capua,” and 
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Horaan Corfcos en Gholulisi 
dramas, ‘*Gorte del Baen retire, ” 
played ia 1837 j ‘‘Barbara Blomberg,** 
“Don Jaime cl Conquistador,” “La 
Aurora del Colon,” “El Higuamota,” 
in 1838 ; “ Las Mocedades de Keman 
Cortes,” “Koger de Plor,” &o., in 
184'1-'B; has written two historical 
romances, viz., “ El Conde de Cande- 
spina,” published in 1832 ; and “ Ni 
Bey, ni lloquo,” in 1835; a political 
romance entitled “El Fatriarca del 
Valle,” in 18 IG ; and “ Historia Con- 
stitueional do Inglatorra,” in 1859; 
&o. Ac. 

ESPABTEUO, Don Baldoiiero, 
Duxe or ViCTOiiY, JJarshal and at 
one time Begciit of Spain, was bom 
in 1792, at Craiiatnla, in La Mancha. 
Tho youngest of tho nine children of 
a Cartwright, he was intended, on 
account of his feeble constitution, for 
tlie pi'iesthood; but in 1808, when 
the French yivadod Spain, he enrolled 
himself as a volunteer iii the body of 
students called tho Sacred Battalion, 
and was placed at a military school 
until his twenty-third year, when ho 
entered upon active service as sub- 
lieutenant. Upon the expulsion of 
Napoleon from Spain, his restless 
spirit led him to join Gen. !Morillo in 
the Sontli American colonies. He re- 
turned to Spain, and in 1833, whon 
Ferdinand Vll. died, took a decided 
part in favour of his daughter, Isa- 
bella IT., opposed Zumalacarrcgni, 
and sustained many defeats ; but the 
tide of victoiy at lengtli turned, and 
in 1811 Espartero became Begout of 
Spain, and governed the comitry with 
a fair share of success, although con- 
tinually thwarted by intrigue. When 
Gen. Narvaez entered Madrid in 1843, 
Gen. Espartero, compelled to retire, 
sought tho protection of a British 
man-of-war, and sailed to England. 
Having remained for some time in 
London, ho was invited to return to 
Spain, where he resided as a private 
citizen until June, 1854. In July, 
Queen Isabella, much against her 
will, having sent for Gen. Espartero, 
and commissioned him to resume the 
direction of affairs, he entered the. 


capital, and in conjunction with Gen. 
O’Donnell^ his fbrmor rival, formed a 
miniatty, July 19 ; hut his government 
ehoounteied great diffioultieB in the 
corruption of tho court and of the 
administrative departments, in tho 
hostility of the clergy, tho restless- 
ness of the Carlista, and the fickle- 
ness and insubordination of its own 
professed supporters. At length, in 
tho snmmer of 1856, matters camo to 
a crisis. It was impossible that two 
such men as Espartero and O’Donnell 
could work together in harmony for 
any length of time. Gen. Espartero 
was dismissod, afid insurrections 
broke out l;i Madrid, Baroelona, and 
Saragossa; but he took no part in 
tho quarrels marie in his name, and 
again lost one of the most brilliant 
positions that fortune or military 
prestige could offer. In 1857 lio re- 
signed his dignity as senator, and 
since that timo has rarely ap- 
peared in connection with Spanish 
politics. 

BSQUIBOS, Henri Alphonse, 
author, born at Paris in 1814, was edu- 
cated in an institution directed by 
the Abbe Frt^re, the author of a curious . 
system on tho philosophy of history. 
His first work, a volume of poetry, 
“ Los Uironrlelics,” was published in 
183'1. It was reviewed in a very flat- 
tering manner by M. Victor Hugo. 
In 1837 ho brought out “ Les Maj^- 
ciens,” a fantastic romauco, and in 
1839 " Charlotte Oorday,” a romance. 
In 1810 ho published throe remark- 
ablo books on workwomen and prosti- 
tutes, under the titles of “ Les Vioigos 
Martyres, les Vierges Folles, les 
Vierges Sagos.” In 1841 appeared 
“ Les Cliants d’un Prisonnior,” poems 
written in the prison of Ste. Pelogie, 
in the same cell whioh Beranger odco 
occupied, to ivhich M. Bsquiros was 
condemned for supporting the opinions 
of Lamennais. In 1847 ho brought 
but “L’Histoire des Montag^ards,” 
and “ Paris,” or the sciences, institu- 
tions, and manners of the nineteenth 
century, a collection of artides that 
hf id previously appeared in the Revii^ 
tiw dem JfoncZss, Ac. In.l848M. Eaqui-: 
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ros, althongli approving of tbo revo- 
lution, refused any appointmoui from 
the Provisional Government. In 1 840 
he published “ Do la Vie Future,” or 
conjectures on another world ; in 1850 
was elected as a representative of the 
people in the Legislative Assembly for 
the department of the Sadiie-et- Loire, 
and in 1851 published bis “ Martyrs 
de la Libert**,” and his “ Pastes Popu- 
laires,” or the history of the working 
classes up to tho seventeenth century. 
After tho cov<p Doc. 2, 1851, he 

was one of the Members of tlie Assem- 
bly most strongly opposed to the 
rising empire, autl having boon exiled, 
procccdod to IJelglinn, wlioro he wi*otf) 
his “ Lo GhAteau d’Issy,” or studies 
of the life of a priest ; and in 1853 
went to Holland, where he collected 
materials for a scries of essays for the 
Revue des Deux Jl/ondr.v, which have 
been translated into KrigJisli. In 
1855 ho came to England, where he 
resides, occupying liis time as Exa- 
miner to tho Militiiiy Council of Edu- 
cation, and in writing for tho Revm dee 
Deux Mondee some admirable essays 
on English life and character. They 
have been translated and published 
in Loudon, under the title of “ The En- 
glish at Home,” tho first series having 
been issued in 1 802, and tJio second 
in 1803. 

ESSEX, Tjfk Dowacjeji Coiintess 
or, better known fonn*n’ly by lier 
luaiden name of Katherine Stephens, 
the daughter of a carver and gilder, 
born Sop. 18, 1704, was placed under 
tbe tuition of Mr. Lanza in 18(.)7, and 
w'as his articled pupil for five years, 
during which time she sang at Bath, 
Bristol, Southampton, and the Pan- 
theon, London. In 1812 she became 
tbe pupil of Mr. Welch, and made her 
ddhut at Covent Garden Theatre ns 
Mandano, iii “ Artaxerxes ; ” after- 
wards Appeared os Polly in tho “Beg- 
gars* Opem,” and os Clara in the 
“ Ddomia.’* In 1814 she sang at the 
Ancient Concerts. After remaining 
some years at Covent Garden, she 
transferred her services to Dnuy 
Lane. She had been offered au en- 
gagement at tho Opera House, to | 


supply the place of Mdme. Gatalahi, 
but declined it, not being sufficiently 
acquainted with the Italian language. 
For some few years before her retire- 
ment, she devoted herself almost 
exclusively to oratorios and concei't 
singing. Her voice, a soprano of 
unusual compass and purity, reached 
to tho high D, and her rendering of 
simple and pathetic ballads was con- 
sidered perfect. A more spotless 
character has not been known on tho 
stage, Miss Stephens being as much 
loved as admired by her audiences. 
In 1838 slio became the second wife 
of tho fifth earl of Essex, and was left 
a widow, without issue, in the follow- 
ing year. 

ESTCOURT, The Bir.riT Hnv. 
Thomas Suti'on Sottieron Bucknall, 
oldf'st son of tho Into T. G. B. Est- 
conrt. Esq., of Estconrt, near Tetbury 
(many years M.P. for 0.xford Uni- 
versity), was born in 1801, and edu- 
cated at Tian’ow and Oriel College, 
Oxford. Ho Avas returned to the 
of Commons in 1829, in the 
Conservative interest, for Marl- 
borough, which lie represented till 
1832. From 1835 to 1844 he sat for 
Devizes, and in the latter year suc- 
ceeded the late Sir Francis Bnrdctt 
ns one of tho mcmbei’S for North 
Wilts. Jn 181'8 ho was appointed by 
Lord Derby Presidont of tlio Pooi*- 
Law Boaid, and sworn a member of 
tho Privy Council ; and early in 1859, 
when Mr. Walpole resigned, owing to 
a difference of opinion respecting re- 
form, ho became his successor at the 
Home Office. In both these capacities 
he showed ability, industry, and ad- 
ministrative talents of a high order, 
and retired with his party in June, 
1859. The Right Hon. S. Estconrt, who 
represents a family which has been 
seated on ther same property on tho 
borders of Wilts and Gloncestersbire 
for npwai*ds of 500 years, retired from 
public life in March, 1865, on adooiint 
of a severe attack of illness. 

£TEX, Antotne, sculptor, born at 
Paris, March 20, 1808, studied in the 
ateliers of MM. Dupaty and Prndier, 
receiving at tho same time lesions 
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from Mlf . Ingres and Duban. From 
1827 to 1829 be competed for the prise 
at Borne ; obtained a second prize ip 
1828, tbe snbject being Le Jenne 
Hjaointbe tno par Apollon;” and 
visited Italy, Algeria, Corsica, Spain, 
Germany, and England. At the 
** Salon” of 1833 bo exhibited, amongst 
other important works, a colossal 
** Cain,” which attracted mnoh atten- 
tion, and led to his receiving the 
comoAission. to execute two of the 
groups for the Arc de rEtoile. Several 
.of his works having boon rejected 
for exhibition. at the Salon,” he did 
not again compete nntil 1841, when 
ho was again successfhl. M. Etox, 
in addition to being a sculptor, has 
achieved renown as painter, engra- 
ver, and architect; obtained a first- 
class medal for sculpture in 1S33, and 
the decoration in June, 1841. He is 
the author of”Essai sur lo Bean,” 
published in 1851 ; ” Cours Eldmon- 
tairo de Dessin,” and ” J. Pi*adior, 
Ary Scheffer, Etudes,” in 1859. 

EVANS, Gen. Sir De Lacy, G.C.B., 
son of fhe late John Evans, Esq., of 
Miltown, Ireland, bom in that countiy 
in 1787, entered the army in 1807, 
and served with distinction both in 
India and in the Peninsula. He took 
part in the Peninsular war, and was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel in reward of his gallantly. In 
1814-15 he was actively employed in 
North America, and was present at 
the capture of Washington, but re- 
turned to Europe in time to take part 
in the battle of Waterloo, where he 
had two horses shot under him, and 
was afterwards on the staff of the 
ai'my of occupation at Paris. In 1835 
he was chosen to command the British 
Anxiliaiy Legion raised to aid the 
Queen against Don Carlos, and for 
his successes was made a K.C.B. In 
1846 he became a Major-General. On 
the formation of the army sent 
against Bnssia in 1854, he was ap- 
pointed to the command of the 
Second Division, and distin^ished 
himself at the Alma, and at J^ker- 
mann, soon after which he returned, 
invalided, to England, and received 


the thanks of Parliament for hie 
servicea in Feb., 1855. In 1831 he 
was returned to the House of Com- 
mons for Bye, as an advanced Liberol. 
In May, 1833, hq was elected for West- 
minster, against Sir John C. Hob- 
honse, and continued to represent that 
constituency till 1841, when ho was 
unsnccessful. He was re-olectod in 
1846, and retired at the general elec- 
tion in July, 1865. Ho is a G.G.B. and 
a Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour. 

EVANS, David Morier, son of 
the lato Joshua Llofd Evans, of Llan- 
lidloss, Montgome^shire, bom in 
1819, became oonuoctod with periodi- 
cal literatum at an early age, and 
having been for several years assistant 
city correspondent to the Times, as- 
sumed, in 1857, tho management of 
the same department of the Morning 
JferaZd and SiaTuZard newspapers. Ho 
is the author of numerous commercial' 
works, which have passed through 
two or threo editions, including the 
” Commercial Crisis,” 1817-d8 ; tho 
“ History of tho Commercial Crisis,” 
1857-58; and ”City Mon and City 
Manncia.” In 1859 he published, 
under the title of ” Facts, Failures, 
and Frauds,” an interesting account 
of tho principal commercial frauds of 
the past few years, in which his city 
experience was of great service to 
him. For several years he has been 
tho editor of, and one of the principal 
contributors to, the Bankers* Magazine, 
first started under the auspices of the 
lato Mr. J. W. Gilbart, and he con- 
ducts the literary and statistical de- 
partment of the ** Bankers’ Almanack 
and Diary.” 

EVANS, John, F.B.S., P.S.A., 
F.G.S., Hon. Secretary of the Numis- 
matio Society, eminent both as an 
antiquary and a geologist, son of tho 
late Rev. A. B. Evans, D.p., of Market 
Bosworth, Leicestershire, bom in 
1823, was 3bducated at Bosworth 
school. In 1864 he published ” An- 
cient. British Coins,” the most im- 
portant book on this subject. He 
has written on the “ Flint Implements 
in the Drift” (Arelueologia, vols. 38 
and 39), and a variety of papers in the 
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Numismatic Chronicle (of whidi he 
is one of the editors), and in other 
periodicals. 

EYEESLEY (Viscount), The 
Eight Kon. Cha.rles^Shaw Lefevbe, 
B.G.L., F.G., the eldest son of the late 
Charles Shaw Lefevre, Esq., M.P. for 
Beading (who assumed the name of 
Lefevre in addition to Shaw on mar- 
rying a lady of that name, whoso 
ancestors were among the French 
refugee families that ded to England 
at the revocation of tho Edict of 
Nantes), bom Fub. 22, 1794, and edu- 
cated at Winchester and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where ho graduated 
in due course, was called to tho Bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn, but did not practise. 
In 1830 he was returned to the House 
of Commons for the disfranchised 
borough of Downton, sat for Hamp- 
shire in 1831-2, and represented the 
.northern division of that county from 
the passing of the Eeform Act till his 
elevation to the peerage. He was 
chosen in Hay, 1839, Speaker of the 
House of Commons, in succession to 
tho late Mr. Aborcromby (afterwards 
Lord Dunfermline), and retired after 
an eighteen years’ tenure of office, in 
1857. In this capacity his dignified 
end courteous demeanour, strict im- 
partiality, and thorough acquaintance 
with tho forms and rules of tho House, 
secured him the confidence and re- 
'speot of all parties, and even under 
Sir E. Peel’s Conservaiivo adminis- 
tration no attempt was made to sub- 
stitute another in his place, though 
he professed Liberal politics. His 
lordship, who was created Viscount 
Eversley on his retireruent from 
the Speakership, April 11, 1857, is 
High Steward of Winchester, Governor 
of Isle Qf Wight, Col. of tho Hants 
Yeomanry, and on Aide-dc-Camp to 
the Queen fer the Yeomanry service, 
with the rank of Col. in that force. In 
1858 he was appointed a Commissioner 
of Church Estates, which he resigned 
ill 1869, when he was appointed an 
Eoclesiastical Commissioner. 

EWALD, Henry George 
Augustus, orientalist, was bom at 
Gjttingcn, Nov. 16, 1808. After a 


course of education in the College 
and University of his native town, he 
devoted himself to the siiudy of Ori- 
ental languages, at the age o£ twenty 
was nominated Professor at the Col- 
lege of Wolfenbiittel, in 1824 was re- 
called to Gottingen, where he settled, 
and where he was appointed, in 1831, 
to the chair of Philosophy, and after- 
wards to those of Oriental Languages 
and Theology, which he held when, 
in 1837, the present king of Hanover 
having ascended tho throne, the pro- 
test of Dahlmann, the two Grimms,. 
Girvinns, Weber, and others, against 
the policy of the now government 
appeared. Having signed it with 
the rest, he was suspended from his 
professorships, quitted Gfittingen, 
and spent some years in examining tho 
libraries of England and France. In 
1838 he accepted the chair of Theology 
at the University of Tubingen, whore 
he remained until the revolution of 
1848 recalled him to his old functions 
in lus native town. About this time 
he published a pamphlet On my 
Departure from the University of 
Tubingen, with somo Considerations 
upon the Present Epoch.” Profes- 
sor Ewald has written ‘*Tho Com- 
position of Genesis,” published in 
1823 ; ” Upon the Metres of Arabic 
Poetry,” in 1825; "Tho Song of 
Songs,” in 1826; "A Critical Gram- 
mar of tho Hebrew Language used in 
the Old Testament,” in 1835; "A 
Hebrew Grammar,” in 1842 ; " His- 
tory of tho People of Israel up to 
tho Advent of Christ,” in 1843-50, 
several other works, and a great num- 
ber of literary and sciontifio reviews. 

EWAET, William, second sou of tho 
late William Ewart, Esq., merchant, 
of Liverpool, was born in 1798, and 
educated at Eton and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1821, having obtained the university 
prize for English verse. He was re- 
turned to the House of Commons in 
1828 as a Free-trader and Liberal for 
the disfranchised borough of Bletoh- 
ingley, represented his native city; 
Liverpool, in 1830 and 1831, and 
again from 1833 till the dissolution 
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of 1837, when he was defeated bj Sir 
G. Grosswell ; was elected for Wigan^ 
in Lancashire! for a short time in the 
next Parliament, and in 1841 was 
chosen for the Damfries district of 
boroughs, by which ho has been re- 
turned at eveiy subsequent general 
election to the present time (1867). 
In Parliament Hr. Ewart has exerted 
himself in order to secure the aboli- 
tion of capital punishment, and the 
establishment in towns of schools of 
design, and public libraries, free and 
open to all classes of the community, 
for the formation of which ho suc- 
ceeded, in 1850, in passing an Act 
(which bears his name). In 1860 he 
brought in a bill for facilitating the 
building of labourers* cottages in 
Scotland; in 1862 obtained a select 
committee on weights and measures, 
and in 1864 carried a bill legalizing 
the use of the metric system. 

EWBANK, Thomas, Commissioner 
of Patents in the United States, was 
bom at Barnard Castle, Durham, in 
1792. ^Wlien thirteen years old ho 
was apprenticed to a plumber and 
brassfounder, went to London in 1812, 
and after many fruitless endeavours 
to obtain work, found employment in 
making cases for preserved meats. 
Daring the hours ho could spam from 
liis labours, ho indulged a long-enter- 
tained braving for books, to the pur- 
chaso of which ho regularly devoted 
a portion of his weekly earnings. 
Though doing a good business, ho, in 
1819, sailed for tho United States, 
and in 1820 opened a manufactory 
for lead, tin, and copper tubing in 
Now York, which ho carried on until 
18.36, when ho retired to devote him- 
self to philosophy and the history 
of inventions. In 1842 he published 
**A Descriptive and Historical Ac- 
count of Hydraulic and other Ha- 
chines for Raising Water, Ancient and 
Hodem : including the Progressive 
Development of tho Steam-Engine,** 
which met with a very favourable de- 
ception. In 1845 Mr. Ewbank visited 
Brazil, and while preparing for the 
press his account of that journey, was 
appointed by President Taylor to the . 


Commissionership of Patents. He is 
the author of •• Tho World a Work- 
shop,** published in 1855; “ Life in 
Brazil illustrated,** in 1856; “Thoughts 
on Hatter and Force,** and “ Things 
and Scenes in Washington,** in 1858 ; 
and of three essays on tho ()rigbi of 
our Species. He is President of the 
American Ethnological Society. 

EWELL, Bichabd S., bom in Vir- 
ginia, in 1821, received a military 
education and became a cadet in 1838. 
Ho served through the Mexican cam- 
paign, and on tho outbreak of the civil 
war espoused tho cause of the South. 
His capacity for military command 
became so evident that he was actively 
employed, and roiulcrcd vory important 
services, especially when acting under 
tho ronowned “Stonewall** Jackson. 
After participating in the snccosses 
obtained by the Confederate forces in 
the early part of tlie campaign for 
tho defence of Biclimoud in 1864, Gen, 
Ewell was incapacitated for service in 
the Held through tho effects of' a very 
severe wound iu tho log. 

EWING, Dll. (See AucylL and 
THF. IsLKs, Bishop OP.) 

EWING, Thomas, LL.D.,the son of 
an officer who served dui*ing tho roro- 
lutionary war, born in Ohio county, 
Virginia, Dec. 28, 1789, evinced at an 
early ago a great passion for books, 
and when twenty years old left homo 
and worked in the Kanawha salt es- 
tablishment, until ho Bs^ved up money 
to enter Ohio University, where ho 
obtained tho degree of B.A. in 1815. 
He was admitted to the Bar iu 1816, 
was appointed U.Sr Seudtor in 1631, 
and espousing tho interests of tho 
Whig party, became associated with 
Clay and Webster in their resistance 
to the so-called enci'Oachmcnts of tho 
executive. Ho supported Mr. Olay’s 
Protective Tariff Bill, and opposed 
tho nomination of Mr. Van Baren 
as envoy to the English court. In 
1837, his senatorial term having 
oxpirod, Mr. Ewing resumed the 
practice of his profession. In 1840 ho 
iupported tho eloction of Gen. Har- 
.'ison to the presidency, and became 
Secretary to tho Treasury, a post in 
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which he was retained by President 
Tyler, but afterwards resigned. Har- 
ing held other official posts, in 1851 
hlr. Ewing retired from political life, 
axid devoted himself to the practice of 
his profession. 

IXETEB (Bishop or), The Bight 
Bev. Henry PirirjPO'iTS, D.D., son of 
the late Mr. Philpotts, a respectable 
hotel-keeper at Gloncoster, was born 
in that city in May, 1778, and having 
passed the nsilal course of education 
at tho College School, Gloncoster, was 
elected at tho early age of thirteen 
years and a half to a scholarship at 
Corpus Christ! College, Oxford. In 
June, 1796, when only eighteen years 
old, ho took his degree of B.A., 
and soon afterwards obtained tho 
Chancellor’s Prize for an essay “ On 
the Jnflnence of Beligions Principle.” 
Within a few weeks ho was elected a 
Fellow of Magdalen College, and re- 
ceived tho prize offered by the Asiatic 
Society for a Latin panegyric on tho 
celebrated Oriental scholar Sir Wil- 
liam Jones. Having taken his degree 
of M.A. in duo course, Mr. Philpotts, 
in 1804, married 31 iss Surtees, a niece 
of Lady Eldon, and became one of the 
chaplains of tho late Dr. Barrington, 
bishop of Durham, in 1800, which 
post ho occupied in the enjoyment of 
tho friendship and confidence of that 
noble-minded prelate, until his death, 
twenty years afterwards. In 1800 
Mr. Philpotts first distiiiguishod him- 
self in theological controversy, by pub- 
lishing a defence of an episcopal charge 
delivered by Dr. Barrington, whose 
remarks had bben uncemmonionsly 
attacked by Dr. Liogard, tho Boman 
Catholic historian. Threo years after- 
wards. ho was made a Prebendazy of 
Durham Cathedral, and held tho onre 
of ‘one of tlio larger parishes in that 
city for ten years, when ho was pre- 
ferred to the rectory of Stanhope. In 
1821 Mr. Philpotts took his degree of 
D.D., and in 1825 he entered into a 
controversy with Mr. Charles Butler, 
the antiior of** The Book of the Boman 
Catholic Chttroh,” a work of great 
plausibility and of considerable talent. 
Dr. Philpotts published his answeit in 


an octavo volume, entitled ** Letters 
to Charles Butler, Esq., on the Theo- 
logical Farts of his Book of the Boman 
Catholic Church, with Bemarks on 
ceriain Works of Dr. Milner and Dr. 
Lingard, and on some Parts of the 
Evidence of Dr. Doyle before the Com- 
mittee of the Houses of Parliament.” 
In this very valuable work the author 
handled bis subject with such power 
and ability as to gain tho respect of at 
least one of bis opponents, for Mr. 
Bntler, who sought and obtained an 
introduction to him, afterwards culti- 
vated his acquaintanco. In 1826 Dr. 
Philpotts followod uj) the controversy 
by the publication of ‘*A Supple- 
mental Letter to Charles Butler, Esq., 
on some Parts of tho Evidence given 
by the Irish Boman Catholic Bishops, 
particularly by Dr. Doyle, before tbo 
Committee of the two Houses of Par- 
liament, in tbo Session of 1826 ; and 
also on certain Passages in Dr. Doyle’s 
Essay on the Catholic Claims.” In 
1827, when the question of Boman 
Catholic emancipation occupied so 
muchof 2 )iiblic attention, Dr. Philpotts, 
consistently with his oft -declared 
judgment of tho necessity of efficacious 
securities from the Boman Catholics, 
issued his “ Letter to Mr. Canning,” 
in which he showed tho -nttor worth- 
lessness of those which he proposed 
in the bill of 1825. This letter caused 
voiy great sensation at tho time, and 
quickly passed through several edi- 
tions. It is said that Lord Lyndlmrst, 
while Master of the Bolls, adopted its 
statements in one of tho ablest speeches 
he over delivered in tho House of Com- 
mons. In 1828 Dr, Philpotts was ap- 
pointed to tho deanery of Chester. 
When tho Boman Catholic emancipa- 
tion rVet was carried, in 1829, it was 
.’enernlly considered that Dr. Philpotts 
appioTitd of the securities proposed 
and adopted ; and ho was consequently 
reproached for his supposed inconsist- 
ency, after having opposed Mr. Can- 
din^s plan, of approving the equally 
‘neffioient scheme of the duke of Wel- 
lington, if he had not actually assisted 
in concocting it. He patiently bore 
the obloquy thus heaped upon him. 
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ivithoub pablishiniL; auytliiDg iii liia 
defence, ooutenting himself with 
simply stating to his fileuds that, 
having consnlted Lord Sidmonth and 
Lord Colchester, he considered it his 
duty not to make public the nature of 
tliG communication which had passed 
on his being consulted by the duko of 
Wellington, he being bound to con- 
sider it strictly confidential. In the 
ifollowiiig year the duke of Wellington 
recommended him for the bishopric of 
Exeter, vacant by the translation of 
Dr. Bethell. In that position ho 
acted fur more than thirty years 
as the leader of the High Church 
party, whose policy ho has supported 
both in and out of Parliament, aud 
defended in the various controversies 
which liavo risen within the Esta- 
blished CliurcU during the past thirty 
years. In 1819 he refused to iiiatitute 
■the late Mr. Gorham to the living of 
Brampford Speke, Devon, though the 
latter appealed to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, and ob- 
tained a decision in liis favour; and 
when the archbishop of Canterbury 
instituted Mr. Gorham, ho published 
as a pamphlet a “ Letter to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury,’* in which he 
auat1ieniatiz(3d.” his Groce. The 
list of the writings of Bishop Philpotts, 
wliicJi are chiefly controversial, scarce- 
ly one exceeding a pamphlet in size, 
occupies sixteen jiages of the new folio 
catalogue at the British Museum. 

EYJIE, EmvAKO John, some time 
Governor of Jamaica, born about 
1817, son of tho late Bov. Anthony 
Eyre, vicar of Hornsea and Long 
Histon, in the East Biding of York- 
shire, linished his education at 
tho Louth and Sedborgli grammar- 
schools. Failing to obtain a com- 
mission in the army at seventeen 
years of age, ho determined to try his 
fortune in Australia, and having 
arrived at Sydney about 1833, with a 
capital of £400, engaged in sheep* 
farthing and the transporting of cat- 
tle. He was sucoossful, and invested 
the profits, in tho purchase of an 
estate situated on the Lower Murray, 
upon which ho settled and remained , 


for several years, during which period 
he was appointed resident magistrate 
of his district, and Protector of Abo- 
rigines. In tho numerous disputes 
wduch arose between tho European 
settlers and the aborigines, he acted 
with much discretion, and uphold as - 
much as possible tho lawful rights of 
the waiulering native tribes. In a 
work entitled “ Discoveries in Central 
Australia,” published in 1845, ho 
earnestly pleads their cause. In the 
mean time he distinguished himself as 
an Australian ox])loror of tho then 
unknown shore, extending from 118 
deg. to 134 deg. of oast longitude, 
between King George’s Sound, in 
West Australia, and Port Lincoln, in 
South Australia. Mr. Eyre had 
strongly opposed tho notion that a 
pmctical road existed in that dii'ectiou 
for sending sheep and cattle to West 
Australia, though ho believed that 
there were fertile lands in tho interior 
beyond a salt marsh called Lake Tor- 
rens. An expedition to tost this idea 
was set on foot, which started June 
20, 1840, Mr. Eyre being at its head. 
After experiencing iimumerablo dilii- 
culties and privations, and having 
been considered as lost, ho reached 
Albany, King George’s Sound, July 7, 
1841. During the whole journey he 
exhibited extraordinary hardihood and 
perseverance. Olis journey proved 
the enormous difficulty and practical 
uselosBiiess of tho Western route. In 
1845 Mr. Eyro returned to England, 
and in 1846 received from Earl Grey, 
then Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, the appointment of Lieut.-Govor- 
nor of New Zealand, as second to tho 
Governor, Sir George Grey. He re- 
mained there six years, residing ge- 
nerally at Wellington, but administer- 
ing the government of tho Middle 
Island, in which tho provinces of Kel- 
son, Canterbuty^ and Otago aro 
situated. While in Kew Zealand he 
married a daughter of Captain Ormond, 
B.N., by which lady lie has several 
children. Having served his full term 
as a colonial governor, he returned 
to England in 1853, and about a 
twelvemonth afterwards was appointed 
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LieuL-Goyemor of the island of St. 
Yinoent. This post he held for six 
jears ; and in 1859 and 1860 he was 
in the island of Antigua, filling the 
place of the Governor of the Lee- 
ward Islands, who was on leave of 
absence. In 1860, . upon the termina- 
tion of his Governorship of Antigua, 
Mr. Byro returned to England to 
recruit his health, which had become 
much impaired by his long residence 
in tropical climates and overwork. 
The rest ho obtained was, however, 
short, for in 1862 he was chosen 
by the late juke of Newcastle, Sccro- 
tary of State for tho Colonies, to 
administer the Govomment-in-Ghiof 
of Jamaica and its dependencies 
during tho absence of Governor Dar- 
ling, who had returned to England on 
account of ill-health. When Mr. Eyre 
reached Jamaica, he had a difficult 
task before him. The island was in 
a state of retrogression. Cuba had 
usurped its trade, several of the richest 
estates were uncultivated, and dema- 
gogues used inflammatoiy languago 
in order to excite tho negroes to re- 
bellion. In consequence of tho non- 
return of Governor Darling, Mr. Eyro 
was appointed Captain-General and 
Governor, General-in-Chief and Vice- 
Admiral of tlio island of Jamaica, 
July 15, 1861, and an insurrection 
having broken out iu' Oot., 1865, he 
proclaimed martial law, and used veiy 
vigorous measures for its supprossion. 
His policy was completely successful, 
and what was bolieved to bo a danger- 
ous insurrection was crushed. His 
measures, more especially in the ti-ial 
by court-martial, and condemnation 
to death of George William Gordon, 
a Mulatto of property, excited much 
resentment amongst certain sections 
at home, and a commission of inquiry 
was despatched to Jamaica, Gover- 
nor Eyre being superseded, and Sir 
Heniy Storks temporarily appointed 
in his place. The report of the com- 
mittee, published in June, 1866, ex- 
onerated Gk)vemor Eyre from the 
heavy chaises brought a^inst him, , 
bnt he was recalled, and Sir P. Grant 
appointed his ^mccessor. Mr. Eyre, ; 


who reached Southampton, Ang. 12> 
was ontertained at a banquet there, 
Ang. 21. fn the mean time funds 
wero collected by the Jamaica De- 
fence Committee for tho prosecution 
of the ex-governor and some of tho 
officers who acted under his orders. 
Col. Nelson and Lieut. Brand wero 
charged with murder, but the Grand 
Jury at the Central Criminal Court, 
after a very exhaustive chaige from 
tho Lord Chief Justice of the Queen’s 
Bench, threw out tho bills, April 11, 
1867, and the magistrates at Market 
Drayton, beforo whom Mr. Eyro was 
arraignod on a charge of murder, 
refused to commit him. Full parti- 
culars respecting tlie life and public 
career of Mr. Eyre will be found in 
an interesting memoir by Mr. Hamilton 
Hume, published in 1867. 

EYRE, ViNCBNT, Col., C.B.,.of the 
Bengal Artillery, bom about 1810, was 
educated at the Military College, Ad- 
discombe, entered the Bengal Akillory 
in 1828, served in Afighanistan in 
181>l-2, and as a volunteer with the 
Horse Artillery, duiing the insnrrcction 
ill Cabnl, in which ho was sevorcly 
wounded. Ho accompanied the army 
on its retroat, was made prisoner by 
Akbar Khan, and after a captivity of 
eight months, cfTeotod his escape to 
Sir G. Pollock’s camp in Sep., 1842, 
and published an interesting account 
of the ‘‘ Militaiy Operations at Cabul," 
in 18 I'd. Ho has shown his skill as a 
practical engineer by several sci entire 
inventions, and is tho author of a 
pamphlet on ** Metallic Boats and 
Floating Waggons for Naval and 
Militaiy Servieo; with Observations 
on American Life-preserving Cars,*^ 
published in 1854. Col. Eyre, who 
distinguished himself during the try- 
ing period of the Indian mutiny, is 
a Fellow of tho Royal Geograpbioal 
Society, and of other learned bodies, 
and was made a C.B. in 1858, in 
reward of his Indian services.

FAED, Jonir, artist, bom in 1820, 
lit Burley Mill, in the stewartiy of 
of Kirkcudbright, where his father 
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was an engineer and millwright, 
showed an early taste for art, and, 
enoonraged by a snocessful painting 
which he finished at the age of twelve, 
began to paint miniatures in his own 
neighbourhood. He repaired, in 1841, 
to Edinburgh, where he exhibited, in 
1850, some pictures of humble life, 
which met with a ready sale. His 
principal works are “ Shokespearo and 
his Contemporaries,” three series of 
drawings illustrating ‘‘The Cottor^s 
Saturday Hight,” “Tam O’Shanter,” 
and “ The Soldioi^s Return 

FAED, Thomas, R.A. (biH)t]ier of 
Mr. John Faed), born at Burley Mill 
in 18:20, lost his father in his boyhood, 
hut, aided by his brother, who was 
working his w'ay to roputation as an 
artist iii Edinburgh, resolved to follow 
the bent of liia genius. While a stu- 
dent at the School of Design in Edin- 
burgh, where for a short period ho 
was under the tuition of Sir W. Allan, 
he was annually successful at the 
competition for prizes in various de- 
partments. Tho earliest work of 
art ho exhibited in public was a draw- 
ing in water-colours from tho “Old 
English Baron.” He soon after com- 
menced oil-painting, exorcising his 
brush on such subjects as draught- 
players and shepherd boys. Mr. Food 
became an Associate of the Royal 
Scottish Academy in 1849, and after 
executing, among other approved 
works of art, the popular picture of 
“Scott and his Friends at Abbots- 
ford,” settled permanently in Lon- 
don in 1852, and began to exhibit at 
the Royal Academy. In 1855, his 
work, “The Mitherless Bairn,” eli- 
cited from critics the praise of being 
“ the picture of the season.” In 1856 
Mr. Faed exhibited “ Home and the 
Homeless ; ” and in 1857, “ The first 
Break in tho Family;” his more 
recent pictures being “ Sunday in the 
Backwoods,” “His only Pair,” “From 
Dawn to Sunset,” “ Baith Faither and 
Mither,” and “The Last. o’ tho Clan.” 
Mr. Faed was made A.R.A. in 1859, 
and R.A. in 1864. 

FAIRBAIRN, Thohas, the son of 
Mr. William Fairbaim, was bom in 


Manohester in 1823, and received a 
private education. A long residence 
in Italy afforded him opportunities fbr 
the study and appreciation of art, and 
induced him to make efforts for its 
encouragement in this country, espe- 
cially in connection with education. 
Mr. Thomas Fairbaim was chairman 
of the Exhibition of the Art Treasures 
of the United Kingdom at Manchester 
in 1857, and on her Majesty’s visit 
in June, was offered tho honour of 
knighthood, which ho declined. Ho 
was one of her Majesty’s Commission- 
ers for tho Exhibition 1851, and 
took an active part in the organization 
of tho Great Exhibition of 1862, in tho 
samo capacity. Mr. Fairbaim is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant fur 
Lancashire. 

FAIRBAIRN, William, F.R.S., 
civil engineer, is a nativo of Kelso, 
Roxburghshire, where he was bom in 
1789. Having received his eaily edu- 
cation at Nowcastle-on-Tynf, ho en- 
tered into business at Slahohestcr, 
at first in partnership with Mr. Lillie, 
and afterwards on his own account. 
Not long after the opening of tho first 
railway, ho commenced some experi- 
ments in the building of iron vessels, 
which he brought to maturity in 1835 
or 1836. Ho aided Stephenson with 
his practical knowledge in the erection 
of his bridge across the Menai Straits, 
and the profession aro indebted to him 
for many important successful experi- 
ments on the strength of iron. Mr. 
Fairbaim, who was one of tho founders 
and first members of tho British Asso* 
ciationfor the Advancement of Science, 
is tho antbor of many able papers on 
subjects connected with his profession, 
and bos published several important 
works; amongst which may be no- 
ticed, “ Mills and Mill Work,” “ Iron 
— its History and Manufacture,” “Ap- 
plication of Iron to Building Fniposes,” 
“Iron Shipbuilding,” and First, Se- 
cond, and Third Series of “ UseM 
Information for Engineers.” Mr. Fair- 
baim is a correspondiug memhecof the 
National Institute of France, and of 
the Royal Academy of Turin, a Cheva- 
lier of tho Legion of Honour, and has . 
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been Fresideiit of the British A 860 cia< 
tiou for the Advancement oT Science. 

FAITHFULL, Miss Emily 
daughter of the Bev. Ferdinand FaitI 
full, born at Headley Bectory, Surrey 
in 1835, and educated at a school a 
Kensington, where she early showo 
that singular firmness and indepen 
denco which have since charactcrizec 
her; was presented at court in hei 
Slst year, and entered for a shor 
time into the gaioties of London life. 
On becoming interested in tlio condi 
tion of wuTnen, she devoted herself tc 
tho extension of their remunerative 
spheres of labour. In 1860 she col< 
Icctcd a band of female composi- 
tors, and, in spite of great difiicul- 
ties, founded a typographical cstab 
lishment in Great Coram-street, in 
which women (as compositors) were 
employed, and for which she obtained 
tho approval of her Majesty. Hav- 
ing formed a printing business, this 
office, s^led ‘*The Victoria I’ress,” 
is now carried on, with the aid of 
steam muichiuery, in Farringdon 
street. Among many other specimens 
of first-rate workmanship which it has 
produced, is the “Victoria Begia,” 
dedicated, by special permission, to 
the Queen, who was pleased to signify 
her approbation, by giving a warrant, 
appointing Miss Faitufnll printer and 
publisher in ordinary to her Migesty. 
In May, 1863, Miss I'aithfull com- 
menced a monthly public. I tion, entitled 
The Victoria Magazine, in which the 
A-iows she seeks to advocate, and tho 
claims of women to remunerative 
employment, are earnestly set forth. 
Miss Faithfull has established in 
Princes-street, Hanover-square, a pub- 
lishing ofUce, with all the iq)p]ianccs 
of a bookseller, stationer, and book- 
binder attached, by which she hopes 
still father to promote the above- 
mentioned object. 

FARADAY, Michael, F.B.S., was 
bom in the* parish of Newington, 
Surrey, Sep. 22, 1791. His father, 
James Farley, a native of Yorkshire, 
obtained his livelihood as a working 
smiths MiebaeFs education as a child 
was of the most ordinoiy description. 


comprising little more than the me 
mouts of reading, writing, and aritl 
metic, obtained at a common dt 
school in tho neighbourhood, i 
thirteen ho went to Mr. Riebau, \ 
Blandford-stroet (to whom he wi 
appranticod in tlie following year), t 
leaim tho business of a bookseller an 
bookbinder, and continued to work a 
that trade till 1812. Daring his teiT 
of apprenticeship a few scientifi 
works occasionally foil into his hands 
These he read with avidity, and, aidec 
by patient study and such rougli ex 
periments in chemistiy as could be 
accomplished by a youth with little 
leisure and still less pockot-money, 
he gradually mastered their contents. 
Among these were tho treatise on 
“Electricity” in tho “ Enoyclopmdia 
Britannica,” and Mrs. MarceFs well- 
known “Conversations on Chemis- 
try.” Tho perusal of tho former led 
to the construction of his first elec- 
trieal machine with a glass phial, on 
which ho afterwards improved by con- 
structing another with a proper cylin- 
der, and added other simple apparatus 
for the purpose of trying a variety of 
experiments with electricity. Through 
the kindness of Mr. Dance, a member 
of tho Royal Institution, and a cus- 
tomer of his master, Mr. Faraday was 
enabled to attend tho last four lec- 
tures delivered in that building by Sir 
Huijiphiy Davy, in tho early part of 
1812. Of these ho took careful notes, 
"rorn which ho wrote out the lectures 
in a fuller form, interspersing them 
adth such drawings as lie could make 
bo illustrate their contents. His strong 
desire for somo scientific occupation, 
even of tho humblest kind, induced 
him Ija^write in the December follow- 
ing kTSir H. Davy, inclosing his notes 
and illustrations as a proof of his 
earnestness in the cause of science. 
The reply was prompt, as well as kind 
and favourable. Nor was it without 
ts results. Early in 1813, his patron, 
ictiug for the managers of the Royal 
hstitution, offered him the situation 
if Chemical Assistant under himself 
SU9 Honoraiy Professor^ and Mr. Bwde 
Eks Professor of Chemistiy. This post 
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lie accepted, and shortly afterwards 
entered upon his duties, tahiug up his 
abode at the Royal Institution, where 
he has since resided except for a short 
interval. In the autumn of the same 
year, Mr. Faraday went abroad as 
assistant and amanuensis to Sir H. 
Davy, in whose company he visited 
France, Italy, Switzerland, the Tyrol, 
and other parts of the Gontinont, and 
returned to England in April, 1815, 
wlien ho resumed his place at the 
Royal Institution. After experiment- 
ing on various matters of lesser im- 
portance, of which he published 
accounts from time to timo in diiicrent 
scientiAo journals, in 1820 he dis- 
covered the chlorides of carbon, and 
ill 1821 the mutual rotation of a 
magnetic polo and an electric ciiiroiit. 
Tneao were strong eucouragomeuts 
to further exertions in his beloved 
pursuits, and Jed to the condensation 
of tho gases in 1823. In 1820 he 
laboured hard, and, as ho thonglit at 
tho time, fruitlessly, on the production 
of optical glass ; but, though unsuc- 
cessful in* his immediate object, liis 
experiments produced the heavy glass 
which afterwards proved of great 
assistance to him in his magnotical 
invostigations. In 1831 tho scries of 
** Experimental Researches in Electri- 
city,” published in the ‘‘Philosophical 
Transactions,” began with the deve- 
lopment of the iiKluction of electric 
currents and the evolution of clectri- 
cir.y from magnetism. Three years 
later ho established the principle of 
detinite electrolytic action, aud in 
1848 received at one timo the Royal 
an- i tho Rumford modals for his disco- 
veries of dia-magnetism, and of the 
influence of magnetism upon l^t 
respectively. In 1847 ho declared 
the magnetic character of oxygen, and 
the. magnetic relations of flame aud 
gases. His papers including other 
contributions to the store of modem 
science are too numerous to mention 
in dbtail. It should be observed that 
tho “Researches,” though termed 
“ Experimental,” contaih many hypo- 
thetical ideas, and many inquiries into 
theories gener^ly adopted up to their 


time. Ainongst these may be specified 
the considerations respecting stq^io 
induction, atmospherio electricity, and 
those relating to lines of forco, both 
roprosentative and physical, on which, 
having sufficiently stated his views, 
ho is content to leave them for solu- 
tion to time and future experience. 
It may bo added that his last hypo- 
thetical view relates to the conserva- 
tion of force, and that ono of his 
latest papem treats of the division of 
gold and other metals. The roscarclies 
of Mr. Faraday have beef pursued 
almost exclusively in tho Royal In- 
stitution, Albomarle-street, London, 
whero he has delivered lectures on 
scientific subjects ovciy year since 
1827, wlicn he first appcareil at tlio 
lecture-table in tho great theatre. In* 
conjunction with his friend the lato 
Mr. Braude, he hod for some tbreo 
years previously delivered early morn- 
ing lectures to students in tho la- 
boratoiy. In 1833, when Mr. FnUor 
founded the chair of Chemistry, called 
after his name, in the Royal Institution, 
he nominated Mr. Faraday tho first 
professor, expressly dosiriug that he 
ihould hold the chair so long os ho 
was attached to tho Institution, with- 
out being required to give lectures, or 
liaving any other duties exacted of 
him, in consideration of tho value or 
his researches to the cause of science. 
In Nov., 1835, Professor Faraday re- 
ceived from Lord Melbourne’s govern- 
ment a pension of £300 per annum, im 
a recognition of thp importance of his 
scientific discoveries. In 1830 he was 
appointed scientific adviser on lights 
to the Trinity House, and became a 
member of the Senate of the Univer- 
sity of London. From 1829 to 1842 
he was chemical lecturer to the 
cadets at tho Royal Military Academy 
at Woolwich, and is now scientific 
adviser on lights to the Board of 
Trade. In 1823 Professor Faraday was 
jlected Corresponding Member of the 
Academy of Sciences at Paris, in 1826 
was chosen a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and in 1832 the University 
of Oxford conferred upon him the 
hononuy degree of Doctor of Civil 
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Laws. Ho is a koiglit of tho PraBsian 
Order of Merit, a knight of the Italian 
Order of St. Manrico and Lazarus, 
one of the eight foreign associates of 
the Imperial Academy of Sciences 
at Paris, 'where he was appointed a 
Commander of the Legion of Honour 
in 1855, and is a member of many 
learned and scientific bodies, not only 
in this countiy, but on the Continent 
and in the United States. 

FAENALL, Hakky Burbaud, G.B., 
eldest son of tho late Captain Harry 
Famall, E.N., was educated at the 
Charterhouse and at Downing Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He has held for some 
years the post of an Inspector of 
Poor-Laws, and during the distress in 
the manufacturing districts, caused 
by tho civil war in tho United States, 
was appointed special Commissioner 
by Lord Palmerston’s government, and 
administered with much success and 
ability the funds raised for tlio relief 
of the Lancashire operatives. Mr. 
Famall is a Dep.-Lieutenant for Dor- 
setshire, a Magistrate for both Devon 
and Kent, and Lieut.-Col. in the 1st 
battalion of Kent Eifio Volunteers. 
He was made a C.B. in Dec., 18G5. 

FA EE, William, M.D., F.B.S., 
D.C.L., Superintendent of the Statis- 
tical Department of tlie Eegistrar- 
Generafs Ofiico, Somerset House, burn 
at Kenley, Shropshire, in 1807, edu- 
cated at Donington, Shx-owsbury, en- 
tered the University of Paris, and 
proceeded to the University of London 
in 1881, at an early age showed a 
strong tasto for statistical inqniry, 
and tho systematizing of figures. Ho 
discharged the duties of Houso Sur- 
geon of Shrewsbury Infirmary for six 
months in 1832, and afterwards com- 
menced tho practice and teaching of 
medicine in London; edited the Me- 
dical Annual and the British Annuals 
of Medicine^ was appointed compiler 
of Abstracts in tho Eegistrar-Geno- 
laPs office in 1838, and organized 
there the statistical department, of 
which he continues to be the superin- 
tendent. He was a Commissioner for 
taking the Census in 1851 and in 
1861 ; a member of the Eoyal Com- 


mission for Inquiring into the Sanitary 
Condition of the Aimy in India in 
1859 ; and was delegated by the Go- 
vernment to attend the International 
Statistical Congresses held at various 
times in the chief capitals of Europe. 
He is the author of many contribu- 
tions to tho medical journals, the 
article ** Vital Statistics” in McCul- 
loch’s cc Statistics of the British Em- 
pire,” Anwual Reports on the Causes of 
Death in England, the ** Finance of 
Life Assurance,” ** Paper on the In- 
como-Tax;” has contributed many 
papers to tho Statistical Society of 
Loudon, reported in detail on tho 
Cholera Epidemic of 1849 ; framed a 
Now Statistical Nosology; and con- 
structed the English Life Table, with 
Values of Annuities and Premiums 
for Single and Joint Lives. Dr. Farr 
read a paper before the Eoyal Society, 
in 1859, describing the method of 
coiistmcting Lifo Tables, and tho 
application of Schentz’a . calculating 
machine to that purpose. 

FABRAGUT, David G., bom in 
Tcmiesscc, at the close of the last 
century, was appointed, without any 
previous training, a midshipman, 
as early as 1810. Under Commo- 
dore Porter ho was engaged in tho 
Essex in her cruise against the British 
during 1812-14, and after her capt-ui’P, 
he served on board the line-of-battlo 
ship Independence, Passing his ex- 
amination with credit, lie was ordered, 
as lieutenant, to the West-Indian sta- 
tion, and was appointed, in 1847, to 
tho command of the Saratoga, 20, in 
which ship he took pait in the naval 
portion of tho Mexican war. When 
tho civil war broke out, he received 
t^ command of the Gulf i^uadron 
wmch was to co-operate with Gen; 
Butler in tho reduction of Now Or- 
leans engaged and passed the two 
strong foi ta of tho Mississippi in April, 
1862, and the city -surrendered April 
28. Natchez was taken in May, and 
his fioet ascended as far as VicksWg, 
which 'place he bombarded, until the 
fall of water compelled him to return 
to New Orleans. In 1862 he was the 
first officer raised to the rank of 
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Admiral in the Fodoral navy ; and in 
March, 1863, ho passed the batteries 
of Port Hudson, and was in a few days 
again before Yioksbnrg, co-operatin^ 
with Gen. Grant- in the redaction of 
that important stronghold. Havin. 
been ordered to attempt the capture 
of Mobile, he took the important forts 
at the mouth of the harbour in Aug., 
1861, with the loss, however, of cue 
of liis iron-clads, the Temynseh, and 
its crew, from tho explosion of 
a torpedo, and was defeated in an 
attack upon Wilmington, Dec. 21 and 
25. The place was, however, taken 
Jan. 15, 1865, and Mobile surreudci'cd 
April 12. The naval successes gained 
by tho Fcdcrals wore in a great 
measure due to the cncigy and daring 
of this oilieor. Admiral Farragut has 
served in the United States navy for 
more than fifty years, daring eleven 
of which only has ho been unemployed 
at sea. 

FAQCIT, Helen, daughter of Mrs. 
Faucit, an actress of considerable 
repute, born about 1817, made her 
formal ddbut in London Jan. 5, 1836, 
at Covent Garden, in tho character of 
Julia, in the ** Hunchback/* and 
achieved a distinguished success. 
She at once took rank as a leading 
actress, and became an important 
member of Mr. Macrcady’s companies, 
during tho production of his Shakes- 
peaiian revivals, at Covont Garden 
and Drury Lano. Miss Faucit was 
tho original representative of the 
heroines in Lord Lyttbn*s Lady of 
Lyons,** “ Money,** “ Tho Sea Cap- 
tain,” Bichelieu,” and tho ” Duchess 
do la Yalliero ;’* in Mr. Bobort Brown- 
ing’s “ Strafford,** the “ Blot on the 
■Scutcheon,** and “ Colombo’s 
day; ’ m Mr. Westland Marstous 
** Patrician’s Daughter,” ** The Heart 
and the World,” and ** Marie de Me- 
ranie ;” in Mr. Tronghton’s ” Nina 
Sfprza;” and in. many other plays. 
Her rendering of the Shakespearian 
characters Juliet, Beatrice, Constance, 
Imogen, Portia, Bosalind, fund Lady 
Macbeth, has been much commended. 
Miss Faucit obtained great success in 
her representation Ss ‘‘Antigond,” • 


and in “ King lleiic’s Dauglitof,” an 
adaptation from tho Danish, by Mr. 
Theodore Martin, to whom she was 
married in 1851. This lady, who has 
continued to appear on the stage at 
.intervals since her marriage, fultilled 
an engagement at Drury-laue Theatre 
for a limited^umbcr of nights iu 1861 
and 1865. 

FAUBE, JEAN-BAmsTE, singer, 
born at Moulines, Jan. 15, 1830, was 
educated at the ** Conservatoire” from 
1843 to 1852, and made his d^hut at 
tho Opera Comiqno in tho latter year. 
M. Fanro performed at the Opera 
House in Paris, in ''Picfi'o de Mediois,” 
Oct. 14, 1861. In 1857 ho was ap- 
pointed Professor of singing to the 
Conservatoire, in succession to M. 
Fi*ederic Ponchard, aud has appeared 
several seasons at tho Boyal Italian 
Opera, Covent Garden. 

FAVKE, Gabriel - Claude - Jules, 
advocate and politician, bom at Lyons, 
March 31, 1809, was pmsocuting his 
studies fov the bar at tho outbreak of 
the revolution of July, 1830, in which 
ho took an active part. He soonaftor- 
woixls commenced practice, whilst the 
independence of his character, tho 
bitter imny of his address, and the 
radicalism of his opinions, made him 
a reputation, and he has remained the 
consistent champion of French .Bo- 
publicauism, iu the press, in the dif- 
ferent national assemblies, aud at the 
bar. After the revolution of Fob., 
1848, ho became Secretary-General of 
the Ministry of tho Interior, and was 
the author of the circular to tho Com- 
missioners of the Provisional Go- 
vernment, as well as of the “ Bul- 
letins” of the same year. He officiated 
for some time as Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, voted for the prose- 
cution of MM. Louis Blanc and Caus- 
sidihre for their complicity in tho 
insurrection of June, 1848 ; refused to 
join in a vote of thanks to Gon. Ca- 
vaignac, and opposed the expedition 
to Bomo of Deo., 1848. He bTOamo 
the strenuous opponent of Louis Na- 
poleon after the latter’s election to 
tho Presidency, and the leader of the 
Montogne on the flight of M. Ledrn 
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Eollin." Elected after tho coup cVetat 
■of 1851 to tho Geneiul Council of the 
Loire-ct-llhone, ho refused to tako 
tho oath to tho new constitution. 
His defonco of Orsini in 1858 created 

great sousatiou by its boldness and 
eloquence. In the sumo year ho b 
came a n|pmbGr of tho • Legislative 
body; since which time lie has dis- 
tinguished himself by his sjieeches in 
favour of conipleto liberty of tho 
press, against tho law of “deporta- 
tion,” tho war with Austria of 1859, 
and in 186 1 by an attack ou tho policy 
of tho Imperial Ciovernnicnt in the 
Hoxican war. M. Fa-vro published in 
1837 a work entitled “Contempora- 
neous lliography.” Many of his most 
famous speeches and several pamphlets 
have been published. He was elected 
Mtonnier of tho Order of Advocates 
at Paris in August, 1860, and agiiin in 
1861, and a member of the French 
Academy in May, 1867. 

FAWCETT, Hbnhy, M.P., Professor 
of Political Economy at Cambridge, 
son of W. Fawcett, Es(|.j J.P., of 
Salisbury, born about 1833, was cdu- 
oatod at Trinity Hall, Caiiibndge, of 
which ho was a scholar ; graduated in 
high mathematical honours in 1856, 
4iud was elected a Follow of tlie Society 
m 1858. Having written and pub- 
lished “A Manual of Political Eco- 
nomy,” the “ Economic L’ositiun of tho 
British Ijabourer,” and having been 
an extensive contributor ('f aiticles on 
•economic and political science to 
Tarioua magazines, ho was elected, in 
1863, Professor of Political Economy 
in the University nf 'Cambridge. lie 
unsuccessfully contested, on Liberal 
principles, Southwark, in 1857, tlio 
•borough of Cambridge in 1862, and 
Brighton in Feb., 1864 ; arid was re- 
turned for tho last-mentioned at tho 
general election in J uly , 1865. Pro- 
lessor Fawcett married a daughter 
of Mr. N. Garrett, April 23, 1867. 

FAY, Theodoue Sedgwick, author 
and dipionintist, born in New York, 
Feb. 10, 1807, was called to the Bar 
in 1828, but did not follow tho profes- 
sion. He was at first a contributor 
to, and then editor of, the New York 


Mirror, some of- his articles to which 
v/ero published in a collected form in 
1832, under the title of “ Dreams and 
Reveries of a Quiet Man.” Having 
married in 1833, he spent three 
.years in Europe, and published his 
“Minute Book,” a journal of travel, 
and his first novel, “ Norman Leslie.” 
In 1837 £e was appointed United 
States Secretary of Legation at Berlin, 
whence ho was transferred iii the 
capacity of Resident Minister to 
Berne, in Switzerland, a post ho held 
till 1860. In 1840 ho published the 
“ Countess Ida in 1843, “ Hoboken: 
a Romance of Now York,” both novels 
written against the practice of duel- 
ling; and in 1851, “ Ulric; or, the 
Voices,” a poem in twenty cantos. Mr. 
Fay, who is tho author of other works, 
has published a “ Histoiy of Switzer- 
land.” 

FAYE, Herv e- Aug uste-Etienne- 
Aluans, astronomer, was born at Saint 
Benoit dll Sault (Indre), Oct. 5, 1814, 
and finished his studios at tho Ecolo 
Poly technique. Ho afterwards wont to 
Holland; and ou returning to Franco 
became, on tho recommendation of 
M. Ai’ago, a pupil in tho Observa- 
tory. He discovered, Nov. 22, 
1853, a new comet, to which his 
name was assigned, and received 
the “Lalaiide” prize from the Aca- 
demy of Sciences, to which learned 
association ho submitted, in 18-16, a 
paper, entitled “La Parallaxo d*uno 
Etoilo Aiionyme do la Grande Ourse.” 
This was followed by a work entitled 

Siir iin Nouveau Collimatcur Zeni- 
thal eb Biir une Limite Zeuithalo Nou- 
velle.” He was elected a member of 
tbo section of Astronomy in place of 
Baron do Damoiscau, Jan. 18, 1841 ; a 
member of tho Bureau of Longitudes, 
March 26, 1862; and was decorated 
with the Cross of the Legion of ^onour 
in 1843. In 1864 he was appointed a 
member of the Imperial Council of 
Public Instruction, and was promoted 
to the rank of Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. M. Faye was Professor of 
Geodesy at the Ecole Polyteohnique 
from 1848 to 1854,' and in the latter 
year he was appointed Rector of the 
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University Academy of Nancy. In 
addition to the works already men- 
tioned, M. Payo is the author of ** Sur 
I’Annoan de Satnrno/* published in 
1848; “Sur les Doclinaisons Abso- 
lucs/* in 1850 ; and ** Dos Lemons de 
Gosmo^phic,” in 1852. 

PAZY, Jean - Jacques, statesman 
and economist, descended from a 
Prencli Protestant family, born in 
Geneva, May 12, 1796, studied in 
Prance, settled in Paris, took the part 
of the Liberals against the Bestora- 
tion, and distinguished himself spo- 
cially by his pamphlets on political 
economy, lie has been connected at 
different times with the political press 
in Prance, in 1830, as editor of LaRd- 
volutioUf signed tho protest of tho 
journalists against the ordonnomces of 
Charles X., was opposed to the candi- 
dature of Louis Philippe, and when 
tho latter ascended the throuo of 
Prance, joined the Radical opposition. 
Ho carried his French politics with 
him into Switzerland, and as a poli- 
tical leader obtained much influence 
in his nativo country. Througlioat his 
career ho has been active, energetic, 
patriotic; and although his extreme 
opinions have raised against him pow- 
erful advorsarics, his integrity has 
never been called in question. To his 
nativo place, Geneva, ho is consi- 
dered to have been a benefactor in 
having been tho principal means of 
causing the demolition of its ancient 
fortifications, thereby giving it in- 
crease of territory, and greater power 
of material development. In recog- 
nition of his services in this respect, 
his fellow-citizens presented him with 
a considerable portion of land. M. 
Pazy fell into disgrace in Aug., 1864, 
on account of the part ho took in the 
election of M. Arthur Ch^nevi^ro to a 
chair in the Council, and serious riots 
ensued, which resulted in tho death of 
many persons, and in consequence he 
thought it prudent to withdraw, 
though he was appointed a member 
of the Groat Council, Nov.. 14 in that 
year. He was one of the founders of 
the joumfil La Ih-ance Chtdaewne, was 
some time editor of the Revue de Qe» 


nive, and displayed considerable taste 
for poetry in his tragedy, •* La Mort 
de Levrier,” published in 1826. 

FEGHTER, Gitables, actor, born 
in Hanway-yard, Oxford-street, Lon- 
don, about 1823. His father was a 
Gorman and his mother an English- 
woman. Ho was educated in Franco, 
and for some time applied^imself te 
sculpture ; but liaving an inclination 
for tho stage, ho m:^e his dibnt at 
the Salle Mo]i^re, in Mari do 
la Veuve,** spent some weeks at tho 
Conservatoiy, and enrolled himself in 
a company that made tho round of 
Itiily. On his rcturn^lio applied him- 
self to sculpture, which has continued 
to bo tho occupation of his leisure. 
His first success on tho French stago 
was ns Duval, in “ La Dame aiix Ca- 
millas,** and ho appeared at Berlin in 
1840. On tho English stage ho be- 
came known by his impersonation of 
** Hamlet,*’ in which character he first 
appeared at tho Pnneess’s Theatre in 
1860, and ho performed Othello at 
the samo house in 1861. At the Ly- 
ceum, opened under his lessoeship in 
Jan. 1863, M. Fechtor brought put

FELIX, Father N., preacher, bom 
at Neuvillo - sur - I’Escaut, Juno 28, 
1810, became in 1837 a member of 
the Society of Jesuits. Ho completed 
his theological studies at Brugelette, 
Louvain, atid Laval, and at a distribu- 
tion of prizes at the college of the 
first-named place, his oratorical powers 
attracted notice. In 1851 Father 
Felix preached in Paris with much 
success, and worthily fulfilled tho 
duties of the office held by Fathers 
Lacordaire and Bavignan. To tho 
VAmi de Religion he has contributed 
largely, and is the author of some- ^ 
works. As a preacher, Father Felix 
has obtained high reputation.

FERGUSSON, Sm Willlim, Bart., tho authorof '* A System of Practical 
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Sargeiy,” whioh isheldin the highest 
estimation by the profession; and is the 
inventor of nnmerons sargical instru- 
ments, embodying ingenious improve- 
ments. Ho was created a baronet in 
1865, **in oonsiderationof distinguished 
merit and eminence as a surgeon.** 

FESSENDEN, William Pirr, bom 
in Merrimao county, New Hampshire, 
Oct. 16, 1806, graduated at Bowdoin 
College in 1823, was admitted to 
the Bar in 1$^'7, practised at Bridge- 
ton and at Portland, Maine, and was 
elected to the legislature of the lattd^ 
state. Devoting himself to liis pro- 
fession from 1832 to 1839, he declined, 
oven in 1838, to be nominated for 
Congress. He was member of the 
United States House of Beprosonta- 
tives from 18 to to 18i!3, and from tho 
last-mentioned year till 1852 con- 
tinued to follow his profession. He 
was a member of tho convention which 
nominated Gen. Harrison for tho Pre- 
sidency in 1810, of that which nomi- 
nated Gen. Taylor in 1818, although 
ho was in the latter instance favodr- 
able to the claims of Mr. Webster and 
of tho Convention of 1852 which nomi- 
nated General Scott. Mr. Fessenden, 
who was elected to the Senate by the 
Whig party, on the outbreak of tho 
civil war in the United States, sided 
with the North, and on the retirement 
of Mr. Chase, in the summer of 1864, 
was selected to succeed him as Secre- 
tary of Finance. 

F E U I L L E T, Octave, dramatist, 
bom at Saint-Ld (Manche), Aug. 11, 
1812, was sent to the College of Louis- 
le-Grand, at Paris, where ho greatly 
distinguished himself. Under the 
ni* no of D^ire Hazard, he commenced 
his literary career, in 1844, by contri- 
buting, in conjunction with MM. P. 
Bocago and Albert Aubort, to a ro- 
mance called the “ Grand Vieillard,*’ 
which appeared in tho Natiotml. Since 
that time ho has been a constant con- 
tributor to newspapers and reviews, 
and has written for the various 
theatres comedies, dramas, and farces, 
nearly all of which have been received 
with favour by the public. His most 
•omarkablo dramatic productions are 


La Nuit Terrible,** “ Le Bourgeois 
de Borne,’* “ La Crise,** ” Le Pour et 
le Centre,** '* Pdril en la Demeure,** 
“La Fde,** “Le Village,** “Dolila,** 
“ La Tentation,** and “ Bedemption.** 
His best-known novels are “ Bellah,** 
“ Le Cheven Blanc,** and “ Le Bioman 
d’un Jeune Homme Pauvro.*’ He was 
elected in 1862 to fill the chair in the 
French Academv loft vacant by the 
death of M. Eugene Scribe. 

FIELD, Cyrus West, merchant, was 
bom at Stockbridge, Massachusetts, 
Nov. 30, 1819. After an education in 
lus native town, he commenced life in 
a counting-house in Ifevr York, and 
became in a few years the proprietor 
of a largo mercantile es^^ ment. 
His affairs prospered to &uv.i an ex- 
tent that he was able to retire par- 
tially from business in 1853, and to 
make a tour in South America. In 
1854 he began to turn his attention 
to tho subject of Oceanic telegraphs, 
and was instrumental in procuring a 
charter from the legislature of New- 
foundland, granting him an exclusive 
right for fifty years to establish a tele- 
graph from the continent of America 
to that colony, and thence to Europe. 
From this time, Mr. Field devoted 
himself exclusively to tho execution 
of this undertaking. He was actively 
engaged in the construction of tho 
land line of telegraph in Newfound- 
land, and in the two attempts to lay 
the submarine cable between Capo 
Bay and Cape Breton. He visited 
England in 1854 and 1856 for tho 
prosecution of his schemes, and ac- 
companied the expeditions of 1857 
and 1858 fitted out to lay the cable 
under the Atlantic, between this 
country and Newfoundland. His 
arrival in tho United States after the 
second attempt was the signal for a 
series of ovations in his honour. Mr. 
Field visited England again in 1859, 
and took a prominent part in tho 
expeditions of , 1865 and 1866 ; the 
complete succeas in the last-men- 
tioned year being, in a great measurei,' 
due to his exertions. The American 
Chamber of Commerce at Liverpool 
entertained Mr. Cyrus W. Field and 
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others who had been engaged in the 
great nnderts^ing laying the snb- 
aarine telegraph between England 
and America, March 14, 1867. On 
that occasion Mr. Field and some of 
his fellow-labonrers received a gold 
me^lld, in commemoration of the snc- 
cessftil enterprise. 

FIELD, David Dudley, jnrist, 
eldest brother of Cyrns West Field, 
bom at Haddam, Gonnectiont, Fob. 
13, 1805, whence he removed to Stock- 
bridge, Massachusetts, in 1819, and 
was educated at William’s College, in 
the same state. Ho was called to the 
Bar in 1828, commenced practice at 
New York, and is chiefly known for 
his labours in tho cause of law reform. 
Having been ap^xiinted, in 1847, by 
the Legislature of the State, a com- 
missioner on practice and pleadings, 
ho took an active part in tho prepara- 
tion of the new code of procedure. 
Mr. Field was intrusted by tho State 
of New York in 1857, as president of 
a commission, to prepare a political 
code, a penal code, and a civil code, 
works which, when incorpoi-ated with 
the codes of procedure, will contain 
the entire body of the law. 

FIELD, The Bev. FAED£RiCK,bom 
about 1800, was educated at Trinity Col- 
*lege, Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1823, as 10th Wrangler, Tras 
OhancelloFs Medallist, and Tyrwbitt’s 
Hebrew Scholar, and was elected 
Fellow of his college. He edited the 
Greek text of St. Chxyso^tom’s Ho- 
milies on St. Matthew, with various 
readings and notes, published in 
1839 5 the same writei^s “ Interpre- 
tation of the Pauline Epistles,” on a 
similar plan, forming part of the 
••■Bibliotheca Patrum,” in 1845-62; 
and the Septna^nt version of the 
Old Testament, according to tho 
Alexandrian codex, published at the 
Oxford University Press. This latter 
work was revised and rearranged for 
the Foreign Translation Committee 
of the Society for Flromoting Christian 
Knowledge. In 1842 Mr. Field was 
presented by his college to the rectory 
Of BeephUin, Norfolk, ttrhich he re* 
signedin 1863. 


FIELDS, James T., author and pub- 
lisher, and partner in the Boston pub- 
lishing Arm, Ticknor and Fields, bom 
in Portsmouth, New Hampshire, U.S., 
in 1820; has resided the greater part 
of his life in Boston, before the Mer- 
cantile Library Association of which 
city lie delivered poems in 1838 and in 
18*18, the orator of the first occasion: 
being Mr. Edward Evei*ett, and of the 
last, Mr. Daniol Webster. Mr. Fields, 
who has, by his own personal exer- 
tions, prepared and issued an edition 
8f Do Quincey’s writings in 21 vole., 
visited Europe in 1848, and published 
a volume of poems in 1849, which 
were followed in 1854 and 1858 by 
two others, printed for private distn- 
bntion, tho latter being entitled ” A 
Pew Verses for a Few Friends.” Mr. 
Fields revisited Europe in 1860. 

FILLMOBE, Millard, cx-Presi- 
dent of tho United States, was born 
Jan. 7, 1800, at Summer Hill, state of 
New York. His father, Nathaniel 
Ffilmoro, of English descent, fol- 
lowed the occupation of a farmer, and 
in 1819 removed to Erie county, where 
ho cultivated a small farm. At an 
early age tho son was sent to Living- 
ston county to learn tho clothier's 
trade, and was apprenticed to a wool- 
carder in tho town in which his ftither 
I lived. During tho fom* years that )io 
worked at his trade, he availed him- 
self of every opportunity of supplying 
the defects of his early education. In 
1819 ho made tho acquaintance of tho 
lato Judge Wood, of Cayuga county, 
who, perceiving that he had abilities 
which wonld qualify him for a higher 
station, offered to receive him into his* 
office, and to defray his npenses dur- 
ing tho progress of his studies. This 
proposal was accepted; but not to 
incur too latgo a debt to his bene- - 
factor, ho devoted a portion of his 
time to teaching a school. In 1821 
he removed to Erie county, and con- 
tinued his legal studies in the city of 
Bnfiklo, and in 1829 he was elected to 
the State Assembly as representative - 
of the county of Erie. Being a mem- 
ber of the Whig party, he was at that 
time in opposition, and had litt^ . 
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opportnoity of disUngoisliing himself, 
though he aided the mov’ement to 
abolish imprisonment for debt in the 
state. In 1832 be was elected to Con- 
gress, and at the dose of his term of 
office, in 1835, resumed the practice 
of the law, until he becamo a candi- 
date for Congress, and was re-elected 
in 1837. He was re-elected in the 
two following Congresses, and at the 
close of the lirst session of the 27th 
Congress he dediuod to bo a candi- 
date for I'e-election, returned to Btif- 
faio, and again devoted himself to his 
profession. In 1814 ho accepted the 
nomination by the Whig party for 
governor of tho state of New York, 
and though unsnccossfal, w'as, in 
1847, elected to tho office of Comp- 
troller of tho State. In 1848 he was 
elected Vice-PrcBident, and in Mardi, 
1849, he resigned his office of Comp- 
troller, to assume tho duties of his 
new position, ‘which he discharged 
until tho death of Gen. Taylor, in 
July, 1830, elevated him to tho presi- 
dential chair. His period of office 
expired March 4, 1853. 

FINNIS, TiiO!tfAS Quested, alder- 
man of Loudon, born about 1800, at 
Hythp, where his father was in 
business^ repaired to London at an 
early age, distiugnished himself by his 
attention to city affairs, and in 1839 
was elected to tho Common Council. 
Having been made deputy to his word, 
ho was elected Alderman in 1848, was 
appointed Sheriff of London and Mid- 
dlesex the same year, and in Nov., 
1856, was elected Lord Mayor. A 
, handsome testimonial was presented 
•to him by his friends soon after tho 
Gild of hiS, year of ofi^o. Originally 
intended for the navy. In which profes- 
sion several members of his family had 
distingnished themselves, tho untimely 
death of a brother, in the action be- 
tween the British and United ^gtates 
sqaadrons on Lake Erie, togethw with 
the .decease of another relative in the 
Indian service, had tho effect of tam- 
ing Mr. Finnis’s views in- another 
direction. , Besides establishing lum- 
self as one of the merchant pnnees ’* 
of the City,' 08 head, of tho firm of 


Finnis and Fisher, provision mer- 
chants, he has thrown his influence 
and counsel into enterprises in far 
distant lands. The eai'liest expedi- 
tions, both mercantile and scientific, 
to the valleys of tho Enphrates the 
Tigris are due in a groat mcaKe to 
the exertions of Mr. Alderman Finnis. 
It was owing to his influence that 
the examinarion of those interesting 
countries was undertaken by lus 
nephew, Captain H. B. Lyncli, C.B., 
and it is a fact worthy of record, that 
tho very first of the long-buried aoulp- 
turcB brnnglit to light in that distant 
region was sent, as a fiiork of esteem, 
to Mr. Alderman Finnis, in one of his 
own vessels. His brother, Col. Finnis, 
was one of tho first officers who foil 
in the Indian mutiny. 

FISUEB, Hon. Chaulks, D.C.L., 
member of the Executive Council, and 
Attorney- General of the province of 
Now Brunswick, graduated at King’s 
College, Now Brunswick, and received 
the degree of B.C.L. Having studied 
law, he was admitted as an attorney, 
and visited England. In the autumn 
of 1837 ho was elected to represent 
York, his nativo county, in the pro- 
vincial parliament; in March, 1866, 
ho was rejected for his advocacy of 
the union of the various provinces of • 
British America ; but a vacancy oCour- 
ing soon after, he was elected by a 
largo majority* In 1848 be was ap- 
pointed a member of the Executive 
Council by Sir Edmund Head, and ho 
then declined to accept any office of 
I dUiolument, not wishing to interfem 
I with his private business, and he 
resigned his seat at tho council at the 
end of two years and a half. In 1852 
ho was appointed by the Government 
of New Brunswick, one of the com- 
missioners to consolidate and codify 
the statute law of the province, and to 
inquire into the proceedings of the 
courts of law and equity^ and into 
the law of evidence, and several of 
his suggestions were adopted. In the 
session held in October, 1854, to con- 
sider the “Eeciprocity Treaty,” Mr, 
Fisher carried a vote of wont of con- 
fidence in the Government, which

resignedi and he was commissioned to 
form a new administration, and was 
appointed Attorney-General. Witli 
his oolleagnes 'he resigned office in 
May, 1856, bnt after a few months 
ms^fi^in called upon* to form an 
administration, in which he sncceeded, 
and resumed tho office lio had pro- 
Viously hold until the spring of 1861. 
In October, 1864, he was appointed a 
delegate to consider the question of 
the union of British America, and in 
July, 1865, shortly after ho had lost 
his, election, ho was unanimously 
chosen a delegate from Fredericton to 
tho groat trade convention held in 
Detroit. He has always been an advo- 
cate of the union of British America. 
Upon the resignation of the Govern- 
ment, in April, 1866, he was again 
appointed Attorney- General, with a 
seat in the Executive Council. In 
July, 1867, on behalf of tho Govern- 
ment, he moved tho address in the 
Assembly for the appointment of 
delegates to settle . the terms of 
union with other provinces, and was 
selected, with other gentlemen, to 
proceed to London with reference to 
this question. Mr. Fisher accordingly 
attended the conference of tho repre- 
sentatives of British North America 
held in London, and by which the 
terms of the union were arranged. 

FITZGEBALD, Dll. (8ee Killaloe, 
Bishop of.) • 

FITZGEBALD, The Right Aon. 
John David, son of the late David 
Fitzgoral, born in Dublin in 1816, and 
educated at Trinity College, Dubliif; 
was caUed to the Irish bar in 18 iS, 
and obtained a silk gown in 1847. 
Having **led*’ the Munster c^cuit 
for some years, he was appointed 
Solicitor-General for Ireland in 1855, 
and Attorney-General in 1856. Mr. 
Fitzgerald represented Ennis in the 
House of Commons from July, 1852, 
till Fob., 1860, when he was promoted 
to the Judicial Bench, as one of the 
judges of the Court of Queon’s Bench 
in Ireland. He is a commissioner of 
ziational education in Ireland, of 
charitable donations and beqnests, and 
cf endowed schools. 


FITZGEBALD, John Foster 
Tesey, second son of John Leslie 
Foster, baron of the Irish Court of 
Exchequer, bom at Dublin, in 1818, 
assumed the names of Yesey and 
Fitzgerald in compliance with the 
will of his uncle. Lord Fitzgerald and 
Yosci ; graduated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and went to Australia, whero 
he for many years represented Port 
Phillip in the parliament of New South 
Wales. He afterwards filled tho 
office of Treasnror and Colonial Secre- 
taiy, and for some months adminis- 
tered the government of that coloiky. 

FITZGEBALD, The Bight Hon. 
William Bodert Seymour Yesey 
Fitzgerald, bom in 1817, completed 
his education at Oriel College, Oxford, • 
whero ho graduated second class in 
classics in 1837, gained the Newdi- 
gate prize in 1835, became M.A. in 
1814, and received the honorar)' 
degree of D.C.L. in 1863. Having 
adopted the legal profession, ho wac 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
Jan., 1839, and went the Northern 
circuit. At the general election in 
Aug., 1847, ho offered himself for tho 
borough of Horsham, and although 
unsuccessful, he gained tho seat in 
June, 1848, holding it only for a few 
moiitliB, as he was unseated on peti- 
tion. In 1854 he was ro-eleotod for 
that borough without opposition, and 
retained his seat until the general 
election in July, 1865, when ho was 
beaten by five votes. On the ac- 
cession of the earl of Derby to office, 
in 1859, Mr. Seymour Fitzgerald was 
appointed Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, and dischatged the duties of 
that post with singular abili^. After 
tho retirement of Lord Derb^s second 
administration, Mr. Seymour Fitz- 
gerald took a very prominent position 
amongst the opposition debaters. He 
was appointed Governor of Bombay in 
1866, made a Privy Councillor, Dec. 
28, 1866, and left England for India 
in Feb., 1867. 

FITZHABDINGE (Baron), The 
Bight Hon. Maurice Frederick Fitz- 
habdinoe Berkeley, second son of 
the late earl of Berkeley, was bom 
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Jan. 3, 1788, and entering the navy in 
1802, served vrith distinction on the 
West Indian and other stations, part 
of the time under Sir Thomas M. 
Hardy. In 1810 he was sent up the 
Tagus in charge of a division of gun- 
boats, for the purpose of co-operating 
with the troops occupying the lines of 
Torres Yedras, and he received the 
thanks of Lord Wellington, in the 
public orders, for his gallantry on that 
occasion and for his descent on Villa- 
franca. In 1840 he took part in the 
operations on the coast of Syria, was 
present at the camp at Djoumi, at the 
bombardment of Beyrout, tho storm- 
ing of Sidon, and the capture of St. 
Jean d*Acre, for which ho was nomi- 
^ nated a G.B., and received the Turkish 
gold medal. In 1846 he was appointed 
a naval A.D.G. to her Majost}’^, in 
1840 obtained flag rank, in 1855 was 
sworn a Privy Gouncillor and created 
a K.G.B., and made a G.G.B. in 1861. 
Ho repi*esented Gloucester in the 
Liberal interest from. Bee., 1832, to 
the following April, when he was 
unseated; from 1835 to tho dissolu- 
tion of 1837, and from 1841 till 1857. 
He held a scat at the Admiralty 
Board under Sir James Graham and 
Lord Auckland, in the Grey and Mel- 
bourne administrations, and again 
under tho earl of Minto, from 1837 
to 1839, when he resigned his post on 
account of a difference with his col- 
leagues as to the propriety of sending 
ships to foreign stations with reduced 
complements of men, on which he 
set forth his views in detail in a 

Letter addressed to Sir John Bar- 
'^:cw, Bart.,” published in 1839. He 
resumedl his post at the . Admiralty 
under Lord Auckland and Sir Francis 
' Baring in Earl Busseirs administra- 
tioh, and from Bee., 1852, till 1857, 
under Sir James Ghraham and Sir 
Charles Wood, in the Aberdeen and 
Pidmerston administrations ;.and dar- 
ing a gn^at part of tho latter period 
was First Sea Lord. He was created 
Baron Fitzhardinge, Aug. 6, 1861. 

FITZMAUBICE, Ths Hon. Wil- 
liam Edwabo, brother of the fifth earl 
of Orkney, bom March 21, 1805, and 


educated at Oriel Gollegfo, Qxfi>i^, 
was for some time Captain in the 2nd 
Life Guards, and represented Buck* 
inghamshire in the Conservative 
interest, from J uly, 1842, to 1847. He 
is the authoiiof ** A Cmise to Egypt, 
Palestine, and Greece,** ondVmtri- 
bated many drawings to "Lands- 
cape Illustrations of the Bible,** and 
to Mr. Murray’s edition of ** Childe 
Harold.** Capt. Fitzmaurice is known 
in scientific circles as the inventor of 
a new and powerful light which haa 
been exhibited with much success in 
London. 

FITZPATBICK, The Bight Hon. 
John Wilson, a natural son of tho 
late earl of Upper Ossory, bom in 
London in 1809, and educated at 
Eton ; served for somo time in tho 
army, having been placed in the 
85th regiment by his guardian, the 
late Lord Holland. Ho represented 
Qaecn*B County in tho Liberal interest 
from Aug., 1837, till July, 1841, and 
from Aug., 1847, till July, 1852, when 
he retired, and was sworn a member, 
of the Privy Council for Ireland in 
1848. Having inherited by bequest 
the principal portion of the Irish 
estates of his father, he was appointed 
in 1855 Lord-Lieutenant of Queon*s 
County. 

FITZPATBICK, William John, 
son of the late John Fitzpatrick, Esq., 
of Bublin and Grifflnrath, co. Kildare, 
bom Aug. 21, 1830, was educated 
firat at a Protestant school, and after- 
wards at the Roman Catholic college 
of Glongowes Wood. He is a Magis- 
trate and Grand Juror for co. Bublin, 
and is tho author of "The Life, 
Times, and Correspondence of Br. 
B(^le, Bishop of Kildare and Leigh- 
lin;** ** The Life, Times, and Con- 
temporaries of Lord Glononriyf” 
« Tho Friends, Foes, and Adventures 
of Lady Morgan ; ** " Lady Morgan, 
her Career, Literary and Personad ** 
(the sequel) ; ** Anecdotal Memoirs of 
Archbishop Whately ;** "Lord Ed- • 
ward Fitzgorald and his Betrayers, 
or a Note on the Cornwallis Papm;** 
“Tho Sham Squire;** and sevwrid 
pamphlets historic^ and critical, 
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FLAGG, Edmund, lawyer and 
journalist, bom in Wioasset, Maine. 
United States, in 1815, graduated at 
Bowdoin College in 1835, and was 
admitted to the Bar in 1837. 
“ Ske^es of a Travcllar,” written 
for tH Louisville Journal^ in 1836. 
were published in a work entitled 
« The Far West,” in 1838. He edited 
the 8t. Lov/is Daily Commercial Bul- 
letin in 1839, being at the same time 
associated with George D. Prentice in 
the editorship of the Louisville lAtc 
ra/nj News Letter, In 1840-2 he praC' 
tised his profession at Vicksburg, Mis* 
souri, became conductor of the Qazette 
published at Marietta, Ohio, in 1842 ; 
eonductor of the St. Louis Evening 
Gazette in 1844-5; United States 
Consul for Venice in 1850 ; and after- 
wards returned to the United States. 
Mr. Flagg is the author of ** Venico : 
the City of the Sea ” (1749-1840) ; 
several novels, among which are 
** Carrero ; or, the Prime Minister ; ” 
** The Howard Queen;** and ** Blanche 
of Artois ;** and somo dramas. 

FLAHAULT-DE - LA-BILLAIIDE- 
B.1E (Comte de), Auguste-Charles- 
Joseph, general, dsplomatist, and 
senator, was born at Paris, April 21, 
1785. During his childliood, his 
father, one of tho ancient noblesse of 
France, perished on the scaffold. Tho 
survivors of his family took refuge 
in England, where tlicy suffered 
great privation, and wheru tho yoang 
count received the main elements of 
his education. In 1798 ho returned 
to France, and in 1799 received a 
commission in Idio corps of cavalry 
which accompanied the First Consul 
to Italy ; and his first essay in a^s 
was in the campaign of Marengo. *As 
aide-de-camp to Murat, he mode the 
campaigns of Austerlitz, of Pultusk, 
and of Jena, and was named Colonel 
and Baron of the Empire after the 
battle of Wagram. For is intrepidity 
during the Bussion war he was 
raised to the rank of General of 
Brigade^ and, for his gallantry at 
Leipsic, where he fought as aide-de- 
camp attached to the emperor's own 
pe^on, was promoted to that of| 


General of Division. In 1814 he re- 
cognized the provisional government; 
but returned to his pogt of aide-de- 
camp on the reappearance of Napo- 
leon from Elba, at whose side he 
fought at Waterloo. At the restora- 
tion he retired to Switzerland, and 
afterwards to England, where ho 
married, in 1817, the daughter of 
Lord Keith, whom she succeeded in 
her own right. The revolution of 1830 
restored to Comfo de Flahault his 
peerage and his rank in the French 
army. In 1831 he was named am- 
bassador plenipotentiary at Berlin. 
Ho accompanied tho duke of Orleans 
to the siege of Antwerp, and was 
appointed equeny to that prince on 
his marriage. In 1841 he became 
ambassador at Vienna, a post which 
he filled until the downfall of the 
Orleans dynasty. He was created a 
senator by the emperor in 1853, and 
appointed ombassador^to the court of 
St. James's at tho close of 1860, in 
which post he was succeeded by 
Baron Gros in 1862. His eldest 
daughter by Lady Keith was married 
to the lato marquis of Lansdowne. 
The count was appointed by the em- 
peror of tho French Grand Chancel- 
lor of tho Legion of Honour, Jan. 
28, 1864. This appointment asso- 
ciated with the second empire the 
most illustrious surviving I’eprescnta- 
tive of the first, and placed at tho 
head of the Order ono whoso extra- 
ordinary cai’cer from 18G0 to 1815 
embraced almost all tho principal 
events of that wonderful epoch. 

FLEMING, Sir Valentine, second 
sou of Valentine Fleming, Esq., of 
Tuam, CO. Galway, bom in 1859, was 
educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, where he graduated in honours 
!n 1834. Having been oalled to the 
English Bar, he was appointed in 1841 
'Commissioner of the Insolvent Coui-t 
for Hobart Town, and was promoted 
uccessively to the Solicitorship and 
Attorney- Generalship of Tasmania. In 
1854 he was appoint^ Chief Justioe 
if that colony, and received the honour 
of knighthood. Sir Valentine repre- 
sents a branch of the Flemings who 
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claim the ancient Irish barony of 
Siane. 

FI/ETCHERf Angus, sculptor, son 
of the late Mrs. Fletcher, well known 
as the friend of Jeffrey, Sidney Smith, 
and other leadersof the old Whig party, 
was bom about the commencement 
ofthe present century. Though chiefly 
known by his beautiful bust of Mrs. 
Hemans, he has executed several very 
excellent works, most of which are in 
private collections. 

FLEUR Y, Rmile F^lix, born in 
Paris, Dec. 23, 1815, studied at the 
College Rollin, but having met with 
pecuniary reverses, accepted an eu- 
gagement in Nov., 1837, in the corps of 
Spahis, then just forme<l, and took 
part in eleven campaigns in Algeria, 
during which he was three times 
wounded and flvo times commended 
in “orders of the day.” His advance- 
ment was rapid. He became Sub- 
Lieutonaiit in 1840, Captain in 181ri, 
and Ch^f d'eiicadroii in July, 1848, when 
ho returned to France, and became a 
General of Brigade, IMarch 18, 1856, 
and General of Division, Aug. 13, 
1863. Ho embraced with ardour the 
Bonapartist cause, and was wounded 
in the head in the disturbances which 
followed the coup d*4tat, a movement 
in which it is said he took a promi- 
nent if not actually a loading part. 
On the establishment of the empiro 
ho was nominated aide-do catnp to 
tho Emperor, Colonel of the Guides, 
and Grand Equerry of tho Crown. 
He was promote Officer of the Legion 
of Honour in 1849, and Grand Officer 
Aug. 13, 1850. Summoned to tho 
Senat^by docrce, March 15, 1865, he 
became Chief Equeriy to Napoleon 
111. in Dec. 1865. He received the 
Grand Cross of St. Anno in 1QG4. 

FLOTOW, Faedeuick Ferdinand 
Adolphe, von, composer, born at 
Tentendorf, in Mecklenburg- Schwerin, 
April 27, 1812, was intended for the 
profession of diplomacy. His fond- 
ness for music induced him to go to 
Paris, whore he placed himself under 
the Composer Reicha. The revolu- 
tion of 1830 recaUed him to Ger- 
many, whence he returned a few 


years later with several opei*as com- 
posed by him during the interval. 
None of these, however, found favour 
with the Parisian managers, and it 
was only the impression they pro- 
dnood by their representational pri- 
vate before amatoni's that oRnined 
for him the commission, in 1838, to 
fuimish the mnsic to ”Le Naufrage 
de la Meduso.” This at once estab- 
lished liis position, the opera being 
snccessful. Since that time he has 
composed several, of which the Fo- 
rester,” prodnoed in 1840 ; “ L’Es- 
clavo do Carnoons,” in 1843; and 
“J/Amo en PeineJ” in 1846, hold 
possession of the French stage ; while 

Stradella,” in 1844, and ” Martha,” 
in 18u8, established his reputation 
in Germany as a composer of light 
operas. ** Indra,” " Riibozahl,” and 
” Marie-Katerina,” are favourites in 
Germany. 

FLOURENS, Marie- Jean-Pi RARE, 
physiologist, bom at Manreilhon (H6- 
rault), April 15, 1794, is known as 
one of tho most distinguished savans 
of tho day, and as the author of many 
moat learned works in physiological 
science. Ho is Professor of Compara- 
tivo Physiology in the Museum of 
Natural History in Paris, Perpetual 
Secretary of tho Academy of Sciences 
iu tho same city, a member of our own 
Royal Society, and of the Aoademios 
of Edinburgh, Stockholm, Munich, 
Madrid, Turin, and of almost every 
other capital in Christendom. In 1837 
he sat as deputy for the arrondisae- 
incnt of Bezi^res, but took no active 
part in politics ; in*1840 was elected 
member of the Academie Fran^aiso ; 
i%184'6 was made a peer of France, 
and in 1855 Professor in the College 
of France. Neither honours nor re- 
volutions, however, interrupted ^ his 
studios and researches as a physiolo- 
gist. His best-known work is ” Dura- 
tion of Human Life, and tho Quantity 
of Life on the Globe,” published ia 
1854. M. Flourens considers that he 
has discovered the physical law of the 
duration of life, which is a multiple 
of five in respect to the time of the 
growth of the animal. Thus, if the 
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horse attains his fall growth at the 
age of five, — by full gpx)wth meaning 
when once the bones and epiphyses 
are united, — he should live to the ago 
of twenty-five; and if man attains 
his fq^growth at the ago of twenty, 
he ou^t to lire a hundred years; 
but that, in man, to have any chance 
of attaining tho limit of the allotted 
period, it is necessary, above all, to 
lead a sober life ;** by which ho means 
‘‘good conduct, an existence always 
occupied, labour, study, moderation, 
sobriety in all things.” He was pro- 
moted Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honour, ^pril 24, 18*16, and made 
member of the Municipal Council of 
Paris in 1864. M. Flonrens, who is the 
author of numeraus scientific works, 
published ** Examen du Li yre de M. Dar- 
win sur rOrigino des Esp^ces” in 1864. 

FLGGEL, Gustave Lebreciit, Ori- 
entalist, born at Bautzen, Feb. 18, 
1802 ; was educated at the University 
of Leipsic, whence ho proceeded to 
Vienna in 1827, and became the pupil 
and friend of the celebrated' Von 
Hammer. He devotod himself with 
zeal to the study of Hebrew and tho 
Semitio languages. His ** Arabic 
Anthology (collection of fugitive 
pieces of poetiy) of Thftalibi,” pub- 
lished in 1829, attracted the atten- 
tion of the Austrian Goveimmcnt, who 
intrusted him with a scioutifio mis- 
sion. In this capacity he spent three 
years in traversing Hungaiy, Styria, 
ports of Germany, and France. In 
1832 he was elected to a Professorship 
in the College of Meissen, B.ii \ in 1833 
published h& ** ]^tory of the Arabs ” 
and an edition of the Koran. After 
other journeys to Paris and Vienna, 
he produced his Concordance of the 
Koran,” a valuable work. His most 
important production, published at 
the expense of tho Oriental Society of 
London, is an edition, with a Latin 
translation, of “The Encyolopisdio 
end Biographic Dictionary of Hadschi- 
Ghalih,” which appeared in 1835- 
.1854. 

FOLEY, John Henry, B.A., sculp- 
tor, bom in Dublin in 1818, at the 
age of thirteen became a student of 


the Dublin Boyal Society, whero he 
obtained tho first prizes in the schools 
for the Study of the Human Form, 
Animals, Architecture, and Modelling. 
Coming to London in 1834 for the 
study of sculpture, he entered the 
schools of the Boyal Academy, and 
first appeared as a contributor to tho 
Exhibition in 1839 by the “ Death of 
Abel,” and a figure of “Innocence.” 
In 1840 he produced tho *‘Ino and 
Bacchus” (a group purchased in mar- 
ble by the earl of Ellesmere), which 
at onco made its author famous. In 
1842 he exhibited “ Tho Housoless 
Wanderer.” At the Westminster 
Hall competition in 1844, Mr. Foley 
exhibited his “Ino and Bacchus,” 
and “A Youth at a Stream,” having 
modelled the latter figure for this oc- 
casion ; and was chosen as one of tho 
three sculptors to execute tho statues 
for tho New Palace at Westminster, 
and received commissions for “ Hamp- 
den” (1847) and«Solden” (1863), in 
St. Stephen’s Hall. Mr. Foley, who 
became in 1849 A.B.A., in 1851 ex- 
hibited “Tho Mother,” and in 1854 
“ Egeria,” commissioned by the Cor- 
poration of London, and now in the 
Mansion House. In 1856 ho com- 
pleted, in bronzo, “Lord Hardinge 
and Charger,” for Calcutta, a group 
so much admirod, that a requisition 
signed by 150 of the first names in 
art and literature was presented to 
its author, expressing their desire to 
see its duplicate erected in London, in 
proof of the capabilities of an Eng- 
lish sculptor.

He is the author of 
several papers .on Heat, and other 
works on Physical Science ; ** Travels 
in the Alps of Savoy,” “ Norway and 
its Glaciers,” “ Papers on the Theory 
of Glaciers,” Ac.; has received the 
Keith medal of the Boyal Society of 
Edinburgh on three different occa- 
sions, between 1837 and 1866, and 
the Bumford and Boyal medals o^f the 
Boyal Society of London, for various 
papers in the Transactions of those 
bodies.

FOBGADE, EuokNE, journalist, was

FOBEY, Blie-Fr^D£RIC,< Marshal 
of France, bom in Paris, Jan. 10, 1804, 
was educated at Dijon, ^nd admitted 
to the Militaiy School 6f St. Gyr in 
1822, whence he became instructor to 
the 2nd light infantry regiment. Ho 
took part in the first oxpcditioo to 
Algiers, was engaged in garrison duty 
in the Pyrenees, and having been 
appointed captain, returned to Africa,, 
where ho distinguished himself at 
the battle of Medcah, in the retreat 
which followed the first siege of 
Goiistantiiie, and at the Iron Gatcj#; 
Having been placed at the head of a 
battaliim of chasseurs-d-pied in 1840, he 
went through four othor African cam- 
paigns, and returned to France yritli 
tho rank of Golonel in 1844, became a 
General in 1848, took an active part 
jn the coup d*4tat of Dec., 1851, and 
was made a General of Division and 
commander of the Legion of Honour 
in 1852. At the brefddng out of the 
war with Bussia, he was pligsed on the 
reserve division 6f the Army of tha 
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East, and for a time held the com- 
mand of the siege force before Sebas- 
topol. In 1857 he was nominated to 
the first division of the Aimj of Paris. 
He commanded this division during 
the Italian ‘war in 1860, gained, at 
Montebello, the first battle of the cam- 
paign ; and distingnished himself at 
Magenta and Solferino, being wonnded 
at the latter. When the expedition 
to Mexico was decided upon in 1861, 
Gen. Forey received the command 
of the French troops. After over- 
coming many obstacles and fighting 
several sangninary engagements, he 
attacked and stormed the strong post 
of Puebla, thereby throwfhg open the 
road to the city of Mexico. For this 
service he was madd Marshal of 
Franco, when he resigned his com- 
mand to Gen. Bazaine, and' returned 
home, receiving, the oommaiid orthe 
2nd corps d*<mn4e, Beo. 24, 18p3. He 
received the Qrwd Cross of the Legion 
of Honour iii 1869, and was called to 
the Senpte Aug. 16 in that' year. 

Ft)RNEROD,CoNSTA]rr, statesman, 
born in 1820, at Avenches (canton 
Yaud, Switzerland), studied law and 
political economy at the univeraities 
of Lausanne, Tubingen, Heidelberg,

PORTBSOUE, The Right Hon. 
Chichester Samuel Parkinson,

PORTESGUE (Earl), The Right 
Hon. Hugh Portescue, the oldest 
son of the late earl (who was Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland in 1839-41), 
born April 4, 1818, and educated at 
Harrow ; entered Parliament in 1841, 
whilst Viscount Ebriugton, as mem- 
ber for Plymouth, which he repre- 
Routed in the Liberal interest until 
1852, when he unsuocessfhlly con- 
tested Barnstaple. In Deo., 1854, he 
was elected for Maiylebone, for 
which he resigned his seat, and was 
called to the Upper House in his 
father’s bStrony of Portescue, Deo. 5, 
1859, and succeeded as . third earl, 
Sep. 14, 1861. His lordship was a 
Lord of the Treasury from 1846 to 
1847, and Secretary of the Poor-Law 
Board from 1847 to 1851, being at the 
same time an actwe member, and 
latterly chairman of sereral suooes- 
sire metropolitan oofiimissions of 
Hewers. In May, 1856, while visiting 


a ipilitary hospital, with a view to the 
motion which he had carried in 1850, 
in favour of sanitary reform in the 
army, he caught the ophthalmia, which 
deprived him of one eye, permanently 
impaired the other, and so much 
injured his health as to compel him 
to retire from the House of Commons. 
His lordship is the author of pam- 
phlets upon ‘‘ Official Salaries,” pub- 
lished in 1852 ; “ Representative Self- 
Government for the Metropolis,” in 
1854; Parliamentary Reform,” in 
1859 ; and a work on “ Public Schools 
for the Middlo Classes,’/ in 1864. He 
married, March 11, 1847, the eldest 
daughter of the late Right Hon. Col. 
G. Dawson Darner, by whom he has 
a young family. 

FORTUNE, Robert, author and 
botanist, born in Berwickshire, about 
1813, was educated at a village school 
in the Morse, and early exhibited 
a spirit of perseverance. Selecting 
horticulture as his occupation, he ob- 
tained employment in the Botanical 
Gardens of the Scottish capital. 
Having in that position made the 
most of the opportunities afforded for 
acquiring knowledge, he was promoted 
to a post in the Gardens of Chiswick ; 
and in his new sphere acquitted him- 
self with so much credit, that in 1843, 
when news of the peace with the 
Celestial Empire reached England, 
the Botanical Society of London ap- 
pointed him its collector of plants in 
Northern China. Setting sail in that 
capacity, Mr. Fortune, besides send- 
ing homo some of the finest plants 
that ever reached this country, be- 
came familiar with the varieties of 
Chinese life. His adventures by land 
and sea wore full' of romance ; and 
whether feasting with mandarins, en- 
joying the hospitality of Bndhist 
priests, battling with the swarmmg 
natives, fighting single-handed with 
pirates, or gaining admission- to the 
city of Loo-Chow in the disguise of a 
” Chinaman,” he seems to have exer- 
cised equal energy and sagacity. Mr. 
Fortune published his “Three Years’ 
Wanderings in China” in 1847. The 
book attracted much attention, and 
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its author, whilst curator of the 
Physic Gardeu at Chelsea, was,* in 
the summer of 1848, intrusted by 
the East-lndia Company with a 
mission to make investigations re- 
specting the tea-plant. After an 
absence of more than three years, 
Mr. Fortune returned to England, 
and having published his valuable 
work, entitled “Two Visits to the 
Teatlountries of China,” started once 
more to pursue his adventurous career 
and prosecute his scientilic researches. 
The results of this last journey are 
embodied in. “Residence among the 
Chinese, Inland, on the Coast, and 
at Sea; being the third visit from 
1853 to 1856.” In 1857 Mr. Fortune 
was employed by the United States 
Patent Office to collect in China the 
seeds of the tea-shrub and other plants, 
a duty which occupied him two years, 
and which he discharged with consi- 
derable success. Ho has been a fre- 
quent contributor to the Atkenasum. 

FOSS, EnwAiiD, F.S.A., son of the 
late Edward Smith Foss, Esq., a soli- 
citor of Essex-street, Loftdon, was 
bom in 1787. lie is the author of 
**The Grandeur of the Law, or the 
Legal Peers of England,” published 
in 1843 ; of “ The Judges of England,” 
a valuable work in nino volumes, pub- 
lished between 1848 and 1864; and 
of “ Tabul® Curiales,” in 1865. Mr.

FOSTER, BniKET, niiist, son of the 
late Mr. Myles Birkot Foster, bom at 
North Shields, Northumberland, in 
1812, educated at Hitchen, Herts;

FOSTER, John G., bom in Now 
Hampshire, in 1824, was educated at 
West Point, and entered the U.S. 
army as Lieut, of Engineers, July 1, 
1846. He served in the Mexican war, 
and having been engaged for a short 
timo on the “ Coast Defences,” was 
appointed, in April, 1854, Assistant- 
Professor of Engineering at West 
Point. At tho outbreak of the civil 
war ho was stationed at Charleston, 
removed in safety tho United States 
garrison from Fort Monitrio to Fort 
Sumter, during tho night of Dec. 
26-27, 1860, and was ono of tho de- 
fenders of the latter post during its 
bombai*dmcnt by Gon. Beauregard, 
April 12 and 13, 1861. Ho received 
the command of tho first division of 
Gen, Burnside’s army corps, April 2, 
1862, when he reduced Fort Macon, 
Bogue Island, North Carolina, a work 
tho construction of 'which he had liim- 
sclf superintended some yeai*s before. 
In May, 1862, he was promoted Major- 
General of Yoluntccrs, and was placed 
in command of the department of 
North Carolina, and of tho eighteenth 
army corps, received tho united 
dcpailments of Virginia and North 
Carolina, July 16, 1863, andpcrfomicd 
valuable service during the war. * 

FOSTER, Lafayette S., Vice-Pre- 
sident of tho United States, was bom 
at Connecticut, Nov. 22, 1806, gra- 
duated at Brown University, Rhode 
Island, in 1830, and embraced the 
profession of tho law. From 1839-54, 
he was a member of tho Legislature 
of Connecticut, and was three times 
ProBidentofthataBBembly,havingbeeu 
ohoseii in 1847, 1848, and 1854. In 
March, 1856, he was elected, as a Whig, 
to the United States Senate, and took

part in varions important committees 
on the public domains, ^nances, Ac., 
being ro-olected in 18G0. In 1865 he 
became Vice-President of the Senate, 
and after the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and the elevation of 
Vice-President Johnson to the Presi- 
dency, Mr. Foster, according, to the 
terms of the Constitution, was raised 
to the Vice-Pi'esidcncy of the United 
States, April 14;, 1865. 

FO UC AULT, Jean-B£iinard-Li?.ox, 
physician, born at Paris, Sep. 18, 
1819, studied medicine and the da- 
guerreotype process, working under 
MM. Donne and Hippolyto Fizoau, 
and introduced various inventions in 
the art of photography. Enenuraged 
by M. F. Arago, M. Foucault con- 
tinued his studies, and conducted for 
the Bnreau de Longitudes a series of 
experiments relating to luminous 
vibrations, Ac. Ho is the inventor of 
the gyroscope, received the Coploy 
medal from our Royal Society, and 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour in 
Dec., 1850. M. Foucault, appointed 
n member of the Bureau of Longi- 
tudes, was promoted to the rank of 
Officer of the Legion of Honour, 
March 26, 1802 ; has contributed since 
April, 1845, to the Journal des D6hai8, 
and is tho author of some scientific 
works. 

FOULD, Achilli:, statesman and 
financier, son of a Jewish banker, bom 
in Paris, Oot. 31, 1800, was initiated 
at an early age into business by his 
father, and, os n student of the fine 
arts, travelled much in the south of 
Fiance, Italy, and the East. In 1842 
he entered political life, and in the 
Chamber took part in the discussions 
on railways, savings-banks, indigenous 
sugar, and kindred subjects. In 1814 
he 'was a member of the commission 
respecting newspaper stamps ; he 
adhered to the revolution of 1818, and 
aided with his advice and experience 
the Provisional Gover^ent, several 
members of which aocused him aft^- 
wards in the. National Assembly of 
having urged them to extreme 
measures. He was elected to the 
Constituent Assembly for the depart?^^ 


ment of the Seine. His opinions in 
tho Assembly on various points of 
political economy — on treasury bonds, 
savings-banks, the duties on liquors, 
the projeot pf completing the Louvre, 
&c., gained him tho ooniideiioo of the 
majority. Ho was fur some time Minis- 
ter of Finance under the Presidency 
of Louis Napoleon, and to the entire 
satisfaction of capitalists. He was 
the author or promoter of tho Badk of 
Algiers, and has rendered immense 
service to the finance and commerce 
of France, by his able reports on a 
variety of subjects, which have led 
to ameliorations in tho* levying and 
oollection of taxes, and to tho aboli- 
tion of imposts which pressed in- 
juriously upon trade without any 
benefit to the State. In commerce 
he has always been what is called a 
protectionist, though advocating great 
modifications in the customs tariff. 
He was one of tho dircctora of. the 
Paris exhibition in 1855. In 1861, 
on tho recurrence of one of those 
financial crises so common in France, 
the emperor again called in the aid of 
M. Fould, who granted it on certain 
stringent conditions. His advent to 
power inspired general confidence, 
and his first budget showed a more 
healthy state in monetary affairs than 
had prevailed under his predecessor. 
He retired from this post, but was in- 
duced to resume it. His elder brother, 
M. Benoit Fould, born in Paris in 1792, 
and with whom he was in partner- 
ship until his entry into public life, 
still, directs the bank, trading under 
the firm of Fould, Oppenheim, and Co. 

FOWLER, John, President .of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, the 
eldest son of Mr. John Fowler, of 
Wadsley Hall, Sheffield, was bom in 
1817. After completing his odnea- 
tion, he became a pupil -of Mr. J. F. 
Leather, the eminent hydraulic en- 
gineer, and obtained bis first practical 
knowledge under that gentleman, who 
was then engaged in the construotjLC^ 
of the large reservoirs whiofi supply 
the town of Sheffield with water. ^ 
the same time acquired a know-* 
ledge of railway engineering, andL 
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Bnnreyed the country for a lino* be 
tween Btourbiidgo and Biimingham 
pasBing through Dudley and Wolver 
hampton. Although this railroa< 
was commenced twenty years after 
wards by Mr. Brunei, Mr. Fowlei 
completed it. As assistant to Mr. 
Bastrick, he gained further oxperienc* 
in rmlway engineering. At the ag< 
of twenty-seven he was selected as 
engineer for the construction of the 
large group of railways known as 
the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lin- 
colnshire. llaving settled in Lon- 
don, Mr. Fowler was continuously 
employed in the laying out and con* 
struction of railways, docks, Ac., in 
the United Kingdom and the Con- 
tinent. He is consulting engineer to 
the Office of Woods and Forests, and 
the Great Western Eailway, and he 
constructed the Metropolitan or Under- 
ground Bailway to tho City. This 
line, projected on an entirely original 
basis, has proved a perfect success, 
and Mr. Fowler has not only been 
called upon to extend it, but to con- 
struct similar lines at Glasgow, Liver 
pool, and Bristol. 

FOX, Sir Charles, civil engineer, 
son of the late Francis Fox, £sq., of 
Derby, where he was bom in 1810, 
at a» early age was articled to his 
br6t!I%r for the medical profession; 
but a taste for engineering led him to 
devote to mechanical science evciy 
leisure moment, and the impression 
produced upon his mind by the open- 
ing of the Liverpool and Manchester 
Bailway induced him tr relinquish 
medicine and become an engineer. 
His Arst employer was Capt. Ericsson. 
Mr. Fox struggled on as a lecturer, 
as A scientific assistant, and occasion- 
ally as a practical mechanist, until he 
was appointed by Bobert St^henson 
assistrat' ragineer to the London 
and Birmingham Bailway Company, 
at the, commencement of tho con- 
struction of that line. Hp remained 
with the company until a year after 
tha epening of the line, in all five 
pars, when he joined the late Mr. 
Braioliah in establishing the firm of 
Bramahi J*oz, and Co., the name of 


which, on the retirement of the 
former, was changed to that of Fox,. 
Henderson, and Co. His greatest 
triumph was the constraotion of the 
building for the Great Exhibition in 
Hyde Park, in 1851. The drawings 
for this edifice occupied Mr. Fox 
eighteen hours a day for seven 
weeks, and he received the honour 
of knighthood in recognition of his. 
gepius and skill. Ho constructed tho 
Crystal Palace at Sydenham, has 
executed many extensive railway and 
other engineering works, and is the 
senior partner in the fi\’m of Sir 
Charles Fox and Sons, ci'Hl engineers. 

FOX, Lieut.- General Charles 
Bichard, an eminent numismatist, a 
natural son of the third Lord Hol- 
land, was bom about 1798, and 
entered the army in 1815. He was 
at one time Surveyor-General to tho 
Ordnance, and sat in Parliament, in 
tho Liboral interest, for Horsham 
and Caine, before the Boform Bill, for 
Stroud from 1832 till 1833, and for 
the Tower Hfimlcts from 1841 to 
1847. He married a natural daughter 
of tho late King William IV. Gen. 
Fox is tho author of “ Engravings of 
Un-edited and Bare Greek Coins, 
W'ith Descriptions,*’ published in 
1856-62, mostly from specimens in 
his own collection, which is particu- 
larly rich in the department of Greece. 

FBANCATELLl, Charles ElmIc, 
of Italian extraction, born in London 
in 1805, vras educated in France. 
Having had the good fortune to 
study under the celebrated M. Car5me, 
ho took a high view of culinary 
science, and making his art an 
honourable profc8Bio% rose to become 
BucccBsivcly chef do cuisine to tho 
estabJisliments of the earls of Ches- 
terfield and Dudley, Lord Kinnaird, 
and Mr. Bowland Eirinigton. He 
afterwards managed St. James’s 
'Ilub, better known as Crockford’s, 
whence he i^movod to the Boyal 
household, wnere ho remained s^nase • 
y^rs as maitre d’hdtel and chief* 
cook in ordinary to her Majesty. Ho 
next farmed the once flourishing 
Coventry Bouse Club, and for seven 
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years held the post of ohef de cnisine 
to the Beforin Olub. He has been 
successful as an author; his first 
work, the ** Modem Cook/' published 
in 18^, having gone through twelve 
editions. *'Tho Cook’s Guide and 
Butler’s Assistant ” appeared in 1861. 
and was followed by Cookery for 
the Working Classes,” and “The 
Boyal English and Foreign Con- 
fectionery Book.” He is (1867) 
manag^er of the Bt. James’s Hotel, 
Berkeley-street, Piccadilly. 

FBANCIS-JOSEPH I. (See 
Austria, Esiperor of.) 

FBANKLIN, Lady Jane, daughter 
of John Griffin, Esq., born about 
1805, became in 1826 the second 
wife of Sir John Franklin, and in 
1836 accompanied him to Van Die- 
men’s Land, on his appointment to 
the , governorship of that colony. 
When, nine years later, he started on 
his third expedition to the Northern 
Seas, and when serious apprehen- 
sions were first entertained respect- 
ing the fate of the Erehus and Terror, 
Lady Franklin’s name became familiar 
to the public. In the spring of 18<18 
she offered rewards of two and. three 
thousand pounds to any persons dis- 
covering or affording relief to . the 
missing paHy, or making any extra- 
ordinary exertions with this object. 
In 1849 she addressed a moving 
appeal to the people of the United 
States through the President of the 
Bepublic, for active co-operation in 
the search, which was nobly re- 
sponded to by Mr. Grinnell. In 1850, 
and in subsequent years. Lady Frank- 
lin fitted out expeditions (chiefly at 
her own cost^t^supplementaiy to those 
sent by the government. Lieut. 
Bellot, whose untimely end at a later 
period, when serving in H.M.S. 
Pliaenix, excited universal commisera- 
tion, made his first voyage to the 
Arctic Sea in one of these expeditions. 
The results of the latest effort of 
'fiady Franklin in sending out the 
ibtB, under command of Capt. (liiow^ 
Sir Leopold) MoClintock, in 1867, 
are well known. They brought home 
proof that Sir John Franklin and hia; 


party must have perished as far back 
as June 11, 1847, not, however, be- 
fore they had attained the knowledge 
that they had accomplished the dis- 
covery they were sent to make, 
namely, the existence of the North- 
west Passage. This interesting fact, 
which might otherwise have remained 
to this hour in doubt and obscurity, 
was ascertained by Capt. McClin- 
tock’s expedition. The House of 
Commons voted £8,000 to the officers 
and crew of the Fox, and £2,000 for 
a statue of Sir John Franklin, to be 
erected in London; and the Boyal 
Geographical Society, ih testimony of 
their appreciation of Sir John Frank- 
lin’s important geographical services, 
and of his widows persevering efforts 
to bring them to light, conferred upon 
Lady Franklin the honour, and ' 
ceptional distinction of their founder’s 
gold medal, at their anniversary 
meeting in 1860. 

FB^NKS, Augustus Wollaston, 
F.S.A., F.B.G.S., bom in 1826, was 
educated at Eton and at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1849, and proceeded M.A. in 
1852. He is the author of a work on 
“ Ornamental Glazing Quarries,” of a 
treatise on “ Vitreous Art in the Art 
Treasures of the Manchester Elxhibi- 
tion,” and editor of Kemble’s^ Horae 
Ferres.” He has contributed to the 
Transactions of various arohaBological 
societies, was elected Director of 
the Society of Antiquaries in 1858, 
and is keeper of the department of 
British and Mediaeval Antiquities and 
Ethnography in the British Museum. 

FBASEB, Alexander Campbell, 
M.A., Professor of Logic and Meta- 
physics in the University of Edin- 
burgh, son of a Scotch clexgymkn, 
bom at Ardchattan, co. Argyll, in 
Sep., 1819, was eduoated at the Uni- 
versity, of Edinburgh, where, at the 
close r of his course, he gained the 
university prize for an essay on 
“^leration.” Ho was one of the 
lihpila of the late Sir W. Hamilton, 
and early ‘ devoted himself to phi- 
iosophiical studies. About 18W he 
became editor of the North Bratiah 
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Review, which he oondacted till he 
entered on the duties of his chair, in 
1866, as successor to Sir W. Hamilton. 
In addition to. articles, chiefly philo- 
sophical and educational, contributed 
from time to timo to the North Britiah 
Review, Macmillari^s Maga^ve, and 
other periodicals, he published “ Es- 
says in Philosophy,’' and a tract ent 
titled “ Rational Philosophy in Histpry 
and in System,” and is enp^agod ' in 
the preparation of a complete edition 
of the ** Works of Bishop Berkeley,” 
for the Oxford Clarendon Press. 

* FRASER, Charles, artist, bom in 
'Charleston, South Carolina, Aug. 20, 
1782, studied the law, to the practice 
•of which he was admitted^in 1807, and 
ho applied himself to his legal occupa- 
tions with Buoh snocess that ho was 
'qi^abled, in 1818^^Ui* the end of eleven 
years, to retire with a esompeteney. 
By the, advice of Mr. Malbone, with 
whom he had long been, on terms of 
intimacy, he paid special attention to 
mmiature-painting, in which he has 
attained eminent success. In 1825 ho 
painted the portrait of Gen. Lafayette, 
and there ia bardly a man of note in 
the history of South Carolina during 
^he past half-centnry who has not sat 
to him at one time or other. In 1857 
an exhibition of his works was opened 
in Charleston, numbering 313 minia- 
tures and 139 landscape and other 
paintings in oil. Mr. Frasor is the 
author of some po§ms of merit, and 
has been a contribhtpr to periodical 
literature. * 

FREDBRICTOH (BisHor or). The 
Bight Rkv. John D.D., born 

in 1804, wa% educated at Wadham 
College, OxfM, whore he graduated 
B.A. in honours in 1826, ai^ in 
1830,.. He was fbt seyeralye^ ^aV 
/of St. Thomas’s, Sketeg, and pte- 
bendaiyof that oathej^al/and in 1846 
was oonsecrated Bishop ;of f're- 
derlcton. His .diocgjfsr ‘inodes the

FREER, Martha Walked, histori- 
cal writer, daughter of John Booth 
Freer, Esq., M.D., born at Leicester, 
Oct. 25, 1822, was married, in 1861, to 
tho Rev. llohn Robinson, rector ^of 
Widmerpool, near Nottingham, but 
contipues to write 'under her maiden 
name. She is the anthoross of several 
interesting historical works, inclnding 
the ” liife of Murgnerite d’ Angonldme, 
Queen of Navarro,” published in 1854; 

” Joanne d’Albret, Queen of Navarre,” 
in 18541 “Elizabeth de Yalffifl and 
the Court of Philip H.,*! 1867;

FREILIGRATH, Ferdinand, post, 
June 17, 1810j^ at Dotmold, in

FREMONT, .John Charles, “the 
Pathfinder of the Rooky Mountains,” 
yraa boruv in Sonth .

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which Avero regarded by tho French j 
fpvernmenfc as the commciiccniont of I 
conspiracy at Ahronijnborf^, 
iriducod thorn to demand that Louis 
should be banished from Switzerland. 
Some of tho cantons soemod inclined 
to maintain thoir indopendonoo, and 
Lonis-Napolcon’s rights as a citizen of 
Thui'gau, whereupon tho French go- 
vernment sent an army to tho frontier, 
and threatened to support its demands, 
if necessary, by force. The ambassa- 
dors of the principal European poAvers 
signified their concun’ouco in the pro- 
ceedings of tho French gOA-erriment, 
and under these circiimstancos tho 
])rinco thought it advisable to leave 
Switzerland, and again sought refugo . 
in England. At the end of 1838 ho | 
took up his rosidonco in London, and 
in 18311 pnblisliod Ids celebrated work 
entitled “ Des hlees Napoleonicnncs.” 
InlSiOhodoterminod to make another 
attempt to sociiro tho French crown. 
Ho hired in London a stoamor, called 
tho City of .Kdinhiryk, and embarking 
with Count Montholon, Gcu. Voisin, 
and fifty-tliroo associates, landed Avith 
this parly near Boulogne, Thiii*sday, 
Aug. (i, and summoned tho troops to 
surrender or join them. Tho only man 
Avho did so was a young lieutenant of 
tho 42 ikI regt., and ho tried to induce 
tho soldiers to follow his .oxamiile. 
He, however, iliilod in the attempt; 
and os tJio National Guard heat to 
arms, and began to muster in force, 
Frinoo Louis retroated with ids fol- 
lowers out of tho loAvn, towards tlio 
pillar on the heiglits above Boulogne, 
and there planted a flag, Avith a .oldon 
eagle at tho top of the staff. Being 
pressed by superior numbers, he re- 
treated to tho beach, and Avas onp- 
tnred, with his folloAVcrs, in attempt- 
ing to escape to the steamer. Tho 
prince, Count Montholon, Gen. A''oisin, 
and others, were convoyed prisoners 
to Paris, Avhero they Avero tried 
boforo tho Chamber of Poors, on the 
charge of high treason. Gu landing 
the prince had distributed printed 
p^ers, addressed to the French na- 
tion, in wliich he proclaimed that the 
Bourbon dynasty had ceased to reign. 


aiul that ho appointed M. Thiers Pre- 
sident of tho Council, and Marshal 
Clausel Minister of War. The trial of 
tho prince and his followers took place 
at tho beginning of Octi.bcr, befoiA> 
upAA'arfhs of IfiO of the peers of Franco, 
many of whom had owed their eleva- 
tion to his uncle. M. Berryer a]>- 
poured as counsel for tho prince and 
Count Montholon, and mado a skilful 
defence, but in vain. Tho former was 
sentenced to perpetual imprisoumont 
in a fortress in Franco; the latter, 
with three subordinates, to twenty 
years* confinement; and tho rest to 
various terms of imprisonment. Tho 
lieutenant Avho had proA^ed traitor at 
Boulogne was condcmiiod to transpor- 
tation. The princo Avas coiiA^oycd as 
a prisoner to tho citadel of Ham, 
where, after tho revolution of July, 
the members of tho Polignac adminis- 
tration had been immured, and afti'i* 
having boon coiiiinod hero six years, 
mado his escape, ^Fiiy 25, 18 16, hav- 
ing effected his exit from tho castio 
by assuming as a disguise tho dress 
of a Avorkman, thereby dceoiving tlio 
vigilance of tho guards. Jto crossed 
tho frontier into Belgium, and for tho 
third time took refuge in England, 
Avhero ho resided until tlu^ nwolntion 
of 181-8, an event Avhich speedily led 
to his being elected a represent at ivo 
ill tho National Assembly, and after- 
wards President of tho Fivnch Ro- 
]mblic. Having reachedthis hazardous 
position, ho sought to strengthen his 
iiold oil tho French nation, and more 
especially among tho soldiery, by re- 
viviug. Avlienever opportunity offered, 
tho most agreeable .s-o?trniI'/\s of his 
umdo*s rule ; at tho snmo time lie 
persisted in disavoAA'ing all ambitious 
views,and orotestod constantly againiAt 
tJic injustice of such suspicions. He 
I made a pilgrimage to Ham, and in 
1 tJienciglibourhoodof his former priso; 
expressed repentance for his rash 
attempts at Strasbnrg and Boulogne. 
Having by such measures counter- 
acted the preparations which a feAA' 
Constitutionalists were inclined to 
make against a possible couji d'diaty ho 
cajoled tho National Assembly until, 
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stimulated by tlie urgent advice, and 
aided by the energetic action ot‘ bucIi 
incu as St. Ariiaud and Floury, he, 
t^arly in the morning of Dec. 2, 1851, 
iiiiprisoncd cveiy Btatesnian in Paris 
known for his public fc'pirit and 
iibilily, dissolved the Assembly, sciml 
the most distinguished generals sus- 
IK'ctcd of clisancction,antl proclaimed 
JiiiuBcl f 1) ictiituj'. A number of picked 
regiments were marched into the 
streets to prevent opposition, and, 
having subdued the capital and pos- 
sessed liimsclf of eve ry elcuieiit of 
]U)wer, ho offered himself to ilio 
French j»eoplo Jor tmi years* election 
to the Lllieo of i\*esi«!ejit. As no 
other candidate was tolerated, ho 
was of cour.ie returued, and after- 
wards ])r(icJaiined a constitution, 
which gave him absolute i)Ower. lie 
was to appt'irit tlio Senators and the 
Coucil of State, and pay such of the 
members of tlio former as hothouglit | 
lit, and ho oven pretended to noininutc 
the candidates fur election to the 
legislative body. The ministry was 
to bo rcspoiisiihlo to liimonly j ho was 
to coinuiaiul the land and sea forces, 
ami was to dcclnro war or a state of 
siege on his own authority. This 
state of things, which was hut a pre- 
Indo to the full aecuinplisliment of 
his great aim — iinpci-ial sway, in name 
as well as in fact, — lasted but a year. 
Jn the aiituiiui of 1852 he made tours 
thrcaigli several of the departments 
of Franco, and on his return, liis 
most devoted adhei’cnts in the Senate 
represented that the cries of “ Vivo 
i’Einp(M’eur ! ” with which tlio Presi- 
ticmb liad been greeted during his 
progress, unmistakably indicated the 
will of Fraiici*, and proposed that 
the question of restoring the empire 
should bo formally submitted to the 
nation. The proposal was accepted, 
^flie French nation, by a majoiity of 
five or six millions, voted the I'cstoni- 
tion of the empire, which was accord- 
ingly proclaimed bee. 2, 1852. The 
prince assumed the stylo and title of 
“Napoleon III., Emperor of tlie French, 
by the grace of God and the will of the 
People.'.* He was recognized by the 


English Government, afterwords ly 
other powers, and cveiitiially by the 
emperor of Russia and the German 
sovereigns. The new emperor showed 
a disposition to make light of tho 
recognition which ho desired so ar- 
dently, but ho was, at the same time, 
preparing to compel tho acknowledg- 
ment of his ])Ower in a more effectual 
.“.ml less formal manner. Already, his 
I .ninbast'ador was asserting at Const au- 
tinoplo those claims which brought 
liim into direct collision with tho 
czar, thcji tho virtual ruler of Eiifiteni 
and Central Earoj)e. In 18511, when 
tluj quarrel scHuiied imminent, Niipc- 
Iroii J 11. abaiiiloncd so much of ids 
claims as might fairly give cause of 
ciunplaint to Xicliohis i., n.s protector 
of Ihe Greek Church, :iml thus pre- 
pared the way for an alliance of tho 
tw'o Wc.stcrii powers, wliich tho czas' 
eouhl novel* Itelievo possible. Thi.s 
union with Eiiglaiiil at ciice raisoa 
tho position of the Frem.'h einjvror 
among the sovereigns of ihe Con- 
tinent. In lS5 t war broke out bo- 
tween Russui and Franco and Engb.Tid, 
and was brought to a close in 1850, 
shortly after the c.apturo ol Sebastopol. 
TJic einpt'i’or of the French induced 
tho English Government, although 
fully prepared to coutiniio tho cim- 
test to a aatisfactory issue, to listmi 
to his viev/ of a pacilic solution of 
the dispute. Tho crupena* married 
Eugiuiic-Hario do Guzman, coitnteps 
do Teba, Jan. 29, 1855, and the only 
issue of this marriage is tho Prince 
Imjxu’ial, Napoleon Eugfeno Louis 
Joan Joseph, born Mnrcli 1(>, 1858. 
On tho IGth of April, 1855, the em- 
peror, aecompatiioil by tho empress, 
onco more landed in England, on a 
visit to tho Rritish court. Tho 
queen invested his imperial majesty 
with tho insignia of a Knight of tho 
Garter, April 18. Early in 1858 an 
unsuccessful attempt wa.s mad<s on 
tho cmpcror*H life by Orsini, who had 
concocted liis plans in England, aided 
by Dr. Bernard, a Frenchman resid- 
ing in London. In order to conciliate 
the emperor, Lord Palmerston intro- 
duced into the IToiiso of Ccr.mions 
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tlio Conspiracy to Murder Bill, pro- 
posing alterations in tho English law 
of conspiracy, and the rojcction of 
tills measure, Feb. 19, led to a tom- 
poruTj suspension of cordial relations 
between the French and English 
Governments. Tlie irritation was al- 
layed by the firm policy pursued by 
Loi'd Derby’s ministry, and although 
Dr. Bernard was acquitted at tlio Old 
Bailey, April 17, tho gofid relation- 
ship between tho two governments 
wjisre-efitahlislicd,and means adopted 
to cement the (Vicridly relations which, 
it is to bo hoped, will long exist be- 
tween tho two nations. In 1859-(>0 
tho emperor proceeded to Italy, at 
llio head of his army, for tho imrposo 
of aiding Victor Emanuel against tho 
Austrians, wJiotti lie defoated at Ma- 
genta and SoJfcrino, and to whom ho 
ilictated the Fcaco of Villafninoa, by 
which Lombardy and tho Duchies 
wero ccdetl to Sardinia, and V’cuietia 
■was left uiidor Austrian sway. In re- 
turn for this service. Savoy and some 
neutral Swiss territory wero coded 
to Franco, niucdi against tho views 
of the English and otlier European 
cabinets. In 18(51 tho ompei’or re- 
cognized the claim of Victor Emanuel 
to tho title of “King of Italy. On 
tho outbreak of the Druse rebellion in 
18(50, tho emperor for tJjo ostcnsiblo 
purposes of protecting Lho lloninn 
Catholic portion of the population, 
sent a coiisidcrablo milituiy force to 
occupy tho country — a measure which 
caused no little j'ealousy in England 
at tho time. — anil ho only '’onsoiitcd 
to withdraw those troops uitcr tho 
insurrection had boon suppressed by 
the efibrts of the Forte, on the urgent 
representations of the British govern- 
ment. In 18(50, joint e.xpeditions, 
fitted out by France uiul England, 
sailed ' to China to pimish the go- 
vominent for nets of treachery to 
tho European powers with whom it 
bad entered into treaties of com- 
morco. Tho operations of the alUes 
were ultimately attended with com- 
plete success ; and, after the capture 
of Pekin, and tho destruotiou of the 
emperor^ s summer palace, Oct. 6, the 


Chinese Govornnient made rcjparation. 
About the same period Napoleon III. 
dispatched an expedition to Cochin- 
China on a similar en*and, which was 
sncccssful in accomplishing its objecjts. 
In liSGl ho oi'gnnizcjd, in coiijuuction 
with Great Britain and Sjiain, au 
expedition against Mexico, w'ith tho 
avowed intention of dcniandiiig re- 
dress for injuries inflicted on subjects 
of tho respective countries, and for 
the payment of a debt obstinately 
resisted by Mexico. As it appeared 
that ho had other objects in view, 
Great Britain and Spain socoded 
frem joint action ^vith tho French, 
in Ajiril, 18(52. Tho emperor prose- 
cuted tho war aloujD, anil after somo 
sanguinary battles, succcodod in csta- 
blisiuiig an imperial form of govern- 
ment in tho country, tho crown of 
which tho Arclidiiko Maximilian of 
Austria was iiidnoed to accept, Oct. 3, 
1803, and, accompanied by tlieempress, 
he entered the ^^lexican capital, Juno 
12, ISOi. Tho emperor Napoleon 
entered into an agreement; with the 
Govorrimout of tho United States to 
witlidrfiw the FroncJi troops, and tho 
last detachment of the army quitted 
tho country early in 1807. At tho 
close of 1803, dii couscqiionce of the 
tbrcatoniiig aspect of alfairs on llio 
Continent consequent on ilie insm- 
rection in Poland, tho emperor invited 
all tho powers to adopt liis proposition 
of meeting in congress, to iliscuss ami 
agree upon a solution of tho mure 
serious cjncsiions tliat threatened to 
disturb tho peace of Europe. This 
favourite scheme of his proved abor- 
tive ; tho initiative of its rejection as 
impracticable having been taken somc- 
wliat unceremoniously by tho English 
Govornmout. The death of Frederick 
ITII. of Denmark, Nov. 15, 1803, led 
to tho revival of Gorman claims upon 
Schleswig-Holstein, and tlio Federal 
troops entered Holstein, Dec. 23, Tho 
Austrians and Prussians commonced 
tho war early in 1864, and althougli 
eiroits wore made to put a stop to 
hostilities, and a conference assem- 
bled in London, April 26, the war was 
continued, and Denmark compelled to 
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sign a treaty of peocoi Oct. 30. The 
oinpcror concliulod, Sep. 15, 1861, 
>viih the Cabinet of Turin, a Pranco- 
Italian treaty, having for its object 
tho withdrawal from Rome of the 
French troops within two yo.™ at tlie 
latest, or sooner if tho Papal Govorn- 
inont slioiild bo enabled to organize an 
army sufficiently strong to defend tlio 
territory .actually in its occupation, 
and upon tho guarantee of the Italian 
Govermnent tliat such tciritory shoiiUl 
not be attacked from without. In ac- 
cordan(;(} with this agreement, prepara- 
tions 'vvrro made for tho withdrawal 
of tho French garrison, and tlie last 
dctachmimt retired Dec. 11, lS(i6.

'J’liWA , born May 5, 182(5, is the daughter 
of Donna Maria Manuola Kirkpa- 
ti'iclc, of Closc’bum, countoss-downger 
do Moiitijos, wlioso father was Eii- 
glisli consul at Malaga at tho period 
of lier marriage witli tho count do 
Moiitijos, an olficor in tho Spanish 
army, <!otniocUHl, more or h'ss closely, 
with tho houses of tho duko do Pnns, 
representativo of the ancient adiiiinils 
of Castilo, of the duke of P^mrs, and 
others of tho highest rank, including 
the descendants of tho kings of Ara- 
gon. On the death of tho count do 
iMoutijos, his widow was left with a 
foiiuiic adequate to the rnaintonance 
of her position, and two daughters, 
one of w'hoin married tho duko of 
Alba and Berwick, lineally descended 
from James II, and Miss Churchill. 
Per Eugenie, the second, a still higher 
destiny was reserved. In 1851, tho 
Countess Teba, accompanied by her 
mother, paid a lengthened visit to 
Paris, and was distinguished at the 
various cutertainmenta given at the 
Tuilories by the dignity and elegance 
of hor demeanour, and by great per- 
sonal beauty, — of the aristocratic En- 
glish rather than the Spanish style. 
Her mental gifts were not less attrac- 
tive; for her education, partly con- 
ducted in England, was very superior 
to that generally bestowed upon 
Spanish women, who seldom quit 
their native countiy. Shortly niter j 


the opposition of the higher Northern 
Powers had put nn end to the idea 
of a union between the Euqieitn* Nii- 
poleon III, and tho Princess Caitila 
Wasa of Sweden, ho appilsod tho 
council of minis tei-s of his intended 
marriage with the daughior of the 
Countess Moiitijos ; a measure wliich 
excited some disapproval among thorn, 
and even led to their toinpornry with- 
drawal fi'om ollico. During the short 
time which iutervciied between tho 
public uniiouiicement of the approach- 
ing event and its realization, tho 
Coiiiitess Teba and lior mothor took 
up their abode in tho paluco of tho 
Ely SCO. Tlio maiTiago was celebrated 
with much magiiillconco on Jan. 29, 
1853, at Noire Damo. Tho life of tho 
Empress Eugenio siiieo her manlago 
has been coinparativoly uiiovontt'ul, 
having been passed cliiefjy in tho 
ordinary I'OuLino of state etiquette; 
in visits to the various royal imi- 
smS'^He^x'laisancVt varied by an ex- 
tended ])rogro8s ihrougli Franco in 
company with her husbanil ; by an 
aimtiiil sojourn for tho benefit of her 
healM) at Biarritz, in tho PyrencoH, 
tho favoui’ito summer resort of her 
family in the days of her girlhood ; by 
joiiruey to England and Scotland, 
in the autupm of 18(51, and in 1 8G4 
to some of tho German baths. The 
Empress Eugenie, who bec.amQ tlio 
mothor of au heir to tho house of 
Boiia]mrto, March 16, 1856, is a de- 
voted snppoHer of the claims of tho 
Holy See, and to her iiifiiienco much 
of tho apparently retrograde policy 
of tho emperor towards Italy, in this 
respect, has been attributed. Accom- 
panied by tho emperor, she visited 
tho cholera hospitals in Paris, in 
1865, and her conduct on this occasion 
was very highly commended. 

PRERE, SiE Henry Bartle Ed- 
ward, K.O.B., son of tho late Edward 
Frore, Esq., and nephew of the late 
Right Hon. John Hookbam Frere, was 
born in 1815, and, having received his 
early education at Haileybuiy, entered 
the Bengal civil service in 1833. 
Having held some inferior posts, both 
legislative and judicial, he was ap- 
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pointed in 185(> British llesidtiiit in 
Seinde, and for his able services there 
during the Tiidiaii mutiny was created 
a Civil division, in 1859. lie 

wus appointed Governor of Bombay in 
18G2, and returned early in 18G7, 
having been created a Knight of the 
Star of India, Fob. 20, in that year. 

FJIEIIE, The Rkv. John Alex- 
ANjJEii, M.A., a son of James Hatley 
Frere, Esq., and nephew of the late 
iiiglit Hon. John Houkliam Frerc, 
horn in 181-1, was educated at Trinity 
<.’ol!c*ge, Cuiiibridg(', where lie gra- 
^liiatcd B.A. ill high hunotirs in 18tt8. 
Ho was successively Fellow, Tutor, 
jjiid iSeriior Dean of Trinity College; 
was Whit(?hall IVcaclier in ]8-l7-8, I 
CJirisliiiii Advocate at Cambridge, and | 
was appointed Vicar of Shilliiigtuu, 
Beds, ill 1853. He is the author of 
“ 'J’ho Inspiration of Scripture,” pub- 
lished in 1850; “Inconsistencies of 
iho Jtationalisiio 3Iodo of Treating 
the Contents of Saered Scriptures,” in 
.■!.851 ; “ The Idea of the Incarnation 
not dotivod frtun Jt^wisli or Greek 
Speculation,” in 3852; and of “The

aiatioij,” ill 1853. 

FKEIUCIIS, Fukderick Theodore, 
jiliysiciuii, born March 21', 1819, at 
Aurieh, in Hanover, studied in the 
university of Cu'iltiiigeii, chielly in 
incdiciiio and the natural sciences, 
took liJs degree as thct.or, and after- 
wai'ds visited the priii-.ipal seats of 
learning tin the Coulinent, devoting 
himself to pathological and anatomical 
studies. On iiis return he settled at 
Gottingen, Avheii* he opened a course 
of iectures which was extremely po- 
pular in the university. In 1851 ho un- 
dertook the direction of the Folycliidc 
and Academic liospital at Kiel. Hav- 
ing taken part in the war of the duchies 
of Holstein and Schleswig against 
Denmark, he was obliged to return to 
Germany in 1852, ond becamo titiilai' 
pi-ofcssor of pathology and thci aiicu- 
ticB in the university of Breslau, and 
was director of the Medico* Clinical j 
school. In 1854 the late king of| 
PiaiBsia conferred upon him the deco- 
ration of tbo Bed Eagle, with the title 


of his body physician. He has cou< 
tributed to WagnoFs “ rhysiologica! 
Dictionary,” and to Liebig’s “Che- 
mical Dictionary,” and is tho authoi 
of a “ I’rnctical Treatise on Discasoc 
of the Liver,” wliicli was translatcc 
into French, and published in Paris ir. 
18G0-1. 

FBISWELL, James IIain, born ir 
1827, at Newport, Shropshire, ant 
educated at Apsley school, was origi- 
nally intended for the law (his fntlioi 
being a London solicitor). Having n 
prelerence for litoraturo, be ajipearcd 
as an author in 1852, by contributing 
to tho rujtpet 8hmv, conducted by 
Angus Beach and Albert Smith ; has 
siiioo written for many periodicals, in* 
eluding Chaiiibcrs*s Joiti'nal, and the 
Ijcadcrt Spectator, London Itaview, and 
Saturday Uev^ieiu newspapers ; and ie 
the author of some successful works ; 
amongst wliicli may bo mentioned 
“ Houses with the Fronts oil’,” “Ghost 
Stories,” “Out and About,” “Foot- 
steps to Fame,” “Sham,” and “A 
Daughter of Eve.” Ho published in 
1801 “ Life Portraits of Shakespeare,” 
a work discussing the merits of tho 
various representations of tho “ Im- 
mortal Bard ;” is iho author of “ Tho 
(icnllo Life,” a voluuio of essays; 
“ About in the World followed by a 
second vol. of “The Gentle Life,” 
which tilt? publisliers have formed into 
a scries, in w'liich has apjiearcd 
“ Like unto Clirist,” a translation ot 
th(? “ De Imitationo Christi,” of A 
Kenipis; a translation of “ Montaigne’s 
Essays;” and “ Varia, or Readings 
from Bare Books,” &c. He has edited 
. more than one periodical, and lias 
i taken an interest in the advancement 
of tho working classes, delivering 
lectures, giving readings, and forming 
classes for their instruction. 

FlUTH, WiLMAM Powell, R.A., 
bom in 1819, at Studloy, near Bipon, 
lost his father while young. In 
1835 lie entered tho Art Academy, 
conducted by Mr. Sass, where he con- 
tinued for tlirco years, studying draw- 
ing and composition ; in 1839 ho ex- 
hibited, at the British Institution, a 
portrait of ono of the children of his 
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preceptor. This was followed in 1840 
by “ Othello and Desdeinona,** a pic- 
ture which was favourably noticed at 
the time by the literary reviews and 
joui’nals, and *'Malvo1io before the 
Countess Olivia,” exhibited at tlie 
Academy the same year; and in 1841 
by his “ rartiiip: Interview between 
Leicester and Amy llobsavt.” In 181-2 
lie exhibited at the British lusiitntimi 
a sketch from “ Sterne’s Sentimental 
Journey and contributed to the Ex- 
hibition a scene from the “Vicar of 
Wakelicid,” representinj' Olivia and 
the Squire trying to ascertain w'liicti 
was the taller. This picture, a general 
favoiiii to, was purchased on the* Ih'st 
day after tlio opening of the Exhibi- 
tion.

aiiotlioi* sceno from the “ Vicar of 
Wakefield,” — “ The Squire describing 
Ills exporicnicos of town life to Mrs. 
Vrimroseaud herdaughters.” “Sterne 
in the Shop of the Crisetto” is tho 
title of a little picture exhibited at 
the British Institution in 1845, in 
wliicli year ho (rontribnted tho well- 
known j)ictur(5uf the “Village Pastor,” 
which was tho means of placing 
i'iin on the roll of Associates of tho 
Koval Academy. In 18 IC ho exhi- 
bittd at the British Institution his 
N’orah Creina,” and at tho Acudemy 
a “ Sceno from Molii^ro’s Bourgeois 
Centillunnme,” and “Tho Keturn of 
Labour,” a cottage scene. Alter be- 
coming A.ll.A., Mr. Frith almost en- 
tirely discuntinned his contributions 
to tho British Institution, except in 
1852, 'when he sent a small female 
portrait, entitled “ Wicked Eyes.”

FUAD, aMEiiMKi), Pasha, a distin- 
guished Ottoman Htatesmnu, was burn 
in Uonstantinoplc, in 181 i. Ilis father 
was a Mollah or judge, much given to 
poetry, and his inotlier was tlio cele- 
brated Luila KJiatuun, ono of tho few 
Ottoman poetesses whoso works have 
been piiutod. In 1828, Fuad’s father 
having fallen into disgraco with tho 
courti his property was oonliscatcd, 
and ho was exiled. Fuat I did not 
accompany him, but devoted himself 
to tho study of inodicine in the schools 
of Oalata. In 1831 ho was solving 
ill the Turkish navy, and aftcrwai’tls 
ciitorod tho intciproters* oflico of tho 
Government, an establishment par- 
taking both of tho nature of a school 
for politicians and a department of 
tho public service. Jlis dahiit in 
diplomatic life was at tho critical 
period of tho dentil of Mahmoud 11., 
when tlio successes of Mchemct All 
threatened to dismember tlio Ottoman 
empire. Anxious to conciliato tho 
European ijowers, tho Turkish Govorn- 
iiicut sent missives to each couiii, and 
to t«>e one which proceodod to England, 
Fuad was attached in tho capacity of 
secretary. In IS-tS he was nomiuatod 
second interpreter to the Porto, and 
was shortly afterwards sent on a 
special mission to Spain, to congratu- 
late Isabella 11. on lior accession to 
tlie tbroue, being at tho samo time 
intrusted with a mission to tho court 
of Donna Maria of Poitugal, and re- 
turned home docoratodwith the orders 
of the Tower and tho Sword, and of 
Isaholla tho Catholic. To this was 
added, in 1814, the crops of the Legion 


of Honour, sent by tho duke of 'Mont- 
pensier in acknowledgment of servicos 
rendci’ecl by him as Grand Inlcrprelcr 
during tho duke’s visit to Coiwtaiiti- 
noplo. About this time Fuad pub- 
lished his poem, “The Aniambra/' 
which embodies his recollections of 
Spain, and gained for him great popu- 
larity with liis countrymoii. During 
the disturbances in ilio Principalities, 
which followed the revolution of 1818, 
Fiiad was Ottoman Coniiiiissioner at 
HucharGst, and after tlio llniigarian 
war ho was sent on a mission to St. 
Potci’sburg, at the conclusion of wbich 
he was mado IToino Scc-^etiiry inuJer 
tho viziership of Ali Pasha. Tho pub- 
lication of a pamphlet by him in 18.53, 
entitled “Tho Truth upon the Question 
of tho lli>ly I’laccs,” so exci(;cd tho 
indignation of Princo Mouschikoif 
that, to avoid insult, ho was compelled 
to tender his resignation to tlio Sulian. 
Ko was CumnuKsioiKT at tho head- 
quarters of Omar Pasha in tho Crimean 
war ; nominated. In 1855, to tho Tail- 
zimat, with tho rank of MusUir and 
title of Pasha, and in 1856, Minister 
lor Foreign Ailairs. lio was named 
Turkish Commissioner in tho unfc»rtTi- 
nato Druse rebellion of 1860, Grand 
Vizier of tho Empire in 18G1 ; retiring 
ill Jail., 1863, and became Minister of 
War, Feb. 12 in tlio samo year, and 
Foreign Minister Feb. 11, 1867. 

Fuad Paslm, who, owing, probably, to 
his v:u‘icd and continuous contact 
with European nations, belongs to 
tho liberal school, is a mombor of tho 
Academio Imperialo des Sciences et 
Belles-Lettres, has received the order 
of tho Mciljidio, and scjvcral foreign 
orders, and is tlie author of a Turkiiili 
grammar. 

FULFORD, Du. (See Monteeal, 
Bisnor of.) 

FULLERTON, Lady Geouoiana, 
second daughter of the lir«t Earl 
Granville, for some years ambassailor 
at tho court of Franco under the 
Orleans dynasty, was married in 1833 
to Alexander Fullerton, Esq., oldest 
son of George A. Fullerton, Esq., of 
BalHntoy Castle, Ireland. Her career 
as au authoress commenced with a 
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novel entitled “ Kllen Middleton/* a 
domestic story, published in 
followed by “ Grantley Manor,” a 
novel bearing on iiie war of creeds ; 
and “ Lady Bii-d,** a talo published 
in 185^, after her conversion to 
the HoTimn Catholic religion. Her 
more recent works are, “ The Life of 
St. Frances of liorniV* and “La Coiii- 
tessc do Bonneval,** itnblislied in 1857 ;

FUiltlT, l)ii/jiJr.n:s, bom at Zer- 
l:o\va, in I'osen, May 12, 1805, of 
Jewish parents, is one of the best- 
re.ad men in Hebrew and Ilnbbinical 
lore, as well us a profieieiit in Gentile 
classieal literature. Ho is Professor 
of Hebrew, Syriac, and Tuliiiiidical 
ilepar linen ts in tlio University of 
Ii(.‘ipsic.

GAEBTNER, Fiiii inucii von, Chief 
Surveyor and Director of the Uoyal 
Academy of Fine Arts at Munieh, born 
at Coblcui^ in 1702, studied ut Munich 
and Paris, in England and Italy. 
In 1820 he was appointed Professor 
of Architect uro in ilio Munich Aca- 
ilcmy, and liaviug passed some time 
a^ a''practical artist-, in 1822 became 
Director of the Koyal Porcelain ^luirn- 
&etory. He is tbo architect of the 
new libraiyr at Munich, 'which is one 
of the most rcmarkiiblo of modern 
structures, for the simple magniliccnco 
of its facade, if not for the regularity 
cf its arrangement, and he furnished 


the design for the royal palace at 
Athens, where bo accompanied tbo 
king of Bavaria in 1836, and re-opened 
the quarries of Pcntelicua, which hud 
been forgotten ever since tlie time of 
Hadriau. The i-esloration of the ca- 
tiiedrals at Batisboii and Bamberg 
was executed chiefly under his direc- 
tion. On the departure of Cornelius 
from Miiiiicli, Gaertiicr was appointed 
Director of the Academy of Arts. 

GAGKBN, Bauox Hkinjuch Wit- 
i:elm Ai.'oust vox, some time first 
Minister of the Bogent of the German 
einpiri?, and leader of the Gotha or 
Constitutional party in C«erinany, born 
at BcjTUtb, Aug. 21), 1781), received 
his early education at tlie military 
school of Mutiieh, 'was present at Wa- 
terloo 5 after the peace entered the 
university of Gottingen, and studied 
at Jena and Heidelberg. Notwith- 
standing bis connection with secret 
societies, oil leaving llcM’ilelbei’g ho 
entered tlio service of the grand duk(.* 
of Hesse- Darmstadt, and beearne pri- 
vate secretary to Givillniaii, the 
Minister of tbo Interior, ilis xirinci- 
pies iiroviiig too liberal for tliU 
resxmiisiblo post, ho was compelled 
to resign. The best pai’fc of Baron 
GageriA*H lifo has been spent in cti- 
deavouriiig to promote tlio principles 
of free government in tlio smaller 
states of Germany, The whole of his 
elaborate system fell to the ground 
through tho caiitious xioHcy of the 
late Frederick William, -who refused 
to accept the imiierial ciwvn. Baron 
Gagerri fought as major iii the ranks 
of the Schleswig-Holstein army, and 
retired into private lifo in 1852. Ho 
published, in three volumes, tho Lifo 
of his brother, Gen, Friedrich von 
Gagern, in 1856. 

GALjGNANI, John Anthony, and 
William, brothers, were born in Lon- 
don, tlie former Oct. 13, 1796, and tho 
latter March 10, 1798. They arc well 
known as the proprietors and directoi's 
of the English daily newsjiaper issued 
at Paris under the title of Galignani^ s 
Messenger^ and as the publishers of 
many valuable works, 'fho Messenger 
was established in 1814, by their 
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intber, who commonccd an English 
publishing houso in Fai'is in 1800, and 
brought out an important monthly 
review, entitled the “Repertoiy of 
English Literature, Arts, and Sci- 
ences/’ in 1808. After liis decease, in 
1821, the Messenger assumed, under 
the management of his sons, a more 
impoiiiaiit position. Its principal ob- 
ject is the advocacy of cordial rela- 
tions ' •ctwf'ou (Iretat Biitain and 
7>aucc. Both gentlemen are deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honour. The 
English Govemment , presented to 
tlicni, in IvSOO, through Lord Cowley, 
the English ambassador at Paris, a 
magnificent silver epergne, bearing an 
inscription to tho eflcct that it w'as 
given to ^Messrs. Galignani in recog- 
nition of tht>ir constant efiVirts to pro- 
mote benevolent objects in favour of 
British snhjocte, and more especially 
for their iminificenco in erecting and 
supporting at their i^rivato expense 
an hospital in T’aria for tho use of our 
distressed conntrj'mcn. 

GALL AIT, Louis, historical painter, 
bom at Tournay in 1810, studied at 
Antwerp and Paris, first exhibited at 
Brussels, and produced, in 1833, his 
picture of “ Tasso in his Cell visited 
ly Montaigne,’* which w.a3 a brilliant 
success, and at oiico established his 
reputation.

GATTY, Mrs. Alfred Margaret, 
daughter of tho Rev. Dr. Scott 
(chaplain and foreign secretary 
to Lord Nelson), bom at Burnham 
Parsonage, in Essex, in 1809, was 
married in 1839 to the Rev. Alfred 
Gatty, D.D., vicar of Ecclesfield; near 
Slieffiold, and snb-dcan of York Ca- 
thedral (author of ** Tho Bell, its His- 
tory and Uses,** " Tho Vicar and his 
Duties," and of other works). The 
Lifo of Dr. Scott was published by 
his daughter and son-in-law in 1842. 
Mrs. Gatty’s first wtirk, " Tho FaiTj-- 
Godmothei‘8, and other Tales,*' pub- 
lished in 1851, was followed by ** Pa- 
mblcs from Nature” (four series), 
" Worlds not realized,” ** Proverbs 
illustrated,” "The Poor Incumbent,” 
** Legendary Tales,” “ Aunt Judy’s 
Tales/' " Aunt Judy's Letters,** “ Old 
Folks from Homo,” *‘Tlio Human 
Face Divine,** ** British Seaweeds 
from Harvey’s Phycologia Britan- 
nica " in 1803 ; and ** Domestic Pic- 
tures and Talcs,” in 1865. “ Tlie 
Travels and Advoiitnros of the Rev.

GAUTIER, TiiEOPiiiLE, poet, was 
born at Tarves, Aug. 31, 1808, where 
he commenced his studies, which were 
continued at the Colli%o Charle- 
magne. Ho cultivated the study of 
the old French dialect with M. Gerard 
de Nerval, whose friendship ho en- 
joyed vintil his death. M. Gautier had 
a notion that ho was bom to be a 
pajnter, but, discouraged by his first 
attempts, he turned his attention 
to literature. In 1830 ho published 
a first volume of " Poesies,'* followed 
by ** Albertus,** a legend, in verse, 
and in 1888 by another poem, ** La 
Comedio de la Mort.” He has 
written novels, vaudevilles, travels, 
and criticisms. All bis works con- 
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tain a manifostation^qf the love of ex- 
ternal beanty and a worship of form, 
art for him being a kind of religion. 
M. Gautier, who has contributed to 
nnmcfouaVewspapers aud peiiodicals, 
was lonif connected with Ld Presse, 
from wliich he transferred his ser- 
vices' to the Moniteur in ISGS. Ho 
has travelled in Europe and the East, 
and has published accounts of his 
journeys. 

GAVAZZI, Alessandbo, born at 
Bologna in 1809, was admitted into 
minor orders in the Church of Romo 
ill 1825, and was made Professor of 
Rhetoric at Naples, illustrating the 
theory of the art by his cluquonco in 
the pulpits of the chief cities of Italy. 
On the elevation, in 18^X6, of l*ias 
IX. to the papal chair, ho expressed 
the views, ho Hiffd long entertained on 
the state of his country and his 
church with increasing frc^cdom. 
When the insurrection of tlio Milanese 
and iho diseorafitnro of the Austrians 
became known in Romo, Ciavazzi,who 
was called on by tlio people to speak, 
proceeded to tlio Pantheon, and pi*o- 
nounced a fervid oration on the 
patriots who liad fallen at Milan. 
Ho took the tricolour cross as his 
standard, and for weeks harangued 
crowds of citizens at the Coliseum 
on the prospects and duty of Italians. 
Pius* IX., who was understood to 
favour these attempts to rouse the 
nation, conferred upon him the office 
of Chaplaiu-gcncral of the Forces 
then being reorganized by the levy of 
volunteers and national guards, and 
he accompanied iho Roman army to 
the walls of Vicenza. While thus 
engaged, a reactionary spirit came 
over Pius IX., w'ho recalled the Roman 
legion, and Gavazzi, passing into Tus- 
cany, made Florence ring with his ap- 
peals. Expelled from the duohy, be 
took refuge in Genoa, whence be was 
recalled to restore quiet in Bologna, 
the people in that city having broken 
into open mutiny against the papal 
government. Rossi having by this tim e 
become the chief adviser of PiuB IX., ; 
shortly afterwards ordered the arrest 
of Gavazzi, who was sent off, under a . 


strong escort, to the piisunat 0 o^ett 9 » 

On his way the p;tople of Viterbo rose 
to deliver him, and Pius IX. was glad 
to order his release. On the flight of 
the pope after the assassination of 
Rossi, and the formation of the r^ub- 
lican government, Gavflzzi, who was 
reappointed* Chaplain-general of the 
Forces, organized a committee of 
noble Roman ladies to provide for the 
wounded, and superintojid^ the 
military hospitals. Daring the armis- 
tice concluded with Gen. Oudinot, 
the Romans made a sortie Under 
Garibaldi to repel the king^of Naples, 
who hnxi invaded the tefitory of tho 
republic. Gavazzi accompanied them^ 
and after tlie defeat of the invader, 
assisted thu dying and wounded ou 
both sides. Returning to Rome,, he 
oqpnpicd himself in sustaining tho 
spirit of tho people until they weto 
overwhelmed by tho superior forces 
of tho French. At tho close of the 
stmggle ho received an honourable 
testimonial and a safc-condubt pasi ' 
from Gen. Oudinot, and loft his 
country, wliich ho could no longer 
serve, to gain a livelihood by teaching 
Italian. Wliilo thus engaged,, he waa 
induced by the entreaties ofliis fellow- 
exiles in London once more to raise 
that voice which had often stimnUatd 
them to action , and celebrated their 
triumphs. For' about six months hia 
lectures were attended by crowds, 
who woro delighted and astonished at 
tho powerful oratoiy with which he 
assailed the political and religious 
system of tho court of Romo, and 
urged the ueccssity of a reformation.' 
He afberwai'ds visited the chief toWbs . 
of Scotland, where ho was received 
with hearty welcome. In 1861 Father^ 
Gavazzi published his memoirs in. 
English and Italian, and a few months 
later his ** Orations.” From Scotland . 
he proceeded to the XJuited Statgk 
where he was hot so warmly received* 
and in Canada his orations, on more 
than one occasion, nearly caused a riot. 
On his return ho resumed his oOOTpa* 
tion of propag^dizing his piptioidiMr . 
views in Italy, in the service of / 
national cause, and was present witti : 
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(Garibaldi at Palermo during the 
e3q}edition of 1860. 

GAYANGOS, Don Fasquaxe, 
historian, wag bom in Spain, June 21, 
1809; In Prance he studied the Ori- 
entsl languages under M. Silvostre- 
de-S^cj, visited Africa in 1828, and 
on hia return was attached as inter- 
prets to the ICinistiy for Foi*eign 
Affairs. In 184i3 he was recalled to 
Spain, and appointed to a professor- 
ship in the University of Madrid. 
His principal work is **Tho History 
of the Mohammedan Dynasties of 
Spain.’* In conjunction with H. 
Vedia ho prepared a Spanish transla- 
tion of Ticknor’s “ History of Spanish 
Literature,” published in 1851-^. 

GEPFRARD, Fauke, Fresidont of 
Hayti, son of Nicholas Gelfrard, ono 
of the founders of Haytiau inde- 
pendence, was bom at L*Ansc-h- 
Yoau, Hayti, Sep. 19, 180G. Aftor 
graduating in 1821, ho joined tho 
13th regiment as a private soldier, at- 
taining the grade of captain in 1843, 
in wlUch year he joined Hirard in 
rebellion against Boyer, and displayed 
much talent. Having in 1845 been ap- 
pointed General of Division, ho was in 
1848 deprived by President Riobe of 
his command, and tried by a court- 
martial. From 18'19 to 1866 ho was 
actively engaged in the army, and 
distinguished himself in tho cam- 
paign of 1856, particularly in tho 
retreat from Son Juan. Finding that 
it was tho intention of President Spu- 
louqne (Faustns I.) to arrest him, he 
proclaimed himself President, Dec. 21, 
1858; Soulonquo from Poet au 
Prince, Jan. 15, 1859, and established 
himself as President. A rebellion 
raised by Salnavo in 1864t-5, was 
suppress^ by President Qedrard.

GERHARD, Edward, archseologist, 
bom at Posen, Nov. 29, 1795, studiod 
at Breslau and Berlin. In 1816 he 
obUinod a professorship at Broslau, 
which ho was obliged to resign on 
account of a disease of the eyes, and 
having travelled in Italy, resided 
iiftoou years at Rome, where he de- 
voted himself to antiquarian re- 
searches, and exerted himself in the 
fomiation '^of the ** Institute di Cor- 
rispondenza Archmologica ” w hich he 
dii’octod with success until 1837, when 
he returned to PmsBia, having been 
appointed arcbmologist to the Royal 
Museum, professor in the University, 
and member of tho Acadomy of Sci- 
ences at Berlin. During his stay in 
Rome he assisted in the important 
work, ” The Description of tho City of 
Rome,” by Plattnor, the first idea of 
which was given by Niebuhr, and 
which Bunsen continued. Ho under- 
took to execute for this purpose a 
work under tho title ” Descriptiones 
de Regionibus Urbis,’’ comprehending 
everything knowm of the topography 
of ancient Rome.

G £ BY I N U S, George Godebeit, 
'historian and phflosopher, bom at 
Darmstadt, May 20, 1805, was destined 
for commerce, and for some time acted 
as collier to a firm in his native 
town. Ilayini? an inclination for lite- 
rature, in 1826 he went to study at 
Heidelberg, was Frofessor of German 
Literature at tlie University of Got- 
tingen, from which, M'hcn Ernest, duke 
of Cumberland, came to the throne 
of Hanover, lie was dismissed, on ac- 
count of his political tendencies. 6er- 
vinus was well received at Heidelberg, 
and in IS IS ho was a trusted coun- 
sellor of the more active members of 
the party led by Baron Gagum. In 
1853 ho was prosecuted and impri- 
soned fur Homo opinions contained in 
Ilia historical writings, and liis impri- 
sonment created considerable sensu- 
tion oil the continent. Gervinus is 
bettor kiiov/n in England as a writer 
than as a politician. His earliest 
work, A Glance at the Histoiy of the 
Anglo-Saxons,” appeared in 183(>. 
llo has written on varions subjects ; 
nmongst others, on Slinkespcai'o and 
German poetr)^ His “ History of the 
Nineteenth Century sinco the Treaty 
of Vienna,” lias been translated into 
French and English. In tlio interval 
he has written several important 
works on the histoiy of literature. 

GIBRALTAR (Bishop of), the 
Bight Rev. Walter John Tkower. 
D.D., bom about 1806, was oduiTatod 
at Eton and at Christ Church, Oxford, 
whore ho graduated B.A. in 1826 
in high classical and mathematical 
honours, mid was elected Fellow of 
^Driol College. Ho was ordained in 
1829, and held the living of St. Giles- 
in-the-Fields, London, till 1389, when 
he was preferred to the i*ectoiy of 
Wiston, Sussex, which he held till his 
consecration in 1818 to the bishopric 
of Glasgow. He acted as sub-dean of 
Exeter for some time, and was trans- 
lated to Gibraltar in 1868. He is the 
author of works on the Epistles and 
Gospels for the Tarious Sundays in 
'the year. His diocese inoludes Malta 


and other English possessions in the 
Mediterranean, and his income con- 
sists of an allowance of £1,200 a 
year from the Colonial Bishopric 
Fund. 

GIBSON, Right Hon. Thohas 
Milneh, bom at Trinidad, in 1807, 
the only son of the lato Major T. 
Milner- Gibson, of the 27th regiment, 
was educated at the Charterhouse, 
and graduated B.A. in 1830, as a 
wrangler, at Trinity Coll., Cambridge. 
He was returned, in Aug., ltS37, as 
member in the Conservativo interest 
for Ipswich ; and, having changed his 
opinions, rasignod his scat, and ap- 
pealed, in 1839, once more to his 
constituents. He was defeated, and 
remained for some time out of Parlia- 
ment, having in Sep., 1839, contested 
the borough of Cambridge without 
success. During this interval lie en- 
torad heart and soul into the groat 
movi^mcnt which had for its object 
the abolition of the duty on com, and 
became one of tlio most successful 
orators of the Longue. In 1841 ho 
was invited to stand for Manchester, 
nnd after a close contest with Sir 
George Murray was, in July, returned 
for that important constitnoncy. In 
1816, at the conclusion of the, Anti- 
Corn-law agitation, when Lord John 
Russell had taken office, and declni'cd 
that his general policy was to carry 
out to their natural consequenees the 
principles of free trade embodied in 
Sir Robert PeoVs legislation, the 
minister thought to strengthen Ids 
government by obtaining the aid of 
some of the leading members of tho 
League. The great skill, business 
habits, and persevering character of 
Mr. Gibson led to his appointment as 
Vice-President of tho Board of Trade, 
which office he held until it was 
thought that, his connection with tho 
Ctovemment might embarrass him in 
his relations with his constituents. 
In April, 1848, he resigned, and iden- 
tified himself so completely with tho 
"Peace party” during the struggle 
with Russia, that he was defeated at 
Manchester at the general election in 
March, 1667, but was shortly after- 
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wards rotamed for Ashton -under - 
Lvne, which ho still represents. In 
1859 he was appointed President of 
tho Board of Trade, with a seat in the 
Cabinet. Hr. Milnor-Gibson took an 
active part in urging upon Parliament, 
and in ' other ways promoting, tho 
repeal of what have boon designated 
tho Taxes on Knowledge viz., tho 
newspaper stamp, tho ^vertisement 
duty, and tho excise on paper; and 
his public services in this respect 
wore rccognizod by a testimonial in 
1861. Mr. Milner- Gibson, who was 
nmde a Privy Councillor in 18*16, ro- 
signed the Presidency of tho Boanl of 
Trade on the dissolution of tho Uusacll 
ministry in June, 1866. 

GIBSON, William Sidney, P.S.A., 
archioologist, bom at Fnlhani, about 
1815, and educated privately, was 
called to tho Bar at Lincoln’s Inn 
in 1845. Having been appointed n 
liogistrar of tho Court of Bankruptcy, 
ho has acted in that capacity in 
tho Newcastle - upon - Tyne district, 
lie is tho author of “ Tho History of 
Tynemouth,” of “An Histoiical Me- 
moir on Nortlinmborland,” and other 
liistoiical works, and of “Lectures 
and Essays on various Subjects.” 
Mr. Gibson is a Fellow of tho Geolo- 
gical Society, Hon. Member of tho 
Academic dos Arts, Sciences, ct Belles- 
Lettres do Dijon, and Fellow of the 
Boyal Society of Northern Antiqua- 
ries, Copenhagen, and is a member of 
the Committee of the Architectural 
and ArchsDological Society of Durham. 
In 1857 the University of Durham 
conferred upon him the hon. degree 
of M.A., “ as an -acknowledgmont of 
his good service in the cause of litera- 
ture and liberal pursuits.” 

GIFFORD, Lady Helen Selina, 
oldest daughter of the late Thomas 
Sheridan, Esq., and sisterof theduchess 
of Somerset and of the Hon. Mra. Nor- 
ton, was bom in 1807. In 1825 sliei be- 
came the wife of Capt. the Hon. Price ; 
Blackwood, who afterwards beoamo I 
Lord Dufferin, and died July 21, 1841. j 
Her ladyship is well known in the 
fashionable world for her wit and 
beauty, and like her sister, Mrs. 


Norton, has courted tho Muses suc- 
ccBsftilly, having been a contributor 
to the “ Annuals” and to periodical 
literature. 

GILBERT, Dtt. (See Cuiciiestes, 
Bishop of.) 

GILBERT, John, was bom at Black- 
hcath, Kent, in 1817. In 1836 his 
first exhibited picture, n wator-culour 
drawing, “Tho Arrest of Lord Hostings 
by tho Protector, Richard Dnko of 
Gloucester,” was in tho Siiffolk-strcct 
Gallery, and an oil painting was in 
tho Royal Academy, then at Somerset 
lloiiso, in the same year. In 1839 
ho first cxhibitiMl at tlio British In- 
stitution, and from that time ■ hast 
been almost constantly reprosonted an 
that Gallery, and occasionally at tho 
Royal Ac^uiemy. llis best-known oil. 
pictures ai*o — “Don Quixuto giving 
advico to Sonclio Panza,” followed by 
many other subjects from Cervantes ; 
“ Tho Education of Gil Bias a scene 
fi-oin “Tristram Shandy;” “Othello 
before tho Senate;” “Tho Murder 
of Thomas Bceket;” “Tho Plays of 
Shakespeare,” a kind of tableau, in 
which all tho principal characters in 
each play are introduced ; “ Charge of 
Cavaliers at Naseby ;” “ A Drawing- 
room at St. James’s ;” A Regiment 
of Royalist Cavalry;** “Rubens and 
Teniers ;” “ The Studio of Rem- 
brandt ;” and “ Wolsoy and Bucking- 
ham.” Mr. Gilbert is known as a 
book-illustrator, and commencing witli 
Shokespoaro in 1850, has worked at 
tho best illustrated editions of British 
authors. He has contributed in this 
way to the Illustrated London Netos 
from its commencement, and to many 
other illustrated weekly publications. 
In 1852 he was elected an Associate 
of tho Royal Academy, and in 1853 a 
nernbor of the Society of Painters in 
Water-colours, to whoso galleiy ho 
has been a regular contributor. 

GILES, The Rev. John Allen* 
D.D., bom about 1802, was odneated 
at Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 
whore he graduated B.A. as a double 
first-class in 1824, became a fellow of 
his college, and was appointed Head ' 
Master of the City of London School 
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in 1836, which post he resigned in 
1840. He has been a prolific writer 
on educational, antiquarian, and eccle- 
siastical subjects, and, amongst other 
books, has edited or translated *‘The 
Works of Lanfano,” of tlio Venerable 
Bede ; ** Letters of St. Thomas of Can- 
terbury;” “Codex Apociyphus Novi 
Testaiqenti ** Sculptorcs Gneci Mi- 
nores;” “Torontii Comascli®;” “ Se- 
ver! Soncti Carmen;” and “The Works 
of King Alfred the Great.” He is the 
author of “ Life and Times of Alfred 
the Great;” “Life and Letters of 
Thomas Beckot;” “The Ilistoiy of 
Hampton;” “The History of Witney;” 
“History of the Ancient Britons;” 
“ First Lessons on Common Subjects;” 
“Story-Book of English History,” 
&c. 

GILFILLAN, The Ebv. Geokge, 
critio and essayist, was bom in 1813, 
at Comrie, whore bis father was mi- 
iiisterof the Secession Churcli. Having 
been educated for tlio ministry, ho was 
appointed minister of the Sohoolwynd 
Church at Dundee, whore Le still pur- 
snes his professional avocations, llo 
contributed a series of “ Literary Por- 
traits ” to the Dunifnes Herald, and 
these sketches were afterwards col- 
lected, enlarged, and published under 
the title of “A Gallery of Literary 
Portraits.” The popularity of the 
first series induced him to prepare 
two supplementary volumes, which 
have passed through Bovend editions. 
The Eev. G. Gilfillan wrote the pre- 
faces to a cheap edition of the “ Bri- 
tish Poets,” in forty-eight vols., pub- 
lished by Mr, Nichol of Lclinburgh, 
and is the author of “ Bards of the 
Bible,” a “Disoourso on Hades,” 
*‘Pivo Discourses,” a work on the 
“ Scottish Covenantciu,” “The Father- 
hood of God,” published in 1853; 
“The History of Man,” in 1856; 
“Christianity and our Era,” in 1857; 
and “Alpha and Omega, 2 vols. of 
Sermons,” in 1860. He has lectured 
both England and Scotland, and 
has contributed to the Scottish Review, 
IIogg*s Instructor, The Eclectic, British 
Quarterly Review, Taifs Magazine, Ac. 
He contemplates writing the Lives of | 


the principal British Poets of the Nine- 
teenth Century. His poem “Night ” 
appeared in 1867. 

GILLIES, Miss Maroabet, artist, 
a native of Scotland, was born early 
in the contnry. Though not educated 
professionally, family reasons and do- 
mestic circumstances rendering somo 
exertion on her part necessary, she 
applied herself to the study of paint- 
iug, became a pupil of Mr. Frederick 
Crnikshauk, and devoted herself to 
miniature-painting, in which she mndo 
satisfactory progress, and acquired a 
good position in the exhibition of tho 
Eoyal Academy, which she has steadily 
maintained. She studied oil-painting, 
first in London, and afterwards in 
Paris under Henry Scheffer, enjoying 
the groat advantage of frequenting 
his studio, and that of his celebrated 
brother. Ary Scheffer, and lias exhi- 
bited several portraits in oils. Siio 
was elected, about 1853, a Member of 
the Old Society of Painters in Water- 
colours, and lias been a constant con- 
tributor since that date to the exhi- 
bitions of that institniioii. Many of 
the works she exhibited have been 
engraved both in tliis countiy and in 
the United States. 

GILLMORE, Quincy Adams, born 
in Loraine county, Ohio, in 1828, 
though destined for the medical pi-o- 
fession, was in 1845 admitted into tho 
Academy at West Point, where ho 
gradimtod in 1849 at tho head of his 
ebss, and was employed as second 
lieutenant of engineers on the forii- 
fications in Hampton Bonds. From 
1852 till 1856 he performed tho 
duties of assistant-instmetor in prac- 
tical engineering at West Point, where 
he received his promotion to a first 
licutcuauoy. From 1856 to 1861 ho 
was engaged at New York in pur- 
chasing and forwarding materials for 
fortifications, and also in the construc- 
tion of a new fort at Sandy Hook. On 
the breaking ont of tho civil war, ho 
was promoted Capt. of Engineers, and 
attached to Gen. Sherman’s staff on 
tho South Carolina expedition. In 
this capacity he oommonced opera- 
tions Bgamst Fort Pulaski, on tho 
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Savannah Biver, Geoi^, in Feb., 
1862, and commanded the assaulting 
party when that fort was reduced. 
Having been promoted to the rank of 
llrigadior-Gcncral of Volunteers, ho 
was ordered to the west as Gom- 
inaiidcr of the district of Western Vir- 
ginia, of tho department of ' the Ohio. 
Shortly afterwards, he was appointed 
to a division in the army of Kentucky, 
and defeated the Confederate forces 
under Gen. Fegram, near Somerset, 
March 30, 1863. Ordered to relievo 
Geii. Hunter in South Carolina, he 
took command of the laud forciis en- 
gaged in the siege of Charlestou. By 
his energy he succeeded in landing 
ti*oopa on Folly Island, in surprising 
and c^arrying the works on iforris 
Island, and. tho ijowerfiil stronghold of 
Fort W agner. Sop. 6. For his services 
during this campaign, Gen. Gillmoro 
was promoted to the rank of Major- 
Gen. of Volunteers. When Gcii. 
Grant became Commandor-in-Chief 
of tho United States arinios, Gon. 
Gillmoro was ordered to report, with 
his troops, to Gon. Butler, at Fortress 
Monroe, as tho commander of tho 
tenth array corps, and he co-ope- 
rated with Gen. Butler in the occupa- 
tion of the south bank of the James 
llivcr. Advancing towards Port Dar- 
ling, ho assaulted and captured tho 
right of the iirat line of defences, 
]day 14. Tho enemy, having received 
I’cinforcomeiits, attacked tho whole 
lino, compelling Gen. Butler’s forces 
to fall back to Bermuda Hundreds, 
May 16. Gen. Gillmoro, who took 
part in other operations, co-operated 
with Gen. Sherman in his movement 
through South Carolina. Ho was 
placed at the head of tho new depart- 
ment of South Carolina*, embracing 
the whole of that state, Juno 37, 
1865, but was relieved shortly after 
by Gen. Sickles. Ho holds no rank 
in the Volunteer service, but is a Major 
of tho United States Corps of Engi- 
neers. He somewhat tarnished his 
military reputation by using a com- 
bustible called “Greek fire,” which 
lie employed not only against the 
defences of Charleston, but against 


the non-warlike inhabitants of iho 
city itself. 

GILPIN, Charles, M.P,, bom in 
Bristol in 1815, and brought up to 
trade, is a member of the Society of 
Friends. Ho was for some years a 
member of tho Gorainou Council of 
Loudon (in wliich capacity ho carried 
the abolition of street tolls), is Chair- 
man of the National Freehold Lund 
Society, Director of the South-Eastern 
Bailway, and of tlio National Provi- 
dent Institution, and Chairman of the 
Metropolitan and Provincial Bank. 
Having been an unsuccessful candi- 
date for Perth, in Tifay, 1852, ho was 
elected in tho Liberal iuterost fur 
Northampton in 1857, re-eleotod at 
tlic general elections in 1859 and 1SU6, 
was api^uintcd Secretary to the Poor- 
Law Board on the return of Lord i'al- 
mei’stoii to ofTico in June, 1869, and 
resigned in Feb. 1865. 

GlUAltDlN, £mile ue, jonriialist, 
was bom in Switzerland, of legally 
unknown parents, about 1802. Sviiilo 
employed in tho office of a stockbroker, 
ho was known as iSmilo Delnmotho, 
but suddenly claimed, and took by 
aiitliority, tliu name of Gon. Alexandre 
do Giiiirdin, who, ten years after, was 
declared to be his father by a com- 
mission of tho Chamber of Deputies. 

“ fimilc,” his first production, appeared 
in 1827, and “ An Hasard ’* in 1828. 
In 1831 lie mamed Mdlle. Dolphino 
Gay, one of the muses of tho llcstura- 
tion, whose literary abilities gave 
lustre to the name of her husband. 
He was for somo time an Inspector of 
tho Fine Arts, and ho established the 
Journal des Connaissanccs utiles, and' 
other periodicals, at the same timo 
dabbling in all sorts of commercial 
aiTairs; such as tho mines of 8t. 
Bcraiiv tho “ Pantheon Litterairo,” 
for which he was largely subsidized 
by M. Guizot. Associated witl; an 
adroit man of business, M. Bontemy, 
ho projected the Presse newspaper, 
sinoe become so celebrated throughout 
Europe, and which was a| first au^ 
nounced as a laiger and cheaper; < 
journal than any then published in 
Franco, and as the pA^erty of a joint- 
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stock company. In 1836 La Presse 
appeared, and at once bocame a 
popular fayourite. M. Do Girardin 
mado a merit of belonging to no 
party, and took for his motto Au jour 
le j</ur. Trae to this, and the pecu- 
niary interests of his speculation, ho 
supported and renounced, in turn, 
every minister and every opposition 
leader. To two principles only was 
ho constant — hostility to England and 
advocacy of Knssia. M. De Girardin 
introduced tho ** fonilleton,** as it is 
called — a novel or talo, written in an 
ad cafpimdum fashion, of which several 
columns are publisliod daily. Alo^r- 
andro Dumas, Georges Sand, Do Bal- 
ssac,F]H3deric Soulie, and other writei’S, 
were engaged by him at high rates of 
remuuoration, and greatly extended 
t)io ciicalation of his journal. In 1834, 
iM. De Girardin obtained a scat in the 
Chamber of Deputies by tho iiiducuco 
of tlio ministry, of which ho was then 
an ardent supporter, in 1836 an 
event occurred which leaves an inde- 
lible stain upon his memory. Actuated 
less by personal animosity than by a 
desiro to itTi])i‘ovu tho spocuhition in 
which lie had embarked, ho attacked 
M.Armand Carrel, of the National, so 
grossly in the columns of La Presse, 
that a duel ensued, and his antagonist 
was killed. In tho llovohition of 1848 
he was particularly active, and ro- 
ooived fi-om tho hands of Louis- 
Ph Hippo his act of abdication. Do 
Girardin did not gain tho conhdenco 
of any considerable body of his coun- 
trymen, and has justified in every 
act of his public life the 
bestowed upon him of ** La Girsui- 
dole,'* tho 'Weathercock. At tho coup 
d'dtqtt M. De Girardin quitted Fniuce, 
but after the re-election of Louis- 
Napoleon a new law regulating tho 
press was promulgated, and ho was 
permitted to return to Paris, and re- 
issue his paper, which was again pub- 
lished under his editorship. In 1856 
ho sold his share in La Presse for 
£32,000. Having, become a widower 
in 1855, ho married, in 1856, the 
daughter of a retired postmaster, of 
Benue. 


GIEDLBSTONE, Tub Bev. 
CiiAULES, M.A., born March 6, 1707, 
was educated at Wadham College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1818, in first-class honours, and was 
elected Fellow of Balliul College. He 
held the University oflices of Public 
Examiner and Select Preacher, bo- 
camo Vicar of Sedgley, Stafibrdsbire, 
ill 1826 ; Rector of Alderloy, Cheshire, 
in 1837 ; and Rector of Kingswiuford, 
StuiTordsliire, in 1847. Mr. Girdlo- 
stono published A .Family Commen- 
taiy on tho Bible,” in 1832-42 ; ” Tho 
Books of Psalms, according to tho 
two authorized translations, in pai-al- 
Icl columns, with marginal notes,” in 
1836 j ” A Concordance of the Prayer- 
Book Translation of the Psalms,” and 
several sermons, and pamphlets on 
sanitary and social subjects. .He 
edited, jointly with tho Rev. W. A.

GLADSTONE, The Right Hox. 
William Ewakt, the fourth son of tho 
Into Sir John Gladstone, Bart., of 
Fasque, county Kincardine, N.B., a 
wealthy merchant of Liverpool, born 
there, Dec. 21), 18011, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, of 
which ho was nominated a student in 
182U, and graduated, taking a double 
first-class in Michaelmas term, 1831. 
Having spent soiiio timo in a conti- 
nental tour, he was I'cturnod, at tho 
general election in Dec., 1832, in the 
Conservative interest, for Newark, 
and entered Parliament just as the 
struggle of parties was at its height. 
ITis inercaiitilo origin, tho success of 
his univeraity career, liia habits of 
business, and his high characCer, re- 
commended liim to tho notice of Sir 
Robert Peel, who, in Dec., 1831, ap- 
pointed liim to a junior Lordship of 
tlio Treasury, an«l in Fob., 1833, 
Uiidor-Sccj'etttry for Colonial Affairs. 
Mr. Gladstono retired from office, 
with his ministerial loader, in April, 
and remained in opposition until Sir 
Robert Peel’s return to power in Sep., 
1841. On accepting office under Sir 
Robert Peel, in 1841, as Vice-Presi- 
dent of tho Board of Trado and Master 
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of the Mint, Mr. Gladstone was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council. In 
his new position, he had to explain 
and defend in the Lower House of 
Parliament the commercial policy of 
the Government ; and in the discharge 
of this duty his mercantile origin and 
connection proved of great service. 
The revision of the taritf in 1842 was 
almost entirely the result of his energy 
and industry. When this laborious 
work w'us brought before the House 
of Commons, it was found to bo as 
admirably executed in its details as it 
was complete in its mastery of general 
piiiiciplos, audit received the sanction 
of both Houses with scarcely an alter- 
ation. In 1843, Hr. Gliulstouo suc- 
ceeded the earl of Kipon as President 
of the Board of Trade, but resigned 
that odico curly in 1815. in Jun., 
1846, Sir llobert Peel annouiicod his 
iutontioiiof proposing a moditictition of 
the Corn Laws. Mr. Gladstone, who 
had succeeded Loi*d Stanley (the 
present earl of Derby) in the post of 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
adhered to tlio leader under whom he 
had entered upon ministerial life ; but, 
possibly, unwilling to romaiji under 
obligations to the Into duko of New- 
castle, who sympathized strongly with 
the opposition party, resigned his seat 
for Newark, and remained for several 
months out of Parliament. At the 
general election in Aug., 1847, ho 
was, witli the lato Sir Kobert Harry 
Inglis, elected for the University of 
Oxfoi'd. In tho Parliament of 1847- 
52, the questions of University Reform 
and tho removal of Jewish disabilities 
were frequently and earnestly agitated 
in the Lower House. Though Hr. 
Gladstone’s early sympathies no donbt 
bound him strongly to the High Church 
and Toiy party, yet he felt that on 
both those points the exigencies of 
tho times required that some couccs- 
sioiis should bo made. He conse- 
quently found himself frequently op- 
posed to li*8 former friends, and even- 
tually separated himself from, the 
great body of the Conservative party, 
by refusing to accept office under the 
earl of Derby on the formation of bin i 


first administration in Feb., 1852. At 
geneiul election in July follow- 
ing, Mr. Gladstone was ro-olcctcd for 
the University of Oxford, but not with- 
out a severe contest. On the forma- 
tion of what is ^nerally known as the 
“ Coalition ** ministry, under tho earl 
of Aberdeen, in Dec., 1852, Mr. Glad- 
stone was appointed to tho Chancellor- 
ship of tho Exchequer, in which uffico 
tho thorough knowledge of finance 
which he had acquired in early life, 
and had tested by practical experience 
at tho Board of Trade, proved of tho 
greatest assistance to tho ministry. 
After tho breaking up of the Aber- 
deen administration, or rather, on 
its reconstruction under Lord Pal- 
mei'stori ut the coinmonceuieiit of 
1855, Hr. Gladstono at first con- 
tinued to occupy tho same post, 
"which ho resigned in tho course of 
a low weeks, on finding that it was 
not the intention of tho ministry col- 
•Icctivuly ti> opposo tho vote of censure 
implied in the rosolnliou of Mr. Roe- 
buck, in favour of tho a]ipointment of 
a coinmitteo of inquiry into tlie state 
of tho British army before Sebastopol,, 
and tho causes of its suiferings. For 
some time Mr. Gladstone, who held 
no public office, gave Lord Palmer- 
ston’s ministry an independent sup- 
port. In the winter of 1858-9 ho 
accepted, under Lord Derby’s secotid 
cabinet, a special mission to tbo Ionian 
Islanils, to arrange certain difficulties 
which had arisen in the administra- 
tion of that dependency ; and in J uno, 
1859, resumed office uiidor Lord Pal- 
merston os Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer. In this capacity ho was mainly 
instrumental in repealing the paper 
duty, audin promotingthenegotiatioua 
conducted by Mr. Cobden, which re- 
sulted in tho commercial treaty be- 
tween this country and France. Mr. 
Gladstone, though originally opposed * 
to any intervention on tho part of the 
State in the matter of nniversi ty re- 
form, lent tho Government from time 
to time very valuable assistance, by 
supporting the suggestions^ of tho 
Oxford University Commissioners, 
through his extensive personal and 
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official influence with the authorities 
of Oxford as one of the r^resentatives 
of that university in Parliament. In 
his private capacity. Hr. Gladstone 
has always been highly esteemed, 
and he has acquired celebrity as 
an author. His first work, a treatiso 
entitled **Tho Church considered in 
its Relations with tho State,** pub- 
lished in 18-10, and followed, in 1841, 
by his “ Clmrch Principles considered 
in their Results,** stampod him, whilst 
still a young man, as a deep and ori- 
ginal thinker. His views on these 
subjects, as they are unfolded in those 
treatises, liad, we need scarcely say, 
been formed and moulded by the 
education and associations of Oxford, 
to which university they are dedicated 
as tho first-finiits of her teaching and 
training. Soon after their appearance, 
they were thought worthy of a long 
and elaborate criticism by the late 
Lord Macaulay in tlie pages of tho 
JUdinhv/rgh Revieio. Mr. Gladstone's* 
** Remarks on Recent Commercial Le- 
gislation,’* published in 1845, vfhilc 
the country was on tho eve of an im- 
portant change in her commercial 
system, were intended to pave tho 
way for tho extensive modification in 
:the restrictions on commerce imposed 
by the corn laws, and contain an ablo 
and comprehensive summary of tho 
beneficial results of the tariff of 18^12. 
In 1851 he published a work of a dif- 
ferent kind, which created c^onsidor- 
able interest both at homo and abroad. 
During a visit to Naples in tho pre- 
vious year, he learned that a largo 
number of oitizons c*f that place, who 
had formed tho ** Opposition ** in tho 
Neapolitan Chamber of Dopntic;.,wcro 
exil^ or impiisoued by Kiug Ferdi- 
nand, and that (it is said) above 
20,000 of his subjects had been 
thrown into prison on a charge of 
political disafibotion. 'Having ascer- 
tained the truth of these statements, 
Hr. Gladstone wrote to the earlof Aber- 
deen, urging his interposition on their 
behalf; and that noble lord's remon- 
strances proving ineffectual, he pub- 
lished 841 iud^aut letter on the sub- 
ject of the state proseoutions at Na- 


ples, which was translated into several 
foreign languages, and was sent by 
Lord Palmerston to our ambassadors 
and ministers on tho Continent, with 
orders to forward copies of it to their 
respective courts. In 1859 he pub- 
lished an elaborate work on Homer, 
and in July, 18G1, he was solicited to 
become a candidate, in tlm Liberal 
interest, for South Lancashiro, but re- 
fused to forsake his former constitu- 
ents. Having boon rejected by tho 
University of Oxford at tho geneml 
election in July, 1865, Mr. Gladstone 
was returned, being third on tho poll, 
for South Lancashire. After the deatli 
of Lord Palmerston, ho became Leader 
of the House of Commons, retaining 
the Chancellorship of tho Exchequer in 
Lord Russell's second administration. 
Early in tho session of 1866 lio brought 
in a Reform Bill, and a motion in com- 
mittee having been carried, June 18, 
against the Government by eleven 
votes, Mr. Gladstone and his col- 
leagues resigned. Ho is a trustee of 
the National Portrait Gallery. 

GLAIS-BIZOIN, ALJEXAjrnjtE, 
statesman, born at Quiutin, C6tes-dn- 
Nord, March 0, 1800, was received as 
an advocate about 1822, and asso- 
ciated himself with the Liberal oppo- 
sition against tho Restoration. Aftor 
tho vovolutidn of July, 1830, ho was ap- 
pointed Couucillor-gcncral of his do- 
pai'tmeut, and oleoted Deputy for tlio 
arrondissoiuciit of Loiidcac, for which 
lie was constantly rc-olectcd until IS'l-S. 
Ho took his scat with tho Extreme 
Left, signed tho Compte Rendu of 1832, 
and demanded from every ministry 
the complete application of the prin- 
ciples of 1789. Ho took au active 
part relative to tho reform banquets 
in 1848, and signed the Act of Accu- 
sation presented by M. Odillon Barrob 
against tho Guizot ministry. After 
the establishment of tho republic, he 
was elected a representative for tho 
C6tes-dn-Nord. As Ihresident of tho 
Democratic Union of the dPolais Na- 
tional, M. Glais-Bizoin voted generally 
with the ** Extreme Left.” After tho 
election of Deo. 10, 1850, be opposed 
the policy of the Elys^e, and not being 
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re-elected to the Logislatiire Assembly, 
ho retired into priTate life. In 1863 
ho was elected for the Cdtos-dn-Nord. 
He is the author of a comedy in vorse, 
in five acts, entitled “ Une vraie 
Bretonne, on nn Cas Bendable/’ pub- 
lished in 1862. 

GLAISHER, James, F.R.S., tho 
well-known ai^ronaut, of Scottish ex- 
traction, was bom early in tho cen- 
tury. Ho has acquired considerable 
fame as n meteorologist. For the 
manner in which he has turned to a 
scientific account the results of his 
experiments above the clouds in his 
balloon voyages, he was chosen a 
Fellow of the Royal Society. In 1865 
he was appointed to succeed Admiral 
Fitzmy in tho control of the Meteo- 
rological department of tliu Board of 
Trade. 

GLASGOW AND GALLOWAY 
(Bishop of), The Right Rev. W. S. 
Wilson, LL.D., was consecrated to 
this SCO in 1859. 

GLASS, Sia Riciiaiid Atwood, 
K.C.B., bom at Bradford, Wilts, in 
1820, began life in the ofiico of an 
accountant in the City, and in tho 
course of his professional duties be- 
came acquainted with Mr. Elliot, who 
w-as connected with the wire-rope 
manufacturing works of Messrs. Kuper 
and Go. In 1852 Mr. Glass first 
adapted the wire-covering to* subma- 
nne cables, applied it to tho Dover 
■and Calais cable (then partly com- 
pleted), and afterwards to numerous 
others. In the early days of Atlantic 
telegraphy, Mr. Glass gave most 
valuable support to the enterprise by 
tho manufacture of various kinds of 
cubic, and those for the Atlantic of 1865 
and 1866 were made under his super- 
intendence. Ho received the honour 
of knighthood for his exertions in the 
laving of tho Atlantic cable, Nov. 27, 
1866. 

GLEIG, The Rev. George Robert, 
author, the son of a Scottish bishop, 
bom in 1796, was educated at Glas- 
gow and at Balliol College, Oxford, I 
which he entered at the early age of ! 
fifteen. After keeping six terms, he ! 
•chose the military profession, re- | 


ceived a commission in .1812, and 
joined the army of the duko of Wel- 
lington in 1813. His career in the 
Poninsnla fomed tho subject of Ids 
very amusing book, “Tho Subaltorn,” 
published in 1825. He served in tho 
campaign of Washington, was severely 
wounded at tho capture of that city, 
returned to Oxfoi^, completed his 
studies there, and took ordors. In 
1822 )io was presented by the arcii- 
bishop of Canterbury, first to the per- 
petual curacy of Ash, and afterwards 
to the rectory of Ivycburch, both in 
Hcnt, and in was moilo chaplain 
of Chelsea Hospital. In 1846 ho be- 
came Chnplain-gcnornl to tho Poroes; 
and having devised a soiiomo for the 
education of tho soldiers, was ap- 
pointed Inspector-general of Military 
Schools, and prebendaiy of St. Panrs. 
In addition to “ Tho Subaltern,” tho 
Rev. G. R. Gleig has written “ Cam- 
paigns at Washington and Now Or- 
h>ans/* “The Story of tho Battle of 
Waterloo,” “ Tho Life of Lord Clive,” 
“ Tho Life of Warren Hastings,” 
“ Memoirs of Sir Thomas Munro,” 
“ Traditions of Chelsea College and 
Chelsea Pensioners, ” “ Chelsea Ve- 
tomns,” “Chronicles of Waltham,” 
“ Country Curate,” “The Family His- 
tory of England,” “ Germany Visited,” 
“ The Hussar,” “ Military History of 
Great Britain,” “Two Volumes of 
Sermons,” “ Soldioi's Help to Divine 
Trath,” “ Things Old and Nows” somo 
other books ; and has contributed to 
tho magazines. His “Lifo of tho 
Duko of Wellington, ” founded on M. 
Brialmont’s interesting work, has 
since been re-written and published 
in one volume, as “The People’s 
Edition.” 

GLBNCORSB, Lord. (See Inglis.) 

GLOUCESTER AND BRISTOL 
(Bishop of), The Right Rev. Charles 
John Bllicott, D.D., son of tho Rev. 
C. S. Ellicott, rector of Whitwell, near 
Stamford, where ho was bora in 1819, 
was educated at Oakham and Stam- 
ford schools, and St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, graduated in honours in. 
1841, and became Fellow of his col- 
lege. He obtained the first Members 
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piize in 1842, the Hulseau prize in 
1848, on ** The Obligation of the Sab- 
bath," and in 1848 was appointed to 
the small living of Pilton, in Entland- 
fihire, which he resigned in 1858, 
when he was chosen to succeed Dr. 
Trench as Professor of Divinity in 
King's College, London. In 1859 ho 
was appointed Hulscan Lecturer, and 
in 18fk) was elected Hulscan Professor 
of Divinity at Cambn'dgo; in 18G1. 
accepted the deanery of Exeter, and 
was promoted to the see of Gloucester 
and Bristol in 1883. Dr. Ellicott is 
the author of “Critical and Gram- 
matical Commentaries " on the Epis- 
tles of St. Paul to the Galatians and 
Ephesians, Philippians, Colossians, 
Thcaaaloiiians, Philemon, and on the 
“ Puatoml Epistles,” “ Historical Lec- 
tures on the Life of our Ijord ” &c. 
lie has published a “Treatise on 
Analytical Statics.” 

GLYH, JsABKLiA, a clistingiiishcd 
actress, was bom at Edinburgh, May 
22, 1823. The strict Presbyterian 
views of her family led them to op- 
pose her inolinatiou for tlio stage; 
but coming by chance among a com- 
pany of amateurs, who wow oiigaged 
in getting up a pcrforiimiicc for the 
St. James's Theatre, in London, she 
took the leading female character. 
At Paris, under M. Michelot, of the 
Conservatoire, she commenced her 
education for the French stage ; and 
returning homo in 1810, was advised 
to devote herself wholly to the English 
drama. Mr. Charles Kemblo volun- 
toered to aid her in the study of 
Shakespeare, and interesting himself 
warmly in her profe-ssional career, 
secured for his pupil a hearing a ! the 
Theatre Royal, Manchester, Nov. 8, 
1847, in the part of Lady Constanco 
in “King John,” which led to an en- 
gagement at the Olympic, where she 
appeared as Lady Macbeth. On the 
retirement of Mrs. Warner from 
Sadler's Wells Theatre, Miss Glyn was 
invited to fill the vacancy, and com- 
menced a series of performances in 
Sep., 1848, as Yolamuia, in “Corio- 
lanns." The fhvonrablo impression 
made by her in this character was 


confirmed by her representation of 
Hermione, Belvidera, and more parti- 
cularly of Queen Catherine. Dniing 
the season of 1849 she appeared not 
merely iu these characters with in- 
creasing effect, bnt in several others, 
such as Margaret of Anjou; Portia; 
Isabella, in “ Mcasiiro for Measure ;” 
Emilia, in “ Othello Cleopatra, and 
Julia, in the “ Hunchback.” During 
tho third year of her engagement, 
Miss Glyn achieved another triumph 
in Southern's tingedy of “ Isabella, ” 
traditionally regarded as a test of tlio 
power of a great actress, and pro- 
duced a remnrkablo impression as 
Bianca, iu “ Fazio,” and in 1852 by 
her representatioTL of tho part of the 
Duchess of Malti, in Webster's play of 
that name. Miss Glyn, who is mar- 
ried to Mr. Dallas, of tho Tiwpa, author 
of “ Poetics,” published in 1852, and 
of “ Tho Gay Science,” in 1866, has 
given, in tho metropolis and the pro- 
vinces, readings from Shakespeare, 
which have proved very successful, 
and ro-nppoared at tho Princess's ns 
Cloopatra, in May, 1867.

GODDARD, Aka BELLA, pianist, 
daughter of Mr. T. Goddard, of Wol- 
beck Street, born at St. Servan, near 
St. Malo, in Britanny, in Jan., 1836, 
almost froTii infancy showed an extra- 
ordinary taste for fiinsic, which w'as 
happily fosteiod by her parents. On 
her lii’St appearance in public, at a 
concert given for some charitable pur- 
pose ill her native village of Sfc. Servan, 
when she played a fantasia on themes 
from Mozart's “ Don Juan,” she was 
litilo more than four years of age. At 
this time tho promise of future cele- 
brity in tho child was so great, that 
hpr parents removed with her to Paris, 
where sho iHjccived lessons from Kalk- 
brcimer. Returning to London soon 
after the revolution of Feb., 1848, 
Mr. and Mrs. Goddard confided tho 
cultivation of their daughter’s musical 
talents to Mrs. Anderson, her Majesty's 
pianiste. She was only eight years of 
age when she was called upon to per- 
form at Buckingham Palace before 
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her Majesty aud the late Prince Albert^ 
Tvho highly complimented her on hei 
playing. The completion of her ma< 
sical education was intrusted to Thal- 
berg, nndcr whoso able tuition she 
rapidly progressed, and in a short 
titiio could play the most difHcult pas- 
sages at sight ; in addition to which 
hor musical memory was surprising. 
She first appeared in public, at n 
inatin-ee at her father^s residence, 
March 30, 1850; and in Oct. mode 
her debut at the Grand National Con- 
certs, wlion she played the “ Elisii*o ” 
fantasia, and the “ Tarantella** of her 
master Tlialherg, with marked suc- 
cess. Prom that time she appeared 
frequently in public, and established 
her fame by her perforinance of vari- 
f>iia fantasias by her master Thalberg, 
Prudent, &c. The first performances 
of Miss Godda wl at tlio concerts given 
at her Majesty’s Theatro were con- 
fined ])rincipally to works of the mo- 
<lorn romantic seliool. Sho has since 
bocoino oipially distinguished as a 
pianiste in nioro classical compo- 
sitions. !Miss Goddard aftorwni*d8 
becanio the pupil of Mr. G. A. Mac- 
farren, under whom sho studied har- 
mony ; and loft England for a tour on 
tho Continerit in 1851', visiting Paris, 
Lcipsic, Berlin, Vienna, Florence, and 
nearly nil tho principal citiesof Franco, 
C er many, and Italy ; giving concerts 
^nd meeting with great success. Sho 
roturned to England in May, 1856, 
and ill 1860 was nxarried to Mr. Davi- 
son, a musical critic, though sho, in 
public aud private concerts, I'etains 
her maiden name. 

GODKIN, James, author and jour- 
nalist, was born at Gorcy, co. Wexford, 
about 1806. Having studied for the 
Church, ho entered tho Dissenting 
ministry in 1834, as pastor of a con- 
gregation at Armagh, and became a 
general missionary in cohnoctiou with 
the Irish Evangelical Society. In con- 
sequence of differences with that body, 
with I'oferenco to the publication of a 
political pamphlet, ho resigned his 
post, arid devoted himself to litera- 
ture and politics, in which he has : 
been engaged for twenty years ini 


London and elsewhere. Ho was editor 
of the Christian Patriot, which he 
established in Belfast, of the Loudon- 
derrt/ Standard, and of the Dublin J)aih/ 
Ejipresii,with which he was connected 
for eight or nine years ; aud siiioe 1860 
has been Irish correspondent of tho 
Times. Ho is thoanthor of '*The Outcast, 
a Story of the Modern Beformation 
“ A Guide to the Church of Christ 
“ The Touchstone of Orthodoxy ; ** 
“ Apostolic Christianity ** Tho Bights 
of Irtdand,” a prize essay j “ A Popu- 
lar History of Ireland;*' '*Bo1igiou 
and Edticatioii in India ;’* “ Histoiy of 
Education in Ireland;'* “Illustrated 
History of England,*’ from 1820 to 
1852; and niimorons OHsays, chiefly 
historical, in tho North lifitish lleview, 
the KcUctic, and other periodicals. 

GODWIN, Gkokgb, F.B.S.. F.S.A., 
tho son of an architect, born at Dromp- 
ton, Middloscx, In Jan., 1815, was, in 
18:15, rewarded by a medal from tho 
Boyal Institute of British Arohitocts 
for an “Essay on Concrete, ** which 
was afterwards translated into sovenil 
languages. In 1838 ho publishod a 
work on tho “ Churches of London,** 
and in 1839 became one of tho foun- 
ders and lionorary secretary of tho 
London Art Union. Amongst his chief 
works as an architect are St. Mary’s, 
West Brampton, and the restoration 
of Bcdcliff Church, Bristol. Ho is a‘ 
Fellow of tho Boyal and Autiepmrian 
Societies, a Yiee-Fresident of tlio 
Society of British Architects, and was 
one of tho jurors at the Great Exhibi- 
tin of 1851. Mr. Godwin, who is the 
author of “History in Buins,’’ pub- 
lished in 1853; “London Shadows,’* 
in 1854; “Town Swamps and Social 
Bridges ;’* “ Memorials of Workers ;*’ 
“Another Blow for Life;*’ contributed 
largely to tho Civil Engineer and Ar~ 
chiteefs Jmmal, tho Art Journal, &o., 
and has been editor of the Builder 
since 1844. 

GOLDSBOBOUGH, Bear-Admibaf. 
Louts Maleshebbes, of the United 
StatoB navy, bom in Washington, 
Fob. 18, 1805; in 1817 sailed in tho 
Franklinf flag -ship of Commodpro 
Steward, Mediterranean squadron. 
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He was promoted to the rank of Lien- 
tenant, Jan. 13, 1825, and of Com- 
mander, Sep. 8, 1841. From 1853 to 
1857 he was Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, Maiy- 
land, and was raised to the rank of 
Captain, to command the flag-ship o: 
the Brazilian squadron, Sep. 14, 1838. 
In 1861 he commanded a naval expe- 
dition in the civil war, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of Boar-Admiral, 
July 16, 1862. From 1863-65 ho was 
not on active scrvico, but in the latter 
year was appointed to the command 
of the squadran in the MediteiTOiiean. 

GOLDSCHMIDT, Madame, better 
known by her maiden name of Jenny 
Lind, is the daughter of a teacher of 
languages in Stockholm, in which city 
she was born, Oct. 21, 1821. At three 
years of age she could sing correctly 
any piece she had once heard, and at 
nine she was placed, by tho advice of 
Madame Lundberg, a celebrated ac< 
tress at Stockholm, under Cruolius, a 
famous teacher of music. CouiitPucke, 
manager of the Court Theatre, felt 
• disinclined to act on Croolius’s recom- 
mendation of his youthful pupil, on 
account of her want of personal attiac- 
tions ; but after heating her sing, he 
caused her name at once to be entered 
at the Musical Academy, where sho 
made rapid progress. She acted re- 
'peatedly in children’s parts on the 
Stockholm stage until her twelfth 
year, when her upper notes lost their 
sweetness. For four year.^ slio studied 
music theoretically, until on one occa- 
sion, when tho fourth act of Meyer- 
beer’s *'Bobert lo Diable” was to bo 
performed at a grand ooncon, and tho 
humble part of Alice was declined by 
the fem^o vocalists of the city, Borg, 
tho director of tho academy, applied 
to Jenny Lind. Her performance 
showed &at every note of her register 
Ixad recovered its power and puiity, 
end she was greeted with enthusiasm. 
Her next success was in the part of 
Agatha, in “ Freischutz,” and .for a 
year and a half she continued tho star 
of the opera at Stockholm. Having, 
by a series of oonoerts in the princi- 
l^.towns of Normy and Sweden, ob- 


tained the means of going to Paris, 
she •studied, not without some previ- 
ous discouragement, under Garcia. A 
year after her arrival in Paris, she 
was introduced to Meyerbeer, who 
was anxious to engage her for Berlin, 
but she preferred rotuming to her 
native city, where slie enjoyed a great 
triumph on her re-appearanco. In 
1844 she went to Dresden, in 1845 
sang at tho fetes on tho Rhine during 
tlie Queen of England’s visit to Berlin, 
and afterwards at Frankfort, Cologne, 
and Vienna. She first appeared be- 
fore a London audience in May, 1847, 
os Alice, in ** Bobei't Jo Disble,” fol- 
lowed by a BoricB of unparalleled 
triumphs in the Sonnambula,” La 
Figlia del Beggimento,” "Puritani,” 
&c. Sho sang in 1848 for the fii'st 
time in a sucrod oratorio, Elijah,” 
which was given at Exeter Hall for 
tho purpose of founding musical scho- 
larships in honour of Mendelssohn. 
Sho visited New York in 1850, undor 
the auspices of Mr. Baruum, and wait 
onthusiastically received, but dissolved 
the engagement prematurely in 1851, 
and was married to M. Otto Gold- 
sqhmidt, a skilful pianist and con- 
ductor, and retired from tho stage. 
She reappeared in 1855, in 1861, in 
1863, and in 1861 for a limited period. 
She has shown a generous disposi- 
tion, and has been instrumental in 
adding many thousands of pounds t(^ 
tho charitable institutions of over^r 
country whicli she has visited. 

GOLDSCHMIDT, Meier Aaron, 
novelist and journalist, of a Jewish 
family, bom at yordingboi*d, Jutland, 
Oct. 26, 1819, edited some pi'ovincial 
journals, and founded, in 1840, at 
Copenhagen, the Corsair, a weekly 
satirical journal, certain articles in 
which, in 1843, subjected him to im- 
prisonment. Under tho pseddonym 
of Adolf Meyer, Goldsclmidt pub- 
lished, 1846^ Jew” (En J5de), 
a faithfhl picture of tho private 
manners of his co-religionists, which 
has been translated into Engli^ ; and 
a novel, ‘*The Homeless one” (IQem- 
tdB),iii 1853-7. This writer has several 
times traversed WestemEurope^ and in 
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1855 was sent on a mission to Ans- 
tria, to examine the schools instituted 
in behalf of the mannfactnring popu- 
lation. 

GOLOVIN, Ivan (Paince Hovna), 
author, bom about 1818, was exil^ 
on political grounds, and took refuge 
in England, where he was naturalize 
in 1^3. Daring the revolution of 
1848 he went first to Fmneo and 
afterwards to Germany. After a 
ioiirney into Poland, undortakon, it is 
said, to arouse Polish nationality, he 
returned to Paris in 1849, and on being 
banished .again, took refuge in Eng- 
land. After another journey to Paris, 
whence ho was .again bauislicd, and 
a rosidonce in Piedmont, whoro he 
edited the Journal of Turin, in 1851-2, 
he ruturnod to reside in England. Ko 
has written vanoiis works ; amongst 
which are Esprit do rEcoiiomie 
Politique,” published in 1842; “ Pierre 
lo Grand,” in 18'14; “La llussio sous 
Nicholas T.,” in 1815; “Tj'pes ot 
Curatives Iluaacs,” in 1847; “The 
Russian Undo Tom,” and “ The Cau- 
casus, froin an Historical, Political, 
an«l Physical Point of View,” in 
1853 ; “ History of Alexander I.,” in 
1858 ; “ Progi-esa in Russia,” in 1859 ; 
and “ Studies and Essays,” in 1864. 

GOMJVI, Sir Willia3I Maynard, 
tho son of the late Lieut.- 
C61. W. Gomm, bom in 1784, entered 
^tho 9th foot as ensign in 1798 ; served 
in tho operations in Holland in 1799 ; 
saw active service in tho Feiiinsnla, 
having been })rcsent at tho battles of 
Roli^a, Vlmiora, and Corunna, and 
in other engagements ; took part in 
tho campaign of 1816, and at the 
batt. 9 of Waterloo was quartormaster- 
gcnoral to the division under Sir T. 
Pioton. At the close of the war ho 
was made a K.C.B., transfer!^ for 
distinguished services from tho line to 
the Guards, in 1839; was appointed 
to the command of * the troops in 
Jamaica, and, returning to England in 
1841, assumed tho command of tho 
northern district. In 1843 he waS' 
appointed Governor and Commander- 
in-Ghief of tho Mauritius, which he | 
held till 1850, when he succeeded ] 


the late Sir Charles Napier as Coni- 
mandor-in-Chief in India, retiring at 
the close of 1855. He was made a 
G.C.B. in 1859, and holds the colonelcy 
of the Coldstream Guards, having bron 
colonel of the 13th foot. 

GOOCH, Sir Daniel, Bart., M.P., 
bom at Bedlington, Northumberland, 
studied the profession of an engineer 
at Newoostlo, under the late Robert 
Stephenson, and in tho largo iron- 
works of South Wales. Ho was chief 
locomotive engineer to the Groat- 
Western Railway, is chairman of the 
Board of Diroctors of that company, aiid 
is a distinguished Freemason, having 
been at one timo Gniiid Sword-bearer 
f England, and is Deputy Provincial 
Grand Master of Wilts. He was ouo 
Df tho shareholders of tho (IreaiJJastci^ 
from tho commoncomoiit ; one of tho 
mortgagees to whom it was mortgaged 
for £100,000; .and when tho vessel was 
sold for £25,000, over and above all 
ions uiK)u her, was one of the pur- 
;h.aaor8, with a view to employing 
ior in the laying of the Atlantic cable. 
Sir Daniel, who was returned for- 
Cricklndo in Jnly, 1865, is chairman 
of tho Great Eastern Steam-Ship Com- 
pany, a director of the Telegiuph Con- 
struction and Maintenance Company, 
and of tho Anglo-American Company. 
Tho dignity of a baronet was con- 
ferred upon him after the laying of 
tho Atlantic cable, Nov. 13, 1666. 

GOOD ALL, Edward, engraver, 
born at Leeds, in Sep., 1795, did 
not study under any master, but in 
early life associated with the best on- 
ravero, from tho age of sixteen 
devoting his attention to ongraving, 
drawing, and painting. Though best 
known by his small engravings in 
Rogers’s " Italy,” in the ** Literaiy 
Souvenir,” and in J. M. W. Tnmoris 
South Coast,” ho has oxoonted two 
superb laiger lino engravings from 
Turner’s “Cologne” and “Tivoli.” 
The latter was executed at the expcaise 
of a liberal amateur, Mr. Alluut, who 
lost by his enterpiose four hundred 
guineas; and other fine ragravings 
after Turner have, it is said, proved 
equaRy unremunerativo. ** Calig^uliii’R 
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Bridge/’ from Turner, considered by 
the engraver his beat (large) plate, 
is still unpublished. Some of these 
engravings were exhibited at Foris in 
1855. 

GOO BALL, Fsedeuick, BA,, 
painter, sou of Mr. Edward Gcodall, 
the engraver, born in London, Sep. 
V7f 1822, commencod hia artistic 
etndies under the direction of hia 
father. At the ago of fourteen lie 
gained tho Isis modal of tlie Society 
•of Arts for va drawing of Lambeth 
Palace, and afterwards commenced 
his first oil-picture, “Finding tho 
Doad Body of a Miner l)y Toresh- 
light,” for which the Society of Art.*? 
awarded him tho large silver medal. 
In 1839 he exhibited his first picture 
at tho Academy, — “Fi*ench Soldiers 
Drinking in a Cabaret.” Visits to 
Kormandy, Noiiih Wales, and Ireland, 
auppliod him with material for a series 
of popular pictures. At first, Mr. 
Wells and the poet Bogers lent a 
helping hand ; tho former pai*clmsing 
“ Entering Church,” the “ Return 
from Christening,” the “ Christen- 
ing,” which gained him a prize of £50 
from tho British Institution, and other 
early pictures. Tho “Tirod Soldier” 
of 1842 was purchased by Mr. Vernon, 
and may bo setm in tho Vernon Gal- 
lery. In 1847 his " Village Festival ” 
attracted general admiiation, and 
was purchased by Mr. Venion. Mr. 
Qoodali has produced a number of 
pictni*e8; amongst which may bo 
mentioned a scene irom Milton’s 
“L* Allegro;” “ The Soldier’s Dream j” 
“Raising the Maypole;” and “The 
Swing,” in 1854; »md sir. -o ids return 
finjm Egypt, which ho visited in 1858, 
“ Early Morning in tho Wilderness of 
Shur;” ‘‘The First-born;” “Return 
of the Pilgrim from Mecca/’ “Tho 
Palm Offering;” “The. Arab Mes- 
senger i” “ Rising of tho Nile ;” and 
“Hegar and Ishmael.” In 1852 he 
wiis elected on Associate of tho Aca- 
demy, and in 1868 a Royal Acade- 
mician. 

GOODBi The Very Ret. Wiiliav, ! 
DJD., F.S.A., Dean of Ripen, son of 
the late' Rev. William (3oode, rector of , 


St. Andrew’s and St. Ann’s, Blacl 
Iriars, bom Nov. 10, 1801, was edi 
cated at St. Paul’s School and Trinit 
College, Cambridge, where ho took 
first-class in 1822, and graduated i 
1825. Ho was ordained in 1825, we 
appointed in 1835 rector of St. Antlic 
lin, Watling-stroet, whence he wa 
transferred, in 1849, to Allhallow 
the Great, Thames-stroot; and in 185< 
to St. Margaret’s, Lothbnry. Fo 
several years he was editor of thi 
Christian Observer, and was indefati 
gablo in his oxertions in the cause o 
what are generally known as Evange 
lioal principles in tho Church of Eng 
land. In 18G0 ho was advanced b^ 
Lord Palmerston to the Deanery o 
llipon. Ho is tho author of a “ Me 
moir” of hia fathcr,of a largo number o: 
tk'acts, pamphlets, lotiera, and speeches 
npori the Church-rate question, the; 
Tmctarian controversy, &g. (of which 
tho most important is his letter tc 
tho bishop of Exeter on the Gorham 
case) ; of the following larger and 
more permanent works : — “ The Divine 
Rule of Faith and Practice ” a (syste- 
matic exposition of the leading doc- 
trines of Protostaut theology) ; “ Tho 
Doefcrino of tho Chnrch of England as 
to the Effects of Baptism in tho case 
of Infants;” and “The Nature of 
Christ’s Presence in tho Eucharist,” a 
vindication of the reformed dootrino 
on the subject against the teaching oQ 
Archdeacons Denison and Wilberforco 
and Dr. Puscy. 

GOODFORD, The Rev. Charles 
Old, D.D., the second son of the lato 
John Goodford, Esq., of Chilton Can- 
teloe, Somerset, bom in 1812, was edu- 
cated upon the foundation at Eton, 
proceeding thence as scholar to King’s 
College, Cambridge, of which ho be- 
came a fellow. Ho was for many' 
years au Assistant Master at Eton, 
and became Head Master in 1863, on 
the promotion to the provostship of 
the late Dr. Hawtrey, whom he suo- 
oeeded in Feb., 1862. 

GOODWIN, Charles Wyclifpe, 
son of the late Charles Goodwin, Esq., 
born at King’s Lynn, in 1817, was 
educated at St. Catherine’s College, 
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Gambridgeb where he graduated B JL. 
in high ola^oal henonre in 1838, and 
was chosen Fellow of his College. He 
ceased to be a fellow in* 1847, and 
was caUed to the Bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1848. He edited the ** Anglo- 
Saxon Life of St. Gnthlaos” the 

Anglo-Saxon Legends of St. Andrew 
and St. Yeronioa;’* a Greek Frag- 
ment npon Magic;*’ the “Copyhold 
Enfranchisement Act;** the “ Succes- 
sion Duty Act;*' and the “Probate 
Act;*’ is the author of an essay on 
“ Hieratic Papyri,’’ in the Cambridge 
Essays for 18i68 ; and of “ The Mosaic 
Cosmogony,*’ in “Essays and Be- 
views.J* 

GOODWIN, The Veky Rev. 
Harvey, Doan of Ely, born at King’s 
Lynn, Norfolk, in 1818, and ednea^ 
privately, entered Gains College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1836, and graduated as 
second Wrangler and Smith’s Prize- 
man in 1840. He was Fellow and 
Mathematical Lecturer of his College, 
and incumbentof St. Edward’s Ghuroh, 
Cambridge, from 1848 to 1858, daring 
part of which time he held the Hnlsean 
Lectureship in the University. He is 
the author of several religious works, 
including a “ Commentaiy on St. 
Matthew, St. Mark, and St. Luke;*’ 
“ Hnlsean Lectures,’’ in 1855-6; “Lec- 
tures on the Church Catechism ;** Pa- 
rish Sermons, University Sermons, Ac.; 
^pnd of some mathematical treatises, 
including an “ Elementary Course of 
Mathematics,*’ “ Mathematical Pro- 
blems,’’ “ Elomentoiy Dynamics.*’ 

GORDON, Lady Durr, daughter 
of Mrs. Austin, formerly known under 
her maiden name, of Luc^ Austin, is 
the wife of Sir Alexander Duff Gor- 
don, Bart., a commissioner of inland 
revenue. Inheriting, on the maternal 
side, much of the literaiy ability of the 
Taylors of Norwich, she has for many 
years followed in the footsteps of her 
mother as a careful translator, and 
has introduced some valuable works 
to English readers. Among these 
may be mentioned Niebuhr’s “ Gioek . 
Legends,” a Rttle volume published j 
during her girlhood; “The Amber ' 
Witch ;” “ The French in Algiers;^ an j 
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abridgment of Feuerbach’s “ Criminal 
Trials;” Ranke’s “History of Prussia;” 
“ Stella and Vanessa,” a novri from 
the French of L5on de Wailly ; <* Fer- 
dinand and Maximilian,” by Ranke; 
“The Village , Doctor,” by the late 
Comtosse d’ Arbouville ; and Moltke^s 
“ Rnsaian Campaigns of 1888-8 on the 
Danube,” which appeared daring the 
summer of 1854. Lady Duff Gordon 
wrote “Letters from the Cape,” in 
“Vacation Tourists,” published, in 
1864; and “Letters from Egypt,” 
published in 1865. 

GORDON, Sir James Alexander, 
Admiral R.N., G.C.B., tl^ son of tho 
late Charles Gordon, Esq., of Waid- 
house, Aberdeonshire, bom in 1782, 
entered tho navy at an early age, and 
took part in Lord Bridport’s notion off 
Basque Roads, and in tho battles of 
St. Vincent and the Nile. Ho was em- 
ployed in the Adriatic, fought two 
frigate actions in 1811, losing his leg 
in tho second; aflorwaj^ served with 
distinction in command of tho ex- 
pedition to the Potomac, captured 
Alexandria, near Washington, and was 
engaged at tho siege of Now Orleans. 
Ho was appointed Lieat.-Qoyemor of 
Greenwich Hospital in 1840, was pro- 
moted to the post of Governor in 1^3 ; 
and has a pension of £300 a year. 

GORGEI, Arthur, General, bom 
Feb. 5, 1818, at Topporez, in Hungaiy ; 
entei*ed the militaiy school of Tain, 
where he <M>mpleted the three ycom’ 
course of study in two. His ability 
having been recognized, he was ap-' 
points at Vienna to the Hungarian 
body-guard, and was in five yean 
promoted First Lieutenant in the Pa* 
latinal Hussars. He left the army in 
order to study chemistiy at Prague; 
but the news of the rising in Hungary 
called him to action, aud he hastened 
to Buda-Pesth, and pieced his^ sworn 
at the disposal of the Hnngarian mL . 
nistry. The firmness exf bis eondoet ' 
attiacM the attention of Eossuth^ 
and, until he became his rival, Gdigoi 
appears to have been his faverarite. 
Ato the battle of Sohweobat^ 
assumed the chief cominand 
Hungarian army, and in that: poaitw

diavM groat niflitaxy ialeoit. He 
mm Myoa oiit of Baab bjr Windisoh' 
grite/it being iinpoBsible fbr bim to 
defend tbe place with hie smaU force; 
was again repnlsed at Windephabht, 
and MYed his army bj a bold retreat 
orer the Stnrecz mountain. It was 
soon alter this that his differences 
with the civil authorities began. 

‘ Twice ha was superseded in his 
cojumand, and on resuming it« was 
alteiMtely victor anid vwquished. 
The Qav&mop and Council resigned, 
Aug. 11, 1849, and Kossuth made 
GOrgei didntor in his place. Shortly 
after this, the Hungarian forces laid 
doiwn their arms. For this GOigei 
has been called a traitor, though the 
state of affairs seemed desperate 
enough to warrant submission. The 
most suspicious part of the affair is 
the leniency with which he was treated 
by the victors. He went to Klogcn- 
furt, was afterwards allowed to leave 
on parole, and pursued his favourite 
study of chemistry at Posth. A nar- 
rative of his connection with the in- 
surrectioh, under the title of *'My 
Life and Acts in Hungary,” appeared 
in 1851. From that time he has lived 
in retirement, keeping completely 
aloof from politics. 

GOKTSGHAKOFF, Alexander 
Kcchaelowitsch, statesman, and 
cousin of the celebrated general who 
-defended Sobastopol, was bom in 
1798, and educated at the I^ceum of 
Zarskoe-Selo. Ho commenced his 
•diplomatic life at the Congresses of 
Laybach and Verona, in the capacity 
of attach^ to Count Nesselrode ; w^ 
secretary to theBussian embassy in 
London in 1824^ chtvrgi d^nffmrea to 
the oouit ofTnsoany in 1880, and was 
attached for the first time, in 1832, to 
tho legation at Vienna, where tbe 
deatk of his superior, the Bussian am- 
bassador. gave him great influence, 
la 1841 he was sent on a mission to 
Btuttgard, Where ho negotiated the 
WiarrilB^ of the grand diiehess Olga 
bf ^Bfbiria Wit^ the. prince royal of 
HhiiBg ihe events of

GOSCHEN, George JoAcnnf, M.P 
the son of William H. GOsohen, Esq 
a London merchant, of German es 
traction, bom in 1831, was educate! 
at Bngby, under Drs. Tait and Goal 
burn, and at Oriel College, Oxford 
where, however, he did not graduate 
owing to certain scmples of con 
sdenco which ho felt against thi 
oaths then enforced. Ho has writtoi 
largely on financial questions, and it 
known as the author of a work oi 
« The Theory of Foreign Exchanges.’ 
He was returned in the Liberal in- 
terest for the City of London, in May 
1803, on the death of Mr. W. Wood, 
and has taken an active part in tli^ 
movement for throwing open the uni- 
versities to dissenters, and tho aboli- 
tion of religions tests. Mr. GOschen, 
who was re-elooted for tho City oi 
London, at the head of the poll, at the 
general election in July, 1865, was 
made Vioe-Preaident of the Board of 
Trade, Nov. 20, 1866, and Chancellor 
of the Dnchy^f Lancaster, Jan. 26, 
18f*6, retiring with the Unssoll mi-* 
nistry in Jane of that year. 

GOSS, John, composer to her 
Majesty’s Chapels Boyal, and organist 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral, was bom in 
1800, at Fareham, Hants, his father, 
Joseph Goss, being organist of that 
plaO^. Early in 1811 he become one 
of the young gentlemen” Of the 
Chapel Boyal, St. James’s, under the 
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' Cham of; the iato John Stafford 
Smi&s ^apoiiiloftlic lateThomnis 
Attwo^' and i^ooeeded Jbinr as or-

QOSSE, Fiiiltp Henry, F.B.S., 
bom at Worcester in 1810, removed 
in infancy to Poole, Dorset, whoro ho 
early imbibed a taste for natural his- 
tory. In 1827 he went, in a mercan- 
tile capacity, to Newfoundland ,* whore 
he ocenpied his leisure in collecting 
insects, and making coloured drawings 
of them and their transfonnatious. 
After a Fosidonco in that colony of 
eight yaars, he visited Lower Canada, 
pursuing zoology, but especially ento- 
mology, with avidity, for three years. 
Ho oiterwards travelled through the 
United States, and resided in Ala- 
’ bnma for nearly a year, making a 
large collection of drawings of in- 
sects, especially the fine lopidoptcra 
of that region. In 1839 he returned 
to England, and in 1840 pnblished 
** The Ganadum Naturalist.” In ISi'l 
Mr. Gosso visited Jamaica, and spent 
eighteen months in tlio collection and 
study of the zoology of that magnifi- 
cent island ; pnblishi^ on his return 
the result of his researches in ** Tlie 
Birds of Jamaica,” followed by an 
Atlas of ” lUnstrationl,” aiid ** A Na- 
turalist’s Sojonni in Jamaica.” The 
composition of numerous works on 
zoology and other subjects chiefly for 
the Society for Promoting. Chigsttaii 
Knowledge, ocenpied seve^ yms, 
during which Hr. Gosse began to turn ^ 
his attention to the microseope,' by 


^e aid of irhiohi . his moca' reoent 
resesateea have been oondneted< ^ 
British Ifoiifora have constitute bin 
fovbnrite branch of study, ate he has 
aoeumnlated .an immense number, of 
original drawings and observationt, 
with a view to a mondgsaph cm this 
class of animals. Having repoiTed, on 
account of ill-health; to the sea-side, 
Mr. Gosso pursued those investiga- 
tions of which an acoognt ia given in 
” A Naturalist’s Bambles the De- 
vonshira Coast.” In 1863 he took a 
prominent part in the forpiation of 
those public and private colleoiions of 
living marine animalflT which have, 
become so popular, and jp 1^4 pub- 
lished “ The Aquarium.’^ A Mumi^ 
of MarinoZoo]ogy,”and ”Tcnby,aSoa- 
side Holiday,” followed ; and in 1867 
“ Omphalos ; on Attempt to untie the 
Geological Knot.” In the autumn of 
that year he removed from London to 
raside in the neighbourhood of Tor- 
quay, in order to obtain graater fleusi!- 
lities for bringing out the most im” 
portant of his works, ’’Aotinologia 
Britannica; a History of the British 
Sea Anemones and Corals,” which was 
completed in Jan., 1860. Ho has 
-written ” Evenings at the Micra- 
soope,” ” Letters from Alabama, on 
Natural History,” and The Boinanoo 
of Natural Histoiy” (Ist and 2nd 
series), “ A Tear at the Shore,” and 

Land and Sea.” In 1866 Mr. Gosse 
was elected a Follow of the Itoyal 
Society, to tho Philosophical TramoiC^ 
tions of which ho hod previously con- 
tributed two memoirs on tho ntitural 
history of the class llotifcra. 

GOUGH (Viscount), The Ittcirr 
HoN.nuGH,K.P.,G.€.B.,afiold-inar8hal 
in the army, the son of George Gough, 
Esq., of Woodstown, Limerick, was 
born Nov. 3, 1779, entered the army 
in 1794, sorved at the capture of the 
Capo of Good Hope and the Dutch fleet 
in Soldanha Bay, in 1795, and aiter- 
wards in the We^. Indte> iacludiog 
the attack on Porto . Bico; the brigtea ‘ 
war in Sk liucub aud the dapturis^cf ' ; 
Sarinam.. He prteeeded tp thq Ptea* 
Bulajn.l80d»aiid i^mmsiided 
at the battles of iWavera^ .Barassa:, - ^ 
2a-2-.. 
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yittoria» and Nivelle, for which en- 
gagements he received a cross, and at 
the sieges of Cadiz and Tariffs, where 
he was wounded in the he^. At 
Barossa, his regiment captured the 
eaglo of the 8th French regiment, 
and at Vittoria the bd.ton of Marshal 
Jourdon. At Nivollo he was again 
severely wounded. He commanded 
the land force at the attack on Canton, 
for which he was made a G.C.B. ; and 
during nearly the whole of the opera- 
tions in China in 1841-2, for which 
services he was made a baronet. With 
the right wing of the army of Gwalior, 
he defeated a Mahratta force at Ma- 
haiujpore, and captured fifty -six guns, 
Dec. 29, 1843. In 1845 and 1846, the 
army under his command, supported 
by Lord Hardiuge, then Governor- 
General, in person, defeated the Sikh 
army at Moodkoe, Forozeshah, and 
Sobraon; for which services he re- 
ceived the thanks of both Houses 
of Parliament, and was raised to the 
peerage. During the last desperate 
straggle with the Sikhs in 1848-9, 
Lord Gough displayed his usual valour 
and determination, and subdued the 
warlike enemy, though at a great 
expenditure of human life. For this, 
in 1850, he received from his sovereign 
additional rank in the peerage ; from 
the East-lndia Company an annual 
pension of £2,000; and a similar pen- 
sion from Parliament for himself and 
his next two snccesscrs in tho vis- 
conntcy. Lord Gough is Colonel of 
the Boyal. Horse Goanls, Colonel-in- 
chiof of the 60th Boyal Hifles, Colonel 
of the London Irish VoluMteor Bides ; 
a Knight of St. Patrick, of the Star of 
India, and of St. Charles of Sjiain, and 
a Privy Gounoillor. 

GOUGH, John B., temperance od- 
vocate,a native of Sondgute, Kent (his 
fethor was a common soldier, who 
fongfat in the Peninsula, and his 
moSxor was a village sohoolmistress), 
was born in 1817, and in 1829 was 
sent, with a femily who were leaving 
his native village, to the United States. 
After Bring two years in Oneida 
county, he; following the business of a 
bookbinder at New York, where, hav- 


ing eentraoted drunken habits, he, in 
Oct., 1842, was urged by a young 
friend to attend a temperance meet- 
ing. Here he took the pledge of ab- 
stinence, and from that time became 
a changed man. He not only prac- 
tised total abstinence, but began to 
advocate tho principle from the plat- 
form. His powers as a speaker were 
soon developed, and his reputation as 
an orator spread throngh tho United 
States and Canada, in which he tra- 
velled and lectured. In Blassachnsetts 
tho influence of his oratory was so 
powerful, that his presence and advo- 
cacy wore eagerly sought, and in tho 
two years succeediug his reformation 
ho travelled more than 12,000 miles, 
delivered 605 lectures, and obtained 
31,760* signatures to the pledge ! His 
fame reached England, and tho London 
Temperance League prevailed upon 
him to visit this country ; in the first 
instance, only for six weeks. He ar- 
rived in Liverpool, July 31, 1858, and 
was received by tho friends of tom- 
peranco at tlie house of Mr. George 
Cruikshaiik, tho artist, and the next 
day ho addressed a largo audience 
in Exeter Hall, producing much sen- 
sation by his powers of oratoiy. Ho 
visited his native place, and deli- 
vered one of his impassioned ad- 
dresses to an audience composed of 
tho principal inhabitants and sur- 
rounding gentry. Tho National and 
Scottish Temperance Leagues, eager 
to enlist his eloquence in their cause, 
persuaded him to prolong his stay; 
and the visit, which was originally 
intended to last only six weeks, was 
extended over two years, tfuring 
this time Mi'. Gongh delivered 440 
lectures, and travelled 17,500 miles. 
As l:.e passed llirough the coniitiy his 
fame as . an orator increased, and ' 
thousands of reclaimed drunkards and 
happy homes are said to give evidence 
of the practical valne of his labours. 
He returned to the United States 
with new laurels gained by his oratory 
in Europe, and addressed crowded 
audiences in many cities and towns, 
until in July, 1857, he once more 
risited this country, where ho laboured 
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with sncoess and with increasing po< 
pnlarity, and finally returned to the 
United States in Ang., 1860. He 
published an autobiography and some 
orations in 1845. . 

GOULBUBN (Bishop of), The 
Bight Bev. Mbsac Thomas, D.D., was 
oonsecratod bishop of this see in 18G3. 

GOULBUBN, The Very Bev. Ed- 
ward Meyrick, D.D., Doan of Nor- 
wich, son of Edward Goulbum, Esq., 
Bcrjcant-at-law, bom about 1818, was 
educated at Eton and Balliol College, 
Oxford, of which ho was elected a 
Scholar in 1835, and where ho gra- 
duated B.A. in 183S), taking first-class 
honours in the school of Litcrw Hu^ 
maniores, and was elected Fellow of 
Merton College in 1841. Having hold 
for soma years a college tutorship 
conjointly with the incumbency of 
Holywell, in Oxford, ho was elected in 
1850 sncccssor to Dr. Tait (bishop of 
Loudon) in tho Head-mastership of 
Bugby School, from which post ho 
retired in 1838. Ho preached the 
Bampton Lectures at Oxford in 1850| 
was appointed minister of Quebec 
Chapel and prebendary of St. PanVs 
in 1858, one of tho Queen’s clmplains 
in ordinary, and incumbent of ^t. 
John’s, Paddington, in 1859, and Dean 
of Norwich in 1866. 

GOULD, John, F.B.S., Ac., orni- 
thologist, bom at Lyme, in Dorset, 
Sep. 14, 1804, at a veiy early age 
evinced a strong desire for tho study 
of nature. He spent the interval be- 
tween his fourteenth and twentieth 
years under the care of the late Mr. 
J. T. Alton, at the Boyal Gardens, 
Windsor, where a taste for botany and 
floi icultnre was added to his previous 
bent for zoology. Shortly afterwards 
ho removed to Londoti, as a field likely 
to afford a wider scope for his studies. 
In 1830 a fine series of bifds from tho 
hill countries of India came into his 
possession. Tliis was tho first collec- 
tion of any extent which had reached 
England from the great Himalaya 
range, and Mr. Gould attempted a 
description of one hundred species, ! 
which was published in 1881 under 
tho title of A Century of Birds from j 


the Himalaya Mountains.” The great 
success of this work induced the author 
to commence another of a more ex- 
tensive cliaracter on tho birds of Eu- 
rope. This was followed a mono- 
graph of the ” Bamphastidtn,” and a 
monograph of the “ Trogonidm,” on 
the completion of which Mr. Gould 
loft England for Australia, in the 
spring of 1838, for the purpose of 
studying tho natural productions of 
that country. Tho result of this visit 
was ** The Birds of Australia,” a work 
in seven folio volumes, containing 
figures and descriptions of upwards of 
six hundred species. Ho has since 
published a work on tfie ” Mammals 
of Austiwlia,” a monograph of the 
“ OdontophorinoD, or Partridges of 
America,” a Monograph of tho 
Trochilidm, or Humming-Birds,” and 
a Hand-book to the Bi^ of Austra- 
lia,” comprising all the information 
known respecting the various species 
to tho close of 1865. Mr. Qonld, who 
has devoted much attention to the 
humming-birds, and formed an unri- 
valled collection, is engaged npon a 
still more extensive publication on the 
birds of Asia, and an entirely now 
work on ” The Birds of Great Bri- 
tain,” 

GOUNOD, Ciiarles-Fkan90is, 
composer, after Auber, is regarded 
as tho head of tho French lyric 
school, was bom at Paris, Juno 17, 
1818. After the usual course of train- 
ing in musical science, and the pro- 
bationary attempts in composition 
common to professional novitiates, 
M. Gounod became known as a lyrio 
oomiK>ser for the stago by his pastoral 
of “ Philemon and Baucis.” This was 
followed by " La Nonno SanglantO;” 

Sappho,” a cantata, and ”La Co- 
lombo.” Although these works con- 
tained unquestionable marks of genius, 
none achieved success. Indew^ 8*^ 
composers who have risen^ to emi- 
nence have had more failures at 
the outset of their career than the 
anthor of one of the most snccessfhl 
of modem operas, "Faust.” It is 
greatly to the cro^t of French ope- 
ratio managers that they should . 
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pgsHOBS the flkill to disoom latent 
faculties of a high order, and that 
they should determine to foster them 
by affording the possesBors every 
chance for developing their powers, 
despite a sacoessicm of fiailures at the 
batsct. In* this instance, at all events, 
K. Carvalho, of the The&tro Lyrique, 
one of M. Gounod’s principal sup- 
porters, has provedr triumphantly that 
hia prognostications of the ultimate 
triumph of his friend were well founded. 
** Faust,” although not actually the 
first successful work of Gounod, took 
all the lovers of operatic music by 
suiprisc. What rendered its success 
more remarkable was the fact that, 
though Goethe’s masterpiece had been 
previously set to music a hundred 
times, not one of these efforts was 
considered worthy of the theme. M. 
Gounod is the composer, amongst 
other works, of a comic opera founded 
on Moli^ro’s ‘*Mcdecin malgrd lui,” 
produced in London by tho English 
Opera Company, under the title of 
the ** Mock Doctor of ** La Eeine de 
Saba,” ‘‘Mirelle,” brought out in 
London in 1864, and “ Borneo smd 
Juliet,” produced at Paris and London 
in 1867. He was elected a member 
of tho Frenoh lustitute, section Music, 
in May, 1866. 

GBAFTON AND ABMIDALB 
(Bishop op). The Bev. Williah Col- 
LisoN Sawyeb, D.D., was consecrated 
first bishop of this see in Australia, 
Feb. 2, 1867. 

GBAHAM, Thomas, M.A., D.G.L., 
F.B.8., Mastoof the Mint, and one of 
the most eminent chemists of tbe 
day, was bom Deo. 21, 1805, at Glas- 
gow, where his father carried on 
business as a merchant and manufac- 
turer, After attending the Glasgow 
Schdpl, he entered the University of 
Glag^Wi took the degree of M.A. in 
18^, passed two years in Edinburgh, 
and retpriied to his native place, 
where hie estaBlished a laboratoiy for 
tile pri^cial study of chemistry, and 
30 leotorer to the Mechanics’ 
iBstSa^ Jlleeted Andersonian Fro- 
fesfuri at GJac^ow, he held that office 
tOf 1837, when he. was appointed to 


the Professorship of Chemistry in the 
London University, which post he re- 
tained till, on the retirement of Sir 
John Herschel, in 1855, he received 
the Mastership of the Mint. Mr. 
Graham’s scientific acquirements 
are attested by his discoveries and 
Ids works. Among tho most remark- 
able of tho former is tho law of 
the diffusion of gases, to which the 
Keith Prize of tho Boyal Society of 
Edinburgh was awarded in 1834; his. 
speculations on the constitution of 
phosphates and other salts, and his 
discovery of the diffusion of liquids, 
and of tho new method of separation 
known as dialysis, which wero re- 
warded by the Copley Medal of tho 
Boyal Society in 1862. Among his 
works may be mentioned Elements 
of Chemistry,” which has passed 
through two editions in England, 
and been extensively circulated in 
Germany. In 1836 Mr. Graham was 
elected a Fellow of tho Boyal Society; 
in 1848 a corresponding Member of 
tho A.cademy of Sciences of the Insti- 
tute of France ; and in 1855 was created 
an Honorary D.C.L. by tho University 
of Oxford. 

GBAHAM’S TOWN (Bishop of). 
The Bight Bev. Henry Cottekill, 
D.D., son of tho Bev. Josoph Cotterill, 
hoiioraiy canon of Norwich, bom in 
1812, was educated at St. John’s 
Collego, Cambridge, where he gradu- 
ul-od as Senior Wrangler and Senior 
Sriiith’s Prizeman, and ninth Classic 
in 1835. Having taken orders, he 
went to India as a chaplain in one of 
the presidencies. On returning to 
England, he became Vice-Principal 
and afterwards Principal of Brighton 
College. In 1859 ho was consecrated 
to tho newly-founded see of Graham’s 
Town, South Africa, in which he suc- 
ceeded Dr. Armstrong, Dr. Cotterill 
is the author of “ Tho Seven Ages of 
the Church,” and some smaller theo- 
logical works, t’ 

GBAMONT (Due de), Amtoine- 
Ag^nob-Aipbed, diplomatist, formerly 
Duo de Gniche, sinoe tho death of hia 
father (March 3, 1854), Prince de 
Bidache, bom at Paris, Aug. 14, 1S19, 
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entered the Folytochnio School in 
1837j bat two years afterwards de- 
clined to join the artilleiy, to which 
service he had been appointed. He 
made his dibut in public life Dec. 2, 
1862, and was ' sent as Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Gassel, to Stntt- 
gard in 1852; to Turin in April, 
1863 ; and as Ambassador to Borne in 
1857; which post he held till 1861. 
Whilst at Turin, ho used his influence 
induce the Sardinians to enter into 
the alliance of the Western powers 
against Bussia. Ho was made com- 
mander of the Legion of Honour, June 
3, 1857 ; Grand Gross of the Older of 
Frederick of Wtirtemberg, and of that 
of Saint Maurice and St. Lazarus of 
Sardinia. He married in 18i8 a 
daughter of Mr. Mackinnon, by whom 
he has four children. 

GUANIEB, Adolphe, better known 
as GuANiEii j)E Gassagnac, born at 
Gassagnac (Gers), in 1808, was edu- 
cated in the Lyceum of Toulouse, and 
went to Paris in 1832, where he wrote 
in the Journal des Defeats and the ll&vue 
de PariSf under the direction of M. 
Victor Hugo. From that time till 1850, 
when he joined the Conatitutionnelf to 
which he contributed for several years, 
he wrote’ in or edited various political 
jounuils, distinguishing himself by his 
ultra-imperialism and the violence of 
his attacks upon his opponents. So 
violent, indeed, did these become in 
the ministerial journal, TjUpoque, 
which he edited, that the editors of 
the newspapers assailed refused to 
i*eply, which reserve was called “ the 
eonspiiacy of sileucc.” IIo entered 
the Corps L^gislatif in 1852 as mem- 
ber for Gers, and was re-elected in 
1857. He has written, among other 
works, *‘Histoire des Glasses Ouv- 
ri^res et des Glasses Bourgeoises,” 
published in 1837, announced as the 
introduction of a “ Histoire Univer- 
sellc;” ** Histoire des Glasses Nobles 
et des Glasses Anoblios,” in 1840 ; 

Voyage aus Antilles Franvaises,” in 
1842fUi ; ** Histoire des Ganses de la 
B6volution Frangaise,” in 1860 ; a col- 
lection of “CEuvres litt^raires,” in 
1852; “Les Girondins et los Miassa- 


cres de Septembre,” in 1860 ; and nU- 
merons pamphlets. In 1840 he madW 
a voyage to the French West In^es, 
where ho married a lady of Oreole 
extraction. M. Granier de Gassagnac, 
who is an ardout iraqpporter, in the 
Parisian press, of the imperial r%une, 
was promoted Grand Ofiicer of the 
Legion of Honour, May 23, 1857. 

GBANT, Sib Alexander, Babt., 
eldest son of tho lato Sir Bobert Innes 
Grant, Bart., of Dalvey, North Bri- 
tain, bom in 1826, and edneated at 
Harrow and Balliol Gollege, Oxford, 
of which he was elected Scholar, and 
whence ho was elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Oriel Gollego in 1849. In 
1855 he was nominated one of tho 
Examiners for the Indian Givil Ser- 
vice appointments, succeeded his 
father as eighth baronet, Ang. 1, 1856, 
and having acted as one of tho Pnb- 
lio Examiners in Glassies at Oxford, 
was appointed in 1858 Inspector of 
Schools in tho Madras Presidency. In 
1860 he became Professor of History 
and Political Economy in Elphinstone 
Gollege, at Madras. Sir Alexander 
Grant edited “The Ethics of Aris- 
totle, with English Notes,” published 
in 1854. 

GRANT, Sir Francis, P.B.A., tho 
fourth son of the lato Francis Grant, 
Esq., of Kilgrafiton, Perthshire, and 
brother of Geu. Sir J. Hope Grant, 
G.G.B., born in 1803, first exhibited at 
the BoyaJ Academy in 1834; was elected 
an Associate in 18^, and B.A. in 1851. 
Of the many famous beauties whose 
charms have lent additional attraction 
to his canvas, are the Mardiioness of 
Waterford, the Ladies Howard, Lady 
Bodney, Mrs. Bcanolerk, &c., and 
amongst tho celebrated men whom ho 
has painted may be mentioned Lord 
Macaulay, Mr. Disraeli, Mr. Lockhart, 
Sir Edwin Landseer, Lords Hardinge, 
Gough, Campbell, Derby, Palmerston, 
Clyde, Bussell, Stanley, and his brother 
Sir J. H. Grant. Some of Mr. Grant’s 
earlier pictures belonged to a class 
which he has since ceased to onltivate; 
such as the <*Meet of His Mfuesty’s 
Stag-honnds,” painted in 1837 ibr the 
late earl of Chesterfield, containing 
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forty-six portraits of oolebratcd sports 
men. It attraoted mnoli attention, and 
was ongravod, and was followed by 
** Helton Hnnt/’ purchased by the duke 
of Wellington, and also engraved. Mr. 
Grant was appointed President of the 
Royal Academy, as successor to Sir 
Charles Eastlake, Mai'ch 6, 1866, and 
shortly afterwards receiv^ tho ho< 
nour of knighthood. 

GRANT, James, wos born at Edin- 
burgh, Aug. 1, 1822. When only 
ten years old, ho sailed with his 
father, who had the command of a 
detachment of soldiers for Newfound- 
land, and was several years with tho 
troops in America, his education be- 
ing principally received in barracks. 
To this military training maybe traced 
tho style and character of many of his 
works. Returning home in 1839, he 
was gazetted to an ensigney in the 
62nd foot, joined tho provisional bat- 
talion at Chatham, and in 18^ had 
charge of tho depdt. He left the army 
soon afterwards, and devoted himself 
to literature and the study of Scottish 
antiquities. His first work, *‘Tho 
Romance of War, or Highlanders in 
Spain,’* was published in 1846; an 
additional volume appearing in 1847, 
with the secondary title of “ High- 
landers in Belgium.” It was followed 
by ” Adventures of an ^de-de-Camp, 
or a Campaign in Calabria,” in 1848 ; 
•« Memoirs of Kircaldy of Grange,” in 
1849; “Walter Fenton, or tho Scot- 
tish Cavalier,” and “Memorials of 
Edinburgh Castle,” illustratc^d by 
drawings of his own, in 1850 ; “ Both- 
well, or the Days of Maiy% Queen 
of Scots,” and “ Memoirs of Sir 
John Hepbura, Marshal of France, 
and Colonel of the Scots Brigade,” in 
1851; “Jane Seton, or the King’s 
Advocate,” in 1863 ; “ Philip Rollo, or 
the Ecottisb Musketeers,” in 1654, 
pubUshed in Paris as “ Les Mousque- 
taires Roossais;” “Frank Hilton, or 
the Qm9|if-B Own,” and “ The Yellow 
Frig4|l^*m 1855 ; “ The Phantom 
B^menV^ and “ Harry Ogilvte, or 
Ae Black Ihragoon,” in 1856 ; “Laura 
Everingham,” in 1857 ; “ Memoirs of 
the MaiquiB of Mbntiose” (illustrated 


with designs by himself) ; “ Arthur 
Blane, or the Hundred CuirasBierB,”and 
“ Tho Cavaliers of Fortune,” in 1858^ 
“ Lucy Arden, a Tale of 1715,” and 
“ Legends of the Black Watch,” in 
1859; “Mary of Lorraine,” in 1860; 
“Oliver Ellis, or tho Fusiliers,” in 
1861 ; “ Dick Rodney, or tho Adven- 
tures of an Eton Boy,” and “Cap- 
tain of the Guard,” in 1862 ; “ Adven- 
tures of Eob Roy,” in 1863 ; “ Second 
to None,” in 1864; “King’s 
Boivlerers,” in 1865 ; and “ Constable 
of France,” in 1866. Most of these 
works have been printed in tho United 
States ; all lijive been translated into 
German, and several into French. 
Mr. Grant has been a constant con- 
tributor of memoirs to the DiihUn 
University Magazme, thb United 8er^ 
vice Magazinef Ac. In 1852 he pre- 
pared the “Memorial” which was 
presented to the House of Lords by 
tho duke of Richmond, in tho name- 
of 200 Peninsular lieutenants, eraving 
tho rank of captains without increase 
of pay. It was not acted upon, owing 
to tho opposition of tho late duke of 
Wellington. 

GRANT, James, born at Elgin, Mo- 
rayshire, about 1805 ; before he was 
nineteen become a contributor to the 
Statesman, a London evening paper, 
and wrote, in the Imperial Magazine,. 
a series of forty essays, under the 
title of “ Solita^ Hours.” - In 1827 
ho started tho Elyin Courier, which 
achieved a reputation hardly second 
to that of any other provincial journal 
north of tho Tweed. 'Whilst thus en- 
gaged, ho found time to produce tho 
Elgin Annual and the Elgin lAt&ranj- 
Magassine, and his contributions to 
these were highly commended ly Sir 
Walter Scott. In 1834 he removed to 
London, and after a short connection 
with the Clmnicle, tiien under Mr. 
Black, attached himself to the Mbrmn^ 
Advertiser, of which he became editor 
in 1850, a position which bo still (1867)^ 
holds. Mr. Grant is known as the 
author of several successful works in 
general literature; among which may 
be mentioned “ Random Recollections 
of the House of Lords,” Random Re- 
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collections of the Honse'of CdnmionB/' 
“ The Great Metropolis,” “ The Bench 
and the Bar,” and “ Sketches in Lon- 
don.” He has been a frequent oontri- 
bntor to the Metrqpolitom Magaaine^ of 
which he was for a long time both 
editor and proprietor, and has writ- 
ten extensively on theological snb- 
jeets. Tlio series of works of a purely 
religious character, consisting of 14 
volumes, includes, ” God is Love,” 
‘tOur Heavenly lEome,” and ” The 
Biid of all Things/* in which the au- 
thor attempts to prove that the mil- 
lennial theory of the personal reign of 
Christ on the earth for a thousand 
years has no foundation in Scripture, 
and that Christ will not come again 
to our world till he comes to judgo all 
mankind, which will cunstituto ” the 
End of all Things.** Many of these 
publications have gone thi'ough sove- 
rnl editions, and are entirely free from 
sectarianism. 

GllAl^T, James Augustus, Major in 
the Bengal arm}', son of tho late Bov. 
James Grant, minister of Nairn, N.B., 
born at Nairn in 1827, was educated 
at tho grammar-school, and at tho 
Marischal College, Aberdeen. He was 
appointed in 18-15 to the Indian army, 
served undor Gen. Whish at both sieges 
of Mooltan, was present at the battle 
of Goojerat under Lord Gough, for 
whicli he received tho medal and two 
clasps ; was Adjutant of 8th N.I. for 
five years; and as baggage-master to 
Sir James •Outram’s force in Aug., 
1857, did duty with tho 78th High- 
landers, undor Gen. Havelock, at the 
relief of Lucknow', where lie was 
wonndod. • In 186:> ho explored the 
sources of the Nile in company 
with tho lamented Capt. Speke, who 
published an account of their joint 
travels and discoveries in Africa in 
1864 ; and ho was made a G.B. in Sop., 
1866. 

GBANT, General Sir James Hope, 
G.O.B., fifth son of the late Francis 
Grant, Esq., of Kilgraston, N.B., and 
brother of Sir Francis Grant, P.B.A., 
bom in 1808, entered the army in 1826, 
and served with distinction under the 
late Lord Saltonn in China, and after- 


wards in India. He took part in the 
battle of Sobraon, commanded the 
9th Lancers daring the whole of 
the Faujaub campaign of 1848-9, 
and was present in ^1 the engage- 
ments. He became brevet-colonel in 
1854, and served most efficiently in 
India through the mutiny of 1857-8, 
at the close of which ho was made a 
K.C.B. He was further rewarded with 
tho Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Bath in 1860, for his services in com- 
mand of the militaiy foi'ces during the 
war with China in that year. 

GBANT, Sir John Peter, H.C.B., 
son of tho late Sir John Peter Grant, 
of Bothiemurchus, Inverness-shire, 
bom about 1808, entered tho East- 
India service in 1826, and having 
passed with credit through various 
subordinate posts in the Financial de- 
partment, became successively De- 
puty-Secretary to the Government of 
India in the Bevenne and Judicial 
department. Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, and for some years a 
member of the Supreme Connoil, and 
Lieutenant-Govemor of Bengal. The. 
latter post he held during the txying 
period of the Indian mutiny in 1857-9, 
and was made a K.C.B., Civil divi- 
sion, in 1862. In 1866 he was ap- 
pointed Governor of Jamaica in place 
of Mr. Eyre. ^ 

GBANT, Sir Patrick, E.C.B., son 
of the late Major John Grant, of 
Auchterblair, oo. Elgin, bom in 1804, 
entered thp military service of tho 
East-India Company in 1819. Having 
served for many years with distinc- 
iion on the staff in India, he took part 
n the battles of Mahor^pore and 
Moodkee, and was made a C.B. for hia 
services at Sobraon. Ho held some- 
important civil posts, in 1866 waa 
appointed Commander-in-Ghief of the 
Madras army, sneoeeded Gen. Anson, 
in June, 1857, as Gommander-m-Chief 
of the army in India, at the period of 
the mutiny, and was* made a K.C.B. 
and an A.D.G. to the Queen for hia 
servioGs in that capacity. Sir Patrick. 

~ rant, who is married to a daughter 
of Viscount Gongh, was made Gover- 
nor of Malta in March, 1867. 
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GRANT, Libut.-Gkn. Ulysses S., 
bom at Honnt Pleasant, Ohio, April 
27, 1822, entered West Point in 1839, 
gi^nated in 1843, received his com- 
mission in 1845, and served in the 
Mexican campaign under Generals 
Taylor and Soott. In 1852 he was 
ordered to Oregon, and in Aug., 1863, 
become ftiU captain. He resigned his 
commission in July, 1854, and soon 
after settled in Galena/ Illinois. From 
this privacy he was drawn out by the 
civil war, and hWing acted first as 
aide-de-camp to the Governor of Illi- 
nois in 1861, and aftorwainls iis Colonel 
of tho 2l8t Illinois Volunteers, was 
appointed a Brigadier-Geneml in July, 

1861. While in command in Cairo, ho 
scoured Paducah, and with it Ken- 
tucky. In Nov., 1861, he fought the 
battle of Belmont, and in Jan., 

1862, conducted a reconnoissanco to 
tho rear of Columbus. Fort Heniy 
fell Feb. 6, and ten days after Fort 
Donclson surrendered to him uncon- 
ditionally, and this was followed by 
the evacuation of Columbus and Bowl- 
ing Green. He was mode Commander 
of tho district of West Tennessee, and 
his forces advanced up that river to 
Pittsburg Landing, and fought, April 
6 and 7, tho battle of Shiloh, at which 
the Confederate general A. S. John- 
ston lost his life. Ho was second ifi 
command to Gen. HalKck dm'ing the 
siege of Corinth, and when tho latter 
was ordered to WaBhingt;on, Grant 
was appointed to take command of the 
department of Tennessee. Tie cap- 
tured Vicksburg and Port Hudson. 
Upon tho defeat of Gen. Rosecranss at 
Chickomauga, Grant was sent to 
repair tho disaster, and he defeated 
Gen. Bragg. A few months after- 
wards President Lincoln appointed 
him Licat.-Gen., a rank equivalent in 
the United States to that of com- 
mahder-in-ohief. Invested with this 
authority, and having organized a 
large army, he determined to try, after 
the j^ure of so many other Federal 
gen^sinds, to capture the Confederate 
capital, Ridimond. Bat ho .met his 
match in Gen. Robert Leo, who not 
only Tepnlsed Jiim in three desperate 


battles, but baffled all his strategic 
movements with the loss altogether, 
it has been computed, of 100,000 men. 
Finding his original plan of campaign 
rendered abortive, Gen. Grant adopted 
that of his predecessor, McClellan, by 
crossing the James River, and invest- 
ing Fetorsbutg, a town some twenty 
miles to the south of Richmond; but 
here again Lee had anticipated him. 
Severad desperate engagements re- 
sulted from this altcrabion of strategy. 
In tho course of these operations Gen. 
Grant mined and blow up a fort be- 
fore the town, with the view of taking 
tho latter by assault. The attempt 
signally failed, tho Federal army being 
driven back with tho loss of 6,000. Gcu. 
Loo determined to assume tho offen- 
sive, and on the night of March 27, 
1865, he massed three divisions of his 
ti‘Oops in front of Fort Steadman, and 
on Grant’s right, and by a sudden 
rush at daybreak ou the following 
morning, succeeded in surprising and 
capturing the strong position. Before 
noon of the same day it was vo-taken, 
with all its guns and 1,800 Cunfederato 
troops. At this time a battle, which 
continued until cvoidng, was raging 
at Hatcher’s Run, Throe corps 
were massed under Sheridan below 
Petersburg, and Sunday morning, 
April 2, flanked tho Confederates 
at Big Five Forks, capturing their 
intrencliments with 6,000 men. Tlie 
attack then commenced along tho 
whole line under Graiit’a direction, 
and the assault was so successful that 
the same night his forces held the 
Confederate intrenohiiients, from the 
Appomatto.Y above Petersburg, to the 
liver below. At throe o’clock that 
afternoon Gen. Leo telegraphed to 
President Davis that he h^ been 
driven from his intrenchments, and 
that Petersburg ami Richmond must 
be abandoned, whicht operation was 
performed that night, and Monday, 
April 3,1865, the army entered Peters- 
burg and Weitzel occupied Richmond. 
By rapid moveiQents, Gen. Grant, cut- 
ting off Gen. Leo’s retreat to Lynch- 
burg and Danvillo, came up with him 
at Appomattox Court Hoiiso, and do-

manded hisinunediatesiurender. The 
two chiefs met, imd arranged the de- 
tails, and Sunday, April 9, the army 
of Northern Virginia capitulated. The 
whole of Gen. Lee*s army, oflScers and 
men, were paroled, with permission 
at once to retam to their homes. The 
former were granted the privilege of 
retaining their side-arms, and each of 
the field officers one horse. All other 
property belonging to the Confederate 
Government within the department 
was surrendered to the United States. 
Gon. Johnston’s snirender to Gen. 
Sherman, on the same terms ns those 
accorded to Gen. Lee, speedily followed. 
In 1866 Gon. Grant was promoted to 
the rank of general, that 'honour being 
created specially for him. 

GRANVILLE (Earl), Ttik Riuut 
HoMonitAnLE Granville Geo roe 
Leyeson-Gower, K.G., eldest sou of 
tho first earl, born May 11, 1815, was 
educated at Eton and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took his degree in 
1834, became attache to tho embassy 
at Paris in 1835, and was elected to 
the House of Commons for the l)orough 
of Morpeth in 1836, being re-elected 
in 1837. Early in 1840 he accepted 
the appointment of Under-Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, which he 
held for some months, and shortly 
after took his seat as member for 
Lichfield. Wliile in tho Uonso of 
Commons he supported tho Libe- 
ral party, and was an able and con- 
fiistont advocate of free trade. In 
1846 he succeeded to the peerage, in 
1848 was appointed Vice-President of 
the Board of Trade, in 1851 obtained 
a seat in the cabin jt, and in Doc. of 
that year succeeded Lord Palmerston 
in the Foreign Office, retiring with 
the Russell ministry early in 1852. 
Lord Granvillo, who has held tho 
offices of Master of tho Buckhounds, 
Paymaster - gone^l of tho Forces, 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
and Treasurer of the Navy, was ap- 
pointed President of the Council in 
1853, and in 1855 undertook the mi- 
nisterial leadership in the House of ; 
Lords. In 1850 Lord Granvillo acted ' 
as Vice-Prosi^ut of the Royal Com- 1 


mission for the Great Exhibition, of 
whioh ho was one of the most diligent 
working members, and accepted, in 
the autumn of 1860, the Ohainnani^ip 
of tho Commission for the Great Exhi- 
bition of 1862. In 1856 Lord Granvillo 
was sent upon an es^traordinary mis- 
sion to the court of St. Petersburg, as 
representative of the English nation, 
at the coronation of Alexander II. 
Lord Granvillo, who retired with Lord 
Palmerston’s first ministry in 1858, 
was re-appointed Piftsideut of the 
Council (having failed in an attempt 
to form a ministry himself) in Lord 
Palmerston’s second administration in 
1859, and retired on the fall of Lord 
Russell’s second administration in 
1866. Tjonl Granvillo was modo Lord 
Warden of tho Cinque Ports in Doo., 
1865. 

GRATRY, Abbe Auguste-Joseph- 
Alphonse, theologian, bom at Lille, 
March 30, 1805, studied ninthomatics, 
was admitted to the Ecolo Polytcch- 
nique in 1825, entered tho ecclosias- 
iical profession, was appointed director 
of the College of Stanislas in 1841, 
and Almoner to the £cole Normale 
Sup6rienro in 1846. The publication 
of the third volnmo of the ** Histoiro 
do I’Ecolo d’ Alexandre” by M. Vacho- 
rot, then director of studios at the 
school, led to a discussion between 
them, which torffiinated in the resigna- 
tion of M. Vacherot in 1851. Tho 
Abbe Gratry quitted tho Normal 
School in 1852 in order to devote him- 
self, with the Abbe Petetot, to tho 
reconstruction of the Oratorians of tho 
Immaculate Conception, and was ap- 
pointed professor of evangelical mo- 
rality at tho Sorbonne, Oct. 28, 1863. 
In addition to his “Lottres et Re- 
pliquoB d. M. Vacherot,” M. Gratry 
published, in 1855-7, a coarse of phi- 
losophy in three parts, under the fol- 
lowing titles : — ** De la Gonnaissance 
do Diou,” “ Logiquo,” and ” De la 
Connaisiance do I’Ame;” “LaPhilo- 
sophie du Credo,” in 1861 1 “Les 
Soarcee,” in 1861-2; “ Commentaim 
BUT I’Ev^gile de Saint Matthieu,” in 
1863 ; jSsus-Christ, Reponse ^ M. 
Renan,” and “Les Bophistes et la. 
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Critique/’ in 1864. He was elected 
a member of the French Academy in 
' May, 1867. 

GRAY, Asa, M.D., Fisher Professor 
of Natural History at the University 
of Cambridge, Massaohnsetts, born 
at Paris, Oneida county, Now York, 
in Nov., 1810, and graduated at Fair- 
field College in 1831. Afbor a short 
time spent in the practice of medi- 
cine, he devoted himself, under Pro- 
fessor Torrey, of New York, to the 
study of botanf . In 1834 he received 
the appointment of Botanist of the 
United States Exploring Expedition ; 
but the delay of that enterprise led 
him, in 1837, to resign his post. In 
1848 he became Professor of Natural 
History at Cambridge, Mass. In 
addition to his lectures at New 
York, Professor Gray published in 
1836 his ** Elements of Botany,” en- 
larged into the ” Botanical Text- 
Book s ” and in 1838 commenced, 
with Dr. Torrey, ** The Flora of 
North America.” He published in 
18il8 the ** Manual of Botany for the 
Northern United States,” and the 
first volume of tho ” Genera Boreall- 
Amerioann lUustrata,” a work still in 
progress, in which one species of each 
genus, within the bounds of the then 
organized states of the Union, is to bo 
described, and the first volume of his 
Botany of the United States Paoifio 
E3q[>loring Expedition, under Captain 
wakes,” in 1854. Professor Gray, 
who visited Europe in 1838-9, and 
again in 1850-1, has contributed to 
the “Annals of the Lyceum of Natural 
History of New York,” “ The Trans- 
actions of the American Philosophical 
Society,”. “The Smithsonian Contri- 
butions to Knowledge,” Ac. He is a 
strong advocate of the Darwinian 
theory. 

GRAY, George Robert, F.R.S., 
F.L.S., dw., son of the late Sir S. F. 
Gray, and brother of Dr. John Edward 
Gray, was bom July 8, 1808, at Little 
dmlsosi. On leaving a public school, 
'he commenced- the study of zoology 
at the British Museum several years 
prior to his appointment in theZoolo- 
^ygiiasl deps4:tmept, which he entered 


in 1831. He is the author of many 
papers on Entomology and Ornitho- 
logy in the various scientific journals 
and in the Proceedings of the Zoological 
Society, and was a contributor to tho 
Entomological portion of the English 
edition of Cuvier’s “Animal Kingdom.” 
He published in 1840 a list of tho 
Genera of Birds, and in 1844 com- 
menced the publication of his large 
work, under tho title of the “ Genera 
of Birds,” comprising their generic 
characters with an extensive list of 
species. This work, illustrated with 
upwards of three hundred and fifty 
plates by tho late David V\rilliam 
Mitchell, and completed in 1849, is 
styled by Sir William Jardine “a 
ready index to the whole subject of 
ornithology.” 

GRAY, Mbs. Hamilton, the eldest 
daughter of J. R. Johnstone, Esq., of 
Alva, was married in 1829 to the Rev. 
John Hamilton Gray, D.L., of Com- 
tyne, co. Lanark, vicar of Bolsover 
and rural dean. This lady has 
written “Tour to tho Sepulchres of 
Etruria,” published in 1841, and 
noticed in tho Quarterly Jlevieiv as 
presenting “ a union of genuine learn- 
ing with genuine refinement ;” “ The 
History of Etruria,” in 1844; “A His- 
tory of Rome for Young Persons,” in 
1847; as a sequel to it, “A History 
of the Emperors of Romo from Augus- 
tus to Constantine,” in 1850; and 
“ The Empire and the Church from 
Constantino to Charlemagne,” in 1867. 

GRAY, Silt John, M.P., third son 
of the late John Gray, Esq., of Clore- 
morris, co. Mayo, bora in 1815, and 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
is a Magistrate for the city of Dublin. 
Ho has been for many years a mem- 
ber of the Municipal Council of Dub- 
lin, has taken an active part in fhvour 
of every liberal measure, and is pro- 
prietor and chief editf^ of the FreemarCa 
Journal, In reward of his public 
services, more especially in arranging 
for the supply of Dublin with watikr, ‘ 
the honour of knighthood was con- 
ferred upon him in 1863 by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, the earl of 
Carlisle. Sir John Gray was returned 
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to the House of Commons for Kil- 
kenny at the general election in July, 
1866. 

GRAY, John Edward, F.R.S., Ac., 
naturalist, son of the late Mr. S. F. 
Gray (author of the *' Supplement to 
the Pharmacopoeia,*’ and of other 
works), born at Walsall in 1800, was 
educated for the medical profession. 
In 1821 he published, in his father’s 
name, the ** Natural Arrangement of 
British Plants,” the first work in the 
English language on the Natural 
method, now almost universally 
adopted. In 1824 ho was appointed 
an assistant in the 'Natural History 
department of the British Museum, 
and, rising by gradual promotion, 
succeeded, in 1^0, to the post of 
Keeper of the Zoological Collection. 
He assisted in the formation of the 
Zoological! Entomological, Geogra- 
phical, Microscopical, and Paleonto- 
logical Societies ; has taken on active 
part in the management of the Zoo- 
logical Society (of which he is a vice- 
president), and has been president of 
the Entomological and Botanical So- 
cieties. He is a Fellow of the Royal, 
the LinnsBan, the Geographical, and 
the Geological Societies, an honorary 
Phil. Dr. of the University of Munich, 
for having formed ”tho largest zoolo- 
gical collection in Europe;” and in 
1861 was appointed acting chairman 
of one of the juries of tho Great Ex- 
hibition. He was offered an order by 
the king of Wurtemberg, who, on 
being informed that English scientific 
men were not allowed to wear them, 
sent him a large gold medal, inscribed 
for ** the worthy.” Dr. Gray, in ad- 
dition to his labours as a naturalist, 
has taken an active part, both by 
writing and in evidence before the 
Parliamentary committees and com- 
missions, in questions relating to 
sanitary and metro^liton improve- 
ments, public education, prison disci- 
jfiine, and especially to the opening 
W museums, picture galleries, and gar- 
dens to the public. He was a Juror of 
the Educational section in the Exhibi- 
tion of 1862 ; claims to have been the 
originalBug^Bterof a uniform lowrote 


of postage, to be prepaid by stamps, 
which was afterwards brought into 
use by Sir Rowland Hill, and has 
taken great interest in opposing the 
changes to the pound and mill-deotmal 
system of money, weights, and mea- 
sures. He is the author of ” Hlustra- 
tions of Indian Zoology,” ”The 
Knowsl^ Menagerie,” *'A Manual 
of British Land and Freshwater 
Shells,” and has . contributed to the 
Transactions of several of the learned 
societies with which he is coimeoted. 
The public are indebted to Dr. Gray 
for the commencement of a series of 
catalogues of the different sections of 
the zoological collections in the 
British Museum. Dr. Gray married, 
in 1826, tho widow of his cousin, a 
lady who has assisted him in all his 
studies, and who is the author of 
** Figures of Molluscan Animals for 
the use of Students.” He is the 
founder of the Greenwich Society of 
Usofhl Knowledge, one of the few 
Mechanics* Institutes that has lasted 
to tho present time. 

GRAY, Wilson, brother of Sir John 
Gray, bom about 1816, was educated 
at a private school at Hazlewood, 
near Birmingham, condilbted by the 
father of Sir Rowland Hill, aud went 
to University College, Dublin, where 
he became scholar and graduated in 
honours. In 1836 he was appointed 
one of the Assistant Commissioners 
of the Irish Poor Laws, and having 
kept terms both in Ireland and in 
England, was called* to the Bar in the 
United States, returned in 1844 to 
Dublin, became joint editor and pro- 
prietor, in association with his brother, 
of the FfeemanCs Jowmal, and was 
admitted to the Irish Bar. Not long 
afterwards he emigrated to Sydney, 
and became a member of the Colonial 
Legislature, in which he has been a 
leading advocate of liberal measures. 
He hu constantly refused office and 
testimonials which the public ^ve 
expressed their wish to vote to hint.

It was 
offered to Dnkb Ernest of Soxe- 
Cbbprg Gotha, who declined it ; and 
eventually to Prince Christian, who, 
with the concurrence of his Own 
ihniily and with the consent of the 
Great Poweie, accepted it, and began 
to reign as King George I. Ho was 
forhndly betrothed at St. Petersburg 
to the Princess Olga, daughter of the 
'Grand Duke Constantine, May 17, 
1^7. The Princess Olga was born 
‘ S^. 3, 1861. 

‘GREELEY, Hon acr, journal Lst, was 
bom at Amherst, New ITami)s}iit‘e, in 
the United States, Fob. 3, 1811. 
About 1826, his parents having re- 
moved to Vennont, Horace, who had 
always been a lover of books, obtained 
employment as an apprentice in a 
printiiig-offide, and in Aug., 1831, ar- 
rived at New York, where he secured 
nocasiohal work as .a journeyman 
printer, ixt .voidous offices. In 1834>, 
in pmihGrship with Messrs. Winchest(>r 
and Gibbett, he started The Ncvj 
a weekly litorniy journal, 
which after several years* trial proving 
imptdfitable^ was abandoned, and in 
ho eommeACod the publication of 
tboNcie Yor/f which has been 

veiy i^ucoessfhl. .1 n 1848 Mr. Greeley 
Was chosen to fill a vacancy in the

He 
advocated the canso of the Union 
faring the civil war, and wrote “ The 
Amorican Conflict,” pnblished in 1864 
and 1867. 

GREEN, Mbs. Mauy Anne Everett, 
daughter of the late Rev. Robert Wood, 
Wesleyan minister, born at Shef- 
field in 1818, in early life resided 
in several parts of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, and received an excellent 
education. Horintclleotual tastes were 
fostered by the l.ate James Montgo- 
mery, the “ bard of Sheffield,” an in- 
timate friend of her father, and sho 
dovoted much of her time to poetical 
composition. In 1841 her parents re- 
moverl to London, and having freor 
access to libraries and MS. collections, 
sho conceived the idea of compiling 
the “ Livos of Princesses of England,” 
the first volume of which appeared in 
1814), and tlio fifth and last in 1865. 
Mrs. Green edited ” Letters of Royal 
and Illustrious Ladles,” published in 
1846; **Tho Diary of .Tolm Rous,*^ 
printed for the Camden Society in 
185G ; the Letters of Queen Henrietta 
Maria,” in 1857 ; and Las contributed 
occasionally to periodical literature, 
mostly bn antiquarian subje^ots. She 
has been intrusted by the Master of 
the Rolls with tho duty of calendaring 
the State Papers in the Record Office. 
The papers of the reign of Joznos I. 
were published in 1857-9, and of those 
of Charles II. seven volumes have 
appeared, and tho cidendar of the 
State Papers of Queen Elizabeth 
left imprinted by Mi*. Lemon on his 
rotiromont from public life,’ has been 
intrusted to Mrs. Green. In 1845 
sIio married Mr. G. . P. Green, artist, 
descended from a Nonconformist 
family long connected with Yorkshire. 

GREENE, Georoe Washington; 
grandson of Gen. Nathaniel Greenlf 
bom in Rhode Island, April 8, 1811, 
was educated at Brown' University, 
lived in Europe on acoonnt of ill- 
health fbn nearly twentf years, and 
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from 1637 to 1845 was United States 
CoBsnl at Borne. Whilo in Itidy he 
contributed to the United 'States pe< 
riodioals, and collected materialB for 
a histoiy of that country, which, how- 
ever, has never appeared. On return- 
ing to the United States in 1847, he 
became Professor of Modem Lan- 
guages in Brown University, and has 
edited “History and Geography of 
the Middle Ages,” Addison’s Works, 
and the “ Life of General Nathaniel 
Greene,” contnbuted to Spark’s 
“ American Biography.” 

GBEEN WELL, Dora, bora in 1821, 
at Grcenwell Ford, in the county of 
Durham, wrote a volnnie of poems, 
which appeared in 1848; a second 
volume of poems, entitled “Stories 
that migltt be true,” in 1851; and 
“Christina,” in 1860. Her proso 
works are “ The Patience of Hope,” 
“Two Friends,” and a volume of 
essays on religions and social subjects. 

GBEGG,Du. (See ‘Couii, Bishop or.) 

GREGORY, Charlrs HrrroN, son 
of the late Dr. Olinthua Gregory, the 
eminent mathematician, born in 1817, 
was cducatod privately, and aoiwed 
i^his apprenticeship as a millwright 
and engineer, under the late Mr. 
Tinmthy Bramah. Ho was engaged 
as & assistant engineer, under Robert 
Stephenson, on tho Manchostor and 
Birmingham Railway, under Mr. 
James Walker in a graving dock in 
Woolwich Dockyard, in 1840 became 
Resident Engiiieor of the London and 
Croydon Railway, and carried out 
some important works in the widen- 
ing of that line, and the necessary 
alterations of bridges, ' Ac., without 
impeding tho heavy traffic of the 
luilway. Tho Croydon and Epsom 
.Railway was constructed under his 
direction, and in 1840 lie sucooedod 
the late Mr. Brunei as Cliiof Engineer 
of the Bristol and Exeter Railway, in 
which capacity he constructed and 
laid out several railways in the West 
Hf England.

Having 
beep ordhined upon his college title 
as a Student of Christ Church, hawas 
appointed, in 1840, to a prebendal 
stall in Lichfield Cathedral, and in 
1857 was instituted to the incumbency 
of a district church at Boyne Hill, 
noar Maidenhead. He is the. author

GRESWELL, Tun Rev. Ejdwabd, 
D.D., third son of tfie late Rev* Win. 
Farr Greswell, born in MonchestbEin 
1707; having been educated chiefiy 
under his father’s care, in 1816 en* 
tered at Brasenose College, Oxford, 
was soon afterwards elated iSoholar 
of Coiipns College, whore ho graduated 
B.A. inl819, taking first-iclsss hpudnra, 
and became fellow of his collpg^. Ho 
is the author of “ Ha^pnia Eyan-. 
^Voa,** “ P^legomw” to theisame^i ; 
and “ D&serta^Gom on the 'gospels 
has published a., iabprmus 
oh mored chranolpgy, entitled 
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Temporis Catholici;’* *‘Origiiies Ea« 
lendaruB/’ or4he history of the Primi- 
tive Calendar among the Greeks 
before and after tbto t&ie of Solon;

OBEY, The Bt. Hon. Sra George, 
G.C.B., P.P.» son of the late Sir George 
Grey, Bart., resident commissionor 
of Portsmouth dockyard, and nephew 
of the late Earl Grey, was born at 
Gibraltar, May 11, 1799. Having 
been educated at Oriel College, Ox- 
ford, where ho gained a first-class in 
classics, and graduated M.A., he was 
o^led to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
1826, and returned in 1832 to the 
House of Commons as member for 
Devonport, which he continued to 
represent till 1847. Por a few months 
in 1834 he held the ofiioo of Under- 
secretary for the Colonies, and occu- 
' pied the same post, under Lord Mel- 
bourne, from April 1835 till 1839, 
when he became Judge-Advocate, an 
ofBoe which he exchanged in 1841 for 
that of Chancellor of the Duchy of 
LanoMter, retiring with his colleagues 
in that year. On the formation of 
Lord Bussell’s first administration Jn 
1846, he was appointed Sccratary of 
State for the Homo Department. In 
the capacity of Home Secretary dur- 
ing the commotions of 1848, Sir 
George won golden opinions from all 
parties, and his prudence and vigour 
did much to preserve peace and order 
in that troublous period. At the 
general election in Aug., 1847, he was 
returned for North Northumberland, 
was defeated at the general election 
in July, 1852, was elected for Morpeth 
in Jan., 1853, and after holding iXoof 
firom the Coalition ministiy for a time, 
he, in June, 1854, aoc^ted the seals 
of the Colonial Office. On the forma- 
tion of Lord Palmerston’s first adrai- 
• histrotioiL in 1856, he returned to the | 
Home Office, was appointed Chancel - 1 


lor of the Duchy of Lancaster on Lord 
Palmeiraton’s return to power in June, 
1859, took the Home Office in 1861, 
and retired with the Bussell adniinis- 
tration in June, 1866. Sir G. Grey 
was created a G.C.B. (civil) in 18id. 

GBEY, Sir George, E.G.B., post- 
humous son of Lieut.-Col. Grey, of the 
30th foot, who fell at Badajos in 1812, 
was educated at Sandhurst College, 
and entered the army about 1829, but 
soon after retired with the rank of 
captain. In 1839 ho took a leading 
part in exploring the interior of what 
is now denominated Western Aus- 
tralia, in 1841 was appointed Go- 
vernor of South Australia, and held 
that post till 1846, when ho was 
nominated governor of New Zealand. 
There he displayed such administra- 
tive talents that he was created in 
1848 a K.C.B. (Civil division), and in 
1854 was advanced to the governor- 
ship of the Cape of Good Hope, which 
he held until 1861, when he was re- 
quested by the Colonial Ofilce to re- 
sumo tho governorship of New Zea- 
land, in the hope that his tact and 
firmness would bring the war raging 
there to a satis&ctory conclusion.:? 
In this he succeeded, and the insur- 
rection of the Maories in 1863-4, was 
under his auspices, by tho energy 
and skill of Gener^ Cameron, sup- 
pressed. Sir G. Grey is the author o^ 
Journals of Discovozy in Australia,” 
published in 1841 ; “ Polynesian My- 
thology and Traditions of Now Zea- 
land,” in 1855; and “Proverbial 
Sayings of the Ancestors of the New 
Zealand Baoe,” in 1858. 

GBEY (Earl), The Bioht Hon. 
Henry Grey, K.G., bom Dec. 28, 
1802, the eldest son of the late earl, 
who was Premier in 1830-4, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and as Lord Howick, was re- 
turned to the House of Commons in 
1826 as member for Winchilsea, in 
1830 for Higham Ferrara, at the 
general election of 1831 for Northum- 
berland, and after the passing of the 
Beform Bill for the noi^em division 
of that county. On the formation of 
his father's ministry, he was appointed 
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Under-Secretary for the ColcmieB, but 
in 1833 resigned^ in oonseqiience of 
the determination of the cabinet not 
to attempt the immediate eman- 
cipation of the Blaves. He afterwards 
held for a short period the post of 
Under-Secretaiy for Home AJOTaira, 
and on tho formation of the Mel- 
bonme administration in 1835 became 
Secrotaiy at War. Having, at tho 
general election of 1811, lost his scat 
for Northumberland, which he had 
represented for ten years, ho was re- 
turned in September of that year for 
Sunderland, and exercised his powers 
as a debater in opposition to the I’eel 
government. Lord Uowick succeeded 
his father as third Earl Grey, July 
17, 1815, and on tho construction of 
a Whig cabinet by Loitl J. Itnssell in 
1816, accepted tho position of Secre- 
tary of State for tho Colonies, re- 
signing with his colleagues in 1832. 
Lord Grey, who figured prominently 
in the opposition to Lord Derby, was | 
not included in tho Coalition cabinet, | 
did not approve of the policy of Ijord 
Aberdeen’s cabinet in declaring wai* 
'gainst HusBia,aii(l explained his pecu- 
liar vi^ws on this question in a long 
speech, May 25, 1835. His lordship 
is tho author of ** Colonial Policy of 
Loi^ Russell’s Administration,” pub- 
lished in 1853, and of ” Essay on Par- 
liamentary Governmentas to Reform,” 
in 1858, of which a now edition ap- 
peared in 1861. 

GRIER, RoiiERT CooPEB, was bom 
in Cumberland co., Pennsylvania, 
March 5, *1791. His father, the Rev. 
Isaac Grier, who united the occupa- 
tions of fiirmer, schoolmaster, and 
preacher, superintended his education 
till he was sevonteen, when he entered 
Dickinson College. In 1806 his father 
removed to Northumberland county 
to take charge of an academy, which 
nnder his management beoaihe so 
prosperous that the State legislature 
granted it a charter as a college. , On 
his doath, in 1815j his son, though 
only twenty-one years of age, was 
. appointed to supply his place, and fur 
two years lectured on chemistry, 
astronomy, and matliematic8» and 


taught Greek and Latin. In spite of 
these onerous duties, he found ^eto 
study law to siioh good pnrposo that 
he was admlttod to the Bar in 1817. 
For twenty yeavift he pursued his pro- 
fession at Danville, was made Presi- 
dent Judge of the District Court of 
Alleghany county in 1838, and on 
the nomination of President Folk in 
1818, was appointed by tho Senate 
one of the Jnsticcs of tho Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

GRIFFITH, Sra Ricjiabd Joux, 
Bart., bom in Dublin, Sep. 20, 1784, 
becamo early in life a civil engineer, 
and in 1825 was appointed Commis- 
sioner for tho General Valuation of* 
Lands and Tenomonts in Ireland. Ho 
w.*is appointed in 1851 to the Chairman- 
sliip of tho Board of Piibiic Works in 
Ireland, and fur tho iiulcfstigablo zeal 
and industry with which ho discharged 
hia public duties in this and in other 
capfioitieB, as well as in reward of tho 
many improvements in reads and in 
agriculture which ho has been instru- 
mental in introducing, he was raised 
to a baronetcy by Loi’d Palmerston, 
April 20, 1858. Sir Richard, who is 
tho author of ” The Geological Map of 
Ireland;” which obtained for him the 
Wollaston medal of tho Geological 
Society in 1851, was made honorary 
LL.D. by Trinity College, Dublin, in 
1851, and retired from the Chairman- 
ship of the Board of Public Works in 
Ireland in 1861. 

6RISI, Giulia, the ominont Italian 
singer, was born May 22, 1812. Her 
father was an officer of engineers in 
the army of Napoleon I., and her annt 
tho once celebrated singer Josephine 
Grassini. She was educated in a con- 
vent at Girizia, and it is said that the 
success on the operatic stage of an 
elder sister, who died early, induced 
Giulia to choose tho same profession, 
although at the time her voice gave 
little promise. She made her .first 
appearance at Bologna in a contralto 
part, appeared in Romeo c Giulietta” 
at. Florence and at Milan, and made her 
d4h'iit in London in 1834 as Ninetta, in 
the " Gazza Ladra,” when she achieved 
a decided success. Every part which 
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she aBsnmed after her first appear- 
anoe steadily increased her reputa- 
tion, which may bo said to have 
been established by her impersona- 
tion of the Queen in “ Semiramide,** 
and of Donna Anna in <‘Don Gio- 
vanni.’* From her first appearance 
in opera in this countiy till 1861, with 
one exception, namely in 1842, Ma- 
dame Grisi did not miss a single opo- 
xntio season. She hod a most trium- 
phant career in Paris, and was prima 
donna of Her Majesty’s Theatre till 
1846, when she transferred her ser- 
vices to the Royal Italian Opera, 
Govent Garden, where she took a fare- 
well in 1861. She has sung once or 
twice since this date on special occa- 
sions, and ro-appeared in 1865, and for 
a short time at Hor M»jesty’s Theatre 
daring the season of 1866. Madame 
Grisi has boon twice married ; on the 
second occasion to Signor Mario, the 
eminent tenor, by whom she has had 
four children, thitso of whom, wo be- 
lieve, are living. 

GROS, Baron Jkan BAPnsTE Louis, 
born at Ivry-aur- Seine, Feb. 8, 1793, 
adopted the diplomatic profession 
under the Restoration, and was created 
Baron in 1829. Ho was first Secretary 
to the Legation in Mexico when,in 1 834, 
ho was nomiiiatod Charge-d’ Affaires 
at Bogota, and dischai'god some ilifh- 
cnlt missions in Uruguay and at 
Buenos Ayres. In ISlfi ho was iiccri^- 
ditod to the English Government !(.» 
give explanations on the subject of 
the French expedition to Rome, and 
in 1850 became French ambassador at 
Athens, where ho brought to a satis- 
fiictory conclusion tho dispute relative 
to tho affair of f he Jew Pacifico. In 
1854 he was sent to Spain to arnmgo 
the limits of tho frontiers between 
that country and Franco, signed the 
treaty of Bayonne, which settled the 
question in 1856, and on the outbreak 
of the war in China in 1857, in com- 
pany with the late Lord Elgin, pro- 
peeded to Canton, and signed tho 
treaty of Tientsin, June 27, 1858. 
He Gondnded the commercial treaty 
>^th the government of Japan in Nov., 
The Chinese did not observe 


the treaty, and, after their treache- 
rous conduct at the mouth of the 
Peiho, Baron Gros and Lord Elgin 
went on another mission to China. 
Though not a soldier, the baron was 
present with the allied army in tho 
brilliant campaign which ensued, as 
well as at the capitulation of Pekin. 
In 1858 the boron was called to the 
French Senate, in 1862 became am- 
bassador in London, and retired in 
1863. He was promoted Commondor 
of the Legion of Honour, May 17, 1850 ; 
Grand Officer, May 9, 1857, and Grand 
Cross, March 7, 1861. 

GROTE, Geouqe, D.C.L., F.R.S., 
eldest son of tho late George Grote, 
Esq., of Badgmoor, Oxon, was born 
in 1794, at Clay Hill, near Beckenham, 
Kent. His ancestors came to this 
country from Germany, and his grand- 
father founded, in conjunction with 
Mr. Gcorgo Prescott, tho banking- 
house in Threadiicedle-street. Mr. 
Grote, who was educated at tho 
Charterhouse, entered his father’s 
establishment as a clerk in his six- 
teenth year, and liis leisure was for 
many years spent in unremitting 
study. About 1823 he commenced 
tho compilation of a “History of 
Greece,” upon which Jio laboured till 
the Refoi*m movoiucnt of 1830-1, 
when ho embarked in public life. He 
espoused that popular caiiso, and in 
Dec., 1832, was roturned for the 
city of London, which ho represent- 
ed in three successive iiarliaments, 
retiring in 1841, and was an advo- 
cate of tho ballot, in favour of 
which he mado an annual motion.

The consent of the Queen Isabella hav- 
ing at length been obtained, tho lovers 
were married June 28, 1848. On the 
removal of tho decree of banishment 
which had been passed against them, 
Don Jose 6uell-y-Uente returned to 
Spain, and turned his attention ex- 
clusivoly to politics, taking a leading 
part in tho agitation which preceded 
tho ipronundamcnto of 1854, and 
mainly contributed to Espartcro's ac- 
cession to power. In the constitu- 
tional Cortes ho sat for tlie city of 
Valladolid, until another ministerial 
conspiracy hurled Espartero from 
power, and lie has since devoted him- 
self wholly to literature. In addition

Many of those works have 
boon translated in France, where 
their author enjoys a considerable re- 
putation. 

GUEEAED, Eugene yon, was 
bom in Vienna, where liis father, 
Bernard von Guerard, who was de- 
scended from an old Lorraine family, 
was court puiuter. At a very early 
ago he evinced a strong predilectou 
for art, and was sent to Italy when 
fifteen years old, where he studied tho 
old masters in Venice, Milan, Florence, 
and Eomo. In the latter city he be- 
came tlie pupil of Giovanni Bossi, and 
enjoying the friendship of such men as 
Bernard, Koch, Cavallari, and Thor- 
waldsen, the young painter made rapid 
progress in art, his tastes lying chiefly 
in the direction of landscape. In 1832 
he proceeded to Naples, where he re- 
mained for six years, activdy en- 
gaged in depicting the lovely scenery 
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of ihc two Sicilies ; two of his oarliost 
works having been purchased by 
Qneon Isabella. Recalled to Germany 
by the death of his father, ho estab- 
lished himself at Dnsseldoif, where he 
prosecuted tho study of architecture, 
perspective, and tho history of art, at 
the Royal Academy, under Schirmir 
eiid W. von Schadow, from 1839 till 
1846. Between tho latter year and 
1852 ho made various excursions into 
Belgium, Holland, and tho German 
principalities, for artistic purposes; 
and several of his work^ wore pur- 
chased by the Rhenish Art Union, 
while others were bought by American 
tourists. In 1852 he omigi'uted to 
Australia, and in 1854 fixed his resi- 
dence in Melbourne, Victoria. Dar- 
ing the last ten yeai's, hoiias visited 
tho wildest and least-known portions 
of the Australian continent and the 
adjacent island of Tasmania; and 
has done much to render Australian 
scenery familiar to European eyes. 

GUERICKE, Henbi Ernest Fer- 
uiNANi), theologian, born at Yettin 
(lYussia), Feb. 23, 1803, studied theo- 
logy at Halle, where ho became, in 
1829, Assistant Professor. Nominated 
in turn Examiner and Pastor, he lost, 
between 1833 and 1838, all his prefer- 
ments on account of his attachment to 
tho opinions of the old Lutherans, and 
was not reinstated till 1810, after the 
deathofFrederick William HI.

History,” published in 1833 ; “ Gene- 
ral Christian Symbolics,” in 1839 ; a 

Treatise on Christian Archseology,” 
in 1847 ; “ History of the Reforma- 
tion,” in 1855; and, in conjunction 
with Rudelbach, " A Review of Lu- 
theran Theology.” 

GUEBIN, Jules, physician, and 
member of the Academy of Medicine, 
was bom at Boussu, in the old de- . 
partment of Jemappes, March 11, 1 
1801. After studying classics at 
Louvain and at Paris, he was one of 
the favourite pupils of Chaussier for 
the medical profession, and was ad- 
mitted M.D. in 1826. In 1*828 he 
became proprietor and editor of the 


Gazette de 8ant^, the title of which 
he altered in 1830 to that of La 
Qazette MMicale de Paris. He was a 
member of the commission ordered, 
after the accession of Louis Philippe, 
for the ro-organization of tho system 
of medical education ; he devoted him- 
self to tho study of physical deformi- 
ties, and in this direction created tho 
magnificent institution known as '*La 
Muette,” where patients of this de- 
scription, instead of being left to the 
care of only mechanical practitioners 
(some of whom were mere workmen), ' 
are treated by able surgeons on ana- 
tomical and physiological principles.^ 
In 1837 ho carried off tho great 
surgical prizo for a work on Oiriho- 
psBdicB, in 16 volumes, illustratod by 
100 engravings. M. Guerin, who is a 
most prolific writer, stands in tho 
highest rank of his profession, and 
was promoted Oificer of the Legion 
Honour, Aiig. 12, 1860. 

GU^RONNlfiRB. (8cc La Gu^ron-

GUEROULT, Adolphe, publipist, 
born at Radepont, Euro, Jan. 29, 
1810, is the son of a wealthy manu- 
facturer. Having completed his 
litoraiy studies, he embraced Saint- 
Simpnian doctrines. After the dis- 
persion of his TO-religionists, he ro- 
ceived from tne elder M. Bortin a 
kind of literary mission to Spain, and 
for a year contributed some interest- 
ing communications respecting that 
country to the Journal des Ddhats. 
Thence he went to Italy, and wrote 
numerous articles respecting the 
places visited by him, and upon 
various social and economical ques- 
tions. In 1842 he was appointed by 
M. Guizot consul at Mazatlau, and in 
18^17 to a similar post at Jassy. He 
afterwards became one of the editors 
biilaaPepvdMque and tho Crddit, After 
the coup d^dtat he confined himself to 
industrial questions, fi^uently con- 
tributing to the journal VJndustrio, 
In 1852 he became sons-chef of the 
Credit Fonder of France. At the end 
of 1857, at tho time of tho temporary 
suppression of Xa Preste, he was 
chosen its principal editor, and in 
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1869 obtained permission to establish 
a new political jonmid entitled 
L* Opinion Nationale, which quickly 
assumed a prominent position. In 
1863 M. (^ihronlt was elected a 
deputy to the Corps L^gislatif for 
the Sbcth Girconscription of the Seine. 
M. Gu^ult has written numerous 
works : amongst which may be men- 
tioned, “ Lettros sur l’EB])agne,’* pub- 
lished in 18.38; **Do la Question 
Coloniale,^’ and ** Les Colonies Fran- 
qaises ot le Sucre do Betterave/* in 
1842 ; La Liberto et les Aifaii'es,” in 
1861 ; and Etudes de Politique ct do 
Philosophio Boligiouse,*’ in 1862. 

GUIZOT, ^ Fr AN901S - PiERBK - Guil- 
laume, historian and statesman, born 
Oct. 4, 1787, is the son of an advocate 
of l^imes, who perished on the scaf- 
fold during the Bevolution. Guizot 
was educated at Geneva, and at the 
ago of twelve made himsolf niastor of 
the learned languages, German having 
become to him a second mother tongue, 
and English and Italian completely 
familiar. Ho left Geneva in 1805, 
and after a short sojourn in Languedoc, 
proceeded to Paris, with the view of 
being called to the bar — an intention 
which he does not seem to have ear- 
nestly prosecuted. About this time 
he met, in literary society, Made- 
moisello Pauline de Jifeulan, who w as 
editing a magazine, called The P'tih- 
Udst, which enjoyc'd a conHiderabhj 
reputation, and who, through gratitude 
for the discreet iissistanco she had rcs 
coived, during a long illness, from an 
unknown contributor — no othoi* than 
Francois Guizot — consented, in 1812, 
in spite of the diftbronoe in tlunr ages, 
to Income his wife. She was fourteen 
years his senior, and her relations 
with the chiefs of the Boyalist party 
were soon destined to open a political 
career fur her husband. In 1809 M. 
Guizot published his drat regular 
work, an edition of Gerard’s " French 
Synonyms,” with a dissertation on 
the language. His ** Lives of the 
Fronoh Poets,” a translation of Gib- 
,bon’s “Decline and Pall,” “The 
^/State of the Fine Arts in France,” 
“ ApnaJs of Edhoation,” and smaller 


works followed. In 1812 he obtained 
the chair of Modem Histoiy in the 
Sorbonne. After the fall of Napoleon, 
the exalted idea of the talents of 
Guizot which prevailed among the old 
aristocracy of France made it easy for 
him to obtain important posts under 
the twofold restoration of the Bonr- 
bons. He was successively Secretai^- 
Genoral of the Ministry of the Interior 
and of that of Justice, and Director- 
General of the Administration for 
settling claims of indemnity. He 
belonged to the Liberal school under 
the Bostoralion, and lost power with 
his colleagues, M. Deoaxes, M. Buyer- 
Collard, and M. Camille de Jonrdan, 
when the assassination of tho due de 
Berri, in 1819, turned tho scale in 
favour of the counter-revolutionary 
party. The severe measures of M. 
Vill^ile’s administration called forth 
vigorous protests in the form of poli- 
tical pamphlets from Guizot, which 
created a groat sensation at the time, 
and their anther was suspended in 
1825 from his Icctiirosbip. Tn his re- 
tirement ho renewed his studies, and 
wrote “Memoirs relative to tho English 
Bevolution,” followed by a “ History 
of tho English Bevolution,” “ Me- 
moirs relative to tho History of 
France,” and “ Critical Notes and 
Essays upon Shakespeare,” and at 
the samo time contributed to tho 
Revne FranQaise and the Glohe. At 
this period his house in the Bue St. 
Dominique was the resort of tho most 
distinguished men of tho day, in both 
politics and litoraturo, and in 1827 ho 
had the misfortune to lose his wife,, 
who under her married name hod 
written many tales bearing upon edu- 
cation and domestic life. In 1828 
the intf'rdict on iiis lectures was re- 
moved by tho Mortignac ministry, 
and he delivered tho series published 
since as a “ Conrse of Modem His- 
toiy,” and “Tho History of Civilization 
in Europe.” At the age of forty-two, 
M. Guizot was elected a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, and took 
his Boat in that assembly in the event- 
ful session of 1830, on which occasion 
he joined in the celebrated address

that proYoked Charles X. to issue th< 
fhmouB ordonncmces of July 25. Upon 
the accession of Louis Philippe, M 
Guizot was named Minister of th< 
Interior, then the most important posi 
in the goYeiTiment. The first ministrji 
formed by Louis Philippe lasted onl^ 
throe montlis. In the cabinet of Oct.. 
1882, presided over by Marshal Soult 
M. Guizot was Minister of Public In< 
struction; and from that period, ex- 
cepting when filling the London em- 
bassy, he was a leading^ member of 
every administration to the end of the 
reign of Louis Philippe. It is, how- 
ever, as a member of the ministry of 
Oct. 29, 1840 — after ho had retired 
from the London embassy — ^that ho 
became best known to Englishmen. 
On obtaining p<jwer in 1840, his task 
was exceedingly difiicalt. England 
and France were startled by the pro- 
jects and ambition of M. Thiers, and 
it was no easy matter to calm tlio 
excited feelings of the French, and 
to dissipato the suspicions of the 
English. But the device of ** peace at 
any price” in a groat degree sue- 
C(?eded, till the affairs of Tahiti inter- 
rupted the friendly relations of the 
two countries, and tho vexed question 
of tho Spanish marriages again ox- 
cited considerable alarm and distrust. 
M. Guizot’s conduct in the last matter 
was thought by many to bo discredit- 
able to his diplomacy. His rule came 
to an inglorious end in tho revelation 
of Feb., 1848, after he had held the 
portfolio of Foreign Affairs for more 
than six years, and he withdrew from 
active political life. It is only a 
matter of justice to add, that what- 
ever may be thought of M. Guizot as 
a politician, ho has earned a dis- 
tinction as an author which must long 
sconre eminence to his name. Nor is 
he less entitled to praise as the ori- j 
ginator of an extensive improvoment | 
in the literature of his country. Since ! 
his retirement he has written two 
more volumes of his admirable “ His- 
tory of the English Revolution,” em- 
bracing the histoiy of the Common- 
wealth; as well as ** Richard Cromwell 
and Dawn of the Restoration,” and 


two semi-political pamphlets, “On 
Democracy in France,” publiidied in 
1849, and an Enquiry into the 
Gansos of the Success of the English 
Revolution,” in 1850. The chief works 
that have been translated into Engliah 
are, “ History of the Engli«h*Rovolu- 
tion of IG lO,” in 1826-55; ” Life of 
Monk;” ” Lectures on tho History of 
Civilization,” in 1846 ; ” Corneille and 
his Times,” and ” Shakespeare and 
his Times,” in 1852 ; ” Essay on the 
Fine Arts,” and ” Love in Marriage,” in 
1854 ; ” Mdmoires pour servir k fHis- 
toire demon Temps,” in8 vole., 1858-67; 
** Discours Academmues,” and a pam-» 
phlct, entitled ” L’Eglisc^et laSoci4t6 
Chretienno,” in 1861; being a defence 
of tho temporal power of the Papacy, 
which gave rise to much disonssion at 
tho time, both in France and in Eng- 
land. The ” Public Speeches of the 
late Prince Consort,” translated into 
French, with an introduction by M. 
Guizot, in which tho latter favourably 
contrasts tho acts of tho former with 
hose of William of Orange with re- 
gard to his wife, appeared in Paris. 

GULLY, James Manby, M.D., bom 
at Kingston, Jamaica, in 1808, edu- 
cated at Liverpool and the College de 
St. Barbe, Paris, entered the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh in 1825, as under- 
graduate in medicine, and took tho 
degree of M.D. in 1829. In 1831 he 
!amo to London, and from 1882 to 
1836 edited the London Med/ical Jour^ 
aal and the Liverpool MedicaZ Gazette, 
n 1832 he published a rimmd of 
Bronssais* ” Lectures on General Pa- 
thology,” and numerous papers on 
ihysiological and pathological snb- 
[eots. In 1834 he publish^ a trans- 
ation of Tiedomann’s “Physiologio 
~!eB Menschen ;” in 1839, a ” Treatise 
n Nemopathia;” and, in 1841, 
The Simple Treatment of Disease.” 

;n 1842 Dr. Gully removed to Mal- 
reni, where he practised hydropathy. 

'n 1846 he published “The Water- 
luro for Chmio Disease;” and, in 
1863, “The Water-Cure in Acute 
Disease.” Dr. Gully is a Fellow oC. 
the Royal Medical Society of Edia^ 
burgh, and Fellow of the Royal. 
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Medical and Chirargicol Society of 
London. 

GURNEY, The Rev. Abchee, bom 
in 1820, was for some years a member 
of the legal profession. Having been 
ordained in 1849, he filled various 
posts, was for four years curate at 
Buckingham, and has more recently 
officiated as chaplain to an English 
congregation in Paris. Ho is the au- 
thor of Gharlos I.,*' a dramatic poem, 
dedicated to the memory of “The 
Royal Mai'tyr’* of the Established 
Ghufth; of “Sermons,” in English 
and in French (including some on ab- 
solution and excommanication), a 
pamphlet entitled “ Restoration;” and 
of some volumes of poems ; as 
•‘Spring,” “Songs of the Pi-cscnt,” 
&c. 

GURNEY, Sir Goldsworthy, Knt., 
son of the late John Gurney, Esq., 
bom about 1795, and educated for the 
medical profession, at an early age 
turned his attention to the practical 
study of chemistry. He is the author 
of “ A Course of Lectures on Chemical 
Sdonco, delivered at the Surrey Insti- 
tution in 1822,” and published in 
1823 ; from which it appears that ho 
is the inventor of the “ Lime Light,” 
and of the “ Magnesian Light ;” and 
that ho firat noticed the deflection of 
the magnetic needle, which forms the 
basis of the electric telegraph. Ho is 
theinventor of the “ Bude Light,” of the 
“ Oil Gas-Light,” of the “ High-pressure 
Steam- Jet,” of the “ Tubular Boiler,” 
and of other improvements in steam, 
which led to his driving a steam-cai’- 
riage from London to Bath on the 
common turnpike- road, July 28, 1829, 
at the rate of fourteen miles an hour. 
His high-pressure steam-jet was first 
applied to railway locomotives at the 
celebrated trial at Raiahill, Oct. 8, 
18^, by whicb^ means the rate was 
suddenly inorciised from twelve to 
thirty miles an hour. He suggested, 
before a Oommittce of the House of 
Commons in 1836j the high-pressure 
steaia-jet for the ventilation of coal- 
mines, whichhasbeensuocessftillyused 
at Seaton Belaval since 1848 ; estin- 
gigiiiidiedthe ^ co^-mine 


by means of the high-pressure steam- 
jet at Astley in 1849, and afterwards 
of another in Clackmannan, which had 
been burning to waste for more than 
twenty years. He exhausted and con- 
sumed the poisonous gases from the 
Great Friar Street sewer by means of 
the steam-jet in 1849 ; introduced a 
new mode of lighting into the old House 
of Commons in 1839; arranged the 
lighting and ventilating in the New 
Houses of Parliament in 1852, and held 
an appointment (by vote of the House, 
and under the Office of Works) to take 
charge of the some, extend its appli- 
cation, and be in attendance during 
the sittings of Parliament from 1854 to 
1864. Sir G. Gurney, who is a ma- 
gistrate for Devon and for Cornwall, 
in which county ho resides, received 
the honour of knighthood in 1863. 

GUTHRIE, The Rev. Thomas, D.D., 
is the son of an infiuential mercliant 
and banker in Brechin, Forfarshire, 
where he was born in 1800. He stu- 
died for the Church of Scotland at the 
University of Edinburgh, and after 
having been licensed to preach by the 
Presbytery of Brechin, proceeded to 
Paris, where he acquired a knowledge 
of medidiie, with a view of being able 
to give the poor medical advice, when 
engaged in his pastoral duties. On his 
return to Scotland he went for a time 
into his father’s banking-house, and in 
1830 was ordained minister of the 
parish of Arbirlot, in his native county, 
removed to the collegiate church of 
Old Greyfriors, Edinburgh, and in 
1840 to St. John’s, a new church and 
parish in that city, ereefced chiefly in 
consequence of his popularity. In 
conjunction with Drs. Ghalmers, Cun- 
ningham, and Candlish, he took a pro- 
minent part in the Non-intrusion 
Controversy, and mother occlosiastical 
questions, which resulted in the forma- 
tion of the Free Church in 1843. His 
fervent and heart-stirring appeals to 
the benevolent, on behalf of the desti- 
tute and homeless children of the 
Scottish capital, led, in 1847, to the 
establishmont of the Edinburgh Origi- 
nalEagged or Industrial School, which 
has been productive of incaloulable 
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benefit to the poorer classes of 1 
city. Dr. Guthrie is editor of 
SwndoAj Magazine,

HAAG, Carl, artist, bom at 
Erlangen, in Bavaria, April 20, 1820, 
commenced his professional education 
at Nnrembei^g in 1837, and studied 
at Munich and Borne. In 1847 ho 
settled in England, gave up painting 
in oils, and adopted water-colours in 
preference, and was elected a member 
of the Society of Painters in Water- 
Colours in 1850. Ho has travelled 
much in the Tyrol, Italy, Greece, 
Palestino, Syria, and Egypt, in search 
of subjects. 

H AE BING, WiLLiAir, novelist, 
known under the nopi de plume of 
*‘Wilibald Alexis,** bom at Breslau, 
in June, 1798, commenced his educa- 
tion at Berlin, fought in the campaign 
of 1815 as a volunteer, resumed his 
studies in 1817 at Berlin and Breslau, 
and embraced the legal profession. 
His first work was a poem, entitled 
** Die Triebjagd,** followed, ns a result 
of his cloBO study of Sir Walter Scott, 
by the novel of ** Walladmor,” an- 
nounced as on unpublished work by 
the author of “ Wavorley.** It is said 
that when Scott read the English 
translation of this novel, ho declared 
it to be one of the best mystifications 
of the day. It was translated into 
French from the English, appearing 
in 1825 in Paris amongst Scott’s 
works. “ Le Ohiteau d’Avallon ” was 
published in 1827 in the same manner. 
Haering, who has written several 
theatrical pieces, married on English 
lady, has travelled much, and took 
part in the Italian revolution of 1848. 
He has a seat on tho shores of the 
Baltic, called Hfiringsdorf, to which ho 
has given something of the celebrity 
of the island of Monte *Christo. 

HAGENBAGH, Charles Adolphe, 
Protestant divine, bora at Basel, May 
4, 1801, is the son of a professor of 
botany and anatomy. After studying 
at Bonn, Berlin, and Basel, he became | 


Professor of Theology at the latter 
university. Ho is a voluminous theo- 
logical writer, his chief works being 
“ A Guide to Christian Instruction,'* 
“ A Compendium of the Histoiy of 
Doctrines,” and the “ Spirit and His- 
toiy of the Beformation.” 

HAGHE, Louis, artist, bora at 
Tournay, in Belgium, in 1602, prac- 
tises his art in England, where he has 
resided for many years ; is ono of the 
leading members of the Now Water- 
Colour Society, to tho exhibitions of 
which he has been a constant contri- 
butor. His picture, ” L’Hdtel do 
ViJle do Courtray,” which at once 
decided his position, waa purchased 
by Mr. Vernon. Mr. Hagho draws his 
materials from tho picturosque cities 
of his native country. Fino old Fle- 
mish interiors, containing, generally, 
some feature characterized by special 
wealth of carved detail, and painted 
with unrivalled fidelity and spirit, aro 
peopled with figures in tho costumo 
of tho sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies, under ch’cnmstances in keep- 
ing, Buggostod by history. Mr. Hagho 
is well known as a lithographer, and in 
addition to lithographing tho designs 
of others, has published many impor- 
tant works of luB own, illustrating tho 
archeeological troasures of his native 
country. Ho obtained a second-class 
medal in the Paris Exhibition of 1855. 

HAHN-HAHN (Countess von), 
1da-Makta-Louisa-Fkederika- 
GusTAVA,boni at TreBBOw,in tho duchy 
of Mecklenbuig- Schwerin, June 22, 
1805, is the daughter of the C&unt 
von Hahn, who had tastes so essen- 
tially theatrical, that he assumed the 
direction of a dramatic company. This 
circumstance tended to encourage a 
love of literature in the mind of his 
daughter. Her marriage, in 1826, to 
Count von Hahn, belonging to a col- 
lateral branch of her own family, 
proved an uncongenial one, and in 
1829 she obtain^ a divorce. She 
devoted herself at this epoch of her 
life exolusively to poetical composi- 
tion, and published volumes of verso 
between 1835 and 1837- A series 
of novels, containing idealized pic- 
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tores of ariatocratio life in Germany, 
appeared in rapid snocession. The 
most popnlar are ‘*The Countess 
Fanstina,** “ XJlrioli,” “ Si^smnnd 
Forster,’* and Cecil,” a continuation 
of the latter, which have been tmus 
lated into English. Impelled by great 
restlessness of spirit, the Countess von 
Hahn-Hahn started for the East, and 
traversed Syria and the Holy Land, 
producing, in 1844, her “ Oriental 
Letters.” Having embraced the Bo- 
man Catholic faith, she traced the 
oourso of her outward and inward pil- 
grimage in “ From Babylon to Jeru- 
salem,” published in 1851. 

HALDEMAN, S.S., M.A., natural- 
st and philologist, of Swiss and Gcr- 
nan extraction, born near (!)olambia, 
Pennsylvania, in 1812, and oducatc;d 
it Dickinson College, was employed 
ipon the Now Jersey and Pennayl- 
rania geological surveys in 1830 and 
L837. in 1851 ho became Professor of 
Natural History in the University of 
Pennsylvania^four years later obtained 
rho same post in Delaware College, 
Jiowark, Delaware, and is Pmfessorof 
jj-eology and Chemistry to the State 
^.gricaitnral Society of Harrisburgh, 
Pennsylvania. Ho has addressed 
leveral interesting papers on ento- 
nology and concliology to the soien- 
ific societies of Philadelphia and Bos- 
on, a list of which will bo found in 
igassiz's ** Nomonclator Zoologicu^ ” 
bnd in Allibone’s ** Dictionaiy of Enu < 
ish and American Literature.** Pro- 
bsBor Haldeman has devoted his at- 
entibn to the philosophy of speech 
nd its bearing upon etymology. His 
iBsay, “ Analytic Orthography,’* con- 
aining phonetic versions of the Lord’s 
*rayer, in Cherokee, Wyandot, and 
Irebi, and examples of the numerals, 
irom one to ten, in about seventy lan- 
^ages or dialects, with the pronun- 
iation appended by the author from 
he lips of the natives, gained the 
Yevelyan prize in 1858, against six- 
eenEuropean oompetitora. In 1851 ho 
itiblished at Philadelphia a volume on 
he ancient pronunciation of Latin. 

HALE, John Pabkeb, bom in Bo- 
bester. New Hampshire, U.S., March 


31, 1806, entered Bowdoin College in 
1823, where ho graduated in honours 
in 1827, and was called to the bar in 
1830. Ho was elected to the State 
Legislature, in the Democratic in- 
terest, in 1832. President Jackson 
appointed him, in 1834, United States 
Attorney for New Hampshire, a post 
he hold for six or seven years. Having 
in 1843 been returned to Congress 
by the Democrats, he astounded his 
party by voting with the opponents 
of slavery in the debates on that sub- 
ject, and a lotterhe published in 1845, 
against tlio annexation of Texas, ofibc- 
tually alienated the Democratic body 
from him. In 1846 he became Speaker 
of the New Hampshire House of Be- 
presentatives, .and was returned to 
the U.S. Senate in 1847. In 1852 tho 
Free-soil party nominated him for tho 
Presidency, against Pierce and Scott, 
and ho obtained 157,685 votes. Not 
being rc-olectcd for the Senate in 
1853, he returned to his profession ; 
and on tho death of his successor in 
1855 , 110 opposition was made to him, 
and ho was returned for the full term 
of ten years. 

HALE, Sabah Josepiia, authoress, 
whoso maiden name was Buell, bom 
in Newport, New Hampshire, in 1795, 
was married to Mr. David Halo, a 
lawyer, about 1814. Sho did not 
commonce her literary career until 
after his death in 1822 ; published in 
1823 a poem, entitled “The Genius 
if Oblivion,” and in 1827, “North- 
wood,” a tale. The works by which 
she is, best known are “ Flora’s Inter- 
preter,” and “Woman’s Bcoord; or 
Sketches of Distingnished Women 
from tho Cmation to A.D. 1854.” In 
1828 she edited the Ladie^ Mwgaame, 
in Boston. Sho has edited tho letters 
of Madame do SMgn5, and of Lady 
Mary Wortl^ Montague, and pub- 
lish^ many original compositions. 

HALE, The Yenkbabt.e William 
Hale, Ait^deacon of London, bora 
about 1795, was educated at tho Char- 
terhouse and at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he graduated in honours in 
1817. He became preacher of the 
Chai^terhouse in 1823; Chaplain 
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the Bishop of Loudon, and Master 01 
the Ghartohonse, in 1842 ; Beotor 01 
Gripplegato in 1847 ; Archdeacon ol 
St. Albans in 1839 ; of Middlesex in 
1840, and of London in 1842. He re 
signed his living of Cripplegate ii 
1857. Archdeacon Hale is the anthoi 
of a number of pamphlets, tracts, ser- 
mons, Ac., mostly on ecclesiastical 
snbjccts ; of ** Some Account of the 
Past History and Present Condition 
of tho Charter House’* (privately 
printed); of ''Some Account of tho 
Ho^ital of King Edward VI., called 
Christ’s Hospital,” Ac. ; ” has, jointly 
with Dr. Lonsdale, Bishop of Lich- 
field, edited the Four Gosjjols, Avith 
annotations, and a great many devo- 
tional works for tho Sooitsty for Pro- 
moting Christian Knowledge. Ho 
contributed several important articles 
to the Kncifclopaidm Motrapolitana-t 
and lias pi‘oduced for tho Camden 
Society two works of great antiquarian 
interest, “Thb Doomsdays of St. 
Paul’s,” in 1858 ; and ** liogistrum Pri- 
vatns S. Mario Wigoniensis,” in 1866. 

HALIFAX (Viscount), The Hioht 
Hon. SfR CiiiiKLKS Wood, horn Dec. 
20, 1800, graduated as a Double First 
at Oriel College, Oxford, in 1821, 
succeeded his father as tliird baronet, 
Dec. 31, 1846, and was raised to tho 
peerage as Viscount Halifax, of Monk 
Bretton, Feb. 21, 1866. In 1826 ho 
was returned to the House of Com- 
mons as member fur Great Grimsby, 
and aftorworfls sat for Warcham, 
Halifax, and Hipon. In 1832 ho was 
Secretary of tlio Treasuiy, in 1835 
Secretary to the Admiralty, and Chan- 
cellor of tho Exchequer in Lur^ 
Busseirs first administration, from 
1846 till 1852. On tho formation of 
the Aberdeen cabinet in Doc., 1852, 
he became President of tho Board of 
Control, was First Lord of tho Admi- 
ralty in Lord Palmerston’s first ad- 
ministration, from 1855 till 1858 ; and 
Secretary of State for India, and 
President of the Indian Council, in 
Lord Palmerston’s second administra- 
tion, in 1859. Ho is Deputy-Lieu - 1 
tenant of the West Riding of York- 
shire. ! 


HALL, Mks. Anna Mahia, whose 
maiden name was Fielding, is a native 
of Wexford, and by the mothers side, 
mingled French and Swiss descent. 
She quitted her native country at tho 
age of fifteen, to reside in London, 
and was married to Mr. S. C. Hall in 
1824. Her first work, ” Sketches of 
Irish Character,” which appeared in 
1828, did much to soften political and 
religions prejudices in Ireland. A 
volume for children, ** Chroniolos of a 
Schoolroom,” preceded “ The Bucoa- 
ncor,” with which Mrs. Hall mode 
her d^ut as a novel writer, in 1832. 
It was followed by ** Tales of Woman’s 
Trials,” in 1834; “The Outlaw,” a 
novel of the reign of James II., in 
1835 ; “ Undo Horace,” and "Lights 
ud Shadows of Irish Character.” 
Tho " Graves of Blarney,” a tale 
which occupies part of the first vo- 
umc of this work, was brought out 
at tlio Adolphi in 1838 ; her drama, 
‘The French Refugee,” having pre- 
viously made a hit at the St. James’s » 
Theatre. "Marian; or, a Young 
Maid’s Fortunes,” perhaps the most 
popular of this lady’s novels, has 
i^ono through several editions, and 
iias been translated into German 
and Dutch. "Stories of the Irish 
Peasantry ” were published in a col- 
ected form, after their appearance 
n Chamhei's's Edinburgh Jimnuil. 
Mrs. Hall’s name was associated with 
her husband’s in an illustrated work 
on " Ireland, its Scenery, Character,” 
Ac. She wrote " Tho White Boy,” a 
lovel, published in 1845 ; " Midsum- 
ner Eve,” a fairy tale, originally pro- 
duced in the pages of the Art Journal^ 
published in 1847; "A Woman’s 
Story,” in 1857 ; and " Can Wrong bo 
Right ? ” in 186^ In addition to nu- 
merous contributions to periodicals, 
Mrs. S. G. Hall lias written a collec- 
a of illustrated sketches of the 
tomes and haunts of genius and virtue 
n England, which appeared under 
he tiUe of " Pilgrimages to English 
Shrines,” in the Art Journal, and 
.ssistod her husband in " The Book 
the Thames” and "The Book of 
South Wales.” She is the authoresa 
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of Beveral books for children; amongst 
them, of Uncle Sam’s Mon^-box,” 
which has been circulated in thou- 
sands. **The Prince of the Fair 
Family,** an illustrated fairy tale, 
appeal in 1866. 

HALL, James, geologist and pale- 
ontologist, bom at Ilingham, Mas- 
sachusetts, U.S., in 1811, early dis- 
played an attachment to all investi- 
gations co^ected with nature. Ho 
was sent to the Bensselaer school, in 
the State of New York, where he 
studied for six years ; in 1837 was 
appointed on the Now York Survey, 
and his report has been published in a 
quarto volume, with illustrations by 
his own liand. While thus engaged 
ho was able to direct his attention to 
the palaeozoic formations of the 
Western States; and three volumes 
of the ” Falscontology of Now York,** 
published in 1847, 1862, and 1859, 
embody his investigations on this 
subject. In the production of this 
•work Professor Hall had to contend 
against several obstacles, and in one 
of the intervals which occurred while 
the State was licsitating whether it 
■ehould be continued, ho was invited 
to take part in tho Canadian Survey, 
under Sir W. £. Logan. This offer, how- 
'ever, he was obliged to decline, having 
been appointed, in 1856, Geologist of 
the State of Iowa, of the survey of 
which he published a volume in 1853; 
and the New York legislature made 
final arrangements with him to con- 
tinue his Paleoontolqgy.” In 1850 
Mr. Hall was elected by tho Geogra- 
phical Society of London one of its 
fifty foreign members, and in 1868 he 
received the Wollaston Medal from 
the same body. He is a member of 
eeveral scientific societies in Europe 
and in the JJi^ited States, to which ho 
has at various times contributed many 
valuable papers. 

HALL, The Rev. Newman, Non- 
confonpist minister, son of the late 
Mr. J. Y; Hall, the author of the well- 
known tract, *' The Sinner’s Friend,” 
;^.and brother of Captain J. Y. Hall, 
who for a short time commanded the 
<Grsat EctHerp steamship, bom in 1816, 


was educated at Totteridge and at 
Highbniy College, and graduated B.A. 
at the London University. In 1855 he 
took the degree of LL.B., and won 
the law scholarship. He was ap- 
pointed minister of the Albion Con- 
gregational Church, Hull, in 1842, and 
remained at that post till 1854, when 
ho became minister of Surrey Chapel, 
known as Rowland Hill’s Chapel. 
Mr. Hall, in 1850, opposed tho popular 
ciy against what was called ** Papal 
aggression,” being directly in antago- 
nism to most of his brother ministers. 
When tho civil war in the United 
States broke out, he advocated the 
Northern cause in the interests of the 
slave. He is the author of several 
devotional tracts, tho most popular of 
which is “ Como to Jesus,” of which 
more than one million and a quarter 
a)pies have been issued in this 
country. It has been extensively cir- 
culated in the United States, and 
transla ted into about thirty languages. 
He has written an argumentative 
treatise on sacrifice, in opposition to 
the views of Mr. Maurice and others, 
and several small works on tcctotal- 
ism, of which he has been an earnest 
advocate during twenty years. He 
has laboured in various ways for 
tho social elevation of tho masses, 

I and has opened his chapel for 
weekly lectures on secular subjects, 
which have brought large numbers 
of persons under religious influences. 
He was unanimously elected chair- 
man of the Congregational Union in 
1866. Though a Nonconformist, ho 
is an advocate of liturgies, and the 
tlhurch of England service, with veiy 
slight alterations, is used at his 
chapel. 

HALL, SAMUKr^ Carter, F.S.A., 
the fourth son of Col. Robert Hall, 
born at Topsham, Devon, in 1801, is a 
barrister-at law, and commenced his 
professional labours as a gallery re- 
porter for the New THmes, in 1825 he 
established and for many years edited 
the Amulet, a favourite annual, and is 
best known by an illustrated work on 
Ireland, written in conjunction with 
his wife. Mr. Hall succeeded the poet 
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Campbell in 1880 os editor of th< 
New Monthly Magazvnc, and has 
laboured with great zeal for the 
popularization of art in England. He 
established the Art Journal in 1839] 
and at first carried it on under most 
discouraging circumstances; but by 
dint of perseverance, at length hit 
the popular taste in the right way, 
and gained for his serial a large 
amount of public support. That work 
has had considerable influence on the 
pi'OgrcBS of British art, and to the 
labours of its editor may in some 
measure bo attributed the transfer of 
public patronage in England from the 
“ old masters *’ to the modem artists. 
Mr. Hall has edited the “Book of 
Gems,** “Book of British Ballads,” 
“Baronial Halls,” and other illus- 
trated works. In 1851 he published, 
in conjunction with the Art Journal, 
an “ Illustrated Catalogue of the Ex- 
hibition of the Industi'y of All Na- 
tions,” the most authentic pictorial 
representative of the contents and 
interior of the Crystal Palace extant, 
and in 1862 a similar work, descrip- 
tive of the International Exhibition. 
He has issued in the Art Jowmal a 
series of engravings from the pictures 
in the Yemen Galler}*', and of those in 
the private collection of her Majesty. 
During his long labours in connection 
with literature, Mr. Hall formed the 
acquaintance of many literary cele- 
brities, and his recollections of these 
embodied in Lectures, ho has delivered 
repeatedly in London and in many of 
the leading cities and towns of Eng- 
land. A list of the several works, 
original and edite*!, by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hall, would occupy more sjiace than 
can be spared in this work, as it 
<amonTita to two hundred and eighty 
volumes. Mr. Hall has assisted in 
founding som9 e.\ccllent charities of 
London ; amongst which may bo men- 
tioned the Hospital for Consumption, 
the Governesses’ Institution, the 
Pensioners’ Employment Society; and 
he acted as one of the hon. secretaries 
of the Nightingale Fund. 

HALLECK, Fitz-Ghekne, poet, 
bom at Guilford, Connecticut, July 


8, 1795, entered a banking-house in 
New York in 1813, remaining in that 
city engaged in mercantile pursuits 
until 18^, when he returned to Con- 
necticut. His first publication con- 
sisted of various humorous and 
satirical odes and lyrics, contributed 
to the Evening Post in 1819, in con- 
junction with his friend J. B. Drake, 
under the signature of “ Croaker,” and 
“ Fanny,” his longest satnical poem» 
appeared in the same yoaK In 1822 
Mr. ITalleck visited England and the 
Continent, and in 1827 he published 
a small volume, containing “ Alnwick 
Castle,” “Marco Bozzaris,” Ac.; and 
some other pieces, which h^ appeai'ed 
in different porio^cals, were collected 
and published in 1835. For some 
time previous to the death of John 
Jacob Astor, he was engaged to assist 
him in his affairs, and was one of the 
original trustees of the Astor Collec- 
tion. 

HALLECK, Hknuy WA(iMK,bom in 
New York about 1810, entei*ed West 
Point as a cadet in 1835, graduated 
in 1839, was appointed to the U.S. 
Engineer Corps as 2nd Lieutenant in 
July, and was ono of the Assistant 
Engineer Professors at West Point 
from 1839 till 1840. He was made Ist 
Lieutenant in 1845, having previously 
published a work on “ Bitumen,” and 
he wrote a series of lectures on War, 
published in 1846, under the title 
of Elements of Military Art and 
Scicnco.” The Union College of 
Bohenectady conferred . upon him 
tho degree of M.A. in 1848. In the 
Mexican war he served on the lower 
Californian coast, and was breveted 
Captain May 1, 1847 ; was Secretary 
of tho State of California under the 
military government of Generals 
Kcamey, Mason, and Biley, from 
1847 till Deo. 20, 1849. In 1849 he 
was a member of the Convention to 
form and draft the Constitution of the 
State of California, was promoted to 
be Captain of Engineers in 1853, and 
retired from the service in Aug., 
1864 He practised law in Son Fran- 
risco, and was tho head of a pros- 
>erous fUm at tho breaking out of the- 
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oivil war. At the instance of Oen. 
Scott, he was recalled from San Fran- 
cisco in 1861, and commissioned a 
Mfljor-G^eneral of the U.S. army, Ang^. 
19. On his arrival he was pla^ in 
command of the department of tho 
West to rolievo Gon. Hunter. Early 
in 1862, after tho victories of Paducah, 
Fort Henry, Fort Donelson, &c., it 
beoamo necessary to enlarge the de- 
partment, Ifiereby embracing all the 
country, for some miles, on l)oth sides 
of the Mississippi river. Ho directed 
thesi«?geof Corinth In May; was called 
to Washington, and placed at tho 
head of the armies in the United 
States, July 11, retiring in favour 
cf Lient..Gen. Grant in 1864. 

H A L L I D A Y, Sir Fkkdrrtck 
James, K.G.B., son of Thomais Halli- 
day. Esq., was bom in 1806, and 
having been educated at St. Paurs 
School, Rugby, and Haileybury Col- 
lege, entered the civil service of tho 
East-lbdia Company in 1825. He 
held sevcrial civil, political, and legis- 
lative posts, and in Dec., 1853, was 
appointed one of the Supreme Council 
of India. In 1854 ho was made by 
Lord Dalhousie Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal, which post ho hold through 
the tiyingpcriod of the Indian mutiny. 
For tho energy, resolution, and ad- 
ministrative ability which ho displayed 
in that office, lie received tho thanks 
of the llbnscs of Parliament, and 
was created in 1860 a K.C.B. (Civil 
division). 

'HALLIWELL, James Oechauo, 
F.B.S., is a son of the laio Thomas 
Halliwell, Esq., of Sloano Street, 
Chelsea, where J^e was bom in 1820. 
At on early a^e he showed considerable 
taste for antiquarian rosoarclies, and 
maido himself thoroughly acquainted 
,vnth the ancient literature and an- 
tiq^^^ of England. These studies 
led him to Shfakespearian 
Ccitleism, on which he has written 
etfebsively. His' most importdnt 
werfai are, A Life of Shakespeare,” 

*^ A DesbHpiive Calendar of the Ke- 
oprds of Stz^ord-an-Avon,” ” A Die- 1 
ilonary of AjT^alo and Provincial’ 
yiTords,” *‘ Po]pinliiy Rhymes and Nur- 


sery Tales,” published in 1849 ; ” An 
Account of the New Place, Stratford- 
upon-Avon,” in 1864, and an edition 
or ” Shakespeare,” in sixteen vols. 
folio, brought out by private subscrip- 
tion, and completed in 1865. 

HAMILTON, Dr. (Sec Salisbury, 
Brsiior ok.) 

HAMILTON, George Alexander, 
D.C.L. Oxon, LL.D. Dabliri, bom at 
Tyrella House, co. Down, Aug. 29, 
1802, and educated at Rugby and 
Trinity College, Oxford, was a candi- 
date ill the Conservative interest for 
the county of Dublin in 1826, and was 
defeated after a contest of fourteen 
days by a small majority. He contes- 
ted that county again in 1830 and in 
1832, and having been invited in 1835 
to stand for tho city of Dublin against 
Mr. O’Connell, then in the zenith of 
his power, offered himself “ in opposi- 
tion to Mr. O’Cotinoll and Mr. O’Con- 
nelVs principles.” Though defeated at 
the poll, he succeeded in unseating 
Mr. O’Connell on petition. Tho length 
of time occupied in tho investigation 
was nnexampled in tlio annals of elec- 
tion potitions, the proceedings having 
lusted move than a year. Mr. Hamil- 
ton, who contested the city of Dublin 
unsuccessfully in 1837, was returned 
for the University of Dnbliii in 1842, 
and continued one of the Tiicmbcrs of 
that important constituency till 1859, 
when ho accepted the office of per- 
manent Secretary of tho Trcasuiy, 
having been appointed Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury in Lord 
Derby’s first and second administra- 
tions of 1852 and 1858. Mr. Hamilton, 
in 1832, proposed, the cclobrated Dr. 
Blythe being the seconder, tho for- 
mation of the Conservative Society 
for Ireland. His speech on that occa- 
sion, and his advocacy of the cause in 
the discussions that oltsuod, produced 
a strong impression on the public 
mind, and in the course of a few 
months tho gpieat majority of the 
nobility and gentiy of Ireland had 
joined the society, which at least in 
Ireland formed the rallying-point for 
the great Conservative party alter 
the passing of the Reform Bill. Mr. 
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Hamilton is Deputy -Lieutenant for 
the county of Dublin. 

HAMILTON, The Vbby Bbv, 
Henry Fabb, M.A., F.G.S. 

and F.B.A.S.« Dean of Salisbury, 
son of the late Dr. Alexander Hamil- 
ton, physician in Edinburgh and pro- 
fessor in the University, bom 1794, 
was educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
high honours in 1816, and was deotod 
to a Fellowship. Having held for somo 
years a living in Yorkshire, ho was 
promoted in 1^0 to the Deanery of 
Salisbury. Ho has written *‘The 
Principles of Analytical Geometry,” 

Analytical System of Conic Sec- 
tions,” ‘^Bemarks on Populiir Edu- 
cation,” The Education of the 
Lower Classes,” Ac., and several 
sermons. 

HAMILTON, The Key. Janes, 
D.D., F.L.S., preacher* and author, 
minister of the English Presbyterian 
Church, Regent Square, London, was 
bom in 1814. His father was minis- 
ter of the parish of Stratliblane, 
Stirlingshire. Dr. Hamilton Ciom- 
menced his career as assistant-minis- 
ter of a small and secluded parish 
in Perthshire, whence ho removed 
to the pastoral chargo of a chapel 
in Edinburgh, and on the translation 
of the successor of tlio celebrated 
Bev. Edward Irving in 1841, was 
chosen minister, of the largo suid 
influential congregation assembling 
in what was thou called the Na- 
tional Scotch Church, Regent Sqnai'e. 
Dr. Hamilton is distinguished by an 
imaginativo stylo of pulpit oratoiy. 
In addition to Tiumorons tracts, ho 
has published several small volumes, 
mostly adaptations of his pulpit ad- 
jdreBses, which have had a vciy exten- 
sive circulation both in this country 
and in the United States. Amongst 
those may bo mentioned, “Life in 
EaraosV “ The Mount of Olives,” 
and “ The Happy Home.” He is the 
author of ** Memoirs of Lady Col- 
quhoun,” of a ''Life of James Wil- 
son of Woodville,” of “The Royal 
Preacher,” and of “Lessons from 
the Great Biography was editor of 


Hxpelaiw,^ oh^p and popular lilonthly 
misoellaiiy, cetabUBhed in 18^, and 
of “ Our OhiistiaiL Classics : Readings 
from the best Difines.” 

HAMILTON, SiB Robebt Nobth 
Collie, Babt., K.G.B., eldest son of 
the late Sir Frederick Hamilton, Bart., 
of Sylvertou, county Lanark, was borp 
in India, April 7, 1802. Having re- 
ceived his education at Hoileybuiy, 
he entered the Bengal Civil Sei'vioe in 
1819, and after holding ilbvoral civil 
and political offices, became in 1842 
political agent to the Governor- 
General in Control India, in which 
})ost ho displayed groat readiness and 
ability during the Indian mutiny ; and 
for his services was created a K.C.B., 
Civil division, and received the thanks 
of both llouBos of Parliament. Sir 
Robert, wlio is married to a daughter 
of the late General the llonourablo Sir 
George Anson, G.C.B., was in England 
when the mutiny broke out, and re- 
tuniod at once to Calcutta, whence 
lie was sent by the Governor-General 
with full powers, to accompany the 
force under Gen. Sir Hugh Rose. Ho 
was present in every engagement, and 
in the field throughout the whole cam- 
paign, until tranquillity w'aa restored 
in Central India, when he was oomf 
polled, on account of ill health, to leave 
the country, and to give up tlie ap- 
pointment to tlio Supremo Council in 
India, which had been conferred upon 
lum. 

HAMMOND, WILLIAM A., was 
apx>ointed to the medical department 
of the U. S. Army in June, 1849, 
entered the service as Assistant-Sur- 
geon with the rank of Captain, and 
retired in 1860. He became Pro- 
fessor of Surgery in one of the 
colleges in Baltimoro, and at the 
outbreak of the civil war threw up 
this appointment and offered his sor- 
vioes to the Government, re-entering 
the army as AsBlstant-Surgeoh with 
the rank of let Lieutenant, May 28, 
1861. In the campaigu in the West, 
numbers of sick and wounded soldiora 
wore left unprovided for, Many died 
from neglect, ariBing'; from the want 
of a proper organizing head of the 
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medical department. Hammond hav- 
ing been seleotod for the post, was 
appointed Surgeon-General, with the 
ra^ and emplumeitkB of a Brigadier- 
General, in April, 18(>2. 

HAMPDEN, Dr. (See Hkuefoad, 
Bishop of). 

HANCOCK, Albany, bom in 1807, 
is the son of a citizen of Newc.'^stlc- 
npon-Tyne, who, although an nssiduona 
man of business, found time to pursue 
the study oT natural history, and to di- 
rect the- tastes of his childi'en into the 
same channel. Albany, after serving 
his aiiicles, abandoned the profession 
of the law, in order to devote himself 
to the study of natural science, direct- 
ing his attention more particularly to 
physiology and comparative anatomy. 
The Royal Society awarded him the 
gold medal fur his contributions to 
this science, and his researches on 
the organization of the Brachcafuda 
are held in high estimation. Ho is a 
Pellow of the Linnman Society, and a 
corresponding member of tho Zoologi- 
cal Society. 

HANCOCK, John, born in 1808, a 
brother of Mr. Albany Hancock, early 
showed a great disinclination toai)ply 
himself to commercial pursuits, and 
devoteePhis attention to the science of 
ornithology. Ho is thoroughly con- 
versant with the habits of all British 
and of many Eurapean birds, and his 
groups of prosorved specimens in the 
International Exhibition of 1802 were 
much admirod. Mr. John Hancock 
has shown great taste as a landscape 
gardener. 

HANCOCK, Major-Gexeual 
Winfield Sco'rr, was bom in Penny »1- 
vania about 18^, entered the West 
Point Academy in 1840, graduated in 
1844 in the same class with Gon. 
Pleasanton, and xpeeived his commis- 
sion of 2nd Lieutenant. He served 
during the Mexican w^r, was pro- 
moted for his gallantry, and liaving 
filled several subordinato posts, was 
made>A88iBtant Quartermastor-Gene- 
rali which rank he held at tho out- 
br<^ of the civil war. In 1861 he 
wtits appointed a Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers, and attached to the anny 


of the Potomac. He accompanied Gen. 
McClellan’s army to the peninsula in 
1862, and distinguished himself both 
before York Town and at Williams- 
burg, At the battle of Fredericks- 
burg in Deo., 1862, he commanded 
a division of the 2nd corps, which 
suffered most soverely, and for his 
services on this occasion he received 
his commission as Major-General. He 
took part in tho battles of Chancel- 
lorsville and of Gettysburg in 1863, 
and in one of the many straggles 
which took place daring that eventful 
campaign was so sevciely wounded 
that lio could not rosume active 
servico. 

HANNA, The Rev. William, LL.D., 
son of tho Rev. Samuel Hanna, D.D., 
born in Belfast in 1808; was educated 
at the University of Glasgow, and 
was oidained to the ministry of the 
Piesbyterian Church in 1835. He is 
the author of ** Wycliffe and tho Hu- 
guenots,” of tho “ Biography of the late 
Rev. Thomas Chalmers,” published 
in 1819, and of otlier works. 

HANNAH, The Rev. John, D.C.L., 
born in 1818, was oducatod at Corpus 
Christi College, Oxford, of which he 
was scholar, and whero ho took his 
B.A. degree in 1810 as a first-class in 
classics. Ho was elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Lincoln College, where he 
obtained a large university connectiODi 
as a private tutor ; became Rector of 
tho Academy at Edinburgh in 1847, 
and succooded Bishop Wordsworth 
in 1854, as Warden of Trinity Collogo,. 
Glonalmond, an educational establish- 
ment which combines a Divinity de- 
partment for training young men for 
tho Episcopal Church in Scotland, with 
apnblio school after the English model. 
Dr. Hannah was appointed Bampton 
Lecturer for 1863, his subject being 
“ The Relation between the Divine 
and Human Elements in Holy Scrip- 
ture.” He is the author of ** Dis- 
courses on the Fall and its Results,” 
and has edited, with notes, ”Tho 
Poems and Psalms of Henry King, 
D.P.,” published in 1843> and poems 
by Sir H. Wotton, Sir W. Raleigh,, 
and others, in 1845. 
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HANNAYy Jaxbs, a cadet of the 
ancient Gidloway family of Hannay 
of Sorbie/^ bom at Bnmfries in 
1827« entered the royal navy at the 
age of thirteen. After serving in 
various ships till the autumn of 1845, 
he left the navy, and devoted his at- 
tention entiraly to literature, contri- 
buting to many journals and periodi- 
cals, from Punch to the quarterly 
reviews. Mr. Hannay is the author 
of “ Singleton Fontouoy,” published 
in 1850 ; of “ Sketches in Ultra-Ma- 
rine,*’ in 1853 ; and of another novel, 
“Eustace Conyers,” in 1857, which 
has been translated into German. In 
the summer of 1853 ho delivered in 
London a series of lectures on “ Satire 
and Satirists.” At the general elec- 
tion in May, 1857, ho was a candidate 
for tho Dumfries burghs, Avhich his 
father had twico contested,' atul was 
defeated by the former member, Mr. 
William Ewart. lie published, in 
1861, his contributions to tho (^uar- 
tedy. Mr. Hannay, who became 
editor of tho .Edinhiiryh Comant in 
1860, resigned in 1864, and has since 
published “ A Course of English 
LiteratuTO,** and a family history, 
called “ Three Hundred Years of a 
Norman House.” 

HANOVEB (Kino of), Georgis- 
F IIEDEIUC K-ALEXiVNDEIl-C IIAULES- 
Eunest Augustus, reigns as George 
V., Duke of Cumberland and Toviot- 
dale, in Great Biitain, Earl of Ar- 
magh, ill Ireland, Knight of tho Gar- 
ter, and firat cousin to the Queen of 
England, tho only sou of the late 
King Ernest, whose name is better 
known in England as the duke of Cum- 
berland, was born at Berlin, May 27, 
1819, and married, Feb. 18, 1843, the 
Princess Alexandrina Maria, daughter 
of Joseph, mgiiing dnko of Saxe- 
Altenbnrg, by whom he has issue : — 
Ernest- Augustus- William - Adolphus- 
Georgo - Fraderick, crown -prince of 
Hanover, bom Sop. 21, 1845; Fre- 
derica - Sophia - Maria - Henrietta - 
Amelia- Theresa, bom Jan. 9, 1848; 
and Maria - Emestina - Josephine - 
Adolphine- Henrietta- Theresa - Eliza- 
beth-Alexandrina, bom Dec. 3, 1849. 


The late king of Hanover suocoeded 
to the throne upon the deaidi of his 
brother, King William the Fourth of 
England, June 20, 1837, when, by the 
Salio law of Hanover, the two king- 
doms were disunited, and died Nov. 
18, 1851, being succeeded by his son, 
the present king, who unhappily 
suffers from a total deprivation of 
sight. His m&^esty, who is said 
to bo an excellent musician, took 
port with Austria in the Gorman war 
of 1866, and his territories were oc- 
cupied by tho Prussians early in June. 
Hanover was annexed to Prussia by 
decree Sep. 20, 1866, and tho Prussians 
took iiosaession Oct. 6. 

HARDEE, Lieut.- General Wil- 
liam J., of the Confederate army, bom 
in thestateof Georgiaabout 1819; gra- 
duated at West Point, June 30, 1838 ; 
was appointed Second-Licut. of the 2nd 
rngiment of tho U.S. Dragoons, July 
1, 1838 ; was promoted to the rank of 
First- Lieut., Doc. 3, 1839, and to that 
of Captain, Sop. 13, 1844. For gal- 
lant conduct in tho Mexican war, ho 
was x>romoted to the rank of Licut.- 
Colonel of the U.S. regular cavalr>'. 
When the regular army was increased 
in 1855, he was promoted to tho rank 
of Soiiior Major of one of tho newly- 
mounted regiments, viz. the second 
regiment of regular cavalry (March 
3, 1855). At this time tho Confederate 
general Albert S. Jolmstono was 
colonel of the regiment, and General 
Robert E. Leo, lieut.-colonel. In 
July, 1856, Major Hardee was selected 
as the Commandant of Cadets at the 
United States Military Academy, with 
tho local rank of Lieut.-Colonel, and 
at the same time was Instructor in 
cavalry, artillery, and tactics at West 
Point. Before entering upon the 
latter office, he wrote and published 
thoworkkuown as “Hardee’s Tactics,” 
or the U. S. Rifle and Light Infantry 
Tactics.” He throw np his commis- 
sion and joined the Confederate cause 
Jan. 31, 1861, and in June of that 
year was appointed a Brigadier- 
General. For his bravery at- the 
battle of Shiloh, April 6, 1862, ho was 
prompted to the rank of Major-Genc- 
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ral, and placed at the hgad of a 
division in Polk’s corps of Gen. 
Bragg’s army. At the battle of 
Chaplin’s Hills, commonly known as 
Penysville, Oct. 8 and 9, 1862, he com- 
manded the left wing of Gen. Bragg’s 
army, and for Ids gallantry was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieat.-General ; 
and he took part in the battles near 
Murfreesboro, Dec. 29, 1862 — Jan. 
3, 1863. In July, 1863, Vicksburg 
fell, and Hardee was placed in com- 
mand of the camp of paroled prisoners 
at Demopolis, Alabama, in place of 
liicut.-Gen. Pemberton. After the 
sanguinary battle of Gliickamauga, 
Gen. Hardee, who commanded the 
Second Army Corps, ro-organized tho 
Confederate forces, and threatened 
Chattanooga. After the defeat of 
Gen. Bragg’s army by Grant, in Nov., 
1863, Gen. Hardee was placed in com- 
mand, from which ho was soon after 
relieved by Gen. Joe Johnson, under 
whom lie served until tho fall of At- 
lanta. He was then ordered to com- 
mand at Charleston. He surren- 
dered with his army and that of Gen. 
Johnson, to Shei*man, in April, 1865, 
and. has siuco retired to his plantation 
in Alabama. 

HARDING, Dtt. (See Bo3iBxVY, 
Bishop of.) 

HARDING, Slit John Dounpa', 
Hnt., son of the late Rev. John Hard- 
ing, rector of Ooyty and Coychurch, 
Glamorganshire, born in 1809, was 
educated at tho Charter-house. Hav- 
ing been for a short time a pupil under 
Dr. Arnold at Laleham, ho proceeded 
to Oriel College, Oxford, where he 
graduated in honours, and took tho 
degrees of M.A. and D.C.L. Having 
been called to the bar at tlio Inner 
Temple, ho went the Oxford circuit 
for a short time, and was after- 
wards admitted an advocate in Doc- 
tors’ Commons. From 1852 till 1862 
he held the office of her Majesty’s 
Advocate-General. 

HABDINGE, Viscount Charles 
Stewart,' eldest son of tho late 
Visooiint Hardinge, G.C.B., who was 
Governor-General of India, and 
Commander-iu-Chief at the Horse 


Guards, bom September 12, 1812, was 
eduoated at Eton and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1844 in classical honours. He sat in 
the Honse of Commons as member 
for the borough of Downpatrick, from 
1851 till September 24, 1856, when 
he succeeded to his father’s title, and 
ho hold the post of Under-Secretary 
of State for the War Department 
imder Lord Derby’s second adminis- 
tration in 1858-9. Ho acted as 
Private Secretary to his father in 
India, having been present at the 
battles of Moodkee, Forozeshah, and 
Sobraou, served for five years as 
Major in tho Kent Artillery, and is 
Licnt.-Col. of tho 2nd Kent Adminis- 
trative Battalion Volunteers. He 
published in IS^l? some elaborate 
“Views ill India,” in imperial folio, 
which show that ho is an artist of 
more than ordinary merit. 

HARDWICK, Philip, B.A., archi- 
tect, son of tho lato Mr. Thomas 
Hardwick (architect, and a pupil of 
Sir W. Chambers), bom in 1792, 
was brought up in his father’s office. 
His first groat works were tho build- 
ings lit SL Kathorino’s Docks. He 
designed several classical edifices iu 
London, including the Goldsmiths’ 
Hall (generally considered his finest 
work) ; the grand entrance to tho 
North- Western Railway Station, Eus- 
tou SqiiHTO ; tho Globo Insurance 
Office, tlie City CInb, and the great 
hail at Lincoln’s Inn. 

HAIIDWICKE (The Earl of), The 
Right Hon. Giiaulks Philip Yorke, 
Adv»iiral, R.N., P.O., D.O.L., F.R.S., 
sou of tho late Sir Joseph S. Yorke, 
K.G.6., born April 2, 1800, was edu- 
cated at HaiTow and at the Royal 
Naval College. Entering the navy, 
ho saw much active service iu early 
life, and served as a midshipman at tho 
attack on Algiers under Lord Exmouth. 
He sat in the House of Commons for 
Beigate in 1831-2, and represented 
Cambridgeshire in the Conservative 
interest from 1832 until he succeeded 
his uncle as fourth earl, Nfovember 18, 
1834. His lordship, who has at- 
tained tho rank of Admiral, is Lord 
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Lieiii<»iaiit of Cambridgeshire, and 
was a lord in waiting to the Qneen 
during Sir E. Peel’s administration. 
He acted as Postmaster - General 
nnder Lord Derby’s first administra- 
tion in 1852 (on which occasion ho 
was sworn a Privy Councillor), and 
held the pbst of Lord Privy Seal in 
Lord Derby’s second administration 
in 1858-9. 

HAEDY, The Eight Hon. Ga- 
THOSNE, son of John Hardy, Esq., 
who was member for Bradford, was 
bom at Bra^ord, October 1, 1814, 
and was educated at Shrewsbuiy 
School and at Oriel College, Oxford, 
where ho was second class in classics, 
and took the degree of B. A. Mr. Hardy 
was one of the members for Leo- 
minster fiom 1856 till July, 1865, when 
ho was elected for the University of 
Oxford, after an exciting contest, Mr. 
Gladstone being his opponent. .In 
1858 ho was appointed Under- 
Secretaiy fortho Homo Department 
in Lord Derby’s second adminis- 
tration; on the formation of Lord 
Derby’s third administration, in July, 
1866, ho became President to tho 
Pooi’-Law Board, and on tho resigna- 
tion of Mr. Walpole, in May, 1867, 
Secretary of Stato for the Home 
Department. 

HARDY, Thomas Duffus, son of 
Major T. B. P. Hardy, of tho * Royal 
Artillery, bom at Port Royal, Jamaica, 
in 180j>, entered the public service 
as junior clerk in H. M. Record 
Office, Tower, In 1819. On the death 
of the late Mr. Henry Petrie, keeper 
of the records in the Tower, the 
compilation of the Monumenta His- 
torica Britannica was entrusted to 
him by the Government, to which 
work he wrote tho general introdution. 
In 1861, on the death of Sir Francis 
Palgrave, Mr. Hardy was appointed 
Deputy Keeper of the Public Rolls, 
by Sir John Eomilly,* Master of the 
Rolls. Mr. Hardy is well known in 
literary circles as tho editor of several 
veiy ancient MSS. and records ; 
amongst which may be mentioned 
Eotuli Literamm Glausarum in ; 
Turri Londinensi asservati,” from A.D. ! 


1204 to 1227, published in 1883-44; 
“ Eotuli Literarum Patentium in 
.Turri,” Ao.,«^fi’om 1201 to 1216; 
” Eotuli Normanias,” 1200 — 1209; 
and ** Eotuli do Oblatis et Finibns, 
Ac.” in 1835 ; ” Modus tenendi Parlia- 
mentum,” in 1846; a Catalogue of tho 
Chancellors; and the Life of Lord 
Langdale, late Master of the Rolls, 
a work of high literaiy merit. 

HARGRAVES, Edmund Haumond, 
the discoverer of the gold fields in 
Australia, son of Lieut. J. E. Har- 
greaves, of the Sussex militia, bom 
at Gosport about 1815, went to sea 
at the age of fourteen, and became a 
settler, or “squatter,” in Australia 
when eighteen years old. In 1840 
he sailed from Port Jackson for San 
Francisco, went to the gold diggings, 
and while working there was so strack 
with tho resemblance of the g^d.ogi- 
cal structure of tho country to that of 
Australia, that upon his return ho 
mado explorations which resulted in 
the discovery of whnt have sinco 
been proved to be most productive 
gold-fields. He proceeded to Sydney, 
communicated his discovery to the 
Colonial Secretary, and was after- 
wards appointed Commissioner of 
Crown Lands. Having visited the 
principal gold-fields in Australia, 
ho returned to Sydney, and 
resigned his appointment, when tho 
Legislative Council of New South 
Wales awarded him £10,000 for his 
discovery ; and tho town of Sydney 
presented him with a gold cup of 
£500 value, at a public dinner at 
which tho Governor- General was 
present. He received testimonials 
from the other Australian colonies, in 
recognitiLonof his services in develop- 
ing the resouroes of that country. 
In 1854 he returned to England. A 
very interesting narrative of his suc- 
cess, entitled “Australia audits Gold- 
Fields,” appeared in 1855.. 

HARINGTON, The Ebv. Edward 
Cjiables, M.A., an immediate de- 
scendant of the celebrated Sir John 
Harington of Kilston, who flourished 
in the reign of Elizabeth, born about 
1807, was educated at Worcester 
2 c 2 
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College, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1828, and was appointed, in 
1847, Chancellor, and^in 1857 Canon 
Besidentiary of Exeter Cathedral. 
He has written a learned trcatiso 
*‘0n the Object, Importance, and 
Antiquity of the Bite of Consecration 
of Churches $’* Notes on the Church 
of Scotland,” published in 1844 ; 
‘*The Succession of Bishops in the 
Church of England unbroken,” in 
1846 ; ” The Beformers of the Angli- 
can Church and Macaulay’s England,” 
and ” Boconsecration, Boconciliation, 
&c., of the Churches,” in 1850; 

Bradford the Martyr and Sir John 
Harington ;” “ Borne’s Pretensions 
tested ** The Bull of Pope Pius 
IX. and tho ancient British Church;” 
“ Pope Pius IX. and the Book of 
Common Prayer,” “Tho Fifty-fifth 
Canon and the Kirk of Scotland,” &c. 

HABLESS, Qotilibde Christoph 
Adolf, Protestant theologian, born at 
Nuremberg, Nov. 21, 1806, studied at 
Erlangen and Halle, became tutor in 
the faculties of tlleology and philoso- 
phy at Erlangen in 1829, afterwards 
professor in tho College and tJnivcr- 
sity, titular of the Chair of Theology, 
and preacher to tho University in 
1836. He lost both these appoint- 
ments in 1845, on account of his 
opposition, in tho Diet of Bavaria, to 
the reactionary tendency of the minis- 
try and the demands of the Boman 
Catholic party; but tho Saxon Go- 
vernment nominated him titular 
Professor of Theology in the Uni- 
versity of Leipsic. Ho was called to 
Munich in 1852, as private Eccle- 
siastical Councillor to the Minister of 
Worship. He is the author of ** Com- 
mentary on the Epistle to tho Ephe- 
sians,” published in 1834 ; of a ” Theo- 
logies and Methodical Encylopmdid, 
from tho Stand-point of Protestant- 
ism,” ml83Z; of “Popular Lessons on 
Physiology and Psychology,” in 1851 ; 
of “ TreaUse on Plastic Anatomy,” in 
1857, &o. 

HABNESS, The Bev. Williasi, 
AM., bom at Wickham, Hampshire, 
in 1790, was educated at Harrow 
School, whore he became acquaintod | 


with Lord Byron, who on seeing him 
bullied by a boy much stronger than 
himself, kindly interposed for his 
protection. Tho acquaintance thus 
auspiciously begun ripened into a 
warm friendship, and several of Mr. 
Harness’s lottci'S are published in 
Moore’s Life of Byron. He en- 
tered Christ’s College, Cambridge, 
graduated B.A. in 1813, and having 
taken orders, became curate of Eil- 
merston and Dorking, was for somo 
time morning preacher at Park- 
street and Trinity Chapels, and 
minister of Begent-squaro Chapol, 
St. Pancras. This ho hold for twenty 
years, when he was mado incum- 
bent of All Saints, Knightsbridge. 
Tiord Lansdowne appointed him 
“Clerk of tho Clergy Boturns,” in 
1841. Mr. Harness printed privately 
in 1837 “ Welcome and Farewell,” a 
drama which was wannly eulogized 
in the QH-artcrly Revimo, and hits 
written “ A Volume of Parochial 
Sermons,” “ Christian Education,” 
“ Boylo Lectures,” “Claims of tho 
Church of Homo considered,” four 
Sermons delivered at Cambridge, as 
select preacher, for Feb., 1841, on 
The Imago of God in Man,” ond 
several lectures and pamphlets. Mr. 
Harness, who is prebendary of St. 
Paul’s, has been known in London 
' for more than half a centnry as an 
! indefatigable clergyman, and as a 
j preacher of some repute. 

II ABNEY, William Selby, born at 
Tennessee, in 1800, was appointed to 
the U.S. army without entering tho 
Military School at West Point, re- 
ceiving his comTiiission as 2nd Lient. 
of Infantry, in Feb., 1818. In 1833 
ho was appointed Paymaster in tho 
aimy, with the rani of M^or, and in 
1836 was transfeired to tlio 2nd 
Dragoons, as Lieut.-Colonel, when ho 
went to Flonda, took an active pai’t 
in the wars* with the Indians, and 
was breveted Colonel, Dec. 7, 1840, 
for gallant and meritorious conduct. 
He served in tho Mexican campaign, 
and in 1858 was promoted to tho 
rank of Brigadior-General, and was 
placed in command of the Depart- 
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menfc of the Pacific, with head quar- 
ters at San Francisco. While in 
command of this department he 
became embroiled in the San Juan 
dispute with Great Britain, and was 
removed from the Pacific coast by 
tho orders of Gen. Scott. After 
seeing some service in tho civil war. 
whilst operating against the Confedc 
rate General Price, ho was relievec 
by the late Gcii. Lyon. Gen. Harney 
resided during the rest of the struggle 
privately at St. Louis, and in Aug. 
1863, was placed on the retired list. 

HARPER, Dr. (See Chuistciiuhch, 
BiSHor OF.) 

HARRINGTON (Countess Dow- 
ager or), better known under her 
maiden name of Maria Foote, daiigh 
ter of tho late Samuel Foote, Esq., 
proprietor of tlio Plymouth Tlieatro, 
was bom at Plymouth in 1798. She 
made her first appearance at Covont 
Garden Theatre in 1813, whore for 
many years she was a great favourite, 
having gained celebrity by her i)or- 
formances in genteel comedy, and in 
Shakespeare’s characters of “ Rosa- 
lind,** “ Tmogen,** “Beatrice,** Ac., &c. 
She was married April 7, 1831, to 
Charles, ^Ith earl of Harrington, who 
•died March 3, 1851, leaving issue by 
her an only daughter, married J line 17, 
1851, to the earl of Mount-Cluirlcs, 
eldest son of tho marquis of Conyng- 
ham. Her only son. Lord Petersham, 
dying before his father, tho earldom 
of Harrington passed to tho late 
carl’s brother, father of tho lato peer, 
who died Fob. 22, 1866. 

HARRIS, Hon. Edward Alfred 
John, second son of tin. late earl of Mal- 
mesbury, undheir-presnniptive to that 
title, bom May 20, 1808, was educated 
at Eton and tho Royal Naval College, 
entered tho navy in 1823, and, having 
served on the South American, Medi- 
terranean, and Portugueso stations, 
attained the rank of Captain in 38I3. 
He was member for Christ Church, 
Hants, in tho Conservative interest, 
from 1844 to 1852, when, during his 
brother*s (tho earl of Malmesbuiy) 
tenure of the seals of the Foreign 
Office, he was appointed Consul at , 


Elsinore, was transferred to Pom as 
Consul-General and Ghargd d’ Af- 
faires tho same year, and to Chili in 
the same capacity a few months later.

HARRIS (Baron), Sir George 
Francis Robert Harris, eldest son 
of tho second Lord Harris, and grand- 
son of tho first peer, who stormed 
Scringapatam, born Aug. M, 1810, 
was educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, whero ho graduated ll.A. in 
]i831. In 181-6 he w'as nominated 
Lieutenant,- Governor of Trini<bid, of 
which ho became Governor and Com- 
mander-in- Chief ; held that post until 
nominated, early in 1854, to tho 
Govcmorsliip of Madras, which ho 
administered with great ability 
through the Indian mutiny, and 
I'ctariied to England in 1861, when 
he had conferred upon him tho Order 
of tho Star of India. His Lordship, 
who succeeded his father as thii^ 
baron May 30, 1845, was appointed 
Gluimbcrlain of the Household to tho 
Princess of Wales, March 10, 1863. 

HARRIS, The Rev. Thomas Leo- 
nard, bom at Stony Stratford, emi- 
grated with his family early in life to 
the United States. All his works 
profess to bo written in the Spint, 
and are improvised.

in ‘1854. In March, 1867, ho was 
returned to tho House of Commons 
as one of tho members for North 
Lancashire in the Liberal interest, in 
March, 1863, was appointed a Lord 
of the Admiralty, and in April in tho 
same year Under-Secretary for War. 
t)n the re-constmetion of Lord Rus- ; 
sell’s second administration in Feb. ! 
1866, the Marquis of Hartington 
became Secretary for War, and re- , 


tired with his colleagues in July of 
that year. 

HARTLEY, Siii Charles Augus- 
tus, son of tho late W. A. Hartley, 
Esq., bom at Heworth, Durham, in 
1825, is a Member of the Institution 
of Civil* Engineers, and was for many 
years resident engineer at Plymouth 
for the late J. LocSce, Esq. In 1855- 
56 he served in tho Crimea as Captain 
in tho Turkish Contingent Engineers, 
and in 1857 was appointed Engineer- 
in-Chief to the European Commission 
for improving the navigation of the 
Danube. Ho has received tho Turk- 
ish war-medal from tho Queen, tho 
Imperial order of tho Medjidie from 
the Sultan, tho Telford medal, the 
Stephenson prize, and the Manby 
premium from tho Institution of Civil 
Engineers, and was knighted by 
patent in 1862. 

HARVEY, Siu George, P.R.S.A., 
painter of historical pictures and ta- 
hleaiix da genre, vfsia bom in 1805 at St. 
Ninian’s, a small village near Stirling. 
Ho displayed a taste for drawing at 
an early age, but having been appren- 
ticed to a bookseller, hod but limited 
opportunities for cultivating his talent. 
From 1823 till 1825 he studied at the 
school of the Trustees’ Academy, 
Edinburgh. In 1826, when the Scot- 
tish artists resolved to establish an 
academy of their own, framed upon 
tho model of tho Royal Academy of 
London, Harvey was invited to join 
it as associate, and he became ac^e- 
mician in 1829. Incidents from the 
history of the Covenanters supplied 
tl\e subjects for some of the pictures 
by which he first won fkme ; sudh as, 
“Covenanters Preaching,” in 1830; 
“Covenanters’ Baptism,” in 1831; 
•“Battle of Dramclog,” from Scott, 
in 1836; aiid “The Covenanters’ 
Communion,” in 1840. “ First Read- 
ing of the Bible in Old St. Paul’s,” 
in 1847, first made him known at the 
London exhibitions. He painted many 
domestic sulneotB; such as “Examina- 
tion of a Village Sohopl,” in 1832 ; 
“John Banyan in Jail,” in 1838;

Mr. Harvey’s popularity has been 
increased by good engravings from 
his Covenanters’ pictures, and other 
subjects which appeal to the sympa- 
thies of n large class. ” Dawn Ee- 
vealing the New World to Columbus,” 
and “ Quitting the Manse,” are in the 
Scottish National Gallciy. Mr. Har- 
vey, who was elected President of th6 
Eoyal Scottish Academy on the death 
of Sir John Watson Gordon in 1864, 
was knighted in 1867. 

HASTINGS, Vice-Admiral Sir 
TnoMAS, K.C.B., elder brother of Sir 
Charles Hastings, M.D., who died July 
30, 1866, was burn in 1790, entci'od 
the navy at an early age, and saw 
much active service in the Walcheren 
expedition and in the Mediten'anean. 
He was First Lieutenant of the (7n- 
doAinted, Gapt. Ussher, which ship 
conveyed the Emperor Napoleon to 
Elba; was in command of the gun- 
neiy establishment on board H.M.S. 
ExcelUnt from 1832 till 1845, and for 
six years was the head of tho Eoyal 
Naval College at Portsmouth. He 
was Ihrincipal Storekeeper and a Mem- 
ber of the Boat'd of Ordnance, from 
1845 till 1855', when tho Board and 
Office were abolished, and was knighted 
and made a C.B. (civil) for his im- 
provements in naval gunnery. In 
1859 he was nominated a K.C.B. of 
the Ci^l division, for liis services, at 
tho Board of O^nauco, during tho 
Crimean war. He is a Justice of the 
Peace for tho counties of Hereford 
and Brecon, and a Deputy-Lieutenant 
for the former. 

HATCHELL, The Eight Hon. 
JoHH, . bom in county Wexford in 
1783, was educated at Trinity Collego, 
Dublin, where he obtained several 
Umversity honours and a scholarship, 
WM c^led to the Irish bar in 1809, 
and in 1847 was appointed Solicitor- 
General ibr Ireland. Mr. Hatchell 


became Attorney-General in 1850, 
when he was sworn of tho Privy 
Council in Ireland, was twice returned 
to tho House of Commons for Wind- 
sor, and sat from Jan., 1850, till July, 
1852. Ho was appointed a Commis- 
sioner of National Education, and of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests 
*in Ireland in 1853, but withdrew from 
the Board of Education on its re-con- 
strAtion in 1861. Mr. Hatchell was 
a short time Commissioner of the In- 
solvent Court in Ireland, previous to 
its amalgamation with tho Court of 
Bankruptcy. 

HAUSSMANN, Baron Georges 
Eugkne, administrator and senator, 
bom at Paris, March 27, 1809, was edn- 
c.itcd at the Conservatoire deMusiquo, 
studied with a notary, and became an 
advocate. After the revolution of 
1830 ho was successively sous-prfifet 
of Nerac, Saint- Girons, and Blaye, 
and under the Presidency of Louis 
Napoleon, was Prefect of Var, tho 
Yonne, and Gironde. Tho President 
appreciating his , administrative 
talents, apppointed him Profet of the 
Seino, in BucccBsIon to M. Berger, 
June 23, 1853. Under his active 
direction and enterprising spirit, 
works have been qxecuted in Paris of 
such a nature as to almost render it 
a new city. Amongst theso may be 
mentioned tho improvement of tho 
Bois de Boulogne, tho prolongation of 
the Euo do Eivoli, tho construction of 
the Boulevard do Sebastopol, and of 
more than twenty boulevards *in 
tho old parts of Paris, various pub- 
lic gardens, squares, barracks, the 
Halles Centmles, the new Prefecture 
of Police, more than a dozen. bridges, 
the itebuilding of various mairies, in 
4^dition to numerous hospitals, asy- 
lums (especially the HAtel Dieu), and 
many other public works. M. Hauss- 
mann was promoted to the rank of 
Grand Officer of tho Legion of Honour, 
June 17, 1856, and Grand Cross, Sep. 
8, 1862. In Aug. 1857 he was created 
a Senator. ^ 

HAYEEGAL, The Ery. Williaw 
Henry, bom in 1793, was educated 
at St. Edmund’s H^ Oxford, where 
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. he graduated B.A. in 1815, and M.A. 
in 1819. Ho became Hector of Ast- 
ley, in Worcestershire, in 1829, Hec- 
tor of St. Nicholas, Worcester, and 
Honorary Canon of Worcester Cathe- 
dral, in 184>5, and Perpetual Curatf 
of Shareshill, near Wolverhampton, 
in 1860, from which he was compelled 
to retn*e on account of failing health. 
Mr. Havergal is one of the first 
authorities in sacred music, and eno 
of the best composers of the ago ; and 
much of his music is m use in our 
cathedrals. Mr. Havergal has prac- 
tised musical composition in hours 
when prevented by illness from at- 
tending to pastoral work, in which his 
whole heart is engaged. Tie is tho 
author of various Sermons, including 
one on ordination, published in 1845; 
of Death for Murder — ^Assize Sermon, 
in 1847 ; and of two volumes of His- 
torical Sermons, in 1853. 

HAVIN, Lkonoji-Joskpu, publicist, 
bom at St. Lu in 1799, shared with 
his father from 1810-1820 the exile 
to which the latter had been con- 
demned as a proscribed regicide. 
Upon his return to Prance, ho resided 
at Caen. A liberal in politics, ho was 
chosen in 1830 as one of tho delegates 
for the Western provinces to enlighten 
tho provisional government upon tho 
wants and wishes of these depart- 
ments. Hefusing some high posts, 
he accepted tho office of Juge do 
Falx at St. Lf), and performed its 
duties until 1835, having in 1831 been 
elected deputy for that town. ■ In 
1839 ho was chosen Secretary to the 
Chamber, but in 1842, in consequence 
of ministerial influexico, was excluded 
from that office. Ho constantly voted 
witli tho opposition, and upon the 
breaking ont bf the Heform agitation 
organized tlie Thorigny banquet. 
After tho revolution of Feb. 1848, M. 
Havin was elected to the*Constitaent 
Assembly for La Manche, and until 
Deo. 10, 1851, generally voted with 
the Hight upon all social and political 
' questions. After the Presidential 
election his opinions became more 
^lied with those of tho domooratical 
party. M. Havin was elected a mem- 


ber of the Council of State, and re- 
mained for fourteen years without 
a seat in the Legislative Assembly. 
In 1863 he was one of tho Opposi- 
tion candidates of Paris for* a seat 
in the Corps Legislatif, and was 
elected, but being at the same 
time a successful candidate for 
La Manche, he chose to represent 
tho latter constituency. After the 
death of M. Perree, M. Havin became 
political director of the SUcle. In 
1861, in spite of the opposition of tho 
government, he was elected for tho 
canton of Thorigny. 

HA WELL, SiJi WiLLiASf Foster, 
Chief Justice in tho Colony of Vic- 
toria, sou of Jonas Hawell, Esq., of 
Oldcourt, county Cork, was bom 
in 1815, and educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin. He was Attorney- 
General, and sat in the Parliament 
of Victoria for the city of Mel- 
bourne. 

HAWKINS, Benjamin Water- 
uousE, F.L.S., F.G.S., &c., born in 
Devonshire Street, Loudon, Fob. 8, 
1807, was educated at St. Aloysius 
College. Uis earliest attempts iu art 
were mode under the instruction of 
the lato W. Behnes, tho celebrated 
sculptor. Mr. Hawkuis has devoted 
himself to tho study of natural his- 
tory since 1827, and to that of geo- 
logy since 1852. In 1842 ho was 
invited by the late earl of Derby to 
reside at Knowsloy, to make studies 
from tlio living animals, and was 
occupied in this manner until the end 
of 1S17. Daring these five years and 
a half he obtained that facility for 
sketching the animal foim which con- 
stitutes tho attractive feature of his 
popular lectures on Geology and Zoo- 
logy, so well known at the Crystal 
Palace and various scientific and lite- 
rary institutes in England and Scot- 
land. He was assistant-superinten- 
dent at the Great Exhibition of 1851, 
in 1852 was appointed by the Ciystal 
Palace Company to restore the exter- 
nal forms of the extinct animals to . 
their natural gpgantio size, and de- 
voted three years and a half to the 
construction of the thirty-throe life- 
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sizQd models in the Crystal Palace 
Park ; many of them being of colossal 
proportions. In one of these ^the 
Ignumodon) he carried ont, Dec. 30, 
1858, his •idea of giving a dinner to 
Professor Owen, Professor Forbes, 
and twenty scientifio and literary 
gentlemen. He was elected a Fellow 
of the Linnsean Society in 1847, of 
the Geological Society in 1854, and a 
member of the Society of Aits in 
1846. He is the author of Popular 
Comparative Anatomy,’* published in 
1840; of Elements of Form,” in 1842 ; 
of “Comparative View of the Human 
and Animal Frame,” in 1860 ; and in 
conjunction with Professor Huxley, 
of an “Atlas of Elcmentaiy Ana- 
tomy,” in 1865, and of “ Artistic Ana- 
tomy of the Horse, Cattle, and Sheep 
for Art Students.” 

HAWKINS, CiESAR Henry, the 
third son of tho late Bcv. Edward 
Hawkins, and grandson of Sir Caesar 
Hawkins, let baronet, some time sor- 
jeant-Burgeon to George 11. and III., 
was bom towards the 'close of the 
last century. After having been for 
a few years Lecturer on ^atomy at 
the school in Great Windmill Street, 
he was in 1829 elected Surgeon to St. 
Geoige’s Hospital, where he lectured 
on surgery. . Ho resigned in 1861, 
was appointed Consulting Surgeon to 
St. George’s Hospital, of which he is 
a Trustee, was for some years an 
Examiner in Surgoiy at the Univer- 
sity of London, and is a member of the 
Court of Examiners of tho Boyal 
College of Surgeons, of which he has 
twice been President. In 1849 he 
was chosen to deliver the Hunterian 
Oration at the College of Surgeons, 
when the late Prince Albert honoured 
the College with his presence. Mr. 
Hawkins has held several other pro- 
fessional appointments, such as Pre- 
sident of the Boyal Medical and 
Chimrgioal, and Pathological Socie- 
ties, and on the death of Sir B. 
Brodie was appointed Seijeant-Sur- 
geon to her Migesty. He is the author 
^ Lectures on Tumours,” and other 
sdljeots in the I^edipil Gazette, and 
has been a frequent* contributor to | 


the Lomcet, the “ Medical and Chimr- 
gical Transactions,” Ac. 

HAWKINS, The Bbv. Edward, 
D.D., eldest brother of Mr. C. H. 
Hawkins, bom in 1789, was educated 
at Merchant Taylors’ School, and at 
S^ John’s College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in high honours in 
1811, and was shortly afterwards 
elected to a Fellowship at Oriel Col- 
lege. Having discharged several col- 
lege offices with energy and ability, 
ho was chosen in 1828 to succeed Dr. 
Copleston as Provost of Oriel College, 
to which office a canonry in Boches- 
ter Cathedral and tho Bectory of Pur- 
leigh, Essex, aro annexed. He was 
appointed Dean Ireland’s Professor of 
the Exegesis of Holy Scripture at Ox- 
ford in 1847, resigning that post in 
1861. Dr. Hawkins (who was the 
intimate friend of the late Dr. Arnold) 
is the author of the “ Bampton Lec- 
tures ” for 1840, of “ Discourses on the 
Historical Scriptures of the Old 
Testament,” and of a variety of Ser- 
mons, and has edited “ Milton’s 
Poetical Works with notes.” 

HAWKINS, Edward, P.B.S., 
F.S.A., and F.L.S., numismatist and 
archmologist, bom at Macclesfield 
in 1780, was educated at Macclesdold 
Grammar-school. In 1824 lie suc- 
oeiHled Taylor Coombe, Esq., as Keeper 
of Antiquities in the British Museum, 
which office he retained till the close 
of 1860. Mr. Hawkins has for many 
years devoted himself to tho study of 
archa3ology in general, and to that 
of coins and medals in particular, 
and ills very important collection of 
medals illustrative of English his- 
tory, commenced iu early life, has 
been purchased by the trustees of 
the British Museum. He possesses 
the largest collection ever made of 
political caricatures relating to Eng- 
land, some as early as the reign of 
Heniy VlII., and has formed an exten- 
sive collection, commenced in boy- 
hood, of printed books, Ac., as well as 
of views and portraits of places and 
persons illustrative of the county of 
Chester.

HAWKINS, The Bev. Ernest, 
B.D., bom about 1802, was educated 
at Bhlliol College, Oxford, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1824, and was 
elected to a fellowship at Exeter Col- 
lege in 1831. After having filled the 
office of Assistant- Secretary of the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Pai*ts for five 
years, he was in 1843 elected Secre- 
tary of that society, and it is in a 
great measure owing to his energy 
and administrative ability that the 
English Church has increased its 
Colonial Episcopate in all quarters of 
the British dominions. In 1845 he 
was made a Prebendary of St. Paul's, 
and he resigned his stall in 1865, 
being nominated to a canoniy at 
Westminster Abbey. Mr. Hawkins 
has written Historical Notices of 
the Missions of the Church of Eng- 
land in the -North American Colonies 
previous to the Independence of the 
United States,” "Annals of the Dio- 
ceses of Fredericton, Toronto, Que- 
bec,” " Notes on tlie Book of Psalms,” 
and a book of Family Prayer. 

HAWKS, The Ebv. Fhancjs S., 
D.D., LL.D., bom at Nowbera, North 
Carolina, June 10, 1798, graduated at 
the University of t'lat State in 1815, 
and was called in 1818 to the bar, at 
which he practised for some years. 
In 1820 he was elected to the legis- 
lature of his native State, but finding 
lay occupation distasteful, in 1827 he 
was ordained, and officiated first at 
Haven, Connecticut, and then at Phi- 
ladelphia. In 1831 he was appointed 
to St. Thomas’s Church, New York ; 
iu 1833 ho received the degree of 
D.D. from Columbia College, and in 
1835 the General Convention offered 
him the appointment of Missionary 


York Review; and founded St. Tho- 
mas's Hall at Flushing, Long Island, 
an institution destined ibr the benefit 
of the Sons of the Clergy ; but the 
scheme failed. Dr. Hawks, who was 
deeply involved, had to dispose of his 
private property and to beg^n life 
anew. In 1843 he removed to Mis- 
sissippi, and was elected bishop of 
that diocese. When the election 
came on for approval before the Gene- 
ral Convention in 1844, the appoint- 
ment was opposed, upon charges 
based upon his embarrassments in 
the matter of St. Thomas’s Hall. His 
speech in. vindication of his conduct 
procured him an acquittal, but he 
declined to accept the bishopric, 
although a vote of confidence in him 
was passed by the diocese which had 
elected him. In 1844 he was ap- 
pointed to Christ Church, New Or- 
leans, and during the five yeai’s that 
he held this charge he was elected 
President of the University of Louis- 
iana. In 1849 ho was invited to re- 
turn to New York, whore aid was 
furnished him to meet his liabilities. 
He complied, was appointed to the 
Church of the Mediator, and when it 
was incorporated with that of Cal- 
vary, received the joint preferment, 
which- he still holds. In 1854 he de- 
clined the bishopric of Rhode Island. 
Dr, Hawks is tiie author of several 
orignal works, and of some transla- 
tions, amongst which ore " Contribu- 
tions to the Ecclesiastical History of 
the United States,” published in 1^6- 
41 ; " Egypt and its Monuments,” in 
1849; "Auricnlar Confession in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church,” in 
1850; "Histoiy ofiNortli Carolina,” 
and a translation of "Bovero and 
Tsebndi’s Antiquities of Peru.” He 
edited " The Official and other 
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State Papers of the late Majijr-Gene- 
ral A. Hamilton/* in 1842; “The 
Romance of Biography,** and “Ap- 
pleton’s Cyclopaodia of Biography/* 
in 1856 ; and has been a constant 
contributor to pcnodicals. 

HAWKSHAW, John, P.R.S., civil 
engineer, born at Leeds in 1811, and 
educated at the Leeds Gi-arn mar- 
school, was a pupil under Mr. Charles 
Fowler, who was occupied in the con- 
struction of turnpike roads in tho 
West Riding of Yorkshire, and became 
assistant to Mr. Alexander Nimmo, 
who was employed by the Govern- 
ment on pnblic works in Ireland. On 
Mr. Nimmo’s death, Mr. Uawksliaw 
took charge of tho works of the Boli- 
voi’ Copper-mines in South America, 
and on his return to England, became 
Engineer to the Manchester and 
Bolton Canal and Railway. He was 
afterwards Engineer to the Lanca- 
shire and Yorkshire Railway (nearly 
tho whole of which he constructed), 
and to several railways in the north 
and other parts of England. Mr. 
Hawkshaw constructed tho Riga 
and Dunaberg and the Dunaberg and 
Witepsk Railways in Russia, tho Pe- 
narth Harbour and Dock in Cardiff 
Roads, the Londonderry Bridge in 
Ireland, tho Charing Cross and Can- 
non Street Railways in tho inctroiiolis, 
and other public works, and is con- 
structing the New Docks at Hull, tho 
Government railways in Mauritius, 
the Great Ship Canal from Amsterdam 
to the North Sea, the new East and 
West India Docks in London, Ac. Ac. 
He is Consulting Engineer to the 
Madras Railway, and to tho Eastern 
Bengal Railway ; Engineer to the Go- 
vernment Harbour of Rofugo at Holy- 
head, to the War OfBico for tho founda- 
tion of the now forts in course of con- 
struction at Spitheod, and is consulted 
by Government in matters of a pro- 
fessional character. On tho failure of 
the great sluice at St. Germains, in 
Norfolk, Mr. Hawkshaw was requested 
by the Commissioners of the Middle 
Level to take measures to stop the 
inundations and to remedy the- evil 
caused that disaster, which he did 


successfully, and there for the first 
time he substituted largo siphons for 
tho fallen sluice. Ho was one of 
the Metrapolitan Commissioners of 
Sowers when that body was formed 
by tho Crown, and in 1860 was ap- 
pointed Royal Commissiouor to decide 
between contending schemes for tho 
water supply to tho city of Dublin. 

HAY, Sir John' Charles Dal- 
iiYMPLE, Bart., a rear-admiral, F.R.S., 
P.R.G.S., Vice-President of tho Insti- 
tution of Naval Architects, oldest son 
of the late Sir James Daliymplo Hay, 
Bart., of Duiiragit, Wigtonshiro, was 
born Feb. 11, 1821, and educated at 
Rugby. Entering the navy at an 
early age, ho served as a midshipman 
during the operations on the Syrian 
coast in 1841, including the siego of 
Acre, where he distinguished himself 
in command of a boat, and as fiag 
lieutenant of Sir Thomas Cochrano, 
took a distinguished part in the opera- 
tions on the coast of Borneo in 1846. 
He commanded tho Columbine as 
sonicr officer at tho destruction of 
some pirate vessels in China, in 1849, 
for which servico ho was promoted, 
and received a service of plate from 
tho merchants of China. Ho com- 
manded II.M.S. Hannibal in tho Black 
and Mediterranean Seas during tho 
Russian war of 1854-G, and took part 
in iho capture of Kortch and Kinburn, 
and in the bombardment and fall of 
Sobastopol. lie commanded tho Imhis 
in North America and the West 
Indies fixim 1857 till 1859, was one of 
tho Greenwich Hospital Commission 
in I8t>0-1, and Chaiiman of the Iron 
Plato Committee from 1861 till 1864. 
He succoeded his father as third 
baronet, March 19, 1861, was elected, 
in 1862, for Wakefield in tho Con- 
servative interest, lost his seat at the 
general election in July, 1865, was 
defeated at Tamworth the same year, 
and elected for Stamford in May, 
1866. Sir John, who was made a Loi^ 
of the Admiralty in Lord Derby’s third 
admimBtration,has received three war 
medals and the Medjidie 4th class. 

HAYES, Augustus Allen, chemist, 
born at Windsor, Vermont, Feb. 28, 
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1806, graduated at the Militaiy Aca- 
demy of Norwich, Yormont, in 1823, 
and studied medicine under Dr. Dana, 
principal of the Medical College of 
New Hampshire. In 1825 he began 
to investigate tho medicinal proper- 
ties of American plants, and was 
rewarded for his industxy by the dis< 
covery of tho organic ^kaloid san- 
guinaria, a colourless compound pro- 
ducing salts of a most brilliant colour. 
In 1827, having become Assistant 
Professor of the New Hampshiro Col- 
lege, he commenced an cicamination 
into tlio properties of chromium. His 
paper upon this subject attracted at- 
tention among the various scientific 
bodies of Europe, and tho college of 
Dartmouth, U.S.A., testified their re- 
spect by confemng upon him tho 
degree of M.D. In 1828 ho removed 
to Boston, and was, at different 
periods, director of a manufacioiy of 
colours and chemical productions at 
Boxbuiy, Massachusetts, a consulting 
chemist of various dyeing, gas, and 
smelting establishments in Now Eng- 
land, and at tho same time ho contri- 
buted valuable papers on chemical 
subjects to the ** Transactions ’* of the 
American Academy and of the Boston 
Society of Natural History. In 1837 
Dr. Hayes conducted an elaborato in- 
vestigation into the different models of 
generating^ steam, &c., and Jlo in- 
vented a. new method for the arrange- 
ment of steam boilers, since generally 
adopted in tho United States. Ho 
perfected a plan for refining copper 
and iron, published an account of 
the chemical differences existing in 
varioties of guanc, and has written on 

Tho Existence of a deposit of Iron 
on tho African West Coast,” and on 
the ” Differences in tho Chemical 
Construction andActionof Sea Waters 
below tho Surface, on Soundings, and 
at tho Entrance of Rivers.” Dr. Hayes, 
who holds the offico of State Assayer 
of Massachusetts, was commissioned 
by tho United States Navy Depart- 
ment to examine into the question of 
copper and copper sheathing in the 
construction of vessels. 

HATTER, Sir Georoe, Knight, 


K.8.L., son of the late Mr. Charles 
Hayter, who was professor of per- 
spective to H.R.H. the Princess Char- 
lotte, was bom in St. James* s-street, 
London, in 1792, and whilo very young 
obtained two medals in tho Royal 
Academy. In 1808 he was rated 
midshipman in tho royal navy, and in 
1809 commenced his artistic career 
by painting miniatures in Winchester 
and Southampton. In 1815 he was 
appointed Painter of Miniatures 
and Portraits to tho Princess Char- 
lotte and H.R.H. Prince Leopold of 
Saxo- Coburg (afterwards king of tho 
Belgians). Having studied in Romo-* 
from 1816 to 1819, when ho became 
a member of tho Academy of St. 
Luke, ho took up his residence in 
London, painting history and por- 
traits. In 1826 ho returned to Italy, and 
became a member of tlie Imperial Aca- 
demies of Parma (where ho painted 
her imperial Majesty the Archduchess 
Maria Louisa), of Florence, and of Ve- 
nice, and of the pontifical Academy of 
Bologna. On his way back, ho re- 
mained at tho court of Charles X. and 
of Louis Philippe, painting many por- 
traits, until July, 1831, when ho re- 
turned to London to paint a portrait 
of her Majesty, then Princess Vic- 
toria, and of n.B.H. tho lato Duchess 
of Kent. In 1837 he was appointed 
Painter of Portraits to her Majesty, in 
18'41 Historical Painter in Ordinaiy 
to her Majesty, and in 18-1'2 received 
tho honour of knighthood. Ho is the 
author of the Appendix to tho “ Hor- 
tus Ericseus Wubumensis,’* on tho 
classification of colours, with a dia- 
gram containing 132 tints, with 
nomenclature. 

HAYTER, The Right Hox. Sir 
William Goodenough, Bart., young- 
est son of the lato John Hayter, Esq., 
of Winterbourne Stoke, Wilts, born 
Jan. 28, 1792, was educated at Win- 
chester and at Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, where he took a second-class 
in classics. He was called to the Bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn, in Nov., 1819, prac- 
tised for some years in^ tho Court of 
Chancery, but retired in^ 1839, hav- 
ing shortly before obtained a silk 
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gown. In J nly , 1837, he was returned 
to the House o£ Commons os one of 
the members for Wells, which he re- 
presented until the general election in 
July, 1865, when he retired from 
political life. He was Judge Advo- 
cate-General from Dec., 1847, till May, 
1849, when he became Financial Se- 
cretaiy of the Treasury, and in July, 
1860, Farliamentaiy Secretary. The 
delicate and responsible duties of this 
latter post ho discharged, excepting 
the short period during which Lord 
Derby’s first administration held 
office, till 1858, when he retired, and 
was rewarded for his services by a 
baronetcy. In 1861 he was enter- 
tained at a banquet given in his 
honour a£ Willis’s Booms, by upwards 
of 300 members of the House of Com- 
mons, and pi’esided over by Lord 
Palmerston, when a handsome service 
of plate was presented to him. Sir 
William is a Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Berks, and a Bencher of Lincoln’s Inn. 

HAYTI (ex-Em PEROR ok), F Austin 
S ouLOuquE, born about 1790, was a 
slave on the property of M. Yiallot, 
who gave him his liberty. At the 
period of the evacuation of Hayti by 
the French, he joined the army of 
Gen. Dcssalines, rose step by step to 
be Colonel, and held that rank at the 
fall of President Boyer. From his 
taciturnity — a quality denoting wis- 
dom among tho blacks — he Tras ad- 
mitted into tho secret of the several 
conspiracies which succeeded each 
other from 1843 till 1817. Haying 
been created a General of Division 
under Bicher, ho owed his election 
as emperor solely to tho accidental 
circumstance of his namo having bocn 
mentioned at tho Senate at the mo- 
ment when tho votes were divided 
between two candidates, neither of 
whom hod a sufficient majority. 
Sonlonque, who became the medium 
of a reconciliation between the parties, 
triumphedin consequence of his great 
energy of character ; but his vi^oiy 
was disgraced by some frightful ex- 
ecutions. Perfidious cpunoillors in- 
duced him to adopt a cousse of 
vengeance, having for its object 


nothing less than the extermination 
of the whole coloured race, forming 
the fifbli of the population of Hayti. 
Soulouqne was after this outbreak 
principally occupied in reconquering 
the Spanish part of the island, erected 
into tho Dominican Bepnblic, when ho 
was proclaimed emperor. The consti- 
tution was immediately put into har- 
mony with tho new order of things, 
guaranteeing the essential rights of 
citizens, and leaving, in appearance, 
little latitude to arbitrary proceedings ; 
but unfortunately here, as elsewhere, 
practice continually was found to con- 
tradict theory. FaustinSonlouquo,who 
is quite black, was crowned emperor 
with g^at pomp in April, 1852. His 
reign, however, did not prove of long 
duration. A revolt broke out hr 

1858, headed by Fabre Goffrard, one 
of his own generals. Soulouque 
escaped in an English vessel to 
Jamaica, and tho Bepublic was re- 
stored, with Goffrard as president, 
who made peace with the other 
govcnimoTit of the island. 

HAZLITT, William, only son of 
tho essayist, bom in Wiltshire, Sep. 
26, 1811, w'us called to the Bar in 
1844, and was appointed Begistrar of 
tho Court of Bankruptcy, London, in 
1854. His firat literary productions 
were, for the most part, translations 
and compilations, and ^ pamphlet 
on the Begistratiou of Assurances 
attracted some attention. Mr. W. 
Hazlitt, who edited Johnson’s “Lives 
of the Poets,” compiled a Classical 
Gazetteer; and, in conjunction with 
Mr. Bocho, produced a useful Manual 
of Maritime Warfare, and an edition 
of the Bankruptcy Act of 1861. 

HXzltTT, William Carew, bom 
Aug. 22, 1834, the Oldest son of 
Mr. William Hazlitt, was educated 
at Merchant Taylors’ School, entered 
the Inner Temple as a stndent in 

1859, and was called to the Bar in 
Nov., 1861. Mr. W. C. Hazlitt is the 
anther of “ Tho History of the Vene- 
tian Bepublic : her Bise, her Great- 
ness, and her Civilization,” published 
in 1860. The first draft of this work 
appeared in a smaller form in 1857. 
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He has written Sophy, Lantie/* a 
novel published in 1865, and has in 
the press ‘‘ Memoirs of the Life and 
Writings of William Hazlitt/’ and an 
entirely remodelled edition of ‘‘the 
Works and Letters of Charles Lamb.’** 
Mr. Hazlitt has edited “ Diana : 
the Sonnets and other Poems of 
Henry Constable, B.A., of St. John’s 
College, Cambridge,” published in 
1859; ‘*01d English Jest-Books,” 
with introdnetions and notes, and 
“The Poems of Richard Lovelace,” 
with a Life and Notes, in 1864 ; and 
“ Remains of the ISarly Popular 
Poetiy of England,” with Introduc- 
tions and Notes, in 1864-6. He is 
the author of ** British Columbia and 
Vancouver’s Island,” comprising an 
historical sketch of the British settle- 
ments in the north-west coast of 
America, and a survey of the physical 
character, capabilities, Ac., of that 
region published in 1858, of which a 
second and corrected edition appeared 
in 1862 under the title of ** The Gold- 
Fields of Cariboo,” and of a ” Biblio- 
graphical Hand-book to the Early 
Popular, Poetical, and Dramatic Lite- 
rature of Great Bidtain to 1660,” in 
course of ]aiblication. 

HEAD, The Right Hon. Sir 
EDM irNJ) Walker, Baht., K.C.B., sou 
of the late Rev. Sir John Head, Bart., 
boim in 1805, was educated at Win- 
chester and Oriel College, Oxford, 
where he graduated as a first-class 
in classics in 1827, and was elected 
Fellow of Merton College. In 1838 
ho became an Assistant Poor-Law 
Commissioner, and was promoted to 
a Commissionership, which he re- 
signed in 1847, on being appointed 
Governor of New Brunswick. In 
1854 ho was nominated Governor- 
General of Canfida, and he resigned 
in 1861. Ho was sworn a Privy 
Councillor in 1857, and created a 
K.C.B. (Civil division) in 1860. «r Sir 
Edmund is the author of The Hand- 
book of Spanish and French Schools 
of Painting,” published in 1847, and 
of a small work on English grammar, 
entitled “ Two Chapters on Shall and 
WiU,” published in 1856. 


HEAD, Sir Francis ‘Bond, Bart., 
H.C.H., and Knight of the Prussian 
Military Order of Merit, son of the 
late James Roper Head, Esq., was 
bom at Hermitage, near Rochester, 
Jan. 1, 1793. After serving with the 
Royal Engineers at Waterloo, and 
under the Prussian general Ziethoii 
at Fleums, in which battle his horse 
was twice shot under him, he took 
charge of an association which started 
from Falmouth to Rio de la Plata iu 
1825, to work the gold and silver 
mines. Ho rode six thousand miles, 
and drew up a narrative of travel 
under the title of “Rough Notes of 
a Journey across the Pampas,” pub- 
lished in 1826. In 1885, while holding 
the post of Assistant Poor-Law Com- 
missioner in the county of Kent, he 
was appointed by Lord Glonclg, at a 
moment’s notice. Governor of Upper 
Canada. Here, nnder the greatest 
difficulties, witli the aid of the militia, 
lie not only suppnsssed an internal 
rebellion, but repelled the invasion of 
large bodies of “ sympathizers ” from 
the United States, for which services, 
liaving received the thanks of the 
legislatures of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, and Upper Canada, ho 
was created a baronet in 1838. He 
has written Bubbles from the 
Briinuen of Nassau,” published in 
1833; a “Life of Bruce” in 1844; 
“The Emigrant” in 1847; “Stokers 
and Pokers” and “The Defenceless 
State of Great Britain” in 1860; 
“A Faggot of French Sticks” in 
1851; “A Fortnight in Ireland” in 
1852; “Descriptive Essays” in 1856; 
“ The Horse and his Rider ” iu 1860 ; 
Ac. Ho enjoys a pension of £100 a 
year in consideration, of his contribu- 
tions to literature. 

HE AD LAM, Tub Right Hon. 
Thonas Eueuson, Q.C., the eldest son 
of the late Yen. John Headlam (Arch- 
deacon of Richmond), bom at Wycliffb 
Rectory, Yorkshire, in 1813, was edu- 
cated at Shrewsbury School and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated as a wrangler in 1836. He 
was <^led to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1839, and became a Q.C. in 
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1852. He is a magistrate and deputy- 
lieutenant for the North Biding of 
Yorkshire. In 1847 he was returned 
to tho House of Commons as ono of 
the members for Nowcastle-on-I^e, 
which he still (1867) represents. Het 
carried through Parliament tho Trus- 
tee Act of 1850, and edited it as a law 
book, which passed through several 
editions ; and ho edited the supple- 
ment to Daniel’s “Chancery Prac- 
tice,” in 1851, and tlie New Chaneeiy 
Acts, Ac., of 1852. He was appointed 
Chancellor of the Dioceses of Bipon 
and Durham in 1854, and in 1859 
Judge- Advocate-General, when ho was 
sworn a member of tho Privy Council. 
He has exerted himself in Parliament 
in favour of the extension of educa- 
tion, the Cambridge University Com- 
mission, Ac. 

HEADLEY, Joel Tyler, author, 
bom in tho State of New York, Deo. 
30, 1814, graduated at Union College 
in 1839, studied at Auburn theological 
seminary, and was pastor of a church 
at Stockbridgo, Mass., for two years. 
His health failing, he travelled in 
Europe in 1812-3, and on his return 
to tho United States, published 
“Letters from Italy” and tho “Alps 
and the Khino,” which being received 
favourably, encouraged him to devote 
himself to literature. Mr. Headley 
has written lives of Napoleon and his 
Marshals, of Cromwell, Winfield Scott, 
Jackson, Washington, and Gen. Have- 
lock; an adaptation of St. Hilaire’s 
“History of the Imperial Guard of 
Napoleon,” and a “History of tho 
Second War between England and 
the United States.” Mr. Headley 
was elected to the State Legislature 
of New York in 1854, and chosen 
Secretary of State of the same the 
following year. 

HEATH, The Bev. Duniiar Isi- 
dore^ bom about 1817, graduated at 
Trinity Colle^, Cambridge, as 5th 
Wrangler, in 1888, and received from 
,|;hat college, of which^ he was a 
ralow, the Vicarage of Brading, | 
Isle of/ Wight, in I84(k He was I 
prosecuted oy his diocesan before! 
the Court of Arches, fop expressions I 


in his Sermons, published in 1859, 
alleged to be derogatory to tho 
Thirty- nine Articles, and tras, in 
1861, sentenced to deprivation of his 
benefice, which sentence was con- 
firmed on appeal. Mr. Heath has 
written “The Future Kingdom of 
Christ,” published in 1852-3; “The 
Exodus Papyri,” in 1855 ; a record of 
tho patriarohal age, or “ The Proverbs 
of Aphobis, n.c. 1900,” in 1858 ; and 
“ Defence of My Professional Charac- 
ter,” in 1862. 

H E B E B T , Antoine- Atjguste- 
Eunest, artist, born at Grenoble,' 
November 3, 1817, went to Paris in 
1835, and studied in tho atelier' of 
St. David d’Angers. In 1839 he 
exhibited at the Louvre his “Tasso 
in Prison,” which was bought by tho 
Government for the Musee of Gre- 
noble. Aided by the advice and 
kindness of M. Paul Delaroche, he 
competed, in 1839, at the l^cole des 
Beaux Arts, and shortly after gained 
tho great prise of Borne, the subject 
of his picture being “ The Cup found 
in the Sack of Benjamin.” Ho re- 
mained ill Italy eight years, and sent 
various paintings and sketches .to 
Paris. After his return, M, Hebert 
exhibited, amongst othei’ works : — 
“ BSvorie Orientalo ; ” “ Pnysanno de 
Guerando battant du bcurro ; ” “ La 
Mar Aria ; ” and gained a high repu- 
tation as a colourist, and for the 
originality of his designs. After 
ii'iother journey to Italy, and a visit 
to Dresden, M. llobert pniduced ** La 
Crcscenza ; ” “ Les Fienaroles ; ” 

“ T^es Fillcs d’Alvito ; ” “ Les Fiena- 
roles de San Angelo,” exhibited at 
tho Solon in 18.^7 ; “ Bosa Nera h, la 
Fontaine “ La Jeune Fille au 
Puits;” “Pasqua Maria;” Ac. M. 
Hebert obtained a first-class medal 
in 1851, anotlier in 1855, and the 
decoration of the Legion of Honbiir 
in., July, 1853. 

HEDGE, The Bev. Freperick 
Henry, D.D.,was bom in Cambridge, 
Mass., Dec. 12, 1805. In 1818 he 
was senii to Germany, and having, 
studied for five years in that country, 
returned to the United States in 
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1823, graduated at Cambridge, . Mass., 
in 1825, and prepared himself 
for the ministiy. In 1829 ho was 
ordained to a charge in that oity, 
whence, in 1835, he removed to the 
Unitarian chapel at Bangor, Maine, 
where he continued ' for fifteen 
years. In 1847-8 he travelled in 
Europe, from 1850-6 was pastor of 
‘ tho Westminster Church in Provi- 
dence, Bliode Island, during which 
period he received the degree of D.D. 
f]*om Haiward College, and in 1856 
undertook the charge of the First 
Congrogational Church in Brookl 3 'n, 
Mass., wliich ho still holds. In 1 857 
he was chosen Professor of Ecclesi- 
astical History in the theological 
school of Cambridge ; and about the 
samo time became editor of The 
Christian Hd'aminer, and President of 
the American Unitarian Association, 
llis most popular work, the Prose 
Writers of Germany** (with portraits), 
containing extracts from the writings 
of twenty-eight autliors, pi*eceded by 
a short essay on each, was published 
in 1848, and is considered in tho 
United Status an oxcelloiit introduc- 
tion to a knowledge of German lite- 
raturo. He has been for thirty 
years a contributor to different pe- 
riodicals. 

HEINEPETTEB, Sabina, vocalist, 
born in 1805, at Mentz, is said to 
have travelled in her childhood over 
Germany, subsisting on the contribu- 
tions receivod from tho public for 
singing. At the age of twenty she 
received lessons from Spohr, who 
procured her admission into the 
Cossel, theatre, ind in 1829 ap- 
peared in Paris at the Italian Opera 
with credit, although Sontag and 
Malibran wore singing at the same 
time. From 1831 to 1836 she per- 
formed with success in the various 
theatres of Germany, and in 1841 
went a second time to Paris, when 
she sang in the Huguenots.” Some 
time after she went to Brussels, 
where the scandal of a criminal trial 
obliged her to retire from the stage, 
and she was in 1861 said to be living \ 
in privacy at Baden. 


HEINTZELMAN, Major-Genbbal 
Samuel P., bom in Penns 3 dvania, in 
1807, was admitted as a cadet to 
West Point in 1822. Affcor passing 
through the usual subortHnate grades 
until he became captain, he served 
during the Mexican war, obtained 
tho rank of Major in 1847, and served 
in California. He was in 1861 bre- 
veted Lieut.-Colonol for meritorious 
services against the Indians in that 
State, and was ordered to Washing- 
ton, to take the position of Inspector- 
General of the forces. In May, 1861, 
ho was commissioned Colonel of tho 
17th regular infantry, and com- 
manded a division of McDowell’s 
army in the disastrous rout of tho 
Federal troops at Bull Ban, July 21, 
1861, when ho was wounded. Col. 
Heintzelman was promoted Brig.- 
Genoral of Voluntpers, and during 
the organization of the army in the 
winter of 1861-2, held command of a 
division. Tlio Army of the Potomac 
began moving in March, 1862, and 
was about that time organized into 
five army corps, under the chief com- 
mand of Gen. McClellan, the third 
army corps having been placed under 
Gen. Heintzelman. In 1862 he was 
breveted to the rank of Brig.-Gen. of 
tho regular army, for his gallantry at 
” Seven Pines 5 *i^ in July, 1862, .was 
promoted to the rank of Major-Gen. 
of Volunteers, and commanded his 
corps during the ^battles of the latter 
days of Gen. Pope’s unsuccessful 
campaign in Virginia. His corps 
formed tho right wing of Pope’s 
army at the second battle of Bull 
Bun, Aug. 30, 1862. During the 
Maryland campaign he held command 
of the defences at Washington, and 
was afterwards appointed to the 
command of the Department of 
Washington,” and of the twenty- - 
second army corps, which he hold 
during the battles of Chancellorsville 
and Gett 3 rsburg, in May and Jul}',. 
1863. 

HELMOBE, The Bev. Thomas, 
M.A., son of a dissenting minister, 
bom May 7, 1811, was educated at 
Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where ho 
2 D 
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graduated B.‘A. in 1840. He served 
for two years as curate in the parish 
of St. Michael* 8, Lichfield, and held a 
priest- vicar's stall in Lichfield Ca- 
thedral. . In 1842 he became Vice- 
Principal and Precentor of St. Mark’s 
College, Chelsea; in 1846 was ap- 
pointed Master of the Choir of tho 
Ghopel Bc^al, St. James*s, and in 
1847 Priest in Ordinary of her Ma- 
jesty’s Chapels Royal. Ho is the 
author of “ The Psalter Noted,” ” The 
Canticles Noted ” (for chanting), “A 
Brief Directory of Plain Song,” 
“ Manual of Plain Song,” ” The 
Hymnal Noted,” ” Carols for Christ- 
mas,” ” Carols for Easter,” &c. 
He has translated **Fetis oa*Choir 
and Chorus Singing ; ” has edited 

The St. Mark’s College Chauut 
Book,” ** The Canticles Accented,” 
and has set to music some of Dr. 
Neale’s translations of Hymns of the 
Eastern Church ; Peace, it is I,” 
“The Day is Past and Over,” and 
“ ’Tis the Day of Resurrection.” 

HELPS, Aktituu, born about 1817, 
was educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1838, entered the public service as 
private secretary to Lord Monteagle, 
whilst Chancellor of tho Exchequer, 
and was appointed Commissioner of 
French, Danish, and l^aiiish Claims. 
He afterwards acted as private secre- 
tary to Lord Morpeth (the late Earl 
of Carlisle), whilst holding the post of 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and suc- 
ceeded to the office of Clerk of tho 
Privy Council, on the retirement of 
the Hon. W. L. Bathurst in 1859. Ho 
has composed “ Ess.iys written in 
tho Intervals of Business,” published 
in 1841 ; “ Henry II. “ Catherine 
Donglas ;” “ Tho Claims of Labour,” 
in 1845 ; “ Friends in Counoil ” (1st 
and 2nd series) ; “ Companions of my 
Solitude,” in 1850; “ The Conquerors 
of the New World and their Bonds- 
men,” in 1852 ; “ The Spanish Con- 
quest of America,” in 185^1; Ac. 

HENDERSON, Lieut.-Col. Ed- 
Jitnro Yeakans Walcott, was bom 
about 1820. Having passed through 
the ordinaiy oonrse at Woolwich, he 


entered the army in 1838, became 
Lieut.-Co1. Royal Engineers in 1862, 
was for many years Controller of the 
Convict Department in Western 
Australia, and was appointed in 1863 
to the offices of Surveyor-Geuoral of 
Prisons and Chairmau of the Direc- 
tors of Convict Prisons, rendered 
vacant by the death of Major-Gen. 
Sir John Jebb, K.C.B. 

IIENGSTENBERG, Ernest Wil- 
liam, theologian, born Oct. 20, 1802, 
at Frcnndenberg, the son of a minister 
of tho Protestant communion, was 
educated at Bonn, and studied Orionial 
languages and philosophy. Having 
translated an Arabic work of the sixth 
century A.D., he received high distinc- 
tion from his university, and in 1824 
edited tho first part of Aristotle’s 
Metaphysics. In 1824 he qualified 
himself for the post of private teacher 
of philosophy, and in 1825 as teacher 
of theology, and became in 1829 or- 
dinary Professor and Doctor in Theo- 
logy. Ho edited tho Uvangelische 
Kirdien-Zeiiung fi*om 1827. Among 
his chief works arc Goinmontaries on 
the Apocalypse and the Psalms. 

HENLEY, TiibRiout Hon. Joseph 
Warner, only son of the late Joseph 
Henley, Esq., of Waterperry, Oxon, 
born in 1793, was educated at Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford, whore ho 
graduated B.A. in 1851. He is a 
Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for 
Oxfordshire, which county ho has 
represented in Parliament in the 
Conservative interest since tho 
general election of 1841. Ho held 
the post of President of the Board of 
Trade in Lord Derby’s first adminis- 
tration in 1852, and was re-appointed 
to that office in Lord Derby’s second 
administration in 1858, but resigned 
on account of a difference in opinion 
respecting the Reform Bill, in Fob., 
1859. He was made a privy coun- 
cillor in 1852. 

HENRIQUEL-DUPONT, Louis- 
PiERRE, engraver, was bom in Paris, 
June 13, >1797, and having been in- 
tended for the profession of a painter, 
was placed for this purpose in the 
studio of M. Pierre Guerin. After re- 
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mainiDg there three years, he applied 
himself to engraving, and in 1818 set 
up for himself. His first prodnction^ 
the “Portrait of a Young Woman 
with her Infant,” gained the se 
cond medal at the Exhibition of 1822. 
He produced in succession “ Portrait 
of M. de Pastoret,” “ Straflbrd,” 
‘*Tho Interment of Christ,” after 
Paul Helaroche ; “ The Abdication of 
Gnstavus Vasa,” after Horsent, &o. ; 
and is considered in France the most 
eminent engraver of the day. At the 
Exliibitions of 1853 and 1855* he re- 
ceived tho Grand Medal of Honour, 
was decorated, Aug. 14, 1831, and 
succeeded Bichoinme at the Academio 
des Beaux Arts in 1849. 

HENRY, Caleb Simiagite, bom at 
Rutland, Mass., Aug. 2, 1804, gradu- 
ated at Dartmouth College in 1825, 
pursued his tlicological studies at 
Andover and Now Haven, and com- 
menced his ministry at the Congre- 
gational Church at Greenfield, Mass. 
In 1831 bod health compelled him to 
resign this charge, and ho spent two 
years in studying philosophy at Cam- 
bridge, when he settled at Hartford, 
Connecticut. In 1835 ho moved to 
New York, and took orders in tho 
Episcopal Church, and in the same 
year was appointed Professor of In- 
tellectual and Moral Philosophy at 
Bristol College, Pennsylvania. In 
1837 he iiissisted in starting tlie Nevj 
York Review, in 1839 was elected to 
the chair of Philosophy and Histoiy 
in the University of Now York; in 
1845 published, with a continuation, 
a translation of the “Epitomo of 
Philosophy,” from tho French of the 
Abbe Bautain, and in 1847 accepted 
the living of St. Clement’s, New York. 
^In 1850 he was compelled, on account 
of ill-health, to rasign both living and 
professorship; and two years later 
he was, for the same cause, obliged 
to retire into private life. Ho is 
tho author of '*A Com^ndium of 
Christian Antiquities,” of ** Moral and 
Philosophical Essays,” of '‘A House- 
hold Liturgy/’ and of an edition, with 
notes, of Guizot’s “ History of Civili- 
zation.” 


HENRY, Joseph, physicist, bom 
in Albany, New York, Deo. 17, 1797, 
received a common education, and 
commenced life as a watchmaker in 
his native city. In 1826 he was Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics in the idbany 
Academy, and in 1827 began making 
experiments in electricity. Though 
he does not seem to have reduced his 
discoveries to practice, yet in the 
United States ho enjoys the credit of 
having invented the first machine 
moved by the agency of electro-mag- 
netism, and of having been the first 
to demonstrate thoso principles by 
which intelligence is conveyed be-' 
tween , distant points through tho 
agency of the electric telegraph. In 
1832 he Tv'os appointed Professor of 
Natural Philosophy in tho College of 
Now Jersey, at Princeton, and in 
1837 visited England, and his coun- 
trymen pretend thtit he imparted his 
discoveries to Professor Wheatstone. 
In 1816 he w:ib elected First Secre- 
tiiiy of tho Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington, which post he still 
holds. Professor Heniy published, 
in 1839, “ Contributions to Electricity 
and Magnetism,” and has contributed 
several scientific papers to The Ame- 
rican Philosophical Transactions,” to 
“Silliman’s Journal,” and to tho 
“ Journal of the Franklin Instunte.” 

HENRY, The Hox, William 
Alexandeh, bora at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, Dec. 30, 1816, and educated 
for the legal profession, was called to 
the Bar of Nova Scotia in Nov. 1840, 
and was shortly after elected a 
uember of the Legislative Assembly. 
The question of responsible govern- 
ment at that period agitating British 
North America, was strenuously op- 
posed in Nova Scotia, and the other 
provinces. Mr. Henry, however, upon 
his entiy into the Legislature, sup- 
ported it, and in 1842 a vote of want 
of confidence was carried against tho 
Government, which opposed the sys- 
tem, and in 1843 ministers resigned. 
An appeal having been made to the 
counoy, Mr. Henry and his firiends 
were defeated by a small m^jmty. 
At the general election of 1847, how- 
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ever, tho friends of responsible go- 
vernment were snccessfal, and Mr. 
Homy has since been returned on the 
principle he first enunciated. At the 
meeting of Parliament in 1848, the 
Government was displaced by a resolu- 
tion of want of confidence. In 1849, 
Mr. Henry was appointed a Q.G., and 
accepted a seal in tho Ministry. In 
the Court of Chancery and Equity 
he has introduced various reforms, 
which have proved of great benefit 
to the community. In 1854 he ac- 
cepted the post of Solioitor-Gono- 
, ral, and joined tho administration, 
and in 1856, waiving his claims to 
a vacant seat on the Bench of 
tho Supreme Court, he accepted 
the office of Provincial Secretary. 
This position ho held for about eight 
months, and in 1859 again became 
Solicitor-General. A general elec- 
tion took place soon after, and in 
1860 tho Govommont was displaced, 
their opponents holding office until 
after the general election of 1863, 
when Mr. Henry became for tho third 
time Solicitor- General. Ho has taken 
a propiinont part in tho question of tho 
union of the Korth American pro- 
vinces; in 1865 was appointed a mem- 
ber of a delegation to London, re- 
specting tho construction of riiilways, 
and intne winter of 1866 represented 
his Government at Washington, in an 
unsuccessful negotiation for tho con- 
tinuanco of the Beciprocity Treaty 
between England and tho United 
States. In July, 1866, he was again 
appointed a Delegate on the ** Union ” 
question; and with his colloagnos 
from Nova Scotia, and tho delegates 
from Canada and Now Brunswick, 
met in London, and adopted a scheme 
of Union for submission to the Home 
Government, which has been adopted. 

HBBAPATH, William, F.C.S., 
Ac., chemist, son of a maltster at 
Bristol, whore he was bom in 1796, 
was early called upon by the exigen- 
cies of the business to which he 
succeeded, to study the practical ap- 
pilcation chemistry^ and became a 
proficient in the more strictly scien- 
tific part of hiff studies. Having given 


up his business, he devoted himself 
to chemical studies, and more espe- 
cially to toxicology. He was one of 
the fbnnders of the Chemical Society 
of London (of which he is a Fellow), 
and of tho Bristol Medical School, in 
which he became Professor of Che- 
mistry on its first opening in 1828. 
Mr. Herapath, who is tho senior ma- 
gistrate for Bristol, is frequently con- 
sulted, both in his native city and in 
other parts of England, in tho ana- 
lysis of the remains of persons and 
animals supposed to have died from 
tho effects of poison. Ho is exten- 
sively engaged in analyses for the 
arts, manufactures, and agriculture. 

HEBAUD, John A., epic poet and 
dramatic writer, was bom in London 
in 1799. Self-educated, and originally 
intended for bosiuess, he commenced 
writing for tho magazines in 1818, 
and is tho author of many well-known 
works. In 1820 ho published liis local 
poem “ Tottenham,” and in 1821 his 
** Legend of St. Loy ; ” wrote arti- 
cles for tlio Quarterly and other 
reviews, and for throe years assisted 
in the editorship of. Maya- 

line. His poem of “ The Descent into 
Heir* appeared in 1830, and “The 
Judgment of tho Flood** in 1834, and 
both were republished many yoars 
afterwards, enlarged and rc-arrauged. 
j Ho has Ymtteu “Vidona,** a tra- 
i ef®^Iy» acted in 1854; "Wife, or no 
Wife,*' “ Agnolo Diora,** and a version 
of M. Legouve’s “ Modea,** and pub- 
lished “The Boman Brother,** and 
“ *Salvator, or tho Poor Man of 
Naples,** two tragedies; "The Life 
and Times of Girolamo Savonarola,** 
and some orations and lectures on 
Coleridge, and on poetry. Ho was for 
three years editor of the Mbnt/ili/ Ma- 
gazine and of the Christian's Monthly 
Magazine, and has contributed to the 
Athenxeum, Illustrated London News, 
Temple Bar, All the Tear Hound, 
Chambers's Magazine, Belgrama, &c. 

HEBBEBT, John Bogeks, B.A., 
bom Jan. 23, 1810, at Malton^^ssex, 
where his father was comptroller of 
customs; was sent to Loudon in 1826, 
and became a student of tho Boyal 
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Academy. Having lust his father 
two years after, he was obliged tc 
abandon his course of study, and 
directing his attention to portraiture, 
before he wtis twenty-four had re- 
ceived sittings from many remarkable 
persons, among others, from her pre- 
sent Majesty, then Princess Victoria. 
His earliest exhibited pictures (1830-5) 
consist of portraits, and he employed 
his pencil upon small poetical subjects, 
exhibited chiefly at the British Insti- 
tution in Pall Mall-^** The Appointed 
Hour,” in 1834; “Haidee,” and 
“ Prayer,” in 183S ; “ Captives de- 
tained for a Ransom by Gondottieri,” 
in 1836 ; and ” Desdomona interced- 
ing for Cassio,” in 1837. Among the 
principal pictures of a somewhat later 
period were, in 1839, “ Constancy, — 
‘Love outwatelied the drowsy guard,*” 
and “The Brides of Venice — tho 
Procession of 1528 ;” and in 1810, 
^‘Tho Monastery in the Fourteenth 
Century — Boar-Hunters re^cslicd at 
tho Gate of a Monastery.** In 1840 
he painted a picture 1 rom the ages of 
chilvary, entitled “ The Signal,** for 
which he received tho prize at tho 
British Institution. In 1841 ho ex- 
hibited " Pirates of Istria bearing off 
the Brides of Venice,** and was elected 
an Associate of tho Academy. The 
picture of 1842, “ Tho first Introduc- 
tion of Christianity into Britain,** com- 
menced that series from religious 
subjects by which tho artist’s best 
fame has been attained His prin- 
cipal subsequent works have been, 
“ Christ and the Woman of Samaria,*’ 
exhibited in 1843 ; ” Sir Thomas More 
and his Daughter witnessing four 
Monks going to Execution” (nowin 
the Vernon Gallery) ; “ St, Gregory 
teaching tho Roman Boys the Chant,” 
^n 1845; and “Our Saviour subject 
to his Parents at Nazarotli,” in 1847. 
In 1846 ho was elected R.A., and in 
1848 invited to. assist in decorating 
the New Houses of Parliament. The 
subject allotted to him was the illustra- 
tion ^ Shakespeare’s ” Lear,” in the 
Poetr Hall. Lear disinherits Cor- 
delia,” an oil-painting, was exhibited 
at the Academy in 1849. To Mr. 


Herbert was assigned the decoration 
of the Peers* robing-room with sub- 
jects from the Old Testament, one of 
which, entitled ” lUustrations of Jus- 
tice on the Earth, and its Develop- 
ment in Law and Judgment,” wan 
completed in 1864. Fer this admir- 
able fresco Parliament voted him a 
handsome sum, in addition to the 
original price agreed upon. In 1856, 
Mr. Herbert lost his eldest son and 
pupil, Mr. Arthur J. Herbert, whoso 
painting of ” Philip and Velasquez,” 
exhibited in that year, gave the 
highest hope of future eminence. 
Since that date Mr. Herbert’s sub- 
jects liave been almost wholly of a 
religious cast, being mostly taken 
from the life of St. Mary Magdalen. 
Ho and Mr. Mocliso have been for 
somo timo engaged on this ^vork, in 
which tho “ water-glass ** method has 
been adopted in this country ; a pro- 
cess which secures great durability. 
His fresco “Moses descending from the 
Mount with the Tables of tho Law,” 
is in tho principal committee-room of 
the House of Lords. 

HERBERT, Ruth, the daughter of 
a Somersetshire squire, bom in 1834, 
made her first appearance in London 
at the Olympic Theatre in 1856, on 
which occasion she performed tho 
character of Clarisso in “Retribution,” 
a drama, and at once established her- 
self in the foremost rank of her pro- 
fession. In 1864 she undertook the 
management of the St. James’s 
Theatre, and added greatly to her 
reputation by her powerful delineation 
if Lady Audley in a piece founded on 
Miss Braddon’s celebrated novel. It 
is not only, in romantic drama that 
Miss Herbert has ^stinguished her- 
self. Her representation of the he- 
roines of old comedy and in the plays 
of Sheridan is considered one of the 
most successful of modem, times. 
Her name is especially identified with 
>he character of Lady Teazle, and the 
* School for Scandal,” produced under 
her mimftgftTnttn t, achieved the longest 
run sin ce its first production. In the 
direction of the St. James’s, Miss 
Herbert displays considerable energy, 
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and has succeeded in establisliingtlLe 
theatre in a position of greater sta- 
bility than it ever before attained. 

HEBEFOBD(BisiropoF),THEBiGirr 
Bev. Benn Dickson Hampden, D.D., 
•a descendant of the celebrated John 
Hampden, bom in Barbados in 1793, 
entered Oriel College, Oxford, in 1810, 
and took his degree of B.A. in 1813 
as a Double First. He obtained the 
prize for the Latin Essay in 1814, and 
was Fellow and Tutor of Oriel College. 
In 1829 and in 1831 ho fillod the office 
of Public Examiner in Classics; in 

1832 was Bampton Lecturer ; in 1833 
was appointed by Lord Grenville, 
then Chancellor of the University, 
Principal of St. Mary’s Hall ; and in 

1833 VBS elected White’s Professor of 
Moral Philosophy. In 183G ho was 
nominated Begins Professor of Divi- 
nity by Lord Melbourne. Imputations 
of unsound doctrine were brought 
against liim, in thu form of a pam- 
phlet entitled ** Elucidations of the 
Bampton Lectures,” by the Bev. J. H. 
Newman, then Fellow of Oriel College, 
who afterwards joined the Church 
of Borne. Party spirit running high 
at the time (the High-Church and 
Low-Church parties having united 
their strength in 1836, in order to 
encounter what they considered the 
common foe), a vote of censure was 
passed upon Dr. Hampden in tho Uni- 
versity Convocation. It was remarked 
at tho time that the very work which 
formed the giound of attack on 
Dr. Hampden in 1836, was instm- 
mental in procuring for tho bishop 
the Principalship of St. Mary Hall, on 
the recommendation of Bisliop Copie- 
ston of Llandaff^ at the hands of Lord 
Grenville. In 1842 the vote of cen- 
sure, though formally remaining on 
the Statute Book of tho University, 
was in reality repealed by his nomina- 
tion, in virtue of his office, to a seat at 
the New Theological Examination 
Board, under a statute which passed 
Convocation without opposition. In 
Dec. 1847, Dr. Hamden was ap- 
pointed to the see of Hereford, when 
a violent but fruitless opposition 
was made to his consecration^ by the 


High-Church party. Dr. Hampden 
contributed the article on Thomas 
Aquinas to tho ** Encyclopssdia Metro- 
politana,” and articles on Socrates, 
Plato, and Aristotle to the “ Encyclo- 
psedia Britannica.” He is the author 
of two volumes of Sermons, one of 
them preached before tho University 
of Oxford; of a work on "The Philo- 
sophical Evidence of Christianity;” 
and of a volume of " Lectures Intro- 
ductory to tho Study of Moral Philo- 
sophy.” Of his Bampton Lectures, 
Mr. Hallam, in his “History of Litera- 
ture,” speaks as tho only attempt 
made by an English winter to pene- 
trate to tho depths of the scholastic 
philosophy. The see of Hereford, of 
the annual value of £4,200, includes 
Herefordshire and parts of four adja- 
cent counties ; and the patronage con- 
sists of about thirty livings. 

IIEBSCKEL, Silt John PiiEDERfCK 
William, Bart., astronomer, boriic 
March 7^1792, at Slough, near Wind- 
sor, the only son of the great astrono- 
mer, Sir Frederick William Horschol, 
was educated at St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, whci’e lie became Senior 
Wrangler and Smith’s J^rizemon in 
1813, and devoted himself to the 
pursuits which had already made the 
name of Hcrschel illustrious. His ‘ 
earliest mathematical researches arc 
contained in his reconstruction of 
Lacroix’s treatise “ On the Differen- 
tial Calculus,” iindei'takeu in con- 
junction with the late Dean Peacock. 
Sometimes alone, and sometimes in 
conjunction witli^South, he devoted a 
considerable poi*tion of the year 1816 
to observations on the multiple stars, 
for which the Royal Astronomical 
Society voted to each of them their 
gold modal, Feb. 7, 1826. As the 
first result of these observations, tdl 
tbonsand in number, he presented to 
tho Boyal Society of London, in 1823, 
a catalogue of throe hundred and 
eighty double and triple stars, whoso 
positions and apparent distances had 
never until then been fixed. An 1827 
he published a secox^ cat^^de of 
two hundred and ninety-five stars of 
this kind; and in 1828 another, in 
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which, three hundred and twenty-four 
more were set down. In 1830 he pub- 
lished important measurements of 
twelve hundred and thirty-six stars, 
which he had made with his twenty- 
foot reflecting telescope ; contributed 
to the “ Transactions of the Astrono- 
mical Society'* a paper which con- 
tained the exact measurement of 
three hundred and sixty-four stars, 
and a great number of obsorv'atious 
on the measurements of double stars. 
At the same time he *was occupied 
with the investigation of a number of 
questions on pliysics, the results of 
whicli appear in his ''Treatise on 
Sound,” in the “ Kncyolopmdia Metro- 
politana ; ” a “ Treatise on the Theory 
of Light ; ” a “ I'rclimiiiary Discoui'se 
on the Study of Natural Philosophy,” 
in Lardner’s “ Cycloprcdia,” in his 
“Treatise on Astronomy,” forming 
part of the same scries ; and in a graat 
number of memoirs, many of which 
relate to photography, published in 
the “ Transactions of Ihe Royal 
Sociirty ” and elsowhoro. The Astro- 
nomical Society again voted him their 
gold medal for his Catalogue of Nebu- 
Im, Jan. 8, 1836. lie spent four years 
at the Gape of Good Hope in 1834!-8, 
w'hero he examined, under circum- 
stances the most favourable, the 
whole southern celestial liomisphcrc, 
and suggested the idea of making 
exact meteorological observations on 
given days, and simultaneously at 
different places. The expedition to 
the Capo was undertaken at his own 
expense. The interest which was 
felt in HerscheVs expedition by the 
educated classes outside the circle of 
astronomers was manifested in the 
honours showered upon him on his 
return. A considerable number of 
the iflembors of the Royal Society 
offered their suffrages for his election 
to the presidency of that body, vacant 
by the resignation of the Duke of 
Sussex,— an honour, however, which 
ho did not seek. In 1838 he was 
orc ^ed a baronet ; in 1839 an hono- 
ra^^D.G.L. of Oi^ord; and in 1842 
was elected Lord Rector of Marisohal 
College, Aberdeen. In 1848 the 


Astronomical Society voted him a 
testimonial for Ids work on the Sonth- 
em Hemisphere, duiing whidi year 
he fllled the ofiico of President. In 
1850 he published his “Outlines of 
Astronomy,” a most valuable manual ; 
and in Dec. of that year was ap- 
pointed Master of the Mint; which 
post ho resigned in Feb., 1855. 

H E R V E Y , El£anora Lotjtsa, 
daughter of George Conway Montague, 
Esq., of Lackham House, Wilts, bom 
at Liverpool in 1811, was married to 
the lato T. K. Itervey, the poet, in 
1843. At an oarly ago she contri- 
buted pooms to tho annuals, and her 
dramatic poem “Tho Landgrave” 
was published in 1839. This was 
followed at intervals by “Margaret 
Russell,” an autobiographical sketch ; 
“The Double Claim,” a tale; “Tho 
Juvenile Calendar, or Zodiac of 
Flowers,” a Christmas book, illus- 
trated by Doyle; “The Pathway of 
tho Fawn,” illustrated by G. Thomas ; 
and “ Tho Feasts of Camelot,” pub- 
lished in 1863. Mrs. T. K. Hervey is 
tho authoress of numerous essays and 
tales in various periodicals, and has 
contiibuted versos to the At/umcevm, 
Illustrated London News, Chamhers's 
Journal, Household Words, Once » a 
Week, All the Year Hound, Ac. 

HERZEN (or Hkrtzen), Alex- 
ander, was born at Moscow, March 
25, 1812. While a student, he seems 
to have provoked the jealousy of the 
Russian autocracy, for on quitting the 
university ho was imprisoned. Having 
snffered ten months’ incarceration, he 
was banished to Wiatko, and to Perm 
in 1835 ; but in 1839 received permis- 
sion to return honie. In 1840 he was 
again exiled, and began to write 
articles in the newspapers. Having 
been driven out of France by tho 
government of Louis Philippe, ho 
sought refuge in Italy. In the mean 
time his property in Russia was 
sequestrated. Ho contrived to save 
a portion of his fortune, and settled 
in England in 1852. Herzen has 
long held a distinguished position in 
Russian literature, and since 1848 his 
name become widely known in 
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France and Germany. Wliile writing 
under the censorship of the Czar, 
Herzen published his works under the 
pseudonym Iskander,” the Turkish 
translation of his Christian name, 
Alexander, os Nicholas did not allow 
those who were condehined for political 
reasons to publish in their own names, 
^or with their real rank in society. 
Herzen manifested wonderful adroit- 
ness; and as' lie could nut treat 
openly of politioul subjects, wrote in 
disguise. Many of his works could 
not be read without a key, which was 
passed from one to the other of his 
readers. In all ho composed, more 
was meant than was intended for the 
car of either the autocrat or his 
censor. He is tho editor of the 
famous “ Kolokol.” 

HBSSE-CASSEL (Elkctoii of), 
Faedeiiick William T.,boni at Hanau, 
Aug. 20, 1802, studied at Marburg and 
Leipsic, and, Sep. 30, 1831, was called 
to tho regency of tho duchy, his 
father and his mistress, tho countess 
of Beichenbach, being compelled to 
retire from public life. Tho Bcgcnt, 
acting with tho minister Haseiiptlng, 
endeavoured to anul tho constitution 
which had been guaranteed by his 
father in the early part of tho same 
year, and tho latter being impouchod, 
saved himself by resignation. On tho 
death of his father, Nov. 20, 1847, 
Frederick William I. became Elector. 
In 1848 he consented to make some 
liberal concessions to his people, and 
to govern constitutionally, but in 1850 
he broke his promises, and actually 
recalled the obnoxious minister Ha- 
Bonpflng. The tiitops of the Con- 
federation occupied the grand duchy, 
and after many discussions at the 
Germanic Diet, which brought Aus- 
tria and Prussia to the verge of war, 
a sort of compromise was effected. 
The elector, who contracted a mor- 
ganatic marriage with Gertrude, prin- 
cess of Hanau, has no legitimate 
heirs. 

HESSE-DABMSTADT (Prince of), 
Fabdebick William Louis Charles, 
eldest son of Prince Charles William 
Louis of Hesse-Harmstadt, by a cousin 


of the king of Prussia, bom Sep. 12, 
1837, is a captain in the 1st regiment 
of the Prassian Guard, and colonel of 
a regiment of hussars. He married 
the Princess Alice (second daughter 
of Queen Victoria), July 1, 1862, when 
an allowance of £6,000 a year was 
settled by Parliament on the bride- 
elect, together with £30,000 as dowry. 
This is not the first matrimonial con- 
nection contracted between the present 
reigning family of England and the 
house of Hesse, an aunt of Queen Vic- 
toria, tho Princess Elizabeth, daughter 
of George 111., having married tho 
Landgrave of Hesse -Homburg. 

HESSEY, The Rev. James Augus- 
tus, D.C.L., oldest son of J. A. Hes- 
sey. Esq., born in London, in 1814, 
was educated at Merchant Taylors’ 
School, and went to ‘St. John’s Col- 
lege, Oxford, of which ho was for some 
yearn a resident fellow and lecturer. 
He gi*aduatcd B.A. in 1836, taking a 
first-class in Litcris Hwuanionhiis; was 
appointed Public Examiner in 1842, 
and Select Preacher in his University 
in 1849. In 1845 he was elected Hoad 
Master of Merchant Taylors’ School, 
and in 1850 Preacher of Gray’s Inn. 
In 1860 he preached tho Bampton 
Lectures at Oxford, tho subject be- 
ing “ Sunday, its Origin, History, 
and Present Obligation considered,” 
of wliich three editions have been 
published. He has written “ Sche- 
mata Rhctorica,” “ A Scripture Argu- 
ment against permitting Marriage 
with a Wife’s Sistei*,” “ Biographies of 
the Kings of Judah,” several small 
] amphlocs and sermons, and some 
articles in Dr. Smith’s “ Dictionary of 
tho Bible.” In 1860 Dr. Ilossey was 
appointed by the bishop of London 
to tho prabendal stall of Oxgate, 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral, and an 1865 
was elected to the office of Grinfiold 
Lecturer on tho Septnagint by the 
University of Oxford. 

HEURTLEY, The Rev. Charles 
Arel, D.D., bom about 1806, was 
educated at Corpus Christi C^lege, 
of whioh he was successively Aiolar 
and fellow; graduated B.A. in first- 
clas mathematical honours in 1827; 
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gained the Ellerton Theological Prize 
Essay in 1828 ; was presented by his 
college to the rectoiy of Penny Comp- 
ton^ Warwickshire, in 1840 ; dis- 
charged the office of Bamptoii Lec- 
turer in 1845 ; and was appointed to 
an Honorary Canonry in Worcester 
Cathedral in 1848. In 1853 he was 
elected Margaret Professor of Divi- 
nity, to ^hich is attached a eftnonry 
in Christ Church Cathedral, and in 
1864 a member of the Hebdomadal 
Council. Dr. Heurtley, who has been 
three times ap^inted one of the 
select preachers of the University of 
Oxford, is the antlior of several 
volumes of sermons, incimling his 
Hampton Lectures “On Justiiication,” 
and of llarmonia Sytnbolica, a Col- 
lection of Greeds belonging to the 
Ancient Western Church,'* i)ubHahed 
at tlie Oxford University Press in 1858. 

HEWITSON, William C., natural- 
ist, was born at Nowcaatlc-on-Tync, 
*Jan. 9, 1806. At an early age ho 
showed the bent of his tastes by mak- 
ing collections of shells, birds* eggs, 
and insects, and on leaving school was 
articled to a land-surveyor at York. 
In 1831 bo began ** Tho British 
Oology,** originally published by sub- 
scription, and explored tho Shet- 
land Islands and tho coast of Norway, 
from Dronthoiin to tho Arctic Circle, 
in search of materials for tho work. In 
1846 he joined Mr. E. Doublcday in 
publishing " Tho Genera of Diurnal 
Lepidoptera,’* afterwards completed 
in conjunction with Mr. Westwood. 
In 1848 he settled at Oatlands, Sur- 
rey, having purchased a portion of tho 
ancient park, and in 1852 began tho 
Exotic ButterQies,** which has boon 
continued quarterly up to the present 
time. In 1862 the trustees of the 
British Museum published the first 
part of a catalogue of Lycfonidm by 
this author, who, on their declining to 
proceed with it, commenced in the 
following year a now work, “Illus- 
trations of Diurnal Lepidoptera.’* 
Since commencement of his study 

of thelubject, Mr. Howitson has been 
unceasingly engaged in forming a col- 
lection of exotic butterflies. It is the 


best extant, and contains upwards of 
four thousand species. 

HEYGATE, The Bev, William 
Edward, graduated B.A. at St. John’s 
College, Oxford, in honours, in 1839, 
and having taken orders, held curacies 
ill Essox, Coimwall, &c. IIo has 
written a number of talcs, of which 
“ Godfrey Davenant, or School Life,** 
“ William Blake,” “ The Scholar and 
Trooper,” Sir Henry Appleton,” and 
“Ellen Mcyrich, or False Excuses,” 
are very popular. He has published 
“ Book of Devotion,** “ Tho Wedding 
Gift,” “ Probatio Clerica,” “ Catholic 
Antidotes,” “Tho Good Shepherd,*’ 
“ Evening of Life,** &o., and is tluf 
author of the English part of Parkeris 
Historical Series. 

HEYWOOD, James, P.R.S., fifth 
son of tho late Mr. Nathaniel Hey- 
wood, banker, of Manchester, born 
May 28, 1810, was educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, whore ho was 
a senior optime in 1833, but did not 
luduato B.A. till 1857, when en- 
forced subscription to the Thirty-nino 
Articles was abolished by tho Cam- 
bridge University Reform Bill, wbioli 
ho did much to promote. Ho was 
called to tho Bar in 1838, but did 
not pmetiso ; was one of the members 
for North Lancashire from 1847 till 
1857, and whilst in the House of 
Commons took an active part in dis- 
uBsions on academical subjects. In 
April, 1850, he moved for an address 
to tho Queen for a Royal Commission 
of Inquiry into the English Univer- 
sities, and the prime minister (Lord 
J. Russell) intimated his intention of 
recommending her Majesty to issue a 
iommission at some future day. In 
1851 he made a motion against aca- 
demical tests, but was oounted out. 
On tho order of the day (June 24, 
1854) for tho consideration of the 
Oxford University Bill as amended, 
Mr. Heywood moved and carried, by 
252 against 161, the abolition of 
religious tests at matriculation, but 
was beaten the same evening in an 
attempt to abolish all tests on taking 
degrees, though eventually (June 29) 
he carried a clause by 233 against 79, 
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in favour of thoir abolition for a bache- 
lor’s degree in arts, law, and medi- 
cine. A clause in the Cambridge 
University Reform Bill doing away 
with tests on taking degrees in arts, 
law, medicine, and music, was canded 
by 118 to 41 (June 20, 1856). Mr. 
Heywood published “ History of Uni- 
versity Subscription Tests,** in 1853 ; 
translations of The Early Cambridge 
Statutes,’* in 1855 ; Academical 
Reform and University Representa- 
tion,** and “The State of Biblical 
Revision,** in 1860 ; Cambridge 
University Transactions during the 
Puritan Controvei-sies,** &o. 

HIBBERD, SuittLEY, horticultur- 
ist. has written “ Summer Songs,** 
published in 1851 ; “ Brambles and 
Bay-leaves,** and “The Town Gar- 
den,** in 1855 ; “ Fresh-water Aqua- 
ria,” in 1856 ; “ Rustic Adornments 
for Homos of Taste,** and “ Epitome 
of the [Russian] War, in 1867 ; Gar- 
den Favourites,” in 1858 ; and ** Book 
of Aquarium, Fi’csh Water and Ma- 
rine,” in 1860. Ho is connected with 
the gardening department of ono or 
two weekly newspapers. 

HIGGIN, Dr. {See Derry, Bishop 
or.) 

HIGGINS, Matthew James, 
better known by his pseudonym of 
“ Jacob Omnium,” bom in Ireland 
about 1810, was educated at Eton 
and at New College, Oxford, and 
served for some years ns an officer in 
the army. He was for upwards of 
twenty years a constant contributor to 
the Times, and is the author of numer- 
ous articles, chiefly bearing on colo- 
nial, militaiy, educational, and social 
reforms, in the Qua/rterly and Ed/im- 
hwrgh Reviews, the ComMll Magazine, 
and- other leading periodicals. In 1863 
Mr. Higgins withdrew flrom the Times, 
and is one of the principal writers in 
the Pall Mall Gazette. 

HIGGINSON, Sir James Macau- 
jbAT, E.C.B., sou of the late Major 
'James Higginson, of the 10th foot, 
bom in 1805, was educated at Portora 
School, near Enniskillen, and Trinity 
College, Dublin. Joining the Bengal 
aarmy in 1624, he serr^ with the 


58th regiment daring the Bhuripore 
campaign and successful assault of 
that fortress in 1826 ; was appointed to 
the staff of the army in 1828, and filled 
the posts of aide-de-camp to Lord 
William Bentinck, Governor-General 
of India ; Presidency Paymaster, Pri- 
vate and Military Secretary to the 
Gbveraor of Agra ; Privatq Secretary 
to Sir (yharles Metcalfe, Governor- 
General of India ; Superintendent of 
the Mysore Princes, and Agent to the 
Governor-General at the court of Moor- 
shedabad. On retf ming to Europe he 
accompanied Lord Metcalfe to Jamaica 
in 1839 as Socretaiy to the Governor ; 
and in 1843 followed that distinguished 
statesman to Canada, whore he filled 
the joint offices of Civil Secretary and 
Superintendent of Indian affairs ; and, 
on the retirement of LoihI Metcalfe, 
he was selected by his successor, the 
Earl Cathcart, to perform the duties 
of Private and Military Secretary. 
From 181-6 to 1850 ho held the ap- 
pointment of Governor and Com- 
maiider-in- Chief of the Leeward 
Islands, when ho was transferred to 
the Governorship of Mauritius. He 
was created a Companion of the Bath 
in 1851, a Knight Commander in 
1856, and retired in 1857, after thirty- 
throe years of foreign service. 

HILDYARD, The Rev. 
James, B.D., eighth son of the 
late Rev. William Hildyard, bom in 
1809, was educated at Shrewsbury 
School under Dr. Butler, and at 
Christ’s -College, Cambridge, where 
hd graduated B.A. in 1833 as Second 
Classic and Chancellor’s MedaUist, 
and gained six gold medals for Greek 
and Latin odes and epigrams, and 
two prizes for Latin essays. He 
became Fellow and Tutor of his 
College, and was ono of the preachers 
at Whitehall in 1843-4. On the death 
of Dr. Arnold he was an unsuccessful 
candidate for the Head Mastership 
of Rugb^ School, and was appointed 
Rector of Ingoldsby, Lincolnshire, in 
1846. He has published some of the 
plays of Plautus, with Lami notes 
and a Glossary, several Sermons, and 
Ingoldsby Letters,” in which the 
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argnments of the Episcopal Bench 
against a revision of the Book 
of Common Prayer are freely dis- 
cnssed. 

HILL) David Octayus, K.S.A., was 
bom in 1802, at Forth, where his 
father, Mr. Thomas Hill, was a book- 
seller, wlio, on acconnt of tho boy’s 
taste fof art, sent him to Edin- 
burgh, and he became a pupil of the 
late Mr. Andrew Wilson. He first ex- 
hibited at Edinburgh, in 1823, three 
pictures of Scotch scenery, which 
gavo proofs of tlto artistic skill that 
has marked his moro mature perform- 
ances. He executed a series of sixty 
pictures, illiiatrativo of Tho Land of 
Bums,” a work which ho prajectod. 
Among his chief English subjects arb 
large ]nctures of “ Windsor Castle — 
Summer Evening,” “ Kenilworth,” 
“ Warwick,” “ Durham,” and “ Po- 
thoringay ; ” among his Scottish 
pictures, “ Old and New Edinburgh, 
— from tho Castle,” “Valley of the 
Nith,” “Tho Ballaclimyle Viaduct,” 
“ Tho River Tay, — from the Bridge 
at Perth and of Irish scenery, “ Ken- 
marc Bridge,” ill the collection of the 
marquis of Lansdowue, is a favourable 
specimen. In 1830 Mr. Hill was ap- 
pointed Secretary of tho now Royal 
Scottish Academy of Painting, Ac. 
Ho was tho first to suggest the for- 
mation, and to aid in devising the 
constitution of the Royal Association 
for the Promotion of tlio Fine Arts in 
Scotland, which has proved the parent 
of numerous other art-unions in Lon- 
don, Dublin, Glasgow, and elsowfierc. 
A controversy, commenced under his 
secretaiyshipjWith the parties through 
whom Government had previously 
dispensed its patronage to art in Scot- 
land, led to the appointment of a 
Government Commission, which re- 
turned a report so favourable to the 
claims of the Academy, that a public 
structure was erected in Edinburgh 
for a Scottish National Gallery and 
Royal Academy, at a cost of £50,000, 
on a^ite contributed by the dty 
anthonties, and valued at £30,000. 
Under Mr. Hill*8 directions, photo- 
graphy was greatly benefited, and its 


artistic capabilities more fully deve- 
loped soon after tho discovery of the 
process in 1848. Mr. Hill was, in 
1850, appointed by her Majesty one 
of the Commissioners of tho Board of 
Manufactures in Scotland — a body 
which has under its direction tho 
Government School of Art and the 
National Gallery of Scotland. 

HILL, Sir Huuh, son of Thomas 
Hill, Esq., of county Cork, born in 
tho south of Ireland in 1802, was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin. 
Having practised for several years as 
a s))eclal pleader below the Bor, ho 
was called at the Middle Temple in 
1841, and went the Northern cirenit. 
In 1851 ho obtained the honour of a 
silk go^ivn, and in 1858 was promoted 
to the Bench, on tho rotii'cineut of 
Ml*. Justice Coleridge from the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, when he received, 
tho honour of knighthood. Ho re- 
signed in 18G1. 

HILL, Matthew' Davenihiut, Q.O., 
Conirnissioncr of Bankrupts at Bristol, 
the eldest sou of the late Mr. Thomas 
W. Hill, and brother of Sir Rowland 
Hill, K.C.B., was born in 1792, and 
his education was mainly conducted 
by his father. He was called to tho 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1819, and 
went tho Midland cirouit. He was 
one of tho members in tho Liberal 
interest for Kingston-npon-HuU from 
1832 till 1834. In tho latter year ho 
received a silk gown with a patent of 
precedence. Ho was appointed 
Recorder of Birmingham and Com- 
missioner in Bankruptcy for the 
Bristol district. Tho latter office he 
still holds, but resigned tho former in 
1866. Mr. M. D. Hill is well known 
for his exertions in promoting tho 
establishment ^of reformatories for 
juvenile criminals, and has published 
in a collected form, under the title of 
“Suggestions for tho Repression of 
Crime,” a largo number of charges 
addressed by him to grand juries in his 
capacity of Recorder of Birmingham ; 
besides various pamphlets; among 
which may be mentioned “ Practical 
Suggestions to the Founders of Re- 
formatoiy Schools,” “ Mettray ** Tus- 
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can Jurisprudence/* and Letter to the 
Bight Hon. C. B. Adderley, On the 
Insufficiency of Punishments simply 
Deterrent.** He has edited Biogra- 
phies of men and women who haro 
become benefactors of their countiy. 

HILL, Sir Bou lan d,K.G.B., F.B.S., 
F.B.A.S., D.G.L., Ac., author of the 
penny postal system, third son of tho 
late Mr. Thomas W. Hill, a school- 
master near Binningham, was bom 
in 1795. In 1835 ho was appointed 
Secretary to tho Gomtnissioners for 
the Golonization of South Australia. 
In 1837 Mr. Hill published a pamphlet 
developing his postal system ; and tho 
House of Gommons appointed a com- 
mittee upon tho subject, which, in 
1838, recommended Mr. Ifiirs plan 
for adoption, and reported that tho 
evidence proved that injurious effects 
resulted from tho old state of things 
to tho commerce and industry of tho 
country, and to the social habits and 
moral condition of tho people. In 
1839 more than two thousand peti- 
tions were presented to Parliament in 
favour of tho plan j and early in 1840 
the penny postage was carried into 
effect with the assistance of Mr. Hill, 
who, for this purpose, received an 
appointment in tho Treasuiy. A 
change of Government having taken 
place, Mr. Hill was, in 1842, removed 
from offico, on the alleged, ground 
that his seivices — the value of whi«‘h 
Government fully acknowledged- - 
were no longer required. Tho public, 
however, justly considered him ill- 
used, and he was rewarded in 18^16 by 
a public testimonial of tho value ol 
£13,360. In 18-13 ho was engaged in 
the management of the London and 
Brighton Bailway, of which company 
he became chairman; in 184G was 
appointed Secretary to the Post- 
master-General, and in 1854, Gbicf 
Secrotoiy, in the room of Col. Maberly. 
He was made a K.G.B., Civil division, 
.in 1860, in acknowledgment of his 
services at tho Post Office. In March, 
1864, his health having suffered 
sserioiisly fbom the great labour he 
had undergone, he retired; and the 
IVeasuiy, in a highly complimentaiy 


minuto, declaring the entire success 
of his plans, awaked him, for life, his 
full salary of £2,000 a year. In the 
same year horeceived a Parliamentary 
giant of £20,000; the Albert gold 
medal of the Society of Arts, and the 
honorary degree of D.G.L. 

HILLABD, George Stillman, 
author and journalist, bom in the 
State of Maine in 1808, and educated 
at Harvard College, studied law and 
obtained some sucoess at the Bar. 
Li 1834 ho edited a Unitarian journal, 
and in 1839 published in the United 
States an edition of tho works of the 
poet Spenser, with a preface, con- 
sisting of a critical disseriation 
of high merit. Having travelled in 
HiUropo in 1846 and in 1847, ho pub- 
lished, in 1853, “ Six Months in Italy.** 
He has been editor of the IfmiJi 
American Renievj, published in 1847 
twelve Lectures delivered at the 
Lowell Institute at Boston, and is 
tho author of an Essay on the dangers 
and difficulties of commerce, and 
other works. In 1852 he was chosen 
by tlio municipal council of Boston to 
deliver an eulogy on tho lato Daniel 
Webster. 

HILLS, Dr, (8ec Columbia, 
Bishop of.) 

HIXCKS, Francis, C.B., a native 
of Cork, brother of the late Bov. E. 
Ilincks, the archmologist, settled in 
Canada, where ho became a member 
of tho Provincial Parliament. A 
strenuous advocate of “responsible 
government,** he maintained, in oppo- 
sition to what had been previously 
the recognized theory, that the Go- 
vernor of Canada should govern 
through miuisters possessing the con- 
iidence of the Provincial Parliament, 
and responsible to it. After a long 
struggle with the governor. Lord 
Sydenham, he obtained the complete 
recognition of this principle by the 
Home Government. Soon after he 
beoamo Prime Minister, and held this 
office for some years under the late 
Lord Elgin. On ceasing to oommand 
a majority in Parliament, he retired, 
and in 1856 was appoint^ Governor 
of Barbados, and in 1861 Governor of 
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British Guiana. He has been made a 
Companion of the Bath. « 

HIND, John Bussell, astronomer, 
born at Nottingham about 1822, was 
for some years an assistant in the 
Royal Observatory at Greenwich. In 
1816 ho published ‘‘The Solar 
Systems** in 1848, “The expected 
Return of the Gi^t Comet;** in 
1852, “An Astronomical Vocabulary ;’* 
and a “ Descriptiye Treatise on 
Comets.** Mr. Hind, who is Foreign 
Sccretaxy of the Royal Astronomical 
Society, and Superintendent of the 
“ Nautical Almanack,** is distin- 
guished in Bngland as the discoverer 
of a large number of planets, par- 
ticulars of which discovei’ies ho in- 
variably sends to the Times news- 
paper, in letters dated- from the 
Observatoiy in the Regent's l*ark. 
The douncil of the Astronomical 
Society awarded him, in 1852, their 
gold medal “ for his astronomical 
discoveries, and in particular for the 
discovery of eight small planets;** 
previously to which, in 1848, they had 
voted him !thoir tostinioiiial for his 
discovery of Iris and Flora. A pen- 
sion of £200 a year was granted to 
him in 1852, “for important astro- 
nomical discoveries.** The names of 
the planets discovered by Mr. Hind 
are : — ^Iris, Aug. 18, 1847 ; Flom, 
Oct. 18, 1817; Victoria, Sep. 13, 
1850; Ii-eno, May 19, 1851; Mclpo- 
nieiio, Juno 24, 1852 ; Fortnna, Aug. 
22, 1852; Calliope, Nov. 16, 1852; 
I'halia, Doc. 15, 1852 ; Ruterpo, Nov. 
8, 1853 ; and Urania, July 22, 1854. 

HINDS, The Rtgiit Rev. Samuel, 
D.D., some time Bishop of Norwich, 
son of the late Abel Hinds, Esq., of 
Barbados, was bom in that island in 
1793, and educated at Queen’s Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he graduated in 
1815, and obtained *the Chance11or*s 
Prize for the Latin Essay. He be- 
came Vice-Principal of Alban Hall, 
Oxford (under Dr. Whately), Prin- 
cipal of Codrington College, Barbados, 
was Vicar of Yardley, Herts, from 
1834 till 1843, in which year he went 
to Ireland, and became Rector and 
Prebendaiy of Castlcknock, Dublin, 


and chaplain to Archbishop Whately. 
In 184B he was appointed chaplain to 
the earl of Bessborough, in 1847 to 
his successor in the loi'd-licutenanqy, 
the earl of Clarendon, in 1848 suc- 
ceeded Dr. Cramer as Dean of Carlisle, 
and in 1849 succeeded Dr. Stanley in 
the see of Norwich, which ho resign- 
ed in 1857. Dr. Hinds has written 
a “ Treatise on Logic,** “ History of 
the Rise and Early Progress of Chris- 
tianity,** “Inquiry into the Nature 
and Extent of Inspiitition,’* “ Sonnets 
and Sacred Poems,** Ac. 

HINGESTON, The Rev. Francis 
Charles, M.A., born March 31, 1633, ^ 
was educated at the Truro Grammar- 
school, and at Exeter College, Oxford, 
whero he graduated B.A. in 1855, 
and M.A. in 1858. Having held a 
curacy in Oxford (Holywell), ho was 
appointed in 1859 to the Perpetual 
Curacy of Hampton Gay, near Oxford, 
and in 1860 to tho Rectory of Ring- 
more, Devon. Ho is the author of 
“ Specimens of Ancient Cornish 
Ci’osses, Fonts, Ac.,’* with etchings, 
published in 1850; edited “The Poems 
of Francis Hingeston ** in 1857 ; “ The 
Chronicle of England, by John Cap- 
grave** (for the Lords of n.M. 
Troaauiy, under the direction of the 
Master of tlio Rolls) ; “ Johannis Cap- 
gravii Liber do lllustribus Henrids *’ 
(for the Lords of H.M. Treasury, Ac.) ; 
and “The Book of the Illustrious 
Henries *’ (translated from the Latin 
of Capgrave), in 1858; and “A Col- 
lection of Royal and Historical Letters 
during the Reign of Heniy IV. (for 
tho Master of the Rolls), in 1860. He 
has contributed numerous articles to 
literary and scientific journals. 

HINTON, The Rev. John Howard, 
M.A., was bom at Oxford, March 24, 
1791. Having graduated at Edin- 
buigh, he commenced his career os a 
Baptist minister at Haverfordwest, 
whence he removed to Reading, and 
afterwards to London, whero ho minis- 
tered for some years to a congrega- 
tion in Devonsldre Square, Bishopa- 
gate. Having return^ to Reading, 
he endeavoured to form au additional 
congregation. He has taken an 
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active paH in advocatiog theF.volim- 
taiy principle in religion and educa- 
tion, and has written “Memoirs of 
William Knibb;** “ A History of the 
United States of North America;** 
“ Theology, or an Attempt towards a 
Consistent View of the Whole Counsel 
of God ; ** Elements of Natural His- 
tory,’* ius, A complete edition of his 
works has been published in seven 
volumes. 

HIBSGHER, John Bai*tist von, 
D.D., Doan of the Metropolitan Church 
of Freiburg, and late Professor of 
Christian Ethics in tho University of 
that city, bom of hnmblo parentage at 
Alt-Ergarten, July 20, 1788, was edu- 
cated at Constance and the University 
of Freiburg, was ordained in 1810, 
smd became a Professor of Theology 
in the Seminary at Elwanghon in 
1812. In 1817 he was promoted to 
tho Professorship of Christian Morals 
in the University at Tubingen, and 
in 1837 was transferred in the same 
capacity to Freiburg. ' Ho has 
written ‘‘Christian Ethics,” a work 
well known in Germany, both amongst 
Roman Catholics and Protestants; 
“ Discussions on the Leading Reli- 
gious Questions of tho Day,” pub- 
lished in 1846-7; a “Treatise on 
tho Present State of Society,** in 
1849 ; and a “ Treatise on the Present 
State of tho Church,” in 1850. The 
latter work, in which Dr. llii'schcr 
eloquently urges the necessity of 
extmsiye internal reforms in the ' 
Churches of tho Romish communion, 
was placed on the Index Expurga- 
torius at Rome. It has been trans- 
lated into French, and into English 
by the Rev. A. C. Coxe. Dr. Hirscher 
resigned his Professorship at the 
close of 1863, on account of increasing 
years and infirmities, and published in 
1864 a pamphlet on proposed School 
Reform in Baden. 

HITZIG, Ferdinand, critic and 
BiUieal commentator, bom at Hau- 
ing^n (Badei^, June 23, 1807, was 
educatM at ' Carlsvnhe, and studied 
theology in the universities of Halle 
and Heidelbei^. In 1883 he was 
. oidled to Znrioh as Professor of Exe- 


gesis. Deeply versed in the Semitic 
languages, Hitzig has published a 
number of critical works, distinguished 
by great inipartiality, and sometimes 
by great boldness ; “ Translation and 
Commentary of the Prophet Isaiah,’* 
published in 1832; and “Commentary 
on the Psalms,** in 1833, being the 
best known. Ho has published com- 
mentaries on some of the prophetical 
books of tlie Old Testament, and a 
variety of important works on Orien- 
tal mythology, philology, and archmo- 

HODGES, James, civil engineer, 
son of tho late Mr. Thomas llodges, 
of Dalston, Middlesex, was bom at 
Queenborough, Kent, in 1816. From 
1839 till 1844 he acted as assistant 
engineer under the late Sir William 
Cubitt at Dover, where ho had charge 
of the tunnels and cliff-works of 
the South-Eastern Railway, and of 
the gre.at blast of tho Roundown 
Cliff. From 1844 till 1848 ho was 
resident engineer, in Norfolk, under 
Messrs. Stophonson and Bidder, when 
ho constrnctod the new liarbour at 
Lowestoft. In 1859 he pi*oceodcd to 
Canada as engineer for Messrs. Pete, 
Brassoy, and Betts, and construoted 
several hundred miles of the Grand 
Trunk Railway of Canada, including 
tho Great Victoria Bridge across tho 
river St. Lawrence at Montreal, which 
was opened by tho Prince of Wales 
in 18fi0, and of which Mr. Hodges 
published an account in folio in the 
same year. 

HODGES, SiH William, the son 
of William Hodges, Esq., was bom at 
Wayvrorth, in 1808. Having been 
educated at tho University of Lon- 
don, he was called to the Bar at Lin- 
coln’s Inn in 1833, and went the 
Western circuit. He held the Record- 
ership of Poole &r some years, was 
in 1868 made Chief Justice of the 
Cape of Good Hope, President of the 
Legislative Council, and Jndgo of the 
Admiralty Court there, when he re- 
ceived the honour of k^ghthood. He 
is known as the author of an elaborate 
work on the Law of Railways, pub- 
lished in 1847. 
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HOFFMAN, Ghaules Fenno, au- 
thor and journalist, was bom in New 
York in 1806. He was induced, on 
account of harsh treatement, to run 
away from school, and when he was 
eleven years old met with an accident 
which caused the amputation of a 
leg. He left Columbia College before 
he had completed the course neces- 
sary to entitle him to a degree, but 
was so great a favourite with the 
authorities, that soon after ho was 
admitted to the M.A. degree. He 
practised three years at the bar, con- 
tnbuting to several periodicals. In 
1830 he became port editor of the 
Neiv York Americm, Ho is the author 
of “ A Winter in the Far West,** pub- 
lished in 1834 j of “ Wild Scenes in 
the Forest and the Prairie,*’ in 1837 ; 
of “ Grey Slaves,** in 1810 ; and of a 
volume of poems, lie founded the 
KnickerhoekerMatjnAine,Q3i(i has edited 
the American Montlihj Magazim, the 
Neio York Mirror^ and the Literary 
World, On account of a nientsA dis- 
order, he lias of lato years lived in 
retirement. 

HOFFMANN, von PALLEllSLEnKN, 
Augustus Henev, poet, bom April 
2, 1798, at Falloraleben, Hanover, 
where his father was a niorchant and 
burgomaster ; studied theology at 
Home, but being fond of literature, 
associated himself with the brothers 
Grimm in pliilolpgical pursuits. His 
first work, an edition of the “ Frag- 
ments of Ottfried,’* appeared in 1820, 
and he has since published a number 
of successful works of a poetical 
character. In his travels ho studied 
the languages of various peoples, 
made Collections of their traditions 
and popular songs and ballads, and 
published several works on these sub- 
jects. He has contributed numerous 
articles on philology and literature 
to the principal journals of Germany, 
fie took no part in the revolution of 
1848, and has since been living quietly 
on the banks of the Rhine. 

HOFMANN, Augustus William, 
F.R.S., chemist, the son of an archi- 
tect, bom at Giessen, in the grand- 
duchy of Hesse, about 1817, receive*d 


his early education at the university 
of his native place, where ho studM 
philology and law, and afterwards 
devoted his attention to chemistiy, 
under the eminent Liebig, whose as- 
sistant he became. Having held the 
Professorship of Chemist^ at the 
University of Bonn, he became Ma- 
nager and Director of the College 
of Chemistry which was founded in 
London a few years ago, tlirough.the 
influence of the late Prince Albert, 
Sir James Clark, Ac. Tliis institution 
was afterwards united with the Go- 
vernment School of Mines. Dr. Hof- 
mann, who has contributed to scienti- 
fic journals, conjointly with Dr. Bonce 
Jones, edited “ Fowne*s Manual of 
Chemistry,*’ and wroto the Report 
on the Chemical Department of the 
Great Exhibition of 1862. In 1864 
he was nominated to the Prtdbssorship 
of Chemistry in the University of 
Berlin.^ • 

HOGARTH, George, musical critic 
and author, bom in Scotland about 
1777, began his career as a writer to 
the signet in Edinburgh towards the 
close of the last century. Ho is 
chiefly known to the public by his 
works ill miisical literature. His 
Musical History, Biography, and 
Criticism,” was published in 1836, 
and the second edition, considerably 
enlarged, appeared in 1838. ‘‘Memoirs 
of the Musical Drama ** appeared in 
1839, and a second edition, under 
tho title of “ Memoirs of the Opera,** 
in which the view of the musical 
stage was brought down to the period 
of publication, in 1851. These books 
have been received as the best modem 
authorities on tho subjects of which 
they treat. Mr. Hogarth, who con- 
ducted for many years the musical 
and dramatic criticism of the 
Chronicle, on the establishment, in 
1846, of the Daily News by his son-in- 
law, Mr. Charles Dickens, joined the 
staff of that paper in a similar 
capMity. 

HOGGy Sir James Weir, Bart., 
the eldest son of a gentleman settled 
in county Antrim, was born in that 
county in 1790. Having been called 
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to the Bar, he went to India at an 
earl 7 age, where he practised with 
iQUdh anooeaa, and beoame Eemtrar 
of the [Supreme Court ai Calcutta. 
Betnming to England about 1832, he 
was elected to the House of Goinmons, 
as one of the members for Beverlej, in 
Jan. 1835, and was returned ml847 for 
the borough of Honiton, which ho -re- 
presented till 1857. He was elected a 
Directer of the old East-India Com- 
pany in 1839, and was chairman of 
that body in 1846-7. He was created 
a Baronet in July, 1846. 

HOGG, Bobekt, LL.D., F.L.S., 
bom at Dunse, in Scotland, in 1818, 
was educated at a private academy in 
his native town and at Edinburgh. 
He has compiled Vegetable King- 
dom and its Products,” ** British 
Pomology,” and the “ Fruit Manual.” 
Br. Hogg is a Fellow and member of 
Council of the Liuntoan Society, 
Fellow and Pomological Director of 
the Boyal Horticultural Society of 
London, and is a member of other 
English and foreign scientifio socic- I 
ties. He is editor of the Fienst atid | 
Pomologist, oftheQard&nen^s Year Book, | 
and in conjunction with Mr. G. W. j 
Johnson, of the Journal of Morticuh | 
iure. ’ j 

HOLBBOoK, John EnwABOsyM.D., 

' naturalist, bom in Beaufort, South 
Carolina, in 1795, graduated at Brown 
University, Massachusetts, received a 
medical diploma from that of Phila- 
dplphia in 1815, and studied medicine j 
in Europe. He commenced practice 
in Charle^n in 1832, and was chosen 
professor of Anatbw in the Medical 
College of Sdiuth C&rolitia *lh 1824. 
He is the author of " American Her- 
petology; or, a Description of the 
il^prilcB ii^biting the United 
' StateSj” a work in. five volumes ; and 
bf “ Ichthyology of South Carolina,” 
of ^^Moh sev€^ nmnbera have ap- 
■ .pSmfed. ' ■ .

w member of an old

he beoame Sobo- 


lar and Fbtlow. Aftm* having obtained 
the Bell University Soholainddp, he 
graduated B.A., and was Senior Glas- 
sio in 1845. Having been Assistant- 
Tutor and Classioid Lecturer of his 
college for several years, he was ap- 
point^ the first Vice-Prinoipal of 
Cheltenham College in 1853, and was 
promoted to the Head Mastership of 
Queen Elizabeth’s Grammar-school at 
Ipswich in 1858. Dr. Holden edited. 
Aristophanes with notes ; collections 
of EnglishToetiy and Prose, for trans- 
lation into Greek and Latin, in four 
volumes, entitled “ Foliorum Silvula,” 
and " Foliomm Centurke ; ” " select 
translations of the same, entitled 
“ Folia Silvulse Cicero “ de Officiis ” 
and Miuutins FeBzf and other works, 
for the Syndics of tho Pitt Press, 
Cambridge*. 

HOLLAND (King of), William 
III., Alexardeu Paul Fredebtck- 
Lours, Prince of Orange-Nassau, 
Grand Duke of Luxemburg, and Duke 
of Limburg, bom Feb. 19, 1817, the 
eldest son of tho lato King William II., 
by the Princess Anne Paulino, sister 
of the late Nicholas I., czar of Bnssia, 
succeeded March 17, 1849, and de- 
voted himself to the development of 
I the liberal institutions then recently 
granted to his country. H.B.H. ren- 
dered effectual aid in lightening the 
burdens of his people by reducing his 
civil list one half, and abrogated the 
concordat concluded with Bbmo in 
1827. His colonial administration 
has been equally successful. During 
the Bussian war of 1854-6, William 
HI. obser^'cd the strictest neutrality. 
He married, in 1839, the Princess 
Sophia Fi'ederica Matilda, daughter 
of William I., king of Wiirtemberg, 
by whom he has issue Prince William 
Nicholas Alexander Fx^erick Charles 
Henty, bom Sep. 4, 1840, heir a^a- 
rent to the throne, and Prince Wil- ' 
liam Alexander Charles Henry Frede- 
rick, bom Aug. 25, 1^1. 

HOLLAND, Sir Henry, Bart., 
M.D., D*0.L. 0x00, F.B.B., author 
and phyticiad, #dest son of the late 
Peier Holland, was bom at 

Knhtsfoid;i, Cheshhre, Oot. 27, 1788, 
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and educated for the medical profes- 
sion at tiie University of Edinburgh, 
where he graduated M.D. in 1811. 
Ur. Holland was appointed Physician 
in Ordinary to tho Into Prince Albert 
in 1840; Physician in Oidinary to the 
Queen in 1852; and was created a 
baronet April 18, 1853. Sir Henry 
Holland has written “ Medical Notes 
and lleflections,” “ Mental Phypi- 
ology,** and “Travels, in Albania, 
Thessaly, &c.*’ His wife, a ^aughter 
of the late Rev. Sydney Smith, pub- 
lished the life of her father in 1855. 
She died Nov. 2, 18G6. 

HOLLINGSHEAD, Joun, son of 
Mr. Heniy R. Hollingshead, of tho 
Irish Chamber, whose family have 
long been connected with business in 
London, bom in London, Sop. 0, 1827, 
was educated at Homerton, and en- 
tered business early; but preferring 
jouriiaiism, became connected with 
several leading daily and weekly 
newspapers, as well as niagsizines. He 
joined tho statf of Tfmtsehold Words in 
1857, was a constant contributor to 
that periodical and to All the Year 
Bftnwl, the Coi'nhill Matiazine, Good 
nVds, Once a Week, &c. In 1858 
he published a volume of contribu- 
tions, chiefly upon city life, from 
llmiseliold Words, called “ Under Bow- 
Bells;” in 18G0 another collection 
of papers, bearing on politics or 
political economy, called “Rubbing 
the Gilt Off;” and a collection of 
home travels (originally contributed 
to All the Year liound),' under tho 
title of “Odd Journeys;** in 1861 a 
volume of papers from several maga- 
zines, under tho title of “Ways of 
Life;’* and a work called “Ragged 
London in 1861,” npon tho homes of 
tho metropolitan poor. These were 
followed by “ Uiideiground Loudon,” 
describing the sewers, gas and water 
system of the motropolis; a collec- 
tion of stories called “Rough Dia- 
monds,” the Oflicial History of the 
International Exhibition, prepared for 
the Ik>y al Commissionera ; and in 1 864 
by “ To-day,” a series of miscellaneous 
essays, collected from newspapers and 
perMicals. Ho is the author of one 


or two original dramatic pieces, dra- 
matic critic of tho Daily Neu's, Ijondon 
Revieuj, &c., and a member of the Dra- 
matic Authors* Society. 

HOLMES, Oliver Wendell, M.D., 
physician and anthor, son of the Rev. 
Abicl Holmes, author of tho “ Annals 
of America,” was bom at Cambridge, 
Mass., Aug. 29, 1809. After receiving 
^he usupl education, he entered Har- 
vairi College, where he graduated in 
1829, and devoted himself to the study 
of the law, which he exchanged for 
medicine. Having attended the hos- 
pitals in Paris and other foreign capi- 
tals, he in 1835 commenced pi'actisiug 
at Boston; in 1830 received the de-" 
greo of M.D. ; in 1838 was elected 
Professor of Anatomy and Physiology 
in Dartmouth College, which office ho 
afterwards resigned ; in 1847 was ap- 
pointed to a similar professorship in 
Harvard CoUege, and in 1819 rctirad 
from general practice to devote him- 
self to authorship. As early as 1836, 
his coutributiuus in verse appeared in 
various periodicals, and his reputation 
as a poet was established by tho deli- 
very of a metrical ossay, entitled 
“ Poetry,” before the Phi-Betn.-Kappa 
Society. “ Teipsicoi’o,” and Urania,’* 
recited before the same body, met - 
with similai* success. His prose works, 
“Tho Autocrat of the Bt*cakfaBt Table” 
and “ The Professor,” have been ex- 
tensively read in this country, and 
tho talo “ Elsie Venner,” has been re- 
published here. While engaged in 
iitcraiy avocations. Dr. Holmes lias 
not forgotten those questions upon 
which his former position as a phy- 
sician and as a professor entitle him 
to be regarded as a conipetont' autho- 
rity. In addition to tho results of 
various investigations in auscultation 
and microscopy, be has published se- 
veial medical works ; among which 
the inost important are “ Lectures on 
HomcEMjpathy, and its kindred Delu- 
sions,” which appeared in 1842 ; “Re- 
port on Medical Literature,” in 1848 ; 
and a pamphlet “ Upon Piioi’peral 
Fever.” 

HOLST, Hans Peter, author, bom ' 
at Copenhagen, Oct. 22, 1811, has 
2 E 
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written some excellent elementary 
school-books and entertaining novels. 
His '‘Fmdrelandske Romancer*’ (Na- 
tional Romances) have passed through 
several editions. In 1840 he visiM 
Italy, at the expense of his govern^ 
inent, and became intimate with the 
sculptor Thorwaldsen. His writings 
are distinguished by purity and taste, 
an elegant stylo, and great facility of 
versification. 

HOME, Daniel DUxXolas, known 
for several years in connection with 
spiritual mahifeatatioiis, comes of a 
good old Scottish family, and was born 
about 1830. He has visited nearly 
every country in Europe, and is un- 
derstood to have been extensively con- 
sulted by crowned heads. In 1^4 he 
was orde^d to quit Rome, the anthu- 
rities of that city being afraid of his 
powers. In an autobiographical sketch, 
“ Incidents in my Life,” published in 
1863, in which he enters into the ra- 
tionale of spiritualism, ho says, The 
only good I have over derived from 
* the gift * is the knowledge that many 
who had never believed in a future 
existence are now happy, through mo, 
in the certitude of, the ‘life to come.* ** 

HONE, The Yenkrable Richard 
Brindley, M.A., bom in 1805, was 
educated at Brasenoso College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B. A. in 1827, and 
proceeded M.A. in 1831. Ho was or- 
dained to tho Curacy of Upton St. 
Leonards, near Gloucester, in 1828; 
was appointed to the Curacy of Ports- 
mouth in 1829 ; was Vicar of Hales- 
owen, near Birmingham, in 1836 ; Ho- 
norary Canon of Worcester in 1815 ; 
and Archdeacon of Worcester in 1849. 
He is the author of Lives of Eminent 
Christians,” published by the S.P.C.K., 
of several chatges and sermons, and' 
of The Future Life of Blessedness,” 
which appeared in 1865. 

HONOLULU (King of), Kameiia- 
Y., born about 1833, succeeded, 
on premature and lamented death 
of iifiB younger brother Kam^hamelia 
lY./Kov. 30, 1863. The present king, 
like his brother, has visited England, 
wd has imbibed the strongest sympa- 
ihies for English civil and religions ; 


freedom, and it is believed that he* 
lyill oany out the measures so well 
inanguratod by his predecessor. He 
is described as a zdan of remarkable 
courage, resolution, and good sense. 
Before his accession to the throne, he 
showed fine administrative qualities 
as Minister of the Interior. Dissatis- 
fied with certain democratic tenden- 
cies in the Constitution, tho king sum- 
moned a Convention to amend it. The 
sittings commenced in July, 1864, and 
contiuuod some weeks, when a facti- 
ous opposition showing itself in some 
of the delegates, the king dissolved 
and dismissed tho Coiivontioii, and a 
few days after prodneed the draft of a 
Constitution. A copy of this document 
was received in England in Nov., 1864. 

HONOLULU (Bishop of). The 
Right Rev. Thomas NKTfLKsiiip Sta- 
ley, M. A., bom at Sheffield, Yorkshire, 
in 1823, was educated at tho Colle- 
giate School, Sheffield, and at Queen’s 
College,Cambridgc,whcre he graduated 
as a Wrangler in 1844, and was elected 
Fellow in 1846. Ho was, from 1844 
till 1850, ono of tlio tutors at St. Mark’s 
Training College, Chelsea, after which 
he was elected Head Master of tho 
Proprietary Grammar School at 
Wandsworth. In 1861, the King of 
the Sandwich Islands having signified 
his wish that his dominions might be 
constituted into a see of the Church 
of England, and offered to coutributo to 
tho endowment, Mr. Stahy was con- 
secrated first Missionuiy Bishop of 
Honolulu. 

HOOD, The Rev. Edwin Paxton, 
-’.ou of an old English sailor, who 
served under Nelson in tho Tom^rairc, 
born at AYostmiustor in 1820, was 
educated privately. He has been for 
many years a Minister of the Congre- 
gational Iiidcpondont denomination, 
and preaches at Brighton. Ho is the 
editor of tho JSclectic Bevieiv, and has 
written, inter alia, “Wordsworth, a 
Biography,” “ Tho Ago and its Archi- 
tects,” “ A Life of Swedenborg,” 
“Self-Formation,” “The Peerage of 
Poverty,” 1st and 2nd Series, “ The 
Dark Days of Queen Mary,” “The 
Golden Times of Queen Boss,” “Dream. 
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Land and Ghost Land,** Genius and 
Industry,’* “Litoratnro of Labour/* 
** Old England,” Mental and Moral 
Philosophy of Laughter,” “ Self-Edu- 
cation/* “ The Uses of Biography, Ro- 
mantic, Philosophic, and Didactic,” 
“ Dark Sayings on a Hari)/* and 
“ The Earnest Minister.” 

HOOD, Thomas Samuel, bom 
towards the closo of the last centnry, 
entered the Royal Navy in 1804, was 
appointed Secretary to the naval 
Gominander-in- Chief in, the East 
Indies, and Deputy- Judge Advocate in 
1817, Consul at I^Ioiito Video in 1823, 
Consul-general in 1830, and retired 
on a Buperauuiiatioii allowance in 
1843. lie was employed by the 
English and French Governments on 
a special mission to the River Plate 
in 18-46, when he negotiated the basis 
of the treaty concluded between Great 
Britain and the Argentine Republic. 

HOOK, James Clarke, R.A., son 
of James Hook, Judge Arbitrator in 
the Mixed Commission Courts, Sierra 
Leone, and grandson of the cele- 
brated Dr. Adam Clarke, was born 
Nov. 21, 1810, and at an early ago 
entered the schools of tlio Royal 
Academy, where in 1843 he gained 
two silver medals. In 1846 ho ob- 
tained the gold medal for tho best 
historical painting in oils ; the subject 
being “ The Finding of tho Body of 
Harold,” and was successful in a 
competition for tlie travelling student- 
ship for three years. Ilia best known 
pictures arc : — “ Chronicles of Gio- 
vanni Villani,” in 1848; a series of 
Pictures from Venetian history, in 
18'49-54; “Times of tho Persecution 
of the Reformers in Paris,** in 1834 ; 
and move recently “ Market Morning/’ 
.and “ The Gratitude of tho Mother of 
Moses for her Child’s Safety.*’ Of 
late years Mr. Hook has devoted 
himself to marine subjects, of yhich 
the best known and most popular are 
Luff, Boy !’* in 1859, which lias boon 
engraved ; “ The Trawlers “ Breton 
Fishwives,” and ” Scotch Salmon 
Fisheries,” 1862-6. He becamo an 
A.R.A. in 1854, and attained the full 
honours of the Academy in 1859. 


HOOK, The Very Rev. Walter 
Fakquuak, D.D., sou of tho late Rev. 
Dr. James Hook, Dean of Worcester, 
and a relative of the late Theodore 
^ Hook, bom in 1798, was educated at 
Winchester College, and proceeded as 
student to Christ Church, Oxford, 
where lie graduated in 1821. He 
was curate at Wliippingham, Isle of 
Wight; was appointed Lecturer at 
St. Philip’s, Birmingham, in 1827, 
and Vicar of Trinity Church, Coventry, 
in 1829, where ho remained till 1837, 
when lie was elected to tha Vicarage 
of Leeds. On the accession of hor 
Majesty, Dr. Hook preached in the* 
Chapel Royal a somion on the text, 
“ Hear tho Church,” of which more 
than one hundred thousand copies 
were sold within a mouth; but the 
sermon gave oifence in high qiiai-ters. 
During his incumbenc}^ of twenty -two 
yeaic at Leeds, twenty-one new 
chm'chca, in addition to the parish 
chumh, which was rebuilt at a cost 
of thirty thousand pounds, thirty -two 
parsonages, .and more than sixty 
schools, woro erected in the parish. 
Notwithstanding those clerical la- 
bours, ho found Ici^uro for tho pro- 
duction of numerous valuable books. 
The “ Church Dictionary,” " Eccle- 
siastical Biography,” nnd “ Devotional 
Library,” have gone through many 
editions, and ho has published seve- 
ral volumes of sermons, and many 
pamplilots on topics of the day. 

On the Means of Rendering more 
Eflicient the Education of tho Pco- 
plo” attracted great attention for 
the boldness and libcmlity of its 
views. In 1859 ho was nominated 
by Lorcl Derby to tho Deanery of 
.Chichester. Ho is writing a biogra- 
phical histoiy of the English Ohurcli, 
under the title of “ Lives of the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury,” of which four 
volumes have appeared. When the 
Queen visited Leeds, Dr. Hook was 
unanimously elected to present to her 
Majesty an address from twenty 
thousand persons belonging to tho 
various benefit societies; and when, 
at one time, there was a strike, tho 
working men, having agreed to a . 
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compFomise with thoir. employers, 
appointed Dr. Hook their referee. 

ilOQKEE, Major- Gk:;. Joseph, bom 
in IBld, in ]&adley, Massachusetts, was 
a))puiiited ^ cadet to West Point in 1833. 
He served in the Mexican war in the 
same regiment with “ Stonewall *’ 
Jackson, and was Aide-de-camp to 
Brig.-Gen. Hamer. Having risen 
through tho various grades, in 
Oct. 1818, he wfis promoted to a 
full Colonelcy, and entered the Adju- 
•tant-Gtuerars depaHmunt at Wash- 
ington. He resigned in Feb., 1838, 
and went to Oalilbruia, whera ho was 
engaged as Superintendent of the 
coustrnciion of the National Hoad, 
and as a farmer. When the civil war 
broko out in 1861, ho returned, and 
was present, as a spectator, at tho 
battle of Ball Run. After some delay 
lie was appopted Lieut.-Col. of a new 
regiment of mgulars, and was after- 
wards promoted to the rank of Briga- 
dier-General of Volunteers, His 
bingade was engaged in Maryland, 
and tho adjoining counties of Eastern 
Virginia, and helped to cl^ar the 
Potomac of the blockading batteries. 
When Gen. Mcfllbllaii moved 'to the 
Peninsula, Gen. Hooker’s brigade was 
oddod to the command, with its 
commander lat tho head of a division. 
During Gen. Pope’s operations before 
Washington, Gen. Hooker was veiy 
prominent, and at Antietam, Sep. 1/, 
1862, he was wounded, and was soon 
after promoted to rank of Brig.- 
Gencral of the Eq^Iot Army. At 
tho disastrous repulse of Burmiide at 
Fredericksburg, in Dec. 1862, ho ebtn- 
manded the centre of the army. In 
Jan., 18G3, he was appointed, with 
rank of \ Mcyor-General of the U.S. 
Army, to the commai^ of the army 
of tlie Potomac. , After several feints 
he crossed t^e J^ppaij^mock some 
distance above Fredericksburg. 
Epachiiig . Ghanccllorsville,. Apiil 
30, he was attacked and totally, 
defeated by Stonewall ” Jackson,

. ‘ Joseph Dalton, M.D., 


F.E.S., F.L.S., F.G.S., D.C.L. (Oxon), 
L.L.D. (Cantab.), and member of 
various foreign socioties, the only 
surviving son of the late Sir W. J. 
Hooker, D.C.L., F.E.S., director of 
the Eoyal Botanical Gardens at Kew, 
was born in 1817, and took his 
degi'oe in medicine, which profession 
he relinquished for botany. In 1839, 
when the expedition to the Antarctic 
Ocean under Sir James Boss was 
being fitted out, Dr. Hooker was ap- 
pointed assistant-surgeon on booi'd the 
MrehuSy his real object being to inves- 
tigate tho botany of the district 
through which tho expedition passed. 
He .published on his return the 
** Flora Antarctica,” in which he 
figured and described a number of 
new plants, and by a comparison of 
these with the species of other parts 
of the world, succeeded in advancing 
onr knowledge of the laws which 
govern tho distribution of plants 
over the surface of tho earth. In 
1848 Dr. Hooker undertook a journey 
to tho Himalayas for the purpose of 
investigating the ))lant8 of ti'opical 
countries. In the course of his 
travels in those remote districts, he 
was for some time kept prisoner by 
one of the border rsyahs. H e returned 
in.. 1852, and published two very in- 
teresting volumes of Himalayan 
Journals,” and a number of scientific 
works on the botany of India. In 
1851, while in India, he published 
some beautiful sketches of rhodo- 
dendrons from tho Sikkim Himalaya, 
soVeral of which have since been 
introduced into England. These ex- 
peditions, though partly at his own 
expense, were conducted under tho 
authority of Government, which sup- 
plied some of ihe funds. . Before 
going to India he held tho situation 
of botanist to the. Geological Survey 
of Great Britain, under Sir H. Do la 
Bcclie, ^ud contributed a valuable 
paper to tho second volume of tho 
** Transactions ” of tliat institution on 
the vegetation of the Carboniferous 
period as compared with that of tho 
preset day ; imd another on tho 
structure of coal-fossils. Ho was ap- 
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pointed, iu 1855, Assistatit-director of 
Kow Gardens; and, on his fathei^a 
death, in 18G5, succoeded to the 
Directorahip. He was somo time 
examiner in Natural Science of can- 
didates for medical appointmhuts in 
the Royal Army, and, late East 
India Company’s service, and ex- 
aminer in botany to the London Uni- 
veraity, and Apothecaries* Company. 

^ HOPE, Alexanpeu James Beiies- 
/oiiD, P.S.A., youngest son of the late 
Thomas Hope, Esq., of Deepdene, 
Surrey (author of “ Anastasias”), 
by a lady wlio married as licr second 
husband the lato Viscount' Beresford, 
G.C.B., bom ill 1S20, was educated at 
Harrow, and at TVinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where ho graduated B.A. in 
18il. Ho was one of the earliest 
members of the Cambridge Camden 
Society, and has taken an active 
part ill the Church Union move- 
ment, and the agitation for the 
revival of Convocation, the extension of 
the episcopate, &c. He purchased 
the ancient buildings of St. Angus- 
tino’s Abbey, Canterbury, as a college 
for missioiiai'y clergy. Ho was one of 
the members for Maidstone from 1841 
till 1852, when he supported what was = 
termed the “ Young England ** imrty ; i 
was defeated at the general election | 
ill July, 1852, and was elected for i 
that borough in March, 1857. In j 
1859 ho was an unsuccessful candidate 
for the University of Cambridge, was 
defeated at Stoke-npoii -Trent, in 1862, 
and was elected for Chat borough in 
July, 1865. 

HOPE, Admibal Sir James, 
JC.C.B., the only son of tho late 
Admiral Sir George Johnstone Hope, 
K.C.B., and a relative of the Earl of 
Hopetoun, was born at Edinburgh in 
1808. At tho ago of twelve ho entered 
tho Royal Naval College, became a 
midshipman in 1822,, attained tho 
rank of captain in 1838, and saw 
some active service in tho expedition 
to the river Plate in 1844-5, and in 
the Baltic Fleet daring the Russian 
War, in 1854-B. Ho held the chief 
command of our mival forces on the 
East-Indian station, and on the 


Chinese coast in. 1859-60, and was 
nominated a K.C.B. for his ability 
and skill in that capacity, cspcci.'illy 
in the operations wliich led to tho 
capture of Pekin. In 1863 he \ms 
transferred to tho chief command of 
the West Indian station. Sir James 
is a magistrate and dep.-licntenant 
for CO. Linlithgow. 

HOPKINS, Edward John, musi- 
cian, bom in 1818, received his early 
musical education in the choir of her 
Majesty's Chapel Royal, St. James’s, 
from 1826 till 1833, and was a pupil 
of the late Mr. T. F. Wnlmisley, He 
became organist of Mitcham Church, 
Surrey, in 1834, a-nd was appointed 
organist of tho Temple Church in 
1843. He luis oomposed several 
chants, seiwices, and anthems, wliich 
are performed ip cathedral and col- 
legiato choirs, of which.tlio best known 
are tho services in F and A, and tho 
anthems “ Let tfa now go even unto 
Bethlehem,” ** T will wash my hands 
in innocency, O Lord,” and "Why 
seek ye tile living among tho dead P ” 

HOPKINS, John HicxRi', was born 
in Dublin, iu I792j|jj2f English parents, 
who emigrated to %e United States 
when ho was but eight years old. 
After receiving a classical education, 
he was for a year in a counting- 
house in Philadelphia, aiid for a short 
time assisted Wilson, the oimitholo- 
gisb, iu tho preparation of tho plates 
for his work. At the ago of nineteen 
he embarked in a project for the 
manufacture of iron, which failed, and 
in 1817 ho betook himself to the study 
of the law, and was admitted to tho 
Bar. Ho does not appear to have had 
much taste for his profession,- for in 
1823 he was admitted into tho Arac- 
ricaii Episcopal Church, and ip 1824 
became- 'Rector of Trinity Church, 
Pittsburghii In 1826 he was sent as 
clerical deputy from tho dioceso to 
tho first General Convention of tho 
Church,' a mission he again efficiently 
discharged in 1829. In tho Diocosau 
Gonvebtion of 1827 he was candidate 
for the Msistant bishopric of Pennsyl- 
vania, and at the ballot received the 
same number of votes os his op- 
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ponent, Dr. Onderdonk, w'hum ho 
caused to bo elected by ji^iving him 
his own casting Totc. In 1831 he was 
appointed to Trinity Church, Boston, 
and Professor of Divinity in the now 
Theological Seminai^ of Massachu- 
setts. In 1832 lie was elected first 
Bishop of YciTnont, and accepted the 
living of St. Paurs, Bnrlington. One 
of his earliest sicts in his new diocese 
was the foundation of an extensivo 
school for boys, an institutiou which 
afforded work to several poor clergy- 
men. But the building necessary for 
it entailed upon Dr. Hopkins liabilities 
which hampered his exertions for 
many years, and compelled liini to 
resign the living at Burlington, lie 
afterwards superintended the building 
of the “Vermont Episcopal Institute.*’ 
Dr. Hopkins is a very volutniuoiis 
writer. 

HOPKINS, John Laakin, Mus. 
Bac., consin of Mr. Edwaitl John Hop- 
kins, bom in 1820, was educated as a 
choiistcr in Westminster Abbey, and 
having boon organist of Kochestcr 
Cathedral, was pppoiiiied to succeed 
the late Dr. Walmisloy as organist of 
Trinity College, Cambridge. Ho is 
the author of a great number of chants, 
services, &c., of which the best arc 
his services in C and in E Hat. 

HOEN, J. E., publicist and statis- 
tician, is the author of vai'ious publi 
cations relating to political aud social 
economy, amongst which may be men- | 
tioned “ La Hougrie et la Crise Euro- i 
peene,” “ La Hougrie devant I’Au- ' 
triche,** “ Liberie ct Nationalite,” all 
of which were published in 1860, and 
“ Crise Cotonnibro ct los Textiles 
indigenes,” in 1863. In 1859 ho com- 
menoed an annual publication entitled 
“ L’Annuaire International dti Credit 
Public.” M. Horn has contributed 
articles on political economy to various 
publications, especially to the JcmTnal 
des jSconmnistes. 

HOBNE, Eichakd Henry, poet and 
critkv lliom early in the present cen- 
tm!^, was educated at the Eoyal Mill- 
tiujir College, Sandhurst, entered the 
M«|(ican navy as a midshipman, and 
wn^ in active' service until the close of 


the war between Mexico and Spain. 
He returned to England, devoted him- 
self to literature, and published “ The 
Death of Marlowe,” “ Cosmo de Me- 
dici,” “ The Death Fetch,” “ Gregoiy 
VII.,” and “ Orion,” in poetry, besides 
a volume o^ ballad mmanccs. His 
prose writings are voiy numerous, the 
larger portion having appeared in 
periodical publications, to which he 
has been a constant contributor. 
Among his complete works are “ An 
Exposition of the False Medium be- 
tween Men of Letters and the Public,” 
and the “New Spirit of the Age.” 
For some tinio he was editor of The 
Monthly Repository. In “Judas Is- 
cariot,” a miracle play, he adopts an 
idea, ilcsrivcd from the early theolo- 
gians, that the archrtraitor, in deliver- 
ing up the Saviour to the chief priest, 
was anxious only to precipitate the 
triumphant riudication of his Master. 
Mr. Home’s “ Orion ” was published 
for afartliinri, an odd device intended 
as a sai'casm upon the low estimation 
into which tlie author thought epic 
poetry had fallen. He is the author 
of the text of an illustrated life of 
Napoleon the Great, in 1852 ho went 
to seek his fortune in tho gold fields 
of Australia, and was appointed Com- 
mander of the Gold Escort at Mel- 
bourne. 

HOESLEY, John CALECorr, E.A., 
son of the late William ITorsIey, the 
iYoll-known musician, and graud no- 
;)hew of tho la te Sir Augustus Callcott, 
the eminent painter, was bom in Lon- 
dou, Jan. 29, 1817. His first exhibited 
picture, painted while ho was a youth, 
— “ Rout-Day at Haddon Hall in the 
Sixteenth Century,” — was spoken of 
in high terms by Wilkie. “ Tho Chess- 
Players,” “ The Rival Musicians,” 

“ Waiting for an Answer,” Ac., — ^wore 
first seen in the British Institution, 
and he exhibited, for the first time 
at tho Academy, tho “ Pride of the 
Village” (in tho Vernon Galleiy). 
This was followed by “ The Contrast ; 
Youth and Age,” in 184>0 ; “ Leaving 
the Ball,” another “ Contrast,” — gay 
leasure-Beokers on the one hand, the 
omeless outcast on tho other and 
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“The Pedlar,” both in 1841; “ Winning 
Gloves,” in 1842 ; and “ The Father’s 
Grave,” in 184-3. In the latter year 
Mr. Horsley’s cartoon of “ St. Augus- 
tine Preaching” gained at West- 
minster Hall one of the three prizes 
in the second rank, of £200, and in 
the trial of skill of 1844 he obtained by 
his two small frescoes a place among 
the six painters commissioned to exe- 
cute further samples for the Palace at 
Westminster. That of 1846, • for “ Re- 
ligion,” was approved, and the sub- 
ject executed at largo in the House of 
Lords. In 1847, liis colossal oil- 
painting, “rTeniy V., believing the 
King dead, assumes tho Crown,” se- 
cured a premium of tho third class. 
Another fresco, which he has been 
employed to execute, ** Satan sur- 
prised at the Ear of Eve,” is to bo seen 
in a portion of the New Pala(!o, called 
.Poets* Hall. His later works aro 
“Malvolio i* tho Suu practising to his 
own Shadow;” “Hosjutalit}";” ‘‘The 
Madrigal — ‘ Keep your liTuc; * ” “The 
Pet of tho Common ; ” “ L* Allegro and 
ll Penseroso” (painted for tho late 
Prince Albcri) ; Lady Ja^je G rey and 
Roger Ascham ; ” ** A Scene from Don 
Quixote ; ” “ Flower Girls, — Town and 
Countiy ; ” “ The Holy Comniuuion ; ” 
“Tho Lost Found;” “A Jealous 
Eyo ; ” “ Thcj Duenna’s Return ; ” 

“ Tho New Dress ; ” and “ Under tho 
Mistletoe.” jMr. Horsley was elected 
R.A . in Dec., 1 864. 

HORSMAN, Thr Rioirr Honour- 
ABLE Em\ A RD, SOU of William Horo- 
mau. Esq., and nephew of the late 
Earl of Stair, bom in 1837, was edu- 
cated at Rugby School. .In 1831 ho 
was admitted an Advocate at the 
Scottish Bar, and acted as one of tho | 
■Commiasionors to inquire into tho 
«tato of the Kirk of Scotland. In 
1836 ho was elected member for 
Cockermouth, which he represented 
in the Liberal interest till the general 
election in July, 1852, when ho was 
rejected. Ho was returned for Strond 
early in 1853, and has since been one 
of tlie members of that constituency. 
He was sworn a Privy Councillor in 
1855, on being appointed Chief Sec- 


retary for Ireland, a post which ho 
resigned in 1857 on the gi'ound that 
the work of the ofRce was too light. 
His political career since that time 
has been that of an independent and 
somewhat eccentric Libeml. 

HOSMER, Harriet, artist, tho 
daughter of a physician, bom at 
Watertown, Mass., in 1831, was re- 
markablo as a child for the facility 
with which she modelled in clay. 
Her father determined to instruct her 
in anatomy himself, and so very pro- 
mising was lier progress that ho 
caused her to go through a rt^gular 
course of study at the Medical Col- " 
lege of St. Louis. In 1851 she pro- 
duced her first work, a figure of “Hes- 
por,” which was roccived with such 
favour that she was sent to Rome to 
study the art of sculpture. She hod 
an introduction to Mr. Gibson, and 
worked I'cgnlarly in liis studio. In 
1852 she produced her “ Dapline ” and 
“ Medusa,” in 1853 completed her 

Qinono” for a gentleman of St. 
Louis, and linishod for tho public 
library of that city a figure of “ Bea- 
trice Oeiioi,” a work highly admired. 
“Puck” was completed in 1855, and 
of this duplicates have been ordered 
by TT.R.H. the Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Hamilton. Miss Hosmer 
has, with the trifling exception of two 
visits to her native place in 1855 and 
1857, resided in Romo since 1851. 
During this period she finished the 
figure of a girl for a monument in the 
church of St. Andrew della Fratto in 
Romo ; a piece of sculpture entitled 
“Will o* tho Wisp,” intended as a 
companion to “ Puck ; ” and “ Zenobia 
in Chains,” a fine conception perfected 
in 1859. 

ITOUDIN, or ROBERT HOUDIN, 
Jkan-Euui^ne, wizai'd and prestidigi- 
tatenr, is the son of a watchmaker of 
Blois, where he was bom, Dec. 6, 
1805. After studying at tho College 
of Orleans, he became a notary, but 
his fondness for mechanical inventions 
induced him to take to sleight-of- 
hand. In 1830 he became a show- 
man, and delighted numerous au- 
diences with his tricks. In 1856 
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Houdin, who had been favourably re- 
ceived oil various occasions by tho 
Emperor, was sent to Algeria, where 
lie confounded the magicians who were 
trying to undermine^ tho authority of 
the Froncli, by beating them at their 
own tricks. Hoiidin has racoived the 
cross of the Legion of Honour, and 
holds an appointment under the 
French Government. He is the author 
of ** Confidences d*un Prostidigita- 
teur,” publislicd in 1S58, and ** Lea ^ 
Trichcrics des Grecs Dovoiluos,” in 
1801. 

HOUGHTON (Baron), llrcirAiii) 
Monckton JMilnks, F.S.A., D.C.L., 
&c., bom Juno 19, 1809, is the eldest I 
son of tlie late Hubert Pemberton | 
Millies, Esq., of Frystoii Hall, and 
Bawtry Hall, Yorkshire, by the Hon. 
Henrietta Maria, fourth daughter of 
Viscount Galway. Lord Houghton, 
who graduated B.A. at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, in 1831, has pub- 
lished “ Tho Memorials of a Tour in 
Greece,” and some volumes of poems, 
lifter tho manner of Wordsworth: 
tho “ Flight of Time,” “ Lay of the 
Humble,” “Long Ago,” and “Man 
of Old;” “Palm Loaves,” &c. Ho 
was, in 1837, elected one of the 
members for Pontefract, which he 
continued to represent till his eleva- 
tion to tho Peerage, Aug. 20, 1803. 
In 1846 ho pixiposed tho rctimtion of 
a low duty on foreign corn ; but iie 
would not consent to restore the old 
Corn-laws. He is a waim advocate 
of liberty of conscience, and “con- 
siders religious equality the birthright 
of every Briton.” 

HOUSSAYE (also spelt Housset), 
Aesene, poet, author, and urt-critic, 
was bom at BruyciftB, a small town in 
the department of Aisno, March 28, 
1815. The French Revolution of 
1830 having mused the dormant mili- 
taiy spizit of France, Hbussaye, with^* 
out oonanlting his parents, joined the 
army, a part of which was then be- 
aiiBgxiig. Antwerp. He repaired to 
in 1832, and for the next four 
yeai'B was doomed to contend against 
poverty. In 1836 ho published his 
work, the “ Conronne de Bluets,” 


a romance ; in 1838 he became con- 
nected with tho licvue de Pai'^s, in 
which ho commenced tho publication 
of liis “ Men and Women of the 
Eighteenth Century,” afterwards col- 
lected in tvrovolnmes; and in 1846 
he iniblished his “ History of Dutch 
and Flemish Painting.” On tho 
accession of Louis Napoleon, Houssaye 
was appointed to tho direction of the 
TheAtre Frani^'ais, then at a very Ioav 
ebb, into* which ho infused new life, 
and having iii 1856 resigned tho 
directorship, was snceeeded by M. 
Einpis. His latest works are “ L’His- 
toire du Quaruntc-ct-uuieine Fau- 
teuil de 1* Academic Fran^aise,” pub- 
lished in 1855 ; “ Lo Roi Voltaire ” 
in 1858 ; “ Histoire do I’Art Franyais” 
in 18(50; “Mademoiselle Cleopatre” 
and “ Blanche ct Marguerite ” in 
180 k Ho was decorated with the 
Legion of Honour, May 6, 1846, and 
promoted Grand Officer, July 30, 1858. 

HOWARD, The Hon. and Veki 
Rkv. Henry Edivaud John, D.D., 
youngest brother of the 6th earl of 
Carlisle, born Dec. II, 1795, Avas 
educated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where ho graduated B.A. in honours 
in 1817. In 1833 he was appointed 
Dean of Lichfield, and in 183 i Rector 
of Doiinington, >Salop. He has written 
“Translations from Claudian” pub- 
lished in 1823, “ Tho Pentateuch, 
translated from tlieLXX.,withNotes,” 
“ Lectures on the Old Testament,” 
“Lectures on tho Now Testament,” &c. 

HOWARD, Sjji Henry Francis, 
K.O.B., second son of tho late- Henry 
Howard, Esq., of Corby Castle, Cum- 
berland, born ill 1809, educated 
at Stonylmi'st and the University of 
Edinburgh, was attached to tho 
mission at Munich in 1S28, was 
several times Charge d*Aftaircs, was 
appointed Paid Attache at Berlin in 
1832, Secretary of Legation at the 
llaguo in 1845, having boon trans- 
ferred to Berlin in 1846, and was 
Charge d' Affaires several times during 
the succeeding years. He was ap- 
pointed Envoy Extraordinary and. 
Minister Plenipotentiai'y to the Em- 
peror of Braxil in 1853, was transferred 
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to Lislwii in 1855, and to Hanover in 
1859, wlieii ho was appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Rninswick and to 
Oldenburg, and was made a K.G.B. 
in 1863. Whilst at Berlin, in 1850- 
52, the task of negotiating the famous 
treaty of 1852 mainly devolved upon 
him. He was appointed Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the King of Bavaria, Jan. 19, 1866. 

HOAVAllD, Thk Hox. Hk.ney 
C iKnitaK, sixth son of the 6th Earl of 
Carlisle, born May 22, 1818, entered 
the diplomatic service as an Attache 
to the Embassy at Paris in 1838, 
became Secretary of Legation at the 
Hague in 1846, and ^t Lisbon, where 
ho acted for upwards of a year as 
Charge d'Aflaires, in 1848. lie was 
transferi'ed to Vienna as Secretary of 
Legation in 1851, twice acted whilst 
there as Charge d'j\ffa.irea, and in 
1853 was appointed Secretary of 
the Embassy of Pai'is, where he has 
several times aictod in the same 
capacity. .110 was appointed Envoy 
Extraordinaiy and Minister .Plenipo- 
tentiary at Ploronco in March, 1858, 
and resigned in May. 

HOWARD, Gen. Oliver Otis, of 
the United States Volunteers, bom in 
Leeds, Maine, Nov. 8, 1830, graduated 
at Bowdoin College in 1850, en- 
tered West Point Academy where lie 
gi'adiiatcd in 1854, and ivas appointed 
to the Ordnance Department. In 
July, 1857, lie was made First Lieu- 
tenant, and ivas attached to the West 
Point Ac;idemio Class, as Acting 
Assistant Professor of Mathematics, 
in which capacity lie continued until 
1861. Upon the breaking out of the 
war, Lieut. 'Howard resigned his 
commission in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, and accepted the Colonelcy of 
a regiment of volunteers. He com- 
manded a brigade in the first battle 
of Bull Run, and for his gallant con- 
*duct was appointed Bngadier-General 
of Volunteers, Sep. 3, 1863. His bri- 
gade formed part of Gen. McClellan’s 
aiTny of the Potomac, and in the 
battle of Fair Oaks, May 31, 1862, he 
lost his riglit arm. After the battle 
of Antietain, ho took Gen. Sedgwick’s 


division, in Sumner’s corps, which 
formed part of the right wing of the 
army of the Potomac. Howard was 
made Majur-Gen. of Volunteers, Nov. 
29, 1862, and his division, with New- 
ton’s, w'as the first to cross the Rappa- 
hannock, at the time of Burnside’s 
battle at Fredericksburg, in Dec., 1862. 

HOWARD DE WALDEN (Barox), 
Sir Charles Auoustus Ellis, G.C.R., 
son of Charles Rose Ellis, Esq. (who 
was created Lonl Seaford), bom June 
5, 1790, was educated at Eton. 
He inherited the title of Lord Howard 
de Walden tlirough his mother, July 
8, 1803. Early in life ho served in 
tho Grenadier Guards, and entering 
the Foreign Office, became Under- 
secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs miller Mr. Canning. In 1832 
he was nccTodited Minister to Stock- 
holm, whence ho was transfciTed in 
1833 to Lisbon, and thonco to Brussels 
ill 1816. His lordship, who still re- 
presents England at the Belgian 
capital, married Nov. 8, 1828, a sister 
of the duko of Portland. 

IIOWDEN (Barox), Sir John 
I foRART Caiiadoc', G.C.B., only son 
of tho late Lord, was born Oct. 16, 
1799, and entered the army at an 
early ago, succeeding to his father’s 
title in July, 1839. As Col. Caradoc, 
ho was present at Navarino, having 
been sent thither on a special mis- 
sion, and in a similar capacity 
at tho siege of Antwerp. In 18-47 
ho wont on a special mission to 
Rio Janeiro, and fmm 1850 till 1852 
held the post of Ambassador at the 
Court of Moilrid. He is a Lieut.- 
General in the army, and was created 
a G.C.B., civil division, in 1858. He 
sat in the Hons«b of Commons for 
Dundalk for a short time, just before 
the passing of tho Reform Act. 

HOWE, Elias, the inventor of the 
sewing-machine, was bom at Spencer, 
Mass., United States, in 1819. His 
father, with whom he worked until 
he was seventeen, was a farmer and 
miller, and the only education ho 
received was from attending the dis- 
trict school during tho winter season. 
At a later period ho acquired some 
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instruction in machinery, and in 1846 
produced his first specimen of a sew- 
ing-macliine. The inveution at first 
proved ruinous to him, and a two 
years’ visit to England in 1847 reduced 
him to destitution, whilst his return 
to the United States only involved 
him in a series of lawsnits with the 
infringers of his patents. At length 
the tide began to turn; in 1854 his 
rights were generally ackuowled^d, 
and in 1859 as many as 47,3f)0 sewing- 
machines were manufactured and sold 
under his licence. 

HOWE, Joseph, bom in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, in 1804, was apprenticed 
to a printer, and in 1828 became solo 
editor and proprietor of thc3 Nova 
Scotian, a journal which he made 
very successful. Mr. Howe advocated 
the right of the cities of the British 
colonics to municipal privileges, and 
though tried for a libel on the local 
.government (when ho was acquitted) 
and compelled to fight a duel with 
the younger Hnliburton, he became 
in 1840 a member of the Provincial 
Government, and after a wearisome 
correspondenco with the Homo autho- 
rities, succeeded in exposing the 
abuses of the old system and in ob- 
taining a municipal charier for Hali- 
fax. Mr. Howe has ofiiciated several 
times as colonial agent in Great 
Britain, and only resigned his otfi<;o 
of provincial secretary to superintcitd 
tho construction of the railway from 
Halifax to Quebec. Ho is considered 
one of tho originators of tlie idea of 
responsible government in the British 
colonies. Halibarton’s “ History of 
Nova Scotia” was published by him 
in 1828. He has idontilied himself 
with the question<\«f responsible go- 
vernment in the British colonies, and 
in 1858 published on this subject 
‘‘Speeches and Public Letters,” in 
which were included several ad- 
dressed to Lord John Bussell. 

HOWE, Samuel Gridley, physi- 
cian and philanthropist, horn at Bos- 
ton, Mass., Nov. 10, 1801, graduated 
at Brown University in 1821, and 
q^ified himself for the medical 
pri^ession. ' In 1824 he joined the 


Greek army as military surgeon, and 
on the erection of Greece into a sepa- 
rate kingdom, he was employed to 
organize a regular surgical service. 
Daring the famine which visited that 
countiy at the close of the war, Dr. 
Howe procured large supplies from 
tho charitable in the United States, 
and established depots in difierent 
spots for the distribution, which ho 
superintended in person. An attack 
of malaina in 1830 compelled him to 
leave the country, .and lie witnessed 
the revolution of July in Paris, and 
that which broke out at Brussels. 
Ketuming to the United States, in 
the antnmu of 1831, he accespted the 
charge of the new Institution for tho 
Blind, which has since acquired a 
European reputation. With charac- 
teristic zeal, he retuioied to Europe to 
acquire, in the schools of England and 
Fr.auco, the necessary information for 
tho post. He became Pi'csidcnt of the 
Polish Committee at Paris, and most 
rashly undertook to <?onvoy funds for 
tho relief of the Polish detachment 
whicfh had crossed into I’russia. While 
thus engaged, ho was arrested and 
thrown into prison by the Prussian 
authorities, who released him at the 
end of six weeks, when lie returned 
to his now post at Boston. In 1850 
ho again visited Europe with his wife, 
and in 1858 the island of Cuba. In 
politics, ho is attached to the free-soil 
party. He has organized a school 
for idiots, has invented an alphabet 
for the blind ; niid has gained much 
popularity by educating Laura. Bridg- 
man, the deaf and blind mute. 

HOWITT, Mrs. Mary, the daughter 
of Mr. Botliam, a member of the So- 
ciety of Friends, was born at Uttoxeter 
early in the present century. Asso- 
ciated with an elder sister, she studied 
under her father’s roof French and 
Latin, made some progress in che- 
mistry, and almost by stealth gained * 
a competent knowledge of imaginative 
and dramatic literature — studies 
strictly forbidden among the Quakers. 
Her early love of poetry was such, 
that she composed almost as soon as 
she could write ; and after becoming 
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the wife of Mr. William Howitt, pnb< joint names upon its title-page. Mr.

.and H. C. Andersen’s “Improvisa 
tore;” edited for three years the 
“ Drawing - Room Scnip - Book,” and 
illustrated by biographical vignettes a 
series of portraits of the Queens of 
England. To one 4)f the popular 
libraries she contributed an original 
story, (Mititlcd the “ Heir of West 
Wayland;” and among her numerous 
writings for the young, may be men- 
tioned, “ The Children’s Year,” “ Our 
Cousins in Ohio,” and ** TJio Dial of 
Love,” a scries of stories in thirteen 
volumes. Her latest works are “ Lilios- 
loa,” “A Treasury of Talcs for the 
Young,” edited and partly written by 
hcrscii*; “ Stoiiea of Staploford,” and 
a work of fiction entitled “ The Cost 
of Caergwyn,” published in ISdl*. 
Mrs. Howitt has been a frequent 
anonymous eontributor to tlio perio- 
dical literature of the last twenty 
years. Her oldest .d.n.ng]itoi' has ap- 
peared before tlio public as an artist 
of several successful paintings and 
authoress of “The Art-Student in 
Munich,” and of “ The School of Life.” 
Her j’'ounger sist(?r published in 1866, 
“ Twelve Months witli Frederika Bre- 
mer in Sweden,” awork which has been 
favourably receive*! by the public. 

HOWITT, William, was born in 
1795, at Heauor, in Derbyshire. His 
father having tnarned into the Society 
of Friends, joined this sect, and brought 
up his family in their principles. Wil- 
liam Howitt, who received his earlier 
education at various schools connected 
with the Society, afterwards studied 
chomistry, natu^ and moral philoso- 
phy, and literature. In 1823 he mar- 
ried Miss Maiy Botham, of Uttoxeter, 
and their first work, “ The Forest Min- 
strel,” published in 1823, boi'o their 


Seasons;” in 1833 the “History of 
Fricstcr^,” which has passed through 
^ine or ten editions; in 1837 “The 
juural Life of England,” and about 
the same time “Colonization and* 
Christianity,” a history of tlie treat- 
ment of aboriginals by European na- 
tions ill all their colonies, “The Boy*B 
Country-Book,” and two series of 
“ Visits to Remarkable Places, Olil 
Halls, and Battle-Fields.” Jn 1840 
Mr. and Mrs. Howitt took up their 
abode at Heidelberg, and Mr. Kowitt 
published in 1841 his “ Student Life 
in C^ermany,” containing translations 
of some of the most popular Cerman 
songs. During their sojourn in Ger- 
many they learned the Swedish lan- 
guage, which induced Mary Howdtt to 
translate tho novels of Miss Bremer, 
and a more extended acquaintance 
with tho Northoim languages enabled 
them to produce in 1852 the “ ilistory 
3f Scandinavian Literature.” Mr. 
Howitt published, in 1842, “ TheRural 
and Domestic Life of G ermany and, 
after quitting that country, “ German 
Experiences,” a satirical work on 
Geiman social life, lie has written 
The Aristocracy of England,” pub- 
lished iu 1846 ; “ Haunts and Homes 
of British Poets,” and “ Tho Hall and 
tho Hamlet,” in IS^? ; ” Madamo Dor- 
rington of the Dene,” in 1851 ; “ Ta- 
longetta, or the Squatter’s Home,” in 
1857; “Tho Man of tho People in 
1860,” and a voxiety of works, as well 
EiB translations and children’s books. 
In 3.846 Mr. Howitt became joint-pro- 
prietor and one of tho miinagers of 
tho reople*s Journal. Howitt* s Journal 
appeared in 1847, and was afterwards 
amalgamatodwith thePeopZe ’ s Journal, 
but both are now extinct. In 1852 Mr, 
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Howitt sot sail for Australia, deter- 
mined to make himself acquainted 
with the capabilities of that country. 
*' Land, Labour, and Gk>ld, or Two 
Years in Victoria ; with Visits to Syd- 
ney and Van Diemen’s Land,” con- 
tains an account of his experience. JIo 
returned homo in Doc. 1854, and wrote 
the “ Illustrated History of England,** 
the sixth and last volume of whicli 
was completed in 18G1. Ills moi*o 
recent works are “The Ruined Castles 
and Abbeys of Groat Britain and Ire- 
land,” published in 1S61 ; “ History 
of the Snpcrrintiiral hi all Ages and 
Nations,” and " Letters on Transport- 
ation,*’ in 1863; and Discovery in 
Australia, Tasmania, and New Zea- 
land,” in 1865. 

HOWLAND, Wft.liam Peaju e, 
Minister of Finance for Canada, was 
bom in the State of New York, May 
29, 1811 . At an early ago ho removed 
to Canada, engaged in mei'cantilo pur- 
suits, became a member of a wealthy 
firm, and one of the leading merchants 
of Upper Canada. He was elected to 
Parliament for the West Hiding of 
York (Canada), in Jan. 1858, and Juis 
continued to represent that constitu- 
ency to the present time. In May, 

1862, he was appointed a member of 
the Executive Council and Minister of 
Finance, which office he lield till May, 

1863, when ho was appointed Receiver- 
General, and resigned with his col- 
leagues in March, 1864. In Nov. of 
that year, he joined the coalition which 
bad been formed in June, as Post- 
mastcr-Genoral, which office he con- 
tinued to hold until Oct., 1866, when, 
on the rosiguation of the Hon. A. Galt, 
Mr. Howland again became Minister 
of Finance. He was one of the dele- 
gates sent to England in 1866 to 
settle tho question of the union of the 
North American provinces, and is a 
Liberal in politics. 

HOWSON, TMe Very Rev. John 
Saul, D.D., Imm in 1816, was educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. in double first-class 
honours in 1837 ; obtained, in 1837 
and 1838, the Members' Prize, and in 
ISdOtheNorrisian Prize Essay. Having 


taken Orders in 1845, ho became Se- 
nior Classical Master, and in 1849 
Principal of the Liverpool College, 
which post he held till the close of 
1865, and was appointed Vicar of Wis- 
bcach in 1866. Ho is Examining 
Chaphiin to the Bishop of Ely, and 
was made Dean of Chester in 1867. 
Dr. Howson is the author of various 
lectures and sermons, of an Essay 
on Deaconesses, and of llalsean Tjec- 
tiircs on the Cliaractcr of St. Panl, 
joint anthor with the late Rev. W. J. 
Conybeare of “The Life and Epistles' 
of St. Paul,” with Notes and Essays 
on tho Geography, Voyages, dec. ; and 
has contributed to “Snii til’s Dictionaiy 
of tho Bible,” the Quarterly Kcvicir, 
and other pcrioclicals. 

HUBBARD, John Gelliurani), 
F.R.S., M.P., eldest son of the Into 
.Tohn Hubbard, Esq., bom iu 1805, 
early devoted himself to commercial 
pursuits, and is the head of tho firm 
of Hubbard & Co., Russia morchants, 
in London. Mr. Hubbard is a Magis- 
trate and Deputy-Lieutenant for Buck- 
inghamshire, a Director of tho B^nk 
of England, and Chairman of the 
“ Public Works Exchequer Loan 
Commission,” and was elected for 
Buckingham, which he still repre- 
sents, in tho (Jonsorvative interest in 
May, 1859. ITc has written able pam- 
phlets on monetary questions, a “Vin- 
dication of a Fixed Duty on Cora,” 
published in 18-12, and “The Cur- 
ivnuy of tho Country,” in 1843, which 
the late Mr. M'Culloch called a valuable 
tract in favour of a single bank of 
lO. Mr. Hubbard caiTlcd in the 
House of Commons, in 1861, a motion 
against the Governmont for a Com- 
mittee to Inquire into the Working of 
the Income-tax, and has strenuously 
lulvtH'-nted in Parliament a modifica- 
tion of the most obnoxious features of 
that tax. He has taken a prominent 
part as a defender of the Established 
Church in respect of church-rates. 

H U B N E R, Baron Alexander, 
diplomatist, was bom at Vienna, Nov. 
26, 1811. After completing his studios 
at Vienna, he travelled for some time 
in Italy, and ou his I'etuni in 1833 re- 
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ceived from the late Prince Mctter- 
nich a post in the state Chancelleric. 
In 1837 he accompanied Count Appo- 
nyi*s embassy to Paris, but in 1838 
was recalled by his patron, Prince 
Metternich. In 18 K> he was made Se- 
cretary to the Austrian Embassy sent 
to the late Queen Maria da Gloria, the 
relations between Austria and Portugal 
having been for a long time suspended. 
He was appointed Charge d’ Affaires 
at Leipsic in 1841<, and was shortly 
afterwards Consul-General of Austria. 
During the troubles of 1S18, Baron 
Hubner was intrusted with tlie con- 
duct of the Archduke Begnicr’s cor- 
rcspondeiico as the Viceroy of Lom- 
bardy; and when the populace got 
the up]>er hand, ho was detained at 
Milan as a hostage, but was soon 
exchanged. Ho joined tlie Emperor 
of Austria at Olmutz, wfis sent in 
1819 on a special mission to Paris, 
and shortly afterwards became Aus- 
trian Ambassador at that caiiital. In 
185G ho signed the troaty of Paris, 
having, dunng the Crimean war, been 
instrumental, it is supposed, in pre- 
venting his sovereign fixim taking pait 
with Kussiu, and in ciisuriug his neu- 
trality. It was to Baron Hubner that 
the Emperor of the French made the 
moniomble declaration, Jan. 1, 1859. 
that his Government was dissatisfled 
with that of Austria. Baron Hubner, 
who has not since that time taken a 
prominent part in public life, is Grand 
Officer of the Legion of Honour. 

HUDDLESTON, John VValtek, 
Q.O., M.P.jborn in 1817, and educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, was ap- 
pointed Queen’s Counsel in 1857, and 
Judge- Advocate of the Fleet, and 
Counsel to tho Admiralty in 1866. 
He was an unsuccessful candidate for 
Worcester in 1852, for Shrewsbury in 
i857, and for Kidderminster in 1859 
and 1861; bnt was rctnnicd one of the 
members for Canterbury at the general 
election in July, 1865. Ho is a bencher 
of Gray's Inn. 

HUDSON, OsouffB, known os tho 
*'Eailway King,” waa bom at York 
about 1^0. He is a magistrate for 
York (of which city ho was three times 


elected Lord Mayor), and is in the 
commission of the peace for the coun- 
ties of York and Durham. He made 
a largo fortune by successful railway 
speculations, more especially during 
the railway mania of 1845-<(>, during 
which period ho was regarded not 
only iu England but in France, as au 
oracle on the subject of railway opera- 
tions, and received as much homage 
as tho famous Law, the projector of 
tho Mississippi scheme, iu Paris, at 
the beginningof the last century. He 
was for some years chaiiman of the 
Eastern Counties and the York, New- 
castle, and Berwick railways, and of 
tho Sunderland Dock Company. Ho 
represented Sunderland, in the Cou- 
servativo interest, from IS-Xo till 1859, 
when he was rejected by his old con- 
stituents. 

HUDSON, Sir James, G.C.B., son 
of a Yorkshire gentleman and grand- 
son of tho firat Alarquis Townshend, 
bom in 1810, was educated at Rugby 
and Wostmiustor. Having acted as 
page, and Private Secretary, to Wil- 
liam IV., ho entered tho diplomatic 
service in 1838, was appointed Se- 
cretary of Legation at Washington, 
whence ho was transferred in tho 
same capacity successively to the 
Hague and to Rio Janeiro. He was 
Minister at the latter place in 1850-1, 
was transferred to Florence iu 1851, 
and was appointed Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary at Turin in 1852, in which capa- 
city he heartily sympathized with the 
cause of Italian liberty and unity. Ho 
was created a K.C.B. May 2, 1855, 
fur his services in inducing the Saixli- 
nian government to co-operate with 
Great Britain and Franco by sending 
an army to the Crimea ; and was pro- 
moted a G.C.B. Aug. 11, 1863, bn his 
retirement from his diplomatic post 
at Turin; 

HUGHES, Sir Fredeutck, Knt., 
eldest surviving suh of the late Robert 
Hughes, Esq., born about 1814, en- 
tered the Madras Cavaliy at the usual 
age, and served for some time in Persia, 
tluring the Russian war he was spe- 
cially employed on a Government mis- 
sion in Circassia and the Crimea, and 
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was knighted in 1858 for his services. 
Ho has received the Persian order of 
the Lion and the Snn, and is a Fellow 
of the Royal Geographical and Asiatic 
Societies. 

HUGHES, Tiio^r.vs, M.P., second 
son of John Hnghe^ Esq., of Honing* 
ton Priory, near Newbury, Berks, born 
Oct. 20, 1823, was educated at Rugby 
under Hr. Arnold, and at Oriel Col- 
lege, Oxford, where ho took his B.A. 
degree in 1845. Entering as a student 
at Lincoln’s luu, he was called to the 
Bar in Jan., 1818. Ho published 
“ Tom Brown’s School-days,” in the 
autumn of 1856 ; the “ Scouring of the 
White Horse,” in 1858 ; “ Tom Brown 
at Oxford,” in 1861 ; is the author of 
several tracts, and has contributed 
some articles in reviews and papers, 
and prefaces to the “ Biglow Papers” 
and “ Whitmore’s Poems.” He was ; 
elected one of the members for Lam- 
beth in July, 1865. 

HUGO, Tub Rkv. Thomas, M.A., 
F.S.A., F.R.S.L., son of the late Mr. j 
Charles Hugo, born at Taunton, in | 
1820, was educated at Worcester Col- j 
lege, Oxfor<l, where ho'groduatedB.A. 
in 1842. Having hold a living in Lan- 
cashire, ho became in 1851 senior cu- 
rate of St. Botolph, Bisbopsgate, and 
was preferred in 1858 to the Rectory 
of All Saints, Skinner Street, Lundou. 
He is an active member of the Society 
of« Antiquaries, on the Council and 
Executive CoTumittce of which he 
served for a number of years; of the 
London and Middlesex Arclucological 
Society, of which ho is the reputed 
founder ; of the Royal Society of Li- 
terature'; and of the Genealogical 
Society of Great Br'dain. His pio- 
vinco is especially that of our national 
and ecolosiustical recoi-ds, and of me- 
dieval histoiy, literature, and art. 
He has contributed many«papers to 
the transactions and journals of lite- 
rary societies; is the, author of a 
Memoir of Gundulph, Bishop of Ro- 
ohoster,’* published in 1853 ; of several 
Yolumes of scimons, and of other reli- 
gions publications ; and is well known 
to monastic archoeblogists as the his- 
torian of a nnhabor of the religions 


houses of the West of England, whose 
annals wore previously but littlo' un- 
derstood; among which are the Abbeys 
of Athclney, Muchelney, and Cleeye, 
and the Priories of Taunton, Mynchin- 
Buckland, Gonnington, Mynchin-Bar- 
row, and llchcstcr. These works have 
been followed by ” The Medimval 
Nunneries of the Diocese of Bath and 
Wells, and County of Somerset,” con- 
taining a very detailed account of 
these establishments and their appro- 
priated benefices. He has contributed 
to archaeology a histoiy of the curious 
House of tho Knights Hospitallers at* 
Moor Hall, Harcficld, in Middlesex, 
and of tho religious houses in London 
of St. Helen’s and Austinfriars, Ac., 
&c. To tho illustration of modem 
art Mr. Hugo contributed iu 1816 a 
catalogue, critical and descriptive, of 
the works of the brothers Bewiok, of 
Newcastle, of which ho possesses the 
finest collection ever formed, including 
many of the original wood blocks. 
Mr. Hugo is a popular lecturer on his- 
torictil, literary, and artistic subjects. 

HUGO, CosiTifi Victor Mauie, au- 
thor, was boru at Bosangon, Feb. 26, 
1802, his father being a colonel in the 
French army. From Bcisaii^on he was 
carried to Elba, to Paris, to Rome, 
and to Naples, before ho was fivo 
years of age. Tn 1809 ho rotnrned to 
France and received a classical in- 
struction at a religions honso. Tho 
Krat volume of his “ Odes and Ballads” 
appeared in 1822, and his tales Hans 
cl fceland,” and “ Bug-Jargal,” wei’c 
written about this time. In 1826 he 
published a second volume of ” Odes 
and Ballads,” which cxliibitcd a change 
in his political and litoroiy opinions, 
and in 1827 ho composed his drama, 

“ Cramwell.” In 1829 he published 
his “ Last Days of a Condemned Cri- 
minal,” llio terrific interest of which 
securod it an immimso success. M. 
Hugo prepared a further attack on 
tho still* and unnatural style of Frencli 
dramatic literature m his “ Her- 
naui,” first played at tlie ^TheHtro 
Franvais, Feb. 26, 1830, aind it caused 
a scene of riotpus coufhsion. The 
Academy went so^far as to lay a com- 
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plaint agsiinst his attempted inno- 
vations at tlie foot of the throne. 
Charles X. sensibly replied, that “ in 
matters of .art he was no more than a 
privato person.” Shortly after the 
Bevolution of July, 1830, his “ Marion 
de Lormc,” which had been sup- 
pressed by the censorship under tho 
Eestoration, was brought out with 
success. “ Le Boi s’amuse” was per- 
formed at tiie TheiitL*e Fran<;ais in 
Jan., 1832, and the day after its pro- 
duction was interdicted by tho Go- 
venimcnt. M. Victor Hugo, who 
published a liumber of dramatic 
pieces of various merit, after many 
struggles, was admitted iiito the 
Academy in 1841, and was created a 
peer of France by Louis-Philippo. In 
1840 he was chosen President of tho 
Peace Congress, of which he had been 
a leading member. Since 1852, M. 
Victor ilugo has resided in exile iii 
Jersey, Guernsey, and elsewhere, and 
refused to avail himself of tho general 
amnesty issued Aug. 15, 1850. Ho 
has written much since lie quitted 
Franco. Ilia satire “ Napoleon lo 
Petit” appeared at Brussels in 1852, 
** Les Cliatiinonts,” at the same placi', 
ill 1853, and Coutciiiphitioiis,” at 
Paris, in 1853. His fame rests prin- 
cipally on Ilia “ Notre- DamodePai'is,” 
w'hich has been translated into most 
Kuropeiin languages, and is known 
in England under the title of tho 
“ Hunchback of Notre-Dninc.” Ilia 
semi- historical and social romance, 
*•' Lea Mi-serables,” translated into 
nine languages, was issued at Paris, 
Brussels, London, New York, Madrid, 
Berlin, St. Petersburg, and Turin, 
the same day, April 3, 1862. This 
was followcil in 1864 by a rhapsodical 
work oh 'Shakespeare — not likely to 
add to his reputation. M. Victor | 
Hugo has bei.*n a prolific writer, and a j 
list of his works would exceed our 
limits. Amongst those best known 
in England aro “Claude Gueus,” a 
talc; Lucrfeco Borgia j” “Mario Tu- 
dor;” “Buy Bias,” and “Les Bur- 
graves,*** plays; and ‘'Le Bhin,” a 
book of travels. ]\radame V ictor Hugo 
promises at an early date a life of her 


husband, who is worthy of all praise 
for his unostentatious but well-di- 
rected acts of charity among the poor 
of his place of exile. 

HULL, Edward, B.A., P.G.S., son 
of the Bcv. J. U. Hull, was horn in 
Antrim in 1829. He lias been exten- 
sively employed %pon tho Geological 
Snrvoy of Great Britain, under the 
late Sir H. de la Becho and Sir B. I. 
Murchison, and has published an ela- 
borate work upon one interesting 
portion of the chief subject of his 
attention, the “ History, Stinicturc, 
and Besources of the Coalfields of 
Great Britain.** It includes a history 
of coal- milling from the oarliost date, 
ail explanation of tho geological forma- 
tion of coal-beds both at home and 
abroad, with valuable additions in the 
way of milling statistics. He lias 
contiibiitod “ (j oology of Paris of 
Wilts and GlouceBtcieliiro,*’ “ Geology 
of tho Country around Chcltonham,'* 
“Geology of the Country around Wood- 
stock,** “ Geology of tho Loicesterahirc 
Coal-Field,** “ Geology of thoCountr}'- 
around Wigan,** “ Geology of tlie 
Couiitiy .around Prescot,** and “ Gteo- 
of tlie Country around Manolies- 
ter and Oldham,** to tho “ Memoirs of 
the Geological Survey of tho United 
Kingdom.** Mr. Hull is a contributor 
to the Quarterly Journal of Science, to 
tho Popular Science Recieiv, to the 
Transactions of the Geological Society 
of London, &c., &c. 

HULLAH, JouN, teacher of sing- 
ing, burn about 1812, is. a native of 
Worcester. In 1829 ho became a 
pupil of the late Mr. Horsley, and in 
1832 * studied under Crivelli at the 
Boyul Academy of Music. He hrst 
became known as the composer of 
tho music to Mr. C. Dickens’s opera 
“ Tho Village Coquettes.” In 18^ he 
established his well-knowu system of 
singing, and has dono much to popu- 
larizo the study of music among tho 
middle classes. St. Martin’s Hall, 
built for him in 1847 (the first stone 
having been laid by the late Lord 
Carlisle), was unfoi*tiinatcly buiiied 
down iu I860', on which occasion 
Mr. Hullali’s friends and pupils pre- 
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Bonted him with a haudsonie testi- 
moni^, as a mark of gratitodo for 
his teaching, and sympathy with hia 
misfortune. Ho is Professor of Vocal 
Music in King’s College, and in 
Queen’s College, Jjondon, and is tlie 
author of “A Grammar of Coiinior- 
point,” of “ The H%tory of Modern 
Music” (a course of lectiii‘ca delivercMl 
at the Eoyal Institution of Great Bri- 
tain), and of other musical works. 

HUM E, llEv. AiittAHAM, D.C.L., 
LL.D., &c., of Scottish extraction, 
bom about 1815, was educated at 
Belfast College, at Glasgow Univer- 
sity, and afterwards at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where he succeeded in 
obtaining honours. Having taught 
mathematics and the English lan- 
guage and literature in the Belfast 
Itoyal Institution and Academy, and 
the Institute and College at Liver- 
pool, he vras ordaijied in 1813, and 
tho hon. dcgi'eo of LL.D. was con- 
ferred upon him by the University 
of Glasgow. In 1847 ho was ap- 
pointed to tho incumbency of a new 
parish in Liverpool ; and his minuto 
statistical inquiries connected with 
this and other portions of tho town 
threw great light upon its moral mid 
spiritual condition. The publication 
of a summary of the previous year’s 
work from his diaiy in Jan., 1857 
and 1858, under tho signature of 
“ A Lancashire luoumbont,” had the 
effect of modifying public opinion on 
tho subject of tho idleness imputed 
to tho clergy in letters printed in 
the Times, In 1858 ho gave evidence 
before a Select Committee of the 
House of Lords on tho ** Means of 
Divine Worship in Populous Dis- 
triots,” which led to tJie formation of 
the Liverpool Church Aid Society, 
and in 1^9 gave evidence before 
another Select Committee of the 
Lords on tho subject of Church 
BAtes and of several maps which 
he produced, one was published with 
tho Beport. It showed the propor- 
tion' of non-worshippers and of wor- 
shif^pers in each of three great 
c^aea in England and Wales, and in 
BOTenty-three of tho large towns. 


This evidence has been frequently 
quoted in parliamentary debates. He 
has paid great attention to the pro- 
motion of education, and to the ad- 
vancement of useful learning among 
all classes in Livei^ool. He is a 
Fellow of the Iloyal Society of 
Noi*tliem Antiquaries, Copenhagen, 
and of the Society of Anticinarics, and 
of the Statistical Society, London, and 
an honoiaiy' or corresponding member 
of other learn ed societies . Most of his 
writings on Geography, Histoiy and 
Archscology, Social Improvement, To- 
pogiaphy, Statistics, Geneml Litera- 
ture, and Science, have appeared in tho 
Transactions of leaimed socictios and 
in periodical publications. The most 
interesting of his writings ai’e “ Tlie 
Learned Societies and Printing Clubs 
of the United Kingdom,” published in 
1847, and “ Sir Hugh of Lincoln, or 
an Examination of a Curious Tradi- 
tion respecting tho Jews,” in 1849. 
An illustrated archa'ologicnl work, 
(IcBcriptive of an extinct town or set- 
tlement, called Mcols, on tho Choshiro 
coast, appeared in 1803; and “ Besults 
of the Irish Census, with, a special 
Beferonco to the Church in Ireland,” 
in 1804.. 

IIUME, Hamilton, boni in 1797, nt 
Humewood, New South Wales, in 
1810, when only tliii'tecii years of ago, 
discovered the now populous district 
of Cowx>asture Biver. lii 1824 ho led 
a party across the Bine Mountains, 
ond, accompanied by Mr. Ilovell, ac- 
coii'iplished the first overland journey 
fi-oui New South Wales to what is 
now known os Victoria, ci*ossing and 
givi'jg his name to tho llnme river, 
the princi])al tributary of the Mun’ay. 
In 1820 ho accompanied Stni-t on his 
fii'st exploring expedition, and his ser- 
vices in guiding the party in unknown 
districts were gratefully recognized by 
tho Govornmciit aud by Sturt himsolf. 
In J uly, 1858, a marble column in his 
honour was erected, by public sub- 
scription, on tho northern bank of the 
river Hume, near the town of Ald- 
bmy, 2,000 miles from the sea. In 
1858 the river was nagivated by ten 
steamers and as many Wges ; aud in 
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the third year of its navigation, the 
value of the merchandise transported 
was upwards of a million sterling. 
Some difference of opinion having oc- 
curred, as to the precedency of Mr. 
Ilume or Mr. Hovell in the ezjilora- 
tion of 1826, he published, in 1855, 
“ A Brief. Statement of Facta in con- 
neefcion with an Overland Expedition 
from Lake George to Port Phillip, in 
tho year 1824.” A township and 
electoral district wore named after 
him. Though never in England, he 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society on tin! recom- 
mendation of two of its council, and 
is a Colonial Magistrate for tho dis- 
trict of Yass, near which ho' resides. 

HUMPHREYS, Miss 0. F. (See 
ALtiXANDER, The Very Rev. VV.) 

HUMPHREYS, Henry Noel, i 
author, bom at Birmingham in 1810, I 
was educated at King Edward’s Gram- 
i\^ar School and on tho Continent. 
After a iDsidonco in Romo, he, in 
1840, published his "iirst work, tho 
descriptions to “ Views in Rome,” by 
IMr. W. B. Cooke. Ho is joint author 
with Mr. J. O. Westwood of “ British 
Butterflies and their Transforma- 
tions,” published in 18-lB ; of ” British 
Moths and their Transformations,” 
and author of ** Illuminated Illus- 
trations of Froissart’s Chronicles,” in 
1843 ; of “ Tlio Parables of our Lord ” 
(illuminated), in 1846 ; of “Tho Illu- | 
minated Books of the Middle Ages,” 
and “ Tho Ai-t of Illumination,” in 
184B; of “ Ancient Goins and Medals,” 
illustrated with fac-similes of Greek 
and Roman Coins, in relief, in 1850 ; 
of “ Tho Collector’s Manual,” in 1853 ; 
of “ Tho Coinage of tl o British Em- 
pire,” in 1854 ; of “ Stories by an 
Ai'chmologist and his Friends,” in 
1856 ; of “ Ocean Gardens,” in 1857; 
of “Butterfly Vivarium, or Insect 
Home,” ill 1858 ; of “ Goethe in Stras- 
burg, a Dramatic Novelette,” in 1860; 
of several novels published anony- 
inously ; and of tales, magazine arti- 
cles, and other works. 

HUMPHRY, The Rev. William 
GtLSdN, M.A., bom about 1816, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 


bridge, where ho graduated B.A. in 
1837, and of which he was elected 
Fellow. He was Hnlsean lecturer at 
Cambridge in 1849-50. Having bceu 
chaplain to tho late Bishop of Lon- 
don for some years, he was nominated 
by him in 1855 to the vicaiugo of tho 
important parish of St. Martin-in- 
tlic-Fielda, and was made prebendaiy 
of St. Paul’s. He has written “ A 
Commentaiy on the Book of the Acts 
of the Apostles “ The Doctrin^ of a 
Future State” (the Hnlsean Leoture 
for 18419) ; “ The Early Progress of tho 
Gospel” (tho Hulsean Lecture for 
1850) ; “ An Historical and Explana- 
tory Treatise on the Book of Common 
Prayer “ Tho Miracles ” (the Boyle 
Lecture for 1857) ; “ The Character 
of St. Paul” (tho Boyle Lecture for 
1858) ; “Theophilus of Antioch” (for 
the Pitt Press) ; and “ Theophylact on 
St. Matthew.” Ho edited and is one 
iff the authors of “ A Revised Version 
of St. John’s Gospel, and the Epistles 
to the Romans and Corinthians.” 

HUNGARY. (See Austria.) 

HUNT, Robert, bom Sep. 6, 1807, 
at Devonport, a self-educated man, 
is the Keeper of Mining Records at 
the Museum of Practical Geology, and 
was tho first-appointed Professor of 
Mechanical Science to the Govern- 
ment School of Mines. Ho is best 
known by “Researches on Light,” 
“ The Poetry of Science,” and 
“ Panthca, or tho Spirit of Nature,” 
published in 1849 ; “ Elementary Phy- 
sics,” in 1851 ;.and “ Manual of Pho- 
.tography,” in 1857 ; and is the editor 
of the now and voluminous edition 
of “Ure’s Dictionary of Arts, Manu- 
factures, and Mines.” He has devoted 
special attention to tho chemical in- 
fluences of the solar rays, is the dis- 
coverer of several important photo- 
graphic processes, and has contributed 
to a more perfect knowledge of the in- 
fluences ot light, heat, and actim'sm 
(the chemical principle of tho solar 
niys), on the growth of plants. These 
researolies have been published in the 
*' Transactione of the British Associa- 
tion.” Having taken up his residence 
in Cornwall, he was for five years 
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Secretary to the Royal Cornwall Poly- 
technic Society, during which period 
ho was very actively engaged in inves- 
tigating the phenomena of mineral 
Yoins and of metalliferous deposits in 
general. Mr. Hunt, who is the author 
of the “ Synopsis,” and of the “ Hand- 
book” of the Great Exhibition of 
1851, and of the International Exhi- 
bition of 1862, was the first to originate 
the publication of statistical returns 
of tlie mineral pi'oduco of the United 
Kingdom. His Mineral Statistics,” 
pnblislicd annually by order df tbo 
Treasury, are so much valued by 
those engaged in metallurgical an<l 
mineral industries, that in 1860 a very 
handsome testimonial of the value of 
500 guineas was presmitcd to him. 
Ho originated tJio Miners* Association 
of Cornwall and Devonshire, tho ob- 
ject of which is to give the practical : 
miner a better education than he has 
hitherto i-cceivcd. 

HUNT, Thomas Steriiy, F.R.S., 
was horn in Norwich, Connecticut, 
Sep. 6, 1826. After {lassing through 
the usual educational course, ho 
commenced the study of inedicino 
and chemistry, devoted himself en- 
tirely to tho latter, became chemical 
assistaut to Professor Silliman, in 
Yale (jpllego ; was appointed Chemist 
and Mineralogist to tho expedition for 
the survey of Canada, under Sir W. 
E. Logan; and discharged similar 
duties in the survey of Yerniont. The 
services that ho has rendered to 
science in both these undertakings aro 
well known, but his fame rests on his 
labours as an interpreter and writer 
on the researches of Liebig, Laurent, 
and Gcrhardt, as exhibited by his 
papers contributed to the American 
Jowmal of Science from 1848-51, 
and his essays on Solution,” Che- 
mical Changes,” and ‘*Atomi6 Yo- 
Iwnes,” contributed to tho American 
Journcbii and i*6pub1i8hed in England 
and Germany. Mr. Hunt has been 
engaged* in several isolated minc- 
Investi^tions of impor- 
i^Ce to the scientific world. His 
bd^ntiTmen, ihdjBed, are so impressed 
with the yhlue of his theories, that 


they do not scrapie to attribute to him 
the credit of some discoveries which 
would not be admitted in Europe. 
Mr. Hunt, who was a member of tho 
International Jury at the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1855, and addressed some 
valnablo papers to the Geological 
Society of Pi-anco, is Professor of Che- 
mistry in tho University of Quebec, 
which bestowed upon him the degree of 
Doctor of Science in 1857. Jlarvard 
College prosented him with tho degree 
of M. A. in 1854 ; and ho was elected 
Fellow of the Royal Society of Lon- 
don in 1859. Ills contributions to 
scientific literature aro numerous. 

HUNT, Tiioiintox, tho eldest son 
of the late Mr. Leigh Hunt, burn Sep. 
10, 1810, was educated to be a painter, 
but the inactivity of life in the studio 
induced him to devote himself to litera- 
ture, and to become a critic on works 
of art ; in which, following the early 
Italian critics, ho sought to give a 
more mattor-of-fact manner to tho 
treatment of tho subject in tho periodi- 
cal press. Through the Irtte Mr. La- 
man Blanchard ho was introduced to 
a short-lived morning paper, the Con- 
stitutional, of the political depai’t- 
ment of which he was for a time solo 
! conductor. On the breakdown of the 
Co'tistitutional ho became editor of tho 
North Cheshire Jleformer, and then of 
! the Glasgow Argus, and with the ex- 
I perience ho had gained of tho local 
workings of our iustitutJons, our trade, 
Oiid tbo condition of tho people, he 
returned to liondoii in 1840, and 
formed a connection with the Spec- 
tdtw', which lasted until 1860. In 
inat interval ho hod relations with 
some of the chief daily papers and 
other periodicals. In addition to a 
few pamphlets, chiefly on practical 
subjects, ho has produced no work 
under bis own name, excc'pt the 
“Foster-Brother,” an historical ro- 
mance, published in 1845, and sug- 
gested by his early residence in Italy, 
Ins political studies, and his admira- 
tion for the patriotic statesman. Carlo 
Zeno. Ho edited his fathers “ Auto- 
biography,” published in 1850, and his 
“ Corresiiondcnce,” published in 1862, 
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and at present devotes liis attention 
exclusively to political afTairs. 

HUNT, WiLLiAur Holman, painter, 
one of tbe most pi'omiuent members 
of the Pre-Raphaelite movement, 
born in London in 1827, exhibited 
his lirst picture at the Academy in 
The earlier works were adopt- 
ed from poetry and fiction, sucli as 
“Dr. llochcclifib performing Divine 
Service in the Cottage of Joceline 
Joliffc at VVoodatockV* in 1847 The 
Flight of Madeline and Porphyro,” 
fi*om Keats’s “St. Agnes,” in 1848; 
and “ Hionzi vowing to obtain Jus- 
tice for tlie Death of his young 
BrotJjer,” in 1810. He commenced 
that (dioico of roligloiiH and mystical 
subjects, wlun'cby he has since made 
liimself best known, with “A. Con- 
verted British Family sheltering a 
Christian Missionary from tJio Per- 
secution of the Druids,” in 1850, fol- 
lowed by the symbolical “ Hireling 
^Sheplujrd,” in 1852. His pictures of 
1851 was in a difi’orent class of senti- 
ment, — “ Valentine i*ccoiving Sylvia 
from Protons ; ” that of 1853, “ Claudio 
and Isabella,” and Our Knglish 
Coasts,” a beautiful study of the 
Downs at llastitigs. Three of these 
pictures wtu’e awarded £50 and £60 
prizes ut Livcri)ool and BirmingJuim. 
The occult meaning of his “Light of 
the World” and of the “ Awakening 
Conscience,” of 1834, was explained 
by Mr. lluskiii in some letters to 
the Times. “Tho Scapegoat,” of 
which the scone was psiintcd upon 
the margin of tho salt-eucmstcd slial- 
low's of tho Rod Sea, was exhibited 
in 1856. Tho “ Finding of tho Saviour 
in tho Temple,” exhibited in 1860, 
was perhaps the painting whicli at- 
timctod tho most exclusivo notice of 
ally modern efibrt. His more recent 
pictures are “ London firidge on the 
Night of the Marriage of the Prince of 
Wales; ” “The After-Glow;” and “Tho 
Festival of St. Swithin.” The last- 
mentioned was in the Royal Academy 
Exbibition of the present year. 

HUNTER, The Rev. Joseph, a 
Dissenting mmister, known as a 
scholar and an ontniuary, bom early 


in the present century, lias written 
“Alienation and Recovoiy of the Offloy 
Estates,” published in 1841 ; “Collec- 
tions towards tho Church of the Pil- 
grim Fathers,” in 18^1^-54 ; “ History 
of the Founders of Now Plymouth,” 
in 18-49; ‘*The Rise of old Dissent 
exemplified in Heywood’s Life,” in 
1862 ; and other works. He took part 
in a controversy with Mr. J. O. Halli- 
woll, relating to the genuineness of 
what was said to bo a journal of Sir 
ir. Wotton in France in 1591. 

HUNTER, Roheut Mehcer Talia- 
PEURO, born in Essex county, Virginia, 
April 21, 1809, p'oduated at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and commenced 
practice as a barrislcr in 1830. lie 
w^as returned to tho House of Dtfio- 
gates in 1832, to Congress in 1837, 
and in the succeeding Congress, was^ 
elected to tlie Speakership. Beaten* 
at the election for Congi'oss in 18*43, 
ho was more snccossfiii in 1815‘, was 
tho first public man of note wJio 
urged the annexation of Texas, and 
was an energetic supporter of Presi- 
dent Polk. Ill 1847 lie w^as returned 
to tho Senate, and suppoi’ied tho 
“Clayton Compromise,” which was. 
aftenvards lost in thtj Lower House, 
and in 1850 Mr. Hunter became Chair- 
man of the Finance} Commititoo. In 
the Proaideuiial canvass of 1852 he 
delivered addresses on behalf of Gene- 
ral Pierce, supijorted tho Kansas- 
Nobraska Bill, and took an active part 
in the return of Mr. Bnchanuii to the 
Presidency. In 1858 ho was returned 
for the third time to the Senate, 
and advocated the admission of 
Kansas into the Union under tho Lc- 
compton Constitution. In 1860 hc) 
delivered a rather extravagant speech 
in favour of slavery, which he dcclaied 
to have i-eceivod the sanction of all 
nations and of all ages, while free 
society w^as yet only an experiment. 

HUNTINGTON, Daniel, ai-tist, 
was bom in New York, in 1816. Hia 
mother was a relative of Trumbull, 
the painter, who discouraged tho 
early Inclination of the boy for that 
profession. Young Hnntin^on, bmng 
in earnest, procured an admission into

the studio of Professor Horse, and 
after on interval produced the Toper 
Asleep” and the “Bar-room Politi- 
cian.” In 1836 he devoted himself to 
landscape-painting, and produced seve- 
ral clever pictures of Ameidcan sce- 
nery ; in 1839 lie proceeded to study 
at Florence, and afterwards at Horne, 
whore he painted his “ Sibyl,” hie 
“ Shepherd Boy of the Csimpagiia,” and 
other subjects. His return to New 
York was signalized by tlie nppcurauco 
of “ The Pilgrim’s Pi-ogress ” and 
“ Ghnstiana and her Children.” A 
disorder of \ ho eyes in 1842 coiiipellcd 
him to lay aside his brush for two 
years. In 1844 lie revisited Rome, 
and in 18.45 painted tlie “ Roman 
Penitents,” “Italy,” “The Commu- 
nion of the 8ick,” and a few land- 
scapes. His later works arc “ Lady 
'Jane Grey and Feckenham in the 
Tower,” “Henry YIIT. and Queen 
Catharine Parr,” and “ Queen .Maiy 
signing the Heath-warrant of Lady 
Jane Grey.” He has visited England, 
and has painted the portraits of 
several celebrated personages. 

HURLSTONE, Fiikdkukjk Ye.vtes, 
artist, born in London in 1801, iu 
early life was a student of the Royal 
Academy, lie first exhibited on its 
W'alls in 1821, and coiitinuod to send 
his annual quota — portraits, with an 
occasional historical piece — until 1830, 
since which date ho lias seldom ex- 
hibited. He is Pi*esident of the 
Society of British Artists, and at that 
Society’s exhibitions his pictures have 
been leading attractions for upwards 
of twenty years. In addition to 
numerous portraits, he regularly con- 
tributes Bubjoct-piecos, which may ho 
divided into two classes, — pictures of 
sentiment from Byron, Moore, 4Sbc. ; 
and those^from the picturesque mate- 
rial . abounding in the “romaiitio” 
South, such as “ The Italian Boy,” 
“IJie Moorish Peasant Girl,” “Last 
Sigh of the Moor,”- “ Italian Mendi- 
cant,” and “ A, Spanish Beauty.” To 
the International Exhibition of 1855, 
held in Paris, Mr. Hurlstono sent 
Arthur and Constance,” and “ The 
Farewell of Boabdil to Granada,” and 


was one of those to whom a gold 
medal was awai^lcd by the French 
Government through the Council of 
the French Academy of Arts. 

HURON (Bishop or), The Right 
Rev. Benjamin Cronyn, bom about 
1810, was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where lie took the nsnal 
degrees. Having entered orders, he 
served a pastoral charge in Canada 
for some years, and was consecrated 
Bishop of Huron in 1857. His epis- 
copal jurisdiction, extending over the 
province of Huron, Canada West, is 
12,200 square miles in extent, and 
contains a population of 277,505. 

HUTT, The Right Hon. Sue 
William, son of the late K. Hntt, 
Esq., of Ap]>lcby, in the Isle of Wight, 
ami nephew of Capt. Ilutt, who was 
killed ill Lord Howe’s groat naval 
victory, Juno 1, 1794, was bom in 
1803, and educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where ho graduated B.A. 
and M.A. In 1832 he entered Parlia- 
ment as one of thomombers in the Libe- 
ral interest, for Kingston-npon-Hnll, 
wliich lie rcprosoiited till 1841, when 
he was chosen for Gateshead, wliioli 
place ho continues to represent in tho 
House of Commons. He lias always 
paid tho greatest attention to mea- 
sures relating to tho shipping and 
I commercial interests ; was appointeil 
Vice-President of the Board of Trade 
iu 1860, when ho was sworn a Member 
of tho Privy Council. He wont to 
Vienna to negotiate a commercial 
treaty iu 18G5 ,■ retired from the vice- 
prcsidency of the Hoard of Trade in 
K 'V., and was made a K.C.B. 

HUXLEY, Thomas Henuy, LL.D., 
Ph. D., P.R.S., &c., Bkofessor of 
Natuj'al History in tho Royal School 
of Mines, Jermyn Street, London, 
and Hunterian Professor of Compara- 
tive Anatom^ and Physiology to the 
Royal College of Surgeons of England, 
born at Elding, Middlesex, in 1825, 
was educated at Ealing School, and 
studied medicine at the Medical 
School of the Charing-Cmss Hospital. 
He was appointed Assistant-Surgeon 
to H.M.S. RattlemaJce in 18-46, ro- 
mained with that vessel during tho 
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surveying cruise in the South Faciho 
and Torres Straits, retuniecl to Eng- 
land in 1850, and succeeded Mr. Ed- 
ward Forbes at the School of Mines 
in 1854. Ho is well known as a writer 
on natural science, being the author 
of numerous papers published in the 
Transactions and Journals of the 
Royal, the Linnjeaii, the Geological, 
and the Zoological Societies, and in 
the Memoirs of the Geological Survey 
of Great Britain. Ho has written 
“Oceanic Ilydrozoa;” “Man’s Place

liUXTABLE, Till-: Rev. Axthonv, 
agriculturist, born in 1808, graduated 
B.A. of Trinity College, in 1833, and 
having taken orders in 1831, was 
presented to the Rectory of Sutton 
Waldi*on, Horsetshii'e. In 1854 he 
received from Bishop Hamiltim the 
vcbendal stall of Torleton, in Salis- 
iiiy Cathedral, and is rural dean of 
Shaftesbury. In addition to several 
papers in agricultural magazines, he 
lias written “ Lectures on tiic Science 
and Application of Manures,” pub- 
lished in 1847, and a pamphlet on 
“ the Present Prices ” in 1850, which 
passed thi'ough seven editions. Ho. 
was appointed Archdeacon of Dorset 
in 1852, but resigned on account of 
ill hoaltli. 

HYACINTHE, Fatiieu Cttaules- 
Lovsox, ecclesiastic, born at Orleans 
ill 1827, finished his studies at tlie 
Academy of Pan, and at an early ago 
composed some remarkable poetry. 
In 1835 ho entered Saint- Sulp tec, was 
ordained uviest after four years of 
theological study, taught philosophy 
at the great Seminaiy at Avignon, 
and theology at that of Nantes, and 
officiated in his ecclesiastical capa- 
city at Saint- Sulpicc. Ho afterwards 
spout two years in the convent of 
the Carmelites of Lyons, entered 
that Oi*der and attracted much 
attention by his preaching at the 
Lyece of that city. Ho delivered j 
the course of. sermons in Advent ! 
at Bordeaux,, a course for Lent at I 


Pcrigueiix iu 1864, aud repaired to 
Paris, where his preaching at the 
Madeleine and at Notre Dame, at- 
tracted much attention. 

HYLTON (Baron), The Right 
ITon.' William Geoiuje Hylton 
J oLLiFFE, son of the late Rev. Wil- 
liam Jolliifc, born Doc. 7, 1800, was 
returned to the Housci of Commons 
for Pctorsfield in 1830. Ho was de- 
feated in 1832, but gained the seat on 
petition, was again unsuccessful in Jan. 
1835, was elected in Aug. 1837, and 
having been unseated on petition, was 
returned in Juno 18-11, and continued 
to represent the borough till he was 
raised to the peerage, July 10, 1860. 
Ho acted as Under Secretary of State 
for the Homo Department in Lord 
Derby’s first administration in 1852, 
and was a))pointcd tb('. Patronage 
Secretary of the Treasury in Lord 
Derby’s second administration in 
1 858. Tjord Hylton clai ms a maternal 
descent from the ancient barOnial 
family of Hylton, of Hylton Castle, 
CO. DuAam. 

HYMERS, The Rev. John, D.D., 
F.li.S., born about 1803, was edu- 
cated at St. John’s College, Cam-^ 
bridge, where ho graduated B.A. ns 
second Wrangler in 1820, was elected 
Fellow and appointed Tutor of liis 
College; and, having been elected 
Lady Margni'ot’s Picacher in 1841, 
and discharged several other univer- 
sity offices, was appointed to the 
rectory of lii'andesburton, Yorksliire, 
in 1852. Dr. ITymcrs, wlm is a Fellow 
of the Royal and Geological Societies, 
has written several Cambridge text- 
books, including “ The Elements of 
the Tlieory of Astronomy,” “ Treatise 
on the Theory of Algebraical Equa- 
tions,” “ Treatise on Analytical Geo- 
metry of Three Dimensions,” “ Trea- 
tise on Differential Equations and 
the Galcnlus of Finite Differences,” 
“Treatise on Trigonometry, Plane and 
Spherical,” “ Treatise on the Integral 
Calculus,” and a “ Treatise on Conic 
Seotions,” He published, in 1840, 
with notes and an appendix, “Bishop 
Fisher's Funeral Sermons on Lady 
Margaret and her Son, Henry VII.” 
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INGE LOW, Miss Jean, danj^htorof 
William lagelow, Esq. I late of Ipswich, 
Suffolk, born about 1830, lias written 
a voluTuo of sliort stories, called 
“Tales of Orris ” published in 1860, 
and tho “ Rouud of Days,” a volumo 
of Poems, which 1ms gone through 
several editions both in England and 
in tho United States. This authoress 
opntribnted some poems to an ex- 
quisitely illustrated collcetion of ori- 
ginal poct^'cal pieces, entitled “Home 
Thoughts nnd Home Sclmios,’* pub- 
lished in 1861; and 1ms written for 
various jioriodical pubJieaiioiis. Slio 
published “A Story of Doom, :md 
other L'ooms “ in 1867. 

INOEKSOIiIj,CitAKLEs Jakkd, law- 
yer, soji of J. J. Iiigersoll, of Phila- 
delphia, born Oct. 3, 1782, was elected 
a member of the House of Ibiprc- 
sentatives in 1812. He has written a 
po<?ni, “ Oliismara,” publishcil in the 
Poi’tjhlh in 1800 ; “ Edwy and Elgiva,” 
a tragedy, in 1801 j “ Lt?tllh'd on 
American Literature” (reviewed in 
tho Quarterly, in 1810); numerous (roii- 
iributions to tho jjaper.s of tho day, | 
bii the coiitiX)versics with England 
which produced the war of 1812; 
various speeches and addresses be- 
tween 1813 and 1829; “Julian,” a 
di*amatie poem, in 1831 ; lleports on 
CuiToucy, Bank Charters, &c., iu 
1837 ; various Speeches in Congress, 
between 1811 and 1SJ.8 ; and a “Ilis- 
tory of the War of 1S12--J5,” in four 
vols. “A History of tho Territorial 
Acquisitions of the Unitetl States” is 
the last work on which lus has been 
engaged. 

INGLIS, The Rioht Jinx. John, 
a Scottish Judge of Session, known 
as Lord Glencorse, son of the Rev. 
Dr. Jnglis, minister of the old Grey 
Friars Church, Edinburgh, born in 
1810, was educated at Glasgow and 
at Balliol College, O.xl'ord, where ho 
graduated B.A. in 1834. iTaving 
been called to the Scottish Bar iu 
183&«r ho rose rapidly in his profes- : 
sion, was appointed Solicitor-General j 
for Scotland iu Lord Derby’s first | 


administration in 1852, and a few 
months afterwai-ds was made Lord- 
Advocuto, a post which he resumed 
in Lord Derby’s second adininistra- 
I lion in 1858, in which year he waa 
I raised to the Bench as Lord Justice 
Clerk of Se.s»ion. In 1859 he was sworn 
a mombin* of tho Privy Council, and 
w«H made L«>rd JiisLiee General and 
President of the Court of Session in 
Feb., 1867. He rep I'ostm till Stam- 
ford from Feb. to July, 1858, and 
was for many ycfirs Dean of Faculty.. 
ITis fame as an advocate rests on his 
defence of Mirdeloino Smith in 1857. 

JNVERNESS(Di;fui.:ssoF),CECiLiA 
Letitia U\’mfliiuooi>, oldest surviving 
tlaughtor of the scc.'ond Earl of Arrau,, 
born about 1788, was mamod May 
14, 1815, to Sir George Buggin, who 
died April 2, 1825. TJic lady soon after 
contracted a niui'riago with his lato 
Royal Iligliness the Duko of Sussex 
(l•esuming by royal licciico her 
inotlier’smaiilcn name of Underwood), 
but the alliance, Llioiigh binding in 
coiiscionco, was nob recognised by the* 
law. She was raised to the peerage 
as Duuliesrt of Invenn.'ss (one of the 
titles which had belonged to the Duke 
of Sussex), April 10, 1810. 

1RONS,Tii.k IIkv. William Josiaii. 
D.D., born in 1812, was educated at 
f^Aiecu’s College, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B..\. in 1833. Having held a 
^ ' uracy and aftenvards an inciimbeucy 
! hi the southern suburbs of London, lie 
was appointed ViiiaroIMhirk way, Herts,, 
in 1838, ami Vicar of Bmmptozi, Mid- 
dlesex, ill 1812. Ife has written “An 
Epitome of the Branqitou Lectures of 
JV . Hampden;” three “Series” of 
“Parochial Lectures,” the first on 
“Apostolical Succession,” published 
iu 1837; the second on “The Holy 
j Catholic Church,” iu 1838; and tho 
I third on “ Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction,” 
jin 1817; “The Whole Doctrine of 
' Final Causes ;” “ A Reply to Dr. New- 
man on Development,” and a large 
number of sermons, prayers, and con- 
tiovcrsial pamphlets on the religions 
questions of the day. Iu 1860 Dr.. 
Irons was made Prebendary of St. 
Paul’s, and selected to write one of 
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the replies to “ Essays and Reviews,” 
in the volume edited by the Bishop 
of Oxford, and has since published two 
volumes of sciTnons on the Parables 
and Miracles, a work entitled “ Tl 
Bible and its Interpreters,” and a 
volume of Hymns and Translations 
from the Hebrew Psalms and the 
Hymni Ecclosim, Ac.

^ ISTHRITZ, Don Xavier De, poli- 
tician, son of a Basque merchniit, 
knovpii for Ins patriotism during the 
French Tiivasion, born at Cadiz in 
1790, was, with liis brother Thomas, 
elected to tlio CoHea of 1812-14. 
Ferdinand, on his restoration, having 
rewarded his most devoted servants 
with exile or imprisonment, Istoritz 
od'orod his house to the malcontents, 
and presided at the famous rising of 
Riego, Jan. 1, 1820. A Her the cstab- 
lishmeiit of the Constitution, Isturiiz 
wont to Mjidrid, where ho founded 
several liberal clubs, apd contributed, 
perhaps involuntarily, to the excesses 
which followed the triumph of the 
Revolution. In 1823 ho was Presi* 
dent of the Cortes, and at tho restora- 
tion doll to London, where lie obtained 
mercantile employment. Having in 
exile been condomnj.'d to death, ho Avas 
amnestied by Maiia Christina, and 
in 1834 returned to Spain, again 
entered the Cortes, and by his ultra- 
domocratio zeal excited the rising of 
the National Guard, which overthrew 
tho Torrono admi'.dstration. Under 
the Ministry of Mcndizabel, Isturitz 
held the office of President of tho 
Chamber of Procuradores, a kind of 
Council of State. After tho fall of 
Mendizabal, Isturitz, who becamo 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs, 
and I’resident of the Coimcil, May 
1 5, 183G, offended all parties by his 
violence. Tho outbreak of La Graiija, 
of August, in consequence of which 
the Constitution of 1812 was re-esta- 
blished, obliged him once more to 


take refuge in England. He received 
a second amnesty in 1837, Avas sent 
to the Cortes in 1838, and was nomi- 
nated President of the Congross of 
1839. Daring theregeucy of Esportero, 
Isturitz plotted to enable the queen- 
mother Maria Christina to return to 
Spain, and slie gave him her confi- 
dence in tho negotiations for the 
Spanish maiTiages. He •succeeded 
Narvaez as Minister in Feb., 1846, 
was iTiplaced by Narvaez in March 
of that year, returning to poAver in 
tho folloAving April, and was dismissed 
bj" a vote of want of confidence carried 
ill the Cortes in Dec. Don Isturitz, 
Avho Avas three times ambassador in 
England, signed, Avitli M. do Flahault 
and Lord Russell, the convention of 
Oct. 31, 1861, for iiiterA'cntioiiin Mexi- 
co. He Avas appointed ambassador 
for Spain to the French Court, March 
3, 1863, .and retired in Oct., 1864. 

ITALY (Kino of), Victor Emanuel 
I., sen of Charles Albert, King of 
Sardinia, and of Queen Theresa, 
daught^of Grand Buko Ferdinand of 
Tuscany, Avas bom March 14, 1820, 
and received at his baptism tho names 
Mario - Albert - Eugene - Ferdinand - 
Thomas. Ho was carefully educated* 
in scienco and militaiy tactics, and 
maiTied, April 12, 1842, the Arch- 
duchess Adelaide of Austria, who died 
Jan. 20, 1855. Ho took an active 
part, as Duke of SaA'oy, in tho events 
of 18‘t8, accompanying his father to 
the field of battle, and behaving with 
great bravery at the battles of Go’ito 
and Novara. On the evening after 
the latter battle (March 24, 1849), 
Cliarles Albert signed his abdication 
in tho Bellini Palace. Little was then 
known of his son and suc'cessor, who 
assumed the title Victor Emanuel II., 
except that he was a dashing hunter, 
haughty in his manners, and a reputed 
opponent of Liberalism. Ho suc- 
ceeded in obtaining from Austria 
terms less humiliating than those im- 
posed on his father, but tho treaty of 
peace was not signed till Aug., 184d. 
On mounting the throne of Sardinia 
he endeavoured to reorganize tho 
finances, the army, and the system. 
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of public insti'ucticm, concluded with 
England several treaties of commerce, 
established railways, and pi*omotcd 
free trade. Ho indignantly refused 
the offer made by Austria for tho 
cession of Parma, provided he would 
abolish the constitution. Genoa hav- 
ing revolted, and expelled his garri- 
son, he sent an army against it, and 
rccoveroddiis sovereign rights, and his 
efforts for the prosperity of his king- 
dom were generally successful. He 
had, however, one great struggle 
throughout his reign with the court and 
clergy of Kuiiio, by whom he was evdn- 
tuaJly excoiiimuiiicatcd. Guided by 
Count Gavour, ho relieved the clergy 
from the monopoly of publiciustruction, 
sold much cliuich property, and took 
away many clerical privileges. lie 
coiiclndcd, in Jan., 1855, a convention 
with France and England, to take part 
in the war against Russia, and de- 
B] latched to the Crimea, an army of 
17,000meii,under6on.DoLaMariiioi‘a, 
which distinguished itself by a victory 
on the banks of the Tchcruaya. Sar- 
dinia took port in the Conference of 
Paris, * where her ambassador iaiil 
before the representatives an able 
paper on the state of Italy. In 1855, 
the king lust his mother, wife, and 
brother, and was brought to tho vei'gc 
of the gfravo b 5 '' fever. After his ve- 
coveiy, he visited France and Eng- 
land, whore he was received with 
groat euthnsiasm, and was cTcatod a 
Knight of tho Garter and Grand Cross 
of the Legion of Honour. In the 
early pai*t of 1859, the king, whose 
relations with Austria had been for a 
long time the revoree of friendly, an- 
nounced in the chamber that a stonn 
was impending, and Count Cavour 
detailed the grievances of Sardinia 
against Austria in a diplomatic cir- 
cular. Lord Derby’s government used 
its. best endeavours to avert a war 
which sepmed imminent, but without 
effect.* Austria summoned Sardinia 
to disw^^ hut in vain ; and the Aus- 
xian arviy crossed the Ticino. The 
empe^Xr bf the Frouch despatched a 
pdweribi army to Italy, and having 
,aMux^ the command, joined Uie 


Sardinian forces and defeated the 
Austrians at Montebello, May 20 ; at 
Palostro, May 30 and 31 ; at Magenta, 
June 4 ; and at Solfcrino, June 24, tho 
emperor and tho king being present 
in person. The Austrians were ex- 
pelled from Tioinbardy, tho princes 
from Naples, Tuscany, Parma, and 
Modena; and the treaty of Villa 
Franca, concluded July 11, confirmed 
by tho treaty of Zurich, Nov. 10, ter- 
minated the war and established 
Victor Emanuel as King of Italy. 
The parliament, assembled at Turin, 
March 17, 18G1, formally established 
tho title, wliich was recognized by 
England lilarch 30, and by France 
June 24. A treaty for tho transfer 
of the sen t of government fix)m Turin 
to Florence, and the evacuation of 
Rome by tho French in two years, 
was signed Sep. 15, 18G4. Tlio court 
was transferred to Florence in 1865, 
and the French army was withdrawn 
from Romo in 1867. In 1866 the 
king of Italy, makuig common canse 
with Prussia by a treaty, signed May 
12, declared wav against Austria. 
Tho Italian army was defeated' by tho 
Austrians at Custozza, Juno 24, and 
tho Italian floeb sustained a reverse 
off Lissa, July 20 ; but in consequenco 
of the success of tho Prussians, peace 
was signed at Vienna Oct. 3, by which 
j Venice and the territory of Venetia 
j were ceded to Italy, and Victor 
j Emanuel mado his public entry into 
I Venice Nov. 7. Since that time ho 
j has been chiefly occupied in endea- 
vouring to reduce the national expen- 
diture, and to settle his differences 
with the Papal government. His 
family consists of the Princess Clo- 
thilde Mario Tlicr5se Louise, bom 
March 2, 1843, and married Jan. 30, 
1859, to Prince Napoleon; Prince 
Humbert Renier Charles Emanuel 
Jean Marie Ferdinand Eugene, heir 
apparent, and prince of Piedmont, 
born March 14,1844; Prince Amadeus 
Feidinand Marie, duke of Aosta, bom 
May 30, 1845 ; and Princess Mario 
Pia, boro Oct. 16, 1847, and married 
Oct. 6, 1862, to Louis I., king of 
I Portugal. 
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JACKSON, Dll. J. (See Lincoln, 
Bishop op.) 

JACKSON, Dk. W. (See Ani’ioua, 
Bishop op.) 

JACKSON, Sill Charles Boiiekt 
!Mttciiel1i, son of the lato Gen. Jack- 
son, born in 1814, was called to tlie 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 183G, and ‘in 
1848 was appointed Advocate-General 
at Calcutta. In 1852 he was pro- 
moted to the puisne judgeship at Bom- 
bay, whence he was translated in the 
same oajiacity to Calcutta, and became 
Judge of the High Court of Jiuliciitnrc 
in 1883. 

JACKSON, CiiAULEs Thomas, M.D., 
chemist and geologist, was born at> 
Plymouth, Moss., Juno 21, 1805. Left 
an oi^phan when a boy, ho was i)lacf3d 
in a merchant’s house at Boston, 
where he devoted his leisure to the 
more congenial study of cliemisti-y, 
and contrived to make an electric ap- 
paratus for himself. Having retired 
ftom commercial pursuits, he applied 
himself to the study of medicine, gra- 
duated K.D. at Harvard University in 
1829, and was engaged on the survey 
of Nova Scotia, in company with Dr. 
Francis Alger, of Boston. In 1829, 
ho studied medicine in Paris, went on 
a tour through Switssorlaiid, Italy, 
and Austria, and spent the saiiimcrof 
1832 in schools of surgery in Paris. 
Dr. Jackson, who claims to be one of 
the inventors of the Electric I’cle- 
graph, commenced, in 1833, the prac- 
tice of medicine inBoston, relinquished 
it for. geology, and was engaged in 
1836, 1830, and 1840 in geological 
surveys of Maine, Rljode Island, and 
New Hampshire. In 1845 ho exa- 
mined and reported on the copiier- 
mines and the mineral deposits about 
Lake Superior. In 1849 ho received 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour, 
and in 1852 a prizfj of 2,500 francs 
from the French Academy of Sciences, 
for his discoveries iu the employment 
of anmsthctics; his claims to which 
have, however, been regarded as 
donbtful by his own countrymen. { 
King Oscar of Sweden awari^ed him | 


a gold medal, and he is decorated 
with the Bod Eagle of Prussia and 
other European orders. He has written 
several works, and has contributed 
to the publications of scientific so- 
cieties. 

JACKSON, The Rev.Thomas, M.A., 
born at Preston in 1812, was educated 
at St. Alary Hall, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1834; ^ Having 
held some parochial cures and educa- 
tional appointments, he succeeded Sir 
James !l^y SImttloworih os Principal 
of the Normal College at Battersea, 
juid shortly after was preferred by Dr. 
Bloinficld, Into Bishop of London, to a 
pi'cborkliil stall in St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral. He was nominated in ISIB to 
a bishopric in New Zealand, aud pro- 
ceeded thither with the intention of 
being consecrated by Bishop Selwyn, 
but dilKcnlties arose, aftd Air. Jackson 
returned to England; shortly after 
which lie. was preferred to the Rectory 
of St. Alary, Stoke Newington, whero 
ho lies been instrumental in building 
Olio of tho most splcitdid churches in 
the nn^tropolis. He has written “ A 
Alanual of liOgio;” ’‘Examination 
Questions aud Papers fur Theological 
Students;” “Questions on Adams’s 
Roman Antiquities ; ” “ Questions on 
Ancient Gcogmpliy “ Sermons 
prcioclicd chiefly on Public Occa- 
sions “The Mourning Atothor Com- 
forted,” being passages in prose and 
verso on the death of children ; “ Our 
Dumb Companions, or Conversations 
of a Father with his Children on 
Horses and Donkeys, Dogs and Gats,” 
&c. He has contributed biographical 
articles to serial publications, and 
was for some time editor gf TJie 
Etiiflish Journal of JUd/iicatiiyn. 

JACOB, The Rev. Gkouge An- 
drew, D.D., born at Exniouth, Dec. 
16, 1807, was educated at the Gram- 
mar Bch(X)], Exeter, and at Oxfoi-d, 
where he took a First Class in 1829. 
lie was appointed head-master of the 
Grammar School of King Edward VL, 
Bromsgrove, in 1882; to the principal - 
ship of the Collegiate School, Shef- 
field, in 1843 ; and to the hcad-inas- 
torship of Christ’s Hospital, London, 
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in 1853. Dr, Jacob bns written “A 
Letter to Sir R. Peel on National 
Kdiicsition ” pabliaUcd in 1839 ; ** Ser- 
mons preached boforo the University 
of Oxford aR Select Preacher,** inl855; 
Greek nml Latin Granmi;n*R, d'C. 

JACOBSON, Dk. (See Ciiestku, 
Bishop of.) 

JAllN, Otho, author and archajo- 
lo^ist, born at Kiel (Holstein), Jane 
16, 1813; finished his stiulies at Ber- 
lin, niidm* LachTnaiiu and Gcrhardt, 
made a long stay in France and Italy, 
and on his return to Kiel opened a 
cniii’HU of lectures on philology and 
arciiitjology. In IS 17 ho occMi])ied a 
chair of pliilology at Leipsic ; but ! 
having taken , part in the national | 
movements of 18 JS-f) he was deprived 
of his appointments, utuI retired into 
priv'uto life. Ho has written largely 
on philological and archu}ological sub- 
j('Cts, and a biography of “ W. A. 
Mozart,** published in 1856. He is a 
Member of the Academy of Sciences 
of Leipsio, has contributed to its 
transactions, and is a writer on aub- 
jcct.s of Biblical ai*ohs8ology. 

JAMAICA (Bishop of), Tiir JlniiiT 
IIkv. Ai'hury Guokoe Spkncku, D.D., 
oldest son of William B. Spencer, Ksq., 
and great-gi*mid8ovi of Charles, second 
duke of Marlborough, born in 1795, 
was educated at Dr. Bnriiey*s school, 
at Greenwich, and at Magdalen Hall, 
Oxford. After having Jiold some 
parochial cures in England, and the 
Archdcaconiy of Bcrniuda, he was 
consecrated, in 1839, to the bishop- 
ric of Newfoundland, whence ho was 
translated, in to tin* Sco v.f 

Jamaica ; in which island tlie Bishop 
is alsq a Privy Councillor. The 
income of the diocese, which com- 
prises Jamaica, Britisli Honduras, the 
Bahamas, Turk’s Islands, and tlie 
Bay Islands, is £3,000 per annum, 
chargeable oh the Consolidated Fund. 
Dr. Speiioor has pnblialied a volume 
of sennbtaB, charges, &o., aud coiitri- 
bati^'. some pioems to JBacincirood's 
and other periodical publica- 
tions. He resided the actnal adnii- 
uiatiatioir of hiB diocese Into the 
hjonds of the ^Blghb Bov. Dr. Coai*to- 


iiay, who, in 1856, was consecrated 
Bishop of Kingston and Suffragan 
and Coadjutor to the Bishop of Ja- 
maica. 

JAMES, Col. Sir Henry, F.B.S., 
born ill Cornwall in 1803, was edu- 
cated at the Grammar School, Exeter, 
and at tho Royal ]\lilitavy Academy, 
Woohvich. He entered the corps 
of Engineers in 1825, and rising by 
successive steps, bccainQ Col. in 1857. 
Whilst performing his military duties, 
Sir Henry has been Director of the 
Geological Survey iii Ireland, of tho 
Adinimlty Eiiginooring Works at 
Portsmouth, of tho OrdnaucB Siiiwey 
of the United Kingdom, and of the 
Topographiijal and Statistical Depart- 
ment of the War OHioe ; has written 
several w'orks on geology, engineering, 
meteorology, &c., anil siipcriiitonded 
tho execution and |uiblicatiou of tho 
operations describocl in the “Account 
of Mio principal Triangnlation of tho 
United Kingdom, with the Figure, 
Dimensions, and mean specific Gravity 
of tho Earth derived therefrom.’* He 
l•eccivod the honour of knighthood in 
1860, and discovered the art of photo- 
zincography, by means of which he 
has iiroducnd a fac-similc of tho whole 
of “ Domesday-Book,** in 32 volumes. 

JANIN, Jiji.es-Gaijiukl, critic, bom 
Dec. 24, 1804, at St. Etienne (Loire), 
where his father was an avocat, com- 
menced liis studios in tho college of 
his native town, and completed them 
in Paris, at the College of Lonis-le- 
Gruiid . Havi ug iiei thor profession n or 
fortune, he took up his quarters in 
a gan-et in flic Hue du Dragon, in tlie 
Quartior Latin, and there assisted 
young gcnlh?Tnon in “ enunming** for 
their degrees. Jules, who has vividly 
I sketched this iiiimblo period of his 
I life, soon renounced this occupation 
for journalism. Having obtained em- 
ployment upon a theatrical paper, he 
became one of tho editors of the 
FUjnro, and afterwards of the Q^eoti- 
diciiae. Severing liis connection with 
tho latter, be founded, in company 
with some other writers of mark, tho 
Jteuiie de PariSj and the Joimial des 
Ei}fantis. Shortly afterwards he pnb- 
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shed hia first roniauce, “ L’Ano mort 
; la Femme goillotineo.” Rut his 
lost siioctjasfui productions are Ida 
lies, ossayri, and sketches. Jules 
anin married a rich lieiresa, and ou 
10 oce^wion wrote a sin^'ulav article 
i the/Vj/'fc/h hniof the Ddbatu, cutitLed 
Lo Jvlaiiaq:o du Critique,” which 
aiijcd Jiini for a long time in the 
ublic journals the name of tlio “ mar- 
ied critic.” During tho last forty 
ears ho has 7 )ro(lucod an almost incTC- 
ibh? niiTnlior of articles fortliojour- 
als, besides iiaving w'rittmi and 
diced a number of works of a less 
pliomcral character. In IS lb ho 
lubiisluMl ail abridged transliiliori of 
liclmrilson’s Clarissa klarlowo.” 
JjMtDINK, Sju WirT.iAM, Haht., 
F.li.S., Ac., an eininont iia- 
iiraiist, sou of the late Sir A. .iardine, 
iart., of .Ai»j>lcgirt.h, .Jardino Jlail, 
ro. Dumfries, born in ISOlh and odu- 
jated at Edinburgh, sucoeodi.'d to the 
itlo on his iatlier’s decease in 1821. 
lie is aniagistratoof tho county, Vico- 
bieuteiiaiit lor Duirilncsshiro, IVesi- 
lent of the Duiii ( riosshire and Gallo- 
ivay Natural Hisloryajid Antiquarian 
Society, and a mcinbcr of the Ro3'al 
Linniean and other Icarmnl societies 
both at home and abread. lie pub- 
lished, jointly 'with Mr, Frideaux J. 
Selby, tJie lute Sir Stamfoi'd RafUes, 
Dr. Iforsiicld, and otlior oniitliulogists, 
“ Illustrations of Ornithology,” and 
edited an editioji of Wilson’s “ North 
American Ornithology,” and the “Na- 
turalist’s Library,” in forty volumes, 
which included the four branches, 
Mammalia, Oraiithology, Iclithyology, 
aud Entomology. jSir William is joint 
editor of tho Edinbuvua Philosophical 
Journal, and has Avrittou “ Rritish 
Salmouid®,” “ Ichnology of Annaii- 
dalcs” “ Memoirs of tho late Hugh 
Stridklaiid,” “ Contributions to Orni- 
thology,” “ Ornithological Synonyms,” 
and various papers in scientific trans- 
actions and i^criodicals. He has edited 
White’s “Natui’al History of Sol- 
boiut;.” 

J A RRETT, T he Rev. Thom.\s, M, A., 
bom about 1805, graduated B.A. at 
St. Catliorine-s College, Cambridge, 


in 1827, as a wrrangler, and first class 
in classical honours, and was elected 
Fellow. Having been ordained, he 
was upppiuted by his college to the 
Reetdiy of TruncJi, Norfolk, in 1832 ; 
became Prefossor of Arabic in the 
University of Cambridge in 1831 ; and 
succeeded Dr. Mill, in 1854, as Regius 
Professor of llebreAV, a post to vrliich 
a canoury in Ely cathedral is attached. 
Professor Jarrett has compiled “ A 
Grammatical Index to the Hebrew 
Text of tho Book of Genesis “ A 
New Hebrew Lexicon,” in two parts ; 
ail “Essay on Algebraic Development 
“ A New Way of Marking tlie Sounds 
of English Worils;” anil “ The Gosjiels 
and Acts of the Apostles,” so printed 
as to show tJic sound of each word 
vvitJiout change of spelling. 

.lEAEFltESON, Joiix Cokdv, B.A., 
eldest noil of William .leulfreson, 
F.R.C.S., was born at Framlingham, 
Sniiulk, in Jan., 1831 . Havingreceived 
his early education at a grammar 
school, he for some yi^ars studied 
mediciiio, ami rolinquishing this ].>uiv 
suit, matriculated at Pembroke Col- 
J<JCe, Oxford. Whilst an undergra- 
duatt?, ho became a writer in magazines 
and nuwsiiapers, took his B.A. degree 
ill 1852, and entered as a law-student at 
Lincoln’s Tun. His first novel, “ Crowe 
Rise,” was published in 1854; “ llinch- 
bitMik” apiiearod in Frazer's Magazine 
in 1855. “Isabel: the Young Wife 
aiid the old Love,” “Novels and 
Novelists, from Elizabeth to Victoria,” 
and “ Miriam Copley,” .succeeded in 
order. In 1860 Mr. Jealfrcsoii wrote 
for tho Universal Hcciew “ Sir Eve- 
rai'd’s DaughtoP* (recently reprinted), 
and publislicd his anocdotical “ Book 
about Doctors,” of which tliroo editions 
appeared in tho year. “ Olive Blake’s 
Good Work ” was published in 1862, 
and “Live It Down,” in 1863. The 
foimer was translated into French, 
and tho latter into German. Mr. 
Jeaifreson’s works have for some years 
past been promptly reprinted in tho 
United States. His latest works are 
Dead Yet ” reprinted from a 
periodical publication; the “Life of 
Robert Steplienson, C.E.;’^ and “A 
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Book about Lawyers/’ published in 
186(5. As a critic, lie is a diligent 
contributor to periodical literature. 
In 1859 be was called to the bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn. 

JEBB, Tue Key. Joiix, M.A., ne- 
phew of the late Dr. Jcbli, soino time 
bishop of Limerick, born in Ireland 
about 1805, was educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, wdioro lie graduated 
B.A. in 1826. Tlaving hold n rectory 
and a prebciidal stall in Irolaud, in 
1843 he was presented to the rectory 
of Peterstow, irerofordshiro, and was 
aftemnrds appointed a prebeudaiy of 
Herefoid Cathedral. lie has written 
“The Divine Econoiny of the Church;** 
“The Choral Service of the Church 
of England ; ** “ The Choral llcspoiiscs 
and Litanies of the Chnrcli;** “The 
Principle of llitualisrn defoiidod;** 
**Six Letters on tlio Present State 
of the Church j ” Lectures on the 
Cathedral Service,** &c. 

JELE, Tee Eev. Rioiiakd William, 
D.D., Principal of King’s College, 
London, and Canon of Christ Church, 
Oxford, son of tlio late Sir John Jelf, 
born about 1798, w'as educated jit 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B.A. ill 1820, taking first-class 
honours, and was elected to a Pellow- 
ship at Oriel, of which college he be- 
came tutor. Ill 1826 he was appointed 
Preceptor to H.B.U. Prince George of 
Cumberland (aftcnvaixls king of Han- 
over), and ill 184 1 was appointeil Prin- 
cipal of King’s College, London. Uo 
has written sermons on “ The Means of 
Grace,” being the Bainpton Lectures 
for 1844 ; " Via Media,” a Bonnon 
on the Ifigh Church niovcrncnt ; 

** Grounds for laying before the Council 
of King’s College, London, certain 
Statements contained in the Theo- 
logical Essays of the Rev. F. D. 
iMaurico,” &o. 

JELF, The Rev. Wilijam EnwAan, 
son of the late Sir James Jelf, of 
baklands, Gloucestershire, born at 
Gloncestw in 1811, was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford, whore 
hegradnatod B.A. in 1833, taking first- 
class honours in the classical schools, 
fiaviiig been Tutor and Censor of his 


college, Public Examiner, and Proctor 
of the University, ho was appointed, 
in 1846-8, one of the preachers at 
Whitehall, and pi’eached the Bainpton 
Lectures before the University in 1857- 
He compiled a ** Greek Grammar ” 
based on that of Kilhner, and edited 
“Aristotle’s Ethics, with English 
Notes,” a text-book in use at Oxford. 
He lias published Sermons preached 
at Whitehall, ami an answer to Dr. 
Temple's essay on “ The Education of 
the World.” 

JENKINS, JosErH John, painter 
in wator-colonrs, born in London in 
1811, was instructed by his lather iu 
portrait enginving, which ho nras 
compelled to relinquish in 1839 on 
account of a chest complaint, from 
which ho had suflered from childhood. 
He was then employed in designing 
for illustrated books, and in 1842 
joined the new Society of Painters in 
Water-colours, and sent pictures to 
its cxliibitions for several seasons. In 
conseqnciico of some disagreement 
respecting the management Mr. Jen- 
kins and several members withdrew 
from the Society. In 1846 he visited 
France, remained some time in Lower 
Britaiiny, and on his return to Eng- 
land produced “ Going with the 
Stream,” and its (;ompaiiioii picture, 
“ Going against tlio Stream,” which 
were engraved, and Jiad a largo sale 
in France and Germany ns well as in 
this ccmutiy. They were followed by 
“ Both Sides of the Channol “ Tiio 
Happy Time;” “Sleeping Coni- 
panions ; ” “ Come Along ; ” “ Hopes 
and Fc'»rs;” “In Sight of Horae,” 
^r-c. Mr. J'uikiiis was elected an 
associate of Die old Society of Painters 
in Water-colours in 1819, a member 
ill 1850, and in 1853 secretary, which 
office he resigned in 1863, when the 
society presented him w'ith a hand- 
some testimonial in aokuow'ledgment 
of his services. For many years this 
artist was known as an exhibitor of 
subjects relating to the peasant life of 
our continental neighbours, but lat- 
terly ho has devoted his attenUou 
to English landscape and scenery.

JENKYNS, The Rkv. Hexiiy, D.D., 
younger son of a former vicar of 
Evercreech, Somerset, and brother of 
the late Dr. Richard Jenkyns, many 
years Master of BalHol College, Ox- 
ford, and Dean of Wells, born about 
1795, was educated at Eton and'Gor- 
pub Ghristi College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B.A. as a double first-class 
in 1810, and was elected Fellow of 
Oriel College. In 1833 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of the Greek Lan- 
guage and Literature in the Uni- 
versity of Durham, in 1839 was col- 
lated to a canonry in Durham Cathe- 
dral, and in 184<1 was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Divinity in the same Uni- 
versity. Ho edited “ Cranmer’s llc- 
mains,** for the Oxford University 
Press, and resigned his pi'ofessorahip 
in 1804. 

JENNER, Dll. {Hee DrxEuiN, 
Bishop of.) 

JENNER, William, M.D., F.R.S., 
bom at Chatham in 1815, was edu- 
cated at University College, London, 
and commenced his professional career 
as a 4^neral practitioner, his fii’St 
public appointment being that of 
Surgeon- Accoucheur to the Royal Ma- 
terni||y Charity. He graduated M.D., 
London, in 1844, when he retired 
from goncrol practice, in 1848 became 
a Member of tlio Royal College of 
Physicians, and in tho same year was 
appointed Professor of Pathological 
Anatomy in University College and 
Assistant Physician to University 
College Hospital. He wa-^ elected 
Fellow of the Royal College of Phy- 
sicians, and appointed to deliver the 
Gulstonian Lectures before the Col- 
lege in 1852, was nominated Physi- 
cian to the Hospital for Sick Children 
on its establishment in that year. 
Assistant Physician to tho London 
Fever Hospital in 1853, Physician to 
the University College Hospital in 
1854, and Professor of Clinical Medi- 
cine in 1857. On the death of the 
lamented Dr. Baly, in 18G1, Dr. Jen- 


ner was appointed to succeed him 
as Physician Extraordinary to the 
Qneen, and in 1862 was gazetted 
Physician in Ordinary to her Majesty. 
In 1862, lie became Professor of 
the Principles and Practice of Medi- 
cine at University College, and, in 
1863, Physician in Ordinary to H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales. On his ap- 
pointment as Physician to the Queen, 
he resigned his connection with the 
London Fever Hospital, and in 1862 
resigned tho post bf Physician to the 
Hospital for Sick Children. In 1864 
he was elected a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. Ho has written se- 
veral scries of jiapers on Fever, the 
acute Specific Diseases, Diphtheria, 
Diseases of Children, Diseases of the 
Heart, Lungs, Skhi, Ac. Dr. Jeiinor 
was one of the physicians who at- 
tended the late Prince Consort in his 
last illness. He is well known, not 
only to the prafession, bnt to the 
public at large, as having been tho 
fii'st to establish beyond disimte the 
diiference in kind between typhus and 
typhoid fevers. 

JEBDAN, William, F.S.A., 
]\[.R.S.L., and corresponding member 
of tho Royal Academy of M^rid, was 
bom in 1782 at Kelso, Roxburghshire, 
where his father, Mr. John Jerdan, 
hail inherited a small landed property, 
lie was educated at Kelso school, and 
aftcrwanls became a pupil of Dr. 
Rutherford, author of a “View of 
Ancient Histoiy,** and being intended 
for the legal profession, was for some 
time in tho office of a Scottish writer. 
In 1801 he went to London, whence, • 
after remaining for a year in a mer- 
chaut*B counting-house, he repaired to 
Edinburgh to finish his studies, again 
took np his residence in London in 
1806, became a repoHer on tlio Awiwa, 
a short-lived morning paper, and after- 
wards joined the Pilot evening news- 
paper, established in Jan., 1807. He 
was on the staff of the Momiruj Post, 
reported, during three sessions, for 
the British Press, and was a contributor 
to the Satirist, or Monthly Meteor, the 
copyright of which he purchased. 
He was instrumental in seizing Bel- 
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lingham', the murdcvcr of Spencer 
Percival, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
in the lobby of the House of CommoDS; 
and. has given a detailed account of 
that event in his “Autobiography.” 
In 1813 he becamo editor of tlio Snu, 
then a Toiy organ, in 181.G sold his 
share in that newspaper, and in 1817 
became editoi* and part projjrietor of 
the TAtcrary (Jirjdtfi, with which 
his name was associatcil for thirty- 
four years. Jii 1821 Imj assisted in 
founding tlie R«)yal Society of Litera- 
ture, of Jio was Olio of the 

earliest menibei'S, and for some ! 
time took a proniincnt part in the I 
administration of the Lit(;r.iry Fund. | 
In 182(> ho^iecanic a mcniber of the 
Society of Antiquaries, and was one of 
the iuuiulcrs of the lIoltKiists’ ami the 
Garrick Clubs, in 1850 his connec- 
tion with the Literary Gejrcttc ceased ; 
in 1852 a pension of £100 per annum 
was conhMTi’cd upon him, and a testi- 
monial, subscribed to by many of the 
first men of the ilay, was jircsciited 
to him, “ as a public acknowledgment 
of his services to literal.un?, scicmcc, 
and the fine and useful arts.” Mr. 
Jeixlaii wrote four volumes of the 
Memoirs for “ Eishcr’s 'National Por- 
trait Gallery of Eminent Personages 
of the Niiintetaith Ceiituiy ; ” “ The 
Paris Spectator,” published in 1814; 
“ Voyage to the Isle of Elba;” edited 
the “Rutland Papera” and the “Perth 
Correspoiidciice,” for tho Camden So- 
ciety ; contributed occasionally to the 
OktartnYly and JUdMuryh lied vim, 
Bentlcifs, Frasei^s, and other maga- 
zines and peiiodicals, and to most of 
the annuals. His “ Autobiogi’aphy,” 
a recoi'd of his liteiary, political, auil 
social reminiscences and correspond- 
ence to 1830, was published in 4 vela, 
in 1852-3 ; and reminiscences of dis- 
tinguished characters, under the title, 
Men 1 have known,” in 1866. 
JEBSMIE, The Very Rev. Jam ks 
Ariraux, D.D., of a family of French 
extraction, born about 1802, was 
eduoadied at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he gloated in 1824, 
and in Hiat year and in 1825 obtained 
the Norrision prise. Having in 1839 


been ordained by Dr. Kaye, Bishop of 
Lincoln, being then a Follow of Trinity 
College, he w'as appointed Professor 
of Classical Literatnl'e in the East 
India College at Haileybury, a post 
which he occupied, in connection 'with 
other appointments, for tw(uity ycai’S. 
In 1833 he was elected Christian 
Adv’ocate in the University of Cam- 
bridge; in 1848 was appointed subr 
dean and canon residentiary of Lin- 
coln Cathedral; in 18.19, on the eleva- 
tion of Dr. A. Ollivant to the bishopric 
of Jjlandaff, ho was elected to the 
Kegiiis ProfesBorsbip of Divinity at 
Cambridge ; and in 180- !• became dean 
of Lincoln. Dr. Joreniie has written 
“ History of Romo from Constantine 
to tho Death of Julian,” and the 
“ History of the Church in the Second 
and Third Centuries,” in the “ Ency- 
clupaedia Metropolitana,” and many 
sermons and pamplilots on theological 
and ecclesiastical questions. Ho 
preached the Latin sermon at St.Paiil’s 
at the assembly of the new Convoca- 
tion of the Pix)vince of Canterbuiy, 
and at the last Exhibition of 1862 ho 
preached in French, in the nave of 
Westminster Abbey, to a er)ngrega- 
tion composed chiefly of foreigners. 

JERROLD, WiLJ.TAU BLA.vcH.run, 
oldest son of the late Douglas Jerrold, 
born in London in 1826, was educated 
at Bromptoii Grammar School jjgrd in 
Fmnci*, studied at the? St. Martin’s- 
lanc T.if«3 Academy as an artist, and 
illustraLod some of his father’s articles 
in the 1 1b.iminatcd Magazine^, When 
the Vknhj News started, be was en- 
gaged 11 ; on it, and became the special 
commissioner for that journal to tho 
Paris Universal Exliibition of 1855. 
For Douglas Jerrold*s Weekly News- 
paper lio wrote a series of' papers on 
Emigration, entitled “An Old Woman 
who lived in a Shoo;” in 1847 ho 
published, in parts, a story called 
“Tho Disgrace to the Family;” in 
1848, wrote a stoiy in the Jllustraicd 
News, entitled “The Progress of a 
Bill,” and supplied leading articles to 
the Daily News, the Morning Post, 
Lloyd's Weekly Newspaper, Household 
Wori'ds, the Athenesfum, Ac. In 1850 
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he prodnced a farce, ** As Cool as a 
Caenmber j” in 1859, ** The Chatter- 
box/* a comedy in two acts ; in 1858, 
a comedy in two acts, called ** Beau 
Brummeliy* in 1852, having travelled 
through Sweden as Commissioner for 
the Crystal Palace Company, ho pub- 
lished a book of “Swedish Sketches;** 
and in 1855, “Imperial PariM.** In 
1857, on the death of his father, Mr. | 
Jerrold became editor of JAoijiVs 
Weekhj N<yivspa.per. He wrote “Life 
and Remains of Douglas Jcrrold,*’ 
published in 1858 ; “ The French 
under Arms,’* and “The Chronicles 
of a Crutch,** in 1860; a series of 
(irticles on the Poor of London, which 
appeaitid in the Maminfj Pont in 1862 : 
and in 1863 went to Paris as the 
Conimissionov of the same paper, to 
make a study of the French institu- 
tions for the poor. This study is 
embodied in “ The Children of Lutetia.* * 
In 1819 ho married the only daughter 
of his godfather, Lamaii Blanchard. 
“At Home in Paris’* and “A Trip 
through the Vineyards to Spain” ap- 
j)oarod in 1864 ; “ Passing the Time ” 
in 1865; and “On ihe Boulevards, 
or Memorable Men and Things, drawn 
on the Spot, 1853 — 1866, together 
withTrips to Normandy and Brittany,” 
in 1867. 

JERUSALEM (Bisuor op), Tjiu 
RigutRkv. Samuel Gou at, was bom in 
Prussia early in the century. Having 
been a missionary in Abyssinia, and 
Vice-Principal of Malta Protestant 
College, he was consecrated Bishop of 
Jerusalem in 1846, on the nomination 
of the king of Prussia. Ho is autlior 
of “A Journal of Three Years in 
Abyssinia,” published in 1847. 

JERyiSWOODE (Loud), The Hon, 
Charles Baillie, F.R.S.E., brother 
of the Earl of Haddington, a Judge of 
tho Court of Session in Scotland, bom 
in 1804, was called to the Scottish 
Bar in 1830, and, gaining an extensive 
practice, was appointed successively 
Advocate Depute and SherilF of Stir- 
lingshire, and, in 1858, Solicitor-Ge- 
neral for Scotland; having been in 
the same year promoted to tho o5lce . 
of Lord Advocate. In 1859 he was j 


appointed a Judge of the Supreme 
Court in Scotland, when ho took tho 
courtesy title by which lie is known. 
He represented Linlithgowshire from 
Feb., 1859, until the dissolution of 
Parliament in April of that year. Ho 
is a member of tho University Court 
of the University of St. Andrew’s, as 
Assessor of the General Council ; and, 
■under appointment by tho Crown, 
ono of Her Majesty’s solo and only 
Printers in Scotland (Bible Board) ; 
one of tho Trustees of the Board of 
Manufactures; and a Commissioner 
of the Board of the Herring Fishery. 

JERVOTS, Lielt.-Col. William 
Francis Drummond, eldest son of the 
lato Gen. Jeiweis, Col. of the 76th 
Regiment, was born in 1821, and hay- 
ing passed at Woolwich, entered tho 
Royal Engineers in 1839. Having 
completed the nsnal course of study 
at Chatham, he was ord($red to tho 
Cape of Good Hope in 1841, and was 
actively employed in that colony up- 
wards of seven years in various capa- 
cities. In 1842 he acted as brig^e 
major in an expedition against tho 
Boers, and during tho three following 
years was pi’ofessionally engaged at 
various frontier stations, making 
I’oads, building bridges, establishing 
niilitaiy posts, &c. In 1845, having 
been appointed Acting Adjutant to 
tho Royal Engirieoi’S, ho accompanied 
the Chief Engineer over the whole 
frontier of tho Capo Colony and 
the settlcnient of Natal, and in 
tho early part of 1846 he was major 
of brigado to the garrison of Cape 
Town, until the arrival of Sir IT. Pot- 
tinger as governor, and Sir G. Berkeley 
as commandcr-iu-chief, with whom ho 
proceeded to the frontier against the 
Kahrs. Daring the Kafir war he mado 
a military suiwey and map of Kafi'aria, 
a work of great difficulty ably exe- 
cuted. Froyi 1848 till 1852 he com- 
manded a company of Sappers at 
Woolwich and Chatham, in the latter 
year was ordered to tJie island of 
Alderney, for the purpose of design- 
ing plans for the fortifications, wd 
the Buperinteudenceof theirexecution, 
and in 1854 was promoted to the rank 
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of major. In 1855 Major Jorvois was Oontrol^ and that nobleman, on be- 
tronsferred to the London district, as coming Lord Steward of the House- 
Commanding Eoyal Engineer, and hold, obtained for Mr. Jesse the court 
was nominated by Lord Panmnre a office of Gentleman of the Ewry.

JESSE, Edward, son of tho late 
Bev. William Jesse, Vicar of Hutton 
Granswiok, Yorkshire, and aftem^arcls 
of Bewdley, Worcestershiro,* born at 
the former place in Jan., 1780, was 
educated privately, and at 18 years of 
age eotered the public service as a 
cleirk in the St. Domingo office. He 
was private secretaiy to Ijord Dart- 
mouth, President of the Board of 


were abolished, and he retired on a 
pension. Mr. Jesse has written 
“Anecdotes of Dogs/’ published in 
1846 ; Favourite Haunts and Rural 
Studies,’* in 1847 ; and has edited 
with notes “ Izaak Walton’s Angler,” 
and “ White’s Sclbomc,” published in 
one of Mr. Bohn’s series in 1819 ; and 
Ritchie’s “ Windsor Castle.” His 
eldest daughter, Mrs. Houston, has 
written “Voyage to Texas and Gulf 
of Mexico,” published in 1843 ; “ Hos- 
peros, or Travels in tho West,” in 
1850, a work most favourably noticed 
by Lockhart; and some novels, iu- 
cinding “Recommonded to Mercy,” 
“ Such Things Are,” &o. 

JESSE, John IIkneage, son of Mr. 
Edward Jesse, born about 1815, iulie- 
rited the literary tastes of his father, 
and has held for many years a post in 
the civil employ of tho Crown. His 
first work, “ Memoirs of the Court of 
Epglaad during the Reign of the 
Stuarts/' &c., drawn chiefly from 
contemporary memoirs, English and 
French, appeared in 1839-49, and was 
Iblloweil by “Memoirs of tho Court of 
London from the Rovulution in 1688 
to the Death of George II. “George 
Selwyn and his Contemporaries,” 
published in 1843 ; “ Memoirs of the 
Pretenders and their Adherents,” in 
1845; “Literary and Historiced Me- 
moirs of London,” in 1847; and a 
second series of the same book under 
the title of “ London and its Gelcbre- 
ties,” in 1850. “Londou, a Frag- 
mentary Poem,” appeared in 1847; 
and “Richard tho Third and his 
Contemporaries,” in 1861. This 
work throws considerable light upon 
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the unfair treatment which that king’s 
character has receiyed from most 
writers of English history. His lai^t 
work, Memoirs, of the Life and Beign 
oif King George the Third, with Ori- 
ginal XiOtters of the King and other 
nnpublishod MSS.,’* appoarod in 18G7. 

JEUNE, Du. (See Puteuborough,

JEVONS, William Stanley, M.A., 
grandson of William Roscoe, who 
wrote tho History of Jjivorpool, whoro 
he was bom in 1835. He was edu- 
cated at University College, London ; 
held an appointment at the Australian 
Boyal Mint, Sydney, from 1854 till 
1859 ; was appointed llicardo Scholar 
in Political Economy in 1860; took 
the M.A. degree at tho University of 
London in 1862, and was made Follow 
of his college in 1864. Having be- 
come tutor at Owen’s College, Mau- 
chostor, in 1863, ho was appointed 
Professor of Logic, Ac., at Queen’s 
College, Jjiveipool, in 1865, and Pm- 
fessor of Logic, Mental and Moral 
Philosophy, and Cobden Lecturer in 
Political Economy, in Owen’s College, 
in June, 1866. He wrote a pamphlet 
on the,“ Value of Gold,” published in 
1863; ‘*The Coal Question, an In- 
quiry concemiug tho Progress of tho 
Nation and the probable Exhaustion 
of our Coal-mines,” in 1865 ; and has 
contributed several pnpei'S read at 
the British Association, the Statistical 
Society, Ac. 

JEWSBUBY, Miss Geraldine, a 
younger sister of the late Mrs. Fletcher, 
bom at Mcasham, Wanvicksbire, 
about 1820, was brought up at Man- 
chester, whither her father hod re- 
moved with his family, and repaired 
to London in 1854. Her first work, 
“ Zoe, or tho Histoiy of Two Lives,” 
a novel, .which appeared in 1845, was 
followed by “ The Half-Sisters,” a 
talo, in 18*li8; “ Marian Withers,” in 
1851 ; ” Constance Herbert,” in 1855; 
“ Tim History of an Adopted Child,” 
and “The Sorrows of Gentility,” in 
18^; and “ Bight or Wrong,” a novel 
fouiided on a remarkable French cause 
c^bre, in 1859. She is the authoross 
of a fitoiy for children^ called ** Angelo, ;

JO^S, The Bev. Bennet George, 
bom in 1820, ordained in 1846, was 
appointed Chaplain of the Blind 
School in St. George’s in tho Fields 
in 1851. He has written a variety of 
usefnl books, including “Plain Ser- 
mons to the Blind,” a “Histoiy of 
Spain,” a “ Histoiy of the Jews be- 
tween the Old and the New Tes- 
tament,” a “History of England,” 
several edncatioual works, and has 
contributed to the Quarterly and fJdin* 
Reviews, Fraser^s Magazine^ tho 
Chureh awl State UevieWf Ac. Ac. 

JOHNS, The Bey. Charles Alex- 
ander, B.A., born in 1811, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1841. 
Having held a country enraoy for a 
short time, and a responsible office in 
the National Society’s Central Schools, 
Westminster, ho was appointed, in 
1843, Head Master of Helston Gram- 
mar-school, Cornwall. On resigning, 
in 1817, ho established and oondnet^ 
with snccess a proparatory school for 
Eton, Harrow, Ac. The Bev. C. A. 
Johns, who is an active Fellow of the 
Linnman Society, and an accomplished 
botanist, has writton “BotaniciQ Ram- 
bles,” “ Tho Forest Trees of Britain,” 

“ A Week at the Lizard Point,” 
“Bii-ds* Nosts,” “Flowers of the Field,” 

" Gardening for Children,” “ British 
Birds in their Haunts,” “ Home 
Walks and Holiday Rambles,” Ac. 

JOHNSON, Andrew, President of 
tho United States, bom in Raleigh, 
North Carolina, Deo. 29, 1808, lost his 
father when only four years of age, 
and at ton was apprenticed to a tailor 
in his native place, with whom ho 
served seven years. His mother was 
nnablo tq;*afford him any ednoational 
advantage, and he was not at school 
a. day in his life. While learning his 
trade, he resolved to moke an effort 
to educato himself, and having ac- 
quired a hanowlddge of the letters, he 
borrowed a book which he had often 
heard rekd aloud. - By perseverance • 
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he learned to read, and on bompleting 
hia apprentioedup, in 1824, went to 
Laurens Conrthoiise, South Carolina, 
where he was employed as a journey- 
man Ibr nearly two years. After work- 
ing again for a short time at Baleigh, 
in 1826, he set out to seek his fortnno in 
the West, tiJcing with him his mother, 
who was dependent upon him for sup- 
port. fie obtained work at Greon- 
ville, Tennessee; remained there about 
twelve months, married, afterwards 
went fbrther westward, eventually 
settling at Greenville, where he com- 
menoed business. Up to this time he 
had merely acquired a knowledge of 
. reading, but, under the instructions ^ 
his wife, he learned writing and ci- 
phering, Ac., after the labours for the 
day were over. The first office which 
ho held was that of Alderman of the 
. village, to which he was elected in 
1828$ re-eleoted in 1829; and in 
1830 was chosen Mayor, which posi- 
tion ho held for three yoai's. In 1835 
he was elected to the Lcgislatm*o, 
when ho took decided ground against 
a scheme of internal improvomonts, 
which he contended would not only fail, 
but entail upon the State a burden- 
some debt; and on account of the 
oooTse he adopted was defeated at the 
next election, in 1837. He again be- 
came a candidate in 1839, when many 
of the evils he had predicted having 
been iblly demonstrated, he was 
elected by a largo majority. In 1840 
he served as Fi’osidential elector for 
the State at laige on the Democratic 
ticket, canvassing a large portion of 
the State, and confronting upon the 
stump several of the lei^ing Whig 
orators; in 1841 was elected to the 
State Senate, and in 1843 to Congress, 
iu which, tuocessive elections, he 
senred until 1863. During this period 
hit was oonspicuouB and active in ad- 
vdCBting the annexation of Texas, the ’ 
ili^ ^ 1846, and the war measures 
^ Mk Folk’s Administration. . In 1853 
^WBS eleoM Governor of Tennosseo, { 
aOd rcHdocted in 1865, after a severe 
cto^st. At the expiration of his se- 
basd tshwe of office as Governor, in 
ili^S67, be was:41e^ States 


Senator for a full term,, ending March 
3, 1868. On the re-election of Mr. 
Lincoln as President, |n the antumn of 
1864, Mr. Johnson was eleoted Vice- 
President, and after the assassination 
of Mr. Lincoln, April 14, was sworn in 
as President, April 15. Having pro- 
secuted the war against the South to 
a snooessftil issue, President Johnson 
proclaimed an amnesty, and has ma- 
nifested every desire to treat the 
conquered States with clemency. This 
conciliatory policy has, however, been 
strongly opposed by the Pascals, 
whose object appears to he to crush 
the South, and President Johnson 
has boon involved in a struggle with 
Congress. Threats of impeachnfbnt 
have been repeatedly heard, and se- 
veral attempts mode to carry out 
the measure. In the mean time Presi- 
dent Johnson has preserved a friendly 
attitude towards foreign powers, and* 
though his action against the Fenians 
has not been very prompt or decided, 
lie has, for the most part, endeavoured 
to cultivate friendly relations with 
this counfciy. Since ho succeeded to 
the Presidency, slavery has been 
abolished througliout the whole, of the 
United States, an amendment of the 
Constitution to this effect having been 
declared valid, Dec. 18, 1865, and the 
submarine telegraph between Great 
Britain and the United States has 
been laid, congratulatory messages 
between Queen Victoria and Presi- 
dent Johnson having been exchanged 
July 28, 1866. 

JOHNSON, OuTHijERT William, 
F.B.S., eldest son of William Johnson, 
Esq., born at Bromley, Kent, Sep. 28, 
1799, was called to the Bar in 1836, 
and is chiefiy known for his important 
contributions to agricultural science* 
His most important books are tho 
FarntcryAlmanac, commenced in 1841, 
'*The Farmer’s Encycbpmdia and 
-DictionaTy,” published in 1842, and 
some treatises on manures. . He has 
written **Oa the Uses of Salt for 
Agricultural Paiposes,” published iu 
1820; the Advant^ of Bail- 
ways to Agriculture,” in 1887; “ The 
Farmer^a Medical Directoxy for Ani» 
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mala,** in 1845 ; ** The English Aural 
Spelling-book/’ in 1846; '*The Mo- 
dem Daily an^ Gowkeeper,” in 1850; 
and a yariety of succesafal works. 

JOHNSON, The Veay Bey. Geoboe 
Henby Sachevebell, M.A., F.B.S., 
bom in the North of England, about 
1807, was oduoated at Queen’s Col- 
lege, Oxford, of which he became 
Scholar, and graduated B.A. in 1828 
as a double &^t-class, haring gained 
the Ireland and the Matheipatioal 
University Scholarships. He became 
Fellow and Tutor of his college and 
Public Examiner in the University, 
held the Savilian Professorship of As- 
tronomy from 1839 till 1842, and the 
Professorship of Moral Philosophy 
from that date till 1845 ; was one of 
the leading members of the Oxford 
University Commission, and in 1854 
was appointed Dean of AVells. In this 
office he formed one of the parlia- 
mentary commission by which the 
statutes of the colleges and Halls 
were amended (mainly) according to 
the recommendation of the first com- 
mission. Mr. Johnson, who is well 
known as a mathematician, has writ- 
ten a “ Treatise on Optics,” i)ublishod 
in 1836; a volume of Sermons preached 
in Wells Cathedral, and published in 
1857, and other works. 

JOHNSON, George William, se- 
cond son of William Johnson, Esq., of 
Bromley, Kent, born Nov. 4, 1802, 
called to the Bar in 1836, has written 
various successful works, chiefly on 
the practice and science of horticul- 
ture. Amongst these may be men- 
tioned the ” Cottage Gardener’s Dic- 
tionary,” published in 1860; the “Sci- 
ence and > Practice of Gardening,” in 
1862 ; the History of Gardening,” 
and the ’'British Ferus.” He found^ 
the Journal of Horticulture, of which ; 
he is joint-editor with Dr. Hogg. j 

JOHNSON, Thomas Mabb, bom at | 
j^ppleby, Lincolnshire, June 29, 1826, ' 
was oduoated at Winterton, Lincoln- 
shire, and at Bipon. Brought.up as an | 
engineer, he became a member of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers in 1863. 
In coqjunotion with John Fowler, 
President of the 'Institution of Civil 


Engineers, ho designed the “ Inner 
Circle,” and “ The Metropolitan 
St. John’s Wood ” railways, which 
were approved and sanctioned by 
Parliament in 1864. 

JOHNSTON, Alexander, painter, 
bom at Edinburgh in 1816, first exhi- 
bited at the Boy al Academy in 1836. 
His earlier pieces wore derived from 
Scottish song and story. “ The 
Gentle Shepherd,” exhibited in 1840, 
and ” Sunday Morning,” in 1841, from 
Bums ; “ The Covenanter’s Maniage,” 
in 1842 ; and “ The Covenantor’s 
Burial,” in 1852. Many of his smaller- 
priced pieces, ” The Highland Home,” 
" The Trysting Ti-eo,” “ Introduction 
of Flora Macdonald to Prince Charlie,” 
&c., have found favour with Art 
Unions. ” Lord and Lady Bussell 
receiving the Sacrament in Prison,” 
executed in 18 16, an example of a ' 
more ambitious style, is in the Vernon 
Gallery. “ Family Worship in a 
Scotch Cottago,” was painted in 1851. 

“ Melancthon being surprised by a 
French Traveller rocking the Cradle 
of his Infant,” the first of a new style, 
produced in 1854, was followed by 
“ Tyndal Translating the Bible,” in 
1855. All these are engraved, the 
latter for the Art Union of London. 

JOHNSTON, Alexander Keith, 
LL.D., F.B.S., geographer, bom at 
Kirkhill, near Ediubuigli, Dec. 28, 
1804, educated at the High School 
with a view to the medical profession, 
became apprentice to an engraver,' 
and acquired that artistic skill which 
characterizes his works. He early 
commenced the study of geography, 
with a view to founding a school of 
that science in his own country, and 
havinjg mastered the works of the 
best English and foreign writers, 
published his ” National Atlas ” in 
1843. This procured him the honour 
of being appointed Geographer to the 
Queen for Scotland, yir, Johnston 
is best known for having made, on a 
large scale, the application of physical 
science to geography. Fonndii^ his 
reseuifiiOa on the writings of Snm- 
boldt , and Bitter, and, aided W tfae^ 
counsel of the former, he produced 
2 o 2 
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Tho Physical Atlas of Natural Phe- 
nomena” in 1848, an abridged edition 
in 1850, and a new and enlarged 
edition of the folio atlas in 1856. He 
. was, at different times, elected honor- 
ary or ccshresponding member of the 
principal geographical societies of 
Eidrope, Asia, and America, and a 
Fellow of tho Royal Society of Edin- 
burgh; and the University of that 
city in 1865 conferred upon him 
the honorary degree of LL.D. His 
writingfs on medical geograj)hy pro- 
cured him tho diploma of tho Epi- 
demiological Society of London, and 
for the first physical globe he wns 
awarded tho medal of the Great Ex- 
hibition of London, in 1851. Among 
his other works are “ The Dictionary 
of Geography,” published in 1850; 
** An Atlas of tho Historical Geo- 
graphy of Europe “ Atlas of As- 
tronomy,” in 1855 ; “ General and 
Geological Maps of Europe,” in 1856 ; 
** Atlas of tho United States of 
N. America,” in 1857; a sories of 
well-known educational works ; at- 
lases of general, physical, and clas- 
sical geography ; “ Tho Royal Atlas 
of General Geography,” dedicated by 
special poimiiSsion to the Qnoeii, the 
only atlas for which a prize medal 
'was awarded at tlio Intornationa] 
Exhibition of London in 1802 ; and a 
series of six library ma])s of tho great 
divisions of thcj globe, each on four 
sheets inipnrial, of which Europe, 
'Asia, Anstralasia, N. and S. Amenca, 
were published in 1864, and Africa in 
1866. ” Tho Handy Atlas of General 
Geography” is iii course of ymblica- 
tion. 

JOHNSTON, Alexaniier Hotjeut, 
F.B.S., &c., third son of the late Bight 
Hon. Sir A.' Johnston, of Cariisallocli, 
CQ. Dumfries, born in 1812, accom- 
panied the late Lord Napier as score- 
taiy'in 1833 to China, where he vras 
appointed' third British Commissioner, 
Deputy-Superintendent of tho Trade 
of subjects, and eventually 

Secreta^ and J^gistrar Superintend- 
ing in Chuia. As Deputy-Superin- 
tendent of Trade Mr. Johnston was 
aotivaly employed in the war in China 


in 1840-41, for whioh he received a 
medal. He founded the fionrishing 
colony of Hong- Kong, and adminis- 
tered its government for upwards of a 
year before the island was transferred 
to tho colonial government. 

JOHNSTON, Major-Gen. Josewi 
Eccleston, born in 'Virginia, about 
1809, was admitted into the U. S. 
Military Academy in 1825, graduated 
in June, 1829, entered the regular 
army pf the IJnitcd States, and re- 
signed his commission in May, 1837. 
He was induced to rejoin the service 
in July, 1838, as a Ist Lieut, of Topo- 
graphical Engineers, and was breveted 
Captain “for frequent acts of gallantry 
against the Florida Indians.” When 
tiic Mexican war broke out, lio was 
promoted to bo Captain of Engineers, 
and whilst conducting a snccessful 
reconnaissance at Cerro Gordo, April 
12, 1847, was twice severely grounded, 
and was breveted Major for his con- 
duct. Ho was appointed succossively 
Lieut.-Col. and Col. of a regiment of 
Voltigenrs in April, 1847; partici- 
patc(\ in tho attack upon tho city of 
Mexico, Sop. 13, 1847, was again 
woutidod, was bi'cveted Lient.-Col, of 
the regular army, and was appointed 
Quartermaster-General, with the miik 
of Brigadier- General, in Juno, 1860. 

I From this position, wliieh he held 
when the civil war broke out, be 
retired in April, 1861, was appointed 
General in the Confederate army, 
and eoTiiiuaudcd tho fui'ce which occu- 
pied irnri)Hr’B Ferry, in May, 1861, 
opposin.g Gen. Patterson, and joined 
Gen. Bf Mivegard’s forces shortly be- 
fore the close of the battlo of Bull 
Bun, July 21, 1861. In command of 
the Confederate forces at Seven Pines, 
May 31, 1862, ho received a severe 
wound, 'which incapacitated him from 
taking tho field for several months, 
and when he had sufficiently recovered 
he was assigned to the command of 
tho depaitmont of the South-west! 
During the siege of Vicksburg ho 
tried, but nnsucccssfiilly, .to rein- 
force that place. His forces were 
defeated at Jackson, Miss., July 13, 
1862, after which they were attached 
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to Gen. Braf^g's army in north-western 
Georgia. In 1864 Gen. Johnston was 
placed in command of the force in- 
tended to check Gen. Sherman's 
advance into Georgia. His cantioos 
strategy canscd him to bo snperseded 
Gen. Hood, whose more dashing 
tactics did not, however, prevent the 
fall of Atlanta. Soon after the fall of 
Richmond Gen. Johnston snrrcudered 
to the Fedcrals. 

JOHORB, Tunkoo Adudekeii niN 
Ibba-IIIh, sovereign of Johore (com- 
monly called the Tnmongong), born in 
1835, is grandson of one of the Malay 
princes by whom the ishand of Singa- 
pore was firat ceded to Sir Stamford 
Raffles, as political agent for the British 
government, and succeeded to the 
sovereignty of the Joliore toiTitorios on 
the death of his father in 1861. He is 
one of the most enlightened princes 
of Eastern Asia, and is a firm ally of 
the British govemnicnt. In 18(>6 ho 
visited England, delegating the ex- 
ercise of his powci‘s during his absence 
to his brother, the Prince Uukoo 
Abdulrahman. The govemnicnt long 
maintained a flotilla, in conjunction 
with our own, for iho suppression of 
piracy in the narrow seas of their 
rcspcctivo possessions ; and somo 
years ago the Tumongoiig’s father 
was presented by the government of 
India with a sword, in acknowledg- 
ment of the services ho had rendered 
in suppressing piracy. 

JOINVILLE (PuiifCE ok), Francois 
Ferdinand - Philippe - Louis -Mauie- 
d’Oiil^ans, son of the late Louis-Phi- 
lippo, king of^ the French, was born at 
Neuilly, Aug. 14, 1818. Soon after 
his father's accossion the throne 
in 1830, ho began his naval studies, 
was sent to sea at the age of thirteen, 
received, like his brothers, the dukes 
of Orleans, Nemours, and Anmale, 
a liberal edneation in the public 
colleges of France, and passed a 
brilliant examination at Brest. From 
that time he devoted himself entirely 
' to his profession, and became a great 
fhvourite with the French navy. The 
ordinary hard work of the service was 
not snffioient to satisfy his ardent ; 


desire to distinguish himself. Being 
with the Mediterranean squadron in 
1837, he disembarked and rode up to 
Constantine, in the hope of taking 
part in the storming of that strong- 
hold, bnt arrived just too late. Not 
long afterwards ho received the com- 
mand of the corvette Creole, and 
joining tho fleet of Admirol Bandin, 
was intrusted with the difficult mission 
of obtaining reparation from the 
Mexican government. The Creole 
took a prominent part in the bom- 
bardment of St. Juan d'Ulloa, and at 
Vera Cruz, tho Prince, at the head of 
the storming party, was the first to 
enter the gates, under a heavy fire, 
and was only saved from certain 
death by the devotion of one of his 
officers. In 1841 he was selected by 
tho king to command La Belle Paide 
frigate, charged with the service of 
conveying to France the body of the 
emperor Napoleon, and ho married 
at Rio Janeiro, May 1, 1843, Donna 
Francisca de Bragonza, sister of Don 
Pedro 11., emperor of Brazil. Be- 
coming Rear-Admiral, he took pairtin 
tho sittings of tho Admiralty; and 
the' French navy is deeply indebted 
to him for the manner in which ho 
helped to solve the great question 
of the adaptation of steam to vessels 
of war, ill 1845. When war broke 
out between France and Morocco he 
commanded a squadron, with which 
he bombarded Tangiers and took Mo- 
gador. After this decisive expedition 
lie was raised to the rank of Yioe- 
Admiral. Being almost always on 
active service, the Prince de Joinville 
was in Algiers with his brother the 
Dno d’ Anmale, when thh revolution of 
Feb. 1848 overthrew the constitutional 
monarchy. Resolving to share the 
misfortunes of their family, the two 
brothers sought refuge in England, 
and joined King Louis Philippe at 
Claremont. The Frincedistin^ished 
himself by actively aiding in the 
resone of many of the passengera and 
crew of the ship Ocem^Ilonwch, when 
burning off Southampton, Auga.M ^ 
1848. Driven saddenly from a bmliate * 
jiosition into the narrow limiilde- 
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private Hfe, he . accepted hia new 
sitqatSon with simplicity and dignity, 
and remainii^ at hcari: .a f^noh. 
sailbr, endeavonred to render him- 
nsefial to the navy of his country 
by hia pen, if not by,his sword. He 
ha^ ahr^y, in 1844, liegun publishing 
in the Heinte des Leum^ Mondea his 
Bodies on tho French navy, which 
he has rince continued in his exile. 
His last article, published in 1865, 
was .a comparative review of the fleets 
of the fTnited States and of France, 
^and pxcitod much attention at the 
time. to bo in tho Unitod 

States aboi|t aiwelvomonth after tho 
bjreaking out of tho civil war, he 
accompanied his nephows, the Comte 
de Faria.and tho Due de Chartres, to 
the camp of Gen. McClellan, with 
whose staff he witnessed the principal 
actions of the Virginian campaign of 
1862, and gave an account of these 
events in a well-written and impartial ^ 
article, published in the ll&ime des | 
Jkm. Mondea of 1863, which shows 
that his knowlcdgo and capacity arc 
far from being conflned to that ser- 
vice of which ho is a distinguished 
ornament. 

JOLLIFFE. (See Hylton, Baron.) 

JOMINI, Baron Henri, general 
and historian, bom at Payorue (can- 
ton de Vand), March 6, 1779, served 
in a Swiss regiment in the French 
pay nntil 1792, when all foreign troops 
were disbanded. After engaging in 
commerce, he repaired to Switzer- 
huid, and although very young, re- 
ceived the rank of Lieut.-Ool. in the 
Militia. Be-entering Fi'oiico, in 1804, 
he obtained the grade of Chef de 
SataiUon, and was made Colonel in 
1805, Meanwhile ho had not been 
^unmindful of theoretical military 
'studies, and produced his ** Trait4 des 
OxandoB Operations Militaires” in 
1^ ; and his “Mdmoim sur lea 
Frobi^itda do la Guerre de Priisse ** 
in- 1806. Napoleon was so well 
pleased with bis services, that about 
this rime he mve him the title of 
'joon. ^^1^ accompanied 
l^hal« N«^ inim Spain, whera, in 
^{^uence pf misunderstanding 


between the two, he remained in- 
active. In 1811 he was nominated 
General of Brigade, while in his fa- 
vour' was re-establi^ed the office of 
His^riographer of France, unoccupied 
since the time of Marmontcl, and in 
1812 he was made Governor of Wilna. 
Ney proposed Jomini to the emperor 
for the rank of . General of Division, 
which the latter refused to confer 
upon him, and sent him back to 
Fance, in order to punish him for 
some negligence. Tiding advantage 
of an armistice, he entered the ser- 
vice of Russia, and for this desertion 
was sentenced to death by a French 
council of war. The emperor Alex- 
ander 1., however, nominated the con- 
demned soldier Lieut.-Oeneral, and 
attached him to his person as aide-de- 
camp. Baron Jomini would not accept 
any command in the Rnsaian army, 
and pixiserved as a profound secret, as 
Napoleon himself know, tho French 
plan of operations, of which he had 
perfect knowledge. In 1815 ho ac- 
companied the Czar to Paris, where 
he romained somes time to recast tho 
work on which his fame as a military 
historian chiefly rests ; Histoire 
Critique et Militairo des Gnerros de 
la Revolution, do 1792 k 1801,” pub- 
lished in 1806, and of which a third 
edition appeared in 1819--24. Baron 
Jomini returned to Russia, where ho 
was charged by Alexander I. to com- 
plete the military education of hia 
brother, tho late emperor Nicholas I. 
Since 1855, he has had permission to 
reside in Brussels. 

JONES, Ernest, son of M^or 
Jones, equerry to the late duke of 
of Cumberland, is descended from an 
old Norman family settled in the 
Welsh Marches. On his return from 
Germany, whore he waa educated, he 
wrote a romance entitled ” The Wood- 
spirit,” which appeared in 1841, and 
he oontributed to the MetropoUiem and 
other magazines. Called to the Bar 
by tho Middle Temple in Easter term, 
1844, he oommeno^ his professional * 
career with success, but soon tamed 
his attention to politics, jomed the 
Chartist movement in 1845, and * 
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rapidly became its leader, a poaitibn 
which he retained until its extino^ion 
in 1858. Daring this period he isiped 
The Labourer, Notes of the I^eopUr, and 
other periodicals, and es^lished a 
newspaper called The Peeples Paper, 
which was the organ Of 'the Chartists, 
and was continued for eight years. 
Whilst connected with the Chartist 
movement he never accepted of any 
emolument, but spent largo sums in 
its support, and voluntarily resigned 
a fortune of nearly £2,000 per annum, 
left to him on condition that ho should 
abandon tho Chartist cause. Uo con- 
tested Halifax in 1847, and !Notting- 
ham in 1853 and 1857. In 184<8 ho 
was tried for a seditious speech, and 
sentenced to two years’ solitary con- 
finement, and refused to petition for a 
commutation of the sentence. The 
severity of his treatment was made 
the subject of a debate in Parliament. 
While in prison ho composed an epic 
poem (published in 1851, after ho had 
regained his liberty), entitled **The 
Bevolt of Hindostan.” It was written 
with his blood, on tho leaves of tho 
prison prayer-books, as he had been 
refused tho uso of pen, ink, and paper, 
for tho first nineteen months of his 
imprisonment. ** The Battle-Day ” 
appeared in 1855, followed by other 
poems — “Tho Faintor of Florence,” 
and “The Empei\)r’s Vigil,” in 1856; 
** Beldagon Church,” and “ Corayda,” 
in I860. Since the extinction of 
Chartism, Mr. Jones has resumed his 
practice as a barrister on the Northern 
circuit. 

JONES, GEORCfE, B.A., son of John 
Jones, a piczzotinto engraver of re- 
pute, bom in 1786, and admitted a 
student of the Boyal Academy in 
1801, continued to devote himself to 
paintlkig till tho Peninsular war broke 
out, when he obtained a commission 
in a militia regiment, and having at- 
tained the rank of captain, volun- 
teered with his company to join the 
troops then in Spain. He served 
under Wellington, and formed port of 
the army of occupation in Paris, in 
1815. On the termination of the war, 
Mr. Jones resumed practice as a 


painter, was elected on Assooiate of 
the Academy in 1822, and bedmhe 
A. A. in.l824«> Wflliom IV. appointed 
hinl Librarian to the Academy, a pobt 
which he held from 1834 till 1840, 
signing it to bedbme Keeper, wMoh* 
he relinquished in 1850. At the com- 
mencement df his career as an artist, 
his pictures oonfiisted chiefly of views 
of English and Continental towns, but 
afterwards he chose battle toenes, 
and later in life, representations of 
Old Testament naixative. The last, 
are principally draWfngs , done, in ' 
sepia. Among his peino^bkl -pictures 
are “The Battle of WSfcertoc^” ^hich 
he has painted several times (oh two 
occasions— namely, in 1820 and lS22, 
the British Institution awarded him its 
premium of 200 guineas for his paiivt- 
iogs on this subject), “The Battle of 
Vittoria,” “ Tho Battle of Borodino,” 

“ The Passing of tho Homan Catholic 
Belief Bill,” and “ The Opening of 
New London Bridge.” Mr. Jones, 
who is tho author of a “ Lii^ of 
Chaiitrey,” published in 1849, has 
four pictures in the Vernon Gal- 
loiy. 

JONES, The Bev. Harry Lonque- 
viLLE, M.A., of Welsh extraction, bom 
in 1806, was educated at Magdalen 
College, Cambridge, where ho gra- 
duated B.A. as a wrangler in 1828, 
and was elected Fellow of his col- 
lege. He was appointed one of her 
Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools in 
1848, and is known in tho literary 
world as the editor of “ Archmologia 
Cambrensis.” ' 

JONES, Henry Bence, A.M., M.D., 
son of the late Col. William Jones, of 
Lowestoft, bom in 1814, was educated 
at Harrow and Trinity College, Com-* 
biidge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1836, and became F.B.S. in 1846. He 
began to study medicine in London 
ill 1836, and was elected^ in 1846, 
physician to St. George’s Hospital. 
He is the author of treatises of estab- 
lished reputation on “ Gravel, Crf- 
ouluB, and Gout,” “ Animal Chemis- 
try,” ?‘'inimal Electricity,” Ac., and ^ 
has been on extensive contributor to 
the Philosophical Transactions, Lie; 
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big’s*' AnnaJeiiy Annales de Ghimie, 
TranBactipDB of ihe Medico-Ghirnr- 
gic^ Society, and Ghexnioal Society, 
Ac. Dr. Benco Jones is Fellow of 
the Ghemical, and Vice-President of 
the Medico-Ghirnrgioal Society, and 
Foreign Member of the Society de 
Biologie of Paris. He is Hoift. Secre- 
tary of the Eoyal lustitation of Great 
Britain. f 

JONES, John Wintjw, F.S.A., 
principal Librarian of the British 
Mnsemn, born in Lambeth early in 
the present century, is the son of the 
late Mr. John Jones, for some years 
editor of the Naval Chronicle and 
European Magazine, He was edu- 
cated at St. Panl’s School, studied for 
the Ghancery bar, but entered the I 
public service in 1837, became Assist- | 
ant Keeper of the printed Books in | 
the British Museum in 1850, Keeper I 
in 1856, on tho promotion of Mr. ' 
Panizzi to the otfloo of Fidncipul | 
Librarian, and Principal Librarian ! 
on tho retirement of M. Panizzi, in 
Juno, 1866. Mr. Jones edited for | 
the Hakluyt Society, “ Divers Voyages ! 
touching tho Discovery of America, ' 
Ac.,” published in 1850; and “The 
Travels of Nicolo Conti in the East, 
translated from tho Italian of Poggio 
Briicciolini,” in 1858 ; and ho trans- 
lated for the same society, “Tho 
Travels of Ludovico di Vartheraa in 
Egypt, Syria, Arabia Deserta and 
Felix, in Persia, India, amt Ethiopia, 
A.D. 1503 to 1508,” published in 1863. 
Ho has written a guide to tho printod 
books exhibited to the public in the 
Grenville Library and King’s Libraiy, 
published in 1858 ; was a contributor 
to the ^New Biographical Diqtiou- 
aiy,” published by the Society for the 
Diffusion of Useful Knowledge, and 
has contributed to the Qmrtcilg and 
North Britiah Revieivs. 

JONES, Owen, architect, bom in 
1808^ has cultivated more particularly 
thh decorative portion of his art. 
fie is known as the author of “ An 
Attempt to Define the Principles 
which should Begulate the Employ, 
ment of Colours in Decorative Art,” 
fmblished in 1851 ; the “ Grammar of* 


Ornament,” in 1856 ; and has written 
extensively on the Principles of the 
Art of Illuminating. He designed the 
illuminated illustrattons to the Prayer 
Book and many of the first, works 
o4 the day, decorated the interior of 
,tbe Great Exhibition building in 
Hyde Park in 1851^ and that of the 
Crystal Palace of Sydenham, where 
he designod and erected the Egyptian, 
Greek, Roman, and Alhambra courts. 
Mr. Owen Jones has written “ Plans, 
Elevations, and Sections of the Al- 
hambra,” published in 1848 ; “ Intro- 
duction to the Catalogue of the De- 
partment of Practical Art,” in 1852 ; 
and “ Descriptions of tho Gi-eek, tho 
Alhambra, and Egyptian Courts at 
the Crystal Palace.” Ho designed 
and erected St. James’s Hall, Picca- 
dilly. 

JONES, Thomas Rymeu, F.R.S., 
a writer on comparative anatomy 
and physiology, studied for the 
medical profession in London and 
Paris, and became a member of the 
College of Surgeons in 1833, but re- 
linquished his profession on account 
of deafness, and devoted himself to 
tho study of comparativo anatomy. 
He was appointed Professor of Com- 
parative Anatomy in King’s College, 
London, on its establishment, and in 
1840 became Fiillcrian Professor of 
Physiology in the Royal Institution. 
He has pnblishe<l several papers on tho 
form'4 of Mammalia, and his great 
work, “A General Outline of tho 
Animal Kingdom,” appeared in 1838. 
He became a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1844, is an eloquent and 
uttmetive lecturer on natural his- 
tory, and was a contributor to the 
“ Cyclopcodia of Anatomy and Physi- 
ology.” 

JONES, Thomas Whahiom, F.R.S., 
oculist and physiologist, son of tho 
late Richard Jones, Esq., of her 
Majesty’s Customs for Scotland, bom 
at St. Andrews in 1808, was educated 
at the University of Edinburgh, and 
afterwards visit^ the prinoi^ con- 
tinental universities. He settled in 
London (his fhthePs native place) 
in 1838, and entered upon the prac- 
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tice of his profession. He is a 
Fellow of the SU>yal College of 
Surgeons, and has been Lecturer 
on Physiology at the dharing-cross 
Hospital, and Fullcrian Professor of 
Physiology in the Royal Institution 
of Great Britain^ and is Professor of’ 
Ophthalmic Medicine and Surgery in 
University College, London, and Oph- 
thalmic Surgeon to the Hospital. Ho 
has written a treatise on the Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Ophthalmic 
Medicine and Surgery; the Astley 
Cooper Prize Essay on Inflammation 
(1850); the Actonian Prize Essay on 
the Wisdom and Bcnoflcenco of the 
Almighty as displayed in the sense of 
Vision (1851) ; “ The Physiology and 
Philosophy of Body, Sense, and Mind/* 
Ac. Ac. Ho is the author of various 
physiological discoveries, recorded in 
the Philosophical Transactions and 
olsewhero, and is a Foreign Meniber 
of the Medical Societies of Vienna and 
Copenhagen, and of the Sucieto de 
Biologic of Paris. 

JONES, The Rev. William Basil, 
M.A., the oldest son of the late Win. 
Tilsey Jones, Esq., of Gwyiifryn, Car- 
diganshire, born ill 1822, was edu- 
cated at Shrewsbury School, and 
elected to a Scholarship at Trinity 
College, Oxford, where ho won tlio 
Ireland Scholarship in 1842, and 
graduated in high classical honours. 
Ho was Michel Fellow of Queen’s 
College, and was elected in 1851 to 
a Fellowship at University College. 
Ho became tutor of his college in 1854, 
and held various university offices, 
and has written “ Vestiges of Gaol in 
Gwynedd,” published in 1851; and 
jointly with Mr. B. A. Freeman, ” The 
History and Antiquities of St. Da- 
vid’s,** in 1856 ; “ Notes on tho CEdi- 
pus Tyrannus of Sophocles,” in 1862 ; 
jointly with Archdeacon Chnrton, “The 
New Testament, illustrated and an- 
notated, with a plain commentary for 
private and family reading,” in 1864 ; 
various pamphlets and single ser- 
mons, o^d several papers and reviews 
in literary and antiquarian periodicals. 
Mr. Jones is a magistrate for Car-. 
digODG^ire, Yioar of Bishopthorpe, 


Yorkshire, and examining Chaplain to 
the Archbishop of York, ^nd holds 
a prebendal stall in the Cathedral of 
York. He was for some time a Pre- 
bendary of St. David’s, and Incnm- 
bent of Haxby, Yorkshire. 

^JOWETT, The Rev. Benjamin, 
M.A., Re^'Us (Professor of Greek in 
the University of Oxford, was bom at 
Camberwell in 1817. His father, who 
died at Tenby in 1859, was the author 
of a metrical version of the Psalms of 
David. He was educated at St. Paul’s 
School, was elected to a Scholarship 
at Balliol College, Oxford, in 1836, and 
to a Fellowship in 1838. He is best 
known at Oxford as tutor of Balliol 
College, an office which he has held 
since 1 842, and in the discharge of 
which he has gained the regat^ of 
many pnpils and friends. He was 
appointed to the Regius Professorship 
of Greek on the recommendation of 
Lord Palmerston, in 1855, having in 
1853 been member of a commission 
which hml under its consideration the ' 
fhode of admission by examination 
to writerships in the Indian civil 
service, and of which tho lote Lord 
Macaulay was chairman. Ho has 
written a Commentary on tho Epistles 
of St. Paul to the Thessalonians, Ga- 
latians, and Romans, published in 
1855 ; contributed an essay on the In- 
terpretation of Scriptnro to tho well- 
kno^vn volume entitled ** Essays and 
Reviews,” and is engaged on an edi- 
tion of the Republic of Plato. 

JUAREZ, B^ito, a descendant of 
the Indian race of the Tapatecos, was 
born in 1802, near the village of 
Ixtlan, near Oaxaca. He graduated at 
the college of Oaxaca, in ft30 was 
elected member of the Institute of 
Arts and Sciences of Mexico ; in 1833 
a member of the State Legislature ; 
in 1834 admitted as a connsellor- 
atJaw, and elected to the Chair of 
Canonical Law in the Institute of 
Oaxaca. From 1834 till 1844 he bdoame 
Secretary of the Supreme Tribunal of 
Justice ; Substitute Judge of the same 
tribunal ; Civil Judge of the First In- 
stance, in the city of Oaxaca ^ Fisoai 
Judge ; a second time Member of the 
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Legislature ; aud finally Attomey-Qe- 
ne^ of the Supreme Tribunal of Jus- 
tice of that depaortment. In 1846 he 
was elected a deputy to Congress, and 
strongly advocated the secularization 
of Church property to meet the heavy 
demands on the treasury consequent 
on the war with the United States. 
From 1848 till 1852, as governor of his 
native state, Oaxaca, he effected many 
substantial reforms, and left a balance 
in tho state treasury. In 1853, when 
Santa- Anna was a second time raised 
to the dictatorship, Juarez, with other 
liberals, was banished, and resided in 
Havana and New Orleans until May, 
1855, when he joined tho insurrection 
of Alvarez against the government of 
Sonta-Anna. Alvarez having boon 
named Provisional President, Juarez 
became Minister of Justice. Under 
Gomonfort, the next President, Juarez 
was Secretary of State and President 
of tho High Court of Justice, and on 
the overthrow of Gomonfort iri 1858, 
Juarez became President of tho Re- 
public. He ondoavoured to summoh 
a Congress, but having been defeated 
in tho field, was obliged to betake 
himself to Vera Cruz. There were 
thus two governments in Mexico ; tho 
Church party, headed by Zuloaga, 
and afterwards by Miramon, having 
its seat in tho city of Mexico ; and the 
Liberal party, with Juarez as its oliicf, 
supported mainly by tho import duties 
of the port of Vera Cruz. The Go- 
vernment of Miramon was recog- 
nized by Euiopean powers, and with 
some difficulty Juarez obtained a re- 
cognition of his authority by tho 
United States. Miramon was de- 
feated at the battle of Siloa, Aug. 14, 

1860, and having sustuinod a series 
of revorses in Pecember, ho escaped 
to the coast and fled the country. 
Juarez re-entered Mexico, Jan. 12, 

1861, summoned a Congress, which 
elected him President, and was for- 
midly installed June 1. His first act 
was to deoree the dissolution of the 
^igious. orders and the seculariza- 
tion of the Church property . A more 
dangerous measure was the decree 
of June 17, by which all payments 


to the creditors of the States fimfiud- 
ing foreigners) 'were buapenued for 
two years. This ca^dd^^he BritiBh 
and French ambassfl^ors to suspend 
their functions, aud* Great Britain, 
Franoo, and Spain entered into a con- 
vention for intervention in Mexico, 
Oct. 31, to enforce the claims of their 
respective subjects. The Spanish 
forces landed Dec. 17. Juarez issued 
a proclamation, in which ho justified 
the obnoxious law on tho ground of 
urgent necessity, Deo. 18. Gen. 
Doblado, Juarez’s pleuipoteiLtiai'y,mct 
tho representatives of tho allied 
powers at Solcdad, Jan. 19, 1862, the 
rosulti of tho negotiations being the 
withdrawal of the British and Spanish 
forces. The French army, however, 
remained — eventually, as it tamed ont, 
to support the project of placing tho 
archduke Ferdinand Maximilian on 
the throne. A provisional government 
was, mcanwhilo, established, of which 
Gen. Almonte was tho nominal head. 
Juarez offered a vigorous resistance 
to the invaders, aud inflicted a severo 
defeat on the French troops at Puebla. 
But, shortly before tho capture of 
Mexico (May 31, 1863), ho removed 
tho scat of government to San Luis 
de Potosi. Tiio Assembly of Notables 
invited tho archduke Foi^inaud Maxi- 
milian of Austria to accept the crown, 
which, after some heBitation'onhispart, 
he consented to do, and entered the 
capital, Juno 12, 1864. In the mean 
time Juarez, who had been driven from 
place to place, obtaiinsrl aid in tho 
United States, aud on the withdrawal 
of the French troops fi*om Mexico, was 
I enabled to make head against the 
imperial forces. He had issued a pro- 
clamation calling upon tho people to 
resist foreign invasion, Jan. 1, 1865, 
and after a desultory warfare, his 
generals succeeded in defeating tho 
imperial forces early in 1867. Tho 
emperor Ferdinand Maximilian, who 
refused to abandon the cause he had 
espoused, was betrayed into the hands 
of the Juarists at Queretado, and was 
shot by the express order of Juarez, 
Juno 19, 1867. The greatest efforts 
had been made by tho ambassadors of 
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fbfeign'^owm «nd others to indaoe 
Juffez t^ . spore the emperor’s life. 
His determtetlon could not beshaken, 
and this uBe(l9S&L4lot of barbarity, and 
the 'wholesalo staughter since com- 
mitted by Jdarez’s Orders, have excited 
' the indignation of the civilized world. 
Juarez, who entered the capital July 
16, took measures to obtain the na- 
tional sanction for his restoration to 
authority, but his rule is generally 
more dreaded than loved. 

JUKES, J osEFH Beet£,11I.A.,F.B.S., 
F.G.S., Ac., bom near Bir- 

mingham, Oot. 10, 1811, was e<lacated 
at the Grammar school, Wolverhamp- 
ton, King Edward’s School, Birming- 
ham, and at St. John’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated B.A. in 
1836, and M.A. in 1841. In tho 
beginning of 1839 he was appointed 
Geological Surveyor of tho Colony of 
Newfoundland, returning to England 
at the endbf 1810, and in Jan., 1842, 
was appointed by the Admiralty, Na- ^ 
turalist to H.M.S. Fly^ about to pro- • 
coed on a surveying and exploring | 
voyage to the shores of Australia and 
New Guinea, under tho command of 
Capt. Blackwood. The expedition re- 
turned to England in June, 184G, and 
in Sop. he was appointed to a post on 
the Geological Survey of the United 
Kingdom, under the late Sir JI. T. Do 
la Becho, the Director-Gen. In Nov., 
1850, he became local Director of tho 
Survey in Ireland, and on tho estab- 
lishment of scienCifio lectureships in 
the Museum of Irish Industry, under 
Sir B. Kane, in 1854, was appointed 
Lecturer on Geology to that institu- 
tion. He has written Excursions in 
and about JS'ewfoundland, 1839-42,” 
published in 18-12 ; ” Beport on the 
Geology of Newfoundland;” “Sur- 
v^ing Voyage of H.M.S. Fly, Ao. j ”

JULIBN, Stanislas-Aionan, orien- 
talist, member of the Institute, born 
at Orleans, Sep. 20, 1799, was edu- 
cated at the seminaxy of his native 
place, and exhibited a strong predi- 
lection for tho study of languages. He 
applied himself to Greek without the 
aid of a master, repaired to Paris to 
study it, without, however, neglecting 
modem languages, which he acquired 
with extraordinary rapidity. Pro- 
fessor Gail, of tho College de Franco, 
noticed his abilities, and choso him 
as Ills assistant in 1821. In 1823 ho 
published, with a double translation 
in French and Latin, an annotated 
edition of the poem of Coluthus, 
“ L’Enl^vement d'Hel5no.” About 
this time he turned his attention to 
the Chinese language, in less than a 
year mastered its principal difficul- 
ties, and undertook a Latin translation 
of the works of the Chinese philoso- 
pher Mong-Tseu, which was published 
at the expense of the Paris Asiatic 
Society in 1824-6, and was considered 
of great merit. Possessing a know- 
ledge of ancient and modem Chinese 
and the Mantchou dialect, M. Julien 
occupied himself in translations of 
works of all characters. He gave 
specimens of the Chinese drama in 
his “ Hoei-lan-ki, ou I’Histoire dn 
Cercle do Craie,” published in 1832, 
and in the “ Tchao-chi-kou-elu,” in 
1834. In addition to numerous trans- 
lations of novels, fables, poetry, Ac., 
he published, in 1863, “ Yu-kiao-li, ou 
les Deux Cousines,” a Chinese romance, 
and has in various works explained 
the religious and philosophical doc- 
trines of the Chinese. In 1835 ho 
published a translation of “ Kang-ing- 
Pien,” or “ The Book of Bewards and 
Punishments ; ” in 1841 one of “ Lao- 
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tsou-tao-te-King,” or ‘‘ Livro de le 
Voio et de la Yerta/* and in 1853 he 
commenced the publication of “L* His- 
toire do la Vie d’Hionen-Tsang et de 
ees Voyages/* an important work. 
Amongst his other works may bo 
mentioned, ** Mothode pour duchiffror 
et transcrire letf Mots Sanscrits qpi 
se trouvent dans les livi'es Ghinois/* 
published in 1861; “Memoires snr 
les Contrees Occidontales/* in 1857 ; 
“ Sau-Tseu-King/* in 1861 ; Resume 
des Frincipaiix Traites Ghinois sur la 
Gultnre des Muriers at TEdneation 
dcs Vors-ii-soio/* in 1837 ; “ Traitc 
sur J*Art do fabriqner la Porcelaino/* 
in 1856 ; and Exercices pratiques 
d* Analyse, do Syntaxe et de Lexi- 
graphic Ghinoiso.** In 1827 M. 
Julion was appointed Snb-librarian 
to the Institute, and upon the death 
of M. Abel Ren^usat in 1832, obtained 
his Chair at the College de France, of 
which, in 1839, he became adminis- 
trator, He was elected a member of 
the Academic dcs Inscriptions, March 
15, 1833 : was appointed Assistant- 
keoper in the Biblioth^que Royale in 
1839, and is a mombor of nearly all 
tho academics and learned societies 
of Europe. He was promoted to the 
rank of Commander of the Legion of 
Honour, Aug. 15, 1863 ; is decorated 
with numerous foreign orders, and in 
1867 the emperor of Russia confen'ed 
upon him the Grand Gross of St. 
Stanislas.

KANE, Sir Romsur, M.D., l\esi- 
dent of Queen’s College, Cork, born in 
Dublin in 1810, where his father was 
a ipanufaciuring chemist, was edu- 
o&fead for the medical profession, and 
commenced his studies at tho Meath 
Hospital, of which he became the 
olinicfd clerk. In 1830 he obtained 
the pme offered by Dr. Graves for the 
Itost eaaay on the Pathological Condi- 
tion of the Fluids in Typhus Fever. 
Mr. Kane became a licentiate in 1832, 
and was elected a Fellow of the King 
and Queen's! College of Physicians in 


Ireland in 1841, having been pre- 
viously appointed Professor of Che- 
^mistry to the Apothecaries’ Hall, of 
whose board ho was for many years a 
loading examiner. Ho resigned his 
professorship in 1845, and was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Aldridge. In 1832 he 
projected the Dublin Journal of MeMcal 
Science, confined in tho first instance 
to chemistry and pharmacy, and after- 
wards extended to practical medicine. 
His direct connection with that jour- 
nal ceased in 1834. Ho held tho ap- 
pointment of Professor of Natural 
Philosophy to the Royal Dublin So- 
ciety, from 1844 till 1847, and in tho 
latter year the Royal Academy awarded 
him the Cunningham gold medal 
for his discoveries in chemistry. He 
liad been a member of the Royal Irish 
Academy from 1832, was placed upon 
its council in IB^tl, and was after- 
wai^s elected its secretary, an office 
which ho continued to ml until he 
received the appointment of Presi- 
dent of the Queen’s College of Cork. 
He had presented, in 1840, to the 
Royal Society of London, some re- 
searches on tho colouring matter of 
tho lichens, which were subsequently 
published in the Philosophical Trans- 
actions, and for which he received the 
royal medal. In 1843 ho dolivered a 
series of lectures on the different 
sources of industry which exist in Ire- 
land. In 1846 the measures recom- 
mended by him for the formation of 
a Musoum of Industry in Ireland were 
carried out, tho Museum in St. Ste- 
phen’s Green was created, and he vras 
appo. -.ted Director, tho Or^anco 
zoological and mineral collection of- 
Mountjoy being removed to it. Dr. 
Kane’s most extenaive work, “ The 
Elements of Chemistry,” the merits 
of which have been widely acknow- . 
lodged, appeared in 18i2; and the 
" Industrial Resources of Ireland,” . 
which attracted the attention of 
Sir Robert Peel, in 1844. Dr. Kane 
was, in 1845, appointed, in con- 
junction with Professors Lin^y and 
Playfair, to examine into the cause 
and means of preventing the po- 
tato bUght. In 1846 he received 
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tho hononr of knighthood, and was 
appointed one of the Irish Belief 
CommissionerB. 

KABB, Jkan-Baptiste-Alpitonsb, 
author, bom at Paris, Nov. 4, 180S, 
received his first instructions from his 
father, and afterwards entered the 
College Bourbon, in which he became 
a teacher. A copy of verses which he 
sent to the satirical journal Fiyaro in- 
troduced him to literary life. Having 
been disappointed in love, he, in 1832, 
published a novel written in his youth, 
— ** Sous IcB Tillenls,” a melange of 
irony and sentiment, of good sense 
and trifling, which at once made 
him popular. “ Uno Heuro t«)p 
Tard” appeared in 1833; “Vcndiodi 
Soir,” in 1835 ; “ Le Chemin lo plus 
Court,” in 1836 ; “ Einerloy ” and 
** Qenevieve,” in 1838 ; and “ Voyage 
autour dc mon Jardin,” in IS l-S, fol- 
lowed by numerous other works. In 
1839 he became editor in chief of 
Figaro; the same year founded Lcs 
OuSpes, a monthly satirical journal 
which has had a remarkable success. 
After tho involution of 1848, M. Karr, 
disgusted with political life, retired to 
Nice, and still writes occasionally in 
the. Jtevue dcs D&uu) Morides and other 
periodicals. The publication of a 
complete edition of this author's works 
commenced at Paris in 1860. Ho was 
made chovalior of tho Legion of Ho- 
nour, April 25, 1845. His daughter, 
Mdllo. Tiicrcse Karr, has written “ Les 
Soirees Gennaniques oifiu'tes h la Jeu- 
nessc,” imblislied in 1860 ; “ Les 
Huits Grandes £poques de rilistoiro 
do France,” in 1861; “Oontro un 
Proyerbe,” and “ Dieu et ses Dons,” 
in 1864, and other works. 

KABBLAKE' Sin John Buuuess, 
son of the Rev. W. H. Kai'slake, of 
Meshaw, near Northmolton, in Devon- 
shire, was called to the Bar in 1843, 
and having pitictiscd with success in 
the Equity Courts, was appointed 
Solicitor-Genoral Nov. 30, 1866, and 
Attorney - General in July, 1867. 
He Ytaa elected one of tho members 
for the borough of Andover in 
Feb., 1867. Sir J. Karslake, who 
is a Conservative in politics, re- 


ceived tho honour of knighthood Jan; 
1, 1867. 

KAUFMANN, Gen., is one of those 
soldiers who owe their advancement 
to natural talent and the force of clia- 
racter. Having completed his educa- 
tion at the Military School for Engi- 
neers, he departed ^r the Caucasus, 
wfiero he took a distinguished part in 
many expeditions, rising to tho rank 
of General. His last campaign against 
tho mountaineers procured for him 
the post of chief of tho field officers 
under Gen. Mouraviofi* His tact and 
conoiliatoiy disposition pointed him 
out daring the Crimean war as a fit 
officer to settle with Gen. Williams 
t>i€i conditions of capitulation at Kars. 
Since the campaign in Asia Minor, the 
grand duke Nicholas, inspector-gene- 
ral of tho engineers, appointed him 
chief of his staif, a position from which 
ho vras advanced to the direction of 
tho Minister of War's office. The army 
having to bo reorganized, Gen. Kanf- 
matm showed that he understood the 
difficult task intmstod to him, and to 
him, conjointly with the Minister of 
War, Mil la tin, must bo assigned the 
credit of framing tlie new rales which 
havo secured its regeneration. In 
1865 ho replaced Gen. Mouraviefl* as 
Governor of Lithuania. 

KAULBACH, Wilhelm ton, artist, 
wiis born at Arolsen, Westphalia, Oct. 
15, 1805, pursued his studies at tho 
Diisseldorf Academy, then under the 
direction of Cornelius, by whoso infln- 
enco lio was called to Munich, in 1825, 
where lio executed six allegorical 
frascocs in tho arcade surrounding the 
royal garden, as well as ** Apollo and 
the Muses” in the Odeon. In 1829 
ho finished his celebrated work tho 
" Madhouse,” the materials for which 
ho had found, some years provio^y, 
in a lunatic asylum at Diiasclaorf. 
The literal truth and power of this 
painting established him at once in 
tho front rank of German artists. He 
was employed in tho decoration of 
the new palace, whero he painted 
several rooms in fresco, with subjects 
selected from the works of Klopstock 
and Goethe, emd was engaged at tho 
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same time on his celebrated ** Battle 
of the Hnns/’ which he completed in 
1837. Kanlbaoh studied Hogarth 
yeiy carefhlly, and produced in the 
style of this master a series of iUns- 
trations to Schiller’s " Criminal from 
Lost Honour,” and to Goethe’s 
" Faust.” His group of “ Bedouins” 
and Fall of Jerusalem ” were pro- 
duced about the same time. Those 
labours did not prevent him from exe- 
cuting a number of portraits, designs, 
and illustrations, and in 1846 ho pub- 
lished a series of designs illustrating 
Goethe’s poem of “ Reynard the Fox,” 
in which ho displayed great skill 
as an animal painter. He has illus- 
trated a folio edition of the Gospels, 
and the works of Shakespeare, and 
many of his works have been engraved. 
He was mode con'cspondcnt of tlie In- 
stitute in 1842 ; Director of the Royal 
Academy of Fine Arts in Munich in 
1849, Chevalier of the Legion of Ho- 
nour in 1855 has received various 
orders, and is a member of many 
learned societies. 

KAVANAGH,.rcLiA,boniatThnrlcs 
in 1824, in childhood accompanied 
her parents to London, and after- 
wards to Paris, where they eventually 
took up their abode. In that city she 
gained that minute insight into 
French life which she has reproduced 
in so many of her works. Mias Ka- 
vanagh, who returned to London in 
1844, to devote herself to literature 
as a profession, commenced by writing 
tales and essays for the periodicals of 
the day; and published in 1847 her 
first book, a tale for children, entitled 
‘•The Three Paths;” to which, in 
1848, succeeded the well-known story 
of “Madeline,^ founded on a single 
fact in the life of a peasant girl of 
Anvergne. ** Woman in France during 
the Eighteenth Century,” containing 
cleverly-executed pictures of the fe- 
male c^ebrities of Franoe who figured 
at that remarkable period, appeared in 
1850 ; ** Nathalie,” in 1851 ; followed 
by The Women of Christianity,” in 
1852; “Daisy Bums,” a domestic 
novel, in 1858 ; and soon after the 
publication of the last-mentioned work 


this authoress travelled through 
France, Switzerland, and Italy. 
Among hor other publications are a 
novel entitled “ Grace Lee,” and 
“ Rachel Gray,” a tale, published in 
1855 ; “ Adfele,” a novel, in 1857; “A 
Summer and a Winter in the Two 
Sicilies,” in 1858 ; ” Seven Years, and 
other Tales,” in 1859 ; “ French Wo- 
men of Letters,” in 1861 ; ” English 
Women of Letters,” in 1862 ; “Queen 
Mab,” in 1863 ; and “ Beatrice,” in 1865. 

KAYE, John William, son of the 
late Charles Kaye, Esq., solicitor to 
the Bank of England, born in 1814, 
served for some years as a lieutenant 
of artillery on tho E.I.Co.’s establish- 
ment (Bengal), and returning to Eng- 
land in 18:15, devoted himself to lite- 
rature. Before leaving India ho es- 
tablished tho Calcutta Review, edited 
the earlier numbers, and contributed 
a large portion of the articles. In 
1856 ho entered the Home Civil Service 
of the E.LCo.; and on the transfer of 
the government of India to tho Crown, 
was appointed Secretary to the Poli- 
tical and tho Socret Department of 
tho India OflBce. Mr. Kayo has writ- 
ten “ Tho History of the War in Aff- 
ghanistan,” “History of tho Admi- 
nistrationof the East-India Company,” 
publisliod in 1853; “Tho Life and 
Con'espondenco of Lord Metcalfe,” in 
1854 ; “ The Life and Correspondence 
of Sir John Malcolm, G.O.B.,” in 
■ 1856; “Christianity in India,” in 
1859 i a “ Histoiy of the Sepoy War 
in India,” in course of publication; 
and has contributed to periodioal lite- 
rature

KEAN, Charles, P.S.A., P.R.G.S., 
tragedian, tho second but only sur- 
viving son of the late Edmund Kean, 
was bom Jan. 18, 1811, at Watorford, 
where his father was performing. 
At that time the fortunes of the 
family were at a low ebb, but in 1814 
the great tragedian appeared in Lon- 
don, and the suocoss of his professional 
career was decided. Charles was sent 
first to a preparatory school, and 
afterwards to Eton, whence he was 
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remored in oonsequence of a change 
which came oyer his father^s fortunes. 
Haying declined anEast-lndia appoint- 
ment offered to him by the late Mr. 
Galcraft, M.P., unless he could see an 
adequate maintenance secured to his 
mother, who was in broken health, 
and separated from her husband, 
he accepted an engagement for tliree 
years under Mr, Price at Drury Lane. 
He appeared for the first time upon 
the boards, Oct. 1, 1827, as Young 
Norval, in Home’s tragedy of ** Doug- 
las.” His reception was not en- 
couraging ; indeed, his performance 
was condemned by the press. How- 
ever, instead of despairing, he resolved 
to persevere in his efforts ; and per- 
formed during the season Norval, 
Selim in “ Barbarossa/’ Frederick 
in “ LoyeFs Vows,” and Lotliaire in 
“ Adcigptha,” — but without creating 
a very favourable impression, and in 
consequence of the disappointment 
resolved to try his chances in the 
lirovincos. Whilst performing in 
Glasgow, in Oct., 1828, he had the 
satisfaction of being reconciled to his 
father, who consented to play Bnitns 
to his Titns for his son’s benefit, when 
the house was crowded to excess, and 
the receijjts amounted to nearly £300. 
Having again performed at Dmry 
Lane with little better success than 
hoforo, ho revisited the provinces, and 
ill conjunction with his fatlier ap- 
peared iu Dublin and Cork, as Titus, 
Bassauio, Wellborn, lago, Ac. In the 
following October lie acted Borneo to 
Miss F. M. Kelly’s Juliet, at the 
Uaymarket, and undertook the part 
of Sir Ed. Mortimer in the “ Iron 
Chest,” nnd for the first time he had 
the satisfaction of finding his perform- 
ance commended by the London press. 
He resolved to try his fortune in 
America, nnd accordingly appeared 
in New York as Biohard III., in Sep., 
1830. His reception was cordial in 
the extreme, and he appeared with 
success 08 Hamlet, Sir Ed. Mortimer, 
and Sir Giles OveiTeach, returning to 
England at the age of twonty-two,. 
with an established reputation. He 
was at once engaged by M. Laporte 


at Covent Garden on liberal teims, 
but bis Bucoess was not enoourpging. 
Upon one occasion only did father and 
son appear upon the boards together, 
and this was at Covent Garden, 
March 28, 1833, in ** Othello,” as the 
Moor and lago, Miss Ellen Troe 
sustaining the parf^ of Desdemoua. 
The failure of Edmund Kean’s powers 
during the performance, and bis sub- 
sequent death, are matters of dramatic 
history. After a short visit to Ham- 
burg, in which Mias Ellen Tree formed 
one of the company, Mr. Charles Kean 
made another provincial tour attended 
with most satisfactory results. His 
efforts had always been greeted in 
Dublin with characteristic warmth. 
The example of that city was speedily 
followed by Edinburgh, Liverpool, 
Batli, and other largo towns in 
England, and ho presented the sin- 
gular instance of an actor without 
ihe prestige of London popularity, 
proving in the “ provinces ” a most 
attractive ” star.” In 1837 he courte- 
ously declined an offer from Mr. 
Macrcody to join his staff at Covent 
Garden, and soon after accepted am 
engagement from Mr. Bnnn to act for 
twenty (afterwards extended to forty- 
three) nights at Drury Lane, at a 
salary of fifty pounds per night. His 
appearance as Hamlet, Jan. 8, 1838, 
was a triumphant success. His repu- 
tation was now established, his society 
was courted by the great and dis- 
tinguished of all professions, and he 
was entertained at a public dinner in 
Drury Lane Theatre, March 30, when 
a silver vase of the value of £200 was 
presented to him. Daring this, his 
first important engagement in London, 
he appeared in only thA characters — 
Hamlet, Bichard III., and Sir Giles 
Overreach. Her Majesty, who was 
present on the first night of Bichard 
III., oommanded tho manager to ex- 
press to Mr. Kean her approbation of 
his performance. From the informa- 
tion given in Mr. Bnnu’s ” Tho Stage, 
Before and Behind the Curtain,” it 
appears that the receipts daring this 
engagement were, allowing for the 
difference in prices, almost equal in 
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amount to the receipts during his 
father:^ triumphant career at the 
same theatre in 1814. In June, 1839, 
after a successful engagement at the 
Haymarket, he went for the second 
time to the United States, and re- 
turning to England in 1840, 1 * 6 - 
appeared at the Haymarket, and 
fulfilled some provincial engagements. 
He married, at Dublin, Jan. 29, 
1842, Miss Ellen Tree, a union by 
which ho gained an invaluable comi- 
jutor in his profosaion. In 18't3 Mr. 
Kean resumed his engagement with 
Mr. Bunn at Drury Lane, and in 
1845, in conjunction with his wife, 
again embarked for the United States, 
where they repraduced, on a splendid 
scale, the historical tragedies of King 
John and Richard HI. After his 
intum to England he achieved further 
success in another tour in the pro- 
vinces, and appeared during more 
than one 8<>ason at the ITay market. 
Mr. Kean was entrusted, in 1849, with 
the task of managing the Gliristmas 
Theatricals for her Majesty at Windsor 
Castle, and at tiio close of liis first 
^ason as director rec(;ivcd from the 
Queen a valuable diamond ring. For 
ten years he gave Ids services as 
manager of these entertainments. 
In 1850 he became lessee of the 
Princess’s Theatre, and acquired 
further popularity by tliosc magni- 
ficent revivals of some of Byron’s 
and Shakespeare’s historic plays, in 
connection with which bis name and 
that of his wife will bo long remem- 
bered. During his Icssceship, ** Sar- 
danapalus,” “ Richard II.,” “ Henry 
V„” « Henry VIII.,” The WinteFs 
Tale,” " The MidsniuTner Night’s 
Dream,” ” Tdilpest,” Ac., woi-e pro- 
duced, with an accuracy with regard 
to scenery, costume, and historical 
details, never before attempted, and 
in eveiy respect calculated to render 
^e stage not only attractive and 
interesting, but in the highest degree 
instmetive. He resigned his lessee- 
ship of the Princess’s Theatre at the 
close of the season of I860, and in the 
summer of 1861 received a fresh 
mark of public appreciation. A 


committco of Etonians, many of 
them contemporaries, entertained 
him at a banquet at St. James’s 
Hall, and the public were invited 
to join in subscriptions for a piece 
of Six hundred noblemen 

and gentlemen were present at the 
dinner, at which the late duke of 
Newcastle presided, both Universities 
being represented, and some time 
afterwards a piece of plate, valued at 
£2,(X)0, was presented to him in the 
same hall, Mr. Gladstone being in the 
chair. After fulfilling short engage- 
ments in the metropolis and in the 
provinces, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean 
in 1863 left England on a tour round 
tho world, in the course of which 
tliey visited Culifomia, Australia, 
tho United States, Panama, Jamaica, 
Cuba, Canada, and penetrated as fiu* 
iioi-th as Vancouver’s Island, per- 
forming in all these X)lace8, and ex- 
periencing tbo most triumphant re- 
ception, their share of tho receipts 
for a si.\: months’ campaign in Aus- 
tralia having reached £11,000. They 
returned to England in 1866, appeared 
with groat success in Loudon and tho 
provinces until early in 1867, when 
Air. Charles Kean was xirevcnted by 
a serious attack of illness from con- 
tinuing his engagement. Tlic attack 
was attribured to over-exertion, and 
this distinguished actor is in a fair 
way of recovery. 

K E A N, Mrs. Cjiaklks, bettor 
kiiov/n by her maiden name of Miss 
Ellen Tree, the daughter of a gentle- 
man who hold ail appointment in the 
East- India ITonsc, born early in tho 
ccuiniy, first appeared in public at 
Coven t Garden, in tho character of 
Olivia, in “Twelfth Night,” for tho 
benefit of her sister, Miss M. Tree, 
who in 1825 married Mi*. Bradshaw, 
some time member for Canterbury, and 
then rctirodfromprofessionallife. Miss 
£. Tree, having performed in Edin- 
burgh and Bath, was engaged at Drnry 
Lane, her first part being Violaute, 
in the “ Wonder. ”In 1829 she trans- 
ferred her services to Covent Garden, 
and made her first appearance as Lady 
Townley, in the ” Provoked Husband.’ * 
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For her benefit she played Borneo to 
Hiss Fanny Kemble's Joliet, and 
her BooceBS was so great that the 
manager entrusted to her the heroine 
in Miss Kemble’s play of ** Francis I." 
She was the original Mariana in Sheri- 
dan Knowles's play of “ The Wife 
the original Myrrha, in Lord Byron's 
** Sardanapalua the original Coun- 
tess, in Sheridan Knowles's play of 
** Love but her name is chiefly 
associated with Shakespeare’s Bosa 
lind and Viola, and with Talfourd's 
“ Ion.” Between 1836 and 1839 she 
visited the United States, where she 
met with an enthusiastic reception, 
and was married to Mr. C. Kean, Jan. 
29, 1842. 

KEATING, Sir Henry Singer, 
son of the late Lieut. -Gen. Sir II. S. 
Keating, bom near Dublin in 1804, 
was educated at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where lie graduated M.A. ; 
was called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1832, went the Oxford 
circuit (of which ho became leader 
after Serjeant Talfourd’s elevation to 
the Bench), and became a Q.C. in 
1849, in wliich year ho edited jointly 
with Mr. (now Mr. Justice) Willes, that 
great legal work, Smith's Loading 
Cases.” Mr. Keating was returned 
at the general election of 1852, one of 
the members for Beading, as a Liberal 
in favour of vote by ballot and an 
extension of the sufirage, and opposed 
to the Maynooth grant and church- 
rates. On the resignation of Mr. 
Stuart Wortley in 1857, he was ap- 
pointed Solicitor- General, and received 
the honour of knighthood, and in 
1859 succeeded Mr. Justice Crowder 
as Judge of the Common I’leas. Sir 
H. Keating carried a very useful mea- 
sure, known by his name, the Bill of 
Exchange Act, enabling holders of bills 
and notes to got judgment summarily. 

KBATINGE, The Bight Hon. 
Bichard, son of the late Maurice 
Keatingo, Esq., a member of tho Irish 
Bar, born in 1793, was called to tho 
Bar at Dublin in 1813, and having 
attained the rank of King’s Counsel 
and Seijeont, was rais^ to the Judi- 
cial Bench in 1843, as Judge of the 


Plrerogative Court of Ireland, and was 
sworn a Privy Councillor. He was 
appointed Judge of the Court of Pro- 
bato in Ireland in 1858. He never 
held a seat in Parliament. 

KEELET, Bobert, comic actor, 
born in 1793, made his first appearance 
in London in 1818. The part in 
which Mr. Keeley acquired popularity 
in London was that of Jemmy Green, 
in MoRcriefiT's drama of '*Tom and 
Jeny,” produced at tho Adelphi in 
1821 with the greatest success. Among 
his numerous subsequent hits ” may 
bo mentioned the parts of Innocent 
Lambskin; Bumfit, an inane tailor; 
Natty Larkspur ; and Billy Black, in 
the successful farce of **The £100 
Note.” Mr. Keeley became manager 
of tho Lyceum Theatre about 1844, 
hold tho post for some years, and in 
1850 joined Mr. Chailes Kean iu the 
management of the Princess's Theatre. 
Their partnership did not last beyond, 
two seasons, and Mr. Keeley soon 
after retired from tho stage. 

KEELEY, Mrs., wife of Mr. Bobert 
Keeley, acquired reputation as 
actress as Miss Goward, was born ^ 
Ipswich iu 1806, and mado her first 
appearance in London at the Lyceum 
in 1825, as Bosina, in tho opera of that 
name, and Little ^cklo. Mrs. Keeley 
acquired great fame by her rendering 
of the characters of Smiko, Mrs. 
Peerybinglo, and Clomenby Newcome, 
in stage adaptations of Mr. Dickens's 
novels “Nicholas Niokloby,” “The 
Ci'icket on tho Hearth,” and “The 
Battle of Life.” Two daughters, 
Mary and Louise, have appeared on 
the stage ; the elder, who mado her 
<Ubut at the Lyceum iq 1846, becamo 
the wife of the late Mr. Albert Smith, 
and the younger, after a voiy success- 
ful career, retired in 1866. 

KEIGHTLEY, Thomas, historian, 
born in Dublin in Oct., 1789, received 
an ordinary education at a country 
school, and entered Trinity College, 
Dublin. He was intended for the Bar, 
but delicacy of constitution and other 
causes excluded him from this as frona 
the other professions. He settled in 
England in 1824 in order to devote 
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himself to literature, and having 
assisted the late T. Grofton Groker in 
the " Fairy Legends of the South o: 
Ireland/’ began to write in the Forster 
Quarterly and other reviews. His 
Histories of Rome, of Greece, and o: 
England have become text-books in 
many of our schools. He has com- 
piled^* Fairy Mythology;” ‘'Tales an< 
Popular Fictions, &o. ; ” ” Outlines of 
Hi^ry” (in LanlneFs Gabinet Gyclo- 
pasdia) ; “ The Mythology of Greece 
and Italy ; ” ” History of India ; “ The 
Gmsaders,” and “ The Manse of 
Mastland ; ” has edited ” Virgil’s Buco- 
lics and Georgies/’ with notes; “Sa- 
tires and Epistles of 1101*800 “ Fasti 
of Oviij” “ Sallust ; ” “Life, &c., of 
Milton “Poems of Milton; ” trans 
lated from the Dutch an ^ition of 
Shakespeare’s Flays, in 1864; and 
published “ The Shakespeare Exposi- 
tor”^in 1867. 

KEITH, The Rev. Alexander, 
B.D., born at Keithall, N.B., in 1791, 
was educated at Marischal Gollogo, 
Aberdeen. From 1816 till 1843 he 
a minister of tho Established 
Church of Scotland at St. Gyrus, 
Kincardineshire, and afterwards of 
tho Free Ghurch ; but on account of 
the state of his health ha's Ibr many 
years been unable to attend to minis- 
terial duties. In 1823 he published 
the first edition of his “ Evidences of 
. tho Trath of tho Ghnstian Religion 
derived from the literal Fulfilment of 
Prpphccy/’a work which became a text- 
book, both in England and Scotland, 
flchd to tho 37th edition of which, in 
1859, heappendodsomeinteresting cri- 
ticisms on Professor Stanley's “Poeti- 
cal Interpretation of the Prophecies.” 
This work, which has been translated 
into many languages, was followed by 
*^The Signs of the Times,” published 
, in 1831; “ Demonstration of the Truth 
of the Ghzistian Religion,” in 1838 ; 
“The Land of Israel/’ in 1843 ; “ The 
Harmdi^ of Ftophecy,” in 1851 ; and 
“ The &tory and Destiny, of tho 
of the Churob, according 
to Scripture*” Part I., in 1861. In 
. oontpany wii^ the Rev. .Dr. Black, the 
Rev/ A. Bonar, and the Rev. Robert 


MoGheyue, constituting-a deputation 
from the Ghurch of Scotland to PaJes- 
tine and other Eastern countries, ho 
visited some of the scenes of Scripture 
prophecy, to make researches respect- 
ing the actual condition of the Jews. 
An account of this mission was pub- 
lished under the title of “ A Narrative 
of tho Mission to the Jews.” During 
this tonr ho obtained a quantity of 
aoonrate local information, which lio 
has embodied in tho more recent 
editions of his g^eat work, tho design 
of which ho declares to be to prove 
“ that tho most literal interpretation 
of manifold predictions can stand 
every test, and give demonstration to 
all who have eyes to see and ears to 
hear, that the Word is the Word of 
God.” His oldest son, tho Rev. 
Alex. Keith, M.A., is the author of a 
“ Gommentary on Isaiah.-’ Anothev 
son, Dr. G. S. Keith, of Edinburgh, 
who accompanied him in his last 
journey to the Eafit, has illusti*atcil 
the last edition of his father’s woi4 
by photographic drawings. 

KELLY, The Right Hon. Sir 
FiTKROir, son of Capt. Hawko Kolly, 
R.N., born in London in 1796, was, 
in 1824, called to the Bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn, and went tho Norfolk circuit. 
In 1835 ho was mado a King’s 
Gounsel, elected a bencher of Lincoln's 
lm>, and ono of tho members for 
Ipswich, and having been unseated 
on petition, was returned in Feb., 
1838, and occupied the seat till the 
general election in July, 1841, when 
he was defeated. In March, 1843, lie 
was otumed one of the members for 
Gambridgc, which he continued to 
represent till ISi^, having meantime, 
daring the administration of Sir K. 
Peel, hold the office of Solicitor- 
General, and received the honour of 
sTiighthood. At the general election 
h Aug., 1847, Sir F. Kelly contested 
Eiymo Regis, but without success, 
and he did not again obtain a seat in 
he House of Gommous till April, 
1852, when, having accepted the post 
f Solicitor-General in Lord Derby’s 
first adminislllration, he was returned 
•ne of the members for Horwidi. 
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Beforo taking his float for this borough 
he waa elecM one of the memberfl 
for East Suffolk, in which division of 
the oonnty he had acquired property, 
and he remained one of its members 
till^e was raised to the Bench. Sir 
FiiSroy Kelly, who was Attorney- 
Cieneral in Lord Derby’s second ad- 
ministration in 1868-9, was made Lord 
Chief Boron of th6 Court of Exchequer 
on the resignation of SirFrederick Pol- 
lock, in J uno, 1866. He is a Conserva- 
tive, and an energetic member of the 
society. instituted with a view of pro- 
moting the reform and amendment 
of the law. The cases by which he 
is best known as a law 3 ' 0 r are his 
defence of Frost and his brother- 
Chartists at Newport in 1840, his 
defence of the murderer Tawell, the 
Quaker, in 1845, and his pmsecution 
of Dr. Bernard for being concerned in 
Orsini’s conspiracy, daring lus At- 
torney-Generalship in 1858. 

KELLY, Fuances Maria, a popular 
actress and singer, was born at 
Brighton, Dec. 16, 1790. Her father 
was an officer in the army, and 
brother to Michael Kelly, under whom 
she studied music and singing, and 
she went on the stage at a very 
eai'ly ago, as a member of the chorus 
at Drury Lane, first appearing as aii 
actress at Glasgow in 1807. She was 
a member of Mr. Colman’s company 
at the Haymarket in 1808. At the 
English Opera House, under Mr. Ar- 
nold’s management, she earned laurels 
as a singer, taking several of the 
characters which been filled by 
Madame Storace, and from this house 
wenttoDmryLauo. Wliilstperforming 
there she was fired at rrom the pit, 
when a scene of extraordinaiy excite- 
ment ensued. The perpetrator tried 
for the murdoLnus attempt was ac- 
quitted on the ground of insanity, 
and a similar attempt upon her life 
was afterwards made at Dnblin, 
fortunately with no better suooess. 
Miss Kelly, an actress of great 
verflatility and talent, excelled in 
the comedy p^s filled by Mrs. 
Jordan, and still more in domestic 
melodrama. The popular plays of 


<«The Sergeant’s Wife,” »The Maid 
and the Magpie,” "The Innkeeper^s 
Daimhter,” &o., are specially assooi- 
ated^with her name. Bo far back as 
1818 Charles Lamb complimented her 
in the lines beginning, " You are not 
Kelly of the common strain.” Miss 
Kelly, who built the small theatre in 
Dean Street, Soho, long , known as 
Miss Kelly’s, and called the New 
Royalty, in 1861, has retired from 
the stage for many years. 

KELLY, Frederic, whose name 
has been for many years associated 
with the Post-Qffice London Directory, 
is tho son of the late Festus Kelly, 
of Castle Kelly, county Roscommon, 
formerly a captain in the 69ih foot, 
and entered the service of the General 
Post-Office in 1819. He became pror 
prietor, in 1836, of the old Po8M,fficc 
Directory, which waa a small and ill- 
digested production. By employing 
a staff of careful and intelligent can- 
vassers, ho has rendered it a tiiorough- 
ly trustworthy authority. Tho office 
of Inspector-General of letter-car- 
riers, held by Mr. Kelly, was, in 
sequence of a change of system, ab* 
Ushed in 1860, and he retired from 
tho Post-Office. His brother, Mr. E. 
R. Kelly, who is engaged compiling 
dii’oetories on a similar plan, for the 
several counties of England, has al- 
ready published several, including 
Yorlmliire, Lancashire, Cheshire, the 
six home counties, Ac. . 

KEMBLE, Adela ide, younger 
daughter of the late Mr. Charles 
Kemble, and niece of Mrs. Siddens, 
bom about 1816, was intended for a . 
concert singer, without any view to 
the stage, and at the age of seventeen 
appeared in London, and at tho York 
festival in 1834, but without pro- 
ducing any marked effect. She' then 
visited Paris, Germany, and Italy, for 
the purpose of improvement, and ' 
made her first appeiurance in "Nor- 
ma,” on the stage of the Fenioe, at 
Venioe, and aobieved great saeoess. 
She was equally fortunate at Trieste, 
Milan, Padua, Bologna, and Mantua, 
and at the . height of her repuitatiim 
was recalled to England, in 1841» by 
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the seriouB illness of her father. She 
made her first appeoranoo in London 
in ** Norma,’* and at once achioved a 
position worthy of the name she bore, 
and in 1842 sang in ** Figaro,” the 
“ Sommmbnla,’' “ Semiramide,” “ II 
Matrimonio Segreto,” and a variety of 
operas, and retired from the stage on 
her marriage, in 1843, to Mr. Frede- 
rick U. Sartoris. She published “A 
Week in a French Country House,” 
in 1867. 

KEMBLE, Fbances Anne, elder 
daughter of the late Charles Kemble, 
and niece of Mrs. Siddons, bom in 
London about 1811, mode her first ap- 
pearance, Oct. 5, 1829, at Covent Gar- 
den Theatre, then under the manage- 
ment of lior father, and at once esta- 
blished her histrionic fame. Venice 
Preserved” was revived Deo. 9, in 
that year, for the purpose of intro- 
ducing Miss Kemble as Bolvidera; 
and such w,as her success that sho 
sustained the parts of tho Grecian 
Daughter, Mrs. Beverley, Portia, Isa- 
bella, Lady Townlcy, Calista, Bianca, 
Beatiice, Constance, Lady Teazle, 
^ueen Catherine, Louise of Savoy in 
** Francis I.,” Lady Macbeth, and 
Julia, in tho ” Hunchback.” The 
three years daring which Fanny 
Kemble reti'leved tho fortunes of hor 
fitmily and the glory of Covent Goi’- 
den, were marked by the production 
of “ Francis I.,” a tragedy written by 
herself at the early age of seventeen. 
In 1832 she visitied America, and, 
with her father, performed with great 
jsnccess at the principal theatres of 
the United States. An account of 
these w'andorings is given in her 
Journal of a Eosidcnco in America,” 
which appeared in 1835. At this 
period Miss Kemblo became tlie wife 
of Mr. Pcorco Butler, of Philadelplua, 
who died in Ang., 1867, and from whom 
she had obtiuned a divorce in 1849. 
HjCnr literoiy fame was increased by her 
drama of ‘‘The Star of Seville,” in 
1897, and a volume of poems in 1842. 
She hiu translated several plays fmm 
8(diiltor, Ao. One of Jier books, “ A 
Year of Go^olation,” published in! 
1847, is. a^ memorial of a year passed | 


in Italy under the roof of Mr, Saro 
tons, tho husband of her sister Ade- 
laide. Her “ Residonco in a Georgian 
Plantation, 1838-9,” and an edition of 
her plays, appeared in 1853. During 
tho last few years she has deliv^ed 
Sliakesperian readings. 

KENNEDY, The Rev. Benjamin 
Hall, D.D.,born at Summer HUl, near 
Birmingham, Nov. 6, 1801, eldost son 
of tho late Rev. Rann Kennedy, incum- 
bent of St. Paul’s, Birmingham, and 
Second Master of King Edward’s 
School in that town, author 9 f “ The 
Reign of Youth,” and other poems, 
was educated at King Edward’s 
School, Birmingham, and at Shrews- 
bury School, under Dr. Butler. En- 
tering St. John’s College, Cambridge, 
he gained tho Porson Prize and 
Browne’s Medal for Latin Ode in 1823 ; 
tho Pitt University Scholai*ship in his 
first year; Browne’s Modal for Greek 
and Latin Odes, |nd the Pursou Prize 
in 1824 ; Browne’s Medal for Epigrams 
in 1825 ; and tho Porson Prize a third 
time in 1826. Ho graduated B.A. as 
Senior Classic and Senior Chancel- 
lor’s Medallist in 1827, gained tho 
Members’ Prize fur Latin Essay, ” De 
Origine Scripturm Alphabetica),” was 
elected Fellow and Classical Lecturer 
of St. John’s Collego in 1828, bc- 
caTiio an assistant Master at Harrow, 
under Dr. Longley, in 1830, and was 
appointed Head Master of Shrews- 
bui’v School, vacant by tho promotion 
of tho Into Dr. Butler to tho see of 
Lichfield, in 1836. Ho has compiled 
an ** Elementary Latin Grammar,” 
the * Child's Latin Primer,” “Tiro- 
cinium Latinum,” “ Latin Vocabu- 
lary,” “ Paleestra Latina,” “ Cnrricu- 
lam Still Latiui,” an “ Elementary 
Greek Grammar,” &c.; litis contributed 
to “ Sabrina) Corolla,” published in 
1850; and oditod “The Psalter in 
English verse,” by a Member of the 
University of Cambridge, in 1860. In 
1841 he became Prebendary of Lich- 
field ; in 1856, President of the School 
of Art, ShrewsbTiiy ; in 1859, Presi- 
dent of the Meohanics’ atid Literary 
Institute, Shrewsbury ; and in i860 
was appointed Select Preacher in the 
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University of Cambridge. He is 
President of the Royal College of 
Preceptors, was presented to the rec- 
tory of West Felton, Salop, in 1865, 
resigned the Head Mastership of 
Shrewsbury School at Midsummer, 
1866, and was appointed Regius Pro- 
^fessor of Greek at Cambridge in 1867. 

KENNEDY, Ghaiilks Rann, M.A., 
younger brother of the Rev. B. H. 
Kennedy, born at Birmingham , March 
1, 1808, was educated' at Shrews- 
bmy and at King Edward's School, 
Birmingham, whence, in 1827, ho pro- 
ceeded as an exhibitioner to Trinity 
College, Cambridge. In 1828 he ob- 
tained his hrst Bell’s Scholarship, 
in 1829 became a Scholar of Trinity 
College, winning the Browne Medal 
for the Greek Ode, and the Person 
Prize, and in 1830 ho gained the Pitt 
’University Scholarship, Biowiio’s 
Medal for Latin Ode, and the Person 
Prize a second time. In 1831 ho 
graduated B.A. as Senior Classic, was 
elected Fellow of Trinity Collcgo, 
and was called to the Bar at Lin- 
coln’s Inn in 1835. He has published 
a volume of poems, translated “ Vir- 
gil ” and Demosthenes,” and written 
some legal treatises. 

KENNEDY, Tub Right Hon. 
Thomas Franci?, only son of the Into 
T. Kennedy, Esq., of Duiinrc, Ayr- 
shire, was born in 1788, and edneated 
at Hari'ow and tho University of 
Edinburgh. In 1811 ho was called 
to the Scottish Bar, and in 1818 was 
retniTied to the House of Commons as 
member for tho Ayr Burghs, which 
he continued to represent till Feb., 
1834^ when he retired from Parlia- 
ment. Ho was Clerk of the Ordnance 
and a liord of tho Treasuiy under 
Tiord Grey's ministry, hold the office 
of Paymaster of the Civil Sorvico 
in Ireland, was made Privy Coun- 
oillor in 1837, and was appointed 
Commissioner of Woods and Forests 
in 1850. Tliis office ho held until 
1854. He is a Magistrate and De- 
puty-Lieutenant for Ayrshire, and 
married the only daughter of the late 
Sir Samuel Romilly. 

KENT, Chaklrs, poet and jour- 


nalist, bom in London, Nov. 3, 1828, 
educated at Prior Park and Oscott 
Colleges, at an early ago adopted 
literature as a profession, and was 
called to the Bar of tho Middle Templo 
in 1859. He has written, among other 
works, Aletheia,” published iu 1860 ; 
“ Dreamland, with other Poems,” in 
1862 ; ” The Vision of Gagliostro, a 
Tale of the Five Senses,” reprinted in 
the Tales from Blackwood ; Cabinet 
Pictures,” uniLer tho nojn de plume of 
Mark Rochester ; a politico-religious 
treatise entitled ” Catholicity in the 
Dark Ages and ” Foot-prints on the 
Road,” in 1864, a work included in 
the ” Solcot Library of Popular 
Authors.” Mr. Kent became, in 1863, 
proprietor of The Sun evening news- 
paper, of which he continues to be 
tho editor. Ho lias been a contribu- 
tor to the Westminetei' Revieio, Black- 
wood's MagcLzine,Rouse1iold WordSy and 
other well-known periodicals. 

KEOGH, The Right Hon. William, 
son of the late AVilliam M. Keogh, of 
Corkip, CO. Roscommon, clerk of the 
Crown for the county and city of 
Kilkenny, bom in 1817, was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated and obtained tho highest 
honours in science and history. He 
entered as a Student at Lincoln’s Inn, 
was called to tho Irish Bat in 1840, 
became a Q.C. in 1849, and on the 
formation of Lord Aberdeen’s Coali- 
tion Ministry, in 1852, was offered tho 
post of Solicitor-General for Ireland. 
Though with the late John Sadleir, 
and other Irish members, he had 
agreed not to take office under any 
government which did not concede the 
repeal of the Ecclesiastical Titles Bill, 
he accepted the Solicitor-Goneralship, 
which beheld till 1855, whenho became 
Attorney-General, and was sworn a 
Privy Councillor for Ireland. He was 
returned to the House of Commons 
as member for Athlone iu Aug., 1847, 
and continued to represent that 
borough till April, 1853, when he was 
made one of the Judges of the Com- 
mon Pleas in Ireland. Judge Keogh 
is the anthor of some political pam- 
phlets, of a work on the ” Practice of 
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under Gen. Pleaaanton. Earing the fa- 
mous Stoneman raid to the rear of Gen. 
Lee*sarmy,Col. Kilpatrick commanded 
the first brigade of the third division 
of Btoncnnan’s corps, and for his ser- 
vices was promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier-Gen. of Volunteers, June 
13, 1863. He was engaged at the 
battle of Gettysburg, commanding a 
division of Pleasanton's cavaliy, and 
after other services was, in April, 1864, 
ordered to do duty with Gen. Sherman, 
and was wounded at the battle of 
Besacea, May 10, 1864. Re com- 
manded the cavalry during Gen. Sher- 
man's inarch, and in the campaign 
through the Carolinas in 1865, and 
was nominated U.S. Minister to Chili, 
Nov. 11, 1865. 

KIMBERLEY (Eakl of), The 
Right Hon. John Wodkuouse, bom 
Jan. 7, 1826, was educated at Eton 
and Christ Church, OxfoiHl, where he 
graduated B. A. in 1847, taking a first- 
class in classical honours. He suc- 
ceeded his grandfather as third Baron 
Wodehouse, May 29, 1846, and was 
raised to the earldom of Kimberley 
June 1, 1866. In Deo., 1852, ho ac- 
cepted the post of Undor-Bccretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, which 
he held under Lords Aberdeen and 
Palmerston until 1856, when he was 
appointed Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg. He returned from Russia in 
1868, and resnmod his post as Under- 
Seoretaiy for Foreigpi Affairs in Loid 
Palmerston's second administration, 
June 19, 1859, retiring Aug. 14, 1861. 
In 1863 he was sent on a special mis- 
sion to the north of Euroxus, with the 
view of obtaining some settlement of 
the Schleswig-Holstein question ; and 
in Oct., 1864^ succeeded the late 
earl of Carlisle in the Lord-Lieutc- 
nanqy of Ireland, resigning that post 
ox the (hll of Lord RnsseU's second 
administration, in July, 1866. 

^NDERSLEY, The Right Hon. 
Bib ItiCHABD Tobin, eldest son of tho 
late Nathamel E. Kindersley, Esq., of 
Sinming HilU Berks, born in 1792, 
waa educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge^ where, he graduated B.A. in 
181^ as dMirth Wnagtor, and wee 


afterwards elected Fellow. In 1818 he 
was called to tho Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, 
was appointed a K.C. in 1835, held 
the office of a Master in Chancery 
from 1848 till 1851, and in the latter 
year was appointed one of. tho Vice- 
Chancellors. He was sworn a mem- 
ber of tho Privy Council Nov. 13, 
and resigned the Vice-Chancellorship 
in Dec., 1866. 

KING, The Hon, Peter John 
Locke, M.P., youngest son of Peter, 
seventh Lord King (a nobleman well 
known in the House of Lords for his 
constant cflbrts in the cause of Church 
reform), and only brother of the earl 
of Lovelace, was bom Ockham, 
Surrey, in 1811, and was named after 
tho g^a^ John Locke, from whom ho 
is collaterally descended. Ho was 
educated at Harrow and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he took the 
degree of M.A. in 1833, and was first 
elected fur East Surrey, which ho con- 
tinues to represent, in Aug., 1847. He 
has frequently attempted to alter the 
law of Buccossion to landed property, 
in cases in which the proprietor dies 
without a will, and in which there is 
no settlement, his object being to in- 
sure the application of the same law 
to real estate which is in force with 
regard to^xTSonal property. In 1854 
he passed tho Real Estate Chaiges 
Act, which made mortgaged estates 
descend with and bear their own bur- 
dens. Ir. 1856 he was suocessi^ in 
obtaining the repeal of one hundred 
and twenty inert and useless statutes 
which wer»» liable to be put in force 
from time to time, and applied 
the Statute of Distribution to all 
England, doing away with existing 
exemption. He waged war against 
the late Statute Law Commission, 
which, in conseqnonce of his repeated 
attacks, ceased to exist in 1859, rilion 
the House of Commons refused the 
Tote of supply. Mr. Locke King 
introdneed the bill for abolishing the 
property qualification of members, 
which passed the House of Lords in 
1858, and in several sessions brought 
forward the County Franchise Bill. 
For many years he urged i^on the 
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House the expediency of removing 
from the statute-book ^ the repealed 
and obsolete statutes. In 1861 Mr. 
Locke King introduced a Religious 
Worship Act, ^he object of which was 
to give the clergy of the Church of 
England greater religious freedom in 
the exercise of their calling. 

KINGLAKE, Alexander Williak 
eldest son of the lato William King* 
lake, Esq., of Wilton House, near 
Taunton, bom in 1811, educated at 
Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1832, was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 
1837, bnt retired from the law in 1856. 
He is wclUknown as the author of 

Kothen,” an account of his experi- 
onces in Eastern travel, published in 
1844<. Ho was returned as one of the 
members in the Liberal interest, in 
March, 1857, for Bridgewater, wliich 
he continues to represent, and has 
devoted his attention principally to 
foreign politics. In 1858 he moved 
the first amendment against the 
** Conspiracy Bill,” and in the same 
year brought forward the question 
of the Cagliari, and in 1859 that of 
the Charles et Georges, In 1860 ho took 
an active part in denouncing the 
annexation of Savoy and Nice to the 
French empire. His “Invasion of 
the Crimea,” being the first portion 
of a History of the Russian War of 
1854-C, a work upon which he had 
been«, for some time engaged, ap- 
peared in 1863, and some passages 
are said to have given great oflence at 
the court of the naileries. 

KINGSDOWN (Baron), The Right 
Hok. Thomas Pemberton- IiEtoh, the 
eldest surviving son of the late Mr. 
Robert Pemberton, of the Inner Tem- 
ple, barrister-at-law, and brother of 
Mr. Edward Leigh Pemberton, the 
eminent equity draughtsman, Ac., of 
Lincoln’s Inn, bom Feb. 11, 1^3, was 
caUed to the Bar in 1816 at Lincoln’s 
Inn (of which he is a bencher), and 
was appointed, .in 1829, a 'King’s 
Counsel. He was returned member 
for Bye,in Uie Conservative interest 
in 1831, and at the general election in 
Jan., 1835, was elected one of the 


members for Ripon, and was rechoseii 
without a contest as the colleague of 
Sir Edward B. Sugden (now Lord St. 
Leonard’s) in Ang., 1837, and in June, 
1841. In Jan., 1843, he succeeded to 
the estates of the late Sir Rob. Holt 
Leigh, Bart., of Hindley Hall, Lan- 
cashire, and, in compliance with the 
testator’s will, assumed the surname 
and arms of Leigh in addition to liis 
own. In 1841 he was appointed At- 
torney-General to the Prince of Wales ; 
in May, 1843, was promoted to the 
post of Chancellor and Keeper of 
tho Great Seal to and sworn 

a member of the Privy Council, and 
has been for many years oiio of tho 
most active member of tho Judicial 
Committco of tho Privy Council. He 
was inisod to the peerage as Baron 
Kingsdown, Ang. 28, 1858. It is said 
that when Lord Derby accepted office in 
1852, ho offered the seals to Mr. Pem- 
borton-Iicigh, who declined the offer. 

KINGSLEY, The Rev. Charles, 
Chaplain in Ordinary to the Queen, 
Pix>fes8or of Mc»dera History in tho 
University of Cambridge, son of the 
late Kev. C. Kingsley, rector of Chel- 
sea, is dcBConded from an ancient 
family of Cheshire, tho Kingsleys of 
Kingsley, in the forest of Delamcre, 
wlio suffered severely dnring the civil 
wars for their a^orence to tho 
canso of the Pai^iament. Ho was 
bom at Holne Vicarage, on the borders 
of Dartmoor, Devon, Juno 12, 1819, 
and was educated at home nntil the 
ago of fourteen, when he became a 
pupil of the Rev. D. Coleridge, and 
jifterwai^s a student at King’s Col- 
lege, London, whence he removed to 
Magdalen College, Cambridge, where 
he gained a scholarship and several 
prizes, taking a first-class in classics, 
and' a second-class in mathematics. 
After devoting some time to prepara- 
tion fur the profession of the law, he 
entered the Church, became curate 
at Eversley, a moorland parish in 
Hampshire, and that living becoming 
vacant, he was presented to it by the 
patron, the late Sir John Cope, Bart. 
Mr. Kingsley has mixed much with 
'oridng men, as -may be inferred 
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from bis ** Alton Locko,*’ and has 
taken part in the ragp^ed-school move- 
ment, and in varions efforts ' to 
ameliorate the condition of the work- 
ing claBses, to such an extent as to 
have earned the name of ** Chartist 
Parson/’ Ho has distinguished him- 
self as a dramatic and lyno poet, the 
** Saint’s Tragedy” liaving been pub- 
lished in 1846, and is tho author 
of several novels: “Alton Locke,” 
&c. Ac. Ho has written " Phaeton : 
Loose Thoughts for Loose Thinkers,” 
published in 1852; " Hypatia, or New 
Poes with an Old Paco,” in 1853; 
” Alexandria and her Schools — Lec- 
tures,” in 1854 ; “ Westward Ho !” in 
1856; “Two Years Ago,” in 1857; 
“Miscellanies from Fraser^s Maga- 
zine,” in 1869 ; “ The Homan and the 
Teuton Lectures,” delivered at Cam- 
bridge, in 1864; “Hereward, tho Last 
of the English,” in 1866 ; and vai'ions 
volumes of sermons. He v/as ap- 
pointed Professor of Modem History 
in tho University of Cambridge in 
1859. 

KINGSLEY, Hknry, brother of 
tho Rev. C. Kingsley, bom in 1830, 
was educated at King’s Collego, 
London, and Worcester College, Ox- 
ford. Ho loft Oxford in 1852, and 
proceeded to Australia, where he 
resided six years, returning in 1858. 
He has contributed*to the NorthBritish 
andF(ninightlyltetncvj8,an(i to I'Vasflr’s 
and Ma4millan*3 Mayazmas. His best- 
known works are “ Recollections of 
Geoffry Hamlyn,” published in 1859 ; 
“ Ravenshoe ; ” “ Austin Elliot,” in 
1863 ; “ The Hillyards and the Bur- 
tons : a Stoiy of Two Families,” in 
1865 ; “ Leighton Court : a Country 
House Story,” in 1866; and is pub- 
lishing in the Gentleman's Magazim 
“ Mademoiselle Mathilde.” 

KINGSTON (Bishop of},Thr Right 
Rbt. Bbqinald Courtenay, son of the 
late Right .Hon. Thomas Peregrine 
Courtenay, bom in 1813, was educatod 
at Magdalen Hall, Oxford, where he 
gfadiiiated..B.Aji in 1835, M.A. in 1838, 
and D.D. in 18^. He was rector of 
Thornton . WatHss, Yorkshire, from 
1848 till 1856| was appointed Arch- 


deacon of Middlesex, Jamaica, in 1843, 
and was consecrated Goa^uator to the 
Bishop of Jamaica, as Bishop of Kings- 
ton, in 1856. His episcopal jurisdiction 
includes part of the islapd of Jamaica. 
The gross income of the see is £2,000, 
£1,600 being from the Bishopric of 
Jamaica, and £400 from the Arch- 
deaconry of Middlesex, Jamaica. 

KINKEL, Johann GorrFRiEi), was 
bom at Obercasscll, a village in 
Rhenish Prussia, Aug. 11, 1815. His 
father, a Protestant clergyman, took 
charge of hiseducation until he entered 
tho Gymnasium of Bonn, whore he 
obtained tho degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy, and taught divinity, es- 
pecially the history of the Church, for 
upwards of nine years. In 1837 Dr. 
Kiukel travelled thi*ough Italy for the 
purpose of qualifying himself to be- 
come a lecturer on Christian Art. On 
his return from Italy he was appointed- 
Professor of Theology in the Univer- 
sity of Bonn ; but having offended the 
authorities by advocating tho separa- 
tion of Church and State, he abandoned 
theology, and devoted himself to 
historical literature and ancient art, 
on which subjects he published, in 
1845, a work which is considered a 
standard authority in Germany. About 
this time ho published a poem, en- 
titled “ Otto der Schutz,” which has 
passed through several editions. He 
continu^'d to lecture at Bonn and 
Cologne until the revolution of 1848, 
'when hu embarked heart and soul in 
the liberal cause, and was elected a 
member of tho Berlin Parliament, in 
which he supported the democratic- 
party. As the revolution progressed, 
ho became more enthusiastic in its 
cause, and joined a free corps. The 
insurgents, however, were scat- 
tered by the Prussian troops, and 
Dr. Kinkel was taken prisoner, tried 
by court-martial, and sentenced to 
incarceration for life. In tho latter 
part of 1850, aided by the courage 
and devotion of a former pupil, and 
the unwearied efforts of his wife, he 
iffeoted his escape, landing at Edin- 
bnxgh, Deo. 1. After visiting the 
United States, he took up his resmnee* 
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in London, acting as a Professor of 
German Literature and a Lecturer on 
History and the Fine Arts. 

KIP, The Right Rev. Wilciam 
Inguahah, B.D., a bishop of the 
American Protest. Episcopal Church, 
was born in New York, Oct. 3, 1811, 
and was educated in that state. 
Having graduated at his college, he 
entered Orders, and became incum- 
bent of St. Peter^s Church, Albany. 
Ho has Written “ The Lenten Past,” 
** Christmas Holidays in Romo,” a 
“ History of the Early Jesuits,” 

Missions in North America,” a 
work on Romanism and Protestant- 
ism, which has become a standard 
hook of its kind, entitled " The 
Double Witness of the Church,” and 
*' The Catacombs of Rome.” Ho. 
was, in 1863, consecrated Missionary 
Bishop of California, in which state 
he has since resided. 

KIRWAN, Andiikw Valentine, son 
of tho late I'humas Kirwaii, Esq., 
of Well Park, J.P., bom in 1801, was 
called to the Irish Bar in 1825, and 
to tho English Bar in 1828, and prac- 
tised at both till 1855, when ill-health 
compelled him to relinquish tho pro- 
fession. Ho contributod, when a law 
stndont, to the N&io Monihhj Maga^ 
z.ine, and subsequently to tho 
lianimtary Ji^vieiv, AthcnceuWj the 
Foreign and British Quarterly lie- 
vimvs, and other periodicals. He 
is the author of tho article “ Franco” 
in the “ Encyclopaedia Britannica,” 
and has contributed to the ** Diction- 
naire de la Conversation,” and to 
more than one French political jour- 
nal. He has written tlic “ Ports, 
Arsenals, and Dockyards of France,” 
originally published in the Times, 
and a scries of articles in the same 
journal, on the ** Army and Garrisons 
of Franco,” which was published 
separately in 1841. He was appointed 
in 1840, by the Court of Exchequer, 
a Commissioner on behalf of the 
proprietors of the Times, to take the 
evidence of the various bankers in 
the fhmons case of ** Bogle v, Lawson,” • 
in most of the cities of Europe. Mr< j 
Kirwan, who has written on foreign | 


politics and legal snlgects in the 
Marnvng Herald, Chronicle, and Jlfom- 
ing Post, product a work on Modern 
Franco, its Journalism and Litera- 
ture,” published in 1863 ; and a 
volumo called Host and Guest : a 
Book about Dinners,” in 1864. Mr. 
Kirwan famished practice cases to 
the Jurist between 1834 and 1844, 
and produced, in conjunction with tho 
late Mr. Carrington, two volumes of 
Nisi Prius Reports. 

KISSELEFF, Count Paul Dmitbe. 
viTCH, general and diplomatist, bom 
at Moscow in 1788, entered the mili- 
tary service at tho age of sixteen, 
and made his first campaign in the 
war which terminated with the treaty 
of Tilsit in 1607. As aide-de-camp 
to tho emperor Alexander 1., he 
accompanied him to the Congress 
of Vienna, and to tho second entry of 
the allies into Paris. Intrusted with 
several delicate missions in the in- 
terval, he was rewarded, on his return 
to his conntiy, with the grade of 
Major-General. Under tho emperor 
Nicholas I. he continued in favour, and 
in 1828 was called to concert with 
Diobi tsch tho second campaign against 
the Turks, in which ho took an active 
pari. He directed the passage of the 
Danube under tho fire of the enemy, 
and was promoted to the i*ank of 
Lieut.- General. On his return to St. 
Petersburg, he was made General-in- 
Chief, and a member of the Superior 
Council of the empire. After the 
peace of 1856 he was appointed 
Russian ambassador to France, a post 
a long time held by his younger 
brother, Nicholas, with whom he has 
often been confounded, and he retired 
in Deo., 1862, on account of fkiling 
health. 

KLAPKA, George, bom at Temos- 
war, April 7, 1820, entered the army 
at the age of eighteen, was at first 
attached to the ariilleiy, and com- 
pleted his military ^ucation at 
Vienna. Sent, in 1847, into a frontier 
regiment, he was disgusted with the 
profbssion, and resigmsd. He was 
about to travel abroad ^hen the 
revolntion of 1848 broke out» and he

resumed the professionof arms. Fight- 
ing against Austria, lie took com- 
mand of a company of Honveds, and 
distinguished himself in tho war 
against the SeiTions. Towards the 
close of 1848 he was chief of the 
staff of Gen. Kis, and after tho defeat 
of Kaschau (Jan. 4, 1849), replaced 
Messaros at the head of his carps 
Under Kossuth he was 
Minister at War, and entered com- 
pletely into the views of the govern- 
ment of the Revolution. Quitting 
the ministry, ho took command of 
Comorn, and vainly ondeavoured to 
reconcile Kossuth and Gdrgei. After 
the unfortunate capitulation of Vilagos 
(Aug. 13, 1849), Klapka maintained 
liimself heroically in Comorn, and 
menaced Austria and Styria until he 
heard of tho alleged defection of 
Gdrgci. In Sep., 1849, a conventhm 
was signed between the defenders 
of the place and Gen. Haynau, and 
Klapka went into exile, first in Lon- 
don, and afterwards in Switzerland 
and Italy.’ His Memoirs,*’ published 
at Leipsio in 1850, were followed by 
** The National War in Hungary and 
Transylvania,” in 1851 . In tho. unfor- 
tunate arrangements set on foot by 
Garibaldi for the attempt on Borne, in 
1862, when he sought to excite tho 
Hungarians to take the field, a judi- 
cious counter proclamation from Klap- 
ka, pointing out the headlong temerity 
and rashness of tlie undertaking, kept 
them quietly in their homes. 

KNIGHT, Chableb, publisher and 
author, bom in 1791, at Windsor, in 
partnership with his fathorj a book- 
seller, established in 1811 the Wh}d8at 
and Eton Express, which he continued 
to edit till 1827, and at the same time 
printed the Etonian, In connection 
with Mr. Locker, Commissioner of 
GreenwiohHospital, he edited thePlain 
EngUshman, which was published 
monthly imd82Qr%, being the first 
attempt to produce cheap literature 
fuai improving character. lu 1822 
he renhoved toKll Mall East, London, 
where he published several import- 
ant works ; amongst them Milton’s 

Christian Boetrine” -in. Latin and 


English, edited by Hr. Sumner, Bishop 
of Winchester, and “Horace Walpole’s 
Letters to Lord Hertford.” His con- 
nection and friendship with some ef 
the Eton scholars who contributed to 
the Etonian, led to the commencement, 
in 1822, of a magazine on a more 
extended plan, under the title of 
Knights 8 Qaartarly Magazine, in which 
several of Macanlay’s earlier pro- 
dnotiouB appeared. In 1827 he be- 
came the ..editor and publdhor of 
several of the works of tho Useful 
Knowledge Society, tho “ British 
Almanack,” and “ Companion to tlio 
Almanack,” and the “ Library of 
Entertaining Knowledge.” In 1832 
ho commenced the editorship and 
publication of tho Penny MaycLzine, 
which he continued for eleven years ; 
and in 1838 he commenced tho 
“ Penny Cyclopoedia,” a work in the 
course of which forty thousand pounds 
were expended by him for original 
contributions, lilr. Knight is the 
author of “ William Shakspere, a 
Biography;” and he edited tho “Pic- 
torial Shakspere.” Ho published 
tw'o pamphlets, “ Tho Struggles of a 
Book against Exoeasivo Taxation,” 
and “ The Case of tho Authors as 
regards the Paper Duty;” and the 
public are indebted to him for his 
assistance in obtaining tho removal 
of the cippressivo duty on paper. 
“ Once upon a Time,” published in 
1853, consists of a collection of papers, 

I many of whioii w^ore contributions 
to various periodicals; and “ Know- 
ledge is Power,” published in 1855, 
is a re-issuo, with largo additions, 
of two small volumes — “Results 
of Machinery,” and “ Rights of In- 
dustry,” which had a large circulation 
at a Umo when a spirit hostile to 
scientific progi'css and to the proper 
union of capital and labour, was 
too common amongst the producing 
classes. This indefatigable author 
edited, the “ English Cyclopmdia,” 
in twenty-two volumes, bas^ upon 
the “ Penny Cyclopesdia,” and -was 
for seven years engaged on his 
“ Popular Histoiy of England,” com- 
plete in 1862. New editions of both 
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of these works are in course of pub 
lioation. His '^Passages of a Working 
Life during half a Century,” of which 
the first volume was published in 
1863, the second in 1864, and the 
third in 1865, is an autobiography, 
referring more to persons literary and 
political with whom he has associated, 
than to his own private life. Mr. 
Charles Knight has compiled ** Half- 
Hours with tho Best Authors,” and 
“ Half-Hours of English History,” 
of which new editions have been re- 
cently published, and is conducting 
through the press anew edition of the 
“ Pictorial Shakspore.” In 18G6 he 
published a new compilation, entitled 
” Half-Hours with tho best Lettor- 
Writers,” and during the same year a 
new edition of “Knowledge is Power ” 
made its appearance. 

KNIGHT, John PiiESCorr, K. A., son 
of Knight the comedian, was bom at 
Stafibrd in 1803, and became a clerk 
in a West India merchant’s offico in 
Mark-lane. Tho failure of this firm 
altered his plan of life. Having shown 
sorno taste for drawing, ho was placed 
by his father for a time under Mr. H. 
Sass and Mr. G. Clint. His fathoi^s 
death again threw him on his own 
sources, but he fought the battle of 
life gallantly against adverse circum- 
stances, and began to exhibit portraits 
at the Academy about 1827. He was 
elected an Associate in 1836, attained 
tho full honours of tho Academy in 
1844, and was appointed Secretary to 
the Royal Academy before the term 
of his two years’ service as Member 
of Council hod expired. Mr. Knight’s 
famo as an artist rests inoro par- 
ticularly on his success as a portrait- 
painter. 

KNOX, Dr. (See Down^ Connor, 
AND Dromore, Bishop of.) 

KOBELL, Franz von, mineralogist 
and poet, bom at Munich, July 19, 
1803 ; was educated in his native 
town, where, at the ago of twenty- 
three, he was appointed to an assistant- 
profesBOTship of mineralogy. The 
publication of his “ Characteristics of 
Minerals,” in 1830-31, obtained for 
him the appointment of Titular Pro- 


fessor; and he has written several 
works on the science of mineralogy. 
His poems have been received with 
great favour by the public. The 
** Gedichte in Ober-Bayerischer Mnn- 
dart,” published in 1849, and his 
“ Gedichte in Pfolzischer Mundort,” 
are extremely popular. He published 
“ Hochdeutsohe Gedichte,” a collec- 
tion of poems in pure German, in 1852. 
Herr von Kobell has been decorated 
with several orders, in rocogpiition of 
his scientific lectures. 

KOCH, Karl Heinrtch Emmanuel, 
naturalist and traveller, bom at 
Weimar in 1809, studied the natural 
sciences and medicine at Wurzburg 
and Jena. In 1836 ho undertook a 
scientific journey to Southern Russia, 
the result of which was his interesting 
work, “ A Journey across Russia to 
the Isthmus of the Caucasus,” pub- 
lished in 1842-3. On his return to 
Jena he was a]>pointed Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Botany, and in 1843 set qut 
again to explore Turkey, Armenia, tho 
Pontns, tho Caspian Sea, and the Can- 
casns, in order to collect the materials 
of a work entitled, “Wanderings in 
the East,” which appeared in 1846-7. 
The third volume, under tho title 
“ Tho Crimea and Odessa,” hod been 
in part published when the war in the 
East brake out. Koch has written a 
number of works on various subjects 
in natural history, and publish^ in 
1851 an excellent map of the “ Cauca- 
sian Isthmus,” with explanatory notes 
on tho political, ethnographical, bo- 
tanical, and geognostio state of the 
country. 

KOCK, Charles-Paul de, novelist, 
the son of a Dutch banker, who 
perished on the .scaffold during the 
Revolution, was bom at Passy in 
1794, and at on early age devoted 
himself to literatore. His first novel, 

“ L’Enfant de ma femme,” written 
when he was only seventeen, and 
published in 1812, was a failure ; but 
this did not discourage him, and he 
continned to write vaudevilles, melo- 
dramas, Ac., for the minor theatres^ 
nntil he brought himself into pubtio 
notice. In 1820 he again / 
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iiotdl-wiitiagy : and has pvbdaoed a States, where he remained four years,

An edition of his works of 
Hotion, published in 1844^ consists of 
fifty-six volumes. In fhot, he has been 
a most prolific writor both for the 
reading public and the stage. 

KOHL, John Geoboe, writer and 
traveller, was bom at Bremdn, April 
28, 1808, whore his father was a 
marohant. Having studied soienca 
in his native town, and law in the 
universities of Gottingen, Heidelberg, 
emd Hnnioh, he ebtained, on the death 
of his father, in 1832, the post of 
piivatd;ftiA)r in the family of the 
Baron do Hantouffel, in Courlond, 
and afterwords in that of Count 
Medan, situations which occupied 
him for five years. After this he 
travelled over Idvonia, visited a great 
pprt of Bussia, aii^ returning to 
Germany in 1838, settled at Dresden, 
‘whence he made those journeys to 
Torious parts of Europe which haVOv 
sinee rendered his name as a traveller 
so fismUto. Amongst tbe numerous 
works ij^tteh by him, may be meu> 
tioned Hkatobes aUd Fiotuma in St.

Bonian Institute at Washington, two 
treatises on the Migis and ChsirtB of 
the Npw World at different periods, 
and Wjbte as a supplemehtal volume 
to Hakluyt’s great work, a descriptive 
catalognb of all maps, 'charts, and 
surveys relating to America. In 
1861 he published a History of, and 
Commentary on, Two Maps of the 
Now World, made in Spain at the 
oommencement of the reign of the 
Emperor Charles V/' , Mr. Kohl, who 
has lectured before vorioas learned 
societies, has written some works of 
a more purely scientific nature. A 
translation of his ” History of the 
Disooveiy of America” was published 
in England in 1862. 

KOBALEK,^ Philipp, teacher of 
mathematics to the imperial prince 
of France, was bom of Jewish parents, 
about *18^, at Kallin, in Bohemia. 
Excluded in his Qjvn country from 
the post of a teacher by his nationality 
and creed, he betook himself to Paris, 
where his mathematical skill and 
prodigious memoiy brought him under 
the ociguiifanoc of the emperor of the 
French, who eventually appointed him 


ttfteff to the heir o^ho French crown. 
The German and (the French papers 
a^ fit'issueaS towhomthn merit of the 
discovery of the branch of mathema- 
tioal^oiencewhioh hasbeen Koralek’s 
eptoialty is dpe, the former attribut- 
ing to M. Arago, and the latter to the 
late M. 0.

' : KOSSUTH, Louis, ex-Govemor of 
Hungm^, ^as bom Sep. 16, 18Q2, at 
M<mQk»‘ in the oounty of v2^plin, 
whei^ his fhther was a sml^ owner, 
of the noble oloss. Louis was edn- 
dated'At the Brptes^nt College of 
Sohaxfieehp 9 ,tack,.wi^ he qualified 
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eat^ obtained hia diploma in 1896, 
and jn 1880 became agent to the 
Gonntess Saapoiy, and aa such aat in 
the Comital Aeaembly. At the 
^twenty-aeiren he t^k hia amt in 
the National Diet of Freabnrg, as 
representative of ft> magnskte*. He 
published reports of the proceedinga 
of this assembly pn Utho^phed^ 
sheets, until they were suppressed 
by the govamment, and afbei^rds in. 

The government, which 
determined not to allqw r^rta^of 
parliamentaiy debates to become our« 
rent in Hiingafy, prosecuted him for 
high treason; and in 1889 he was, 
sentenced to four ycor^ imprison- 
ment. After about a year and a half 
of confinement, he was liberated under 
an act of amnesty. In Jan., 1841, he 
became cUef editor of tho Iltrlap, a 
newspaper pnbliahed at Feath. ’Hia 
influence wim bia countrymen steadily 
increased until, in March, 1848, he 
ontorod Vienna with at deputation to 
urge tho claims of his country upon 
the government, and rotumed to 
Fresburg as Miniater of Finance. 
Under his influence tho internal re- 
forms which ho had advocated were 
curried out ; thoF last remains of the 
oppressive feudal system were swept 
away, and the poas^ts were declared 
free from all soignorial . claims, the 
country undertakiiig to indemnify the 
landlorda. The I}iet was dissedyed; 
and a new Diet summoned for July £, 
by which Kossuth was. created Go- 
vernor of Hungary, and hold t^at 
post during the civil war of 1848-9^ 
After the efforts of the HungarianB 
had been crushed ma^ly by the: aid 
of Bussian armed * inturVention, 
Kossuth was coropollcid to retiro to 
Turkey.. He reached' Shumla with 
Bern, Dembinski, ^hrczel, Guyon, and 
5,000 men, and was appointed « resi- 
dence in Widdin. Austria and^nss^ 
wished the refugees to be given U]^ 
in wlduh case they would probably 
have been. ezeeuM.

The.refbgeea were removed to Ku- 
tahia» in Adhii 'Hihor, where they re- 
mained prisoners nntil Aug. 22^ 1851. 
Kossuth left Kttttidiia Sep. 1, and 
after touching at Speszia, called at 
HarseUles, but was refhaed permis- 
sion tp travel through Fxunoe. Hav- 
ing been hospitably received at Gib- 
raltar and at Lisboii, he reached 
Southampton Oct. 28, liailed for tho 
United States Nov. 21, and made a 
tour, antating in fayour of Hun- 
gary. He soon returned ta Eng- 
land, where ‘ he has since resid^, 
.occupying himself ohiefly in writing 
for newspapers, nnd deliveiiag lec- 
tures against the house of Habsburg- 
One of the last occasions •on which his 
name was brought prominently before 
the public, was in I860, when *the 
Austrian government instituted a suc- 
cessfhl process against Messrs. Day 
and Sons for lithographing sever^ 
millions of bank notes for circulation 
in Hungaiy, signed by Kossuth, as 
gesrernor of that countiy. In Nov., 
1861, he published in the Mi^s^eremza, 
an lUlian journal, a long letter, set- 
ting forth the situation of Hungary, 
and urging the Italians to oommosce 
war a^inst Austria, with the view of 
enabling' the Hungarians to •develop 
their strongtli against that power; 
issued an infiammatoxy address, to 
the Himgarians^ June 6> 1866, and 
after the close of the war of that 
year advised the Hungarians isgect 
the concessions oCeh^’ by 'Francis 
Joseph. He was elected deputy for 
Waitzen, Ang. ^ 1867* ; *

1846 M. Kiioken resided in Paris, 
where he took lessons of Haldvy, and 
composed his opera, **The Pretender/* 
as well as seve^ romances, to six of 
which Henry Heine famished words. 
Among his compositions may be cited, 
& addition to operas, five sonatas, for 
piano and violin, and one hnndred and 
twenty songs and ballads, the words 
of many of which have been translated 
into English. He obtained in 18'18 the 
first prize at sevend German philhar- 
monic societies, and in 18&2 the three 
prizes for song mnsio ofibred at. the 
Antwerp musical and was until 
lately oapell-meister to the king of 
Wiirtemberg. 

KUNG, Yih-sqo, Pfii^GE OF, Regent 
of the empire ^f Ohina during the 
miuority of his iiephew, was appointed 
to that post bp the death of his 
brother Kcen-Fung, Aug. 22, 1851. 
The first time he becamo known to 
the British was in. the diplomatic 
disputes which occurred alter the 
last war with^Ohina. He was ap- 
pointed absolute plenipotentiary to 
negotUth a treaty, and it is only faif 
to hiljt to add that tbi^ treaty has 
been sompulotisly kept, pe haS done 
muck to extend the resdpreos of his 
country. 

KUPER, SiK 'A ugustus TiS()PO]:.T>, 
X.0.B.$ Rear-Admiral R.N., the fourth 
soil of the late Rev. Witlli4m Kuper, 
B^p., who was .cdiaplaifi to her Ma- 
jesty the lato Queen Dowager^ was 
borp in 1809^ and entered the Royal 
Havy in 1823* He aaw somb active 
servioa on the Sonth Americall and 
Mediterranean stations, and in 1841 
served with distinctiofi in China, 
where he took an active part in the 
operations at Canton. He became 
Commander in 1839, Captariwm* 1841, 
attained flag rank in 186l/and wm 
appointed,' in 1861, Cominabdei^-iu. 
Chief on the East Indian and China 
stationi with temporary rank of Vioe- 
Admiw, end in that capacity super- 
intendied the ofterations oh the coast 
of Japan in 18l#> for which successful 
serriceB he was^i^^ a IC.C.B. 

KYNASTOH, Tlii Rnv. Hebbxb^, 


D.D., son of the late Roger Kynaston, 
Esq., a member of the family of Ky- 
naston of Gnltra, .oo. Down, bom at 
Warwick in 1809, was educated at 
Westminster, and thence elected stu- 
dent of Christ Church, Oxford, whero 
he graduated B.A. in 1831, taking a 
first class in classics. Having acted 
for some years as tutor of Christ 
Church, and having taken orders in 
1834, he was appointed, in 1838, High 
Master of. St. Paul’s School, London, 
which post he still continnes to hold, 
in addition to a small living in tho 
city of London and a prebendal stall 
in Si:. Paul’s Cathedral. Dr. Kynas- 
ton has been a Select Preacher in the 
University of Oxford, and is known 
as the author of “ Miscellaneous 
Poetiy,” published in 1841; and of 
'‘Damjani’s Gloiy of Paradise/’ &o.

LABOR DE (CoiiTE x>£), LioN- 
E3unubl-Simon-J69Eph, travolleriind 
archaeologist, member of the Insti- 
tute, born at Paris, Junerl2, 1807, is 
the son of Alexandre de Laborde, 
known for his devotion to the arts. 
Xi^eriting his father’s taste, at tho 
age of twenty-one he undertook a 
journey to Arabia Petrsea, in the 
coni’se of which he filled his port- 
folib Witll bketohes, and on his re- 
turn to EuiDpe, in 1830, published 
' is observations. The snccess of this 
work indneed. him to embark iu an- 
other enterprise, and the “Voyage 
on Orient,” got ujv with great taste, 
ameaxBd in 1838-55. The history 
or the arts nekt attracted his at- 
tention, and in 18to he commenced a 
Histoirede la Gra^rb en Manibre 
Noire, et sen^ Application h I’lmpri- 
merie.” In 1840 he ancocedbd to all 
tlie honours of his father^ in 1841 was 
elected a deputy, and in 1842 took 
Ina^plaCo in the Academy of Inscrip- 
Mons and the Belles-Lettres. In 
1847 he was appointed Curator of 
the Antiquities in the Louvre, a 
poBition.wbich he held until the Be- 
'olution of Fob., 1848. After a jour- 
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into the Netherlands^ he pnblished 
a catalogue of the artists of that 
conntiy under tho dnkos of Burgundy, 
and commenced a work intended to 
show the state of tho arts and of indus- 
try in France and the Low Countries 
in the 15th century, under the title 
“ Lea Dues de Bourgogne.*’ He has 
published several works, and contri- 
buted to the Revue des Lexus Moxides, 
&c. He was promoted Officer of the 
Legion of Honour, April 26, 1847; 
was a member of the commission to 
the Great Exhibition London ; was 
restored, in 1851," to his former post, 
as Curator of the Antiquities in the 
Louvre, which, in consequence of 
differences with the administration, 
he resigned in 1854, and was ap- 
pointed Director-general of tho 
chivos of the Empire in March, 1856. - 

LABUAN (QisHor of), The Kioirr 
Bev. Feancis Thomas McDougall, 
D.C.L., bom in 1817, was educated for 
the medical profession at King’s Col- 
legOigJLondon, where he obtained the 
gold medal in 1837. He became a 
member and a fellow of tho College 
of Surgeons, find Demonstrator of 
Anatomy at ^ng’s College ; but, aban- 
doning his profession, ontoied at Mag- 
dalen Hall, Oxford, where he receiv^ 
tho honora^ degree of M.A. in 1845, 
and afterwards that of D.C.L. He was 
ordained in 1845, and having h^d 
several curacies in tho dioceses of 
Norwich and London, proceeded with 
Sir J. Brooke as chief missionary to 
Borneo in 1847, and was consecrated 
to the bishoprio of Labuon, in that 
island, in 1865. {p that capacity his 
knowledge of me^cine and physicid. 
science h^as boon of tho greatest ser- 
vice, in facilitating the progress of 
mlBsionary snterprise, and conse- 
quently of ciidlization. 

LACBOIX, P^UL, who* writes under 
the pseudonym of tho ** Bibliophile 
Jacob,V bom at Paris, ^ek 27, 1806, is 
tho author of a series of novels and 
romances, vfhich derive their inter^t 
from the curions details of .book- ' 
Imowledge on which they are fonnded. ' 
He was appointed Curator pt the Li- 
braxy of the Arsenal in Paris in 1855, 


was^derorated with the Legion of 
Honour in 1836, and promoted Grand 
Officer Jan. 8, i860. M. Paul Lacroix 
has contributed to numerous jouruals, 
has written dramas, and has distin- 
guished himself as an archeoologist. . 

LACY, Walter, bom at the ooni^ 
menoement of tho centniy, after con- 
siderable experience at Edinburgh, 
Glasgpw, M^chester, and the pro- 
vinces, made his first appearance in 
London, as Charles Surface, in Sheri- 
dan’s “ School for Scandal,” Ang. 2, 
1838. In the following summer Mr. 
Lacy married Miss Taylor, who 
achieved considerable snocess in the 
characters of Lady Teasle, Bosalind, 
Ophelia, &o. After mmaining at the 
Haymarket for three years, Mr. Laoy 
transferred his sonioes to Covenfe 
Garden, and of le^te years has added 
to his Well-eatablishad reputation by 
his performance of TOcentrio oharac- 
tors, having appeped with snocess as 
Malvolio, Tonchs&no, Tony Lumpkin, 
Acres, and Goldfinch. 

LA GUBBONNIBB®; (lbVicomtb 
DS), Louis-Btienee-Abthue, senator, 
whose name hasof lateypars uttainod 
celebrity as the literary ” qoU)^ra- 
teur” of Napoleon Hi., is the smon of 
one of the .most distinguished. legi- 
timist families of Ff^l^e. Bom in 
1816, he entered a^te' life just at 
that period when drance,^ impatient 
of the rule of her Citizen King, was 
intent on reviving glories of the 
first empire. Debarred by the tra- 
ditions of his family from seeking a 
Career under the Orleonist regime, 
he ifound in the columns of the Avemr 
Nixtional, a weekly paper of Limoges, 
a medium for the exposition of his 
somewhat. v.myBtio political views. 
Whilst tbu engaged, ho attracted the 
attention^ M. de Lamartine, and laid 
the fbnndktton of a friendship which 
conduced^ to. his literary snccess. 
After the BevpluHpn of Feb., 1848, 
M. .de Lamart^ gave him a post 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affa^i 
and having retired with his chief, 
he ^sisted in the direotion of the 
Piiblic, and on* its extinction, 
joined tho staff ii the Preeae, The 
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sooialistio tendenciefl of its pTOpriG< 
tor, M. Bmile de Girardin, haVing 
oansed differences which led to a se- 
paration, H. de la Gn^ronnihre became 
editor^of the Po^s, where he was again 
associated with M. de Lamartine, its 
political director. This connection, 
however, Was severed by a difference 
of opinionrespeoting the character and 
tendencies of Lonis Napoleon^ then 
president of the republic, of whom 
M. de la Gucronni^re was an onthu- 
siastio admirer, and during the dic< 
tatorship which followed the coup 
d*iiat, he was selected as the lite- 
rary advocate and exponent of Lcs 
Id^es Napol^niennes.'’ In addition to 
the official distinction which he enjoys 
as a member of the Senate and a 
Commander of the Legion of 'Honour, 
he is a member of the Council of 
State, and Present of the Council- 
General of the department of the 
Haute-Yienne. It, is generally be- 
lieved that the three pamphlets ** Na- 
poleon III. ct VAngleterre,” “ Napo- 
leon III. et I’ltalie,” and ** Le Pape et 
le Congr^s,’* were the joint production 
of ie vicomto de la Gueronniere and 
his imperial master. He was deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honour in 
Aug., 1852, was promoted Grand 
Officer soon after, and took the direc- 
tion of La Frcmce Aug. 1, 1862. 

' LAING, Samuel, M.P., son of Mr. 
Samuel Laing, of Rapdale, co, Orkney, 
and nephew of Mr. Malcolm Laing, 
author of a "Histoiy of Scotland,” 
bom in 1810, was ^uoated at St. 
John's College, Cambridge, where he 
took his B.A. degree in 1832, being 
second wrangler and second Smith’s 
prizman. He was elected a Fellow 
of St. John’s, resided in the university 
as a mathematical tutor, and entered 
at Lincoln’s Inn, where ho was called 
to the Bar in 1840, and soon after be- 
C^e private secretary to Mr. Labou- 
effiere, ^en President of the Board of 
TrSidif. Upon the formation of the 
B^^y;depaitment,he was appointed 
seidiWiy and th^ceforth distiu-i 
gbls^ in railway legislc^on 

phder soccesBive presidencies of the 
of In 1844 he proved 


the results of his ei^erienoe ia A 
Beport on British and Foreign Bail- 
ways,” gave much valuable evidence 
before a committee of the Commons 
upon railways, and to his sng^stions 
the humbler classra are mainly m- 
debtod for the convenience of parlia- 
mentary trains at a minimum rate of 
payment of one penny por mile. In 
1845 Mr. Laing was nominated a 
member of the Bailway Commission, 
presidod ovor by Lord Dalbousie, and 
drewnpthe chief reports on the railway 
schemes of that period. Had his re- 
commendations been followed, much 
of the commercial crisis of 1845 would, 
as has since been proved, have been 
averted. Tho reports of tho com- 
mission having been rejected by Par- 
liament, the commission was dissolved, 
and Mr. Laing, who resigned his post 
at the Board of Tn^e, returned to 
practice at tho Bar. In 1848 he 
accepted the post of chairman and 
managing director of tho Brighton 
Bailway Company, and under his 
administration the passenger traffic 
of tho line was in five years nearly 
doubled. In 1852 he became chair- 
man of the Crystal Palace Company, 
from which he retired in 1855, as well 
as from the chairmanship of tho 
Brighton Bailway Company. In July, 
1852, Mr. Laing yroa returned in the 
Liberal interest for the Wick district, 
which ho represented till 1857, and 
having bf?en re-elected in April, 1859, 
resigned in Oct., 1860, on proceeding 
to India as Finance Minister, in place 
of the late Mr. James Wilson, and was 
once more elected in July, 1865. Mr. 
Laing, who was Financial Secretary to 
the l^asmy from Juno, 1859, till Oct., 
18^, again accepted tho chairman- 
ship of the Brighton Bailway in 1867. 

lAlBD, Joun,M.P., eldest son of the 
late Mr. Wm. Laird, of Birkenhead, 
and brother of tho late Maeg^regor 
Laird (the African explorer andfounder 
of steam navigation with Africa),bom 
at Greenock, Scotland, in 1805, was 
head of the firm of Laiid. A Sons, iron 
shipbuilders, for many yeax| prior to 
1861, when he retired. He has been 
an active promoter of the docks and 
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other pnblic works at Birkenhead, and 
is one of the four nominees appointed 
by the Government as tmstees of the 
Mersey Docks and Harbonr Board. 
Mr. Laird, who is a Magistrate and 
Depnty-Lientenant for Cheshire, was, 
in Dec., 1861, elected the first mem- 
ber for Birkenhead, in the Conserva- 
tive interest, on the orection of that 
rising and populous seaport town into 
a Forliamentaiy constituency, and 
takes an active part in tho debates on 
shipping and naval affairs. He was 
re-elected in July, 1865. 

LAKE, CoL. Hknuy Atwrll, C.B., 
a distinguished officer of tho Indian 
army, tliircl son of the late Sir Samuel 
William Lako, Bart., bom about 1809, 
was appointed to tho Madras Engi- 
neers in 1826, attained the rank of 
Captain in 1842, and of Lieutenant- 
Colonel in Nov., 1855. Ho gavo up a 
valuable post in India for service in 
Turkey at the outbreak of tho Bnssian 
war, and volunteered to go, on a re- 
duced salary, to Kars, where ho 
rendered valuable services to Gen. 
Williams, by whose side ho stood 
throughout the hard-pressed siege, 
and by his skill rendered the fortress 
almost impregnable, so that ho was 
called by the Bussians ** tho English 
Todleben.” The surrondor of this for- 
tress, owing not to the superior skill or 
strategy of Mouravieif, but to the 
failure of tho promised support from 
Constantinople, was severely criticised 
inPai'liamont. Col. Lake accompanied 
his chief as a prisoner of war to Bus- 
sia, whore he was honourably treated, 
and on the conclusionof peace returned 
to England, and published, in 1856, 
an account of his Eastern reminis- 
cences, entitled “ Kars and our Cap- 
tivity in Bussia.” * Ho was nominated 
an A.D.C. to her Majesty in 1857, 
and was afterwards appointed to a 
military command in Ireland. 

LAKE, The Bev. William Ciiables, 
M.A., sou of Capt. Lake, bom in Jan., 
1817, was educated at Bugby under 
Dr. Arnold, whence he was elected, in 
1834, to a scholarship at Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, and took first-class ho- 
nours in classics. He obtained tho ; 


Latip Essay, became Fellow and Tutor 
of his College, Proctor, and Assistant 
Preacher and Pnblic Examiner in 
classics and in modern history^ Lord 
Pamnnre named him member Of a 
commission to inquire into the state 
of military edneation in France, Prus- 
sia, Austria, and Sardinia, and, con- 
jointly with Col. Yollond, B.E., he sub- 
mitted, in 1856, a report on tho subject 
to both Houses of Parliament. He 
was again appointed, in 1858, member 
of tho royal commission under the 
presidency of tho late duke of How- 
castle, to report on the state of popu- 
lar education in England ; in 1858 was 
presented by his college to tho living 
of Iluntspill, Somerset; was appointed 
by tho bishop of London preacher at 
the Chapel Boyal of Whitehall, and 
was made prebendary of Wells. 

L AKEMAN, SiaSTEriiEN Baktlett, 
son of Stephen Lakeman, Esq., of 
Gran^-Wood Hall, Leicostershire, 
desceiidod from a Dutch family that 
came over to England with William 
III., was born in 1825, and having re- 
ceived his education at the College of 
Louis le Grand in Paris, graduated in 
that university. He received the 
honour of knighthood in 1853 for his 
gallant services with the Waterkloof 
Bangers, which ho raised and com- 
manded during the Kafir war of 1852 ; 
and ho aflorwords saw some active 
service with tho Turkish army in the 
East in 1854-5, more especially in the 
Dannbian provinces. He holds the 
rank of a lieutenant-general in the 
Turkish service. 

LAMABTINE, Alphonse-Masie- 
Louis Prat de, poet and historian, 
was bom at MAcon, Oct. 21, 1790. 
His family name is I^at, bnt he adop- 
ted that by which he is best known, 
after his maternal uncle, Lamartine, 
who left him a considerable legacy. 
His father was an officer of cavalry 
under the Bourbons. During the Bcign 
of* Terror, M. de Lamartine’s family 
retired to on obscure estate at Milly, 
whence he was sent to complete his 
education at Bell^, in the College of : 
the Pbies de la Foi. After leaving 
this seminal^ he spent some tune at 
2 I 2 
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Lyons, made a short tour in Italy, 
and repaired to Paris* In 1818 ho 
went a second time to Italy, applied 
himself to poetry, and in 1820 pub- 
lished his Mutations Fo^tiquos,*' 
which won general admiration. This 
literary snocess led to his introduc- 
tion to a diplomatic career, and he 
became Attach^ to the Embassy of 
Ploronoe, where ho resided till 1825, 
and haring afterwards become Secre- 
tary to the Embassy in London, he 
married Miss Birch, an English lady 
of fortune, who died at Paris, May 
21, 1863. Having returned to Flo- 
rence as Charg^ d’ Affaires in 1829, 
ho published the collection of Har- 
monies Poctiques et Beligieusos,’* a 
brilliant defence of the throno and 
the altar, and the same year was 
elected member of the French Aca- 
demy. On tho eve of that rpvolution 
which drove tho Bourbons a second 
time from Franco, ho was nominated 
Minister Plenipotentiary of Greece. 
In 1832 he undertook a poetical pil- 
grimage to the East, whore he had tho 
misfortune to lose his oldest daugh- 
ter, Julia, and in 1835 imblislied 
the “Voyage en Orient,” a work which 
has been translated into English. 
Hearing at Jerasalem that ho had 
been elected Deputy for tho depart- 
ment du Nord, ho returned to Franco. 
At first he embraced tho Gonserva- 
tive cause, and supported M. Guizot ; 
but gradually adopted e.\tromo views. 
His poem “Jocelyn” appeared in 1835, 
followed by “ La Chute d*un Ango ” 
in 1838. The first instalment of his 
great work, in eight volumes, tho 
Histoire des Girondins,” appeal in 
1847. M. de Lamartine, who mingled 
fireely in political matters, took an 
aptive part in organizing tho reform 
banquets of Jan., 1848, and after tho 
revolntion in Fob. of that year, be- 
came a member of the Provisional 
Government as Minister for Foreign 
AiEKirB. His popularity for a short time 
was very great, and at the electiohof 
1848 he yna returned for no less than 
ten different departments. He was, 
with hifi coUeagnes, driven from power 
in June uf that year, and at the elec- 


tion of 1849 was not returned fur a 
single department. After- the cotfp 
d*dtat in Deo., 1851, he retired into 
private life. M. do Lamartine, who 
has been a prolific vmter, has written, 
amongst other works, in addition to 
those already noticed, “ Le Genie du 
Cliristianisme ; ” “Trois Mois du 
Pouvoir,” published in 1848 j “ His- 
toire do la Revolution de 1848,” in 
1849 ; “ Histoire do la Rostauration,” 
in 1851-63; “ Histoire de la Turqnio,” 
in 1854 ; and “ Histoire do la Russie,” 
in 1855. A complete edition of his 
works has been published, and many 
of them have been translated into 
English and other languages. 

LA MARMORA (Marquis de), 
born Nov. 17, 1804, entered tho Mili- 
tary Academy in 1816, and left it in 
1823, as Lieutenant of artillery. His 
gallantly in several otFairs during the 
war of indepondonoo, especially on 
tho heights of Pastringo, when, by a 
happy diversion in tho rear of tho 
Austrian army, ho enabled the Pied- 
montoBO to reform and dislodge tho 
enemy, gained for him tho rank of 
major. Ills firnmoss in tho midst of 
a popular agitation, which threatened 
to imperil tho person of Gharles- 
Albcrt, at Milan, caused La Marmora 
to bo appointed General of Bngado 
in 184-8, and in 1849 he was appointed 
to tho command of a corps de reserve. 
Having tried an intervention in Tus- 
cany, he received orders to cu-operato 
with the Sardinian army, which hod 
passed tho Ticino; but being at a 
distance from thet heatro of war, 
he did not arrive in time, and tho 
battle of Novara was lost. Victor 
Emanuel made him Minister of 
War and Lient.-General in 1849, and 
hpnr.dertook to reorganize tho Sar- 
dinian army, in spite of the clamour 
which rose on all sides against him. 
In 1855 he took command of tho 
division sent to oo-operatewith Franco 
and England in the Crimea, mate- 
rially aided the French in tho de- 
feat of the RasBiana on the Tcher- 
naya, and at the close of tho war he 
received the Order of the Bath and 
tho Grand Gross of tho Legion of 
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Hononr^ and again entered the mmis« 
trj of Gavour as Minister of War. In 
1861 ho sncceodod Gen. Gialdini as 
Commandor-in-Ghief of the troops of 
thfl king of Italy, in the autumn of 
1864 was chosen Pifemior, resigned 
in Dec., 1865, and was soon after 
induced to form a new ministry. He 
took part in the campaign against 
Austria in 1866. 

LAMBRUSGHINI, The Abb^ 
Raffaellr, a writer, chiefly on educa- 
tional subjects, born at Genoa, Aug. 
14, 1788, proceeded to Romo to pursue 
his ecclesiastical studies in 1805, and 
went to reside in Florence, where he 
actively pursued the study of agri- 
culture and political economy in 1812. 
Since 1880 he has devoted himself 
entirely to the cause of education, has. 
contributed articles to the Italian 
Anthology,” the ‘‘Tuscan Journal 
of Agriculture,” the “ Instructoi-^s 
Guido,” and to tlie Transactions of 
the Academie Gcorgophilos. His 
most important work, “On Educa- 
tion,” was published in 1849. The 
Abbe, who was elected a member of 
the National Assembly of 1848, and 
sat among the moderate Liberals, 
was appointed Inspector-General and 
Minister of IMblio Instruction in 
1866. 

LAMPSON, Sill Guutis Mibanda, 
Bart., bom in Vermont, United States, 
Sep. 21, 1806; came to England in 
1830, and was naturalized in 1848. 
Upon tlio formation of tho company 
for laying the Atlantic telegraph, in 
1856, ho was appointed one of tho 
directors, and became vice-chairman. 
The important aid rendered by him in 
tho great undertaking was acknow- 
ledged in a letter from Lord Derby to 
Sir Staflbrd Northcoto, who presided 
at tho banquet given at Liverpool, 
Oct. 1, 1866, in honour of those 
gentlemen who had taken an active 
part in tho laying of tho cable, and he 
was made a baronet Nov. 13, 1866. 
Sir Curtis Lamxison is deputy-governor 
of the Hudson Bay Company, and 
one of the trustees of the fund given 
by his friend Mr. Peabody for tho 
benefit of the poor of London. 


LANDSEER^ Chables, R.A., son of 
the late John Landseer, A.R.A. and 
F.S.A., and elder brother of Sir Ed- 
win Landseer, bom in 1799, having 
been instructed by his father, became 
one of Haydon’s pupils, and entered 
the schools of the Academy as a 
student in 1816. In early life he 
accompanied the late Lord Stuart do 
Rothesay to Portugal, and to Rio de 
Janeiro, on liis mission to negotiate a 
commercial treaty with Don Pedro I., 
for whom he made a large collection 
of drawings and sketches. In 1828 
ho exhibited at the Academy, “Doro- 
thea ; ” and at tho British Institution 
studies from Continental subjects — 
a “ Group of Portuguese Poosants,” 
and “ The Tyrolese Hunter ; ” but 
did not again exhibit at the Academy 
till 1832. His picture, ' “ Clarissa 
Harlowo in the Prison-room of tho 
SherilTs OflScor,”' is in the Vernon 
Gallcryj and the “ Plundering of 
Basing House,” and tho “ Battle of 
Langsidc,” led to his election as 
Associate of tho Academy in 1837. 
His pictures of tho “ Departure in 
Disguise of Charles II. from Colonel 
Lano's,” in 18^1*2, “ Tho Monks of 
Melrose,” in 1843, and tho “Return 
of tho Dove to the Ark,” in 1844, se- 
cumd the favour of Art Union prize- 
holders for £300, £400, and £300 
respectively. Elected R.A. in 1845, 
he succeeded Mr. Jones as “Keeper” 
of tho Academy in 1851. 

LANDSEER, SiK Edwiv, R.A., 
third and youngest son of the late 
John Landseer, A.B.A. and FiS.A., 
bom in London in 1802, excelled 
in the painting of animals while a 
boy, and became a student of tho 
Academy in 1816. He began to ex- 
hibit when little more than four- 
teen years of age, and bis earliest 
productions attracted attention, and 
gave great promise of future ex- 
cellence. Among the best-known 
of his nnmorons pictures ore the 
following, all of which have been 
exhibited at tho Royal Academy : — 

« A Highland Breakfast ; ” “ The 
Dmver’s Departure ; ” “ The Dog and 
the Shadow ; “ “A Fireside Party ; ” 
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“ There’s no Place like Homo ; ” 
“ The Twa Dogs;” “The Old Shep- 
herd’s Chief Mourner j ” “A Jock in 
Office;” “Tethered Rams “Sancho 
Panza and Dapple;” “The Angler’s 
Guard ; ” “ Suspense ; ” “ Coinioal 
Dogs “ Young lloobuck and Hough 
Hounds ; ” and “ Tho Eagle’s Nest.” 
All of tho aboTO-mentioned, as well os 
his famous compositions of “ War ” 
and “ Peace,” aro in tlio Sheepshanks 
Collection at South Kensington. 
Equally celebrated aro “ Holton Ab- 
bey in tho Olden Time ; ” “ Titania;” 
“Laying ^own the Law;” and “ The 
late Duke of Wellington, accom- 
panied by his Daughter-in-Law, 
visiting the Field of Waterloo.” In 
1858 ho exhibited “ Deer-Stalking,” 
the first of his largo drawings in 
chalk which have since become so 
popular ; in 1839 his picture of 
“ Doubtful Crumbs,” and “ A Kind 
Star;” in 1860 Ids “Flood in tho 
Highlands ; ” and in 1861 “ Tho 
Shrew tamed ; ” with three largo 
drawings in chalk; and more recently 
“ Windsor Park,” “ SquiiTcls Crack- 
ing Nuts,” and “ Man Pro})osos, but 
God Disposes,” a scene in tho Arctic 
regions. The majority of his com- 
positions have become popular os 
engravings. His grand bronze figure 
of the “ Stag at Bay” was in the S.A. 
Exhibition of 1866, and the four lions 
in bronze for the base of tho Nelson 
column, Trafalgar Square, for which ho 
received the commission from tho Go- 
vernment in 1859, were placed on tho 
pedestals and uncovered Jan. 31, 1867. 

LANDSEER, Thomas, elder brother 
of Sir Edwin and Chai'lcs Landseer, 
bom towards tho close of tho last 
century, has occupied for many years 
a .distinguished place as an engraver, 
and has constantly exhibited at the 
Boyid Academy. His finely-executed 
plfAe of Rosa Bonheur’s “Horse-fair,” 
published in 1861, added greatly to 
his reputation. His best engravings 
are after his brother’s pictures, of 
which he ^ managed to catch not 
onljr the spirit^ but even the style in 
which they are painted, giving almost 
the touches of the brush. 


LANE, Edwakd William, son of 
tho Rev. Theophilus Lane, LL.D., 
Prcbendaiy of Hereford, bom at 
Hereford in 1801, is a brother of Mr. 
R. J. Lane, A.R. A., and of Mrs. Poole, 
author of “ The Englishwoman in 
Egypt.” Ho was educated for tho 
Church, but a strong desire to visit 
eastern countries induced him to turn 
his attention to tho study of Arabic, 
and of somo branches of practical 
science necessary for a traveller. In 
1825 ho went to Egypt, and after 
having made two voyages up the Nile, 
mturned to England in 1828, and pre- 
pared for the proas a work on Egypt 
and Nubia, which tho late Mr. Murray 
announced for publication; but, thougli 
repeatedly advertised, it never ap- 
peared. Tho oommittoG of tho Society 
for tho Diffusion of Useful Knowledge 
liaving requested Mr. Lane to write 
a work, to bo published under their 
supcriutondence, on tho Maniiers and 
Customs of tho Modem Egyptians, ho 
went a second time to Egypt in 1833, 
and returned to E^land in 1835 with 
the work, winch was published in 1836. 
Soon after, Mr. C. Knight engaged him 
to undertake a new translation of “The 
Thonsaud and One Nights,” which 
was completed in 1841. Mr. Lane 
wrote a small volume of “ Selections 
from the Kur-an,” which was in- 
correctly printed, having been pub- 
lished when the author was abroad, 
and nnjiblo to correct tho proofs ; 
and aftPiwards undertook, under tho 
patronage of the duke of North- 
umberland. the compilation of an 
“ Arabic Lexicon,” and visited Egypt 
a third time in 1842, in order to avail 
himself of tho valuable stores in the 
libraries of some of the mosques of 
Cairo. On this occasion he was ac- 
companied by his sister (Mrs. Poole), 
with her two sons, and remained in 
Egypt until 1849, engaged in collect- 
ing the materials for the Lexicon, 
superintending their transcription, 
and translating. Lord RubboII, at 
t^t time Prime Minister, granted 
him an annual allowance of a hun- 
dred pounds from the Specif Service 
Fund, and it was continued by Lord

Aberdeen. The first part of his 
Lexicon was pnbliahed in 1868, when 
a civil-list pension of a hundred 
pounds was granted to him ‘*in 
testimony of its value/* and the 
second part in 1865. 

LANG, The Kev. John Dunmobe. 
D.D., bom at Largs, Ayrshire, about 
the commencement of the present 
century, emigrated to Sydney at an 
early age, and became Principal of tho 
Australian Colloge. Ho is the author 
of “ The History of New South 
Wales both as a Penal Sottlomont 
and as a British Colony,” published 
in 1834, being the first largo im- 
portant history of the colony, con- 
taining much accurate information 
respecting tho state of morals, religion, 
and oducation in that country, in tho 
earlier stages of its existence. This 
author has written several works on 
tlie colony. 

LANGDALE, The Hon. Ohakles, 
a younger son of tho 16th Lord 
Stourton, bom in 1787, was educated 
at tho Jesuits’ OoUfee at Stonyhurst, 
Lancashire, and assumed in 1815 the 
name of Langdale, on succeeding to 
the estates formerly held by the late 
Lord Langdale. He is a Magistrate 
and Deputy-Lieutenant for Yorkshire, 
and sat as one of tho members in 
the Liberal interest for Beverley, 
from Dec. 1832 till Jan. 1835, and for 
Kiiaresborough from July 1837 till 
June 1841. Ho is one of tho most 
influential leaders of the English 
Boman Catholic body, has taken on 
active part in tho spread of education, 
and in the introduction of the re- 
formate^ system among his co- 
religionists, and is tho author of 

Memoirs of Mrs. Fitzherbort,” 
published in 1866, and of several 
pamphlets, letters, Ac., on questions 
affecting the Roman Catholic Church 
in England. 

LANGENBECK, Maximilian, a 
German physician, son of a surgeon, 
well known by his anatomical works, 
studied medioine under the direction 
of his father, and became Professor 
in the TTniversity of Gdttingen. He 
has written ** CUnical Contributions j 


to the Domain of Surgery and Oph- 
thalmology,” published in 1840-50; 
” De la PoUce Midicalc,” in 1847, 
Ac. 

L ANGEVIN, The Hon. Hbct6r 
Louis, Postmaster-General of Canada, 
born in Quebec, Aug. 16, 1820, edu- 
cated at the college in his native city, 
studied law at Montreal, and was 
called to tho Bar in 1850. He was 
for some time chief editor of the 
M^larujcs Keliy ieux, a newspaper pub- 
lished tlirec times a wee^ at Montreal; 
was afterwards one of the editors of 
Le Courrier du Cmiada, a daily paper 
published in Quebec, and wrote 

Droit Administratif des Paroiscs, or 
Parochial Laws and Customs of Lower 
Canada,” published in 1862. Mr. 
Laiigovin, elected Mayor of Quebec in 
Dec. 1857, was re-elected in 1858 and 
1859, has filled the chair of the Insti- 
tut Canadicn, and has been President 
of the St. Joan Baptiste Society of 
Quebec. He was elected, Jan. 2, 1858, 
member of tho Provincial Parliament, 
by tho county of Dorchester, which 
ho continues to represent, and has 
always supported the Conservative 
party. In March, 1864, Mr. Lang^vin 
became Solicitor-General for Lower 
Canada, with a seat in the Cabinet in 
Sir E. P. Tache’s administration, and 
exchanged tho former post for the 
!^ostmaster-Generalship in Nov. 1866. 
He was one of the Canadian Dele- 
gates to the Conference at Prince 
Edward’s Island, on the question of 
the Confederation of the British 
North American Provinces in the 
summer of 1666, and afterwards to 
he Quebec Conference, and repaired 
to London with other commissioners 
towards the end of that year, in order 
to complete the arrangement. 

LANGIEWICZ, Marian, Polish 
general, bom Aug. 5, 1827, at Eroto- 
iczin, in Posen, studied at the nni- 
versitioB of Bredau and Prague, and, 
after some military service, travelled 
•n England, Italy, and France. In 
1860 he served in Garibaldi’s expe- 
dition; repaired to Poland, and took 
part in the insurrection of 1863. He 
wan soon after appointed general 
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by the national goyemment, repnlsed 
the BoBsians in seyeral sangainary 
battles, and assumed the Dictatorship. 
The Bussian goyemment having 
brought oyorwhelming forces against 
him, defeated his small aimy at 
Zagosz, March 17 and 18, and Lan- 
giowicz crossed the Vistula and took 
refuge in Austria. Having been kept 
a prisoner for some time, ho was 
released, and took refuge in Switzer- 
land in Feb. 1865. 

LANKESTEB, Edwin, M.D., 
LL.D.. F.B.S., born April 23, 1811., 
at Melton, Suffolk, and educated at 
Woodbridge, whore ho was apprenticed 
to a surgeon ; studied medicine from 
1834 till 1837 at University College, 
London, and in 1837 was made a 
Member of the College of Surgeons 
and Licentiate of the Apothoenries* 
Society. In 1839 ho visited the 
continent, and graduated at Heidel- 
berg; in 1843 became Lecturer on 
Materia Medica and Botany at the St. 
George’s School of Medicine ; in 1844 
Secretary to the Bay Society; and in 
1845 was elected Follow of tho Boyal 
Society. In 1850 he was appointed 
Professor of Katural History, New 
College, London ; in 1851 I'ccoived 
the degree of LL.D. from Amherst, 
United States ; in 1853 became Lec- 
turer on Anatomy and Physiology at 
Grosveuor-placo School of Mcdicind; 
in 1858 Superintendent of the Food 
Collections at tho South Kensington 
Museum; in 1869 Pi’csidcnt of tho 
Microscopical Society; in 1862 Ex- 
aminer in Botany to the Science and 
Art Department at South Kensington ; 
and was elected Coroner for Central 
Middlesex in 1862. Dr. Lankester 
has contributed to tho Naturalist,” 
« Annals of Natural History,” to the 
Fhamuiceutical Journal^ tho ** Penny 
Cyolopaodia,” and ** Beports of the | 
British Association for Advancement | 
of Soiepce/' He wrote ** Natural 
Histeny of Plants yielding Food,” and 
<< Mempriids of John Bay,” published 
in 1845 ; edited the Correspondenoo 
of John Bay,” in 1846; contributed 
the article Botifera,” to the ” Cycle- 
pesdia of Anatomy and Physiology,” 


and a “ Beporb on the Progress of Or- 
ganic Chemistry” to the “Companion 
to the British Almanack,” in 1847; and 
published a translation of Schleiden’s 
“ Principles of Scientific Botany,” in 
1849. Dr. Lankester, who has con- 
tributed reviews of medical works and 
papers on Natural History to the 
AtJiencBuin, becamo joint editor of the 
Quarterly Jovrnal of Microscopical 
Science iulSSB; has written “Botany” 
in Hughes’s “ Beading Lessons,” and 
by tho command of Her Majesty 
edited “ Natural Histoiy of Dee-side.” 
He translated Kuchonmeistor’s “ Ani- 
mal Parasites” in 1859 ; contributed, 
in conjunction with Dr. Letheby, the 
article on Sanitary Science to the 
“ EncyclopOBdia Britanuica,” in 1859; 
published IJalf-hours with the Micro- 
scope ; ” “ Two Addresses to tho 
Microscopical Society of London;” 
“ A Guide to tho Food Collection at 
South Kensington Museum ; ” “A 
Courso of Lectures on Food,” and a 
Courso of Lectures on “ Tho Uses of 
Animals ; ” and 1]||| delivered lectures 
on uatui^ history and its various 
branches, at tho Boyal Institution ; 
several courses on physiology and 
botany, at tho London Institution; 
and several courses on botany before 
the Boyal Botanical Society of London. 
As coroner for Middlesex ho has pub- 
lished three “Annual Beports ” in the 
“ Proceedings of tho Social Science 
Association,” and as Medict-il Oilicerof 
Health for St. James’s, Westminster, 
has published ten “ Annual Beports.” 
In 1866 he edited the Journal of 
Social Sdtnce, and published a small 
work entitled “ Cholera ; What is 
there to Prevent it ? ” 

LABCOM, Sir Thomas Aiskew, 
K.C.B., second son of the late Capt. 
Joseph Lai-com, B.N., bom in 1801, 

I and oduoatod at the Boyal Military 
Arademy, Woolwich, obtained a com- 
mission in the JBoyal Engineers at tho 
ago of nineteen. In 1828 ho was 
intmsted with the direction of the 
Irish Ordnance Survey Office, of 
which post he discharged tilie duties 
until 18^, when he was appointed a 
Commissioner of Public Works in 
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Ireland, of which he became dcpntf- 
chairman, and in 1853 was appointed 
Under-Sccretaxy for Ireland. He has 
been employed on rarions parlia- 
mentary inquiries and commissions, 
organized the system of o^icultural 
statistics in Ireland, contributed to 
the Transactions of several learned 
societies, and edited Sir W. Petty’s 

History of the Survey of Ireland, 
A.i). 1656.” Sir Thomas, who is a 
M.R.I.A., LL.D. of the Uni- 
versity of Dublin, and a Member of 
the Senate of the Queen’s University 
in Ireland, became a Major-Gen. 
in the Engineers and G.B. in 1858, 
and was created aK.C.B., Civil division, 
in 1660. 

LABBEY, Bahon Fjelix-Hippolyte, 
son of the celebrated surgeon Baron 
Larroy, bom Sep. 18, 1808, entered 
the medical semee of the French, 
army, and was made M.D. in 1832. 
As physician on tho stad', ho was 
present at the siege of Antwerp, and 
was made Chevalier of the order of 
Leopold. In 18410he became Pro- 
fessor of Pathology at Val do Grilce, 
was created Knight of tho Logioti of 
Honour in 1843, promoted Officer 
Deo. 9, 1851, and Commander June 
25, 1859. He was appointed Sani- 
tary Inspector in the army Feb. 13, 
1858, went through the It^iau cam- 
paign as chief surgeon, and has 
written “ Medical llistoiy of the 
Events of July in tho Military Hos- 
pital of Gros Cnillou,” published in 
1830 ; " Medical History of the Siege 
of Antwerp,” in 1833 5 " Discourse on 
the Analytical Method in Surgery,” 
in 1841 ; and numerous articles in La 
Clinique, La Gazette M4d/icaie, and La 
Gazette des H6jpitaux, 

LASSEN, CnRisTfAN, orientalist, 
bom at Bergen, in Norway, Oct. 22, 
1800, studied in the University of 
Christiana, and afterwards at Heidel- 
berg and at Bonn under Wilhelm 
Schlegel, who sent him to Paris and 
London to copy and collate manu- 
scripts for his edition of the ” BAm&- 
yana.” In Paris he made the ac- 
quaintance of another orientalist, 
M« Engine Bnmoof^ and published, in 


conjunction with him, at the expense 
of the Asiatic Society, an ” Essay on 
tho Pali,” in 1826. At Bonn, after 
having gained his degree of Ph. D., 
he received his licenses to teach, and 
in 1830 was made assistant, and in 
1840 titular professor of Indian lan- 
guages and litoratnre. His more im- 
portant works are, in conjunction with 
Schlcgol, “ Hitopadesa,” a collection 
of In^an Fables, published in 1831 $ 
tlio ” Gymuosophista, sive Indicm 
Philosophim Documenta,” in 1832; 
'' The Anciont Persian Cuneiform 
Writings,” in 1836 ; an edition of the 
** Gitagovinda ” of Jayodeva, in 1837 ; 
“ Introduction to tho llistoiy of the 
Greek and Indo-Scythian Kings of 
Biiciria, Cabnl, and India,” in 1838 ; 
** Indian Archmology,” in 1844-58 ; 
and a critical edition of the “ Yondi- 
dad” in 1852. At ono time ho was 
editor of tho ZeUschrift' fur Kundc der 
Mtyrgcnlandes (Oriental Journal), to 
which ho contributed many valuable 
aHicles. 

LASTEYBIE (Comtie de), CuAni:,Es- 
L1 £ON-Fkiidinand, politician, bettor 
known as a writer on art, bom Juno 
15, 1810, -was elected a deputy in 
1842, and supported M. Odilon Bar- 
rot. After the coup d’Jfat of Dec., 
1851, ho was, for some free expression 
of his opinion, detained in prison, 
and did not re-appear on the political 
stage until 1857, when he wOs a can- 
didate for the Corps L^gislatif. M. 
Lastoyrio, who is a member of several 
learned societies, was elected a mem- 
ber of the Academy of Inscriptions 
and Belles-Lettres in April, 1860. 
He has written the “ History of Point- 
ing on Glass, from the Monuments 
of France,” which received the prize 
of the Institute, published in 1837-56; 
a “Beport on the Manufactures of 
S5vros and the Gobelins,” in 1850; 
” Theory of Painting on Glass,” in 
1853; “The Cathedral of Aosta,” in 
1854; tho introduction to a series of 
orchmological studies of the ohurchos 
of the Alps ; and other works. 

LATHAM, Egbert Gordon, M.D., 
F.B.S., a native of Lincolnshire, bom 
A 1812, was educated as a Colleger 
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at Eton, and proceeded aa a aoholar to 
King's College, Cambridgo, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1835, and was 
elected Fellow. He afterwards stu- 
died medicine, and became assistant 
phyaioian to the Middlesex Hospibil, 
where he lectured on Forensic Medi- 
cine and Materia Medica. His name, 
however, is best known to tlie world 
by his ethnological researches, and 
his writings on that subject and on 
philology. In addition to other works, 
he has written “ Norway and the Nor- 
wegians,’* a traislatiou fitini the 
Swedish of Tcgner'a “Frithiof Saga,” 
and “ Axl,” published in ISIO j “ The 
Ethnology of Europe,” in 1852; 
” Treatise on the English Language,” 
in 1855 ; Descriptive Ethnology,** in 
1859; “Nationalities of Europe,” in 
1863; several papers on “ Logic;” and 
has been for many years at work on a 
new edition of “Johnson’s Dictionaiy,” 
of which the lirst volume lias ap- 
peai'ed, and the second is in course of 
publication. 

L A U B A T. (See GhasseIiOup- 
Laubat, Comte dej 

LAUBE, Henry, poet, &c., born at 
Sprottau, in Silesia, Sep. 18, 180G, 
was educated at Halle and Bi'eslau, 
and became professor at the latter. 
He went to Leipsic in 1831, travelled 
in Italy in 1834, and some time after 
his return was imprisoned for nine 
months for his connection with a secret 
society. In 1839 he visited Franco, 
soon after returned to Leipsic, was 
elected in, 1848 to the Assembly at 
Frankfort, and retired in 1844, when 
he was appointed Dii^ofcor of the 
Vienna Theatre. Ho has written 
a number of romances, some books of 
travel, and numerous dramas. An 
edition of his dramatic works appeared 
at Leipsic in 1845-8. 

XAUDEB, Bodebt Scott, B.S.A., 
was bom at Silver Mills, near Edin- 
buigh, in 1803. The “ Arabian 
Nights suggested some of his 
eaniest attempts at design, and the 
late Mr. D. Boberts was the first to 
■give him advice and encouragement, 
wb^t an eiliibition of the works of 
ScotttBh artierts, which he visited in 


his youth, confirmed bis resolution to 
be a painter. An introduction to 
Walter Soott secured his admission as 
student in the Trustees' Academy at 
Edinburgh, where he remained fonr 
or five years; and, proceeding to 
London, he studied throe years at the 
British Museum and in a })rivate 
life-academy.; In 1826 he returned 
to Edinburgh, was elected associate of 
the new Scottish Academy, and re- 
sumed his studies in the Tinistees* 
Academy; often taking the master 
Sir W. Allan’s place, as teacher. In 
1833 ho wont to Italy, whore ho 
remained five years, visiting Munich 
on his I'Cturn, and for ten years 
ho resided in London, exhibiting at 
the Academy many clever pictures 
from Scottish history and romance. 
His best ore subjects from Scott; 
such as “The Bride of Lammermnir ;” 
*“Tlio Trial of Effio Deans;” “Meg 
Morriliea “ Claverhousc ordering 
Morton to bo shot,” in 1844, selected 
by on Art-Union prizeholder for £400; 
and the “ Gow Ohrom and the Glee 
Maiden,” in 1846, chosen by a prize- 
holder for £150. In 1847 ho sent 
compositions of more ambitions aim— 
“ Ciuist teaching Humility,” and 
“ Christ Walking on the Waters,” to 
Westminster Hall, wliero his brother 
and fellow-academician, James Eck- 
ford Lauder, gained a premium of 
£200 for his “Faiablo of Forgive- 
ness.” “ Christ teaching Humility,” 
by Mr. jtobort Scott Lauder, has been 
purchased by the Scottish Association 
for tho Encouragement of Art, as the 
commencement of a Scottish National 
Galley. Since 1849 ho has resided 
in Edinbmgh. 

LA.U GIEB, Auguste-Ernebt-Favl, 
astronomer, bom at Paris, Dec. 22, 
1812, studied at the Boole Folyteoh- 
nique and the Observatoire de Paris, 
in tho direction of which ho took an 
active part for twenty years. He 
became a member of the Academy 
of Sciences in 1848, Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour in 1844, and has 
published numerous astronomical 
treatises. His brother Stanislas, the 
celebrated Burgeon, bom at Paris in 
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1799, becamo a member of the Aca- 
demy of Medicine in 1844, was Presi- 
dent in 1858, and was promoted Grand 
Ofiioer of tho Legion of Honour, Aug. 
13, 1861. He lias written numerous 
treatises on matters connected with 
his profession. 

LA VALET TB (MAuquis de), 
CiiAULEs - Jean - Mauie - Felix, diplo- 
matist and senator, born at Senlis, 
Nov. 25, 1806, entered the diplomatic 
service under Louis-Pliilippc, becamo 
Secretaiy to the Embassy at Stock- 
holm in 1837, Gousul-Geuoral at Alex- 
andria in 1841, and Minister Pleni- 
potentiaiy at Hcsse-CaBsel in 1846. 
Recalled in 1849, he was appointed, 
at the commencement of 1851, Envoy 
Extraordinary to Constantinople, and 
fulfilled the diincult duties appertain- 
ing to that important post until', 
fearing that liis antecedents in the 
question of tho Holy Places might 
prove an obstacle to conciliation, ho 
asked permission to return to France, 
and was replaced, Feb. 18, 1853, 
by M. do la Cour. Ho was raised 
to the dignity of a Senator, Juno 
23, 1853 ; was again accredited Am- 
bassador to Guustantinuple, May 21, 
1860 ; was appointed Minister ^ciii- 
potontiaiy to tho Holy See, in place 
of the duo do Giamont, in Aug., 1861, 
and remained there until the retire- 
ment of the late M. Thuuvencl from 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
Oct. 18, 1862. Ho was by decree, 
March 20, 1865, appointed to tho 
Ministry of tho Interior in place of 
M. Bondet. Tho Marquis de la 
Valetto w'as promoted Grand Of- 
^ ficer of the Legion of Honour, April 
15, 1852, and Grand Cross, July 10, 
1861. 

LAWRENCE, George Alfred, bom 
in 1827, and educated at Rugby and 
Balliol College, Oxford, whero he gra- 
duated in 1848 as a second class in 
Literis Humanioribus, was called to 
the Bar about 1852. He is tho re- 
puted author of Guy Livingstone ** 
and Sword and Gown,” both pub- 
lished anonymously ; and of ** Barren 
Honour, ” which first appeared in 
Frase/s Magazine, Mr. Lawrence

holds a lieutenant’s commission in the 
Northamptonshire Militia. 

LAWRENCE, The Right Hon. Siii 
John Laird Maiu, Bart., G.C.B., 
K.S.I., Viceroy Governor-General of 
India, who has boon emphatically 
styled the saviour of that vast pos- 
session of the British crown during 
the mutiny of 1857, brother of the 
lato lamented Sir Henry Lawrence, 
K.C.B., killed in tho same year, in the 
defence of Lucknow against the rebels, 
was bom Mai*ch 4, 1811, and received 
his early education at Foyle College, 
Londonderry, and at the East-India 
College, Hailcybnry. He obtained 
his nomination to India as a writer in 
1829, became Assistant to the Chief 
Commissioner and Resident at Delhi 
in tho early part of 1831 ; was pro- 
moted to the post of Officiating Mai^B- 
trate and Collector in Doc., 1833, and 
to a similar post at Paiiiput in 1834 ; 
was appointed Joint-Magistrate and 
Depu ty- Collector of Qoorgaon, and tho 
Southern division of Delhi, in July, 
1836, and Officiating Magistrate of 
tho southern division only, in Dec.;, 
had tho sole charge of Goorgaon, and 
conducted tho settlement duties in 
zillah Etawah, in 1838 ; proceeded to 
Europe on furlough, in Feb., 1840, 
and did not return to India until Deo., 
191:2. Up to this time, Mr. Lawrence 
had been cliiefly engaged in the col- 
lection of revenue. After holding one 
or two temporary employments, ho 
was engaged as Judge, Magistrate, and 
Collector for tho important district of 
the Central Division of Bengal, when 
his administrative ability attracted 
the attention of the Gov.-Gen., Sir 
H. Hardinge, and an opportunity for 
making Mmself a name presented 
itself on his being appointed to the 
important post of Commissioner 
of the trans-Sutlej provinces, which 
had been added to our Indian em- 
pire, as the result of the first Sikh 
war of 1845-6. In this position he 
found ample scope for the oxeroise of 
his great abilities and persevering 
energy, and succeeded in reducing a 
chaos of disorder, political, fiscal, and 
agricultnml, into qrBtem, shape, and 
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form. The assassination, at Mooltan, 
of the EngUsh enyoys, Mr. Agnew 
and Lieutenant Anderson, April 18, 
1848, followed by a general insurrec- 
tion in the Punjaub, led’ to the 
second Sikh war. After a long and 
obstinate contest, the Sikhs were 
finally defeated by Lord Gough at 
Goojerat, Feb. 21, 1849, when their 
territory was surrendered into our 
hands, and was declared by Loi*d Dal- 
housie to be tlienceforth annexed to 
our possossions in India. Tlie first 
important stop on the part of the 
Governor-General, was to seek for 
men of great administrative ability to 
bring the newly acquired territory 
under British laws and rule. Sir H. 
Lawrence, who had filled tho post of 
Resident at Lahore, and his brother, 
Mr. John Lawi*enco, were nominated 
two out of three members of the 
board for tho administration of tho 
Punjaub. Some slight idea of tho 
labours of this commission may be 
formed from tho fact that tho super- 
ficial area of tho country is 60,4(K) 
^square miles, and that it contains a 
population, partly military and partly 
agricultural, of various races and re- 
ligious creeds, who all ** hated every 
dynasty except their own, and re- 
garded the British as the worst, be- 
cause tho most powerful of usurpers.” 
Under their former sovereign, Kun- 
jeot Singh, tho administration was 
deplorable. There was scarcely a 
oi'imo for which impunity could not 
be purchased by bribes; while the 
oppressive exactions of the provincial 
governors, who farmed the taxes, 
were unchecked. Such wins tlio state 
of affairs when the British Govern- 
ment first interfered in the internal 
administration of the country. Much 
had been done by Sir II. Lawrence, 
when acting as Resident at Lahore, to 
ameliorate the condition of tho people; 
but his endeavours were interrupted 
1^ the rebellion of 1848-9. Tho first | 
labour undertaken by the board ap- 
pointed by Lord D^ousio, was to 
organiise a comprehensive system of 
law and juatifie, and of social and 
fiaanoial i m prSv e ment throughout the 


Punjaub. It was found necessaiy to 
disband the Sikh soldiery, though 
many of them afterwards entered the 
British service, and an irregular force, 
consisting of ten regiments, was raised 
for tho protection of the western 
frontier. In consequence of these 
measnres, at the end of two years the 
board was able to report to tho Go- 
vomor-Gencral that ** tho entire Bri- 
tish system and its institutions wero 
thoroughly introduced into the Pnn- 
jnub.” One triumphant result of this 
consummation was shown in tho fact 
that in tho great mutiny of 1857, that 
province remained faitliful to British 
rule, ;and contributed largely to the 
preservation of our Indian empire. 

In 1856 Sir J. Lawrence was made a 
K.G.B. in reward of his services as 
chief commissioner of tho Punjaub, 
and was advanced to the dignity of a 
G.O.B. (civil) in 1857, for his zeal, 
intrepidity, and energy in aiding tho 
militarj'^ anthorities to suppress tho 
formidable revolt. Ho was created 
a baronet Aug, 16, 1858, sworn a 
member of tho Privy Council, and 
on the creation of the Order of 
the Star of India, was made K.S.I. 

In Dec., 1863, ho succeeded the late 
Lord Elgin as Govcmor-Genci’al of 
India, an appointment which gave 
great satisfaction both in this country 
and in India. Ho was made a member 
of the Indian Council, and the Court 
of Directors of the East-India Com- 
pany granted him a lifo pension of 
£2,000 per annum, which, by a special 
act (27 Viet. c. 2), he is ompowerodto 
hold with his full salaiy as Viceroy of 
India. Sir John Lawrenco, who has a 
received the honorary degrees of ^ 
D.C.L. and LL.D. from the Universi- 
ties of Oxford and Cambridge, is 
known as an earnest advocate of a 
more open Christian course in the 
government of India; and especially 
of making the Bible a class-book in 
the Govornment schools, but allowing 
the attendance of the native pnpila to 
be voluntary. 

LAWSON, The Rioht Hon. James 
Anthony, LL.D., M.P., bom at Water- 
ford, in 1817, was educated at Trinity 
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Gollcg6| Dablin« whoro he took the 
usual degree^ and iivas called to the 
Irish Bar in 1840. He became a Q.G. 
in 1857, was appointed law adviser of 
the Grown in Ireland, and on the 
fomation of Lord Palmerston’s se- 
cond administration, in 1859, Solicitor- 
General for Ireland, succeeding Mr. 
O'Hagan as Attorney-General in 1865; 
from which office ho retired on the 
fall of Lord Bussell's second admi- 
nistration, in July, 1866. Ho was an 
unsuccessful candidate in tho Liberal 
interest for the University of Dublin 
in April, 1857, and was lirst returned 
for Portarlington at tho general elec- 
tion in July, 1866. Ho has written 
“ Lectures on Political Economy,” 
published in 1814, and has contributed 
papers on Law lleform to the Trans- 
actions of tho Dnblin Statistical So^ 
cicty, of which ho is president. 

LAYABD, Austen Henry, M.P., 
D.C.L., son of Henry P. J. Layani, 
Esq:, and grandson of th^ late Dr. 
Layard, dean of Bristol, born in 
Paris, March 5, 1817, is descended 
from a family of French Protestants 
driven fnim their country by the 
revocation of the Edict of Nuntes. 
Having commenced tho study of 
tho law, which ho soon relinquished 
for more congenial pursuits, he, 
in 1839, set out with a friend on a 
course of travel, visited various points 
in noHhern Europe, and proceeded 
through Albania and Kouniella, to 
Constantiuoplo, whore, at one period, 
he acted as a correspondont of a 
London newspaper, and afterwai'da 
travelled through various parts of 
Asia, and learned the Arabio and Per- 
sian languages. In his ^randorings 
he made it a special point to explore 
those spots believed to have been the 
sites up ancient cities, and when at 
Mosul, near tho mound of Nimroud, 
he was impelled with an irresistible 
desire to examine carefully the spot 
to which history and tradition point 
as tlie birthplace of the wisdom of 
tho 'West.” On hearing that M. Botta, 
a Frenohman, had been canying out 
excavations at the cost of his Govern- 
ment, and had found a great number 


of curious marbles, Mr. Layard longed 
for the opportunity of meking similar 
disooveries. Betnming to Constanti- 
nople, ho laid his views before Sir 
Stratford Canning, who, in 1845, 
generously offered to shore the cost of 
excavations at Nimroud, and in the 
autumn Mr. Layard set off for Mosul, 
and began his labours on a spot pre- 
viously undisturbed. Here ho ^ti- 
mately succeeded in exhnming some 
of tho numerous wonderful spocimens 
of Assyrian art which enrich the 
British Museum. The Government 
and the authorities of tho British 
Museum, however, for a time failed to, 
appreciate tho value of Mr. Layard’s 
researches. Ho was appointed At- 
tache to tho Embassy at Constanti- 
nople, April 5, 1849, andUnder-Seore- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs in 
Lo]^ BussoU's first administration for 
a fow weeks in 1852; Lord Derby, 
on his accession to power in Feb. of 
that year, having offered to retain him 
in that office until the return of Lord 
Stanley to England, and then to givo 
him a diplomatic appointment. This 
offer Mr. Layard, after taking the 
advice of Lord Bussoll, declined. 
In the Coalition Cabinet under Lord 
Aberdeen, ho was offered varioos 
posts, which, as they woro of a nature 
to remove him from the field of 
Eastern politics, ho declined. In 
1853 he was presented with the free- 
dom of the city of London, in consi- 
deration of his discoveries amongst 
the mins of Nineveh, and went to 
Constantinople with Lord Stratford 
do Bedcliffe; but, disagreoing witbhia 
chief, reamed in the course of the 
year to England. In the House of 
Commons he became tho advocate of 
a more decided course of action on 
the Eastern question, and delivered 
several energetio and impressive 
speeches on that important subject. 
In 1854 he again proceeded to the 
East, was a spectator of the important 
events then taking place in the 
Crimea, witnessed the battle of tho 
Alma from the maintop of tho Agro- 
memnon, and remained in the Crimea 
till after the battle of InkermaJin, 
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naikuig himBoif fKsqnainted with its 
ftctoleJ condithm. • He was one of the 
most urgent among the members of 
the Hotue of. Commons in demanding 
tim committee of inquiry into the 
state of the army ; and ho took a 
leading part in the inyestigation, to 
which he contributed his evidence. 
On the formation of Lord Palmerston’s 
first administration, in 1855, ho was 
again offered a post; but as it was 
nneonnootod with tho foreign policy 
of the country, he declined it, be- 
■ came one of the leaders of tho Admi- 
nistrative Boform Association, and 
.brought before the House of Com- 
mons, in Juno, 1855, a motion em- 
bodying their views, which was re- 
jected by a large mfyority. Ho 
spent some time in India during 
the rebellion of 1857-8, ondeavouring 
to ascertain its cause. He was re- 
tamed one of the members in the 
Liberal interest for Aylesbury in 
July, 1852 ; was defeate<l at the 
general election in March, 1857 ; 
was an nnsnccessfhl candidate at 
York in April, 1859, was returned one 
of the members for Southwark in 
Deo., 1860, and still retains this seat. 
In 1848-9 ho published Nineveh and 
its Bemains and, in 1853, a second 
port of the work. His ** Monuments 
of- Nineveh” appeared in 1849-53, 
ahd ah' abridged edition of Nineveh 
and its Bemains” in 1851. Mr. 
Layard, elected Lord Boctor of Aber- 
deen Univeimty in 1855 and 1856, 
became UndOT-Seoretaiy of Stato for 
Foreign Affairs in Lord Palmerston’s 
second administration, in Jnly, 1861, 
and retired on the fall of Lord Bus, 
seU^ second administration, in July, 
1866. He was appointed a trustee 
of the British Museum in Feb., 
1866. 

LECUBIET7X,jAquES- J oseph, his- 
toric^ painter, bom at Dijon, Aug. 13, 
ISOi, repaired to Paris in 1822, where 
he studied under Lethi^ro, and after 
nediBfgouig the nsnal probation, was ;

Abb^ of Clairvanx.” His attention 
was formerly directed to works of a 
devotional character, but ho has 
painted a considerable number of 
tableaux de genre, Tho versatility 
of M. Leonrienz’s genius has iron- 
dorod him extromoly popular in 
France. He obtained a third-class 
medal in 1844, and a seoond-class 
in 1846. 

LEDBIJ-BOLLIN, Aiexandbe- 
Auguste, ex-minister of Franco, bom 
in Paris, Feb. 2, 1808, became an 
advocate in 1830, and was frequently 
engaged to defend men charged with 
offences against tho Government. 
Being a politician of vohemont cha- 
racter and extreme opinions, ho ren- 
dered himself conspicuous as an 
avowed representative of the Com- 
munist interest. Having married an 
Irish lady, M. Lodm-Bollin paid a 
visit to Ireland during the summer 
of O’Connell’s “monster mootings,” 
was present at the momorablo assem- 
blage at Toi’a, and on that occasion 
was hailed by tho excited multitude 
as a delegate from the republicans 
of France to tho Irish republic. He 
took a prominent part in tho revolu- 
tion^ of Feb., 1848, was nominated 
Minister of tho Interior in the Provin- 
cial Go umment, and was third on 
tho poll in the candidature for the 
presidency of tho Bepublic. Having 
been implicated in a oonspirapy to 
overthrow Louis Napoleon, he was 
forced to seek safety in England, 
and published, in 1850, “La Deca- 
dence do I’Angleteire,” a work in- 
spired by the bitterest animosities 
against the institations and ideas of 
the country that had given hini shel- 
ter. He has written other works on 
legal and political subjects, all clm- 
racterized by extreme views, and has 
fraternized with the zqpst notable of 
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the proscribed men of the day ; anoh 
as Mazainiy Eossath, Buge, &o. He 
resides alternately in Lo^on: and 
Brussels, subsisting on the wreck of 
his fbrtune and -by the aid of his pen 
In 1849 he was condemned by default 
to transportation for his share in the 
rorolntionary movements of that year, 
and again in 1857 for being concerned 
with Mazzini and others in a plot 
against Hax>o]eon III., and bis name 
was excepted from the general am- 
nesty of 18S0. 

LEE, Da. (See MAXcnESTER, 
Bishop of.) 

LEE, Fbedertck Bechard, B.A., 
landscape-painter, born at Barnstaple, 
Devon, in June, 1798 j received a com- 
mission in the 56th foot at a very 
early ago, and served in tho Kethor- 
lands. He first exliibited his pictures 
in London at the British Institution, 
from whose directors he afterwards 
received a £50 prize ; commenced 
exhibiting at the Boyal Academy in 
1824 ; was elected Associate in 1834, 
and B. A. in 1838. He excels in cheor- 
fnl landscapes, representing English 
rivers, and avenues of trees, and in 
Scottish scenery. Some of his finest 
works ore in the oolloctions of the 
marquis of Breadalbane, the late Lord 
Lansdowne, Lord Ellesmere, Lord 
Spencer, Sir G. Philippe, Sir J. War- 
render, Sir T. Baring, Alderman Sa- 
lomons, J. Cuningham, Esq., of Gar- 
shsdton, and Messrs. A. andT.Bumand. 
The “Ploughed Field” was purchased 
from the Academy by the late Mr. 
Beckford, who showed the value he 
set upon it by reserving it in his will. 
In 1848 he commenced his series of 
Joint works with Thomas Sidnoy Cooper, 
the eminent cattle-painter. Among 
Mr. Lee’s latest works are the ** Bay 
of Biscay,” “The Plymouth Break- 
water,” the “ Signal-Station at Gibral- 
tar,” “View of Gibraltar from the Sands, 
on the Western Shore,” and “View 
of GaipAridi’s Besidence at Caprera,” 
done mm painted sketches made on 
the island daring a fortnight’s rosi- i 
dence with the General.

LEE, The Bey. Bobebt, D.D;, 
Professor of Biblical Criticism in the 
University of Edinburgh, and one of 
tile ministers of that city, horn at 
Tweedmonth, North Durham, in 1804, 
was educated at the grammar-achopl 
of Berwick - upon - IVeed. Having 
studied at St. Andrew’s from 1824 till 
1632, he was elected minister of a 
chapel-of-ease at Arbroath, in 1833, 
from which he was translated to the 
parish of Campsie in 1836; became 
minister of the Grey Friars Chnrch, 
Edinburgh, in 1843, and on the insti- 
tution of a Chair of Biblical Criticism 
and Biblical Antiquities in tho Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, in 18^, was 
appointed the first l^fossor. In this 
office his great learning and ability 
h»ivo given him wide inflnence among 
the younger clergy. Dr. Lee, who is 
the leader of the liberal party in tho 
Presbyterian Chnrch of Scotland, was 
formally ooensod of departing firom 
its narrow traditions by the introduc- 
tion of painted windows, the practice 
of kneeling, repeating amen,” Ao., 
in public service. The Genei^ As- 
sembly, in May, 1859, declined to 
ontertain thoohaTgeB, and by so doing 
gave a tacit sant^ion to the innova- 
tions ; bnt the General Assembly in 
1866 pronounced on 'adverse decision, 
and the case has not yet been finally 
settled.

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its Duties, ” in .1863 ; The Heform 
of the Church of Scotland, in Worship, 
Government, and Doctrine,” in 1864 ; 
“ The Order of Public Worship and 
Administration of the Sacrament os 
used in the Church of the Grey 
Friars,” in 1865 ; and ” The Clerical 
Profession; some of its Difficulties 
and Hindrances,” in 1866. Dr. Lee 
is Dean of the Chapel Royal, and one 
of her Majesty’s Chaplains in Ordinaiy 
in Scotland. 

LEE, Boiiert, M.D., bom about the 
beginning of the present centuiy, was 
educated at the University of Edin- 
burgh, where he graduated in due 
course, and after travelling on the 
Continent, especially in Russia, settled 
in London, and beenmo Physician to 
the British Lying-in Hospital, and 
Lecturer on Midwifery in the Medical 
School of St. George’s Hospital. He 
has written several works in connec- 
tion with medical subjects, including 
the “ Pathology and Treatment of the 
Diseases of Woman,” ” Clinical Mid- 
wifery,” &o., and has been a frequent 
contributor to the Philosophical and Me- 
dical Tratisactions. His ” Diary dur- 
ing a Stay in Russia in 1824-6,” giving 
an account of the last days of Alexan- 
der I., and of the early part of the 
reign of Nicholas I„ appeared in 1854. 

LEE, Gen. Rousbt Edmund, late 
Commander-in-Chief of the Confede- 
rate army in Virginia, son of Gen. 
Henry Lee, the friend of Washington, 
was TOm in Virginia in 1808. After 
receiving a liberal education, lie was 
admitted into West Point as a cadet, 
in 1825, entered the H.S. army as 
2nd Ideut. in July, 1829, was made 
1st Lieut, in Sep., 1836, and Captain 
in July, 1838. He was appointed a 
meipber of the Board of Engineers 
in 184>5, Chief Engineer of the army 
in Mexico in 1846 ; was mode 
Mi^or, April 18, 1846, for gallant 
conduit at Cerro Gordo; Lieut.-Col., 
Aug. 20, 1847, for bravery at Con- 
treras and Chnmbnsco ; and Col., Sep. 
13, 1847^ fbr gallant conduct at Cha- 
puitepec*. At the end of the Mexican 
war he was reappointed a member of 
ihe.Boiurd of Engineers, wd in 1852 


was raised to the post of Superinten- 
dent of West Point Militaiy Academy, 
which he held till March, 1855, when 
he was appointed Lieut.-Col. of Ca- 
valry. He was appointed Col. of 
Cavalry March, 16, 1861, resigned 
his commission in the TJ.S. army, 
April 25, and offered his sword to Vir- 
ginia, which State had then seceded 
from the Union and was threatened 
with invasion by the Foderals. 
Gen. Leo’s first appointment, in his 
new sphere of action was that of 
Commander-in-Chiof of the forces of 
his native State. In tho summer of 
1861 he was sent by President Davis 
to conduct the military operations in 
the mountain regions of Virginia, but 
nothing of importance was accom- 
plished by him, as he was thwarted at 
every step by a defective organization 
and tho impassable condition of tho 
roads. He returned to Richmond, and 
was occupied till Juno, 1862, with the 
^neral disposition and equipment of 
tho Confederate forces. Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston having been disabled 
by a wound received nt the battlo 
of tho Seven Pinos, May 31, 1862, 
the command of tho army entrusted 
with tho defence of Richmond — at 
that time threatened by tho approach 
of a formidable Federal army — was 
conferred upon Gon. Loo, who found 
himself opposed to Gen. McClellan, 
his old companion in arms, and asso- 
cinto as a member of the commission 
sent by tho U.S. Government, in 1854, 
to the seat of war in tho Crimea^ to 
watch the progi'ess of tho siege of 
Sobastv pol. In the campaign that 
ensued, tho object of which was tho 
capture of Richmond, a series of fbr- 
midable attacks, known as ” The 
Seven Days of Richmond,’' wore made 
by Gen. McClellan, and tho issue was 
most triumphant to the Confederate 
cause. Gen. Lee, aided by the late 
lamented ” Stonewall Jackson,” com- 
pletely baffled* all his efforts, and 
compelled him to rotreat. In Aug. 
of the same year, he forced Pope to 
fall back precipitately upon Washing- 
ton ; but in Ids Maryland oampajgna 
of 1862 and 1863 was not equally 
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fortunate. The sanguinaiy conflict 
at Antietam or S^rpsbnrg, Sep. 
17, 18G2, was a drawn battle, and 
lie soon after withdrew south of the 
Potomac ; and although victorious 
the first day at Gettysburg, July 1, 
1863, ho was foiled July 3, and 
from want of ammunition compelled 
to retire. Yet Gen. Lee had signally 
dofeatc»d Gen. Burnside at Fredericks- 
burg, Dec. 12-16, 1862, and Gen. 
Hooker at Ghanccllorsville, May 1-4, 

1863, In returning from the battle 
of May 2, Goii. ** Stonewall ” Jackson 
received a wound of which ho died. 
May 10. Fiom Aug., 1863, till May, 

1864, Gen. Lee was engaged in opera- 
tions on the line of the Kappahnnnock, 
and d(?fcntcd Gen. Grant in the 
Wilderness, May 6, 1864, but on 
account of insuificient forces retired' 
to his position on Jomes River, May 
7 and 8. Prom that time until April, 

1865, having been appointed Com- 
mandor-in-Ciiief of the Confederate 
armies Feb. (>, ho hold the defences 
of Petersburg and Richmond, fight- 
ing several battles. After the most 
heroic resistance to overwhelming 
forces, he was driven from Petersburg, 
April 2, and surrondored with his 
army, April 9. Gen. Lee was in- 
stalled President of Wasliington Col- 
lege, Oct. 2, 1865. 

LEE, The Yen. William, D.D., 
Archdeacon of Dublin, son of the 
Rev. William Lee, rector of Emly, 
bom in Ireland, in 1815, was edu- 
cated at the Endowed School of Clon- 
mel and at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he obtained the First Clas- 
sical Scholarship, First Mathoma- 
« tical Moderatorship, and tho Mathe- 
matical Prize. He was elected 
Fellow in 1839, was appointed Pro- 
fessor of* Ecclesiastical History in 
1857, and Archbishop King’s Lecturer 
in Divinity in 1863. Ho has written 
** Three Introductory Lectures on 
Ecclesiastical History,” published in 
1858 ; “ An Examination of the Re- 
marks of the late Professor Radon 
Powell on the Study of the Evidence 
of Christianity,” in 1861; a Sermon 
on the Consecration of Archbishop 


Trench, in 1864; and ’‘Strictures on a 
Recent Attemptto Deny tho Succession 
of the Hierarchy of the Church of Ire- 
land from the ^tient Irish Church,” 
in 1866. Dr. Lee is best known by 
his celebrated ” Donnolan Lectures ” 
for 1852, on the ” Inspiration of Holy 
Scripture, its Nature and Proof.” 
In this work Dr. Lee may bo said 
to have divined the point to which 
the theological speculations of tho ago 
wore then tending, and the book is 
remarkable for pMiosophical depth. 

LEES, Edwim, F.L.S., F.G.S., 
bom at Worcester, May 12, 1800, 
was educated there, and afterwards 
at a private school in Birmingham. 
Having been brought np to commer- 
cial pursuits, ho abandoned them for 
tho more congenial studies of botany 
and natural histoiy. Tho natural his- 
tory of Worcestershire in particular 
has been his study, and ho assisted 
tho late Sir Charles Hastings in esta- 
blishing tho Worcestershire Natural 
History Society, of which he was the 
first Hon. Curator; and became the first 
President of the Worcestershire and 
Vice-President of tho MalvumNatnral- 
ists’ Clubs. He is well known as a 
Icctnrcr and %yriter on botany, and 
has written ” Tlio Botanical Looker- 
out in England and Wales*; ” lecture 
on “ Tho Affinities of Plants and 
Animals, their Analogies and Asso- 
ciations ” Pictures of Nature around 
tho Malvern Hills and Vale of Severn ; ” 
“ The Botany of tho Malvern Hil|p;” 
some poetical pieces, and nnmerons 
papers in magazines devoted to Bo- 
tany and Natural History. 

L E F E y R E, Sir John George 
Shaw, K.C.B., D.C.L., F.R.Sm younger 
brother of Viscount Bversley, bom in 
London, Jan. 24^ 1797, was educated 
at Eton and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated, in 1818, 
as Senior Wrangler, and became a 
Fellow. In 1824 he was called to the 
Bor at the Inner Temple, and repre- 
sented Petersfleld in tho Liberal 
interest in the first Reformed Par- 
liament. HehasboenUnder-Seoretaxy 
of State for the Colonies, a Com- 
missioner of the Poor-Laws, and an 
2 K 
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Eccloaiastical Commissioner ; is Vice- 
Chancellor of tLeUnivorsity of London, 
a Commissioner of Church Estates, 
Dopfuty-Clerkof tho Parliaments, and 
onoof the Ciyil Service Commissioners. 

LEFROY, TueRigut Hon. Thomas, 
late Chief Justice of tho Qnoen’s 
Bench in Ireland, eldest son of the 
lato Lieut.-Col. Anthony Lefroy, of 
French Huguenot extraction, born in 
1776, was odneatod at Trinity Colkigo, 
Dublin, where ho graduated towards 
tho close of tho last centni^'’, and was 
called to the Irish Bar in 1797. lie 
was appointed a Bencher of King’s 
Inns in 1810, and having represented 
tho University of Dublin in Pai’lia- 
ment, in the Conservative interest, 
from 1830 till 1841, when ho was 
appointed a Baron of tho Exchequer 
ill Ireland, was promoted in 1852 to 
the Chief Justiceship, and retired 
from the Hsnoh in July, 18G9. 

LEIGHTON, Feedhrick, A.R.A., 
bom at Scarborough, Doc. 3, 1830, 
early evbicod a passion for painting, 
and his first systcinatio instructions 
in drawing wore received at Romo 
when ho was about twelve years of 
ago. Ill 1813 ho entered as a student 
tho Royal Academy of Berlin, after 
which he prosecuted his studies in 
genoral education at Frankfort. 
During tho winter of 18 15-6, spent in 
Florence, his father decided that he 
should adopt painting as a profes- 
sion, — a decision that was materially 
infl^i^cod by tho favoumblc opinion 
oxprossed by Hiram Powder, the 
Bo^ptor, of his son’s dinwings. 
After resuming his general studies 
for a time at Frankfort, between 
•1816 and 1846, ho wont to Brus- 
sels, whoro ho painted his first fi- 
nished picture, representing Cimabue 
finding Qiotti drawing in the fields, 
and proceeding to Paris, copied in tho 
Lonvre and attended a life-school. 
Returning to Frankfort, he became 
for about three years a pupil of Herr 
E. Bteinle, of Vienna (one of the 
school of Ovgrbeck), in whose studio 
he worked under Us durection, and 
among the piotnreB painted by him 
at .tibie perM is the large one of 


** The Death of Brnnellesco.’* Part 
of tho noxt three winter seasons was 
passed by Mr. Leighton in diligent 
stndy at Romo, where he executed his 
largo picture of “ Cimabue,” repre- 
senting tho triumphant procession, 
through tho streets of Florence, of 
that painter’s picture of tho “Ma- 
donna.” This fine work of ai-t, 
exhibited at the Royal Academy in 
1855, coming from a native artist, 
unknown in England, made a great 
impression on the Lomhjn public, and 
was at onco purchased by tlio Queen. 
Eacli snccooding work of tlic painter 
was rcgai*dod witli miicii interest 
until “Dante in Exile” was exhibited 
at tho Royal Academy in 1864 — a 
picture deemed by many almost equal 
to his “ Cimabue.” After the ex- 
hibition of tho last-named work, 
Mr. Leighton resided in Paris, and 
profited liy tho counsel of Ary 
Sclicffor, Robert Henry, and other 
cmiuout French painters. His best- 
known pictures, in addition to those 
abovo mentioned, arc — “Tho Triumph 
of Music” — Orpheus redeeming his 
wife fi*om Hades — exhibited in 1856; 
“ Tiio Fisherman and tho Siren,” 
and “ Scene from Romeo and Juliet,” 
in 1858 ; “ Looking at tho Autumn 
Fields,” in 1869 5 “ Capri — Sunrise,” 
ill 1860 : “ Paolo and Francesca,” 
“ A Dronm,” and “ Lieder ohno 
Wfirte,” iii 1861 ; “ Odalesque,” “ Tho 
Star of lictlilehem,” and " Micliaol 
A.iigelo Nursing his Dying Servant,” 
ill 1862 ; “ Ahab and Jezebel,” “ A 
Girl Fcedir e Peacocks,” “ A Girl with 
a Basket of Fimt,” and an ** Italian 
CrossbowinoD,” in 1863 ; “ Golden 
Hours,” in 1864 ; and “ Holen of 
Troy,” “ David,” and “ The Mother 
and Child,” in 1863. His “ Syracusan 
Bride leading Wild Beasts in Proces- 
sion to the Temple of Diana,” in the 
Exhibition of tlie Royal AcfUemy in 

1866, and his nude Venus in that of 

1867, exdtod great attention. He has 
executed many drawings for book illus- 
trations ; among which may be spe- 
cidly mentioned his Designs for George 
Eliot’s Florentine tale of “ Bomola.” 
It has been sold by a judicious oritio 
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that whatever diversity ^of opinion 
may exist respecting some oharao- 
teristics of Mr. Leighton’s art^ it is 
nniversally admitted that no English 
paintt;r’s works are distinguished in 
gresitcr or perhnps equal degree by the 
attribute of stylo ; thi^it is to say, as 
preserved on the Continent by long 
and uninterrupted adherence to the 
examples and traditions of the schools, 
especially that of Venice.” 

LEIGHTON, John, F.S.A., of 
Scottish descent, was bom in St. 
James’s, Westminster, in 1822. At 
the ago of twenty-one he entered the 
studio of Mr. Howard, B.A., and pub- 
lished several serio-comic works, in- 
cluding a large book on design, under 
the nom de plume of Luko Limner. 
Mr. Leighton, who is a mombor of 
several learned societies, served on 
the Commission for the International 
Exhibitions of 1855 and 1862, receiving 
(irst-class medals both at London and 
I*aris, and has been engaged on several 
illustrated w'orks. 

LB JEUNE, Henry, A.R.A., of 
Flemish extraction, wasliom in 1819. 
In early lifts he was sent to study at 
the British Museum, and in 1811 ho 
obtained the gold medal of tho Royal 
Academy for a picture of ” Samson 
Bursting his Bonds.” lie was Head 
!Msistor of tho Government School of 
Pesi^ from 1846 till 18*18, wheq^o 
became Curator of the Painting School 
at the Royal Academy, retiiang fk»m 
this post in 1864. He has been a 
frequent exhibitor since 1841, an^was 
chosen an A.B.A. in 1863. 

LE MARCH ANT, Sir Denis, 
Bart., eldest surviving son of tho late 
Mi^or-Ghm. Lo Marchant, the origina- 
tor of tho establisl^eht of tho Royal 
Military .College at Sandhurst, bom 
July 3, 1795, and educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, was called 
to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1823 ; 
was appointed Principal Secretoiy to 
Lord Brougham in 1830; hold the 
}x>8t of Secretaiy of the Board of 
Trade from 1836 till 1841 ; and that 
of Secretary to tho Treasniy at the 
close of Lord Melbonme’s adminis- 
tration in 1841 ; and'became Under- 


secretary for the Home Department. 
In 1850 he was appointed Chief 
Clerk to tho House of Commoim, and 
was raised to a baronetcy by Lord 
Melbourne in Aug., 1841. Sir Denis 
Le Marchant wrote a ” Report of the 
Proceedings on the Claim to the 
Barony of Gardner ; ” and edited 
Walpole’s “Memoirs of George III.” 

LE MARCHANT, Sm John Gas- 
PARD, Knt., younger brother of Sir 
Dunis le Marchant, bom in 1803, was 
educated nt Sandhurst, entered tho 
army in 1821, and for some time 
commanded the 85tli foot os Licut.- 
Col. Ho served as Brigadier and 
Adjutant-Gen. of the Anglo-Spanish 
Legion, ill tho war between tho 
Christiiios and the Carlists in Spain, 
and was Governor and Commandor- 
in-Chief of Nowfoundland from 1847 
till 1852, when ho was . appointed 
Licut.-Govomor of Novtr Scotia ; 
was transformed thcnco to Malta in 
1857, and made Commander of tho 
Forces in that island, with tho local 
rank of Lioat.-Gon., in 1858, which 
post ho hold till 1863. He was 
knighted for his services in 1838. 

LEMOINNE, Joiin-Emilk, pub- 
licist, bom in London, of Fronch 
parents, Oct. 17, 1815; commenced 
his studios in England, and finished 
them in Franco. In 1840, tho director 
of tho Journal des Vdbats intmsted 
him with the suporvision of the 
English correspondcnco of that jour- 
nal, a position which ho still holds. 
He has contributed to the Revue des 
Deux Mondes numerons articles, for 
tho most part relating to political 
history, England, biography, Ao. 
Several of these articles were pub- 
lished in a separate form, under the 
title of “ ]Stndes Critiques et Bio- 
graphiques,” in 1862. 

LEMON, Mare, editor of Puneh, 
bom in London, Nov. 80, 1809, was 
for some years a writer for the stage, 
and as a member of the Guild of 
Literature and Art occasionBlly donned 
tho sock and buskin. He was one of 
the knot of auriim who established 
Punch in 1841 ; fiom the first acted ’ 
as joint-editor, and on the secession 
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of Hr. Henry Hayhew succecdod to 
the chief post, which he has since 
retained. He is the author of uj)- 
waivls of sixty dramatic pieces, and 
of niunerons articles in Household 
Words, the Illustrated News, and other 
publications. Ho has written "The 
Enchanted Doll,” a fairy tale, pub- 
lished in 1849; “ A Christmas Ham- 
per, prose and verso, a collection of 
stories,” in 1859 ; “ Wait for the 
End,” in 1863 ; “ Legends of Number 
Nip” and “ Loved at Last,” 
1864 ; “ Falkncr Lyle ; Stoiy of 

Two Wives,” and “ Leighton Hall, 
and other Talcs,” in 1866. Ho has 
edited a collection of jests and written 
about a hundred songs. 

LENNEP, Jakoh van, novelist, 
born at Amsterdam, March 25, 1802, 
received an excellent education under 
his father^ man of taste and Icniniing, 
and adopSd tlio legal ])rofe8Su>n, in 
which he soon made a roputalion. 
Although much occupied at the bar, 
ho has, for more than thirty years, 
assiduously cultivated literature, espe- 
cially the branch of fiction, his success 
in which has led to his being styled 
the Dutch Walter Scx)tt. Jn 1830 ho 
produced, with 3nuch success, two 
political corned ios, ” The Village 
Frontier,” and “ The Village beyond 
the Frontier,” founded ou the Belgian 
revolution. He has written upwards 
of fifty novels and romances ; aTiiong 
which may be named “ Our Fore- 
fathers,” a Scries of narratives in 
which the history of Holland is passed 
ninder review : the “BosoofDclcaina,” 
one of his most#populnr, translated 
into English in 1847 ; and the ** Adop- 
ted Son.” He made liis first appear- 
ance in literature as a poot, having 
published, before 1831, a collection of 
national lyrics, and of late years he 
has translated into Dutch poems from 
Southey and Tennyson. He has also 
prepare a version of ”Othollo,” and of 
** B^eo and Juliet ; ” and has written 
a history of North Holland. He is 
the ^itor of the litenuy annual 
” Hdland,” and of a complete edition 
*of the works of the poet Vondel. 

L E N N 0 X , Load William Fitt, . 


younger sen of the fourth Duke of 
Richmond, and godson of William 
Pitt, born Sep. 20, 1799, and educated 
at Westminster, was for somo time on 
tho staff of the duke of Wellington, 
whom he accompanied to Brussels, 
Waterloo, Paris, and Vienna, and 
retired from the army in 1829. His 
lordship has contributed to the Sport- 
ing Heview from its commencement, 
to tho “ Diadem,” ” Book of Beauty,” 
Bentley's and other magazines. For 
a year he edited the Eeoiew news- 
paper, and is a contributor to the 1 Uus- 
trated London News, Once a Wcelc, 
and Land and Water, Amongst liis 
numerous works of fiction may be 
mentioned ; ” Compton Andlcy,” pub- 
lished in 1841 ; ” The Tuft-Hunter,” 
in 1843 ; ” Percy Hamilton,” in 1852 ; 
and ” Philij) Courtenay,” “ Tho Story 
of my Life,” in 1857. He has written 
“ Three Years with tho Duke of 
Wellington in Private Life ; ” ” MoiTio 
England: its Sports and Pastimes,” 
dedicated to tho late Prince Coiisorii, 
published in 1857 ; “ Pictures of 
Sporting Life and Charnct(?r,” in 
1859 ; “ The Victoria Cross,” dedi- 
cated to Her Majesty ; ” London at 
Table ; ” ” Recreations of a Sports- 
man,” in 1862 ; Life of the Duke of 
Richmond ; ” and ” Fifty Years' Bio- 
graphical Reminisconces,” in 1863; 

” 4^lv(!ulnres of a Man of Family,” 
in 1861 ; and “Drafts on my Memory,” 
in 1865. 

LENSTROm, KAAii Julius, boiii at 
Gefl^, in Sweden, in 1811, stndied at 
Upsal, cl Gained a chair of history and 
piiiloBoi)hy at Atterborn, and after 
travelling in Denmark and Germany, 
took orders, and was appointed pro- 
fessor of theologjl in the college of 
his native town. He lias cuntributed 
a number of literary articles to tho 
*ournals of Sweden, and has written, 
amongst other works, “ History of 
the Theories of Art,” and " Histoij 
of Swedish Poctiy,” published in 
1839 ; a ” Swedish Anthology,” in 
1840-1 s " History of Literature and 
Art in Sweden,” in 1841 ; ” History of 
the Church Universal, and of the 
Swedish Church,” in 1843 ; Sijgurd 
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and Biynhild/* an epic in twenty- 
four cantos ; and a drama, “ Nero.** 

LEOPOLD II. (See Belgians, King 

or THE.) 

L E P S I U S , Kabl Bichaed. 
orientalist, bom at Naumburg, Deo 
30, 1813, studied philology at licipaic, 
Gottingen, and Berlin, under the 
direction of Bopp ; after receiving 
his doctor’s degree in 1833, repaired 
to Paris, furnished with letters of 
recommendation to Yon Humboldt, 
and in 1834 gained tho Volnoy prize 
for his momoir, “ Paleography applied 
to Linguistic Besearches,** piiblishod 
at Loipsic ; in 1842. This treatise was 
followed by two important ones, 
printed in tho Transactions of tl 
Academy of Berlin ; “ lieport on the 
Semitic, Indian, ancient Persian, an-; 
cieut Egyptian, and Ethiopic Alpha- 
bets,** and “ Oil tho Origin of tho 
Nonns of Number in the Indo-Ger- 
m aide, S(;mitic, and CopticLanguages.** 
In 1835 ho went to Italy to make 
roBcaix'hes in various libraries, and 
at Borne gained tho friendship of 
Bunsen; and in 1837 published his 
celebrated “ Letter to M. Bosclliiii on 
tho Hieroglyphic Alphabet,** which 
was followed by Memoirs on tho 
Architecture and Monuments of tho 
Egyptians.*’ Since that time Lepsius 
has confined his researches and studies 
almost exclusively to laii^ages and 
Egyptian antiquities. In 1838 he 
was sent to England by tho Arclimo- 
lo^cal Institute, where, mooting with 
Bunson, tho project was formed of 
an expedition to Egypt, Avhich had 
the sanction of tho king of Prussia. 
This expedition, yrhicli ''.omprised 
English and German men of scienco 
as well as ailists, left England in 
Sep., 1842. Favoured by tho pro- 
tection of Mehemet Ali, it lasted four 
years, and produced the happiest 
results. On his return to Germany, 
in 1846, Lepsius was nominated titular 
professor at Berlin, and a member of 
tho Academy of Sciences. He has 
since occupied himself in publishing 
the fruits of his researches on tho 
history, geography, chronology, the; 
artSi iauguage, literature, and religion j 


the Egyptians. “ Monuments of 
Egypt and Ethiopia” appeared iu 
1853-7 ; and The Universal Lin- 
guistio Alphabet ” in 1855. He has 
published a 'work on the Nile, which 
has been translated into English. 

L E B 0 U X, PiEEUE, Socialistic 
writer, bom at Bennes in 171)8, found 
employment at Paris as a compositor 
and connector of the press. In 1814 
his old schoolfellow, M. Dubois, met 
him iu tho printing-ofilcc, in which 
ho intended to bring out the Globe. 
This led to his being associated 
with him in his labour, in which ho 
had De Broglie, Guizot, and Cousin 
for fellow-workci'S. In 1831 bo be- 
came a St. Siinouion, abandoned tho 
communion when the late Father 
Enfantin propo.sed the question of tho 
emancipation of women, and after- 
wards eontribnted to the Eerue des 
Dciuv Mondes, ceasing to ab so when 
it bc'civmo Conservative. Ho wna 
.'issociated with Georgi'S Sand in the 
Revue Tndipendante fOJid pursued with 
ardour his attacks on the religion and 
philosophy then prevailing. Since 
1843, Leroux has chiefly occupied 
himself with philosophy applied to 
Socialism, and Las had Proudhon 
for an opponent. In the Legislative 
Assembly of 1818, of which ho was 
a member, ho distinguished himself 
by an amendment, 'which bears his 
name, to the effect that all parties 
found guilty of adultery should lose 
their civil rights. After tho coup d*dtat 
of Dec., 1851, he withdrew to Jersey, 
and applied himself to literature oneb 
philosophy. Has led an active literary 
life, and 'written many works, tho 
ibest known being— “Do THumanite, 
de son Prinoipo et de son Avenu’,” 
published in 1849. 

LESLIE, Henry David, musical 
composer, son of John Leslie, bom iu 
London, June 19, 1822, and educated 
at tho Palace School, Enfield, oom« 
menced his musical studies in 1838, 
under the direction of Charles Lucas, 
now Principal of the Boyal Academy, 
of Mnsic. He was appointed Hon. 
Sec. of the Amateur Musical Society 
of London on its Ibnnation in 1847, 
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and from 1855 nntil its dissolntion 
in 1861 was its conductor. In 1856 
he founded the Choral Society known 
by his name, and still conducted by 
him, and is principal of tho College of 
Music, an institution founded in 1864 
for tho purpose of enabling students 
to obtain a complete musical educa- 
tion on the system of tho continental 
conservatories. He has composed 
To Demn and Jubilate in D” pub- 
lished in 1841 ; ** Orcliestral Sym- 
phony in F,” in 1617; Festival Anthem, 
Let God Arise,” for soprano and 
tenor solo, double chorus and or- 
chestra, in 1819; dramatic ovortm'c, 
** Tho TemplaiV* in 1852 ; oratorio, 
<< Immanuel,” in 1863 ; operetta, 
“ llomanoo, or Bold Dick Turi)in j” and 
oratorio, “ Judith,” in 1857 ; cantata, 
“ Holyrood,” in 1860 ; wedding can- 
tata, " The Daughter of the Isles,” 
in 1861 s besides various compositions 
for stringed instruments, and some 
sixty or seventy single songs, duets, 
anthoms, pianoforto pieces, &c,, which 
have been publislied during the last 
few years. Mr. Leslie in 1861 com- 
posed a romantic opera in three acts. 

LESSEPS, VicoMTE Ferdinand 
DE, diplomatist and engineer, bom at 
VersailleB, Nov. 19, 1805, was ap- 
pointed, in 1828, Attache to the 
French consulate at Lisbon, and 
after holding various cousidar oflices 
in Enrope and the' East, was made 
Consul at Barcelona in 1842, during 
the bombardment of which town ho 
zealously devoted himself to protect 
CVench life and property, besides 
affording on asylum to Spaniards and 
others on boaid French ships. His 
notoriety rests chiefly on his scheme, 
to pierce the Isthmus of Suez by 
means of a canal, and in carry- 
ing it ont ho has shown much zeal 
and indefatigable energy. It was in 
1864, when in Egypt on a visit to 
Meheu^t Said, that he opened the 
project to Said Pasha, who, seeing 
the adventage that might be expected 
to aoorde Aram its exeouiion, invited 
him to dqsw up a memorial on tho 
Bulujeot. This was done with full 
; detaila,iiiiderthatitji6Qf '*Percement 


de risthme do Suez expose, et Docu- 
ments Officiels.” M. Lesseps received 
a finnan sanctianing the entmprise in 
1854, and a letter of concession was 
granted by the viceroy of Egypt in 
Jan., 1856. Eminent English engi- 
neers (and among them the late G. 
Stephenson) have questioned its prac- 
ticability. Theworkswero commenced 
soon after the company was consti- 
tuted, in 1859 ; largo sums have sinoe 
been expended,* and the late Pasha of 
Egypt was induced to tako a large 
number of shares in tho imdertaking, 
besides' permitting M. Lesseps to 
emplc^ native labourers. This in- 
genious scheme was at first favoured 
by a portion of tho commercial body 
in this country, but it soon became 
evident that tho project was virtually 
a political one, and in this point of 
view has not received encourage- 
ment from tho British government. 
On the death of the lato pasha of 
Egypt in 1863, the question of the 
sanction of the Ottoman Poito was 
more actively discussed, and the 
right of tho Sultan to grant it for- 
m^ly insisted upon. The result was 
the withdrawal of the permission to 
the company to hold any portion of 
territory — tho covert design 
of tho project ; and after much dispute 
between M. liesseps and the Egyptian 
goveni'uofit, tho claim for compensa- 
tion to tho company he represented 
was left to tho arbitration of tho 
emperor of tho French, who imposed 
certain conditions on both ps^ies, 
and alio A'cd the works to be con- 
tinued. A canal, with sufficient water 
to admit of the passage of steamboats, 
was opened Aug. 15, 1865. 

LETHEBY, Henry, M.B., bora in 
1816, became a Bachelor of Medicine 
in 1843, PhJ). and M.A. in 1858, and 
L.S.A. in 1837, is well known as the 
Medical Officer of Health for the 
City of London, Lecturer on Chomistry 
andToxicology in tho London Hospital ; 
Chemical An^yst to tho corporation of 
London ; and a Fellow of the Linnsoaxi 
and Chemical Societies. He has 
compiled “ Beports on the Sanitary 
Conffition of the City of London ; ” a 
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series of papera on the Mode of 
Conducting Post-Mortem Examina- 
tions in Cases of Suspected Murder,’* 
which appeared in the Lancet; a course 
of lectures bn Practical Toxicology^ 
in the Medical Times ; and has 
contributed to the Transactions of 
lcam(^d societies and to various medi- 
cal journals and reviews. 

LEVER, CuAur.ES James, son of 
an architect, was bom in Dublin in 
1809. At an early ago he was 
destined for tho medical profession, 
and entered Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, attended lectures, and even- 
tually took his degree in medicine; 
affcerw'tmls passing through a course 
of study at Gottingen, where ho also 
obtained a degree. When tho cho- 
leiu. broke out in Ireland, in 1832,. 
Mr. Lover was appointed medical 
superintendent of an extensive aud 
populous district, which included the 
city of Londondeny and tho towns of 
Newtown-limavady and Coleroino. 
In tills position he rendered good 
servici>, and when tho disorder had 
abated, was attached to tho British 
Legation at Brussels, in tho capacity 
of physician. Whilst occupying this 
post, ho produced “Harry Lorroquer,” 
oommencod as a serial, a novel of Irish 
life and character, tlio success of 
which led to his writing other novels, 
mostly in a serial form. Of these tho 
best known are — “ Charles O’Mal- 
ley,” “ Jack Hinton,” “ Our Mess,” 
“ Tho O’Donoghuo,” “ St. Patrick’s 
Eve,” “ Roland Cashell,” “ The 
Knight of Gwynno,” “ The Daltons,” 
** Tho Dodd Family Abroad,” and 
“ Arthur O’Leary.” Ho has been 
very successful in these and many, 
others, touching chiefly on the 
various .phases of Irish military life, 
which wore illustrated by the pencil 
of Mr. Hablot Browne. Whilst en- 
gaged upon these productions, he un- 
dertook tho editorship of the Dublin 
University Magazine, 1842-1845, con- 
tributing to its pages, after which he 
retired to the Continent, establishing 
himself first in a castle in the Tyrol, 
and afterwards at Florence. He was 
appointed by Lord Derby Vioe-Conaul 


at Spez 2 da, Nov. 26, 1858, and was 
transferred to Trieste in Feb., 1867. 
Amongst tho best of his works pub- 
lished anonymously is “ Diary of 
Horace Temploton,” and ** Con 
Cregan,” an Irish Gil Dias ; and his 
more recont productions are “ One of 
Thom,” “ Barrington,” “ Luttroll of 
Arran,” “ A Day^s Ride,” and “ Sir 
Brook Fosbroko,” a talo originally 
published in BlacJcwood^s Mcigaanne. 

LE -V E R R I E R, Uuuain- Jean- 
Joseph, astronomer, bom at St. L6 
(Mancho), March 11, 1811, was a dis- 
tinguished pupil of the Polytechnic 
School, and on leaving it choso to ac- 
cept the oftico of engineer to tho 
administration of tobaccos, that ho 
might be able to reside in Paris to 
coiitinno his studies. Though he 
made one or two important discove- 
ries in chemistry, astronomy became 
tho study in which be achieved a high 
reputation. After many years silently 
carrying forward works of enormous 
extent, ho one day astonished tho 
scientific world by tho announcement 
that, in an indicated point of space, 
and at a spccifiod instant, they would 
SCO a star until then unknown. That 
discovery iiistBllod him as tho fii'st 
astronomer of France. Honours and 
places wore heaped upon him from all 
sides, and the electors of tho depart- 
ment of La Manohe returned M. Lc- 
VeiTier as their representative to tho 
Lcgislativo Assembly. The Royal 
Astronomic;d Society of London voted 
him, in 1818, a testimonial “for his 
researches in tho problem of inverso 
perturbations, leading to the dis- 
coveiy of tho planet Neptune.” Mr. 
Adams, the celebrated English astro- 
nomer, having to tho satisfaction cf 
tho Royal Astronomical Society made 
good his claim to the almost simnl • 
toneous discovery of this planet, that 
body conferred' upon him a similar 
testimonial to that bestowed upon the 
French astronomer. M. Le-Verrier, 
who succeeded M. Arago in the Obser- 
vatory of Paris, in the Legislative As- 
sembly contributed greatly to forward 
tho cause of education in France. He 
is a senator, was, in 1846, elected a 
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member of the Academy of Sciences, 
and was promoted Grand Officer of 
the Legion of Honour, Aug. 14, 1863. 

LEVI, Lbonb, bom at Ancona, in 
Italy, June 6, 1821, was educated lor 
meroontile pursuits, in 18'i4 anived 
at Liverpool, and in 1847 was natural 
ized, and became a British subject. 
Hr. Levi, being stiuck with the want, 
in BO great a commercial community 
as our own, of a Chamber of Com- 
merce, with a supplemental tribunal 
of commerce for the Bettlcmcnt of 
commercial disputes, agitated tho 
question as one of public interest. His 
appeal was successful, and tho Liver- 
pool Chamber of Commerce was esta- 
blished in 18 19, and numbera up^vards 
of 6()0 mombors. This imtK)i‘tant 
cxaiiiplo led to tho formation of simi- 
lar iustitutious in other commercial 
towns in tho pinmnccs. In his capa- 
city of Hon. Soo. of tho Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Levi pro- 
om'od information respecting similar 
institutions abi'oad, and was enabled 
to produce his “ Commercial Law of 
the World,” which appeared in 1850. 
This gained for tho author tho 8wincy 
Prize awarded by the Society of Arts 
and the College of Physicians, and 
from tho emperor of Austria and the 
king of Prussia their grt*nt gold medal 
for science and art. Air. Levi sug- 
gested tlio utility of nn International 
Commercial Code, and lectured on tho 
subject before the Cliambora of Com- 
merce. A conference, presided over 
by Lord Brougham aud the carl of 
Harrowby, was held in Loudon on 
the subject, aud tho result was that 
two AeUi wore passed, 19 A 20 Viet, 
o. 60, and 19 & 20 Viet. c. 97, whereby 
tho mercantile laws of the United 
Kingdom wero made uniform on many 
points. Since then considerable ad- 
vance has been made towards unity 
of oommeroial legislation oven in 
foreign countries. Mr. Levi has writ- 
ten ** On Taxation, How it is Baised, 
and How it is Expended,” pnblishod in 
1860, and “ International Commercial 
Law,” in 1864. In 1852 the Council 
of CoHege^ I^ondon, allowed 

^in to evening lectures on 


Commerce and Commercial Law, and 
he was appointed Professor of the 
Practice and Principles of Commerce 
in that College. His contributions 
to statistical science are extensive. 
Ho was called to the Bar at Lin- 
coln's Inn in 1859, was created a 
Doctor of Political and Economical 
Sciences by the U niversi ty of Tii) )ingexi 
ill 1861, is a F.S.A., a Fellow of the 
Statistical Society, and a member of 
tho Society of Arts. 

LEVISSOriN, Db. JosErn, bom in 
Germany, at tho close of the last 
century, Was carefully educ.atcd in 
the Jewish synagogue, in the religions 
tenets of his pcojjle. His learning 
and pious zeal pointed him out as a 
lit person to fill the vacant principal 
rabbinical post in Wiirtomberg, but 
discussion with a Bussian nobleman 
on religions matters led to liis reading 
tho New Testament, and this resnltecl 
in Ilia resigning his funeiioti as ** Mas- 
ter in Israel.” Ho went to St. Peters- 
burg, wliero lie was admitted as a 
member of tho Greek Church, and 
was appointed Professor of Ilcbrow 
and Divinity in tho University. 
In his zeal for tho conversion of his 
brethi-en, ho impressed upon Nicholas 
I. tJiO importanco of traiisloting into 
Hebrew the Busso-Greek Liturgy, 
known as tho compilation of St. 
Chrysostom. Nicholas I. authorized 
the undertaking, tho expenses of 
which were enormous, and Dr. Lovis- 
solin's adversaries, in the Council 
of Censors, urged tho czar to sup- 
pi'oss the translation as not well 
adapted to undergo tho soarcliing 
criticism of learned Jews who abound 
in Bussia. The whole impression has 
since been guarded under the lock and 
key of the Censorial Synod of St. Pe- 
tersbuig, two copies excepted; one 
of which is in the library of tho 
British Museum, and tho other in the 
study of tho Bishop of St. David’s. 
In 1858, when the czar determined to 
organize a Busso-Greek eoclesiastioal 
establishment at Jerusalem, he sent a 
large staff of ecclesiastical dignitaries 
and officials, inclusive of Dr. Levis- 
Bohn. The professor made some valu- 
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kble discoveries in Samaritan MSS. 
it Nablus, some account of which 
viis published at Paris in 1862. His 
irthodoxy has, however, been im- 
pugned, and his enemies at court suc- 
ceeded in getting his supplies from 
head-quarters stopped. He is aifec- 
tionatcly bcfriciidcd by the Kussinii 
bishop at Jerusalem, in whose house 
ho lives, and devotes his time to bibli- 
cal researches. 

LEWALD, Mademoiselle Fanny, 
novolist, was born at Konigsberg, 
March 24, 1811. Her father, a He- 
brew niorchunt, gave her an oxcellent 
education, and leaving her freo in the 
choice of her religion, at seventeen 
she became a Christian. After tra- 
velling for some time in France and 
Gormaaiy, she began, in order to 
amuso a sick sister, to write novels, 
which appeared anonymously in the 
jKitropa, and in the Vraniitf between 
1834 and 1835. These wore: “Tho 
Substitute,’* “Chnnentino and Jenny,** 
“ A Question of Life,” and. tho “ Poor 
Girl.” Tho autliorsliip of her satire 

Diogeua,” attributed to several per- 
sons, was acknowledged in licr next 
work, “ Tho Italian Sketch-book,” 
translated in 1818, under tho title of 
“ Tho Italians at Home.” “ Priiiz 
Louis Ferdinand,” a novel founded 
on tho life of tho Prussian prince wlio 
perished on the battle-field of Saal- 
fold, Oct. 10, 1806, appeared in 1849. 
During the season of 1850, Mdllc. 
Lewald spent some months in England, 
and published her impressions in a 
volume, translated in 1854, called 
“ England and Scotland.” 

LEWES, George H., bom April 18, 
1817> in London, was cduc^ited partly 
abroad, and partly by the late Dr. 
Burney^ at Greenwich. On leaving 
school he became a clerk in the esta- 
blislimont of a Buasian merchant, hut 
quitted business, and, pursuing ana- 
tomy and physiology only as branches 
of philosophic study, finally adopted 
literature as a profession. With this 
end in view, he went through a course 
of training in Germany, in 1638-9, 
when he returned to London, and has 
since contributed largely to literature. 


Hehas written**Biographioal History of 
Philosophy,” and ‘‘Bonthorpe, a Talc,** 
published in 1847 ; " The Spanish 
Drama: Lope deYega and Calderon,** 
and ** Bose, Blanche, and Violet,’* a 
novel, inlS-lS; a ”Lifeof Bobespierre;” 
“The Noble Heart,” a tragedy, in 1860; 
and “Comte’s Philosophy of the Sci- 
ences,* * “TheLife and Works of Gocthof** 
“ Seaside Studios,” “ Physiology of 
Common Life,** in 1859-60; “ Sndics 
in Animal Life,” “Aristotle: a Chap- 
ter from the History of Science,” in 
1861; and a “Histoiyof Philosophy 
from Thales to Comte,” in 1867. Ho has 
contributed to tho Edinhurghj West* 
minshr, Foreign (Quarterly , liritiah and 
Foreign, and British Quiartcrhj Reviews $ 
to Blackwood, Fraser, the Comhill, &o. 
Ho was tho literrtry editor of tho 
Leader newspaper from its commence- 
ment in 1849 until July, 1854, sinco 
which time he has been almost exclu- 
sively devoted to scion tifio piiranits. 
In 1858 ho read a paper “ On tho 
Spinal Cord as a Contro of Scusation 
and Volition,” before the meeting of 
tho British Association for tho Ad- 
vancement of Science; and in 1859, 
three papers on tho “Nervous Sys- 
tem,” in which ho combated the 
reigning doctrines. These papers ex- 
cited much iliscussion, and have since 
attracted tho attention of continental 
physiologists. In 1865 ho founded the 
Fortnightly Review, the editorship of 
which he resigned, on account of fail- 
ing health, in Dec., 1866, and was 
succeeded by Mr. John Morley. 

LEWIN, Thomas, M.A., F.S.A., 
one of the Conveyancing Counsel to 
the Court of Chancery, son of tho 
Bev. S. J. Lewin, vicar of Ifield, 
Sussex, horn in 1805, and educated 
at Merchant ’Taylors’ School, was 
entered at Worcester CoMego, Oxford, 
but shortly afterwards obtained a 
scholarship at Trinity and migrated 
to that college, where ho gained a 
first-class in cliussics in 1828, and in 
duo course took tho degrees of B.A. 
and M.A. He was called to tho Bar 
in 1833, and after practising success- 
fully at the Chanceiy Bar for some 
years, was, in 1858, appointed by 
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Lord St. Leonards one of tbo Con- 
veyancing Gonnsel to the Court, which 
post he still holds, though continuing 
to practice at the Chancery Bar. Ho 
has written ** Treatiso on the Law of 
Trusts,** which has passed through 
several editions ; the ** Life and Epis- 
t^s of St. Paul,*' published in 1851 ; 
and ** Essay on the Chronology of tho 
Hew Tostament,” in 1854. In 1861 
he published ** Jerusalem, a Sketch of 
tho City and Temple ;** hut not having 
at that timo visited tho place, he made 
a tour thither in 1862, and in 1863 
published ** Tho Siege of Jerusalem by 
Titus,** with tho journal of his visit to 
tho Holy Land. In 1862 lie published 

Cmsar^s Invasion of Britain,** which 
led to n controversy with tho Astra- 
nomcr iloyal and also with Dr. Card- 
well, as to the ; place of Caesar’s 
landing. To throw light upmi this 
question, tho Admiralty, at tho re- 
quest of tho Society of Antiquaries, 
made a survey of the tides u6' Dover. 
Tho emperor of tho Fi*ench paid him 
tho compliment of sending him aco]iy 
of **The Life of Ctesar,** with his 
autograph. Mr. Lowin has recently 
publish^ ** Fasti Sacri, or a Key 
to the Chronology of the New Tes- 
tament,** comprising Clironulogical 
Tables from n.c. 70 to a.d. 70, with 
prolimiuaiy dissortaiions. 

LEWIS, Du. (See Ontario, Bisiior 
OI.) 

LEWIS, John Frederick, R.A., 
inter in water-colours, son of Mr. 
C. Lewis, engraver and landscape 
painter, bom in London, July 14, 
1805, first attracted attention by a 
florios . of studies fitim animals, which 
ho himself engraved. Ho next de- 
voted himself to foreign travel, and 
to portraying the modes of lifo of the 
semi-oivilizod unions of tho Sontlv 
and East; and in 1838-4, a selection 
of hifi drawings from Spanish life and 
aoeneiy was published in lithograph; 
and a selection of drawings from tho 
Alhambra, made during a residence of 
some memtha within its walls. After 
thirteen years’ absence, in Italy, 
Greece, Turkey, and Egypt, he re- 
tnmed in 1861 to England, and in 


1862 exhibited his picture of *‘The 
Hhareom,** which was followed by 
other drawings of Italian and Oriental 
subjects: **Boman Feasants at a 
Shrine,” ” Scones in tho Desert,” &o. 
During his continental visits, Mr. Lewis 
had employed himself in studying the 
works of the great masters ; and in 
1853 his sixty-four copies in water- 
colours, of some of the most famous 
oxamplcB, cliicfly of tho Venetian and 
Spanish schools, were purchased by 
tho Scottish Academy as tho com- 
mencement of a gallery of copies from 
tho chef8-d*wuvro of tho old masters.’ 
Mr. Lewis, who has moro recently 
devoted himself to painting in oil 
colours, exhibited at the Academy, in 
1855, a small oil-picturo of his ** Ar- 
menian Lady, Cairo.” He exhibited 
his i)ictnro of **A Frank Encampment, 
Desert of Mount Sinai,” in the Wa- 
ter-Colour Society’s rooms, in 1856 ; 
having been made president of that 
society in 1855. Mr. Lewis, who ro- 
signeci his ofiico of president in 1858, 
was elected Associate of tho Koyal 
Aciulcmy in July, 1859, and K.A. in 
1865. 

LEYS, Jean Adouste Henri, 
painter, bom at Antwerp, Fob. 18, 
1815, was educated for tlio Church, 
for which profossion ho had littlC in- 
olination, and in 1830 hocaino the 
pupil ')£ M. Brakeleer, a painter of 
some eminonce, who had married his 
sister, and exhibited lus lirst picture in 
1833. His compositions represent, 
for tho most part, the historicid scenes 
of tho L^ w Countries, for the effective 
trcatmuiit of which ho had prepared 
himself by becoming thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the monnera, costumes, 
and architecture of the period in- 
cluded between the fourteenth and 
sixteenth centuries. Called, with somo 
reason, the chief of the Belgian pre- 
Baffaebtes, he has studied the works 
of Van Eyck, Mommeling, and their 
contemporaries, and has obtained a 
high and well-merited reputation, his 
pictures commanding good prices. 
Amongst the best-known works exhi- 
bited at the International Exhibition 
of 1862, may be mentioned **Mar- 
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garot of Austria receiving the Oaths 
of the Archers of Antwerp,” “ Young 
Luther singing in the streets of Eise- 
nach,” and “The Institution of the 
Golden Fleece.” Mr. Leys, who re 
sides at Antwerp, was made a mem 
her of the Koyal Academy of Belgium, 
Dec. 1, IS-IS ; received the Order of 
Leopold, Aug. 30, 1840; became 
Grand Officer in 1861, and Com 
mender soon after. 

LICHFIELD (Bisnor of), The 
Bight Key. John Lonsdale, D.D., 
eldest son of the Bev. John Lonsdale, 
'B.A., vicar of Darfield, Yorkshire, 
bom Jan. 17, 1788, was educated at 
Heath School, near Halifax, and at 
Eton, whence he passed, in 1806, to 
King’s College, Cambridge, of which 
ho became Fellow. Ho obtained Sir 
William Browne’s modal for the best 
Latin ode in 1807 and 1809 ; in tho 
latter year he won the Battle Univer- 
sity Scholarship, took the degree of 
B.A. in 1811, M.A. in 1814, B.D. in 
1824, and D.D. in Hov., 1843, on his 
elevatiou to the biahoprio. In 1821 
ho was appointed Cliristian Advocate 
for tho University of Cambridge and 
Assist-ant Preacher at the Temple 
Chnrcfa. Having been domestic chap- 
lain to two archbishops of Canterbury, 
ho became successively rector of Mer- 
sham, Kent, of St. George’s, Blooms- 
buiy, Precentor and Canon of Lich- 
field Cathedral, Frobendaay of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, and in tho early 
port of 1839 obtained the important 
post of Principal of King’s College, 
London, which he held till his eleva- 
tion to tho episcopal bench. In the 
mean time ho held othnr appoint- 
ments, having been Rector of South- 
fleet, Kent, from 1836 till 1842; 
l^reacher of Lincoln’s Inn from 1835 


LIDDELL, The Vert Rev. Henry 
George, D.D., Dean of Christ Church, 
Oxford, eldest son of the late Rev. 
H. G. Liddell, rector of Easington, 
Durham, and brother of the lato Lord 
Ravensworth, was bom in 1811. 
Having beon educated at tho Charter- 
house, and at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he took a double first class in 
1833, he became succossively Tutor of 
Christ Church, Public Examiner in 
Classics, Head Master of Westminster 
School, a Member of tho Oxford Uni- 
versity Commission, Domestio Chap- 
lain to tho lato Piince Albert, and 
Chaplain Extraordinary to the Queen, 
and ho succeeded Dr. Gaisford as Dean 
of Christ Church, Oxford, in 1855. Uo 
has written “A Histoiy of Romo,” 
published in 1855; and is joint editor of 
“ Liddell and Scott’s Greek Lexicon,” 
which first appeared in 1843. 

LIDDELL, Sir John, M.D., P.B.S., 
bom at Dumblone, Scotland, in 1794, 
received his education at tho Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, entered the Royal 
Navy as an Assistant-Surgeon in 1812, 
and saw some active service during 
tho Fronch and Amencan wars, hav- 
ing been present at Navarino in H.M.S. 
Asia., He was afterwards appointed 
surgeon to tho Royal Naval Hospitals 
at Malta and at Haslor, Inspector 
of Fleets and Hospitals, in 1844, was ' 
promoted to the post of Director-Ge- 
neral of the Mediesl Department of 
the Navy in 1854, and an Honorary 
Physician to Her Majesty in 1859. 
He received the honour of knighthood 
in 1850. 

LIEBEB, Francis, writer on intcr- 
national law and political ethics, bom

LIEBIG, Baron Justus be, an 
eminent chemist, was bom at Darm- 
stadt, May 12, 1803. His early pre- 
election for physical science iuduceii^j 
his father to remove him from the 
gymnasium at Darmstadt to Bonn 
and Erlangen, where he studied from 
1819 till 1822. By aid of a travelling 
stipend allowed him by the grand 
duke, he removed to Paris, where he 
oontinned his studies from 1822 till 
1824, and read at the Institute his 
first paper on Fnlminio Acid| which 


operation was opened to him. Ho 
has composed nnmi'rous works, which 
have been translated into most Euro- 
pean languages, llis researohes are 
recorded in his own journal (Annalen) ; 
in tho “ Annales do Chimio ct do Phy- 
sique;” and in tho “Handbook of Che- 
mistry,” commenced in 1836, by Pog- 
gendorf. Ho revised Geiger’s “ Hand- 
book of Pharmacy,” of which a cor- 
rected edition appeared at Heidelberg 
in 1839, and of which his section may 
bo considered as forming a Handbook 
of Organic Chemistry. Ilis “ Organic 
Chemistry in its Application to Agri- 
culture,” published at Brunswick in 
1844), has gone through several cdi-. 
tions, and has been translated into 
English by Dr. Lyon Playfair, who 
studioil under Liebig at Giessen. In 
a series of “Familiar Letters,” ho 
developed his views on chemistry and 
its relt» • ions to commerce, physiology, 
and vegetation, with such succesip, 
that the appearance of tho work had 
the efiect of inducing tho foundation 
of^ several new chomicnl professor- 
ships in Germany. Professor Liebig, 
who has frequently visited England, 
where his presence is always gladly 
hailed at tho leading agricidtaral 
meetings, took much interest in the 
discussion of the great question of 
sewage in this countiy, and his views 
have led to a better knowledge of this 
important subject. He was named 
Foreign Assooiate at the Academy of 
Sciences, Paris, in 1861.

LIGHT, Sir Hsnat, £.0.6., son of LIMEBIGK, ABDFEBT, and 
tbe late William Light, Esq., of the* AGHADOE (Bishop op), The Bight 
East-Iodia Companj’s Civil Service, Bkv.

He 
contributed to tho literaiy chronicle of 
the month placed under his direction, 
amongst others, a series of articles 
under tho general title of “ Simples 
Essais d*Histoire Litterairo,” ainl a 
humoi-ous and philosophical romance, 
published in a separate form in 1845, 
entitled L*Ombre d*l5ric.** He wrote 
for the The&tro Fran^ais, in 1849, a 
comedy in five acts, ** La Comedio en 
Espagno,” but owing to political 
events it was not played, tliongh it 
obtained for tho author in 1855 tho 
Cross of Commander of tho Order of 
Charles III. of Spain. From April, 
1852, till Aug., 1855, M. Lima3rrao 
edited the literary portion of tho Presse. 
Ilo has published d selection from his

LINCOLN (Bishop of), The Bight

broke College, Oxford, whore he gra- 
duated in 1833, taking first-class 
honours, and gained tho Denyer Thoo- 
logicnl Prize. From 1836 till 1846 ho 
was ICoad-Mastop of the Proprietary 
Grammar-school at Islington, and 
inring part of that time Incumbent 
:)f St. James’s, Muswell Hill, in the 
parish of Hornsey. He was apnpintod 
llector of St. James’s, Plccamlly, in 
1846, Chaplain to the Queen in 1M7, 
and Canon of Bristol in 1852 ; was a 
Select Preacher before theUniversity 
of Oxford in 1846, 1850, 1862, and 
1866 ; preached the Boyle Lectures in 
London in 1853, agxd on the deatli of 
Dr. Kaye, in that year, was mado 
Bishop of Lincoln. The diocese in- 
cludes Lincolnshire and Nottingham- 
shire, and is of tho annual value of 
£5,000, with the patronage of soventy- 
ono livings.

LINDSAY (Lord), Alexander 
William Crawford, eldest son of the 
earl of Crawford and Bolcarres, bom 
Oct. 16, 1812, was educated at Eton 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he grodnated M.A. in 1833. He has 
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written ** Letters bn Egypt, Edom, 
and the Holy Land/* published in 
1838 ; ** A L^ter to a Eriexld on the 
Evidence and Theory of Christianity/* 
in 1841 ; ‘‘I’rogressioh by Antagonism, 
a Theory involving Considerations 
touching the Present Position, Duties, 
and Destiny of Great Britain,** in 
1846$ “Sketches of tho History of 
Christian Art/’ in 1847 $ “ The Lives 
of the Lindsays,” a gonealogical vo- 
lume of more than ordinaiy interest, 
in 18^;*“ Scepticism, a Botrogros- 
sivo Movement in Theology,” in 18(51 ; 
and “ On tho Theory of tho English 
Hexameter,” in 1862. 

LINDSAY, William Sciiaw, mer- 
chant and shipowner, was born in 
Ayr, N.B., in 1816. At fifteen years 
of age he left homo with only a 
few shillings in his pocket to go to 
sea, and worked his passage to Liver- 
pool liy trimming coals in a steamer. 
He arrived thero friendless and desti- 
tute, and seven weeks passed before 
ho was able to obtain employment, 
when ho was engaged as a cabin boy in 
tho Ucbbella, West ludioman. After 
undergoing many hardships, ho be- 
came second mato in 1834, chief 
mate in 1835, and was appointed to 
the command of a merchantman in 
1836, being then in his nineteenth 
year. In 1837 Mi*. Lindsay left tho 
sea, and in 1841 was appointod agent 
for the Costlo-Edon Coal Company, in 
which capacity he was mainly instrn- 
mentol in getting Hartlej)oolmadc an 
independent pori, and rendered mu- 
teriid atssistanoe in tho establishment 
of its docks and wharves < In 18 15 ho 
removed to London, and laid the 
foundation of that extensive business 
which entitles him to rank as one of 
the ** morohant princes ” of the mo- 
trppoUs. He h^ written various 
pamphlets and letters on questions 
oonueoted with the shipping interest, 
08 well OS' important works entitled 
“ Our Jfavigation and Mercantile 
ICarine Laws considered/* published 
in 1868 1 and *^Oar Heiohimt Ship- 
ping/* in I860. He was on unsno- 
oeaml naadSdate for Monmouth in 
ApriUtind Jvr Dartmouth in July, 


1852. Undaunted by these defeats, 
he persevered, and was elected, after 
a severe contest, for I^nemouth 
and North Shields, in March, 1854; 
was ro-elcctod without opposition in 
March, 1857; was returned one of tho 
members for Sunderland at the gene- 
ral election in April, 1859, and on 
account of ill-health did not seek 
re-election. His parliumontary career 
was marked by zealous attention to 
maritime interests, both naval and 
commercial, and he took an active part 
in the formation of the Administra- 
tive llcform Association. 

LINGEN, Balpii Koiieut WnEELEii, 
only son of tho late Mr. Thomas Lin- 
goii, of Birmingham, bom in that town 
iu 1319, was educated at Bridgnorih 
Grammar -scliool, wiieuco ho was 
eleoted, in 1837, to a scholarship at 
Trinity College, Oxford. Ho obtained 
tho Ireland Scholarship iu 1838, the 
Heriford Scholarship in 1839, gi*adu- 
ated B. A. as a first in classics in 1840, 
was afterwards elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Balliol College, and obtained 
tho Chancollor’s prize for a Latin 
Essay in 1843, and the Eldon Law 
Scholarship in 1846. Ho studied in 
tho chambers of tho late Mr. Peter 
Brodio and the late Mr. Heathfield, 
and was called to the Bar, but shortly 
aflervvards entered tho Educational 
Department of the Privy Council, 
and iu 1849 succeeded Sir J. F. 
Kay- iiifhuttlo worth, Bart., as Soore- 
taiy. 

LINNELL, John, painter, bom in 
Louden in Juno, 1792, painted in oil 
as early as 1804, and •was, about 
1805, fellow-pupil with Hunt, the 
water-colour painter, for one year, of 
John Yarley, tho father of the exist- 
ing sohool of wotor-oolonr painting. 
He first exhibited at the Academy in 

1807. “ Fishermen, a Scone from Na- 
ture,*' and at the British Institution in 

1808. He obtained a medal at the 
Royal Academy in 1807, for a drawing 
from the life, and another, in 1810, for 
the best model from the life, and the 
prize of fifty guineas at the British In- 
stitatiou for the best landscape in Jan., 

1809. He exhibited at the Academy 
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ag|p in 18^1, landsoapo and por- 
traita. Daring the interval he painted 
many views in Wales and elsewhere, 
and from 1818 till 1820 ho had ex- 
hibited at the Society in. Spring 
Gardens. Throughout the earlier and 
greater part of LianeU’s career, ho 
painted a much larger number of 
portraits than of landscapes. The 
latter include **AView in Windsor 
Forest ” A Sandy Boad,’* “ A Heath 
Scene.” Among his numerous por- 
traits are ‘'A Family Gixuip — tlic 
Artist’s Children,” a miniaturo on 
ivory, in 1825 ; his portmits of fellow- 
artists, Calcott ill 1832, Mulrcady in 
1833, Philips in 1835 ; of such men 
as Malthas in 1833, Einpson in 1834', 
Wan'cii in 1837, Whatcly in 1838, the 
elder Sterling and Thomas Carlyle .in 
1844, Sir Bobort Peel (twice, in 1838 
and 1839), and Lord Lansdowno in 
1840. His subsequent landscape pic- 
tures iiicliido “ Tho Moiming Walk,” 
in 18 17 ; “ Tho Windmill,” and ” A 
Wood Scene,” both in the Vernon 
Gallery; ”Evo of the Deluge,” in 
1848; “Tho llcturn of Ulysses,” in 
1849. Tlis more recent pictures 
are ** Christ and tho Woman of 
Samaria at the Well,” ” Tho Disobe- 
dient Prophet,” “The Last Gleam 
before tho Stonn,” “ Grossing tho 
Brook,” “The Timber Waggon,”

Showers,” in the Exhibition of the 
Koyal Academy for the ])rcsont year.

LINTON, Mrs. Eli/jl, daughter of 
the late Bev. J. Lynn, vicar of Gros- 
thwaite, Cumberland, was bom at 
Keswick in 1822. Her first work of 
fiction, entitled “ Azeth the Egyp- 
tian,” appeared in 1846 ; “ Amymone; 
a Bomance of tho Days of Fericles,” 
in 1843 ; and “ Bealities,” a stoiy of 
modem life, in 1851 ; since which time

LINTON, William James, engraver 
on wood, and author, bom in London 
in 1812, was apprenticed to Mr. G. 
W. Bonner in 1828, became tho part- 
ner, in 1842, of tho late Mr. Orrin 
Smith, tho eminent engraver on wood, 
who died only tlireo years afterwards, 
and w'as engaged with him on the 
first works of importance published 
in tho IlVustmted London Nows. In 
his younger days, as a zealous Char- 
tist, ho beoamo intimately asaociatod 
with tho chief political refugees, 
Italian, Polish, and French, taking 
an active part in their proceedings at 
public moetnigs' by lecturing and 
writing ; in 1844 was concerned with 
Mazzini in calling tlie attention of the 
House of Commons to the fact that 
tho exile’s letters had been opened 
by Sir James Graham, and hi 1848 
was deputed to oarry to tho French 
Provisional Government the first con- 
gratulatory address of English work- 
men. In 1851 lie was one of the 
founders of the Leader newspaper, from 
which ho seceded, owing to a wont 
of sympathy with its principle; in 
1855 became the manager and editor 
of Fen md Pencil, and was for several 
years a regular poetical contributor 
to the Nation, diming the editorship 
of Mr. 'Duffy. He has contributed to 
tho Westminster Review, Nxaminer, 
Spectator, &o., and has written a 
“ Life of Paine,” various poems and 
translations; amongst these “Clori- 
bel and Other Poems,” published 
in 1865, and three volumes of tlie 
“ English Bepnblio;” the aim of which 
is to establish a republican party in 
England. As an engraver, his pr&oi- 
X»d works are the illustiwtionB to a 
‘ Hlstoxy of Wood-Eagraving,” Pub- 
lished by the proprietors of the lUiui* 
trated London News, and a series of 
works of “ Deceased British Artist»4( 
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issued in 1860, by the Art Union of 
London. 

LINWOOD, The Rev. William, 
bom about 1817, and cdnoatcd at 
Birmingham and at Christ Church, 
Oxford, of which lie became a stu- 
dent, having obtained the Craven, 
Hertford, and Ireland University 
Soholarships, graduated B.A., taking 
first-class honours, in 1830. Ho was 
for Bomo years an assistant master in 
Bhrewsbury School, holding at the 
aamo tirno a curacy in the same town, 
and has compiled a ** Lexicon to ^]s- 
cliylus,” published in 1813 ; edited tho 
plays of Sophocles, with English 
Notes, and Anthologia Oxoniensis,” 
containing translations into Latin and 
Greek verse by most of tho eminent 
scholars of the University in 1816. 
Ho published “Treatise on Greek 
Tragic Metres” in 1851*, and “Re- 
marks and Emendations on Thucy- 
dides” in 1860. 

LISZT, Francis, pianist, born in 
tho village of Raiding, in Hungary, 
Oct. 22, 1811, made his Ural public 
appearance in n concert in his ninth 
year, and was nfterwardsplaced under 
: Czerny, Salieri giving him lessons in 
harmony. After eighteen months of 
xoalons study, ho played in a. concert 
with success, and was taken to Paris, 
whore he performed before tho duke 
of Orleans, and soon becamo a great 
favourite in that capital. In 1825 
an opera of his was produced, but 
did not attnuit. Having made 
several successful tours thi'oiigh 
Franco and England, ho in 1825 pix»' 
duced an opora, “ Don Banchc, ou le 
Chiltoan des Amours,” which did not 
command success. He at last heard 
Paganini, and resolved he would bo- 
urne the Paganini of the pianoforte.

Idiots at Reigato, and the Royal 
Hospital for Incurables. Dr. Little, 
who is founder of, and was formerly 
Physician to, the Roj’^al Ortliopasdio 
Hospital, is a member of tho Hunte- 
rian, Royal Medical, Chimrgical, and 
Pathological Societies, of the British 
Medical Association, and of several 
foreign medical societies. Ho has 
written a “ Conrso of Lectures ou De- 
formities,” which appeared in the 
Lancet in 1843-4 ; a treatise on “ Club- 
Foot, and Analogous Distortious,” 
published in 1839 ; “ Treatises on 
Ankylosis, or Stiff Joint,” in 1843; 
“Treatment of Deformities of the 
Human Frame,” in 1853 ; and other 
publications connected with his pro- 
fession. 

LITTR^, Maximilirn-Paxtl-15mile, 
publicist and philologist, member of 
tho Institute, born at Paris, Fob. 1, 
1801, aftor having pursued a course 
of studies with much distinction, em- 
braced -the profession of medicine, 
do^ifting himself to its history and to 
the fitudy of philology. His transla- 
tion of tlie “ Works of Hippocrates,” 
published in 1839-61, gained for 
him admission to tho Acad6mio 
des Inscriptions. M. I4tti^, 'whoso 
political opinions are democratical, 
becamo one of the editors of tho 
National. When M. Auguste Comte 
proposed, under tho name of “ posi- 
tive philosophy,” a now philoso- 
phical and social doctrine, M. Littre 
embraced tho system with ardour, 
and published a defence of it in 1845, 
in a work entitled** Dela Philosophio 
Positive.” Ceasing to i^e an la^ve 
part in politics in Oct., 1848, he 
devoted himself entirely to study, and 
contributed to the Revue des Dense 
MoTides a remarkable article, entitled 
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** La Po^Bie Hom^rique et I'Ancienne 
P^sie Franf*ai 0 e.” In 1844 he was 
chosen by the Acad4mie des Inscrip- 
tions as one of a commission appointed 
to continue the ‘^Histoire Littdraire 
de France,” and in 1854 was ap- 
pointed editor of the Journal dea 
Savcvnts. M. Littrd published a dic- 
tionary of his own language ; a trans- 
lation of Strauss’s “ Vic de J^sus,” 
in 1839-40 ; ** Application do la Philo- 
Bophie Positive an Gk)UVomomcnt des 
Societes, &c.,” in 1849 ; Histoire de 
la Langue Fran 9 aise,” in 1862 ; and 
numerous other works. M. Sainte- 
Beuvc has written an interesting no- 
tice of the life and works of M. Littrc, 
who refused the decoration of the Le- 
gion of Honour. He established a new 
review, La Vliilosfvphie Positive, in 1867. 

LIVING STONK, Thk Rev. David, 
African traveller and missionary, was 
bom at Blantyro, upon the banks of 
the Clyde, near Glasgow, about 1817. 
Though descended from a respectable 
line of Highland ancestors, his parents 
were in humble circumstances, and 
his father, who kept a small tea- 
dealer’s shop at Hamilton, is repre- 
sented by his son in the autobiogra- 
phical sketch prefixed to his travels, 
as having been much too honest and 
conscientious to become a wealthy 
man. Ho died in 1856, having lived 
to witness the fruits of that love of 
honest industry, ootiyo exertion, and 
benevolence which ho early instilled 
into the breast of his son. David 
Livingstone, sent as a youth to earn 
his livelihood in the cotton-mills of 
Blantyro, even at that time was pos- 
sessed with a genuine lovo of learn- 
ing. Enabled by hard labour to pur- 
chase the means of gratifying his 
thirst for information, he pursu^ his 
studies at Glasgow during the winter 
months, resuming his occupation at 
the mills during the summer vacation 
of the classes. In this way ho con- 
trived to pick up some acquaintance 
with the classical writers, and at the

to manhood, he resolved to devote 
himself to missionaxy life, oherishing 


a hope that Africa or China would be 
the scene of his labours. His wishes 
in this respect were realized, for after 
haying studied medicine for a few 
years, daring which period he at- 
tended one or two coursos of theolo- 
gical lectures by the late Dr. Ward- 
law, and having been admitted a 
Licentiate of the Faculty of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons in 1838, ho 
offered himself to the London Mis- 
sionary Society for missionary work 
in Africa, and his offer was accepted. 
Having been ordained to the pastoral 
office in 1840, ho soon after left Eng- 
land for Port Natal, where he became 
acquainted with his countiyman, the 
Rev. Robert Moffat, one of the most 
active and enterprising of African 
missionaries, whose daughter ho 
eventually married, and she accom- 
panied him ill his travels until her 
premature death in 1862. From 1840 
till his return to England at the oloso 
of 1856, he laboured perseveringly, as 
one of the agents of the London Mis- 
sionary Society, at Kurnman, Mabod- 
son, and other stations in Southern 
Africa, and made several expeditions 
into the interior. He became ac- 
quainted with the language, habits, 
and religious notions of several sa- 
vage tribes, and twice crossed the 
entire continent, a little south of the 
tropic of Capricorn, from the shores 
of the Indian Ocean to those of the 
Atlantic. In May, 1855, the Victoria, 
or Patron’s Gold Medal, was bestowed 
upon him by the Royal .Geographical 
Society for having ** traversed South 
Africa from the Cape of Good Hope, . 
by Lake Ngami to Ling^nti, and 
thence to the Western Coast, in ten 
degrees south latitude.” In 1855 Dr. 
Livingstone retraced his steps east- 
wards, and having again traversed 
those regions as far as Lingonti, fol- . 
lowed the Zambesi down to its months 
upon the shore of the Indian Ocean, 
thus completing the entire journey 
across Southern Africa. He returned 
to England at the close of 1856, and 
was present at a meeting of the Bey al 
Geographical Society, Dec. 15, when 
the president. Sir B« Murehison, re- 
2 L 
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minded hia audience that they were 
met together for the purpose of wel- 
coming Dr. Liyingatone, on his return 
home ftom South Africa, after an 
abaonco of eizteen years, during 
which, whilst endeavouring to spread 
the blessings of Christianity through 
lands never before trodden by the 
foot of any European, he had made 
geographical discoveries of incalcu- 
lable importance. In all his various 
journeys Dr. Livingstone had tra- 
velled over no less than 11,000 miles 
of African territory i and ho liad oomo 
back to England as the pioneer of 
sound and useful knowledge ; for, 
by his astronomical observations ho 
had determined the sites of uumerons 
places, hills, rivers, and lakes, nearly 
all of which hud been hitherto un- 
known, while ho hod seized upon 
every opportunity of dencribing the 
physical features, climatology, and 
g^logioal Btruoturo of the countries 
which he had explored, and had 
policed out many new sources of 
coniimeroe as yet unkiiown to the 
scope oudiho onterprisoof the British 
merchant.” It is impossible at pre- 
sent to form a proper estimate of the 
value of Dr. Livingstone’s explorations 
in South Africa, considered merely 
in a commercial point of view. This 
distinguished traveller modestly pro- 
pounded his views on the question of 
African civilization, by recommending 
'the growth of cotton uphn an ex- 
tensive 4cale in the interior of that 
continent, and the opening up of com- 
mercial relations between this country 
and the South African tribes, as 
measures likely to contribute to the 
abolition of the slave trade, and to 
advance the cause of European civi- 
lization. In March, 1858, ho returned 
to Africa, accompanied by a small 
bond of assistants, sent out by her 
Majesty’s Government. He entered 
Lc^e iNyaeim, Sop. 2, 18G1, and made 
further explorations. His wtfe, who ; 
had aopoisqpanied hhn in many of his 
perilouiii journeys, died of fever at 
8hupaI^|[a, April 27, 1862, and what 
. was teem^ the Zambesi expedition ; 
> ihM taoailed in Jnly» 1863. Dr. liv- j 


ingstoue reached London, July 20, 
1^4, and after giving interesting par- 
ticulars respecting Ills discoveries, and 
making arrangements for other ex- 
plorations, again quitted England in 
April, 1865. A report reached Eng- 
land early in March, 1867, to the 
effect that Dr. Livingstone had fallen 
in a skirmish with the natives near 
Lake Nyossa ; but the accuracy of the 
rumour is qnestioiu^d. An expedition 
to the interior of Africa in search of 
this distinguished traveller left Eng- 
land under the command of Mr. E. D. 
Young, Juno 9, 1867, and much un- 
certainty prevails respecting his fate. 
Dr. Livingstone has written “Travels 
and Researches in South Africa,” 
published in 1857; and “ Expedition 
to the Zambesi and its Tributaries,” 
in 1865. 

LLAMDAPF (Bishop op). The 
Riout Rev. Alfiieu Ollivant, D.D,, 
son of the late William Ollivant, 
Esq., of Manchester, where ho was 
born in 1798, was educated at St. 
Paul’s School, Loudon, and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge; gra- 
duated, in 1821, as sixth Wrangler 
and Senior Chancellor’s Medallist, 
and becamo Fellow of his college. 
In 1820 he was elected Craven 
University Scholar, and in 1822 
Tyrwhitt’s Hebrew Scholar. Ho 
was Vioo-Priucipal of St. Darid’s 
College, Lami)eter, from 1827 tiU 
184t<. from which year till 1849 he 
held the Regius Professorship of 
Divinity at Cambridge, when he was 
consecrated Bishop of Llandaff. The 
see, wJiioli includes Monmouthshire 
and part of Glamorganshire, is of 
the annual value of £4,200 ; with the 
patronage of 57 livings, together with 
the doanoty and all the canonries of 
the cathedral. 

LOCH, Major Henkv Brough ah, 
C.B., a younger son of tho late James 
Loch, Esq. (many years member for 
the Wick burghs), was bom in 1827« 
entered the Bengal cavalry in 1844, 
and served^, with distinction in the 
campaign Ok the Sutlej. He after- 
wards held the second command of 
* Skinner’s Horse,” and, returning to 
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England in 1854, was sent out^t 
Bulgaria, under Gen. Bentson, to or 
ganizo the Turkisli cayiUry; MCom> 
panied the army to the Crimea, and 
wituossed the battle of the Alma 
Having retired from the Indian army, 
he was attached, in 1857, to tlu 
late Lord Elgin's special mission U 
China, brought home the treaty witt 
Japan, signed at Jeddo, Aug. 26 
1858, and accompanied the late Lord 
Elgin on his second special mission 
to China as his private secretary 
During the advance upon Pekin he 
was taken prisunor by tlio Cliiucst! 
and having been released, brought 
back to England Lord Elgin's des- 
patches, and the convention signed 
Oct. 2-i, 1860, which ]mt an end to 
hostilities in China. In 1861 ho was 
made a C.B., and in 1863 was ap- 
pointed Lieut.- Governor of tho Isle of 
Man. 

L O C O C K , Sitt Charles, Bart., 
M.D., son of the late Ueury Locuck, 
Esq., M.D., of Northampton, bom 
April 21, 1799, was educated at the 
University of Edinburgh, wliero he 
graduated M.D. Having commenced 
tho practice of his profession in liOii- 
don, in 18i0 ho was appointed first 
Physician Accouclieur to hor Majesty. 
In 1857 he retired from tlio active 
duties of his profession, became Pmsi- 
dent of the Boyal Medical and Chirur- 
giual Society, is a Magistrate and 
Deputy-Lieutenant for Kont, and 
was made a baropet April 14, 1857. 
He was an unsuccessful candidate in 
tho Conservative interest fur tho Isle 
of Wight, at the general oluction in 
July, 1865. 

LOGAN, Major-Gen. John Alex- 
ander, bom in Jackson co., Illinois, 
Eeb. 9, 1826, served in Mexico, and 
returning liomo in Oct., 1848, l^gau 
the study of the law ; and in Nov., 
1849, was elected county dork of his 
native county. Having been admitted 
to tho Bar, ho commenced practice 
in 1851, was chosen in 1852 by the 
Democrats of Jackson and Framklin 
counties to represbnt them in the 
State Logidatnre, and yras re-elected 
in 1856. In 181^ he was elected a 


representative fiom Illinois to Cou- 
grosB, and re-elooted in 1860, but 
resigned on the breaking out of the 
civil war in 1861. He entered CoL 
Bichardsou's regiment of Michigan 
Volunteers, and was present at the 
battlo of Bull Bun, July 21, 1861; 
was soon after made CoL of the 
Thirty-first regiment of Illinois Vo- 
lunteers raised by him, and, after 
much service, took an active part in 
the capture of Fort Douolson, Feb. 
13-16, 1862, when he was wounded 
in tho loft oi'm, and for his gallantry 
was pmmoted to the rank of Brigadier- 
General of voluntoors. Con. Logan, 
who participated in many of the 
severest battles till the close of the 
war, rosigned in 1865, and refused 
tho mission to Mexico in 1866, in 
Nov. of which year ho was elected to 
Congress for Illinois. 

LOGAN, Sir William Edmond, 
‘eologist, of Scottish extraction, 
bom in 1798, was educated at Mon«- 
treal and tho University of Edin- 
burgh, entciod tlio public service 
in the colonies at an early age, and 
rising by gradual stops of promotion, 
about 1840 was appointed Director of 
the Geological Survey of Canada, a 
post in which his scientific know^ 
ledge was turned by him to good 
account. Ho received the honour of 
knighthood in 1856, and was one of 
the jurors m the Sekmtifio D^ai*t- 
uent of tho International ExMbition 
)fl862. ^ 

LONDON (Bishop op). The 
Bight Bev. Archibald Campbell 
Tait, D.D., youngest son of the late 
Crav^ord Tait, Esq., W.S., of Hopviesr 
bon, co. Clackmannan, his mother 
being a daughter of tho late Sir Islay 
lampbell, Bart., of Succoth, sometime 
jord President of the Court of Session, 
bom in Edinburgh, Dec. 22, 1811, 
was educated at the High School and 
at tho Academy at Edinburgh, under 
Archdeacon Williams ; wont in 1887 
70 the University of Glasgow, wber8 
he attended tho lectures of the late 
Sir Daniel K. Sandford and Hr. 
luchanan; was elected in 18^ an 
Ixhibitioner ooi Snell's foundation, ta 
2 L 8 
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BoJIiol College, Oxford, of which he 
became sucoesaively Scholar, Fellow, 
and Tutor, and gradual B.A. 
in iiret-class honours. He subse- 
quently became a Public Examiner 
of the University. Whilst residing 
at Oxford in his capacity as College 
tutor, he took a prominent part in 
opposing the spread of Tractarian 
principles, and was one of tho four 
tutors who first drew tho attention of 
the university authorities to the 
celebrated Tract No. 90, written by 
Mr. Newman for tho purpose of 
showing that the Thirty-nino Articles 
of the Established Church could be 
honestly subscribed by those who 
hdd Koman Cntholio doctrines. ^ His 
oi)position, however, to this school of 
theology, always courteous and open, 
was marked by the most sincere re- 
spect for, and personal attachment to, 
those who hold those peculiar views. 
The circumstance of Mr. Tait*8 being 
in holy orders proved, in tho then 
stato of the law, an obstacle to his 
appointment, in 1838, to succeed tho 
late Sir D. K. Sandford in tho Greek 
chair at Glasgow; but tho death of 
Dr. Arnold in 1842 opened to him a 
field of greater usefulness, as ho was 
selected to fill tho important office of 
Head Master of Rugby School, where 
he remained eight years. While 
there ho married a daughter of tho 
late Venerablo Archdeacon Spooner, 
brothel^ of the lato Mr. Richard 
Spooner, long one of the members 
for Warwickshire, and uncle to tho 
bidiop of Oxford. A severo illness, 
occasioned by over-exortion in his 
arduous post, probably induced Dr. 
Tait to accept from Lord John Bus- 
selTs government, in April, 1850, tliu 
deanery of Carlisle. But, to a mun of 
his mental activity and conscientious 
devotion to his sacred calling, this 
could be no post of indolent retire- 
ment* He originated, and generally 
Qonduoted himself, an additional 
pulpit service on Sundays, besides 
undMeddug an amount of labour in 
vifiiiDg the pooi^ instructing the 
vounff and ignorant, and superintend- 
ing pubRo obarities of a largo 


to^, seldom equalled by tho most 
hard-working parish oleigyman, and 
was at the same time an active 
member of the Oxford University 
Commission. The late Dr. Blomfield 
having resigned the seo of London, 
under a special Act of Parliament, in. 
Ang., 1856, Dr. Tait was nominated 
to the vacancy. In 1863 ho proposed, 
and by his zealous efforts powerfully 
contributed to the successful initiation 
of an extensive scheme for supplying 
the deficiency of church accommoda- 
tion in London, by .raising a fund 
of £1,000,0(X) in tho coarse of ten 
years. Dr. Tait has written two 
volumes of sermons preached either 
at Oxford or in the school chapel 
at Rugby ; a work entitled “ The 
Dangers and Safeguards of Modem 
Theology,** with remarks on tho 
celebrated *' Essays and Reviews,** 
published in 1861 ; tho “ Word of 
God and the Ground of Faith,** in 
1863 ; Charge to the Clergy, in 
1866 ; and has contributed articles 
on education and kindred topics 
to the Minhurgh and North British 
Berjiews, 

LONG, Gkouge, M.A., classical 
scholar, born at Poulton, Lancashire, 
in 1800, was educated at Maccles- 
field School, proceeded thence to 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he w'OB tho contemporary of Macaulay, 
and with him was elected to the 
Craven Scholarship. He graduated 
B.A. as first Chanqulloris Medallist in 
1822, became a Fellow of his college, 
and having held for somo years a 
professorship in tho University of Vir- 
ginia, U.S., returned to England and 
took an active part in the literary la- 
bours of the Society for the Diffusion 
of Useful Knowledge, under whose 
auspices he edited the Qucurterly Jour- 
nol of Educaiion, and superintended 
the publication of the ** Penny Cy- 
clopaodia,** from its commenoemont in 
1832 to its completion in 1846. . Hav- 
ing been called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1837, he was appointed by 
the Benchers of the Middle Temple to 
deliver a three years* course of Lec- 
tures on Jurisprudence and Civil Law,

was for some years Frofossor of Greek 
and of Latin in the IJuiyorBity of Lon 
don, and holds a similar post in the 
Proprietaiy College at Brighton. Mr. 
Long has written Essays on the 
Moral Nature of Man," published in 
1841 ; " Essays on the Conduct of 
Life," in 1845 ; “ Two Discourses on 
Roman Law, delivered in the Middle 
Temple Hall," in 1846 ; “ Egyptian 
Antiquities in the British Museum," 
and " History of France and its Revo- 
lutions," in 1849 ; in conjunction with 
Mr. G. R. Porter, " History of England 
and Wales," in 1850; " Inquiry con- 
cerning Religion," in 1855 ; and " De- 
cline of the Roman Republic," in 1864 
and 1866. He translated “ Thoughts 
of the Emperor Marcus Aurelius Anto- 
ninus has edited CicenVs " Ora- 
tions," Cmsar's "Gallic War," Sallust, 
and the " Bibliotheca Classica 
and has been an extensive contri- 
butor to Dr. Smith’s " Classical Dic- 
tionaries." 

LONGFELLOW, Henry Wads- 
wouTir, son of the Hon. Stephen 
Longfellow, of Portland, Maine, U nited 
States, was born in that city, Feb. 27, 
1807. At the ago of fourteen lie entered 
Bowdoin College, whero he took his 
degree with high lioiiours in 1825, 
and was for a few months a law student 
iu the office of his father. Having 
been offered a prafessorship of modem 
languages in Bowdoin College, with 
the view of qualifying himself for the 
post, ho spent three years and a half 
ill travelling in France, Spain, Italy, 
Germany, llulland, and England, and 
returning to the United States in 
1829, entered upon the duties of his 
office. On the resignation of the late 
Mr. G.Ticknor, in 182 5, of his professor- 
ship of Ynodcru languages and of the 
belles-letti'ea in Harvard College, 
Mr. Longfellow was appointed to the 
vacancy. He gave up his chair at 
Bowdoin College, and again went 
abroad in order to become more 
thoroughly acquainted with the lan- 
guages and literature of northern 
Europe^ and having travelled more 
than twelve months in Scandinavia, 
Germany, and Switzlerlaud, re- 


turned in the autumn of 1836, to 
enter upon his duties at Cambridge, 
United States. In 1854 he resigned 
his professorship, was suoceeded 
by James Russell Lowell, and is 
living in retirement at Cambridge, 
U.S. Whilst an undergraduate, ho 
wrote many tasteful and oarefully- 
hnished poems for the U.S. Idterary 
Oazette, and while professor at Bow- 
doin College, contributed some valu- 
able criticisms td the North American 
Jievieic, His translatiou of the Spanish 
poem by Don Jorge Manrique, on the 
death of his father, with an introduc- 
tory essay on Spanish poetry, appeared 
in 1833; "Outre Mer," in 1836 ; 
" Hypenon," a romance, and " Voices 
of tho Night," his first collection of 
IHicms, in 18-41. " Ballads, and other 
Poems," ill 1842; "Poems on Slavery,” 
iu 1843 ; " The Spanish Student," a 
play, in 1845 ; " The Poets and Poetry 
of Europe," and " Tho Belfry of 
Bruges," in 1847 ; " Evangeline," in 
1848; " Kavanagh," a tale, iu 1849; 
" Tho Sea-side and the Firo-sido,” 
and " The Golden Legend," in 1851 ; 
" Tho Song of Hiawatha," in 1855 ; 
" Miles Standish," in 1858 ; " Tales 
of a Wayside Inn," in 1863 ; " Flower 
do Luce," iu 1866 ; and his translation 
of Dante in 1867. Complete editions 
of his poetical works were published 
by Messrs. Rontlcdgo in 1865 and in 
1866. No poet of the United States 
is BO popular and well known in Eng- 
land. His works have been frequently 
reprinted in this country; and tho 
public learned with great regret the 
loss of his wife, who was burned to 
death in 1861. 

LON GLEY, Dr. (See Canterbury, 
Archbishop of.) 

LONGP£r1ER, Henri Adrien 
PriIvost de, numismatist and anti- 
quarian, bom at Paris, Sep. 21, 181G, 
has written a largo number of archae- 
ological memoirs and works, of which 
the most important aro a paper " Sur 
la Numismatique des Bois Sassa- 
nides," and another " Sur la Numis- 
matiqne des Rms Arsacides,"^ which 
received {srizos from the Institute in 
1840 and 1854. He was admitted 
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imtb' Society of Antiquaries of 
France in 1887, w8s made Keeper of 
the Antiquities in tho Egyptian Mu- 
seum of the Louvre in 1847, titular 
member of l*Acad4mie dos Inscrip- 
tiona et Bblles-Lettres in 1854, and 
Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour 
Aug. 14, 1863. He was one of the 
ibunders of the Athenaeum Fran^ais, 
SEUd has contributed largely to tho 
afrohaeological and antiquarian publi- 
cations in Franco. 

LONGRIDGE, James Atkinson, 
efvil engineer, sou of tho late Michael 
Longridge, of Bodlinglon Iron-works, 
Dear Newoaatlc-upon-Tyno, was bom 
in 1817. His father was the first to 
advocate malleable iron instead of 
east-iron rails, and designed and 
executed tho first of the kind for the 
elder Stephenson, of whom Mr. J. A. 
Longridge was a pupil. Ho is con- 
sulting engineer to the Galcuita and 
South-Eastern Railway, and is en- 
gaged in extensive railway projects in 
Trinidad and the Mauritius. Ho has 
written sovcral papers on the ventila- 
tion of mines, published in tho Tnms- 
actions of the Nortli of England 
Institute of Mining Engineers, of 
which ho was for some years an 
active member ; and two papers read 
before tho Institute of Civil Engi- 
neers, — tho first, for which a Telford 
Medal was awarded, on tho Sub- 
memnoo of Telegraphic Cables, in 
1868^; and the second, which obtained 
the Watt Medal and the Munby 
Premium, on the Construction of 
Artillery,” in 1860. 

LONGSTREET, James, Lieut.- Gen. 
in the Confederate army, bora in 
Booth Carolina about 1821, received a 
good education at a Northern college, 
obtained admission into West Point 
Off a eadet in 1838, and liaving ob- 
tained his . degree, entered the U.S. 
attny, July 1, 1842, as 2nd Lieut. 
In 1848 he proceeded to Mexico, 
where he took part in the battles of 
Monterey, ^P- 1846 ; Contreras, 

i- Anm 20^ 1M7 ; qnd having been 
mede Ceptiidn . fb#-his seal and 
gallantly, obta^ed the brevet of ma* 
josp Ibr aerricea in the battle of 


Molina del Rey, and at the assault 
upon Chapult^eo, where he was 
severely wounded. Having served 
for some time in Texas, he was ap- 
pointed in July, 1858, paymaster in 
the regular army, with the rank of 
Major, which position he held till the 
civil war began. Major Longstreet 
resigned his commission in the U.S. 
army, and joined tho Confederates, 
June 1, 1861*; nflas appointed to the 
command of the 4th brigade of Gen. 
Beauregard's first corps, near Centre- 
ville, and was present at tho defeat of 
the Federals at Bull Run, July 21, 
1861. During tho early port of 1862 
ho was Major-General, and 

won for himself gi'cat famo under 
Gen. Leo, in tho campaigns against 
McClellan, Pope, and Burnside. After 
the* battle of Frederioksburgh, Deo. 
13, 1862, where tho Federal army 
Biitforcd a tcrriblo defeat, Longstreet 
was promoted to the command 
of a corps, with the rank of Licut.- 
Gen. At the head of this foroo ho 
took an active part in tho battles of 
Chnncellorsville, May 2-5, 1863, and 
Gettysburg, July 1-3; and the 
skilful manner in which he handled 
the troops under him, although un- 
snccessfiil intho last-named encounter, 
as well as the personal courage he 
displayed on all occasions, caused him 
to i>c regarded as one of the first 
gencHils in tho Confederate army. 
In the early pait of tho great militaiy 
operations in Virginia consequent on 
Gen. Grant's invasion of that state, in 
tho spring of 1864, Gen. Longstreet 
greatly distinguished himself, es- 
pecially at the murderous contest at 
the Wilderness, May 5 and 6, where he 
so vigorously repulsed all the obstinate 
attacks of Gen. Grant, and placed 
him at such a disadvantage that but 
for a dangerous wound he received— 
from his own men it is said, in the 
conlhsion of tho fight— a large por- 
tion of the Federal army would have 
been annihilated or captured. On ac- 
count of this wound he was compelled 
to remain inactive for some months, 
and on recovering sufficiently to take 
the fields he prooseded to the aid of 
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Gten. Early, in the Shenandofth Valley, 
after that officer had been twice de- 
feated by Gen. Sheridan, bnt arrived 
too late U} restore the fortnnes of the 
Confmlerato forces in that often- 
contested battle-gronnd. After the 
fall of Richmond ho surrendered, and 
has since lived in retirement. He 
proved a brave and skilful f^encral, 
was regarded as Gen. Lee*s right 
hand, and was called by the soldiers 
Uncle Peter. 

LONSDALE, Dii. {See LicnriELo, 
Bishop of.) 

LONSDALE, Henhy, M.D., mem- 
ber of several colleges and scientific 
societies, }x>ni at Carlisle in 1816, 
studied mcdicino in Edinburgh and 
Paris. In 1837 ho instituted ,an 
experimental inquiry into the physio- 
logical effects of prussic acid, and 
solved the disputed questiuns relating 
to its toxicology. This inquiry won 
him graduation honours in Edinburgh, 
where he afterwards lectured on 
anatomy and physiology; and occu- 
pied the presidential chair of the 
Royal Medical, Hunterian, and other 
societies. In 1841 he discovered the 
** terminal loops ’* of the nerves, and 
described the mode in which the 
miiinte nerve-fibres terminate in the 
bmin and spinal coi’d of man. In 
1845 the state of his health induced 
him to return to Carlisle, whore he 
was appointed Physiciiui to the In- 
firmary of Cumberland. His extended 
observations on scurvy in the Border 
counties (after the imtato famine of 
1846) enabled him to contravene some 
new theories on the ongin of the 
disease, to re-establish the views 
of the older authors, and finally to 
deternjine its proximate cause. 
Amongst the first of sanitary re- 
formers ho was one of the chief contri- 
butors to the Journal of Public Health, 
and lent willing aid to Lord Morpeth 
(the late earl of Carlisle) in carrying 
the Health of Towns Act through 
Parliament. He has contributed to 
varions periodicals, and is the au- 
thor of ** Life and Works of M. U. 
Watson, the Sculptor,” published in 
1866; and of a series entitled "The^ 


Worthies of Cumberland,” in course 
of publication, . 

LONSDALE (Earl ot),TheRi<]RT 
Hoxoitrable Sir William Lowtheb, 
F.R.S., eldest son of the late carl, 
whom he succeeded, March 19, 1844, 
born July 21, 1787, was educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated M. A. in 1808. In the same 
year ho was elected one of the mem- 
bers for Cockermouth, in the Tory 
interest, and represented that and 
another close borough until Dec., 

1832, when he was elected both for 
West Cumberland nfid Westmoreland, 
and having selected the last-men- 
tioned, he represented that county 
nntil ho was railed to the Houao 
of i'eers in his father’s barony of 
Lowther, Sep. 6, 1841. Ho held 
several inferior posts in the adminis- 
tration under Lord Liverpool, was 
first Commissioner of Woods and 
Ftu'osts in tho Wellington administra- 
tion of 1828-30, Vice-President of tho 
Board of Trade in Sir R. Peel's first 
administration in 1834-5, Postmaster- 
Goneral in his second administration 
in 1841-6, and Lord President of tho 
Council in Lord Derby's first admi- 
nistration in 1852. 

LOPEZ, Do.x Fraectsco Solano, 
President of tho Republic of Paraguay, 
eldest son of Don Carlos Lopez, whom 
ho succeeded in the Presidency on his 
death in Sep., 1862, was bom in 1827. 
Having completed his education in 
Europe, ho was sent in 1853 to ratify 
the treaties of commerce conoluded 
by Paraguay with England, Franco, 
and SaxSiuia. Having been unani- 
mously proclaimed Fjresident by Con- 
gress, Oct. 16, 1862, one of his first 
acts was to encourage a great eiten- 
sion of the cultivation of cotton. 
President Lopez declared war against 
Brazil in 1865, and led his troops in 
person. 

LOTTI-DB-LA-SANTA, Mademoi- 
selle, was bom in Mantua, Deo. 28, 

1833. Helor^^ngato a noble fiunily, 
she was oarel^y educated, and oono>. . 
polled by altlM circumstances to • 
thiidc of availinjg herself of the natural / 
gifts with whirii she was endowedj, ' 
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adopted the stage as a profession, 
studying under Mazonoato, a master 
of reputation, and afterwards under 
Bomoni. Aided by Donizetti, she 
obtained an engagement at the Ita- 
lian Opera-house in Constantinople, 
where, in April, 1852, she made 
her firat appearance with great sne- 
COBB in Roberto il Diavolo,” and 
proceeded to Milan, gaining great 
aiiplauBo in the character of Gorlina, 
in “Don Giovanni.** After singing 
with equal success at Vienna and 
Florence, she repaired to Bimini, in 
order to appear -in a part written 
expressly for her, in Yci'di's opera 
“Araldo.** In 1854 she went to 
St. Petersburg, and remained there 
tlireo years ; was engaged by Mr. Gye 
to appear in London in 1859, in con- 
junction with Mcadames Grisi and 
Bosio, where, though she failed, in 
the drat instance, to secure that 
applause which her continental repu- 
tation had led her friends to expect, 
she subsequently vindicated, by her 
successful performances in “Maria do 
Bohan,** “ Bigoletto,** “ La G;izza 
Ladra,** and “ Martha,'* her title io a 
high position among the lyric artists 
of the day. 

LOUGH, JouN Graham, a self- 
tanght sculptor, the son of a small 
former, born at Greenhoad, in North- 
umberland, while following tho plough 
showed a natural taste for art by 
making figures in clay of tho charac- 
ters about whom he had read in odd 
volumes which came in his way ; such 
as Pope's ** Homer,’* a portion of Gib- 
bon, Ac. A gentleman of tho neigh- 
bonrhood, on his retnm one day from 
fox-hunting, according to Uaydon, saw 
a number of models of legs and arms 
lying about in a garden attached to 
Lough's fbther^B house. He alighted 
and walked in, found tho ceiling of 
the kitohra drawn all over, and models 
lying about in eveiy direction. His 
intereat was excited. Ho asked 
Lough to hia house, and showed him 
modela by Hiohael Ingelo and Canova, 
toe former produoing .a deep impres- 
sion on the aspiring youth. Despite ; 
a. scanty ednoatioa, unaided by foreign ! 


travel or by patronage, Lough in time 
became a sculptor, studying, in the 
first instance, from the Elgin marbles. 
In 1826 he exhibited at the Bqyal 
Academy a bas-relief of the “ Death 
of Turnus,** and in 1827 ho ex- 
cited a sensation by his ideal statue 
of “ Milo,” and by the oircnmstances 
under which it was produced. Through 
the instrumentality of Messrs. Hay- 
don, Cockerell, Bigg, and others, an 
exhibition of the work was arranged. 
It proved an entire success, attracting 
much admiration, tho duke of Welling- 
ton giving an oi^or for the “Milo*’ 
and the “ Sarason.” It was followed 
by others in succeeding years, which 
wore well attended, but productive 
of few commissions. Daring eleven 
years Lough exhibited only onco at 
tho Academy — “Duncan’s UorBOS,” in 
1832, in which year ho married Mary, 
second daughter of the late Bev. Henry 
North, domestic chaplain to tho late 
duko of Kent. In 1834 he started 
for Borne, and remained in Italy four 
years, not, however, studying under 
any master. For tho lato duke of 
Northumberland Lough executed 
several important works in marble ; 
and others for tlie late duke of Suther- 
land, Lord Brougham, the late Lord 
Grey, Ac. Siiico 1838 he has been a 
regular exhibitor at the Academy, 
cliicfiy of busts and monumental 
statues, varied by n few ideal works, 
such as “ Boy giving water to a Dol- 
phin,” a “Roman Fruit-Girl,” “Ophe- 
lia,” “Hebe banished,” “ lago,” Ac. 
To the Westminster-Hall Exhibition 
of 1844 he sent his group “ The 
Mourners ; ” in 1845 he executed the 
statue of the Queen fur tho Royal Ex- 
change, and a monument to Southey 
for Keswick church ; in 1847 a statue 
of the late Prince Albert for Lloyd’s ; 
in 1848 a colossal statue to the late 
marquis of Hastings erected over his 
grave at Malta; and in 1856 a statue 
to the late bishop of Sydney in Can- 
terbury Gathedrsd. In addition to 
these he executed “Comns” in the 
Egyptian Hall, at the Mansion Honse; 
a statue to Dr. GiUy, at Durham; 
statues of Judge Talfo]]^i Sir Henry 
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Lawrence, Sir John Lawrence, Lady 
G. Yillierg, &c. ; a colossal mounment 
in bronze to George Stephenson, at 
Nowcastle-on-Tyne,^. ; besides many 
oommissions for Lords Dudley and 
Methuon, Sir M. W. Bidley, Bart., the 
late Mr. B. Stephenson, and others, 
lie executed the largest altar-monu 
znent in England, erected to tho 
mcmoiy of the first Lord and Lady 
Sudeley, and for which a mortuary 
chapel is in course of erection at the 
family seat at Toddington, Glouces- 
tershire; and, among other works, 
“The Lost Pleiad” and “The Spirit,” 
from “Comas,” both life-sizo and in 
marble. In Sir Matthow Bidloy’s 
house in Carlton Terraco this artist 
has executed nearly all Shakespeare's 
principal characters in marble, the 
size of life, and some works from 
Milton, colossal and in marble. The 
commission to execute lions for the 
Nelson Monument in Trafalgar Scpiarc, 
given to him, was afterwards with- 
dinwH.

LOVEB, Samukl, born in Dublin 
in 1797, son of a member of the 
Stock Exchange of that city, first 
w'on his way to fame as an artist. 
His early success in painting was 
sufiiciently marked to secure his elec- 
tion, in 1828, as an academician of 
the. Royal llibcimian Society of Arts, 
of which ho becamo secretary. Start- 
ing as a miniature painter in Dublin, 
he attracted to his studio the chief 
members of tho Irish nristocrac^. 
The late Marquis Wellesley, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, the duke of 
Leinster, the late Lord Cloncuny, 
and Loi^ Brongbam, among the 
first who sat to him, were fol- 
lowed by a crowd of Bitten. His 
roving taste, however, led him to 
abandon art for literature. Even 
whilst engaged as a painter, he found 
leisure to contribute to a periodical a 
series of “ Legends and Tides Illus- 
trative of Irish Character,” tho merits 
of which procured him introductions 


to the best society in Dublin. Re- 
moving to London about 1837, he 
completed his “ Irish Sketches,” 
which were published in two volumes, 
and commenced a series of contribu- 
tions to magazine literature, the best 
known being “ Handy Andy,” which 
appeared in Bentley’s Miscellany in 
1838. About this time he composed 
several Irish songs, and amongst 
them ” Molly Oarow,” “ Boiy O'More,” 
“ Molly Bawn,” “ The Fonr-leaved 
Shamrock,” “The May Dew,” Ac., 
Ac., afterwards published in a colleo- 
tivc shape ; and his prose tales. Mr. 
lioverconi posed several operas founded 
on his own works, “Itory O’ More,” 
" Tho Happy Man,” and “ The White 
Horse of tho Peppers,” being amongst 
tho best know'n. He publishetl a 
volume of ballad poetry, and, finding 
that his strength w'as beginning to 
siifter through his literary exertions, 
prepared an entertainment, entitled 
“ Irish Evenings,” containing graphic 
sketches of Irish humonr, and in which 
ho embodied songs and mnsic of his 
own composition. This entertain- 
ment became almost as popular in 
London and iti the provinces as that 
of the late Mr. Albert Smith. Tho 
reputation which he thus acquired in- 
duced him to extend his travels and 
pay a visit to the United States, 
whence he rctnrncd to England in 
1848, and proceeded to illustrate his 
Transatlantic experiences in a second 
entertainment, which confirmed the 
favourable verdict passed upon the 
first. His latest works are “ Treasure 
Trove,” in 1844; and “Lyrics of Ire- 
land,” in 1868. Mr. Lover, who con- 
tribnted frequently to periodical litera- 
ture, has for some years received a 
literary pension from Government. 

LOWE, The Rev. Richard Thomas, 
M.A., bom in Deo., 1802, graduated 
B.A. in honours at Christ’s College, 
Cambridge, in 1826, was for some 
years British Chaplain at Madeira, 
and in 1862 was appointed Rector of 
Lea, near Gainsborough, Lincolnshire. 
He has compiled “Primitim et No- 
vitee Faun» et Flono Madera ” pub- 
lished in 1831 ; “ History of the Fishes 
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of Madeira/’ in 1848 ; A Manual 
Flora of Madein^” in 1857-9 ; various 
” Memoirs^’ on zoological and botani- 
cal suljectB, printed in the Transac- 
tions of the Linnsean^ Cambridge 
Philosophical, and London Zoolo- 
gical Societies, in ** Hooker’s Journal 
of Botany,” the ” Annals of Philo- 
sqpl^/’ Ac. 

LOWE, This Rioht Hon. Rodekt, 
M.P., son of the late Rev. Robert Lowe, 
Rector of Bingham, Notts, bom at 
Bingham in 1811, was educated at 
Winchester and at University College, 
Oxford, wliero ho graduated in high 
honours in 1833 ; was elected Fellow 
of Magdalen in 1835, and became a 
private tutor at Oirford. Ho was 
called to the Bar by the Hon. Society 
of Lincoln’s Inn in Jan., 1842, wont 
the same year to Australia, where ho 
practised with much success as a bar- 
rister, and sat in the council of that 
colony from 1843 till 1850 ; was after- 
wards elected member fur Sydney, 
and returned to England in 1851. 
He was one of the joint- Secretaries of 
the Board of Control from Dec. 1852, 
till Feb. 1865; was appointed Vice- 
President of the Board of Trade, 
and Paymaster-General in Aug., 
1855, retiring on the return of 
Lord Derby to power in 1858; was 
appointed Vice-President of the Edu- 
esation Board in Juno, 1859, and re- 
signed in April, 1864. He has been 
a member of the Senate of tho Uni- 
versity of London since 1860, was 
returned member for Kidderminster 
in July, 1862, and represented that 
. borough till April, 1859, when ]}o was 
elected for Ctdne. During the ses- 
sions of 1866 and 1867, Mr. Lowe was 
one of tho most strenuous opponents 
of the Reform Bill, and a collected 
* edition of his speeches on the ques- 
tion m>eared ill 1867. 

LOWELL, Jambs Bitsssll, son of a 
ITnitarifliih' minister, bom at Cam- 
br&lge, near Boston, United States, 
Feb, Sft 1819; mdnated at Harvard 
and studied the 
tew, fHiit w He 0 O 1 IL- 

menoed before leaving

poem. A volume of misoellaneous 
poems, entitled, Yearis Life,” ap- 
peared in 1841; a new collection, 
containing a ” Legend of Britonny,” 
“ Prometheus,” and others, in 1844 ; 
“ Conversations on some of the Old 
Poets,” containing a series of well- 
studied critioisms, both in prose and 
verse, giving indications of Mr. 
Lowell’s interest in the various poli- 
tical and philanthropic questions of the 
day, and of lus attachment to those 
principles of which he has since been 
tho champion, in 1846 ; a third collec- 
tion of pooins, and “ The Vision of Sir 
Tjauiifal,” founded on a legend of the 
Search fur the Son Graal, in 1848. 
” A Pablo for Critics,” in which ho 
satirically passes in review tho literati 
of tho United States, and his most re- 
markable work, the “ Biglow Papers,” 
a collection of humorous poems on 
political subjects, written in the Yan- 
kee dialect, in 1818. Tho latter 
has been freqneutly reprinted in this 
country. ” Fireside Travels,” includ- 
ing ginphio papers on Cambridge in 
old times, and the second series of tlie 
“Biglow Papers,” appeared in 1864. 
Mr. Lowell, who was for soviiral 
months editor of a magazine called 
the Piomcr, and was afterwai'ds con- 
nected with theiliif£-8lm>er7/ Standard, 
is editor of the North American Review, 
to which, as well as to other periodi- 
c»ls, he has long been a contributor. 
Hu fliicceeded Longfellow as professor 
of Modem Literature at Harvard, 
in 1854. 

I/)WER, Mauk Antony, F.S.A., 
Ac., bom at Chiddingly, Sussex, in 
1813, received a rudimentary educa- 
tion under his fhther, Mr. Rd'. Lower, 
and adopted the profession of a school- 
master, which he still pursues, having 
been for many years the proprietor of 
a boarding-Bohool at Lewes, though 
he is best known to the public as an 
antiqu^. His x»rincipal works are : 
” English . BnnAimes, an Essay on 
Family Nomenolatiire^” published in 
1842; " Cariosities of Henddiy,” in 
1846 ; " The Chrottiole ef Battel Ab. 
bey/’ tranriated from a Latin MS. of 
the twelfth oentniy, in 1851 " Gon« 
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tributions to Literature, Historical,*' 
&c., in 1854 ; ** Patronymica Britan- 
nica,” a dictionary of family names, 
the first work of its kind published in 
England, and the germ of what may 
hereaftor prove to be an important 
branch of philological research, in 
1860; *'The Worthies of Sussex, 
Biographical Sketches,** in 1865 ; and 

A Compendious History of Sussex,** 
in the press, lie has contributed 
numerous articles to various periodi- 
cals. Mr. Lower is a member of the 
Antiquarian and of other English and 
foreign arcincological institntions. In 
1846 the hon. degree of M.A. was 
conferred upon liim by Trinity Col- 
lege, Hartford, U.S., in recognition of 
his literary labours. Ho is one of 
tlio founders and working committeo 
of the Sussex Archieolugical Society, 
and a contributor to its voluminous 
“ Colloctions.** 

L U A 11 H , The Eev. Henry 
Kicjiards, son of tho Irtte Henry 
Liiard, Esep, bom in 1825, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
whore ho graduated H.A. in 1847, and 
M.A. in 1850, arid bocanio Fellow of 
his College, Registrar of the Univer- 
sity, and P.C. of St. Mary the Great, 
Cambridge, lie has written The 
Life of Porson,” in the “ Cambridge 
Essays,*’ for 1857 ; ** Catalogue of tho 
MSS. ill tho Cambridge University 
Librai^'** — the Theological Portion ; 
*'ltomurka on the Cambridge Univer- 
sity Conimissionei’s’ New Statutes 
for Trinity College,** in 1858 ; and 
edited “ Lives of Edward tho Con- 
fessor,** in 1858; Hartholomaei de 
Cotton Historia Anglicana,*’ in 1859 ; 
"Eoberti Grosseteste Epibtolsc,” in 
1861; and **Annale8 Monastic!,” ‘in 
1864-6, in the Gkivernment series of 
Medimvol Chronicles; and ”GoTTe- 
spondence of Porson,** in 1866. 

LUCAN (Eaiil qy), Sir Gkouok 
Charlks Bingham, S^.B., elder son 
of the second earl, whom he sneoeeded 
June 30, 1839, bom April 16|, 1800, 
was edoboM at Westminster, entered 
the amy.ait the usual age, and served 
as a Yohmteer with the Russian army 
under Gen. Diebitsch in the Turidsh 


oampaigu in 1828. He was one of the 
representatives of tho county of Mayo, 
in the Conservative interest, from 
1826 till 1830, and was chosen one of 
the Representative Peers for Ireland 
in 1840. He served in the Crimea in 
1854r-5, in command of a division of 
cavalry, and took part in the battles 
of the Alma>, Sep. 20 ; Balaklava, Oct. 
25; and Inkermann, Nov. 5, 1854. 
Owing to some misapprehension of 
Lord Raglan’s orders, that heroic but 
fatal charge of tho light biigado in 
which so many lives were lost was 
made in the battle of Balaklava. Lord 
Lucan, who was Col. of tho 8th Hns- 
sars till Feb. 22, 1865, when he be- 
came Col. of the 1st regiment of Life 
Guards, was made a Lieut.-Geii. in 
1858, and General Aug. 28, 1865 ; was 
nominated a K.C.B. for his Crimean 
Bciwiees, is Commander of the Legion 
of Honour, Knight, first-class, of the 
Mcdjidie, and a Knight second-class 
of St. Anne of Russia. 

LUCAS, Charles, principal of the 
Royal Academy of Music, sou of the 
late Alexander Lucas, bom at Salis- 
bury in 1808, and educated at tho 
Cathedral Grammar - sohool of that 
city, received his musical education 
first in the choir of Salisbury Cathe- 
dral, and afterwards at tho Royal 
Academy of Music. He was appointed 
in 1830 comjmser, arrauger of the 
music, and violoncellist in tho late 
Queen Adelaide’s private band, and in 
1832 conductor of the orchestra of 
tho Royal Academy of Music. In 1830 
he was elected organist of Hanover 
ihapel, St. George’s, succeeded Mr. 
Lindley on his retirement as principal 
violoncello at the Royal Italian Opera 
and other places, and in 1859 became 
Principal of the Royal Academy of 
Music. Mr. Lucas is the author of 
several sinfonias, overtures, anthems, 
operas, glees, songs, &o. 

LUCAS, Gbaklbs-Jean-Mabiv, 
lawyer and economist, bom at St. 
Brieuo, May 3, 1803, was admitted 
advocate ia the Rc^hI Oburt of Paris 
in 1825, and pleaded 'with suceess in 
a number of interestiM cases. He Is 
best known, out of Annoe, hy the 
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attention he haa paid to primary in- 
stmction, the penitentiary ayatem, 
and to the question of tho abolition of 
capital punishment. Ho has written 
** Da Syat^me Penitentiairo on Europe 
et anx Etats-Unia/' which received 
the Hontyon prize of 6,000 francs, 
published in 1826-30; Du Syat^me 
P4nal en general et do la Peine de 
Mort en particulier,” in 1827 ; ** Do 
la H6forme des Prisons, ou do la 
Theorio de rEmprisonneinont,” in 
1836-8, and other works. Ho was 
attached to the Ministry of tho In- 
terior as Inspector of Pnsons in 1833 ; 
was olocted member of tho Institute 
in 1836, becamo President of the 
Council of Inspectors-General of Pri- 
sons in 1863, and retired fi'om public 
service in July, 1865. Ho was pro- 
moted Ofiicer of the ][jegiou of Honour 
in Jnn., 1852, and Commander in J uly, 
1865. 

LUCAS, The Bight Hon. Edward, 
son of the late Charles Lucas, Esq., 
barrister, of Castle Shane, co. Mo- 
naghan, bom in 1787, was oducuted 
at Harrow aiid at Christ 01101*011, Ox- 
ford. Ho was rotunied, in 1831, to 
the House of Commons as one of the 
nremhors for the county of Monaghan, 
which he continued to represent in tho 
Cousorvativo interest until his retire- 
ment from Parliament, in July, 1841, 
when he was ap|joiiited Under-Sccro- 
taiy of State for Ireland, which post 
ho rosigued in 1845, and was sworn 
a member of the Privy Couiicul in 
Ireland. 

LUCAS,HlFP0LYTE-JUT.[KN-J0Sfif'lf, 
author, bom at Bennes: Dec. 20, 1807, 
was educated in the college of that 
town, and devoted his attoution to 
law stndies, which he finished at Paris 
in 1826. He commenced his literaiy 
oareer by translating for the Ulohe 
artiolea firom the E^Mwrgh Bevieiv, 
and he dramatiied for the Odeon, 
Byron'e ••Corsair,” which, however, 
was hot represented. He has contri- 
buted to numerous periodicals, and 
has dramas, and

published in •• Histoire Phfloso. 

phiqaa;at:Litt6raire du Thdttre Frau- 


^ais,” in 1843; ••Coriosit^s Drama- 
tiques ot Litteraires,” in 1855; ”Le 
Portefeuille d’un Joumaliste,” in 1856 ; 
“ Documents relatifs a PHistoire du 
Cid,” in 1861; ” La Pfecho d*un Man,” 
in 1862 ; and other works. He was 
made knight of the Legion of Honour 
May 26, 1847, and has received several 
foreign orders. 

LUCAS, John, bom in London in 
1807, and educated privately, com- 
menced life as a mezzotint engraver, 
under Mr. S. W. Beynolds, engraver 
to George HI., and at tho close of his 
apprenticeship, in 1820, became a 
ptji* trait painter. lie has painted a 
number of portraits of members of 
tho royal family, and of tho aristo- 
cracy, us well ns of the most distin- 
guished men of the ago, and many of 
these have been engraved. Amongst 
several portraits of tho late duke of 
Wellington, Olio was painted for^tlie 
Trinity House, and another for" tho 
University of Oxford. Ho executed 
portraits of Admiral Sir George Cock- 
burn, tho lato Lord Hardinge, Sir 
James Graham, Bart., of Mr. Glad- 
stone, and of tho late Sir Samuel 
Bogers, for tho late Sir Bobert PcePs 
Gallery at Drayton Manor, and a por- 
trait of the lato Joseph Hume for tho 
Uiiiversity of London. 

LUCAS, Samuel, son of a mer- 
chant, born at Bristol, in 1818, hav- 
ing been educated at a private school, 
eiiL'.ied Queen’s College, Oxford, 
where ho graduated B.A. in 1842. In 
1841 he obtained tho N#wdigato prize 
for English verse, the subject being 
” Tho Sandwich Isles ; ” and in 1845 
the Chancellor’s prizo for an English 
essay : *• A Comparison between the 
Causes and Consequenoes of National 
Bevoluttons of Anoienr- and Modem 
Times.” Having in 1846 been called 
to the Bar at Inner Temple, he 
for some years went the Western 
circuit, and in 1853, witli the support 
of the loaders of the Conservative 
party, became the founder and first 
editor of the Press newspaper, whicli 
he oondnoted with much success, in 
opposition to the Coalition. Ministiy, 
for about a year and a half. Shortly 
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after his resignation of the editorship 
of the Press newspaper,- ho is under- 
stood to have become literaiy re- 
viewer for the Times ; and some of the 
reviews attribnted to his pen have 
been published in separate volumes 
by Messrs. Routledge. He edited 
*' Charters of the Old English Colo- 
nics of America/’ published in 1850, 
and is the author of many pamphlets 
on Indian and colonial questions, 
lias contributed to the Quarterly and 
Edinhuryh Reviews, and was editor of 
Once a Week from its commencement 
in 1859 till 1865. In 1858 ho do- 
dined the appointment of Distributor 
of Stamps for the county of Derby, 
oficrod him by the Conservative Go> 
vcrnniont at that time in power. 
His “ Srcularia, or Surveys on the 
Main Stream of History,” a work mii(‘h 
esteemed by historical critics and 
political thinkers, was published in 
1862, and ho edited the Shilling 
Magazine,** which appeared in 1865; 
and had but a short existence. 

L C D E R S (Count), ALEXANi)i:a 
Nicola lEW ITCH von. Commander of 
the 5tli Infantry corps of the Russian 
army, and A.D.O. General of the Into 
Nicholas I., was bom in 1790, of a 
German family long resident in Rus- 
sia, entered the army in 1807, scrvi^d 
in the war in Finland in 1808, and 
took part in tho campaigns against 
the IVench from 1812 till 1814. Tho 
services by which ho is beat known 
were rendered as commander of one 
of tho three Russian army corps 
which took^art in tho conquest of 
Hungary in 1849. Gen. Liiders, who 
had, in 1848, occupied Wallachia with 
a corps d*armde, in violotion of the 
Sultan’s rights, entered Transylvania 
in 1849, under tho convention be- 
tween tho two emperors, with 40,000 
men, joined his forces to those of the 
Austrian general Puckner, July 14, 
took Cronstadt and Hermannstadt, 
July 21, attacked and defeated Bern, 
whose troops, imperfectly trained, had 
been exhausted with marching and 
fighting against superior numbers, 
July 81 ; again encountered and 
defeated Bern’s diminished army, 


Aug. 4, and afterwards marched north- 
wards, when his efforts, combined 
with those of Biidiger, led to GOrgei’s 
surrender, Aug. 13. One of the 
first acts of Alexander II. was to 
give Gen. Liiders the command of 
tho army corps in Bessarabia, under 
Prince Gortschakoff. He received a 
superior command in the Crimea, and 
was preparing to take an active part 
in the strugglo against the allies, 
when tho treaty of Paris was con- 
cluded, March 30, 1856. Worn out 
with fatigues, and threatened by total 
blindness, the general was shortly 
after permittted to retire from tho 
service. Ho was Lioutonant-Genoral 
of Poland in 1861, and was made 
Count in June, 1862. 

LDGARD, SiH Edward, K.C.B., 
son of Capt. John Lugai*d, bom at 
Chelsea, in 1810, was educated at tho 
Military Collogo, Sandhurst ; and 
liaving entered tho army in 1828, 
proceeded to India, where he served 
with distinction for several years. 
During tho Affghan war of 1842, ho 
was Brigade- Major to the fourth bri- 
gade; and daring the Sikh war of 
i845-6, Assistant- Adjutant -General 
of the first division. Throughout tho 
Pnnjaub campaigns of 1848-9 ho was 
Adjutant-General to tho Queen’s 
foroes, for which services he was 
made a C.B. and Aido-dc-Camp to 
the Queen. He was mode K.C.B. for 
his services as chief of the staff in tho 
Persian expedition of 1856-7, and was 
appointed Adjutant-General in India 
at tho close of 1857. At the capture 
of Lucknow, and the subsequent opera- 
tions against the rebels, he com- 
manded, os Brigadier-General, the 
second division of infantry, and fpr 
his distinguished services on these 
occasions was specially promoted to 
the ran& of Mtyor-General in 1858. 
He received the colonelcy of tho Slst 
foot, tl’nne 1, 18^, was made Lieir- 
tenant-Gfeneral, Jan. 12, 1865, and 
has been appointed permanent Under- 
Secretaiy of War. 

LUIS L (Bee Fortvoal, Kino oy.) 

LUKIS, Th* Rev. William Col- 
lings, M.A., F.S.A., bom in 1817, was 
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edaoated tub THmty Cbll^, Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated in honours 
in l&id ; has been successively Incum- 
Ibenfc of Bast Gfafbon; Vicar of Great 
Bedwyn, and Bector of Collingboume 
Duois, in Wilts, and Bural Dean of 
the "Deanery of Marlborough, and is 
Bector of Watli-juxta-Bipon, York- 
shire, and Bural Dean of the Deanery 
of Cattorick East. The Kev. W. G. 
liukig, who is a Fellow of the Boyal 
8ooie^^ of Northern Antiquaries at 
Copenhagen, and was somo time one 
of the general secretaries of the Wilts 
Arohfoologioal and Natural History 
Society, published in 1846 “ Speci- 
mens of Ancient Church Plate ; ’’ in 
1857, ** An Account of Church Bells 
and Boll Foundries; in 1858, ^‘AFow 
Words to Bural Deans and Church- 
wardens,” two tracts relating to the 
oaro and condition of church bells, 
and “Tho History of tho Salisbuiy 
Bell Fonndiy ; ” and iii 1861, Danish 
Cromlechs and Burial Customs con^- 
pared with those of Britauny, Great 
Britain, dio.” He has contributod 
“ CromlecliB,” and ” Certain Peculiari- 
ties in the Construction of Chambered 
Tmnuli,” to the Journal of tho British 
A^hsQologioal Society, and has written 
**bn Flint Tmplomonts and Tumuli 
in the Neighbourhood of Wnth ” and

iiTTMLEY, Benjamin, born about 
181d, and educated for the law, prac- 
tising with much success, became 
Director 6f Her Majesty’s Theatre in 
1846|, wh^ there was but a single 
Italian Opeht-houso in Loudon. After 
the schism of 1847, tho remarkablo 
aucces of Jenny Lind maintained the 
ascendancy of Her Majesty’s Theatre, 
and though ii^as followed by a brief 
interregnum, the lost seasons of 
Mr. Lumley’s rule were marked by 
the Suooesti of Piooolomini, Tietjens, 
and Giuglini. The energy of the 
manager did. not fail him to the last. 
He - retired in 18^, and on tho 
.^oonmoB fiurewell . benefit, 

MdUe. Piceoldmini travelled from 
eiproa^ to take part in the 


performance: '^BeminisoenosBof the 
Opera,” an acconnt of his e3q)erieDce, 
appeared in 1864, and since re- 
tirement from* the direction of the 
opera, Mr. Lumley has resumed the 
practice of the law. 

LUND, The Bbv. Thomas, B.D., 
bom Dec. 2, 1805, and educated at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, where 
be graduated B.A. in 1828, as fourth 
Wrangler, and became Fellow and 
Lecturer of his College. In 1841 he was 
presented to the rectory of Morton, 
Derbyshire ; and in 1864 to that of 
Briudlo, Lancashire, and a probcudal 
stall in Lichfield Cathedral. He has 
compiled various mathematical works, 
including seveml editions of ” Wood’s 
Algebra,” Companion ” to the same, 
” A Short and Easy Course of Alge- 
bra,” ” The Elements of Geometry and 
Mensuration in three parts, Ao. ; and 
some of these works have been text- 
books at Cambridge for many years. 
In 1863 he published an elaborate 
reply to Dr. Colonso on tho ” Penta- 
teuch,” Part I., entitled a “ Key to 
Bishop Colenso’s Biblical Arithme- 
tic;” and at the Manchester Church 
Congress of that year road a paper, 
afterwards published, on the *'Angi 
mentation of l^oor Benefices.” 

LUSH, Sir BoiiEBT,bom at Shaftes- 
bury, Oct. 25, 1807, and educated at 
his native place, was called to the 
Bar in 1840. He practised with much 
BucooBS, became Q.C. in 1857, and was 
appointed one of the judges of the 
Queen’s Bench in Nov., 1865, when he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
Sir K Lush has written ''Act for 
Abolishing Arrest for Debt,” published 
in 1838; “Common Law Practice,’^ 
in 1846 ; “ Practice of the Superior 
Courts,” Ao. 

LUSHINGTON, Thh Bight Hon. 
Stephen, D.C.L., second sen of the 
late Sir Stephen Lushington, Bart., 
bom in Loudon, Jan. 14, 1782, was 
educated at Eton and Oxford, and 
graduated M.A. at All Souls* College, 
in 1806, B.C.L. in 1607, and D.G.L. in 
1808. Hq was called to the Bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1806, was ad- 
mitted on advocate at DoctoPs Com- 
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mons in JSdS, was appointed Jud^ 
or the Consistory CoiuA in 1828, and 
Judge of the High Court of Admiralty 
in 1838. Ho represented Winchelsea, 
Tarmontl^ the Tower Hamlets, Ac., 
in Parliament in the Liberal interest 
from 1820 till his retirement from 
political life in 1841, on the passing of 
an Act disqualifying the Judge of the 
Admiralty Court from holding a seat 
in the House of Commons. He retired 
from his judgeship on account of ill- 
health, in July, 1867. 

LUSHINGTON, Tna Right Hon. 
Stephen Rumbolo, U.C.L., son of the 
into Rev. J. S. Lushington, born in 
1775, was educated at Rugby. He 
was returned to tho House of Com- 
mons as member for Rye in 1807, 
and sat for that brjrough, and after- 
wards fur Cauterbur}', until 1837. 
Ho was for nearly fourteen years' 
Chairman of Ways and Means* in 
the House of Commons, and from 
1814 till 1827, was Joint-Secretary to 
the Trcoauiy ; was Governor of Ma- 
dras from 1827 till 1832, and pub- 
lished the ** Life and Services of 
Goueral Loi^ Harris,** the conqueror 
of Seringapatam, whose daughter ho 
married. He w-as sworn a Privy 
Counoillor in 1827, and w^as created an 
honorary D.C.L. by tlie University of 
Oxford in 1839. 

LUYNES (Due de), Honoue- 
Tueouokic - Paul-Josefu - n’ A lbert, 
numismatist and archsDologist, born 
Doc. 15, 1802, retained till .1839 tho 
name of Albert de Chevreuae; was 
elected after tho revolution of Feb., 

1848, to the Assembly ; re-elected in 

1849, and was arrested during the 
coup d*etatj Deo. 2, 1851. Ho pub- 

l liahed, in 1835, ** Etudes Numismati- 
ques j ** in 1836, ” Metaponte ; ” in 
1840, ** Chois de Medailles Grccques;’* 
in 18iG, ** Essaisur la Numismatique 
dos Satrapies,*’ and various reports, 
and papers on scientific and antiqua- 
rian subjects. The duke, who was 
admitted a member of tlio Institute 
in 1830, has been promoted Officer of 
the Legpon of Honour, and presented 
in 1862 his collection of medals and 
coins to the Biblioth&que Nationide. 
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LYELJjj Bir Charles, Babt„ 
D.CX., F.R.S., P.G.&, eldest sou qjf 
the late Charles LyOll, Esq., of Kiu- 
nordy, oo. Forfar, bom Nov. l797jt 
was educated at Exeter Cplls^i 
Oxford, where ho graduated H.A. in 
1821, and was called to the Bar. He 
was appointed a Deputy-Lieutena^ 
for Forfarshire in 1831, was President 
of the Geological Society in 1836-7, 
and again in 1850-1 ; was knighted in 
1848, received the honorary degree 
of D.C.L. from the University of Ox- 
ford in 1855, and was created a 
baronet, Aug. 22, 1864. Sir Charles, 
who is tlie author of several important 
geolo^cal works, and of many papers 
in scientific journals, has written 
‘‘ThePrinciplesof Geology,” published 
in 1833, and ” Elements of Geology,” 
in 1838, reprinted under the tit& uf 
Manual of Elementary Geology.'^ 
The principal object of those treatises 
is to show that the early progress 
of geology was retarded by a prevail- 
ing belief that tho former changes of 
the earth and its inhabitants weru 
the effects of causes differing in in- 
tensity, and some of them in kind, 
from those now in operation ; whereas 
the truu key to the interpretation of 
geological monuments is to boibund, 
according to tho author, iu a know- 
ledge of the changes now going on in 
the organic and inorganic worlds. 
** Travels in North America,” a narra- 
tive of a visit which he paid to North 
America for the purpose of examining 
the geological structure of that con- 
tinent, appeared in 1841; Second 
Visit to tho United States,” iu which 
he treats of the social as well as of the 
goologicid characteristics of America, 
in 1845 ; and a treatise on ** The Geo- 
logical Evidences of the Antiquity of 
Man, with Remarks on Th^ries of the 
Origin of Species byYariatlDn,” inl803. 

LYONS (Baeon), The Right 
Honouuable Ricuaed Bickeeton 
Pembll Lyons, G.C.B., only sur- 
viving son of the first Lord Lyo^ 
{who oonunan^lilf the British fleet in 
the Black ggjff 1865-6), was born at 
L^mgjgllfS^sil 26, 1817, and sno^ 
oeededpBoMs ffitbeFs title, Nov. 2.3« 
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1858. Having bMi educated aib Win- 
cheeter and Christ Ghnroh, Oxford, 
he was appointed nnpaid Attach^ at 
Athens in 1839, and paid Attach^ in 
1844, at Dresden in 1862, at Florence 
presiding - at Home) in 1853, Socre- 
taiy Legation there (residing at 
Home) in 1856, and envoy to Tuscany 
in 1858. He was accredited as Envoy 
Extraordinary to tho United States 
in Deo., 1858, returned to England 
on account of ill-health in Feb., 

1865, was appointed Ambassador at 
Constantinople in Aug., 1865, and 
was transferred to Faria in July, 
1867. He was made a K.C.B. in 
18^, a G.C.B. in 1862 ; was sworn one 
of the Privy Council, March 9, 

1866, and made an honorary D.G.L. at 
Oxford, June 21, 1866. 

LYTTELTON (Baron), The Right 
Hon. GEoaoE William Lyttelton, 
born in London, March 31, 1817, was 
educated at Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where ho graduated in tho 
highest olassioal honours in 1838. 
Having succeeded his father as fourth 
baron, April 30, 1837, he was Under- 
secretary of State for the colonies 
from Jan. till July, 1846. He is 
Lord-Lieutenant of Wcrcestorshire 
and High Steward of Bewdloy, failed 
in a contest for the office of High 
Stewa^ of Cambridge University in 
1840, and acted in 1861-3 as a mem- 
ber of the ParKamcntary Commission 
appointed to inquire into tho managc- 
medt of our Public Schools. Lord 
Lyttelton has taken an active interest 
in colonial questions, and in advocat- 
ing the revival of the active powers of 
Convocation, and thp extension of the 
' episcopate. 

LYTTON (Baron), The Right 
^ON. Sift Edward George Earle 
Litton Bulwer, D.O.L., is tho third 
and youngest son of the late Gen. 
.Bolvfcr, of Heydon Hall, Norfolk, and 
of jlliii^betb Biurbara, the only daugh- 
iier aiiad heiress of Richard Warburton 
Lyttohi i^Kttebwbrth, Herts. He was 
. Kav^ and was educated 

at imd bjr m inother, a^^aflberwards 
'in prfvato. ij^oeda, whence he passed I 
'Bfst to and' subse- 


quently to Trinity Hall, C^bridge, 
where he carried off" the Chancellor’s 
prize medal with his English poem on 
Sculpture.” Daring the long vaca- 
tion he made pedestrian excursions 
over England and Scotland, and the 
year after he left college he travelled 
on horseback through a groat part of 
France. He graduated B.A. in 1826, 
and M.A. in 1835, and at a later pe- 
riod Oxford, and in 1864 Cambridge, 
conferred*bn him the honorary degree 
of D.C.L. His strong literary bias 
displayed itself in early life, and ho 
first appeared in print in 1820, when 
only fifteen years of age, as the anther 
of Ismael,” an Oriental tale. His 
next published work, in 1825, was tho 
prize-poom on Sculpture, already men- 
tioned. In tho following year ho 
printed, at Paris, exclusively for private 
circulation, fifty copies of ” Weeds 
and Wild Flowers,” a small collection 
of poems and of maxims or aphorisms, 
which has never been published in 
the editions of his collect^ works. In 
1827 he published a tale, in verse, 
entitled ” O’Neil, or the Rebel,” and 
“ Falklanj^,” a love-story, in one 
volume ! bot)i anonymously. His first 
great work of fiction was ” Pelham, 
or the Adventured of a Gentleman,” 
which coming out onCnymously, at 
the close of 1827, at first but coldly 
received, ere long created a great 
sensatiou, and stamped its author 
as a master of his art. ‘ Its even- 
tual brilliant success was well sus- 
tained by tho following novels, — 
“The Disowned,” in 1828; “Deve- 
reux,” in 1829; and “Paul- Clif- 
ford,” in 1830. The author^s next 
production,, in HAJ, was a satirical 
poem entitled “ The Siamese Twins,” 
associated with which, in^l^ke same 
volume, was the charming poem of 
" Milton.” In 1832 he gave to the 
world his celebrated novel of Eugene 
Aram;” and in 1833 “Godolphin” 
made its appearance, — anonymously 
at first. It was about this time 
that Bulwer anoceeded Campbell in 
the editorsbip of the ITew Monthly 
Magaaine, to the pages of which 
he contributed a aeries of papers.

collected and republished; in 1836, 
under the title of “ The Student.** In 
1833 he published his «« England and 
the EngHsh,*’ a series' of wittj and 
caustic sketches of national manners, 
Ac. This was followed by The 

Pilgrims of the Rhine,” an illns'trated 
book. The next work from the pro- 
lific pen of this popular writer was 
his classical and picturesque romance 
of “ The Last Days of Pompeii,** 
the result of a tour in Italy. 
Another work of fiction, on Italian 
ground, of great historic interest, ap- 
peared in 1835 : this was ** Rienzi,** 
tlio Roman tribune of the middle 
ages. In the year 1831 Mr. Bulwer 
h^ entered Parliament, as member 
for St. Ives, in the Liberal interest; 
and in 1832 he was returned to the 
new Reformed Parliament as member 
for Lincoln, which lie continued to 
represent till 1811, when he lost his 
scat, and for a considerable interval 
kept aloof from active political lifo. 
As an adherent of the Whig party, he 
had in those years taken a strong 
interest in, and had spoken often and 
with^ great effect on, vpripus liberal 
measures, especially on questions 
affeotibg the free .diffusion of know- 
ledge, and a]so on^ slavery. During 
this part of h^ parliamentaiy career 
he published, in 1835, a political 
pamphlet, entitled **Tho Crisis,** in 
reference to the brief interruption of 
the Whig government by the Con- 
servative ministry of Sir ^bert Peel. 
This pamphlet ran through many 
editions, and added considerably to the 
growing political reputation of the 
writ^n In the same veai, ” Leila; or 
the Siege of Granada, - was published, 
together^ with ” Calderon the Cour- 
tier,*' in one volume, illustrated; and 
in the following year Bulwer made 
hia first essay as a dramatist, with the 
play, in five%ots, of **Tho Duchess of 
La yalliere,” wliioh, as a perform- 
ance, was but partially snooessfUl. 
He next appeared before the world 
as a historical writer, in Athens: 
its Rise and Fall,*’ a work abounding 
in research, acumen, and elegant 
scholarship, but which has rather 


unaccountably been allowed to stop 
short with the two volumes published 
in 1836. Returning to the paths of 
fiction, hia next novel was Ernest 
Maltravers,” published in 1837, a con- 
tinuation of which, under the title of 
” Alice, or the Mysteries,** appeared 
in the following year. It was towards 
the close of that year, 1838, on the 
occasion of the coronation of her 
present Majesty, that this author 
and the present Sir John Hersohel 
were created baronets; having been 
specially chosen for the bestowal of 
that honour as the appropriate repre- 
sentatives of British literature and 
science. Not daunted by his previous 
imperfect snoccss as a dramatic writer, 
Sir Edward Bulwer produced in 1838 
the five - act comedy, ** The Lady 
of Lyons,** which not only achieved a 
brilliant success at the time, but has 
retained its hold of the stage ever 
since. ” Richelieu** came out in 1839 ; 

” The Sea Captain,** in five acts, in 
1839 ; ” Money,” in five acts, in 18M ; 
and, after a long interval, the comedy 
of ” Not so. bad as we seem,” in five 
acts, written for amateur performance 
in 1851, as a benefit for the ” Guild 
of Literature and Art,** — the idea of 
which is said to have originated 
daring a visit paid to Sir Edward's 
mansion at Enebworth by several 
literary celebrities and artists. Having 
conceived the notion of a journal 
which should combine scientific in* * 
formation with politics and general 
literature, he, in. conjunction with Sir 
D. Brewster and Dr. Lordner, oom- 
moheed a periodical in the early part 
of 1841, founded upon this design, 
entitled The MontfSy ChroTvieles out 
it was too scientifio to suit the 
public taste of the day, and, after 
a few months* existence, its praebtor 
retir^ from it, dissatisfied with the 
resullb. During his connection wi& 
this organ, he contributed to ite poli- 
tioal section a remarkable ” Historical 
Review of the State of England and 
Eureqm at Ae Aeoessibn of Queen 
Vxotm^” fik which M. Guiaot be- , 
stowed the highest commendation. 
In the some year Sir Edward resumed 
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iia career as a novelist, by the prodno- 
lion Off ** night and Morning.*’ This 
iros Btieoeeded, in 1842, by ** Zanoni/’ 
'the well-loved work,” to use tho 
mthor’s own words, ” of his mature 
tianhood.” About tho same time he 
published a volnme of poetry, entitled. 

Bva, and the Ill-omened Marriage,” 
lince incorporated, with considerable 
additions, in tlie complete edition of 
his poetical works. Not long after 
the cessatirm of his first parlia- 
mentaiy labonra, in 1841, Sir £. 
Bnlwer travelled in Germany, and 
devoted himself to the study of its 
language and its rich stores of litera- 
ture, when ho collected materials for 
a life of Schiller, the especial object 
of his admiration, and availed himself 
of this information in the biography 
of that groat writer which he appended 
to the first edition of his translation 
of tho Posms and Ballads of Schil- 
ler,” in 1844. “The Last of tho 
Barons,” his next essay in romance, 
appear^ early in 1843. A t tho close 
of this year Sir Edward lost bis 
mother, and succeeding to her valu- 
able estates of Knebworth, &c., ho, in 
compliance with her will, changed his 
name, taking tho historio surname of 
Lytton, by royal licence, in addition 
to his patronymic, Bulwor. Tho effects 
of unremitting toil having seriously 
slTeotod his health, ho was induced to 
tty the hydropathic system^ in tho 
year 1846 $ and in a sparkling letter to 
W. Harrison Ainsworth, published as 
the Confessions of a Water Patient,” 
he made known his impressions and 
opinions of the efiicacy of that sys- 
tem. Considerable changes having 
occurred in the circumatonocs of the 
country, his political views had gra- 
dnally become modified, and it was as 
ft Conservative that Sir Bulwer Lytton 
itow sought to be returned to Por- 
Bament. In 1852, oftei* having ex- 
plamed his vi^s some twelve months 
before^ in his famous ’* Letter to 
John BbB, Esquire/* which passed 
thi^ongh ten e^tions, he re-entered 
the House of Commons as one of the 
members ibr the odnnty of Herts. The 
year 1846; wif»e(B^ th^ appearance. 


anonymously, of the first portion of his 
remarkable poen^ “ The New Timon,” 
a satire of modem London. This work 
came out complete in one volume in 
1847, the authorship remaining for 
some .time unacknowledged. “ Lu- 
oretia ; or the Children of Night,” a 
romance of a grim character, also 
appeared in 1847 ; and this was suc- 
ceeded, in periodical instalments, by 
one of the author’s greatest achieve- 
ments in fiction — “ The Caxtons,” 
cventnally published in a collective 
form in 18'U). “King Arthur: an 
Epic, in Twelve Books ” — not avowed 
at firsthand issued in four parts, was 
published complete in tho latter year. 
Meanwhile tho indefatigable author 
had given to tho world, in 1848, his 
historical romance of “ Harold, the 
last of tho Saxon Kings.” Spending 
the whole of 1849 abroad. Sir Bulwer 
Lytton began, while residing for a 
time at Nice, liio masterly dcUueatioik 
of the varieties of English life which 
ho has emphatically designated as 
“ My Novel.” This, like “ Tho Cax- 
tons,” ori^nally appeared in tho 
pages of Blackwood* s MuffoMne, and 
was not published complete until 
1853. It was followed, in a similar 
mbdo of issue, by tho most elaborate 
of the author’s novels : “ What will 
ho do with it ? ” commencing at tho 
end of 1857, and published as a whole 
in 1858. Sii llulwer Ly tton’s last work 
of fiction, entitled “A Strange Story,” 
appeared originally in the pages of 
All flic Year Round, and was issued 
as a complete book in 1862. He has 
since published “ Caxtoniana ; or, 
Essays on Life, Literature, and 
Manners, by Pisistratus Caxton,” in 
two vols., in 1863 ; and “ffhe Lost 
Tales of Miletus,” a collection of an- 
cient legends in original rhythmical 
strophes, founded upon, though not 
directly imitating, the Greek metres, 
in 1866. In addition to tho long list of 
his works above ennmorated, may be 
mentioned a biographical sketoh of 
Laman Blanchard, prefixed to his 
Essays, in 1846; the anthoi^s “ In- 
augural Address to the associated 
Bo&eties of the University of Edin- 
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bnrgh/’ delivered on the oooasion of 
his being elected first honoraiy presi- 
dent, and printed in 1864; many 
vidmable critical articles and essays 
in the QwiTterly^ Edmbwrgh, and West- 
minst&r Bevieu "! ; and his remarkable 
treatise in the Foreign Quarterly 
Jleaiewy on the ** The Beign of Terror 
and the French Bevolntion/* Lord 
Lytton has been twice elected Lord 
Beotor of Glasgow University, an 
honour never bestowed on any other 
Englishman, and only in the instance 
of ono Scotchman, Thomas Campbell. 
Among his valuable services to the 
cause of literature — notably his suc- 
cessful efforts in securing copyright 
for dramatic authors, and his kindly 
acts to its professors — his zealous and 
substantial support of ** The Guild of 
Literature and Art,’* deserve special 
mention. Ho not only made to it a 
gift of the proceeds of the play ho 
wrote for its benefit, but presented to 
the institution a piece of land as a 
site for the erection of homos for 
decayed artists and men of letters, to 
which pensions will bo attacihed. It 
forms no part of the plan of this 
work to venture on criticism, beyond 
the expression of a general opinion 
on an eminent author’s merits, and 
wo cannot sum up those of Lord 
Ijytton more concisely than by 
quoting the following words, applied 
to him by an able and independent 
critic : Whilo ranking among the 
most popular authors in Britain since 
Scott, he is perhaps, of recent English 
writers, the one whose works are best 
known on the Continent. His novels 
are road, or translated, not only in 
France, Germany, Ac., but in the 
remote ports of Hungary; while in 
America he is as popular as with us.” 
On the accession of the Conservative 
party to power, under Lord Derby, in 
1858, Sir Bulwer Lytton was selected 
by the Premier as one of his oolleagues 
in the cabinet, with the appointment 
of Seoretaiy of State for the Colonies ; 
and it was under his auspices that 
the noble colonies of British Columbia 
and Queensland were added to our 
colossal empire. It is scarcely neces- 


sary to add that he retired from office 
with the rest of his oolleagues on the 
resignation of Lord Derby’s second 
administration in 1859. Soon after 
the accession to power of Lord Derby’s 
third administration, in July, 1866, 
Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton was raised 
to the peerage, as Baron Lytton. As 
a parliamentary speaker. Lord Lytton 
may be classed as one of the most 
finished orators of his time, rather 
than as a frequent debater ; he never 
rises to address the House without 
winning the most earnest and respect- 
ful attention. 

lytton, EdwabdBobekt Bulwer, 
known under his nom de •phime of 
“ Owen Meredith,” the only son of 
Lord Lytton, born Nov. 8, 1831, was 
educated at Harrow, and under pri- 
vate tuition, studied modem languages 
at Bonn. In 1849*ho went as attach^ 
and private secretary to his uncle. 
Sir H. L. Bulwer, thou British minister 
at Washington ; in 1852 he was trans- 
ferred to the legation at Florence, 
and afterwards to the embassy at 
Paris, from which he was promoted, 
shortly after the peace of 1856, to be 
paid aUachd at the Hague. In 1860 
ho was appointed first paid attacM to 
the embassy at Vienna ; and whilst 
attached to that embassy was twice 
employed in Servia; once as Acting 
Consul-General, and again upon a 
special mission to prevent the renowal 
of hostilities between the Turks and 
Servians, after the bombardment of 
Belgrade. On his return from this 
mission he was promoted to bo 
Secretary of Legation at Copenhagen, 
where he twice acted as Chargi 
d* Affaires, was transferred thence to 
Athens, and in 1860 to Vienna; was 
First Seoretaiy of the British Legation 
at Copenhagen in Jan., 1863; was 
CJiargi Affaires from Feb. 27 till 
March 18, 1868, and from April 14 
till May 24, 1864 ; was transferred to 
Athens, May 18, 1864, and to Lisbon, 
April 21, 1865, and was Ghargi 
d^Affajires th^re from May 30 till Oct. 
13, 1865. His first work, Clytem- 
nestr% and other Minor Foemp,” a 
production which proved the inhexi- 
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tance of literary genius, and was 
warmly welcomed by the criticSj 
appeared in 1865 ; ** Tho Wanderer, 
a Collection of Poems in Many Lands,*’ 
exhibiting much graceful fancy and 
facility of yersification, followed in 
1859 ; and a novel in verso, entitled 
“ Lucille, ” in 1860. In 1861 he 
published a collection of the national 
songs of Servia, nndor the title of 
" Serbski Pesraej” and “ The King 
of Amasis,*' from the poems of a 
German physician, edited by Owen 
Meredith, appeared in 1863. Mr. 
Lytton married, Oct. 4, 1864, Miss 
E. Villiers, daughter of the Hon. Mrs. 
Edward Villiers, aiid^ niece of tho earl 
of Clarendon. 

LYVEDEN, Baron, better known 
by his former name of the Bight Hon. 
^bert Vernon Smitli, son of tho late 
Bobert P. Smith,* Esq., of Savillo 
Bow, London, and nephew of tho 
late Bev. Sidney Smith, tho witty 
canon of St. Paul’s, born in Feb., 
1800, was educated at Eton and at 
Christ Church, Oxford, whore he 
graduated in honours ; was elected to 
the House of Commons in 1829, os 
member for Tralee; and was one of 
the members for Northampton in tho 
Liberal interest from 1831 till his 
elevation to tho peerage, in July, 
1859. He was a Lord of the Treasury, 
under Lord Grey, from 1830 till 1834 ; 
Secretary of the Board of Control 
from 1835 till 1839, Under-Secretary 
for the Colonies, under Lord Mel- 
bourne's administration, from 1839 
till 1841 ; held the post of Secretary 
at War, from Feb. till March, 1852 ; 
was President of the Board of Control, 
under Lord Palmerston’s first adminis- 
tration, from 1856 till 1858, but did 
not resume office on his lordship’s 
return to power in 1859.

MACBBIBE, John David, D.C.L., 
son of the late Admiral Macbride, bom 
in 1778, was eduoated at Exeter Col- 
lege. Ojtford, where he graduated B. A 
in 1799, liLA. in 1892,. and D.O.L. in 


1811. He was appointed Lord 
Almoner’s Reader ih Arabic, and 
Principal of Magdalen Hall,, in 1813, 
and is the Senior Head of a Col- 
lege in Oxford. Dr. Macbride is a 
learned theologian, and has written 

Diatessaron ; Lectures Explanatory 
of,” published in 1847, — a text-book at 
Oxford ; “ Lectures on the Articles of 
tho United Church of England and 
Ireland,” in 1853 ; “The Mahommedan 
Religion explained and confuted,” in 
1857 ; “ Lectures on the Acts of 
the Apostles,” and “ Lectures on the 
Epistles,” in 1858. 

MACCABE, William Bernard, 
born in Dublin, Nov. 23, 1801, wrote 
for the Irish press from 1824 till 1835. 
Whilst he was connected with the 
Dublin Morning Register, Mr. O’Con- 
nell declared he “ only held himself re- 
sponsible for his speeches as reported 
by Mr. MacCabe.” From 1835 till 
1851 ho was a Parliamentaiy Repor- 
ter on the Morning Chrowicle and 
Morning Herald, in 1847 was appointed 
Consul in London for the Oriental 
Republic of Uruguay, and in 1851 he 
resigned that appointment* and his 
connection with the London press to 
become editor of The Weekly Tele- 
graph, a Roman Catholic paper in 
Ireland. This he resigned in 1856, 
and has since contributed to the Zon- 
don JieHew, tho Dublin Review, Tait's 
Magazine, and other periodicals, and 
has translated books from the Greek, 
Gorman, and Italian languages. He 
has compiled “ A Catholic History of 
England ” (embracing tho Aiiglo- 
8axon period), published in 1848-64; 
'’Bertha: a ]^manoo of the Dark 
Ages,” since translated into German 
and French, in 1851 ; “ Florine, Prin- 
cess of Burgundy, a Tale of the First 
Crusade ; ” and “ Agnes Arnold,” a 
novel, in 1860 ; and other works. 

Mc’CARTHT, Denis Florence, 
poet, descended from the ancient royal 
Irish sept of the MacCauras, bom 
about 1820, has composed “ BaUads, 
Poems, and Lyrics,” mostly founded 
on Irish traditions, and written in a 
patriotic spirit, published in 1850. 
This volume embraoea translations 
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from nearly 1^1 modem European Ion- 
goages, including some from Andr6 
Chenier. He translated Calderon’s 
dramas from the Spanish into English 
asonante verso, with an introduction 
and notes, published in 1853 ; and has 
written ** Undor-Glimpses and other 
Poems,” and “ Boll-founder and other 
Poems,” both published in 1857 ; and 
other works. 

Mc’OLBLLAN (Major-Gen.) 
George B., of Scotch descent, bom 
in Philadelphia, Deo. 3, 1826, was 
educated at West Point, which ho 
quitted in 1846, as Second Lieut, of 
Engineers, served in the Hexioan war 
of 1846-8, and greatly distinguished 
himself at tlie battles of Contreras, 
ChurubuBCO, Molino del Rey, and 
Chapultepcc. For his gallant con- 
duct in the latter engagement he was 
advanced to the brevet rank of Cap- 
tain, and placed in command of a com- 
pany of sappers and miners, and on 
the conclusion of the war returned to 
West Point, where he remained od 
duty with his company until 1851. 
During this portion of his cai'eer ho 
introduced the bayonet exercise into 
theUnited States army, and translated 
and adapted a military manual, which 
is the authorized text-book for the 
service. In the latter part of 1851 ho 
superintended the construction of Fort 
Delaware, and in tho spring of 1852 
served nndor Major Marcy in the ex- 
pedition for exploring tho Red River. 
Soon after this he went to Texas on 
the staff of Gen. Persifer Smith as 
senior engineer, and was engaged for 
some months in surveying the rivers 
and harbours of the State. In 1853 
he was ordered to the Pacific coast in 
command of the western division of 
the survey of the North Pacific Rail- 
road route ; returned in 1854!, received 
a commission in the cavalry in 1855, 
and was soon after appointed, with 
Col. (the Confederate general) Robert 
Lee, a member of the commission sent 
by the U. S. Government to tho seat 
of war in the Crimea. As the result 
of his observations, he drew up a 
critical report on the ” Organization 
of European Armies, and the Opera- 


tions of War,” which enhanced his 
reputation os a scientific soldier. 
quitted the army in 1857 to become 
Vice-President and Engineer of the 
Diinois Central Railroad, which post 
he held for throe years, when he was 
offered the presidency of tho Ohio and 
Mississippi line. On the breaking out 
of the civil war, ho received a com- 
mission as Major-Gen. of Volunteers, 
with the command of the department 
of Ohio, took the command of tho 
Union troops in Western Virginia, Juno 
21, 1861, and distinguished himself by 
defeating a Confederate force at Rich 
Mountain, July 11, and after the dis- 
astrous defeat of Gen. Mc’Dowcll at 
Bull Run, July *21, tho Prasident ap- 
pointed Mo’Glcllan to the command 
of tho Ai*my of the Potomao. Gon. 
Scott, the commander-in-chief, having 
boon allowed, by reason of his great 
age, to retire in Nov,, Gen. Mo* 
Clellan was appointed to succeed him, 
but resigned this post when he took 
the immediate control of the Army of 
the Potomac, in March, 1862. Mean- 
while ho had been actively occupied 
for several months in organizing that 
army, and left Washington in March 
for a forward movement on Rich- 
mond. As the Confederate army had 
fallen back upon that city, Gen. Mo’ 
Clellan resolved to land on tho penin- 
sula between the York and James 
rivers, and march upon Richmond, 
drawing his supplies as he required 
them from either river. Unfortu- 
nately for the Federal commander, his 
plan of the campaign was betrayed 
to the Confederates, while his most 
important arrangements were marred 
by the interferenco of President Lin- 
coln, who beingafraid that Washington 
would bo attacked, impeded the active 
co-operation of Gen. Mc’Dowell and 
his army, whose task was to have 
been the turning of the Confederate 
flank. After fighting his way, with 
much loss, to the Chickahominy, and 
taking possession of York Town, Gen. 
Me’ Clellan gradually advanced north- 
wards, until bis troops approached 
Richmond. The Confederate com- 
mander, Gen. Joseph Johnston, hav- 
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ing been wounded at the battle of 
Fair Oaks, June 1, 1862, Oen. Lee was 
^appointed to suoceed him, and Gen. 
Ho’Glellaai found in his old asso- 
ciate a more skilfiLl and powerful 
oj^onent* In the operations that 
ensued, a series of desperate oombats, 
known as the Seven days before 
Biohmond,” were fought, with dis- 
astrous results to the Federal forces. 
Gen. Mo’Glellan, completely foiled 
in his plans for the capture of Bich- 
mond, was, after sustaining severe 
losses, compelled to withdraw all his 
army to the protection of his gun- 
boats, only too glad that, through 
some blunders in the execution of the 
Confederate plans for attacking him, 
he was enabled to save the remnant 
of his army from annihilation. Gen. 
Halleok having been appointed Gene- 
ral-in-Ghief of the land forces of the 
United States, ordered Gen. Mc’Glel- 
Ian to evacuate the Peninsula of Vir- 
ginia, and this ho did under protest, 
arriving with the portion of the army 
under ids immediate command at 
Alexandi’ia, and taking chargo of the 
defence of Washington. The larger 
portion of the troops he hod com- 
mouded wore placed under Gen. Pope, 
who, after a series of manoeuvres, was 
disastrously defeated by Gen. Lee on 
the ill-omened field of Bull Bun, Aug. 
30* Hoping to retrieve this reverse, 
Gon. Mo’Glcllan put his troops in mo- 
tion early in September, and attacked 
the Confederate forces at South Moun- 
tain, sustaining considerable loss, 
without checking the advance of the 
enemy, who within a few days cap- 
tured Harper’s Feny, with itb garrison 
of 11,000 men, and were enabled to 
invade Maryland. Their onward pro- 
gress was, however, chocked by Gen. 
Mo’Glellan at the hardly-contested 
battle of Antietam, Sep. 17. Tho 
Federals claimed this victoiy ; but as 
boi£ armies sustained about the same 
number of casualties, it was a drawn 
battle, and the Gopf^^erates were al- 
hmed to reti'eat unmolested from 
Miuyland. Afibw Tariems minor oper- 
attons, Gen. 3fo’G]eUan was relieved, 
He?* 6, lS6S^, feam. his odminan^ nf 


the Army of the Potomac, which was 
transfon^ to Gen. Burnside. Gen. 
Mo’Glellan’s name became the rally- 
ing cry of the Democratic Opposi- 
tion for a few months, in consequence 
of the Chicago Convention, which met 
in Sep., 1864, having selected him as 
the Presidential candidate of that 
party. Great efforts were made by 
the Democrats to return Gen. Me’ 
GloUan, who was supposed, on some- 
what insufficient grounds, to be in 
favour of negotiations for peace, but 
the war feeling, which had blazed up 
with renewed fierceness after tho vic- 
tories of Gens. Sherman and Sheridan, 
was too strong for the Democrats, who 
were left in a minority at the polling- 
booths, and President Lincoln was re- 
elected. Gen. Mo’Glellan resigned his 
commission in the army, Nov. 8, 1864, 
and soon after left the United States 
with his family on a tour through 
Europe. 

Mc’GLINTOGK, Sib Fbancis 
Leopold, son of the late Henry Mo’ 
Glintook, Esq., bom at Dundalk, in 
1819, entered the navy in 1831, and 
rose to tho rank of Post-Captain in 
1854. Ho was knighted for his sorviccs 
ill tho Arctic regions in 1850-4, where 
ho discovered, in 1857, the remains of 
Sir John Franklin and his companions, 
establishing the ffiot that they had 
died ill 18^. Soon after his return 
from this expedition he was mode 
LL.D. of Trinity College, Dublin, and 
of Cambridge ; received tho honorazy 
degree of D.C.L. from the University 
of Oxford, and was presented with the 
freedom of the City of London in a 
box of gold and British oak. Sir 
Leopold Mo’Clintock commanded the 
screw frigate Avrora, which escorted 
their Boyal Highnesses the Prince 
and Princess of Wales to Copenhagen, 
on their visit to Denmark ood Sweden, 
in the autumn of 1864. 

Mc’CLUBE, SiB Bobekt John lb 
Mesubieb, son eff Capt. Mo’Glnre, of 
the 89th regiment, bom at Wexford, 
Ireland, Jan. 28, 1807, was educated 
^t Winchester and Sandhurst, and ran 
away from the latter college to France. 
He WMA placed in the naval oerrioeb 
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and served on board the Vidory^ the 
Uadinga (home etation) the Niagcara 
(on the lakes of Canada), and the 
i^lot (coast of North America and the 
West Indies). In 1836 he volnnteered 
to join the exploring expedition to 
the Arctic Seas under Gapt. Back, 
and having, on his retnm, been made 
Lieut, of the ifostinys, which conveyed 
Lord Durham to Canada, was em- 
ployed as superintendent of Quebec 
Dockyard, and in the Coast-guard. 
In 1848 he joined Sir J. Boss’s ex- 
pedition in search of Sir John Franklin, 
in 1849 was made commander, and in 
1850 was appointed to command the 
InvestigcLtoTi in another exploring ex- 
pedition, during which he discovered 
the North-West Passage. For this 
service he was knighted, and received 
the reward of £5,000 wMoh had been 
offered for the discovery, and he has 
since commanded a vessel in the China 
seas. 

Mc’CORMICK, Bouf.rt, R.N., bom 
about 1804, became a Follow of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in 1844, 
and is a Deputy Inspoctor-geiierul of 
Hospitals and Fleets. He accom- 
panied Sir £dw. Pariy in tho Hccla, 
in the attempt to reach the North 
Polo in 1827, whou he was promoted 
to the rank of Surgeon ; was Surgeon 
of the Tensor in 18^, and of the AVc- 
bu8, and Chief Medical Officer and 
Naturalist to the Antarctic Expedi- 
tion in the voyage of the Erebus and 
Terror^ between 1839 and 1843. He 
commanded the boat expedition in 
search of Sir John Franklin in 1852, 
volunteered to explore Smith’s Sound 
into the Polar Sea, in coiumond of the 
Mary, a yacht of twelve tons, in 1853, 
and the Arctic Medal was awarded to 
him ill 1859. He has written a Nar- 
rative of a Boat and Sledge Expedi- 
tion up Wellington Channel in Search 
of Franklin, and Plans of Search in 
the Arctic Ocean and << The Geo- 
logy of Tasmania, New Zealand, An- 
te^rio Continent, and Isles of the 
South.’* 

Mc’COSH, Thi Rev. James, LL.D., 
D.D., bom in Ayrshire in 1811, was 
educated at the Universities of Glas- 


gow and Edinburgh, became a minister 
of tho Churohof Scotland, in Axbroatii,^ 
in 1835, removed to Breiffiin in 18^/ 
where he joined the fVee Church of 
Scotland in 1843, and was appointed 
Professor of Logic and Metaphysics in 
Queen’s College, Belfast, in 185L 
He has written ** The Method of 
the Divine Government, Physical 
and Moral,” and in cox^unction with 
Dr. Dickie, Typical Forms and 
Special Ends in Creation,” pub- 
lished in 1856 ; ” The Institutions of 
the Mind inductively investigated,*' 
in 1860; *‘The Supernatural in re- 
lation to the Natural,” in 1862 ; ** Ex- 
amination of 3£iirs Hiilosophy, being 
a Defence of Fundamental Truth,” in 
1866; and has contributed articles to 
the North Jkiiish Jleview, the J>Mm 
University Ma^axme^ and the BriUah 
(md Foreign Evangelical Review^ bear- 
ing chiefly on tho Scottish philosophy, 
of which it is understood ho is pre^ 
paring a history. 

Mc’CRIE, The Rev. Thomas, 
D.D., LL.D., Professor of Theology, 
Presbyterian College, London, eldest 
son of the Rev. Dr. T. Mc’Crie, 
author M)f the Life of Knox,” Aou, 
born at Edinburgh about 1798, wsg 
educated at Edinburgh University. 
He first settled as minister in Creiff, 
and was appointed to supply his 
father’s place in Edinbuigh, in 1836- 
Ho has published a translation of 
Pascal’s “ Provincial Letters ” Sket- 
ches of Scottish Church ffistorys” 

« Life of Sir A. Agnew ; ” and lisa 
contributed to the Witneaa, British 
and Foreign EvcmgeUcal Bevieiv, and 
other religious periodicals- He was 
appointed Professor of Systematic 
Theology in the English Presbyterian 
College in 1856. 

Mc’CULLOCH, Hugh, Beoretaiy 
of the Treasury of the Uziited States, 
bom about 1811, in the state oi 
Maine, was educated at Bowdoin 
College, settled in Indtana, and in 
1835 began his oaseer as a banker. 
He was President of the Indiana State 
Bank from 1856 till May 1863, when, 
at the request of Mr. Chase, then 
Seoretaiy pf the Treasury, he was 
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called by Freeident Lincoln to preside 
gpver a newly created bureau at Wash- 
ington, as Comptroller of the Currency, 
The duties of this post he discharged 
with so much success, that on the 
retirement of Mr. Fessenden from the 
Secretaryship of tho Treasury, in 
March, 1865, he was appointed his 
successor, and presented his first 
annual report to Cong^ss in Dec. of 
that year. 

Me’ CULLY, The Hon. Jonathan, 
born at Nassau, Nova Scotia, July 25, 
1809, educated at the County Grammar- 
school, and admitted to tho Bar of the 
province in 1835; removed to Halifax 
in 1849, and was appointed Q.C. and 
Solicitor-General in 1860. He has 
been long connected with tho public 
press of his native province, and 
served as a delegate at Quebec in 
1861 and 1862, on tho subject of the 
union of tho provinces and tho Inter- 
colonial Bail way, being tho Chief 
Commissioner of railways for Nova 
Scotia. In 1864 he was one of tho 
delegates to Charlotte Town, Prince 
Edward’s Island, for securing tho 
union of the maiitime provinces, and 
to Canadas to assist in preparfhg the 
Quebec scheme, and in 1866 to Loudon, 
for canying out tho confederation 
of tho British provinces in North 
America, of which ho has always 
been an ardent supporter. He is a 
Liberal, and leads the Opposition in 
the Upper House. 

Mo’DONALD, John Alexander, 
G.C.B., D.C.L. (Oxon), LL.D., member 
of the Canadian parliament, and Attor- 
ney-General for Upper Canada, bom in 
1815, educated at the Boyai Grammar- 
school, Kingston, and admitted to 
the Bar in 1835 ; was elected to Par- 
liament for Kingston, U.C., as a 
Conservative, in Nov., 1844, and still 
represents that city. He was appointed 
a member of the Executive Council 
and Beoeiverugeneral in May, and 
Commissioner of Crown Lands in 
Deo., 1847; The cabinet of which be 
■ was a member resigned in March, 
ISIMli^and the refhrmers, under the 
lead of Messrs. Lafontaine, Baldwin, 
and Hincks, held the reins of power 


in Canada until Sep., 1854. Difficulties 
connected with the lands reserved for 
a Protestant clergy, and other ques- 
tions, led to a coalition in 1854, Mr. 
Mo’ Donald joining the Government 
as Attorney- General, which post he 
held until May, 1862, being a part 
of the time Premier. In Jan., 1862, 
the militia department was reorgan- 
ized, and Mr. Mc’Donald appointed 
Minister of Militia. Defeated on their 
Militia Bill of that year, he and his 
colleagues resigned, and remained in 
opposition until May, 1864, when he 
again acceded to office as Attorney- 
General in tho cabinet of Sir E. P. 
Tachc. But the government was 
unable to command a sufficient ma- 
jority, and tho proposition to federalize 
British America having been reported 
by a committee of the Legislative 
Assembly, a conference took place 
between the leaders on both sides, 
which resulted in a coalition, with 
the view of maturing and espying 
a measure to unite in one government 
Canada and the maritime provinces. 
On tho death of Sir E. P. Tache, in 
July, 1865, Mr. Mc’Donald again 
became Minister of Militia, which 
office, witli that of Attorney- General 
of Upper Canada, ho still holds. Ap- 
pointed one of the delegates from 
Canada to arrange the terms of 
confederation with tho imperial 
goverziment in 1866, ho was chosen 
by his co-delegates in London to 
preside over their deliberations. 
Mr. Mc’Donald, who is the acknow- 
ledged leader of tho Conservative 
party of Upper Canada, is on able 
constitutional lawyer, a clever party 
tactician, fluent in debate, and 
from his personal popularity, as well 
as his great experience in pnblio 
affairs, will doubtless occupy a 
leading position in the new con- 
federation. He received the honoraiy 
degree of D.C.L. from the University 
of Oxford, and was made G.C.B. in 
1866. 

Mc’DONNELL, Sir Biohard 
Graves, C.B. (civil), LL.D., eldest 
son of the late Bev. B. Mc’Donnell, 
D.D., Provost of Trinity College, 
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Dublin, who died Jan. 24, 1867, of a 
familj oxiginidly Scotch, and tradi* 
tionally descended from the first earl 
of Antrim, bom in 1815, was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated, and was called to the Bar 
in Ireland in 1838, and in England in 
1840. no was appointed Chief Justice 
in 1843, and Governor of the British 
Settlements on the Gambia in 1847. 
While holding that post he conducted 
several exploring expeditions, opening 
up the interior of Africa from the 
Gambia to the Senegal, and organ- 
ized and accompanied some military 
expeditions with success against pow- 
erful native tribes who had long 
oppressed the peaceful traders of tho 
liver. In 1852 ho was appointed 
Governor of St. Vincent, and Captain- 
General, and in 1855, Govemor-in- 
Chief of South Australia. In the 
latter capacity ho was most useful 
in aiding the exploration of tho inte- 
rior, in opening up the navigation of 
the Murray, and generally developing 
the resources of that fiourishing 
colony. lie was relieved ^ by Sir 
Dominic Daly in Kov., 1861, suc- 
ceeded the marquis of Kormanby as 
Lieut.-Govomor of Nova Scotia, in 
April, 1864, and was made Governor 
of Ilong-Kong, Oct. 14, 1865. 

Mc’DOUGALL, Dr. (See Labuan, 
Bishop op.) 

Me' DOUG ALL, The IIoh. 
William, member of the Canadian 
parliament, born at Toronto, Jan. 25, 
1822, is of Scottish descent. His 
grandfather having emigrated to 
America before the Hevolution, and 
fought on tho British side throughout 
the war, on its termination removed 
to Canada, where he received a grant 
of land <as a United Empire loyalist. 
William, educated at Toronto and 
at Victoria College, is a member of 
the Bar. His attention has been 
directed to agriculture and politics, 
and from 1848 till 1858 he conducted 
at Toronto a monthly journal on 
agriculture, which obtained a large 
circulation in all tho provinces; and 
from 1850 till 1857 edited and pub- 
luhed The North American, which was 


merged in the Toronto Globe in 1857. 
He was first elected to Parliament as 
a Beformer in 1868 ; was appointed 
Commissioner of Crown Lands, and 
member of the Executive Council in 
a Beform Ministry in May, 1862, and 
resigned olfice with his colleagues in 
March, 1864, owing to difficultieB 
arising out of tho demand in Upper 
Canada for constitutional olianges ; in 
Juno of the same year was offered a 
scat in a coalition ministry (as one of 
three representatives of the Liberal 
party of Upper Canada), formed to 
carry a measuro to unite British 
America under one government, and 
accepted office as Provincial Secretaiy . 
During tho Fenian troubles in the 
summer bf 1866, Mr. Mc'Dougall was 
charged with tho duties of Minister 
of Marino, and with the aid of Vice- 
Admiral Sir James Hope, speedily 
organized a respectable navy of seven 
gunboats. Ho is a man of a practical 
turn of mind, ready and powerful in 
debate, and may bo regarded as the 
loader of the moderate Liberals of 
Upper Canada. 

Mc’DOWBLL, Gen. Irvin, bom 
about 1818, in the state of OUo, was 
educated in Franco, and on his return 
to the United States entered tho 
Military Academy at West Point, 
where ho graduated in 1838, and was 
appointed to tho artilleiy. On the 
breaking out of tho civil war he was 
appointed, with the rank of Brigadier- 
General, to command tho Federal 
troops at Alexandria, and the Union 
army, which had l^on hastily got 
together in July, 1861, to oppose 
Beauregard, and had been concentra- 
ted at Manassas, was placed under his 
command. Unfortunately, the troops 
were raw and undisciplined, and tho 
disgraceful defeat and fiight of Bull 
Bun, July 21, followed. Gen. Mo* 
Clellan took the command after that 
battle, and Gen. Mo’ Dowell was 
placed in charge of the troops at 
Arlington. He was made a Major- 
Gen., March 14^ and Commander 
of the department of the Bappahan- 
nock, April 14, 1862. He took part 
in the various battles fought by Gfms. 
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Ho*Clel)an aaid Pope in Jane end 
Ang., 1862> but was rdieved from bie 
comxnand S^. 6. He has been much 
oeneured for allowing his forces to be 
isolated firom those of Gen. Mo*GIellan 
in the straggles of the ** Seven days 
before Eicbmond/* by wbicb mistake 
that general’s plans were frustrated. 

Mc’DOWELL, Patrick, E.A., 
eoulptor, was bom at Belfast in Ang., 
1799. Having lost bis father before 
he was twelve months old, be was 
sent to a local school, kept by an 
engraver, and was tbns enabl^ to 
develop bis latent talent. Coming ‘to 
England with bis mother at the age 
of twelve, be obtained some school- 
ing from a clergyman in Hampshire, 
and was afterwards apprenticed to a 
ooachmaker. On account of the bank- 
ruptcy of bis master, he was enabled 
to follow bis own bent, and, proceed- 
ing to London, took a nwm in the 
honse of a French sculptor of the 
name of Gbenu, where be drew from 
models, and obtained some elementary 
knowledge of modelling in clay, to 
which he almost oxclusively devoted 
himself. His first attempt, a Venus 
with a Mirror, after Donatelli, was so 
satisfactory tW Ghenu purchased it 
for eiglit guineas, and he removed to 
a studio in Seymour Street, Euston 
Square, where he began to pmetise 
his art on his own account. Having 
learned that artists had been invited 
to send in models for a monument 
to Migor Cartwright, the advocate for 
annual parliaments, ho competed, and 
was selected to execute it; but the 
funds subscribed being insufficient, 
an inferior artist oompletod the work. 
The beauty of his mpdel, however, 
recommended him in otlier quarters. 
Not long afterwards, . Mr. Mc’Dowell 
made his first essay on an ideal 
subject, choosing for illustration a 
passage from Moore’s Loves of the 
Ang^li/* and his first commission for 
a group in marble was fi*om Mr. E. S. 

the subjeot beiiig ** Gephalus 
and IVuoris,” sod it at once fixed his 
position in the world of art. The 
work which fblly established his fame 
was bis figure nf A Girl Beading,” 


sold at the private view of the Eoyal 
Academy, the late earl of Elles- 
mere ordered a copy. Mr. Wentworth 
Beaumont, M.P., gave this aonlptor 
oommiasionB for two large groupBj 
stipulating that he should do nothing 
for any one else for three years, and 
the works executed gained for him 
the rank of A.E.A. In 1846 he was 
elected E.A., and by Mr. Beaumont’s 
aid was enabled to visit Italy, to 
inspect its great treasury of art, and 
he completed, for his patron his large 
group, Love Triumphant.” In 1846 
he was commissioned by the late Sir 
E. Peel to execute a statue of Lord 
Exmouth, for Greenwich Hospital.. 
To this succeeded “ A Girl at Prayer,” 
“ Cupid,” “ Early Sorrow,” “Psyche,” 
“ The Death of Virginia,” and “ Eve 
which formed leading attractions in 
the Great Exhibition of 1851. His 
later works compriso: — a statuo in 
marble, for tho Four Courts, Dublin, 
of Sir Michael O’Loghlen ; statues of 
Pitt and Chatham, for the House of 
Lords ; a statue in bronze of tho late 
earl of Belfast, for the town of BoL- 
fast ; ono in bronzo, fur Limerick, of 
tho late Lord Fitzgibbon ; a statue in 
marble, “ The Day-Dream ; ” a group 
in marblo, for T. Baring, Esq., M.P., 
“ Tho First TJioru in Life ; ” a statue 
for the Mansion Houso, from Moore’s 
“ Loves of the Angels ; ” a statue of 
J. M. W. Turner, for St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, the com|>etition for which 
was confined to the members of tho 
Royal Academy ; statue in marble of 
tho late Lord Plunket, for Dublin ; and 
a group of ohildran exhibited at the 
Royal Academy in 1866. He was 
entrusted by her Majesty the Queen 
with the exeontiou of the group of 
Europa, forming a portion of tho Albert 
Memorial in Hyde Park. 

MACFAEEEN, George Alexan- 
der, musical composer and essayist, 
son of the late Mr. G. Maoforren, 
dramatic author, bom in London, 
March 2, 1818, was educated at the 
Eoyal Academy of Music, and waa 
appointed member of the Board of 
l^fessors of the Eoyal Academy of 
Music in 1860. Mr. Maofarren has 
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coinpoBed *' The Devil’s Ope^” fixst 
performed at the Lyceum, in 1838 ; 
« Smblematioal Tribute/* at Drai^ 
Lane, on the Queen’s marriage, in 
1841 ; ** Don Quixote,” at Drury 
Lane, in 1846 ; ** King Charles 11./’ 
at tho Frinoess’s, in 1849 ; “ Sleeper 
AwaJcened/’ at Her Hajesty’s, in 
1850 ; “ Kobin Hood/’ at Her Ha 
josty’s, in 1860; Froya’s Gift,” at 
Govent Gai^en, in 1863, on the 
Prince of Wales’s marriage; ” Jessy 
lioa,” in 1863 ; ” She Stoops to 
Conquer,” at Govent Garden, in 
1864 ; overtures to ’’ Merchant of 
Venice,” *‘Komco and Juliet,” “Chevy 
Chase,” “Don Carlos,” and “Hamlet;” 
cantatas — “ Leonora,” in 1851; “May- 
Day,” in 1856 ; and “ Christmas,” in 
1859 ; songs from Tennyson’s “Idylls,” 
Lane’s “ Arabian Nights,” and Kings- 
ley’s Poems ; and Shakespeare Songs ; 
Lyrics from tho Plays, for four voices, 
1^0-4. Ho has composed some 
hundreds of songs, duets, Ac., and 
several small dramatic pieces, and 
has written analyses of some of 
Handel’s Oratorios, &c., for the Sacred 
Harmonic Society, in 1853-7 ; besides 
“ Old English Ditties,” in 1862 ; 

Budiments of Harmony,” in 1860 ; 
and “ Cathedral Service,” in 1863. 

Mc’GHEE, Tub Bev. Bokkbt 
James, M.A., bom in Ireland about 
1790, was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, where he took the degree 
of B.A. in 1811, and was appointed 
Bector of Holywell, Hunts, on tho no- 
mixiation of the late duke of Manches- 
ter, in 1846. Tho Bev. B. J. Mo’ Ghee 
has written numerous works on Pro- 
phecy, the Boman Catholio Church, , 
aud tho College of Maynooth; amongst 
which may be mentioned, “ A Histoiy 
of the Douay and Bhomish (Boman 
Catholic) Version of the Bible,” with 
notes; “The Church of Borne: her 
present Moral Theology, Scriptural | 
Instruction, and Canon Law,” being ^ 
an epitome of all documents bearing ! 
on the papacy, deposited in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge; and “May- 
nooth Commission Beport analyzed.” ^ 

Mc’GHEE, The Hon. Thomas | 
DabcYj Minister of Agrioulture, Ac., | 


in the government of Canada, bom in 
Carlin^Ebrd, Irriutd, April 13, 1825, 
was educate at Wexford, where his 
father, the late Mr. James Mg’ Ghee, 
held an office in the Customs. He 
emigrated to Boston, U.S., in 1842, 
was for some time connected with the 
press, and, returning to Ireland, joined 
the staff of the Nation newspaper. 
In 1847 hie summoned a meeting at 
the Botnndo, Dublin, to oppose tho 
later policy of O’Gonuell; and hav- 
ing, in 1849, been compromised by 
tho part he took in political move- 
ments, went to the United States, 
and published the Nation at Now 
York. After a long practical experi- 
ence of tho working of the democratic 
systoin in the United States, Mr. 
Me’ Ghee, giving a decided preference 
fur the institutions in British America, 
settled at Montreal, which he has 
represented since 1857. Ho was 
President of the Executive Council 
in Canada from 1864 till 1867, Chief 
Commissioner to the Paris Exhibition 
in 1855, and to the Dublin Exhibition 
in 1864, and was a delegate to all the 
conferences held to promote tho union 
of the colonies of British North Ame- 
rica. He has written “ Lives of Irish 
Writers,” published at Dublin in 1846 ; 
“Irish Letters,” published at New 
York iu 1852; “Canadian Ballads/’ 
published at Montreal in 1858; “ Po- 
pular History of Ireland,” at New 
York in 1862 ; “ Speeches and Ad- 
dresses on the British American 
Union,” published in Loudon in 1865, 
and other political treatises. 

Mc’GBEGOB, Sm Duncan, K.C.B., 
of Scotch extraction, hbm in 1787, 
entered the army at a veiy early age, 
was actively employed in Sicily and 
Italy in 1806, and was present at tho 
battle of Maida and at tho capture 
of Catrone, having been wounded at 
the former place. Sir Duncan, who is 
Inspector-General of the Gonstabnlaiy 
force in Ireland, received the Order 
of the Bath for his services during the 
disturbances of 1848. 

Mc’HALB, The Most Bev. John, 
D.D., Bomau Catholic Archbishcq^i of ' 
Tuam, bom inl791,at Tabber-navinoi 
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Hayo, having learned the rudiments 
of Greek and Latin at a school in the 
neighbouring town of Castlebar, en> 
tered as a student at Maynooth, where 
he became Lecturer and Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology. Having held his 
professorial chair for about eleven 
years, he was named Coadjutor- 
Bistiop of Killala, cum jure succesaio- 
nis, and consecrated with the title 
of Bishop of Maronia, in partihua. 
Whilst resident at Maynooth, ho pub- 
lished, under the signature of “ Hie- 
rophilus,” a Kerics of controversial 
letters on Bible Societies, the Pro- 
testant Church in Ireland, and Boman 
Catholic Emancipation ; and, in 1827, 
a work on the ‘‘Evidences and Doc- 
trines of the Catholic Church,’* since 
translated into the French and Ger- 
man languages. Dr. Me* Hale after- 
wards published, under his own sig- 
nature as Bishop of Maronia, a second 
scries of letters on the same class of 
subjects, which attracted great atten- 
tion both among the friends and the 
foes of Boman Catholic emancipation. 
On the death of Dr. Kelly, Dr. Me’ 
Hale was promoted to the Boman 
Catholic see of Tuam. During Lord 
Melbourne’s ministry, he published 
several letters on the questions of the 
Church Establishment and Educatiion, 
under the signature of “John, Arch- 
bishop of Tuam,’’ and in 1847 he col- 
lected, in one volume, the entire scries 
of letters up to that date. Dr. Mo’ 
Hale, who has taken an active jiart in 
the politics of the day, is known as a 
preacher not only in Ireland and 
England, but in Italy, and his ser- 
mons delivered at Borne in 1832 have 
been translated into Italian by the 
Abbate De Lucca, Apostolic Nuncio 
at Yieniia. He has translated into 
Iri^, and published, above sixty of 
Moore’s “ Irish Melodies” in the same 
precise metre as the original j in 1861 
he p^uoed a large octavo volume, 
oomprising six books of the “ Iliad,” 
with a oorresponding Irish translation ! 

heroio metre, aind published the ! 
** Pentateuch,” in English and Irish ’ 
translations, accompanied with notes 
and odmments, fbrtamg the first vo- 


lume of the Bible, to be followed by 
other parts. 

MACHBAY, Db. (See Bupebt’s 
Land, Bishop op.) 

Mc’ILVAINE, The Bight Bev. Db. 
Charles Pettit, Bishop of Ohio, born 
at Burlington, Now Jersey, Jan. 18, 
1798, graduated at Princeton College 
in 1816, was admitted to deacon’s 
orders July' 4, 1820, was appointed, in 
1825, Professor of ffistory and Ethics 
at West Point, which situation he re- 
signed in 1827, on becoming Boctor 
of St. Ann’s, Brooklyn. In 18^2 ho 
was consecrated Bishop of Ohio, and 
from that time to the present day has 
exercised a large amount of influence 
over the American branch of the An- 
glican Church. In 1853 he received 
the degree of D.C.L. from the Univer- 
sity of Oxford, and in 1858 that of 
LL.D. from the University of Cam- 
bridge. His “ Oxford Divinity Com- 
pared with that of tho Bomisli and 
Anglican Churches,” is well known to 
all who take much interest in that 
controversy, and his lectures on tho 
“Evidences of Christianity” havo 
passed through thirty editions. In 
1862 Dr. Mo’Ilvaine visited Great 
Britain for the purpose of explaining 
Jthe position and policy of the Federal 
Government, and whilst in London ho 
presided at a public breakfast in 
Freemasons’ Hall, Feb. 22, to celebrate 
the birthday of Washington. 

MACKAY, Charles, LL.D., a mem- 
ber of the Highland family of which 
Lord Beay is chief, was bom in Perth* 
in 1*^14, and removed in infancy to 
London. Proceeding to Belgium to 
complete his education, he was a wit- 
ness of the startling events of the 
revolution that broke out in 1830, and 
published, in 1834, a small volume of 
poems, which led to his introduction 
to thelatoMr. John Black, editor of the 
Morning Chronicle, through whose in- 
strumentality he became connected 
with that paper, and continued to be 
BO for about nine years, daring which 
time he published another volume, 
entitled “ The Hope of the World,” 
and other poems. He became editor 
of the Qlaagov) Argus in 1844, 
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and retired from the management of 
that paper at the general election in 
1847, in conaeqnonce of a schism in 
the Liberal party. In 1846 the Glas- 
gow University conferred on him the 
titlo of LL.U. Dr. Mackay wrote for 
tlio Daily News a series of poems: 

Voices from the Crowd/’ after 
wards pnblished in a separate form 
He has written, The Salamandrine, 
or Love and Immortality^” pub- 
lished in 1842; ” Legends of the 
Isles, and other Poems,” in 1845 ; 

Voices from the Mountains,” in 
1846 ; “ Town Lyrics,” in 1847 ; 
'*.Egcria,” in 1850; *'Tho Lump of 
Glold,” in 1855; “Under Green 
Leaves,” in 1857 ; “ A Man’s Heart,” 
in 1860; and “ Studies from the An- 
tique, and Sketches from Nature,” in 

1864. For some years be contributed 
leading articles to the Illustrated Lon- 
don Nmvs, and he established the 
London Iteview in 1800. Dr. Mackay 
resided in New York from 1862 till 

1865. As a prose writer, he is best 
known by his “ Memoirs of Extraor- 
dinary Popular Delusions,” published 
in 1841. 

MACKENZIE, The Hight Hon. 
Holt, son of the late Henry Mackenzie, 
Esq., born in 1788, was educated at 
Edinburgh. In 1807 ho entered the 
Civil Service of the East-India Com- 
pany as a “writer,” was appointed 
Deputy Registrar of Sadder Dewanny 
and Nizamut Adawlut ; and in 1817 
Secretary to the Government in the 
Territorial department. Ho returned 
to England in 1831, and was sworn 
a member of the Privy Council in 
1882, on being nominatod one of 
the Commissioners of the Board 
of Control, which post he held till 
1834. . 

MACKENZIE, Thomas, commonly 
called Lord Mackenzie, a Scottish 
Judge of Session, son of the late 
George Mackenzie, Esq., of Perth, 
bom In 1807, was educated at Perth 
and the universities of St. Andrew’s 
and Edinburgh. He was called to 
the Sisottish Bar in Deo., 1882, was 
appointed Sheriff of Ross and Cro- 
marty, and Solicitor-General of Scot- 


land in 1851, and a Judge of the Court 
of Session in 1855. He retired from 
the Bench in 1864. 

MACLEOD, Rev. Nohuan, D.D., 
son of the Rev. Dr. Norman Macleod, 
Presbyterian minister, one of the 
deans of the Chapel Royal, minister 
of St. Columba’s, Glasgow, and one 
of Her Majesty’s chaplains, born 
in 1812, was educated at Edinburgh 
and Glasgow, and in Germany. 
Having taken orders, he became 
Minister of Loudoun, Ayrshire, in 
1838, of Dalkeith in 1843, and of 
the Barony parish, Glasgow, in 1851. 
He obtained the degree of D.D. in 
1858, and has written “ Earnest 
Student: Memorials of Macintosh,” 
published in 1847 ; “ Parish Papers,” 
in 1862 ; “ Eastward,” a book of 
travel, in 1866 ; and other works. 
He has been the editor of the monthly 
{koriodical Qood Words sinco its com- 
mencement in 1860. 

• MACLISE, Daniel, R.A., bom in 
Cork, Jan. 25, 1811, is of Scottish ex- 
traction, and his father, Daniel Mac- 
lise, was an ensign in the Elgin Fen- 
ciblos. In childhood he showed g^cat 
talent for drawing, but was placed as 
clerk in a banking-house in Cork, 
which, at the age of sixteen, ho quitted 
for a more congenial pursuit. Arriving 
in Loudon in 1828, he became a stu- 
dent at the Royal Academy, where he 
laboured with zeal and perseverance, 
and during his course of study re- 
ceived all the medals for which he 
competed, including the gold medal 
twice successively. The summer of 
1830 ho spent in studying the galleries 
and studios of Paris, and worked dili- 
gently in making designs for book- 
sellers and other persons, and in paint- 
ing portraits, till 1832. He exhibited 
his first pictures at the British Insti- 
tution ” Mokanna unveiling her 
Features to Zelica,” ” All-Hallow 
Eve,” and VA Love-Advontare of 
Francis I. with Diana of Poictiers,” 
in 1833, when his fame was estab- 
lished^ and he ceased to paint por- 
traits. In 1835 he exhibited the 
Chivalrons Vow of the Ladies and 
the Peacock,” and the R<^al Academy 
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elected him an Associate. It was 
followed in 1888 by ** Bobin Hood and 
Biohard Goenr de Lion,** "Salvator 
Bosa paha^ing Masaniello,** "Merry 
Christmas in the Baron’s Hall,** and 
several other pictures, including the 
" Banquet Scene in Macbeth,** in 
1840 ; " Gil Bias dressed m cavaUer;" 
" Scene from Twelfth-Night; ** and the 
" Bleeping Beauty ;’* and in 1841 he 
was elected B. A. Ho has since become 
one of the most popular of our paint- 
ers, though from the widely different 
character of his style from that of 
most other public favourites, he has 
had to endure his share of adverse 
criticism. " The Play Scene in Ham- 
lot,’* a leading attraction in the Ver- 
non Gallery, “The Botum of the 
Knight,” and “The Origin of the 
Harp,*’ were painted in 1842 ; “ Ac- 
toris Beception of tlic Author, Gil 
Bias,’* in 1843 ; “ The Lady released 
by Sabrina from the Bnchanted 
Chair,** a scene from Milton’s “Co- 
muB,” repeated by him in a fresco 
painted in the summer-house at Buck- 
ingham Palace, in 1844; "Ordeal 
by Touch,” in 1846 ; “ The Sacrifice 
of Noah,” and his famons design of 
Shakespere’s “ Seven Ages,” in 1847. 
His later pictures include “ Tho Spirit 
of Chivalry” and “The Spirit of Jus- 
tice,” both painted in oil and fresco 
for the House of Lords ; certain car- 
toons of various subjects, such us 
“ Alfred in Gnthrnni’s Tent,” and a 
different treatment of the same sub- 
ject in oils ; " Caxton showing Ed- 
ward IV. his first Pixiof-sheet in the 
Almonry in Westminster ;” “ Prospero 
and Miranda ; ” the wrestling scene 
in “ As you Like it ; ” “ Peter the 
Great working as a Shipwright in 
Deptford Dockyard ; ” “ The Marriage 
of Btrongbow and Eva, in ratification > 
of the Conquest of Ireland under 
Henry II./* his largest and most im- 
portant pictnro, exhibited at the Boyal 
Academy in 1864; and “Othello, Des- 
demonai and Emilia,” and “ A Win- 
ter Nq^t’a Tale,” exhibited at the 
Bqyal Academy in 1867. This ar- 
t£rt df!!voted 1856 almost entirely to a 
^ur through Italy in search of fresco 


works, and to the disohar^ of his 
duties as one of the Fine Art jurors of 
the Paris Exhibition. Among his 
smaller works may be mentioned a 
fine set of 42 drawings, illustrative 
of the history of the Conquest, ex- 
hibited by him in 1856. He has been 
some time engaged on a series of car- 
toons to be painted in fresco in the 
royal gallery of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, chronologically arranged, with 
tlie design of serving as illustrations 
of the glories of England in war, by 
land and sea, from tho earliest period 
of our national existence to Waterloo. 
Of these, “ Tho Death of Nelson ** and 
" The Meeting of Blncher and Wel- 
lington after the Battle of Waterloo ” 
aie being engraved on a large scale in 
line for the Art Union, and a fine pic- 
ture of the former was in the Royal 
Academy Exhibition of 1866. After 
the refusal by Sir E. Landseei^n 1866 
of tho Presidency of tho Boyal Aca- 
demy, it was offered to Maclise, who 
also declined it. His brother, Mr. Jo- 
seph Maclise, an eminent surgeon, is a 
Fellow of tho Boyal Ohirurgical So- 
ciety, and a corresponding member of 
several other learned associations. 

Mc’MAHON. {8ee Magenta, Due 

UE.) 

Mc’MURDO, Col. William, M.G., 
O.B., of Scottish extraction, bom 
about 1819, entered the airniy aS En- 
sign in the 78th Highlanders in 1837, 
ami oroceeding to India, was employed 
on the staff. Prom the commencement 
of the brilliant operations in Scinde 
conducted by the late Sir Charles Na- 
pier, the groat zeal and personal intre- 
pidity manifested by Lieut. Mc’Murdo 

•most ronspicuonsly at the battlo 
of Meeanee, Feb. 17, 1843 — attracted 
tho attention of that illustrious com- 
mander, whose daughter he after- 
wards married. Sir Charles appointed 
him his Assistant Quartermaster- 
General, and on many occasions ex- 
pressed in very emphatic terms the 
high opinion he entertained of his 
conduct and services. He became 
Major in 1848, Lient.-Col. in 1863, 
and Col. in 1854. At an early period 
of the campaign in the Crimea, when 
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the inadequate means of land oon- 
Tojanoe for the serrice of the troc^ 
had become apparent, he was in- 
trusted with the formation and com- 
mand of the Land Transport Corps — 
since designated the Militaiy Train — 
which new branch of our military 
establishment he rendered efficient, 
and for this service was made G.B. 
Not long after the Volunteer move- 
ment of 1859 assumed a permanent 
character, Col. Mc’Murdo was selected 
as the fittest officer for the important 
and responsible post of Inspector- 
General of Volunteer Forces for the 
term of five years ; towards the expira- 
tion of which, tlio moat active and 
influential promoters of tho move- 
ment took immediate steps to mark 
their high appreciation of his zealous 
and valuable services in tho organiza- 
tion of the force, by appointing a 
committee to raise a suhscriptiou for 
the purpose of presenting him on 
his retirement with a suitable testi- 
monial of their respect and regard. 
In Feb., 1865, the honomry colonelcies 
of the Inns of Court Volunteers and of 
the Engineer and Eailway Volunteer 
Staff Corps were accepted by him. 

MACNEE, Daniel, B.S.A., bom in 
Stirlingshire, about 1806, studied with 
Duncan, E. S. Lauder, David Scott, 
and other Scottish artists, at the 
Trnstoes’ Academy, under Sir VT. 
Allan, President of the Royal Scottish 
Academy. Ho became a favourite por- 
trait-painter in Scotland, and his por- 
trait of the Rev. Dr. Wardlaw received 
one of the gold medals at the Inter- 
national Exhibition at Paris in 1855. 
He has since painted some - if our most 
prominent men ; amongst whom mayf 
be named Lord Brougham, for the 
College •of Justice in Edinburgh, and 
is as nearly well known in England 
as in Scotland, his works always com- 
manding excellent places in tho Royal 
Academy in London. 

Kc’KElLE, The Rev. Hugh, in- 
cumbent of St. Paul’s, Prince’s Park, 
Liverpool, and Canon of Chester, was 
bom inl795,atBidlyca8t1e, co. Antrim ; 
took his degree of B.A. at Trinity 
College, Dnblini in 1816, and entered 


as a law student at Lincoln’s Inn. Hav- 
ing resolved to devote himself to tho 
Church, in 1820 he was ordained to a 
curacy in Donegal, married a daughter 
of Dr. Magee, late archbishop of Dub- 
lin, in 1822, and was presented to tho 
rectory of Aldbuiy, in Surrey, by tho 
late Mr. H. Drummond, M.P. During 
his incumbency in Surrey, he preached 
frequently in London ; in 1834 was 
collated to the district ohnrch of St. 
Jude, in Liverpool, and in 1846 the 
bishop of Chester bestowed on him 
an honorary oanonry in tho Chester 
cathedral ; and his college presented 
him with tho degrees of B.D. and 
D.D. (honoris oausd). In 1848 he re- 
signed the district of St. Jndo’s, and 
was presented to his present church, 
St. Paul’s, Prince’s Park, which was 
built for him by his Liverpool friends, 
at a cost of between £11,000 and 
£12,000. In 1860 tho bishop of Ches- 
ter collated him to a canonry (resi- 
dentiary) in his cathedral. His chief 
publications have been *‘An Ordi- 
nation Sermon,” published by request 
of tho bishop, in 1826 ; ” Seventeen 
Sermons,” in 1826 ; ” Lectures , on 
Miracles,” in 1833 ; “ Letters to a 
Friend (the late Spencer Peroival, 
Esq.), on his Secession from the 
Church of England ; ” “ Lectures on 
the Church of England,” delivered in 
Hanover-square rooms j ” Lectures 
on the Jews,” and ” Sermons on tho 
Second Coming of Christ,” in 1842 ; 
“Tho Chnrch and Churches of Christ,” 
in 1847; “Tho Adoption, and other 
Sermons, preaphed in Chester Cathe- 
dral,” in 1864; and “Fidelity and 
Unity, a Letter to Dr. Pusey on his 
Eirenicon,” in 1866. A large Earn of 
money was collected and presented to 
Dr. Mc'Heile as a tostimonial for his 
services in Liverpool, in 1831. Having 
refused to appropriate it to his private 
use, it was invested for the foundation 
of four soholarships in the Collegiate 
Institution of Liverpool, and an exhi- 
bition, value £40 a year, tenable at 
the universities of Oxibrd, Cambridge, 
or Dublin. 

Mc’NElLL, The Right Hok. Sn 
John, G.C.B., third son of the late 
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John Mo’Neill, Esq., of Golonsay; 
and brother of Lord Golonsay, born 
in 179$, was appointed Assistant 
Envoy at the ootirt of Persia in 1831: 
became Secretaiy of the Embassy in 
1834, and Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minist^ Plenipotentiary to that conr; 
in 183o. He received the Persian 
order of the Lion and Snn in 1834, 
and was created a Givil Knight Grand 
Gross of the Bath in 1839. DnHng 
his residence in the East he becarnc 
thplonghly acquainted with the 
habits, policy, and resources of 
Asiatic nations ; and his foresight 
enabled him even at that period to 
.point out the aggressive designs of 
Bnasia, since made manifest. Soon 
after his return from Teheran in 
1844, he was placed at the head 
of the. board appointed to superintend 
the working of the Scottish Poor- 
Law Act of 1845 ; in 1851 conducted 
a special inquiry into the condition of 
the Western Highlands and Islands, 
and in Fob., 1855, was chosen by 
the government of Lord Palmerston 
to preside over the Commission of 
Inqoiiy into the Administration of the 
Commissariat and other supplies of 
the army in the Crimea, appointed in 
consequence of a vote of the Hou8e>of 
Commons. He was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Privy Council, in acknow- 
ledgment of his services. Sir John 
HC'Heill, . who is an honorary D.C.L. 
of Oxford, LL.D. of Edinburgh, and 
F.B.S.E., wrote '* Progress and Posi- 
tion of Bussia in the East to 1854,” 
published in 1854. 

McfNElLL, SiA ‘John, LL.D., 
F.B.S., H.B.I.A., professor of prac- 
tical fngineering in Trinity College, 
Dublin, son of the late Torquil P. 
McfNeill, Esq., was born at Mount 
Pleasant, near Dundalk, about 1788. 
At the opening of the railway from 
Dublin .to Dtogheda, which ho con- 
stmbtfid in 1844, he received tlio 
hbnbnr of knighthood from Earl de 
Qreyf tord-Lientenant of Ireland. 
^ Joiui is the author .of several 
.^pirofeasionai works of a high order of 
■■'.:aierit. .

actor, was bom in London, March 8, 
1793. His father, the. manager of a 
provincial company, and lessee of 
several theatres, desiring a different 
profession for his son, sent him to 
Bngby. In his 16th year, whilst 
expecting to proceed to Oxford, his 
father’s affairs became so deeply em- 
barrassed, that the son resolved to 
bring to his aid those talents which 
the latter had made sacrifices, to im- 
prove, and in June, 1810, made his 
first appearance at Birmingham in 
tho character of Borneo, where he 
was recognized as a valuable actor, 
and his exertions were soon crowned 
with success. Until Christmas, 1814, 
ho remained with his father’s com- 
pany, as a leading actor and stage- 
director, performing with applense at 
many of tho chief provincial towns. 
In the two following years ho visited 
Ireland and Scotland, increasing his 
reputation, which was thought suffi- 
cient to warrant him in m&ing his 
appearance on the London stago, 
and he accordingly came out at 
Covent Garden as Orestes, in ** The 
Distressed Mother,” Sep. 16, 1816. 
His first appearance caused much ex- 
oitomont, and Edmnnd Kean, among 
many other eminent actors, witnessed 
his performance, at the conclusion of 
which, the annonneemeut of the 
coutinuance of his engagement was 
hailed with great applause. He had, 
ncv’ertheless, a hard battle to fight 
for many years. Kean, Kemble, and 
Young were the great favourites of 
the town ; and the monopoly which 
limited the representation of Shake- 
speare’s dramas to the two patent 
theatres, narrowed the arena of com- 
petition. Eew-comers, moreover, were 
not allowed to trespass upon what 
was considered the domain of es- 
tablished favourites. Under these 
rircnmstances, he was ooinpelled to 
refrain from assuming a number of 
'"bakesperian characters in which he 
afterwards became .a popular favour- 
ite. His Yiiginins,. Miraadola, and 
Bob Boy, were pronounced masterly 
personationB i and after his snooess 
in the firstf he q>eedily. took his 
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place as a Shakesperian actor. On 
removing from Govent Garden to 
Drury Lane, ho became the original 
representative of the heroes in 
the late Mr. Sheridan Knowles’s 
** Cains Gracchus ** and “ William 
Tell.** He reappeared at Drury Lane 
in 1826, and firom that time continued 
to rise in public estimation. Mr. 
Macready, who undertook in turn the 
management of the two patent thea- 
tres, and sustained considerable loss 
in his endeavour to elevate the cha- 
racter of dramatic amusements, went 
to the United States in 1826, and in 
1828 visited Paris, where ho was on- 
tliusiastioally received. Ho revisited 
the United States in 1813-4, and 
again in 1849, on which occasion tlio 
jealousy of Mr. Forrest, the actor, led 
to a desperate riot at tho Asfcor Opera- 
house, at Now York, in which ho was 
porforming, whon he was attacked by 
tho mob, and witli diiKculty oscapod 
with his lifo. The military were called 
out to suppress the disturbances, and, 
having tired, killed twenty -two men on 
tho spot, besides seriously wounding 
thirty others. On his return to England, 
shortly afterwards, in the autumn of 
1849, ho commenced his final engage- 
ment at the Theatre Uoy al, Haymarket, 
the completion of which ho was obliged 
to relinquish, on account of iil-hcalth, 
but rosumod it in the autumn of 1850, 
and brought it to a conclusion Feb. 3, 
1851. His benefit took place at tho 
Theatre Royal, Drury Lane, Feb. 26, 
and the Macroady banquet was cele- 
brated soon aftciwards. He retired 
to Sherborne, Dorsetshire, whence he 
removed to Cheltenham on his second 
marriage, occupying himself chiefly 
with schemes for the education of the 
poorer classes. 

MADDEN, Sir Frederick, K.H., 
F.R.8., of the late Capt. W. J. 
Madden, R.M., bom in 1801 ; is one of 
the Gentlemen of Her Majesty’s Privy 
Chamber ; and was Keeper of Manu- 
scripts at the British Museum from 
1837 till Sep., 1866, when he resigned. 
Sir Fi^erick, who received the honour 
of knightho^ in 1833, bos edited 
many historical, literary, and genea- 


logical works, including “ The House- 
hold Book of the Princess Mary,” 
“ Havelok the Dane,” “ William and 
the Werwolf,” “ Syr Gawayne,” 
”Gesta Romanorum,” “ Tho Wyc- 
lifilte Versions of the Holy Scrip- 
tur(?8,” and " Layamon’s Bmb, or 
History of Britain,” and is tho author 
offmany historical and genealogical 
articles in the ” Archsologioa,” ” Col- 
lectanea Topographica,” £c. 

MADDEN, Frederick Willi ast, 
son of Sir Frederick Madden, Secre- 
tary of tho Numismatic Society, 4nd 
one of tho Keepers of tho Antiquities 
in tho British Museum, has written 
a ‘‘Handbook of Roman Numisma- 
tics,** published in 1861 ; a ” History 
of Jewish Coinage,” in 1864 ; and va- 
rious papers on archroological subjects. 

MADDEN, Ricmaki) Robert, 
M.U.I.A., &c. &o., son of the late Ed- 
ward Madden, mei'chant, of Dublin, 
born ill 1798, is a FeHow of the Royal 
Collcgo of Surgeons, of which he has 
buoii a member since 1829, and is 
M.D. of tlie University of Erlangen. 
Since 1833 ho has been in tho civil 
service of the Government in several 
important oflices, especially those con- 
nected with the Buppmssion of the 
slave-trade. Ho was appointed Special 
Magistrate in Jamaica in 1833, Super- 
intendent of liberated Africans at tho 
Havana in 1835, Acting Commissioner 
of Arbitration in the Mixed Court of 
Justice in tho Havana in 1836, where 
he remained till 1839, Commissioner 
of Inqiiiiy on the West Coast of Africa 
oil Slave Trade, Ac., in 1840, Colonial 
Secretory of Wostem Australia in 
1847, and has filled the office of Secre- 
tary to the Loan-Fund Board, Dublin 
Castle, since 1860. He is a Member of 
the Royal Irish Academy, of the Royal 
Dublin Society, of the British Archeso- 
logical Association, of the Society of 
Medical Sciences of Lisbon, and has 
written “Travels in Turkey, Egypt, 
Ac.,” published in 1829 ; “ Tho Mus- 
sulman,” in 1830; “ The Infirmities of 
Genius,” ih 1833; “Travels in the 
West Indies,” in 1838 and 1840; 
“ Egypt and M^Cmmed Ali, and Con- 
dition of his slaves and Subjects,” in 
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1841 ; Conucctiou of the Kingdom of 
Ireland with the Cix>wn of England,” 
in 1845 ; ” Histoty of the Penal Laws 
enacted against Roman Catholics,” in 
1817; ”The island of Cuba, its Re- 
sources, Ac.,” in 1849; ‘‘Shrines and 
Sepnlchres of the Old and Now 
World,” in 1851 ; “ The Life and Mar- 
tyrdom of Savonarola,” in 1854; “ Me- 
luoirs of the Countess of Blossington,” 
in 1855 ; ” Phantasmata, or Illusions 
and Fanaticisms of an Epidemic Cha- 
racter,” in 1857 ; “Tho Turkish Em- 
pire, in its Relations with Christianity 
Jiiid Civilization,” in 1860; ‘* The 
Lives and Times of the United Irish- 
men” — his most important work, in 
which ample details aro given of tho 
causes of tho rebellion of 1798, in 
1858-60 ; “ Galileo and the Inquisi- 
tion,” in 1862, and has been a constant 
contributor to periodical literature. 

MADDOOK, *SrR Thomas IIerhert, 
eldest sou of tho Into Rov. T. Maddock, 
prebendary of Chester, bom in 1792, 
entered tho East-Iudia civil service in 
the Bengal presidency in 1811, was 
appointed assistant to the mngisirato 
of Moorshedabad in 1815, and having 
lield some other high political and 
linancial appointments, including the 
Secretaryship of tho Government of 
India in tho Legislative, Judicial, Ro- 
vonue, and Foreign departments, was 
knighted by patent in 1844. Ho was 
Deputy-Governor of Bengal, and Pre- 
sident of the Council of India from 
1845 till 184<9, and was one of the 
inombem in tho Couservativo interest 
for Rochester from July, 1852, till 
March, 1857. 

MADOZ, Pascal, statesman and 
author, bom at Pampeliina, May 17, 
1806, studied law in the University of 
Saragossa, took an active part in the 
liberal movement, and became one of 
the most influential leaders of the 
Progressista party. Before being 
elected of the Cortes, ho 

was naqsed civil Governor of Barco- 
loua, piioified that disturbed province 
in a: few days, and put an end to tho 
strilco of the workmen, after which, 
he obtained permission from the Go- 
YCtjainent to mse its walls. Seuor 


Madoz, who was Minister of Finance 
in the Espartero-O’Dbnnell cabinet, 
on accoding to office, Jon. 21, 1855, 
found the publio exchequer in a state 
of complete disorganization, fix)m tho 
eflbcfcs of tho revolution. As a bold 
expedient ho proposed that the Go- 
vornment should assume and realize 
tho property of tho Church — a mea- 
sure which created immense excite- 
ment in Spain. Hu compiled an 
excellent Geographical Dictionary of 
Spain, published at Madrid in 1 848-50, 
and of this work, which was completed 
at great expense, lio was at once 
editor, printer, and vendor. Tho Go- 
vernment, however, aided him to the 
extent of two millions of reals 
(£ 20 , 000 ). 

MADRAS (Bisuov or), Tup. Ricut 
Rev. Fuedeuick Gell, D.D., son of 
tho Rev. Philip Gell, of Derby, born in 
1821, took his B.A. degree at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, in 1843, when ho 
was a flrst-class in classios, and se- 
venth senior optime in tho mathema- 
tical tripos, and soon afterwards be- 
came Follow and Tntor of Christ 
College. Having been chaplain to tho 
Bishop of London, and one of Her 
Majesty’s preachers at Whitehall, he, 
ill 1861, w'as consecrated to the see pf 
Madras. The diocese is 141,923 square 
miles in extent, witli a population of 
nearly fourteen millions, tho income 
being £2,500, paid by Her Majesty’s 
Initiun GovcuTiment. 

MADVTG, Jean Ntcolas, philo- 
logist and politician, of Jewish ex- 
trav‘ion, was bom in the island of 
Boruholm, in Denmark, Aug. 7, 1804, 
and studied at Frodcricksboig and 
tho University of Coxieiihagou, where 
he became Professor of Latin litera- 
ture in 1829. Ho has compiled 
“ Opnscula Academica,” published in 
1834-42 ; a “ Latin Gramma;; for the- 
Use of Schools,” published originally 
in Danish, and afterwards in German, 
(a translation of which* was issued 
at Oxford by tho Rev. George Woods, 
Reotor of Sully, Glamorganshire, in 
1851) ; ‘‘ Syntax der Griechischen 
Sprache” (Branswiok, 1847), trans- 
lated by the late Rev. T. K. Arnold ;; 
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and Betnerkuiigeuiibcrverachiodene 
Punkto des Systems dor Lat. Spraoh* 
lehre.” He has edited Cicera's trea- 
tise Dc Finibns.” Elected deputy to 
the National Diet in 1839, bo was, in 
1848, one of the most advanced Hadi- 
cals, and in Nov. of that year was 
appointed Minister of Worship, re- 
tiring in Jan., 1852, when he received 
tlie general direction of Public In- 
struction. 

MAGEE, The Very Hev. William 
Connor, D.D., bom at Cork in 1821, 
was educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin. After having held curacies at 
St. Thomas’s, Dublin, St. Saviour’s, 
Path, and the Octagon Chapel, Bath, 
ho was made a Prebendary of Wells 
Cathedral, Minister of Quebec Chapel, 
Loudon, and Hector of Enniskillen. 
Dr. Mageo was appointed Dean of 
Cork in 1886, and Dean of the Chapel 
lloyal, Dublin, in 1867. He has 
written “ Somions at Bath,” pub- 
lished in 1852; “Voluntary System 
and tho Established Church,” of 
which the thii*d edition appeared in 
1861; “The Church’s Fear and tho 
Church’s Hope,” a sermon, in 1864; 
and “ Hcbuilding Wall in Troublous 
Times,” a sermon, in 1866. 

MAGENTA (Due de),Makie.Edm£- 
Patuick - Maurice - dr - Me ’Mahon, 
marshal and senator, bom at Sully in 
July, 1808, derives his descent from 
an Irish family who risked and lost 
all fur tho last of tho Stuart kings. 
The M’ Mahons, carrying their na- 
tional traditions, ancestral pride, and 
historic name, to Franco, mingled 
their blood by maniago with the old 
nubility of their adopted country. 
This member of tho family entered 
the military service of France in 1825, 
at the'Bchool of St. Cyr ; was sent to 
the Algerian wars in 1830; while 
acting :is aide-de-camp to Gen. 
Aohard, took part in the expedition 
to Antwerp in 1832 ; attained to the 
rank of captain in 1833 ; and, after 
holding the post of aide-de-camp to 
several African generals, and taking 
part in the assault of Constantine, 
was nominated Major of Foot Ghas- 
scars in 1840, Lieut.-Col. of the 


Foreign Legion in 1842, Colonel of tho 
41st of the Line in 1845, and Genornl 
of Brigade in 1848. When, in 1855, 
Gen. Ganrobert left tho Crimea, Gen. 
M’Mahon, then in France, was se- 
lected by tho Emperor to snooeed 
him in tho command of a division ; 
and when tho chiefs of the allied^ 
armies resolved on assaulting Sebas-* 
topol, Sep. 8, they assigned to Gen. 
M’Maboii the porilons post of carry- 
ing the works of the Malakoff. For 
his brilliant success on this occasion 
ho was made Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honour ; and in 1856 was 
nominated a Knight Grand Cross of 
tho Bath. Gen. Me’ Mahon, wlio took 
a conspicuous part in the Italian cam- 
paign of 1859, recoiveil tho baton of 
a Marshal, and was created diiko of 
Magenta, in commemoration of that 
victory. Ho represented France at tho 
coronation of William III., of Prussia, 
in Nov., 1861, was* nominated to tho 
command of tlio 3rd corps (Va/rmde 
Oct. 14, 1862, and was nominated 
Governor- General of Algena by decreo 
Sop. 1, 1864. 

MAGNE, Pierre, sonator and mi- 
nister, born at Perigueux Dec. 3, 1806, 
a member of an obscure family, be- 
came an avocat in 1831, and was in- 
troduced to public life in Paris by 
Marshal Bugeaud. His great admi- 
nistrative ability was remarked by M. 
Fuuld, who is said to bavo boeu tho 
founder of his political fortunes. In 
tho Constituent and Legislative As- 
semblies, of which he was a member, 
M. Magno did not oocupy a loading 
position as a debater, but his practical 
speeches were always listened to witli 
attention. Having retired into private 
life in IS'IS, ho was made Undor- 
Secretaiy of State for Finances in 
Nov., 1849, and became Minister of 
Public Works April 10, 1851. His 
ministry of public works, which he 
held, with the exception of an interval 
of a few months at tho end of 1851 
and in 1852.. till 1864, is generally 
admitted to have been successful. He 
was enabled to conclude many im- 
portant oonvontions with the great 
railway companies, and daring his 
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career of office he personally inspected 
not. only all the priucip^ lines of 
France, but also those of other conn- 
trios, to enable him to avail himself 
of improvements. Ho was Finance 
Minister from 1854 till Nov., 1860, 
when he Jbecame minister without a 
portfolio, retired in March, 1863, and 
was named a member of the Privy 
Council April 1. He was made senator 
Dec. 31, 1852, Commander of the 
Legion of Honour Oct. 29, 1851, and 
Grand Cross Aug. 4, 185 1. 

MAGUIRE, John Fuancis, eldest 
sou of the late Mr. John Maguire, 
merchant, of Cork, bom in 1815, was 
called to the Irish Bar in 1843. Hu 
was an unsuccessful candidate for the 
boiongli of Dungarvan in July, 1847, 
and in May, 1851, but was returned 
in July, 1852, and represented the 
borough till July, 1865, when he was 
elected one of the members for the 
city of Cork. He has been for many 
years proprietor and editor of the 
Cork Rvarniner, a Roman Catholic 
paper of considerable infinctiao in the 
Boutli of Ireland, and jointly with 
Sir G. Bowyer, is the defender in 
Fai'liamcnt of Roman Catholic inter- 
ests at home and abroad. With that 
viow ho published, in 1857, the iu'st 
edition of *‘Romo and its Rulers,** 
which was followed by a second and 
much enlarged edition in 1859, being 
a sketch of tho present stato of tho 
J^apacy and of the territories under 
its sway; to which ho appended some 
valuable statistics bearing on the 
temporal and financial condition of 
tlie States :Of the Church. For tho 
first edition of tills work, he received 
the Knight-commandei'ship of the 
Order of St. Gregory from the Pope, 
.i^d for the second edition a gold 
.medal. -His -* Industrial Movement 
in Imland in 1852,’* appeared in 1853; 
and ** Father Mathew : a Biography,’* 
in 186i< Mr. Maguire was Mayor of 
Cork in 1853, 1862, 1863, and 1864. 

; He l^vtaken a l^ing part in pro- 
moting the growth of .flax in the 
south of iralapd, and has established 
a ^company for intn^noing the linen 
i^ustry intQ; Cork* ^he Cork Spin- 


ning Mill has been built for 12,000 
spindles. Mr. Maguire, who is an 
advanced Liberal, is at the head of 
other local companies of an industrial 
character, is a member of the Tenant 
League,** and advocates self-govern- 
ment for Ireland. 

MAGUIRE, Thk Rev. Rohbut, son 
of W. Maguire, Esq., an inspector of 
taxos, born in Dublin in 1826, wiis 
educated at Trinity College, in that 
dty, where ho graduated in high 
honours in 1847 as Modorfitor and 
Medallist of his class. Having been 
ordained, lie held tho curacy of St. 
Nicholas, Cork, fi'om 1819 till 1852, 
when lie became Clerical Sccretaiy of 
the Islington Protestant Institute. 
Ho was elected Afternoon Lecturer of 
St. Luke’s, Old Street, in 1856, In- 
cumbent of Clerkeuw'ell in 1857, and 
Early Morning Lecinror at St. 
Switliin’s, London-stone, in 1864. TTo 
has written several controversial and 
other redigious works ; including “Per- 
versior and Conversion, or Cause and 
Eflbct,” published in 1854; ‘'Ser- 
mons on the Seven Churches of Asia,” 
and “John Hampden’s Home,” in 
1857 ; “ Things li'rescnt and Things 
to Come,” in i860 ; “ Self : its Dan- 
gers, Doubts, and Duties,” in 1862 
“ Miracles of Christ : Expositions,” in 
1863; and “ Mottoes for the Million,” 
in 1 !^'66. Uo has edited two volumes of 
Cae»!eirs illustrated edition of Bunyau. 

MAJOR, The Rev. John Richard- 
son, D.I)., sou of tho Jato John Major, 
Esq., born in London in 1797, was 
cducai.-.Ml at Reading Scliool and Tri- 
nity College, Cambridge, whore ho 
graduated B.A. in 1819. Having 
taken ordera, and hold the Head-Mns- 
tership of Wisbeach Grammar-school 
for four years, ho was in 1830 ap- 
pointed Head-Master of the Grammar- 
school at King’s College, London yW'h icdi 
post he resigned in July, 1866. For 
some time ho held tho vicarage of 
Wartling, Sussex, in conjunction with 
his head-mastership. He ba s compiled 
a "Latin Grammar and Exercises,” 
" Latin Reader,” “ Hints for Latin 
Composition,” “Initia Grmoa,” “Tuitin 
Homerica,” a “ Guide to Beading of

the Greek Traf^cdians,” and other 
school books, and has edited five of 
the plays of Euripides, with English 
notes; Stephen’s Greek Thesaurus; 
the Lexicons of Scapula, Schrevelins, 
and Parkhurst; “The Gospel of St. 
Luke;” and various portions of Ho- 
mer, Xenoplion, Herodotus, Virgil, 
Ovid, Milton, Ac. 

MAJOR, RicirAiiT) Henry, F.S.A., 
born in London in 1818, was appointed 
keeper of the maps and charts in 
the Printed Book Department of the 
British Museum in Jan., 1814, was 
the Honorary Secretary, from 1819 
till 1858, of the Hakluyt Society, for 
which ho edited “ Select Letters of 
Christopher Cf)lnTnbus/* published in 
1847 ; “ The Historic of Tmvailo into 
Virginia Britannia, by \V. Strachoy, 
first Secrctaiy of the Colony,” in 
181-9; “Notes upon Russia, trans- 
lated fmin the Latin of Herberstoin,” 
in 1851-2 ; and wrote Introductions to 
“ Mendoza’s China,” edited by Sir 
George Staunton, Bart., and published 
in 1853, and to “Tartar Conquerors 
in China,” edited by the earl of Ellcs- 
irmre, and published in 1854. IFis 
edited “ India in the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury,” published in 1857 ; and “ Early 
Voyages to Terra Australis,” in 1859. 
As a 8c(][uel to this latter work, Mr. 
Major read before the Society of 
Antiquaries, in 1861, a letter on a 
discovery made by him of a MS. docu- 
ment, by which the honour of the firat 
authenticated discovery of Australia 
was transferred from Holland to Por- 
tugal, proving the date of that dis- 
covery to liavo been in 1601. In re- 
cognition of tho importance of these 
researches, Don Pedro V., king of 
Portugal, conferred on Mr. Major 
the Knighthood of tlie Tower and 
Sword. In 1865 ho communicated to 
the Society of Antiquaries an elaborate 
memoir on a mappemondo, by Leo- 
nardo da Vinci, being the earliest 
known map containing the name of 
America, now in tho Royal Collection 
at Windsor. Mr. Major is one of the 
Honorary Secretaries of the Royal 
Geographical Society. 

M ALAN, The Rev. Solomon C.esar, 


M. A., son of the late Rev. Csesar 
Malan, D.D., of Geneva, who died in 
1864, born in 1812, was educated at 
Edmund Hall, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B.A. in 1837, having obtained 
the Bodon Sanscrit, and the Pusey 
and Ellerton Hebrew Scholarships, 
together with a scooiid-class in Liteno 
Humaniores. In 1838 ho went to Cal - 
enttaas Classical Professor in Bishop’s 
College, was ordained, and in 1839 
became Secretary to the Aaiatib So- 
ciety of Bengal. Returning to Eng- 
land ho was admitted into Balliol 
College, whence ho took his M.A. 
degree in 1843, and was appointed 
Vicar of Broad winsor, Dorset, in 
1845. Mr. Malan has written “ Three 
Months ill the Holy Land ; ” “ A 
Plain Exposition of tho Apostles’ 
Creed,” publislied in 1847 ; “ Cata- 
logue of the Eggs of British Birds,’' 
in 1848; “ Vindication of tho Author- 
ized Version of tho Bible,” and 
“Aphorisms on Drawing,” in 1856; 
“ Coasts of Tyro and Sidou, a Narra- 
tive,” •* Communion Prayers,” and 
“ Letters to a Young Missionaiy,” in 
1858 ; “ Select Meditations for Lent,” 
in 1859; “Meditations on Our Lord’s 
Passion,” in 1863; “Philosophy or 
Truth? Remarks on the First Fivo 
Lectures on the Jewish Church by 
tho Doan of Westminster,” in 1865, 
and “ History of tho Georgian 
Church,” tmnslated from tho Rus- 
sian in 1866. In addition to the 
before-mentioned he has written two 
works on China, “ Who is God in 
China — Shin or Shang-ToP” pub- 
lished in 1855, and an English trans- 
lation of “Tho Threefold San-Taze- 
King, or the Triliteral Classic of 
China, with critical notes,” in 1856 ; 
a tabular analysis of Herodotus ; “ The 
Gospel according to St. John, trans- 
lated from the Syriac, Ethiopic, Ar- 
menian, Georgian, Slavonic, Mem- 
phitie, Sahidic, Gothic, Anglo-Saxon, 
Arabic, and Persian versions, with 
entioal notes on 1,340 Alterations 
proposed in tho Authorized Version 
of that Gospd ; ” a “ Manual of 
Prayers;” selected and translated 
from Coptic, Armenian, and other 
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Eastern Rituals ; ** Meditations on a 
Prayer of S. Ephrem, translated from 
the Russian;’* and several transla- 
tions from the Armenian and other 
languages. He contributed from his 
sketches to the illustrations in Lay- 
ard’s “Nineveh and Babylon,” and 
to the “Now Testament, illustrated 
with Views taken on the Spot,” pub- 
lished in 1865. 

MAIjDEN, IlKNur, M.A., Professor 
of Greek in University College, Lon- 
don, fourth son of the late Jonas Mal- 
den, Esq., born in 1800, was educated 
at private schools, and .*it Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where, in 1821, ho 
was, with Mr. G. Long and the late 
Lord Macaulay, elected to a Craven 
scholarship, graduated B.A. in 1822, 
obtaining the second chancellor’s 
medal, and was elected a Fellow of 
Trinity Collego in 1824. Whilst at 
Cambridge he was a contributor to 
Knight 8 Quarterly Magazin a, and wrote 
“Evening,” a poem published in a 
volume of poems edited by Joanna 
Bail]io,and in 1831 was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Greek in the University of 
London, lie is the author of “ Origin 
of Univeraities and Academical De- 
grees,” published in 1836, and has 
written an Introduction to the Re- 
port of the Argument befnro the 
Privy Council in supixu-t of the appli- 
cation of tlio University of London for 
a charter empowering it to grant 
degrees, which led to the croatiun of 
a new body, under tho name of the 
University of Loudon, and the incor- 
])oration of the original b»jdy under 
the title of University College. 
Professor Malden has contributed 
some papers to the Transactions of 
the Philological Society. 

MALET, SiK Alexander, Bart., 
E.C.B., eldest son of the late Sir C. ; 
W. Malet, F.R.S., born in 1800, was 
educated ac Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1822. 
Having been attached to tho em- 
bassies at St. Petersburg, Paris, and 
Lisbon, he 'V^as appointed Secretaiy 
of the Legation at Turin in 1835, 
filled tile saifie post at the Hague in 
.1886, and was appointed Envoy- 


Extraordinary and Minister-Plenipo- 
tentiary to the Germanio Confedera- 
tion, Fob. 12, 1852, w'hich post ho 
still holds. Sir Alexander, who is a 
Deputy- Lieutenant for Wilts, and was 
mado a K.C.B. in June, 1866, trans- 
lated from the Norman, “ Master 
Waco’s Chronicle of the Conquest of 
England.” 

MALINS, Sir Rtciiard, bom in 
1805, and educated at Cambridge, was 
called to the bar at the Timer Tem- 
ple in 1830, became Q.C. and Bencher 
of Lincoln’s Inn in 1844), and was first 
returned fur WalUngford in the Con- 
servative interest in July, 1852. Ho 
was re-elected in Marcli, 1857, and in 
April, 1859, but lost his seat at tho 
general election in July, 1865. He 
was appointed Vice-Chancellor Dec. 4, 
1866, and was knighted Feb. 8, 1867. 

MALLET-BACUBLIER, Alexan- 
drk-Louis- Jules, born about 1795, 
undertook in 1836, upon tho death of 
his father-in-law, M. Victor Bache- 
lier, tho direction of tho Bciontific 
library which ho hod established in 
1828. Having been appointed printer 
to tho Ecole Polytechnique, tho Obser- 
vatory, and other public institutions, 
ho has executed the most important 
publications with an excellence rarely 
attained, evon at the Imx>erial Print- 
ing Ofllce. Since 1836 he has pub- 
lishc'l amongst other works, La 
Journ'tl des Mathdmatiques pures 
(called the Journal de Lionvillc), Les 
Annates de Mathimatiques^ and La 
j Journal de V^cole Pohjtechnique, 
Mallet iibtaincd a second-class medal 
at the Universal Exhibition of 1855. 

MALMESBURY (Earl of), Tue 
Right Hon. James Howard Harris, 
P.C., G.C.B., D.C.L., oldefe-t son of the 
lato oarl, and grandson of the cele- 
brated diplomatist in tho reign of 
George III., bom in London March 
25, 1^7, was educated at Eton and 
Oriel College, Oxfortl, whore ho gra- 
duated B.A. in 1828. Having been 
elected a member in the Conservative 
interest for the borough of Wilton in 
June, 1841, he succeeded to tho 
peerage on the death of his father, 
the second earl, Sep. 10 in that year. 
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Ilia lordship as Secretary of State 
lor Foreign Affairs in hovd Derby’s 
first administration in 1852, by be- 
ing the first to recognise the French 
empire, contribnted to bring about 
tlio good understanding which, with 
slight interruption, has since existed 
between Napoleon III. and the Court 
of St. James’s. Lord Malmesbury 
held the same position in Lord 
Derby’s soound administration in 
1858-9, when he laboured zealously to 
avert the war between France and 
Italy and Austria, and the firmness of 
his policy has since been admitted 
oven by his political opponents. On 
tlie formation of Lord Derby's third 
administration in 18(U>, Lord Malmes- 
bury fueling uiicj;iual, on account of 
failing licalth, to the labours imposed 
upon a Foreign Minister, became Loi*d 
Keeper of the Privy Seal. His lord- 
sliip, who cditi^d ‘*Tho Diaries and 
Correspondence ” of his grandfather, 
published in 181 1, was made a Privy 
Councillor Feb. 28, 1852, and G.O.B. 
June 14, 1859, and was one of tho 
general Comniittoe of Fine Arts in 
the International Exhibition of 18(>2. 

MAMIANI (Comte), Teuem/jo 
Della Eoveee, poet and politician, 
boim at Posaro in 1800, on leaving 
College mixed himself up with the 
revolutionary movements wliich fol- 
lowed the accession of Gregory XVI. 
to the Pontifical chair, and became 
one of the ProvisiomU Government 
constituted in Bologna after the rising 
iu the Eomagna. After the revolt had 
been put down by the Austnaiis, ho 
betook himself to Pans, whore he 
formed a Prapagandist Society, of 
which M. Mazzini was a member. 
Ditforcncos, however, soon arose be- 
tween 'them, although they did not 
show themselves openly till after tho 
Homan Revelation of 1848. Mamiani 
endeavoured to stimulate the courage 
of his compatriots by embuing them 
with his own ecloctio philosophy — a 
sort of compromise between soionoe, 
faith, and poetry, At the commence- 
ment of 1848 he repaired to Rome, 
and took his place among the most 
active members of the moderate 


liberal party, and when the constitu- 
tion was formed, accepted tho Presi- 
dency of the Cabinet. Ilis attempt 
to enforce constitutional principles did 
not satisfy the stern exigencies of tho 
revolution, and ho resigned and n.'- 
paired to Turin, where, in conjunc- 
tion witli Gioberti and others, lie 
founded the Society of tho Union of 
Italy, of which he became Prcfsi- 
dent. After the murder of Count 
Rossi he returned to Rome and ac- 
cepted the portfolio of Foreign Af- 
fairs in the Galletti ministry, but soon 
separated from his colleagues, and 
supported the French intervention, 
after which ho retired to Genoa, wherro 
he lived until the Italian war of 1859, 
wlien he appeared in tho Parliament 
of Turin, and taking an oedivo part iu 
politics, was appointed Minister i)f 
Publio Instruction in Jan., 1860, and 
went as Ambassador to Greece in 
March, 1861. Ho has written several 
philosophical and political works iu 
addition to some poems very popular 
amongst his countrymen. 

MANBY, CiiAKLES, C.E., F.R.S., 
F.S.S., eldest son of tho late Mr. 
Aaron Manby, of the Horsloy Iron 
Works, Staffordshire, was born iu 
1804, and served an apprenticeship 
as a practical engineer under liis 
father. At an early age lie was in- 
trusted with tho erection of the first 
marine engines with oscillating cy- 
linders, patented by his father, and in 
1820 ho designed and constructod the 
Aaron Maviby, the first iion steam 
vessel that made a sea voyage, sciwing 
os chief engineer on board. He super- 
intended tho erection of the gas works 
at Paris for “Manby, Wilson, et 
Henry,’’ became one of tho managers 
of the iron works at Charenton, nenr 
Paris, went to the Creusot Iron Worh.*!, 
which ho remodollod, and was ap- 
pointed chief engineer of the tobacco 
manufactories for the French Govern- 
ment. At the end of 1829 bo con- 
nected himself with the Beaufort Iron 
Works in South Wales, where he re- 
mained until 1836, when he removed 
to London, and commenced practice 
as a civil engineer. In 1839 he 
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became Secretary of the Institute of 
Civil Engineers, and on resigning, in 
1856, was presented with a testi- 
monial and a purse of two thousand 
guineas. He is Hon. Secretary of 
that Society, and the representative 
of the firm of Robert Stephenson and 
Co., of Newcastle-upon-Tyne. Ho was 
a member of the Scicutifio Intcina- 
tionol Commission appointed by 
Monsieur do Lcsseps to consider the 
projected IsUimus of Suez Canal, and 
was joint Secretary with Monsieur 
Bartheleniy St. Hilaire, both resign- 
ing when the scheme became a com- 
mercial speculation. ITo has been 
extensively engaged on scientific com- 
missions and investigations, is a 
Knight of the Legion of Honour, of the 
order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus 
of Italy, and Knight Commander of the 
order of Wasa of Sweden and Norway. 

MANOHESTER (Bishop of). Tub 
Right Rkv. James Lee, 

son of the late Mr. Stephen Lee, 
Secretary and Librarian to the Royal 
Society, born in 1801, was educatecl 
at St. Paul's School, and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he obtained a 
Craven scholarship, graduated B.A. 
in high honours in 1828, and became 
a Follow. Ho was Assistant Master of 
Rugby School under the late Dr. Aimold, 
and Hoad Master of King Edward’s 
.Qramniar-school, at Birmingham, from 
1838 till 1848, when he was appointed 
to the ncwly-erccted see of Manches- 
ter, with an income of £4,600 a year, 
and the alternate patronage of thirty- 
seven livings. 

MANN, A. Dudley, diplomatist, of 
English extraction, bom in Virginia, 
United States, in 1805, was appointed 
Special Plenipotentiaiy to negotiate 
commercial treaties with Hanover, 
Oldenburg, and Mecklenburg, in 
18^1 was accredited to all the 
German governments except Piussia 
for the . same object in 1847 ; pro- 
ceeded M Commissioner to Hnugaiy 
in 18461 and was appointed iii 1850 
special. Minister to Switzerland, be- 
tween widoh repnblio and the United 
States he negotiated a reciprocal 
treaty. ; In 1858, after the election of 


Gen. Pieitjo to the Piesidcncy of the 
United States, he was appointed Se- 
cretary of State, and resigned the same 
year. Having devoted himself chiefly 
to the development of the material 
interests of the SoutUem States, he 
was sent to Europe by the Oon- 
foderato government upon a special 
mission, and was afterwards appointed 
with Messra. Slidell and Mason one 
of the Commissioners to represeuc 
tlio Confodorato government. 

MANNERS (Lord), Ttie Eight 
Hon. John James Rohert, second son 
of tho Into Duke of Rutland, bom Doc. 
13, 1818, was educated at Eton and 
’IVinity College, Cambridge, where 
he graduated M.A. in 1839, and was 
ono of tho earliest, members of tho 
“ Camden Society,” established for 
tho purpose of promoting church 
restoration upon the principles of 
Gothic architect lire, lii June, 1841, 
he was, with Mr. Gladstone, returned 
member in the Conservative interest 
for the borough of Newark ; did not 
pvoBont himself again to that coii- 
stituoiicy at tho general election in 
Aug., 1847 ; was defeated in a con- 
test for tho city of London with Baron 
Rothschild in June, 1849; wa.s rc- 
tuiiied one of tho members for 
Colchester in Fob., 1850 ; and con- 
tiii'vted to represent that borough till 
Maj’ch, 1857, when he was elected 
for Nortli Loicostctrshirc. Ho made 
his maiden speech in Fob., 1841, 
when he opposed the repeal of tho 
com laws, advocated the cultivation 
of diplomatic relations with the see 
of Romo, and of a better under- 
standing with tho Irish priesthood,, 
and in many other matters showed 
that he hold too broad opinions to 
act always with his party, though ho 
opposed Sir R. Peel’s firee-trade 
measures in 1845-6, and from that 
day identified himself with the Tory 
party. He was appointed First Com- 
missioner of the Oilice of lYorks, and 
sworn a Privy Councillor in Lord 
Derby’s first administration, in 1852, 
held the same post in Lord Derl^s 
second administration in 1858-9, and 
was re-appointed, with a seat in 
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the Gabiuet, in Lord Derby’s third 
administration in July, 1866-7. Lord 
John Manner^, who is heir presump- 
tive to the dukedom of Uutland, is 
a stanch defender of the rights of the 
Church, a supporter of the agi'icul- 
tural interest, and has acted for many 
years as chairman of the Tithe Re- 
demption Trust, and of the Committeo 
of Laymen. His lordship lias written 
“ Notes of an Irisli Tour,” published 
in 1839 ; ** Dnglaud’s Trust and other 
Poems,” in 1841 ; “ English Ballads, 
and other Poems,” in 1850; ” A Plea 
for National Holidays ; ” “A Cruise 
in Scotch Waters,” &c. 

MANNING, Miss Anne, born in 
1807, has written “ Mary Powell,” 
published in 1850; “ lloiisohold of 
Sir Thomas More,” in 1851 ; ” Collo- 
quies of Edward Osborne,” in 1852 ; 
“ Provocations of Madame Palisaey,” 
and “ Cherry and Violet,” in 1853 ; 

** Chronicles of Merrie England,” 
and ” Hill Side,” in 1854 ; “ Caliph | 
Haroim Alraschid,” and ** Sabbath 
at Home,” in 1855 ; " Good Old 
Times,” in 1856 ; ” Claude tlio Col- 
porteur,” ** Some Account of Claidssa 
Singlebeart,” “ Tasso and Leonora,” 
and ” Year Nino: a Tale of iho 
Tyrol,” in 1857 ; “ Queen Philippa’s 
Golden Booke,” and ” Deborah’s 
Diary,” in 1858; “Poplar House 
Academy,” in 1859; “Village Belles,” 

“ Ladies of Dover Hollow,” and 
“ Paiiiily Pictures,” in 1860 ; “ Chron- 
icles of Ethelflcd,” and “ Cottage 
History of England,” in 1861 ;

MANNING, The Most Rev. Henry 
Edward, D.D., Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Westminster, son of the 
late William Manning, Esq., M.P., 
merohant of London, bom in 1809, 
was oducatod at Harrow and Balliol 
College, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in first-class honoai;a ■ in 1830, 1 


and became Fellow of Merton College. 
Ho was for some time one of tho 
select preachers in the University of 
Oxford, was appointed Vicar of La- 
vington and Graffham, Sussex, in 
1834, and Archdeacon of Chichester 
in 1840. These preferments ho re- 
signed ill 1851 on joining the Roman 
Catholic Church, in which he entered 
the priesthood, and became superior 
of ail ecolesiasticol congregation at 
Bayswater, entitled tho Oblates of 
St. Charles Borromeo. Tho degree 
of D.D. was conferred upon him at 
Romo, and tho office of “ Provost ” of 
tho Roman Catholic Archdioceso of 
Westminster, Pi*othonotary Apostolic,, 
and Domestic Prelate to tho Pope. 
On tho death of the late Cai'diiial 
Wiseman ho bccamo Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Westminster, June 8, 
1865. Dr. Manning has written: —

MANNING, Sir William Mon- 
tagu, LL.D., son of J. E. Manning,. 
Esq., of Clifton, born in 1811, was 
educated at University College, Lon- 
don, and was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1832. In OQUjuno- 
tiun with Mr. Neville, he published 
tho authorised “ Reports in the 
King’s Bench,” from 1832 till 1837, 
in which year he went to Australia; 
and was chairman of the Quarter 
Sessions in ‘New South Wales from 
Got., 1837, till Got., 1844, Solicitor- . 
General from Get., 1844, till Jan., 
1848, and again from Nov., 18'^19, till 
May, 1856; Acting Judge of the 
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Sapremo Gourfc from Jan., 1848, till 
Nov., 1849; Attorncy-Goncral from 
Hay, 1856, till May, 1858, and is a 
member of the Executive Council. 
He was knighted in 1858, and is the 
author of NotiiS on Pruceediugs in 
Electoral Bevisiou Courts.” 

HANSEL, Tub Rev. Henuy 
Lonoueville, B.D., oldest son of tho 
late Rev. II. L. Hansel, rector of Cos- 
grove, NorthamptoxiMhirc, where he 
was born, Oct. (i, 1820; educated 
at Hoi’chant Taylors’ School; was 
eh'ctcd scholar of St. Joliii's College, 
Oxford, in 1839, FeUow in 1842; 
graduated B. A. in Easter Term, 1843, 
first-class in classics and raatliema- 
ties, was ordaitiod deacon in 1844, and 
pnest in 1845. Mr. Hansel was 
appointed roader in moral and mota- 
pliysical philosophy at Magdalen Col- 
lege in 1855, Waynfleto Professor of 
moral and metaphysical philosophy 
in 1859, and Regius Pi'ofessoi* of 
Ecclesiastical History Jan. 8, 18G7. 
Uo has written “ Homons of t^o 
AVinds, and other Poems,” published 
in 1838 ; ” Aldncli's Logic, with 
Notes,” in 1849 ; ** Prolegomena 
Logica,” in 1851 ; ” Philosophy of 
Kant,” in 1856 ; artiolo Metaphy- 
sics,” in 8th edition of tho ” Enoy- 
clopsediaBritaunica,” in 1857 Limits 
of Religious Thought,” and “IJampton 
Lecture,” in 1858 ; ** Exaiiiiiiatiun of 
Maurice’s Structure ou Bampton 
Lecture,” in 1859 ; Metaphysics ; 
or, the Philosophy of Conscious- 
ness,” in 1860 ; “ Two Lectures on 
■Smith’s Lectures on History,” iu 
18G1-2 ; ” AVituess of the Church to 
Promiso of Christ's Coming: Sermon,” 
in 1864 ; and ** Philosophy of ilin | 
Conditioned,” in 186G. In conjunc- 
tion with Professor Voitch, he edited 
the late Sir AAT. Hamilton’s works ou 
Logic and Metaphysical Science. 

MANSFIELD, Sui A/Villiam Rose, j 
K.C3<,.O.C.S.I., fifth son of the late i 
.lohndlttnsfield. Esq., of Diggeswcll j 
Hoofle, Herts, bom in 1819, educated | 
4it. .the Royal Military College, Sand- j 
IvuTst, entered, the army in 1836, 
Ixcoiftme Lient. in Aug. 1838, Capt. in 
1843> Higor in Deo., 1847 ; and 


Lieut.- Col. in May, 1861. He served 
with distinction in the Sutlej and 
Pnnjaub campaigns, in the latter ho 
commanded his regimen^ was again 
actively employed in the operations 
ou the Peshawur frontier in 1851-2, 
and was pi'omoted to tho rank of. 
Colonel in Nov., 1854. He was at- 
tached to the embassy at Constanti- 
nople, as military adviser, with the 
rank of Brigadier-General, in 1855, 
and afterwards proceeded in that 
capacity to tho Crimea. After the 
conclusion of tho war ho was sent to 
AVarsaw as Consul-General, and ou 
the outbreak of tho Sepoy mutiny in 
1857, proceeded to India, os Chief of 
the Stall*, ill which capacity ho at- 
tended tho late Loid Clyde through- 
out tho various military operations 
which lod to tho suppression of the 
mutiny. During this trying period, 
ho showed tho greatest ability in tiio 
performance of his onerous duties, 
and in April, 1858, was rewarded by 
being made Major-General and K.C.B. 
In 18G0 ho was iiominatod to tho 
command of tho Bombay army, aud 
was gazetted Col. of the 38th Regt. 
in March, 18G2. It is worthy of 
notice, that with tho exception of 
H.K.1I. tho I’rinoe of Wales and 
ll.H.H. tho Duko of Cambridge, Sir 
W. Mansfield is the youngest General 
Officer who liolils tho Colonelcy of a 
i-egiment. Ho succoedod Sir Hugh 
Rose os Coramunder-in-Chief in India, 
with tho local rank of General, in 
Maich, 1863, and was created a 
Knight of the Star of India Feb. 20, 
18GG. 

MANTBUFFEL (Baron), Otho- . 
Theodohk, Yon, statesman, bom at 
Liibbcn, Brandenburg, Feb. 3, 1805, 
studied law in the University of 
Halle, and in 1827 went to Berlin, 
where ho occupied a modest place in 
the magistracy. When Count Bran- 
denberg was called to power in tho 
autumn of 1848, charged with the 
duty of suppressing the revolution, 
ho appointed Manteuflfel Minister of 
the Interior; and on the restora- 
tion of order ho displayed an adminis- 
trative ability which gained him the 
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good-will of a large party among the 
commercial and middle classes. In 
Dec., 1860, ho became chief of the 
■Cabinet and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and at Olmiitz yielded to 
Anstria on all the questions of Ger- 
man policy for which Prussia had, 
•contended with more or less earnest- 
ness for two years and a half. In 
Jan., 1852, Baron Mantonffel wos 
made President of tho Council of 
Ministers, and in 1856 was one of 
the Peace Plonipotentiancs at Paris. 
His aim has been to hold tHo balance 
between tho Jiilierals and the Keac- 
•tionists; and from the sincerity of his 
motives ho has gained the respect of 
all parties. Ho retired from power 
Oct. 11, 1858. 

MANZONI (Comtk), Alkssaxuho, 
poet and novelist, born in Milan 
Marcli 8, 1784, studied at Milan and 
Pavia with gi*eat diatinctinn, and 
adopted at an early ago Voltairian 
doctrines. When Jio reimired with 
liis mother, tho daughter of Uccearia, 
.author of the treatise on** Crimes and 
Punishments,** to Pai'is, in 1805, tho 
name was sufficient introduction to 
tho best literary society. His first 
production, a poem in blank verse, 
entitled ** In Morte di Carlo Imbo- 
nati” (published at Paris in 1806), 
was inspired by the sudden doatli of 
■a friend, and ho soon allcrwards gave 
up Voltairian notions, and became a 
•devout and sincere Jioinan Catholic, 
to which faith his wife had been con- 
verted. The first fniits of this chango 
were his “ Inni Sacri,” a collection of 
hymns on tJio Nativity, the Passion, 
the BesuiTOctioTi, Pontccost, the As- 
sumption, ^c., published in 1810. It 
-was D(it long before ho renovated tho 
national literature of his country, and 
may bo said to be tho founder of a 
new school in Italy. Uis first tragedy, 
'** 11 Comte di Carmaguulia,’* produced 
in 1820, made him celebrated in 
Europe, and it was followed by the 
tragedy of “Adolcho,** in 1823. “I 
Promessi Sposi ** (tho Betrothed 
Lovers), a Milanese story of the seven- 
teenth century, produced in 1827, 
is considered his masterpiece, and 


has been translated into nearly every 
lan^age of Europe. In an illustrated 
edition of this novel, which appeared 
in Milan in 1842, Mauzoni added to 
tho original text ** A History of the 
Infamous Column,*’ wherein he gives 
a picture of the cruel executions, to 
which popular superstitious gave rise, 
during the terrible plague of 163<.>. 
This author, who lost his first wifo 
in 1833, has married again. He 
was named Senator of the Italian 
kingdom in Feb., 1860, and his birth- 
day was celebrated with much enthu- 
siasm by his countrymen in 1861. 
He was decorated with the Legion of 
Honour in April, 1840. 

MAttCV, Gex. B.WDOLpn B., bom 
in Masssichiisctts about 1813, gra- 
dmatcMl at West Point, entered the 
United Slates army in Jnly, 1832, 
and n)so by succossivo steps to tho 
rank of major before the war brnka 
Old. Ho was appointed Inspcctor- 
Gimoral of the Array of tho I'otoniao 
Aug. 9, 1861, and a Brigadier-General 
of V'^olunteers Soj). 23. When Gen. 
M’Clellan was removed from tho 
command of the Army of the Potomac, 
Gen. Marcy, who belonged to his 
personal staff, returned to his former 
position of Inspector-General, with 
tho rank of Colonel, and lias since 
lived in retirement with his family. 
Ho is fiithcr-in-law to Gen. M’Clollan. 

M A B a 0 L 1 0 U T H, Tub Bkv. 
Moses, of Jewish extiuction, was 
born early in tho present century. 
Having become a convert to Chris- 
tianity, and acted as a missionaiy in 
Asia and Africa, he took orders in 
1844, without studying at any of our 
universities, and was appointed sue- 
ccBsively Curate of St. James’s, Man- 
chester, and Examining Chaplain to 
the bishop of Kildaro. Ho has writ- 
ten several learned works, bearing 
more or less directly on the religions 
prospects of his * race; including 
^’Principles of Modom Judaism in- 
vestigated,” published in 1813 ; 

** Israel’s Ordinance examined,” in 
^14 ; “ Exposition of leaiaJi,” and 
‘lectures on the Jews in Great Bri- 
tain,” in 1846; "A Pilgrimage to 
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tbo Land of my Fathers,” in 1850 ; 
“ llistoiy of the Jews in Great Bri- 
tain,” ill 1851 ; “ ScrnioTis : Genuine 
Repentance and its Effects ” in 185 1; 
**End of the Law: Two Sermons,” 
in 1861; and Abyssinia, its Past, 
Present, and Future : a Lecture,” in 
1866. 

MARIA CHRISTINA, Queen Dow- 
ager of Spain, daughter of the late 
Fiancis I., king of the Two Sicilies, 
born at Naples, April 27, 1806, 
was married to Ferdinand VII. 
of Spain, Dee. 11, 1829. She was 
appointed Regent in Oct., 1832, and 
her secret marriage, contracted Dec. 
28, 1833, Ai’ith Fernando Muiiez, who 
was made duke of Rianzeres, 'was 
publicly acknowledged by decree Oct. 
13, 1814. She was compelled to take 
rofiigo ill France in 18 10, but returned 
to Spain in 1813. Sho again Hod to 
Franco in 1854, and returned to Spain 
some time after. 

MARIE, Alexaxdub Thomas, 
advocate, born Feb. 15, 1797, at 
Auxerro, Yoniio, was educated at the 
college of that town, studied law in 
Paris, and bcc<amo a member of tho 
Bar of tho Coiir Royalo in 1819. 
For a time lie rclinquiBlied tho prac- 
tice of his profession, and on return- 
ing to it soon obtained considerable 
reputation, lie was one of tho advo- 
cates of the accused in June, 1832, 
and ill 1833 defended M. Cubet, who 
was prosecuted for his work upon tho 
Revolution of 1830, with so iiiuch 
ability, as to gain him thf' cnconrage- 
meut of M. Dupont (do rEiire), and 
he defended Pepin, the accomplice of 
FiescUi. In 1830 he was elected a 
member of the conncil of his order, 
was hiltonnm' of tho same in 1840 
and 18*11, was elected to tho Chamber 
of Deputies in 1842, and again in 
1846, and took the side of the Oppo- 
sition. After the Revolution of 1818 
lie was the fiiut to declare, in the. 
sitting of Fel). 24, the illegality of 
the proposed regency, and to suggest 
a provisional government, in which 
he tq^Vpart, becoming Minister ^ 
l^bl^oWorks, and organizing the 
workshops. By the National 


Assembly he was received with mnch 
favour, was appointed a member of 
the Executive Commission, and after 
tho insurrection of June was chosen 
President of the Assembly in place 
of M. Seiiai’d, who had accepted the 
Ministry of the Interior. M. Marie, 
who belonged to the more moderate 
section of tlio Republican party, sup- 
poi*tod tho prosecution of MM. Louis 
JBanc and Caussidiero. Aftcir the 
election of Dec. 10 lie united himself 
more closely -with tho Democratic 
party, disapproved of tho siege of 
Romo, and opposed the policy of tho 
Elyseo. He was not ro-elcctcd to the 
Legislature in 18:l-9, and he resumed 
his place at tho Bar, securing a largely 
increased aiiiouut of practice. Inr 
1860 ho was re-elected a member of 
the council of his order for tho thir- 
tieth time, and in 1863 was returned 
to the Coi'iM TiCgislatif as Opposition 
candidate for tlio fourth circonscrip- 
tion of tho Bouches-du-Rhone, by a 
largo majority of votes. M. Mario, 
who has published some works, has 
contributed to the Revue Miuiicipalef 
tlio EncycloiMie du Droits the Co-urnev’ 
d^s Trihivnauj:, tho Gazette des Tri~ 
him(tn.i!, Ac. 

MARIO, Giitseim»f. (Man^uis do 
(.*aiidia), singer, born at Turin im 
1808, received an excellent musical 
education, entered tlio Sardinian^ 
nri iy, as an officer, in 1830, resigned 
his commission, and proceeded tO' 
Pai-is, where his admirable tenor 
voi'-e gained him his first engagement 
at the Opera, at 1,500 francs per 
mouth. The Marqnis do Gandia, on*, 
accepting it, changed his name, to- 
Mario, and, after two years’ study at 
the “ Conservatory,” come out, Dec. 
2, 1838, in tho opera of “ Robert lo 
Diuble.” Ilia career has boon most 
triumphant: ho has taken a principal 
part in all the groat operas of the 
time, and has become extremely popu- 
lar in England as well as on the 
Continent. He is tho husband of 
Madame Grisi. 

MARLBOROUGH (DrxE of), The 
Right Hon. John Winston. Spencer. 
Chuhchill, born Juno 2, 1822, was 
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sducated at Eton and Oriel College, 
Oxford. When Marquis of Blandfoi'd 
lie was returned to tho House of 
Commons in April, as member, 
in the Conseiirative interest, for the 
family borough of Woodstock, which 
he represented, excepting for a short 
interval froin 18<l-5 till 1817, until ho' 
succeeded as Duke of Marlborough, 
July 1, 1857, and became knowm in 
Parliament for his endeavours to in- 
crease tho usefulness of tho Esta- 
blished Church. Among other mea- 
sures, ho succeeded in obtaining an 
Act to amend those known as Sir 
Robert Peel’s Acts, “for making bet- 
ter Provision for the Spiritnal Caro of 
Populous Parishes.” By Lord Bland- 
ford’s Act, (?n titled “Tho New Pa- 
rishes Act,” auiliority was given to 
her Majesty, by an O^er in Council, 
to constitute any distri(?i containing 
a church a new parish. It abolished 
right to pews in tho old parish church, 
under certain conditions; modiHed 
endowments ; regulated pew-rents 
according to scale; created free sit- 
tings; ajid converted existing dis- 
tricts, under certain conditions, into 
new parishes for, ecclesiastical pur- 
poses. The Duke is Lord Lieutenant 
of O-xfordshiro ; a Prince of tho Holy 
Roman Empire ; and as descendant, 
in the female lino, of the great duke 
of Marlborough, enjoys a pension of 
five thousand pounds a y«3ar, tho 
palace of Blenheim, and “ tho lionour 
and manor of Woodstock.” Ho mar- 
ried, Jnly 12, 1843, Lady Frances 
Alice Emily, eldest daughter of the 
late marquis of Londonderry. 

MARMORA. (See La M; kmoiia.) 

MAROCHETTI, Barox Cjiarles, 
sculptor, born of French parents in 
1803, at Turin, whore stands his first 
work, tho equestrian statue of Ema- 
nuel Philibert, was educated in the 
Lyc^e Napoleon, and afterwards en- 
tered tho studio of Bosio. He re- 
turned to France in 1827, and exhi- 
bited a “ Young Girl playing with a 
Dog,” and gained a medal ; and in 
1831 exhibited his “ Fallen An^l,” 
for tho Academy of Arts of Turin. 
Soon afbor tho Revolution of Feb., 


1848, he took up his residence in 
England. At tho Great Exhibition of 
1851 the model of his colossal “Rich- 
ard Coour do Lion,” since erected in 
bronze in Palace Yard, brought him 
into general notice ; and he executed 
by commission for Glasgow an eques- 
trian statue of the Queen, whicli was 
inaugurated in 1854. To the exhibi- 
tions of tho Academy, Marochetti 
contributed, in 1851, a portrait-bust 
of tho late Prince Albert, one of Lady 
Constance Gower, and several of 
other ladies. He designed the obe- 
lisk in granite to the memory of tho 
soldiers slain in tho Crimea in 1853, 
and the Mansolcum of the Princess 
Elizabeth, daughter of Charles I., in 
1857. His bust of 8ir E. Landseer 
was in the exhibition at the Royal 
Academy, and his statue of Lord Clyde 
was finished in 1867. Marochetti was 
made a Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour in 1830, Grand Oflicer of St. 
Maurice and Lazarus, in July, 1861, 
and R.A. in 1866. 

MARRIOTT, Miss, actress, born in 
London about 1829, and married to 
Mr. Robert Edgar, made her first ap- 
pearance on the stogc at Manchester, 
and having fulfilled several engage- 
ments in the north of England, camo 
out at Drury Lano, and afterwards 
performed at other Metropolitan 
theatres. In 1861 she undertook the 
management of tho National Standard 
Thcati'e, and soon after transferred 
her services to Sadler’s Wells. 

MARSH, Miss Catherine, daughter 
of the late Rev. Dr. Marsh, incum- 
bent of Beckenham, Kent, and Bed- 
dington, Surrey, who died iu 1864, was 
born about 1820. For many years she 
has taken the greatest interest in the 
improvement of the working classes, 
for whom she has written narratives 
of a religions character. Her best 
known works are “English Heai'ts 
and English Hands,” “ Memorials of 
Captain Hedley Vicars,” and “ Light 
for the Line, or the Story of Thomas 
Ward, a Railway Workman.” Mias 
Marsh reside for some time at Beck- 
enham, Kent^to tho clergyman of 
which parish her sister is married, — 
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>vliere alio organized aclioola and an 
inatitnte fbr railway navigators. 

MARSHALL, Sm Chaulks, only 
son of the late Mr. Seijcant Marshall, 
born in 1788, and educated at West- 
niinater School and Jesus College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. 
in 1810, was called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1815, and held the 
Chief Justiceship of Ceylon from 
1832 till 1836, when he retired. Ho 
has compiled ** Term Reports in the 
Common Pleas,” “Law of Marino 
Insurance, &c.,” and other standard 
legal works, and was knighted in 1 832. 

MARSHALL, William Caldek, 
R.A., sculptor, bom in 1813, at Edin- 
burgh, where he was educated, and 
for some years practised his art, 
studied in Loudon under Chan trey 
and Bailey, and in 1836 visited Romo. 
He hrst exhibited at the Royal Aon- 
demy in 1835, took up his residence 
ill London permanently in 1839, was 
clecrted an Associate of the Scottish 
Academy in 1842, of the Royal Aca- 
demy in 1844, and R.A. in 1852. Mr. 
Marshall, who is one of the few wdio 
have resisted the attractions of the 
more lucrative branch of his art, — 
portrait -busts, — devoted his skill 
as a modeller of tho figure to poetic 
sculpture. From the Art-Union ho 
has received many commissions for 
ideal works. The “ Broken Pitcher,” 
in 1842; “Rebecca,” and other 
models in plaster, were selected by 
Art-Union prizcholders ; and a reduc- 
tion of the “First Whisper of Love,” in 
1845, was chosen by the holder of 
the £300 prize. Tho '* Dancing Girl 
Reposing” obtained the Art-U nioii pre- 
mium of £500, reduced copies inpariim 
being distributed among the sub- 
. scribers; and his “ Sabriua,” executed 
in 1847} is well known from the poroc- 
lain statuette issued by Copeland. 
Mr. Marshall is one of the three 
sculptors employed for the Now 
Houses of Parliament, for which he 
caecnted the statues of Lord Claren- 
don aiid Lord' Somers, and has been 
selected ibr importimt statues erected 
by public snbscription— that in bronze 
of ^ B. Peel at Manchester, and 


those of Jenner and Campbell. Tho 
latter was long denied admission to* 
Poets’ Comer, for want of money to 
pay the fees demanded by the Dean 
and Chapter, but which were in tho- 
end relinquished. JenneFs statue, to* 
which there were many foreign subscri- 
bers, erected in Trafalgar Square, was 
afterwardsremoved to Kensington Gar- 
dens. In 1857 Mr. Marshall obtained 
the first prize of £700 for a design 
for a national monument to the lato 
duke of Wellington, and he is exe- 
cuting in marble part of a series of 
bassi-rilievi for tho chapel in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, in which that monu- 
ment is to bo placed. Among other 
public works on which ho has been 
engaged is a bronze statue of Cromp- 
ton, tho inventor of the niulo spinning- 
machine, erected in Bolton ; a statue 
in marble of Sir George Grey, late 
Governor of tlio Capo of Good Hope,, 
placed in Cape Town; and a statue 
of James, 7th earl of Derby, for the 
spot on which that nobleman was 
executed at Bolton. 

MARSH-CALDWELL, Mas. Anne,. 
fourth daughter of the late James 
Caldwell, Esq., waBwhorn towards the 
close of tho last century. Her first 
work, “Twt) Old Mon’s Talcs,” pub- 
Mshod in 1834, was followed 1^ 

Tales of tho Woods and Fields;” 
iis 1836, “Tho Triumphs of Time;” 

Mount Sorel” in 1845; “Emilia 
Wyndham” in 1846; “Protestant 
Kufurmation in Franco ” hnd “ Nor- 
man Bridge,” a family history of 
thiuc generations, in 1847; ‘.‘Angela” 
inl84B; “Mordauiit Hall” in 1849; 
“Lettice Arnold” (reprinted from 
tho pages of a periodical) in 1850 ; 
“Tho Wilmingtons,” which snpplied 
tho principal character in “ Time the 
Avenger.” in 1849; and “Ravens- 
cliffe,” in 1851; “Castle Avon” In 
1852; “Aubrey” in 1854, and its 
sequel, the “ Heiress of Hanghton,” 
in 1855 ; “ Evelin Marston ” and 
“Tho Boso of Ashurst” in 1857; 

“ Reverses ” in 1864, and “ Chronicles 
of Dartmoor ” in 1865. Mrs. Marsh, 
on coming into possession of the 
family estate of Linley Wood, assumed 
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tho additional names and ai*m8 of 
Caldwell. 

MABSHMAN, John Chahles, son 
of the late Her. Dr. Marshman, of 
Serhamporo, a sclf-cducaied man, 
who went to India in 179U, and be- 
came the pioneer of civilization and 
Christianity in those parts, was bom 
in India about 1799, and was educated 
under his father. After remaining 
many years in India ho returned to 
England, was an unsucccssfal candi- 
date, in the Liberal interest, for the 
borough of Ipswich in March, 1857 ; 
of Harwich in April, 1869 ; and of 
Morylcbone in April, 1861 . Ho is tho 
author of ‘**A Life of Major-General 
Sir Homy Havelock, K.C.J3.,” who 
married his sister, published in 1860. 

M ARSTON, Wkstland, LL.D., poet 
and dramatist, was bom at Boston, 
Lincolnshire, Jan. 30, 1820. Having 
been articled to his uncle, a solicitor 
in London, on the comidctiou of his 
leiml education, ho relinquished law 
for literature. His best known fivo- 
aet dramas hitherto represented are, 
“The Patrician’s Daughter,” atragedy, 
published in 1811 j “ Tho Heart and 
tho World,” a play, in 1817 j “Strath- 
more,” a tragedy, in 1819 ; and " Ann 
Blako,” a play, in 1852. Ho has writ- 
ten “Philip of Franco,” a tragedy; 
“ A Life’s Ransom,” a play; “Borough 
Politics,” a comic drama in two acts ; 
“ A Hard Struggle,” a drama in one 
act ; and assisted in the composition 
of “ Trevanion, or the False Position,” 
a play in three acta ; “ Pure Gold,” a 
play in four acts ; “ Tho Wife’s Por- 
trait,” a drama in two acts; and 
“Donna Diana,” a comcd;> in three 
acts, partly from German sources; 
and “ The Favourite of Fortune,” a 
comedy played at tho Haymarket 
Theatre in 1866. Mr. Mnrston, who 
was one of tho editors of tho National 
Magazine, has contributed to the 
Athenimm some siirriug lyrics, of 
which the best known is his ** Death 
Ride at BaJaklava.” Ho published 
“Gerald, a Dramatic Poem, and 
other Poras,” in 1842 ; “ A Lady in 
her own Right,” a novel, in 1860; 
and a collection of his contributions 


in fiction to periodical literature, under 
the title of “ Family Credit, and other 
Tales,” in 1861. 

MARTIN, Sir James Ranald, C.B.,. 
Inspector-General of Army Hospitals, 
son of the Rev. Donald Martin, 
bom in tho Isle of Skye about 1800, 
entered the medical staff of the 
Bengal army in 1818, in which he 
held sovcml appointments, both me- 
dical and civil, and served, in the first 
Burmese war. Rcturaing home in 
1841, he became a Sanitary Commis- 
sioner in England, and was appointed 
to servo on sovc^ral Commissions 
to iiu^uire into tho health of the 
army. Ho holds the post of Examin- 
ing Physicinn to the Socretaiy of 
State for India, received tho honour 
of knighthood, and was made a Com- 
panion of the Bath, civil division, in 
1800. Sir James is the author of 
“ A Trontiso on tho Inflnonco of Tro- 
pical Climates on European Constitu- 
tions,” published in 1855. 

MARTIN, Robert Montgomery, 
F.H.A.S., bom early in the century, 
is a member of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal. He compiled “ Tho Colonics 
of tho British Empire,” published in 
183-1-8, under the patronage of tho 
Colonial Office and tho East-lndia 
Company, from documents belonging 
to those bodios ; “ Tho British Colo- 
nial Library,” in 1836-7 ; “ The His- 
tory, Antiquities, Topography, and 
Statistics of Eastern ludia,”^in 1838 ; 
“ British Possessions in Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and Australia, connected with 
England by Steam,” and “ China, 
Political, Commercial, and Social,” in 
1847; “The Hudson’s Bay Territories, 
and Vanconveris Island, with on Ex- 
position of the Chartered Rights, 
Conduct, and Policy of tho Hudson’s 
Bay Corporation,” and “Ireland be- 
fore and after the Union,” in 1848 ; 
“ Tho Indian Empire, its Histoiy, To- 
pogi’aphy, Geology, Guvomment, Fi- 
nance, and Commerce ; with a fhll 
Account of tho Mutiny of the Bengal 
Army,” in 1858-61 ; and “ Progress 
and Present State of British India,” 
in 1862. He edited the Colonial 
Magazine for some time. 
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MARTIN, Sir Sahijel, ono of the 
Barons of tho Exchequer, sou of the 
late Samuel Martin, of Galmoro, Lon- 
donderry, bom in 1801, was educated 
at Trinity Oollege, Dublin, entered at 
Gray’s Inn in 1821, and afterwards 
at tiie Middle Tempio ; practising at 
first as a special pleader. After hav- 
ing been called to the Bar by tho 
latter society in 1830, ho wont tho 
Northern Circuit, and gained reputa- 
tion in Liverpool and other towns 
by tho ability ho exhibited in tho 
conduct of casos. Ho married a 
daughter of Sir Frederick Pollock, 
the Lord Chief Baron, in 1843, was 
made Q.C., and at the general olectioii 
in Aug., 1847, was elected, on Liberal 
principles, one of tho membem for 
Pontefract, which he represented till 
1850, when he was appointed a Baron 
of the Exchequer, and shortly aftcr% 
wards knighted. 

MARTIN, Tiieodoue, son of tho 
late James Martin, Esq., of Edinburgh, 
born there in 181G, was educated at 
1.ho High School, and, after practising 
as a solicitor for sovoral y(?ars, ro- 
inovod, ill 1840, to London, whore ho 
established himself as one of the lead- 
ing parliamentary agents and Scotch 
solicitors. Ho lirat bccamokuown os an 
anther by his contributions to various 
periodicals, under the signature ** Bon 
ilanltier,” and in conjunction with 
tho late Professor Aytoiiu, produced 
the “Book of Ballads” which bears 
that name, and a volume or Transla- 
tions of tho “Poems and Ballads of 
Goethe,” pnhlishod in 1858. Ho pre- 
pared a translation of the Danish poet 
Henrik Harts’s fine play “ King Rene’s 
Daughter,” which has been produced 
on the stage .with great cfl’ect, and 
■Ilia foauBlations of Oehlenschhigcr’s 
dramas ” Correggio” and “ Aladdin,” 
pnbHahed in 1854 and 1857, have ren- 
these masterpieces of the Danish 
poet’s genins familiar to a larger circle 
of English readers. His metrical 
translation of the Odes of Horace, 
with notes; appeared in 18G0, and was 
immediately i^ublished in the United 
.States ; his translation of Catnilns in 
1861; a roLwate of miscellaneons 


poems, and translations froin Qoethe, 
Scliiller, and Uhlaud, printed for pri- 
vate circulation ; and a translation of 
tho “ Vita Nuova ” of Dante in 1862, 
and of Goethe’s “ Faust ” He is mar- 
ried to Miss Helen Faucit ((/.v.)* 

MARTIN BERNARD. {See Ber- 
NAWD, A. M.) 

MARTIN BAU, Haruiet, the sixth 
of eight children, was born at Nor- 
wich, June 12, 1802. Tlie founder of 
the family, driven from his country by 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, 
settled in Norwich as a surgeon. The 
profession was liandod down' through 
many generations till it dc.scendcd to 
Miss Martineau’s uncle, perhaps the 
moat ciuiiient provincial surgeon of 
his day. He gave his nieces ilie best 
education which tho district could 
aiford, and from an early ago Miss 
Martincau resolved to make her- 
self independent by literary exertion. 
Her “ Devotional Exei'ciscs for tho Use 
of Young Persons,” appeared in 1823, 
from which time tho series of her writ- 
ings proi^cedcd, with little intormis- 
fiiou, until severe illness necessarily 
interrupted her labours. ” Christmas 
Day,” a talc, appeared in 1824; a 
RCiiiiel to it called “ Tho Friend,” in 
1825 ; “ Principle and Practice,” and 
“ The Rioters,” in 1826 ; followed by 
“ Mary Campbell “ Tho Turn Out;” 
a “ Sequel to Principle and Practice; ” 
a serie s of tracts, and a tale called 
" My Servant Rachel ;” in all of which 
the writer evinced her strung sym- 
pathy with tho lower classes of society. 
Ever since 1831, in the epura'o of 
which year Miss Martincau brought 
out her “Traditions of Palestine,” 
she seems to have ado]>tod a more 
elevated tone in her writings. About 
this tiino she prodneed three prizo 
essays, published by the Association 
of Unitarian Dissenters, to which she 
belonged, viz., “The Faith as Unfolded 
by Many Prophets,” “ Providence as 
maAifested through Israel,” and “ Tho . 
Essential Faith of the Universal 
Church,” and a tale entitled “Five 
Years of Touch.” For about three 
years she laboured at a plan under 
the designation of “Illustrations of 
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Political Boonomy.’* The first of these 
tales bore the title “The Rioters/* and 
the “ Turn-Out ; ’* and the writer was 
CTcntually lod to the composition of a 
scries of twenty-four stories, which 
became remarkably popular, and has 
b(?en "translated into most European 
lan^agcs. The Illustrations of 
Taxation,” and ” Poor Laws and 
Paupers,” which succeeded, consisted, 
the former of six tales, the latter of 
four, written on a similar plan. In 
1834 Miss Martincau visited the United 
States, where her writings hod secured 
for her many friends and admirers. 
In her “ Society in America/* pub- 
lished in 1837, she discusses the 
politics, domestic economy, civiliza- 
tion, and religion of the United States. 
A “ Retrospect of Western Travel,** 
which appeared in 1838, comprised 
the personal experiences of a tour, 
including portraitures of Ti'ansatlantic 
celebrities. Shortly afterwards Miss 
Martincau contributed to “ Knight*s 
Scries ** a little volume, “ How to 
Observe/* and compiled three guides 
to service, entitled “ The Maid-of-all- 
Work,** “ The Housemaid,** “ The 
Lady’s Maid,** and a fourth “ Tho 
Dressmaker.** Her first novel, “Deer- 
brook,** published in 1839, was the 
most popular of her works of fiction ; 
“TIio Hour and the Man,** which 
followed in 1810, had for its hero 
Toussaint rOuvorture, and passed 
through thi'co editions. Before this 
time her health had become seriously 
impaired, and after completing a 
series of tales for Children, entitled 
“Tho Playfellow/* which included 
“ The Settlers at Homo,’* “ Tho Pea- 
sant and tho Prince,** “ Feats on tho 
Fiord,” and “ The Crofton Boys/* she 
was compelled to restrain her great 
mental oxcitions. The offer of a 
pension, previously proposed by 6o- 
v'cniment, was repeated by Lord 
Melbourne, but once more declined 
by Miss Martineau, from the feeling 
that she could not conscientiously 
share in the proceeds of a system of 
taxation which had been reprobated 
in her works. Her long illness, from ! 
1839 till 1844, was fruitful in ox- j 


perienoe to herself and benefit to her 
fellow-creatures, as shown in a volume 
entitled “ Life in the Sick-Room/* 
published in 1843. On rocovoriug she 
produced lier “ Forest and Game Law 
Tales,” three volumes of graphic 
stories, bearing on the character and 
social effects of these laws in ancient 
and modern times. “ Tho Billow and 
the Rock *’ appeared before her ex- 
pedition, in 1846, to tbo East, of 
which she reoordod her impressions 
in “ Eastern Life, Past and Present,’* 
published in 18-1-8. A volume of 
“Letters” exchanged between her- 
self and her friend, Mr. 11. G. Atkin- 
son, a philosophical student, “ On.thC 
Laws of Man’s Xaturo and Develop- 
ment,” appeared in 1851, and in her 
share in this work she disclosed that 
advance towai'da the principles of 
positive pliilosophy which was finally 
Announced in 1853, by tho issue, 
of a condensed version of Comte’s 
“ Positive Philosoph}’-.** WJiilst pre- 
paring these philosophical works, she 
was engaged in writing her “His- 
tory of England during the Thirty 
Years* Peace,” wliioU has been very 
generally approved for its vigour and 
impartiality. Ono of her most popu- 
lar works, “Household Education,” 
first appeared in tho People* s Journal, 
and her “Complete Guide to the 
Lakes ” was published in 1854. It 
is, however, in loading articles for the 
Daily News, and in short social 
sketches in Once a Wcele, that Miss 
Martineau’s pen has been most busily 
employed of late years. Amongst 
numerous pamphlets, written during 
tho last few years, the following may 
be mentioned The Factory Con- 
troversy: a Warning against Med- 
dling Legislation,” published in 1855; 
“Corporate Tradition and National 
Rights; Local Dues on Shipping,” 
in 1857; and “ Endowed Schools in 
Ireland,” in 1859. She has written 
a work entitled “ British India,” pnb- 
lished in 1851 ; “ England and her' 
Soldiers,” a / woric pn army reform, 
in 1859; “Health, Husbandry, and 
Handicraft,” in 1861; and a collec- 
tion of her contributions to Once a 
2 o 
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WeeU and other serial publications. 
The state of Miss Martinean’s health 
compelled her to close her literary 
career in April, 1865. 

MARTINEAU, The Rev. James, 
youngoi' brother of Miss Martineau, 
bom in 1805, having at an early age 
become the pastor of Protestant Dis- 
senting congregations in Dublin and 
Liverpool, was appointed Pnjfcssor of 
Mental and Moral Philosopliy in New 
College, Manchester, founded in 1786 
for tho promotion of university learn- 
ing without test or subscription. In 
1857 ho followed this college to Lon- 
don, where in 1859 ho became one 
of the pastors of the Unitarian Chapel 
in Little Portland Street. He has 
written “ Tho Rationale of Religious 
Enquiry,” published in 18'i5 ; “ En- 
deavours after the Christian Life,” 
“Studies of Christianity,” in 1858; 
“Essays, Philosephical and Theolo- 
gical,” in 1866 ; Ac., and has been a 
constant contribiltor to tho National 
fleiriew, of which ho was ono of the 
founders. 

M A 11 T I U 8, Kakl Fredkkick 
P iULir Von, naturalist and tiuvellor, 
bom in 179*1*, at Erlangen (Bavaria), 

< whero ho studied medicine, and took 
his degree as doctor, was a member 
of the learned body which took part 
in the Austrian and Bavarian expedi- 
tion to the Brazils in 1817-1820. 
Though specially charged with the 
botanical part of tho expedition, ho 
occupied himself with tho ethno- 
graphy, statistics, and geography of 
tho countries travei'Sed, and on his 
return was made Professor of Bo- 
tany and Director of tli.- (Sardeu of 
Plants of Mnnich. Since 1842 he has 
been Secrctoiy of tho Mathematical 
and Physical Section of tho Academy 
of Scienoe's and President of the Bo- 
tanionl Society of Ratisbon. He has 
compiled a great number of works in 
natural aoience, among others, “Flora 
.Ciyptogamica Erlangcnsis,” published 
in lW7s “Voyages an Breail,” in 
1824-81, written jointly with Spix, 
his travelling companion; “leones 
Plantarnm Cryptogamicamm,” in 
1838-34; and his monograph, “ Ge- 


nera ct Species Palmarum,” in 
1823-45. 

MARY-ADELAIDE (Peikcess), 
WiLHELMiNA Elizaueth, daughter of 
tho late duke of Cambridge, born Nov. 
27, 1833, was married nt Kow, June 
12, 1866, to H.R.n. Francis iPaul 
Charles Louis Alexander, Prince do 
Teck, G.C.B., &o. 

MASKELL, WiJiUam, M.A., only 
son of tho late AVilliam Maskell, Esq., 
of Bath, bora in 1814, and cdacatcd 
at University College, Oxford, where 
Jio graduated B.A. in 1836^ and M.A. 
in 1838, took orders in 1837, and was 
instituted to the rectory of Corscomhe, 
Dorset (of which ho was patron), in 
1842, resigning it in 1846. lie was 
appointed Chaplain to tho Bishop of 
Exeter, and instituted to tho Vicarago 
of Bt. Mary Church, Devon (in tho 
patronage of tho Dean and Chapter 
of Exeter), in 1847. Tho “Gorham 
Case,” ill which Mr. Maskell had taken 
an active and pi*omincnt part, as 
Chaplain of the Bishop of Exeter, was 
dccidoil by the Judicial Committee of 
the Pri\y Council early in 3850, and 
in Juno Mr. Maskell resigned his pre- 
ferments, and was received into the 
Roman Catholic Church. This step, 
however, was not taken until after a 
long and interesting correspoiidcneo 
with the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Mr. Maskell lias written “Tho Ancient 
Liturgy of tho Church of England,” 
publiRhcd in 18'I4; “Tho History of 
the IMartiii Marprelate Controversy,” 
ill 18-15 ; “ Mouumenta Ritualia Eccle- 
siro Anglicanai,” in 184*6“7 ; “ A Dis- 
sertatii on Holy Baptism,” and “An 
Inquiry into tho Doctrino of the 
Churoh of England, upon Absolution ” 
in 1818 ; “ Sermons at St. Mary's 
Ohuroh, Devon, in 1849 ; iho " First ” 
and “ Second Letters on the Position 
of tho High-Church Party in tho 
Church of England,” in 1850; and “A 
Letter to Dr. Posey on his Practice of 
Receiving Confessions.” His fine col- 
lection of English Rituals and Service 
Books was, in 1847, disposed of to the 
trnstees of the British Museum who 
purchased his collection of ancient 
and medimval carvings in ivory, in 
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1858. He )ias written numerous 
articles for reviews and periodicals. 

MASON, James Mukkay, the ac- 
credited Commissioner of the Confe- 
derate States of North America, whose 
seizure on board the Trent by Capt. 
Wilkes nearly gave rise to a war be- 
tween this country and the United 
States, was born in Fairfax county, 
Virginia, in 1797 ; and is the lineal 
descendant of an English cavalier, 
who, escaping from the fatal field of 
Worcester, sold his English property 
and purchased a plantation in Vir- 
ginia, where his descendants have 
since lived and thriven. He gradu- 
ated at Philadelphia University, in 
1813, obtained a licence to practise as 
a lawyer in 1820, was elected to the 
A^irginia House of Delegates in 1826, | 
and became Member of Congress in | 
1837, but only served one term. In 
1816 ho was elected to the U. S. 
Senate, tif which lie was a member 
for fourteen years, having been thrice 
I’e-elcoted, was chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the Senate on Foreign llc- 
.latioiis, when the Secession of the 
South took place, in the spring of 
1861, and resigned his scat to take 
part with the Confodcrutos. Having 
been appointed one of the Commis- 
sioners from tlie Confederate (Jovorn- 
meiit to England, ho sailed from 
Charlestown with Mr. Slidell, his 
fcllow-Cominissioner, Oct. 12, 1801, 
arrived at Havana Oct. 21, and 
embarked on board the Iloyal Mail 
stcarnor Trent, They were captured 
Nov. 8 by Capt. Wilkes, of the Sdn 
JncintOy iji the Bahama Clianocl, in 
defiance of the indignant p>*otest of 
the captain of tho British vessel 
against so gross an infraction of inter- 
national law. The unwarrantable 
conduct of Capt. Wilkes called forth 
tho enthusiastic applause of Ids 
countrymen. Mr. AVelles, Secretary 
of Navy, wrote him a letter of thanks, 
.and Messrs. Mason and Slidell , were 
sent to Fort Warren os prisoners of 
war. Tho news of this insult to the 
British flag caused great excitement 
in this country, but the firm conduct . 
of Lord Palmerston, suppoi*ted by ' 


the strongly expi*CBBed opinions of tho 
principal European Governmonts^pro- 
dneed a salntaiy effect upon Mr. 
Seward, the Federal Foreign Secre- 
tary. After the popular feeling in 
the Noi*th had been allowed to exhaust 
itself in angry talk, tlie Commissioners 
were surrendered to Lord Lyons, Jan. 
2, 1862. A fortnight afterwards they 
niTived in England, but were not 
received officially by the Goveniment. 
Messrs. Mason and Slidell resided for 
some time in Pans, whoi'e their re- 
ception by tho French Emperor is 
understood to liavo been very irioudl 3 ^ 
M ASS^, Felix-Mab IK- V ictob, com - 
poser, bom at Lorieut Jllarch 7, 1822, 
studied at the Conscrvatoii’c of Paris, 
and carried off tho principal prize 
fur musical composition in 18-1J-. Upon 
his return from Homo ho composed 
various romances o^d melodies, and 
in 1852 a comic opera in one act, 
eutitlocl ** La Chantcuse Voiloo,” which 
was Biicccssful. Amongst his later 
compositions, which have nearly al- 
ways met with a favourable reception, 
may be mentioned, ** Lcs Noecs do 
Jeannette,” in 1853; “ Galatheo,” in. 
185-^, accounted one of his best 
works ; Miss Fauvetto,” in 1855 ; 
“ Les Saisons,” in 1856 ; “ La Itcino 
Topazo,” in 1856; “La Fco Cara- 
boase,” in 1859 ; and “ Lc Dernier 
Couplet,” in 1801. M. Masse, who is 
chief of tho choir of the opera, is 
decorated with the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, and in 1803 received a 
pension. 

MASSEY, Gerald, poet, bom at 
Tring, in Hertfordshire, May 29, 
1828, of very poor parents, in early 
youth was employed in a silk-mill, 
and afterwards became astrawplaiter. 
Ho received a scanty education at the 
British and National Schools. The 
Bible, “ Kobinson Crasoe,” the “ Pil- 
grim’s Progress,” and “ Greek and 
Roman History,” constituted his chief 
roading whilst at home. At the 
age of fifteen be repaired to London, 
became an. errand-boy, and spent 
some years in trade before he began 
to gain his living by writing. A 
volume entitled ^ Poems and Chnn- 
2 o 2 
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boub/’ pnbliBhod at Tring about 18i>6, 
WEB hiB first 'work, and in 1.848 he 
edited a paper called the Spirit of 
Freed^om, and in 1849 published 
“VoicoB of Freedom and Lyrics of 
Love/’ characterized by Mr. Kingsley 
iu Frcaer^sMa/fazinc as fall of whole- 
some fire, and the promise of better 
things hereafter.” TJie same year he 
became one of tho secretaries to the 
Christian Socialists, who, headed by 
tho Rev. Mr. Mniirice, were tiying to 
promote co-opci ation amongst tho 
working-classes. He wrote “ The 
Ballad of Babe Crystabol, and other 
Poems,” published in 1855 ; “ Craig- 
crook Castle, and other Poems,” in 
1856; and “Havelock’s March and 
other Poems,” in 1861. Mr. Massey, 
who has recently published a prose 
work, entitled “ Shakesj)caro's Son- 
nets and his Private Friends,” re- 
ceived a pension on tho civil list in 
1863, and resides in a rustic cottage 
given him by Lord Brownlow in one 
of tho must cliarming parts of Ins 
nativo county. Ho contributes to 
various periodicals, and lectures on 
literary and other subjects. 

MASSEY, The Right Hon. Wil- 
liam Natii.vnieIi, descoTidod from the 
family of tho late Lord Olariiia, born 
about 181.0, was admitted to the bar 
in 184-4, and went tho Western Cir- 
cuit. In July, 1852, ho was elected 
to tho House of Commons as ono of 
tho moiiibors iu the Liberal interest 
for Newport, Isle of Wight; at the 
general oleotions in March, 1857, and 
in April, 1859, was returned for Sal- 
ford, from the represenintion of which 
ho retired on becoming Finance Minis- 
ter for India, in Feb., 1805. Havingbeeu 
recorder for Plymouth in Aug., 1855, 
ho was appointed Under-Secrctnry of 
State for tlio Homo Department in 
Lord Palmerston’s first administra- 
tion, from which ho retired upon the 
return of the Derby ministiy to power, 
m I'eb.i 1858. In 1860 ho spoke 
agmnst Lord John .RusseU’s Reform 
Bi{l> became Chairman of tho Com- 
mittoe of Ways and Means, and De- 
puty-Speaker in the House of Com- 
mons, and on being appointed Finance 


Minister in India, in succession to Sir 
C. Trevelyan, in Feb., 1865, was sworn 
a member of tho Privy Council. Ho 
has wi-itten “ Common Sense versus 
Common Law,” published in 1850, and 
“ A History of England during tho 
Reign of George HI.,” of which four 
volumes appeared between 1855 and 

1863. 

MASSINGBERD, The Rkv. 
FjiANCis Charles, M.A., a member of 
an old LiTicolnshire family, born abont 
1800, was educated at Magdalen Col- 
lege, Oxford, whero ho graduated im 
honours in 1822. Ho has held the 
family living of South Ormsby siiico 
1825, became a Prebendary of Lincoln 
in 1847, and was appointed Chancellor 
of that cathedral in 1862. He has 
exerted himself in tho cause of the 
revival of tho active powers of tho 
Convocation of the Church of England, 
and has written “ History of tho 
English Reformation,” of which the 
third edition was published in 1857; 
“ Law of the Cliurch and State,” in 
1857; “Prayer for Unity,” in 1861 ; 
“ Lociui’cs on tho Prayer-Book, Lent, 

1864, ” iul864*, and several Lottors, 
Pamphlets, &c., on religious questions 
of tlio cl.-iy. 

MASSON, D.vvio, Professor of 
Rhctt>no and English Literature in the 
Univorsity of Edinburgh, boni Dec. 2, 
1822, in Aberdeen, and educated at 
Mai’Mclial College iu that city, and at 
tho Tniversity of Edinburgh, com- 
menced his literary career at tho ago 
of nineteen, as editor of a Scottish 
proviiicnal newspaper, and repairing,, 
in 18 4i-, to London, whore he remained 
alx)ut a year, conti'ibuted to iVoser’s 
Miuiazine, and other piTiodicals. Ho 
established himself iu Edinburgh for 
twoorthi'oe yoaiUyas a writer for perio- 
dical piiblicatiouH, besides having spe- 
cial engagoraenta with the Messiu. 
Chambers, returning to London in 
1847, where he resided for eighteen 
years, and was appointed to the chair 
of English Language and Literature at 
University College, London, on the ra- 
Bignatiou o£ the late Professor Clough 
in 1852, and retired from this post in 
Oct., 1865, having been appointed 
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Professor of Khetorio and English 
Tiitoratnre in tho Univeraity of Edin- 
burgh. Ho contributed numerous 
articles to tho Quarto'ly, National, 
Jiriiiith Qutarterly, and North Bntish 
Rtrvmvii, to the KT^jchpeedia Britan^ 
nica, and the Knyhsh Cyclopaedia, and 
in 1859 became editor of Macmillan^s 
Magazine, which ho still conducts, and 
to* which ho has lai’gely contributed. 
His paxtei'S on Carlyle’s “ Latter-Day 
Pamphlets,” Dickens and Thackeray, 
“ Kabelais, Literature and the Labour 
Question,” ** Pre-Uaphaelism in Ai*t 
and Literature,” “ Theories of Poe- 
try** “ Shakespeare and Goethe,” 
“ IJiigh Miller,” and “ Do Qniiicey 
and Prose- writing,” are the best 
known. His “Essays, Biogiaphical 
and Critical : chieily oil English 
Poets,” aiipearod in 1856; “Life of 
John Milton, narrated in connection 
with the Political, Ecclesiastical, and 
Literary 11 istory of his Time,” volume 
I. in 1858 j “British Novelists and 
tlieir Styles : a Critical Sketch of the 
Ifistory of British Pi-ose Fiction,” in 
1859; and “llecont British Philo- 
sophy : a Review with Criticism, 
including some Remarks on Mr. MiU’s 
Answer to Sir W. Hamilton,” being 
an explanation of some Icctnrcs deli- 
vered at tho Royal Institution of 
Great Britain in 1865. 

MATHESON, Siii James, Bart., 
M.P., F.R.S., second son of Donald 
Matheson, Esq. (Chief of tho Clan 
Matheson, in Siithorlandshire), born 
in 1796, having been educated at the 
High School and University of Edin- 
burgh, embarked in commercial pur- 
suits, and was for many years a 
paiiiner in tho firm of Jardiue, Mathe- 
son, & Co., merchants in Canton. In 
March, 1843, ho was returned to the 
House of Commons as member in the 
Liberal interest for Ashburton, which 
borough ho continued to represent 
nntil Aug., 1847, when he waa elected 
for tho counties of Ross and Cro- 
marty. He was raised to a Baronetcy 
in 1850 as a mark of Royal approval 
of his noble benevolence and untiring 
efforts in alleviating the sufferings of 
the inhabitants of the island of Lewes 


at tho period of the famine. Sir 
James, who is a member of the Board 
of Trustees for Manufactories and of 
the Fishery Board in Scotland, was 
for several years Chairman of tlio 
Poniiisular and Oriental Steam Packet 
Company. Wlien at Bombay in tho 
course of his homeward voyage from 
China, in 1842, ho was presented by 
the native merchants with a service 
of plate of the value of £1,500, in 
acknowledgment of his exertions in 
promoting British commerce in China 
during tho first war with that empire. 
Ho is lo]*d-licutonant of R-oss-shiro, 
and Vice-President of the Caledonian 
As^'lum, London. 

M A T H E W S, Charles James, 
comedian, son of tho Into Mr. Charles 
Mathews, was born in Dec., 1803. 
Though his parents wished to bring 
him up for the Church, he was ar- 
ticled to an architect. Ho possessed 
considerable artistic ability, in 1835 
exhibited a picture at Somerset House, 
and accompanied tho earl and countess 
of Blossington and Count d’Orsay to 
Italy, where ho made many sketches. 
Tho ability he displayed in private 
theatricals and other causes having 
induced him to adopt tho stage as a 
profession, ho macle his first appear- 
ance in a new farce written expressly 
for tho occasion, called the “ Old and 
Young Stager,” in which his father 
also took a part, and liis success was 
remarkable. Mr. C. Mathews married, 
July 18, 1838, tho late Madamo Vea- 
tris, who was liis senior by some six 
yeai's, and was at the time lessee of 
the Olympic Theatre. The joint 
management of Mr. Mathews and his 
accomplished partner was most suc- 
cessful, and tho performances at this 
little theatre wore, perhaps, the most 
popular of tho day. Having visited 
tho United States with his wife, they 
experienced a most enthusiastic re- 
ception, and on returning to England 
he became the lessee of Covont Garden 
Theatre ; a speculation which entailed 
upon liihi groat loss, and he was after- 
wards lessee of the Lycenm Theatre 
with no better result. Madame Yestris 
died in 1857, and during a tour in tho 
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ITuited States iu 1858, ho uiameil his 
secojid wife, Mrs. Davenport, au 
acconipliahod actress. Mr. Charles 
Mathq^ie has written numerous come- 
diettas and after-pieces, for the most 
part adaptations from the Fnmclt. 
His drama, “ My Wife’s Mother,” first 
performed in 1833, proved very at- 
tractive. In 18fi0 ho witlidrovv for a 
time from the stt^cOj devoting hiniaclf 
to an “ At Homo” entertaiuniout in 
the manner his fatlicr made cele- 
brated, and in which ho wns assisted 
by his wife ; and in 18(33 ho wont to 
Paris, and x»crfui*niGd at tho Theatre 
des Vai’ictes thuprinciiial clioincter in 
a Fi’cnch version, executed by himself, 
of “ Cool aa a Cucumber,” entitled 
*‘L’ Anglais Tiniido.” Tlie reception 
accorded to Mr. C. Mathows in tho 
French capitahvas au fiuttcriiig that he 
has boon induced to repeat liis visit. 
On bringing to a close tho perform- 
aiioo of the “ At Home,” ho rotnriicd 
to the stage; and, with his wife, has 
fulfilled numerous engagements at 
tlio chief metropolitan and pmviucial 
theatres. Ho is recognised ns a master 
of light and eccentric comedy. His 
most remarkable impersonation is, 
perhaps, that of Mr. Aflahlo Hawk, in 
tho ** Game of SpecnUition,” an adap- 
tation of Balzac’s '* Mercadet,” and in 
tho present state of tho English stage 
ho is an actor that could ill be spared. 

MATHIEU, CTiA\]i3K-Lo\:is, astro- 
nomer, bom at Mons Nov. 25, 1783, 
I'oceived his early education from tho 
Abbe Sigorge, repaired to Paris in 
1801, and studied under Lacroix and 
Dclombrp. In 1803 ho was admitted 
to tho Eoole Fo1ytechni(]ao, iu 1805 
into that of tho Fonts (}t Chaussees, 
and shortly after was appointed Secre- 
tary to the Bureau des Longitudes and 
assistant to M. Biot, wiiom ho accom- 
panied to tho coasts of tho Mcditcr- 
rsmeaii. in- order to can^ out some 
expenisfents relating to tho pendulum. 
Upon h^ return he was attached as 
Asbre^mer to tho Observatoiy and 
the ^rean des Longitudes, wtis after- 
wards appointed Assistant-Professor 
of Astronomy at the College de Franco ; 
in 1809 apd 1812 gained the astrono- 


mical prize founded by Lalande ; and 
in 1817 was elected a member of tho 
Academy of Sciences in place of M. 
Meissier. He held tho appointment 
of Examiner at tho Ecolo Polytech- 
uiepjo until 1863 yrhen ho resigned. 
M. Matliieu was appointed a member 
of the Bureau des Longitudes March 
2(3, 1802; was decorated with tho 
i Cross of tho Legion of Honour in 
I 1829, promoted to tho grade of Officer 
of that Order in 1855, and Commander 
Ang. 1 J, 1863. In 1831 M. Mathieu, 
who had married the sister of M. 
Fraiiyois Ai*ago, engaged with his 
bii>tlier-in-law in politics, and was 
elected Deputy by tho College ol 
Ma(;ou. In tho ChambcT he sat with 
the extreme ” Left,” and presented to 
that Assornbi}’’ somo valiiublo reports 
reluliiig to a decimal system of weights 
and measures. After tlie revolution 
of Feb., 18*18, he was sent to tho Oun- 
stituciit Assembly by tho doctors of 
Sat>uc-ct- Loire, and, not being re- 
elected, hcilov(»tccl himself to Bcicniific 
stiidicH. Ho edited Dolambre’s “L’His- 
toiro do l’Asironomu» dti XVHI. siii- 
cle,” to which ho added an historical 
preface and an analytical table, and 
lias contributed to numerous scjentific 
piibliontions. 

M A T H I E U, Cardinal Jacquks- 
MAUiK-Ai'UiiiiN-CicsAiaK, prelate and 
senator, bora at Paris Jan. 20, 1796, 
studied law, and went to Landes to 
inatiago tho atfairs of M. Montmo- 
nmey, who opened to him liis career 
of cccdcsiastical dignities. Having 
studied at the Bcniinary of Saint- 
Siilpice ho was oi'daincd i)ricst, and 
ill l8::o became secretary to the bishop 
of Evrcnx, and shortly after one of ttio 
grand -vicars of M. de Quelen at Paris. 
In 1833, after being cure of a pariah 
in Paris, ho was appointed bishop of 
Langres, and was promoted to tho 
Archbishopric of Besan^on Jnno 11, 
1831. A member of the Senato by 
virtue of being a cardinal, ho has 
taken an important part in its discus- 
cussions. In Jan., 1865, pixmeedizigs 
were token against him by tho Council 
of State for having read, in spite of 
tho interdiction of the Government^ 
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the Encyclical of the Pope of Dec. S, 
1864, and the abuse which he had 
committed was condemned by decree, 
Pcb. 8, 1865. M. Mathicu, appointed 
a cai*dinal Sep. 30, 1850, was pro- 
moted to the rank of Commander of 
the Legion of Honour June 16, 1856. 
In addition to his “ Mandemeiits,** 
and other works, lie has written “ Un 
Mot Bur la Brochure, Pape ct Em- 
pereur, do M. Cayla,” published in 
I860; La Cause Italioniic et le Pere 
Paasaglia,” in 1861 ; and “ Lo Pou- 
voir Temporel dca Papes justilie par 
VHistoiro,** in 1863. 

M ATHI LDE (P w i s c ess) , M ati n l n k- 

L/ETITIA - WlLUELMlNB BONAI'AIITK, 
ilanghter of the ex-King Jerome and 
Princess Catlioi'ino of Wurtemborg, 
and cousin to Napoleon III., was born 
at Trieste, May 27, 1820, and married 
at Plonaicc, Oct. 10, 1811, to the lius- 
aiaii Prince Anatole Deinidoff. This 
iiiiion was not hap^iy, and in 1845 they 
sepai'atod by inntiial consent, her 
husband being compelled by Iho Cxnr 
to allow the princess an annuity of 
200,000 roubles. Prom 1849 till tho 
inHiriago of Napoleon 111. she did tho 
lioiioiu's at tho palace of tho Presi- 
dent, t^nd on tho ro-cstablishnient of 
tho empire was comprised amongst 
the members of the imperial family 
of Prance, and received the title of 
Highness. The princess, who was a 
pupil of M. Giraud, is an accomplished 
artist, and has exhibited some of her 
pictures upon several occaaious at tho 
Salon do Pcinturo. She obtained ho- 
nourable mcntioii in 1861. 

MAURICE, The Rev. John Fhe- 
DEKiCK Denison, son of a Unitarian 
minister, born about 1805, entered 
Trinity College, Cambridge, at an 
early age. John Sterling became 
a member about tho same time, and 
tliey migrated together to the smaller 
college of Trinity Hall, living on terms 
of the most intimate friendship ; and 
being, in after-life, connected by mar- 
rying two sisters. John Sterling often 
declared that ho owed moro to his 
friend than to any other man except 
Coleridge. Not being able to subscribe 
to tho Thirty-nine Articles, Mr. Man- , 


rice could not expect to obtain a Fel- 
lowship, and ho loft Cambridge before 
going up for his degree, but after- 
wards became a member of th^hurcli 
of England, and entered his name on 
the books of Exeter College, Oxford, 
where ho took his B.A. degi'eo in 
1831. He was appointed Chaplain 
and Reader nt Lincoln* s-Inn, and be- 
came a Theological Pri)fessur in King’s 
College, London, in 1846, retired from 
tho latter u few years ago, in conse- 
quence of an outciy against his reli- 
gious opinions as to the eternity of 
future punishment, and is incumbent 
of St. Peter’s Chapel, Vere Street, Maiy'- 
Icbone. Between ;tho interval of leav- 
ing Cambridge and visiting Oxford, 
he was fur a short period editor of tho 
AtJieuiiumy and about the time that 
ho took his degree lie wrote a novel 
called “Eustace Conway.** His ef- 
forts, in connection with the Rev. 
Charles Kingsley and others, towards 
assisting the education of working 
inoD, nro well known. Ho lias written 
many volumes of Lectures, Sermons, 
Theological Essays, together with 
other works; tho more important of 
his labours being “ Learning and 
AVorking,** six loeturos, published in 
1855 ; and “ Tho Religion of Rome,** 
four lectures, delivered in 1854 at tho 
Philosophical Institution of Edin- 
burgh. His volumes of Sermons, his 
treatises on Philosophy, and his Lec- 
turers have been widely circulated. 
“ What is Revelation ?*' appeared in 
1859^ “ AVhat is Revelation H Se- 
quel to,” in 1860 ; “ Lectures on tho 
Apocalypse, or Book of Revelation,” 
in 1861 ; “ Claims of the Bible and of 
Science,” in 1862 ; “ Gospel of the 
Kingdom of Heaven : Lectures on St. 
Luke,” in 1864 ; “ Conflict of Good and 
Evil in our Day,” in 1865 ; and ** Tho 
Commandments as Instruments of 
National ^Reform,” in 1866. Ho was 
elected Professor of Moral Philosophy 
in the University of Cambridge in 
Oct., 1866, and received the honorary 
degree of M. A. March 28, 1867. 

MAURITIUS (Bishop of). The 
Right Rev. Vincent W. Ryan, D.D., 
son of the late John Ryan, Esq., an 
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officer of a regiment of the lino, bom 
about 1816, \va8 educated at Magda- 
len Hall,. Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. 1840. llaving held a small 
enre in one of the Channel Tslands, 
he became snccessivoly head of the 
Liverpool Institution, Principal of 
the Training College at ILighbuiy, 
and, in 1854, bishop of tho newly- 
founded BOO of tho Mauritius, which 
includes that island and its dependeti- 
oies. 

MAURY, Maitiiew F., astronomer 
and hydrographer, son of Richard 
Maury, was bom iji Spottsylvauia, 
Virginia, Jan. 14, 1806. His parents, 
who removed to Tennessee when he 
was three or four years of ago, being 
in niodcrato circumstances, could only 
give their children, of whom they had 
nine, a plain education. In 1825 
Mattliew became a midshipman, and 
was appointed to the linmdymnc, then 
fitting out in Washington to convoy 
Gen. Lafayetto to France. Returning 
in that vessel to tho United States, 
in the spring of 1826, lio again sailed 
in her to the Pacific, whore ho joined 
the VinceimcH sloop, and having cir- 
oumnavigatod tho globe, returned to 
Ills native land, after an absence of 
about four years. After passing hia 
examination, ho was ordcnMl to the 
Pacific stsxt ion as master of tho FaU 
mouth. Ho commenced hia work on 
navigation whilst serving in tho Tin- 
cennes, and completed it in tho frigate 
Potomac ; to which he was ordered as 
acting lieutenant when the Falmouth 
was about to return to the xfnited 
States. On his arrival in tho United 
States he was regularly pi'omoted to 
a lieutenancy, and received tho ap- 
pointmet^.pf Astronomer to the 
South -Sdl^lj^ploiitig Expedition, under 
Gbmmaiialtr T. Ap-Catosby Jones; 
on whose ' x'otiremeiit from tho com- 
mand of the expedition, Lieut. Maury 
withdtdvr^and was put in charge of 
i&e' dep^. of charts and instrumeuts, 
wluo^ luiM se^ed as a nucleus for the 
Olbserv^ and Hydro- 
Office of the United States, of 
both' of Whicib he became thei super- 
^tendent. His iabonra in oi^nizing 


the observatory, as well as his inves- 
tigations with regard to the winds 
and currents of tho sea, are familiar to 
al 1 who take an interest in such subjects. 
In 1854 Mr. Maury visited England, 
and drew much attention to his im- 
portant inquiry into the ocean cur- 
rents, local winds, Ac., in illustration 
of which he published a work entitled 
“ Tho Physical Geography of the 
Sea,” with c1iai*ts and diagrams, 
which has been translated into several 
languages. The king of Prussia pre- 
6(3nted to Captain Maury tho gold 
medal for these investigations, accom- 
panied with one of the gold medals 
struck in honour of the publication 
of riumboldt's “ Cosmos ; ” and the 
emperor of Austria presented him with 
the large gold medal of tho Arts and 
Sciences, “ as a recompense for bis 
long and useful labours.” Upon the 
outbreak of tlic civil war, Capt. Manry 
threw up his appointments, ahd 
joined the Confederates, whose causo 
ho warmly and ably vindicated in 
the English press, as well as in that 
of the United States. 

MAXSE, CiVrr. FiucnEaicK Augus- 
tus, R.N., son of tho lato James 
Maxse, Esq., and grandson of tho lato 
carl of Berkeley, bom in 1833, was 
educated at Eton, and entci-od tho 
Royal Navy at an early age. Ho was 
naval aido-dc-camp to Lord Raglan 
in the Cnmea, and in that capacity 
was the bearer of a messngn through 
fifteen miles of tho enemy’s country, 
to the admirals at the mouth of the 
Katcha, requesting them to repair 
immodi-itely to Balaklava, and for his 
services on that occasion obtained 
promotion. 

MAXSE, LiEUT.-Cot. Henby Fitz- 
iTAUDiNGE Berkeley, son of tho 
late James Maxse, Esq., and grand- 
son of the late earl of Berkeley, bom 
in 1830, entered^ the army in 1849, 
Bei*ved as aide-de-oamp to Lord Car- 
digan in the Eastern campaign of 
1854, and was present iat the battles 
of Alma and Baiaklav^ at which ho 
was wounded, and at tho siege of Se- 
bastopol. He received the medal and 
clasps, fifth class of the Medjidie and 
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Turkish medals, and was made Go- 
vernor of Heligoland in 18G3. 

MAY, SiiiTiiouAS EBSK.1NE, E.C.B., 
constitutional wnter and historian, 
bom in 1815, and educated at Bed- 
ford School, under Dr. Brercton, en- 
tered the public service as Assistant 
Librarian of tho House of Commons 
ill 1831, was called to tho Bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1838, was api)ointed 
Examiner of Petitions for IVivato 
Bills in 181G, Taxing-Master of tho 
Houko of Goinmons in 1817, and to 
tlio Table of the House, as Clerk- 
Assistant, in 185G. His public sciwiccs 
were rewarded by tho Companionship 
of tho Bath in 18G0, and ho was pro- 
moted Kuight Commander in July, 
18G6. Sir T. E. May has written “ A 
Ti'catisc on the Ljiw, Privileges, Pro- 
ceedings, and Usages of Parliament,** 
published in 181-1<, which is acknow- 
ledged as a text-book, and has been 
translated into German and Hunga- 
rian ; a paiupldot, entitled ** llcmarks 
and Suggestions witJi a view to Faci- 
litate tho Despatch of Public Business 
in Parliament,** published in 1849; 
another pamphlet, On the Consoli- 
dation of thu Election Laws,*’ in 1850; 
and ‘‘^Constitutional Histoiy of Eng- 
land since the Accession of George HI., 
17GO-1860,” in 1861-3, which, com- 
mencing where the groat work of Hol- 
1am concluded, continues ilio liistory of 
4)ur laws and liberties to the present 
time. Tho latter work has been re- 
printed in tho United States, and 
translated into X'rencii and Gciman. 
In 1854, ho colleciod and reduced to 
writing! for the first time, the “Rules, 
Orders, and Forms of Proceeding of 
the House of Commons,’* which were 
■adopted and printed by comn iand of the 
House. He contributed to tho Penny 
Cijch^icedia numeious articles, relating 
•chiefly td political economy and histori- 
cal biography ; and has written for the 
Edinburgh Itevicw, the Law Magazine, 
and other reviews. 

MAYER, Joseph, antiquary and 
philanthropisib, born at Kewcasilo- 
under-Lyzne,'Teb. 23, 1803, settled as 
^a jeweller at Liverpool in 1822, and ‘ 
'devoted his labour and fortune to tho 


formation of that museum of art re- 
cently presented by him to that town. 
His earliest study was Greek coins, 
his collection of which was^ld to 
tho French Government i " 1844. 
Antique gems attracted his chief at- 
tention, and his skill and liberality 
rendered him fuiiions in Europe. His 
favourite design was to collect in 
Liverpool a museum of treasures of 
artistio excellence, in order to edu- 
cate students in the true principles of 
beauty. In this ho has sneoeoded, and 
his Egyptian, Abyssinian, and Etruscan 
colloctions, chosen with a due regard 
to art, ai*cj us tly famed ; and ho is equal ly 
celebrated for Jiis coJlcctiou of ivories, 
of Greek, Roman, aud modimval 
gems, and of Wodg\YOod and of Eug- 
iisli pottery. With the view of writ- 
ing “ A History of tho Rise and 
Progress of Art in England from 155D 
to tho Present Time,” he has collcotod 
between four and five thousand origi- 
nal drawings, between fifteen and 
tw'cnty thousand early engravings, 
and above fifty thousand autograph 
letters of English artists. Tho num- 
ber of scientific works for which tho 
world is indebted to Mr. Mayor’s 
generous aid is cdnsiderablo ; tlie 
“ Inventorium Scpulchralo,” the 
Anglo-Saxon Vocabularies,” and tho 
“Diploma” being tho most impor- 
tant. In 1865 he made a donation 
to tho Choshiro village where lie 
resides, of a free libraiy containing 
10,000 volumes, and he is about to 
erect an extensive building for this 
and Other public purposes. 

MAYHEW, Henky, bom in 1812, 
wras for a short timo at Westminster 
School, which ho left to go a voyago 
to Calcutta, and on hia return was 
articled to his father— a s^citor — for 
throe years. He oommOiliced his lite- 
rary career in London, bringing out, 
in conjunction with the late Mr. G. k 
Beckett, the farce of the “Wandering 
Minstrel ” at the Queen’s Theatre, 
and in 1841 was one of the promoteis 
of Punch, from which he afterwards 
withdi-ew. He has written numerona 
tales and articles in magazines, &a, 
and is best kno>m ly “ lA^on 
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Labour and the London Poor/’ a cyclo- 
paedia of information on the condition 
of the worj^ing claBsca. Among his 
other UFOrteB aro Tho Mormons, or 
Latter-Day Saints/’ published in 
3852, and “The Wonders of Science/’ 
in 1855. In conjnnotion with hia bro- 
thers Horj^o and Augustas, ho pab- 
lished a variety of fairy tales and 
farces^ and the following works of 
humorooB fiction : — “ Tho Greatest 
Plague of Life/* “ Whom to Many 
find JSow to Get Married,” “Tho 
Magic of Kindness,” “Peasant-boy 
Philosopher,” “ Tiicks of Trade,” Ac. 
Mr. Hoi*aco May how has long been 
connected with Punch, and Mr. Au- 
gustus Mayhew has written several 
talcs in maga2inc3 ; and another bro- 
ther, Edward, is a careful writer on 
tho management and -treatment of 
horses, dogs, Ac. 

MAYNE, Sill Kichaui). K.C.B., 
foiiHli son of tho late Mr. Justico 
Mayne (one of tho Judges in tho 
Court of King’s Bench, Ireland), born 
ill 1796, was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, whoro ho took the usual 
degrees. Ho was admitted ad eundem 
to College, Cambridge, and to 

tho d^i^reo of M.A. there in 1821, 
and was called to tho bar at Lincoln’s 
Inn in 1822. Ho was appointed a 
CkmimJsBionor of the Metropolitan 
Police in 1829, and for his sendees in 
tbatcApacity was creat(.*d a C.B.in 1847, 
and a K.C.B., civil division, in 1851. 

MAYO (Eakl of), ThkIIjout Hon. 
Bicuaud Southwkll Bouukk, M-P-i 
better known as Lord Nans, oldest sou 
of tho fifth earl of Mayo, born in Dub- 
lin, Feb. 21, 1822, was educated at 
Trinity College. He was Chief Sccrotary 
fov-Xrmand in Lord Derby’s first admi- 
nistration in 1852, and on that occa- 
sion was made a Privy Councillor; 
held the samo office in Lord Derby’s 
second Administration in 1858-9; 
and l^gain, with a scat in the Cabi- 
net, in liOid Derby’s third adminis- 
tration in 1866. He was returned to 
the House of Gomtnons ns ono of the 
^memben, in the Conservative interest, 
foHhe county of KildarOi in Aug., 1847 ; 

. was member for Coleraine fW>m March, . 


1852, till March, 1857, when he was 
returned one of the members for Cock- 
ermouth, which he still represents. He 
is the author of “ St. Petersburg and 
Moscow,” and succeeded his father as 
sixth earl of Mayo in the peerage of 
Ireland in Aug., 1867. 

MAYO, TiiOMAS, M.D., son of the 
lato John Mayo, Esq., M.D., horn in 
London in 1790, was educated at 
Westminster School, and at Oxford,, 
where ho became Fellow of Oriel 
College, and took tho degree of M.D.. 
in 1818. He was made fellow of the 
Iloyal College of Physicians of Lon- 
don in 1819, and President in 1856. 
Ho is physician to the Maiylobone* 
Infirmary, and a Fellow of the Iloyal 
Society, and has written “ Elements 
of tho Pathology of tho Mind/* pub- 
lished in 1838 ; “ Clinical Facts and 
Beflcctions,” in 1847 ; “ Outlines of 
Medical Proof Bevisod,” in 1860 ; and 
“ On Medical Testimony and Evidenco- 
in Cases of Lunacy, with Essays ou 
Soutuliiess of Mind,” in 1854. 

MAZZINI, JosKFH, bom June 28,, 
1808, ao Genoa, where his father was 
a medical practitioner, and a univer- 
sity professor of his science, was edu- 
cated for tlio law at tho samo univer- 
sity, and, resolving to do what he* 
could to awaken his fellow-countiymon 
to his notions of political life, esto- 
biishod tho Genoa Indicator, in which 
ho discussed questions touching tho 
futuio of Italy.. Tho Italian Govem- 
ment;^ having been much troubled by 
Carbotmrism, united in a league* 
against liberal opinions, and although 
Miizzini did not sympathize with tho 
men who formed these secret socie- 
ties, he joined tho Carbonari, for the 
reason assigned in tho following noto 
to tho last edition of his works : — “ I 
was at that time unable to found any 
association of my own ; and in the- 
Carbonari I found a body of men in 
whom — however inferior they were to- 
tho idea they represented — thought 
ond action, faitli and works, were 
identical. Here were men who, defy- 
ing alike oxcommunioation and capital 
punishment, had the persistent energy 
ever to ro-commence, and weave a 
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fresli web each time the old oae was 
broken ; aud this was enough to in- 
duce me to join my name and my 
labours to theirs.” li'or his connec- 
tion with the Carbonari, Mazzini was 
ariested, and after six months* im- 
prisonment in the fortress of Savona, 
was tried and acquitted, but con- 
demned to exile. He took up his 
abode at Marseilles, where he became 
the founder of XraG'to i'ms Jtah‘a,and con- 
ducted thejoumal of that name,duvoted 
to the cause of the unity and independ- 
ence of Italy, and a republican form 
of government. On the application 
of the Sardinian ambassador ho was 
ordered to quit the French territory. 
Fur' nearly twelve months ho suc- 
ceeded in evading the vigilance of the 
2 K}lice, and brought out his journal, 
which was easily disti-ibuted from 
Marseilles into Italy, and went to 
Switzerland for the purpose of organ- 
izing the expedition into Savoy, in 
1833, which failed through the treach- 
ery of Bamorino, to whom the mili- 
iaiy command had been given. Driven 
out of Switzerland, bo repaired to 
London in 1837, where ho supported 
himself by Lis pen, and established a 
school and a journal, called the A/jos- 
tolato popolarCf for Italian working 
men. In 1814 his name was brought 
prominently before the English pub- 
lic, in consequence of the disclosnro 
of a practice of opening the letters 
of refugees in the London post-ottico 
by the Government, at the request of 
foreign ambassadors. After the 
French Bevolution in Feb., 1848, 
Mazzini wont to Paris, to concert 
measures with the Bopnblican party 
tliere, and shortly afterwards took up 
Ids abode at Milan, where ho opposed 
the fusion of Lombardy with Pied- 
mont. He remained at Milan until 
tlie advance of the Austrians forced 
him to take refuge in the canton of 
Ticino, in Switzerland, whence, shortly 
after the expedition into thoYal d*In- 
telvi, he was again expelled. Borne 
liaving declared itself a Bepnblic, 
Mazzini was elected deputy to the 
Constituent Assembly for the town of 
Leghorn^ where he lauded, and was 


received with acolamations. After 
spending some time at Florence, in 
attempting to effect the insiem of 
Tuscany and Borne, ho repsilrod to 
Borne, and from that moment became 
the leading spirit of the Boman Bc- 
public, having been, with Armelli 
aud Safii, appointed; 'Marph SOj, 1849, 
a Triumvir, and i^CivCd^with liis 
colleagues the full of the 

young state. He oi^g^ized an army 
of 50,000 men, cast cannon, and pro- 
pared in every way to govoii^. and 
defend the Bepnblic, and for a time 
maintained the contest a^nst Gen. 
Oudinot aud his army. A cessation 
of hostilities hnviug been agreed 
upon, he protested against it, and re- 
signed his post of Triumvir. Bather 
than exoento the decree of the As- 
sembly, lie left Borne, and took Tip- 
liis residcnco in England, keeping up- 
a corrospondcnco with the ropublioati 
party in Italy. In 1857 ho organized 
an expedition to revolutionize Naples,, 
but the scheme proved abortive, and 
ho returned to England. Although 
an advocate of Italian unit^i;%e op- 
posed the present scttlom^t.'^^.tho 
beginning of 1864 an cud6<i^i|i|p 'Was 
made to implicate him in tll(i$;Mtompt 
of four Italians to assassi&ate the, 
French Emperor, and one .;, of the 
criminals, on his trial, afifinti^ that 
Mazzini had given him money and 
explosive bombs. This led to consi- 
derable disouBBion in the House of 
Commons during the session, and Mr. 
Stansfeld, on account of his connec- 
tion with this arch agitator and fer- 
menter of conspiracies, felt con- 
strained to resign his post as Secretary 
ofthoAdiniralty. Amongst other works 
Mazzini has written ** Italy, Austria* 
and the Fopo,** publish^ in this 
country in 1845 ; “ Boyalty and Be- 
publicanism in Italy,” in 1850; ** Ita- 
lian Question and the Bepublicans,”^ 
iff 18G1 ; “ Duties of Man,*’ in 1862 ; 
" Life and Writings,*? in 1864-6 ; and 
“ Addross to Pope Pius IX.,” in 1865. 

MEADE, Majoii-Gen. Geokoe 
Gordon, born at Cadiz, Spain, in' 
1816, graduated at West Point, Juno 
SO, 1885, entered the regular army of 
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the United States as 2ud Lieat. of 
Artillery, resigned his commission in 
Oct., 1B8G, and lived in retirement for 
six years. He was appointed a 2nd 
Lieut, of Topogp*aphical Engineers, 
May 19, 1842, and in that capacity 
-sei'ved in the Mexican war, during 
which he distinguislied himself at the 
battles of Palo Alto and Monterey, 
And after passing through the inter- 
mediate gKidcB, attained the i*aiik of 
Major in June, 1862, and that of 
Brig.-Gon. of Yoluntcers in Aug., 
18G2. Gen. Meade took part in the 
battles of Mecluaiicsvilic, Juno 26, 
of Gaines’s Mill, June 27, a few 
days after which ho was wounded, 
blit not seriously; of AntJetam, Sep. 
17, in which ho was again slightly 
wounded, and had two liorses killed 
miclei* him; and of Prcdoricksburg, 
in Hoc., 18G2, when the Union forces, 
under Gen. Burnside, were defeated 
with much slaughter. Two days 
•alter this disastrous repulse lie 
HupoTsedod Gen. Butterfield in tlie 
command of the 5th Army Corps, was 
appointed Comtnander-iii-Chiof of tlie 
Array of the Potomac, Juno 28, 1863, 
•and fought the battle of Gettysburg. 
After this drawn buttle Gen. Lee 
retraced his steps, and Gen. Meade 
•contiimed at tho head of the Union 
forces until tho nomination of Gen. 
'Grant, in April, 18G1, as Cotnniaiider- 
ia-Chiof. When tho latter took the 
iield with a veiy largo army, in order 
to capture Bichmoud, Gen. Monde, 
who served under him, was intrustecl 
with the execution of one of the 
ealiest of tho important operations 
that rendered this campaign so re- 
markable — the passage of tho Bapi- 
dan-^when he was fiercely assailed 
by Gen. Lee’s forces, ami narrowly 
escaped utter defeat ; the final charge 
of the Confederates having been ren- 
dered less efibetive on account of a 
eevere wound which disabled Gen. 
Longsireet. In later operations Gen. 
Meade took an active part. 

• MEATH (Bishop op), The Most 
Bev. Sauvel Botchea, D.D., second 
son of Vice-Admiral Butcher, born 
'in 1811, was - educated at Trinity 


College, Dublin, of which he was 
elect^ a Pellow in 1837. Ho was 
appointed Professor of Ecclesiastical 
Uistoiy in 1850, Begins Piofossor of 
Divinity in 1852, and Bishop of Meath 
in 1866. Ho has written “ An Intro- 
ductory Lecture on the Study of Ec- 
clesiastical Literature,” publislied in 
1851 ; “ Sermons on the Crimean 
War,” in 1854; "On the present State 
of tho Uomish Controversy in Ireland,** 
in 1855; "On tho relativo Value of 
Divine and Human Know'ledgo,” in 
1867 ; " On tho Conservative Charac- 
ter of the English Reformation,** in 
1862 ; " Some Thoughts on tho Su- 
promc Authority of tho Scriptures,** 
in 1864; "Ordination Sermon,’* in 
1865; and "Two Sermons on Dr. 
Pusey’s ‘ Eirenicon,* ” in 1866. TJio 
dioecso, including tho counties of 
Meath, Westmeath, King’s County, 
and parts of Longford and Cavan, is 
of the annual value of £ 1,500, with 
tho patronage of 35 livings. As 
Bishop of Meath, Dr. Butcher boars 
the title of " Most Boverond.” 

M E C H I , John Joseph, sou of 
Giacotnu Mochi, a citizen of Bulogna, 
who early iii life settled in England, 
and haying been naturalized, ob- 
tained a post in tho household of 
George HI., born in London, May 22, 
1802, was, at the ago of sixteen, 
placed as a clerk in a inercautilo house 
in the Newfoundland trade, wlicro ho 
rom<iincd eleven years. In this capa- 
city i'.o contrived to turn tho usual 
hour allowed for dinner to a profitable 
account by selling, among his friends 
and acnuaintauces in tho city, a small 
and inexpensive article of which ho 
hod bought the patent. The con- 
sequence was that, mainly by his own 
exeriions, he was enabled, abont 1827, 
to set up on his own account, as a 
cutler, in a veiy small shop in lica- 
denball Street, and between 1830 and 
1840, ho realized a handsome fortune 
by the " Magic Razor Strop ” which 
bears his name. In 1840, having at- 
tentively studied English fanning, ho 
I'esolved to attempt some improve- 
ments in agrioultnre, and accordingly 
bought a small farm of about 170 
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aorcs, at Tiptree Heath, one of the 
least productiv-o distriota in Essex. 
Here ho resolved to try what he 
could effect by the system of deep 
drainage, and by the application of 
steam power. Tho Essex farmers 
laughed at him as an enthusiast; 
tho country gentlemen held aloof 
from him ; but he persevered till he 
brought his small farm into such a 
stato of prodnetivoness that he has 
maclo it realizo annually an average 
handsome pittiit ; while tho press has 
acknowledged the servicoa which he 
has renderod to agricultural soienoo 
by tho exhibition of such modern pro- 
cossos upon his model farm. He was 
appointed to tho Shrievalty of London 
ill .Inly, and elected an alderman 
in the following year. About the same 
time lie was prcscuitcd ■with a hand- 
Bomo “ Testimonial” of tho value cjf 
£5(X>, subscribed by noblemen and 
gentlemen intorested in science and 
agriculture at homo and abroad. Mr. 
Mechi has been for some years a 
member of the Council of tho Society 
of Arts, and was a Juror in tho Do- 
partiiient of Art and Science, at the 
Great Exliibition of 1851, and at the 
Industrial Exhibition at Varis in 1855, 
to which ho was specially sent by 
her Maj(;8ty’s Government. Ho has 
written “ Letters ou Agricultural Im- 
provements,” published in 1815; “Ex- 
perience ill Drainage,” in 1817; and 
“Howto Farm Profitably,” in 18(50. Tho 
latter is a new and enlarged editionof 
an account of his improveil agricul- 
tural system, which, in a cheap and 
popular form, has reached a sale of 
10,000 cojjics. 

MECKLENBURG- SCHWERIN 
(Grand Duke of), Eredeiuck Fran- 
cis H., son of the late Grand Duke 
Paul Frederick, and of the Princess 
Alexandrina of Prussia, born Feb. 28, 
1823, studied at the University of 
Bonn, and succeeded his father, 
March 7, 1842. The revolution of 
1848 obliged him to make some liberal 
modifications in his internal policy, 
but the whole rdgimie was restored in 
1851. He married, Nov. 3, 1849, Au- 
gusta Matilda Wilhelmina, daughter 


of Henry, prince of Renss-Sohleiss, by 
whom he has a large family, of which 
the eldest son, Francis Paul, was bom 
March 19, 1851. She died March 8, 
1862, and ho married Anna Maria 
Wilhelmina Elizabeth Matilda, daugh^ 
ter of Prince Charles William Louis 
of Hesse, May 12, 1864. She died 
April 16,1865. 

MECKLENBURG-STRELITZ 
(Grand Duke of), Frederick Wil- 
liam Charles George Ernest Adol- 
phus Gustav us, a Lient.-Gen. in the 
Prussian army, born Oct. 17, 1819 ; 
married June 28, 1843, the Princess 
Augusta Caroline Charlotte Elizabeth 
j^Iaria Sophia Louisa of Cambridge, 
daughter of the late duke of Cam- 
bridge. Ho succeeded his father, 
Sep. 6, 1860, and has one son, Georgo 
Adolphus Freilerick Augustus Victor 
Ernest Gustavus William Wellington, 
bom July 22, 1818. 

MEDLEY, Du. (See Fredericton, 
Bishop of.) 

M El S80NIER, Je an-Loi; i s- Ernest,. 
painter, bom at L^'oiis, about 1812, 
■went, while 3 ’’oung, to Paris, and for- 
some time attended tho studio of M. 
Leon Cogniot. Ho displayed remark- 
ablo iiigcnnity in microscopic painting, 
which no one in Franco had attempted 
before him, and his “Little Mes- 
senger,” exhibited in 1836, attracted 
tho attention of critics, who were 
astonished that bo much precision 
could be allied to such delicacy of 
finish. Since then he has frequently 
exhibited, and always with great suc- 
cess. In tho Salon of 1857 ho had 
nine subjects, all distinguished by an 
exquisite touch, and manifesting great 
care and patience. He obtained a 
medal of the third-class in 1840, one 
of the second-class in 1841, and two 
of the first-class in 1855. He was 
decorated with the Legion of Honour 
in 18ii6, was made Grand Officer in 
June, 1856, and member of the Aca- 
demy of Beaux Arts in 1861. Ho is 
said to bo engaged upon a grand his- 
torical picture of the battle of Fried- 
land. 

MELANESIA (Bishop of). The 
RightRxv. John Coleridge PATr£Soir,i. 
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D.D.yBonof the late Sir John Patteson, 
bom in 1827, was educated at Eton and 
Balliol Golloge, Oxford, .and became 
Fellow of Merton. He was conee- 
•orated misaionary bishop of Melanesia, 
in the South Pacific Isles, in 1861. 

MELBOUENE (Bisuoi* ok), Thk 
Eight Eev. Charles Peuiiy, D.D., 
youngest son of the late John Perry, 
Esq., of Moor Hall, Essex, bom in 
1807, was educated at Tiinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, whore ho graduated 
B.A., in 1828, as Senior Wrangler and 
Smith’s Prizeman, and drst-class in 
•classics, and was afterwards elected a 
Fellow of liis College. Having held a 
parochial cure in Cambndge lor seve- 
ral years, ho was consecrated, in 18-i'7, 
to the see of Melbourne, on the sub- 
'di vision of the dioceso of Austmlia. 
Its annual iiioomo is about £1,333 a 
year, derived partly from the Colonial 
'^IVoasury and partly fiom tho Colonial 
Bishopric Fund. 

MELLON, Mils. Alkked, known 
under her maiden name, Mias Sarah 
Jane Woolgar, born July 8, 1824*, made 
her first appearance in London, at the 
Adelphi Theatre, in Sep. 1843, in a 
farce called “Anthony and Cleopatra,” 
when her merits were recognized, and 
•she found herself high in favour with 
the London public. Her name has 
been identified with all the Adclx>hi 
triumphs since the date of hor first 
appearance; indeed, except for very 
brief engagements, sho has appeared 
.at no other London thoatm. Sho 
became tho wife of the late Mr. Alfred 
Mellon, tho popular composer and 
•conductor, for some time tho leader 
•of the oi’ceestra at tho Adelphi 
Theatre, who died in Juno, 1867. 

MELLOE, Sir John, son of the 
late John Mellor, Esq., of Leicester, 
born at Hollingwood, near Oldham, in 
1809, was called to the Bar at tho 
Inner Temple in 1833, and went the 
Midland Circuit. In 1851 he was ap- 
pointed Q.C., and elected a Bencher of 
the Inner Temple, was for some years 
Eeoordw of Warwick, resided in 
1852, and was appointed, in Fek, 
1856, to the Eecordersbip of Leicester. 
He was an nnenccessful candidate, in 


the Liberal interest, for tho borough 
of Warwick in July, 1852, was elected 
one of tho members for Great Yar- 
mouth in Aug^ 1857, and was returned 
for Nottingham, as an advanced Libe- 
inl, at tho general election, in April, 
1859. He was elevated to the Bench 
on the rctiremout of Sir Hugh Hill, 
in 1861, and received the honour of 
knighthood. 

MELVILL, The Rev. He.vuy, B.D., 
younger son of the late Philip Melvill, 
Esq., some time Governor of Pen- 
dennis Castle, bom about 1798, was 
educated at a private school, whence 
he pi'ocecded to St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, graduated B.A. in 1821, 
as second Wrangler, and first Smith’s 
Prizeman, and bccamo a Follow and 
Tutor of St. PoteFs College. Ho took 
orriors, and was appointed, about 1830, 
to the Incumbency of Camden Chapel, 
Camberwell, where he was known os an 
clofiuent preacher. By tho lato duke 
of Wellington he was appointed, in 
1810, Chaplain to the Tower of Lon- 
don, and Incumbent of tho church 
within its precincts, was afterwards 
elected to the Golden Lectureship at 
St. Margaret’s Lothbury, which lio 
resigned in 1856, on becoming a canon 
of St. Paul’s, and was appointed Rec- 
tor of Barnes and rural dean in 1863, 
and is one of her Majesty’s chaplains. 
Mr. Melvill was Principal of the East 
India College at Hailcybuiy, Herts, 
for SJiveral years previous to its disso- 
lution. ill 1859. Ilo has written " Ser- 
mons preached before tho University 
of Cambridge in 1836-7 and 1839,” 
published in 1815; “Sermons Preached 
ou Pu'oiic Occasions,” in 1846 ; “ Gk)l- 
den Lectures at Lothbury,” in 1850-6 ; 
“ Selection fmm Lectures at St. Mar- 
gn.i*et’8,” ill 1853; “Voices of tho 
Year: Readings for Uolydays and 
Sundays,” in 1856 ; “ PeiRuasives to 
a Christian Life: Golden Counsels,” 
in 1860, and other works. • 

MELVILL, Sir Peter Melvill, 
K.C.B., son of tho lato Philip Melvill, 
Esq., somo time Governor of Pen- 
dennis Castle, and brother of tbo lato 
Sir James C. Melvill, K.C.B., many 
years Secretaiy to the Honourable 
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En^t India Company, bom in 1803, 
entered the military service of the 
East India Company at an early age, 
and attained the rank of colonel in 
1856. He was created a K.C.B. in 
1860, for his Indian services. 

MELVILLE, Geouoe John Whyte, 
<>tde8t sonof Major Whyte-Melville, of 
]\Connt Melville, near St. Andrew*s, 
Fifeshire, bom in 1821, ontered tho 
army in 1839, became Captain in the 
Coldstream Guards in 1846, andrn- 
tired in 1849, joined the cavalry of the 
Turkish Contingent in 1855, and ro* 
signed at the close of the Crimean war, 
ill 1856. He is known as a popular 
writer of fiction, and, amongst other 
works, has written “ Captain Digby 
<jrand,” an autobiography, pablisiicd 
in 1853 j “ General Bounce ; or Lady 
nnd the Locusts,” in 1854; “Kate 
Coventry, an Autobiography,” in 1856;. 
** Tho Interpreter : a Talc of tho War,” 
iu 1858 ; ** llolmb}' House: a Tale of 
Old Northamptonshiro,” in 1860; 
“ Good for Nothing ; or, All Down 
Hill,” “Tilbiuy Nogo, an tJusuccess- 
fiil Man,” and “ Market ITarboroiigh,” 
in 1861 ; “ Gladiators : a Tale of Rome 
and Judea,” in 1863 ; “ Brookes of 
Bridleniero,” in 1864 ; and “ Cerise : 
a Tale of tlio Last Century,” in 1865. 
Ho has published a tniiislation of 
the Odes of IToraco, which was 
well reccivf'd by tlio critics, and 
has contributed to Fraser's and 
lilaclcKnucV s MatjazhieSf and other 
periodicals. 

MELVILLE, IIeuman, novelist, son 
of a merchant, born at Now York 
Aug. 1, 1819, was educated in the 
State of Massachusetts. At eighteen 
his passion fur the sea induced him to 
«:aibark as a common sailor, on board 
a ship for London, and landing in 
1842 at Loukabiaa, and penetrating 
the interior, was taken prisoner by 
the Taipis, by w'hom ho was detained 
for four munihs. He visited Tahiti 
and the Sandwich Islands, and re- 
r limed to Boston after an absence of • 
four years, and married and settled as ' 
a faimier iu 1847. He has written 
“ Typee ” an account of ids adven- 
Uircs in the ^larqnesas Islands, in ; 


1846, which was published both in 
London and in the United States, 
and has been translated into several 
European languages ; “ Omoo, or Ad- 
ventures in the Sonth Seas,” in 1847; 
“ Mardi, and a Voyage Thither,” and 
“ Redbum : a Chapter in the Life of 
a Young Sailor,” in 1849 ; “ 'Wliite 
Jacket,” in 1850 ; “ Moby Dick,” iu 
1851 ; “ Pierre, or tho Ambiguities,” 
in 1852; “Israel Potter,” in 1854; 
“ Piazza Tales,” in 1866 ; and other 
works, and has contributed to reviews 
and periodicals. 

MENSCHIKOFF, Prtncb Alex- 
ANDEii SKU»EEWiTBCH,a Russiau gene- 
ral, the grandson of a pastiy-cook, 
boru in 1789, entered the service iu 
1805, and was fur some time attached 
to the embassy of Vienna. He ao- 
companiod tho Emperor Alexander I. 
ill tho capacity of aido-do-camp during 
tlio campaigns of 1812-15, and at 
their close had attained tho rank of a 
general. After tho Peace of Paris ho 
was ail ardent promoter of the Greek 
hetaria, professedly aiming at tho re- 
storation of the Greek Empire. The 
failure of tho scheme detained Mens- 
chikoJOf for a time fron^ the court of 
Alexander I., but ho was recidlod to 
St. Pelersburgh on the accession of 
Nicholas 1., who charged him with a 
mission extraordinary to Abbaz-Mirza, 
Shah of Persia. Negotiations for the 
legalization of a claim to a portion of 
the Persian dominions which the 
Czar had nrsurped, ■wem abruptly 
broken off, and an attempt was made 
to secure the negotiator. Monschikofi', 
who with difficulty escaped, was the 
first to commence liostilitics, made 
himself master of Anapa in 1828, 
entered Europe as Geneml-in-ohief, 
and undertook the siege of Varua. 
Grievously wounded, he resigned the 
command to Prince Woronzoff, and 
was long unfit for active employment, 
and after his recoveiy was nominated 
Vice-Admiral and Chief of the Native 
Staff of the Empire. In tliis capacity 
he devoted himself to the creation of 
tho Baltic licet, wliiob may be said to 
owe its origin to him. In 1834 he 
was appointed Admiral of the Fleet, 
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and two years afterwards, Minister 
of Marine. During a portion of this 
time he administered the government 
of Finland, to which he was appointed 
in 1831, and to the embassy at Con 
stantinople in 1853. The incidents of 
tho ne^tiation relative to the Holy 
Places are well known, inclnding his 
premeditated insolence to tho Porte, 
his ultimatum, and his abrupt depar- 
ture, equivalent to a declaration of 
war. On his return to St. Petersburg 
he was received with coldness, but 
novertheless, in 1854, was appointed 
to the supremo civil and military 
command in the Crimen. It must bo 
admitted that at that important post 
ho faced with great energy tho storm 
ho had drawn down upon his country. 
His abilities as a commander of troops 
ill the field do not appear, however, 
to have been equal to his presump- 
tion; and the battle of the Alma 
(Sep. 20, 1854), must have cn- 
lightonod him as to tho real quality 
of Pi*onch and English troops, when 
compared with those of Russia. 
Still ho exhibited groat resolution 
and readiness of resource in pns 
venting at .that critical moment 
tho fall of Sebastopol. Imniodiately 
after the death of Nicholas I. Prince 
Mexischikofl* was relieved of his im- 
portant command, and of tlio niiiilstry 
of marine and the governorship of 
Finland. Ho is the acknowledged 
chief of tho old Russian party, and 
the declared enemy of all refonn, and 
joins to a natural bluntness of manner 
a very active intellect, showing that 
singular mixture of barbarism and 
cultui'e BO often found associated in 
the Bassian mind, manners, and 
politics. 

MENZEL, Wolfgang, critic and 
author, bom at Woldenborg, in Silesia, 
June 21, 1798, commenced his studies 
at Breslau, and entered the army os a 
volunteer ‘in 1815. After the peace 
he coptinued his studies at Jena, 
which for political reasons ho quitted 
iu 1820, and took refugo in Switzer- 
land, where he obtained a professor- 
ship in the municipal school of Aarau. 
He returned to Germany in 1824, and 


for some years took an active part in 
politics in the States of Wiirtemberg, 
advocating a moderate constitutional 
government. As a critic, he first 
made his appearance in 1823, with a 
work entitled “ Streokverso,” marked 
by now and ingenious views of art 
and literature, and at tho same time 
was one of tho founders of a literaiy 
and critical journal, which violently 
attacked the old German school, the 
disciples of Goethe, and even Goethe 
himself. This book, like his ‘‘ Histo^ 
of the Goimans,** published in 1824^5, 
conceived in a satirical point of view, 
created many enemies. German 
Literature,** a very remarkable work 
whicli provoked much controversy, 
and has been twice translated into 
English, appeared in 1828. After tlio 
Revolution of 1830, ho directed his 
attacks against French influence, 
which then began to make its way 
into Germany. In 1848 he gave up 
the editorship of tho Liter aturhlatt, 
to sib as a deputy in tho States of 
Wiirtemborg. In addition to the 
afore-mentioned works, Menzel, who 
has clistingnished himself as a poet 
and historian, has written ** The Spirit 
if History,** published in 1835 ; “ My- 
thological Inquiries,** in 1842 ; ** The 
History of Europe, from 1798 to 
1815,** in 1853 ; ” Furore,** an his- 
torical romance, presenting an ani- 
mated picture of the period of tho 
Thirty Years* War; “ History of Na- 
ture in a Christian Point of View,** 
in 1856, and other works. 

MEREDITH, Gkorge, novelist, 
born in Hampshire about 1828, and 
^ductned partly in Germany, was 
brought up to the law, which ho 
quitted for literature. He has written 
“ Poems,** published in 1851 ; “ Tho 
Shaving of Shagpat, an Arabian En- 
tertainment,*’ a burlesque prose poem, 
in 1855 ; “ Farina, a Legend of Co- 
logne,” in 1857 ; “ The Oi^eal of Rich- 
ai^ Foveril,” a philosophical novel, 
bearing upon the more serious ques- 
tions of moral education,” in 1869; 
”Mapr Bertrand/’ in 1860; Evan 
Harrington,” a serial tale of modem 
life, first printed in Once a Weeh, and 
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ropnbliBhod in a separate form in 1861 ; 
** Modem Lore : Poems and Ballads/’ 
in 1862; “EmiliainEngland/’inl864; 

' ** Rhoda Floming/’ in 1866 ; and 
" Yittoria,” in 1866. He oontribntes 
extensively to periodical literature. 

MEREDITH, Mrs. Louisa, whose 
maiden name was Miss LonisaTwam- 
]e 7 ,was bom at Birmingham in 1812, 
where she was brought up oarefally 
by her mother. At first she deter- 
mined to devote herself to artistic 
studies ; but published, at the age of 
twenty, a volume of " Poems,” illus- 
trated by herself. Encouraged by its 
success, she wrote her Romance of 
Nature, or the Flower Seasons Illus- 
trated,” a poetical work, illustrated 
with plates engraved and coloured 
after her own designs. In 1836 she 
contributed some illustrated poems to 
a volume of coloured groups of flowers, 
entitled “Flora’s Gems/* and wrote 
the first half of a narrative of a tour 
in South Wales, under the title of 
” Rosooe’s Wanderings in South 
Wales and along the River Wye.” 
Her Autumn Rambles on the Wye,” 
with illustrations by David Cox, and 
” Our Wild Flowers Described,” ap- 
peared in 1839, in which year she was 
married to her cousin, Mr. G. Mere- 
dith, whom she accompanied to Syd- 
n^. After residing there for a year, 
they removed to Tasmania, where she 
eTote “ Notes and Sketches of New 
South Wales,” a narrative of her 
voyage out, and of her first impres- 
sions of the colony, which appeared 
in Murray*s Home and Colonial Li- 
brary. ” My Homo in Tasmania,” il- 
lustrated by sketches from her own 
pencil, and that* of the bishop (Dr. 
Nixon), appeared in 1852-3; “ Some 
of my Bush Friends in Tasmania,” in 
1869 ; an account of a visit paid to 
Yioto^ and Melbourne in 1866, under 
the titie of “ Over the Straits, a 
Visit to Yiotoria,” and “Loved and 
Lost,” told in gossip verse, and illus- 
trate by her own pencil, in 1860. 
Her husband has been a member for 
theoottnty of Glamorgan in the local 
House of Assembly, and was fbr some 
time Colonial Treasurer of Tasmania. 


MEREDYTH (Lord), The Rioht 
Honourable Sib william Meredyth 
Somerville, eldest son of the late 
Sir Marcus Somerville, Bart., bora 
in 1802, is a Magistrate and De- 
puty-Lieutenant for the county of 
Meath. He was an unsuccessfhl can- 
didate in the Liberal interest for Wen- 
lock in Jan., 1835; was returned for 
Drogheda in Aug., 1837, and repre- 
sented that borough in the House of 
Commons till July, 1862, when he was 
defeated. Ho was elected one of the 
members for Canterbury in Aug., 
1854, and retired in 1866; Ho was 
sworn a Privy Councillor in 1847, 
raised to the Irish peerage as Lord 
Athlumney, Deo. 14, 1863, and created 
a peer of the United Kingdom, as 
Baron Meredyth, May 3, 1866. He 
was Under-Secretary for the Home 
Department from 18^ till 1847, aiftl 
Chief Secretary for Ireland frdm 1847 
till 1852. 

MERIMEE, Prosper, author and 
senator, was born at Paris, Sep. 23, 
1803. His earliest work, “Th5d.tre 
de Clara Gazul, Comedienne Espag- 
nolo,” professing to bo a translation, 
was published in 1825, under an as- 
sumed name, for the sake of misleading 
the classical critics. “ La Guzla, ou 
Choix do Poesies Illyriques, recneillics 
dans la Dalmatie, la Bosnie, etc.,” in 
1827, was a happy mystification, the 
secret of which was first divulged by 
Goethe. “ La Joequerio, Scenes Feo- 
dales,” and “ La Famille Carvajal,” 
in 1828, and *'1672, Chronique du 
R5gno de Charles IX.,” in 1829, an 
historical romance, possess consider- 
able interest on account of their abun- 
dant material and clear style of nar- 
ration. Among his other works of 
fiction are “ La Double M^prise,” an 
admirable picture of maimers, pub- 
lished in 1888, and “Colombii,” in 
1840. Amongst the accounts of his 
travels, inostly undertaken for the 
purposes of aorcluBolOgioal investi- 
gation, axe “ Voyage dans I’Ouest 
de la France/' published in 1887 ; 
and his accounts respecting Pro- 
vence, CoTsica, and other parts of 
France. In 1644 he ioplaoed M. Ch. 
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Nodier in the Frenoh Academy, in 
1853 was nonunated a Senator, and 
was promoted Commander of the 
Legion of Honour, April 12, 1860. 

MEBIYALE, The Bey. Charles, 
D.C.L., son of the late John H. Heri- 
vale, Esq., of Barton Place, Devon, 
and hrothiOT of Mr. Herman Mori- 
vale, bom in 1808, was educated at 
Harrow, Haileybury, and St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, of which ho was 
successively Scholar, Yellow, and 
Tutor. He took his B.A. degree in 
high honours in 1830, was a select 
Preacher beforo the University of 
Cambridge in 1838-40, one of the 
Preachers at Whitehall in 1839-41, 
Hulsean '^Lecturer at Cambridge in 
1861, and Boyle Lecturer in 1864 and 
1865. He is the author of a “ Histoiy 
of the Bomons under the Empire,” 
published in 1850-1862. . He is rector 
of Law&rd, Essex, and Chaplain to 
the Speaker of the House of Commons. 

MEBIYALE, Herman, eldest son 
of the late John H. Morivalo, Esq., 
of Barton Place, Devon, who edited 
reports in Chancery, bom in 1806, 
was educated at Harrow and at Tri- 
nity College, Oxford, where he gra- 
duated B. A. in 1827, taking first-class 
honours in Lit&rm Humaniores, and 
was elected Fellow of Balliol College. 
He was called to the Bar at the Inner 
Temple in 1832, was appointed Pro- 
fessor of Political Economy in the 
University of Oxford, which post he 
hold for the usual period, in 1837 ; 
became permanent Under-Secretary 
of State , for the Colonies in 1848, 
and permanent Undor-Secretaxy of 
State for India, and was created a 
O.B., in 1859. He hu^ written **A 
Lecture on Politio^ Economy,” pub- 
lished in 1837; ^Lectures on Coloniza- 
tion and the Colonies,” in 1860 ; and 
** Historical Studies,” in 1865. 

MEBLB D’AUBIGN£, Jean- 
Henbi, D.D., bom at Geneva, Aug. 
16, 1794, after completing his educa- 
tion in the university of his native 
city, went to Berlin, where ho attended 
Neonderia lectures on Church History. 
Ordained in 1817, for several years 
ho was pastor of a French church in 


Hamburg, and for a long period occu- 
pied a similar position in Bmssels, 
where he was the favourite court 
preacher of the late king of Holland, 
who often resided in that city. In 
the summer of 1830 M. Merle 
d’Aubigno returned to Geneva, and 
on the founding of the new theological 
school by the Evangelical Society, he 
was appointed Professor of Ohuroli 
History. His first publication, a 
volume of sermons, appeared at Ham* 
burg, and he has written ” Histoiro 
do la Beformation an XYI. Sfocle,” 
published at Paris in 1835-53, of 
which a translation has had a large 
sale in England ; “ Lo Protectour, on 
la BtSpnblique d’Angleterro aux Jours 
do Cromwell,” at Paris ; and Ger- 
many, England, and Scotland, or Be- 
colloctions of a Swiss Minister,” at 
London, in 1848; “Trois Sibclos de 
Lutto en Ecosse, on deux Bois et deux 
Boyanmes,” in 1850 ; ” Caracthre dn 
BSformateur et de la Beformation de 
Geneve,” and ” Histoire do la Befor- 
mation en Europe an temps do Cal- 
vin,” in 1862. Translations of most 
of those works have been published 
in England. 

METCALFE, The Bev, Frederick,. 
B.D., bom about 1817, was educated 
at Shrewsbury School and St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
duated B.A. in 1838, migrated tO' 
Oxford, and was elected to a Fellow- 
ship at Lincoln College. He has 
written “Notes of Excursions in 
Norway, 1854-5,” published in 1856; 
“Tbo Oxonian in Thelemarken, Tra- 
vel in Norway in 1856-7,” and “ His- 
tory of German Liteiuturo,” in 1858 ; 
“The Oxonian in Iceland, Notes of 
Travel in 1860,” in 1861 ; and has. 
adapted, from the German of Pro- 
fessor A. Becker, two works, entitled 
respectively “Gallus” and .“Cha- 
ricles,” being scenes and sketches 
from the domestic life of the ancient 
Bomans and Greeks. 

METEYABD, Eliza, better known 
by her nom de phime of “ Silverpen,” 
the only daughter of a surgeon, was 
bom early in the present century.- 
Her first work, “Str^les for Fame,”' 
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published in 1845, was followed by 
the prize essay on Juvenile Depra- 
vity,” incorporated with the essay of 
the Bov. Homy Worsloy, in 1849; 
‘*The Doctor’s Little Daughter,” in 
1850; ** Lilian’s Golden Honrs,” in 
1866 ; ” Dr. Oliver^s Maid,” in 
1857; “ Mainstone’s Housekeeper,” in 
1860; “Give Bread — Gain Love,” and 
“ The Hallowed Spots of Ancient 
London,” in 1861 ; “ Lady Herbert’s 
Gentlewoman,” in 1862 ; and ** The 
Little Museum-Keepers,” in 1863. 
Miss Metoyard, who has been con- 
nected with the metropolitan news- 
paper press, in relation to which arose 
her nom de plume of “ Silverpon,” ap- 
pended by Douglas Jerrold himself 
to a leading article in the first num- 
ber of his newspaper, has contributed 
to periodicals, has written much on 
antiquarian subjects, on topics con- 
nected with the extramural burial 
and sanitaiy movements, and on art 
applied to design, ospocially pottery. 
The first volume of her “Life of 
Josiah Wedgwood” appeared in 1865, 
and the second in 1866. 

METTEKKICH (Puincb de). Bich- 
ard Clement Joseph Lothaike Her- 
mann, diplomatist, son of the famous 
statesman Prince Mcttemich, bom 
at Vienna, Jan. 7, 1829, was educated 
as a diplomatist, became attached 
to the Austrian embassy at Paris in 
1852, and was made Secretory of Le- 
gation there in Deo., 1854. In the 
complications which arose in 1859, 
before the Italian war broke out. 
Prince Metternich was intrusted by 
the Austrian government with a spe- 
cial mission to Paris, and at the close 
of tho war ho became Ambsissador of 
Austria at the French court. He 
was named Hereditary Councillor of 
the Austrian Empire, April 18, 1861, 
and Councillor in Nov., 1864. 

MEUBICE, FRANcois-pAUL,romaxi- 
cist and dramatist, bom at Paris, in 
Feb., 1820, studied at the College du 
Charlemagne, and brought out at the 
Oddon, in 18^, ” Falst;^,” a three- 
act comedy, in verse. In 1847 he 
was associated with M. Dumas in a 
translation of Shakespeare’s “ Ham- 


let.” Hehas written numerous dramas, 
two romances, and some poetry. His 
five-act play, “ La Vie Nouvelle,” was 
produced vrith success at Paris in 
April, 1867. 

MEYBICK, The Bev. Frederick, 
M.A., bom in 1826, was educated at 
Trinity College, Oxford, of which he 
was successively scholar, fellow, and 
tutor ; graduate B.A. in honours in 
1847, and has since held the univer- 
sity ofHoos of Select Preacher and 
Public Examiner. He was appointed 
one of her Majesty’s Whitehall 
Preachers in 1856, and Inspector 
of Schools in 1859 ; was the chief 
agent in establishing the Anglo- 
Continental Society, ^for making 
known in foreign countries the 
principles of tho English Church, and 
with that object in view has e^ted 
many dogmatic and controversial 
treatises in Latin, Italian, '^'S^nish, 
Ac. He has written, “ Practical 
Working of the Cliurch in Spain,” 
publishod in 1851; “The Moral Theo- 
logy of the Church of Homo,” in 
1857; “Tho Outcast and Poor of 
London,” in 1858 ; “ The Wisdom of 
Piety,” in 1859 ; “ But isn’t Kingsley 
Bight after all ? ” and “ On Dr. New- 
man’s Bejection of Lig^ori’s Doctrine 
of Equivocation,” in 1864; and lias 
contributed to Dr. Smith’s Dictionary 
of the Bible, and to tho Commentary 
on the Bible edited by Canon Cook. 

MIALL, Edward, one of the loaders 
of the Anti-State-Church party, bom 
at Portsmouth in 1809, and intended 
for the ministiy, was oducflted at the 
Protestant Dissenters’ College at Wy- 
mondley, Herts, officiated for three 
years as an Independent minister at 
Wore, and afterwards at Leicester. 
He left the last-mentioned town for 
London in 1841, for the purpose of 
establishing the NoncoTiformist, of 
which he hM been from the first both 
proprietor and editor, and was an nn- 
successful candidate for Southwark in 
Sep., 1846, and for Halifax in Aug.. 
1847. He was returned for Bochdale 
in July, 1852, was defeated in March, 
1857, and at Tavistock in Aug., 1857* 
Mr. Miall, who is an advocate of man- 
2 P 2 
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hood Bnffrage, and is opposed to 
occlesiastical endowments of every 
kind, has written “Views of tho 
Voluntary Principle,’* published in 
18dS; *'Tho Npneonformist’s Sketch 
Book,” and “ Ethics of Noncon. 
fbrmity,” in 1848 ; “ The British 
ChuTohoB in relation to the British 
People,” in 1840 ; “ Bases of Belief,’' 
in 1868 ; ” Title-Deeds of the Church 
of England to her Parochial Endow- 
1 ments,” in 1861 ; “ Politics of Ohris- 
tianity,” in 1863 ; and “ An Editor off 
the Line ; or. Wayside Musings and 
Beminiscences,” in 1865. 

KICHELET, JfjLES, historian, bom 
at Paris, 'Aug. 21, 1798, having de- 
voted himself with brilliant success 
to historical studios, became a public 
teacher, was in 1821, after a sharp 
competition, called to a chair in tho 
College Sainth-Barbe, where ho taught 
tho ancient languages and philosophy 
until 1826. Shortly after the Bevolu 
tion of 1830 he was appointed Chief 
of the historical section of the ar- 
ohivos of tho realm ; and K. Guizot, 
unable, on account of his political 
duties, to continue his lectures on 
History in the Faculty of Literaturo 
in Paris, named Michelet as his sub- 
stitute. In 1838 he succeeded M. 
Dunou'in tho chair of History in the 
College do France, and was elected 
member of the Institute. M. Michelet, 
whose views are founded upon those 
of the Gennan school of histoiy, and 
particularly on tho ideas of Vico, of 
whoso works ho lias published an 
edition, regards history as “ philoso- 
phy teaching by example.” His first 
work, “Tableaux Synch roniques do 
rHistoiroModome,” appeared in 1826; 
his “ Histoiro de France,” in 1833-63; 
and his “ Histoiro de la Bevolution 
Franpaise,” in 1847-53. He is a 
great opponent of the Jesuits, against 
whom he has written “ Des Jdsnites,” 
published in 1843 ; “ Du Pr^re, do la 
Femme, et de la Fomillo,” in 1844; 
and ** Ihi Penple,” in 1846. He wrote 
“L’Oisoau,” published in 1856; 
“L’lnseote,” in 1867; “L’ Amour,” 
in 1868; Femme,” in 1859; "La 
Mer,” "in l801; “La fforciftre,” in' 


1862 ; and “ La Bible de I’Hnmanit^,” 
in 1864. The government, in March, 
1851, interdicted his lectures, and he 
has since retired into private life. 

MICHELL, The Bev. Bichabh, 
B.D., bom in 1806, and educated at 
Wadham College, Oxford, where he 
graduated B. A., taking a First Glass in 
Classics in 1824; was Fellow and Tutor 
of Lincoln College ; has filled the of- 
fices of Public Examiner in Classics 
and in Law and Modem History many 
times, and was Bampton Lecturer in 
1849. He was Professor of Logie in the 
University of Oxford from 1839 till 
1849 ; is Public Orator of tho University, 
and has been for many years Vioe- 
Prinoipal and Tutor of Magdalen 
Hall. In 1856 ho was appointed 
Beotor of South Moreton, Berks. 

MIEROSLAWSKI, Louis, a Polish 
general and anther, was born at 
Nemours, France, his mother being 
Fi'ench, in 1814. His father, who 
liad served under Marshal Davoust, 
returned to Poland after the treaty of 
1815, taking with him his sou, who 
was educated at the military school 
of Kalitz, and received in 1830 a 
commission as ensign of foot chas- 
seurs. Ho took an active part in tho 
revolution of that year, fiighting in all 
tho principal otigagoments, till the de- 
feat of his countcymon compelled him 
to seek an asylum in Franco. In 
1844 he joined the Secret Demo- 
orati'j Society of Poland, engaged 
in organizing an insurrection, and 
having betaken himself to the post 
ndicated by it in 1846, was arrested 
at Po^^nn, and after a dignified and 
vigorous defence, was condemned 
to death at Berlin. A rising hav- 
ing taken place at Berlin daring tho 
Revolution of 1848, ho was, with his 
companions, liberated ; whereupon ho 
placed himself at tho head of the 
peasants of Posen, tho whole of which 
duchy was in arms; but this revolt 
was suppressed, and he was again 
•hrown into prison. On being re- 
eased, he puj} himself at the head of 
>he Sicilian revolution; and having 
>een severely wounded in the defence 
ff Catania, ho was oompelled to 
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leave the island. Invited by the 
provisional government of the grand 
duchy of Baden to take the com- 
mand ' of their army against the 
Prassians, he obeyed the callj and 
with a very inferior force for some 
time held the troops of Gens. Fencker 
and Hirschfeldt in check. Having 
been deserted by his cavalry, he fell 
back on Radstadt, and after a few re- 
verses laid down his arms. From that 
period till tho outbreak in Poland in 
1863, ho lived in retirement in Paris, 
occupying himself with tho study of 
history, politics, and the art of war. 
At an oarly stago of the insurrection 
ho was oiTerod tho dictatorship, with 
the personal command of a portion of 
the Polish army. But tho ap])oint- 
ment was not approved by tho nobility, 
who were dissiitisfied with his strong 
democratic bias, and he was there- 
fore obliged to give way to Langio- 
wicz. Great efforts were made by his 
partisans to obtain his appointment 
to the supreme command; but as the 
enemies of Mieroslawski had the upper 
hand, tho veteran general was super- 
seded by his younger rival, and ho 
retired h’om the contest. Ho has 
written “ llistoire do la BcSvolution do 
Pologne,” published in 1835 ; His- 
toire de la Kevolution de 1830-31,” 
in 1842; ‘^Analyso Critique do la 
Campoigne dc 1831,” in 1846 ; and a 
pamphlet, '*'Dcbat entre la Revolution 
ot la Contrc-Rcvolution,” in 1847. 

M 1 G N E T, Fkan90IS-Ai7OUSTe- 
Marie, historian, bom at Aiz(Bonoho8- 
du-Bh6ne), May 8, 1796, was educated 
at Avignon, and having finished his 
university course, studied law at 
his native town, when; he had M. 
Thiers for his fellow-student. He 
won the prize offered by tho Ac^emy 
of Aix.for on 6loge on Charles YIl,, 
and soon after took up his residence 
in Faria, where ho l^ged with M. 
Thiers. His dissertation on Feudal- 
ism, and the Institutions and Legis- 
lations of St. Louis, written for a 
prize prppoBcd by the Acaddmie des 
Jnscri^ious, was pubiished in 1822 ; 
his " Histoire de la Bdvolntion Fran- 
qaise de 1789 h, 1814,” in 1824 ; “His- 


toire de Marie Stuart,” in 1851; 
« Charles Quint,” Ac. in 1854 and 

Eloges Historiquos,” inl864. nfirans- 
lations of some of those works have 
been published in England. He be- 
came ono of the contributors to the 
Courrier Frangms, while his friend 
M. Thiers was writing in tho Constitu- 
Uonnel ; and both remained until 1830 
faithful to these journals, then the 
organs of the most advanced opposi- 
tion. As M. Mignot, by signing the 
protest of the press against the de- 
crees of July, had riskod his person 
and liberty, the now government re- 
compensed him by appointing him 
Director of the Archives of the Foreign 
Ministry. Shortly afberwaids he was 
nominated on Eztruordinaiy Council- 
lor of State, and commissioned to sup- 
port the budget througii tho discus- 
sions in the Chamber in the sessions 
of 1832 and 1835. Ho became a 
member of tho Institute, in tho sec- 
tion of Moral and Political Science, 
in 1832, and on the death of Charles 
C9mto was appointed its Perpetual 
Secretaiy. In tho dischai^e of these 
functions he has hod occasion to pre- 
sent to the Academy sketches of tho 
lives and works of deceased mbrnbers, 
a number of which have been col- 
lected and published under the title of 
” Notices et Mdmoires Historiquos,” 
and in 1837 the Academy elected him 
one of its members, in tho place of M. 
Baynonard. After the breaking out 
of the revolution of Feb., 1848, M. de 
Lamartine, on taking possession of the 
Ministiy of Foreign Affairs, removed 
M. Mignet from the office of Director 
of Archives, suspecting his anti-re- 
publican opinions. He was promoted 
Commander of the Legion of Honour, 
May 5, 1840. 

MILES, Sm William, Bart., eldest 
son of the late F. J. Miles, Esq., some 
time one of the members for Bristol, 
bom M^ 18, 1797, M'as ednoated at 
Eton and Christ Church, Oxford. He 
was returned to the House of Gom- 
mons in the Conservative interest fbr 
Chippenham* in 1818, retired on the 
death of Geo^ HI., and was elected 
in 1829 for Bomney, whioh^i borough 
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he repreaented nntil the paasing of 
the Beforin BiU of 1832. In Feb., 
1834^ he was elected one of the mem- 
bers for East Somersetshire, which he 
r^resented till the dissolution in Jnly^ 
1M6, when he retired. He has firmly 
end steadily supported the Gonsorva* 
live party, at first under Sir B. Feel, 
and since 1846 under Lord Derby, and 
was one of tho most unflinching 
opponents of tho financial policy in* 
augnrated by the fi^-trade measures 
of 1846-6. He was raised to the 
baronetcy on Lord Derby's recom- 
mendation, April 19, 1869. 

MILL, John Stuart, M.P., son of 
the late James Mill (the historian of 
India, and examiner of Indian Cor- 
respondence in the East-India House), 
lx)m in 1806, received a private edu- 
cation, obtained a clerkship in the 
East-India House, and gradually rose 
until he succeeded, in 1856, to the 
post which his father had filled before 
him. He retired from that sorvico on 
the transfer of the administration from 
the Company to her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, in 1858, when he declined an 
offer made to him by Lord Stanley of 
a seat in her Majesty’s Indian Coun- 
oQ. He is beat known to the world 
08 a Political Economist, and has con- 
tributed to tho Edinbtvrgh and West^ 
m/inster Reviews, and was for some time 
jointi and afterwards sole proprietor 
oitbe London and WestmiTister Review. 
He has written ** System of Logic,” 
published in 1843 ; ” Essays on Un- 
settled Questions of Political Econo- 
my,” in 1844 ; ” An Essay on Liberty,” 
” Dissertations and Discussions, Politi- 
cal, Ac.,” and Thoughts on Parlia- 
mentary Beform,” in 1859; ”Frin- 
oi|deB of Political Economy ; ” ” Con- 
siderations on Bepresentative Govom- 
ment,” in 1861 ; ” Utilitarianism,” in 
1862; ” Auguste Comte and Positiv- 
ism,” and ” Examination of Sir Wil- 
liam Hamilton’s Fhilosc^hy,” in 1865. 
He was elected one of the members 
fisr Westminster at the general elec- 
tion in July, ^1866, and acts with the 
advanced Liberals. 

MILLAIS, John Evibett, B.A., 
membeir<iiif an old Jersey flunily, bom 


at Southampton in 1829, in his ninth 
year entered Mr. Sass’s academy, 
and at eleven began to study at the 
Boyal Academy, where he carried 
off the principal prizes for drawing. 
He gained his first medal at the Society 
of Arts when only nine. ” Pizorro 
seizing the Inca of Peru,” his first ex- 
hibited picture, was at the Academy 
in 1846, followed by ” Dunstan’s 
Emissaries seizing Queen Elgiva,” and 
a colossal cartoon at the Westminister 
Hall competition, The Widow’s 
Mite,” in 1847, and the picture of 
** The Tribe of Benjamin seizing the 
Daughters of Shiloh,” at the British 
Institution in 1848. Keats’s ” Isa- 
bella ” was the subject of his pencil in 
1849. While a student in the Aca- 
demy’s schools, his taste had tacitly 
rebelled against tho routine oonvon- 
tions of academic teaching, and, 
strengthened in that feeling by such 
specimens of early Italian art aa fell 
in thoir way, he, and his friends 
William Holman Hunt and D. G. 
Bossetti, resolved to study nature as 
it appeared to them, not as it appeared 
in “ tho antique,” &o. These views were 
afterwards adopted by Charles Collins 
and other younger painters, who were 
termed, half in jest and half in earnest, 
the ” Ptc-BaphaeUte School.” For a 
short time the artists tried to enforce 
their views by the pen as well as 
the brush, in a short-lived periodical. 
The Germ, or Art cmd Poetry, which 
appeared in 1850. The principal 
works executed by Mr. Milla^ under 
the influence of his new convictions 
are a mystical picture of ” Our 
Saviour,'* and ” Ferdinand lured by 
Ariel,” in 1850; ’‘Mariana in the 
Moated Grange,” and the “Wood- 
man’s Daughter,” in 1851 ; and “ Tho 
Huguenot ’’and “Ophelia,” in 1852. 
Mr. Buskin came, in 1851, to thesup-^ 
port of the new school with enthusias- 
tic approval, freely expressed in letters 
to the Tinvee, in 1852, as well as in a 
pamphlet on Fre-Baphaelitism, and in 
his “ Lootures on Architecture and 
Painting,” in 1853. Mr. MiUais, who 
was elected on Associate of the Boyid 
Academy in 1853,became B. A. in Deo., 
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1863. Ho exhibited “ The Order of Be- 
lefieo ** and** The ProBoribed Bc^aliflt ’* 
in 1853 ; The Besone,” in 1855 ; 
*Teace Conclnded/’^AntnmnLeaveB,** 
and ‘'L’Enfant dn B^giment,** in 1856; 
** A Dream of the Past — Sir Isambras 
at the Ford," in 1857 ; ‘‘ The Heretio," 
in 1858 ; " Vale of Best," and ** Spring 
Flowers," in 1860 ; **The Black Bmns- 
wioker,” in 1861; “My First Ser- 
mon," in 1863 ; “My Second Sermon," 
and “ Charley is my Darling," in 1864; 
“ Joan of Arc," and ** The Bomans 
leaving Britain," in 1865 ; and “ Sleep- 
ing,” “ Waking,” and " Jophthah," in 
1867. For colour this artist has 
sho\\'n a faculty which is the most 
striking characteristic of the English 
school. 

MILLEB, The Bey. John Gale, 
D.D., son of John Miller, Esq., who 
held an appointment connected with 
the American embassy in this coun- 
try, bom at Margate in 1814, was 
-odocated at Brompton Grammar- 
school, proceeded thence to St. John’s 
college, Oxford, gained a scholarship 
at Lincoln College, and in 1835 gra- 
duated B.A. as a first class in 
classical honours. In 1837 ho was 
ordained to the curacy of Bexley, 
Kent, in 1839 was appointed As- 
sistant Minister of Park Chapel, 
Chelsea, to the incumbency of wMch 
he succeeded in 1846 ; became 
Bector of Birmingham, and in 1852 
Honorary Canon of Worcester Cathe- 
dral. Dr. Miller, who has published 
two vols. of sermons and many con- 
-troversial and religious works, is well 
known as an able and eloquent lec- 
turer. The Working Men’s Associa- 
tion in his parish in Bimdngham was 
one of the Yeiy earliest of those insti- 
tutions. In his church there the first 
Special Services for the Working 
Classes wore held; and he first, in 
■the public worship in his church, 
divided the various services (Morning 
Prayers, Litany, and Commumon). 
In Feb., 1866, he was appointed Vicar 
of Greenwich, and in Nov. of the same 
;^ear, select preacher to the University 
of Oxford. 

MILLEB, XiiouAS, poet and badeet- 


maker, was bom Aug. 31, 1808, at 
Giainsborough, in LinoolnsMre, where 
his father was a wharfinger and ship- 
owner. When quite a cl^d, his father 
went to London to see after the in- 
surance of some ship that had been 
lost, and was never heard of after- 
wards. The child, reared in poverty 
by his mother, only received sufficient 
education to enable him to write a 
very indifferent hand, and to read the 
Testament tolerably. Ho began life as 
a farmer^s boy, at Thonock, near Gains- 
borough. “A Day in the Woods" 
first drew attention to his name, 
and induced Colburn to make him 
a liberal offer to write a throe- 
volume novel, which was so suc- 
cessful that ho wrote two more for 
the same publisher, all of which 
have been reprintq^ ui a cheap 
form. His first work,' “ Bongs of 
the Sea Nymphs," attracted the no- 
tice of Thomas Moore, and Bogora 
assisted him to start as a publisher, 
and buy back his copyrights firom 
Colburn. Amongst other works, he 
has written “ A Day in the Woods : 
Tales andPooms," published in 1836 ; 
" Beauties of the Country," in 1837 ; 
“ Boyston Gower," a novel, in 1838 ; 
“ Fair Bosamond," a novel, and ** Bu-. 
ral Sketches," in 1839 ; " Lady Jane 
Grey : a Bomance," and “ Common 
Wayside Flowers,” in 1841 ; “ Counhy 
Year-Book," “ Boy’s Spring, Summer, 
Autumn, and Winter Book," and 
“ Poetical Language of Flowers," in 
1847; “Tale of Old England," in 1849; 
“Original Poems for my Children: 
Birds, Bees, Ac.," in 1850; “Pic- 
turesque Sketches of London," con- 
tribu^ to the Illustrated London 
News, in 1852 ; “ Boy’s Own Library," 
“Histozy of the Anglo-Saxons/’ and 
“ Life and Adventures of a Dog," in 
1856; “English Country Life," in 
1858; “British Wolf - Hunter;" and 
“ Sports and Pastimes of Meny Eng- 
land," in 1859; “Songs for British 
Biflemen," inl860,-“NoMan’8Land," 
and “Little Blue Hood/’ in 1863; 
“Dorothy Dovedale’s Trials,” and* 
“ Goody Platts and her Two Cats," in 
1864; and “My Fathers Garden," in 
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1866. Hia oQuntxy books are the most 
popnlarof his lutings. He has written 
‘'LiyeaofTuriierandGHirtm,’* “Beattie 
and Collins,” and has been a con- 
tribntoT to the AthencBum, Literary 
Gazette, Household Words, Chamhers's 
Journal, and the Momimg Post. 

MILLEB, William Allen, M.D., 
LL.B., F.B.S., bom at Ipswich, Deo. 
17, 1817, was educated at Merchant 
Taylors’ School, and at a Quaker's 
sominaiy in Yorkshire, where he first 
imbibed a tasto for scientific pursuits, 
while attcndin^lectures on chemistiy. 
He studied for the medical profession 
at the General Hospital, Birmingham, 
and entered King’s College, London, 
assist^ the late Dr. Daniel], professor 
of chemistiy, who admitted him to 
his laboratoiy and became his warm 
friend. In 1839 he carried off the 
'WaxogfoTd (theological) medal, while 
Bucoessfully pursuing his scientific 
education, passed sometime inLieblg's 
laboratory at Giessen, and became 
demonstrator of chemistry in King’s 
College in 1840. About this time ho 
took his M.D. degree in the Univer- 
sity of London, and continued to 
assist Dr. Daniell till his death in 
1846, when ho was appointed to the 
vaoaat chair of Chemistry. In 1851 
he was one of the Government Com- 
missioners to report on the Water 
Supply of the Metropolis, holds the 
office of Yice-President of the Chemical 
Sooidty, is Treasurer and Yice-Fresi- 
denf'of the Boyal Society, Honoraiy 
Fellow of King’s College, London, and 
of the Pliormaceutioal Society, and 
Assayer to the Mint and Bonk of 
England. He has pubb'shed various 
papers ip the Philosophical Trans- 
aptions ^d the British Association 
Sieports. ' His chief work is “ Ele- 
ments of Chemistiy, theoretical and 
practioal,” of which a third edition 
appeared in 1866. 

MiLLEBy William Hallows, M.A., 
F.B.S., crystallo^pher and mine^ 
rakigist, born asbqut 1803, graduated 
at St. Jolm’s ,Goliege, Gambri^ 

1826, and became Eelloif ind Tiitor of 
that sodj^. In 1B32 he succeeded the 
late Dr. WWrdll as Professor of Hine- 


ralogy, in 1838 was elected Fellow of 
the Boyal Society, and in 1866 Foreign 
Secretary; was for many years Secre- 
tary, and has been President of the 
Cambridge Philosophical Society. In 
1843 Prof. Miller served on a Govern- 
ment Committee to superintend the 
construction of the Parliamentary 
standards of length and weight, and 
undertook the standard of weight, 
the originals having been destroyed 
by the fire in the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and in March, 1854, the work 
was brought to a close. Among his 
numerous scientific productions ore 
papers “ On Spurious Bainbows,” 
“ (^n the Crystals of Boracio Acid,’* 
“ On the Construction of the ImperUl 
Standard Pound,” “A Treatise on 
Ciystallography,” “ A Tract on Crys- 
tallography,” “ Papers on Theoretical 
Crystallography and the forms of va- 
rious Crystals,” in the Philosophical 
Alagazine and the Proceedings of the 
Itoijal Society, and, in conjunction with 
Mr. H. J. Brooke, the most philosophical 
treatise on Mineralogy in the lan- 
guage, and a now edition of Mr. 
William Phillips’s “ Elementary In- 
troduction ” to that science. 

M I L M A N , Dr. (See Calcutta, 
Bishop ok.) 

MILMAN, Tub Yery Bev. Henry 
Hart, author and divine, youngest sou 
of the late Sir Francis Milman, Bart., 
physician to Georgo III., bom in 
London, Feb. 10, 1791, was educated 
at Dr. Burney’s academy at Green- 
wich, at Eton, and at Brasenose Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he graduated in 
due oonrsc. In 1817 he took orders, 
and shortly afterwards was appointed 
Yicar of St. Mary^s, Beading. His 
tragedy of “ Fazio ” was act^ with 
Homo snccesB at Covent Garden, 
where Miss O’Neill (aftero'ards Lady 
Beoher) sustained the character of 
tho heroine, and still remains a stock 
play ; “ Samor,” on heroio poem in 
twelve books, appeared in 1818 ; 
another poem, the “Fall of Jern- 
Salem,” founded on the narrative of 
Josephns, in 1820.; followed by “Anne 
Boleyn,” “The Martyr of Antioch,” 
and “ Belshazzar.” His prose works 
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are “ History of the Jews,” published 
in 1836; “History of Christianity,” 
in 1840; “History of Latin Chris- 
tianity/' in 1855; “Notes and Illus- 
trations to Gibbon’s Decline and 
Fall;” a “Life of Keats;” and “He- 
brew Prophecy, a Sermon,” in 1865. 
Ho edited an illustrated edition of 
Horace, with a life of the poet, and 
has contributed to the QaaH&rly Re» 
vieiv. In 1821 ho was elected Pro- 
fessor of Poetry in the University of 
Oxford, was made Boctor of St. Mar- 
garet's, Westminster, and in 1849 
Dean of St. Paul’s. 

MINIB, Glaude-Stienne, to whom 
has been erroneously ascribed the in- 
vention of the well-known rifle which 
bears his name, was born at Paris 
about 1800. He liad attained the 
rank of sous-lieutonant in the French 
army when ho made the acquaintance 
of Capt. Delvigfne, who was engaged 
in perfecting the musket for the 
newly raised Chasseurs-d-^ied, and 
having, under his direction, rendered 
some services to him in his experi- 
ments, he was, at his recommendation, 
attached to that corps d'dUte, and was 
appointed to the School of Musketry. 
By Tlrtne of his position, the new 
weapon, although really invented by 
Capt. Delvigne, was attributed to 
his pupil, and is generally known as 
the “Minio rifle,” the principle of 
which was not only adopted in the 
French service, but, with some modi- 
fications, in the Enfield rifle and tlie 
musket of other armies. Through 
the favour of the due de Montpensier, 
he prevailed on the Superior Com- 
mittee of Artillery to adopt some of 
his improvements in the manufectore 
of balls, cartridges, and gun-barrels, 
and having been appointed chef de 
h(xtmllon.bi 1852, he declined to quit 
France, to give the benefit of his im- 
provements in firearm^ to Bussia, 
which had offered him a higher grade 
in the service. Napoleon III. made 
him a present of 20,000 feanos, and 
for many years ho was employ^ in I 
giving instTuotioh at the Normal - 
School of Musketry, established at I 
Vincennes. He was made Grand Cross ' 


of the Legion of Honour, imtired firom 
the service in 1858, and was ap- 
pointed, with the consent of the 
French emperor, Inspector of Found- 
ries and Gun Moniuaoturer to the 
Viceroy of Hgypt. 

MIOLAN-CABVALHO, Madame 
Marie Caroline, called F5iix Miolan, 
vocalist, bom at Marseilles, Deo. 31, 
1827, was educated at a school in the 
neighbourhood, and shortly afber- 
wa^s entered the Conservatoire of 
Paris, where she remained for two 
years, under Duprez. ' Having car- 
ried off the first prize at the Conser- 
vatoire, sho made a tour through th& 
principal cities of France, in wJMoh 
she sang in concerts in Company with 
her master, and on her return to 
Paris made her dibut at the Grand 
‘ Op6ra with brilliant success in “Lucia 
di Lammermoor,” and the second 
act of “La Juive.” She was im- 
mediately afterwards engaged at the 
Opera Comique, where she appeared 
in Auber’s “ Ambassadrice,” and,later, 
in “ Lo Goad,” and “ Giralda,” the 
latter having been composed expressly 
for her by Adolphe Adam. She sang 
in “ Acteon,” “ Les Myst^res d’Udol- 
pho,” “ La Cour de C41im6ne,” “ Les 
Noces de Jeanette/’ and “ Le Nabab,” 
all written for her. In 1853 Mdllo. 
Miolan was married to M. Ii5on Car- 
vaillo, called Carvalho, director of the 
Theiltre Lyriquo, of which establish- 
ment she at once became the prime, 
donna, singing in ** Fanohoneti5,” 
Margot,” “ La Heine Topaze,” “ La « 
Marguerite/’ “ Les Noces do Figaro,” 
and other new operas. On the death 
of Madame Bosio, in 1859, Mr. Gyo 
was recommended by M. Meyerbeer 
to supply < her place with Madame 
Miolan-Garvalho, who appeared, July 
26, in the character of Dinorah, 
and at once -became a favourite, and 
daring her second season in London, 
she was completely established aa 
ono of the fint operatic singers of* 
the day. She was the original 
Marguerite in Gounod’s o^ra off 
“ Faust,” and appeared at the Boyal 
Italian Opeura of London in that cha- 
racter with great success in 1863. 
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MIBES^ J ULEB, spepnlator, of J ewish 
€iztiiiction» bohi at Bordeaux, about 
1809, was a broker, not in a very 
large way of business until after the 
revolution of Feb., 1848, when he be- 
came manager to the gas company of 
Arles, which was the first step to a 
series of enteiprises as extensive and 
numerous as any known in the history 
of reckless speculation. He became 
proprietor and manager of several 
joumals, obtained the concession of 
the great works of the port of Mar- 
seilles, and for supplying the town of 
Marseilles with gas ; founded the Oid- 
dit Foncxer and the Gaisse Gen^rale 
des Chemins do For; secured the con- 
cession of the Roman railways, as well 
as those of the Pampeluna Railway, 
and of the Turkish loan. His specu- 
lations at last became so enormous 
that they gave rise to much scandal, 
and on the discovery, in 1861, that he 
had been soiling shares belonging to 
shareholders of the Caisse G^nerale 
des Chemins de For, deposited with 
him for safe cnstcfdy, without autho- 
rity, the crash came. He was ar- 
rested, Feb. 17, and after a long trial, 
in which he endeavoured to show that 
he had been the victim of political 
intrigue, was found guilty, July 11, 
and sentenced to five years' imprison- 
ment and the payment of a fine of 
8,000 francs. This severe sentence was 
quashed on appeal, for reasons pretty 
well known in the political world, and 
the great schemer once more busily 
engaged in gigantic speculations. 

MITCHELL, Alexanokr, civil 
engineer, son of the late Mr. William 
Mitchell, inspector-general of barracks 
in Ireland, bom in Dublin, April 13, 
1780, was educated in Belfast, where 
he early' showed a remarkable taste 
for mathematical science, and at 
eighteen, his sight, always defective, 
declined rapidly, and at twenty-two 
he became unable to see to write. 
About this time he married, and 
eonted on the joint business of briok- 
^aking and building for thirty years, 
having invented and oonstruoted 
several machines employed in his 
uobupation. In' 1848 he invented 


the screw pile and mooring, generally 
identified with his name, the im- 
portance of which, as affording a 
means of constructing durable light- 
houses in deep water, on mud-banks 
and shifting sands— most desirable 
substitutes for the inefUcient floating 
beacons formerly in nse — can hardly 
be overrated. For this invention, 
which ho afterwards perfected and 
patented, he was chosen an Asso- 
ciate of the Institute of Civil En- 
gineers, and, in 1848, was elected 
a member, receiving the Telford 
Gold Medal for a paper on his own 
invention. At tho expiration of his 
patent, the Privy Council, in con- 
sideration of the great merit of tho 
invention, granted a renewal for 
fourteen years, a favour almost with- 
out precedent at that time. His 
improved method of mooring ships 
was generally adopted ; and hia 
screw pile waa first used for the 
foundation of a lighthouse which ho 
designed and constructed, with tho 
aid of bis son, on a sandbank near 
tho entrance of tho river Wyre, in 
1839. After the success of screw 
piles had been establishod, they were 
applied to more extensive iflider- 
takings. The great Government 
breaJ^atcr at Portland, tho long 
viaduct and bridges on tho Bombay 
and Baroda Railway, the whole 
system of Indian telegraphs, the 
Madras pier, and a number of light- 
houses and other coast works, most 
of which could not have been under- 
taken without this invention, have 
been constructed. A biographical 
memoir of Mr. Alexander Mitchell, 
containing a detailed account of his 
useful disooveries, is, wo understand, 
in coarse of preparation. 

MITCHELL, The Hon. Peter, 
bom Jan. 4, 1824, at Hewcaatlo, 
Miramichi, province of New Bruns- 
wick, and educated at the same place, 
was iu 1866 elected a representative 
for his native county to serve in the 
Provinoial Parliament, and was sub- 
sequently re-eleoted. After serving as 
representative for five years, he was 
appointed Life Member of the Legis* 
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lative Council, and was a member of 
the EzeoatiYO Govemment of New 
Bmnawiok from 1858 till 1865, when 
his govemment was defeated on the 
<|uestion of the confederation of the 
British American provinces. He was 
three times . appointed delegate^ to 
Canada and England, with the view 
of obtaining the construction of the 
Intercolonial Bailroad from Halifax 
to Quebec, and the confederation of 
the provinces. In 1865 he was called 
upon, in connection with the Hon. B. 
D. Wilmot, to form an administration 
to test the province on confederation, 
.nnd was appointed President of the 
Executive Committee. Having dis- 
solved, they were sustained by a 
majority of 33 to 8, and confederation 
was carried. Mr. Mitchell, who was 
an ardent advocate of union, did 
much by his writings and speeches 
in and out of parliament to promote 
British connection. 

MITRE, Bartholomew, President 
of the Argentine Republic, born June 
26, 1821, spent several years in Peru 
and Chili as a superior officer and 
journalist, and having returned to 
Buenos Ayres, occupied important 
posts under the administration of 
Obligado .and Alsina, and distin- 
guished himself as an orator in the 
Assembly of Representatives. In 
1859, being thou Minister of War, ho 
was placed at the head of the army 
sent against the federal forces under 
(len. Urquiza, and lost the battle of 
Cepoda, Oct. 23. In May, 1860, he 
was appointed GK)vemor of the pro- 
vince of Buenos Ayres, and, July 9, 
was made a Brigadier- General. After 
the execution of Aberostoin, who was 
provisional governor of San Juan 
after the murder of Yirasoro, by 
order of Col. Saa, Gen. Mitre having 
in vain demanded of President 
Derqui a disavowal of the conduct ; 
of Col. Saa, appealed to Congress, ' 
when a coxiference between Gens. 
Mitre and Urquiza took place. They 
could not, however, oome to terms. 
Gen. Mitre having, Sep. 17, gained 
the battle of Pavon, invaded the 
province of Santa F5, and after having 


received the adhesion of the provinoo 
of Cordova, entered Rosario with 
12,000 men. The President Derqui, 
being powerless between the two 
genends, abdicated. A few months 
after, Gen. Mitre signed a treaty of 
peace with Gen. Urquiza, leaving to 
him the government of the province 
of Entre-Rios. He opened the ninth 
provincial legislature at Buenos 
Ayres, May 1, 1862, and announced 
the condnsion of peace, the increase 
of commerce, the satisfhotory state of 
the finances, and the general pros- 
perity of the country. He was una- 
nimously elected President of the 
Argentine Republic, Oct. 5, the city 
of Buenos Ayres becoming the seat 
of govemment, and ho has the 
reputation of being an abler ruler. 

MOBERLY, The Rev. George, 
D.C.L., born about 1803, was educated 
at Winchester and Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 
1825, taking first-olass honours in 
LitercB Humemwres, and became 
Follow and Tutor of Balliql College, 
Public Examiner, and Select Preacher. 
In 1835 he was appointed to the 
head-mastorshipof Winchester School, 
and has written ** Introduction to 
Logic,” and ” Practical Sermons,” 
published in 1838 ; ” An Examination 
of Mr. Newman’s Theory of Develop- 
ment,” ** Sermons proofed at Win- 
chester College,” in 1844i-8 ; “ Dis- 
courses on the Sayings of the Great 
Forty Days,” in 1846; ” Essay on the 
Law of the Love of God,” in 1854; 
” Studies and Discipline of PubUo 
Schools,” Sermons on the Beati- 
tudes, with others,” and ” Remarks on 
* Essays jmd Reviews,’ ” in 1861 ; and 
” Unity of the Saints, a Sermon at 
Oxford,” in 1863. 

MODENA AND REGGIO (bx-Duks 
of), Francis Ferdinand G^inien, 
reigned as Francis V., Archduke 
of Austria and Prince Royal of 
Hungary and Bohemia, bom June 1, 
1819, married, March SO, 1842, the 
Princess Adelgouda, daughter of the 
ex-king Loifis of Bavaria, and 
Buooeeded his father, Francis IV., 
Jon. 21, 1846. On the death of 
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Maria Lomsa, dnohess of Parma, the 
duke, in Tirbue of the treaties of 1815. 
claimed the territories of Jiyizzano 
for his duchy, and when the inhabi- 
tants resisted, from a desire to join 
Tuscany, he procured the intervon 
tion of Austria. On the accession of 
Pius IX., Borne and Tuscany con 
eluded a liberal alliance with Pied- 
mont, while the duke of Modena 
drew closer to Austria, and signed 
a treaty of commerce advantageous 
to* the latter. Alarmed by the revo 
Intion of 1848, Francis V. promised 
a constitution, and having sought 
safety in flight, tho duchy voted in 
favour of annexation to Piedmont. 
The battle of Kovara, March 23, 
1849, led to the return of tho duke, 
who restored the old rdgime, which 
came to an end after the Italian war 
of 1859, when he again took flight. 
By a v^e of tho nation, Modena, in 
common with Tuscany, tlie Romagna, 
and Naples, became part of tho newly- 
constituted kingdom of Italy. 

MOFFAT, RoBEaT, bom at 
Inverkeithing, N.B., towards the close 
of the last centuiy, has been a 
missionary in South Africa, first at 
Rrromanga, then in Namaqua-land, 
and lastly in the Bechuana country, 
under the auspices of the London 
Missionary Society, since 1816. Mr. 
Moffat's daughter, married to Dr. 
Livingstone, with whom she under- 
went so many dangers, died April 
27, 1862. His “ History of Mis- 
sionary Labours in South Africa” 
appeared in 1842 ; ” Farewell Ser- 
vices,” edited by Dr. Campbell, in 
1843 ; and he is the author of trans- 
lations of the Psalms and^^he New 
Testament in the Bechuana language. 

MOLESWORTH, The Rev. John 
Edward Nassait, D.D., member of 
the family of Viscount Molesworth, 
an Irish peer, to whose title ho is in 
remainder, Itom about 1790, was 
educated at Trinity College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1812. 
Having held some parochial charges, 
he was. nommated in 1839 to the 
vicarage of Rochdale, Lancashire. 
Dr. Molesworth, who has been an 


extensive contributor to periodical 
literature, both on religious and 
general subjects, edited tbe Penmj 
Sunday Reader^ one of tho first 
efforts made to supply the poor with 
cheap religious literature, and wrote 
” History of the Reform Bill,” of 
which a second edition appeared in 
1866. 

MOLL, Louis, bom about 1810, 
pursued a course of experiments 
connected with agriculture and agri- 
cultural 'works iu tho Vosges; tra- 
velled in Belgium and England in 
order to obtain a knowledge of ^e 
system pursued in those countries, 
and was intrnstod by the Minister of 
Agricnltnro with missions connected 
with his department to Corsica and 
the South of France. At one time 
professor at the lustitut Agricole of 
Renville, ho was appointed in 1837 
to tho second course of agriculture 
at the Conservatoire dcs Arts et 
Metiers, and was decorated with tho 
Cross of tho Legion of Honour in 
April, 1845. He has written ” Manuel 
d'Agriculturo, ou Trait5 dldmeutaire 
de la Science Agricole,” published in 
1835; ” Excursion Agricolo dans qnel- 
ques Dupartemonts dn Nord do la 
France,” in 1836 ; ” Colonisation ct 
Agrionlturo do rAlgeric,” in 1845; 
“ Ktat do la Production dos Bestiaux,” 
in 1853; in addition to numeroua 
oflicial reports and contributions to 
various journals and reviews. 

M O L T K E (Comte de), Adam- 
WiLLJAsr, a Danish statesman of 
noblo family, bom Aug. 25, 1785,. 
held the post of Minister of Finance 
under Christian Vllt., and had great 
influence over that monarch. In 
1848, Count Adam Moltko, who had 
been for more than thirty years- 
Danish Minister of Finance, formed 
one of a oommitteo under Frederick 
VII., appointed to draw np a proj^t 
of constitution, and, March 22, 1848, 
was made President of a new ministry, 
formed for the purpose of asserting 
the integrity of the Danish monarchy, 
in opposition to the separatists of 
Schleswig-Holstein. Early in 1852 
he resigned office, and on the failoro’ 
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of Bishop Monrad’s ministiy to resist 
the aggression of Prussia and Austria 
on the provinces of Schleswig and 
Holsteiii, in 1864, the aged Count 
Moltke was sent for by King Christian 
IX. to lend his aid towards effeotiuj 
a pacific solution of tho difficulty. 

MOMMSEN, Tueodok, bom at 
Gardiug, in Schleswig, Nov. 30, 1817, 
studied at tho universities of Altona 
and Kiel, and travelled from 1844 
till 1847. On his return ho wrote 
numerous articles for tho Jqv/rnal du 
ScliUswvj-Holstein, which ho con*, 
ducted, and was mndo Professor of 
Law at Loipsic. ITnving been dis- 
missed on account of tlie part lie 
took in pob'tical afi^Lirs, he was made 
Titular Professor of Law at Zurich 
in 1852, and at Broslau in 1854. Ho 
has written numerous learned works, 
has edited a magnificent work on 
Latin inscriptions, published by the 
Prussian Academy of Sciences, and a 
work on Roman Coins, and is best 
known in England by his ** Earliest 
Inhabitants of Italy,” of which a 
translation by Robertson appeared in 
London in 1858, and his ** History of 
Rome,” translated by W. P, Dickson, 
and published in London in 1862-3. 

MONAHAN, Tub Right Hon. 
James Henry, bom at Portumna, 
CO. Galway, about 1800, was edu- 
cated at Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he obtained the gold medal in 
science in 1823, was afterwards called 
to the Iiiah Bar, and made Q.C., 
Solicitor-Gen. for Ireland in 1846, 
Attorney- Gen. for Ireland in 1847, 
and Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas in that country in 1850. He 
was one of tho members, in the 
Liberal interest, for Galway from 
Peb. to Ang., 1847, and was sworn a 
Privy Gounolllor for Ireland in the 
same year. 

MONCK (Viscount), The Right 
Hon. Chables Stanley Monck, born 
Oct. 10, 1819, was educated at Trinity . 
CoUege, Dublin, and called to the Bar 
in Irela^ in 1841. He was returned ' 
one of the members for Portsmouth, I 
in the Liberal interest, in July, 1852, ! 
was re-elected in March, 1855, was ! 


defeated at the general eleotion in 
March, 1857, and was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Dudley in April, 1861. 
He was a Lord of the Treasury from 
1855 till 1858 ; was appointed a Com- 
missioner of Charitable Donations 
and Bequests in Ireland in 1851, and 
Captain -General and Governor-in- 
Chief of Canada, and Governor- 
General of British America, Oct. 28, 
1861. Ho Buooeeded his father as 
fourth viscount in tho peerage of 
Ireland, April 20, 1849, and was mado 
a peer of tho United Kingdom, July 
12, 1866. 

MONCRIEPP, Tub Right. Hon. 
James, son of the late Lord MoncriefT 
(a Scottish Judge of Session), and 
next brother of and heir presumptive 
to the Rev. Sir H. W. MoncriefT, 
Bart., bom in 1811, was educated at 
the High School and University of 
Edlnbnrgh, passed for Advocate in 
1833, and was appointed Solicitor- 
Gen. for Scotland in 1850. He 
was returned membor, in the Liberal 
interest, for Leith District, in April, 
1851$ represented that constituency 
till April, 1859, when he was elected 
one of the members for Edinburgh, 
which he still represents. He was 
appointed Lord Advocate for Scotland 
in April, 1851, and retired with tho 
Russell ministry in March, 1852 ; was 
re-appointed in Deo. of that year; 
retired with Lord Palmerston’s first 
administration in March, 1858 ; was 
re-appointed in June, 1859, and re- 
tired on tho fall of Lord Russell’s 
second administration, in July, 1866. 

MONNIER, Henbi-Bonayentube, 
artist and author, bora at Paris, June 
6, 1799, became clerk to a notary, 
and afterwards a clerk in tho Ministry 
of Justice. Disliking this employ- 
ment, he directed his attention to 
painting, and entered tho atelier of 
M. Girodet. His pen-and-ink sketches 
were much in vogne in tho last years 
of the Restoration. M. Monnier de- 
signed the illustrations for editions 
of tlie songs of Bdrang^r and La 
Pontaine’s fables, and ezhibitod some 
lithographs at the Salon of 1826. In 
1830 ho publi^ed ” Sebnos Popnloires, 
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Dessiii^eB h la Plume/* a work which 
made his repntatioxi. It was followed 
by others Si a similar nature. In 
1854i he published ** Les Bourgeois de 
Paris/* and in 1857 ** Les M^oires 
de Joseph Prudhomme/* works which 
attracted much notice. Seyeral of 
theoharacters delineated wereadapted 
and played by him on the stage, the 
best having been introduced into ** La 
Famille Improvis^e/* and ** La Gran- 
deur et Decadence de Joseph Prud- 
homme.** ** Le Boman chez la Por- 
tiere/* and '*Le Bonheur de Yivre aux 
Champs/* wore performed in 1853 and 
1855, at the Palais Boyal ; ** Joseph 
Prudhomme chez de Brigands** in 
1860; &o. M. Monnier, in conjunc- 
tion with K.Elie Berthot, has produced 
various romances, or theatrical pieces ; 
amongst which may be mentioned — 
“Un Voyage en Anglqtorre/* pub- 
lished in 1829; ^*Le Chevalier do 
Clermont/* in 1837; *'Les Diseurs de 
Bidh** and *<La Boligion des Imbo- 
cilles/* in 1862. He has contributed to 
various journals, almanacs, &o. 

MOKSELL, Tub Bigut Hon. Wil- 
liam, H.P., eldest son of the late 
William Ifonsell, Esq., of Tervoe, co. 
Limerick, bom in 1812, and educated 
at Windhester and Oriel College, 
Oxford, is a Magistrate and Deputy- 
Lieutenant for the county of Limerick, 
for which he served as High Sheriff 
in 1835. He has sat as one of the 
members, in the Liberal interest, 
for the county of Limerick since 
Aug., 1847. He was Clerk of the 
Ordnance from Dec., 1852, till Feb., 
1857, when he was tmnsferrod to tho 
Presidentship of the Board of Health, 
which hie held till Sep.; was sworn a 
Privy Councillor in 1855, and was 
Vice-President of the Boa^ of Trade 
team Feb. till July, 1866. 

MONTAGU, The Bight Hon. 
Lobb Bobbbt, A.M., M.F., second son 
of the late duke of Manchester, bom 
Jan. 24^ 1825, and educated at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gra- 
dnaML A.M. in 184^ was returned 
one of title members, in the Conserva- 
tive interest for Huntingdonshire, 
which ^ still jn^resents, in April, 


1859. He was appointed Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Committee of Council on 
Education, sworn a Privy Councillor, 
and was nominated Fonrth Charity 
Commissioner in March, 1867. Lord 
B. Montagu has written ** Naval Ar- 
chitecture and Treatise on Shipbuild- 
ing/* published in 1852 ; ** Mirror in 
America ** and ** Words on Garibaldi/* 
in 1861 ; and " Church and State, 
and the Conflict of Churches/* in 
1864. 

. MONTALEMBEBT (Comte be), 
Cuarles-Fobbes de Ttbon, statesman 
and author, was boni May 29, 1810, 
in London, where his grandfather and 
father had settled during the early 
days of the French Bevolntion. At 
tho Bestoration, his father, who had 
served in the English army, returned 
to his native land, was oreated a peer 
by the Bourbons, and died about 1830, 
and the young count, whose mother 
was an only daughter of Mr. James 
Forbos, F.G.S., author of ** Oriental 
Memoirs,” took his seat in the Cham- 
ber of Peers, where he advocated 
Ultramontane and Legitimist prin- 
ciples. He had been for some time a 
contributor to tho Avenir, an U1 tromon- 
tano journal, established by the Abbd 
Lamonnais ; and his connection with 
this remarkable man is said to have 
wrought such a chango in some of his 
ideas, that, while maintaining his 
opinions on Church affairs, he becamo 
a Liberal in politics. After the Bovo- 
lution of 18& the count figured as a 
Member of Louis Napoleon’s .Legisla- 
ture, but he does not appear to have 
been ; party to the coup d*6tat, though 
he became a Member of the Legion 
of Honour, and was dononnoed by 
Louis Blanc as an acoomplioe of the 
heir of Bonaparte. Ho was elected a 
member of the French Academy, Feb» 
5, 1852, and returned to the Corps 
L^g^slatif the same year; assumed a 
position hostile to the government in 

1856, and failed in his candidature in 

1857. The Comte de Montalembert 
has written “Dn Catholirisme et du 
Vandalisme dans TArt,” published in 
1829; "Vie de Saintetilisabeth deHon- 
grie, Dnehesse de Thnringe/’ in 1880; 
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**Da DeToir des Catholiqnes dans la 
questioiidelaLiberii^d’Eiiseignement/* 
' ‘TroisDiBoours prononc^s drla Chambre 
des FairSi” and Saint Anselme) frag- 
ment de rintroduction k THistoirede 
Saint Bernard,” in 1844 ; “ L* Avenir 
Politique de rAngleterre,*’ in 1855; 
*'Pie IX, et Lord Palmerston/* in 
1856; “Les Moines de VOcoidont, de- 
puis Saint Benoit jnsqn*^ Saint Ber- 
nard,” in 1860 ; “ Lo Thre Laoordaire/* 
in 1862 ; ** L’figlise Libre dans I’Etat 
Libre,” in 1863 ; and “ Le Pape et le 
Pologno,” in 1864. He pnbliabed in 
the Conrespondani, in 1858, an article 
on the ” Indian Debate” in the Honso 
of Commons, in which his laudation 
of English freedom was expressed in 
such a manner as to reflect odium 
upon the French government. The 
emperor ordered him to bo indicted - 
and tried for this offence, and he was 
sentenced to fine and imprisonment, 
afterwards remitted; but the Count 
would not accept the pardon, and 
appealed, with success, to a superior 
court. In 1859 ho was agmn pro- 
secuted for an article on the policy 
of the French emperor in regc^ to 
tho Pontifical States, entitled, **Pio 
Nono and France,” but the proseou- 
I tion was abandoned. As the piinci- 
[pal leader of the Liberal Boman 
Catholic party, Count Montalembert 
was placed in a vciy awkward dilemma 
by the Pope’s Encyclical, from which 
he sought to bo relieved by putting 
this plain question to tho Vatican, 
**Is it possible for me to remain in 
loyal allegiance to my sovereign 
to remain in loyal allegiance to my 
spiritual sovereign, the Pope ? ” To 
find a satisfactoxy answer to '.his plftlri 
question would task all the oasuistxy 
of Borne. Several of his works have j 
been translated into English, 9.nd ho { 
has contributed to tho Revue des Beuio '■ 
MondeSf L* jEn(^cl<^4d/ie QuthoVique, 
Ac. ^ The publication of a complete 
edition of his works commenced in 
1861. I 

MONTEBELLO (Due db), Napo- ' 
LfioK-liABNBS, diplomatist, son of Mar- 
shal Lannes, who perished on the 
field of Essling, bom at PariS| July , 


80, 1801, was created a peer of France 
in 1815 by Louis XVIII., in consider- 
ation of tiie distinguished services of 
his ihther, but did not sit in the Lux- 
emburg until after the revolution of 
July, 1830. At first he appears by 
his votes to have attached himself to 
the Legitimist Opposition, but after- 
wards inclined towards the new 
monarchy, and adopted a Conservative 
policy, taking part in a great number 
of debates. Having fbfiUod a diplo- 
matic mission to Copenhagen, he was 
appointed Ambassador to Switzerland 
in 1836, and in 1838 represented 
France at Naples. He was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in the Cabinet of 
April 1, 1839, resumed his post in 
Itfdy on the dissolution of this minis- 
try, May 12, and in 1844 was intrusted 
to negotiate a marriage between the 
Princess Ma^e Caroline of Salerno and 
theDuod’Aumale. He replaced Admiral 
Mackau in the Ministry of Marine, 
May 9, 1847, retired at the revolution 
of Feb., 1848, and was elected by the 
department of the Marne to the Le- 
gislature in 1849. After the coup' 
of Dec. 2, 1850, he for a time 
ceased to take any part in politics, 
and at the commencement of 185B 
was appointed Ambassador to St. 
Petersburg. He was created a Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honour, Aug. 
30, 1844, and is decorated with nume- 
rous foreign orders. 

MONTEFIOBE, Sib Moses, Babt., 
son of the late Joseph Montefiore, Esq., 
bom of Hebrew parents, Oct. 24, 17^,. 
served the office of Sheriff of London 
in 1837, and was knighted on the visit 
of her Majesty to the Guildhall, Nov. 
9. He has been High Sheriff of 
Kent, in which county he resides, and 
was raised to a baronetcy in 1846, in 
recognition of his high character and 
public services. He went, about 1840, 
on a mission to the East, in order to 
secure certain rights for his Jewish 
brethren at Damascus ; and, after his 
return, having aocomplishod his object, 
was presentol by the Jews of the 
metrqpoliB irith a handsome piece of 
plate a^ a token of their regara. In 
1864 received the thaito of the 
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Court of Common Council for the 
signal Benrices He had rendered 
misBions to Tarions countries for the 
relief of persons oppressed for their 
religious convictions, and more espe- 
cially by a journey to Morocco, under- 
taken to solicit the emperor to relieve 
his Jewish and Christian subjects from 
all civil and religious disabilities. In 
1867 he was succossful in a mission to 
Boumelia in favour of his oppressed 
brethren in that country. 

MONTGOLFIER, Mdlle. Ade- 
laide, bom about 1800, applied her- 
self assiduously to the task of making 
English writcie known in Franco, 
fihe has taken an active part in the 
direction of the Magasin TIrUversel, 
the Magasm Pittoresque, the Mus4ed^s 
Families^ and other periodicals, has 
translated numerous English works 
into French, and in conjunction with 
Madame Anne Swanton Belloc, has 
laboured to secure for the leading 
public in Franco a higher style of 
literature than that usually supplied 
at the reading-rooms, Ac. 

MONTGOMERY, Sir Henry 
C oNYNGHAH, Bart., oldest Bon of the 
late Sir H. C. Montgomery, Bart, (a 
distinguished officer of the East-lndia 
Company’s service); bom June 10, 
1803, was educated at Eton and at 
^ailoybury College, and, entering the 
Civil Service in India, hold several 
appointments. Ho was Secretary to 
the Goveramont of Madras from 1847 
till 1867, when he returned to Eng- 
land, and shortly afterwards was 
nominated a member of Her Mtyesty’s 
Tyidj im Council. 

MONTGOMERY, Sir Roderj, 
E.C.B., G.O.S.I., LL.1X, sou of the 
late Rev. S. G. Montgomery, bom in 
Londonderry in' 1809, educated at 
Foyle College in that city, was ap- 
pointed to (he Bengal Presidency, and 
entered the - serviqp ip' 1828. Having 
served in various posts, in 1849 he 
was selected, by the late Lord Bal- 
honsie as one .of the^ oommissioners 
Ibr the newly-annez^ province of 
the Pnx\|aub, and oh the dissolution of 
the Bbard in 1858, was appointed Ju- 
dicial CenunisBiohor^ Superintendent 


of Prisons, and Director-General of 
PoHce for the whole province. Dur- 
ing the mutiny in May, 1857, he 
adopted measures for disarming the 
large native force stationed at Lsdiore, 
was appointed Chief Commissioner of 
Oude in 1858, and for his services iu 
aiding the armies under Lord Clyde 
and restoring tranquillity to the pro- 
vince, received the thanks of both 
Houses of Parliament, and was created 
a Knight Commander of the Bath. 
In 1859 he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Punjaub, from whicli 
ho retired in 1865, after service iii 
India of upwards of thirty-six years. 
He is an LL.D. of Trinity College, 
Dublin, and received the Grand Cross 
of the Star of India, Feb. 20, 1866. 

MONTGOMERY, Walter, born of 
English parents at New York, in 1827, 
repaired to England at an early ago, 
and entered a shawl-manufactoiy at 
Norwich. Having a great taste for 
dramatic performances, he endea- 
voured to train himself as an actor, 
and in 1849 Mr. Charles Kean offered 
him an engagement for three years, 
which he declined, resolving to gain 
further experience in the provinces 
before appearing in the metropolis. 
Soon after, he retired altogether from 
the sliawl-manufactoiy, in which he 
occupied a highly remunerative post, 
adopted his mother’s maiden name, 
and performed at Norwich, Yarmouth, 
Bath, Bristol, and other provincial 
towns, going to Birmingham in 1854, 
and thence to the Theatre Royal, 
Manchester, where he became a great 
favomito. Ho made his first appear- 
ance in London at the Princess’s, in 
“ Othello,” and afterwards played 
Romeo to the Juliet of Mdlle. Stella 
Colas. HehassincepbrformedatDruxy 
Lane, j^he Haymorket, and opened a 
theatre at Nottingham in 1865. 

MONTI, Ravfaelle, sculptor, bom 
in 1818, at Milan, studied under his, 
father, Gaetano Monti, of Ravenna, 
a celebrated sculptor in the Imperial 
Academy at Milan, where he obtain^ 
the gold medal for his group of *^Alex- 
ander taming BuoephSus.” In 1838, 
having exhibited his group **Ajax 
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defending the body of Patroolaa/* he 
was invited to Vienna, where ho re- 
ceived extensive patronage, and on 
his return to his native city, in 1842, 
he enriohed it by various successful 
works. In 1B47 he repaired to Eng- 
land, and exhibited, in addition to 
otHer works, his veiled statue exe- 
cuted for tho duke of Devonshire, 
which attracted much attention. On 
his return to Milan, he joined tho 
popular party, and in 1848, as one of 
the chiefs of the National Guard, 
was sent on a mission to the camp 
of Charlcs-Albert. After the war 
he fled to England, where the origi- 
nality of his subjects and conceptions, 
onited to great executive skill, 
have, as in the case of Maroohotti, 
secured iiim great popularity and ex- 
tensive patronage. Among his works 
Dxeentod here are the group of the 
Sister Anglers,” ” Tho Veiled Ves- 
tal,” and ** Eve after tho Fall.” At tho 
Sydenham Crystal Palace aix) to bo 
seen models of his “Italy,” “Truth,” 
ind “ Eve,” two fountains enrich^ 
ffith emblematical figures, and six of 
jhe colossal symbolic national figures 
3n tho upper garden terrace. 

MONTPENSIER (Due db), 
iNTOIN£-MA.BTE-FuiLlFPE-Louis-D’OR- 
jEANS, bom at Ncuilly, July- 31, 1824, 
ifth son of tho late king Louis- 
?hilippe and Queen Marie- AmSlio, 
yas educated at tho Collie Henri 
;V., and after a special examination 
was appointed Lieutenant of Artilleiy 
in 1842. He was sent to Africa in 
1844,^ where he took part in tho ex- 
pedition against Biskara, and was 
wounded in the face duiing the cam- 
paign of Ziban. His services . were 
rewarded with the cross of the Legion 
of Honour and promotion to the rank 
of eht^ iV^escadron. Having accom- 
panied his father on his visit to the 
Qneen of England in 1846, he rejoined 
the army in Afirica, and distinguished 
himself against the Rabyles, after 
which he made a tour in Egypt, Syria, 
Constantinople, and Greece. On his 
retnxh he married, at Madrul, Oct. 10, 
1846, the infanta Marie Louise Fer- 
dinande de Bourbon, sister of Queen 


Isabella II. of Spain. This marriage 
was regarded as a me^ter-stroke of 
policy by Louis-Philippe, and will 
long bo remembered for the excite- 
ment and tho irritation it oans^, 
which nearly lod to a rupture he~ 
tweon France and England. After 
the revolution of Feb., 1848, the 
Duo do Montpensier, with the rest 
of his family, t^k refuge in England, 
and having remainod a short time 
in this country, went to Holland, 
whero he embarked for Spain, and has 
since resided at Seville, occasionally 
making excursions abro^, or visiting 
his relatives at Claremont. H.R.H. 
received the title of Infant of Spain, 
and was made Captain-General of the 
Spanish army, Oct. 10, 1859. Ho has 
four daughters and two sons. His 
oldest daughter, tho Princess Marie 
Isabelle Fran^^oiso d* Assize Antonia 
Louisa Fernanda, bom at Seville, 
Sep. 21, 1848, was married to the 
Comte de Paris, May 30, 1864. 

MONTREAL (Bishop op). The 
Bight Rev. Fbancis Fulpobd, D.D., 
second son of the late Baldwin Ful- 
ford. Esq., of Groat Fulford, Dovon, 
bom in 1803, was educated at tho 
grammar-schoolj Tiverton, and at 
Exeter College, Oxford, whore be 
graduated in honours, and of which 
he became Fellow. He was Rector of 
Trowbridge, Wilts, and of Croydon, 
Cambridgoshire, Minister of Curzon 
Chapel, London, and for many years 
Chaplain to H.11.H. the late duchess 
of Gloucester. In 1850 he was con- 
secrated Bishop of Montreal, Lower 
Canada (formerly included in tho 
diocese of Quebec), and he exercises 
metropolitan jurisdiction in Canada. 
The annual income of tho see is £800« 
paidont of tho Colonial Bishopric Fund. 

MONTROSE (Duke op). The Right 
Hon. Sib James Graham, K.T., D.C.L., 
bom July 16, 1799, succeeded his 
father as fourth duke, Deo. 30, 1836. 
His Grace, who has held the offices of 
Lord Steward of the Household, and 
ChanoeUor cf the Duchy of l^oastor, 
was appointed Pcstmaster-Generalin 
Lord Derby’s third administration, in 
July, 1866. He is hereditary Sheriff 
2 q 
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of Dumbartonshire, Chancellor of the 
TJniyersiiy of Glasgow, and Loid< 
Lieutenant of Stirlingshire. 

HOODIE, Hbs. Susannah, sister of 
Hiss Agnes Strickland, bom early in 
the present century, is married to 
John Dunbar Hoo^e, Esq., of the 
Slat foot, and resides in Canada. 
She has written ** Boughing it in the 
Bush,** a narrative of her personal 
adventures since becoming a settlor 
in the colony of her adoption, where 
her husband holds the post of Sheriff 
of Belville, published in 1862 ; ** Mark 
Hurdlestone, the Gold Worshipper,’* 
and **Life in the Clearings, versus 
the Bush,” in 1853 ; ’’ Flora Lindsay: 
Passages in an Eventful Life,” and 
' ” Matrimonial Speculations,” in 1864; 
** The Monotons, a Novel,” in 1836, Ac. 

MOON, SirFiiancisGbaham,Baiit., 
F.S.A., son of the late Mr. Christopher 
Moon, of London, a well-known print- 
seller and publisher, was bom Oct. 28, 
1796. In 1843 he served as Sheriff 
of London, was elected on Alderman 
in 1844, and was Lord Mayor in 
1854-5. He was created a Baronet 
during the visit of the Emperor and 
Empress of the French to London, 
April 28, 1855, and was made a Cho- 
v^ier of the Legion of Honour. Sir 
F. Moon, who is a magistrato for 
Middlesex, and a Commissioner of 
Lieutenancy for London,is well known 
as a connoisseur and patron of art. 

MOOBE, George, a self-made man, 
and one of the “merchant princes” 
of London, bom in 1807, in Cumber- 
land, where his father was a yeoman, 
or small landowner, entered a house 
of business in London in 1825. Having 
risen by gradual steps of promotion, 
the result of his energy and high 
character, he became in 1830 a junior 
partner in the firm of Grouoock, 
Oqpestake, A Co., lace and sewed 
muslui manufhotuiers, who have fac- 
tories at Nottingham, Manchester, 
Glasgow, Paris,, New York, and Phi- 
ladriphia; and to Mrr Moore belongs 
the ore& of having perfected the 
orgaaisatijcm jof that '^ast establish- 
ment. His name -is well known as a 
praewl phifamthippist; he had a 


large share in founding the “ Com- 
mercial Travellers’ Orphan School,’* 
“ The Boyal Hospital for Incurables,** 
“The Female Mission ^mong Fallen 
Women,” Ac. Mr. Moon was elected 
Sheriff in 1844, and paid the fine of 
£600 instead of serving office; he^s 
declined twice to accept the alaer- 
manic gown, and has five times been 
called upon to represent a constitu- 
ency in the Liberal interest, including 
the city of London. He was one of 
the leading members of the private 
committee appointed by the bishop of 
London, for the purpose of working 
through Parliament his bill for the 
union of City benefices, and he was 
appointed by his lordship, in 1861, a 
commissioner to inquire into the fund 
which was raised by the Bev. H. 
Douglas, entitled, “Londoners over 
the Border.” 

MOOBE, Thohas, F.L.S., pterido- 
legist and horticulturist, bom atStoke- 
next-Guildford, May 29, 1821, is a 
Fellow of the Boyal Horticultural 
Society, and was Secretary to the 
Floral Committee of that society from 
its establishment in 1869 till 1865 
when ho was named Floricultura 
Dircetpr of the gardens of the same 
society at Chiswick. lnl848howaf 
appointed Curator of the Botanic 
Garden of the Society of Apothecariei 
at Chelsea, which office he still holds 
He was the Exhibition Secretary o 
the Great International Horticultnra 
Exhibition and Botanical Congres: 
held in London in 1866 ; is Examine 
in Floriculture to tlio Society of Arte 
and the Boyal Horticultural Society 
and has written “ Cultivation of th 
Cucumber and Melon,” published i 
1841; “Handbook of British Ferns, 
in 18^ ; “ Ferns and Allied Plants, 
in 1851 ; “ Ferns of Great Britainan 
Ireland— Nature printed,” in 186jE 
Illustrations of Orchidaceous Plants 
and “Index Pilioum,”inl867; “Li: 
Melodies,” in 1861 ; the “ Field B 
tanist’s Companion: British Isles 
in 1862 1 and “ Elements of Botany 
in 1866. He was joint editor of tl 
Gardener’s Mugaaine qf ‘Botemy 
1850-2, editor of the Floral Magaav, 
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in 1861, and of the Treaswry of Bo- 
tony in 1866; contributed many of the 
botanical and hortionitnral articles to 
the new e^^ition of Brando’s Diction- 
aiy of Science in 1866-6, and is joint 
ei^tor of the Gcjrdenen's Chronicle. 

. MORAY, BOSS, and CAITHNESS 
* ^isHOP or). The Right Bey. Robebt 
Eden, D.B., ordained in 1828, was 
consecrated Bishop of this see in the 
Episcopal Church of Scotland in 1861. 

MORGAN, The Rev. Richabd 
WiLUAM, a natire of Wales, bom 
about 1816, was educated at St. 
David’s College, Lampeter, and hav- 
ing been ordained, was nominated to 
■an incumbency in North Wales, which 
he resigned in 1858. Ho has written 
“North Wales, or Venedocia,” “Ida 
do Gallis,’* “Raymond de Monthault, 
the Lord Marcher,” published in 1853; 
“ Christianity and Modem Infidelity 
compared,” in 1854; the “Church, and 
its Episcopal Cormptions in Wales,” 
in 1855 ; “ British Kymry, or the 
Britons of Cambria,” in 1857; and 
“ St. Paul in Britain, or British Chris- 
tianity,” in 1861. 

MORIN, Aiithub- Jules, general 
and mathematician, member of the 
Institute, bom Oct. 17, 1795, was a 
pupil at the Ecole Polytochnique, and 
the Eoolo d’ Application, at Metz, fix>m 
1813 till 1819, and entered the Foot 
il^llexy, becoming General of Divi- 
sion in that corps April 7*, 1855, and was 
afterwards Director of the Conserva- 
toire des Arts et Metiers. Well known 
by a large number of works connected 
with experimental mechanics, he has, 
in conjunction with Gen. Poncelet, 
contributed more to the rapid pro- 
gress of that Bcionco during the past 
twenty years than any of his country- 
men. Ho was admitted a member of 
the Academy of Sciences in 1843 ; was 
promoted to the rank of Commander 
of the Logpon of Honour in Aug., 
1854, and to that of Grand Officer, 
March 14, 1868. Gen. Morin, who 
was President of the Imperial Com- 
mission for the Exposition Universelle 
of 1855, was appointed President of 
the Bocie^ of Civil Engineers of 
France in Deo., 1862. Amongst his . 


numerous and important works mav 
be mentioned “ Mdmoire sur la Pene- 
tration des Frqjeotiles ot but la Rup- 
ture des Corps Solides par le Choc,” 
published in 1835 ; “ Mdmoire sur les 
Pendnles Balistiques,” in 1839 ; “ M5- 
moire sur les Rones Hydrauliqnes,” in 
1835-9 ; ” “ Mdmoire sur Divers Ap- 
paroils Chronomdtriques et Dynamo- 
m5triques,” which obtained the Mon- 
iyon prize, in 1837 ; “ Le 9 onB de Me- 
oanique Pratique,” and “ L’Aide M5- 
moirodeM5caniqu6 Pratique,”of which 
a second edition appeared in 1868. 

MORLEY, Henby, son of Henry 
Morley, Esq., of Midhurst, Sussex, 
bom in London in 1822, and educated 
at the Moravian School, Nenwied-on- 
the-Rhine, and at King’s College, Lon- 
don ; practised medicine at Madeley, 
Shropshire, from 1844 till 1848; tri^ 
successfully, during two years, at Lis- 
card, Liverpool, the method of school- 
keeping described by him in No. 200 
of Household Words, and gave up the 
project somewhat unwillingly in 1851, 
offers having been made that led him 
to settle in London as a journalist. 
He has written “ How to make Home 
Dnhoalthy,” published in 1850 ; “ A 
Defence of Ignorance,” in 1851 ; 
“ Life of Palissy, the Potter,” in 1852 ; 
"Life of Jerome Cardan,” in 1854; 
“ Life of Cornelius Agrippa,” in 1856 ; 
Essays from Household Words, re- 
print as “ Gossip,” and “ MemoirB 
of Bartholomew Fair,” in 1857 ; two 
volumes of “ Fairy Tales,” in 1859 
and 1860 ; “ English Writers be- 
fore Chaucer,” vol. i. in 1864 ; vol. ii., 
port 1, from Chaucer to Dunbar, 
in 1867; and “Journal of a London 
Playgoer from 1857 to 1866,” in 
1866. Ho was English Lecturer at 
King’s CoUege from 1867 till 1865, 
with duty confined to direction of the 
English department in the evening 
olaoses. Since 1865- he has been 
Professor of English Langua^ and 
Literature at University College, and 
.8 editor of the Examiner^ and.bf the 
Fortn^Mly Review. 

MOROPCO Aiip FEZ (Sultan oe), 
SiDX MojHANMEp, bpm in‘ 1803; suc- 
ceeded hiis father, Abd-nr-Rahman, in 
2 q2 
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1859. Troubles whioh arose upon 
his accession, in respect of outrages 
committed on Spaniards by subjects 
of the new saltan, were agg^rated 
by the Spanish government. The 
peremptory demands of Spain were 
not aooed^ to, perhaps rather from 
necessity than from any desire to en- 
gage in a contest with that nation, 
for it is questionable whether Sidi 
Mohammed could restrain tho pirates 
of the coast, or his other unruly sub- 
jects, if he wished. A Spanish ex- 
pedition, under Marshal O'Donnell, 
landed in Moroooo in Jan., 1860, and 
after some hard fighting occupied 
Ceuta and Tangier. Poaco was con- 
cluded in April, the sultan surrender- 
ing some territory near the first- 
named city, and promising to pay an 
indemnity. The latter part of the 
agreement he was unable, to perform, 
and as there was some fear that hos- 
tilities would be renewed, ho sent his 
brother on a mission to Madrid in 
1861. The presence of a Moorish 
prince, a suppliant in the Spanish 
capital, was gratifying to tho national 
pride of the Spaniards, and a compro- 
mise was effected, in whioh the sultan 
was aided by tho friendly offices of 
Great Britain. Tho saltan has made 
some liberal concessions to the Jews 
at the urgent solicitation of Sir Mosos 
Montefiore. Ambassadors sent to 
Paris by tho sultan were received by 
Napoleon III. Jan. 3, 1866. 

MORPHY, Paul, chess-player, bom 
of Creole parents in Now Orleans in 
1837, at an early age showed a strong 
disposition for games of skill, and 
played chess well; but these predilec- 
tions were not allowed to interfere 
with lus education for a learned pro- 
fession. He found time, however, to 
pnunsne at intervals his favourite pas- 
time, achieving in 184B and the fol- 
lowing years a series of triumphs 
ovierwe best players in the United 
States. A chess tournament hold I 
at .Njew Tork in 1867 brought his 
name^io pronunently before the pub- 
Hd that hk fame reached England,' 
and the BritiBh Chess Association in- 
vited him to attend their aimual meet- 


ing in 1858. This invitation he ac- 
cepted, principally because he was 
eager to measure his strength with 
the English champion, Mr. Staunton, 
though tho opportunity did not occur 
daring his stay here. On his arrival 
in this country, in June, 1858, he was 
cordially welcomed, and a series of 
matches were arranged. Much to the 
disappointment of his backers, he was 
beaten in his first essays; but he 
quickly recovered his powers, impaired 
probably by the fatigues of his voyage, 
and displayed those unparalleled re- 
sources which had gained him ronom. 
In a series of games with Anderson, 
Barnes, Bird, Harrwitz, Loder, and 
Mongredier, ho was generally tho 
victor ; and at a groat chess meeting 
at Birmingham, and at another in 
Paris, he played blindfolded with 
eight able competitors simultaneously, 
vanquishing six outof that number, the 
seventh contest being a drawn game, 
and losing only in one instance. After 
remaining about six months in Europe, 
Mr. Morphy returned to tho United 
States, to resume his preparations for 
the legal profession, on tho practice 
of which ho has since entered. 

MORRELL, The Bight Rev. 
Thomas Bakeii, D.D., ordained in 
1814, was appointed Coadjutor Bishop 
of Edinburgh in 1863. 

MORRIS, The Rev. Francis 
ORP£^ , B.A.,bom March 25, 1810, was 
educatod at Bromgrovo Schriols and 
Worcester College, Oxford, where he 
graduated a second class in classics 
in 1833. He holds tho living of Nun- 
bumhohue, Yorkshire; was chaplain 
to the late duke of Cleveland, and has 
written A Histo^ of British Birds,*' 
dedicated by permission to the Queen, 
and published in 1851-7 ; A Book of 

Natural History,” in 1852 ; ” A Na- 
tural Histozy of the Nests and Eggs 
of British Birds,” and ‘*A Natural 
Histoiy of British Buttorflies,” in 
1853; ”A Bible Natund Histoiy,” 
Anecdotes in Natural Histoiy,” and 
"Natural Histoiy of British Moths,” 
in 1859 ; " Records of Animal Sagacity 
and Character,” in 1861 ; " A Ghiide to 
an Arrangement of British Birds,'* 
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«* An Kssay on iScientiiic Nomencla- 
ture, ’* “An Essay on the Eternal Du- 
ration of the Earth,*’ and several 
smailer works on religions and social 
questions of tlio day. 

MORBIS, The Bight Honourable 
Michael, bom in 1827, was educated 
at Erasmus Smith’s College, Galway, 
and Trinity College, Dublin, and gra- 
duated in 1847 First Senior Moderator 
and Gold Medallist. Ho was called 
to the Bor in Ireland in Juno, 1849, 
made Q.O.m Feb., 1863, was appointed 
Solicitor-General for Ireland in July, 
Attorney-General in Oct., and was 
sworn a Frivy Councillor in Nov., 1866, 
and was apj)ointed ono of the judges of 
the Common Fleas in Ireland in March, 
1867. Mr. Monis, who was High 
Sheriff in 1849-60, held tlio office of 
Uecordor of Galway from 1857 till 
1866, and was first elected as ono of 
the members, in the Liberal iiiterest, 
for Galway, in July, 1865, and retained 
tho seat until he was raised to the 
Bench. 

MORSE, Samufx Finley Breese, 
one of tho inventors of the electric 
telegraph, bom in Cliarlestown, Mas- 
sachusetts, April 27, 1791, was edu- 
cated at Yale College, where he gra- 
duated in 1810. Having from an 
early age determined to bo a painter, 
ho sailed for England with Washington 
Allston, arriving in London in Aug., ' 
1811, where ho formed an intimacy 
with C. B. Leslie, and the first por- 
traits by these artists pointed in Lon- 
don wero likenesses of each other. 
Mr. Morse, who made rapid progress 
in his profession, exhibited at the 
Boyal Acadomy, in 1813. Jiis picture 
“ The Dying Hercules,'* of colossal 
size, and the plaster model which he 
made of tho same subject, to assist 
him in' his picture, received the prize 
in sculpture tho same year. On his 
return to tho United States, having 
settled in Boston, he met with so little 
encouragement that he removed to 
New Hampshire, where he found em- 
ployment in painting portraits at 
fifteen dollars per head. He went to 
Charlestown, South Carolina, where 
he found more profitable employment, i 


and about 1822 took up his residence 
in New York. 'Under a commission 
from tho corporation, he painted a 
fiill-length portrait of Gen. Lafayette, 
then on a visit to the United States. 
In 1829 he paid a second visit to 
Europe, and remained three years. 
On his return to the United States 
in the packet-^ip Sully, in 1832, a 
fellow-countryman, Frafessor Jackson, 
was describing the experiments that 
had just been made in Paris with the 
electro-magnet, when a question arose 
as to the time occupied by the electric 
fluid in passing through tho wire. The 
reply boing made that it was instan- 
taneous, Jackson, recalling the experi- 
ments of Franklin, suggested that it 
might be carried to any distance, and 
that tho electric spark might be made 
a means of conveying and recording 
intelligence. This suggestion took 
deep hold of Morse, who proposed to 
develop the idea thus originated, and 
before the end of the voyage he had 
drawn out the general plan of the 
system known by his name. On his 
return to New York ho resumed his 
prafession, but devoted all his spare 
time to the perfection of his inven- 
tion. After much difficulty and dis- 
couragement, in 1835 ho demon- 
strated the practicability of his inven- 
tion, by completing, and putting in 
operation in the New York University, 
a model of his “ Recording Electric 
Telcgpraph,” the greater part of the 
apparatus having been made by him- 
sebT. In 1887 he filed his caveat at 
the patent office in Washington. It 
is only fair to European claihiants to 
tho discovery and application of this 
important agent of verbal intercom- 
munication to add that Mr. Wheat- 
stone, the English inventor of a mag- 
netic telegraph, took out, with Mr. W. 
F. Cooke, a joint patent in England in 
May, 1837 s while Steinheil in Bavaria 
invented a system of his own, both 
differing from Morse’s and from each 
other. In the United States, Wheat- 
stone’s is epnsidegred inferior, because, 
not being a recording tele^ph, it 
requires to be watched by one of 
the attendants, the alphabet being 
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Sast-India Hoaso and the Bodleian 
Library. As he was on the point of 
retnxnihg to Gormimy, he made the 
acgnaintanco of tho late Ghevalior 
Bnnsen, then Fmssian ambassador in 
London, who pcrsnadod him to stay 
in England, and on his and tho lafco 
FrofessorWilson’s recommendation the 
East-India Company engaged him to 
publish his edition of the “Rig-Voda** 
at their expense. In 1848 ho settled 
a lOzford, where his work was to bo 
printed, and the fiint volnmo, of 1,000 
pages quarto, appeared in 1840. Ho 
was invited by tho University to give 
some courses of lectures on Compara- 
tive Philology, as Deputy Taylorian 
Professor, in 1850; was made Hono- 
raiy M.A. and member of Christ 
Church in 1851; was elected Tay- 
lorian Professor, and received the full 
degree of M.A. by decree of Convo- 
cation in 1854 ; was made a Curator of 
the Bodleian Library in 1856; and 
was elected a Fellow of All Souls in 
1858. He was in ISGO an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the professorship of 
Sanscrit at Oxford, vacant by the 
death of Professor Wilson. In addi- 
tion to the “ Hitopadesa,” he pub- 
lished at Kunigsberg. in 1847, " Meg- 
haddta, an Indian Elegy,” translated 
from the Sanscrit, with notes, in Ger- 
man; intlie Transactionsof the British 
Association, in 1847, **An Essay on Ben- 
^ee, and its Relation to the Aiyan 
Languages ; ” in 1863, ” An Essay on 
Indian Logic, in * Thompson’s Laws 
of Thought;’” in 1854, Proposals 
for a Uniform Missionary Alphabet,” 
and “ Suggestions on the Learning and 
Languages of the Seat of War in 
the EMt, with Lingpustio Map ; ” in 
1855, "A Survey of Languages,” and 
** Letter to Chevalier Bunsen on tho 
Classification of the Turanian Lan- 
guages, in Bunsen’s 'Christianity and 
Ma&ind,’” containing some smaller 
articles contributed by Mr. Muller 
on the Veda, the Zdhdavesta, Ac.; 
in 1857, at, Leipsio, "The Hymns of 
the Eig-Yeda, together with text 
and translation of the Fr4tisftkhya, 
an ancient work bn Sanscrit Grammar 
and Pronunciation,” in German ; and 


" Buddhism and Buddhist Pilgrims ; ” 
in 1858, " The German Classics 
from tho Fourth to the Nineteenth 
Century,” and " Essay on Compa- 
rative Mythology,” in the Oxford 
Essays ; in 1859, " History of Ancient 
Sanscidt Literature ; ” " Rig-Veda- 
Sanhita, the Sacred Hymns of the 
Brahmans, with the Commentary of 
Sayondchiliyft ; ” and "Lectures on 
the Science of Language,” two series, 
delivered at the Royal Institution; 
and in 1866, " Sanscrit Grammar for 
Beginners.” Mr. Muller, who has 
contributed numerous articles to the 
Edtnhwryh Review, the Times, aud 
various literary journals of England, 
Germany, and France, is a correspond- 
ent of tho Institute of France, a mem- 
ber of the Royal Bavarian Academy, 
and of many learned aocieties, botli 
English and foreign. 

MULLER, Ludwig, licentiate in 
theology, doctor of philosophy, and 
a professor, "Inspecteur du Cabinet 
Royal des M4dailles (Copenhagen) 
et du Mnsee Thorvaldsen,” has pro- 
duced three very important works on 
Greek numismatics; viz., "Numisma- 
tiquod’ Alexandre le Grand,” published 
at Copenhagen, in 1855 ; " Miinzeu des 
Lysimachus,” in 1858 ; and " Numis- 
matique de I’ancienne Afrique,” in 
1860-2. 

MULOCK,Miss Dixau Mabia, bom 
at Stoke-upon-Trent, Staifbrdshire, in 
1826, published her first novel, " The 
OgilviftB,”in 1849, followed by "Olive,” 
a novel, which supported the promise 
of ite predecessor, in 1850 ; "The Head 
of tho I'iimily,” a stoiy of Scottish life 
in the middle classes ; and a faiiy tale, 
called " Alice Learmout,” in 1851 ; 
" Agatha’s Husband,” in 1852; "John 
Halifax, Gentleman,” in 1857; "A 
Life for a Life,” "Christian’s Mis- 
take,” "Two Marriagos,” and "A 
Noblo Life,” in 1866. She published 
collections of fugitive papers, entitled 
"Romantic Tales,” "Domestic Tales,” 
"Nothing New,” "Studies from Life,” 
"A Woman’s Thoughts about Women,” 
^d a volume of Poems ; the follow- 
ing books for yonng people : " How 
to Win Love, or Bhoda’s Lesson;” 
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“ Cola MobM, op The Story of a Ge- 
nius 5 ” ** A Hero : Philip’ s Book ; ” 
“Little Lychetts;” “Our Year;“ 
and BrciM upon the Waters $’* and 
yarious articles and poems which have 
appeared anonymously. In 1864 she 
obtained a literary pension of £60 a 
year, and in 1865 was married to Mr. 
George Lillie Craik, who died June 25, 
1866. 

MURAT, PnixcE, LuorEN-CnARLES- 
JosEPn -Fr AN 901 S-N apoleon, second 
son of Joachim Murat, king of Naples, 
by Caroline, third sister of Napoleon I., 
was born at Milan, May 16, 1803. 
The overthrow of the empire, and the 
execution of his father for treason in 
1815, obliged him to retire with his 
mother to Trieste, and later to Venice, 
where he resided until 1824, when he 
embarked for the United States, to 
join his uncle, the ex-king Jerome, 
and his brother Achille. Ho was 
shipwrecked on the coast of Spain, 
and thrown into prison, where ho was 
kept for some time ; married, Aug. 18, 
1831, Miss Caroline Georgina Fraser, 
an Englishlady, and was for someyears 
redact to such straits as to be en- 
tirely dependent upon the profits of a 
school for little girls, kept by his wife. 
In 1847 the death of his elder brother 
lefb him heir to the pretensions of the 
Murat family ; and in 1848, when the 
French Republic came into existence, 
he was elected representative of the 
department of Lot in the National As- 
sembly. He vigorously supported the 
policy of the Prinoe-Fresident, was 
returned at the next election for ^e 
department of the Seine, and was 
minated in 1849 Plenipotentiary at the 
Court of Turin. He was made Senator 
Jan. 22, 1852, and was allowed to bear 
the title of Prince in 1853. When the 

his atrocities, King Jo^hun’s^eirwas 
spoken of as the destined emancipator 
of Italy ; but owing to the division of 
parties in Italy, the aspect of affairs 
was not particularly inviting to a man 
not intended by nature to “ play for 
kingdoms and crowns.” Under these 
olrcmnatances,FrinoeMaratexpressed 
his sentiments to his sister^s son, Count 


Pepoli, in a letter in which he declined 
tal^g the initiative, though he was 
ready to serve Italy if called upon. 
When victory crowned the arms of 
Garibaldi, and the Bourbons were ex- 
pelled from Naples, ho wrote another 
letter, earnestly putting forward his 
claims to the crown. This was soid 
at the timo to have drawn forth a re- 
monstrance from the emperor Napo- 
leon, whioh was followed by a Very 
emphatic disclaimer, May 21, 1861. 

MURCHISON, Sir Roderick 
Impey, Bart., K.C.B., D.C.L., LL.D., 
F.B.S., Ac., eldest son of Kenneth 
Murchison, Esq., of Taradale, Ross- 
fihire, whore he was bom, Feb. 19, 
1792, was educated at Uurham Gram- 
mar school and at the Military Col- 
lege of Marlow. He served in Spain 
and Portugal with the 36th foot from' 
1807 till 1816 ; afterwards on tho staff 
of his nncle, Gen. Sir Alexander Mao- 
kenzio ; and became Captain in tho 6th 
Dragoons. Between 1825 and 1831 ho 
published some geological memoirs on 
the Highlands of Scotland, the Alps, 
and Germany, and became President 
of the Geological Society. In 1831 
he began to apply himself to a sys- 
tematic examination cf the older sedi- 
mentary deposits in England and 
Wales, and after seven years’ labour 
ho succeeded in establishing what , ho 
termed tho Silurian System, compre- 
hending a succession of strata pre- 
viously unknown, which lie beneath 
the old red sandstone. This system 
(named from its occupying those 
counties which formed the ancient 
kingdom of tho Silnres) is divided 
into the Upper Silurian, consisting of 
Ludlow and Wenlock rocks ; and the 
Lower Silurian, of Caradoo and Llan- 
dilo rocks. The same succession or 
classification of strata was found to 
apply to the west of Europe, and to 
North and South Amerioa. Mr. Mur- 
chison next traced tho extension of 
the Silurian System, and all tho other 
PalsBozoio rocks, to Norway and Swe- 
den, and partioularly to the vast em- 
pire of European Russia, where the 
relative position of the older rooks 
has suffered little or no disturbanco 
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from the iutmsiTe agency of fire. 
Under the countenance of the Impe- 
rial Government, Hr. Murchison, ii 
company frith M. de Yemeuil and 
Count Kcyserling,in 1840, commenced 
a geological survey of the Bussiar 
empire; having previously explored 
several parts of Germany, Poland, 
and the Carpathians, as intermediate 
betwgen the British and Russian de- 
posits; and the results of the entire 
expedition were published in two large 
volumes in 1845. Upon the prcsoiita- 
tion, in 1841, of the first Report upon 
this geological survey, the emperor 
Nicholas I. presented Mr. Murchison 
with the second class of St. Anne, in 
diamonds, and with a magnificent 
colossal vase of Siberian avanturine, 
mounted on a column of poiphyiy. 
After three years* additional labour, 
Mr. Murchison completed his 8urv<^ of 
Russia, when the emperor conferred 
upon him the Grand Cross of the 
Order of St. Stanislaus, and appointed 
him an effective member of the Im- 
perial Academy of Sciences; and upon 
his return to England, in 1846, he 
received the honour of knighthood. 
Sir Roderick has since published two 
editions of his ** Siluria,’* an elaborate 
work, and is about to issue a new 
one. He has contributed upwards of 
one hundred and twenty memoirs to 
the Transactions of various scientific 
bodies, the most remarkable being, 
perhaps, his Alps, Apennines, 
and Carpathians.” In 1844, when 
bringing out his large work on iho 
** Geological Structure of Russia,’* 
he instituted a comparison between 
the rocks of Eastem Australia and 
those of the auriferous Ural Moun- 
tains, and, as a result, ho was the 
first who publidy expressed the 
opinion that gfold must exist in Aus- 
tralia. In 1846 he even urged some 
Gomish miners to emigrate to New 
South Wales, and there obtain gold 
fh)m the allnvial soli in the manner 
that ih^ extracted tin from the 
gravd. €i their native country. In 
18^ Sir Roderick addressed Earl 
Grey, then Secretary for the Colonies, 
ai^d warmly urged the Goverment to , 


adopt measures for the interest of the 
Crown; but his advice was not fol- 
lowed, and it was only in 1851, or 
three years later, that "the so-oidled 
discovery of the Australian gold took 
place. In recent years Sir Roderick 
made another great addition to Bri- 
tish geology, by establishing the ex- 
istence in the North-western High- 
lands of the fundamental stratified 
deposits of theUnited Kingdom ; these, 
the so-called Laurentian rocks, being- 
older than the Cambrian or Silurian 
systems. In addition to the Silurian 
System, Sir Roderick Murchison, in 
connection with Professor Sedgwick, 
established the next overlying or 
Devonian System. He, in 1841, 
grouped the Zechstoin or magnesia 
limestone, with its underlying ‘and 
overlying associated strata, under the 
new term of Permian,, as derived from 
a vast region in Russia ; and the name 
has since been generally adopted by 
geologists. In 1855 he succeeded Sir 
H. De la Beche in the office of Direc- 
tor-General of the Geological Survey 
of the British Isles; and his latest 
labours have been repeated examina- 
tions of the rocks of his native High- 
lands, for which the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh conferred on him their first 
Brisbane Gold Medal. Sir Roderick has 
served four times as President of the 
Geological Society, and eleven years 
as President of the Royal Geographical 
Society. In May, 1864, he was re- 
elected President of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, having deb'vered 
t^ve anniversBiy addresses to that 
body, and in 1866 the Copley Medal 
or first honour of the Royal Society 
of London, was awarded to him ^ 
and^ he is a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and of the Linnasan Society, 
*18 a Member of the Academies of St. 
Petersburg, Berlin, Copenhagen, Brus- 
sels, Stockholm, iWn, a correspon- 
dent of the French Institute, has long 
been a Trustee of the British Museum, 
the Hunterian Museum, and the Bri- 
tish Association for the Advancement 
of Science, of which he was one of 
the foander8^ Sir R. Murchison was 
made a K.C.B. in 1863, received the 
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Frix Cuvier Iroiu the Erenoh Ineti- 
tutoi and the WollastouMedal at home, 
for geological labours in 186^ and 
was created a Baronet Jan. 22, 1866. 
The present emperor of Bussia com 
ferred upon him the Ghrand Cross of 
St. Anne, and ho is a Knight Com 
mandor of various foreign orders. 

MURE, David, a Scottish Judge of 
Session, third son of the late CoL 
William Mure, of Caldwell, the emi- 
nent historian of Greece, bom in 1810, 
was educated at Westminster and the 
University of Edinburgh. Having 
been called to the Scottish Bar in 
1831, he was appointed Solicitor- 
General for Scotland in 1858, Lord 
Advocate in April, 1859, and was 
raised to the Scottish Bench in Jan., 
1865. He represented Buteshire, in 
the Conservative interest, from April, 
1859, till he was made a Judge ; is a 
Deputy Lieut, for Buteshire, and was 
Shorifl' of Perthshire in 1853-8. 

MUBBAY, The HoxV. Charles 
Avgus'IUS, K.C.B., second son of the 
fifth earl of Dunmore, bora Nov. 22, 
1806, was educated at Eton and Oriel 
Colloge, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1827, and was elected to a 
Fellowship at All Souls College. He 
was appointed, June, 6, 1838, Master 
of the Boyal Household, and Deo. 31, 
1844, extra Gix>om iu Waiting on the 
Queen. In 1844 he was appointed Se- 
cretsuy of Legation at Naples ; in 184S 
British Agent and Consul-General in 
where ho remained some 
years } in 1853 British Minister in 
Switzerland; was sent in 1864 a^ 
Envoy to Teheran, and in 1859 was 
appointed British Minister in Saxony. 
He was in attendance upon the Vice- 
roy of Egypt on his visit to England 
in June and July, 1862 ; was made 
a C.B. April 27, 1848, and a 
K.G.B. in June, 1866. He has written 
the popular Indian stoiy, ‘^The 
Prairie Bird,’* published in 1844; 

Travels in North America,” in 1854; 
and *'HasBan; or. The Child of the 
Pyramids/^ in 1867. 

MUBBAY, John, head of tho well- 
known publishing house in Albemarle 
Street which bears his name, son of 


the late Mr. John Murray— the ** My 
Murray” of Byron — ^was bornAprill6, 
1808. He received his early eduoatiou 
at the Charter house, under tho 
late Dr. Bussell; on leaving school 
went to Edinburgh tocomplete his edu- 
cation, and in 1828 began to assist bis 
father, at whose death he inherited 
the businesB which ho had con- 
ducted for BO many years with snoh 
success. During his father* s life, hia 
fondness for foreign travel caused him 
to devote his summer holidays, from 
1829 till 1842, to visiting the Conti- 
nent, which he traversed from Ham- 
burg to the Iron Gate, and from 
Prague to Bayonne and St. Sebastian. 
The result of this journey is the 

Handbook for Travellers,” and ho- 
is the author of the Handbooks foi*- 
Germony, Prance, and Switzerland. 

MUSGBAVE, The Bey. George, 
M.A., eldest son of the late George 
Musgravc, Esq., of Shilling^on Manor, 
Bods, and Borden Hall, Kent, was 
bom in 1798, and graduated in high 
honours at Brasenose College, Ozfo]^. 
He was for some years curate of 
Marylebone, and afterwards held tho 
incumbency of Borden, of which he 
is patron. He was the first translator 
of the Hebrew Psalter into blank verse, 
published in 1833, and has written 
'*Nine and Two; or, School Honrs, 
published in 1843 ; Excursion toParis,. 
Tours, and Bouen,’* in 1849; ‘‘ Bamble 
through Normandy,’* in 1^5 ; Pil- 
grimage into Dauphin^,” in 1857; 
“By-roads and Battle-fields in Pi- 
CGurdy,” in 1861 ; a pamphlet on “Con- 
tinental Excursions, by Viator Verax,” 
exposing the impositions and inoon- 
venienoes of foreign travel, and “Ten 
Days in a Prenoh Parsonage,” in 
18^ ; “ The Odyssey of Homer,” in 
blank verse, in 1866; and “Nooks 
and Corners in Old France, ” in 1867. 
Mr. Mnsgrave, who is well known for 
his efforts on behalf of the improve- 
ment of the rural ’ poor, for whom he 
oomposed several works which have 
had a wide oixonlation, was for some 
time an honorary exhibitor at the 
Boyid Academy, being on artist of 
high standing among amatenrs.
